PRESIDENT :  We  will  now  adjourn  until  3-45  this  afternoon 

for  the  joint  sitting  to  receive  Iiis  Highness’  Message;  and  for 
the  presentation  of  the  Budget. 

The  Assembly  adjourned  at  12-3  r.M.  and  mot  again,  in 
a  joint  sitting  with  the  Council  at  3-56  p.m. 

Lieut.  Col.  D.M.  Field,  Agent  to  the  Governor-General, 
Madras  States,  arrived  at  4  p.m.  ,  and  K.  George,  Esquire,  b.a.  , 
Chief  Secretary  to  Government,  received  him  at  the  gate 
and  led  him  up  to  the  President’s  platform  to  a  seat  by  the  side 
of  ,  the  President’s  chair.  The  Agent  to  the  Governor-General 
was  present  throughput  at  the  joint  sitting  of  the  Council  and 
the  Assembly. 

PRESIDENT  :  Members  of  the  Legislature,  it  is  my  privilege, 
in  welcoming  you  to  the  inaugural  meeting  of  the  Sri  Cliitra 
State  Council  and  the  Sri  Mulam  Assembly,  to  read  to  you  a 
gracious  message  from  His  Highness  the  Maha  Baja. 

The  President  then  read  the  following  Message,  the  whole 
House  standing : — 

“  The  two  Houses  of  the  re-constituted  legis¬ 
lature  of  Travancore  are  now  about  to  commence 
their  labours  and  although  I  shall  not  be  able  to 
inaugurate  them  in  person,  I  shall  be  with  them 
in  spirit  and  it  is  with  the  greatest  pleasure  that  I 
send  to  them  a  message  of  God-speed  and  of  con¬ 
gratulations  to  the  elected  and  nominated  mem¬ 
bers  who  are  now  shouldering  large  responsi¬ 
bilities. 
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“  These  two  legislative  bodies  have  been 
designed  to  carry  forward  the  policy  initiated  by 
my  illustrious  predecessors  of  enabling  the  people 
of  the  State  to  take  part  in  the  legislative,  finan¬ 
cial,  and  other  measures  concerning  Travancore 
and  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  my  Government  the 
needs  and  aspirations  of  the  people.  Very  large 
powers  of  legislation,  financial  scrutiny  and  inter¬ 
pellation  have  been  vested  in  them  and  I  hope 
and  trust  that,  in  a  spirit  of  mutual  co-operation 
and  good  feeling,  these  powers  will  be  exercised 
for  the  good  of  Travancore  and  in  such  manner 
as  to  help  Travancore  to  take  an  adequate  and 
honourable  part  in  achieving  the  destiny  of  India 
I  feel  sure  that  the  various  communities  and 
interests  represented  by  election  and  nomination 
will  realise  that  the  world  is  passing  through  a 
critical  period  and  that  in  Travancore,  as  else¬ 
where,  politics  are  but  a  means  to  an  end  and 
there  is  need  for  a  wide  outlook  and  a  patriotism 
that  transcends  temporary  and  accidental  barriers 
of  birth  and  creed  to  bring  about  the  rehabilita¬ 
tion  of  our  agriculture  and  the  development  of 
our  industries  and  the  general  levelling  up  of  our 
standards  with  a  view  to  secure  for  our  people 
the  peace  and  prosperity  that  are  the  aim  as  well 
as  the  justification  of  all  Governments. 

“  I  am  glad  to  inform  you  that  the  consti¬ 
tutional  experiment  that  has  been  started  in 
Travancore  is  being  watched  with  sympathy  and 
interest  by  many  outside  the  State  as  is  evident 
from  the  speech  recently  made  by  T he  Rt.  Hon’ble 
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the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  and  I  am  confid¬ 
ent  that  with  the  co-operation  of  all  the  members 
and  the  valued  friendship  of  the  Paramount 
Power  and  of  His  Majesty’s  representative  in 
India  the  State  will  play  its  appropriate  role  in 
the  India  of  the  future.” 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLaI  (Member,  Sri  Ohitra  State  Council)  :  Sir, 
with  your  kind  permission,  I  -venture  to  take  the  liberty  of  requesting 
you,  on  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  Sri  Chitra  State  Council,  to  convey 
to  our  gracious  Sovereign,  our  humble  and  respectful  tribute  of  loyalty 
and  devotion  to  his  throne  and  person,  and  also  to  convoy  our  feelings 
of  profound  gratitude  and  thankfulness  for  the  gracious  and  inspiring 
message  which  it  has  pleased  His  Highness  to  send  to  us  across  the  seas 
on  this  auspicious  occasion,  and  which  you,  Sir,  as  the  head  of  the  two 
Legislative  Chambers,  had  the  privilege  of  reading  to  us  just  now. 

This  message  has  conveyed  to  us  His  Highness  the  Maha  Raja’s 
congratulations  and  good  wishes  and  has  placed  before  us  high  and  noble 
ideals  for  us  to  strive  after  and  achieve.  Sir,  this  day  makes  anew 
history  for  Travancore.  The  event  that  has  just  taken  place,  under  your 
distinguished  presidency,  is  an  epoch-making  one.  It  registers  a  de¬ 
finite  move  forward  in  the  political  evolution  of  the  country.  The  two 
chambers  of  the  legislature  that  have  come  into  existence  to-day  are, 
from  the  Sovereign  to  his  people,  need  I  say,  ^priceless  gifts.  These  in¬ 
stitutions  have  brought  the  people  into  closer  association  with  the'  ad¬ 
ministration  of  the  State  and  have  also,  at  the  same  time,  transmitted 
to  the  representatives  of  the  people  the  responsibilities  of  a  weightier 
kind  in  the  solution  of  that  vast  multitude  of  problems  which  confronts 
Government  from  all  directions.  Besides,  these  institutions  have  also 
brought  the  people  nearer  to  the  throne  than  ever  before.  They  have, 
J.  make  bold  to  say,  gone  a  long  way  in  satisfying  the  legitimate  aspira¬ 
tions  of  the  people.  These  reforms  have  given  the  Travancore  citizens 
a  new  status  and  new  importance  in  the  eyes  of  the  subjects  of  other 
Indian  States.  These  reforms  are  envied  by’  the  whole  of  Indian 
India.  They  have,  as  was  alluded  to  by  His  Highness  the 
Maha  Raja  in  his  gracious  message,  elicited  high  encomiums  from  the 
Rt.  Hon’ble  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India.  They  have  also, — I  should 
be  pardoned  for  saying  so — added  to  the  political  pride  of  the  country; 
and  have  also  added  to  the  renown  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Raja  for 
hiB. progressive  administration  and  solicitude  for'  the  welfare  of  the 
people. 


Sir,  we  are  prepared  to  work  the  reforms  to  the  fullest  satisfaction 
of  our  gracious  Sovereign.  We  are  prepared  to  so  work  them  as  ta 
transcend  all  barriers  of  caste  and  creed,  keeping  before  our  eyes  the- 
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country’s  good  as  our  sole  objective.  We  shall  strive  to  show  to  the 
outside  world  that  we  are  capable  of  taking  our  legitimate  share  in 
moulding  the  future  destiny  of  India. 

You,  Sir,  have  had  the  privilege  of  being  at  the  head  of  the  admi¬ 
nistration  during  this  critical  period,  and  have  taken  the  responsibility 
for  devising  this  large  and  generous  measure  of  reforms  ;  and  you  are 
entitled  to  the  gratitude  of  the  country.  I  do  hope  that,  in  due  course, 
the  institution  would  be  so  worked  as  to  enable  you  to  report  to  His 
Highness  the  Maha  Eaja  that  the  wishes,  expressed  in  the  royal  mes¬ 
sage  and  implied  in  the  constitutional  reforms,  have  been  more  than 
fulfilled.  The  experience  you  have  had  of  the  working  of  the  legislature 
in  Travanoore,  need  I  say,  will  help  you  to  realise  that  we  are  capable 
of  shouldering  greater  responsibility. 

Sir,  we  pray  God  to  shower  His  choicest  blessings  on  His  Highness 
the  Maha  Baja,  and  wish  him,  in  all  humility,  a  safe  and  pleasant  voyage 
back  to  his  country.  Onee  more,  Sir,  wo  request  you  to  convey  our 
gratitude  to  His  Highness  the  Maha  Baja. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Member,  Sri 
Mulam  Assembly)  ;  Sir,  on  behalf  of  the  members  of  tho  Sri  Mulam 
Assembly,  I  beg  to  associate  myself  with  the  sentiments  which  have  now 
been  expressed  by  my  friend  Dr.  Madhavan  Pillai  on  behalf  of  the 
members  of  the  Sri  Ghitra  State  Council.  I  take  this  opportunity  to 
express  also  our  feelingsiof  loyalty  and  devotion  to  the  person  and  throne 
of  His  Highness  our  gracious  Maha  Baja  ;  and  I  request  you,  Sir,  to 
convey  to  His  Highness  the  Maha  Baja  our  respectful  thanks  for  the 
gracious,  noble  and  inspiring  message  you  have  read  out  to  us  just  now. 
His  Highness’  kind  message  will  be  a  beacon  light  to  us  ever  illumi¬ 
nating  our  difficult  path  and  guiding  us  on  proper  lines  in  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  our  arduous  duties.  I  can  assure  you,  Sir,  on  behalf  of  my 
colleagues  here,  that  it  will  he  our  earnest  endeavour  to  approximate  as 
much  as  possible  to  the  high  and  noble  ideals  set  before  us  by  His 
Highness’  gracious  message.  Permit  me  also  to  state,  Sir,  that  we 
recognise  that  a  great  advance  has' been  made  in  constitutional  govern¬ 
ment  by  the  legislative  reforms  inaugurated  and  promulgated  in  the 
very  first  year  of  His  Highness’  reign  and  commended  so  highly  by  no 
less  a  person  than  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  himself,  and  we 
devoutly  hope  that  in  the  fulness  of  time,  when  we  have  justified  the 
great  trust  and  confidence  reposed  in  us  by  His  Highness,  larger  and 
wider  powers  will  be  conferred  upon  these  legislative  bodies.  We  pray 
for  His  Highness’  long  life  and  prosperity. 

PRESIDENT  :  Members  of  the  Legislature,  I  shall  be  very  glad 
indeed  to  convey  to  His  Highness  the  sentiments  that  have  just  now 
been  given  expression  to  by  two  members  representing  the  two  Houses. 

I  call  i  upon  the  Financial  Secretarv  to  present  the  Budget 
for  1109. 
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MB.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Financial  Secretary  to  Government) : 
Sir,  I  rise  to  present  the  budget  estimates  for  ,the  year  1109.  This  is 
the  first  budget  presented  before  both  the  Chambers  of  the  Legislature 
constituted  under  Regulation  IT  of  1108.  With  the  passing  of  tire  new 
.Regulation,  the  expenditure  relating  to  Ports  Currency  and  Mint,  . 
State  Charities  and  Railways  which,  was  non-votable  under  the  old 
Begulation  has  been  made  votablo.  Further,  the  'expenditure  relating 
to  all  appointments  carrying  a  salary  of  less  than  Rs  500  per  mensem 
is  now  brought  within  the  purview  of  the  Legislature,  as  against  the 
limit  of  Rs  125  per  mensem  fixed  undor  the  oldRogulation. 

The  draft  budget  for  the  year  1109  has  boon  prepared  on  the  above 
basis  and  the  revised  estimate  figures  for  1108  have  also  been  adjusted 
suitably,  wherever  possible. 

Now  I  shall  briefly  touch  upon  the  results  of  the  last  completed 
financial  year  before  proceeding  to  explain  the  revised  estimates  for  the 
current  year  and  the  budget  estimates  for  the  next  year. 

ACTUALS  OF  1107. 

2.  The  ordinary  revenue  and  expenditure  charged  to  revenue  for 
1107  were  Rs  219*28  lakhs  and  Rs  218*90  lakhs  respectively  against 
the  revised  estimate  of  Rs  215*42  lakhs  and  Rs  221*42  lakhs.  The 
year  thus  closed  with  a  small  surplus  of  iRs  *38  of  a  lakh  as  against  the 
anticipated  deficit  of  Rs  G'OO  lakhs.  This  improvement  was  brought 
about  by  the  increase  in  revenue  realisations  to  the  extent  of  Rs  3'80 
lakhs  and  by  savings  in  the  anticipated  expenditure  which  amounted  to 
Rs  2*52  lakhs.  The  increase  in  revenue  was  mainly  under  Stamps 
U*81),  Salt  (*85),  Forest  (*67),  Customs  (*39)  and  Registration  (’48), 
due  to  better  collections  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  The  receipts 
under  Taxes  on  Income  and  Excise,  however,  declined  by  Rs  '30  of  a 
lakh  and  Rs  *48  of  a  lakh,  respectively.  On  the  expenditure  side,  the 
decrease  was  mostly  under  Education  (1*10)  and  Buildings,  Communi- 
tions  and  Miscellaneous  Public  Improvements  and  Protective  Irrigation 
(1*23),  due  to  the  lapse  of  budget  provision  under  the  above  heads- 
The  receipts  from  the  Sale  of  Government  lands  and  the  Capital  Expen¬ 
diture  not  charged  to  revenue  amounted  to  Its  1*30  lakhs  and  Rs  20*34 
lakhs  respectively  as  against  the  revised  estimates  of  Its  1'50  lakhs  and 
Rs  19*02  lakhs.  The  Government  Account  balance  which  was  expected 
to  stand  at  Rs  117*97  lakhs  thus  rose  to  Rs  122*84  lakhs  at  the  close 
of  the :  year. 

Before  passing  on  to  the  revised  estimates  for  the  current  year,  I 
shall  explain  briefly  the  more  important  changes  in  classification  ' 
adopted  in  the  budget. 

(1)  The  Kandukrishi  lands  of  all  kinds  lying  scattered  throughout 
the  State  are  the  personal  and  private  property  of  His  Highness  the 
Maha  Raja  and  His  Highness  has  full  proprietory  rights  over  these 
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lands  and  the  revenue  derived  therefrom.  His  Highness  the  Maha 
Raja  has  now  been  pleased  to  command  that  the  Kandukrishi  revenue 
from  1107  onwards  should  enure  to  the  Palace,  the  cost  of  colleetion 
and  other  charges  which  are  now  classified  under  the  budget  head 
“  Land  Revenue — Kandukrishi  Cuteherriea  and  Nelpuras  ”  being  deduct¬ 
ed  from  the  gross  receipts.  As  the  payment  of  the  net  revenue  to 
the  Palace  for  any  year  can  be  made  only  in  the  succeeding  year  after 
the  closing  of  the  final  accounts,  the  receipts  from  Kandukrishi  lands 
and  the  cost  of  collection,  etc.,  thereof  are  exhibited  under  a  separate 
budget  head  *' Kandukrishi  Fund.” 

(2)  Under  Section  28  (4)  of  the  Travancore  Legislative  Reforms 
Regulation,  II  of  1108,  the  expenditure  under  the  major  head  “  State 
Charities  ”  is  subj  ;ct  to  the  vote  of  the  legislature.  An. analysis  of  the 
several  itsim  comprising  this  major  head  has,  however,  shown  that 
many  items  are  either  closely  associated  with  the  religious  practices 
sanctioned  by  His  Highness  the  Maha  Raja  or  are  closely  allied  to 
ordinary  Devaswom  expenditure.  These  items  have  therefore  been 
separated  from  the  major  head  ‘‘  State  Charities  ”  aDd  classified  under 
the  major  head  “  Devaswoms.”  To  facilitate  easy  comparison,  the 
revised  and  the  budget  estimate  figures  for  the  current  year  and  the 
actuals  of  1107  have  also  been  suitably  re-classified. 

(3)  As  the  new  Legislative  Reforms  were  brought  into  force  with 
effect  from  1st  January  1933  corresponding  to  18th  Dhanu  1108, 
division  of  expenditure  into  votabl  e  and  non-votable  was  not  possible 
in  the  revised  estimate  figures  for  the  current  year. 

The  other  changes  in  classification  adopted  in  the  budget  are  ex¬ 
plained  in  the  Chief  Account  Officer’s  Memorandum  explaining  the 
budget  estimates  for  1109. 

REVISED  ESTIMATES  EOR  1108. 

3.  The  estimates  for  the  current  year  were  for  an  aggregate  revenue 
of  Rs  2 23' 19  lakhs  and  provided  for  a  programme  of  expenditure  to  be 
met  from  revenue,  of  Rs  222'04  lakhs  leaving  a  surplus  of  Rs  115 
lakhs.  But,  on  the  basis  of  the  actuals  so  far  known,  the  revenue  is 
expected  to  stand  revised  at  Rs  232'88  lakhs  and  the  expenditure 
charged  to  revenue  at  Bs  23L71  lakhs.  The  current  year  is  thus  ex¬ 
pected  to  close  with  a  revenue  surplus  of  Rs  117  lakhs.  The  ordinary 
revenue  for  the  year  is  expected  to  be  better  than,  the  original  antici¬ 
pations  by  Rs  9"  69  lakhs.  The  increases  expected  are  mainly  under 
Customs  (5-63),  Interest  C‘2'98),  Buildings,  Communications  and 
Miscellaneous  Public  Improvements  (214),  Stamps  (1  81),  and  Abkari 
and  Opium  (1‘33).  Under  Customs,  a  net  revenue  of  Rs  10  lakhs  only 
was  estimated  in  the  budget  from  our  participation  in  the  Cochin 
Harbour  Scheme,  but'the  actual  receipts  amounted  to  Bh.  Rs  12,71,721. 
Again  our  import  revenue  shows  an  increase  of  Rs  1’7S  lakhs  due 
mainly  to  the  import  of  a  larger  quantity  of  copra  from  Ceylon.'  The 
Vd.  1  No.  1  o 
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[Mr.  B.  Nilakanta  Pillai.] 

revenue  from  exports  is  expected  to  be  better  than  the  budget  anticipsw 
tions  by  Es  '95  of  a  lakh  due  to  larger  exports  of  copra,  pepper  and  tea. 
The  exports  of  cocoanuts,  coir,  cocoanut  oil  and  dry  ginger  have  how¬ 
ever  declined  slightly.  '  The  increase  under  Interest  is  due  mainly  to  the 
premium  or  profit  realised  by  the  conversion  and  sale  of  some  of  the 
Government  of  India  securities  held  by  us.  The  increase  under  Buildings, 
Communications  and  Miscellaneous  Public  Improvements  is  due  to  the 
receipt  of  Es  3,57,200  on  account  of  subventions  from  the  Central 
Boad  Development  Account  out  of  the  additional  duty  on  petrol  for  the 
year  1931 — 32  and  the  1st  six  months  of  1932  33  as  against  Es  1  lakh 
only  anticipated  in  the  budget.  It  may  be  mentioned  here  that  the 
above  receipt  will  be  utilised  solely  for  the  improvement  of  main  lines 
of  communication  in  the  State.  Accordingly,  with  a  view  to  avoid 
lapse  of  budgbt  provision  at  the  close  of  each  year,  it  is  proposed  to 
charge  off  an  amount  equal  to  the  receipt  of  the  year  to  the  P.  W.  D. 
grant  under  Communications  and  credit  the  same  to  a  new  head 
“Eoad  Development  Bund”  under  Debt  Heads.  Out  of  the  receipts 
during  the  current  year,  Es  1  lakh  has  been  treated  as  P.  W,  D.  re¬ 
ceipts  on  account  of  road  improvement  works  included  in  the  budget 
estimate  for  the  year  and  the  balance  of  Es  2,57,200  has  been  credited 
to  the  Bund  account  under  “Debt  Heads,”  The  increase  under  Stamps 
is  due  to  larger  sales  of  court  fee  stamps.  Under  Abkari  and  Opium, 
the  improvement  is  mainly  under  license  fee  and  duty  on  opium  and  its 
preparations,  ganja  and  other  drugs,  due  partly  to  the  increase  in  the  sale 
price  of  ganja  in  accordance  with  the  enhancement  of  duty  in  British 
India.  Decreases  are  also  expected  under  Land  Eevenue  (3'97),  Taxes 
on  Income  ('58)  and  Forest  (P14) .  The  anticipated  fall  under  Land  Ee¬ 
venue  is  due  to  the  increased  expenditure  under  “Befunds”  oil  account  of 
the  payment  to  the  Palace,  in  the  current  year,  of  the  net  revenue  from 
Kandukrishi  lands  during  1107  amounting  to  Es.  1'34  lakhs  and  to  the 
fact  that  the  Eevenue  from  Kandukrishi  lands  has  been  exhibited  under  a 
separate  head  “Kandukrishi  Fund”,  by  deduction  from  Land  Eevenue 
receipts.  It  is  also  due  to  the  remission  of  25  per  cent,  of  the  tax  on 
the  Ayacut  lands  including  post-settlement  registries  for  the  Kumbhom 
crop  of  1108  in  the  taluks  of  Tovala  and  Agastisvaram  and  to  the 
suspension  of  coercive  proceedings  in  the  collection  of  tax  from  Kayal 
and  Punja  lands  in  Kuttanad.  Under  Taxes  on  Income,  the  decrease 
is  due  mainly  to  Befund  of  revenue  which  is  expected  to  stand  at 
Es  1'10  lakhs  in  the  current  year  as  against  Es  '60  of'a  lakh  anticipated 
in  the  budget  estimate.  Forest  revenue  is  expected  to  be  less  than  the 
budget  by  Es  I'14  lakhs.  The  decrease  is  mostly  under  timber  and 
other  produce  removed  from  the  Forests  by  Government  Agency,  due 
to  the  dulness  of  the  timber  market  on  account  of  the  economic 
depression. 

4.  On  the  expenditure  side,  a  net  increase  cf  Es  9  67  lakhs  is  ex¬ 
pected.  The  chief  items  which  contribute  to  the  increase  are  Interest 
on  debt  and  other  obligations  (3'68),  Palace  (1'28),  Panivagai  (2'27), 
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His  Highness  the  Maharaja’s  tours  outside  the  State  (1*13)  and  Build¬ 
ings,  Communications  and  Miscellaneous  Public  Improvements  includ¬ 
ing  Protective  Irrigation  (3‘73).  The  increase  under  Interest  is  due 
partly  to  the  payment  of  interest  charges  on  the  growing  Savings 
Bank  Deposits  and  partly  to  the  expenditure  amounting  to  Bs  2-90 
lakhs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  conversion  of  the  old  3J 
per  cent-  Government  of  India  non-terminable  securities  to  4 
per  cent.  1960  70  terminable  securities.  The  additional  expenditure 
of  Bs  2'90  lakhs  is  however  counter-balanced  by  a  corresponding  receipt 
of  Bs  2'88  lakhs  under  IX  -  Interest  -  Conversion  and  sale  of  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India  Securities.  Under  Palace,  the  excess  is  due  to  the  ex¬ 
penditure  on  account  of  the  annual  payment  of  Bs  75,000  to  Her 
Highness  the  Senior  Maharani  from  the  date  of  termination  of  the 
Regency.  The  increase  under  Panivagai  is  on  account  of  the  addi¬ 
tional  grants  sanctioned  for  extensions  and  improvements  to  the  Kow- 
diyar  Palace.  The  increase  under  Buildings,  Communications  and 
Miscellaneous  Public  Improvements  including  Protective  Irrigation  is 
due  to  the  fact  that,  as  already  explained,  a  sum  of  Es  2'57  lakhs  has 
been  charged  to  this  head  and  shown  as  receipts  under  the  Boad 
Development  Fund.  It  is  also  due  to  the  provision  of  additional  funds 
for  urgent  works  in  the  current  year. 

5.  Turning  to  the  Capital  section,  sale  proceeds  of  Government 
lands  are  expected  to  bring  in  only  Bs  1  lakh  against  Bs  2  lakhs  anti¬ 
cipated  in  the  budget  and  the  capital  expenditure  stands  revised  at 
Bs  11'31  lakhs.  In  the  result,  a  net  outgoing  of  Bs  9'14  lakhs  is  ex¬ 
pected  at  the  close  of  the  year  as  against  the  budget  estimate  of 
Bs  15'78  lakhs.  The  Government  balance  at  the  close  of  the  year  is  thus 
expected  to  stand  at  Bs  113"70  lakhs. 

BUDGET  ESTIMATES  FOB  1109. 

6.  I  shall  now  proceed  to  deal  with  the  budget  estimates  for  the 
next  year.  Our  revenue  is  expected  to  stand  at  Bs  230‘04  lakhs  and 
the  expenditure  proposed  therefrom  is  Bs  229'25  lakhs,  leaving  a 
nominal  surplus  of  Bs  ’79  of  a  lakh.  The  capital  receipts  next  year  are 
expected  to  amount  to  Bs  1  lakh  and  the  proposed  programme  of 
capital  expenditure  is  estimated  at  Bs  19’37  lakhs.  In  the  result  we 
shall  he  drawing  from  our  accumulated  surplus  of  previous  years 
Bs  17‘58  lakhs  for  our  capital  undertakings. 

Eevenue. 

7.  The  budgeted  revenue  for  the  next  year  is  Bs  230"  04  lakhs  as 
against  the  current  year's  anticipated  revenue  of  Bs  232’88  lakhs  so 
that  our  forecast  for  the  ensuing  year  is  Bs  2'84  lakhs  less.  This 
decrease  is  only  apparent.  While  dealing  with  the  revised  esti¬ 
mates  for  tho  current  year,  I  had  referred  to  the  special  receipt 
under  interest  amounting  to  Bs  2-88  lakhs  on  account  of  pre¬ 
mium  realised  by  tho  conversion  and  sale  of  some  of  our  existing 
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Government  of  India  securities.  If  this  special  receipt,  as  also  the 
excess  over  the  budgeted  receipt  amounting  to  Bs.  2'57  lakhs  on  ac¬ 
count  of  subventions  from  the  Central  Boad  Development  Account,  be 
deducted  from  the  anticipations  of  the  current  year,  the  total  revenue 
next  year  is  expected  to  be  Bs  2'  61  lakhs  more  than  the  current  year’s,. 
The  decrease  of  Bs  2' 84  lakhs  from  our  expectations  this  year  is  the 
net  result  of  a  decline  in  revenue  to  the  extent  of  Bs  6’ 09  lakhs  under- 
some  of  the  revenue  heads  especially  Salt  (’SO),  Customs  ('20),  Interest 
(2'01)  and  Buildings,  Communications  and  Miscellaneous  Public  Im¬ 
provements  (2'92),  counterbalanced  by  improvement  in  revenue  to  the 
extent  of  Bs  3' 25  lakhs  under  others,  of  which  Land  Bevenue  and 
Forest  contribute  Bs  l'OO  lakhs  and  Bs  '50  of  a  lakh,  respectively. 

Salt.— The  expected  decrease  is  under  Becoveries  on  account  of 
charges  incurred  in  the  sale  of  salt,  due  to  larger  sales  by  the  licensees 
themselves  on  payment  of  duty. 

Customs.  As  already  explained,  the  large  increase  under  Imports 
this  year  was  due  to  the  import  of  a  large  quantity  of  Ceylon  copra. 
A  decline  of  Bs  ’50  of  a  lakh  under  Exports  including  tea  and  of  Bs  '75 
of  a  lakh,  under  Imports  is  anticipated  during  the  next  year.  But,  the 
receipt  from  our  participation  in  the  Cochin  Harbour  Scheme  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  Bs  I'06  lakhs  more  than  the  current  year’s  receipt  of 
Bs  .12' 94  lakhs. 

Interest.— It  has  already  been  explained  that  the  current  year’s 
revenue  includes  Bs  2'88  lakhs  on  account  of  premium  realised  by  the 
conversion  and  sale  of  some  of  our  surplus  investments  in  Government 
of  India  Securities  in  a  favourable  market.  We  have  no  such  pro¬ 
gramme  for  the  coming  year. 

Buildings,  Communications  and  Miscellaneous  Public  Improve¬ 
ments—  The  subventions  from  the  Central  Boad  Development  Account 
of  the  Government  of  India  are  expected  to  amount  to  Bs  1  lakh  only 
in  the  next  year  as  against  Bs  3'57  lakhs  received  in  the  current  year 
for  the  period  ended  1932  and  for  the  first  half  of  1932 — 33. 

Band  Revenue.-^ The  payment  of  Bs  1‘34  lakhs  in  the  current 
year  to  •  the  Palace  on  account  of  net  revenue  from  Kandukrishi  lands 
during  1107  is  deducted  from. the  grcss  receipts  under  LandBevenue, 
The  similar  payment  for  the  next  year  is  proposed  to  be  met  from  the 
balance  under  Kandukrishi  Fund.  This  accounts  mainiy.for  the  ex¬ 
pected  increase  under  this  head. 

Forest. — The  timber  market  is  exceptionally  dull  this  year  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  prevailing  economic  depression.  A  slight  improvement  of 
Bs  •50  of  a  lakh  is  expected  next  year.  The  estimated  receipt  of  Bs  12 
lakhs  for  1109  is,  however,  less  than  the  actuals  of  1107  by  Bs  1'06 
lakhs. 

Railways. — The  working  of  the  Bailway  from  Shencotta  to  Tri¬ 
vandrum  for  the  year  ended  March  1933  resulted  in  a  net  loss  of 
Bs  '52  of  a  lakh  as  against  Bs  '74  of  a  lakh  for  the  previous  year.  As 
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there  is  no  improvement  so  far  in  the  earnings  of  the  Eailways  a  net 
loss  of  Es  'SO  of  a  lakh  is  estimated  for  the  next  year. 

Expenditure  charged  to  Eevenue. 

8.  The  budget  proposals  of  Heads  of  departments  for  the  next  year 
have  been  subjected  to  a  close  and  careful  scrutiny  and  the  normal 
requirements  of  all  departments  provided  for.  The  important  nation- 
building  activities  were  also  considered  and  funds  provided  as  far  as 
possible.  The  programme  of  expenditure  charged  to  revenue  of  the 
next  year  is  thus  estimated  at  Es  229'25  lakhs. 

9.  Land  Revenue. — The  estimated  expenditure  for  the  next  year  is 
Es  '31  of  a  lakh  more  than  the  anticipated  actuals  of  the  current  year. 
In  pursuance  of  Section  40  (c)  of  the  Jenmi  and  Kudiyan  Amendment 
Regulation,.  XII  of  1108,  a  Special  Officer  with  an  office  staff  was  ap¬ 
pointed  in  Kumbhom  last  for  the  settlement  of  Jenmikaram  throughout 
the  State.  In  the  course  of  the  Special  Officer’s  work,  it  was  found 
that  the  normal  staff  in  the  taluk  offices  would  not  be  able  to  cope  with 
the  increased  work  and  additional  temporary  staff  had  therefore  to  be 
appointed  in  the  taluk  offices  from  Edavom  last.  Subsequently  it  was 
found  that  the  Tahsildars  with  their  various  duties  to  attend  to  had 
very  little  time  to  devote  to  this  special  work  and  that  linaided  it  might 
take  a  very  long  time  for  them  to  complete  the  work.  As  the  jenmi¬ 
karam  settlement  work  has  to  be  expedited,  tbe  appointment  of  full¬ 
time  officers  with  power  to  dispose  of  jenmikaram  cases  is  considered 
essential.  Provision  has  therefore  been  made  for  the  appointment  of 
37  Jenmikaram  Settlement  Officers  with  a  small  additional  taluk  staff 
for  six  months  in  1109,  as  also  for  the  contiunance  of  the  office  of  the 
Special  Officer  to  the  end  of  Tulam  1109,  after  which  date,  the  whole 
work  will  be  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Land  Eevenue  Commis¬ 
sioner.  The  existing  taluk  staff  is  provided  for  to  the  end  of  Dhanu 
next, 


The  question  of  a  re-survey  and  re-settlement  was  urged  on  the 
attention  of  Government  at  successive  sessions  of  the  Sri  Mulam  Po¬ 
pular  Assembly  and  the  Legislative  Council.  But  before  the  actual 
settlement  operations  are  started,  it  is  necessary  to  draw  up  a  compre¬ 
hensive  memorandum  dealing  with  the  principles  and  the  lines  of  settle¬ 
ment  to  be  followed.  A  Special  Officer  has  therefore  been  appointed 
for  the  purpose  for  a  period  of  one  year  from  10th  Edavom  1108.  He 
will  devote  his  attention  to  the  outstanding  problems  for  the  future 
settlement  discussed  by  the  Settlement  Dewan  Peishkar  in  his  final 
report  and,  in  particular,  to  the  problems  relating  to  tbe  prepartion 
of  current  and  up-to-date  field  maps,  revision  of  territorial  limits  and 
rearrangement,  of  taluks  and  pakuthies,  the  adoption  of  a  uniform  com¬ 
mutation  rate  for  the  tax  on  wet  lands  throughout  the  State  in  view  of 
the  varying  rates  of  commutation  for  different  proportions  of  wet  land  tax, 
the  equalisation  of  assessment,,  the  simplification  of  land  tenures,  the 
conversion  of  Thiruppuvaram  payments  into  treasury  payments  and 
such  other  points  as  'are  necessary  for  a  proper  re-settlement.  The 
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Special  Officer  will  also  prepare  a  Revenue  Settlement  Manual  for  the 
guidance  of  the  Settlement  Officers.  An  allotment  of  Rs  '18  of  a  lakh 
has  been  included  in  the  next  year’s  budget  for  the  Special  Officer  and 
his  staff.  Provision  has  also  been  made  in  the  Survey  Department 
budget  for  a  small  temporary  staff  for  completing  the  sub-division 
survey  of  the  Pallivasal-Neriamangalam  road  still  left  unsurveyed  and 
also  for  checking  and  closing  the  records  of  the  field  work  done  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  survey  of  tho  lands  in  Hannan  Kandam  Valley. 
When  the  temporary  puduval  staff  was  abolished  at  tho  close  of  1106,  a 
large  volume  of  puduval  sub-division  work  had  been  left  incomplete  in 
the  taluks  of  Pattanamtitta,  Kunnattur,  Kottarakara  and  Pattanapn- 
ram.  As  the  work  so  far  done  has  to  be  completed  and  as  the  normal  taluk 
staff  will  hardly  have  time  to  attend  to  this  work,  provision  is  made  for 
the  entertainment  of  a  temporary  staff  for  clearing  off  the  arrears  in 
those  taluks.  The  special  temporary  staff  iuthe  Survey  Department  for- 
checking  tha  puduval  sub-division  sketches  is  proposed  to  be  continued 
in  1109  also  as  there  is  still  a  large  balance  to  be  disposed  of.  Besides 
continuing  the  existing  Survey  School  at  Kottayam  during  1109,  it  is 
proposed  to  open  a  Special  Survey  class  at  Trivandrum  for  tho  training 
of  Tahsildars  and  Magistrates  who  have  not  yet  had  survey  training. 
It  is  expected  that  the  fees  levied  from  (he  students  will  more  or  less 
cover  the  expenditure  thereon.  Increased  allotment  has  been  made  for 
improvements  to  markets  and  a  sum  of  Rs  6,123  has  been  provided  for 
acquisition  of  lands  for  providing  house  sites  to  the  fishermen  of  the 
Quilon  beach. 

10.  Excise. — The  smuggling  of  dutiable  articles,  especially  tobacco 
and  beedi  tobacco,  bas  of  late  been  on  the  increase  in  the  northern 
frontier  of  the  State  and  the  revenue  from  tobacco  is  adversely  affected 
thereby.  A  special  staff  was  therefore  appointed  about  the  middle  of 
this  year  to  successfully  combat  the  smuggling  operations.  .  The  staff 
has  so  far  collected  only  the  materials  required  for  organising  a  method 
to  prevent  smuggling.  It  is  therefore  proposed  to  continue  this  special 
staff  during  1109  and  also  to  appoint  an  additional  preventive  force 
strong  enough  to  guard  all  the  smugglers’  routes  in  the  northern  frontier 
and  thus  break  up  the  gangs  of  smugglers.  Provision  is  also  made  for 
.the  continuance  of  the  temporary  staff  entertained  in  connection  with 
the  introduction  of  local  option  in  the  Ohanganachery  town,  for  guard¬ 
ing  the  Arukutty,  Piravom  and  Alwaya  frontiers  and  for  the  compilation 
of  statistics  in  the  principal  Customs  Houses  and  in  the  Office  of  the 
Excise  Commissioner. 

11.  Forest.  -  The  forests  of  Travahcore  have  always  been  famous 
for  their  large  variety  of  game.  Of  late,  there  has  been  considerable 
poaching  and  indiscriminate  game  shooting  in  the  Travancore  Hills.  In 
British  India  and  other  Indian  States,  where  a  similar  state  of  affairs 
existed,  associations  have  been  formed  for  game  preservation.  It  is 
essential  that  some  measures  should  be  devised  here  also  to  prevent  the 
wanton  destruction  of  game  and  it  is  therefore  proposed  to  appoint  a 
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Game  Warden  with  a  small  staff,  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  suggest  and 
take  measures  for  the-  preservation  of  game  by  the  creation  of  Game 
Reserves  at  suitable  Forest  Centres  and  the  formation  of  Game 
Associations.  Provision  is  also  made  for  the  continuance  of  the  special 
temporary  staff  appointed  for  the  disposal  of  arrears  of  Kudivila  claims. 
Besides  the  disposal  of  the  existing  arrear  claims,  the  special,  temporary 
staff  will  simultaneously  attend  to  the  disposal  of  fresh  claims  as  well. 

12.  Registration. — The  existing  five  temporary  Sub-Registry  Offices 
and  the  17  clerks  sanctioned  for  giving  relief  to  the  over-worke'd  offices 
are  proposed  to  be  continued  during  1109  also.  The  Head  Clerks  in 
the  Sub-Registry  Offices  at  Devicolam  and  Peer-made  are  proposed  to 
be  declared  ex-officio  Sub-Registrars  and  provision  is  made  for  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  a  clerk  and  a  peon  in  each  of  these  offices.  Provision  is 
also  made  for  strengthening  the  staff  in  the  office  of  the  Registrar  of 
Joint  Stock  Companies  consequent  on  the  increase  of  work  in  that 


13.  General  Administration — The  existing  temporary  staff  engaged 
in  the  filing,  indexing,  etc.,  of  the  old  and  current  records  in  the  Huzur 
English  Records  and  that  sanctioned  last  year  for  overhauling  and 
rearranging  the  old  records  in  the  Central  Vernacular  Records  are 
proposed  to  be  continued  next  year.  The  temporary  staff  in  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Vernacular  Records  is  also  proposed  to  be  slightly  strengthened. 
Provision  is  also  made  for  a  separate  Secretary  to  the  Sri  Mulam  As¬ 
sembly  and  for  the  entertainment  of  a  temporary  staff  in  the  Secret¬ 
ariat  to  cope  with  the  increase  of  work  on  account  of  the  inauguration 
of  the  new  Legislative  Reforms.  Under  Rule  79  to  Regulation  II  of 
1108,  a  Committee  on  Public  Accounts  has  to  be  constituted  for  the 
purpose  of  dealing  with  the  audit  and  appropriation  of  the  accounts  of 
the  Government  so  far  as  they  relate  to  heads  of  expenditure  not 
removed  from  the  cognisance  of  the  Legislature.  As  the  Committee 
on  Public  Accounts. has  to  scrutinise  the  audit  and  appropriation  accounts 
in  detail,  special  arrangements  have  to  be  made  in  the  Account  Office 
to  watch  the  actuals  against  the  several  units  of  appropriation.  It  is 
therefore  proposed  to  appoint,  at  present,  two  clerks  in  the  Account 
Office  for  this  work. 

14.  Administration  of  Justice. — The  Third  Bench  of  the  High 
Court  has  been  made  permanent.  The  staff  sanctioned  for  this  Bench 
is  also  proposed  to  be  made  permanent.  Provision  is  made  for  the 
continuance  of  all  the  existing  Temporary  Second  Judges’  Courts, 
Munsiffs’  Courts,  and  the  Sirkar  Vakils’  Offices  as  also  for  the  con¬ 
tinuance  of  the  temporary  additional  clerks  sanctioned  for  the  High 
Court  and  the  Civil  and  Sessions  Courts.  Provision  is  also  made  for 
the  appointment  of  an  additional  clerk  for  the  Head  Sirkar  Vakil’s 
Office  and  one  stenographer  for  the  Additional  Plead  Sirkar  Vakil’s 
Office.  The  Pleadership  Class  of  the  Law  College  has  been  suspended 
temporarffy  for  a  period  of  five,  years.  Provision  has  been  made  for 
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the  payment  of  a  grant  to  the  Catholic  Hostel  for  the  students  of  the 
Law  College- 

16.  Education.  ~  The  allotment  proposed  for  the  next  year  is 
Rs  47‘49  lakhs  which  is  Rs  1‘64  lakhs  more  than  what  is  expected  to 
be  spent  this  year,  The  increase  is  shared  mostly  by  Collegiate  Educa¬ 
tion  (*33),  English  School  Education  (-37),  Vernacular  School  Educa¬ 
tion  (‘58)  and  Miscellaneous  (“25), 

An  Education  Reforms  Committee  was  constituted  this  year  with 
Mr.  R.  M-  Statham  as  President  to  enquire  into  the  present  educa¬ 
tional  system  in  the  State  and  to  advise  Government  as  to  the  reforms 
to  be  effected  in  it.  The  Committee  have  already  completed  their 
sittings  and  the  report  has  just  been  received.  Provision  has  been 
made  for  the  appointment  of  two  additional  Junior  Lecturers,  one  for 
Physics  and  the  other  for  Chemistry,  in  the  College  for  Women,  as  it 
was  found  necessary  to  divide  the  students  in  the  Intermediate  classes 
into  2  batches  for  the  purpose  of  lectures  and  practical  work.  Provi¬ 
sion  has  also  been  made  for  the  entertainment  of  one  graduate  and  one 
under-graduate  woman  teacher  in  the  English  High  School  for  Girls, 
Trivandrum,  consequent  on  the  opening  of  additional  divisions  in  the 
2nd  and  4th  forms.  A  lump  provision  of  Rs  7,000  has  boon  made  for 
the  appointment  of  additional  teachers  in  Vernacular  Schools.  Pro¬ 
vision  is  also  made  for  the  continuance  during  1109  of  the  temporary 
staff  in  the  offices  of  the  Inspectors  of  English  and  Vernacular  Schools 
and  of  the  ten  graduate  teachers  for  the  English  Schools  for  Boys. 
There  was  muoh  difficulty  for  Travancore  students  to  get  admission  to 
the  Engineering  College,  Madras.  The  Madras  Government  have  now 
agreed  to  reBerve  for  Travancore  students  four  seats  in  the  Engineer 
class  and  an  equal  number  of  seats  in  the  Subordinate  class  on  pay¬ 
ment  of  a  contribution  of  Rs  800  per  annum  for  the  training  of  each 
student  in  the  Engineer  class  and  Rs  600  each  per  annum  for  the  Sub¬ 
ordinate  class.  The  selected  students  will  not  have  to  pay  any  fees  to 
the  College,  but  an  amount  equal  to  the  College  fees  will  have  to  be 
paid  to  this  Government.  An  allotment  of  Rs  13,436  for  two  batches 
of  students,  one  selected  this  year  and  the  other  to  be  selected  next 
year,  has  been  provided  under  Education — Miscellaneous.  The  con¬ 
tribution  of  Rs  12,215  payable  to  the  Madras  Government  for  the  re¬ 
servation  of  seats  in  the  Medical  College  has  also  been  provided  for  in 
.  the  Education  budget  instead  of  in  the  Medical  budget.  The  usual 
payment  of  Rs  .10,189  to  the  Benares  Hindu  University  has  also  been, 
provided  for. 

16.  Agriculture  and  •Fisheries.—' The  maintenance  of  the  Cattle 
Earm  at  Perurkada  and  payment  of  grants  to  private  agencies  for  the 
upkeep  of  seed  bulls  have  served  to  bring  about  some  improvement  in 
the  breed  of  cattle  in  the  State.  It  is  considered  that  the  addition  of 
a  fresh  stock  of  bulls  of  pure  breed  to  the  Cattle  Earm  would  enable 
the  Earm  to  function  better  in  this  direction.  .  A  lump  provision  of 
Rs  3,000  has  therefore  been  made  in  the  budget  for  the  next  year. 
The  post  of  the  Assistant  Director  is  proposed  to  be  abolished  when  it 
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falls  permanently  vacant.  Provision  is  made  for  the  next  year  for  the 
continuance  of  the  Agricultural  Schools  at  Kottarakara  and  Koni  and 
for  the  continuance  of  the  temporary  staff  engaged  in  carrying  on  in- 
tensive  propaganda  work  in  the  taluks  of  Neyyattinkara,  Mavelikara 
and  Tiruvalla.  With  a  view  to  encourage  private  enterprise  in  the 
matter  of  agricultural  education,  Government  have  recently  passed  a 
set  of  rules  for  the  award  of  grants-in-aid  to  private  agricultural 
schools  and  provision  has  been  made  therefor.  Travancore  with  its 
long  coast  line  has  considerable  possibilities  for  the  development  of  fish 
industry.  This  industry,  if  properly  organised,  is  likely  to  contribute 
substantially  to  the  wealth  of  the  State.  Even  with  the  primitive 
methods  of  fishing,  the  value  of  fish  products  exported  from  Travan¬ 
core  every  year  amounts  to  nearly  Es  40  lakhs.  The  department  could 
be  made  to  do  more  useful  work  to  the  public,  especially  to  those  en¬ 
gaged  in  fish  industry,  if  an  expert  could  be  appointed  with  up-to-date 
knowledge  of  the  principles  and  methods  of  developing  the  industry  on 
scientific  lines.  It  is  therefore  proposed  to  depute  one  of  the  Fishery 
Inspectors  of  the  department  to  undergo  an  advance  course  of  training 
in  Fisheries  in  the  College  of  Fishery  attached  to  the  University  of 
Washington,  in  America.  Provision  has  accordingly  been  made  in  the 
next  year’s  budget  for  the  grant  of  study  leave  and  lodging  allowances 
to  one  of  the  Fishery  Inspectors.  Provision  has  also  been  made  for  the 
continuance  of  the  Fishery  School  for  Arayas,  Alleppey  (since  shifted 
to  Karunagapalli),  and  for  the  temporary  staff  at  Kumarakam  for  petrol 
work  in  the  Vembanad  lake.  A  new  fish-curing  yard  has  been  opened 
at  Kakkazham  and  a  new  Veterinary  dispensary  is  also  proposed  to  be 
opened  at  Parur. 

17.  Industries.—  With  a  view  to  widen  the  activities  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  so  that  it  may  he  made  more  useful  to  the  public,  an  allotment 
of  Bs  1-66  lakhs  has  been  provided  for  the  next  year  as  against  the  ex¬ 
pected  expenditure  of  Es  1*47  lakhs  in  the  current  year,  in  addition  to 
a  provision  of  Es  "25  of  a  lakh  under  Debt  Head  Advances. 

Sales  Depot . — The  Sales  Depot  at  Trivandrum  was  opened  on 
10th  Makaram  1108  and  has  been  functioning  as  a  medium  of  adver¬ 
tisement  for  the  industrial  products  of  the  State  and  also  as  an  agency 
for  their  sale.  A  commission  of  6 \  per  cent,  for  the  articles  received 
for  sale  from  the  Government  institutions  and  12J  per  cent,  for  those 
received  from  private  persons  is  realised  on  all  sales  effected  by  the 
Depot.  A  sum  of  Es  10,000  is  provided  under  “Debt  Head-Advances" 
for  .  1109  to  serve  as  a  working  capital  for  the  Depot.  A  temporary 
Sales  Depot  was  opened  at  Ooty  in  Medom  last,  on  lines  similar  to 
those  of  the  one  at  Trivandrum  and  it  has  been  very  successful  in 
popularising  our  industrial  products  in  British  India. 

(i)  Dyeing,  and  Printing  .—The  plant  and  machinery  required 
for  this  section  are  being  got  down  and  the  work  will  be  started 
soon.  With .  a  view  to  popularise  the  industry  among  the  rural 
population,’  it  is  proposed  to  grant  stipends  at  Es  5  each  per 
Vol.  I  No.  1  n 
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mensem  for  a  period  of  2  years  to  a  few  students  undergoing  a  course 
of  training  in  this  institution. 

(ii)  Rattan  and  Basket  Making. — This  section  started  work  in 
Meenam  last.  Rattan  articles  are  being  sold  through  the  Sales  Depot 
at  Ooty.  As  there  has  been  considerable  demand  for  rattan  articles 
and  as  the  raw  materials  are  comparatively  cheap  and  abundant,  the 
industry  promises  to  thrive  well.  A  stipend  of  Rs.  5  each  per  mensem  is 
also  proposed  to  be  sanctioned  for  a  period  of  two  years  to  a  few  students 
undergoing  a  course  of  training. 

(iii)  Embroidery This  section  began  work  from  Meenam  and 
promises  to  thrive  well,  as  its  location  in  the  Sales  Depot  facilitates 
the  ascertainment  of  local  tastes  and  catering  thereto.  This  industry  • 

■  also  is  in  its  early  stage  and  provision  is  made  for  the  grant  of  stipends 
for  a  period  of  two  years  to  a  few  apprentices. 

.(iv)  Durrie  and  Carpet  Making.— A  Master  artisan  has  beon  got 
down  froih  Madras  in  Edavam  last.  The  work  of  durrie  and  carpet 
making,  it  is  hoped,  can  be  commenced  as  soon  as  the  looms  and  equip¬ 
ment  already  ordered  for  are  received. 

(v)  Lacquer  work. — This  section  is  reported  to  be  working 
satisfactorily.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  a  large  number  of  orders 
for  lacquer  work  articles  are  received  through'the  Sales  Depot  at  Ooty. 

All  these  institutions  are  becoming  increasingly  popular  and 
provision  has  therefore  been  made  for  their  continuance  during  the 
next  year. 

To  meet  the  growing  demand  for  men  with  an  elementary  training 
.  in  Electrical  Engineering  for  the  execution  of  several  electric  works 
that  are  being  launched  throughout  the  State,  it  is  proposed  to  give  a 
course  of  training  in  Electrical  Engineering  'to  the  Mechanical  Over¬ 
seer  students  of  the  Sri  Mulam  Technical  school,  Trivandrum.  Most 
of  the  apparatus  and  equipments  required  for  imparting  practical  in¬ 
struction  on  the  subject  are  available  in  the  Power  House. 

18.  Experimental  Tannery. — The  Experimental  Tannery  at  Kara- 
rnanai  was  opened  in  the  year  1100.  and  since  then  it  has  beon  working 
under,  the  control  of  the  Tanning  Expert  on  a  temporary  basis.  The  main 
object  of  the  Tannery  is  the  development  of  tanning  industry  by  carry¬ 
ing  on  research  work  on  tanning  materials  available  in  the  country  and 
also  by  training  men  in  tanning  methods. 

It  is  proposed  to  develop  the  Tannery  and  make  it  produce 
sufficient  quantities  of  leather  to  meet  the  requirements  of  all  Govern¬ 
ment  departments  except  the  Military' and  the  Royal  Stables.  Govern¬ 
ment  are  of  opinion  that  the  institution  could  be  run  on  a  com¬ 
mercial  basis  and  that  the  scope  of  the  industry  could  be  enlarged  and 
the  quality  of  products  improved  if  more  funds  are  provided  for  capital 
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expenditure  on  machinery,  etc.  They  also  propose  to  start  an  instruct¬ 
ional  side  to  the  industry  by  taking  up  some  students  yearly,  preferably 
sons  of  tanners  and  persons  connected  with  the  tanning  of  leather,  and 
to  give  them  a  training  for  two  years  with  a  stipend  of  Rs  5  each 
per  mensem  for  the  first  year  and  Rs  10  each  per  mensem  for  the 
second  year.  Necessary  provision  has  therefore  been  made  for  the 
purchase  of  machinery,  etc.,  under  the  Service  Head  “Industries”  and 
for  the  purchase  of  raw  materials  under  “Debt  Head — Advances”. 

A  set  of  rules  is  being  issued  by  Government  under  Section  36  of 
the  State  Aid  to  Industries  Regulation  (Regulation  IV  of  1108). 
According  to  the  Regulation  the  main  duty  of  reporting  on  industrial 
loans  and  keeping  proper  accounts  thereof  devolves  on  the  Director  of 
Industries.  With  a  view  to  render  the  necessary  assistance  to  the 
Director,  in  the  matter  of  maintaining  accounts,  it  is  proposed  to 
appoint  a  qualified  Accountant  and  Auditor  in  his  office  who  will  also 
act  as  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Industries, 

In  this  connection,  I  am  glad  to  inform  the  House  that  the  Sugar 
Factory  at  Tuckalay  is  now  working  satisfactorily.  The  average 
melt  of  jaggery  now  amounts  to  75  candies  per  diem  and  good  market¬ 
able  white  sugar  is  being  produced,  the  yield  being  about  55  percent  in 
weight  of  the  jaggery  melted.  It  has  also  been  found  possible  to 
minimise  the  working  charges  by  adopting  improved  methods  in 
working. 

19.  Medical,  Public  Health  and  Sanitation, —The  Budget  estimate 
for  the  net  year  is  Rs  12-59  lakhs  or  Rs  -80  of  a  lakh  more  than  the 
current  year’s  revised  estimate. 

20.  Medical.— The  Administrative  Board,  Medical  Services,  which 
was  created  as  a  tentative  measure,  was  abolished  in  the  current  year 
and  the  department  was  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Darbar  Physi¬ 
cian  with  two  Deputies  to  assist  him.  Besides  the  provision  for  the 
continuance  of  the  existing  special  temporary  staff  for  leprosy  work  and 
for  the  appointment  of  additional  staff  for  hospital  work,  the  Medical 
budget  includes  provision  for  improved  equipment  in  the  General 
Hospital,  Trivandrum,  especially  for  the  purchase  of  appliances  for  the 
clinical  laboratory  attached  to  that  institution.  The  allotment  for  the 
purchase  of  medicines  has  also  been  increased  by  Rs  -25  of  a  lakh.  A 
provision  of  Rs  5,000  has  been  made  for  the  payment  of  the  grant  to 
the  Union  Mission  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium  at  Madanapalli  in  view  of 
the  large  number  of  Travancore  patients  who  have  been  and  are  being 
treated  in  the  institution. 

21.  Ayurveda  Department. — In  view  of  the  growing  popularity  and 
usefulness  of  the  Ayurveda  Hospital,  Trivandrum,  and  the  limited 
number  of  beds  for  in-patients  as  compared  with  the  number  of 
patients  coming  in  for  treatment,  it  is  proposed  to  increase  the 
number  of  beds  for  in-patients.  Provision  has  therefore  been  made  for 
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a  small  additional  staff  for  the  Hospital.  The  staff  in  the  Pharmacy 
is  also  proposed  to  be  strengthened  by  the  appointment  of  an  Assistant 
Vaidyau  on  account  of  the  growing  demand  for  medicine  due  to  larger 
increase  in  the  number  of  out-patients  which  was  52,878  in  1107.  Pro¬ 
vision  has  also  been  made  for  the  payment  of  stipends  to  two  students, 
one  in  the  Ayurveda  College  of  the  Hindu  University,  Benares,  and  the 
other  in  the  Government  School  of  Indian  Medicine,  Madras.  An 
allotment  of  Bs  12,800  has  also  been  provided  under  “Debt  Head- 
Advances”  for  the  opening  of  a  sales  branch  of  the  Ayurveda  Phar. 
macy. 

22.  Public  Health  and  Sanitation. — The  Public  Health  Department 
was  first  formed  in  1104  and  has  all  along  been  continued  from  year 
to  year  on  a  temporary  basia.  Government  now  consider  that 
there  should  not  only  be  a  permanent  Public  Health  Department 
for  the  State,  but  also  that  all  public  health  activities,  both  urban 
and  rural,  curative  and  preventive,  should  be  co-ordinated  and 
brought  under  common  control.  Sound  administration  would  require 
that  there  should  be  one  administrative  head  for  all  the  public  health 
activities  of  the  State.  The  chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  State  aided  by 
proper  assistants  should,  on  the  one  hand,  direct  the  hospital  and  cura¬ 
tive  work  and,  on  the  other  control  the  sanitation  and  public  health 
activities.  No  doubt,  the  hospital  and  curative  work  will  bo  developed 
by  the  medical  officers,  but  it  is  essential  that  these  activities  should  bo 
closely  correlated  to  the  public  health  work.  Further,  the  activities  of 
the  Sanitary  Department  of  the  State  are  so  intimately  related  to  those 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  that,  for  efficiency  of  administration, 
the  activities  of  the  two  departments  should  be  co-ordinated  and  brought 
under  common  control.  For  the  better  working  of  the  two  departments 
and  in  the  better  interests  of  public  health  it  is  proposed  to  amalgamate 
the  Sanitary  and  the  Public  Health  Departments  under  the  control  of 
the  Darbar  Physician.  The  re-classification  of  these  budget  heads 
necessitated  by  the  proposed  amalgamation  has  also  been  given  effect  to 
in  the  draft  budget. 

23.  Public  Health.— The  public  health  programme  for  the  next 
year  provides  for  the  continuance  of  all  the  existing  activities  of  the 
department,  the  allotment  provided  being  Bs  1*15  lakhs  against  the  re¬ 
vised  estimate  of  Bs  *68  of  a  lakh  for  the  current  year. 

(i)  Public  Health  Education  and  Propia cjancla.— The  Health 
Educational  Officer  is  continuing  bis  work  of  popularising  the  various 
activities  of  the  Public  Health  Department  by  public  lectures,  cinema 
shows,  and  publication  of  pamphlets.  For  the  next  year,  it  is  proposed 
tli^,t  he  shculd  also  work  out  a  Public  Health  Educational  Scheme  for 
the  Neyyattinkara  Health  Unit  and,  if  found  useful,  extend  the  pro¬ 
gramme  to  the  whole  State. 

(ii)  Hookworm  Treatment  Campaign. — A  Hookworm  survey 
was  conducted  by  the  Public  Health  Department  in  all  the  taluks  of 
the  State  during  the  year  1930.  The  survey  disclosed  that  the  rate  of 


infection  among  the  population  wag  so  high  as  u.i  per  cent.  The  high 
rate  of  infection,  as  disclosed  by  this  survey,  aeceasuaiuit  idle  adoption 
of  control  measures  and  accordingly  a  honk  worm  treatment  campaign 
was  inaugurated  throughout  tue  Stasc.  The  existence  of  nunLworm  is 
a  real  menace  to  the  nh.vsieal  well-being  of  the  peoulo.  AH  possible 
means  have  therefore  to  he  devised  for  controlling  the  dmcm.'.  As  the 
course  of  treatment  adopted  was  found  to  ho  successful  in  reiluoni;$  the 
rate  of  infection,  is  is  proposed  to  cousmue  the  campaign  next  .year  also 
on  a  more  organised  basis,  To  faeihtase  the  easv  and  scientific  com- 

~  bating  of  the  Hookworm  disease,  a  Public  Health  Laboratory  will  be 
organised,  where,  among  other  tilings,  the  faecal  specimens  mailed 
from  the  field  by  the  Hookworm  survey  and.  treatment  parties  will  be 
subjected  to  close  examination  and  study.  The  laboratory  will  burnish  a 
method  of  precision  m  diagnosis  and  help  the  continuation  or  denial  of 
tentative  clinical  opinions.  The  proposed  laboratory  will  be  placed 
under  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  will  also  muds  and  control  all  the 
laboratory  work  relating'  to  Public  Health  including  the  work  of 
Bacteriologist,  Chemical  and  Pood  Analysts  and  of  the  Vaccine  Institute. 
Provision  has  been  made  in  the  P.  W.  D.  budget  for  the  construction 
of  a  suitable  building  to  accommodate  all  these  activities. 

(iii)  Epidemiology  and  Vital  Statistics.— The  Public  Health 
conditions  of  the  State  cannot  be  properly  assessed  in  the  absence  of  an 
efficient  system  of  collection  and  registration  of  vital  statistics.  As  the 
collection  of  these  statistics  is  not  quite  satisfactory  in  Travancore,  ex¬ 
perimental  work  was  started  in  the  Vilavankod  taluk  with  a  view  to 
investigate  the  possibility  of  devising  measures  for  the  collection  of 
accurate  statistics  for  the  whole  State.  The  experiment  has  been 
justified  by  the  results  so  far  obtained  and  it  is  proposed  to  continue 
the  work  next  year  with  Trivandrum  as  the  base.  Epidemiology  and 
vital  statistics  will  continue  under  its  present  direction  from  the  new 
base  and  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  work  will  also  be  available  to  take 
charge  of  the  work  of  treatment  of  cholera  and  other  epidemics  when 
they  break  out. 

(iv)  Health  Unit, — The  present  activities  of  the  Health  Unit  at 
Neyyattinkara  comprise  the  registration  of  vital  statistics,  control  of 
communicable  diseases,  improvement  of  sanitation,  maternity  and  in¬ 
fant  welfare,  school  medical  work,  campaign  against  special  diseases 
and  health  education.  Incidentally,  the  Health  Unit  system  serves  as 
a  training  centre  for  all  field  workers  such  as  Health  Officers,  Public 
Health  Nurses,  Midwives,  etc.,  and  as  an  experimental  station  for 
working  out  field  problems.  During  the  next  year  it  is  proposed  to  en. 

.  large  the  scope  of  the  existing  Health  Unit  work  to  a  wider  area  and 
provision  has  therefore  been  made  for  an  additional  staff  of  Mid  wives 
and  Public  Health  Nurses.  Government  have  an  idea  to  establish 
another  Health  Unit  in  North  Travancore  and  iii  order  that  the  new 
unit  may  have  a  trained  staff  from  the  very  outset,  provision  has  been 
made  in  the  next  year’s  budget  for  the  training  of  a  few  selected 
pfiicer*.

Filarial  Survey  and  Medical  Entomology.— Filarial  surveys 
of  Shertallai,  Kartikapalli  and  Ambalapuzha  taluks,  Quilon  and  Tri¬ 
vandrum  Municipal  towns  and  parts  of  the  Aileppey  Municipal  town 
and  the  Karunagapaily  taluk  have  been  conducted  so  far.  The  etiology 
of  filariasis  in  Shertallai  and  Trivandrum  has  been  worked  out.  Con¬ 
trol  measures  at  Trivandrum  have  been  found  to  be  effective.  Malaria 
surveys  of  Todupuzha  and  Shencotta  taluks  and  parts  of  Patana- 
puram,  Vilavankod  and  Neyyatkinkara  taluks  have  also  been  completed. 
It  is  proposed  to  continue  the  work  next  year.  « 

(vi)  Plague. —  The  outbreak  of  plague  in  Peermadc  necessitated 
the  commencement  of  a  rat-flea  survey.  An  officer  was  specially 
trained  in  Bombay  for  the  work  of  combating  plague  and  is  now 
stationed  at  Peermade  where  he  is  taking  routine  measures  against  the 
outbreak '  of  plague.  Provision  has  been  made  for  continuing  and 
strengthening  the  existing  temporary  staff  for  the  prevention  and  con¬ 
trol  of  plague  and  other  epidemics. 

(vii)  General.— A  sum  of  Bs  G,000  has  also  been  included  in  the 
budget  for  grants  to  Municipalities  for  taking  measures  for  the  control 
of  mosquitoes  and  Bs  4,720  for  the  control  of  filariasis  in  the  Shertallai 
taluk. 

24.  Stationery  and  Printing — A  Special  Officer  with  a  temporary 
staff  for  the  Standardisation  of  Forms  now  in  use  was  appointed  early 
this  year.  He  has  already  inspected  21  departments  and  has  standardised 
the  forms  in  use  effecting  appreciable  savings.  There  are  yet  30  more 
departments  to  be  inspected  and  this  will  take  up  the  whole  of  1109. 
Provision  is  therefore  made  for  the  continuance  of  the  Officer  a*d  his 
staff  for  the  next  year. 

The  absence  of  a  central  agency  in  the  Secretariat  to  exercise  an 
effective  control  in  respect  of  the  issue  of  stationery  for  printing  and 
binding  of  forms  and  registers  required  for  the  several  Government 
departments  from  year  to  year  has,  it  is  seen,  led  to  occasional  over¬ 
stocking  of  registers,  to  printing  of  oversized  volumes  and  to  waste  of 
costly  stationery  for  printing  ephemeral  forms.  With  a  view  to  effect 
consolidation  and  coherence  in  printing  and  to  effect  all  possible 
economies  under  printing  and  stationery,  it  is  proposed  to  organise  a 
Central  Printing  Office  in  the  Secretariat  with  effect  from  1st  Chingam 
1109,  by  amalgamating  the  existing  Forms  Branch  of  the  'Stationery 
department,  with  the  office  of  the  Special  Officer  for  the  Standardisa¬ 
tion  of  Forms. 

The  Central  Printing  Office  will  work  under  the  control  of  the 
Special  Officer  during  the  period  of  Standardisation,  and  function  as  a  . 
separate  unit  in  the  Secretariat,  when  the  work  of  the  Special  Officer 
is  over, 

25.  Co-operative  Department.  -  A  mixed  committee of  officials  and 
non-officials  was  appointed  towards  the  middle  of  the  current  year,  with 
Mr.  G.  K.  Devadhar  as  Chairman,  to  examine  the  present  condition  of 
jj he  co-operative  movement  in  the  State  and  to  make  recommendations 
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for  its  further  improvement.  A  questionnaire  was  issued  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  to  a  large  number  of  persons  and  institutions  interested  in  the 
Co-operative  movement  in  the  State.  A  digest  has  been  prepared  of 
the  replies  received  thereto.  The  committee  examined  several  persona 
and  inspected  a  few  typical  societies  during  their  tours.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  committee  will  be  able  to  submit  their  final  report  by 
the  close  of  Tulam  1109.  Provision  has  therefore  been  made 
for  the  continuance  of  the  committee  till  that  date.  A  provision  of 
Es  7,000  has  been  made  in  the  budget  for  1109  for  the  purchase  of 
house  sites  in  urban  areas  for  depressed  classes  and  for  sinking  wells  in 
their  colonies  and  settlements.  The  office  of  the  Protector  of  Depressed 
classes  is  also  proposed  to  be  slightly  strengthened  on  account  of  addi¬ 
tional  work.  The  increase  in  the  volume  of  work  relating  to  the  tabu¬ 
lation  of  figures,  issue  of  audit  orders,  etc.,  in  connection  with  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  the  annual  report  of  the  Co-operative  Department  requires 
the  continuance  of  the  Temporary  Assistant  Registrar  at  least  until  the 
Devadhnr  Committee  submit  their  final  report.  Provision  is  therefore 
made  in  the  budget  for  1109  for  the  continuance  of  the  post  of  Assist¬ 
ant  Registrar  and  for  a  temporary  additional  establishment.  Provision 
is  also  made  for  the  continuance  of  the  existing  five  Group  Secretaries 
for  Co-operative  Societies  of  Depressed  Classes,  and  of  the  seven  tem¬ 
porary  Inspectors  and  their  peons  for  the  whole  of  1109. 

26.  Miscellaneous  Departments. — A  lump  .provision  of  [Es.  16,000 
has  been  made  in  the  budget  for  the  appointment  of  Trade  Agents.  A 
small  provision  has  also  been  made  for  the  translation  of  the  Census 
Beport  into  Malayalam. 

27.  Public  works.  —  The  allotment  for  ordinary  P.W.D.  expenditure 
in  the  next  year  including  establishment  charges  and  Tools  and' Plant 
is  Es  30'56  lakhs  as  against  Es  29  lakhs  for  the  current  year.  This 
does  not  include  the  expenditure  on  Capital  Works  executed  by  the 
Public  Works  and  Electrical  departments  which  is  met  out  of  the,  accu¬ 
mulated  surplus  of  previous  years.  When  the  estimated  outlay  on 
Capital  Works  is  also  taken  into  account  the  budget  grant  for  the  next 
year  amounts  to  Es  49'11  lakhs.  Besides  for  the  continuance  of  the 
existing  temporary  staff  for  the  investigation  of  minor  irrigation  in  the 
State,  provision  is  made  for  the  -continuance  of  the  temporary  staff 
sanctioned  in  the  current  year  for  investigation  of  a  Drainage  Scheme 
for  the,  Trivandrum  Town,  An  allotment  of  Es  ’27  of  a  lakh  has  been 
provided  for  the  purpose  under  Establishment  besides  Es  5,000 
under  Incomplete  Works.  Provision  has  also  been  made  for  the  in¬ 
vestigation  of  Town-Planning  schemes.  Pull  details  of  the  works  in 
progress  and  new  works  are  given  in  Appendix  B  to  the  Budget  Esti¬ 
mates.  The  works  proposed  to  be  executed  by  the  P.  W.  D.  next 
year  out  of  the  Eoad  Development  Pund  amount  to  Es  2'17  lakhs  as 
detailed  in  Appendix  D.  Since  the  last  monsoon,  difficulties  are  being 
experienced  in  shipping  at  Alleppey  owing  to  the  rapid  accretions  of 
sand.  Arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  ’  extension  of  the  Silver 
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for  the  purpose  in  the  next  year’s  budget  under  New  Works.  Special 
repairs  to  the  Pier  are  also  now  being  carried  on  and  the  estimated 
expenditure  in  the  current  year  is  11s  50,001!  while  a  provision  of 
Es  25,000  has  been  made  in  the  budget  for  the  next  year. 

.  28.  Superannuation  Albiecmes  und  Pension,.— With  a  view  to  afford 
relief  to  the  families  of  officers  in  Government  service  dying  in  harness 
or  within  one  year  after  retirement,  a  scheme  oi compassionate  g-atuities 
has  been  introduced  with  effect  from  1st  Vrisehigam  i  I  OH,  The  minimum 
service  required  for  the  grant  of  the  gratuity  is  3  year’:;  service  qualify¬ 
ing  for  pension.  The  gratuity  v  ili  be  calculated  at  one  month’s  pay 
for  every  year  of  qualifying  service,  based  on  the  monthly  pay  on  1st 
Oh  ingam  each  year.  The  maximum  service  for  which  the  gratuity  will 
be  allowed  is  30  years.  The  maximum  monthly  pay  for  calculating 
the  gratuity  has  been  fixed  as  Bs  400  and  the  maximum  amount  of  the 
gratuity  as  Es  3,000.  In  the  case  of  pensioners  tlie  amount  of  pension 
drawn  will  be  deducted  from  the  gratuity  calculated  as  above.  The 
expenditure  in  the  current  year  is  expected  to  stand  at  Es  1,500.  An 
allotment  of  Es  20,000  has  been  provided  for  the  payment  of  gratuity 
next  year. 

29.  The  Public  Service  lieeruiimcnt  Committee. — This  Committee 
which  was  appointed  to  enquire  into  and  report  on  the  question  of 
placing  the  system  of  recruitment  to  Public  Service  on  a  definite  basis 
began  its  work  in  Chingam  of  the  current  year.  The  report  is  expect¬ 
ed  to  be  ready  by  the  close  of  this  year  and  provision  is  made  in  the 
budget  for  the  next  year  for  one  month  only. 

30.  Village  Panchayats . — Six  Panchayats  have  been  organised 
during  the  current  year  and  three  more  are  proposed  to  be  organised 
during  the  coming  year,  one  at  Kumarakam  in  the  Kottayam  Division 
and  the  others  at  Aviroor  and  Kundara  in  the  Quilon  Division.  A  pro- 
vision  of  Es  10,000  is  proposed  for  the  payment  of  contribution  to  the 
•  Panchayats  under  Section  44  (3)  of  the  ’Village  Panchayats  Begulation. 

31.  Anchal. — For  the  speedy  transmission  of  mails  it  is  proposed  to 
introduce  motor  mail  service  between  Vaikarn  and  Ettumanoor  and  also 
between  Ettumanoor  and  Poonjar,  in  place  of  the  present  runner 
service.  The  runner  service  between- Vandamettu  and  Udumbanshola 
abolished  from  Edavam  1107  is  also  proposed  to  be  resumed,  as  trans¬ 
mission  of  mails  by  motor  along  a  circuitous  route  has  led  to  much 
delay.  Consequent  oh  the  formation  and  working  of  a  number  of 
Insurance  companies,  the  volume  of  work  in  some  of  the  Anchal  Offices 
aud  in  the  Anchal  Superintendent’s  Office  has  increased.  The  enter- 
iainnientof  a  temporary  additional  staff  was  therefore  sanctioned  during 
the  current  year.  It  is  proposed  to  continue  this  staff  next  year  also. 

32. .  State  Land  Mortgage  Bank-  Last  year  I  had  made  mention  of 
the  opening  of  the  Land  Mortgage  Bank  as  a  Government  concern. 
The  Bank  grants  loans  for  the  liquidation  of  prior  debts  on  land,  the- 
minimum  and  maximum  limits  being  Es  250  and  Es  3,000  respectively. 
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Loans  to  the  extent  of 'Bs  3,01,750  have  already  been  sanctioned  by 
the  Bank  up  to  the  end  of  Edavam.  A  sum  of  Bs  3  lakhs  has  been 
provided  in  the  next  year’s  budget  for  an  overdraft  accommodation  to 
the  Bank. 

33.  Temple  Entry  Enquiry  Committee. — This  Committee  was  con¬ 
stituted  during  the  current  year  to  enquire  into  and  report  on  the 
question  of  temple  entry.  The  Committee  started  work  from  17th 
December  1932  and  have  issued  a  questionnaire  to  nearly  6,000  persons 
including  owners  and  trustees  of  temples,  representatives  of  associa¬ 
tions,  etc.  Besides,  for  the  purpose  of  eliciting  public  opinion  the 
Committee  have  toured  the  State,  camped  at  several  places  and  examined 
witnesses  representing  different  shades  of  opinion.  The  evidence  thus 
collected  is  being  printed. .  It  may  be  necessary  to  hold  a  few  more 
sittings  for  considering  the  materials  collected  and  settling  the  lines 
on  which  the  report  is  to  be  drafted.  Provision  has  been  made  for  the 
continuance  of  the  Committee  till  the  end  of  Chingam  1109. 

Capitax.  Expenditure  not  chabged  to  Be  venue. 

34.  Railways. —  Quilon — Trivandrum  Railway. — A  provision  of 
Bs  '42  of  a  lakh  is  made  for  the  next  year  for  the  works  detailed  in 
Appendix  H. 

35.  Chackai*Tampanoor  Extension.— The  work  has  been  completed. 
A  small  provision  of  Bs  *39  of  a  lakh  is  made  for  payment  of  pend¬ 
ing  bills,  establishment  charges  and  a  few  minor  items  of  expenditure. 

36.  Trivandrum  Water  Works.  -  The  work  is  nearing  completion. 
The  Main  Supply  Line,  the  Pilter  House  and  the  Low  Level  Service 
Beservoir  have  practically  been  completed  and  town  distribution  pipes 
have  been  laid  for  nearly  68  miles.  The  dam  masonry  at  Aruvikarai, 
the  High  Level  Beservoir  and  the  erection  of  street  fountains  are  in 
progress.  A  provision  of  Bs  3'43  lakhs  has  been  made  for  the  ensuing 
year.  It  is  expected  that  it  will  be  possible  to  commence  distribution 
of  water  early  next  year.  An  allotment  of  Bs  ’71  of  a  lakh  has  been 
made  for  the  maintenance  staff  and  contingencies  under  XXVII. 
Water-Supply— Working  expenses. 

37.  Trivandrum  Electric  Supply  and  Telephone  Schemes. — Electric 

Supply. — The  proposed  allotment  of  Bs  1’43  lakhs,  for  the  next  year 
includes  Bs  1  lakh  under  Incomplete  Works  for  the  installation  of  a 
fifth  generating  set  and  for  the  extension  of  Office  building.  Under 
New  Works,  Bs  18,400  is  provided  for  a  new  sub-station  at  Vallakadavu 
-with  necessary  equipments.  The  total  cost  of  the  scheme  at  the  end  Of 
the  current  year  is  expected  to  stand  at  Bs  6'68  lakhs.  44  miles  of 
overhead  and  9J  miles  of  high  tension  underground  cables 
have  been  laid  so  far.  It  is  proposed  to  extend  the  supply  mainB  by 
another  4  miles  next  year,  for  which  a  sum  of  Bs  12,000  is  provided 
in  the  budget.  The  net  - revenue  estimated  for  the  scheme  fo*  this 
■yol.  lrSpi  l  a  ■  -  ■  ;  -  -  - 
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year  is  Ks  -39  of  a  lakh  after  setting  apart  Bs  40,000  towards  the 
Depreciation  IFund.  This  works  up  to  about  5'8  per  cent,  on  the 
capital  outlay  on  the  scheme.  The  Depreciation  Fund  is  expected  to 
stand  at  Es  1'83  lakhs  at  the  close  of  the  next  year. 

38.  Telephone,  An  allotment  of  Es  12,500  has  been  provided  for 
the  work  next  year.  The  capital  cost  of  the  scheme  will  stand  at 
Es  l'Ol  lakhs  at  the  end  of  the  current  year  and  at  Es  1T3  lakhs  at 
the  end  of  the  next  year.  The  net  revenue  from  the  scheme  as  per 
budget  estimate  is  Es  5,690. 

39.  Quilon  Electric  Supply  Scheme.— It  is  proposed  to ’supply  elect¬ 
rical  energy  to  the  municipal  town  of  Quilon.  The  scheme  is  estimated 
to  cost  Es  2'1  lakhs  and  will  be  treated  as  a  part  of  the  bigger  scheme 
taken  in  hand  at  Pallivasal.  The  Quilon  scheme  is  expected  to  be  a 
paying  concern,  like  the  Trivandrum  Electric  Supply  Scheme,  and  a 
sum  of  Es  1,50,000  has  been  provided  in  the  budget  for  1109. 

40.  Construction  of  a  bridge  at  Neriamangalam  across  the  Periyar.— 
Out  of  the  provision  of  Es  1'75  lakhs  made  in  the  current  year’s  budget 
an  expenditure  of  only  Es  1'54  lakhs  is  expected  to  be  incurred  during 
the  current  year.  For  1109,  a  sum  of  Es  2'07  lakhs  has  been  provided. 
The  bridge  is  expected  to  be  completed  in  the  course  of  the  next  year. 

41.  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric  Scheme. — The  scheme  has  undergone 
considerable  alterations  in  its  design  and  lay-out  since  it  was  discussed 
in  the  last  Budget  Session.  The  scheme  as  now  sanctioned  for  execu¬ 
tion  provides  for  a  Water  Tunnel  (approximately  10,000  feet  long), 
2  pipe  lines  (each  approximately  8,000  feet  long  and  intended  to  dis¬ 
charge  30  Cuseos  of  water),  3  Generating  sets  each  of  5,000  K.V.  A. 
capacity,  3  sets  of  Transformers  for  stepping  up  the  generation  voltage 
of  11 ,000  to  66,000 ;  74  miles  of  Double  Circuit,  66,000  volt  lines,  34 
miles  of  Double  Circuit  33,000  volt  lines,  52  miles  of  11,000  volt  Single 
Circuit  lines,  in  addition  to  45  miles  of  400  volts  and  4  wft'e  distribution 
.net  work.  The  area  of  supply  covers  the  High  Eanges,  Alwaye, 
Katamangalam,  Kottayam,  Changanachery,  ■  Tiruvella,  Alleppey, 
Shertallai,  Kuthiathodu,  Thycattuseri  and  the  Punja  fields.  The 
sanctioned  estimate  for  the  scheme -now  is  Bs  7  O' 8  lakhs  and  it  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  carry  out  the  whole  work  immediately  instead  of  in  stages  as 
originally  intended.  In  view  of  the  possibility  of  the  development  of 
large  industries  at  Alwaye  and  its  neighbourhood,  the  extension  of  the 
supply  lines  to  these  areas  has  now  been  provided  for.  This  will 
necessitate  the  installation  of  an  additional  Generating  set  in  the  Power 
House  and  a  Pipe  Line...  Double  Circuit  Transmission  lines  are  now 
provided  as  against  Single  lines  originally  included.  This  is  intended 
to  safeguard  the  continuity  of  supply  against  any  interruption  due  to 
lightning. or  other  causes,  In  view  of  the  unreliable  nature  of  the 
country  through  which  the  water  course  from  the  Munnar  Biver  to  the 
forebay  was  originally  proposed  to  be  run  it  is  now  decided  to  drive  a 
tunnel  through  the  hills  to  safeguard  against  any  interruptions  in  the 
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water  supply  on  account  of  any  slip  from  the  hill  sides.  Experience  of 
the  last  two  monsoons  has  shown  that  such  a  course  is  highly  necessary 
as  a  portion  of  the  hill  through  which  the  water  has  to  be  diverted  has 
been  slipping  and  sliding  slowly  year  after  year.  With  the  tunnel 
which  will  be  driven  right  through  the  mountains  the  water  course  will 
be  entirely  free  from  any  such  dangers  and  in  a  scheme  of  this  nature 
where  the  implications  are  of  a  far-reaching  character,  every  precaution 
to  ensure  continuous  supply  has  to  be  taken.  These  are  the  main 
reasons  why  the  estimate  figures  show  an  .  increase  over  those 
stated  in  the  last  .Budget  Session,  further,  provision  has  now 
been  made  for  interest  charges  for  the  period  of  construction 
when  the  capital  will  be  unremunerative.  The  whole  estimated  cost 
is  distributed  under  the  various  sub-heads  as  follows  : —

or  roughly  Bs  70-80  lakhs. 

With  the  assurance  of  a  definite  connected  load  which  will  bring 
in  a  consumption  of  7  to  8  million  units  per  annum  from  the  very  com¬ 
mencement,  the  financial  aspect  appears  to  be  sound  as  it  might  be 
possible  to  meet  interest  charges  and  working  expenses  from  the  early 
stages  of  operation.  The  scheme,  has  already  been  taken  in  hand  for 
execution  and  the  preliminary  works  in  connection  with  the  constru¬ 
ction  of  staff  quarters  and  road  are  already  in  progress.  A  Special 
Engineer  experienced  in  tunnel  construction  and  who  was  till  recently 
in  the  Punjab  Government  service  in  the  Uhl  river  project  has  been 
appointed  and  he  is  organising  the  works  in  connection  with  the  Tunnel 
Driving.  Specifications  for  the  various  items  of  plant  and  machinery  are 
under  preparation  and  contracts  will  be  placed  after  inviting  tenders 
by  January  1934.  A  provision  of  Bs  10  lakhs  is  therefore  made  in  the 
next  year’s  budget  under  the  head  Palliyasal  Hydro-Electric  Scheme. 

42.  Sinking  Funds. — The  Sinking  Fund  created  in  connection  with 
the  Sheneotta — Quilon  Bailway  is  expected  to  amount  to  Bs  75'38  lakhs 
at  the  close  of  the  next  year.  The  whole  amount  remains  invested 
in  gilt-edged  securities. 

Our  Debenture  Loan  Liability  stands  at  Bh.  Bs  14,49,000.  The 
whole  amount  is  repayable  in  1941.  To  repay  this  debt,  Government 
have  a  Sinking  Fund  which  will  amount  to  Bs  9,71,000  at  the  close  of 
1108  and  to  Bs  10,55,000  at  the  end  of  the  next  year.  The  usual 
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practice  has  been  to  invest  in  Government  of  India  Securities  the  whole 
of  the  uninvested  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  Fund  every  year.  The 
uninvested  balance  for  the  current  year  amounts  to  Bs  80,400.  It  has 
been  thought  advisable  to  invest  this  balance  in  the  State  5  per  cent, 
notes,  to  the  extent  possible  instead  of  going  in  for  Government  of  India 
Securities.  Government  have  accordingly  begun  to  purchase  at  par  S 
per  cent.  State  Pro-notes  for  the  Sinking  Fund  and  so  far  notes  of  the 
face  value  of  Bh.  Es.  50,000  have  been  obtained.  The  arrangement 
appears  popular  among  the  small  investors  and  they  readily  part  with 
their  holdings  in  return  for  immediate  cash.  The  number  of  small 
investors  is  however  few.  Exclusive  of  the  investments  in  the  State 
5  per  cent,  loan,  the  rest  of  the  Sinking  Fund  balance  up  to  the  close 
of  1108  is  invested  in  the  Government  of  India  Securities. 

43.  State  Life  Insurance. — Public  Branch. — A  scheme  for  a  Public 
Insurance  was  recently  sanctioned  by  Government  .  The  premium 
tables  are  being  examined  once  again  and  the  scheme  in  its  final  form 
will  be  introduced  early  next  year. 

44.  The  State  Provident  Fund. — The  State  Provident  Fund 
Scheme  organised,  with  effect  from  3  st  Meenam  1107  with  a  view  to 
provide  facilities  for.  Government  Servants  to  invest  a  portion  of  their 
savings  to  serve  as  an  asset  at  the  time  of  retirement  has  proved  to  be 
popular  and  the  number  of  subscribers-  to  the  Fund  now  stands 
at  4,300. 

45.  Loans  made  by  Government.— An  allotment  of  Es  4  lakhs  has 
been  provided  in  the  next  year’s  budget  for  the  grant  of  loans  under 
the  Land  Improvement  and  Agricultural  Loans  Eegulation  including 
Es  1  lakh  for  the  grant  of  .  special  loans  to  the  Punj'a  cultivators  in 
Kuitanad.  A  provision  of  Es  1  lakh  for  Industrial  Loans  and  of 
another  Es  '60  of  a  lakh  for  Miscellaneous  Loans  and  Advances  has 
also  been  made  for  the  next  year.  . 

46 .  Loan  to  the  Port  Conservancy  Board,  Cochin— The  fourth 
stage  of  the^Cochin  Harbour  works  will  be  undertaken  shortly  and  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  tripartite  agreement,  between  Travancore,  Cochin  and 
British  Government  these  works  have  to  be  financed  in  the  first 
instance  by  money  provided  by  the  Government  of  Madras  and 
the  Governments  of  the  two  States.  The  estimated  cost  on  account 
of  the  works  for  the  year  1932-33  was  forecasted  at  Es  4'89  lakhs  and 
the  Travancore  Government’s  share  viz  ■  Es  1-63  lakhs  has  been  dis- 
bursed  to  the .  Harbour  authorities  on  a  loan  system  by  debit  to  Debt 
Head-Loans.  The  Loan  to  the  Port  Conservancy  Board,  Cochin,  is  on 
the  following  conditions  : — 

i.  The  loan  will  be  free  of  interest  up' .to  31st  March  1943  and 

will  bear  interest  thereafter  at,  5  per  cent-  per  annum. 

ii.  It  will-  be  repaid  in  60  half  yearly  equated  payments  of  Es.  5,274 
(inclusive  of  interest)  -  payable  on  30th  September  and  31st  March  of 
each  year,  the  first  repayment  becoming  due  on  30th  September  1943. 
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iii.  Penal  interest  will  be  charged  at  10  par  cent-  per  annum  on 
overdue  instalments. 

The  estimated  cost  of  works  for  1983-34  is  expected  to  stand  at 
about  Bh,  Bs  30  lakhs  and  the  share  payable  by  this  Government  there¬ 
for  works  up  to  Bh.  Bs  10  lakhs.  This  sum  is  provided  in  the  budget 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

47.  Government  Investments  in  gilt-edged  securities.  — One  feature 
of  our  investments  in  gilt-edged  securities  is  that  we  are  keeping  in 
our  books  for  several  years  past  Government  of  India  non-torminable 
3J  per  cent,  securities  to  the  extent  of  Bs  38,91,100  and  3  per  cent- 
securities  to  the  extent  of  Bs  12,00,600  at  their  face  value.  The  price 
of  the  3J  per  cent,  paper  went  so  low  as  Bh.  Bs  SOT  in  October  1931 
with  the  abandonment  of  the  Gold  Standard  both  in  Great  Britain  and 
in  India ;  and  the  price  of  the  3  per  cent,  paper  went  down  propor¬ 
tionately  with  the  fall  in  the  price  of  the  3^  per  cent,  securities. 
Government  were  watching  for  some  years  past,  the  trend  of  prices 
of  securities  in  the  gilt-edged  market  so  as  to  relieve  themselves  of 
these  low  priced  non-terminable  securities  without  heavy  loss.  An 
opportunity  however  presented  itself  for  a  very  short  period  during  the 
course  of  the  current  year  with  the  announcement  by  the  Government 
of  India  of  the  conversion  of  their  5  per  cent.  1929-47  and  1933  loans 
to  a  new  issue  of  the  4  per  cent.  1960-70  loan  on  payment  of  a  cash  bonus 
of  Bh.  Bs  7-8-0  and  Bh.  Bs  8-8-0  respectively.  Government  held  in  these 
two  loans  a  sum  of  Bs  26,79,600  (B3  25,39,600  in  the  5  percent.  1929-47 
and  Bs  1,40,000  in  the  5  per  cent.  1933  loans).  If  the  conversion 
terms  of  the  Government  of  India  were  not  accepted,  the  only  alterna¬ 
tive' to  the  holders  of  these  two  classes  of  securities  would  have  been  to 
receive  payment  in  cash  for  their  holdings.  Government  however 
closed  with  the  offer  of  the  Government  of  India  and  converted  all  the 
above  holdings  into  the  terminable  4  per  cent.  1960-70  loan.  The  loss  of 
interest  by  one  per  cent,  in  this  case  was  inevitable  under  the  circum¬ 
stances.  This  conversion  brought  in  Bh.  Bs  2,02,370  by  way  of 
premium  or  profits. 

With  the  general  fall  in  the  rate  of  interest  on  Government  of 
India  loans  and  the  consequent  rise  in  price  of  heavy  yielding  securi¬ 
ties,  it  was  thought  advisable  to  part  with  a  portion  of  our  tax-free  in¬ 
vestments  as  the  5  per  cent.  1945-55  securities.  Accordingly,  Bs  5 
lakhs  of  this  paper  which  were  originally  purchased  at  Bh.  Bs  95  and 
which"  were  borne  in  our  books  at  Bh.  Bs  100  were  sold  at  an  average 
price  of  about  Bh.  Bs  109-12  and  the  sale  proceeds  less  profit  were 
reinvested  in  the  new  3J  per  cent.  1947-50  to  the  extent  of  Bs  2  lakhs 
at  Bh.  Bs  93-10  per  cent,  and  in  the  4  per  cent,  1960-70  to  the  extent 
of  Bs  3  lakhs  at  Bh.  Bs  93-11  per  cent.  This  transaction  has  brought 
in  a  profit  of  Bh .  Bs  80,625.  Thus  on  the  whole  we  realised  during 
the  year  a  profit  of  Bh.  Bs  2,82,996  or  S.  Bs  2,88,048  and  this  amount 
isexhibited  on  the  revenue  side  of  the  budget  under  the  head  “IX. — 
Interest-Premium  on  the  "conversion  and  sale  of  Government  of  India  ' 
Securities.”  This  profit  of  Bh,  Bs  2,82,996  was  utilised  in  converting 
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24  lakhs  out  of  the  entire  stock  of  Es  38,91,100  of  the  3£  per  cent, 
paper  into  4  per  cent.  1960-70  securities  of  equivalent  face  value  at  an 
average  difference  payment  of  about  Bh.  Es  11-14-0  per  cent.  This 
difierence  in  price  of  Bh.  Es  11-14-0  between  3$  per  cent,  non-termi- 
nable  and  4  per  cent.  1960-70  terminable  lasted  only  for  a  very  short 
period.  The  difference  has  since  widened  and  now  stands  at  about 
Bh.  Es  14-8-0  and  hence  it  was  not  found  possible  to  relieve  ourselves 
any  more  of  the  3J  per  cent,  nonterminable'securities  at  an  advantage. 

FINANCIAL  POSITION. 

48.  A  statement  of  our  Assets  and  Liabilities  as  at  the  close  of  1108 
and  1109  is  given  on  page  7  of  the  budget  estimates.  According  to  the 
final  accounts  of  1107,  our  booked  assets  stood  at  Es  358'80  lakhs  and 
the  liabilities  at  Es  235'96  lakhs.  At  the  close  of  the  current  year, 
the  assets  are  expected  to  amount  to  Es  381"60  lakhs  and  the  liabilities 
to  Es.  267’90  lakhs,  Our  surplus  investments  which  stood  at  Es  187'95 
lakhs  at  the  close  of  1107  are  expected  to  amount  to  Es  21P73  lakhs 
at  the  close  of  the  current  year.  In  the  next  year,  it  is  expected  that 
we  shall  have  to  draw  Es  29-97  lakhs  from  our  surplus  investments  to 
meet  the  expenditure  on  Capital  Works  and  for  the  investment  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  Balances.  The  investment  account  is  therefore  expected 
to  stand  at  Es  181-76  lakhs  at  the  close  of  1109.  Our  Assets  and 
Liabilities  at  the  end  of  the  next  year  are  expected  to  beBs  374'47  lakhs 
and  Es  278‘35  lakhs  respectively.  The  Government  Account  which 
stood  at  Es  122-84  lakhs  at  the  close  of  1107  is  expected  to  be  reduced 
to  Es  113"70  lakhs  at  the  close  of  the  current  year  on  account  of  the 
expenditure  on  Capital  Works.  As  Government  propose  to  incur  a 
Capital  expenditure  of  Es  19-37  lakhs  during  the  next  year,  the  net 
outgoing  is  estimated  at  Es  17-58  lakhs.  The  Government  Account  is 
thus  expected  to  close  with  a  balance  of  Es  9612  lakhs.  The  cash 
balance  of  the  State  which  stood  atBs  57"55  lakhs  at  the  beginning  of 
the  current  year  is  expected  to  stand  at  Es  44'52  lakhs  at  its  close  and 
at  Bs-44'67  lakhs  at  the  close  of  the  next  year. 

PRESIDENT  Before  we  adjourn,  I  shall  explain,  very  briefly, 
the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  discussing  the  Budget. 

Under  Buie  69,  the  debate  on  the-  Budget  by  the  Assembly  will 
begin  with  a  general  discussion  and  be  followed  by  the  voting  of 
demands  for  grants.  It  has  been  usual  to  allot  two  days  for  the 
general  discussion  of  the  Budget.  During  this  session,  however,  the 
time  available  on  the  2nd  August  after  the  election  of  the  Deputy 
President,  and  the  whole  of  the  3rd  and  the  4th  August  will  be  allotted 
for  the  general  discussion  of  the  Budget-  The  discussion  of  the  de¬ 
mands  and  the  voting  on  them  will  take  place  in  the  Assembly  from  ■ 
the  7th  to  the  12th  and  the  14th  August.  The  maximum  period  admis¬ 
sible  under  Buie  71  (1)  for  dealing  with  the  demands  in  the  Assembly 
will  thus  be  seen  to  have  been  allotted  for  the  purpose.  The  demands, 
will  be  discussed  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  printed  in  the  statement 
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which  will  be  furnished  to  you.  Demands  under  Land  Bevenue,  Edu¬ 
cation  and  Public  Works,  may  each  be  discussed  in  the  Assembly  for 
one  day.  The  remaining  demands  will  have  to  be  dealt  with  before 
the  close  of  the  seventh  day,  and  not  more  than  half  a  day  will .  be 
allotted  for  any  one  demand.  At  the  end  of  the  time  allotted  for  the 
discussion  of  each  demand,  all  pending  motions  in  respect  of  that 
demand  will  automatically  lapse  ;  and  at  5  o’  clock  on  the  evening  of 
the  last  of  the  allotted  days,  every  question  necessary  for  the  disposal 
of  all  the  outstanding  matters  in  connection  with  the  demands  for 
grants  will  be  put  under  Buie  71  (3). 

Every  member,  other  than  the  Financial  Secretary,  will  be  allowed 
during  the  general  discussion  stage  not  more  than  fifteen  minutes. 
When  voting  on  the  demands  for  grants,  every  mover  and  the  official 
member  who  has  the  right  of  reply  will  be  allowed  ten  minutes  each, 
and  the  other  members  five  minutes  each.  Standing  Order  No.  59 
requires  notice  of  every  motion  for  the  reduction  or  omission  of  a  grant 
to  be  given  to  the  Secretary  to  the  Assembly  two  clear  days  before  the 
day  on  which  the  demand  comes  up  for  consideration.  I  request 
members  of  the  Assembly  kindly  to  specify  in  the  case  of  token  motions, 
the  purpose  for  which  the  motion  is  proposed. 

One  day,  viz,,  the  18th  August  has  been  allotted  for  the  general 
discussion  of  the  Budget  in  the  Council,  and  four  days,  viz.,  the  22nd 
to  the  24th  and  26th  August  will  be  allotted  for  the  discussion  and  voting 
of  demands.  Members  of  the  Council  are,  of  course,  aware  that  the 
Council  will,  under  Buie  75,  discuss  each  demand  as  a  whole  and  vote 
upon  each  demand  as  a  whole  without  moving  for  the  reduction  of  any 
grant  or  of  any  item  in  a  grant.  To  enable  the  discussion  of  each 
demand  in  the  Council,  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  members  should 
send  in  any  specific  motion,  and  the  Council  will  have  the  right  to 
assent  or  refuse  its  assent  to  any  demand  when  it  is  put  to  the  House. 
If,  however,  any  member  wishes  to  send  in  a  specific  motion  proposing 
the  omission  of  a  grant,  notice  should  be  given  of  such  motion  two 
clear  days  before  the  day  on  which  the  demand  comes  up  for  consider¬ 
ation. 

Mr.  PUTHUPAUI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Member,  Sri  Mulam  Assembly) : 
Sir,  I  wish  to  make  a  reference  to  get  one  or  two  points  cleared. 

PRESIDENT  :  Not  to-day,  Mr.  Krishna  Pillai. 

The  joint  sitting  of  the  two  Houses  then  terminated  at  6-18  F.  m., 
the  Assembly  to  meet  again  on  the  2nd  August  1933/18th  Karkatakam

SPEECH  BY  THE  PRESIDENT. 

PRESIDENT  :  Members  of  the  Assembly,  before  we  commence,  I 
wish- to  make  a  statement  explaining  the  procedure  which  is  proposed  to 
be  followed  regarding  questions  and  answers.  You  are,  of  course,  aware 
that,  while  formerly  only  the  member  asking  the  question  was  permit¬ 
ted  to  put  a  supplementary  question,  under  the  Reforms,  the  privilege  of 
putting  supplementary  questions  has  been  extended  to  every  member. 
Naturally,  a  larger  number  of  supplementary  questions  than  before  will 
be  put  during  question  time,  and  perhaps,  the  number  of  principal 
questions  answered  will  consequently  be  less  than  hitherto.  In  order 
to  enable  members  to  distinguish  between  questions  in  respect  of  which 
they  desire  to  put  supplementary  questions  and  those  for  which  an 
answer  may  not  be  required  on  the  floor  of  the  House,  the  practice, 
obtaining  in  the  House  of  Commons  and  the  Indian  Central  Legis¬ 
lature,  of  putting  starred  and  unstarred  questions  has  now  been  intro¬ 
duced  here.  Questions  desired  to  be  answered  on  the  floor  of  the  House 
will  be  starred,  and  the  official  member  in  charge  will  answer  them 
orally.  Any  member  may  then  put  supplementary  questions  arising  out 
'^of  these  answers.  Answers  to  all  unstarred  questions  will  be  printed 
along  with  the  proceedings  of  the  day  and  be  made  available  to  the 
members.  Printed  copies  of  the  questions,  which  will  be  answered 
during  the  day,  will  be  made  available  to  the  members  on  the  previous 
day.  Copies  of  the  answers  given  during  the  day  will  also  be  placed  in 
the  Press  Room. 

The  present  practice  of  placing  on  the  table  printed  copies  of  ques¬ 
tions  and  answers  will  be  modified  to  this  extent  in  favour  of  the  practice 
obtaining  in  the  House  of  Commons  and  the  Indian  Central 
Legislature.  I  trust  that  the  Members  will  appreciate  this  change  as 
»t  will  be  conducive  to  more  efficient  despatch  of  business  during 
question  time.

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One  further  point  I  would  like  to  mention.  Of  late,  there  has  been 
some  delay  in  the  publication  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Legislature.

Mr.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (  Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  :  They  are  not 
doing  it.

Mr.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag,  Secretary  to  Government)-.  Yes,  at 
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Mr.  A.  8.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  May  I  know  the  terms 
of  the  agreement  ? 

PRESIDENT :  That  does  not  arise. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  May  I  know  whether 
the  audit  report  of  the  Government  of  India  is  received  here  annually  ? 

Mr.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  ( Ag .  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Yes. 

MR.  A.  $.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  May  I  know  whether 
this  Government  is  entitled  to  ask  the  Government  of  India  for  any 
details  with  regard  to  the  audit  report  ? 

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  :  We  have  been 
accepting  the  audited  accounts  of  the  Government  of  India-  So  far, 
there  has  been  no  occasion  to  call  for  any  further  information. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Am  I  to  understand 
that,  on  a  scrutiny,  of  the  accounts  received  from  the  Government  of 
India,  Government  have  been  convinced  that  t'here  was  no  necessity  for 
further  information? 

'  Mr  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)-,  We  do  not 
scrutinise  the  accounts ;  we  accept  them.

Apart  from  the  fact  that  the  motion  is  couched  in  objectionable 
language,  it  is  disallowed  because  the  subject  is  under  judicial  enquiry. 

Mr.  A.  S.  Damodaran  Asan  and  Mr.  N.  K.  Krishna  Pillai  have  put 
in  motions  on  the  same  subject.  Mr.  Asan’s  motion  reads  : — 

"The  serious  hardships  caused  to  the  ryots  who  are  already  groaning  umlor  the 
present  eoonomio  depression  by  the  reoent  floods  in  tho  State.” 

Mr.  N.  K.  Krishna  Pillai’s  motion  reads : — 

“  The  miserable  plight  of  the  agriculturists  of  this  State  on  aocount  of  tho  increas¬ 
ing  eoonomio  distress  enhanoed  by  the  reoent  flood  damages  whioh  tho  Finan¬ 
cial  Secretary’s  speeoh  has  failed  to  take  notice  of  and  for  which  no  provision 
has  been  made  in  the  next  year’s  budget.  The  object  of  the  motion  is  to  press 
upon  the  attention  of  tho  Government  a  reasonable  remission  of  tax." 

The  object  of  these  adjournment  motions  is  to  consider  definite 
matters  of  urgent  public  .  impoftance.  Neither  of  these  motions  is 
sufficiently  definite  nor  does  it  deal  with  a  recent  matter,  and  also  both 
of  them  anticipate  matters  which  can  be  discussed  during  the  budget 
discussion.

'  MOTION  BOB  DETEBMINATION  OB  THE  SALABY 
OB  THE  DEPUTY  PEESIDENT. 

PRESIDENT The  next  business  is  the  motion  by  the  Chief  Secre¬ 
tary  regarding  the  salary  of  the  Deputy  President. 

MR.  K,  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Sir,  under  Sec¬ 
tion  7  (4)  of  the  Eeforms  Eegulation,  II  of  1108,  the  salary  of  the 
Deputy  President  of  this  Assembly  has  to  be  fixed  by  this  House. 
Accordingly,  I  beg  to  move,  the  following  motion  for  the  consideration 
of  the  House:  — 

“ That  the  Deputy  President  of  the  Sri  Mulam  Assembly  be  paid  a 
salary  of  Ss.  3,000  per  annum." 

MR.  P.  K.  NARYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzha  I)  :  May  I  know  from 
the  Chief  Secretary  whether  this  amount  is  included  in  the  Budget 
Estimates?  .  8 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  No.'  The 
amount  has  first  to  be  decided  before  it  is  included  in  the  budget'. 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT 

PRESIDENT  :  Three  amendments  have  been  tabled  and  I  think  it 
will  expedite  the  business  of  the  House  if  these  are  moved  at  once 
and  discussed  all  together,  assuming  that  the  members  wish  to  move 
them. 

Mr.  S,  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  an  amendment 
to  the  motion  placed  before  the  House  to  the  effect  that  the  salary  of 
the  Deputy  President  be  fixed  at  Rs.  1,200  per  annum  instead  of  at 
Rs.  3,000  per  annum. 

In  doing  so,  Sir,  I  am  only  voicing  forth  the  opinion  of  the  public  of 
Travancore.  There  is  a  huge  army  of  highly  paid  officers  in  the  State. 

PRESIDENT  :  You  must  keep  to  the  motion,  please.  The  motion 
before  the  House  is  about  the  salary'  of  the  Deputy  President. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  We,  the  non-official  members,  do 
not  find  any  reason  why  the  salary  of  the  Deputy  President  of  the 
Assembly  who  shall  be  elected  and  removed  by  a  vote  of  the  Assembly 
should  not  be  fixed  at  Rs.  1,200. per  annum.  The  expression  “  salary” 
is  a  misnomer  in  the  Regulation.  It  ought  .to  have  been  “  allowance  ” 
or  “  honorarium”  and  not  “salary”.  '  But  unfortunately  we  are  not 
permitted  to  trespass  into  the  forbidden  ground  of  discussing  the  contents 
of  the  Regulation  and  having  the  expression  “salary”  altered  or  changed. 
Travancore  is  a  poor  State.  Sir,  the  people  of  Travancore  shall  not 
pay,  we  their  representatives  shall  not  propose,  and  the  gentleman  who 
is  to  be  elected  as  the  Deputy  President  shall  not  expect  a  big  amount 
as  salary  for  the  services  that  he  has  'to  render  to  the  State  at  large, 
and  hence  I  propose  that  the  salary  of  the  Deputy  President  he  fixed  at 
Rs.  1,200  per  annum,  that  is  to  say  at  Rs.  100  per  mensem,  instead  of 
at  Rs.  3,000  per  annum. 

PRESIDENT  :  Anybody  seconding  the  proposal? 

The  motion  fell  through  for  want  of  a  seconder. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mmelikam )  :  I  beg  to  move  that 
“1,000”  be  substituted  for  “3,000”  occurring  after  ‘Rs.’  Land  before  ‘per 
annum'.  ... 

My  object  in  making  this  motion  before  this  Assembly  is  to  show 
that  the  representatives  of  the  people  are  prepared  to  find  a  competent 
person  as  Deputy  President  even  if  he  be  paid  only  Rs.  1,000  per 
annum.  We  must-  curtail  our  expenditure  as  far  as  possible  and  this 
House  should  set  an  example  to  the  official  world  that  they  are 
prepared . 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I) :  Does  the  member  pro¬ 
pose  a  salary  of  Rs.  1,000  per  mensem  ? 

MR.  A.  8,  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( MaveUkura ) :  I  said  Rs.  1,000  per 
annum,  and  it  is  found  in  the  amendment.  I  think  this  House  should 
set  an  example  to  the  official  world  by  showing  that  their  elected  De¬ 
puty  President  will  serve  for  an  amount  of  Rs.  1,000  per  annum.  The 
Deputy  President  has  to  maintain  a  status.  He  need  not  make  any 
profit  out  of  his  office  ;  but  he  must  be  in  a  position  to  have  a  proper 
building,  to  have  a  good  conveyance  and  other  things,  For  that,  I 
think  Rs.  1,000  is  sufficient. 
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MR.  PUTUPALLI  s.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  Does  not  the 
member  expect  the  Deputy  President  to  keep  a  car  as  conveyance  ? 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  I  only  said  that  the 
Deputy  President  has  to  keep  a  conveyance. 

Mr.  PUTUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II) ;  Does  not  the- 
member  expect  the  Deputy  President  to  keep  a  jutlca  or  car  or  any 
other  vehicle  as  conveyance,  consistent  with  the  dignity  of  his  office  ? 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  I  expect  him  to  lead  a 
decent  life ;  for  that  I  think  Es.  1,000  is  sufficient. 

MR.  PUTUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II)  '■  According  to  the 
amendment  of  the  member,  the  salary  comes  to  Bs.  83  1/3  per  mensem. 
Does  the  member  think  that  that  is  sufficient  for  a  decent  living  in 
Trivandrum  ? 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  For  that  matter,  I  am 
of  opinion  that  the  Deputy  President  should  not  indent  upon  this 
House,  for  all  his  expenditure.  We  will  pay  him  to  the  extent  neces¬ 
sary  to  enable  him  to  have  a  decent  living  in  Trivandrum  during  the 
Council  season. 

Mr.  PUTUPALLI  S,  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  What  does  the 
member  mean  by  saying  a  decent  living”  ? 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  I  have  already  said 
that  in  my  motion. 

Mr.  PUTUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  l£:  Will  the  member 
please  inform  the  House  for  what  purpose  Bs.  83  1/3  is  intended? 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  I  have  already  ans¬ 
wered  that. 

Mr.  PUTUPALLI  S,  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  Will  the  mem¬ 
ber  please  give,  details  for  the  Bs.  83  1/3  per  mensem?  We  want  to*know 
every  detail  in  regard  to  every  expenditure  because  we  are  perplexed 
by  Mr.  Asan’s  motion. 

MR.  A.S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  ;  I  think  the  member 
asks  this  question,  because  he  thinks  Bs.  .83  1/3  is  too  small  an  amount. 
If  I  am  to  correct  the  member,  I  may.  tell  him  the  state  of  things  with 
regard  to  the  holding  of  this  meeting.  From  now  onwards,  this  meeting 
will  not  take  place  for  more  than  40  days  in  a  year  as  the  previous 
Council  sat  for  only  about  20  days  during  the  previous  years.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  that  estimate,  the  salary  I  have  proposed  comes  to  about 
Bs.  25  per  diem.  That  is  more'  than  enough  for  a  decent  living, 
According  to...  . 

MR.  PUTUPALLI  S,  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilonll)-  Dogs  the  member 

think... 

PRESIDENT  :  Please  do  not  interrupt  the  member  during  his  speech. 
Let  him  finish  the  sentence,  please. 

Mr.  PUTUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  IT):  He  does  not 
finish  a  sentence.  (Laughter). 
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Hr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara):  So.  in  my  opinion, 
Bs.  25  per  diem  is  more  than  enough  for  a  decent  living  in  the  town  of 
Trivandrum. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta ) :  Is  the  member 
aware  of  the  honorarium  of  the  Deputy  President  of  the  Madras  Legis¬ 
lative  Council  ? 

HR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  I  know  that  the 
President  there  is  given  a  salary. 

MS.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta)  :  I  am  asking  the 
member  about  the  salary  of  the  Deputy  President. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  .  I  do  not  know  any¬ 
thing  about  that.  If  the  member  knows  that,  I  accept  his  statement. 

Mr.  S-.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta )  :  May  I  inform 
the  member  that  the  Deputy  President  of  the  Madras  Legislative  Coun¬ 
cil  is  paid  an  honorarium  of  Bs,  5,000  per  annum  ? 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  ;  Besides  the  .Deputy 
President,  we  are  to  have  two  Chairmen  to  preside  over  the  delibera¬ 
tions  of  the  Assembly.  Taking  that  also  into  consideration  I  think 
Bs.  1,000  per  annum  is  a  reasonable  remuneration.  It  is  quite  ample  to 
enable  the  Deputy  President  to  have  a  decent  living  in  Trivandrum. 
With  these  words,  I  move  the  amendment  for  the  consideration  of  the 
House. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedimangad)  :  I  beg.  to  second  the  amendment. 
I  am  sorry  to  state  that  the  status  of  the  Deputy  President  does  not 
consist  in  the  high  salary  he  is  to  get  from  the  representatives  of  the 
people.  If  the  person  who  is  elected  has  an  element  of  patriotism  in 
him,  whatever  salary  we  sanction  will  be  gladly  accepted  by  him. 

Mr.  K.  P.  KRISHNAN  ii/!EN0N  (Partir) :  I  beg  to  move’  the  follow¬ 
ing  motion  :  — 

“ For  the  words  “Bs.  3,000  per  annum  ”  in  the  motion,  the. 
words  “Bs.  (300)  three  hundred  for  each  session,  with¬ 
out  exceeding  Bs.  (1,500)  one  thousand  and  five  hundred 
a  gear”  he  substituted. 

In  my  opinion,  we  must  allow  an  honorarium  instead  of  salary. 
I  associate  myself  with  all  that  has  been  said  by  Mr.  Damodaran  Asan 
in  connection  with  this  motion. 

Mr.  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  (Mmattu'msha  IT)  :  I  beg  to  second  it. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Ghirayinkil  I) :  I  beg  to  oppose  the  amend¬ 
ments.  The  Office  of  the  Deputy  President  is  not  a  new  creation 
with  the  Legislative  Beforms  just  now  introduced.  In  the  late  Council 
also,  there  was  a  Deputy  President  and  I  believe  he  was  getting  a 
salary  of  Bs.  3,000  per  annum.  With  the  introduction  of  the  Beforms, 
this'  Council  is  invested  with  powers  of  electing  the  Deputy  President 
from  among  the  non-officials,  and  also  with  the  power  to  fix  his  salary. 
Soy  the  new  elected  Deputy  President  has  more  onerous  duties  and 
responsibilities  to  perform  than  the  Deputy  President  of  the  old 
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MR .  A.  s.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikam )  :  How  is  the  work  of  the 
Deputy  President  more  onerous  now  than  before  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (ChirayinMl  I)  :  The  present  Assembly  ia 
invested  with  more  powers  and  responsibilities  which  naturally  means 
that  the  person  who  holds  the  Deputy  Presidentship  has  more  onerous 
duties  to  perform. 

MR.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  ( Parur ) :  May  I  ask  the  member,  is- 
not  Bs.  1,000  enough  then  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (.ChirayinMl  I)  :  The  motion  before  the 
House  is  that  the  Deputy  President  of  the  Sri  Mulam  Assembly  be 
paid  a  salary  of  Bs.  3,000  per  annum.  Yours  is  only  an  amendment. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelilcara) :  Does  the  member 
know  that  the  President  has  to  nominate  two  Chairmen  also,  beside  the 
Deputy  President. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (ChirayinMl  I)  :  That  question  does  not 
arise. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (ChirayinMl  I) :  Does  not  the  member 
know  that  the  Deputy  President  can  absent  himself,  because  the 
nominated  Chairman  can  preside  over  the  House  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (ChirayinMl  1) :  If  the  President  asks  the 
Deputy  President  to  preside,  he  has  to  do  it.  The  President  may  ask 
at  any  moment. 

MR.  PUTUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (QuiUm  II) :  Does  the  mem- 
ber  think  that  the  Deputy  President  will  absent  himself  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  giving  an  acting  place  to  the  nominated  Chairman  ? 

MR,  K.  PADMANABHAN  (ChirayinMl  1)  :  Therefore  in  my  opinion, 
if  our  finances  permit,  we  must  allow  a  more  decent  salary  for  the  De¬ 
puty  President.  I  am  really  at  pains  to  understand  the  real  principles 
underlying  the  amendments  brought  forward  by  Mr.  Damodaran  Asan 
and  Mr.  Krishna  Menon.  If  the  motion  is  based  on  principles  of 
economy,  I  can  appreciate  the  fundamental  idea  underlying  it.  Both 
the  members  are  aware  of  the  fact  that,  in  this  State,  lakhs  and  lakhi 
of  rupees  are  spent  towards  the  salary  of  officers.  This  House,  in  mj 
humble  view,  should  be  ashamed  of  itself  to  cut  the  salary  of  the  Deputj 
President  to  a  very,  low  figure,  when  we  learn  that  even  the  most  modesl 
recommendations  embodied  in  the  report  of  the  Betrenchment  Com¬ 
mittee  in  the  direction  of  salary  cuts,  are  not' given  effect  to  by  the 
Government.  I  ask  the  House  in  all  earnestness  to  view  the  motion  ir 
a  proper  light  and  vote  for  the  motion  brought  forward  by  the  Govern 
ment.  I  am  even  for  enhancing  the  amount  to  Bs.  5,000  provided  oui 
funds  allow  it.  What  do  we  get  by  cutting  down  the  salary  te 
Bs.  1,000  ?  Probably  we  may  be  gaining  Bs.  2,000  which  amount 
will  be  spent  in'  some  other  direction.  I  ask,  Sir,  why  all  the  fight  foi 
the  shadows  when  the  substance  is  left  untouched. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelilcara)'.  Does  the  membe: 
know  that  the  Betrenchment  Committee  have  fixed  this  salary  of  thf 
Deputy  President  at  Bs  1,000  ? 


MOTION  FOR  DETERMINATION  OF  THE  SALARY  OF  THE  49 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I) :  That  may  be.  The  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  not  accepted  all  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee. 

MB.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  A8AN  ( Mavelikara ) ;  Is  the  member  pre¬ 
pared  to  stand  by  the  report  of  the  Retrenchment  Committee  ?  That 
is  what  I  want  to  know. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinkil  I)  ■  That  is  another  matter 
whioh  is  not  at  issue  now.  With  these  few  remarks,  Sir,  I  am  sup¬ 
porting  the  motion  of  the  Chief  Secretary. 

Mr.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Parur) :  It  is  the  duty  of  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  people  to  suggest  a  reasonable  and  modest  expenditure 
in  the  matter  of  Government  expenditure. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil -.1) :  I  do  not  quite  catch  the 
member. 

MR,  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  (MmattupuiU  II)  :  The  fact  that  we 
waste  money  in  the  various  branches  does  not  mean  that  we  must  not 
vo.te  for  Rs.  1,000  per  annum. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  1) :  I  am  at  the  motion  brought 
forward  by  the  Government.  I  support  the  motion  and  oppose  the 
amendment  motions. 

Mr.  K.  R,  ELENKATH  (Iialkulmi  I)  :  1  rise  to  oppose  the  amend¬ 
ments  brought  forward  by  Mr.  Damodaran  Asan  and  Mr.  K.  P.  Krishna 
Menon.  I  could  not  understand  for  what  reasons  they  have  brought 
forward  the  amendments.  It  will  be  more  honorable  if  a  non-official 
member  be  asked  to  take  up  the  Deputy  Presidentship  for  a  nominal 
allowance.  If  so,  I  would  have  appreciated  Mr.  Damodaran  Asan  and 
Mr.  Krishna  Menon  bringing  forward  an  amendment  fixing  the  salary 
of  the  Deputy  President  at  Re.  1  per  annum.  Prom  the  arguments  of 
the  opponents,  we  as  non-official  members,  cannot  agree  to  all  that 
they  have  said.  The  Deputy  President  to  be  elected  is  our  accredited 
leader.  When  we  elect  a  Deputy  President,  we  lay  on  him  our  full 
confidence  and  he  has  to  lead  the  deliberations  of  this  Assembly,  like 
the  Dewan-President.  Then,  we  are  giving  him  a  status  almost  next 
to  the  Dewan  himself.  Mr.  Damodaran  Asan  says  that  he  must  live 
a  decent  life  when -in  Trivandrum.  I  am  at  a  loss  to  know  the  basis 
on  which  Mr.  Damodaran  Asan  has  calculated  the  decent  sum  at 
Rs.  83  1  / 3  per  mensem. 

Mr.  A.  8.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Does  the  member 
think  that  the  allowance  I  have  proposed  is  not  more  decent  T 

MR.  K;  R.  ELENKATH  (Iialkulam  I)  :  To  me  it  appears  a  non¬ 
official  member  who  has  no  other  means  if  he  is  prepared  to  sacrifice  for 
the  political  cause  of  the  country  could  not  manage  with  that.  Any 
man  for  that  matter  will  lead  a  decent  life.  The  ex-President  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly,  Mr.  Patel,  who  was  a  Congressman  served  the 
country’s  interest  very  well.  Even  he  did  not  tell  nor  the  Assembly  vote 
for  a  nominal  salary  as  is  now  suggested  by  Mr.  Damodaran  Asan, 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumcmgad )  :  Is  there  any  member  of  the 
Assembly  who  has  no  other  means  ? 
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MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I) :  I  say  even  if  a  member  who 
has  no  other  means  of  existence  comes  in  and  is  prepared  to  serve  the 
country’s  interests,  why  grudge  him  paying  <the  reasonable  amount 
suggested  by  Government  which  comes  only  to  the  monthly  pay  of  the 
Dewan.  We  have  no  control  over  the  money  thus  saved  by  the  pro¬ 
posed  reduction.  We  cannot  say  how  this  Bs  2,000,  to  be  gained 
as  is  suggested  by  Mr.  Danjodaran  Asan,  would  be  spent,  for  we  have 
no  control~over  it,  so  to  say.  It  may  be  spent  for  minor  items  in  any 
way  as  the  Government  pleases. 

Mr.  A,  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  But  the  member 
thinks  that  status  depends  upon  the  pay  of  the  member. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  {Kalkulam  I) :  The  member  himself  was 
saying  that  some  amount  must  be  set  apart  for  a  docent  living  in 
Trivandrum.  Why  not  the  member  himself  bring  forward  a  motion 
suggesting  for  a  nominal  sum  of  Be,  1  as  salary  '?  I  could  have  appreci¬ 
ated  that.  The  member  does  not  seem  to  have  accepted  that  as  * 
principle  in  moving  the  amendment, 

Mr.  A.  8.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  Does  the  member 
suggest  that  the  sum  I  have  fixed  is  less  decent  ? 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I) :  What  I  am  suggesting  is 
only  more  decent.  I  would  even  prefer  to  suggest  a  bigger  amount. 
But  as  the  Chief  Secretary’s  motion  is  the  only  acceptable  one  before 
the  House,  I  support  the  motion  brought  forward  by  the  Government 
and  oppose  the  amendment  motions. 

MR.  S.  J.  NA1R  (Neditmcmgad)  \  May  I  know  from  the  member, 
is  it  the  monetary  consideration  that  should  weigh  in  these  matters  ? 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  {Kalkulam,  I) :  I  don’t  say  that. 

MR.  PUTUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II)  :  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  The  member  putting  a  question,  should  he  not  address 
the  Chair,  Sir  ? 

PRESIDENT  ;  That  is  what  every  member  is  expected  to  do, 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  1)  :  A  word  more  in  support  of 
the  motion  brought  forward  by  the  Government. 

Mr.  Asan  referred  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Betrenchment 
Committee.  There  is 'the  Beport  of  the  Betrenchment  Committee 
circulated  amongst  us.  Even  the  Government  have  not  accepted  some 
of  their  recommendations.  For  example,  the  Betrenchment  Committee 
have  recommended  for  a  cut  of  Bs.  2,70,000  in  the  salaries  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  officers.  What  have  the  Government  done  in  regard  to  that  ? 
They  have  yet  to  consider  about  the  reduction  of  Bs.  4  lakhs  which  the 
Committee  have  recommended  in  the  direction  of  travelling  allowances. .  - 
That  is  how  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  have  been 
respected  by  the  Government. .  That  being  the  case,  in  the  matter  of 
fixing  the  salary  of  the  Deputy  President,  why  should  we  be  guided  by 
the  Beport  of  the  Betrenchment  Committee? 

Mr.  A.  8.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ):  That  is  a  reason¬ 
able  recommendation  made  by  the  Betrenchment  Committee. 
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Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  {Kalkulam  I)  :  There  are  also  unreasonable 
recommendations  of  the  Betrenchment  Committee.  For  example, 
the  posts  of  many  peons  were  abolished. 

PRESIDENT  :  You  are  getting  away  from  the  point. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I):  Sir,  I  just  referred  to  the 
recommendations  of  the  ^Retrenchment  Committee  only  becauso  the 
mover  of  the  amendment  referred  to  it,  7  had  to  meet  his  argu¬ 
ments.  There  are  other  recommendations  whioh  this  House  need  not 
accept.  That  is  my  argument.  So  I  say  that  this  amendment  need 
not  be  considered  seriously  by  this  House.  The  proposition  of  the 
Chief  Secretary,  I  fully  believe,  will  be  accepted  by  this  House.

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PlLLAI  ( Quilon  I ):  Sir,  I  rise  to  oppose 
the  amendments  before  the  House.  Mr.  Asan,  the  mover  of  the 
amendment,  conceded  that  the  Deputy  President  has  to  maintain  a 
status.  The  only  difference,  if  there  is  any  difference  at  all  in  regard 
to  that  question,  was  about  the  opinion  in  regard  to  the  standards. 
According  to  Mr.  Asan,  the  Deputy  President  is  to  maintain  an  83  and 
odd  rupees  standard.  But  the  Chief  Secretary  thinks  that  he  has  to 
■maintain  a  250  rupees  standard.  If  decency  could  be  measured  from 
the  amount  of  emolument  also,  we  have  honestly  to  confess  that  some 
sort  of  weight  has  to  be  given  to  a  man  who  has  some  money.  That  is 
honestly  conceded.  It  is  all  very  well  to  say  in  theory  that  you  can 
serve  a  .State  honourably  and  patriotically  without  any  pay.  When 
we  have  reaohed  such  a  state,  then  I  can  understand  that  no  such 
system  of  scale  of  pay  is  necessary  in  a  State  with  such  a  high  degree 
-of  oulture.^  But  these  are  all  questions  which  do  not  come  within  the 
ambit  of  discussions  in  this  Assembly  which  has  to  deal  with  practical 
and  material  propositions.  When  we  concede  all  that,  is  the  sum  of  ■ 
Bs.  250  sufficient  .for  the  Deputy  President  who  has  to  do  more  work 
obviously  than  formerly  ?  That  is  clear  because  it  could  be  gathered 
from  the  publications  made  by  Government  on  the  Constitutional 
Reforms.  It  is  seen  that  virtually  the  Deputy  President  will  be 
automatically  presiding  over  the  Assembly  as  distinguished  from  the 
previous  practice.  . 

Mr- A.  8.  0AM0DARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Which  is  the  publica¬ 
tion  from  which  the  member  has  gathered  that  information? 
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MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I)  :  Sir,  I  shall  answer  the 
question  if  it  comes  through  the  Chair. 

Mr.  A.  S,  DAMODARAN  A8AN  ( Mavelikara ) :  I  am  asking  through 
the  Chair. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I)  :  Then  let  me  hear  the 
member. 

MR.  A..  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  Whioh  is  the  publica¬ 
tion  from  which  the  member  has  gathered  that  the  Deputy  President 
has  to  preside  on  aim  ost  all  occasions  ? 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I):  1  did  not  say  that.  I 
said  that  from  the  publications  of  the  Government  on  Constitutional 
Reforms  hereafter  the  Deputy  President  will  be  practically  presiding 
over  the  deliberations  of  the  Assembly.  We  can  also  infer  that,  when 
we  see  that  the  President  has  such  a  lot  of  duties  to  do  connected  with 
the  Council,  he  being  the  President  of  the  Upper  House  as  well. 
Government  business  will  suffer  a  good  deal  if  he  is  to  preside  over 
almost  all  the  meetings  of  the  Assembly  too.  That  could  be  gathered 
from  the  circumstances.  There  is  no  use  in  covering  up  that.  So 
the  Deputy  President  now  has  to  do  more  work  than  the  nominated 
Deputy  President  we  have  had  up  till  now.  Mr.  Damodaran  Asan 
is  under  the  delusion  that  the  Deputy  President  has  to  preside  at 
best  only  over  40  days’  sittings.  But  I  am  afraid  he  did  not 
calculate  the  number  of  days  of  meetings  of  committees  over  which 
the  Deputy  President  has  generally  to  preside.  Ordinarily,  if  we 
have  a  committee,  it  is  the  Deputy  President  who  has  to  preside 
over  it.  You  cannot  possibly  calculate  the  number  of  days  of  meet¬ 
ings  6i  committees  and  give  daily  wages  for  that. 

MR.  a.  8.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Which  are  the 
committees  over  which  the  Deputy  President  is  ex-officio  President  ? 

Mr,  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I) :  I  did  not  say  that.  I 
said  that  it  has  been  the  practice  all  through,  Why  should  you 
cover  it  up?  Let  us  be  fair. 

Mr,  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  ■  The  member  said 
that  the  Deputy  President  has  work  in  almost  all  the  committees. 

MR,  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)-  I  am  not  arguing  it 
technically.  I  say  it  for  the  third  time.  As  a  matter  of  fact  we  have 
found  that  the  Deputy  President  has'to  preside  over  many  of  the  com¬ 
mittees,  almost  all  the  committees.  He  has  to  devote  all  his  time  and 
energy  for  public  work  and  I  think  Rs.  250  is  necessary,  sufficient, 
ample  and  decent.  I  do.  not  think  this  House  will  be  deluded  in  regard 
to  that. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (fifeduma/hgad) :  What  about  the  daily  allowance  ' 
and  batta  which  the  Deputy  President  would  get  over  and  above  his 
salary?  ' 
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Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I) :  I  have  not  calculated 
that.  The  member  may  himself  calculate  it.  I  am  only  concerned 
with  the  salary. 

So  there  is  ample  work  for  the  Deputy  President  to  do, 

Another  question  was  also  raised  in  this  connection.  It  was  stated 
that  the  Betrenchment  Committee  which  was  appointed  by  Govern¬ 
ment  had  made  some  recommendations  which  were  not  accepted  by 
Government.  If  the  Betrenchment  Committee  made  some  reduction, 
why  should  not  the  House  now  accept  that  and  follow  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  that  Committee  ?  That  seems  to  be  the  argument  of  Mr.  Asan. 
The  Committee  made  a  recommendation  under  a  particular  set  of 
circumstances. 

When  they  made  large  cuts  or  small  cuts  in  the  salary  of  some 
Government  Officers,  they  also  made  a  proportionate  reduction  in  all 
the  branches  of  the  administration,  and  the  honorarium  of  the  Deputy 
President  bad  also  to  undergo  a  change.  It  should  not  be  taken  apart 
from  the  whole  and  argued  separately.  If  there  was  a  reduction 
all  through,  then  the  honorarium  of  the  Deputy  President  should  also  be 
reduced  to  a  particular  limit.  That  was  not  accepted  by  Government. 
That  cannot  be  brought  forward  as  an  argument  for  cutting  the  salary 
of  Deputy  President.  As  soon  as  you  are  given  the  power  to  elect  a 
real  representative  of  yours,  a  representative  in  the  real  sense,  and  not 
one  nominated  by  the  Government,  you  should  not  bring  forward  a 
motion  before  this  House  to  reduce  his  salary.  When  there  was  a 
nominated  Deputy  President,  not  one  of  the  gentlemen  sent  in  a  cut 
motion  for  reducing  his  salary. 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Chang anachery  cum  Peer-made  II)  :  Does 
the  member  know  that  it  was  a  non-votable  item  ? 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I)  :  I  think  it  was  avotable 
item. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  Does  not  the  member 
kn'ow  that  there  was  a  cut  motion  ? 

’  MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  I  stand  corrected. 

I  think,  under  these  circumstances,  this  House  will  not  easily 
accede  to  this  proposal  which  may  on  the  face  of  it  look  democratic. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ) :  Sir,  I  oppose  both  the  amend¬ 
ments  on  grounds  entirely  different  from  those  that  have  been  urged 
here.  I  feel,  Sir,  that  the  discussion,  both  opposing  as  well  as  support¬ 
ing  the  amendment,  has  entirely  taken  a  very  very  wrong  direction- 
I  feel  it  is  rather  undesirable  that  members  of  this  House  have  thought 
it  fit  to  give  vent  to  their  feelings  particularly  with  reference  to  persons  ' 
and  Bs.  as.,  and  ps.  I  always  think,  Sir,  that  the  dignity  of  an  officer 
goes  with  the  office  and  not  with  anything  else.  I  am  really  sorry 
that  such  of  the  members  as  have  put  in  their  nominations  for  the  place 
have  been  put  in  a  very  bad.  fix.  They  are  expecting  themselves  to  be 
voted  by  the  majority  of  the  members  here  and  they  feel  ill  if  their 
prospective  salary  or  remuneration  for  the  work  they  are  turning  out 
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has  to  be  measured  in  terms  of  Rs..  as.,  and  ps.  Well,  Sir,  to  me  it 
appears  that  it  is  not  only  not  desirable  but  most  unhappy.  Some  of 
my  friends  on  this  side  of  the  House  may  think  that  I  am  a  man  who 
does  not  feel  for  the  poor  tax-payer’s  money.  I  may  assure  them 
that  I  am  second  to  none  in  feeling  for  the  poor  tax-payer.  If  any 
attempt  is  made  to  waste  the  tax-payer’s  money  unnecessarily  or  un- 
warrantedly,  I  will  be  the  last  to  vote  for  it  and  I  will  immediately 
step  in  and  see  that  such  wastage  is  prevented.  I  expect  the  members 
to  take  this  question  not  in  that  aspect.  The  Deputy  President  is  to 
be  elected  by  the  majority  of  this  House.  If  the  criterion  is  that  the 
Deputy  President  ought  not  to  be  paid  so  heavily,  according  to  the 
members  who  have  brought  forward  the  amendment,  it  is  in  their 
own  hands  that  they  can  effect  it  or  even,  say  that  they  are  not  going  to 
give  anything  to  the  Deputy  President  in  consideration  of  the  poor 
tax-payer’s  money.  The  Deputy  President,  as  one  among  us,  may 
also  feel  for  the  poor  tax-payer’s  money  and  say  in  his  turn  that  he  is 
not  going  to  receive  anything.  It  is  up  to  us  to  say,  without  entering 
into  avoidable  details,  that  Rs.  2,000  or  Rs.  5,000  cannot  be  easily  paid 
from  the  poor  tax-payer’s  money.  I  do  not  see  any  reason  why  members 
should  get  fretting  over  it  like  this.  They  oan  as  well  say  that  they 
are  not  going  to  spend  even  a  single  pie  for  the  elected  Deputy  Presi¬ 
dent.  We  have  heard  of  so  many  elected  Presidents  after  receiving 
the  salary  disbursing  them  for  good,  charitable  and  philanthropic 
objects  and  here  also  let  ns  leave  it  to  the  good  sense  of  the  successful 
candidate.  Let  us  not  deny  them  that  privilege.  Let  us  not  measure 
it  in  terms  of  rupees,  annas  and  pies  or  the  capacity  to  maintain  a  motor 
oar  or  ajutka.  I  expect  the  movers  of  the  amendment,  in  their  sense 
of  propriety,  to  find  their  way  to  withdraw  their  amendments  and 
thereby  unanimously  support  the  motion  brought  forward  by  the 
Chief  Secretary.  .  . 

Mb.  K.  SANKARAN  ( Kartikapalli  I) :  Sir,  I  rise  to  support  the 
amendment  proposed  by  Mr.  Asau.  After  the.  amendment  was  moved 
and  seconded,  most  of  the  members  who  rose  to  speak  opposed  the 
amendment  and  supported  the  motion  brought  forward  by  the  Chief 
Secretary.  The  arguments  put  forward  by  the  supporters  of  the  motion 
were  that  the  Deputy  President’s  salary  must  be  determined  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  status  of  the  position  and.  with  the  work  that  he  has  to 
discharge.  My  own  impression  is  that  the  Deputy  President  of  this 
Assembly  1b  in  no  way  better  than  the  former  Deputy  President  nomi¬ 
nated  by  Government.  The  only  difference  is  that  this  House  is  in  a 
position  to  elect  the  Deputy  President.  Apart  from  that,  the  Deputy 
President  now  elected  by  this  Assembly  is  practically  in  the  same  posi¬ 
tion  and  vested  with  the  same  powers  as  the  former  Deputy  President 
of  the  Legislative  Council.  As  for  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
Deputy  President,  my  own  impression  is  that  the  Deputy  President 
has  absolutely  no  powers  except  that  he  may  conduct  the  proceedings 
of  the  House  when  the  President  asks  him  to  do  so.  He  has  no  right 
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to  allow  any  motion,  or  aooept  any  question  that  may  be  sent  by 
the  Members,  but  he  can  preside  on  occasions  when  the  Dewan  is 
absent,  on  his  own  courtesy.  ,  ^  „ 

Mr.  K.  *.  ELENKATH  {Kalkulam  I)  :  Has  not  the  Deputy  Pre¬ 
sident,  when  he  is  in  the  chair,  all  the  powers  of  the  President  ? 

MR.  K.  SANKABAN  ( Kartikapalli  I);  All  the  powers  of  the  President 
are  not  possessed  by  the  Deputy  President.  The  statutory  President 
possesses  certain  powers  which  the  Deputy  President  does  not  possess. 
That  is  my  point. 

So  much  was  said  here  about  the  status  of  the  Deputy 
President.  My  own  impression  is  that  the  status  of  the  Deputy  Pre¬ 
sident  is  a  matter  not  to  be  weighed  in  terms  of  rupees,  annas  and  pies. 
That  is  a  status  given  by  the  members  of  this  House.  It  is  not  a  ques¬ 
tion  of  weighing  it  with  the  salary  that  he  gets.  The  term  'salary'  is 
found  in  the  Regulation  itself  which  we  cannot  question.  It  cannot  be 
considered  as  salary.  It  should  be  treated  as  honorarium.  The  work 
he  has  to  discharge  is  very  little.  My  own  impression  is  that  all  the 
members  of  this  House  are  also  doing  work  among  their  other  works 
which  they  have  to  discharge.  The  Deputy  President  is  only  one 
among  us.  The  mere  fact  that  he  happens  to  be  elected  as  the  Deputy 
President  does  not  mean  that  he  should  possess  ever  so  many  other 
dignities  or  that  he  has  to  discharge  several  other  duties.  The  only 
thing  is  that  we  must  not  be  guided  by  the  expression ‘salary’  that 
finds  a  place  in  the  Regulation.  It  is  the  question  of  the  work  that  he 
has  to  discharge.  When  we  are  given  the  power  to  elect  the  President, 
then  that  is  a  different  matter  which  has  to  be  considered.  If  the 
President  is  to  be  elected  by  the  Assembly,  I  will  support  any  motion 
to  give  him  a  salary  consistent  with  his  work.  Now  the  Deputy  Pre¬ 
sident  has  to  discharge  only  very  little  work.  Some  member  was 
saying  that  the  Deputy  President  will  have  to  preside  over  every  sitting 
of  the  Select  committees.-  I  think  he  will  get  T.  A.  for  that.  Other 
members  of  the  committees  have  to  be  satisfied  with  that.  There  is  a 
provision  in  the  Rules  for  the  President  to  nominate  a  panel  of 
Chairmen  to  preside  on  occasions  when  the  Deputy  President  or  the 
President  is  not  present.  They  are  also  to  preside  on  certain  occasions 
over  this  House  and  they  are  not  given  any  salary.  There  is  no  provi¬ 
sion  for  that.  The  mere  fact  that  one  member  among  us  is  elected  to 
be  the.  Deputy  President  does  not  mean  that  we  must  give  him  high 
salary.  The  whole  of  the  Rs.  3,000  proposed  by  the  Chief  Secretary 
Is  to  be  given  for  the  work  that  the  Deputy  President  has  to  discharge. 
I  fully  agree  with  Mr.  Asan  when  he  says  that  the  Deputy  President 
has  to i do  work  not  for  more  than  40  days  in  one  year.  It  does  not 
mean  that  on  all  the  sittings  of  the  Assembly  he  has  to  preside.  On 
some  of  these  days  the  Dewan  may  preside  over  the  deliberations  of  this 
House.  He  may  at  the  most  have  to  work  for  a  month  in  an  year.  I 
submit  that  Rs.  1,000  is  not  a  low  amount  for  the  work  that  the  Deputy 
President  has  to  do  in  this  Assembly  for  30  days.

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There  is  another  thing  which  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice;  of  the 
non-official  members  of  this  House.  Even  in  the  former  Legislative 
Council,  non-official  members  used  to  complain  that  there .  were  ever 
so  many  high-paid  officers  in  the  State  and  they  brought  forward  cut 
motions  by  way  of  suggesting  that  the  high-paid  officers’  salary  should 
be  reduced.  But  when  it  is  a  question  of  our  electing  the  Deputy  Pre¬ 
sident  and  fixing  his  salary,  we  should  not  forget  all  those  good 
intentions  which  guided  the  members  of  the  former  Legislative  Council 
to  bring  forward  cut  motions  to  reduce  the  salary  of  the  high-paid 
officers.  My  submission  is .  that  if  we  are  to  fix  this  high  salary  of 
Bs.  3,000  for  the  Deputy  President  we  might  at  least  bo  morally 
estopped  to  bring  forward  any  motion  to  cut  down  the  salary  of  the 
high-paid  officers  at  the  time  of  the  general  discussion  of  the  Budget. 
At  least  for  that  consideration,  we  may  decide  that  the  Deputy 
President  must  be  satisfied  with  Bs.  1,000  as  a  decent  salary.  With 
these  words,  I  strongly  support  the  motion .  brought  forward  by 
Mr.  Asan. 

Mr.  K.  MAHOMED  (Always) :  Sir,  I  support  the  amendment  of 
Mr.  Asan.  This  is  a  time  of  great  economic  depression.  This  House 
should  not  be  made  responsible  for  the  Deputy  President  receiving 
a  large  amount  of  money  as  allowance  or  salary.  By  this  I  mean  that 
this  should  be  an  example  to  the  officials  to  realise  that  it  is  high  time 
that  there  should  be  real  retrenchment  in  their  salaries. 

MR.  K,  PADMANABNAN  (Ghirayinhil  I)  :  May  I  know  whether . 

PRESIDENT  :  The  member  has  sat  down.

M9.  P,  CHIDAMBARAM  PILL Ai  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South)'.  Sir, 

I  oppose  the  amendments  and  support  the  motion,  mainly  on  grounds  ol  1 
delicacy.  It  would  have  been  better  if  the  nominations  for  the  Deputy 
Presidentship  had  come  in  after  we  had  discussed  this  matter  and  settled 
the  salary  of  the  Deputy  President.  But,  somehow  or  other,  it  has  so 
happened  that  the  nominations  had  already  come  in,  so  that,  during 
the  discussion  of  this  question,  we  have  the  candidates  before  our  eyes 
and  we  have  to  keep  them  in  mind.  As  this  is  a  matter  concerning 
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purely  the  non-offioial  members  of  the  Assembly,  we  have  to  judge 
the  question  forgetting  who  the  candidates  are.  That  is  rather  difficult. 
Therefore  the  best  way  to  deal  with  the  question  is  to  imagine  that 
nobody  is  going  to  oeoupy  the  place  and  to  consider  the  status  of  the 
Deputy  President  alone. 

Status  involves  two  things  as  I  take  it.  Firstly,  he  has  to  keep  up 
appearance  not  only  within  the  State  but  outside  also.  People  outside 
also  have  got  to  judge  the  status  of  the  Deputy  President  of  this 
Assembly ;  and  they  will  do  it  according  to  standards  prevailing  there, 
Personally  I  would  support  the  motion  that  the  salary  be  fixed  at  three 
thousand  rupees  per  annum'  A  threadbare  discussion  of  this  question 
of  salary,  now,  is  tantamount  to  discussing  post  mortem  by  the  bed-side 
of  a  patient.  That  is  exactly  the  predicament  in  which  we  are  placed 
now.  I  would  therefore  support  the  .motion,  on  grounds  of  delicacy. 

Mr.  PUTUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II) :  May  I  know 
from  the  member  whether,  if  one  of  the  movers  of  the  amendments 
had  been  nominated  for  election  as  Deputy  President,  he  would  have 
supported  the  motion  ? 

.  Mr.P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  :  I 
do  not  quite  catch  my  friend.  I  am  not  able  to  hear  him. 

Mr.  PUTUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II) :  Does  the  member 
imply  that,  if  one  of  those  who  have  now  moved  cut  motions  had  been 
nominated  for  election  as  Deputy  President,  my  friend  would  have 
supported  this  amendment  ? 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South)’.  My 
point  is  that,  if  nominations  were  to  come  in  only  after  this  discussion, 

I  would  have  discussed  the  question  more  thoroughly.

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Mr.  PUTUPAUI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( QuilonH ):  I  feel  bound  to 

express  one  or  two  sentiments  here  in  opposing  the  amendments.  From 
certain  questions,  put  by  Mr.  Asan  to  some  of  the  speakers,  about  the 
recommendations  of  the  Retrenchment  Committee,  I  find  that  a  word 
has  to  be  said  by  way  of  explanation.  My  friend  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai 
and  I  were  members  of  the  Retrenohment  Committee ;  and,  as 
Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  appears  to  be  in  a  delicate  position  now  (he  being  ona 
of  the  candidates  for  election  as  Deputy  President),  I  feel  constrained 
to  offer  an  explanation.  The  Retrenchment  Committee  was’constituted 
with  a  view  to  suggest  means  and  measures  for  effecting  retrenchment 
of  expenditure  in  view  of  the  impending  eoonomic  calamity  prevailing 
in  the  country.  We  were  not  called  upon  to  investigate  every  depart¬ 
ment  working  under  Government,  to  scrutinise  every  item  of  expendi¬ 
ture  incurred  by  Government  and  then  to  suggest  permanent  measures 
for  the  purpose  of  effecting  a  saving.  If,  during  the  course  of  our 
deliberations,  we  were  able  to  stumble  upon  any  means,  which  would 
enable  the  Government  to  effect  a  substantial  cut  or  permanent  retrench¬ 
ment,  such  suggestions  were  welcomed.  But,  that  was  not  the  object 
with  which  we  were  appointed.  We  wore  called  upon  to  suggest  means 
by  which  Government  may  make  a  saving,  in  order  that  they  may  get 
over  the  economic  crisis.  We  suggested  that  officers  employed  by 
Government  should  make  a  remission  of  five  per  cent,  and  ten  per  cent, 
out  of  their  salaries  which  th6y  drew  from  the  Treasury  every  month. 
We  also  suggested  that  certain  offices  might  be  abolished.  We  further 
'  suggested  that  expenditure  on  contingencies  and  such  other  matters 
might  be  retrenched.  It  was  found  that  any  retrenohment  of  salary  or 
any  remuneration,  paid  by  Government  for  servioe  rendered  to  them, 
wonld  not  be  accepted  by  them.  When  we  discussed  the  honorarium 
given  to  the  Deputy  President,  we  were  influenced  by  the  expression 
ffionora.rinm’.  .  . 


MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  { Kalhilam,  I);  May  I  know ’whether  the 
member  is  in  order  and  whether  all  this  is  relevant  ? 

PRESIDENT  Yes,  at  the  moment. 


Mr  PUTUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI ;  (Quiion  II) :  In  the  first- place, 
as  J.  said,  we  found  that  it  has  been  called  'honorarium’.  Secondly, 
when  we  had  recommended  that  every  officer  appointed  by  Government 
must  make  a  sacrifice  of  a  portion  of  his  salary,  we  thought  it  just  that 
the  Deputy  President,  who  was  also  nominated  by  Government  should 
make  a  sacrifice  in  the  remuneration  he  was  to  get  from  Government. 

Therefore  we  recommended  that  the  Deputy  President  need  be  given 
■  only  JKs.-Z, 000  per  annum,  - 

-The  position  is  now  entirely  different.  For  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  the  Legislature  in  Travancore,  we,  the  non-official  members, 
are  being  called  upon  to  elect  the  best  among  us  as  our  Deputy  President. 
In  that  circumstance,  the  various  arguments,  advanced  by  some  of  my 
ml0ftlSn!n*lUpP°^iofJ.th?  a“eBdl»ellt  °f  Mr.  Asan,  are  not  acceptable  to 
mafspm  the i  point  of  view  in. which  I  consider  this  question. 
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My  friend  Mr.  Asan  said  that  the  Deputy  President  must  be  in  a 
'position  to  live  a  decent  life  and  that  this  House  need  contribute  only 
what  will  be  just  enough  for  that.  I  have  only  one  question  to  put  to 
him.  He  suggested  that  Bs.  83  chs.  9  a  month  would  certainly  be 
enough  for  the  Deputy  President  to  live  a  decent  life  in  Trivandrum. 

I  asked  him  for  details,  but  he  was  not  in  a  position  to  furnish  them. 
Sir,  every  honorable  member  of  this  House  is  entitled  to  get  five 
rupees  per  diem  during  the  sittings  of  the  Assembly.  May  I  ask  the 
mover  of  the  amendment  whether  he  really  believes  that  the  sum 
of  Bs.  5  is  necessary  for  a  day  for  decent  living  in  Trivandrum  ? 

I  am  oertain  that  with  a  rupee  or  even  half  a  rupee  there  are  hundreds 
of  people  living  decent  lives  in  Trivandrum.  Are  the  honorable 
members  prepared  to  say  that  they  ';will  be  satisfied  with  half  a  rupee 
as  allowance  per  day.  All  of  us  draw  one  and  a  half  first  class  fare  for 
journeys  by  train  and  11  chackrams  per  mile  for  journeys  by  road.  Is 
there  any  member  of  this  House  who  has  always  travelled  in  the  first 
class  by  train  ?  How  many  of  us  have  travelled  in  the  first  class  and 
claimed  one  and  a  half  first  class  that  is  allowed  ?  Is  it  necessary  for 
a  person  to  travel  decently  in  the  train  to  get  one  and  a  half  first  class 
I  believe  that  a  person  travelling  in  the  third  class  can  travel  as 
decently  as  a  person  travelling  in  the  first  class.  Why  should  we  then 
claim  the  one  and  a  half  first  class  that  is  allowed  to  us ?  Therefore, 
in  considering  this  question  the  question  of  decency  has  to  be  deter¬ 
mined.  (Mr.  K.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  Hear,  hear.)  There  might  be 
persons  who  fast  in  the  night  and  live  on  one  meal  in  the  day.  There 
might  be  persons  who  take  bacon  and  eggs  for  their  breakfast  There 
may  be  others  who  are  accustomed  to  half  a  dogen  veal  cutlets  and  a  • 
bottle  of  beer  at  night.  Others  there  are  who  live  on  dosais. 
(Laughter.)  Now,  a  person  advocating  the  fasting  system  at  night 
may  say  that  one  can  live  with  four  annas  per  day.  A  person  who 
lives  a  full  vigorous  life  with  veal  cutlets  and  other  things  may  say  that 
that  is  not  sufficient.  But  when  we  dispassionately  consider  the 
question  on  principles  of  decency  and  reasonableness,  we  will  strike  a 
via  media  and  say  that  such  and  such  a  sum  is  a  reasonable  sum,  The 
model  is  afforded  to  us  by  the  budget  itself.  For  the  preservation 
of  wild  animals, "one  officer  is  to  be  paid  four  hundred  rupees  a  month. 

Is  not  the  Deputy  President  who  is  called  upon  to  discharge  more 
onerous  duties  justified  iu  claiming  at  least  this  amount?  But  I  would 
draw  the  attention  of  this  House  to  another  fact.  The  Superintendent 
of  the  Guest  House  certainly  draws  more  than  Es.  83  5  as,  par 
mensem  and  he  superintends  certain  things.  But  here  is  the  Deputy 
President,  the  best  man  amongst  us  who  is  called  upon  to  offer  the 
soundest  advice,  the  most  dispassionate  advice  on  controversial  matters 
and  you  say  that  he  shall  live  a  decent  life  on  Bs.  83  per  mensem.  He 
comes  here  not  to  lose  his  temper  but,  to  deliberate  calmly  and  give  us 
calm  and  sound  judgment.  He  would  be  in  a  very  difficult  position  if 
the  best  man  amongst  us  is  to  be  offered  only  Bs.  83  per  mensem. 
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MR.  K-  8ANKARAN  (Eartihapalli  I)  ■  May  I  know  whether  the 

Deputy  President  is  to  superintend  the  members  of  this  House  for 
all  the  twelve  months  ? 

MR.  PUTUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilonll )  ■.  That  is  another 
aspect  of  the  question  on  which  I  wanted  to  say  a  word.  The  learned 
mover  said  that  the  Deputy  President  has  to  attend  the  House  approxi- 
mately  for  40  days  a  year  and  he  said  that  Bs.  25  per  diem  would  be  a 
decent  remuneration.  I  was  certainly  surprised  to  hear  that  the 
Deputy  President,  the  best  man  in  this  Assembly  who  should  be  chosen 
toldischarge  the  duties  of  the  Deputy  President,  should  work  for  Es.  25 
a  day,  a  sum  which,  if  offered  to  several  of  us  for  a  day’s  work,  will  be 
spurned  with  contempt.  I  am  really  sorry  that  my  friends  could 
not  imagine  a  larger  figure  for  a  day’s  work.  Hovv  many  of 
us  here  are  prepared  to  work  for  a  full  day  on,  say,  Es.  100  or  Bs.  150? 
Probably  such  days  may  only  be  few  in  number  but  we  would  rather 
have  the  few  days  than  a  whole  month  at  Es.  2-12  as  per  diem. 
Bs.  1,000  now  offered,  divided  by  365,  appears  to  work  out  to  Es.  2-12  as. 
Is  there  any  member  here  who  would  accept  an  engagement  for  a 
day’s  work  for  Es.;2-12  as?  (One  Member  “yes”)  (Laughter).  If  that 
be  so,  if  the  answer  ‘yes’  comes  from  any  person  who  fully  believes  in  it, 
I  am  quite  certain  that  this  amendment  might  be  appealing  to  him, 
But  to  me,  it  appears  that  the  argument  that  Es.  25  may  be  given  to 
the  best  man  amongst  us  for  a  day’s  work  is  an  argument  which  can 
never  appeal  to  several  of  us. 

The  duties  of  the  Deputy  President,  Sir,  are  onerous.  And  I  am 
not  able  to  agree  with  Mr.  Sankaran  when  he  said  that  the  Deputy 
President  is  only  one  amongst  us  and  that  there  is  nothing  to  distin¬ 
guish  him  from  us.  That  is  an  argument  on  the  face  of  it  wrong.  It 
is  only  a  person  who  is  able  to  fulfil  the  duties  of  the  Deputy  Presi- . 
dent  who  will  be  able  to  step  up  the  platform  and  occupy  the  Chair 
and  it  is  about  that  man  that  we  are  now  speaking.  It  may  be  any 
one  of  us,  .  'That  dees  not  matter  .  It  is  not  every  man  who  will  be 
able  to  go  there  and  that,  I  presume,  will  convince  the  member  who 
spoke  that  there  is  no  distinction  between  the  man  who  goes  there  as 
the  Deputy  President  and  an  ordinary  member,  of  the  position  taken 
by  me.  Sir,  I  oppose  the  amendments  now  brought  forward  and  sup¬ 
port  the  Chief  Secretary’s  motion. 

Mr.-PACODE  a.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilamnkod ) :  Sir,  I  oppose  both 
the  amendments  and  support  the  motion  before  the  House.  It  is  signi¬ 
ficant -that  there  is  no  amendment  before  this  House,  that  the  place, 
should  be  honorary  or  that  the  Deputy  President  should  work  free..  IV 
is  admitted  by  all  that  some  salary  should  be  paid  to.  the  Deputy  Pre¬ 
sident.  Only  there  seemB  to  be  difference  of  opinion  with  regard  to  the 
salary  that  should  be  paid  to  the  Deputy  President. 

Mr.  8.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad) :  Is  the  member  aware  that  the 
Regulation .provides,  for  a  salary  to  the  Deputy  President? 
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Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  P1LLAI  ( Vilavcmkod )  :  Yes.  Only  some 
of  my  friends  differ  with  regard  to  the  standard  of  decency  and  diginity, 
With  regard  to  these,  what  I  say  is  that  as  reasonable  men  we  should 
fix  a  certain  rate.  That  is  all  that  we  can  do.  There  is  no  hard  and 
fast  rule  with  regard  to  the  standard  of  decency,  the  standard  of  dignity 
and  the  position  to  be  maintained  by  the  Deputy  President.  As  rea¬ 
sonable  men  we  have  to  fix  a  standard.  There  is  the  precedent  also  to 
guide  us.  In  the  pre-Reform  Councils,  the  nominated  Deputy  Presi¬ 
dent  was  paid  a  salary  of  Its.  3,000  per  annum.  No  doubt,  the 
question  of  the  prevailing  economic  distress  has  to  be  considered.  We 
have  to  consider  the  question  of  the  sorry  plight  of  the  tax-payers.  All 
this  is  true.  But  the  other  expenses  provided  fur  in  the  budget  have 
also  been  fixed  with  respect  to  certain  prevailing  standards.  I  am  real¬ 
ly  sorry  that  in  the  motion  the  ^amount  of  Rs.  3,000  only,  has  been 
provided  for.  At  the  time  of  the  elections,  we  were  under  the  impres¬ 
sion  that  an  amount  of  Rs.  4,000  would  be  fixed.  I  think  that  is  the 
reason  we  had  so  many  nominations.  But  for  that,  the  number  of  can¬ 
didates  would  have  been  less.  The  amount  now  fixed  in  the  motion  is 
a  reasonable  amount  and  I  would  commend  this  motion  for  the  accept¬ 
ance  of  the  whole  House. 

Mr.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  (Kuimatnad.il):  I  propose,  Sir,  that  the 
question  be  now  put. 

PRESIDENT:  Is  there  anybody  else  who  wishes  to  speak?  Do 
you  want  to  reply,  Mr.  Asan? 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelilcara )  ;  Sir,  I  have  only 
a  few  words  to  offer  in  reply  to  the  comments  made  by  my  friends. 
Some  of  my  friends  think  that  the  status,  dignity  and  decency 
of  a  person  is  to  be  determined  by  the  pay  he  is  to  receive;  and  my 
friend  Mr.  Krishna  Pillai  was  saying  that  Bs.  25  per  diem  is  too  low, 
and  some  of  them  would  work  only  if  they  are  paid  Rs.  100  or  Rs.  150 
a  day.  Sir,  there  the  work  is  done  for  the  money  received.  It  is  not 
public  work.  There  the  object,  of  going  for  work  is  to  receive  remune¬ 
ration.  In  this  case  it  is  not.  I  am  sorry  that  comparisons  were  made 
with  such  engagements  and  that  a  comparison  of  the  Deputy  President 
was  made  with  the  Superintendent  of  the  Museum  who  controls  the 
wild  animals  there.  (Laughter).  We  are  not  wild  animals.  (Laugh¬ 
ter). 

Mr.  K.  KUNjUKRiSHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  May  I  know  from  the 
member,  who  talked  about  the  Superintendent  of  the  Museum  ? 

PRESIDENT  ;  Please  continue,  Mr.  Asan.  . 

Mr.  A.S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelihara)  :  Another  argument 
was  that,  in  the  previous  Councils,  the  Deputy  President  was  paid 
Rs.  3,000  per  annum.  If  my  friends  would  refer  to  the  budget  of  the 
earlier  sessions  of  the  previous  Council,  they  would  find  that  the  salary 
of  the  Deputy  President  was  a  non-votabie  item  and  that  nothing  could 
be  done  by  this  House  to  reduce  tbfe  pay  of  the  Deputy  President  but 
Yol.  X.  No.  » 
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that  token  motions  have  been  moved  in  this  House  to  signify  that  a 
reduction  should  be  made  in  the  allowance  of  the  Deputy  President. 
My  friend,  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai,  was  saying  that  in  addition  to  his 
■  presiding  over  the  meetings  here  the  Deputy  President  is  bound  to  be 
appointed  as  the  President  or  member  of  many  Select  committees.  I 
know  that  Mr.  Krishna  Aiyangar  was  appointed  as  the  President  of  the 
Irrigation  Committee  but  that  he  resigned  his  Presidentship.  Then, 
the  Government  was  not  able  to  compel  him  to  continue.  Even  in  the 
Legislative  Council,  when  he  was  offered  the  membership  of  certain 
committees,  he  requested  the  President  to  excuse  him  and  not  to  in¬ 
clude  him  in  those  committees.  Thus,  it  can  bo  seen  that  there  is 
nothing  like  compelling  a  Deputy  President  to  be  a  member  of  the 
committees. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (QuilonI)-.  On  a  point  of  personal 
explanation,  I  wish  to  say  that  I  never  stated  [that  the  Deputy  Presi¬ 
dent  is  bound  to  preside  over  all  the  committees.  It  is  a  wilful  mis¬ 
representation  to  say  that. 

MR.  A.  3.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ):  There  are  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  Assembly  to  decide  that. 

These  are  the  main  points  advanced  by  those  who  opposed  my 
amendment.  With  these  words,  I  press  the  amendment. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Sir,  although 
the  motion  has  been  brought  in  by  Government,  it  is  not  the  intention 
of  Government  to  take  any  particular  side  in  the  decision  of  this  matter. 
Government  would  leave  it  entirely  to  the  [non-official  side  of  this 
House. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  shall  put  Mr.  Asan’s  amendment  first.  It  is — 

“That  “(1,000)  ODe  thousand”  be  substituted  for  “(3,000)  three  thousand”  occur¬ 
ring  after  ‘‘Bo-”  and  before  “per  annum”  in  the  motion.” 

Those  who  are  in  favour  of  Mr.  Krishna  Menon’s  amendment  and 
the  Chief  Secretary’s  proposal  should  vote  against  this  amendment. 

The  amendment  of  Mr.  Damodaran  Asan  was  put  to  the  vote  of 
the  House  and  declared  lost. 

PRESIDENT:  Mr.  Krishna  Menon’s  amendment  is — 

“That  for  the  words  “B».  (3,000)  three  thousand”  ooourring  in  the  motion,  the 
words  “K's.  .(300)  three  hundred  for  eaoh  session,  without  exceeding  Bs.  (1,500)  one 
thousand  and  five  hundred  a  year”  be  substituted.” 

The  amendment  was  put  to  the  vote  of  the  House  and  declared 

lost.

«8  THE  TRaVATCOK?.  SRI  'MTflAH  ASSEMBLT  [2ND  AUGUST  1933 
GENERAL  DISCUSSION  OF  THE  BUDGET- 

PRESiDEMT  :  The  next  business  is  the  general  discussion  of  the 
Budget.  For  this,  in  order  that  as  many  members  as  possible  may 
speak,  I  have  fixed  the  time  limit  of  fifteen  minutes.  The  House  will 
riBeat  half  past  four. 

Hr.  R.  SAMBASIVA  A1YAR  ( Kummnad  II)  :  Sir,  I  congratulate  the 
Financial  Secretary  for  having  presented  a  well-balanced  budget.  But 
I  cannot  refrain  from  observing,  however,  that  in  certain  matters  and 
in  regard  to  the  economic  depression  that  prevails  at  present,  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  not  been  sympathetic  to  people  as  they  ought  to  be. 
(Louder,  please).  In  the  first  place,  there  is  the  question  of  land  re- 
venue.  Of  the  principal  heads  of  revenue  that  which  affects  tho  people 
and  the  land-holders  directly  is  the  land  revenue.  Repeated  representa¬ 
tions  have  been  made  to  the  Government  for  a  remission  of  land  re¬ 
venue  from  time  to  time.  In  spite  of  that,  we  find  that  in  the  budget 
no  provision  has  been  made  for  remission.  Tho  revised  budget  estimate 
for  1103  shows  that  Government  expect  to  realise  only  about  Rs.  4  lakhs 
less  than  the  amount  originally  estimated.  The  number  of  demand 
notices,  attachment  notices  and  other  distraint  processes  have  been  re¬ 
ferred  to  in  the  Administration  Report,  That  shows  that  as  a  matter 
of  fact  people  do  really  find  it  difficult  to  pay.  It  seems  tome  that  it 
ie  no  longer  a  question  of  unwillingness  to  pay,  but  it  is  a  question  of 
inability.  I  think  the  law  of  diminishing  returns  has  begun  to  apply 
in  the  case  of  land  revenue-  Under  such  circumstances,  I  submit  that 
the  Government  ought  to  make  some  provision  for  reduction  of  at 
least  25  per  cent,  of  the  land  revenue.  That  was  done  in  Madras. 
[A.  little  louder,  please).  With  this  indifference  to  give  any  sort  of  re¬ 
mission  in  land  revenue,  we  find  that  the  cost  of  administration  conti¬ 
nues  to  be  as  heavy  as  it  had  been  before.  A  Retrenchment  Committee, 
a  very  able  and  efficient  committee,  presided  over  by  no  less  a  person 
than:  the  Chief  Secretary  himself,  recommended  a  temporary  cut ;  in  sala¬ 
ries  to  the  extent  of  Rs.  2  and  odd  lakhs  and  a  permanent  reduction  of 
Rs.  4  and  odd  lakhs.  Altogether  the  total  reduction  recommended  would 
amount  to  Rs.  seven  lakhs.  The  recommendation  for  temporary  out 
was  not  accepted ;  and  the  other  is  only  under  consideration.  In 
British  India,  where  the  same  conditions  prevail,  temporary  cuts  arc 
in  force  and  the  Madras  Government  have  how  also  introduced  certain 
schemes  for  reduced  and  revised  scales  of  salaries  with,  regard  to  the 
provincial  services.  In  Travancore  alone,  wo  find  that  nothing  has  been 
done.  Along  with  this  indifference  to  reduce  the  cost  of  civil  adminis¬ 
tration,  we  find  that  the  cost  is  going  up  because  of  the  importation, 
if  I  may  say  so,  of  foreign  taleirt  into  the  administration  which  is  totally 
unacquainted  with  local  conditions  and  local  habits-  We  find  that  re¬ 
cently  some  appointments  have  been  announced  of  'non-Travancoreans. 
It  may  be  that  they  are  persons  very  eminent  in  their  line.  But  one 
qi  two  facts  have  to  be  noted  in.  this  connection.  One  fact  is  that  the 
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cost  of  administration  increases  by  bringing  those  persons  into  Travan- 
core.  It  is  certainly  much  mors  than  the  cost  of  keeping  Travancore- 
ans  in  those  appointments.  We  cannot  say  that  there  will  be  increase 
in  efficiency  either  ;  because,  when  Travancoreans  had  been  in  charge 
of  those  Departments  before,  efficiency  had  not  in  any  way  gone  down. 
At  any  rate  national  wealth  goes  out  of  the  country.  That  should  not 
be  forgotten.  The  cry  everywhere  in  India  is  Indianisation.  Why 
in  Travancore  aloDe  should  a  system  be|adopted  by  which  non-Travan- 
coreans  are  appointed  as  Heads  of  Departments,  by  which  the  cost 
of  administration  is  increased,  and  by,  which  a  spirit  of  discontent  is 
introduced  in  the  services  causing  much  heart-burning  to  the  sons  of 
the  soil  ? 

Another  aspect  of  the  matter  which  I  desire  to  refer  to,  Sir,  is 
this.  I  find  that  there  is  provision  in  the  budget  for  superfluous  and 
ornamental  expenditure  for  various  matters.  In  public  as  well  as  in 
private  expenditure,  we  broadly  classify  the  expenditure  into  the 
necessary,  the  useful,  the  superfluous  or  ornamental,  according  to  the 
necessities,  decencies  and  luxuries  of  individual  consumption.  Viewed 
from  this  point  of  view,  the  provision  for  a  Game  Warden  under  the 
Forest  Department,  the  provision  for  opening  Sales  Depots  at  Ootaca- 
mund  and  the  maintenance  of  an  apicultural  expert  seem  to  be 
superfluous  and  are  merely  ornamental  appointments.  When  we  look 
at  these  from  the  receipts  side  of  the  Budget,  there  are  no  receipts 
under  these  heads.  In  a  rich  country  like  the  United  States  or 
England,  where  there  is  a  large  surplus,  it  may  be  possible  to  beep  up 
these  appointments,  But  in  a  country  like  Travancore  with  a  lean 
public  purse,  these  appointments  seem  to  be  quite  superfluous.  Take 
the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric  Scheme.  We  find  that  about  seventy 
lakhs  of  rupees  are  proposed  to  be  spent  immediately,  and  not  in  stages 
as  was  originally  intended,  and  the_whole  work  has  been  sanctioned.  The 
original  estimate  seems  to  have  begun  with  Rs.  39  lakhs.  It  then  went 
up  to  Es.  59  lakhs  and  now  it  has  come  to  Rs.  70  lakhs.  The  original 
estimate  also  contemplated  an  extension  by  stages,  so  much  so  it  could 
be  made  to  pay  its  way  as  it  developed.  Ido  not  know  how  Govern¬ 
ment  are  going  to  find  out  all  this  money,  unless  it  be  by  the  issue  of  a 
loan.  Unless  Government  assure  us  that  it  is  going  to  be  a  very  re¬ 
munerative  concern,  we  will  not  sanction  it.  But  Government  have 
been  making  such  assurance  [in  the  case  of  all  capital  works.  This 
morning,  the  member  in  charge  of  the  P.  W.  D.  was  saying  in  answer 
to  certain  questions  “No  funds”.  This  was  the  answer  he  gave  to 
question  No.  1,  and  question  No.  2  (5).  He  also  admitted  in  his  answer  to 
the  question  of  Mr.  Padmanabha  Menon  that,  although  about  50,000 
people  congregated  annually  in  a  certain  place,  a  road  could 
not  be  constructed  to  reach  that  place,  due  to  want  of  funds.  But  we 
find  that  Government  have  sanctioned  funds  to  the  extent  of  Rs-  70 
lakhs  for  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric  Scheme  for  which  certainly 
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there  is  no  present  need.  We  do  not  know  whether  it  will  be  re¬ 
munerative  in  the  future.  In  the  meanwhile,  we  hear  cries  for  roads, 
dispensaries  and  schools  in  the  mofussil.  People  in  the  country-side 
are  without  good  roads,  rural  dispensaries  and  proper  schools.  I  find 
that  there  is  provision  in  the  Budget  for  town-planning  scheme,  experi¬ 
mental  roads  and  costly  structures  in  the  town  of  Trivandrum..  At  the 
same  time,  want  of  funds  is  pleaded  for  very  necessary  activities  in  the 
mofussil.  If  the  Government  can  find  funds  for  these  costly  schemes, 
I  wonder  why  a  portion  of  that  fund  cannot  be  diverted  for  such  neces¬ 
sary  items  as  mofussil  improvement.  I  will  just  quote  one  or  two  in¬ 
stances.  There  is  a  small  town  called  Angamali  in  the  Kunnatnad  taluk. 
That  is  a  place  where  there  is  a  Sub-Kegistry  Office,  a  Police  Station 
and  some  schools.  There  are  about  50,000  people  living  in  and  about 
Angamali.  They  have  been  crying  for  a  hospital.  The  Government 
have  not  yet  opened  a  hospital  there.  The  closest  hospital,  Sir,  is  at 
Alw  aye  about  7  miles  off  and  two  ferries  have  to  ibe  crossed  to  reach 
that  hospital.  It  is  very  difficult  to  cross  the  Periyar  during  floods. 
Even  now  Government  have  not  found  funds  for  opening  a  proper 
hospital'there.  I  would  refer  to  one  road  in  Cheranallur  pakuthi. 
The  people  of  Cheranallur  are  generally  farmers  who  have  got  as 
cottage  industry  eata  mat-weaving.  If  a  proper  cart  road  from 
Thannipuzha  to  Kodanad  can  be  opened,  they  would  be  able  to  sell 
their  products  at  a  higher  price.  Government,  for  want  of  funds,  have 
not  opened  a  cart  road  there.  I  refer  to  these  things  just  to  show 
that  mofussil  needs  are  forgotten  and  costly  schemes  such  as  town-plan¬ 
ning  and  such  other  matters  are  taken  in  hand.  In  the  budget,  provi¬ 
sion  has  been  made  for  ornamental  and  costly  schemes.  My  submis¬ 
sion  to  you,  Sir,  is  that  greater  attention  should  be  paid  to  the 
improvement  of  village  roads,  and  also  to  the  construction  of  village 
hospitals  so  that  medical  aid  should  be  free  and  accessible  to  every  one 
in  the  mofussil.  This  is  all  what  I  have  to  Bubmit  about  the  Budget. 
In  other  respects,  I  should  congratulate  the.  Financial  Secretary  for 
bringing  forward  a  well-balanced  budget  during  this  time  of  economic 
depression. 

MR.  K,  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  1)  ;  Sir,  let  me  tell  you  at  the 
outset  that  I  cannot  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  for  presenting 
a  surplus  budget  before  the  House.  Before  I  proceed,  I  will  just  show 
the  reasons  why  it  is  not  a  surplus  budget.  Out  of  the  different  sources 
of  income  anticipated,  the  Financial  Secretary  does  not  see  that  certain 
items  are  not  really  what  we  can  legitimately  anticipate  them  to  be. 
For  example,  I  will  quote  two  instances.  One  is  under  the  head  of 
Customs  and  the  other  is  under  the  head  of  Forests.  With  regard 
to  Customs,  generally  all  financiers  will  think  it  safer  to  expect  less 
than  what  they  could  actually  realise.  Sir  Eobert  Horne,  Ex-Chancellor 
of  Exchequer  in  England  ten  years  ago,  made  the  following  statement 
tfith  reference  to  Customs  and  Excise  : — 

“  A  deorease  of  revenue  under  these  two  heads  moat  be  estimated  for  the  savings 
of  the  people  are  gradually  getting  exhausted  and  the  spending  power 
curtailed.  ” 
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These  observations  made  a  decade  ago  apply  with  greater  force 
today.  I  think  when  there  is  good  producing  capacity  in  the  people  and 
when  the  earning  capacity  of  the  people  has  increased,  then  and  then 
only  can  we  expect  a  little  increase  in  the  item  of  Customs.  But  we 
know  our  conditions  are  quite  the  reverse  now.  Then,  under  the  head 
‘  Forests  the  Financial  Secretary  anticipates  a  surplus  of  Its.  50,000; 
and  it  is  strange  to  find  that  in  the  preceding  sentence  in  the  Financial 
Secretary’s  budget  speech,  he  says  that  the  timber  market  is  very  dull 
owing  to  the  economic  depression.  Sir,  how  can  these  two  statements 
be  consistent  with  one  another  ?  Anyhow  he  admits  that  the  timber 
market  is  very  dull.  In  that  case,  he  ought  to  expect  a  decrease.  But 
he  has  been  anticipating  Bs.  50  GOO  more.  Now  unless  some  providential 
interference  comes  in,  he  cannot  naturally  hope  to  get  the  anticipated 
income.  So  when  we  add  up  these  two  items,  it  comes  to  Bs.  1,56,000. 
The  surplus  estimate  is  Bs.  79,000.  So  I  would  say  that  what  wo 
really  have  is  a  deficit  budget. 

Then  there  is  another  forecast  under  capital  expenditure  also.  He 
states  that  Bs,  17,58,000  is  to  be  spent  from  the  accumulated  surplus  of 
the  previous  years.  When  we  add  the  deficit  of  Bs.  77,000  together, 
we  will  got  the  figure  of  Bs.  18,35,000  as  the  net  deficit.  This  is  the 
financial  position  in  which  we  are  today. 

Now  coming  to  the  expenditure  side,  we  find  that  very 
many  items  could  be  safely  avoided.  It  seems  to  me  that  the 
expenditure  side  is  a  list  of  wastages,  and,  in  saying  so,  lam  not 
exaggerating  facts.  Sir,  we  have  here  a  costly  and  well-staffed 
Public  Works  Department.  But  for  works  like  the  Pallivasal  Hydro- 
Electric  Scheme,  we  get  experts  from  outside  on  very  high  salary.  So 
also  we  have  a  good  staff  and  experts  hr  the  General  Hospital.  But 
even  for  minor  operations  we  have  to  get  the  aid  of  medical  men  outside 
the  Government  department.  Again  with  regard  to  our  students,  they 
are  not  admitted  to  the  Engineering. College  and  the  Medical  College  at 
Madras  or  the  Engineering  College  at  Benares  unless  we  give  an- annual 
subsidy  or  contribution.  Sir,  when  we  have  here  great  facilities  for  open¬ 
ing  Engineering  and  Medical  Colleges  with  very  little  additional  expense, 
why  should  we  contribute  large  sums  annually  ?  When  we  spend  large 
amounts  for  capital  and  other  investments  in  other  directions,  why  not 
we  spend  some  money  for  these  also  ?  Then  with  regard  to  other  items, 
there  is  a  big  wastage  in  the  Excise  Department.  The  Commissioner 
says 

“The  smuggling  of  dutiable  articles  especially  tobacco  and  beedi  tobacco  lms,  of 
late,  been  on  the  increase  in  the  northern  frontier  of  the  Stnto  and. the  revenue 
from  tchacco  is  adversely  affected  thereby.  A  speoial  staff  was  therefore  ap¬ 
pointed  about  the  middle  of  this  year  to  successfully  combat  the  smuggling 

Sir,  for  that  also  we  have  to  provide  a  special  staff.  Whenever  wc 
have  to  get  efficiency  we  have  to  resort  to  special  allotments  ho  the  de- 
partments.  I  am  surprised,  Sir,  and  am  constrained  to  ask  :  where  is 
the  eihcieney  that  we  so  much  talk  of?  If  efficiency  could  be  measured 
by  the  amount  of  ,  money  paid  to  our  big  officers,  then  I  think  that  Tra- 
vancore  is  the  most  efficiently  administered  state  in  the  whole  world, 
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Sir,  one  more  thing  I  should  like  to  bring  to  your  notice.  As  my  pre¬ 
decessor  has  told  you,  these  big  official  emoluments  ought  to  be  certainly 
out  down  because  they  must  be  somewhat  in  keeping  with  the 
condition  of  the  people  at  large  and  the  resources  of  the  country, 
The  condition  of  the  ryots  is  very  deplorable  and  it  has  never  reached 
such  a  stage  as  it  has  today.  The  ordinary  cultivator  of  an  acre  of  land, 
as  admitted  by  the  Economic  Depression  Enquiry  Committee,  only  has 
anet  profit  of  Bs.  20  per  annum.  Accordingly  after  deducting  all  the. 
expenses  and  paying  taxes,  he  gets  Be.  I  and  chs.  18  and  odd  per  men¬ 
sem-  Look  at  the  sad  plight  of  the  cultivator.  To  speak  particularly 
of  South  Travancore,  I  should  think  that  it  is  the  most  heavily  taxed 
portion  not  only  in  the  whole  State  but  in  the  whole  of  India.  On  look¬ 
ing  into  the  statistics  of  some  of  the  taluks  in  this  State  and  some  of  the 
Districts  in  the  Madras  Presidency,  I  find  that  the  Tinnevelly  District, 
which  possesses  very  large  fields  having  greater  yielding  capacity,  pay 
only  Bs.  9  ch.  1  cash  9  per  acre  of  land.  But  when  we  come  to  South 
Travancore,  the  taluks  of  Tovala,  Agasteeswaram  and  Kalkulam  pay  an 
average  land  tax  of  Bs.  16  chs.  27  cash  12.  Sir,  the  maximum  rate  of 
tax  in  South  Travancore  is  nearly  Bs.  25  per  acre.  This  is  a  situation 
which  the  ryots  oannot  hear  with  any  kind  of  tolerance.  Sir,  as  I  said, 
there  are  many  wastages  in  the  country  and  especially  in  this  budget  I 
find  that  the  Government  have  allotted  an  amount  for  carrying  on  a  new 
department  to  which  my  friend  Mr.  Krishna  Pillai  referred  this 
morning.  That  is  for  the  up-keep  of  wild  animals  or  say  for  protection 
of  game  under  a  warden.  Sir,  when  the  poor  villagers  in  the  country 
are  starving  or  struggling  hard  for  one  meal  a  day,  are  we  to  revel  and 
get  down  fashionable  methods  of  living  in  this  country  ?  Before  any 
such  extravagant  reforms  are  thought  of,  these  conditions ‘have  to  be 
borne  in  mind. 

Th»en,  Sir,  as  my  predecessor  pointed  out,  our  administration 
is  a  top-heavy  one  ;  I  very  much  doubt  whether  the  State  exists 
for  the  services  or  the  services  for  the  State,  One  main  reason  for  these 
extravagant  expenses  is,  I  should  think,  the  importation  of  foreigners 
into  Travancore  service.  With  regard  to  this,  Sir,  one  of  your  prede¬ 
cessors,  Dewan  Nanu  Pillai  wrote  to  Mr.  A.  Sankara  Aiyar,  the  then 
Dewan  Peishkar  of  Cochin,  54  years  ago  thus  : — 

“I  hope  that  you  will  agree  with  me  when  I  Bay  that  if  we  have  lawful  heirs  we 
noed  make  no  adoption  ,  If  a  State  has  sous  able  enough  to  look  after  her 
wants  as,  if  not  better  than,  foreigners  why  should  she  invite  outsiders  to  hi 
pampered  .at  her  table  of  plenty  and  allow  her  ohildreu  to  gather  crumlti 
scattered  under  it?  " 

MR.  KAY ALAM  PARAIWESVaR AN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head,  Sirkat 
Vakil)  :  May  I  know  whether  it  is  a  published  letter  ? 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (.Kalkulam  I)  :  It  is  a  letter  a  copy  of  which 
I  have. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkat 
Vakil)  '  If  it  has  not  been  published,  it  is  merely  a  private  document, 
"pd  I  object  to  any  reference  being  made  to  it  here. 
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MR.  K.  R.  ElENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I)  :  I  have  published  it  in  a  book 
and  I  have  the  copy-right.  The  letter  continues— 

“  You  will  see  that  the  former  cannot  have  that  patriotic  regard  for  the  State,  that 
deep  veneration  and,  leva  towards  the  sovereign  wbieh  naturally  pervades  the 
thoughts  and  actions  of  one  of  hie  subjects.  An  educated  native  has  also  the 
advantage  of  his  having  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  men  and  tilings,  their 
peculiar  customs  and  manners,  their  character  and  habits,  over  an  outsider." 

Sir,  in  this  connection,  may  I  congratulate  you  for  the  right  move 
you  have  made  in  appointing  two  eminent  sons  of  the  soil  as  heads  of 
two  important  departments,  the  Land  Revenue  and  the  Police  ?  I  am 
just  referring  to  these  in  order  to  show  that  we  must  try  to  effect  re¬ 
trenchment  wherever  possible  in  a  reasonable  manner.  A  perusal  of 
the  Retrenchment  Committee  Report  will  clearly  show  that  they  have 
recommended  retrenchment  on  the  wrong  side.  They  have  led  to  the  abo¬ 
lition  of  the  posts  of  seventy- nine  peons,  one  hundred  and  sixty- three  ac¬ 
countants  and  about  a  hundred  peons  in  the  Excise  Department.  The 
net  result  of  their  labours  was  that  about  three  hundred  and  fifty  posts, 
carrying  salaries  less  than  fifteen  rupees  a  month,  were  abolished  and 
the  means  of  living  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  families  done  away  with. 
The  amount  that  they  were  thus  able  to  save  could  very  well  have  been 
saved  by  making  comparatively  small  outs  in  the  salaries  of  the  many 
high-paid  officers  in  the  State.  The  Government  have  ignored  the  re¬ 
commendations  for  a  cut  of  Rs,  2,70,000  in  temporary  cut  of  salaries 
and  are  only  considering  about  the  reduction  of  the  salaries  permanently 
which  would  bring  a  saving  of  Rs.  4  lakhs.  There  are  also  other  direc¬ 
tions  in  which  the  Government  could  have  saved  money.  The  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  K.  D.  H.  P.  Company,  the  Interportal  Trade  Convention 
and  the  Periyar  Lease,  for  example,  if  reopened,  afford  good  resources 
for  the  Travanoore  Government.  Govermnent  would  do  well  to  take 
early  steps  and  begin  correspondence  in  regard  to  these  matters  and 

get  advantageous  terms  which  we  can  legitimately  hope  to  get.  Sir.it 

is  our  duty  to  realise  that  we  exist  for  the  poor  people  in  the  country. 
I  find  in  the  budget  several  provisions  for  the  safety  and  security  of  the 
Government  officers.  I  do  not  say  that  such  safeguards  are  unneces¬ 
sary.  I  only  say  that  the  Government  should  extend  the  same  com¬ 
passionate  consideration  also  to  the  poor  ryots  of  the  villages.

Mr.  M-  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
Government  are  aware  that  carts  used  for  the  purpose  of  transporting 
manure  for  agricultural  purposes  are  taxed  while  passing  to  and  fro  ? 

Mr.  T,  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag,  Secretary  to  Government) :  Government 
are  not  aware. 
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MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl  (Tovala)  :  Do  the  Government  propose  at 
least  to  take  into  consideration  the  present  condition  of  the  ryots  in 
the  matter  of  allowing  freedom  for  such  carts  from  payment  of  toll  ? 

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag,  Secretary  to  Government )  :  Government 
will  consider  the  matter.

SIVATANU  PILLAl'  (Tovala)  ;  Are  the  Government  aware 
that  in  the  Legislative  Council  more  than  once  the  resolution  for  the 
abolition  of  tolls  was  carried  by  the  House  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  That  question  does  not  arise. 

•  Mr.  T.  K-  VELU  PILLAl  (Trivandrum-Urban)  •  Is  the  member  aware 
that  tolls  were  abolished  in  Travancore  soma  fifty  years  back  in  the. 
time  of  Sir  T.  Madhava  Rao  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  That  question  also  does  not  arise. 

Mr.  M,  SIV  ATANU  PILLAl  ( Tovala )  •  May  I  know  from  Government 
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PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Sivatanu  Pillai,  you  cannot  ask  a  supplementary 
question  now.  The  practice  in  the  Indian  Legislative  Assembly  i8 
that:  a  member  only  rises  once  to  ask  supplementary  questions,  he  asks 
what  he  wants  to  ask  and  he  cannot  ask  again.  I  shall  better,  rule 
that  that  shall  be  the  custom  here  in  future.  If  a  member  wants  to 
ask  supplementary  questions  he  shall  ask  only  once.

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Ghirayinkil  I) ;  The  question  as  originally 
sent  by  me  referred  to  the  High  Court  also.

PRESIDENT  :  That  would  come  in  as  a  separate  question.

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  ,  Yes,  there  have 
been  applications. 

Mr.  K,  PADMANABHAN  (Ghirayinkil  1)  '■  Are  these  applications  now 
pending  with  the  Government  ? 

MR,  K,  GEORGE  [Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  They  are  in 
the  file. 

MR;  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chimyinhil  I) ;  May  I  know  the  date  of 
the  earliest  of  such  applications  ? 

MR.  K.  George  [Chief Secretary  to  Government):  In  1931,  there 
was  an  application. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Ghirayinkil I) :  Was  it  from  a  graduate? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE-  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Yes. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Ghirayinkil  1) :  May  I  know  whether  the 
Government  will  be  pleased  to  appoint  that  lady  in  the  near  future? 

Mr- K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government).:  That  depends 
upon  the  vacancy  that  may  arise. 

MR.  K.  SANKARAN  ( Kartika-palh  I) :  '  May ‘I  know  the  number  of 
ladies  appointed  from  each  community  ? 

MR:. K.  GEORGE..  (Ghief  Secretary  to  Government ):  Two  are.  Nair 
adies  and  one  is  a  Syrian  Christian.  ...  - 
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Mr.  M.  SiVATANU  PILLAI  (: Tovala ) :  May  I  know  the  respective 
qualifications  of  those  who  have  already  been  appointed  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  One  is  a 
graduate' and  the  rest,  I  think,  are  undergraduates.' 

MR.  K.  PAOMANABHAN  (Chirayinhil  I) :  Is  it  because .  ... 

PRESIDENT :  Mr.  Padmanabhan,  you  have  asked  your  questions 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinhil  I) :  Sir,  I  am  the  person '  who 
has  sent  in  the  main  question.  •  " 

PRESIDENT  :  You  must  not  argue  with’ the  Chair. 

Mr.  K.  M.  KRISHNAN  (Ambalapuzha  II) :  ,  May  I  know  how  many 
applications  were  received  from  Ezhava  ladies  P  . 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):.  There  was  one 
in  1931.  I  have  not  got  the  information  in  regard  to  the  exact  number 
of  applications,  but  they  are  only  few.  ' 

GENEBAL  DISCUSSION  ON  THE  BU DGET — (continued).  ■ 

PRESIDENT  :  The  House  will  now  continue  the  general  discussion 
on  the  budget.  The  time-limit  is  fifteen  minutes. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Ghirayinkil  I)  :  I  may  be  permitted  to 
make  a  few  observations  on  the  budget.  First,  I  would  speak  about 
the  method  of  preparing  the  budget,  I  believe  the  data  for  preparing 
the  budget  must  have  been  formulated  by  the  Financial  Secretary  or 
the  budget-makmg  authority,  whoever  it  may  be,  in  'consultation  with 
the  various  departmental  'heads  and  other'  heads  of  institutions  and 
other  principal  officers  of  the  State  who  are  the  Chief  spending  agencies. 
The  "reports  or  information'  submitted  by  the  departmental  beads  of 
before  being  accepted  by  the  budget-making  authority  as  the  basis 
the 'budget,  I  submit,  may  be  sent  for  the  consideration  of  an  indepen¬ 
dent  agency.  By  “  an  independent  agency  ”  I  mean  an  agency  having- 
specialised  knowledge  in  the  subject  of  budget-making.  The  work  of 
that  agency  will  be  to  examine  minutely  the  various  recommendations 
contained  in  the  reports  submitted  by.  the  departmental  heads  or 
officers. 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government): 
May  I  know  how  that  agency  should  be  constituted  ? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinhil  I) :  I  request  that  I  may  not 
be  interrupted  because  the  time  allotted  to  me  is  only  very  little.  If  I 
find  time  after  my  speech  is  over,  I  wijl  answer  all  the  questions  which 
the -m  embers  ask,  .to  the  best  of  my  ability.  That  independent  agency 
should  scrutinise  and  examine  minutely  the  various  recommendations 
contained  in  the  reports  of  these  departmental  heads.  If  necessary, 
they  should  go  out  into- the  country  and  conduct  personal  and  local 
nvestigations  in  the  matter. 
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Mr,  $.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
how  this  agency  is  to  he  constituted  ? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Ghirayinkil  I) :  That  question,  haB  already 
been  put  to  me  by  the  Financial  Secretary  and  I  have  answered  that 
I  should  not  be  interrupted. 

That  agency  should  go  out  into  the  country  and  make  personal  and 
local  investigations  into  the  matter  and  ascertain  for  themselves  the 
particular  needs  of  the  locality  and  they  should  he  convinced  of  the 
utility  of  those  recommendations.  In  the  light  of  the  report  submitted 
by  that  agency  or  that  specialised  body  if  the  budget  is  prepared',  I 
hope  that  it  wild  be  more  useful  and  more  beneficial  to  the  country. 
So,  what  I  submit  is  that  there  should  be  two  agencies' at  work.  Now, 
as  I  understand,  there  is  only  the  governmental  agency.  To  supple¬ 
ment  it  there  should  be  a  non-official  independent  specialised  agenoy. 

Next  I  may  be  permitted  to  add  a  word  about  the  present  method 
of  the  publication  of  the  preliminary  budget.  The  budget  is,  Sir,  to 
me  at  .least  it  seems  to  be,  a  very  comprehensive  compilation.  To 
expect  any  reasonable  or  useful  discussions  or  criticisms  from  this  side 
of  the..  House  unless  and  until  the  copies  of  the  preliminary  budget 
are  supplied  to  the  members  sufficiently  early,  is  something  which  is 
rather  impossible..  We  may  not  be  in  a  position  to  give  useful 
criticisms  and  suggestions  on  the  budget  unless  we  are  supplied  with 
copies  of  the  budget  sufficiently  early.  In  the  present  case,  I  got  my 
copy  only  some  two  or  three  days  before  the  opening  day.  And  in  my 
humble  view,  if  this  preliminary  budget  is  given  to  the  Press  sufficiently 
early,  this  House  will  be ,  able  to  understand  the  public  opinion  on 
the 'matter ;  and  the  public,  opinion  on  the  various  topics  contained  in 
the  budget  will  be  of  immense  use  to  .us  in  our  discussions  and  in  the 
final  adaptation  of  the  budget  for  the  year. 

Now,  I  will,  pass  on  to  one  or  two  other  matters  in  the  budget 
itself.:  Every  - budget  has.  two  sides,  the  revenue  side  and  the  ex¬ 
penditure  side.  The  success  of  the  budget  depends  upon  showings 
balance.  Of  course,  the  Financial  Secretary  has  been  able  to  show, 
as  he  styled  it,  a  nominal  surplus  of  Rupees  79,000  or  so.  The  various 
items  of  expenditure  in  the  budget  should  bear  a  definite  proportion 
to  one  another  and  the  total  expenditure;  must  have  a  definite  relation 
to  the  total  income.  In  this  budget  we  find .  certain  very  abnormal 
items  in  the  shape  of  special  works,  such  as  the  Pallivasal 
Hydro-Electric  Scheme.  Of  course,  certain  members  have  been 
speaking  about  it  here.  ' 

My  friend,  Mr.-  Elenkath,  has  been  referring  at  length  to  the 
remission  o’f  tax.  He  confined  his .  attention  particularly  to  South 
Travancore.  In  view  of  the  acute  and  evergrowing  economic  de¬ 
gression,  and  also  the  devastation  caused  by  the  recent  floods,  I  strongly 
recommend  for  the  consideration  of  this  House,  a  substantial  reduction 
jin  the  land  tax  throughout  the  State. 
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Many  of  the  paddy  fields  and  most  of  the  garden  lands  were  being  very 
badly  damaged  by  the  unprecedented  floods  of  this  year.  The  inevitable 
results  of  such  devastation  will  naturally'  be  failure  of  crops  next  year 
and  consequent  rise  in  the  price  of  food-sfcuffs.  -  Such  a  situation  in 
conjunction  with  the  present  scarcity  for  money,  may,  I- am  afraid, 
create  famine  in  the  State.  This  is  a  matter  in.  which  .we  may  benefit 
by  the  example  set  by  the  sister  State  of  Cochin  where,  recently,  there 
has  been  a  reduction  of  land-tax, by  123  .per  cent.  That  is  a  matter 
which  I  just  want  to  place  for  consideration  by  the  House  and  by  the 
Government.  • 

There  is  another  aspect  which  has  been  dealt  with  by  my  friend, 
Mr.  Sambasiva  Aiyar,  namely  the  ornamental  or  luxurious  side  of  the 
budget.  Certainly  I  do  not  want  to  suggest  that  all  the  ornaments  or 
luxuries  which  the  State  is  now  enjoying  should  be  dispensed  with  all 
of  a  sudden  ;  but  I  am  against  the  addition  of  ornaments  of  latest 
design,  for  the  time  being  at  least,  when  the  resources  'of  the  country, 
poor  as  they  are,  are  not  sufficient  even  to  meet  bare  necessities. 
For  instance  the  creation  of  an  appointment  of  Warden  of  Games  for 
the  preservation  of  wild  beasts  in  our  forests  is  certainly  a  superfluity. 

Similarly,  I  beg  to  draw  the ,  attention  of  the  House  to  page  21  of 
the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech  under  the  head  “  Stationery  and 
Printing”.  There  is  the  proposal  in  regard  to  the  standardization  of 
forms  and  stationery.  A  special  officer  with  a  temporary  staff  was 
appointed  for  that  purpose  early  this  year  ;  and  the  Financial  Secretary 
says  that  the  work  has  not  been  completed  yet  and  that,  therefore,  the 
office  should  continue  for  another  year,  namely  1109,  and  provision  is 
made  in  the  budget  for  such  extension.  I  also  find,  in  the  Financial 
Secretary’s  speech,  a  proposal  to  appoint  a  central  agency,  in  the 
Secretariat,  to  exercise  effective  control  in  the-  issue  of  stationery.  A 
sum  of  Es.  1,67,766  and  odd  is  allotted  for  this  newly  created  office,  over 
and  above  the  usual  provision  of  Ks.  1,69,183  for  stationery  articles. 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLA1  ( Financial  Secretary  to  Government)  • 

I  may  correct  the  member  ;  I  am  not  interrupting  him  ;  the  sum  of 
Es.  1,67,756,  that  the  member  now  refers  to  is  intended  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  stationery. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ohirayinkil  I) :  1  beg  the  member’s  pardon  ■ 
I  am  mistaken. 

In  the  case  of  the  special  officer  and  staff,  so  far  as  I  am  able  to 
gather,  till  now,  the  Stationery  Department  was  doing  the  work  of 
keeping  the  stationery  and  of  distributing  it  to  the  various  departments 
and  the  press.  Therefore  I  do  not  see  the  necessitv  for  the  creation 
of  a  special  officer  with  special  staff  for  doing  the  work  which  was 
hitherto  being  done  by  the- Stationery- Department.  My  humble  sub- 
mission  is  that  the  officers  of  the  Stationery  Department  must  be  made 
to  do  it.  If  they  are  not  able  to  do  it,  their  services  must.be  dispensed 
with  and  more  competent  men  appointed  instead.  I  am  at  a  loss  t<? 
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understand  the  object  of  this  ingenious  invention.  It  is  creating  a  new 
office  for  its  own  sake.  This  .practice  of  displaying  ingenuity  by  creat¬ 
ing  imaginary  offices  should  in  my  humble  view,:  be  deprecated. 

Another  sickening  feature  of  the  budget  -  it  is  not  particular  to  the 
budget -now  before  the  House ;  it  has  been  rather  a  recurring  evil— is  the 
provision  for  a  series  of  Personal  Assistants,  experts  and  such  other 
appointments.'  The  Education  Department  alone  has  not  less  than 
four  Personal  Assistants.  The  Director  of  Public  Instruction  has  a 
Personal  Assistant  besides  a  Manager  and  a  Head  Clerk,  all  of  whom 
do  more  or  less  the  same  kind  of  work,  namely,  of  analysing  the  subject, 
matter  of  files  and  submitting  drafts  of  notes  to  the  Director.  The 
two  Inspectors,  the  Inspector  of  English  Schools,  and  the  Inspector  of 
vernacular  sohools,  have  each  a  Personal  Assistant.  The  Inspectress 
of  Girls’  Schools  also  has  a  Personal  Assistant.  So  the  four  controlling 
officers  of  the  department  have  each  a  Personal  Assistant  to  assist  them 
in  their  work,  or,  to  be  more  accurate,  to  control  these  controlling 
officers. 

•  In  regard  to  these  experts  also,  the  Leather  Expert,  the  Textile 
Expert,  and  others,  l  am  at  a  loss  to  know  what  exactly  is  the  useful 
kind  of  work  these  officers  are  turning  out.  With  regard  to  the  Tan¬ 
ning  Expert,  the  Einanoial  Secretary  savB.  the  industry  is  still  in  an 
experimental  stage-  It  is  nearly  five  years  since  that  branoh.  of. the 
industries  Department  has  been  working,  and  it  is  really  surprising  to 
note  that  it  is  in  an  experimental  stage  even  now. 

PRESIDENT:  Your  time  is  up. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Qhirayinhil  I)  ;  I  will  resume  my  seat,  Sir, 
with  the  request  that  some  remission  of  land  tax  may  be  allowed  and 
that  ornamentation,  luxuries  and  creation  of  new  offices  may  be  post¬ 
poned  for  more  prosperous  days,  and  that  some  modification  in  the 
method  of  formulating  the  data  for  the  preliminary  budget  and  its 
publication  may  be  made  in  the' light  of  the  observations  made  by  me. 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  $.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Sher-tala  I)  :  I  regret 
I  cannot  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  on  the  budget  he  has 
presented  to  us.  It  is  true  that  it  is  a  nominally  B'urplus  budget.  But, 
if  we  go  deep  into  it,  we  will  see  that  the  nominal  surplus  of 
Es.  79,000,  has  been  obtained  by  actually  starving  the  nation— develop¬ 
ing  departments  ;  and,  after' all,  this  nominal  surplus  is  only  a  . forecast. 
iWhen  we  obtained  the  actuals  ultimately,  we  may  perhaps  find  that  it 
is  really  a  deficit  budget.  We  are,  as  is  well-known,  in  the  hard  grips 
of  a  great  economic  strain.  There  is  a  serious  trade  depression,  The 
forecasts  in  land  revenue,  excise  and  other  departments  may  unex¬ 
pectedly  result  in  deficit,  Still,  we  may  take  it  that,  considering  the  pre- 
gent  circumstances,  a  fairly  satisfactory  budget  has  been  presented  to  us 
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Sir,  I  wish,  to  make  some  general  observations  with  specific  refer¬ 
ence  to  some  of  the  important  departments  of  Government,  My  main 
complaint  is  with  regard  to  the  administration  of  justice.  There  is 
very  long  delay  in  the  admininistration  of  justice  in  the  State,  so  much  so 
that  the  fruits  of  decree  ultimately  become  of  little  use  to  the  litigant. 
As  for  criminal  cases,  in  British  India  and  in  Cochin,  for  instance,  we 
do  not  find  a  single  criminal  case  pending  beyond  six  or  seven  months 
whereas,  in  Travancore,  even,  sessions  cases  remain  pending  for  more 
than  a  year.  To  put  it  very  moderately  it  is  really  bad  and  certainly 
not  at  all  satisfactory  or  creditable  to  the  administration  of  the  State. 

Then,  Sir,  the  kind  of  top-heavy  administration  that  we  now  have 
must  certainly  go.  We  have  got  a  series  of  fat-salaried  officers  at  the 
top  with  very  poor  half-starving  menials,  and  subordinates  at  the  bot¬ 
tom.  Sir,  the  average  villagers  in  Travancore,  the  people  in  the  coun¬ 
try  parts,  actually  come  into  contact  with  proverthikcvrs,  accountants, 
excise  peons,  police  constables  and  other  petty  officials.  When  such 
low-paid  subordinates  are  half-starving,-  it  is  but  natural  that  there  is 
scope  for  corruption  and  oppression  in  the  country.  This  state  of 
affairs  ought  to  go,  and  every  officer  of  Government  should  have  at 
least  a  minimum  decent  amount  to  enable  him  to  live  an  honest  life. 
Take  the  case  of  the  peons  in  the  Anchal  Department,  the  poor 
Anchal  peon,  the  friend  of  rich  and  poor  alike,  there  is  none  to  plead 
for  him,  none  so  good  as  to  do  him  reverence,  as  it  were.  How  can 
these  low  paid  men  rear  up  children,  give  them  decent  education, 
and  what  can  the  state  expect  from  these  children,  who  are  to  be  the 
future  citizens  of  our  country.  How  can  we  expect  anybody  to  live  an 
honest  living  with  the  magnificent  salary  of  seven  or  eight  rupees  a 
month?  How  can  we  expect  the  multitude  of  these  officers  to  do 
honest  and  sincere  work  for  the  uplift  of  the  country.  It  is  really  bad 
economy  and  bad  statesmanship  to  allow  such  a  state  of  things  to  con¬ 
tinue  ;  and  public  interests  will  suffer  in  the  long  run. 

Then,  Sir,  one  of  the  principal  sources'  of  State  revenue  at  present 
is  Excise,  which  certainly  is  an  immoral  kind  of  revenue.  As  years 
roll. by,  Government  will  find  it  increasingly  difficult  to  resist  the  tide 
of  public  opinion  against  the  excise  revenue.  For  a  proper  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  State  and  for  progressive  administration,  an  increasing 
revenue  is  certainly  necessary ;  and  in  the  days  to  come  there  will 
always  be  incessant  calls  on  the  State  exchequer.  It  is  therefore  high 
time  that  the  economic  possibilities  of  Travancore  are  explored  and 
exploited.  Our  State  is  pregnant  with  economic  possibilities.  Only, 
Government  must  take  courage  in  both-  hands  and  formulate  and 
immediately  take  up  a  five-year  or  ten-year  constructive  plan  as  they 
have  done  in  Hyderabad  and  Mysore.  Sir,  what  is  the  average  income 
of  a  Travancorean  ?  It  is  two  annas  per  diem.  How  can  we  expect 
a  person  with  this  glorious  income  of  two  annas  per  diem  to  be  a  useful 
citizen  of  the  State  ?  We  have,  therefore,  to  improve  the  eoonomio 
condition  of  the  State. 
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It  is  the  paramount  concern  of  the  State  as  well  as  the  biggest  problem 
■for  the  citizen.  Representatives  of  the  people  have  tc  be  taken  into  the 
confidence  of  the  Government  and  a  constructive  and  bold  policy  has  to 
be  resorted  to.  What  is  the  present  lot  of  the  ryots  in  this  country  ?  Sir, 
our  present  Agricultural  and  Industrial  Departments  are  ornamental 
departments  without  any  practical  value  to  the  average  villager. 
Scientific  method  of  oulkivaion  is  not  withhin  the  reach  of  the  average 
cultivator.  Real  results  of  scientific  investigations  should  be  brought 
home  to  the  villager.  If  only  it  increases  his  production  he  believes  in 
it.  The  average  villager  has  no  abstract  enthusiasm  for  the  methods 
of  science.  The  whole  department  has  to  be  overhauled  and  re-organised 
There  should  be  agricultural  village  units  under  an  Official  of  the 
Agricultural  Department  and  prominent  villagers"of  the  locality.  They 
should  combine  and  harmoniously  work  together.  Sir,  it  is  highly  neces¬ 
sary  that  a  careful  and  detailed  soil-survey  should  be  effectedin  this  oo- 
untry  and  the  whole  State  should  be  divided  into  various  groups  accord 
ing  to  the  fertility  of  the  Soil  and  the  future  possibilities  of  production. 
Then  agaffi,  Sir,  there  is  the  all-important  question  of  cattle  rearing, 
pasture  lands  and  the  fodder-problem,  important  problems,  which  are 
engaging  the  serious  attention  of  statesmen  all  over  the  civilized  count¬ 
ries.  They  should  receive  the  serious  attention  of  our  Durbar.  These 
problems  have  ultimately  to  be  solved.  The  present  Agricultural 
Department  is  thoroughly  ill-equipped  to  tackle  such  serious  problems. 
It  has  to  be  overhauled  and  substantial  sums  of  money  should  be  al¬ 
lotted  freely  for  the  Agricultural  and  Industrial  Departments.  Take 
for  instance  the  industrial  problem.  The  artisan  is  not  able  to  find  a 
market  for  his  products.  Our  country  is  dumped  with  foreign  goods. 
The  artisan  is  not  in  a  position  to  keep  pace  with  the  modern  competi¬ 
tion.  He  has  not  the  necessary  technical  education  for  the  same. 
What  ability  he  retains  of  herditary  skill,  is  rendered  useless  because 
of  our  highly  literary  education.  We  witness  before  us  a  huge  waste 
of  intellect  and  time  in  the  modern  educational  system.  Thera  is  the 
big  question  of  unemployment  both  among  the  educated  and  the'unedu- 
cated.  All  persons  are  being  trained,. to  equip  themselves  freely  to. 
make  English  speeches  and  to  become  trained  and  efficient  clerks.  But 
the  public  service  demands  only  a  very  small  number  of  them  to  be 
entertained  to  work  the  machinery  of  Government.  What  are  we  to 
do  with  the  ever  increasing  unemployment  of  educated  men  ?  How 
can  we  face  the  future  with  confidence  without  providing  money  for 
industrial  productive  works.  We  have  a  huge  discontented  population, 
unemployed,  set,  who  have  attained  literary  education,  but  are  ill- 
equipped  to  face  the  oompetiton  of  life.  .After' all  we  often  educate 
our  childran  not  because  there  is  magic  charm  attached  to  education  but 
as  an  equipment  to  face  the  problem  of  life,  for  the-  formation  of  real 
character  and  to  be  good  citizens  both  to  the  State  and  to  the  Society. 
Sir,  my  submissiou  is  that  the  principle  underlying  the  present  system 
of  education  should  undergo  a  fundamental  change  for  the  better.  In 
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this  connection,  I  have  to  congratulate  the  Government  for  having 
appointed  Mr.  Statham  to  go  into  the  whole  question.  He  is  really 
one  of  the  experts  on  education  we  could  obtain  in  South  India. 

Ms.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II) :  Does  the  member 
congratulate  Government  for  giving  him  Es.  2,1 00  as  salary  per  mensem? 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  ME  NON  (Shertala  D  ■■  I  will  wih 
lingly  vote  for  more  if  we  could  get  real  experts.  He  can  make  valu¬ 
able  recommendations.  T  will  vote  even  Rs  .  S,000  or  Es.  10,000  if 
we  could  get  real  experts.  We  can  expect  such  people  after  making 
careful  and  detailed  investigations  to  make  substantial  and  constructive 
proposals  which,  if  carried  out,  will  be  paying  to  the  State  in  the  long 
run.  So  I  arc  prepared  to  vote  even  for  more  money.  My  only  re¬ 
quest  is  that  the  Statham  report  should  not  share  the  usual  fate  of 
other  reports. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (N  editmangad)  :  Does  the  member  know  the 
contents  of  the  Statham  report  ? 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MEN0N  (Shertala  I)  :  No.  But 
I  know  that  it  will  contain  constructive  ideas,  which  if  accepted, 
will  be  to  the  good  of  the  country.  Of  course,  an  opportunity  must  be 
given  for  the  whole  question  to  be  discussed  on  the  floor  of  this  House. 
The  representatives  of  the  people  should  he  taken  into  the  confidence 
of  Government.  What  we  expect  is  that  after  mature  thought  Gov¬ 
ernment  must  accept  the  recommendation  and  immediate  steps  be 
taken  to  carry  them  into  effect. 

Sir,  I  know  that  high  questions  of  policy,  are  more  frequently  dis¬ 
cussed  on  the  floor  of  this  House  with  appropriateness  than  local  pro¬ 
blems.  But  coming  as  I  do  from  a  taluk  which  is  systematically 
neglected  by  Government,  Shertalai,  I  have  to  bring  to  the  notice  of 
the  Government  some  of  the  pressing  problems  of  the  locality.  We 
see  nn  a  perusal  of  the  budget  that  lakhs  of  money  are  being  allotted 
for  luxuries  in  the  Capital  and  other  parts  of  the  country.  I  have 
absolutely  no  grudge  against  that.  But  I  say  with  all  the  emphasis  I 
could  command  that  the  two  lakhs  of  people  at  Sherfcala  should  not  be 
systematically  neglected  in  this  fashion.  Our  people  are  suffering 
from  diseases  like  elephantiasis,  tuberculosis  and  Hookworm,  some  of 
the  worst  diseases  in  the  world.  Efficient  officers  are  afraid  to  come  to 
Shertala  because  of  the  most  unhygienic  condition  of  the  taluk.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  we  have  no  big  officials  to  see  that  any  improvement  is 
made  in  the  locality  or  some  minor  roads  at  least  are  constructed  in  the 
locality.  Shertala  is  backward  in  education  and  some  of  the  young  men 
who  are  B.  A’s  and  B.  L’s,  happened  to  enter  the  political  arena 
rather  late  in  the  day.  I  claim  that  my  constituency  should  have  a 
speoial  health  unit.  The  people  there  are  subject  to  diseases  like 
elephantiasis  and  leprosy.  A  few  years  back,  when  the  late  Mr.  Watts 
was  Dewan  and  Mr.  Vipan- was  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Public  Works 
Department',  they  held  an  informal  conference  of  the  representatives  of 
Shertala  and  a  constructive  scheme  covering  about  twenty  cross-roads 
and  cross  canals  was  agreed  upon  for  connecting  the  Alleppey-Aroor  road, 
Vol,  I.  No.  3-8  '  . 
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To  tbe  best  of  my  knowledge  I  think  that  proceedings  were  written  de- 
partmentallv  and  a  recommendation  was  made  by  the  then  Chief 
Engineer  to”  the  Government,  that  each  road  should  be  taken  up  in  the 
order  of  urgency  and  the  idea  was  to  allot  each  year  Es.  50,000  for 
the  fruition  of  this  scheme.  Sbertala  is  a  backward  taluk  and  I 
request  that  the  constructive  scheme  brought  forward  by  the  then 
Chief  Engineer  should  be  seriously  and  earnestly  taken  in  hand  by 
Government. 

Mr,  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  tdonth) : 
As  representing  the  Industry  and  Commerce  constituency  South  I  have 
to  make  a '  few  observations.  Trade  is  dull  and  industry  is  nowhere. 
The-  only  consolation  is  that  agriculture  is  worse  off. 

The  grievance  I  have  to  make  against  the  Einancial  Secretary  is 
that  his  speech  is  not  sufficiently  Informative.  He  is  not  facing  the 
music.  When  we  consider  the  present  financial  situation  of  the  coun¬ 
try  it  is  something  painful.  Taking  agriculture,  we  find  that  rural 
indebtedness  is  so  terrifying.  We  find  from  the  Banking  Enquiry 
Committee  Report  that  rural  indebtedness  was  estimated  to  be  about 
Es.  25  crores.  ,  In  the  second  report,  the  Economic  Depression  Com¬ 
mittee  Report,  they  oame  to  the  conclusion  that  it  will  have  to  be 
placed  at  Es.  40  crores  and  tbe  Census  Commissioner  has  now  placed  it 
at  Es  20  crores.  There  is  absolutely  no  remedy  suggested  anywhere 
in  the  speech  of  the  Financial  Secretary  as  regards  this  huge  indebted¬ 
ness.  Now  there  is  a  talk  of  what  is  called  ’*  balancing  the  budget.” 
That  is  a  technical  expression  which  means  that  ways  and  means  must 
first  of  all  be  found  for  satisfying  both  the  external  and  internal  debts 
of  the  country  and  then  expenditure  budgetted  for.  Then  only  can  we 
say  that  the  budget  has  been  balanced.  Absolutely  no  provision  has 
been  made  for  this  agricultural  rural  indebtedness  of  anything  between 
Es.  20  and  40  crores.  The  Royal  Commission  on  Agriculture  re¬ 
ported,,  before  1928,  that  is  before  the  economic  depression  took  place, - 
which  happened  only  at  the  beginning  of  the  last  quarter  of  1929,  that 
the  solution  of  this  rural  indebtedness  lay  in  the  Co-operative  move¬ 
ment  and  the  Land  Mortagage  Bank.  What  has  happened  to ‘the 
Co-op.erative  movement  and  what  is  going  to  happen  to  the  Land 
Mortgage  Bank,  I  am  not  going  to  foretell  now  because  the  Co-operative 
.  Movement  is  being  investigated  by  a  committee.  But  it  is  pretty  well- 
known  that  the  movement  has  failed.  According  to  me,  Sir,  it  was  very 
bad  advice  which  was  given.1'  If  I  were  not  a  member  fo? Commerce 
and  Industry  I  would  have  upheld  that  advice.;  Coming  to  the  Tra- 
vancore  communal  question,  we  find  from  the  Census  Report  for  1931 
that  there  are  only  two  communities  in  the  State  which  are  sticking  to 
agriculture  for  what  it  is  worth.  These  two  communities  are  the  Nairs 
and  the.  Vellalas..  I  have  the  privilege  to  belong  to  the  Vellala  com¬ 
munity  and  I  speak  about  them.  .  I  .say  this  burden  of  Es.  40  or  25 
crores  will  have  to  be  taken  up  by  this  agricultural  community  also  i.e., 
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the  Vellalas,  and  I  think  the  Nairs  also.  When  we  speak  of  the  Vel- 
lalas  as  agriculturists  the  learned  Census  Commissioner  has  also  obser¬ 
ved  that  the  Vellala  agriculturist  is  above  handling  a  plough.'  He 
might  possess  a  small,  piece  of  land  but  he  requires  others  to  cultivate 
the  land  for  him.  " 

That  means  he  is  a  gentleman  farmer,  to  use  the.  expression  of  the 
Census  Commissioner.  But,  the  agriculturist,  the  actual  cultivator,  is 
somebody  else  who  is  of  a  different  caste.  With  these  two  contingen¬ 
cies  before  us  there  is.  the  report  of  the  Unemployment  Committee 
which  has  made  the  observation  that  the  best  brains  of  the  country  have 
been  drawn  into  the  Public  Service.  Therefore,  there  is  the  worker 
who  actually  cultivates,  the  gentleman  farmer  who  owns  the  lands 
among  the  Vellalas.  I  believe  it  is  applicable  to  other  communities 
also,  but  I  am  speaking  only  about  the  J/ellala  community.  There  is 
on  the  one  hand  the  agriculturist  with  an  indebtedness  of  40  crores  of 
rupees.  His  best  brains  ace  taken  away  to  the  Public  Service.  Actual 
cultivation  is.  undertaken  by  others  and  not  by  Vellalas  and  there  re¬ 
mains  the  gentleman  fanner.  That  is  the  agriculturists’  situation  in 
the  country.  What  the  Royal  Commission  have  suggested  for  the 
benefit  of  agriculturists  is  the  organisation  of  the  co-operative  movement. 
It  was  a  movement  which  came  to  be  started  in  opposition  to  Joint  Stock 
and  Indigenous  Banking..  It  is  directly  opposed  to  Joint  Stock  Banking 
itself.  This  is  evident  from  the  report  of  the  Banking  Enquiry  Committee 
itself.  It  was  formed  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  agriculture.  The 
co-operative  movement  is  of  course  intended  to  assist  agriculture.  What 
assistance  could  be  rendered  by  the  co-operative  movement  with  this 
huge  indebtedness  on  the  part  of  the  agriculturists,  there  is  no  knowing. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  niain  grievance  against  the  co-operative  bank¬ 
ing  system  is,  that  it  is  there  for  the  purpose  of  giving  cheap  credit  to 
the  agriculturists.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  clear  that  the  interest 
charged>nd  very  often  charged  on  a  defaulter  comes  up  to  15f  per  cent- 
It  was  for  the  purpose  of  sending  away  the  village  moneylender  who 
advanced  money  at  12  per  cent,  interest,  these  people  came  for  assisting 
the  agriculturists,  and  the. result  is,  that  almost  all  credit  societies  are 
unable  to  make  any  progress  whatsoever.  They  are  in  ,a  position  only 
to  get  back  the  lands  from  the  agriculturists  which  means  the  suicide 
of  the  co-operative  movement.  Therefore  we  are  back  again  in  the 
same  position  that  there  is  no  relief  whatsoever  as  regards  rural 
indebtedness. 

Coming  back  to  trade,  Sir,  the  Economic  Depression  Enquiry  Com. 
mittee  stated  that  Burma  was  ths  granary  for  Travancore-  There  wag 
a  time  and  not  very  long  ago  when  Manjinad  was  the  granary  of  Tre- 
vancore  ;  and  Kuttanad.  also.  Whatever  it  is,  that  is  a  very  small  thing 
for  the  trade  of  the  country.  Trade,  Sir,  is  mainly  in  the  hands  of 
others  who  are  not  Travancoreans.  Another  point  is  that  the  very  idea 
of  taking  to  trade  is  against  the  very  genius  of  the  community  of  the 
country.  They  treat  it  with  contempt.  They  are  under  the  impression 
that  industry  and  trade  are  something  which  could  mot  be  touched, 
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They  wbiild  go  in  for  public  service.  As  I  said  at  the  outset,  the  Dh- 
employment  Committee  have  stated  that  all  the  brainiest  people  go  in 
for  public  service  and  the  gentlemen  farmers  are  sticking  on  there, 
The  difficulty  is,  entry  into  the  public  service  is  becoming  more  and  more 
difficult  for  the  Vellalas.  Of  course,  a  Vellala  can  continue  as  a  gentle¬ 
man  farmer.  That  is  the  present  economic  position  of  the  country. 
The  same  report  also  observes  that  it  is  not  the  primary  aim  of  the 
Government  to  take  to  economic  development.  That  is  only  a  sub¬ 
sidiary  aim.  The  economic  development  of  the  country  is  only  a  sub¬ 
sidiary  aim  on  the  part  of  the  Government,  that  is  to  say,  the  Govern¬ 
ment  is  run  with  an  “agricultural  bids’’.  Therefore,  when  the  ad¬ 
ministration  is  carried  on  by  means  of  an  industry — I  am  using  the 
word  industry  with  reference  to  agriculture  only — which  is  on  its  last 
legs,  I  take  it  no  industry  can  be  run  m  Travancore  with  a  debt  of 
some  40  or  SO  crores  as  rural  indebtedness  just  now  stands.  That  means 
agriculture  is  bankrupt  and  the  people  who  follow  agriculture  are  also 
bankrupt.  The  same  is  the  fate  of  the  industry.  Any  administration, 
which  has  got  to  iive  from  a  resource  based  on  agriculture ,  must  be  in 
a  bankrupt  position  ;  or  rather  the  administration  has  to  be  in  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  the  Official  Beceiver.  1  am  using  a  legal  expression  with  which 
I  am  familiar.  According  to  judicial  decisions,  an  Official  Beceiver  is  a 
representative  of  the  Court,  a  representative  of  the  creditor,  a  represent¬ 
ative  of  the  debtor  as  well-,  In  the  administration  of  today,  of  course, 
the  analogy  of  the  Official  Beceiver  is  Complete. 

Then,  as  regards  the  budget  itself,  Sir  1  have  not  become  familiar 
with  it.  E'er  the  Financial  Secretary  or  for  that  matter  the  Income 
Tax  Commissioner  himself  is  not  familiar  with  the  accounts  of  the 
'ordinifry  merchants  upon  which  income  tax  is  levied.  There.is  not  an 
Officer  in  the  Government  service  who  knows  the  accounts  of  an  ordiu- 
ary  merchant-  The  merchant  owns  a  car  or  has  servants  under  him; 
these  items  rather  than  his  accounts  are  taken  into  account  and  his 
income  tax  assessed.  Accounting  principles  for  income  tax  purposes  are 
entirely  different  and  no  income  tax  is  levied  on  systematic  principles. 
I  may  honestly  say  at  present  moment  that  I  cannot  get  at  the  figures 
given  in  the  budget.  They  are  a  mystery  to  me  and  it  is  perplexing, 
But  what  I  fail  to  see  in  the  budget  is,  there  is  no  guiding  principle 
anywhere  indicated.  Of  course,  it  is  just  like  the  budget  of  the  Official 
Beceiver  who  says  that  so  much  has  to  be  realised  and  so  much  to  be 
spent-.  I  could  understand  and  even  sympathise  with  the  Financial 
Secretary.  But  the  difficulty  is,  tve  do  not  know  what  will  happen  to-, 
momjvt.  Unless  one  is  an  optimist  along  with  the  Financial.  Secretary 
.  I  cannot  say  'what  all  might  happen  tomorrow.  Who  knows  that  mat¬ 
ters  may  hot  become  worse  next  year?  What  guarantee  is  theta?  The 
trouble  began  four  years- ago  t  there  ’  is  no  indication  that  things  are 
getting  betteri  Coming  to  expenditure,  I  am  not  in  favour  of  cutting 
down  expenses  ;  that  is  a  bad  programme.  The  only  depressed  eom- 
iadhity  -in  the  State  are  the  people.  The  officers  are  in  comfort  and 
luxury.  The  popular  view  is  that  “we  must  depress  them  also.”  I  don’t 
agree  with  that,  because,  it  may  lead  to  inefficiency.  As  a  matter  of  fact 
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I  tnay  say  honestly,  that  we  have  the  very  best  men  in  the  service,  com¬ 
paratively  speaking,  and  they  are  very  poorly  paid  now.  There  is  no 
disputing  that.  On  a  comparison  with  the  salaries  paid  m  other  places 
salaries  obtaining  in  Travancore  are  certainly  very  low.  Somehow  or 
other,  we  have  got  the  best  men  in  the  service.  They  are  devoting  then- 

energies  also  for  the  improvement  of  the  country.  But  the  times  are 

abnormal  ;  we  are  passing  through  difficult  times  and  all  tliesq  difficult¬ 
ies  have  to  be  got  over  by  means  of  co-operation  between  officials  and 
non-officials. 

As  regards  trade  itself,  there  are  certain  things  which  cannot  be 
discussed  here ;  of  course,  they  are  trade  secrets  liirs  freights  and  sub¬ 
sidies-  I  stated  at  the  outset  that  it  was  the  Jficonomic  Depression 
Enquiry  Committee  who  reported  that  Burma  is  granary  of  Travan- 
core.  It  is  a  mistake.  We  are  placed  in  much  the  same  predicament 
as  Ceylon.  It  is  importing  12  crores  worth  of  rise  and  paddy  from 
British  India,  mainly  from  Tanjore.  They  would  not  have  done  it  if 
the  price  of  Burma  paddy  and  rice  were  cheaper  than  Tanjore  rice  and 
paddy.  The  freight  charges  from  Burma  say,  from  Rangoon,  is.  one 
rupee  per  sack  with  a  rebate  of  two  annas.  That  comes  to  about  14 
annas  a  bag.  For  a  bag  of  paddy  from  Tanjore  to  Trivandrum, the  freight 
is  also  about  one  rupee.  When  we  take  the  distance  between  Burma 
and  Trivandrum  and  that  between  Tanjore  and  Trivandrum,  the  former 
is  about  1,300  miles  and  the  latter  about  200  miles.  Paddy  fiom  Burma 
is  not  taken  on  the  wireless.  It  is  carried  only  by  the  steamers  which 
may  be  taken  to  consume  of  course  seven  times  the  quantity  of  coal 
that  is  consumed  by  the  Railway.  There  are  certain  things  which 
have  to  be  understood  viz.,  the  question  of  freight  reduction,  for  in¬ 
stance.  There  is  no  meaning  in  the  Railway  system  charging  one 
rupee  for  a  bag  for  such  a  short  distance  and  shipping  system  charging 
less  for  a  longer  distance.  There  is  a  lot  of  difference  between  a  steamer 
carrying  things  from  a  long  distance  and  that  of  a  train.  Freight 
charges  in  the  former  will  be  very  much  less  than  the  freight  charges 
under  the  railway. 

PRESIDENT  :  Your  time  is  up. 

Mr.  A.  S.  BAttOOARAN  ASAM  {MavcUkarci)  .  The  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary  has  delivered,  probably  the  longest  speech  that  has  ever  been 
delivered  by  the  Financial  Secretary  to  the  Legislature  in  the  country. 
I  must  congratulate  him  for  delivering  snch  a  long  speech  without 
referring  to  the  most  important  [matter  for  which  we  searched  in  the 
whole  speech  of  the  Financial  Secretary  from  beginning  to  end.  Sir, 
it  is  impossible  to  any  person  residing  in  Travancore  and  knowing  the 
Conditions  which  are  at  present  prevailing  here,  not  to  refer  to  the 
ehbhemie  depression  prevailing  in  the  country.  The  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary  was  addressing  both  the  Chambers  the  other  day  and  probably  he 
thought  that  he  should  not  mar  the  auspicious  occasion  by  referring  to 
unhappy  .incidents.  It  was  his  solemn  duty  to  have  told  the  House 
that  the  Government  are  fully  aware  of  the  real  conditions  prevailing 
in  the  country  and  that  they  are  making  an  earnest  attempt  to  ,  -olve 
*“089  difficultiesi  My  friend,  Mr.  Chidambaram  -Piliai,  has  already 
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referred  to  the  rural  indebtedness  of  the  country,  He  said  that  according 
to  the  Banking  Enquiry  Committee  Report,  the  indebtedness  is  about 
25  crores  of  rupees.  That  was  prepared  about  4  years  ago,  When  I 
compared  the  statistics  of  1103  and  1107  I  found  that  in  the  annual 
export  value  of  our  chief  exports  viz.,  copra,  rubber,  tea  and  pepper 
alone  there  is  a  fall  of  about  5  crores  of  rupees  in  the  course  of  four 
years.  In  this  calculation  I  have  taken  the  value  of  copra  on  the  basis 
of  the  market  price  and  not  on  the  basis  of  the  Tariff  value  as  in  the 
statistics  of  the  Government.  That  means  that  in  addition  to  the  12 
or  15  per  cent,  interest  that  the  rural  population  is  bound  to  pay  on  the 
debt  of  25  crores  of  rupees  their  indebtedness  is  increasing  by  about  5 
crores  per  annum.  Thus  their  indebtedness  is  going  up  by  about  8 
crores  per  annum.  The  Financial  Secretary  has  not  cared  to  tackle 
that  problem.  He  must  have  told  the  House  what  the  Government 
intend  to  do  to  meet  the  situation.  In  order  to  give  some  relief  to  the 
inhabitants  of  this  country,  to  reduce  the  indebtedness  of  the  people  and 
to  reduce  unemployment,  a  number  of  committees  have  been  appointed, 
such  as  the  Unemployment  Committee,  the  Banking  Enquiry  Commit, 
tee,  the  Economic  Depression  Enquiry  Committee,  the  Minor  Irriga¬ 
tion  Committee  and  many  others.  These  Committees  have  submitted 
their  reports,  A  lot  of  public  money  has  been  spent  upon  those  reports. 
Am  I  to  understand  that  the  Financial  Secretary  does  not  say  even  a 
word  about  the  reports  because  he  thinks  that  the  recommendations  of 
those  Committees  have  been  carried  out  by  Government,  or  is  it  be¬ 
cause  they  have  ruled  out  those  recommendations  and  stated  that  they 
need  not  be  acted  upon  ?  If  they  do  like  this  in  regard  to  expert  com¬ 
mittees,  then  I  would  say  that  they  need  not  spend  any  money  on  such 
committees  as  the  „St'atham  Committee,  the  Public  Service  Committee 
the  Devadhar  Committee  and  the  Temple  Entry  Committee.  Sir,  the 
Unemployment  Committee  itself  suggested  that  a  land  colonisa¬ 
tion  scheme  must  be  drawn  up  and  lands  should  be  given  to  the  educat¬ 
ed  and  uneducated  in  a  certain  proportion.  I  asked  in  the  Legislative 
Council  on  the  15th  August  1929  whether  a  land  colonisation  scheme 
which  was  published  in  the  Gazette  was  brought  into  effect.  Then  I 
was  told  that  the  Director  of  Agriculture  and  Pisheries  was  asked  to... 
,  submit  a  new  scheme  which  could  be  practically  worked. .  The  answer 
was  given  on  the  15th  August  1929,  and  now  four  years  have  lapsed. 

I  ask  what  has  become  of  that  Colonisation  Scheme.  The  Unemploy¬ 
ment  Committee  suggested  that  an  unemployment  bureau  may  be 
Btarted  to  give  relief  to  the  unemployed.  Nothing  was  done  with  re¬ 
gard  to.  that  also.  The  Banking  Enquiry  Committee  and  all  other 
Committees  stated  that' the  Government  must  spend  more  money  upon 
the  development  of  communications  in  order  to  enable,  the  producer  to 
sell  his  things  at  the  maximum  prices  obtainable.  I  think  the  Govern¬ 
ment  was  carrying  on  the  policy  till  1104.  In  order  to  enable  the 
people’s  representatives  to  have  an  effective  voice  in  the  development  of 
communications,  Government  then  appointed  a  Road  Board  also..  Ido 
:  not  know  what  has  become  of  the  Road  Board,  which  was  then  brought 
into  being..  Some  representatives  were  also  elected  to  the  Board,  I  do 
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not  know  whether  they  ever  met.  If  we  refer  to  the  amount  that  is  spent 
UDon  these  communications,  we  find  that  in  1104  the  amount  spent  on 
original  works  communications,  was  16'22  lakhs  while  for  1109  the 
budget  allotment  is  3-40  lakhs.  It  has  been  reduced  by  more  than  75 
cer  cent  The  representatives  of  the  people  were  strenuously  arguing 
in  the  Legislative  Council  and  the  Assembly  that  there  is  a  lot  of  un¬ 
employment  in  the  State,  that  the  estate  owners  are  not  able  to  main¬ 
tain  their  coolies  who  are  coming  into  the  country  parts,  and  that 
therefore  Government  must  provide  employment  for  them  by  making 
liberal  allotments  for  communications.  The  result  is  that  for  original 
works  under  communications,  Government  have  allotted  only  3‘40 
lakhs  while  in  1104,  it  was  16'22  lakhs.  Even  if  we  scrutinise  the 
particular  items  in  the  P.  W  D.  budget  say,  for  instance,  roads,  we 
find  that  there  are  49  roads  of  which  authority  for  construction  has 
been  given  only  for  10  roads,  while  estimates  have  not  been  prepared 
for  17  roads.  I  know  from  practical  experience  that  with  regard  to 
those  works  for  which  estimates  have  not  been  prepared,  those 
works  will  not  be  carried  out,  and  the  amount  allotted  will 
be  diverted.  If  we  compare  the  Budget  for  1  09  with  the  budgets 
for  previous  years,  we  find  that  a  number  -of  works  which 
have  been  included  in  a  particular  year  are  omitted  next  year. 
This  haphazard  manner  of  preparing  the  budget  should  be  very  strongly 
protested  against  by  this  House.  We  have  1"  75  lakhs  set  apart  for 
buildings.  Of  these,  Bs,  50,000  is  set  apart  for  a  leper  asylum  in 
Central  Travancore.  I  wish  to  know  why  the  Government  have  allot¬ 
ted  Bs.  50,000  out  of  Bs.  1.75  lakhs  for  buildings  for  a  leper  colony.  I 
wish  to  know  whether  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  patients  of  the  asylum 
at  Oolampara  that  this  proposal  was  made,  or  whether  there  was  any 
requisition  from  the  public  that  the  leper  asylum  should  be  shifted  from 
here.  I  do  not  see  anything  about  this  stated  in  the  Popular  Assembly 
or  in  the  Legislative  Council.  On  the  other  hand  I  know  there  has 
been  strong  and  persistent  agitation  against  it  and  a  number  of 
deputations  have  waited  upon  the  Dewan  and  a  big  jatha  also  went 
up  to  the  Dewan  praying  that  the  leper  asylum  should  not  be  shifted 
to  a  particular  place. 


Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivatidrum — H'lral ) Was  there  any  repre¬ 
sentation  that  the  asylum  should  be  shifted  from  the  present  place  ? 

Mr.  A.  8.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  There  was  no  repre¬ 
sentation  that  it  should  be  shifted.  When  we  have  got  a  number  of 
items  of  works  for  which  requisition  has  been  made,  I  do  not  know  why 
Government  choose  a  work  for  which  there  has  been  no  requisition.  It 
is  comparatively  a  large  item.  We  find  that  Bs.  62,000  has  been 
allotted  for  converting  certain  bungalows  into  hotels  and  for  improving 
T.  B’s.  But  there  is  no  allotment  for  buildings  for  which  there  is  neces¬ 
sity  and  for  which  large  amounts  hav£  been  already  spent. 

Mr,  R.;  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  ( Kunnatnad  IT);  What  are  those 
works  ? 
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at  Mavelikara,  the  foundation  for  which  was  laid  at  a  cost  of  thousands 
of  rupees. 

Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  Plllk\i(Trivaiidmm-~Urlan) :  May  I  know  when 
the  foundation  for  that  building  'was, laid  ?  ’  . 

MR.  A.  3.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) ;  Four  or  five  years  ago. 
That  is  how  the  Government  have  been  developing  communications  in 
the  country  and'  allotting  funds  for  the  roads  and  buildings. 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  P1LLAI  (FinancUd  Secretary  to  vermnent) : 

There  is  a  provision  of  2  lakhs  under  the  Bold  Development  Fund. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( MateUkam ):  I  will  refer  to  that  alsq, 
With  regard  to  the  particular  fund  to  which  the  learned  Financial 
Secretary  has  been  drawing  my  attention,  I  wish  to  say  a  word.  I  am 
glad  he  has  drawn  my  attention  to.  that.  More  than  2  lakhs  of  rupees 
has  been  allotted  under  a  separate  item  called  the  Boad  Development 
Fund.  If  one  looks  into  the  Budget,  one  will  clearly  see  that  Govern¬ 
ment  have  no  clear  ideas  about  that.  It  was  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Boad  Development  Committee  cf  British  India,  presided  over  by 
Mr;  Jayakar,  that  this  fund  was  constituted  and  they  suggested  that  it 
would  be  better  for  the  States  to  borrow  funds  on  the  security  of  this 
Fund  for  carrying  on  big .  schemes.  I  could  understand  if  the  funds 
are  allotted  for  the  opening  of  trunk  roads,  say  connecting  Alleppey 
with  the"  main  central  road  along  the  shorter  route.  It  is  stated  30,000 
rupees  has  been  allotted  for  the  improvement  of  the  Quilon-Aroor  road, 
and  Ba.  .30,000  for  another  road,  etc,  But  that  is  not  the  manner  ip 
which  the  allotment  has  to  be  made.  What  I  have  to  say  is  that  if  the 
Financial  Secretary  had  more  carefully  considered  the  recommendation 
of  the  Boad  Development  Committee,  a  constructive  suggestion  would 
have  been  made  by  him  and  he  would  have  seen  that  the  allotment 
was.  used  for  opening  a  large  number  of  trunk  roads.  Moreover  even 
that  Committee  says  that  this  amount  should  not  be  taken  into  consir 
deration  for  reducing  the  usual  allotments  in  the  Budget.  This  must 
be  considered  as  an  additional  allotment.  It  must  not  be  taken  as  an 
occasion  for  cutting  down  the  P.  W.  D.  Budget. 

MR.  R.  NiLAKAiUTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government) '■ 
Is  not  the  allotment  for  next  year  higher  than  the  allotment  for  the 
current  year? 

Mr.  A.  S,  DAMODARAN  A8AN  (Mavelikara)  :  Excluding  the  Boad 
Development  Fund,  it  is  not  higher  for  new  Works— Communications. 

MR.  R.  NIIAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government)  '. 
It  is  higher. 

.  MR,  A.  S-  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  The  Financial  Secretary 
may  think  so.  Anyhow  3' 4  is  certainly  less  than  16 ’22,  I  know  that 
from  1097  onwards  representations  have  been  made  and  Desolations 
have  been  passed  in  Legislative  Council  for  the  construction  and  im¬ 
provement  of  Irrigation  Works.  After  a  number  of  resolutions  ..and 
adjournment  motions  had  been  passed  in  this  House,  Government 
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appointed  a  Committee.  That  committee  consisted  of  five  important 
officials  in  the  State  inclnding  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner,  the 
Chief  Engineer,  the  Financial  ;  Secretary  and  the  Additional  Head 
Sirkar  Vakil.  They  have  made  very  modest  recommendations.  The 
main  recommendations  were  that  5  lakhs  may'  he  allotted  every  year 
for  irrigation  and  that  a  separate  section  for  Irrigation  may  be  constituted 
under  P.  \V.  D.  That  was  submitted  about  21  months  ago.  The 
Financial"  Secretary  does  not.  say  what  has  been  done  on  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  that  Committee?  On  the  other  hand  we  find  that 
'  allotment  for  protective  irrigation  original  works  has  been  halved.  In 
1105  it  was  two  lakhs  and  this'  year  it  is  a  lakh  and  six  thousand. 
What  I  am  suggesting  is  that  Government ,  have  not  been  considering 
the  important  recommendations-  of  these  committees.  They  have 
ignored  and  even  gone  against  those  recommendations. .  'Now,  Sir,  from 
what  has  been  stated  by  me  and  the  previous  speakers  about  the  real 
conditions  prevailing  in  the  country,,  it  will- be  seen  that  the  people  are 
in  very  great  difficulties.  This  is  the  occasion  for  the  Government  to 
grant  at  least  some  temporary  relief  by  remission  of  taxes.  A  resolution 
was  passed  in  the  Legislative  Council  that  the  export  duty  on  the  produce 
of  the  coconut  tree  should  be  abolished. 

The  Financial  Secretary  should  have  said  as  to  what  has  been  done 
on  that  recommendation.  That  resolution  was  carried  by  the  non-officials 
voting  as  a  whole.  I  believe  that  no  member  from  the  non- official  side 
'  opposed  that.  The  Financial  Secretary  could  have  either  abolished  the 
duty  or  reduced  the  tariff  values. 

Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum — Urban) :  I  want  to  know 
for  information  whether  the  Financial  Secretary  has  any  power  of  im¬ 
posing  or  abolishing  taxes  ? 

MR.  A.  S,  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelilcara):  The  Government 
has  got  power  for  abolishing  export  duty! 

MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Ur<  ban)  :  I  ask  whether  the 
Financial  Secretary  has  power. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Here,  the  Financial 
Secretary  speaks  on  behalf  of  Government  and  the  Financial  Secretary 
is  the  person  who  is  bound  to  hear  all  these  criticisms  and  answer 

PRESIDENT:  Your  time  is  up. 

MR.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  ( Nominated ) :  Sir,  the  Budget  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  Financial  Secretary  cannot  be  said  to  be  satisfactory 
owing  to  a  variety  of  reasons,  The  Financial  Secretary  appears  to  have 
tried  his  level  best  to  balance  the,  budget  and  to  show  a  nominal  surplus 
of  Rs.  79,000  as  if  a  surplus  budget  is  the  criterion  of  the  prosperity  of 
the  State  and  of  the  soundness  of  its  financial  position.  .  I  find  that 
this  is  the  case  not  only  of  the  budget  before  the  House  but  also  of  the 
budgets  of  previous  years.  I  am  at  a  loss  to  know  the  particular  object 
in.  view  in  making  continuous  attempts  at  drawing  up  surplus  budgets. 
Vol.  I  No.  3,  B 
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The  anticipations  of  the  Financial  Secretary  have  never  been  ful¬ 
filled  for  the  last  3  or  4  years  both  in  regard  to  revenue  and  expenditure. 
Of  course,  I  concede  that  these  were  years  of  economic  depression  and 
financial  stringency.  But  we  should  have  left  a  wide  margin  for,  the 
variations  due  to  the  depression  and  stringency,  and  so  framed  our 
estimates  with  a  clearer  and  more  accurate  financial  vision  a3  not  to 
affect  our  expectations  to  any  very  great  extent.  The  year  1106  was 
expected,  as  usual,  to  leave  a  surplus  of  fits.  2  lakhs  and  odd  out  of  a 
total  estimated  revenue  of  fits.  250  lakhs.  Similar  variations  are  notice, 
able  in  regard  to  expenditure  also.  For  the  year  1107  the  Financial 
Secretary  estimated  for  a  revenue  of  fits.  23u  lakhs  and  for  a  surplus  of 
Rs.  54,000.  That  year  also  would  have  closed  with  a  deficit  of  about 
Rs.  10  lakhs  but  for  the  windfall  of  about  the  same  amount  as  a  result 
of  our  participation  in  the  Cochin  Habour  Scheme.  The  current  year  and 
the  next  year  also  are  expected  to  result  in  surpluses,  of  course,  only 
with  the  receipts  from  the  Cochin  Harbour  and  the  Central  Road 
Development  Fund  (petrol  duty  expected  from  the  Government  of  India). 

As  regards  the  revenue  for  the  coming  year,  it  is  somewhat  grati¬ 
fying  to  note  that  no  fresh  imposts  are  to  be  levied  on  the  mass  of  the 
people,  while  a  substantial  sum  of  Rs.  14  lakhs  is  expected  under 
Customs — Cochin  Harbour  Scheme. 

Coming  to  the  expenditure  side  of  the  Budget,  the  general  features 
that  require  comment  are  the  provision  made  for  the  preliminary  work 
connected  with  the  re-survey  and  re-settlement,  the  enhanced  provision 
under  General  Administration,  the  staff  of  Game  Warden,  Industries 
and  Stationery  and  Printing.  It  is  stated  that  the  special  officer 
appointed  in  connection  with  the  Re-settlement  is  entrusted  with  the 
preparation  of  the  necessary  Memorandum.  The  scope  of  the  Memo¬ 
randum  is  not  known  and  highly  technical  principles  of  land  tenure  are 
supposed  to  be  involved  in  the  Re-settlement.  I  hope  that  the 
principles  will  be  humane  enough  so  as  not  to  affect  the  already  im¬ 
poverished  ryots  of  the  land. 

The  provision  made  under  General  Administration  includes 
allotments  for  the  special  officer  for  the  Records  and  his  staff.  It  appears 
that  this  special  staff  was  working  in  the  Records  Office  for  the  last  so 
many  years.  It  is  not  known  when  their  special  work  will  he  over. 
Formerly  this  work  was  being  carried  on  by  the  Stationery  Department. 
At  this  rate  there  is  no  knowing  when  this  special  staff  will  come  to  an 
end.  If  the  Medical,  Sanitary  and.  Public  Health  Departments  can  be 
amalgamated  I  ask  in  all  earnestness  why  these  three  departments,  the 
Stationery,  the  Central  Printing  Office  and  the  English  Records  Office, 
also  cannot  be  amalgamated. 

Mr.  K.  PADiVIANABHAN  (ChirayinMl  I)  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
member  is  . aware  that  there  is  no  separate  office  as  the  Central  Printing 
Office  ? 

Mr.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (Nominated)  :  A  reference  to  the  budget 
shows  that  there  is  an  allotment  made  already  for  such  an  office  for  1109 
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Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ohirayinkil  I) May  I  know  whether  the 
member  knows  which  agency  does  the  function  of  controlling  the  issue 
of  stationery  at  present  in  the  Secretariat  ? 

Mr.  N.  ABO'JR  RAH1MAN  SAHIB  ( Nominated ):  At  present  there  is 
a  special  records  office,  there  is  the  Stationery  Department  anil  ther® 
is  also  a  special  officer  appointed  for  the  standardisation  of  forms.  My 
proposal  is  that  these  three  offices  should  be  amalgamated  so  that  a 
substantial  saving  can  be  effected. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapirha  I)  :  Is  the  member  in 
favour  of  amalgamating  the  Medical  and  Sanitary  Departments  ? 

MR.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (Nominated)  :  Yes.  Such  a  proposal 
has  been  mentioned  in  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech.  If  that  can  be 
done,  why  not  these  three  offices  be  amalgamated  ?  Is  it  not  more  . 
efficient  and  effective  ?  That  is  my  question.  Of  course,  if  Govern- 
ment  feel  the  necessity  they  can  increase  the  staff.  By  all  means  they 
can  make  temporary  appointments  but  not  depute  officers  already  in 
service  and  allow  them  to  draw  deputation  allowance  and  thereby 
increase  the  expenditure  by  leaps  and  bounds.  The  present  practice 
of  deputation  of  officers  and  staff  has  to  be  completely  deprecated. 

Then  there  is  the  Department  of  Industries  with  its  retinue  of  ex¬ 
perts.  No  substantial  good  seems  to  have  accrued  to  the  State  by  the 
continuance  of  these  experts.  Still,  additional  funds  arc  provided  in 
.  the  budget  for  the  coming  year.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
present  Director  is  energetic  enough  to  start  new  innovations  such  as 
the  sales  depot,  eto. 

In  this  connection,  I  have  to  say  a  word  regarding  the  tanneries 
industry.  Simply  because  there  is  some  defect .  somewhere  there  was 
a  proposal  some  time  ago  to  abolish  the  post  of  the  Tanneries  Expert. 
My  submission  is  that  the  tanneries  industry  is  capable  of  much  more, 
development  than  it  is  at  present.  Unless  an  expert  is  appointed  to 
handle  that  matter  carefully  there  is  no  possibility  of  that  industry 
developing.  It  is  high  time  that  something  is  done  in  that  direction. 
When  provision  was  made  in  the  Budget  for  the  current  year  for  the 
appointment  of  a  Trade  Agent  in  London  it  was  hoped  that  the  appoint¬ 
ment  would  be  soon  made  so  that  the  interest  of  our  trade  may  be 
safeguarded  and  the  economic  condition  of  the  people  bettered  consi¬ 
derably.  But  as  nothing  was  done  in  the  matter  the  hope  was  not 
realised. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( EalMcm  I) :  Is  the  member  in  favour  of 
the  appointment  of  a  Trade  Agent  in  London  ? 

Mr.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  ( Nominated )  :  Yes, 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I) :  Would  it  not  be  more  profitable 
to  have  a  Trade  Agent  in  Bombay  ? 

Mil.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  ( Nominated )  :  Government  will  have 
to  decide  as  to  the  place. 
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Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ) :  Would  it  Dot  be  desirable  to  have 
a  Trade  Agent  in  Japan  and  in  America  ? 

MR.  N-  ABDUR  RAHIM  AN  SAHIB  (. Nominated ) :  It  may  be  desirable. 
If  the  provision  is  repeated  in  the  next  year,  the  choice  of  the  Trade 
Agent  must  be  so  made  that  it  would  enure  to  the  permanent  good  of 
the  State. 

In  this  conneotion,  I  have  to  lay  special  emphasis  on  the  fact  that 
the  office  of  the  Games  Warden  is  absolutely  unnecessary  and  super- 
fluous.  Hitherto  we  were  getting  on  very  well  without  a  Games 
Protector  or  a  Games  Warden.  Thus  it  will  only  be  a  mere  waste  if  a 
new  office  is  added.  And  it  is  only  a  luxury. 

The  P.  W.  portion  of  the  Budget  shows  that  a  slight  increase  has 
been  made  in  the  provision  for  the  next  year  when  compared  to  that 
for  the  current  year.  Compared  to  the  provision  of  the  previous  years 
the  allotments  for  the  next  year  cannot  be  said  to  be  sufficient  as  any 
curtailment  of  the  activities  of  the  departments  will  seriouslyaffect  the 
communications  and  public  improvement  which  are  very  important 
from  the  -popular  point  of  view. 

Lastly,  I  have  to  point  out  that  neither  the  budget  presented  by 
the  Financial  Secretary  nor  his  speech  shows  any  reference  to  effecting 
economies  or  retrenchments  in  expenditure.  The  Retrenchment  Com¬ 
mittee  appointed  by  Government  several  months  ago  had  recommended 
for  a  reduction  of  expenditure  to  the  extent  of  about  Bs.  10  lakhs. 

Mr.  R.  NIL AKANT A  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government): 
May  I  know  whether  the  member  has  not  received  a  copy  of  the  G.  0. 
issued  on  the  subject  and  on  the  action  taken -by  Government  on  the 
recommendations  of  the  Committee  ? 

Mr.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (Nominated) :  lam  going  to  point 
out  that  all  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  have  not  been 
given  effect  to. 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government): 
My  question  was  whether  the  member  has  not  received  a  copy  of  the 
G.  0.? 

MR.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (Nominated) :  I  have  received  a  copy. 

It  was  stated-  in  the  budget  speech  of  the  Financial  Secretary  last 
year  that  proposals  to  the  extent  of  Bs.  4  lakhs  and  odd  were 
pending  with..  Government  and  as  such  some  explanation  should 
have  been  offered  in  regard  to  this.  The  question  of  salary  cut, 
seems  to  have  been  safely  ignored  while  other  States  and  British  India 
have  effected  substantial  cuts  in  the  salaries  of  officers.  It  is  highly 
necessary  in  the  interests  of  the  State  that  a  similar  cut  should  be 
effected  in  the  salaries  of  the  high  officers  here  also.  We  are  spending 
about  45  per  cent.;  of  the -total  revenues  of  the... State  on  salaries  and 
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we  are  drawing  frequently  on  our  accumulated  surpluses.  A  com¬ 
parison  of  the  figures  for  the  last  three  years  would  show  that  there  is  a 
dwindling  in  the  accumulated  surplus  every  year  and  at  this  rate  there 
is  no  knowing  where  this  will  strand  us. 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  ■  I  shall  begin  by 
congratulating  the  Financial  Secretary  on  the  very  good  fortune  back¬ 
ing  him  during  the  last  three  years.  Every  year  when  the  Budget  is 
presented  he  promises  that  it  would  be  a  surplus  budget  and  gives  us 
some  alarming  accounts  of  what  is  to  take  place  at  the  close  of  the  year 
so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  he  might  be  on  the  safe  side.  He  is 
alarmed  that  it  would  be  a  deficit  budget,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year'  it 
turns  out  to  be  a  very  well-balanced,  not  only  well-balanced  but  a  sur¬ 
plus  budget.  And  I  now  find  that  it  is  in  the  nature  of  a  trick  and  all 
this  is  due  to  certain  manipulations.  I  would  refer  to  these  manipula¬ 
tions  particularly  because  I  find  that  it  is  a  characteristic  feature  of  all 
the  budgets  prepared  by  the  Financial  Secretary.  In  the  first  place, 
he  under-estimates  the  probable  income  that  is  expected  to  be  derived 
during  the  course  of  the  year.  He  over-estimates  the  expenditure  of 
the  year  and  then  allows  funds  to  lapse  on  the  pretext  that  funds  are 
not  available  and  lastly  comes  forward  with  an  appropriation  statement 
saying  that  funds  have  been  diverted  and  that  a  large  surplus  is  avail¬ 
able. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ):  Is  it  deliberate?. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II) :  It  is  not  uncon¬ 
scious.  (Laughter).  The  same  feature  appears  to  present  itself  in  this 
year’s  budget  also.  But  one  point  that  I  have  to  draw  yonr  attention 
to,  Sir,  is  this — that  it  is  modelled  on  certain  very  wrong  principles, 
unconstitutional  principles.  The  first  principle  to  be  kept  in  view  when 
a ‘budget  is  prepared  is  that  the  items  of  expenses  and  receipts  have  to 
be  classified  under  proper  and  correct  headings. 

That  has  been  said  to  be  one  of  the  .  important  functions  of  the 
Financial  Secretary.  Under  the  new  Regulation  under  which  this 
Assembly  is  constituted,  the  funds  allotted  for  State  Charities  should 
be  available  for  discussion  by  this  House  and  should  be  subject  to  the. 
vote  of  this  House.  It  would  now  appear  that  the  amount,  about 
Rs.  2,80,000,  considered  to  constitute  the  provision  for  State  Charities 
at  the  time  of  the  new  Legislative  Reforms  Regulation  was  passed,  has 
disappeared  altogether  from  that  category,  and  has  now  found  a  place 
in  a  very  convenient  corner.  Devaswoms  are  even  today  a  prohibited 
subject  so  far  as  the  voting  on  demands  is  concerned,  and  this  sum  of 
two  hundred  and  eighty  thousand  rupees  now  makes  its  appearance 
amidst  the  inviolable  group  of  deities  who  have  a  secure,  convenient 
and  comfortable  corner  under  the  head  “  Devaswoms  ”.  This,  I  submit, 
is  an  extremely  irregular  method  of  depriving  us  of  a  privilege  that  has 
been  conferred  upon  us  by  the  Regulation.  .  In  the  Royal  Proclamation  . 
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relating  to  Devaswoms  it  was  expressly  laid  down  that  not  less  than 
forty  per  cent,  of  the  general  ayaout  revenue  of  the  State  should  be  set 
apart  for  Devaswom  Punds.  It  was  also  stipulated  that  a  portion,  of 
the  remaining  portion  of  the  general  ayaout  revenue,  shall  be  utilised 
for  direction  and  control  of  Devaswom  expenditure.  The  Devaswom 
charge  on  the  general  revenues  is  limited  to  the  extent  stated  above. 
Now,  if  this  sum  of  Rs.  2,80,000  is  to  form  part  of  Devaswom  funds, 
that  will  be  an  arrangement  not  contemplated  by  the  Devaswom  Procla¬ 
mation,  nay  even  against  its  express  terms.  Therefore,  I  submit  that 
this  re-grouping  is  unconstitutional. 

Sir,  the  next  point  that  I  want  to  draw  your  attention  to  is  this. 
It  would  appear  that,  in  1108,  a  sum  of  Rs.  3,000  was  spent  for  the 
Revenue  Settlement  Officer  ;  and  that  was  done  without  placing  the 
matter  before  the  Legislative  Council.  Without  the  sanction  of  the 
Legislature,  an  officer  has  been  appointed  and  a  sum  of  Rs.  3,000  has 
been  spent  already.  Under  Land  Revenue,  a  new  sub-head  has  been 
now  created,  and  a  sum  of  Rs.  16,000  and  odd  appears  to  be  allotted 
for  Revenue  Re-settlement.  That  again,  Sir,  is  based  upon  a  misconcep¬ 
tion.  The  Royal  Proclamation  of  1061  specifically  provides  in  clause  1 
Rule  30,  that  the  Settlement  shall  be  permanent  for  a  period  of  thirty 
years,  that  after  the  completion  of  the  Settlement,  it  shall  be  permanent 
for  the  next  thirty  years.  I  find  from  the  Administration  Report  that 
the  last  Settlement  was  completed  only  in  1911,  so  that,  till  1941, 
G-overnment  will  not  be  justified  in  spending  any  money  on  a  Revenue 
Settlement  Officer.  This  is  a  clear  violation  of  the  Royal  Proclamation 
on  Revenue  Settlement,  The  Settlement  Officer  and  his  staff  will  not 
cease  their  work  of  persecution,  but  will  continue  to  pursue  every  one 
of  us  and  harass  and  exact  money  out  of  our  hands  for  generations, 
Therefore  this  is  one  of  the  gravest  injustices  done  to  us  by  the 
Pinanoial  Secretary. 

A  third  irregularity  that  I  have  been  able  to  find,  in  this  connec¬ 
tion,  is  the  creation  of  a  new  office,  In  1061,  when  the  Settlement 
Proclamation  was  promulgated,  the  Kanduhrishi  or  Home-farm  lands 
were  treated  along  with  pandarapattom  lands,  and  the  revenue  due 
from  both  were  treated  as,  and  brought  under,  Ayaout  revenue  ;  the  in¬ 
come  derived  from  pandarapattom  lands  and  Kandukrishi  lands  was 
treated  as  Ayaout  revenue  due  to  the  State.  It  will  be  seen  from  that 
thatihere  was  only  one  direct  charge,  that  is,  the  collection  of  revenue. 
A  willing  and  voluntary  surrender  was,  therefore,  made  by  the  Sove¬ 
reign  so  that  the  Sovereign  might  not  be  in  possession  of  any  land  for 
his  own  purposes  and  that  the  general  revenues  of  the  State  would  be 
available  for  all  his  purposes.  It  will  be  found  that,  from  that  moment 
onwards,  every  year,  as  much  money  as  was  necessary  was  being  taken 
for  Panivagai,  Palace,  Royal  Stables  and  such  other  items  of  expendi¬ 
ture  for  the  Sovereign.  Now,  this  arrangement  is  sought  to  be 
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changed  ;  and  I  submit  it  will  be  inconsistent  with  the  Boyal  Procla¬ 
mation  of  1061:,  'and  the  benevolent  act  of  Boyal  surrender  so  long 
acquiesced  in. 

There  is  also  another  high-handed  "and  merciless  action  which  I 
have  been  able  to  find  from  the  Budget  and  to  which  I  want  to  refer, 
namely,  the  attitude  of  the  Government  in  regard  to  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  the  Betrenchment  Committee.  In  fact,  the  Committee  had 
made  substantial  suggestions.  They  suggested  a  cut  in  the  salaries  of 
officers.  Government  found  that  that  was  not  necessary.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  also  suggested  that  certain  offices  might  be  abolished.  Govern¬ 
ment  found  that  that  too  was  not  necessary.  The  Committee  recom¬ 
mended  that  a  few  peons  might  be  dispensed  with,  and  the  Govern¬ 
ment  thought  that  that  was  a  serious  suggestion  and  accepted  it. 
Similarly,  in  the  case  of  travelling  allowance  also,  perhaps  because  non¬ 
officials  also  are  likely  to  be  affected  by  it,  the  Government  accepted 
the  recommendation  of  the  Betrenchment  Committee.  In  the  same 
way,  we  recommended  a  reduction  of  the  hill  allowance,  and  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  thought  that,  as  that  was  a  matter  affecting  mocheea  and 
peons,  they  would  readily  accept  it. 

Mr.  R.  NiLAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Financial  Secretary  to  Government)-. 
May  I  point  out  to  the  member  that  no  reduction  was  effected  in  the 
hill  allowance  of  menials  ?  It  is  only  the  hill  allowance  of  high-paid 
officers  that  was  reduced. 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  I  am  very  thankful 
to  the  Pinancial  Secretary  for  the  information. 

All  that  I  wish  to  point  out  is  that,  as  a  result  of  all  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  been  able  to  do  in  the  direction  of  retrenchment,  they 
were  able  to  save  only  a  paltry  sum.  And,  What  is  it  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  have  done  with  the  money  thus  saved  ?  We  recommended 
retrenchment  in  order  that  people  might  be  helped. 

MR.  K-  SANK  ARAN  (Kartikapalli  I)  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
recommendations  of  the  Betrenchment  Committee  were  unanimous  ? 

Mr.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  [.Quilon  II) :  In  almost  ail 
cases,  the  recommendation  was  unanimous;  in  one  or  two  cases,  dissent¬ 
ing  minutes  were  recorded. 

Mr.  K,  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I)  :  May  I  know  whether  all 
unanimous  recommendations  were  accepted  by  Government  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  The  learned 
member  will  find  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  that  that  has  not 
been  done.  That  is  what  I  have  been  tfying  to  emphasise, 

What  is  it  that  the  Government  did  with  the  small  sum  of  money 
that  they  were  able  to  save  by  accepting  some  of  the  suggestions  made 
by  the  Betrenchment  Committee  ?  ■  The  salaries  and  allowances  cut 
from  low-paid  menials  were  utilised  for  the  payment  to  high-paid 
officers ;  so  that  the  retrenchment  sanctioned  and  given  effect  to  by 
Government  benefited  officers  drawing  high  salaries.  Sir,  I  find  that  a 
Chief  Engineer  on  Bs.  1,500  or  Es,  1,700  is  to  be  appointed.  I  also 
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find  that  a  Warden  of  Gaines  is  to  be  appointed.  There  is  also  a  pro- 
posal  to  appoint  a  Director  of  Education  on  Es.  2,700  a  month.  I  find 
that '  a  Tunnel  Engineer  on  Rs.  1,500  has  already  been  appointed. 
Though  the  Medical  Board,  consisting  of  three  officers,  was  abolished 
now  a  Darbar  Physician  has  been  appointed  with  two  Deputy  Darbar 
Physicians,  and  the  net  result  of  it  is  an  additional  expenditure  of  five 
or  ten  thousand  rupees.  What  is  it  that  the  Government  have  done 
to  the  poor  ryots,  to  the  people  who  pay  all  this  money  to  Govern¬ 
ment  ?  Owing  to  the  recent  floods,  several  roads  have  been  damaged 
and  several  bridges  have  been  washed  away,  and  crops  have  been 
devastated  over  vast  areas.  What  is  it  that  the  Government  have  done 
for  all  these  ?  Instead  of  helping  the  poor  people,  Government  are 
trying  to  exercise  all  the  coercive  powers  vested  in  them  under  the 
Revenue  Recovery  Regulation  for  the  purpose  of  exacting  the  very  last 
pie  from  the  people.  I  find  from,  the  last  year’s  Budget,  that  the  level 
of  income  to  Government  has  been  kept  up,  not  by  direct  means  but 
by  indirect  and  vicious  means.  The  duty  on  salt  has  been  enhanced  as 
also  the  value  of  Anchal  stamps.  The  duty  on  tobacco  has  also  been 
increased.  All  this  has  been  done,  as  I  said,  during  this  serious  econo¬ 
mic  depression,  for  the  purpose  of  creating  and  maintaining  high-paid 
officers.  What  is  the  result  of  the  deputation  that  waited  upon  the 
Dewan  recently  praying  for  a  remission  of  tax  ?  The  Dewan  is  report¬ 
ed  to  have  said  that  he  would  consider  the  question-  I  am  sure  what 
consideration  is  going  to  resulting  in  that  the  date  of  payment  of  kist  • 
may  he  postponed. 

PRESIDENT:  Your  time  is  up. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S,  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  \ Just  a  minute,  Sir. 

I  have  omitted,  Sir,  to  congratulate  the  Government  on  one  or 
two  important  steps  that  they  have  taken.  After  due  consideration, 
they  have  been  graciously  pleased  to  start  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-electrio 
Scheme.  Sir,  I  myself  went  round  the  place  and  I  have  discussed  the 
question  with  experts.  I  gather  that  that  will  be  a  standing  boon  to  the 
people  of  Travanco're-  I  want  to  congratulate  Government  upon  that, 
So  also,  in  regard  to  the  decision  they  have  come  to  about  the  amalga¬ 
mation  of  the  Health  Department  and  the  Sanitary  Department. 
That  also  has  been  calculated  to  better  the  condition  of  the  people  and 
also  to  effect  a  saving  and  to  divert  it  on  useful  lines. 

The  assembly  adjourned  for  lunch  at  1'15  E.  m.  and  met  again 
at  2  P.  si. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILlAt  {Quilon  I).:  Sir,  though  I  cannot 
congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  on  the  presentation  of  the  budget 
there  may  not  be. anything  very  substantial  to  find  fault  with  him  be¬ 
cause  from  the  real  financial  point  of  view  there  is  no  initiation  of 
policy.  But  I  do  complain.  Sir,  with  'regard  to  the  inordinate  length 
of  his  speech,  I  do  feel  that  he  could  have  conveniently  and  with  ad¬ 
vantage  curtailed  considerable  portions  of  his  speech  if  he  had  taken 
care  to  omit  certain  details  which- we  could  freely  gather  from  the 
budget  presented  to  us.  Sir,  changes  have  occurred  since  the  presenta¬ 
tion  of  the  budget  by  the  Financial  Secretary  last  year.  We  have 
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been  complaining  time  after  time  against  the  construction  of  the 
budget  speech  that  it  is  a  mere  correlation  of  figures.  It  docs  not  even 
make  inteiesiing  reading.  Bat  that  lias  not  L>sen  listened  to.  Perhaps 
we  cannot  find  fault  with  the  Financial  Secretary  for  not  venturing  on 
big  schemes  at  a  time  of  such  financial  stringency.  On  that  point  I 
am  not  going  to  find  fault  with  him.  He  has  presented  a  surplus 
budget.  That  surplus  is  illusory.  It  has  not  been  created  by  careful 
economy  of  expenditure,  but  as  a  result  of  starving  some  of  the  nation 
building  activities  to  a  considerable  extent.  For  a  superficial  reader,  by 
a  judicious  jugglery  of  figures  he  has  been  able  to  show  that  some 
activities  are  going  on  in  the  State.  But  it  will  be  found  that  the  vital 
needs  of  the  poor  ryots  in  the  villages  has  not  been  so  carefully  looked 
into.  We  find  that  the  Betrenchment  Committee,  that  has  been 
appointed  as  a  result  of  the  impending  calamity  that  was  apprehended 
with  regard  to  the  finances  of  the  State,  making  very  moderate  and 
very  cautious  reductions  to  the  extent  of  Bs.  15  lakhs  without  loss  of 
efficiency.  The  Government  have  accepted  reduction  to  the  extent  of 
about  3'32  lakhs.  They  have  rejected  just  the  double  of  that  sum  i.  e  , 
Bs.  G'78  iakhs  which  the  Betrenchment  Committee  has  recommended 
and  they  are  still  at  the  stage  of  only  considering  about  the  rest  of 
Bs.  5*09  lakhs.  Of  course  we  have  got  at  least  one  example  and  that  a 
clear  example  of  such  considerations.  As  I  was  running  my  eye 
through  the  list  I  found  the  rev  ision  of  the  pay  of  the  Principal  and 
Professors  of  the  Law  College.  There  was,  I  think,  some  recom¬ 
mendation  by  the  Betrenchment  Committee  to  reduce  the  already 
existing  pay  of  the  then  Law  College  Principal.  As  a  result  of  con¬ 
sideration,  Government  have  thought  it  necessary,  I  do  not  know 
what  are  the  reasons  that  weighed  with  them,  to  appreciably  in¬ 
crease  the  salary  without  adequate  reasons  in  my  humble  opinion. 
Is  the  result  of  the  consideration  of  the  Government  regarding 
nearly  rupees  5  lakhs  and  odd  going  to  result  in  this  way  ?  Then  I  think 
this  rupees  3  lakhs  savings  as  a  result  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Be¬ 
trenchment  Committee  would  also  be  wiped  out  and  we  would  in  the 
end  find  that  after  all  there  was  no  necessity  for  the  labours,  the  time 
and  energy  spent  by  the  Betrenchment  Committee  for  balancing  the 
resource  of  the  State.  Sir,  I  can  understand  that  at  a  time  of  financial 
stringency  Government  not  being  able  to  carry  on  reproductive  work  or 
works  for  the  benefit  of  the  State  as  a  whole.  But  it  must  be  granted 
that  such  an  attitude  with  regard  to  the  inability  of  the  Government 
can  be  justified  only  when  the  Government  have  limited  the  expenditure 
to  the  margin  of  efficiency  and  not  until  then,  If  Government  have 
spent  even  a  pie  more  than  what  is  absolutely  necessary  for  luxuries 
and  other  things  which  can  afford  to  wait  without  serving  the  very  ne¬ 
cessities  of  the  people  such  as  communication,  health  and  other  activi¬ 
ties  such  a  position  cannot  be  defended.  This  question  cannot  be  looked 
on  with  equanimity.  I  find  this  as  the  fundamental  defect  of  the  budget 
as  it  is  presented  to  us, 

I  will  take  this  opportunity  to  make  one  or  two  suggestions  with 
regard  to  the  realisation  of  our  railway  revenue.  I  have  come  to  know 
Vol,  I.  No.  3.  '  -i: . 
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from  my  enquiries  one  instance  and  that  will  be  an  eye-  opener  with  re- 
gat'd  to  the  many  instances  for  looking  into  our  revenue  from  the  rail¬ 
ways.  I  understand  that  the  Quilon  Station  Master’s — I  am  subject  to 
correction  —  pay  is  entered  in  the  accounts  as  the  pay  of  a  first  class 
Station  Master.  But  really  he  is  paid  some  where  below  Rs  75.  Ido 
not  know  whether  Government  have  enquired  into  this  matter  and 
whether  they  have  found  out  such  tricks  played  by  the  Company  in  the 
accounts.  This  is  a  matter  that  has  to  be  enquired  into.  That  is  one 
reason  why  when  Mr.  Asan  asked  about  the  auditing  of  the  accounts 
we  were  very  very  much  grieved  to  find  that  Government  were  merely 
accepting  the  audit  statement  given  by  the  Government  of  India.  They 
may  not  care  for  the  paltry  sum  spent  on  account  of  the  small  bit  of 
Railway  in  this  State.  It  is  high  time  that  we  look  up  to  that.  I  think 
that  we  must  make  some  attempts  to  foroe  our  views  on  this  matter 
since  we  have  sunk  a  big  capital  on  a  project  which  may  not  after  all  be 
for  the  use  of  the  travelling  public.  We  have  incurved  very 'heavy  ex¬ 
penditure  and  our  returns  are  very  low.  Under  these  circumstances  it  is 
up  to  the  Government  to  approach  the  Government  of  India  in  all  possible 
ways  and  get  the  controlling  voice  in  the  finances  of  the  railway  and 
thus  diminish  the  loss.  That  is  the  matter  which  I  wish  to  bring  to 
the  attention  of  the  Government. 

I  must  now  congratulate  the  Government  on  their  wisdom,  though 
it  has  dawned  rather  late,  to  amalgamate  the  Sanitary  and  the  Health 
departments  for  the  proper  co-ordination  of  the  work  of  the  Departments 
and  for  the  discharge  of  proper  functions  which  are  necessary  for  the 
very  existence  of  the  State.  They  have  found  out  at  least  now  that  it  is 
necessary  to  have  a  controlling  authority  as  that  will  effectively  manage 
the  department  and  enforce  discipline  and  make  the  work  more  effective 
in  every  sense  of  the  word.  For  that  Government  have  to  be  congratu¬ 
lated.  I  wish  the  Government  will  do  well  to  expedite  the  amalgama¬ 
tion  because  very  jgrious  and  dangerous  diseases  are  spreading  so  very 
rapidly  and  with  such  enormous  speed  though  they  might  have  been 
somewhat  late  in  arriving  at  such  decision  for  amalgamation, 

Then  I  would  add  a  word  with  regard  to  the  Quilon  Electric  Sup¬ 
ply  Scheme.  We  are  very  glad  that  Government  have  provided  for 
that.  But  I  do  not  know  what  will  be  the  implications  of  the  expendi¬ 
ture  for  which  the  citizens  of  the  Quilon  Municipality  are  going  to  be 
much  liable.  I  do  not  know  whether  the  Quilon  Electric  Scheme  will 
be  a  paying  one  in  the  sense  that  the  Trivandrum  Electric  Scheme  is  a 
paymg_  concern.  .  -From  what  I  have  been  able  to  study  I  feel  that 
the  Trivandrum:  Electric  Scheme  has  only  a  meagre  profit  and  that  only 
in  the  accounts.  It. looks  as  though  it  is  a  profitable  concern  because 
in  the  Municipal  town  of  Trivandrum  there  are  a  large  number  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  offices  where  energy  is  spent  on  such  lavish  scale  and  the 
charge  per  unit  is  so  high.  It  is  Government  money  that  is 
turned,  as  profit.  Ido  not  think  Quilon  is  going  to  have  such  a  large 
number  of  Government  offices.  I  do  not  know  how  much  the  citizens 
of  the  Quilon  Municipality  have  to  pay  for  it.  It  must  be- brought  to 
the  notice  of  Government  that  the  Quilon  Municipality  did.not  want  the 
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Government  to  undertake  the  work  and. do  it,  The  Quilon  Municipality 
had  the  courage  to  write  to  Government  that  they  are  prepared  to  take 
up  the  work  on  their  own  responsibility  and  that  they  will  raise  a  loan 
to  do  the  work.  But  Government,  it  seems  in  the  interests  of  the  actual 
rate-payer,  undertook  to  supply  the  current  cheaply  and  do  the  work 
themselves  efficiently.  If  ultimately  it  is  a  gain  to  ns  I  will,  be  thank¬ 
ful  to  Government.  But  if  we  are  losers  in  the  transaction  I  cannot 
be  thankful  to  Government. 

With  regard  to  the  relief  of  flood  damages,  I  do  not  think  adequate 
amount  has  been  provided  for.  I  think  Government  will  be  compelled 
to  provide  a  large  amount  for  that. 

The  reports  of  the  Divisional  officers,  I  believe,  might  have  reached 
the  Government  before  the  Financial  Secretary  got  ready  with  his 
financial  statements.  I  think  the  damage  caused  to  crops  in.  this  year 
is  phenomenal.  Are  we  to  understand  from  the  silence  of  the  Financial 
Secretary  that  Government  have  sided  with  him  in  not  giving  aid  to 
the  poor  ryots?  I  do  not  believe  that.  The  Government  will  be  com¬ 
pelled  to  grant  a  substantial  sum,  as  a  measure  of  relief  for  the  damages 
caused  to  the  ryots.  During  the  cut  motions  in  the  Land  Bevenue 
Department,  I  will  dilate  on  these  points  and  not  now. 

From  the  Budget,  I  understand,  that  a  huge  sum  has  been  provided 
for  the  purchase  of  a  car  probably  to  be  used  by  His  Excellency  the 
Viceroy  during  his  tour  in  the  country.  I  am  not  quite  sure  of  this  ;  if 
there  is  going  to  be  any  visit  of  His  Excellency,  I  think  we  should  also 
be  let  known  of  the  matter. 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government)  : 
Where  is  it  stated  in  the  Budget? 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  There  is  a  provision 
made  for  cars  and  chaffeurs  under  political  expenses  in  the  budget. 

Mr,  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government)  : 
That,  is  the  usual  provision- 

MR.  K:  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I )  ;  So  am  I  to  understand 
from  the  Financial  Secretary  that  there  is  going  to  be  a  visit  of  His 
Excellency  ? 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Financial  Secretary  to  Government)  : 
I  have  no  information. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  1)  :  I  was  expressing  this,  be¬ 
cause,  I  thought  that  Government  ought  to  have  taken  us  into  their 
confidence,  if  there  is  His  Excellency’s  tour.  If  there  is  any  amount 
and  if  that  is  a  real  surplus  then  that  item  has  to  be  taken  into  account 
by  us. 

With  regard  to  the  Settlement  operations,  I  have  to  offer  a  few  re¬ 
marks.  They  have  been  started  and  I  wish  to  warn  the  Government 
sufficiently  early,  that,' before  they  think  of  changing  the  principles  of 
assessment,  they  have  to  consult  the  ryots  and  take  their  opinion.  I 
have  been  able  to  understand,  and  everybody  will  be  convinced  if  one 
studies  the  method  of  assessment  here  at  present,  which  is  one  of  the 
most  scientific  systems  and  it  is  most  fair  and  equitable  so 
far  as  the  ryot  is  concerned. :  I  apprehended,  from  certain  suggestions 
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vaguely  given  by  the  Government  in  their  G.  0,  and  also  from  the 
speech  of  the  Financial  Secretary,  that  there  is  going  to  he  an  attempt 
to  change  the  method  of  assessment,  from  the  determination  of  the 
assessment,  from  the  amount  of  the  yield  taking  to  a  consideration  of  the 
tharams  of  land  as  it  obtains  in  British  India  for  purposes  of  assessment. 
'That  will  be  a  serious  hardship  and  that  will  be  resented  to  by  the  ryots 
without  question.  The  Settlement  Memorandum  is  not  before  us.  We 
are.  not  .able  to  discuss  that.  I  wish  to  request  Government  that,  if  and 
when  a  settlement  memorandum  has  been  prepared,  before  they  take  a 
single  step  by  way  of  settlement  operations,  settle  the  method  and  prin¬ 
ciples  of  assessment,  the  Government  ought  to  take  the  opinion  of  this 
House,  and  I  think,  it  is  necessary  for  the  Government  to  place  it  for 
public  criticism,  for  a  sufficiently  long  time  before  they  launch  on  this 
scheme  of  changing  the  principle  of  assessment  under  which  we  are. 
This  is  the  point  I  want  to  emphasise  over  and  over  again  so  far  as  set¬ 
tlement  operations  are  concerned.  .

.  Mr.  88.  N.  NAIR  (Kottayam  /)  :  Sir,  before  I  come  directly  to  my 
observations  on  the  budget  within  the  restricted  time  at  my  disposal,  I 
have,  to  speak  a  few  words  by  way  of  introduction.  Having  been  a 
Vernacular  School  Teacher  for  a  few  years  and  a  social  worker  the  rest 
of  my  life,  X  have  been  accustomed  to  speak  always  in  my  mother 
tongue.  When  I  went  through  the  Buies  of  this  House,  Buie  26  says 
that  I  should  speak  in  English. 

PRESIDENT  :  That  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  Budget. 

MR.  M.  N.  NAIR  (Kottayam I) :  I  am  only  sorry  that  the.  discretion 
vested  in  the  President  has  not  been  extended  to  me.  I  am  forced  to 
speak  in  a  language  which  does  not  enable  me  to  do  full  justice  either 
to  myself  or  my  constituency. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Qtdlon  ID  :  Did  the  member 
ask  the  permission  of  the  President  to  speak  in  Malayalam  ? 

Mr.  M.  N.  NAIR  (Kottayam  I) :  Yes  ;  I  said. 

MR,  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  That  does  not  arise  on  the  budget. 

PRESIDENT:  I  have,  told  him.  ‘ 

MR.  M.  N.  NAIR  ( Kottayam  I)  :  The  budget  presented,  is  a  surplus 
budget.  I  am  willing  to  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  for'  his 
ability  not  only  to  balance  the  budget  hut  also  to  present  a  surplus  • 
budget.  But  I  shall  not.be  doing  justice  to  my  conscience  if  I  merely 
congratulate  him  without  clearing  my  doubts.  I  was  puzzled  when  the 
Financial  Secretary  answered-  the-  previous  speaker  saying  that  the

revenue  for  the  next  year  is  less  than  this  year.  Bat  I  find  that  that  is 
not  the  case.  I  shall  read  a  few  sentences  from  the  'Financial  becre„ 
tary’s  speech ; 

“  The  budgeted  revenue  for  the  next  vear  is  Bs.  230‘04  lakhs  as  against  the  current 
year’s  anticipated  revenue  of  Bs.  232 -88  lakhs  so  that  our  forecast  for  the 

ensuing  year  is  Bs.  2  ’84  lakhs  less.  This  decrease  is  only  apparent, . . . 

Thedeorease  of  Es.  2-84  lakhs  from  our  expectations  this  year  is  the  not 
result  of  a  decline  in  revenue  to  the  extent  of  Es.  6‘  09  Inklis  under  some  of 
the  revenue  heads  especially  Salt  '(’50),  Customs  (-20),  Interest  (2-01] I  and 
Buildings,  Communications  and  Miscellaneous  Publio  Improvements  ly  92), 
counterbalanced  by  improvement  in  rovenuo  to  the  extent  of  Bs-  a  ds 

under  others,  of  which  Land  Bcvenuo  and  F.orost  oontributo  Ks.  I’ull  laklis 
and  Bs,  '50  of  a  lakh  respectively." 

What  I  understood  from  that  was  that  the  Budget  for  the  .  next 
year  under  land  revenue  is  more  than  that  of  this,  year.  If  that  is  the 
case,  it  is  an  omnious  thing  for  the  sufferers  from  flood  damage 
especially  in  North  Travancore.  The  previous  speaker  comes  from 
Vaikam  and  I  come  from  Kottayam,  We  are  common  sufferers. 
Sir,  I  am  glad  to  tell  the  House  that  the  most  respectable  veteran  of 
this  House,  the  member  from  Ambalapuzha,  will  be  able  to  plead  our 
cause  most  effectively  and  get  some  redress  in  the  matter.  For  some 
years  past,  floods  have  been  occurring  most  frequently  in  almost  all 
places  near  Venabanad  and  Kuttanad,  Although  there  is  difference  of 
opinion  about  the  cause  of  the  floods  there  is  common  agreement  about 
one  fact  namely  that  the  Cochin  Harbour  has  contributed  a  good  lot 
towards  this.  Recently,  I  happened  to  read  an  article  contributed  by 
the  retired  Director  of  Industries  in  Travancore.  He  attributed  the 
floods  to  the  silting  up  of  the  rivers  and  the  clearing  of  forests.  What¬ 
ever  be  the  cause,  this  year  floods  have  caused  .very  great  havoc,  In 
1099,  the  flood  which  was  the  most  terrible  of  recent  years,  I  was  one 
of  those  who  was  waiting  at  the  Boat  Jetty  at  Kottayam  to  receive 
Mr.  Raghaviah,  the  then  Dewan.  As  soon  as  Mr.  Raghaviah  arrived, 
he  asked  the  officers  where  he  should  go.  Atoncc  the  answer  was 
“  Kumarakom,  Sir  But  bis  answer  wasi  “  it  is  always  under  water, 
and  therefore  it  does  not  need  special  attention.  ”  I  come  from 
Kumarakom  and  therefore  I  know  the  difficulties  there  very  well. 
The  case  is  very  different  now.  Kumarakom  is  'always  under  water 
and  the  people  could  not  do  any  cultivation  even  in  cocoanut  gardens. 
This  year  especially  the  floods  had  lasted  for  nearly  50  days  and  people 
did  not  know  what  jiving  on  earth  was.  All  cultivation  except  that  of  the 
cocoanut  has  been  ruined.  Now-a-days  cocoanut  trees  too  do  not  bear 
as  in  former  years.  If  some  investigation  is  not  made,  the  case  of  the 
people  of  those  places  will  be  very  much  worsened  in  the  coming  years. 
Sometimes,  people  have  been  forced  to  leave  their  houses  hag  and 
baggage  and  seek  other  places.  After  16  or  20  days,  when  they  go 
back  to  their  own  houses,  they  find  them  desolated,  the  cattle  dead  and 
the  buildings  ruined.  ;  What  will  be  the  sad  nlight  of  these  people  can 
be  imagined.  Kumarakom  is  "a  water-logged  country.  Therefore 
boats  are  always  necessary  there.  But  when  terrible  floods  come  about, 
these  boats  are  not  sufficient  to  escape  to  other  places.  Therefore,  it  is 
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not  tile  ordinary  grievances  that  I  am  representing  before  this  House. 
This  is  one  of  the  most  important  grievances..  Therefore;  I  ap^eallo 
the  mercy  of  all -my  'colleagues  and  to  you,  Sir,  to  allot  some  'special 
tods  for  flood  relief.  •  Mr,  Chacko  also  suggested  some  means'by  which 
flood  damages  may  be  lessened.  His 'method's  may  or  may  not  he  correct, 
When  an  expert  Engineer  investigates, "  the  remedies  could  be  found 
out.  But  as  long  as  '  there  is  no-  reduction  of  land  revenue  in  this 
budget,  the  people  will  be  put'  to  great  suffering.- 

rl  wish  to1  refer-  tohnbther  Mattel'  in  this  budget.  One  of  the 
reasons  for  the  increase-  under  Customs  is  the  increased  importation  of 
Ceylon  copra  into  this  country.  That  is  a  matter  over  which  people 
have  been  crying  for  the  last  so.  many  months.  . 

Cocoanufr  also  has  gone  down  in'  price  now-a  days.  People  say  that 
one  of  the  reasons  for  the  cocoanuts  to  have  such  a  small  price  is.  tie 
importation  of  Ceylon  copra.  But  that  is  a  matter  for  the  experts  to 
decide.  Anyhow,  ’coeoanut  being  one  of  the  most  important  and  staple 
products  of  the  country,  that  is  a  matter  to  be  investigated  indeed.  • 

•  Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Qiiilon  i)-  Can  the  member  say 
what  approximately  would  be  the  loss  inouned  on  exports  on  account 
of  the  import  of'  Ceylon  copra  ? 

'  MKrll,  'It.  NAIR  (.Eottdy'adi  I)  :  I  do  not  know  that.  I  though^  d, 
would-  be  able  to  find  if  out  from  the  speech  of  the  Financial  Secretory 
but  nothing  is  mentioned  there.'  :

StationSt y  department,  I  am  not  an  expert  and  .1  aiii  also  new  to  this 
Oottnoil— *P  do  act  know  what  the  Stationery  Department  will  have  to 
do,-  -It  will  only  be -a store. and  nothing  more.  Therefore  theBs.  9,0,tjjf} 
may  be  diverted  for  some  other  .useful  purpose  if  that  thing  is  at  .  least; 

postponed  for  some  time-more,  . 

’  I  wanted  to  say  one  thing  more  about  the  reclaimed  portion  of  the 
VembanadBake;  More  than  ten  thousand  acres  of  new  paddy  fields' 
have  been  added  to  bur  Stafe..''.'N'eariyBg:'S'5'li^s  has  been  spent  for; 
that  purpose  by  the  people  of  the  locality.  We  heard  here  that  a  large , 
quantity  of-paddy  is  being 'imported  into  . Travancore  year  by  year  as  the 
answer  for  some  interpellation.  ‘  More  than  10,000  acres  of  paddy  land- 
newly  added  to  our'  State  at  the  cost  of  Bs.  25  lakhs  will  have  to  be  left  ; 
uncultivated- due  to  the  Iow;  {iriCe  of  paddy  and  the  high  price  of  ,  kero-, 
sine  oil  which  is  necessary  for  drainiflg'  opt  the  -water  from  the  paddy 
fields.  From  the  budget  .1  was  able  to  find  that  a  paltry  sum  of  Bs;  1 ; 
lakh  was  set  apart  fSr loans  to pjttfnfa,  eultlvaiors  .like  last  year.  This, 
amount  is  nothing  when  eUrdpared  to  the1  htige '  expenditure  that  ■wifi,; 
havo  to  be  incurred  by  the 'cultivators  there;''  ‘ 
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M.R.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedtmangad ) :  What  about  the  Hydro-Electric 
Scheme  ? 

-  ||R.  M,  N.  NAIR  ( Kottayam  I)  :  X  was  coming, to  that.  I  thank  the 
member  for  reminding  me  about  it.;  Last  year  this  was  a  problem  for 
the  people  of  our  parts.  Some  of  the  agriculturists,  some  experts  and 
tnyself,  went  together  to  the  Electrical  Engineer  last  year  when  we 
came  here  and  discussed  the  matter  of  using  electricity  for  the,  purpose 
of  draining  out  the  water.  Then  he  asked  us  “what  is  the  present 
cost  of  draining  out  water  from  one  acre  of  land  The  answer  was 
“  Rs,  15  ”,  The  Electrical  Engineer  then  informed  us  that  he  will  be 
able  to  see  that  the  water  from  one  acre  of- paddy  land  is  drained  out  at 
the  cost  of  Rs.  5  orat  the  most.  Rs.  7J.  If  that  could  be  done,  thqti 
will  be  a  real  service  to  the  country  and  then  the  people  will  be  able, to 
cultivate  the  newly  reclaimed, paddy  lauds.  Otherwise,  if  the  price  of 
paddy  does  not  increase,  at  least  by  four  or  five  chackrams  more,  these 
lands  will  be  left  uncultivated.  I  am  not  exaggerating. the  matter,  Sir. 
Therefore,  when  yesterday  I  heard  a  member  say  that  the  Hydro-Elec¬ 
tric  scheme  is  a  waste  to  the  country,  I  was  really  taken  aback  and  I 
Was  really,  sorry  that  the  member  did  not  take  care  to  enquire  from  the 
Electrical  Engineer  the  use  he  was  going  to  make  of.  the  Pallivasal 
Hydro-Electric  Scheme.  If  it  takes  Rs.  70  lakhs  or  even  Rs.  100  lakhs, 
it  is  nothing  when  compared  to.  the  more  than  10,000  'acres  of  paddy 
lands  being  cultivated.  At  least  this  difference  of  Rs.  7J  will  be  the 
gain  for  the  owner  of, one  acre  of  land  after  the  introduction  of  the 
scUerne.  That  is  .a  very  attractive  profit  for  the  modest' cultivator  in 
those  parts.  ;  - 

One  matter  for  which  the  Government  and  the  EinanciabSecretary 
deserve  congratulation  is  the"  scheme,  ’to’’ amalgamate,  the.  Sanitary  and 
Health  Departments.  '  Really  that  is  a  most  usefiil  thing  and  .one  of  the 
previous  speakers  congratulated  the  Government  ,  for  that  and  I  heartily 
4oin  with- him; '  But  I  have  a  slight  difference -'of  opinion  about  th.e 
scheme.  It  seems  that  the  Sanitary  Department  and  the  Health 
Department  are  going  to  be  amalgamated  rand  placed  under  the  Medical- 
Department.  '  I  thihk  that  that  will  not  da  .good  to  these  amalgamated 
departments  in  the  future.  For  the  present  it  may  be  all  right,  but 
afterwards  it  will  be  "different.  The  Medical  Department,  being  the 
most  important  department,  will  have  a’ very  big  officer  as  the  head  and 
the  Sanitary  Department  will  get  a  step-motherly  treatment  at  the 
hands  of  the  Medical  Department. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapusha  I):'.  Hear,  hear. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Q.uilon-I )■-:  May  I  know  whether  the 
preventive  activities  are  also  not  the  concern  of  the  Medical  Depart¬ 
ment  ? 

'  ‘Mr.  M.  N.  NAIR  (Kottaifam  I)  :  I  think  the  curing  activities  are 
the  concern  of  the  Medical  Department.  If  they  prevent'aU  the  .dis¬ 
eases,  then,  there  will  be  no,  work  for  the  Medical  Department.  ( Wear 
hear.)  ‘  .  • 

‘PRESIDENT  i  Your  time 'is  up." 
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Mr.KAIMIKKARA  M.  PADHANABHA  PILLAI  (Chung anachery  T)  :  Sir, 
as  I  am' one  who  is  constantly  living  in  a  strictly  rural  area  and  assaci- 
ating  myself  with  rural  people  and  as  I  know^  their  conditions  intimately 
it  was  with  very  tense  expectation  that  I  began  the  study  of  the  Budget 
sent  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Sri  Mulam  Assembly  ;  and  expectations, 
when  not  in  possession  of  actual  facts,  can  be  as  ideal  and  as  charm- 
ingly  coloured  as  imagination  can  possibly  make  it.  My  expectations 
were  vague  indeed,  but  vague  only  in  details  for  they  were  based  upon 
a  definite  hope  that  the  Government  would  have  realised  the  present 
state  of  affairs  in  this  country  and  that  the  Budget  would  contain  some 
definite  indication  of  that  painful  realisation.  But  my  surprise  and  dis¬ 
appointment  was  really  great  when  I  found  the  Budget,  as  it  were, 
actually  knocking  me  in  my  face  with  a  negative  to  all  the  quarries  I 
had  mentally  framed.  It  was  or  rather  I  must  say,  it  is  but  a  repeti¬ 
tion  of  the  very  same  old  formalities,  the  same  old  trick  of  manipulating 
the  receipt  columns  to  suit  the  steadily  swelling  columns  of  expenditure 
the  same  old  Budget  balancing  acrobatisms  of  the  Financial  Secretary 
and  the  same  old  illusory  surplus.  It  has,  Sir,  once  again  told  us  in 
unmistakable  terms  that  the  Government  Machinary  is  inelastic  and 
incapable  of  adapting  itself  to  the  changing  circumstances. 

Sir,  in  the  history  of  a  country  there  arise  extraordinary  situations 
demanding  extraordinary  actions,  and  we  in.  Tra  van  core  are  just  now 
confronting  such  an  extraordinary  situation.  The  Financial  Secretary 
himself  both  in  the  Budget  and  in  the  Budget  speech  has  very  freely 
blamed  that  economic  depression  for  various  undesirable  results.  But 
in  spite  of  the  200  and  odd  pages  of  the  Budget,  and  still  more  wonder¬ 
ful  30  and  odd  pages  of  his  speech,  two  things  stand  out  plainly.  One 
is  that  even  though  .the  Financial  Secretary  has^  begged  the  help  of  the 
economic  depression  to  explain  away  various  decreases  in  receipts,  he 
has  not  even  once  sought  its  co-operation  to  reduce  an  item  of  expen¬ 
diture.  The  Budget  estimate  of  1108  left  a  surplus  of  Rs.  1,15,000  and 
the  revised  estimate  now  gives  a  surphxs  of  Rs.  1,17,000,  At  first 
sight  it  is  really  a  commendable  achievement,  that  in  the  face  of  the 
prevailing  economic  depression  the  Financial  Secretary  has  increased 
the  anticipated  surplus  by  Rs.  2,000.  But  when  we  realise  that  the 
receipts  for  the.  year  have  gone  higher  by  Rs.  9,69,000  and  in  spite  of 
this  enormous  increase  the  surplus  rose  only  by  Rs,  2000,  then  Sir,  we 
really  begin  to  wonder  whether  we  have  to.  congratulate  the  Govern¬ 
ment  for  their  economy  or  to  thank  God  that  they  did  not  actually  eat 
into  the  capital.  A  perusal  of  the  Budget  for  1109  would  disclose  the 
same  tendency.  The  salary  columns  have  almost  invariably  grown 
fatter. 

In  this  connection,  I  must  not .  forget  to  thank  the  Financial 
Secretary  for  effecting  two  savings' totalling  to  Rs.  4,46,000.  .  Of  these 
one  is  a  decrease  of  Rs.  2,39,000  under  interest.  .  But  the  pity  of  it  is 
that  it  has  been  very  decently  counterbalanced  by  a  simultaneous 
decrease  of  Rs.  2,01,000  in  receipts  under  the  same  item,'  Another  is.  the 
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saving  of  Rs.  2,07,000  in  PanivaTeai  because,  says  the  Financial  Secret¬ 
ary,  provision  has  been  introduced  next  year  only  for  the  normal  grant. 
1  have  been  so  long  under  the  impressicfo  that  a  reduction  meant  a 
reduction  from  the  normal,  but  now  it  seems  we  have  to  thank  the 
Government  even  for  not  spending-  more  than  the  .normal !  'The  only 
parallel  that  I  can  remember  in  this  connection  is  the  story  of  our 
friend  the  old  wolf  who -advised  his  friend  Mr.  Crane  that  he  ought  to 
be  thankful  towards  him  for  not  actually,  biting  off  his  head  while  it  was 
introduced  as  a  pair  of  foreceps  to  extricate  the  piece  of  bone  that  had 
mischievously  misplaced  itself  in  the  throat  of  the  wolf.  From  these 
simple  facts  it  will  be  very  easy  to  guess.  What  would  be  the  attitude 
of  the  Government  towards  the  recommendations  of  .  the  Betrenchment 
Committee.  And  no  guess  is  necessary  either  by  the  statement  supplied 
by  the  Government  or  before  us.  When  the  Retrenchment  Committee 
made  proposals  for  a  reduction  in  expenditure  of  15  and  odd  lakhs  of 
rupees  the  Government  found  their  way  to  accept  only  about  Bs.  3  lakhs 
and  odd.  And  even  to  show  .this  meagre  consideration  to  their  recom¬ 
mendation  the  Government  had  to  begin  at  the  wrong  end;  Whenever- 
the  committee  had  recommended  the  abolition  of  a  clerk  here  or  a  peon 
there,  the  Government  have  readily  accepted  it.  But  when  it  came  to 
a  recommendation  for  the  abolition  of  Division  Assistant’s  post,  the 
Government  have  with  equal  readiness  rejected  it.  They  have  thrown 
out  a  hundred  Excise  peons  here  or  Bent  away  one  range  clerk  at 
'  another  place.  But  the  abolition  of  the  Deputy  Registrar’s  place  in  the 
High  Court  or  the  amalgamation  of  the  posts  of  the  Head  Sirkar  Vakil 
and  the  Additional  Head  Sirkar  Vakil  are  certainly  impossibilities.  The 
Committee  asked  the  Government  “  will  you  kindly  substitute  seven 
Assistant  Commissioners  for  the  present  A.  S.  P’s.  and  D.  S.  P’s.  ? 
The  answer  is  “  No.”  Will  you  kindly  reduce  the  number  of  Traffic 
Inspectors  ”  ?  Again  the  answer  is  “  No.”  “  Will  you  kindly  rcduco 
the  number  of  suits  given  to  the  peons  in  the  Police  Commis¬ 
sioner’s  Office?”  “Alright,  it  is  accepted.”  This  is  the  policy 
clearly  seen  in  the  statement  given  to  us.  When  at  last  the  committee 
lowers  its  voice  and  humbly  requests  the  Government  to  effect  a  tem¬ 
porary  cut  in  salaries  and  effect  a  saving  of  a  few  lakhs  of  rupees  and 
again  to  make  another  permanent  out  and  effect  a  saving  of  another  few 
lakhs  of  rupees,  then  again  the  gracious  reply  comes  in  the  form  of  a 
big  “No”  in  capital  letters. 

Not  that  I  take  any  particular  pleasure  in  speaking  about  the  cut 
of  officers’  salaries ;  but  Sir,  there  is  a  crucial  point  because  it  is  the  one 
unmistakable  test  of  the  sincerity  of  the  Government  in  the  matter  of 
retrenchment.  A  Government  in  its  concrete  and  visible  form  is  com¬ 
prised  of  its  high  controlling  and .  directing  officers  and  when  these 
officers  are  extremely  particular  in  scrupulously  protecting,  the  inviol¬ 
ability  of  their  pockets,  all  talk  of.  retrenchment  is  mere  waste  of  time. 

I  am  only  sorry  for  the  entire  lack  of  imagination  on  the  part  of  the 
officers  to  foresee  the  future.  Without  affecting  the  individuals  who  now 
occupy  particular  posts,  they  could  have  permanently  reduced  th$.. 
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salaries  now  attached  to  the  various  posts.  They  could  have  done-  that 
and  passed  off  as  good  boys  and  placated  the  'Retrenchment  Committee- 
witbout  any  mischief  done  to  their  own  interests. 

The  next  point  that  stands  out  with  equal  vividness  is  this.  Though 
the  Financial  Secretary  has  repeatedly  sung  the  refrain  of  economic 
depression  Government  only  seems  to  have-  been  benefited  by  it.  In 
the  hands  of  the  Government  economic  depression  seems  to  have  been 
a  very  profitable  commodity  so  that,  at  the  end  of  12  months’  transa¬ 
ction,  they  have  come  out  with  glorious  profits.  The  actual  receipts  for’ 
1107  was  Rs1.  2,19,28,000  whereas  the  Budget  Estimate  for  1109  is 
Rs.  2,30,03,000.'  I  think  Government  have  made  capital  out  of  this 
economic  depression,  and  have  made  a  profit  of  Rs.  10,75,000  in  12 
months.  .  I  am  sure  the  resourceful' Financial  Secretary, .will  be  unable 
to  explain  it  away.  Explanations  are  plenty.  Many  things  can  explain 
it.  And  it  icari  explain  many  things  too.  For  example  it  can.  explain 
why  the  Government  is  after  all  not  so  very  particular  in  reducing  ■ 
expenditure,  t  But  what  '  requires  explanation  is.  not  the  increase  inf 
receipts  but  why  the  Financial  Secretary  should  bemoan  economic  de¬ 
pression,  why  -  the  various  heads  of  departments  should,  stand  before  us 
with  melancholy  faces  Arid  repeatedly  -  tell  us  -‘  No  funds  ”  “No  funds”, 
why  the  poor  peons  and  low  paid  clerks  should  have  beeh  '  kicked  off, 
why  the  girl  students  should  have  their  fees  enhanced  and  why  the 
scholarships  should  have  been  reduced. 

The  . fact,  -Sir,  is  this.  Economic  depression 'is  a  fact  and  it  is  a 
painful  fact.  It  has  struck  a  blow,  and  a  heavy  blow  too.  But  the 
blow  has  fallen  not  on  the  head  of  the  Government  but  on  the  head  of 
the  goVefned.V,The  Governnient  as  .I.  said  .are  only  having  increased 
receipts.:'  It  is'the  people  that  are  sufering.  The  Revenue'  Commis¬ 
sioner,  .I.am  sure,  will  tell  you  that  his  men  are  finding  it  most  difficult 
to  collect  taxes.  .  There  is  no  no:tax  campaign  in  Travancore  and  if  the 
tax'paye'rs  do  not  promptly  come  forward  with'  their -taxes  -it  is  not’ 
because  of  any  unwillingness  on  their  part  hut  because. the  daily  K'dnji 
is  immensely  more  important  than  the  payment  of  taxes.  Sir,  almost 

'  all  -the  ihevv  banks;  in  the;  country  have  closed',  down";  and,1  even  those 
that  have  hot  actually  closed  down,  are  not,  I  am' afraid,  actually  doifig' 
any  business  worth  the  name.  '  The  schools  in  the  country,  especially  , 
English  schools,  and  more  especially  those  in.  rural  areas  are  showing  ' 
signs. of  being  very  soon  emptied  into  silent  -halls'.  The  'wages  of  the" 
daily  labourer,;  which  stood  between'  12  and  14  chs.  per  diem,  have :  now  ' 
dwindled,  down  to  two  Or- three 'edaiigali.es  of  paddy  and,  even  for  that, 

there  are  v.ery  few  to  employ' labour.  -  Aid  “Government' seems  to  bo.' 

innocently  ignorant  of  these  matters,  or  I  must  say  thojr  aro  callously 
indifferent  about. ’them.'- ~ -.  ...  - 
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The  first  item  of  specific  provision  in  the  Budget,  which  I  looked 
for  was  capital  expenditure.  That  gave  me  a  sufficient  indication  of  the 
policy  adopted  by  the  Government.  And  if  any  shadow  of  doubt 
remained  a  perusal  of  the  Budget  for  P.  W.D.  removed  even  that. 
Sir,  the  presence  of  a  permanent' capital  might  be  considered  necessary 
to  ensure  the  credit  of  a  Government.  But  that  is  only  a  secondary 
consideration.  The  accumulation  of  a  capital  in  the  case  of  a  Govern¬ 
ment,  as  in  the  case  of  an  individual  must  never  become  an  end  in 
itself.  A  saving  must  always  be  for  a  spending  ;  a  saving  which  is 
never  spent  is  as  good'  as  no  saving.  Therefore  the  Government  should 
have  liberally  provided  for  Public  Works.  Various  public  improvements 
that  have  been  suspended  in  the  different  parts  of  the  country  should 
have  been  at  once  begun  again.  Various  urgent  irrigation  works  for 
.  which  the  people  have  been  clamouring  for  years  should  have  been  im¬ 
mediately  attended  to.  Better  provision  should  have  been  made  also 
for  productive  industries.  Sir,  the  rubber  giants  of  our  country  are 
practically  shut  up  in  their  mansions  and  every  year  we  are  importing 
very  large  amount  of  rubber  articles.  Still,  Government  have  not  yet 
thought  of  manufacturing  rubber  articles  in  the  State.  The  fall  in  the 
price  of  copra  has  affected  even  more  widely.  It  has  gone  deep  into 
almost  every  home.  And  yet  Government  do  not  seem  to  realise  that 
others  are  exporting  copra  not  as  an  article  of  curiosity.  If  Govern¬ 
ment  have  at  least  the  real  interests  of  the, governed,  if  they  have  a  bit 
of  creative  imagination,  if  they  have  the  .  least  amount  of  courageous 
constructive  policy  this  is  the  occasion  when  they  should  open  new 
fields  of  activity  and  strike  out  new  paths  of  progress  ;  this  is  the  occa¬ 
sion  when  they  should  follow  a  courageous,  creative,  imaginative,  and 
adventurous  policy  ;  this  is  the  occasion  when  they  should  empty-  their 
coffers  for  public  improvements,  for  industrial  development  and  agricul¬ 
tural  upliftment,  thereby- ensuring  the  future  welfare  of  the  State,  and  at 
the  same  time  ameliorating  the  condition  of  the  dumb,  starving  dying 
millions  begging  for  employment.  But  I  am  sorry  Sir,  that  the  Budget 
is  neither  creative  nor  courageous  nor  imaginative. 

M».  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta ) :  Sir,  the  Finan- 
Oial  Secretary  is  entitled  to  the  congratulations  of  this  House  for 
having  placed  before  us  a  surplus  Budget,  with  a  nominal,  surplus  of 
Bupees  79,000,  at  a  time  when  our  State  along  with  others,  has  been 
languishing  under  the  universal  economic  depression.  A  surplus 
Budget  generally  indicates  all-round,  prosperity.  But,  I  am  sorry  to 
say  that  our.  Budget  does  not  indicate  or  reflect  in  Bpite  of  its  surplus, 
all-round  prosperity  in  the  country.  Sooner  or  later,  the  financial 
condition  of  the  people  is  bound  to  be  reflected  on  the  financial  position 
of  the  Government.  As  a  wise  adviser  to  Government,  the  Financial 
Secretary  is  bound  to  take  account  of  this  fact  and  to  suggest  measures 
calculated  to  improve  the  economic  condition  of  the  people.  The 
economic  condition,  of  the  people  of  this  country  is  closely  bound  up 
with  the  prosperity  of  the  agriculturists  of  the  country.  The  price  of 
agricultural  products'  has  already  gone  down  terribly  so  that  the  people 
Yol.  1— No,  3.  g 
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(whose  income  is  drawn  frqm  land)  have  been  hit  hard.  Their1  plight  is 
•  day  by  day  getting  to  be  more  and  more '  miserable.  It;;  shduld 
.  therefore  be  the  primary  'and  ansioiis  concern  of  the  GovefnmehUo 
.  ..devise  measures  calculated  t'o  increase  the.  price  level  of  agricultural 
.  products.  .1 .  am  prepared  to  admit,  that  Government,  themselves  by 
..  unilateral  action,  cannot .  solve  the.  problem,  unless  they  ate  aided  by 
other  Governments.  But,  Government  by:'  themselves,  can  do  a-gre&t  • 
.  deal  by  adopting  measures  such  as  the  extension  of  easy  credit  facilities ' 
to  the  agricultural  classes  and  the  adoption  of  anti-dumping  measures. 

Looking  into  .  the  speech  of  the  financial  Secretary,  I  find  no 
indication  of  the  state  of  our  finances  in  the  future,  no  indication  ‘ 
whatsoever  as  to  how. our  .finances  will  be  affected  by  the  economic 
depression.  There  is  no  indication  as  to  how  our  finances  will  be 
affected  by  our  Government  acceding  to  the  future  AU-India  Federa- 

I  shall  proceed  to  make  a  few  observations  about  some  of  the 
specific  provisions  in  the  Budget.  I  shall  .refer  to  the  programme  of 
capital  expenditure  outlined  in  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech, 
particularly  to  the  provision  for  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric  Scheme, 

.  I  am  not  questioning  for  -a.  moment  the  economic  possibilities  of  . 
the  scheme  or  the  possibility  of  .  its  success.  Sir,  this  -scheme,  as 
it  was  put  before  the  last:  Budget  ..Session  of  the  last .  Legislative 
Council  was  estimated  to  cost .: about  Rupees  36'75  lakhs ;  and  it  ; 
was  proposed  to  be  executed:  in  '  two  stages.  The  first  -stage  was  ■ 
estimated  to  cost  ' Rupees  11  lakhs  and  odd.,  and  the  second  stage  Rupees 
.  25  lakhs  and- odd-  It  was.  also  put  before  the  House  that,  even:  after,  the 
•completion  of  the  first  stage,  a  .  return  could  be  expected,  on  the  capital 
.  infested.  And,  the  total  ‘anticipated  load  was  9'6  ■  million  units. 
On.  this  basis,  it  was  i  estimated  .  that :  the  scheme  would  yield .  about 
■five  percent,  on  the  capital  outlay.  But,,  now,  Sir,  the  .proposals  3 
have  been  changed.  The.:.estimated  cost -is -Rupees  7Q;8  - lakhs,  and 
the  load',  anticipated,,  as  I  gather  from.- the,  Financial  Secretary’s 
speech,  is  only  7  to‘8  million  units,  so  that:  the  return  is  likely  to  gc 
down  considerably,:.  1  therefore  want  an.  explanation  ‘from. .the  » 
’  Financial  Secretary  regarding  the  -  financial  ‘soundness  of  .  the  scheme 
as  revised.  .  : 

Mr.  M.  N, N AIR  (Kot tay/tin:!)  Has :  the  member:,  any;  objection  to 
take  into  account  the  gain;.w.hich  would -.result  to  the.; pnnja  cultivators 
if  they  get  cheap  electric-power  under-the  Pallivasal  .Scheme  ?.  ■ 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR - (Sheneotta)  :  ■  I  am,  hot-going 
into  the  .details,  .abdut  the'  benefits,  of  the!  scheme,  now.  ■>  .My  point  is  t 
that  the  egfiina'fedi capital  expenditure  has  gone  up  from  36  to  70  lakhs 
and -the  anticipated  load  has  gene  down  from  9  million  units  to  i  i 
million  units,  so  that  the  anticipated  yield 'for  -  the’ outlay  now  appears  % 
to  have  gone  down  enormously. :  It  is  for  that-that ,  I  .  want  as 
explanation  from  the  Financial  Secretary.  .  . 
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Then,  Sir,  the  proposal  now  seems  to  be  to  finance  this  scheme 
out  of  our’ accumulated  surplus  cash- balance  with  Government.  This 
seems  to  me  to  be  an  unsafe  policy ;  because.  I  find  that  our  cash 
balance  stood  as  high  as  about  Rupees  175  lakhs  in  1105  ;  in  1106  it 
came  down  to  Rupees  160  odd  lakhs-  In  1107  it  went  further  down 
to  140  odd  lakhs  ;  and  now  it  is  estimated  to  go  down  to  Rupees  90 
odd  lakhs  at  the  end  of  1109.  Sir,  if  we  continue  to  draw  at  this  rate, 
by  the  time  the  execution  of  this  Pallivasal. Scheme  .  is  completed,  I 
think  the  whole  of  our  accumulated  surplus  would-  be  wiped  out. 
What  I  would,  therefore,  suggest  is  that  such  colossal  schemes  should 
be  financed  by  borrowed  capital  to  be  repaid  out  of  sinking  fundeto 
be  created  for  the  purpose.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  this  aspect  of  the 
question  was  placed  before  the  Government  by  some  members,  at  the 
last  Budget  Session  of  the  Legislative  Council.  The  accumulated 
surplus  should  he  conserved  to  be  drawn  upon  in  lean  years. 

A  word  about  the  P.  W.  D.  Budget.  Of  course  I  find  that  ample 
provision  has  been  made  for  the  P.  W.  Department.  But  there  is  no 
indication  of  any  well-thought-out  programme  for  the  development  of 
our  means  of  communication.  -

MR.  8.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotla)  :  Not  more.  Of- 
course  attempts  are  being  made  to  improve  roads  here  and  there.  The 
motor  traffic. iu  Travancore  has.  been  fast  ‘developing  and  to  .cope  with  ; 
the.  problem  arising  from  the-  increased  traffic,  it  is  absolutely,  necessary ; 
that  a  general  programme  for  the- improvement  of  the  condition  of  roads, , 
and.  widening  of  the.  roads  is  launched  by.  the.  Department. 

MR,  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Ne&umangad )  -.  How  does  the. member  know  that 
the  motor  traffic  is  increasing.  ? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR- ■  (Shencottah) It  is  a  fact. 
In  this  connection  I  will  also  urge  upon  the'  attention  of  Government 
that  the  existence  of  tolls  on  roads  has  been  condemned  by  the ;  last 
Legislative  Council  as  an  obnoxious  form  of  taxation  and  that  it 
should  be  abolished.  I  Would  only  request  the  Government  to  follow 
the  example  :  of  the  Madras  Government  in  resorting  to  a  form  of 
provincial  taxation  in  this  State  so  as  to  recoup  the  loss  that  may  be 
occasioned  by  the  abolition  of  tolls. 

I  would  like  to  mention  a  word-  about  the  Road  Development 
Fund.  The  - Financial  Secretary  - has -  not  explained  how:  this-  Road  . 
Development  Fund  Ltvill-.be  -  administered.  He  has  simply  stated  that 
a  fund  has 'been  constituted  out  of  the  subventions  from  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India'.  "  Last  year  in  hie  budget  speech  he  referred  to  the 
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receipts  from  the  Government  of  India  as  our  share  out  of  the  excise 
duty  on  petrol.  This  year  he  has  chosen  to  describe  it  as  subvention 
from  the  Government  of  India.  These  .two  expressions  have  got 
different  implications. 

Mr.  R.  N1LAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government) : 
They  refer  to  the  same  thing. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta )  :  But  if  it  is  treated 
as  subvention]  it  is  subject  to  limitations. 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government) :  I 
have  followed  the  heading  of  the  Madras  Government. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta) :  That  is  only  on  a 
point  of  explanation. 

A  word  about  the  Quilon  Electric  Scheme.  Provision  has  been 
made  for  the  scheme  for  the  next  year.  I  simply  want  to  know 
whether  the  scheme  will  be  handed  over  to  the  Municipality  after  its 
completion  or  whether  it  will  be  worked  by  the  Government  themselves 
I  put  this  question  to  Government  because  under  the  Municipal 
Regulation  .  it  is  one  of  the  obligatory  duties  of  Municipalities  to 
provide  lighting  within  the  Municipal  limits. 

Then  a  word  about  the  conversion  operations  of  the  Financial 
Secretary  relating  to  our  holdings  in  the  Government  of  India 
securities.  The  Financial  Secretary  would  like  to  be  congratulated 
on  the  successful  operations  during  the'eurrent  year.  The’  operations 
consist  of  three  heads.  He  has  converted  Rupees  26'  7  lakhs  from  the 
5  pet  cent  into  4  per  cent  securities.  That  has  resulted  in  a  profit  of 
Rupees  2 ‘02  lakhs,  Bupees  63  lakhs  of  S  percent  securities  into  the 
3 J  and  4  percentage  securities  of  equivalent  value.  This  has  resulted 
in  a  net  profit  of  Rupees  80,000.  He  has  converted  another  Rupees 
24  lakhs  of  the  non-terminable  3J  per  cent- paper  into  4  per  cent  securi¬ 
ties  of  equivalent  value.  The  net  result  of  these  transactions  have  not 
brought  in  any  profit  although  he  would  like  to  show  that  -  it  has 
resulted  in  a  profit  of  Rupees  2'88  lakhs.  If  at.  all  .  any  profit  can  be 
said  to  have  accrued  from,  these  transactions,  it  can  only  be  from  a 
commercial  or  mercantile  valuation  of  our  holdings  in  the  Government 
of  India  securities  although  he  has  said  that  it  has  resulted  in  a  profit 
by  the  ;  conversion’  operations.  I  would,  like  the  Financial  Secretary 
to  com®  forward  with  an  explanation  as  to  whether  these  operations 
have  .really  resulted  in  a  profit  to.  Government,  on  a  mercantile  valu¬ 
ation  basis. 

With  these  observations,  I  conclude;: 

MR.  T,  P.  RAMASU8BA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  :  Sir,  at, the  outset  I 
would  congratulate  the  Government  and  the  Financial  -  Secretary  for 
the  budget  which  has  to  be  characterised  as  a  balanced  budget,  at  this 
time:  of  economic  strain,  I*  however, .  agree  with  the  other  members, 
who.  spoke  before  me  that  provisions  under  such  items  as  flood  damages, 
remission  of  tax  and  irrigation  are  not  adequate. 
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Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelileara ) :  (Hear  hear.) 

Mr.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated ):  With  regard  to  the 
remission  there  is  no  specific  provision  made  in  the  Budget.  The  prac¬ 
tice  however  has  been  for  granting  the  remission  when  necessity  arises 
and  as  a  result  of  it,  there  will  be  noticed  a  corresponding  reduction  under 
land  revenue  collections  .  In  view  of  the  possible  remissions  next  year 
I  should  consider  that  the  Financial  Secretary’s  forecast  of  receipts 
under  Land  Bevenue  may  not  be  realised  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLfll  ( Kwnnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  .  Is  the  member  aware  of  any  real  case  of  remission 
being  made  ? 

MR..T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (Noninated) :  Yes,  Sir.  Jn  South 
Travancore  remission  has  been  granted.  I  think  orders  have  recently 
been  issued  for-granting  remission  of  tax  to  the  extent  of  25  per  cent, 
in  the  taluks  of  Tovala  and  Agasteesvaram. 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  11)  :  Does  not  the 
member  know  that  there  is  generally  an  amount  set  apart  for  remission 
in  the  accounts  ? 

Mr  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated ):  That  would  be  the 

the  proper  course  ;  but  I  have  not  seen  it  done. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALU  8.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  Are  there  are  not 
standing  orders  under  which  remissions  are  granted  ? 

Mr.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominited):  Yes,  there  are  the 
Beinission  Buies. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILL.AI  ( Quilon  II) :  Do  not  Govern¬ 
ment  set  apart  a  sum  for  that  ? 

MR.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated) :  It  was  not  done  in  the 

past. 

MRi  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon I)\  May  I  know  from  the 
Member  whether,  even  though  there  is  not  a  specific  provision  for  re¬ 
mission  in  the  budget,  the  Financial  Secretary  could  not  have  found 
ways  to  explain  that  in  his  budget  speech  ? 

MR.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  :  Yes.  He  might  have. 

'  The  total  collections  of  land  revenue,  according  to  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary’s  forecast- is  Ks.  36  lakhs.  I  think  this  is. rather  exaggerated  and  my 
view  is  that  it  should  have  been  about  Bs.  2  lakhs  less- 

Mr,  R.:  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government)  : 
May  I  point  out  to  the  member  that  it.  includes  all  items  ? 

Mr.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated ) :  3%s.  The  actual  figu¬ 
res  will  be  known  at  the  close  of  next  year.  Bemission  will  have  tolbe 
granted  next  .year  in  spite  of  the  absence -of  a-provision  for  it,  and  1  this  ' 
will  tell  upon  the  figure.  - 

With  regard  to  flood  damages  and  a  few  other  items  I  find  a  small 
provision  made  in  the  budget.  But  it  is  very  meagre.  The  provision 
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should  have  been--  more  -liberal.  Floods  have  beoomff'an  annual  visitor. 
Similarly,  under-Forests  also;  the  budget  -  of  receipts  appear  to  be  'Over¬ 
estimated.  Passing  to  the1  other-items  of  receipts  - 1  do  not-  see  such  - 
exaggerated  calculations. 

PRESIDENT  ;  You  will  please  face  the  chair  and  .  not  the  official  1 
benches. 

Mr,  T.  P.'RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (. Nominated ) ;  Yes,.  Sir,.  Some  of  my 
friejids  said  that  the  budget  has  been  prepared  after  starving  the  nation¬ 
building  activities.  It  is,  in  my  opinion,  far  from  the'  truth.  There 
are  very  liberal  provisions  made  in  the  budget  under  every  Department 
or  institution  of  any  importance,  both  for  new  schemes  and  for  the  con¬ 
tinuance  of  schemes  which  have  been  already  started  and  are  in  progress. 
Provision  under  capital  expenditure  of  about  Rs.  20  lakhs  is  very 
liberal-  There  is  a  provision  of  6  lakhs  :  (under  debt  heads)  for  the 
grant,  of  different  kinds  of  loans  to  the  people,  .  So  I  do  not  agree  with 
my  friends  who  said  that  the  budget  of  surplus  has  been  obtained  after  . 
starving  nation-building  activities. 

MRi  :K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILL  AS  (QuUon  I):  May  I  know  from 
the  member  what  the  nation-building ...activities, are  ? 

MR.-.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Chang (in achery  I) ;  Has 
any  allotment  been  made  for  any  new  item,  of  Irrigation.: -works,  which,.: 
the.  people,  have,  been-cryipg,  for ,? 

Mr.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated ) :  The  meipbor.  will  find  --* 
them,  in  the-  list  of  new,  works  published  as  the  appendix  ,to  the' budget 
under  irrigation, 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (MaveUkara):,,  Does  •  the  member 
think  that  Rs,  1  lakh  allotted  for  irrigation  is  liberal  enough  ? 

Mr,-T.  K.  VELU:  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  JJrlmy : '■  Si r,/I  rise  to  a  point 
of  ,  orders  .  The  -.-member’s,  opinion  is  not .  relevant  and  the  rules  pro- 
hibit  sucb-guestions  .being  ..asked-;  Questions  .nan .  only  •  be  ;  asked-  fori  ,y. 
information. 

MRj  .T .  P .  RAMA&UBBA  AIYAR  (^oviijiaccd) :  I  have  said  already 
that  it  should,  have  been  more  liberal.  .  .  ’. 

Sir.  I  am -by  no  means -.sahguinft.that,, at-  -the",  end  -of-  the  year 
1109  there  will  be  surplus  as'  anticipated..  . 

Coming  -to  the  Land  Revenue  Department  I  find-  that  there-has 
been  a  re-classification  ofcthe:  items/ -  Kahdukrishi  receipts  and  expen-  -- 
ditureshaddormedi. part Land/  Reveime,>i,.  Bub  :  nawo  this  - item,  has 
been  separated, -,I  do, not /question  .the  propriety  - of  the- ■■  separation;. /j 
My  point  in  refepipgiisrtjialiis  that.it  fprnjs  part  of  the  land  Revenue  ,, 
demand  and  40  per  cent  of  the  gross  receipts  was  made  payable  .to  -  the-  ;• 
Davaswom .depart ©emt as .contribution,.  by  ■  the  .Royal,, Proclamation 
of  1097r,  T  : 
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.  -  It  is -.now -stated  that  the  net  receipts  from.Kandukrishi  lands  are  to 
be  paid  to  the-  -Palace  from  the,  year  1107.  About  a  ,  lakh  and  34 
thousand  rupees  was  paid  for  1107,  and  a, lakh  and  25  thousand  is  to  be 
paid  for  this  yeaV.  40  per  cent'.,  of. the  gross  receipts  under, .Kandukrishi 
should  have  formed  part  of  the  contribution  to  the  Devaswom  Funds. 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government)' 
That  has  been  done  like  that. 

'  Mr.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  {Nominated):.  In  that  case  I  am,  quite 
satisfied.  Again  in  the  1108  budget,  the  receipts  from  markets, 
amounting  to  Bs.  82,000  which  formed  part  of  the  Sanehayam  revenue, 
was  taken  away  from  there  and  put  under  ‘  miscellaneous  ’  and  thereby 
the  contribution  has  been  reduced  to  the  extent  of  Bs.  33,000.,  So,  the 
contribution  of  40  .per  cent,  lias  become  less  and  is  getting  reduced  grad¬ 
ually  as  the  land  revenue  receipts  are  reduced. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI.  {Quilon  II) :  Does  not  the 
member,  see  that  the  receipts  from  sale  of  puduval  lands  have  been 
■  separated  so  as  to  suit  the  .demands  ? 

-Mr.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AlYAR  {Nominated)  ;  That  did  not  form  part 
■  of- the  Ayaout  or  ;Sanehayam  revenue.  It  is  only  in  the  nature  of 
-  Capital  receipts  and  that  was  done  4  or  5  -  years  ago.  I  do  not  object  to 
;  that  so  much  as  to  this,  which  is  a  legitimate  item,  namely,  ayaout -and 
Sanehayam  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  contribution  to.  - the 
Devaswoms. 

■  Mr.  R.  NILAKANT A-  PILLAI  ^Finwieial  Secretary  to  Government )  : 
‘Receipts  from  markets  ’  were  not  separated. 

-  MR;  P.  K,  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzha  I)  :  The  member  is  not 
audible  so  as  to  be  heard  by  us  also. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  request  all  members  to  speak  up. 

Ms.  T.  P:  RAMASUBBA  AiyAR  {Nominated) :  It  was  under  Sanehayam 
until  1108. 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  {Financial-Secretary  to  -Government)’, 
Atihe  time  of  tile  Royal  Proclamation,  the  amount  of  Sanehayam 
revenue  was  not  fixed. 

.  .Mr.  T.P.- RAMASUBBA  i Nominated) : :  Up  *to  last  year  the 
item  “  receipts  from  markets  ”  was  under  Sanehayam. 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  {Financial  Secretary  to  Government): 
A  That- has,  .somehow  or  other  by  mistake,  crept  in. 

MS.  T;1  P.- RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  {Nominated)  :  .  So,'  my  submission  is 
that  from  1097  to  1107  Rs.  16  lakhs  was  paid  as  contribution.-  ■  Recently 

.  .certain  items  from.Land  Revenue  have  been  . separated  and  the  actual 
.  'contribution  has  been  thereby  -reduced.  Now  the,,  item  about  markets 
'• -hasfheen  put  under ‘miscellaneous’.  Tomorrow,- some  other  item- may 
be  transferred  to  some  other  head  in  the  Budget,  and  the  Land  Revenue 
further  reduced. 
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MR.  A.  s.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mmelikara):  May  I  know  fromthe 
member,  if  if  is  40  per  cent  of  the  ayacut  acoounts  ?  ' 

•  Mr.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  A1YAR  (Nominated) .  It  is  40  per  cent,  of 
ayacut  and  Scmchayam,  put  together, 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mmelikara) :  May  I  know,  what  is 
the  total  receipt  under  Ayacut  and  Sanchayam  ? 

MR.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  :  Over  Es.  35  lakhs  and 
97  thousand.  The  contribution  to  the  Devaswoms  has  already  suffered 
to  the  extent  of  11/2  lakhs  when,  the  Government  adhered  to  the 
very  letter  of  the  Proclamation  and  disregarded  the.  commitments  in 
the  Press  Communique  which  was  issued  simultaneously  with  the  Pro¬ 
clamation,  The  communique  declares  that  at  least  Es.  16  lakhs  shall 
be  guaranteed  annually  to  the  Devaswom  fund ;  that  has  not  been  done., 
Certain  definite  items  which  formed  part  of  head  the  Land  Eevenue 
are  now  taken  away  from  that  and  the  total  collections  under  Land 
Eevenue  artificially  reduced.  If  items  under  revenue  heads  are  distur¬ 
bed  like  this  to  the  prejudice  of  the  contribution,  it  will  be  difficult  to  meet 
the  -expenditure  of  the  Devaswoms.  In  the  Press  Communique,  it  was 
distinctly  stated  that  Es.  15  lakhs  was  the  annual  expenditure  of  the 
Devaswoms  and  that  the  balance  of  one  lakh  would  be  taken  to  the  head 
of  reserve.  Now,  the  very  contribution  has  gone  below  15  lakhs, 
and  there  is  the  risk  of  its  getting  further  reduced,  How  are  the 
Devaswoms  to  get  on  at  this  rate  ? 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government ) : 
Every  adjustment  is  made  to  the  very  letter  of  the  Proclamation.

■  Mr.  T.  P.-  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  “  (Nominated) :  No.  I  see  the  land 
revenue  budget  going  down  in  the  matter  of  receipts.  It  is  true 
■  certain  items  cannot  be  realised.  Collections  have  been  put:,  ofi.  That 
is  inevitable  and  the  Devaswoms  are  entitled  only  to  40  per  cent,  of 
the  actual  collections. 
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Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILJ.AI  ( Quilon  I )  ■.  M.ay  I  know  from  % 
member,  what  has  been  the  increase  in  the  salaries  of  Devaswom 
Officers  after  the  period  of  the  Proclamation  ? 

MB,  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA.  AIYAR  (Nominated):  I  cannot  say.  .  If 
there  be  any  reduction  in  the  land  revenue  as  a  result  of  any  general 
measure  of  relief  granted  to  the  ryot  by  way  of  reduction  of  tax,  I  can 
understand  that.  But  if  by  an  interference  with  the  budget .  heads, 
an  artiflcial  reduction  in  the  land  revenue  is  brought  about  and  if 
only  40  per-  cent,  of  such  .  reduced  revenue  is  to  be  contributed  to 
De.v&swams,  that;,  position  would  be  unfair  to.  the  Devaswoms.  This 
is  my  contention. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAl  ( Quilon  I) :  May  I  know  from  the 
member,  whether  the  . Devaswoms  will  not  get  40  per  cent,  of  the  in. 
creased,re,eeipts  under  the  land  Kevenue  after  the  re- settlement? 

MR.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR.  ( Nominated );.  Yes,  -  that  is  due. 
to  the  Devaswoms  under  the  Boyal  Proclamation  and  nobody  need 
grudge-it.  Passing  on  to  my  next  point,  there .  is  an  item  set  apart 
under  ‘Jenmikaram  settlement’,  under  ‘La,nd  B.evepue’.  A, Special 
Officer  and  staff  have  been  appointed  to  prepare  a  statement,  for  the 
whole. State,  of  the  Jenmilraram  which  Government  have  to  .collect:  for. 
thg  Jenmies '.under  the  new  Jenmi  and:K,udiyan  .Regulation.  I, .doubt 
the  justification  of  the  Government  incurring  this  expenditure.  The 
total  expenditure  for  this  item  may  be  recovered  from  the  Jenmies  for 
whose  benefit. the  work  is.done.  I  urge. for  the  consideration  of.  .Gov- 
ernment,  whether  the  aotpal  expenses  in  this  direction  should  not  be 
recovered  from  the  Jenmies.

Mr.  POTTAYIl  3.  KRISHNA  PAN1KAR  (Shertaht  II)  :  I.  cannot  con¬ 
gratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  in  having  presented  to  this  House  a 
budget  in  which  ho  says  there  will  be  a  nominal  sur  plus.  There  is  no 
virtue  in  having  a  surplus  budget.  It  should  not  be  understood  by  the 
House  that  he  is  presenting  a  surplus  budget.  When  once  a  surplus 
budget  is  presumed  to  be  presented  to  this  House  that  surplus  budget 
ought'  really  to  be  a  surplus  budget  and  not  a  deficit  budget  under  the 
cloak  of  a  surplus  budget. 

Among  the.  principal  items  of  revenue  it  is  estimated  that  Bs.  36 
lakhs  and  odd  will  be  the  revenue  derived  from  tax  on  land.  That  is 
an  estimate  which  is  far  above  the  revised  estimate  for  the  current 
year.  At  a  time  when  there  is  financial  stringency,  when  the  people 
are  clamouring  that  a  portion  of  the  land  tax  should  be  remitted,  when 
the  staple  commodities  of  the  land  fetch  not  even  25  per  cent  of  their 
proper  values,  for  the  Financial  Secretary  to  expect  that  the  income 
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derived  from  land  revenue  proper  would  be  very  much  in  excess  of  the 
revised  estimate  for  the  current  year,  it  is  nothing  but  the  lack  of 
imagination  on  the  part  of  those  who  are  responsible  for  preparing 
such  a  budget.  Another  item  of  revenue  which  is  expected  under 
income  tax  is  also  presumed  to  be  on  the  increase.  During  these  days 
of  economic  distress,  when  trade  is  dull,  when  the  earning  capacity  of 
the  people  at  large  is  very  much  lower  than  what  it  was,  how  could 
an  increase  in  the  income  be  expected  under  the  head  of  income  tax. 
So,  the  budget  has  to  be  accepted  with  a  certain  amount  of  caution. 
What  I  really  want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  this  House  is  that  even 
though  this  budget  seems  to  be  a  surplus  budget  it  is  not  really  a 
surplus  budget  but  is  a  budget  which  will  turn  out  in  the  end  to  he  a 
deficit  budget.  There  is  no  special  virtue  in  regard  to  such  a  surplus 
budget.  One  can  understand  if  it  is  a  deficit  budget  provided  proper 
means  of  curtailing  the  expenditure  are  attended  to. 

Prom  a  reading  of  the  budget  it  can  be  seen  that  there  is  lack  of 
constructive  programme  in  regard  to  various  items  of  expenditure. 

With  regard  to  the  Public  Works  Department  there  seems  to  be 
absolutely  no  constructive  programme.  Works  which  were  once 
entered  in  the  Budget  estimate  seem  not  to  be  taken  notice  of  in  the 
subsequent  budgets  and  the  funds  allotted  for  such  works  are  almost 
always  systematically  neglected  and  not  entered  in  the  coming  year’s 
budget-  For  instance,  the  roads  which  were  once  sanctioned  for  the 
taluk  of  Shertala  were  once  provided  for.  In  the  budget  that  is  now- 
presented  to  this  House  no  such  item  of  expenditure  is  shown.  If 
there  was  a  consistent  policy  before  the  Government,  naturally  every 
item  which  once  found  a  pla'-e  in  the  budget  will  find  a  place  in  tb  5 
subsequent  year’s  budgets  as  well.  Also  when  there  was  the  id  ea  of 
opening  the  AUeppey-Shertallai  canal  and  lands  were  acquired  and  a 
portion  of  the  canal  was  dug,  the  Government  abandoned  the  idea  of 
constructing  the  canal  and  as  a  consequence  the  Alleppey-Aroor  road 
was  begun.  A  network  of  other  roads  were  also  thought  of.  In  sub¬ 
sequent  years  that  idea  was  given  up  by  Government  and  now  the 
roads,  which  were  once  opened  iD  view  of  the  scheme  then  entertained 
by  the  Government,  are  practically  neglected. 

They  are  not  available  for  use  by  the  public  for  want  of  proper 
bridges  and  culverts ;  and  I  fail  to  see  any  provision  made  even  to  com¬ 
plete  the  works  already  started.  When  that  is  the  attitude  of  Govern¬ 
ment  in  regard  to  public  works,  I  cannot  see  why  I  should  congratulate 
the  Financial  Secretary  for  the  Budget  he  has  presented. 

Another  point  which  I  want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  is 
the  question  of  appointment  of  a  Trade  Agent.  Provision  was  made 
for  it  in  the  last  year’s' budget ;  but  that  was  allowed  to  lapse.  I  find 
that  though  there  is  provision  for  it  in  the  Budget  for  1109,  the  provi¬ 
sion  is  only  50  per  cent,  of  the  provision  made  in  the  Budget  for  1108. 
From  this  we  can  more  or  less,  judge  the  interest  that  the  Government 
have  in  the  appointment  of  a  Trade  Agent.  Sir,  during  the  present 
economic  depression  it  is  very  difficult  for  Travancore  products  to  get 
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suitable  markets  ;  and  therefore  a  Trade  Agent  in  Europe  would  be  of 
immense  use  to  the  Travancore  producer.-  I  therefore  submit  that  this 
is  a  matter  which  should  engage  the  attention  of  the  Government. 
Unfortunately  it  is  in  such  important  matters  that  the  Government 
allow  provisions  in  the  Budget  to  lapse. 

With  regard  to  the  Agriculture  and  the  Industries  Departments  I 
have  just  to  speak  a  few  words.  The  Agricultural  Department,  as  at 
present  constituted,  is  of  no  practical  use  to  the  people.  An  experi¬ 
mental  oocoanut  farm  at  Alleppey  or  a  cattle  farm  at  Porukadai  and 
one  or  two  other  such  institutions  are  not  going  to  be  of  any  very 
great  use  to  the  practical  agriculturists.  A  small  provision  of  about 
two  lakhs  of  rupees  for  the  Agricultural  Department  cannot  be  of  any 
real  use  to  the  people.  Unless  the  Government  are  prepared  to  allot 
more  money  to  this  department  it  is  better  that  if.  is  abolished.  Its 
utility,  judged  from  the  value  derived  for  the.  money  spent,  on  it.,  is 
practically  nothing. 

The  Industries  Department  also  is  in  the  same  plight  as  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  Department.  No  doubt  the  department  has  a  good  number  of 
experts;  and  I  gather  from  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech  that 
another  man  is  to  be  sent  out  to  get  trained  as  an  expert.  Sir,  in 
Travancore  there  is  no  dearth  of  experts.  The  real  difficulty  is  that 
even  the  Government  do  not  allot  sufficient  funds  for  affording  work  to 
their  own  experts.  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  more  funds  may  be 
a'lott.ed  to  these  nation-building  departments. 

Statement  made  by  the  Presid  nt. 

PRESIDENT ;  In  order  to  meet  the  difficulty  suggested  by 
Mr.  Damodaran  Asan  this  morning,  in  regard  to  his  question,  I  propose 
for  ilvs  session  only,  to  go  back .  to  the  old  practice  and  to  have 
printed  and  placed  on  the  table  statements  which  the  members  want  to 
be  laid  on  the  table.  In  future  sessions,  questions  asking  for  such 
statements  will  be  treated  as-  unstarred  questions.  For  this  session 
alone,  such  statements  will  be  laid  on  the  table  and  members  who  ask 
for  such  statements  will  be  allowed  to  put  supplementary  questions  on 
such  answers. 

There  is  also  one  minor  point  of  order.  I  notice  that  some 
members  pass  between  the  Chair  and  the  speaker  addressing  tho 
House.  That  is  out  of  order.

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ) :  In  the  interest  of  commerce  and 
ndustry  in  the  State,  is  it  not  profitable  that  trade  agents  are  appointed 
in  England,  America  and  Japan  instead  of  in  India  ? 

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government')  ■.  That  is  a 
matter  of  opinion.  Government  considered  it  better  to  start  the  idea  in 
India. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  "What  was  the  idea  of  Government 
when  it  was  decided  to  appoint  a  trade  agent  in  London  last  year  by 
allotting  Es.  30,000  ? 

MR.  T.  G.  THOMMEN  {Ag.  Secretary  to  Government )  :  It  was  first 
considered  possible  to  appoint  an  agent  in  London.

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I) :  May  I  know  whether  there 
was  any  special  reason  for  not  selecting  any  one  from  two  of  the  three 
communities  referred  to  in  my  question  f 
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MR,  B.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Commissioner  of  Police)  :  Yes.  X  had 
clearly  stated  in  my  Notification  in  the  Gazette,  that  preference  will  be 
given  to  applicants  belonging  to  the  depressed  classes  and  to  the  least 
represented  communities.  I  got  the  required  number  of  men  even 
from  these  communities  so  that  there  was  no  occasion  to  consider  any 
application  from  members  of  other  communities. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Chirayinkil  I) :  Am  I  to  take  it  that  the 
Muslim  and  Ezhava  communities  are.  adequately  represented  in  the 
Police  force  ? 

MR.  B.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Commissioner  of  Police)  Yes;  they  are 
better  represented  than  some  of  the  other  communities  from  which 
men  were  actually  recruited  recently. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Pattanamtitta)  :  The  member  stated 
in  reply  to  part  (c)  of  the  question,  that  29  constables  were  recruited 
on  26-11-1108.  May  I  know  the  communities  of  those  29  ?

Mr.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shertala  I) :  Has  there 
been  a  report  from  the  Forest  Department  to  the  effect  that  the  rules 
are  not  effective  enough  ? 

Mr.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  :  There  was  a 
report  to  the  effect  not  that  the  rules  were  not  effective  but  that  the 
appointment  of  a  Special  Officer  will  be  more  beneficial. 

MR.  EDAVANATT  8.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shertala  I):  May  I  know 
from  the  member  when  approximately  the  recommendation  was  mad 
by  the  Forest  Department  ? 
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HR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  :  He  made  a 
report  last  year. 

MR.  R.  Si  MBA  SIVA  A1YAR  (Kunnatnad  IT)  :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  the  Government  have  any  definite  evidence  of  poach- 
ing  and  game-shooting  on  a  large  scale  during  the  last  three' or  four 
years  ? 

Mr.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  :  _  From  the 
report  of  the  Conservator  it  was  found  that  poaching  was  going  on.  It 
is  not  known  whether  it  was  on  a  large  scale  or  not. 

MR.  R.  SAMBAS1VA  AIYAR  ( Kunnatnad  II) :  Has  any  oase  been 

taken  by  the  Forest  Department  against  the  game-shooters  ? 

Mr.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Yes. 

MR.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  (Kunnatnad  II)  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  number  of  such  cases  was  larger  during  the  last  three  or  four  years 
than  the  previous  years  ? 

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government ):  I  claim  notice. 
I  have  not  got  statistics  about  that. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  May  I  draw  the  atten- 
tion  of  the  member  'to  the  statement  made  by  the  Financial  Secretary 
at  page  10  of  his  speech  which  runs  thus  : 

“It  is  essential  that  some  measures  . should  be  devised  here  also  to  prevent  the 
■wanton  destruction  of  game  and  it  is  therefore  proposed  to  appoint  a  Game  Warden  with 
B  small  staff,  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  suggest  and  take  measures  for  the  preservation  of 
game  by  the  oreation  of  Game  Eeserves  at  suitable  Forest  Centres  and  the  formation  of 
Gamd  Associations.” 

Can  the  member  assure  the  House  that  the  necessity  which  called 
for  the  appointment  of  an  officer  like  this  will  cease  to  exist  when  the 
rules  contemplated  by  the  Financial  Secretary  are  framed  ? 

Mr.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  :  It  is  not 
Intended  that  the  appointment  will  cease  when  the  rules  have  been 
framed. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta) :  Am  I  to  understand, 
Sir,  that  the  Game  Warden  will  continue  to  exist  even  after  the  func. 
tions  detailed  by  the  Financial  Secretary  are  performed  ? 

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government) :  That  is  the 
present  idea. 

-MR.  E..V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  Will  the  member  be 
in  a  position  to  assure  the  House  that  in  future  there  will  be  no  addi¬ 
tional  expenditure  consequent  upon  the  formulation  of  the  Game  Buies? 

Mr.  T.  G.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  :  I  do  not 
exactly  follow. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta) Now  this  Officer  is 
stated  to  be  appointed  only  for  the  purpose  of  doing  the  initial  work. 
After  that  work  has  been  done  and  after  the.  necessary  proposals  have ' 
been  submitted  by  the  officer,  will  the  acceptance  of  those  recommenda¬ 
tions  hot  entail  further-  expenditure  by  .  way  of  appointing  further  staff? 
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ItlR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  ( Ag .  Secretary  to  Government) :  It  will  depend 
upon  the  circumstances  created  by  the  report  of  the  officer. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta ) :  So  the  member 
thinks  that  this  item  will  entail  further  expenditure  ? 

Mr.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government ):  I  cannot 
say. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  Can  the  member 
assure  the  House  that  the  Game  Warden  will  be  in  a  position  to  safe¬ 
guard  all  game  throughout  the  whole  State? 

Mr.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)-.  That  is  what 
is  intended. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta) :  Can  he  do  it  without 
executive  subordinates  ? 

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government) ;  Government 
have  not  considered  about  that. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta) :  So  there  will  be  a 
probability  of  the  Warden  not  getting  any  subordinates  for  the  purpose 
of  doing  the  work  ? 

Mr.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  :  That  will 
depend  upon  the  report. 

MR.  A.  S,  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavetikara)  :  May  I  know  whether 
any  loss  was  sustained  by  Government  due  to  the  absence  of  such  an 
officer  ?

Secretary  to  Government) :  The  loss  need 
not  be  a  loss  of  income. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Then  how  is  it  a 

loss  ? 

Mr  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government ) :  The  destruc- 
ion  of  beautiful  birds  hnd  animals  is  a  loss. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Is  it  the  opinion  of 
the  member  that  forest  trees  have  been  unnecessarily  destroyed  ? 

Mr.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government )■.  Yes.  . 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  A8AN  (Mavelikara) :  May  I  know  of  what 
advantage  the  preservation  of  game  is  to  this  State?  Apart. from  the 
question  of  beauty  which  is  a  matter  of  opinion,  I  wish  to  know  what  • 
the  loss  sustained  by  the  Government  by  the  destruction  of  such  games 

Mr.  T.  C..  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  :  If  the  mem- 
bar  says  that  the  loss  of  the  game  is  no  loss  at  all,  I  have  nothing  more 
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MR.  A.  8.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelihara)  :  How  is  the  destruc- 
tion  of  game  a  loss  to  this  State? 

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  have  al¬ 
ready  answered  that  question. 

MR.  A.  S,  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelihara )  :  May  I  know,  the  object 
of  protecting  the  game  at  an  annual  expenditure  of  Es.  6,000  ? 

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag-  Secretary  to  Government ) :  Government 
consider  it  necessary  to  preserve  the  game, 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelihara )  :  May  I  know  the 
grounds  on  which  the  Government  consider  it  necessary  ? 

Mr.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Government 
are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  necessary, 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelihara)  :  May  I  know  if  it 
is  a  pecuniary  necessity  or  a  moral  necessity  or  a  religious  necessity  ? 

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  :  I  may  say  it 
is  an-  aesthetic  necessity.

MR.  J.  M.  jOS§PH  (Nominated)  :  Sir,.!  wish  to  make  a  few  o'bsef- 
v&'tions  expressing  my  opinions  on  the  budget.  On  reading  through 
the  speech  of  the  Financial  Secretary  made  in  introducing  the  budget, 
I  find  indications  here  and  there  to  show  that  the  Government  is 
making  an  attempt  to  pursue  a  progressive  policy  so  that  the  State 
might  keep  abreast  of  the  advancing  times  and  maintain  its  name  that 
it  is  a  progressive  State.  Provision  is  made  liberally  and  otherwise  for 
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certain  progressive  measures,  for  the  encouragement  of  industries,  for 
the  improvement  of  sanitation  and  public  health,  for  increasing  the 
amenities  of  people  in  several  parts  of  Travancore  by  undertaking 
capital  works  and  also  for  certain  steps  conducive  to  the  more  efficient 
discharge  of  duties  connected  with  administration.  In  my  opinion  the 
Financial  Secretary  deserves  credit  for  presenting  a  budget  showing 
a  surplus  in  these  hard  times  when  the  country  is  passing  _  through  a 
financial  crisis  and  economic  depression  stares  the  country  in  its  face. 

It  is  not  only  a  balanced  budget  but  a  budget  showing  a  surplus.  In 
my  opinion  even  if  the  Financial  Secretary  had  shown  a  deficit  budget 
he  would  have  been  perfectly  justified.  But  on  a  close  scrutiny  of 
the  figures  in  the  budget  I  get  the  impression,  Sir,  that  the  distribution 
of  expenditure  is  not  equitable  and  fair  by  which  I  mean  it  is  not  in 
accordance  with  the  needs  of  the  situation,  the  people  and  the  depart¬ 
ments.  The  policy,  I  submit,  Sir,  therefore  has  to  be  revised.  It  was 
only  the  other  day  that  a  certain  friend  of  mine,  a  graduate  of  the 
Madras  University,  who  has  turned  his  hand  to  agriculture,  just  after, 
hearing  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech  when  be  was  going  along  the 
road  remarked  “Nero  is  fiddling  when  Borne  is  burning.’’  But  I  would 
not  put  it  so  strongly.  But  1  would  say,  Sir,  that  this  is  the  sort  of 
opinion  that  prevails  among  the  ^public  especially  among  the  agricul¬ 
tural-  population'.  When  I  scrutinised  the  figures  I  oxpected  the  figure 
under  income  from  revenue  to  stand  very  low.  But  it  stands  so  high 
as  Bs.  36  lakhs,  a  difference  of  within  a  lakh  from  the  actuals  of  1107- 
From  that  I  am  afraid  that  no  remission  of  tax  is  under  contemplation 
by  the  Government  when  the.  people  have  been  crying  for  it  and  which 
members  have  brought  so  pointedly  to  the  attention  of  the  Goxsfcp-. 
ment.  I  want  to  submit  .  Sir,  that  the  ryots,  especially  in  South 
Travancore,  are  put  to  very  great  hardships  and  are  undergoing  immense 
suffering  and  that  South  Travancore  is  also  burdened  with  very  heavy 
taxation.  Under  these  circumstances  if  the  Government  is  going  to 
call  upon  the  ryots,  the  agricultural  people  in  South  Travancore,  to  pay 
down  the  tax  of  the  year  to  the  last  cash,  it  would  be  a  very  great 
hardship  to  them.  If  the  Government  do  not  come  forward  to  lend  a 
helping  hand,  in  these  hard  times,  to  the  ryots  who  are  in  the:  throes., 
of  an.  economic  struggle,  who  else  can  ?  And  therefore  I  feel  that  a 
remission  of  tax  is  an  imperative  demand  of  the' present  situation,  not 
only  in  South.  Travancore,  but  I.  believe,  in  North  Travancore  also.  Ir. 
am  greatly  disappointed  that  the  revenue  figure  has  not  been  fixed, 
lower  than  Bs.  36  lakhs.  I  would  plead  that  a  remission  of  the-  taxes-, 
that  are  due  from  the  people  to  the  Government  be  granted. 

1  want  to  say  something  about  wa,ter  supply.  I,  feel  that  a  separate 
provision  has  to  be  made' for  water,  supply.  There  are  certain  villages 
in  South  Travancore  which  are  entirely  . in  want  of  good  drinking  wat*'. . 
In  villages  round  about  Mutiom. for  example  people  are  always  in  want, 
of  water.  In  certain  seasons  they  are.  put  to  very  great  difficulty  for- 
Wti  of  good  drinking  water,  People,  there  have  put  in  a  petition  to; 
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Government.  But  I  do  not  know  what  action  has  been  taken  upon 
that  by  the  Government.  So,  a  separate  provision  is  absolutely  neces. 
sary  for  supplying  good  drinking  water  in  those  villages,  A  sum  of 
Bs.  7,000  has  been  allotted  for  sinking  wells  and  constructing  roads 
in  villages  belonging  to  the  depressed  classes.  That  sum  by  itself  is 
not  enough.  There  are  other  people  also  who  are  similarly  situated 
and' they  also  merit  the  attention  of  Government. 

With  regard  to  the  agricultural  loans,  I  find  that  only  Bs,  4  lakhs 
has  been  allotted  for  that  purpose.  I  contend,  Sir,  that  it.  is  not  enough 
at  all,  not  adequate  at  all,  to  meet  the  situation.  Bs.  4  lakhs  is  not 
enough  even  for  South  Travancore.  Then,  how  will  that  be  enough  for 
the  whole  of  Travancore  ?  .  There  are  other  parts  of  Travancore  which 
are  similarly  situated  and  they  require  help.  I  feel  that  at  least  eight 
or  ten  lakhs  of  rupees  should  have  been  allotted  for  that  purpose. 

'  I  would  now  focus  attention  upon  education.  Education  is  one  of 
the  great  responsibilities  of  the  State,  and  our  Government  has  felt 
that  responsibility  and  has  always  discharged  that  responsibility  to  the 
best  of  its  abilities  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  subjects.  It  is  no 
wonder  therefore  that  this  Bs.  45  lakhs,  a  very  big  slice  from  the 
income  of  the  State,  has  been  set  apart  for  the  education  of  the  country. 
I  am  also  thankful  that  the  Government  are  alive  to  the  necessity  of 
changing  the  type  of  education  that  we  are  now  getting  and  for  that 
purpose  they  have  already  appointed  an  enquiry  committee  and  we  are 
all  looking  forward  to.  the  report  of  the  committee.  When  that  comes, 
I  believe  the  right  type  of  education  will  beintroduced  into  the  country 
and  some  of  the  defects  that  are  now  found  and  that  are  the  cause  of 
so -much  discontent,  and- probably .  unemployment,  will  be  removed; 
But  in  this  field  of  education  the  Government  for  the  last  one  hundred 
years  has  had  another  partner,  I  mean,  the  private  agencies  of  whom 
the  Christian  Missions  have  played  a  very  important  role  in  the  country. 
In  fact,  it  was  the  Christian  Missions  that  introduced  English  education 
into’ the  country.  They  have  very  nobly  and  selflessly  served  'the 
country ;  and  the  Government,  from  time  to  time,  have  shown  adequate 
recognition  of  the  valuable  1  elp  that  they  have  received  at  the  hands 
of  these  self-sacrificing  missions  who  have  done  much  for  the  educa¬ 
tional  advance'  of  the  country.  But,  of  late,  I  am  sorry  to  note  that 
this  recognition,  this  interest,  has  been  on  the  wane,,  Comparing  the 
figures  for  maintenance  grants,  I  was  simply  shocked  to  find  that  out'  of 
Bs.  47  lakhs  only  Bs.  12,000  has  been  set  apart  as  maintenance  grants 
to  boys’  schools.  Of  course,  the  girls’  schools  fare  better  and  I  am  too 
chivalrous  to  grudge  that.  But  the  boys’  schools  fare  very  badly  at 
the  hands  of  Government.  I  want  to  know,  Sir,  if  this  is  the.  sort  of 
recognition  that  is  shown  to  these  private  institutions  who  have  played 
an  important  part  in  the  education  of  the  State,  and  who  are  shoulder; 
ir.g.  a  great  burden  of  the  Government.  I  therefore  contend  that 
Bs.  12,000  is  not  at  all  adequate.  It  is  in  my  opinion,.  Sir,  if  I  may.  be 
pardoned,  for  using  strong  language,  very  unfair,  to  these,  private  insti-j 
tutions  who  have  borne  the  heat  .and  dust  of  the  day,  who  hate  worked. 
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all  along  for  one  hundred  years  and  who  are  now  languishing  for  want 
of  Government  help  and  support. 

MR.  A.  S,  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( MaveliJcam ):  Is  the  grant-in-aid  to 
hoys’  schools  only  Bs.  12,000  ? 

MR  J.  M.  JOSEPH  ( Nominated)  :  Yes,  that  is  what  I  find.  I  am 
speaking  only  of  English  education  and  not  of  Vernacular  education 

D°W'mb.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavcmkod ) :  _  May  I  know 
whether  the  speaker  is  himself  the  head  of  a  private  institution  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  That  question  should  not  be  asked. 

Mr.  J.  M.  JOSEPH  ( Nominated ) :  It  is  my  province  and  therefore 
I  feel  it  my  duty  to  draw  the  pointed  attention  of  Government  to  this 
aspect  of  the  matter.  Last  year,  a  mission  school  which  plays  an 
important  part  in  education  and  which  has  six  hundred  pupils  in  it 
received  only  one  hundred  rupees.  That  works  at  the  rate  of  2  annas 
8  pies  per  head.  But  looking  at  the  Government  expenditure  the  boys 
get  about  rupees  twenty-one  per  head.  Now,  these  figures  speak  for 
themselves,  I  need  not  expatiate  upon  them. 

Coming  to  Vernacular  education,  I  find  that  grant  has  been  refused 
to  the  opening  of  new  classes  and  new  divisions.  The  result  is  that 
the  existing  classes  are  overcrowded,  the  work  becomes  inefficient  and 
the  lads  and  young  men  who  pass  the  Vernacular  School  Final  exami¬ 
nation  and  also  the  Vernacular  Higher  do  not  get  employment.  .  And 
they  go  simply  Jo  swell  the  army  of  the  unemployed.  When  the 
managers  appeal  to  Government  for  help,  they  receive  the  answer 
“retrenchment.”  Now,  I  want  to  tell  you,  Sir,  that  the  public  opinion 
about  retrenchment  is  that  gnats  have  been  strained  and  camels 
swallowed.  That  is  the  public  opinion  that  exists  about  this  retrench¬ 
ment  and  retrenchment  is  the  answer  very  often  flung  at  the  face  of 
any  respectable  manager  who  appeals  to  Government  for  help.  This 
state  of  affairs,  Sir,  is  causing  a  good  deal  of  heart  breaking  and  I 
therefore  feel  that  a  better  allotment  should  have  been  made  for  grants 
to  these  private  institutions  which  are  scattered  all  over  Travancore 
and  which  are  carrying  on  the  work  of  education  helping  the  Govern¬ 
ment  considerably.  They  should  have  been  treated  much  better  than 
that.-  Next,  I  need  not  say  about  the  pay  of  the  undergraduate  teachers 
and  the  Vernacular  school  teachers.  That  is  a  big  question. 

Just  a  word  about  the  Co-operative  Department.  The  allotment 
for  the  Co-operative  Department  also  must  be  on  the  increase,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  it  is  coming  into  importance.  The  department  is 
engaged  in  the'  activities  called  the  nation- building  activities.  These 
activities  are  now  increasing  and /o  I  believe  that  the  Co-operative 
Department  in  future  would  fare  better  at  the  hands  of  Government. 
In  the  co-operative  field  there  are  so  many  non-official  agencies  that 
go  by  the  name  of  supervising  unions  doing  splendid  work  and  the  men 
composing  these  unions  are  men  fired  and  animated  with  the  ideals  of 

service.  But  these  unions,  from  a  pergonal  knowledge  I  can  say,  a« 
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greatly  handicapped  by  want  of  funds  and  when  we  appeal  to  Govern¬ 
ment  for  funds  they  say  this  is  all  that  is  allotted.  Therefore,  it  is  my 
duty  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  here  that  a  greater  allotment 
alone  would  make  it  possible  for  the  department  to  give  a  more  liberal 
grant  to  these  supervising  unions  so  that  they  might  carry  forward 
their  work  unhampered  by  want  of  funds. 

One  word  more.  In  education  there  is  an  item  called  “Orphan¬ 
ages”.  Only  Es.  2,000  is  allotted  for  this.  It  is  for  charitable  work 
which  these  charitable  institutions  carry  on.  They  should  receive 
better  help  and  support  at  the  hands  of  Government.  They  are  also 
languishing  for  want  of  help  and  if  a  revised  estimate  is  to  take  place, 
they  will  fare  better  I  hope. 

I  am  afraid  that  better  allotments  for  the  purposes  I  have  set  forth 
here  will  alone  better  the  present  situation.

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PIUAI  ( Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  Sir,  every  year,  the  Financial  Secretary  has  been  at 
very  great  pains  to  produce  what  is  known  as  a  balanced  Budget.  I  think 
the  attempt  made  is  to  so  regulate  expenditure  as  to  leave,  out  of  the 
collections  of  the  year,  a  arnall  margin  *  of  surplus.  This,  it  appears  to 
me,  Sir,  is  the  principle  of  Micawber’s  domestic  economy  applied  to  the 
,  State.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  what  every  progressive  Government  ought 
I  to  do  is,  not  to  determine  what  its  annual  collection  would  be  and  to  dis¬ 
tribute  it  among  the  various  absolutely  necessary  services,  but  to  deter¬ 
mine  what  the  actual  expenses  should  be  and  then  to  find  out  the 
proper  means  to  meet  that  expenditure.  Any  other  method  of  framing 
the  Budget  would  be  absolutely  wrong  in  principle.  The  Budget  placed 
before  us  is  one  based  upon  the  first  and  not  the  second  princi¬ 
ple.  It  appears  to  me,  Sir,  that,  besides  the  ordinary  duties  of  a  Gov- 
Vernment,  all  civilised  Governments  now  spend  large  sums  of-money  on 
such  social  services  as  public  health,  education,  amelioration  of  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  depressed  classes,  maternity  relief  and  such  other  matters 
calculated  to  promote  the  general  welfare  of  the  community.  I  propose 
to  examine  the  Budget  for  1109  in  the  light  of  this  standard.  I  will 
take,  for  example,  public  health.  The  amount  sanctioned  for  the  Public 
Health  Department  is  Es.  2,59,862  ;  this  amount  works  out  at  the  rate 
of  1  oh.  6  c.  per  head  of  population.  In  certain  States  of  America,  I 
have  been  informed,  they  spend  up  to  one  dollar  per  head  of  population 
for  this  purpose.  Here  as  I  have  already  pointed  out,  it  is  only  1  ch. 
6  o.  per  head,  whereas,  for  feeding  some  idle  Brahmins,  a  larger 
amount,  a  sum  of  Bs.  2,71,000  odd,  has  been  provided  ;  and  that  works 
out  to  about  Bs.  47  per  ‘  head  of  the  Brahmin  population..  Sir,  that  is 
the  way  in  which  public  funds  are  wasted  in  this  progressive  State  while 
the  Public  Health  Department  which  I  consider  to  be  one  of  the  most 
important  departments  in  the  State  is  literally  starved.  Now  look  at 
the  condition  of  public  health  in  this  country.  The  average  expectancy 
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of  life  in  India  is  only  32.  We  have  not  got  the  figure  for  Travaneore 
but  we  may  take  it  that  it  will  be  only  less  than  that  in  British  India. 
In  America,  it  is  58  ;  it  is  54  in  England  ;  and  47  in  Jarpan.  Sir,  this 
terribly  low  expectation  of  life  here  is  due  to  the  ravages  of  epidemic 
diseases  like  cholera  and  small-pox,  filth  diseases  like  hook-worm,  diar¬ 
rhoea  and  enteric  fever,  and' such  disabing  diseases  like  filaria  and 
malaria.  Sir,  in  1103,  10,090  people  are  said  to  have  died  of  cholera  ; 
and  my  friend,  Dr.  Hainan  Tampi,  anticipates  that,  next  year,  there 
will  be  a  terrible  outbreak  of  cholera  unless  precautionary  measures  are 
taken  in  due  time-  Small-pox  accounts  for  2,000  deaths  in  1107.  The 
number  of  people  who  are  suffering  from  filaria  is  14,709.  These  figures 
speak  for  themselves  and  show  how  unsatisfactory  is  the  state  of  public 
health  in  Travaneore  and  why  the  Government  should  pay  - more  atten¬ 
tion  to  this  Department.  My  friends  spoke  appreciatively  of  the  recent 
amalgamation  of  the  Sanitary  and  Health  Departments  and  I  endorse 
that  view. 

Now  coming  to  the  question  of  amelioration  of  the  depressed 
classes,  the  allotment  for  the  next  year  is  Es.  11,300.  Of  this  amounts, 
Es-  4,307  is  the  pay  and  establishment  charges  for  the  Protector  of  the 
Depressed  Classes,  an  establishment  which  to  my  mind  is  absolutely 
useless.  It  is  merely  a  waste  of  public  funds.  Therefore,  Rs.  7, COO 
alone  has  been  really  provided  for  the  amelioration  of  the  depressed 
classes  in  the  State,  Sir,  the  recent  floodB  in  Travaneore  have  brought, 
to  light  the  condition  of  the  depressed  classes,  the  need  for  providing 
suitable  house  sites  for  them  and  for  helping  them  with  materials  and 
money  for  constructing  sheds  for  their  accommodation.  .  Considering 
all  these  matters  the  amount  of  Es.  7,000  allotted  for  the  amelioration ! 
of  the  depressed  classes  cannot  but  be  characterised  as  meagre.  In  the 
small  State  of  Cochin  a  comparatively  large  amount  is  spent  for  this 
laudable  purpose.  I  will  take  your  permission,  Sir,  to  read  to  you  a 
small  statement  supplied  by  the  Cochin  State  to  the  General  Secretary 
(Mr.  Thakkar)  of  the  servants  of  the  untouchables  society  in  Delhi.-  --  If 
there  is  any  objection  to  reading  the  statement,  the  statement  may  be 
taken  as  my  own. 

“  T1>0  Pulaya  and  the  Paraya  children,  boya  and  girls,  are  given  free  education  in 
primary,  secondary  and  oollege  olasses.  Not  only  is  no  fee  levied  but  they, 
are  given  stipends,  free  supply  of  books  and  four  clothes  per  year  (girls  a  little, 
more).  Stipend  forjpriraary.  pupils  is  one  auna  a  week,  for  lower  forms  pupil*. 
Bs.  2  a  month,  higher  forms,  Bs.  3  a  month  and  college  olasses  Ks.  .10  a 
month. 

IThere  is  a  Hostel  for  girl*  (cosmopolitan)  at  firnakulam  in  which  Pulaya  girl*  are 
admitted  on  the  same  footing  as  other  girls  (there  is  a  separate  hostel  for  oaste- 
Hindu  girls).  Government  gives  half  the  rent  for  the  hostel  building  and 
B»,  1-5-0  per  head  towards  establishment  oharges  (conks  etc.).  There  are  now 
3  Pulaya  girls  there,  two  being  given  free  boarding  and  the  third  a  college- 
student,  pays  its.  8  out  of  her  stipend  of  Bs- 10. 

An  extract  from  the  Government  budget  given  below  will  give  an  idea  of  the  volume 
and  the  nature  of  the  work  done  foi  Harijatis.. 


Total.  1187,760  . 

Altogether  it  comes  to  Rs.  87,760.  That  is  what  is  done  by  a  Stale 
whose  income  is  about  one-third  of  this  State. 

MR.  R.  N1LAKANTA  PILLAl  ( Financial  Secretary  to  Government )! 
Is  there  not  provision  under  other  budget  heads,  say,  under  land  re¬ 
venue  for  the  acquisition  of  lands  for  fishermen  in  Quilon  ? 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAl  ( Quilon  I)  :  I  wish  to  know  whether 
the  Financial  Secretary  has  got  the  right  of  giving  information  by 
interpellation. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  Financial  Secretary  is  in  order. 

Eli.  CHAN6ANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAl  (Kunnaltur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  ■  I  have  not  looked  up  other  items  of  allotment  in  the 
Budget  to  say  whether  in  any  other  corner  of  the  Budget  there  lies 
lurked  any  item  which  directly  or  indirectly  bears  upon  this  subject.  1 
shall  be  very  thankful  to  the  Financial  Secretary  if  he  will  refer  to  these 
matters  in  his  reply. 

So  far  as  the.employment  of  these  people  in  the  public  serviceis 
concerned,  they  have  to  some  extent  received  only  a  step-motherly 
treatment.  I  will  cite .  one  instance  to  illustrate  my  point.  Recently 
a  Pulaya  gentleman  who  is  qualified  for  a  Sub- Assistant  Surgeon’s' 
place,  came  to  me  and  showed  mean  endorsement  that  he  .had  got  from 
the  Darbar  Physioian  on  his  application  for.  a  place  in  the  Medical 
Department.  He  has  been  told  that  his  rank  is  100  in  the  waiting  list. 
Taking  on  the  average  of  two  vacancies  of  Sub-Assistant  Surgeons  in  a 
year,  his  turn  will  come  60  years  hence.  His  age  now  is  37  and  there¬ 
fore  he  will  get  a  job  when  he  is  87.  Now,  Sir,  out  o.f  this  one  hundred 
people  waiting,  99  must  he  from  well  represented  communities  such  -as 
Nayars,  Syrian  Christians,  and  Brahmins.  Is  that  not  a  good  reason 
for  affording  some  preferential  treatment  to  him  ?  Unless  the  Govern¬ 
ment  choose  to  do  so  there  will  he  no  chance  for  these  people  as  every 
department  is  likely  to  have  waiting  lists  as  long  if  not  longer. 

Another  matter  which  I  wish  to  refer  to  in  this  connection  is  that 
there  is  an  impression  created  in  Upper  India  that  the  .South 
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Indian  States,  like  Travancore,  Cochin  and  Mysore  are  very  liberal  in 
helping  the  depressed  classes  in  regard  to  their  education.  So  they  re¬ 
fuse  to  give  any  help  to  the  depressed,  classes  of  our  State.  Eeeently  I 
forwarded  an  application  for  a  scholarship  to  the  General  Secretary, 
Mr.  Thakkar,  General  Secretary  of  the  servants  of  untouchables  Society, 
for  a  Thanda  boy  who  is  studying  in  the  College  here.  The  reply  he 
got  was  that  the  Cochin  and  the  Travancore  Governments  are  making 
liberal  provision  for  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  the  depressed 
classes  and  therefore  no  scholarship  can  be  given  for  boys  from  those 
States.  Thus,  Sir,  not  only  do  the  depressed  classes  here  not  get  suffici¬ 
ent  encouragement  from  the  Government  here  but  they  are  heavily 
handicapped  in  the  matter  of  help  from  outside  on  account  of  their 
birth  in  this  State  which  is  falsely  reported  to  be  very  munificent 
towards  them. 

My  time  is  limited  and  therefore  I  shall  only  refer  to  another 
matter  before  I  close  and  that  is  the  condition  of  ryots  as  a  result  of  the 
economic  depression.  It  appears  to  me  that  the  Government  seems  to 
be  more  inclined  to  afford  greater  protection  to  wild  animals  in  the 
forests  than  to  tame  animals  residing  in  the  plains  and  contributing  to 
the  Exchequer.  The  economic  depression  has  very  severely  hit  the 
agricultural  classes.  They  are  also  habitually  indebted,  Most  of  them 
are  paying  taxes  out  of  their  own  pockets.  I  know  my  own  instance  ; 

I  pay  not  only  the  tax  but  also  the.  maintenance  charges  of  my  estate 
from  my  own  pocket.  This  must  be  the  case  with  several  agricultur- 
.  ists.  No  provision  has  been  made  in  the  budget  for  affording  any  relief 
to  these  poor  suffering  people.  The  Financial  Secretary  says  that  there 
has.  been  a  fall  in  the  collections  implying  thereby  that  some  remission  of 
land  tax  has  been  made  ;  but  does  it  mean  that  Government  have  given 
up  their  claims  against  those  defaulting  tax  payers  and  that  no  coer¬ 
cive  steps  would  be  taken  for  realising  those  arrears  ?  No  such  as¬ 
surance  has  been  given  by  him.  Instead  of  spending  money  usefully 
in  these  directions  for  the  well-being  and  relief  of  the  people  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  are  wasting  funds.  The  free  feeding  choultries  are  merrily 
going  on,  officers  are  imported  on  exorbitant  salaries  and  allowances, 
new  and  unnecessary  appointments  on  high  salaries  are  created,  the 
salaries  of  high  officers  are  recklessly  increased  as  personal  favour  and 
generally  the  cost  of  the  administration  is  enormously  increased  andfunds 
are  withdrawn  from  the  general  Exchequer  by  creating  new  funds  like 
the  Kaudukrishi  fund.  It  appears  to  me,  Sir,  that  this  is  wholly  an  un¬ 
justifiable  policy.  I  was  very  glad  when  I  read  for  the  first  time  the 
Assembly  Regulation  to  see  that  the  State  charities  were  not,  as  formerly 
one  of  the  prohibited  subjects  and  therefore  I  had  every  hope  of 
turning  down  the  unholy  demand  for  this  purpose.  But  I  was  not  a 
little  surprised  to  see,  when  I  read  the  budget,  that  this  item  was 
transferred  to  the  Devaswom  Department  and  marked  non-votable.  I  am 
sorry  I  cannot  congratulate  the  Government  on  this  unwise  step.  This 
is  giving  with  one  hand  and  taking  away  with  the  other.  But  it  is 
in  consonance  with  the  present  policy  of  Government  of  reducing  these 
representative  institutions  into  a  farce. 
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Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum—  Sural) :  Sir,  if  the  Government 
are  sincere  in  their  profession  of  anxiety  to  help  the  people  of  the  State 
at  a  time  of  distress  like  the  present,  that  sincerity  is  by  no  means 
reflected  either  in  the  Budget  or  in  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech.  If 
the  Financial  Secretary  is  not  in  personal  touch  with  affairs  in  the 
State  or  if  he  is  not  acquainted  with  the  actual  condition  of  the  agri. 
cultural  population,  he  must  at  least  read  the  weekly  Gazette  and  he  will 
be  able  to  see  the  large  number  of  pages  devoted  to  the  notification  of 
auction  sales  of  property  by  the  Land  Revenue  Department.  Sir,  what 
does  it  signify  ?  Is  it  perverse  refusal  to  pay  or  genuine  inability  to 
pay  ?  I  ask  when  are  the  Government  going  to  realise  the  fact  ?  It  was 
suggested  her§*that  it  is  not  customary  to  take  into  account  the 
necessity  for  remission  of  taxes  while  framing  the  budget.  I  could 
understand  that  provided  the  conditions  necessitating  remission  come 
about  after  the  budget  is  framed  and  not  before.  But  what  is  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  people  now  ?  Why  not  consider  the  situation  ?  The 
situation  is  clear.  Added  to  the  economic  depression  are  the  devastating 
floods.  I  say  from  actual  experience  that  Government  would  be  sin¬ 
ning  if  they  do  not  take  into  account  the  condition  of  the  ryots.  You 
are  compelled  to  make  a  substantial  reduction  of  taxes.  The  Financial 
Secretary  should  have  come  gracefully  forward  with  a  budget  estimate 
after  making  a  25  per  cent,  remission  of  the  taxes.  Though  that  has 
not  been  done,  at  least  when  the  demand  is  put  to  the  House,  the 
Financial  Secretary  ought  to  readily  accede  to  the  request  made  by 
this  side  of  the  House. 

.  Sir,  as  has  been  mentioned  here,  I  also  wish  to  refer  to  one  or  two 
unauthorised  acts  that  the  Financial  Secretary  has  taken  the  liberty  of 
doing  to  the  detriment  of  the  rights  of  this  House.  I  may  refer  to  the 
State  Charities.  In  the  Legislative  Reforms  Regulation,  provision  has 
been  made'  allowing  this  House  to  discuss  the  State  Charities.  I  also 
wish  to  point  out  that  there  is  no  mistaking  the  point  at  all  because  the 
prior  Regulation  provided  for  the  exclusion  of  the  State  Charities  from 
discussion  here.  It  was  with  a  full  knowledge  of  that  fact  that  it- was 
included  in  the  list  of  subjects  that  can!  be  discussed  under  the  present 
Regulation.  And  the  advisers  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Raja  knew 
well  what  the  implications  of  the  non-exclusion  of  the  State  Charities 
from  the  list  of  excluded  subjects  would  mean.  Now,  when  the  budget 
is  put  into  our  hands,  it  is  said  that  some  of  this  expenditure  is  analo¬ 
gous  to  Devaswom  1  expenditure  and  has  something  to  do  With  religious 
observances  and  so  they  have  been  transferred  co  the  list  of  excluded 
subjects. 

MR.  P,  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I)  :  May  I  1-now 
whether  from  a-  classification  of  the  preliminary  budget  heads, 'it  is  not 
sufficient  to  say  that  the  question  of  State  Charities  be  discussed  here? 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Sural)  :  That  is  what  lam 
driving  at.  Simply  because  the  Financial  Secretary  has  taken  -  that 
item  to  the  head  of  Devaswom  an4  marked  it  ‘non-votable’,  that  does  not 
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mean  that  we  should  be  precluded  from  discussing  it.  I  would  request 
you,  Sir,  to  give  a  ruling  on  this  point  as  to  whether  it  could  he  discus¬ 
sed  or  not.  I  hope  you  will  allow  us  to  discuss  the  matter  and  the 
item  put  to  the  vote  of  the  House  and  see  that  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary’s  legerdemain  does  not  succeed. 

In  regard  to  the  Kandukrishi  Fund  newly  created,  I  wish  to  offer 
a  few  remarks.  I  do  not  propose  to  go  into  the  legal  aspect  of  the 
matter.  We  know  that  certain  allotments  are  made  for  the  Palace. 
It  is  not  clear  whether  the  amount  of  Kandukrishi  receipts  included  in 
the  general  revenues  was  not  taken  into  account  when  the  allotment 
was  made  for  Palace  expenditure.  To  me  it  appears— I  am  not  mak¬ 
ing  an  assertion— that  at  the  time  when  the  Civil  List  of  His  Highness 
the  Maharaja  was  fixed  this  matter  might  have  been  taken  into  account 
and  it  transpires  that  the  public  are  deprived  of  the  benefit  of  Es,  If 
lakhs  by  the  arrangement  now  proposed. 

Yesterday  in  answer  to  a  question  by  Mr.  T.  P.  Kan^asubba  Aiyar 
relating  to  the  creation  of  the  Kandukrishi  fund,  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary  stated  that  for  the  purpose  of  calculating  the  amount  of  land  reve¬ 
nue  and  for' determining  the  contribution  due  to  the  Devaswom  fund, 
40%  of  the  Kandukrishi  revenue  was  also  taken  into  account.  I  would 
like  to  know  whether  this  is  taken  into  account  merely  for  the  purpose 
of  calculating  40%  of  the  amount  of  the  land  revenue  or  whether  the 
40%  of  the  Kandukrishi  revenue  will  be  diverted  to  the  Devaswom 
Fund  from  thit  revenue  and  the  balance,  namely  60  per  cent,  alone 
will  go  to  the  Kandukrishi  Fund.  My  doubt  is  whether  40  per  cent, 
of  the  Land  Revenue  inclusive  of '  the  Kandukrishi  revenue  will  be 
entirely  diverted  from  the  public  revenues  alone  independently  of  the 
Kandukrishi  receipts.  If  so,  it  would  he  a  clear  loss  to  the  public.  It 
would  be  really  unfair  on  the  part  of  Government  to  divert  from  the 
general  revenues  of  the  State  -to  the  Devaswom  Fund  40  per  cent,  of 
what  according  to  the  new  arrangements  does  not  form  general  reve¬ 
nues.  I  hope  this  matter  will  be  fully  understood  by  Government,  and 
that  40  per  cent,  of  the  Bb.  If  lakhs  of  Kandukrishi  receipts  will  he  cal¬ 
culated  and  .diverted  to  the  Devaswom  fund  from  the  Kandukrishi 
receipts. 

I  wish  to  refer  to  one  other  important  matter.  The  legislature  is 
not  consulted  in  matters  in  Which  it  ought  to  be  consulted.  For 
instance,  I  refer  to  the  appointment  of  the  Settlement  Officer.  To  me, 
it  appears,  there  is  nothing  which  Government  can  do  which  affects 
the  people  of  the  State  more  intimately  than  a  resettlement.-  When 
an  officer  for  formulating  the  principles  on  which  resettlement  is  to  be 
effected  was  appointed,  Government  did  not  think  it  proper  to  place 
the  matter  before  this  House  and  get  its  sanction. 

(4  Voice  :  There  was  no  House  then.) 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  {Trioandtxmi^Bural)  :  Whether  there  was  a 
House  or  not,  may  I  ask  where  Was  the  emergency  for  appointing  such 
an  officer  ?  Probably  Section  32  of  the  Begulation  empowers  Govern¬ 
ment  to.  authorise  such  expenditure,  in  cases  of  emergency.  But 
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■where  was  such  an  emergency  I  ask.  I  say  if  the  thing  can  wait  for 
30  or  40  years  after  some  of  the  taluks  were  settled,  where  was  the 
emergency  that  prevented  waiting  for  a  few  months  more,  placing  the 
matter  before  this  House,  allowing  it  to  have  a  full  discussion  and  then 
see  whether  an  officer  should  be  appointed  and  if  so  what  instructions 
should  be  given  to  him.  I  think  it  is  scant  courtesy  shown  to  this . 
House  and  it  is  really  ignoring  the  rights  of  this  House  and  the 
interests  of  the  people.  Government  is  certainly  guilty  of  the  charge 
of  ignoring  the  existence  of  this  Assembly  when  they  appointed  a 
settlement  officer  without  consulting  us-  As  Mr.  K-  Kunjukrishna 
Pillai  said,  may  I  request  the  Government  that  when  the  settlement 
memorandum  is  published  it  may  be  placed  before  this  House  for  a  full 
discussion  and  further  steps  taken  only  after  that.  Be-settloment  is 
the  most  important  thing  that  affects  the  people  of  the  country  at  large. 
The  Financial  Secretary’s  speech  no  doubt  refers  to  some  of  the  direc¬ 
tions  given  to  the  settlement  officer.  I  do  not  know  what  is  being  done 
by  him.  This  is  a  time  when  people  are  groaning  under  economic 
distress.  Is  this  the  fittest  time  I  ask  for  formulating  the  principles 
on  which  resettlement  should  be  effected.  A  lot  of  enquiries  has  to  be 
made  by  way  of  finding  the  cost  of  cultivation,  yield  from  the  land,  the 
margin  of  profit  a  cultivator  would  get  and  so  on.  Is  this  the  fittest 
time,  I  ask,  for  the  appointment  of  a  Special  Officer  for  the  purpose  ? 
These  are  matters  to  be  attended  to  not  in  abnormal  times. 

Then  I  may  refer  to  the  appointment  of  an  educational  expert  to , 
enquire  and  report  on  educational  reforms.  No  doubt  the  question  of 
educational  reforms  was  very  often  discussed  by  the  Legislative  Coun¬ 
cil,  Bat  the  Government  thought  it  fit  to  appoint  in  their  own  way 
an  officer  without  consulting  us.  At  least  the  Government  could  have  . 
elicited  our  opinion  in  the  matter.  What  the  Council  urged  was  the 
appointment  of  a  committee.  The  Government  have  appointed  a 
particular  individual,  assisted  by  a  subordinate  of  the  Education  De¬ 
partment  and  another  who  is  connected  with  some  private  schools. 
We  were  not  given  an  opportunity  to  consider  the  terms  of  reference., 
either. 

Then  Sir,  I  also  find  that  large  sums  of  money  are  spent  in  many, 
other  ways  without  any  reference  to  this  House,  There  is  a' budget 
item  of  Rs.  T lakh  for  the  Chicago  Exhibition;  now  nothing  is  heard  of 
it.  Was  it  spent  or  is  it  going  to  be  spent  I  am  at  a  loss  to  know. 
The  Financial  Secretary  has  not  referred  to  that.- 

Again,  Sir,,  very  .urgent  works  are  neglected  on  the  ground  of  . 
Want  of  funds.  S'ome. questions  were  asked  in  this  .House  regarding , 
the  construction  of  certain  important,  roads  and  bridges  and  the  answer 
given  was  '  want  of  funds  ”.  But  I  find  very  unnecessary  roads  are 
being  constructed  even  at  this  time  of  economic  stringency.'  I. think: 
the  old  Road  Board  could  be  restored  or  at  least  the  works  taken  up  be 
included  in  the  Budget  and  placed  before  the  House  for  consideration 
A@  for  unnecessary  works  taken  up,  for  instance,  I  may  refer  to  the  road 
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from  the  Trivandrum-Sheneottah  road  to  the  Golf  Links.  To  my  know¬ 
ledge  there  is  a  very  fine  road  from  the  Trivandrum-Shencotta  road  to 
the  Golf  Links  and  there  is  absolutely  no  justification  for  constructing 
another  road  at  a  time  like  this.  But  a  sum  of  about  Bs.  25,000  is  allotted 
for-'the  construction  of  a  new  road  from  the  T.  S.  road  to  the  Golf  Links. 
I  cannot  imagine  what  emergent  necessity  there  is  to  incur  that 
:  heavy  expenditure  at  this  period  of  depression.  At  a  time  when  any 
number  of  roads  and  bridges  have  to  be  repaired  and  constructed,  needs 
which  are  considered  as  non-essentials  are  attended  to  by  Government. 
I  can  refer  to  many  matters  like  that.  But  due  to  ryant  of  time,  I  pass 
on  to  another  subject. 

Coming  on  to  the  Pallivasal  Scheme,  as  was  mentioned  by 
Mr.  Karayalar  yesterday,  last  year  we  were  told  that  that  scheme  would 
cost  about  Bs.  36  lakhs  and  yield  a  substantial  profit.  This  year,  the 
scheme  appears  to  have  been  revised  and  the  cost  comes  to  over  Bs.  70 
lakhs.  Now  the  area  to  be  served  remains  the  same.  In  spite  of 
double  expenditure,  it  is  now  alleged  that  the  scheme  would  be  equally 
profitable.  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  understand  the  full  implications 
and  the  financial  result  of  the  scheme.  For  that  matter  I  would  re¬ 
quest  you,  Sir,  to  have  the  matter  explained  either  by  the  Financial 
Secretary  or  by  any  other  expert.  My  difficulty  is  this.  Last  time  an 
impression  was  created  in  our  mind3  that  the  scheme  was  thoroughly 
investigated.  It  was  also  said  that  the  work  would  he  executed  in  two 
stages.  It  was  given  out  that  everything  was  well  understood  and  well 
thought  out.  Now  it  seems,  that  the  scheme  was  not  investigated  then 
properly.  There  is  a  good  deal  of  change  in  the  scheme.  I  am  not 
sure  who  investigated  it  a  second  time ;  according  to  whose  recom¬ 
mendations  changes.are  now  sought  to  be  effected  ;  and  whether  at  any 
time  a  competent  officer  dealt  with  the  matter.  So,  I  request  Govern¬ 
ment  to  see  that  before  they  venture  on  a  scheme  of  such  magnitude, 
especially  at  a  time  like  the  present,  they  make  sure  that  the  in¬ 
vestigations  are  satisfactorily  and  carefully  made  and  the  scheme  started. 

Yesterday,  a  suggestion  was  made  by  one  of  my  friends  on  this 
side  of  the.  House  that  there  was  no.  necessity  to  transfer  the  leper 
asylum  from  where  it  is  now-  I  refer  to  that  matter  lest  that  sugges¬ 
tion  might  weigh  with  Government.  The  need  for  the  transfer  of  the 
leper  asylum  is  very  strongly  felt-  I  know  personally  that  the  locality 
where  the  asylum  exists  now  is  a  thickly  populated  area  and  that  its 
existence  is  causing  a  great  deal  of  harm  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  loca¬ 
lity.  I  know  for  a  fact  that  several  persons  in  that  neighbourhood 
are  affected  by  that  dreadful  disease  which  could  be  accounted  for  only 
by  the  existence  of  this  asylum  there.  This  matter  has  been  often 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Government,  and  eventually  I  believe  the 
Government  have  now  decided  to  shift  it  to  some  other  place. 

MR.  A.  S'.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  May  I  know  who  are 
the  people  affected  by  that  ? 

.  MR,, A-  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Bural) ;  My  friend  ought  to 
know  that  it  is  one  of  the  contagions  diseases, 
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Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  ■.  Is  it  the  member's  view 
that  the  contagion  will  affect  the  neighbours  also  ? 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural) :  Yes. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  I  was  told  by  the 
Durbar  Physician  that  it  is  not  contagious. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural ) :  I  will  only  request 
Mr.  Asan  to  have  his  information  for  himself  and  he  may  have  the , 
leper  asylum  in  his  taluk.  I  shall  hold  my  opinion  and  insist  on  the 
leper  asylum  being  shifted  from  its  present  site. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Does  the  member  know 
that  I  never  said  that  it  is  not  contagious  ? 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural ) :  Then  I  can’t  under¬ 
stand  the  difference.  I  said  that  it  is  contagious  and  he  also  says  the 
same  thing, 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  I  only  wish  to  know 
whether  the  member  agrees  with  me. 

MR.. A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural ):  I  have  said  that  the 
leper  asylum  should  be  shifted  from  its  present  location. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  I)  ;  May  I  know,  whether  it  is 
not  sufficient  to  allow  private  people  to  open  such  asylums  as  is  done 
near  Oolachel  ? 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural ) :  We  want  a  bigger 
institution  run  by  Government. 

MR.  A;  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  May  I  know  from  the. 
member  whether — 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural) :  I  am  very  particular 
that  the  asylum  should  be  shifted  from  Oolampara  to  an  unobjection¬ 
able  place. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Does  not  the  member 
see. that  my  view  also  is  the  same,  viz.,  that  it  is  contagious  ? 

Mr.  A,  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural )  Anyhow,  let  it  go  to 

some  place  where  it  will  not  do  harm. 

The  Assembly  adjourned  at  1-13  P.  m.  and  reassembled  at  2  p.  m. 
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Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (dmbalapunha  I):  Sir,  his  time  is  Up. 

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  "Varughese,  your  time  is  up. 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Tiruvalla  I)  :  Sir,  please  allow  me  two 
minutes  more. 

PRESIDENT:  No,  Your  time  is  up. 

Mr.  K.  C.  KARUNAKARAN  (Nominated) :  Sir,  on  a  perusal  of  the 
preliminary  budget  and  the  speech  of  the  Financial  Secretary  in 
introducing  the  same,  I  am  convinced  that  I  should  congratulate,  tbs 
Financial  Secretary  for  the  practical  thoroughness  with  which  he  has 
estimated  the  revenue  and  expenditure  for  the  next  financial  yeaj. 
Last  year  this  time,  Sir,  he  assured  the  members  of  the  then  Legislative 
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Council  that  the  current  year  will  close  with  a  small  revenue  surplus  of 
Rs.  1,15,000.  Though  there  are  variations  in  his  estimate  of  revenue 
and  expenditure  under  various  items,  I  am  happy  to  see  that  the  actuals 
of  this  year  will  show  a  revenue  surplus  of  Rs.  1,17,000,  which  is  two 
thousand  rupees  more  than  ihe  has  estimated.  Sir,  one  of  the  most 
difficult  and  important  tasks  of  any  Financial  Secretary  is  to  estimate 
at  least  approximately  the  revenue  and  expenditure  for  a  certain  future 
period  and  this  important  task  of  the  Financial  Secretary  becomes 
more  difficult  in  these  days,  when  stability  and  steadiness  are  absent 
from  the  entire  economic  world.  The  satisfactory  results  of  this  year 
are  undoubtedly  due  to  the  carefulness,  experience  and,  I  should  say, 
the  over-caution  of  the  Financial  Secretary  in  regard  to  the  financial 
and  the  general  economic  conditions  of  the  State. 

Those  of  us,  Sir,  who  are  very  intimately  studying  the  financia1 
position  of  this  country  cannot  escape  noticing  the  foot-note  at  the  bottom 
of  page  7  of  the  Budget,  which  appears  year  after  year  without  any 
modification.  From  a  strictly  accounting  point  of  view,  to  value  the 
securities,  even  if  they  are  gilt  edged,  at  their  face  value,  when  the 
market  shows  a  downward  tendency,  is  most  misleading.  In  fact  the 
securities,  even  the  gilt  edged  ones,  should  be  valued  for  the  books 
either  at  their  face  value  or  the  market  value,  whichever  is  less.  This 
is  the  accepted  principle  in  the  science  of  accountancy.  But  for  years, 
Sir,  our  clever  Financial  Secretaries  were  calculating  the  value  of  these 
securities  at  their  face  value,  although  the  market  value  was  much  less 
and  thus  we  were  having  inflated  assets  in  the  budgets.  I  must 
frankly  admit,  Sir,  that  the  Financial  Secretary  this  year  deserves 
greatly  the  gratefulness  of  the  country  for  watching  ’and  studying  the 
movements  of  the  gilt  edged  markets  and  for  effecting  a  profitable  con¬ 
version,  which  he  had  detailed  in  his  speech. 

Turning  to  the  next  year,  we  find  that  the  Financial  Secretary 
estimates  a  revenue  of  a  little  over  Rs.  230  lakhs  and  an  expenditure  of 
little  over  Rs.  229  lakhs  and  he  anticipates  a  small  surplus  of 
Rs.  79,000.  From  October  1929  onwards,  Sir,  the  whole  world  has 
been  passing  through  an  acute  period  of  economic  crisis,  which  has  hit 
us  very  badly  in  our  economic  activities.  Now,  there  are  signs  of  these 
conditions  slowly  settling  down  and  I  consider  that  the  estimates  of  the 
Financial  Secretary  are  on  the  safe  side.  I  am  confident  Sir,  that  pro¬ 
vided  the  estimates  are  not  seriously  upset  or  disturbed  by  uncontrol¬ 
lable  features,  the  budget  for  1109  will  be  a  real  contribution  to  the 
financial  stability  of  the  State. 

Sir,  the  neglect  or  the  curtailment  of  the  social  services  in  the 
name  of  economy  has  always  been  held  to  be  foolish  by  the  far-seeing 
citizen.  Good  physical  and  mental  health  is  the  real  bulwark .  of  any 
nation  and  its  preservation  has  been  one  of  the  most  high  and  cherished 
ambitions  of  every  progressive  Government.  So  I  take  this  oppor¬ 
tunity,  Sir,  to  associate  myself  with  my  friends  who  have  congratu¬ 
lated  the  Government  for  bringing  together  the  two  isolated  depart¬ 
ments  of  Public  Health  and  Sanitation  under  one  head  •  and  I  am 
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'  certain,  Sir,  that  this  is  going  to  be  the  backbone  in  our  vast  national 
'  system  of  health  defence. 

My  friend,  Mr.  Karayalar,  ’yesterday  raised  the  question  of  the 
'  financial  side  of  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric  scheme.  '  Sir,  last  year, 
when  this  scheme  was  put  up  before  the  last  Legislative  Council,  I 
advocated  the  scheme.  It  is  true  the  Travancore  Government  haa 
.  undertaken  many  capital  and  productive  schemes  in  this  State.  We  all 
know  that  a  huge  amount  of  money  is  spent  on  the  Kodayar  Project 
for  the  agricultural  development  of  South  Travancore  alone.  One 
peculiarity,  which  I  pointed  out  last  year  with  regard  to  this  Pallivasa. 
Electric  soheme,  was  that  it  was  conducive  to  the  two  great  aspects  o1 
our  economic  life,  that  is,  the  development  of  agriculture  and  industries! 
Sir,  there  is  no  doubt  that  those  who  have  really  studied  the  economic 
position  .of  North  Travancore  must  agree  that  it  is  replete  with 
great  industrial  raw  materials.  I  understand  that  one  of  the  great 
cotton  magnates  of  Bombay  has  almost  decided  to  open  a  cotton  mill  at 
Alwaye  and  I  need  not  say  to  this  House  what  that  means.  It  means 
huge  employment' for  our  unemployed  people.  It  means  a  huge,  income 
to  the  Government  by  way  or  income  tax  and  also  cheap  clothes  for  our 
poor  people.  If  the  Government  wills,  there  is  the  great  prospect  of 
opening  a  rubber  factory  in  Travancore,  in  any.  of  the  districts  where 
there  are  rubber  plantations,  for  producing  tubes  and  toys.  Then  there 
is  the  prospect  of  making  coir  ropes  and  other  things  out  of  the  coir, 
which  is  now  exported  to  places  like  Bangoon  and  Calcutta,  where  big 
‘  factories  are  situated.  These  factories  pay  duty  on  the  coir  imported 
and  manufacture  coir  ropes  to  be  supplied  to  the  world  markets.  If 
you  want  great  agricultural  and  industrial  results,  electricity  will  be 
most  useful. 

Another  factor  of  economic  development  is  that  we  want  really 
easy  means  of  communication,  not  only  for  human  transportation,  but 
for  cargo  transportation.  It  will  be  easy,  when  this  scheme  is  worked, 
to  run  a  light  railway  connecting  the  Cochin  Harbour  and  Alleppey  by 
means  of  electricity.  That  will  be  cheap,  and  perhaps  a  time  may 
come  with  the  electrification  of  Quilon,  when  the  whole  coast  can  he 
connected  by  light  railways,  with  which  some  of  us  are  familiar. 

'  Mr,  Karayalar  raised  the  financial  question  in  this  way,  that  last 
'  year  the  Government  asked  only  for  a  provision  of  Bs.  36’75  lakhs. 
As  a  businessman,  I  should  say,  Sir,  that  if  this  huge  and  gigantic 
Hydro-Electric  scheme  can  be  finished  with  Bs.  36'75  lakhs,  it  is  a  first 
class  business  proposition  which  anybody  will  be  willing  to  take  up.  I 
am  not  at  all  surprised  that  Government  now  come  forward  with  a  re¬ 
quest  for  another  Bs.  40  lakhs.  For  myself,  Sir,  if  this  scheme  would 
go  to  the  industrialisation  of  North  Travancore  and  also  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  punja  cultivation,  I  think  we  need  not  be  surprised  even 
if  at  a  later  stage,  say  next  year,  the  Government  demand  from  us 
another  thirty  lakhs -of  rupees  and  make  it  a  orore  of  rupees.  I  will 
be  the  last  man  to  have  any  surprise  even  if  the  Government  bring  a 
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supplementary  demand  or  the  Financial  Secretary  asks  for  another 
thirty  lakhs  of  rupees  for  the  completion  of  the  soheme.  From  the 
financial  point  of  view,  I  must  say  that  this  is  going  to  he  one  of  the 
best  productive  schemes  for  the  Government  and  also  for  the  economic 
good  of  the  whole  country. 

Sir,  another  imporjpnt  point  I  wish  to  touch  upon  is  the  problem 
which  I  have  been  moving  in  this  House  since  1928— that  is,  the  most 
important  problem  of  separating  Customs  from  Excise.  I  do  not  want 
to  spend  much  time  on  the  elaboration  of  my  ground  which  I  have 
already  put  forward  to  Government  with  other  responsible  non-official 
members.  I  remember,  Sir,  that  my  friend  Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna 
Pillai  at  the  last  session  of  the  last  Legislative  Council  raised  this 
question  and  he  supported  me. 

Sir,  I  believe  firmly  that,  if  we  had  really  a  responsible  officer, 
trained  in  customs  administration,  as  the  head  of  this  Department,  we 
would  not  have  lost  entirely  our  markets  in  Now  Zeland,  Canada, 
America  and  Europe  (Mr.  K- ‘Kunjukrishna  Pillai  :  Hear,  hear).  I 
have  authentic  reports  from  Canada  that  the  representation,  on  behalf 
of  Travaneore,  at  the  Ottawa  Conference  reached  there  very  late,  so 
that  we  could  not  have  our  voice  heard  there.  Sir,  as  it  is,  who  is  going 
to  care  for  this  small  State  of  Travaneore  ?  The  Tariff  commission  in 
Now  Zeland  blindly  raised  the  duty  on  our  coir  mats  and  matting. 
Sir,  which  officer  of  our  Government  knows  it?  Who  cares  to.  know 
it  ?  I  do  not  want  to  cast  any  reflection  on  any  particular  officer  of  the 
State.  The  Excise  Commissioner  is  saddled  with  too  many  things  now. 
He  has  to  look  after  Excise,  Salt,  Tobacco  and  Customs ;  and,  naturally, 
we  cannot  expect  him  to  do  full  justice  to  this  most  important  branch 
of  the  administration,  on  (which  the  Government  will  have  to  depend 
hereafter  for  a  decent  portion  of  their  revenue.  We  all  know,  Sir,  that 
the  income  from  Abkari  is  bound  to  go  down  year  after  year.  There¬ 
fore,  Government  have  to  turn  their  attention  to  the  development  of 
Customs.  I  submitted  a  memorandum  before  the  Economic  Develop, 
ment  Board,  which  accepted  it  and  forwarded  it  to  Government  with 
their  recommendation.  Sir,  I  have  always  been  advocating  the  com¬ 
plete  separation  of  Customs  from  Excise.  But,  considering  the  present 
financial  position  of  Government,  I  have  brought  my  demand  down  to 
the  appointment  of  a  special  customs  officer,  of  the  status  of  an  Assist¬ 
ant  Excise  Commissioner,  but  in  a  separate  cadre.  That  officer  will  be 
the  Customs  officer  at  Alleppey  and  our  Chief  Customs  Officer  in 
charge  of  the  Sea  Customs  throughout  the  State.  It  is  enough  if  he  is 
under  the  Excise  Commissioner  who  may  be  termed,  in  future,  the 
Commissioner  for  Excise  and  Customs.  An  officer  of  the  Department 
may  be  selected  and  sent  up  for  training,  to  Bombay  or  Calcutta,  for 
two  or  three  months.  Sir,  this  proposition  will  not  entail  any  big  ex¬ 
penditure  on  the  side  of  the  Government. 

Mr,  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Vattanamtitta)  :  Does  the  member 
want  the  Customs  Officer  to  work  under  the  Excise  Commissioner  ? 

Mr.  K,  C.  KARUNAK'ARAN  ( Nominated )  !  Yes,  but  under  a  separate 
cadre.

HR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  : 
Would  the  member  recommend  the  constitution  of  a  Tariff  Board? 

Mr.  K.  C.  KARUNAKARAN  (Nominated)  :  No  ;  it  is  very  expensive; 
there  is  not  much  need  for  a.  Tariff  Board  now. 

SRIMATI  T.  NARAYANI  AMMA  (Nominated) :  Sir,  let  me,  at  the  very 
outset,  thank  the  Government  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Baja  for 
nominating  me,  and  my  sister  Miss  Gnanasikamony,  to  the  Sri  Mulam 
Assembly.  This  I  consider  is  a  great  honour  done  to  the  women  of  Trav- 
ancore,  and  is  quite  in  consonance  withthempivit  of  the. constitutional  re¬ 
forms  ’inaugurated  by  His  Highness  the  Maha  Baja.  Personally,  I  deem 
it  a  great  privilege  to  be  associated  in  the  work  of  the  refomiedlegislature 
and  I  request  you,  Sir,  to  be  kind  enough  to  convey  to  His  Gracious 
Highness  my  feelings  of  profound  gratitude  for  nominating  me  as  a 
member  of  this  House. 

Coming  to  the  Budget,  I  wish  to  speek  a  few  words  on  some  of  the 
features  of  the  administration  so  far  as  thay  relate  to  women.  I  hasten 
to  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  on  his  surplus  Budget  despite 
the  economic  depression  through  which  we  are  passing  and  despite  the 
larger  demands  on  Government  for  various  increased  items  of  ex¬ 
penditure.  I  find  that  no  nation-building  department  has  been  starved. 
On  the  other  hand,  increased  provisions  have  been  made  for  Agriculture, 
Industries,  Education,  Medical,  Public  Health  and  Co-operative  Depart¬ 
ments.  This  is  indeed  a  matter  for  commendation. 

The  Department  of  Education  is  one  in  which,  I  am  happy  to  note, 
qualified  women  are,  in  recent  years,  being  appointed  in  larger  numbers. 
For  instance,  the  recent  appointment  of  two  distinguished  lady 
graduates,  as  Professor  and  Assistant  Professor,  respectively,  in  the 
Maha  Baja’s  College  of  Science  for  men,  is  a  mattenvery  much  ap¬ 
preciated  by  women.  That  shows  that,  when  qualified  women  are 
forthcoming,  sex  will  not  stand  in  the  way  of  their  being  appointed  in 
the  higher  grade  of  service ;  and  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
Government  for  the  far-reaching  nature  of  the  policy  they  are  adopting 
in  this  matter.  But,  I  may  be  permitted  to  suggest  that  this  broad  and 
liberal  policy  may  be  extended  also  to  the  lower  rungs  of  the  ladder.  I 
refer,  for  instance,  to  the  appointment  of  lady  clerks  and  lady  typists  in 
the  offices  of  the  Inspectress  andjAssistant  Inspectresses,  where,  I  under¬ 
stand,  men  are,  even  now,  occupying  most  of  these  posts.  In  view  of 
the  fact  that,  at  present,  there  is  no  dearth  for  qualified  women,  I  hope 
these  posts  will  eventually  be  set  apart  for  women. 

Coming  to  the  Medical  and  the  Public  Health  Departments,.  I  am 
exceedingly  happy  that  the  Medical  Department  is  now  presided  over 
by  a  distinguished  member  of  our  sex.  As  far  as  I  know,  she  is  the 
first  lady  legislator  in  Travancore,  and  I  believe  the  whole  of  India. 
One  suggestion  that  I  wish  to  make,  in  regard  to  this  Department,  is 
that  more  lady  doctors  ought  tq  be  appointed.  With  regard  to  the 
Public  Health  Department,  it  is  a  matter  for  gratification  that  the 
activities  of  the  Department  are  proposed  to  be  extended.  Propaganda 
fpr  the  prevention  of  preventable,  diseases,  is  urgently  needed*  more 
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among  women  than  among  men  and  too  much  attention  cannot  be 
devoted  to  this  important  subject. 

With  regard  to  maternity  and  child  welfare,  a  scheme  for  vigorous 
propaganda  is  highly  necessary,  and,  therefore  I  feel  that  larger 
allotments  could  have  been  made  for  that,  provision  being  also  made  for 
the  Health  Week  Celebrations  and  Baby  Welfare  Centres, 

The  development  of  the  Department  of  Industries  is  also  being 
watched  with  considerable  interest  by  the  people  of  our  country.  I 
am  glad  to  find  that,  in  addition  to  the  Sales  Depot  at  Trivandrum, 
another  Sales  Depot  has  been  opened  at  Ootacamund  under  the  charge 
of  a  lady.  I  hope  that  these  two  institutions  will  serve  as  a  medium  of 
advertisement  for  the  industrial  products  of  our  country.  I  wish  to 
make  one  suggestion  with  regard  to  this  Department.  I  'find  that  no  pro¬ 
vision  has  been  made  for  the  improvement  and  encouragement  of  home 
industries  among  women.  A  special  institution,  for  imparting  instru¬ 
ction  in  home  industries  to  women  and  for  the  sale  of  the  articles 
produced  therein,  will  go  a  long  way  to  improve  the  economic  condition 
of  many  a  middle  class  family  in  Travancore. 

In  regard  to  the  Co-operative  Department,  in  the  interest  of  the 
spread  of  the  co-operative  movement  among  women,  the  appointment 
of  a  lady  Co-operative  Inspector  will  go  a  great  way  in  increasing  the 
number  of  women’s  co-operative  societies. 

May  I  also  plead,  Sir,  for  the  introduction  of  some  scheme  where¬ 
by  educated  women  may  be  more  largely  employed  in  Government 
service  than  at  present  ? 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  congratuate  the  Financial  Secretary  on.  the 
financial  position  of  the  Government  as  disclosed  by  the  Budget. 

Mr,  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLA1  (Vilmankod) :  I  will  begin  my 
remarks  on  tbe  Budget  by  saying  that  the  wolf  is  at  the  door,  and  the 
Game  Warden  too  is  there.  On  going  through  the  Budget  Estimate, 
along  with  the  speech  of  the  Financial  Secretary  explaining  the  Budget,- 
I  am  really  disappointed  to  see  that  the  Government  is  content  by 
merely  plodding  along  the  beaten  track.  I  fail  to  see,  in  the  speech  of 
Mr.  R.  Nilakanta  Pillai,  even  the  remotest  trace  of  any  general  state¬ 
ment  on  the  financial  condition  of  the  State,  or  that  the  Budget  was 
framed  and  adjusted  with  reference  to  the  prevailing  economic  condition 
in  the  country.  I  do  not  find,  in  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech,  any¬ 
thing  besides  the  figures  I  find  in  the  preliminary  edition  of  the  Budget. 
I  do  not  know  whether  the  Financial  Secretary  has  any  explanation  to 
offer  for  that.  There  is  no  general  statement  of  the  financial  policy  of 
Government.  Sir,  the  appalling  fall  in  the  prices  of  agricultural  pro¬ 
ducts  and  the  great  increase  in  the  purchasing-value  of  the  rupee  and 
the  great  agricultural  indebtedness  of  the,  people,  these  all-important 
matters  do  not  seem  to  have  been,  taken  note  of  by  th  e  Government  in 
framing  the  Budget.  Coming  from  one  of  the  constituencies  from  the 
south,  I  have  to_  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  the  very'  low 
price  of  paddy  how  obtaining  in  Nanjinafi,  which  is  the  most  important 
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paddy-producing  district  in  Travancore.  On  account  of  the  low  price, 
the  yield  is  not  sufficient  even  to  cover  the  dues  to  Government,  land 
tax  and  water  cess.  The  price  of  cocoanut  also  has  gone  down  very 
very  low.  These  facts  do  not  seem  to  have  been  taken  notice  of  by  the 
Financial  Secretary.  On  the  other  hapjd,  huge  provisions  have  been 
made,  at  the  expense  of  these  poor  ryots  who  form  the  backbone  of  the 
country,  for  big  schemes  of  doubtful  utility.  In  the  Budget  for  1109 
provision  is  made,  to  the  tune  of  nineteen  lakhs  of  rupees,  under  the 
head  ‘capital  expenditure’. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkalam ) :  May  1  know  from  tho  member 
the  allotment,  in  the  Budget,  for  minor  irrigation '? 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {‘/ilavanlcod)  :  I  will  come  to  that; 
I  am  now  dealing  with ‘capital  expenditure'.  What  I  want  to  bring  to 
the  notice  of  Government  is  that  in  undertaking  such  schemes  as  the 
Water  Supply  or  the  Hydro-Electric  Scheme,  the  method  adopted  by 
all  civilised  Governments  is  to  float  a  loan  and  raise  the  necessary  funds 
for  the  purpose.  Even  in  the  neighbouring  State  of  Cochin,  to  meet  a 
capital  outlay,  they  have  floated  a  loan.  Buti  in  Travancore  what  is 
done  to  raise  the  necessary  funds  for  such  expenditure  is  to  divert  a 
portion  of  the  general  revenues,  at  the  expense  of  the  tax -payer  who  is 
already  over-burdened.  Another  point  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of 
the  Government  is  that  of  late  there  is  a  tendency  to  allot  expenditure 
for  increasing  the  amenities  of  the  town  at  the  expense  of  the  mofussil 
ryots.  No  doubt,  if  there  are  sufficient  funds,  our  towns  may  be  electri¬ 
fied,  and  water  supply  may  be  introduced.  These,  things  are  no  doubt 
very  good.  .  It  is  very  pleasant  indeed  to  sit  under  the  electric  fan.  But 
when  I  think  of  the  suffering  of  the  ryots  in  the  mofussil,  every  breath 
of  wind  I  get  here  is  the  last  breath  of  the  suffering  ryot.  It  will  be 
very  pleasant  to  walk  along  the  streets  of  Trivandrum,  tarred  and 
cemented,  under  the  canopy  of  a  flood  of  light  from  electric  lamps. 
That  is  alb  very  good.  But  we  should  understand  that  that  is  done  at 
the  expense  of  the  poor  tax-payer  in  the  mofussil.  I  do  not  grudge  such 
schemes  being  started.  But  that  should  be  done,  as  I  have  already 
observed,  by  raising  funds  by  means  of  a  loan. 

Coming  to  the  receipt  side  of  the '  budget,  I  find  that  there  is 
absolutely  no  intention  on  the  part  of  Government  for  the  remission  of 
any  portion  of  the  land  revenue.  Some  relief  to  the  agriculturist  is 
called  for  at  the  present  time.  But  there  is  no  indication  of  any  re- 
mission  m  the  budget.  The  forecast  under  land  revenue  is  Bs.  3610 
lakhs  which  is  Bs.  16,000  more  than  the  revised  estimate  for  the  current 
y6r  1-i  i  B;at  sll?ws* is  absolutely  no  intention  to  grant  any 
relief  to  the  agricultural  population.  That  is  ominous  indeed  If  Gov- 
ernment  were  to  proceed  afithis  rate,  they  will  reach  a  stage  when  the 
people  would  have  been  bled  whrte  and  it  will  be  physically  impossible . 
tor  the  people  to  make  any  more  payment. 
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Another  remission  of  a  levy  which  is  urgently  called  for  in  these  days 
of  economic  depression  is  the  total  abolition  of  the  market  dues,  or  at 
least  a  suspension  of  the  same  rduring  the  period  of  depression!  This 
impost  falls  heavily  upon  a  particular  section  of  the  population  who  can 
ill-afford  to  pay  this  tax.  We  all  know  that  the  price  of  all  agricultural 
products  has  gone  down-  very  much.  Cocoanut  and  'paddy  now  fetch 
only  one-fourth  of  what  they  fetched  in  normal  times!  Just  imagine  a 
man  with  a  head  load  of  tapioca  or  cocoanut  going  to  the  market  to  sell 
the  thing  and  expecting  to  meet  all  this  expenses  with  the  sale  pro¬ 
ceeds.  This  man  is  called  upon  to  pay  a  portion,  before  he  has  sold  the 
thing,  to  the  contractor  of  the  market  by  way  of  toll.  This  impost  is  a 
very  heavy  burden  upon  the  middle-class  people  who  are  now  hard  hit 
on  account  of  the  economic  depression.  It  will  he  very  merciful  if 
Government  either  abolish  this  tax  or  suspend  it  during  the  period  of 
depression.  One  significant  fact  that  I  find  in  the  Budget  Estimate  is 
that  under  receipts  which  are  of  the  nature  of  voluntary  payments,  such 
as  Excise,  Forest  and  Income  Tax,  there  is  a  steady  fall  from  year  to 
year.  But  a  tax  like  land  revenue  is  a  compulsory  payment.  Govern- 
meet  will  take  coercive  steps  against  defaulters,  and  whether  they  will 
or  not,  people  are  forced  to  pay  this  tax.  But  that  is  not  the  case  for 
Excise,  Forest  or  Income  tax.  'That  shows  that  the  economic  depress¬ 
ion  is  very  bad  and  it  is  high  time  that  the  Government  think  of  some 
bold  steps  to  increase  the  purchasing  power  of  the  people  and  to  grant 
some  relief  to  them. 

Then  coming  to  the  expenditure  side,  one  cannot  fail  to  notice  the 
heavy  cost  of  administration.  The  cost  of  administration  is  out  of  all 
proportion  to  the  real  benefit  conferred  by  the  Government,  One  of 
the  fundamental  principles  of  finance  is  that  by  minimum  expenditure 
the  maximum  benefit  should  be  derived.  But  that  is  not  what  I  find 
so  far  as  our  finance  is  concerned.  Year  after  year,  new  appointments 
are  being  created  to  provide  for  particular  persons  so  much  so  one  is  con¬ 
strained  to  remark  that  this  Government  is  nothing  but  an  employment 
bureau.  The  function  of  Government  is  something  more  than  this.  It 
ois  not  merely  to  provide  employment  for  certain  people.  Again  taking 
the  two  departments  of  Agriculture  and  Industries,  I  have  to  remark 
that  these  two  departments  are  two  huge  white  elephants.  I  would 
just  refer  to  page  114  of  the  Budget  Estimate.  I  find  under  detailed' 
account  21 A  there  is  one  Director,  one  Assistant  Director,  one 
_  Entomologist,  one  Mycologist  one  Bio-chemist,  one  Assistant  Chemist, 
and  so  on  and  so  forth.  I  am  really  at  a  loss  to  see  what  all  these  ex¬ 
perts  are  doing.  I  do  not  know  how  many  more  there  will  be  in  the 
years  to  come.

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MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Neyyaltinkatall ) :  Sir,  it  has  been  a  more 
or  less  common  practice  to  preface  the  general  criticism  of  the  budget 
estimates,  either  by  congratulating  the  Financial  Secretary  for  ushering 
in  a  surplus  budget  or  by  condemning  him  for  presenting  a  deficit 
budget.  Members  onjhis  side  of  the  House .  who  believe  that  the 
prosperity  of  the  country  has  been  assured  if,  by  manipulation  of  figures 
i.  e,,  by  over-estimating  the  receipts  on  the  one  hand  and  by  reducing 
ruthlessly  the  allotments  for  the  essential  nation-building  activities, 
the  proposals  of  Government  result  in  a  surplus,  however  small,  praise 
the  Financial  Secretary  as  a  saviour;  while  those  who  look  upon  a 
deficit  budget  as  a  national  calamity  assert  that  the  Financial  Secretary 
is  a  pessimist  and  that  it  would  ,  not  have  been  impossible  with  the 
resources  available;  to  one  skilled  in  financial  gymnastics  so  to  .contrive 
matters  as  to  produce  a  balance  budget.  My  sympathies  are  Jwith,£the 
Financial  ■  Secretary  whose  responsibility  for  the  budget.,  estimates  is 
only  vicarious  and  even  shadowy,  as  well  as  with  the  Government  who, 
like .  everybody  else  in  the  world  to-day,  strives  to  make  both  ends 
meet  and  like  creditor  nations  conceal  the  possibilities  [of  impending 
insolvency  partly  by  camouflage,  partly  by  conferences,  and  largely  by 
purposeless  discussion  of  things  that  do  not  really  matter.f.  It 'is  [not  as 
a  result  of  ignorance  or  callohsness  that  no  reference  has  been  made  in 
the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech  to  the  floods  which  devastated  _thg 
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'  whole  . country  recently.  It  is  only  symptomatic  of  the  manner.;!  in 
which  budgets  are  framed  without  any  reference  to  the  .conditions 
mbtainingamong  the-  tax-payers.  The  Financial  Secretariat  brings  a 
.completely  detached  mind  tq.hear  on  the  preparation  of  ,tbe,  budgets. 

■  The  one  acid  test  by  which  to  judge  the  merit  of  the  budget  is 
to  examine  how  far  the  rosy  picture  exhibited  in  the  budget  approxi¬ 
mates  to.  conditions  obtaining  in  the  country. .  The  Financial  Secretary 
and  the  Government,  are  no.  doubt.  ..aware  of  the... existence,  of  the' 
'economic  depression  forithey  attribute  to  it  the  fall  in  revenues  under 
certain  heads  ;  but  they  would  seem  to  have  prophetic  ,  insight  .intC.  the 
future  when,  it  is  seen  that,  in  forecasting  the  receipts  for- 1109,  they 
anticipate  better  results;  One  fundamental  defect  in  the  budget  is  that 
,  it  doee-POt  reflect  to  any  extent  the  condition  of  .the  people;  and  .another 
is  that  no  constructive  proposals  are  envisaged  to  help  to  alleviate  the 
prevalent  distress  due  to  the  phenomenal  fall  in  the  values  of  agricultural 
iv.producc  of;aii  kinds.

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temporary  reduction  in  salaries,  an  expedient  resorted  to 'in  recent  years 
by  all  Governments  and  other  employers  of  labour.  One  wonders 
whether  the  Financial  Secretary  has  heard  that,  in  Germany,  the 
Government  have  even  passed  a  law  limiting  the  salaries  of  Directors 
of  Joint  Stock  Companies.  _  ■  i 

The  budget  proposals  not  having  been  subjected  to  a  preliminary 
scrutiny  by  a  Finance  Committee,  the  Government,  had  a  free  hand  in 
re-organizing  departments,  creating  new  posts  and  departments,  and 
otherwise  promoting  the  interests  of  those  in  service.  One  fails  to 
understand  why  the  trinity  which  controlled  the  destinies  of  the  Medical 
Department  should  re-appear  in  the  new  incarnation  of.  a  Durbar 
Physician  with  two  deputies,  or  why  the  Sanitary  Department,  which 
has  been  functioning  as  a  separate  department,  should  be  placed  under 
the  ‘  nominal  ’  control  of  a  Durbar  Physician  except  to  provide  another 
deputy,  this  time  of  Public  Health.  More  Deputies,  such  as  a  Deputy 
Director  of  Public  Instruction,  seem  to  be  in  the  making.  A  new 
allowance  for  an  Assistant  Secretary  is  smuggled  in,  but  space  is  not 
found  either  in  the  innumerable  foot-notes  abounding  in  the  budget  or 
elsewhere  to  throw  light  on  the  question  whether  the  lucky  recipient 
is  to  be  the  Assistant  Secretary  who  continues  in  charge  of  the  Huzur 
gardens  and  the  Central  Yernaeular  Records  or  for  what  other  purpose 
it  is  intended.  While  the  receipts  tom  the  Road  Fund  are  to  bs 
capitalised  or  funded,  the  receipts  from  the  Cochin  Harbour,  which  is 
not  really  customs  revenue  of  the  State,  are  added  on  to  the  Customs 
reoeipts.  With  the  possibility  of  Cochin  becoming  a  federal  port  as 
proposed  by  the  Davidson  Committee,  it  was  a  mistake  to  .  merge  this 
windfall  in  the  normal  revenue  instead  of  funding  it  for]  loans  to  the 
Port  Conservancy  Board  and  the  development  of  Ports  in  the  State. 
The  Financial  Secretary  has  succeeded  in  being  obscure  in  his  explan¬ 
ation  of  the  operations  conducted  by  him  in  the  Government  of  India 
Loans  Market,  and  in  clouding  the  fact  of  his  ihaving  gone  in  for  less 
profit-yielding  investments  by  taking  credit  under  revenue  reoeipts  for 
premia  on  conversions.  The  reticence  in  regard  to  the  Sinking  Fund 
in  respect  of  the  Quilon-Shencottah  railway  is  ominous  by  the  side  of 
the  detailed  statements  about  that  relating  to  the  Travancore  Debenture 
Loan. 

PRESIDENT  :  Your  time  is  up. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalaprnha,  I) :  Sir,  a  certain 
amount  of  official  doWnrigJitness  bordering  on  dogmatism  rendered 
plausible  by  a  mixture  of  valid  figures  and  assumptions  of  doubtful 
validity  is  perhaps  unavoidable  in.  a  document  like  the  budget' and 
naturally  tends  to  excite  criticism.  Yet  it  cannot  be  said  that  there  is  no 
room  for  valid  criticisms  against  the  preliminary  budget  now  presented 
to  the  House.  Generally  speaking,  facts  and  figures  go  together  and 
enter  inseparably  into  the  consideration  of  questions.  In  the  present 
instance,  the  learned  ' Financial' Secretary  has  concentrated  so  much 
attention  upon 'figures  that  he  ;hai  practically  lost  .sight  of  facts. 
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(Laughter.)  I  may  illustrate  what  I  have  said  by  a  reference  to  the 
condition  of  agriculture  in  what  is  known .  as  the  Kuttanad  region,'  a 
good  portion  of  which  I  have  the  honour  to  represent  in.  this  House.  ' 
Agricultural  indebtedness  has  already,  been,  referred  to  by  some  of-  the 
previous  speakers.  Economic  depression  has  come  in  for  consideration 
at  the  hands  of  almost  all  the  learned  members  who  took  part  in  the 
discussion.  As  misfortunes  never  come  single,  our  taluk  experienced 
three  repeated  floods  this  year.  The  cumulative,  effect  of  all  .  these  I 
need  hardly  •describe.  While  wandering  in  the  Kuttanad  region  for 
some  recent  exploit,  I  had  the  misery  ana  the  misfortune  to  witness  the 
condition  of  the  population  in  that  region.  Dogs,  .cats,  cattle,  men 
and  women,  I  found  huddled  together.  When  the  pent  waters  not 
only  peeped  over  the  threshold  but  also  invaded  the  ground  floor,,  the" 
people  had  to  find  refuge  upon  the  raised  portions  of  their  bouses,  like 
hearths  and  bins,  passing  sleepless  nights  in  consternation,  not  knowing 
what  was  going  to  happen  the  next  moment,  on,  account  of  -  the  rising 
Abode  and  crocodiles  on  the  prowl  for  calves.  Such  a  miserable  situa-. 
tion  I  have  never  come  across  in  my  life.  A  prelude  of  the  final 
deluge  was  in  evidence.  As  a  result,  the  entire' Virippu  cultivation 
was  destroyed,  not  a  blade  surviving  the-  immersion  in,  water.  Seed- 
paddy  was  damaged,  as  also  the  paddy  they  had  stored  to  meet  the 
Government  demand  and-  the  cost  of  cultivation  for  the  next  year. 
In  such  circumstances,,  I  expected  the  Financial  Secretary  would  feel 
a  flash  of  sympathy,  however  faint  and  fleeting,,  for  the  people  .  in,  such 
suffering.  .  , 

But.  there  is  not  a  streak  of  humaneness  anywhere  to  be  seen  in 
the  estimates  that  the  Financial  Secretary  has  presented  to  the  House. 
The  one  consideration  which  he  is  keen  about,  as  I  gather  from  the 
budget  he  has.  placed  before  the  House,  is  the  interest  of  entrenched 
officialdom.  Elsewhere,  the  distress  of  the  agricultural  population 
has  led  to  various  remedial'  measures.  I  may  refer  to  the  sister  State; 
of  Cachin' where.  I  understand  a  remission  of  land-tax  ^to  the  extent  of 
12J.  per  cent.,  has  fust  been  allowed. 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ^Financial  Secretary  to  Govwnmm:)  • . 
Kav  I  know  whether  it  is  suspension  or  remission  ? 

’  MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Amba.lalmeha  1)  :  I  am  told  it  is 
remission.  I  am  not  quite  sure’,  since  the  source  of  every  information 
is  only  the  newspaper  report. 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Financial  Secretary  to  .Government)  r 
May  I  inform  the  member . . 

Mb.  P,  K,.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambala-patSlm .  I) :  By  all  means; 
inform.  (Laughter.) 

In  Hyderabad,  I  see,  Sir,  that  a  firman'  of  His  Exalted  Highness, 
has  been  recently  issued  to' prevent  the  transfer  of  holdings  of  agri¬ 
culturists  as-far-  as  possible  and  to  safeguard  their  .interests.  '.TSf, 
scope  ..of  the-  fir  maw  may.,  be  seem  from  -the  'Indian  Journal,  -of 
iSeoTtontics  '  available  in  the  -Public  'Dibrary;  -If  sbeh' sifcter  :^fafeR~ 
You-,  b'o.4.  v  :  -■  K  ' 
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are  prepared  to  take  steps  in  the  interests  of  agricultural 
industry,  which  is the  mainstay  of  the  people  of  this  State,  I 
wonder  why  the  learned  Financial  Secretary  alone  cannot  persuade 
himself  to  do  something  on  parallel  lines.  I  submitted  a  little  while 
ago  Sir,  that  the  interests  of  officialdom  alone  seem  to  have  weighed  in 
the ’preparation  of  the  budget.  I  would  have  been  very  glad  as  much 
as  ray  friend  Mr.  Chidambaram  Pillai,  not  only  not  to  depress  the 
officials  but  also  to  encourage  them  if  there  was  any  justification  to  do 
so  But  in  the  present  budget,  looking  at  the  departments,  what  one 
sees  is  that  the  efficiency  of  every  one  of  them  seems  to  be  at  a  very 
low  ebb.  There  is  no  department,  so  far  as  I  could  see,  that  does  not 
Btand  in  need  of  extra  stimulants  and  temporary  staffs  to  carry  on  its 
work.  The  Forest  Department  wants  a  temporary  staff  for  the 
adjustment  of  kudivila  affairs.  Not  only  that.  .Another  officer  with  a 
special  staff  is  needed  for  the  purpose  of  game  protection,  though  the 
Forest  Regulation  makes  specific  provision  -for  the  ’protection  of  game. 
The  Conservator  of  Forests,  as  has  been  mentioned  in  this  House  a 
little  while  ago,  seems  to  have  reported  that  he  is  unable  to  cope  with 
that  work.  Is  it  because  that  there  is  an  increase  of  poachers  and 
shikarees  or  there  is  an  increase  of  the  wild  beasts  themselves? 


■With  respect  to  the  Huzur  Secretariat  itself,  for  the  disposal  of 
stationery  and  kindred  materials,  a  special  staff  is  needed.  In  the 
Land  Revenue  Department,  every  activity  seems  to  call  for  special  staffs. 
There  is  an  extra  survey  staff,  there  is  the  special  officer  for  jenmi- 
karam  and  there  is  also  a  special  officer  for  resettlement.  The  same  is 
more  or  less  the  case  with  the  other  departments.  Special  and  tem¬ 
porary  staff’s  have  become  the  order  of  the  day.  This  can  only  mean 
one  thing,  that  is  to  say,  that  the  departments  have  got  slack  or  effete, 
that  their  capacity  is  sub-normal  and  that  their  control  is  relaxed.  If 
in  the  case  of  such  departments,  the  Financial  Secretary  is  so  anxious 
to  provide  whatsoever  they  may  demand,  why  .is  he  not  considerate 
enough  to  turn  attention  to  the  people  and  meet  them  half-way  as 
regards  their  demand?  Certain  other  experiments  have  also  been  now 
attempted  by  the  learned  Financial  Secretary  by  disuniting  certain 
departments  and  uniting  certain  others-  I  See  for  example  that  the 
Medical,  Sanitary  and  Health  Departments  are  all  drawn  together. 
Whatever  may  be  said  with  respect  to  the  advisability  of  amalgamating 
the  Sanitary  and  the  Health  Departments,  I  really  fail  to  see  the 
justification  for  placing  these  amalgamated  departments  under  the 
Durbar  Physician,  for  the  Durbar  Physician  is,- 1  see,  an  officer  who  is 
to  be  assisted  at  least .  by  two  deputies  for  carrying  on  his  business. 
It  is  to  such  an  officer  that  the  amalgamated  department  is  to  be 
subordinated.  Even  in  Cochin,  recently  they  have  asked  the  Dnrbar 
Physician  to  oonfihe  his  attention  to  the  Medical  Department.  Else¬ 
where,  the  practice  I  am  quite  sure,  does  not  permit  the  medical  officer 
strictly  so  called,  to  meddle  with'  Public  Health  work.  The  Durbar 
Physician,  as  the  head  of  a  very' big  and  important  department,  has 
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many  weighty  and  careful  duties  to  attend  ,  to.  That  he  should  he 
called  upon  to  supervise  the  working  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
is  to  put  on  him  an  additional  strain,  even  where  his  qualification 
would  permit  it.  It  can  only  mean  one  of  two  things,  either  it 
must  be  with  an  idea  to  add  to  the  salary  of  the  Durbar  Physician 
or  for  some  other  out-of-the  way  purpose,  which  would  reveal  itself  so 
soon  as  the  budget  is  passed.  . 

Then  I  see  that  the  Kandukrishi  Department  is  removed  from  the 
Land  Revenue  Department.  That  of  course  has  been  with  the  object 
rendered  obvious  by  Mr.  T.  P.  Ramasubba  Aiyar  yesterday.  It  will 
naturally  tell  upon  the  Devaswom  .Fund.  In  view  of  the  press  com¬ 
munique  accompanying  the  Royal  Proclamation  on  the  separation  of 
the  Devaswoms  from  the  Land  Revenue  Department,  it  is  very  difficult 
to  say  that  the  amount  of  Rs.  16  lakhs  therein,  conceded,  as  the  mini¬ 
mum  amount  due  to  Devaswoms  is  capable  of  further  reduction.  I 
am  perfectly  therefore  at  one  with  my  friend  Mr.  Ramasabba 
Aiyar  in  urging  it  upon  the  attention  of  Government  that . 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  [Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Then,  why  did  not  the  Royal  Proclamation  say  Rs.  16  lakhs? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (A  mbalapuzha  T) :  It  has  been  so  com- 
puted.  The  Royal  Proclamation  has  taken  into  account  the  income  as 
it  stood  then  and  found  that  not'less  than  40  per  cent,  would  be  repre¬ 
sented  by  Rs.  16  I'akhs.  This  is  explained  pretty  clearly  by  the  Press 
Communique  issued  by  Government  upon  the  subject.  I  am  not  for  a 
moment  prepared  to  say  that  the  Press  Communique  has  ever  departed 
from  the  spirit  of'  the  Royal  Proclamation  on  the  subject.  The  one 
explains  the  other.  The  Government  are  the  trustees  and  the  bene¬ 
ficiaries  are  the  persons  who  are  entitled  to  participate  in  the  worship. 
Both  the  beneficiaries  and  the  trustees  have  understood  it  in  a  particular 
light  and  no  one  else  need  step  in  to  interpret  the  language  to  them. 
Now  in  this  budget,  an  uncalled  for  interpretation  is  sought  to  be  put 
upon  the  Proclamation.  I  stoutly  oppose  the  idea  and  I  beg  to  main¬ 
tain  that  that  attempt  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  the 
Proclamation, 

Sir,  the  activities  of  the  Public  Health  Department  which  have 
been  amplified  into  various  minor  items  by  the  learned  Financial 
Secretary  are  set  forth  to  some  extent  in  the  budget.  Some  of  them 
seem  to  be  pretentious.  No  doubt  they  are  generally  beneficial.  But 
a  more  essential,  though  less  showy  matter  was  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  House  by  my  friend  Mr.  Joseph.  There  are  places  in  Travan- 
cOre  where  go)d  drinking  water  is  not  available.  A  big  department 
has  been  organised  for  the  purpose  of  hunting  out  hookworm  and  for 
doing  similar  things.  Yet  there  remains  this  commonplace  necessity. 
Thousands  of  people  suffer  in  that  respect.  They  cry  for  good  drink¬ 
ing  water.  At  Thottappally,  where  Government  find  it  impossible  to 
make  a  bridge  to  facilitate  communication  and  we  are  forced  to  depend 
upon  jungars,  the  people  are  clamouring  for  good  water.  They  get 
only  brackish  water.  While  I  was  in  the  Counoil  some*  years  ago, 
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there  was  a  similar  cry  from  the  marginal  territory  between  theKayan- 
colam  lake  on  the  one  side  and  the  Arabian  Sea  on  the  other.  An 
Araya  member  complained  in  the  Hon.se  that  the  people  there  cannot 
get  good  drinking  water.  The  facts  are  before  the  Government. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelilcara ):  Does  the  member 
know  that  a  resolution  was  passed  in  this  House  regarding  this 
matter  ? 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PiLLA!  (Ambalap'Aa  I) ;  Prom  the  question. 
I  gather  that  a  resolution  has  been  passed  in  the  House.  If,  in  spite 
of  a  resolution  passed  by  the  House,  no  provision  should  have  been 
made  for  such  an  undeniable  demand  like  that,  it  bespeaks  some 
callousness  and  a  painful  omission  which  calls  for  immediate 
attention. 

There  are  various  other  items  also  to  be  dwelt  upon  in  this  connect¬ 
ion,  but  seeing  that  there  are  a  number  of  other  gentlemen  who  have 
yet  to  speak,  I  feel,  Sir,  I  shall  not  be  justified  in  taking  any  further, 
time  of  this  House,  But  I  would  again  press  on  the  attention  of  the 
G  overnment  .the  inability  of  the  ryots  to  pay  land  tax  as  also  their  help¬ 
lessness , to  meet  other  liabilities,  because  they  have  no  resources  except 
the  agricultural  produce.  In  addition  to  the  land  tax,  there  are  other 
kinds  of  taxes  they  are  asked  to  pay,  like  the  registration  fee  for  canoes  ' 
and  boats,  tolls  and  so  forth.  They  find  it  impossible  to  pay  the  school 
fees  for  their  children.  The  Government  have  to  take  into  considera¬ 
tion  the  pitiable  plight  of  the  people  generally.  That  is  all  that  I  have 
to  submit. 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  {Member,  Sri  Ghitra  'state  Council, 
Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)  :  Sir,  I  shall  make  a  few  observa¬ 
tions  with  regard  to  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric  scheme  which  has 
been  the  subject  of  discussion  this  morning. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quihn  I) :  On  a  point  of  order,  I 
wish  to  know  whether  manuscript  eloquence  is  allowed  in  this 
House  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government'): 

I  am  not  reading.  Before  passing  on  to  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric 
scheme,  I  must  touch  or.  one  or  two  other  matters  relating  to  the  Tri¬ 
vandrum  Electric  supply  and  the  Quilon  Electric  supply  about  which 
Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai. had  made  some  observations.  * 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Tiruvalla  I)  :  acnoo  e«a>Oote®oabaJosl£jo. 

Ms.  K,  P.  PADMANABHA MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government): 
With  regard  to  the  Trivandrum  Electric  Supply  scheme,  Mr,  Kunju¬ 
krishna  Pillai  said  yesterday  that  the  piofi.ts  derived  from  the.  scheme 
are  mostly  those  contributed  by.  Government.  .1  beg  to  correct  biffi  in 
this  matter.  This  might  have  been  so  in  the  earlier  stages  of  the 
scheme,  especially  in  the-first  and  second  year  Of  its  working.  The 
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results  of  1107  accounts  show  that  the  revenue  contributed  by  Govern¬ 
ment  towards  the  scheme  was  only  less  than  30  per  cent,  and  the  major 
portion  of  the  revenue  came  from  the  public. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mcmliham );  What  is  the -amount 
contributed  by  Government  in  1107  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer,  to  Government)  : 
Out  of  a  total  revenue  of  Ks.  1,48,000  derived  last  year,  Government 
contribution  came  to  somewhere  about  Es.  41,000  that  is  less  than  30 
per  cent,  whereas  the  income  from  private  oousumers  was  about 
Bs.  68,000.  Even  in  .regard  to  this  amount  ofBs.  41,000  it  has  to  be 
pointed  out  that  a  similar  amount  was  spent  by  Government  eyen 
before  the  Trivandrum  Electric  supply  scheme  came  into  existence 
towards  power  plants  for  running  the  Government  Kress,  the  -School  of 
Arts  engine  and  for  lighting  purposes.  My  information  is  that,  taking 
the  engine  installations  into  account,  Government  are  really  making 
a  saving  in  expenditure  by  spending  only  Es.  11,000  for  electric 
power. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Where  was  tie  balance 
received  ?  The  member  has  accounted  only  for  a  lakh  of  rupees. 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Electrical  Engineer  to  Government) : 
I  am  coming  to  that.  The  revenue  from  street-lighting,  is  about 
Es.  38,000-  In  the  pre-electric  days,  Government  were  spending,  be¬ 
sides  contribution  to  the  Municipality,  Bs.  14,000  for  maintaining  188 
gas  lamps.  As  against  that,  now,  the  Electrical  Department  is  main¬ 
taining  1,227  lights,  covering  about  thirtyfive  miles,  with  an  additional 
expenditure  of  about  Es.- 9,000  ;  and,  further,  while  formerly  the  light¬ 
ing  was  restricted  to  three  hours  per  diem  for  about  twenty  days  in -the 
month,  we  are  having  now  approximately  twentyfour  miles  -more  of 
street-lights  for  about  six  hours  every  evening,  irrespective  of  whether 
there  is  light  -or  not.  These  facts  have  to  be  borne  in  mind  when 
considering  the  financial  aspect  of  the  Trivandrum  Electric  Supply 
Scheme. 

•  Mr.  A.  8.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Why  is  it  that  the 
working  expenses  have  increased  from  1107  to  ll09,  while  the  income 
has  not  correspondingly  increased .7  - 

MR,  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Electrical  Engineer  to  Government) : 
In  1108,  at  the  time  the  Budget  forecasts  were  made,  owing  to  the 
shortage  of  copra,  it  was  doubtful  whether  the  oil  mills  at  Tampanur 
would  be  .working  during  . the  year  ;  and  I  put  a  conservative  figure! or 
the  anticipated  income  instead. of :  showing  an  inflated  revenue.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  in  Kumbkam,  just-  before  I  went  on  leave,  it  was  found 
that;  owing  to  the. importation  of  copra. from  peylop,  the  oil. mills  were 
able, to  work,  with  the  result  that  the  actuals  of  1108  would  not  show 
any  reduction  in  our  profits  from  that  of  .1107.  The  .figures  rf<?r.l{l07 
show  a  profit  of  about  -Rs.-  53,000.  I.-believe. the  -accounts. of'  1108  .will 
also  show  a  similar  figure,  although  we'haye.budgettedfe 

Amount  for  the  reason  I  have  explained,  • 
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MR.  A.  8.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelileara)  :  Why  is  it  that  it  is 
only  Bs.  36,000  for  1109  also? 

Mr.  K.  P-  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government) : 
In  regard  to  1109  also,  I  was  not  sure  that  the  oil  mills  will  b9 
working. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  But  the  working 
expenses  have  gone  up  by  about  fifty  per  cent.;  that  shows  that  the 
Department  did  anticipate  that  all  the  oil  mills  would  be  working  during 
the  year. 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Eletricxl  Engineer  to  Government) : 
The  working  expenses  have  not  gone  up  to  the  extent  of  fifty  per 
cent- 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  In  1107,  the  working 
expenses  were  Ks,  97,000,  whereas,  for  1109,  they  are  Bs-  1,30,000. 
That  works  out  to  about  thirtyfive  per  cent. 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government } ; 
Prom  1108  onwards,  contributions  to  our  pensions  are  also  being  added 
on  to  working  expenses.  That  comes  to  one-sixth  of  our  salaries, 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ):  Is  not  a  portion  of  the 
contribution  to  the  pension  of  the  Electrical  Engineer,  paid  from  the 
Pallivasal  Scheme  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (E'ectrical  Engineer  to  Government ) : 

.  Only -a  portion,  only  that  of  the  Electrical  Engineer. 

Then,  with  vegard  to  the  Quilon  Electric  supply,  about  which 
Mr.  Kunjukriahna  Pillai  spoke  yesterday,  I  may  assure  him  that  the 
.financial  aspect  of  the  scheme  has  been  very  thoroughly  considered; 
and  I  have  bad  informal  discussions  with  the  President  of  the  Quilon 
Municipality  who  has  a  very  intimate  knowledge  of  the  needs  of  the 
town.  He  has  assured  me  that  my  forecast  in  regard  to  the  revenue 
is,  if  anything,  conservative.  I  have  not  estimated  for  anything  like  the 
revenue  that  we  expect  at  Trivandrum.  I  have  estimated  for  only 
Ks.  3,000  uer  annum  from  the  Government  institutions  there,  although 
there  are  two  hospitals  and  numerous  Government  Offices. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKR1SHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I) :  What  will  be  the  rate  at 
which  power  will  be  supplied  ? 

Mr,  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government) l 
It  will  be  the  same  as  in  Trivandrum,  and  it  will  be  subject  to  the  same 
fluctuations  as  in  Trivandrum.  It  is  possible,  there  also,  to  introduce  a 
minimum  of  Be.  1-8  as.,  as  in  Trivandrum. 

Iti  this  connection,  I  might  clear  one  incorrect  impression,  if  I  may 
say  so,  about  our  rates.  It  was  mentioned  yesterday  that,  at  Trivan¬ 
drum,  our  rates  were  exorbitant,  I  think  that  was  the  word  uBed. 
I  may  point  out  to  the  House,  Sir,  that  out  of  about  56  towns  in  India, 
Where  there  is  electric-lighting,-  there  are  hardly  8  or  9  towns  where 
the  rates  are  lower  than  ours.  And,  in  all  those  places,  the  minimum 
that  the  consumer  has  to  pay  on  the  metered  basis  is  much  higher  than 
purs,  Our  minimum  is  only  Bs.  1-8  as.,  so  that  a  consumer  with  ag 
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income  -of  Rs-  40  or  50  per  mensem  can  afford  to  have  electric  lights. 
The  minimum  is  Bs.  3  or  Bs.  4  in  other  places. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PliL'AI  (Quilon  IT):  Does  my  friend 
suggest  that  the  minimum  prescribed  will  have  to  be  paid  eTen  if  the . 
consumer  does  not  make  use  of  the  electrical  energy  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Electrical  Engineer  to  Government ) ; 
Exactly.  I  believe,  in  Madras,  the  minimum  is  Bs.  5.  I  know  it  was 
Es.  5  in  Hyderabad.  In  Madura  also,  I  believe,  it  is  Bs.  3-8as.  In 
Bangalore,  it  depends  on  the  number  of  lamps  installed. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  AS  AIM  (Mnoelikara) :  In  Madras,  what  is 
the  rate  per  unit  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  {Electrical  Engineer  to  Government) : 

It  was,  till  very  recently,  5  as. ;  but  uow,  I  believe,  it  is  only  4£  as. 

MR.  A.  S,  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara):  Here? 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government) :  . .’ 
Six  annas.  But,  the  minimum  here  is  only  Re.  1-Sas. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  What  is  the  rate 
at  Bangalore  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Electrical  Engineer  io  Government) : 
Tbree-and-a-half  annas,  if  I  remember  right. 

In  Madras,  they  are  generating  at  least  thirtyfive  times  the  power 
generated  here,  so  that  the  cost  of  generation  is  very  low  comparatively. 

In  course  of  time,  Sir,  it  will  be  possible,  when  Quilon  consumption 
works  up  to  something  like  an  economic  basis,  that  is  to  say,  when  the 
consumption  reaches  about  two  million  units,  to  link  Quilon  with  the 
Paliivasal  Scheme.  That  is  the  ultimate  objective  of'  the  Department.  -- 
Therefore,  the  proposal  is  to  run  the  Quilon  scheme  initially  as  cheap 
as  possible ;  and,  for  that  purpose,  we  are  taking  two  of  our  small 
engines  from  Trivandrum  to  start  the  supply  at  Quilon,  so  that  the 
actual  initial  cost  of  the  scheme  will  be  kept  as  low  as  possible.  It  is 
expected  that,  with  the  initiation  of  electric  supply,  several  of  the 
business  houses  at  Quilon,  the  tile  factories  and  oil  mills,  will  make 
use  of  electricity  instead  of  their  old  and  inefficient  steam  and  oil 
engines.  Taking  the  Trivandrum  experience  as  the  basis,  it  is  hoped 
that,  in  another  five  years,  it  will  be  possible  to  work  up  to  about  two  . 
million  units  consumption  per  annum. 

MR,  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAl  ( Trivandrum-Urban ):  Who  conducted  the 
investigation  for  the  Trivandrum  Electric  Supply  Scheme  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government): 

I  did  it. 

Sir,  coming  to  the  Paliivasal  Hydro-Electric  Scheme,  the  main 
criticism  regarding  - 

Mr,  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAl  (Quilon  I)  Before  that,  may  I  ask, 
whether  if  it  is  going  to  be:  such  a  profitable  concern,  there  is  any 
objection  to  the  rate  being  reduced-?  There  seems  to  be  so  much  of:. 
profit. 
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Mr-..  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Electrical  Engineer  to  Government):,. 
Where  ? 

MR,  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  In  Trivandrum  now,  and 

in  Q'uilon:  affter.  it  is  worked  there. 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government). 
I  do' not  think  the  profit  is  much,  Oar  forecast  is  only  for  a  return  of 
five  per  cent,  per  annum.  We  have  to  allow  five  or  six  per  cent,  for 
depreciation.  The  profit  depends  on  the  consumption.  If  we  get  a 
large  consumption,  we  can  reduce  the  rate.  In  Trivandrum  itself,  the 
question  of  reducing  the  rate  is-  being  looked  into.  But,  the  main 
point  to  be  considered  in  this  matter  is  that  any  reduction  of  the  rate 
will  give  only  a  small  relief  to  the.  consumers  who  total  more  than  1,000, 
If  the  rate  is  reduced  from  six.  to  five  annas,  each  consumer  may  have 
to  pay  on  an  average,  to  the  extent  of  only  about  8  as.  less  per  mensem ; 
and  this  I  do  not  consider  a  heavy  burden  for  the  kind  of  persons  who 
use- electric  lights.  , 

MR.  K_  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilonl ):  May  I  ask  whether  the 
member  thinks  that  the  value  of  eight  annas  is  not  the  same  to  the 
consumer  as  it  is  to  Government  ? 

MR,  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Electrical  Engineer  to  Government) '. 
In  spite  of  the  present  rate,  the  number  of  new  connections  go  up  to 
20  every  month.  That  shows,  that  the  present  rate  is  not  felt  as  a  real 
hardship. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon.  I) :  May  I  know  whether 
the  Government  will  be  prepared  to  hand  over  the  working  of  the 
Quilon  scheme  to'the  Quilon  Municipality  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government) : 
It  is  too  early  to  give  a  definite  answer  to  that  question.  Government- 
are- better  prepared  to  undertake  the  risk,  which  is  involved  in  financial . 
undertakings  of  this  nature. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilonl)  :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  the  Municipality  made  a  request-  to  Government  to ' 
leave  the  working  of  the  scheme  to  the  Municipality  ? 

Ms.-KV  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)  '. 
Yes ;  but  the  Municipality  wanted  a  loan. 

Mr,  K,  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilonl).  Did  not  the  Munici¬ 
pality  state  that,  if  the, Government  were  not  prepared  to  sanction  a 
loan,  they  (the  Municipality)  Were  prepared  to  .  take  the  initiative 
themselves  and  work  the  scheme  ?  ■  . 

Mr.  K,;P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)'. 
Yes.  As  I’ said;  the  idea  is  to- link- up  Quilon  also  with  the  Pallivasal 
Hydro-Electric  Scheme ;  and  that  will  be  somewhat  difficult  if  the 
enterprise' ia  n»W  left. to'-. the: Muaibipality.. ., Further,  uniformity  of  rates 
couMibermooffieasily-.-mainta'inediif.the  .eleqtric.  suppLy  throughout  the-, 
the  State: is  under; the- same  control.  .  „ 
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Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Sural) :  In  regard  to  Trivan¬ 
drum,  is  it  a  fact  that  the  officers  of  the  Electrical  Department  ■were 
given  increments  of  pay  from  1108  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADjJANABHA  MENON  .(Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)  : 
Yes  ;  I  believe,  actually  they  got  increments  from  1108. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  .( Trivandrum-EuraV) :  So,  will  not  the  work¬ 
ing  expenses  go  up  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  {Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)  \ 
That  is  one  of  the  reasons  for  the  increase  in  the  working  expenses. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  {Trivandrum-Bural) :  Seeing  that  the  officers 
of  the  department  will  have  to  be  given  their  increments  in  the  coming 
years,  is  it  not  inevitable  that,  with  the  consequent  increase  in  the 
working  expenses,  the  net  profits  will  go  down  year  after  year  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  {Electrical  Engineer  to  Government) : 
No;  because,  we  are  keeping  pace  with  this  increase  in  working 
expenses  by  increased  consumption.  Every  year,  consumption  goes  up 
by  about  twentyfive  per  cent. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  {Trivandrum-Bural) :  And,  with  the  risk 
of  some  of  the  oil  mills  not  working  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  {Electrical  Engineer  to  Government )  : 
Even  if  the  oil  mills  do  not  work,  the  rate  of  increase  in  consumption 
is  sure  to  be  maintained  to  compensate  for  the  increase  in.  the  working 
expenses  due  to  the  increments  accruing  to  thfe  officers  and  staff  of  the 
department. 

With  regard  to  the  Pallivasal  •  Scheme,  the  first  criticism  that  I 
observed  was  that  it  was  classified  as  an  ornamental  work.  Sir,  there 
is  nothing1  ornamental  about  this  project.  I  fear  [that  impression  on  the 
.  part  of  some  of  the  Members  is  due  to  the  fact  that  they  imagine  that 
it  is  primarily  meant  for  the  lighting  of  streets  and  houses  as  in 
Trivandrum.  Sir,  the  Pallivasal  Scheme  is  much  more  utilitarian  than 
that.  The  main  feature  of  the  scheme  is,  not  to  beautify  the  towns, 
hut  for  the  distribution  of  cheap  electric  power  for  agricultural  and 
industrial  needs.  Agricultural  [needs  'comprise  drainage  as  well 
as  irrigation  and  the  network  that  is  now  proposed  to  be  carried  out  will 
cover  about  300  square  miles. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  I) :  May  I  know  who  was 
responsible  for  the  first  estimate  on  the  Hydro-Electric  Scheme  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  {Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)  : 
Sir;  I  will  draw  the  attention  of  the  House  to  the  note  placed  in  the 
Legislative  Council  at  the  time  pf  the  last  Budget  Session,  on  the  3rd 
of  August  1932-.  The  figures  given  there  are  only  a  forecast,  and  then 
it  was  specially  stated  there  that  only  preliminary  estimates,  have  been 
completed. '  So  that  figure  was  only  tentative. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  I)--.  May  I- know  whether 
thaf  was  based  on  investigation  or  substantive  data  ? 
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MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Electrical  Engineer  to  Government, 
Certainly,  on  substantive  data.  I  am  coming  to  that  if  you  will  give 
me  some  time.  The  main  feature  of|  the  scheme  as  conceived  at  the 
time  was  an  open  channel  to  divert  water  from  the  Munnar  river  to  the 
foreway  from  where  it  is  taken  to  the  pipe  lines.  It  was  rather  an 
ambitious  proposal  to  keep  the  expenditure  very  low,  But  the  one 
great  weakness  of  that  proposal  was  that  the  country  through  which 
the  water  course  was  taken  was  found  to  be  unreliable  during  the  last 
monsoon  and  subsequently  also.  The  ground  was  found  slipping  badly 
and  expensive/  steps  would  be  necessary  to  maintain  the  water  channel. 
At  the  same  time,  it  would  be  difficult  to  induce  very  good  customers  of 
power  to  become  consumers  when  the  possibility  of  continuous  supply 
is  not  assured.  It  was  also  mentioned  in  the  last  paragraph  of  that 
note  that  Government  will  proceed  with  that  scheme  only  after  obtain¬ 
ing  a  second  opinion. 

Mr.  A.  8.  DAM0DA3AN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Sir,  it  was  stated  that 
it  is  a  confidential  note.  Can  the  member  read  it  now  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  {Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)'. 
There  is  no  confidential  matter  in  it  now.  It  was  placed  before  the 
Council.  Accordingly  Mr.  Truscott  was  invited  and  he  went  through 
the  whole  of  my  investigation  and  estimate.  He  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  to  take  the  water  along  the  sides  of  the  channel  was  enormously 
risky.  He  suggested,  instead’of  anjopen  channel,  a  tunnel  about  10,000 
feet  long.  This  tunnel  is  estimated  to  cost  Bs.  10  lakhs  over  my 
previous  proposal.  This  is  one  of  the  items  of  excess  expenditure. 

The  second  item  of  expenditure  is  this.  I  had  proposed  to  take 
the  line  from  Pallivasal  to  Kotamangalam  and  from  Kotamangalam  to 
Kottayam  and  from  Kottayam  to  AUeppey.  Changanachery  and 
Tiruvalla  are  branch  lines.  At  the  ultimate  stage  a  loop  line  was 
proposed  to  be  taken  to  Always  and  from  Alwaye  to  Shertala,  Now 
investigation  has  showed  that  the  necessity  of  this  loop  line  was 
problematical.  So,  this  had  to  be  given  up. 

Mr.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Todupuzha  cum  Devicolam) :  May 
I  know  whether  Todupuzha  is  included  in  the  circuit  ? 

MR.  K-  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  {Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)' 
There  is  no  need  to.  take  it  to  Todupuzha. 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  .{Todupuzha  cum  Devicolam) :  But 
that  is  the  easier  route.  I  understand  that  the  -  Electric  Sub-Division 
Offioer  is  now  investigating  it  in  a  different  line.  But  the  other  route 
will  be  the  shorter  and  easier  one.  I  do  not  know  .why  Todupuzha  is 
excluded,  while  the  line  will  go  straight  if  it  is  taken  through  it. 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)-. 
The  Todupuzha  distribution  will  not  come  in  the  main  line. 

Mr.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Tod-upuzha  cum  Devicolam) !  Will 
the  member  be  pleased  to  inform  whether  he  will  make  an  investiga¬ 
tion  now  ? 
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MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Electrical  Engineer  to  Government) : 
The  investigation  is  going  on  at  present.  I  was  there  only  eight 
days  ago. 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  Mr.  Menon  says  that  the  matter  is 
under  investigation.  That  is  enough. 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Electrical  Engineer  to  Government): 
Sir,  we  had,  therefore,  to  provide  double  lines  for  transmission.  This 
costs  an  additional  Es.  4  lakhs.  Double  line  is  necessary  for  ensuring 
continuous  supply  by  making  provision  for  cases  of  interruption  to  one 
circuit  due  to  lightning  or  other  interference.  In  order  to  secure  large 
customers,  who  are  running  business  of  an  out-turn  of  20  or  25  lakhs  of 
rupees  per  annum,  it  is  most  essential  that  we  should  guarantee  a  con- 
tinuity  of  supply- 

MR,  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  What  was  the  net 
profit  expected  when  the  investment  was  Bs.  36  lakhs  ? 

MR,  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government ): 
I  am  coming  to  that. 

Sir,  in  all  these  capital  works,  it  is  necessary  to  include  the  interest 
charges  also  in  the  estimate.  _  For  the  first  few  years  after  construe, 
tion,  such  works  may  not  be  'remunerative.  It  is  therefore  necessary 
to  provide  for  the  interest  charges  also.  This  was  not  provided  before. 
We  have  now  provided  Es.  3  lakhs  for  interest  charges.  It  may  not 
he  necessary  to  spend  the  money,  but  it  has  to  be  shown  as  an  item  of 
book  adjustment. 

Another  item  of  expenditure  is  the  increased  supervision  for  tunnel 
construction  and  double  line  construction.  All  these  together  come  up 
to  the  figure  of  Bs.  59  lakhs.  These  items  explain  the  excess  over  the 
original  estimate  of  Es.  36  lakhs. 

As  one  of  the  members  pointed  out,  we  are  expecting  a  large  con¬ 
sumption  at  Always,  and  I  understand  that  steps  have  already  been 
taken  in  connection  with  the  acquisition  of  land  and  construction  of 
buildings.  With  a  view  to  secure  that  customer  for  us,  it  was  essential 
to  guarantee -a  supply  almost  from  the  commencement  of  our  opera¬ 
tions.  For  that  purpose,  we  have  to  extend  the  line  right  up  to 
Alwaye.  And  for  this  purpose,  an  estimate  has  now  been  sanctioned 
amounting  to  Es.  I1'8  lakhs.  That  brings  up  the  total  to  Es.  70  lakhs. 
The  customer  at  Alwaye  is  now  making  some  other  arrangement. '  But 
when  we  bring  up  the  line  and  make  the  supply  available,  he  will  take 
power  from  us. 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II ):  May  I  know 
whether  the  estimate  is  now  double  the  original  estimate  ? 

MR.  K,  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government ): 
It  is  less  than  double. 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  Does  he  guarantee 
that  .when  he  actually  executes  the.  work  this  amount  will  not  be 
doubled? 
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MR.  K.  p.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government ): 
I  can  guarantee  that. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  Will  it  cost  us  a 
crore  of  rupees  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Electrical  Engineer  to  Government ): 
No,  I  did  not  say  that.  All  that  I  said  was  that  in  order  to  he  on  the 
safe  side  we  have  included  all  items  of  expenses.  But  we  have  not 
allowed  for  a  probable  rise  in  prices  of  materials.  If  there  are  no 
large  fluctuations  in  foreign  markets,  there  is  no  reason  why  the 
estimate  should  be  exceeded  at  all. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAIWODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  What  is  the  estimated 
net  receipt  according  to  the  revised  scheme  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government); 
I  am  coming  to  that. 

One  of  the '  points  raised  yesterday  was  that,  while  in  the  note 
placed  before  the  Council  last  year,  the  consumption  was  given  as  9'6 
million  units  in  the  early  stages  of  working,  in  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary’s  speech  it  is  stated  as  7  to  8  million  units  minimum  consumption. 
I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  House  to  the  fact  that  what  was 
mentioned  in  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech  related  to  the  immediate 
market.  That  is  very  significant.  A  continuous  load  giving  an 
annual  consumption  of  7  to  8  millions  will  be  available  immediately. 

In  this  connection,  I  also  wish  to  refer  to  the  proposal  for  the 
establishment  of  a  paper  mill  at  Tattakad.  Investigation  is  going  on 
now  by  one  or  two  firms  interested  in  that  business.  When  that 
scheme  comes  through,  an  additional  annual  consumption  of  ten  to 
twelve  millions  will  be  guaranteed. 

Mr,  A.  S. DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ):  What  investment  will 
be  necessary  for  that  ? 

MR.  K.  P-  PADMANABHA  MENGN  ( Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)-. 
No  special  investment:  will  be  necessary.  It  may  cost  only  about 
Bs.  40,000.  And  power  will  be  supplied  from  the  sub-station  at 
Kotamangalam.  That  is  why  we  have  located  a  sub-station  there. 
One  of  the  reasons  why  this  business  is  likely  to  oome  in  is  the  avail* 
ability  of  cheap  power. 

Out  of  the  Bs.  70  lakhs  that  will  be  spent  on  this  Project,  it  is 
very  significant  that  more  than  Bs,  20  lakhs  should  be  spent  in  this 
State  alone  by  way  of  wages  and  materials.  Apart  from  the  direet 
.  revenue  ;which  it  is  possible  to  anticipate  in  the  first  three  years’  work¬ 
ing,  and  which-will  bring  a  return  of  5  per  cent.,  interest  and  the  work¬ 
ing  expenses,  a  sinking  fund  is.  provided  in  addition  to  pay  back  the 
capital  in  25  years  and  also  depreciation  to  cover  a  period  of  30  years. 
In  all  these  schemes,  the  indirect  revenue  to  he  derived  should  also  be 
considered.  '  If  the  mill  at  Alwaye  starts  its  working,  it  is  expected,  in 
the  course  of  five  or  six  years,  employment  direct  and  iadireot  for 
about  two  to  three  thousand  people  will  be  obtained,  which  means,  by 
way  of  wages  and  salaries  at  least  Bs.  3  to  4  lakhB  per  annum. 
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|  Another  economic  aspect  of  the  scheme  is  also  to  he  borne  in 
!  mind.  At  present  there  is  an  annual  expenditure  of  600,000  gallons  of 
|  kerosene  oil  for  cultivation  in  the  Punja  area.  This  costs,  at  a  modest 
'  estimate,  an  amount  of  Bs.  3  to  3J  lakhs.  This  drain  could  be  stopped 
;  in  course  of  time  if  all  the  lands  are  brought  under  electric  pumping. 

Another  point  that  was  emphasised  during  the  course  of  the  dis¬ 
cussion  was  that  the  whole  work  should  be  taken  up  immediately  in¬ 
stead  of  in  stages.  The  cost  of  the  .head  works  has  gone  up  by  an 
additional  expenditure  of  Bs.  10  lakhs  on  account  of  the  tunnel  which 
makes  the  first  stage  of  the  proposal  not  a  profitable  business  by  itself. 
Moreover,  the  requirements  of  the  business  concern  at  Alwaye  which 
necessitated  the  extension  of  the  lines  to  Alwaye  had  also  to  be  con¬ 
sidered. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  May  I  know  whether 
Government  have  any  assurance  of  consumption  of  considerable  energy 
in  Alwaye  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MEN0N  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government): 
More  or  less,  that  is  the  understanding.  But  no  agreements  have 
been  signed. 

MR,  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Bural);  May  I  know  from  the 
member  what  will  be  the  expected  receipts  from  the  undertaking  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)  ; 

I  have  already  explained  that. 

MR, R.NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Financial  Secretary  to  Government): 
Sir,  I  may  first  be  permitted  to  offer  my  thanks  to  those .  members  of 
the  House  who  have  congratulated  me  for  presenting  a  surplus  budget. 
As  usual,  there  has  been  some  criticism  about  the  variations  between 
the  estimated  and  the  actual  figures  of  the  budget.  I  may  point  out 
that  suoh  differences  are  inevitable  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  budget 
for  any  year  will  be  prepared  pretty  long  before  the  actual  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  year.  In  this  connection,  I  may  be  permitted  to  repeat 
what  I  had  occasion  to  tell  the  House  last  year,  as  well  as  in  previous.  , 
years,  that,  such  differences  between  the  budget  estimates  and  the 
actual  figures  are  not  peculiar  to  Travaneore  alone;  but  are  quite 
common  to  the  budgets  of  other  countries  as  well. 

Mr.  K.  Padmanabhan  has  suggested  that  the  various  departmental 
budget  estimates  should  be  first  scrutinised  and  discussed  by  non-de- . 
partmental  independent  local  agencies,  before  it  is  actually  presented 
to  the  Ho.use.  No  doubt,  the  suggestion  is  an  ideal  one.  -But  it  does 
not  appear  to  be  feasible  in  practice.  Moreover,  I  would  inform  the 
member  that  the  preliminary  budget  estimates  are  first  scrutinised  by 
a  representative  body. qf, the  Legislature,  namely,  the.  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee,  before  they  are  .subjected  to  the  formal  vote  of  the  Assembly. 

Mr.  K,; PADMANABHAN  ( Ghirayinkil  I)  :  Is  the  Financial  Secretary 
aware  that  siihilar  practices  are  obtaining  in  other  countries  ? 
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Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLA!  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government)- 
I  am  not  aware :  but  I  am  subject  to  correction.  So  far  as  my 
information  goes,  there  is  no  such  institution  anywhere. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I)  :  Is  the  member  aware  that 
such  a  practice  obtains  among  the  civilised  States  of  America  ? 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Financial  Secretary  to  Government)', 
May  be.  Then,  the  reclassification  of  the  various  items  of  expenditure 
comprised  under  the  major  head  “State  Charities”  has  been  the  subject 
of  some  criticism  by  Mr.  [8.  Krishna  Pillai.  The  reclassification  has 
had  to  be  made  for  the  obvious  reasons  mentioned  in  my  speech  intro¬ 
ducing  the  budget, 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  May  I  know  from 
the  member,  how  is  it  that  the  funds  under  Charity  came  to  be  inch- 
ded  under  Devaswoms  ? 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government) ; 
Because  the  expenditure  under  certain  items  formerly  included  under 
State  Charities  is  closely  allied  to  that  under  Devaswoms. 

Mr,  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II) :  Is  it  the  member's 
opinion  that  State  Charity  has  become  the  State’s  function  ? 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government ): 
Not  exactly  that. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  8.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II);  What  does  he  mean 
by  that  ?  Does  he  mean  to  suggest  that  his  predecessors  were  at  fault 
for  not  having  regrouped  the  items  as  the  present  Financial  Secretary 
has  done  ? 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government)', 
Some  distinction  has  now  been  made  between  Devaswoms  and  State 
Charities  for  purposes  of  voting.  So  a  regrouping  has  become  neces¬ 
sary. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  May  I  take  it 
from  the  member  that  regrouping  has  been  resorted  to  specifically  for 
the  purpose  of  depriving  us  of  the  right  to  vote  on  that  amount  ? 

MR,  R,  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government)'. 

No. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  ;  Then,  what  does 
the  member  mean  by  saying  that  the  voting  problem  has  helped  the 
Financial  Secretary  in  resorting  to  such  method  ? 

^  _  Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government)- 
vVhat  I  said  was  that  the  question  of  re-grouping  came  up  in  connection 
with  the  distinction  between  votable  and  non-votable  demands. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II)  ;  Is  it  the  member’s 
opinion  therefore  that  if  this  House  is  given  the  privilege  of  voting  on 
this  amount,  this  House  will  certainly  vote  it  out. 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government) : 
I  have  no.  such  opinion.  Anyhow,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary  to  note  in  the  budget  whether  an  item  is  votable  or  non-votable.

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IIR.  PUTHUPALLI  S,  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II) :  May  I  take  it,  at 
the  time  the  Legislative  Reforms  Regulation  came  into  force,  these 
amounts  retained  their  original  place  under  State  Charities  or  whether 
before  that  date  these  amounts  were  transferred. 

Mr,  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government)-.

PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II) :  That  is  not 
enough.  Does  the  member  say  in  so  many  words  that  when  the  Re¬ 
forms  Regulation  came  into  force,  Agrasala  Funds  were  treated  as 
within  State  Charities?

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  I  want  to  ascertain 
whether  a  privilege  that  has  been  conferred  by  a  Statute  could  be  taken 
s,  way  by  an  executive  order,.

Only  the  amounts  included  under  the  head  “State  Charities”  could  be 
voted  on.

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II)  ,  May  I  knowwhe- 
ther  under  the  Boyal  Proclamation,  Government  are  not  debarred  from 
expending  the  amounts  out  of  the  general  revenues. 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government): 
The  Agrasala  and  the  Japadakshina  expenditure  is  met  out  of  the 
General  .Revenues  and  not'  out  of  the  Devaswom  Fund,  constituted 
under  the  Boyal  Proclamation,  ;  ; 

MR.  PUTUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  ■  May  I  know  wh 
ther  Government  are  at  liberty  to  spend  further  amounts  on  Devs 
woms:  from  the-  general  revenues  of  the  State. 

Mr.  T.  K.VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Urban)  :  That  raises  a  qus 
tion  of  law  and  the  Financial  Secretary  has  nothing  to  do-with  that. 

PRESIDENT:  That  question  is  disallowed. 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA1  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government

So  far  as  the' charging  of  expenses  for  the  Tinnevelly-TriVandrum  line 
.  is  concerned,  actual  expenses  are  not  taken  into  account  at  all.  The

Working  expenses  include 
recurring  expenses  as  well. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelilma)  :  So  non-recurring

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MR.  R.,  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  {Financial  Secretary  to  Government) : 
Certain  non-recurring  expenses  will  be  charged  to  capital. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  I) :  May  I  know  whether  there  is  any 
percentage  fixed  ? 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  Financial  Secretary  to  Government) : 
The  percentage  of  working  expenses  is  about  60  per  cent,  of  the  gross 
receipts.  ; 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural)  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  whole  S.  I.  R.  is  not  working  at  a  loss  ? 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government)-. 
Some  of  the  units  of  the  S.  I.  R.  are  working  at  a  loss- 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural):  Is  it  to  the  same  ex* 
tent  as  ours  ? 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government): 
More  or  less. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural ):  Is  there  any  special 
circumstance  which  makes  it'  so  ? 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government ): 
There  is  now  loss  on  the  Travancore  Railways  i.  e.  on  the  line  from 
Tinnevelly  to  Trivandrum. .  This  line  is  treated  for  account  purposes 
as  one  unit,  and  the  opening  of  the  chord  line  from  Tenkasi  to  Virudu- 
nagar  has  affected  the  receipts. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural)  :  Does  the  agreement 
between  the  Travancore  Government  and  the  S.  I,  R.  allow  new  lines 
to  he  opened  to  the  detriment  of  Travancore  ? 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  {Financial  Secretary  to  Government): 
There  is  nothing  to  prevent  the  S.  I.  R,  from  opening  new  lines.  . 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural )  :  Anyhow  does  it  not 
affect  us  adversely  ?  ;  . 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government)) 
The.  opening  of  a  new  line  has  affected  us  adversely  to  some  extent. 
This  Government  are  in  correspondence  with  the  Government  of  India 
on  the  subject. 

Mb.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Qmlon  II)  ;  Who  opened  the 
line  1 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  :  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government)  i 
The  S.  I.  R.  Company, 

Mr,  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Qiiilon  II) :  How  does  tltf 
member  say  that  on  account  of  the  opening  of  the. new  line  there;  is  a 
fall  in  the  income  ? 

Mr.  R,  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government)  i 
Formerly  thosa  who  wanted  to  go  to  Madras  had  to  go  uitt  Tinnevelly* 
But  on  account  of  the  opening  of  the  new  line,  they  take  the  chord  line 
route.  The  fare  from  Tenkasi  to  Tinnevelly,  which  would  ..have  augj 
mented  the  receipts  of  the  Travancore  Railway  now  goes  to  the  credit 
of  the  chord  line,  ‘ 
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Mr.  T.  P.  Eamasubba  Iyer  has  observed  that  the  item  “Receipts 
from  Markets”  was  transferred  from  Sanehayam  to  Miscellaneous,  last 
year  and,  that  this  year  the  revenue  from  Kandukrishi  lands  is  deducted 
from  Land  Revenue  Receipts. 

In  para  4  of  the  Royal  Proclamation  dated  12th  April  1922,  it  is 
stated  that  the  Devaswom  Fund  shall  consist  of  the' allotment  made  in 
the  State  Budget  every  year  for  the  scheduled  Devaswoms,  such  allot¬ 
ment  not  being  less  than  40  per  cent,  of  the  Ayacut  and  Sanehayam 
Land  Revenue  of  the  State. 

The  contribution  to  the  Fund  has  therefore  been  fixed  at  40  per¬ 
cent.  of  the  Ayacut  and  the  Sanehayam  Land  Revenue  of  the  State 
from  1107  onwards  instead  of  a  lump  sum  grant  of  Rs.  16  lakhs. 

■  The  item  “Receipts  from  Markets”  was  classified  under  Land  Reve¬ 
nue — Miscellaneous  in  1098  and  therefore  in  fixing  the  40  per  cent, 
proportion,  the  receipt  from  this  item  was  not  taken  into  account.  In 
the  general  reclassification  of  receipt  items  under  Land  Revenue,  with 
a  view  to  facilitate  the  reconciliation  of  departmental  and  Treasury 
figures  and  also  to  simplify  classification,  it  was  classified  as  an  item 
of  receipt  under  Sanehayam  in  1099.  As  the  receipt  under  this  item 
was  not  taken  into  account  when  the  Proclamation  was  issued,  it  was 
again  reclassified  under  Miscellaneous,  to  facilitate  the  calculation  of 
contribution  to  the  Devaswom  Fund.  In  regard  to  the  separation  of 
Kandukrishi  Revenue  and  the  consequent  reduction  of  contribution 
referred  to  by  the  member,  I  have  already  explained  that  the  contri¬ 
bution  is  calculated  on  the  gross  receipts  and  not  on  the  net  receipts 
under  Ayaeut  and  Sanehayam.' . 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAM jDARAN  ASAN  (ilavelikara )  :  Has  sufficient  pro¬ 
vision  been  made  for  irrigation  and  communications  ? 

Mr..R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAi  (Financial  Secretary  to  Giveinmeni) : 
The  total  allotment  for  the  P  W.  D.  for  the  next  year  is  higher  than 
that  for  the  current  year. 

Mr.  A.  S.  .DAIVS0DARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  \  What  was  it  in 
1108  ? 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Financial  Secretary  to  Gooernment)  : 
In  1108  it  was  Rs  29  lakhs  and  this  year  the  provision  is  more  than 
Rs.  30  lakhs.  Further  there  is  provision  for  capital  expenditure  amount¬ 
ing  to  nearly  19  lakhs.

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovalci)  :  Sir,  in  speaking  a  few  words 
on  the  motion,  I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  Government  about  the 
policy  of  distributing  puduval  lands  co  the  depressed  classes.  When 
land  has  been  set  apart  for  registry  in  the  names  of  depressed  classes,  aa 
I  understand,  The  method  adopted  usually  by  Government  is  to  entrust 
it  to  a  missionary  organisation.  That  is  to  say  missionary  institutions 
have  been  enabled  to  go  and  approach  the  authorities  concerned  and  take 
charge  of  the  land  set  apart  for  distribution.,  When  the  Salvation 
Army  is  given  this  duty  of  distributing  the  land,  naturally  they  will 
look  to  their  own  congregation  and  the  land  is  distributed  tb'their 
people.  Of  course,  when  it  is  given  in  charge  of  the  Lutheran  Mission, 
they  give  it  to  people  belonging  to  their  congregation- '  The  same 
method  is  taken  by  the  L.  M.  S.  also,  Hindu  depressed  classes  are  to¬ 
tally  ignored  when  distribution  is  given  to  ihe-charge  of  the  Missionary 
Institutions.  As  such,  in  the  matter  of  distributing  such  areas  to  the 
depressed  classes,  I  would  request  that  at  least  the  Division  Peishkar 
should  take  interest  in  the  matter  and  see  that  a  fair  and  reasonable 
distribution  is  made  to  the  Hindu  depressed  classes  also- 
.  I  find  that  in  the  case  of  lands  distributed  to  the  depressed  classes 
and  where  they  cultivate  paddy  a  report  is  called  for  from  the  local 
Proverthicar  by  the  authorities  concerned  and  the  people  who  .cultivate 
the  land  immediately  are  asked  to  pay  tax  which  they  may  not  be  able 
to  pay  at  the  first  instance.  In' such  cases  it  behoves  the  Government 
to  see  that  taxes  are  not  realised  immediately  but  only  in  the  course  of 
about  6  years  since  they  have  begun  cultivation.  The  depressed  class 
people  should  he  given  time  to  realise  the  benefit  of  their  cultivation 
before  they  are  taxed.  With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion.

Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax 
Commissioner)-.  The  department  and  Government  have  always  been 
sympathetic  towards  the  depressed  classes.  They  are  doing  all  they 
could.

PRESIDENT :  Mr.  Joseph  knows  English  quite  well.  You  may- 
speak  a  little  louder. 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN:PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax 
Commissioner)  :  Government  are  doing  all  they  could  to  help  the  de¬ 
pressed  classes.  It  may  be  that  the  orders  of  Government  are  not 
sometimes  very  strictly  carried  out  or  it  may  be  that  the  lower  subordi¬ 
nates  sometimes  commit  irregularities  in  carrying  out  the  orders.  But 
the  attitude  of  Government  has  always  been  one  of  sympathy  to  the 
depressed  classes.'  Government  have  ear-marked  something  like 
15,600  acres  of  land  to  be  registered  in  favour  of  the  depressed  classes ; 
and  so  far  they  have  registered  about  3,500  acres  out  of  the  ear-marked 
area  and  nearly  3,000  acres  which  have  not  been  ear-marked.  So  that 
mail,  about  6,500,  acres  have  been  assigned  to  depressed  daises. 
Government  have  registered  these  lands  on  concessional  terms.  They 
have  been  exempted  from  payment  of  thiravila  and  survey  charges. 
On  the  applications  for  registry,  they  need  not  affix  court  fee  stamps. 
These  concessions  have  been  granted  to  the  depressed  classes  in  order 
to  help  them.  But  Government  have  also  stipulated  that  the  lands 
given  to  the  Repressed  classes  must  remain  with  them.  They  should 
not  go  and  alienate  them  to  other  classes,  and  Government  have  there¬ 
fore  laid  down  that  if  at  any  time  the  depressed  classes  alienate  land  to 
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any  one  other  than  the  depressed  classes,  the  land,  will  be  resumed  by 
Government.  In  1107  there  were  about  27  such  cases  covering  an  area  ' 
of  about  38  acres.  Government  have-  to  resume  these -lands  because-, 
the  depressed  classes. had  alienated  them.  In  the:course  of  my.  tour  I, 
have  come  across  several  instances  of  lands  alienated  by  the  depressed 
class  people.  When  alienations  come  to  the  -  notice  of  the  Revenue... 
authorities,  action  is  taken  to  resume  such  lands.  -  I  have  also  found  in  , 
the  course  of  my  tours  that  there  are  alienations  which  do  not  come  to 
the  notice  of  the  Revenue  authorities  because  they  are  not  made  by 
registered  documents.  Depressed  class  people  give  lands. on  lease,  or. T, 
pattern,  The  Revenue  authorities  have  no  chance  of  knowing  them. 
The  lease  may  he  continued  year  after  year  for  a  number  .of  years  so - 
that  the  benefit  which  the  Government,  wanted  the  depressed  class ^ 
people  to  get  really  goes  to  other  people  because  the  depressed  classes 
part  with  their  lands  for  the  sake  of  a  few-  rupees.

Land  Revenue,  and  Income  Tax  , 
Commissioner) :  That  I  believe  was  done  at  the  suggestion  of  the  _re.:3 
presentatiyes.of  the.  depressed. classes  in  the  Legislative  Council  and  the 
Sri  Mulam  Popular  Assembly,  that'  wherever  possible  lands  available 
should  be  reserved  for  registration  to  the  depressed  classes.  It  does.  -j 
not  mean  that  Government,  do  not  register  .lands  not  included  in  the 
ear-marked  area  to  the  depressed  classes.

My 
tfS&it,  Sir,  is  thaVGoterffmeifthav'e  be'eh  sympathetic  to  the  depressed 
dSSseS  amid  that  they  are  doing  all  they  could  to  help  them.  It  may  be 
ifWt,  aB'Sb*  John  Joseph  said;  the  extent  of  lands  so  far  registered  is  very 
smASl'When-'  compared  with  the  requirements  of  the  people.  He 
suggested  that  each  member  should  be  given  at  least  three  acres  of 
lead.  I  dh'-not  know'wh ether  it  is  possible  -f6r  Government  to  give  all 
members  of  the  depressed  class  three  acres,  of  land  each.  The  popu- 
1&if>h’'of  ,th6  depressed  classes  is  so  large,  that  it  may  not  be  possible  to 
give  them  even  a  few  cents  each.  But  Government  are  doing  all  they 
could  and  I  can  assure  the  members  on  the-  other  side  of  the  House 
tfet  Twill  do  my  best  to  see  that  all  legitimate  demands  of  the  depres- 
t^^cfasses  ih' regard  to  lahds  are  met.  I  must  say  that  some  of  the 
MiteriSBaWB  of  the  Department  may  sometimes  commit  irregularities. 
But  whenever  such  irregularities  come  to  the  notice  of  the  higher 
'officers,  they  are  rectified.  I’  can  give  one  or  two  such  instances. 
Recently  I  had  occasion  to  visit  a  few  villages  in  South  Travancore  and 
there  I  found  that  some  Sambavars  wanted  some  lands  to  he  registered 
ifr'ttieiir'irames  for  hoilfe-sites.  The  local1  Tahsildar  refused  registry 
because  ofthh  objd’dtlbn  rdiSad  by  some  of  the  high  class  people  living 
neighMhr bod'd .:  I  Touh'd  no  objection  to  the  registry,  and  have 
tffedfbre'ireebmmehaed  registry.  '  Then  again  some  other  Sambavars 
'encroached  upon  a  tank  bed  a  few  years  ago  and  converted  it  into  house 
site.  Orders  werd  phased'  for  their  eviction.  I  found  on  inspection 
tb&Sevfcti'ob  Would  be  a  real  hardship  to  the  ■  occupants,  and  therefore 
decided  fchftt'thO'laMs  eSdroahhed  upofn  should  be  registered  to  them. 
These  are  only  instances  to  show  that,  though  irregularities  m'ay  be  com¬ 
mitted  by  the  subordinates,  they  afe' redtiSed:Whte.the5t  come  to  the 
netiee  of  higher  authorities;-  As  far  as  possible,  the  depressed  classes 
are  given  lands  wherever  lahdi  are*  available.  But  I  may  say  that  it  is 
^talways  tpesBible-tO  give1  them  the  lands  they.  Want.-  For  example, 
they  may  apply  for  road  porambokes.  Our  roadt  are  narrow  and  we 
may  requiretheptrawheTesforthb  wideningiand  improvement  of  the 
roads.  _ia-;regard-tG-suoh. -encroachments;  the  matter  will  be  referred  to 
the  P.  W.  department,  and  if  they’ object  the  registry  is  refused.

In  the  Vilappil 
pakuthi  in  Neyyattinkara,  the  tax  on  the  lands  granted  to  the  depressed 
classes  has  not  yet  •  been  collected  because  the  assignees  could  not  be 
found  and  even  if  they  were  found  they  would  not  pay  the  tax.  In 
such  cases,  the  lands  have  to  be  sold  for  collecting  the  arrears  of  tax 
In  regard  to  the  lands  at  Vilappil,  I  have  written  to  the  Protector  of 
Depressed  Classes  to  arrange  for  the  payment  of  the  tax,  as  otherwise 
the  lands  will  have  to  be  sold.

Mr.  N.  K, KRISHNA  PILLAl  ( Neyyattinkara  I )  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  make 
the  following  motion  :

Sir,  my  object  in  tabling  this  motion  is  to  draw  the  attention  of 
the  Government...  -  . 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelihara )..:  I  beg  to  submit  a 
point  for  ruling  from  the  Chair.  It  is  stated  in  the  Standing  orders 
that  substantially  identical,  motions  should  not  be  moved.  Standing 
Order  22  states  : 

“  When  substantially  indentical  motions  stand  in  the  nsmes'of  two  or'inore  members, 
the  President  shall  deoide  whose  motion  shall  be  moved,  and  the  other  motions 
shall  thereupon  be  deemed  to  he  withdrawn.’’ 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLA1  (Additional  Head  SirUr 
Vakil)  :  No  doubt,  that  is  what  the  Standing  Order  says.  But,  the 
President  has  to  decide  that  point.  If  the  mover  makes  the  motion, 
the  other  members  who  have  tabled  identical  motions  must  have 
opportunities  to  speak  on  the  motion,  if  their  identical  motions 
are  to  be  deemed  to  be  withdrawn. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelihara ):  I  merely  want  to 
have  a  clear  ruling  on  the  point,  just  to  know  where  we  are,  .  .  \ 
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MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional.  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Sir,  you  may  consider  and  give  a  ruling  later. 

PRESIDENT :  I  shall  give  the  ruling  later.  But,  for  the  present, 
Mr.  N.  K.  Krishna  Pillai’s  motion  deals  with  an  entirely  new  subject, 
namely,  agricultural  loan.  So,  he  may  go  on 

MR.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkara  I) My  object  in 
tabling  this  motion  is  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  some 
of  the  hardships  and  grievances  of  the  public  in  the  matter  of  the  issue 
of  agricultural  loans.  This  is  a  matter  which  has  been  urged  on  more 
than  one  occasion  on  the  floor  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  the  Sri 
Mulam  Popular  Assembly and,  even  before  this  House,  during  the 
general  discussion  on  the  Budget,  some  of  my  friends  made  pointed 
reference  to  it.  In  spite  of  all  our  representations  during  all  these  years 
conditions  have  not  improved. 

Sir,  agricultural  loans  are  intended  for  the  benefit  of  the  needy 
ryot ;  and  they  are  to  be  utilised  only  for  agricultural  purposes.  But, 
we  know  as  a  matter  of  fact  -  and  it  is  an  open  secret  — that  there  have 
also  been  cases 'of  agricultural  loans  being  actually  made  use  of  by  loanees 
for  prosecuting  higher  studies  in  England. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta) :  Does  my  friend  make 
a  definite  statement  that  an  agricultural  loan  was  granted  to  anybody 
for  prosecuting  higher  studies  ? 

MR.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkara  I)  :  I  did  not  mean 
to  say  that,  with  regard  to  the  instances  I  had  in  my  mind,  the  loans 
were  granted  on  the  understanding  that  they  were  to  be  utilised  for 
such  purposes  as  the  prosecuting  of  higher  studies  abroad.  I  only  said 
that  we  all  know,  aB  a  matter  of  fact,  that  loans  are  often  utilised  for 
purposes  other  than  those  for  which  such  loans  are  intended.  I  dare¬ 
say  my  friend  knows  too  well  the  instances  I  referred  to. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  Is  that  not  one 
reason  why  such  people,  who  misuse  agricultural  loans,  should  be  com¬ 
pelled  to  discharge  the  debt  immediately  ? 

MR.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkara  I) :  Certainly. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II) :  Does  the  member 
seek  to  suggest  such  a  course  of  action  under  his  motion  7 

Mr.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkara  I)  :  When  agricultural 
loans  are  not  utilised  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  granted,  it  is 
up  to  Government  to  take  the  necessary  action  provided  for  in  the 
Agricultural  Loans  Regulation. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II) :  Will  the  member 
:  recommend  the  Government  withholding  payment  of  the  money  in 
such  cases  ?  .  . 

Mr.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkara  I) :  Certainly,  Govern¬ 
ment  must  and  will  do  so  if  they  come  to  know  of  it- 
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Another  point  to  be  taken,  into  consideration  is  with,  regard,  to  the 
time  that  is  allotted  for  repayment  of  loans.  According  to  the  Buies, 
loans  are  allowed  to  be  distributed  over  a  period  of  twenty  years.  ’’  Sir, 
sufficient  time  is  now  not  allowed  for  repayment  of  loans.  In  actual 
experience  we -see  very  often  that  much  difficulty  is  caused  to  the 
agriculturists  in  the  matter  of  repayment.  If  the  Government  will  be 
justified  in  granting  the  maximum  time  allowed  by  law  for  repayment, 
now  is  the  time  for  it  when,  owing  to  the  damages  consequent  on  the 
recent  floods,  the  ryots  are  hard  bit  and  their  Bufferings  aggravated. 
I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  Government  to  the  immediate  need'of 
granting  an  extended  period  for  repayment  and  in  doing  so  they  ■  will 
only  be  acting  in  the  spirit  in  which  rules  are  framed'  therefor.  -  As 
far  as  possible,  the  maximum  time  limit  has  to  'be  •  given.  In-  this 
connection,  I  may  also  observe  that  it  will  be  better  that  Government 
do  think  of  constituting  Taluk  Boards  for  the  distribution  of  loans. 
Such  boards  should  advise  the  Tahsildar  in  the  matter  of  t^ie, distribution 
and  terms  for  the  repayment  of  loans. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAL  (Pattanamtitta)  :  Is  the  member. aware 
that,  in  deserving  cases,  loans  are  neither  got  nor  dg  the  agriculturists 
get  sufficient  time  for  repayment  ? 

MR.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkara-  I)  :  I  don’t  think  so. 
Such  Boards  should  have  as  members  thereof  somerof  the  leading  non- 
officials  of  the  locality  or :  taluk.  This,  I  hope,  will  obviate.  many 
of  the  difficulties  experienced  by  the  ryots.  The  non-officials  will:  be 
able  to  know  better:  who  are  in  absolute  need  of  money  and  who,  not. 
The  constitution  of  Boards  or  Committees— by  whatever  name  you  call 
it— if  formed,  would,  go  a  long  way  to  help  Government, and  the  people 
in  the  matter  oh  distribution  and,  re-payment,  of  loans.

Mr.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (N^dnaied)  :  Sir,  I  beg  to.  o2e.r  a" 
few  remarks  in  support,  of  .the  suggestion  for  the  constitution 
of:  Taluk;  Bourns,  for;  dealing  with  applications  for  agricultural  loans. 
Ilk  spite,  of  ;  all,  that  , is.  .laid  down, in  the  Rules,  there  is  at  present

numerous, applications  in  the  taluk  office,  pending,  and  the  funds  granted 
tp, each  taluk  fpp  a  year  are  limited,  The  Tahsildars  will  naturally 
find  it  difficult  to  grant  loans  to  all  applicants  with  the  limited  funds 
at,  their  .  disposal.  The  result  is  that  several  applications  will  be 
pending,  at,  the  end  of  each  year  and  this  number  swells  when  new 
.^)^joatigns,axejreGeived  in  the  next  year.  The  accumulations  of  prior 
yeafSfaro^noWf  kBpt  on.as  pending  .in  each  taluk. 

"'Government  had  constituted  a  Committee  for  the  disbursement  of 
doans'in  regard,  to  pu,nja  lands.  There  were  numerous  applications  for 
'thq.-grant  Jof  loans.  The  Committee. was  able  to  select  the  persons  who 
■TVere  in  ,  sbsoiute  need  oHoans.  and  the  loans  were  granted  to  them.

If  such  a  course  is  adopted  in  the  distribution  of  agricultural  loans  also 
in  each  taluk,  I  think  there  will  be  a  great  advantage.  Applications 
which  could  not  be  considered  in  a  year  may  be  treated  as  lapsed  and 
fresh  applications  may  be  required  to  be  made  in  the  ,  next  year,  and 
they  alone  must  be  considered  by  the  Committee.  If  some  such 
arrangement  is  adopted,  I  think  much  of  the  difficulty  now  experienced 
could  be  removed.  Two  non-official  members  might  be  selected  to 
assist  the  Tahsildar,  who  may  be  the  President  of  the  Committee.  I 
should  think,  this  would  improve  matters  largely.  I  therefore  support 
Mr.  N.  K.  Krishna  Pillai’s  suggestion  and  commend  it  for  the  consider¬ 
ation  of  Government. 

Mb.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattmamtitta )  :  The  main  difficulty 
brought  forward  by  Mr.  N.  K.  Krishna  Pillai  is  that  the  agricultural 
loans  should  be  conveniently  paid  back  by  the  ryots.  The  main  trouble 
is  not  with  regard  to  the  applications  for  loans  but  to  urge  the  necessity 
of  giving  an  extended  period  for  the  repayment  of  loans.  These  loans 
are  granted  on  the  understanding  that  the  funds  are  to  be  utilised  for 
the  improvement  of  cultivation.  The  ryot  takes  the  loan,  utilises  it  for 
the  cultivation  of  lands,  and  with  the  adequate  return  from  the  land, 
he  is  expected  to  pay  back  the  loan  by  instalments.  Now  the  price  of 
commodities  has  gone  down  60  per  cent.  If  the  Government  expected  the 
ryot  to  pay  back  the  amount  by  instalments,  certainly  it  is  also  expected 
that  the  ryot  should  get  necessary  income  from  his  lands:  Government 
know  full  well  that  the  price  of  the  agricultural  products,  such  as  rice 
and  copra,  have  gone  down.  Therefore,  if  extension  of  time  in  the 
matter  of  repayment  of  loan  is  refused,  that  means,  the  ryot  is  driven 
to  the  extent  of  borrowing  the  necessary  funds  for  the  payment  of 
instalments.  That  necessarily  involves  a  higher'rateof  interest.  There¬ 
fore,  Government  themselves  would  be  defeating  the  very  purpose  for 
which  loans  are  instituted.  If  concessions  are  granted  and  if  Govern¬ 
ment  continue  to  insist  on  payment  by  instalments,  Government  shoul’ 
take  into  consideration  the  abnormally  low  price  of  commodities.  The 
know  that  a  ryot  is  unable  to  pay,  not  eveD  a  smaller  amount.  The 
how  can  he  be  expected  to  pay  back  a  comparatively  big  amount  ; 
such  a  time  of  acute  depression?  Therefore  I  am  quite  sure  that  th 
Government  would  not  oppose  the  motion. 

Mr.  V.  RAMAKRISHNA  PANICKAR  {Kartikapalli  II)  :  I  also  sttppoi 
the  motion.  I  am  in  favour  of  the  institution  of  Taluk  Boards  forth 
purpose  of  distributing  agricultural  loans.  That  can  only  function  £ 
an  Advisory  Board,  because,  the  responsible  officer  for  the  distribution  < 
loans  is  the  Tahsildar  or  Peishkar  according  to  the  amount  that  is  t 
be  distributed.  Even  in  the  case  of  the  institution  of  a  board  like  tha 
it  cannot  be  expected  that  it  will  be  free  from  evils  and  irregularitiei 
Of  coursei  to  some  extent,  the  said  evils  could  be  minimised.  It  ■ 
quite  possible  that  the  board  can  be  influenced  by  persons  who  appl 
for  loans.  Any  way,  it  is  good  if  a  Board  of  the  nature  suggested  b 
Mr.  N.  K,  Krishna  Pillai  is  constituted  as  early  as  possible 'for  ever 
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It  has  been  suggested  here,  that  the  distribution  of  loans  may  be 
entrusted  to  the  Agricultural  Department-  I  think  it  is  not  expedient, 
because  it  is  not  available  in  all  the  taluks.  It  is  good  the  Tahsildar 
of  a  taluk  alone  is  entrusted  with  the  work  of  distribution  of  loans.  It 
•  has  to  be  admitted  that  the  Tahsildar  has  multifarious  duties  to  per¬ 
form.  Nevertheless,  as  a  responsible  officer,  he  alone  will  be  able  to 
know  the  value  of  the  security  that  is  to  be  offered  for  the  loan-

HR.,  v.  RAMAKR1SHNA  PANICKAR  (Karlikapallill)  :  That  does  not 
appear  to  me  to  be  relevant.  What  I  have  to  say  is  that  the  constitut¬ 
ion  of  a  board  of  the  nature  contemplated  is  advisable. 

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Velayudhan  Pillai,  your  question  is  disallowed. 

Hr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  In  supporting  the  motion  before 
the  House,  I  have  to  submit  that  the  system  of  granting  agricultural 
loans  is  most  defective  and  harmful  to  the  interest  of  the  agriculturists 
in  the  State,  Very  seldom  is  the  amount  allowed  for  the  purpose 
sufficient.  Very  seldom  are  the  agriculturists  benefited  as  a  result  of 
the  loan.  The  applications  that  are  invariably  presented  to  the  re¬ 
spective  authorities  for  the  grant  of  agricultural  loans  in  the  case  of 
bona,  fide  agriculturists  are  seldom  respected.  On  the  other  hand,  some 
of  the  biggest  officers  in  the  State,  who  draw  high  salaries  get  very 
easily  agricultural  loans  from  the  Taluk  Cutcherries.  That  has  beOn 
thecustom  in  vogue  for  the  last  so  many  years  and  I  beg  to  draw  the 
attention  of  the  Government  that  that  system  of  granting  agricultural 
loans  to  persons  not  for  Iona  fide  agricultural  purposes  should  be  put  a 
stop  to, 

MR,  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartihapalli  I)  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
member  is  in  a  position  to  quote  any  instance  in  which  an  officer  of 
Government  has  secured  an  agricultural  loan  ? 

Mr  8.  J,  NAIR  (Nedumangad)-.  Yes.  I  could. 

MR.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I) :  .Will  the  member  be  pleased 
to  mention  it  for  the  information  of  the  House  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  You  cannot  drag  in  personalities. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Will  the  lender  or  the 
borrower  concede  that  the  loan  is  not  for  agricultural  purposes  ? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (.Nedumangad)  :  In  the  presence  of  applications  from 
bona  fide  agriculturists  for  loans  which  have  been  pending  ad  infinitum 
in  the  Taluk  Cutcherries,  the  officers  who  are  applicants  for  agricultural 
loans,  probably  not  for  agricultural  purposes,  used  to  get  the  loans  very 
easily  from  the  respective  authorities.  That  is  what  I  meant. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzhal );  Are  there  appli¬ 
cants  for  agricultural  loans  from  among  the  members  of  the  Legislative 
bodies? 
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Mr.  S.  J.  BAIR  (Nedumangad)-.  I  cannot  say. 

Mr  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  (Koftarakara)  ■  What  is  the  amount  that, 
can  be  sanctioned  by  a  Tahsildar  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  (HAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  Five  hundred  rupees,  if  I  remember; 
correctly. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  May  I  knot?  from  the  memteV 
what  the  other  member  asked  him '/  (Laughter) 

MR.  8.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  Further  a  time-limit,  which 
should  be  a  short  one,  should  be  fixed  within  which  the  applicatiohs  'Kef# 
loans  should  be  disposed  of,  in  the  case  of  applications  for  agricultural, 
loans.  Also  the  time  for  the  return  of  agricultural  loans  should  be  ej. 
tended  from  what,  it  usually  is. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  Sofc<A)';'fi if, 
the  Banking  Enquiry  Committee  recommended  that  agricultural  loins 
might  be  given  with  much  greater  ease  than  is  being  done,  and  thit  the 
difficulties  arise  on  account  of  disbursement.  The  present  allotment  of 
Bs.  4  lakhs  towards  agricultural  loans  is  much  too  small.  From  the  , 
way  in  which  the  Banking  Enquiry  Committee  reported,  it  will  look  as 
if  the  Government  has  got  a  Golconda  behind  its  back.  But  what  you. 
find  from  the  financial  statement  is  that  there  will  be  a  Government? 
surplus  of  Bs  11,300,000  at  the  end  of  the  current  year.  But  rural  in-  : 
debtedness  comes  to  anything  between  25  and  50  crores.  What  exactly, 
is  going  to  be  done  with  this  Es.  4  lakhs  which  is  but  a  drop  in  the 
ocean  there  is  no  knowing.  One  thing  I  would  like  to  know  is  whethefe* 
Government  securities  can  be  operated  upon  and  utilised  for  the  pujw 
pose  of  agricultural  loans  or  whether  there  are  reasons  why  nothing} 
cofild-be  done  with  these  securities.  Otherwise,  this  suffi  of  ESaf-fci. 
lakhs  will  be  a  sheer  waste.  More  should  be  allotted  in  the  matter;* 
giving  agricultural  loans  if  you  want  to  tide  over  the  economic  sitnatiafi: 
of  Ithe,  country.  ' 

-  RAO8AHIB0R.  N.  KUNJAIi  PiL-LAI- {Agt.  Land  -Revenue  and  Intomm 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  This  question  of  distribution  of  agricultural-lowaS  i 
was  often  discussed  in  the  Legislative  Council  and  the  Sri  Mulam 
Popular  Assembly  and  various  defects  were  generally  pointed  out. ,  One 
criticism  that  is  generally  levelled  against  the  distribution  of  agricultural 
loans  is  that  the  agriculturists  whd  stand  in  need  6f  inoney  do  not  is"  4' 
rule  get  loans.

MR.  CHANGAMAQHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI-  (Kunnattui 
Pittbamapuram);-,  May  I  know  from  the  member  whet-hereafter  ^these 
taatisare /granted  any  .attempt  is  made  by, ,  ,tha  .Beveaue  *  Deeaitm#ut>tQ* 
see  whether  these  loans  axe  properly  applied  ? 
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RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner ) :  Yes.  There  are  standing  orders  to  the  effect  that 
before  the  loan  is  granted  the  Tahsildar  must  inspect  the  land  sought 
to  be  improved  and  .-he  must  satisfy  himself  that  there  is  necessity  for 
improvement.  Then  invariably  the  loan  is  granted  in  two  instalments. 
After  the  first  instalment  is  disbursed  the  Tahsildar  must  again  inspect 
the. land  and  see  whether  the  money  has-been  utilised  for  the  improve¬ 
ments  mentioned 'in  the  application.  Only  then  is  the  second  instal¬ 
ment  disbursed.  And  after  this  is  done,  the  Tahsildar  must  inspect  the 
land  again.  Thus  there  are-three  inspections  by  the  Tahsildar. 

-  Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  P1LLAI  (Kunnattur  cum 
Rattanapuram)  That  is  what  the  rule  says.  But  I  am  asking  what 
the  practice  is. 

i  RAO'  SAHIB  Dr.  N.'  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  Probably  all  these,  inspections  -are  not  invariably 
made  in  all  . cases-  But  I  can  tell  the  member  that  as.  soon  as  I  took 
charge  of  this  department — I  knew  the  difficulties  ana  I  often  heard 
of  the  difficulties— the  first  thing  I  did  was  to  issue  a  general  circular 
containing  strict  instructions  that  the  Tahsildars  must  carry  -out 
these,  three  inspections.  I  found,  in  the  course  of  my  inspection 
that,  sometimes  .the  Tahsildars  granted  loans  in  one  lump,  In  such 
cases  I  have  . instructed  them  that  this  practice  must-be  stopped  and 
that  invariably  they  should  grant"  the  loans  only  in  two  instalments. 
They  must:  satisfy  themselves  by  inspection  of  the  land  that  the 
first  instalment  has  been  utilised  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
given,  ;and  only  then  should  they  'disburse  the  second  instalment. 
As  soon  as  I  took  charge  of  the  department,  I  issued  a  circular  contain- 
ing.  these  instructions,  and  I  shall  see  that  they,  are  carried  out. 

■.  Ms.-,  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram) :  Has  there  been  till  now  anyunstance  in  which  the 
Tahsildar  reported. that- the  amount  has  not  been  spent  for  agricultural 
purposes? 

RAO.  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI . (Ag.  Land  Revenue-  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  ;  Yes.  I  think  there  are  instances  and  in  such 
cases  :reoQV.eiy.  in  a  lump  has  been  ordered.  Of  course,  objections  are 
raised  and  appeals  are  preferred  praying  for  extension  of  time.  I  think 
that  the  members  on  the  other  side  of  the  House  will  agree  that  in  such 
cases  no  leniericy1  should  be  shown-  at  all.  Probably  the  officer  who 
adopts  this  course  may  become  unpopular,  but  in  spite  of  such  a  contin¬ 
gency,' recovery  in  a  lump  must  be  made  in  such  cases  and  steps  are 
being  taken  to  that  effect.

Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  The  directions  in’ the  G.  0.  were  not  being  pro¬ 
perly  adhered  to.  I  knew  instances  in  which  it  was  not  done,  and 
hence  I  issued  a  circular  soon  after  I  took  charge  of  the  department. 

.  Mr  .  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  ID  :  Is  there  not  a 
similar  prospect  of  the  circular  also  being  thrown  into  the  waste-paper 
basket  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (A g.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  ■.  I  will  see  that  the  instructions  in  the  circular 
letter  are  carried  out.  More  than  that,  I  will  myself  inspect  some  of 
those  lands  for  thejimprovement  of  which  loans  have  been  granted  and, 
if,  in  the  course  of  such  inspections,  I  find  that  the  circular  letter  has 
not  been  followed,  the  officers  concerned  will  be  taken  to  task. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  ;  Are  there  cases 
in  which  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  is  satisfied  that  the  Tahsil- 
dar  has  been  neglecting  to  conform  to  the  orders  issued  on  the 
subject?  . 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner )  :  That  is  the  general  impression  that  I  have  formed; 
I  have  not  had  time  to  find  out  actual  cases  of  remissness.  . 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon ID  :  Has  not  the  Land 
Revenue  Commissioner  gone  out  on  inspection  ? 

.  RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  IneomP 
Tax  Commissioner):  Yes. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  Has  he  coine 
across’  any  instances  at  least  in  which  a  Tahsildar  has  deliberately  dis¬ 
obeyed ’the  original  G.'  O.  ?  ; 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (dp.  Land  Revenue  and  Income

.  ■  ■  T1«>re  is  a  general  complaint,  that,  loans  are  granted  for  .purposes 
other  than  agricultural  improvement  or  cultivation.'  We  want  to  stop 
Sdch  vagaries.  I  mean  to  see  that  orders  are  strictly  ,  followed  aad.hope 
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to  inspect  the  lands  myself  and  punish  the  officers  who  are  responsible 
for  such  vagaries.  In  the  circular  I  have  issued,  I  have  insisted  on  the 
Tahsildars  making  three  inspections,'  one  before  granting  the  loan, 
another  after  disbursing  the  first  instalment  and  again  after  disbursing 
the  second  instalment.  '  I  have  also  insisted  upon  the  loans:  being  dis¬ 
bursed  in  two  instalments.  I  will  see  that  hereafter  the  circular  letter 
is  invariably  followed.

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Are  the  Govern- 
meat  aware  that  the.  price  of  produce,  has  gone  down  by  39  to.  40 ,  per 
cent? 

RAO  SAHIB  OR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tan  Commissioner) :  During  the  last  three  or  four  years, 'prices  have 
fallen. 

•  Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  And  in  view  of  that 
fact,  is  it  not  . the  duty  of  Government  to  see  that  the  time  for  payment 
is  extended  and  the  instalment  increased  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN -PILLAI  {Ag.  Land  Revenue  and.  Income. 
Tax  Commissioner) :  Does  the  question  refer  to  all  cases  irrespective 
of  the  fact  whether  the  loans  have  been  utilised,  for  the  purpose  for 
which  they  were  taken  or  not  ? 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  AS.AN  (Mavelikara) :  My  question  re-: 
fersonly  to  loans  utilised  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  got. _  Cer¬ 
tainly  there  are  provisions  in  the  Kegulation  enabling  realisation  .  of 
loans  in  cases  where  the  loans  have  not  been  put.  to  proper  use, 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr:N;  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue,  and  Income: 
Tax.  Commissioner)-  :  '  I  do  not  quite  agree  -with  .the  member  that 
a  general  extension  of  time  should .  be  .  granted, in  the  case  ■  of  all  agri¬ 
cultural  loans.  There  are  a  certain  number  of  people  who  can  afford 
to" pay  and  who  are  willing  to  pay.  But  if  there  is  ;  any;  man  ■  who,  is< 
unable  to  pay,  he  can  make  an  application  in  the  .prescribed  form  and 
invariably  extension  of  time  will  beogranted.  , 

.  MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  •  (Mavelikara)  i  So,  is  it  the  object: 
of  Government  that'1  only  those  people  who  are  able  to  apply  to  Govern¬ 
ment  should  be  given  this  consideration  ?  : 

RAO  SAHIB  DR, N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  Persons  who  have  taken  _  loans-  know  that  it  :is 
necessary..  Thereds.no  end  of  applications,  coming  in  for  extension  of 
time.  "  . 

Mr.  A;  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara}  :  Is  .it  the  intention  of. 

Government  that,  if  the  department,  is  going  to  grant*  extension,  in.  aU,, 
cases,  in  which  there  is.,  application,,  even  , people  who  are  able  to  pay 
back  the  loan  will  not  come  and  apply  ?  u 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Ag./Land  Revenue  -.and  Income 
T (ix  .Commissioner) :  What  for? 

Mr.  a.-  S.  DAMODARAN  kStMv  (Mavelikara).:  Eor  extension,  ofc 

RAOiSAHIB:Dr.  N.:KUN JAIN  PILLAI  (Ag.-  Land.- Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner):  That,  is  why  the  .Tahsfldar.makes  _df 

the  Tahsildar  is  able  to  satisfy'  himself  that  the  party  is  able  to  pay,  no 
extension  of  time  will  be  granted. 
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MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelihara ):  Am  I  to  understand 
that  power  is  given  to  Tahsildar  to  refuse  extension  of  time? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commission  r) :  Yes,  he  has  the  power  to  refuse'  extension  of  time 
in  the  case  of  loans  which  he  can  grant,  namely  up  to  Rs.  500.  If  the' 
party  is  aggrieved,  he  can  appeal  to  the  Peishkar  and  then  to  the  Com¬ 
missioner  and  so  on.  Extension  of  time  is  invariably  granted  when¬ 
ever  it  is  found  that  the  party  really  stands  in  need  of  extension, 

Regarding  the  time  for  repayment,  one  member  said  that  the  maxi¬ 
mum  period  allowed  under  the  Rules  is  20  years  and  that  this  period 
should  be  allowed  for  repayment  of  loans.  I  do  not  think  that  this 
can  be  laid  down  as  a  general  rule.  First  of  all,  you  must  look  to  the 
purpose  for  which  the  loan  has  been  utilised.  If  a  loan  has  heen  grant¬ 
ed  for  the  cultivation  of  .paddy  or  for  manuring  a  cocoanut.  garden,  it 
is  possible  to  get  the  return  in- one  or  two  years.  If,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  loan  is  intended  for  the  reclamation  of  kayaljnto  a  cocoanut  garden 
the  return  will  coni'e  in  only  in  8  to  10  years  and  it  is  not  advisable  to 
fix  a  period  less  than  10  years  in  such  cases.  It  is  therefore  not  advisa¬ 
ble  to  fix  uniformly  a:  period  of  20  years  for  the  repayment  of.  all.  loans. 
All  these  facts  are  taken  into  consideration  when  we  fix  the  period  of 
repayment.  ’ 

Regarding  the  constitution  of  the  Taluk  Boards  which  was  suggested' 
by  some  members,  I  have  no  objection  to  recommend  to  Government 
that  the  matter  may  be  considered.  But  whether  it  will  be  pra~ 
oticable  or  such  Boards  iwill  facilitate  or  reduce,  the' delay  in  the., 
granting  of  loans,  I  have  my  own  doubts.  One  general  complaint  is. 
that  there  is  inorlinate- delay  :in  granting  loans.  If  you  are  going1 
to  introduce  a  new  body  between  the  Tahsildar.  and  the  applicants  you ■ 
are  sure  to  lengthen  the  period  taken  for  the  disposal  of  applications, i 
But!  if  it  is  the  general  opinion  of  the  members  that  jit  will,  be  adyisa- 
ble  to  haye  a  body  like  that  ite  advise,  the.  Tahsildar,  ,1  have  no  objec¬ 
tion  to  recommend  it  to  Government.  :  .  . 

,  MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARA.YALAR  ( Shencotta )  :  Is  it  to  introduce 
-between  the  Tahsildar  and  the.  borrower? 

RAO  SAHID  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner ) :  I  do  not  know  exactly  what  the  functions 
of  the  Boards  are,  whether  they  aratounvestigase  the1  solvency  of  the 
applicants  or  the  security  offered  by  them  or  their  bona  /ides.. 

Ma.  IB.-  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala}:  Will  the  member  be  pleased 
to  look  into  the  question  ?  !.  ;  -  ;  ■

er  the  .average:  lengthmf  time  taken  for  granting  a:  loan  ? 
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May  I  know  the  minimum  time  for  granting  an  agricultural 
loan  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner )  :  I  cannot  fix  any  minimum  time.  Sometimes 
elaborate  enquiries  have  to  .be  conducted.  Delay  may  be  caused  by  the 
fault  of  the  applicants  themselves. 

As  regards  the  appointment  of  Taluk  Boards  or  committees,  I  have 
no  objection  to  make  a  recommendation  to  the  Government  if  the  mem¬ 
bers  think  that  these  Boards  or  committees  wjll  be  of  real  help. 

As  for  entrusting  the  business  of  granting  loans  to  the  Agricul¬ 
tural  Department,  I  hink  there  are  practical  difficulties  in  carrying  it  out.

Land  Revenue  and 
Income  Tax  Commissioner)  :  The  point  urged  by  Mr.  Raman  PiUai  ;3 
this:  In  the  case  of  Government  lands  registered  for  rubber  cultivation, 
the  tax  per  acre  was  two  rupees. 

Mr.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Changanachery  cum  Peermade  II):  am 
fflsraabq,  (gaD  o_i®l^ffl«ia§«KnsooQa)o  osryii  (g)oaf|s>.njegjrfr>  (gal^Oo 
coa  ®sc§  @cuo  £>ido  coloauorlcfecQiosfflnoo  6>.aj<$>gs'’? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  Government  land  in  which  rubber  has  been 
cultivated  was  taxed  at  two  rupees  per  acre  ;  and  recently,  on  account 
of  the  economic  depression,  Government  reduced  this  tax  to  one  rupee 
per  acre.  What  Mr.  Raman  Pillai  says  is  that,  in  the  case  of  cherical 
lands,  belonging  to  Jenmies  and  Devaswoms,  also  the  tax  is  two  rupees 
per  acre  of  which  one  rupee  goes  to  .  the  Jenmi  and  the  other  to 
Government  and  that  reduction  of  tax  granted  for  Government  lands 
should  be  extended  to  Jenmom  and  Devaswom  lands,  so  that  the  tax 
due  to  Government  from  these  latter  should  be  reduced  to  half  a 
rupee. 

Mr.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  ( Changanachery  cum  Peermade  II) :  In  the 
case  of  Government  land  on  which  rubber  is  cultivated,  the  tax 
has  been  reduce!  from  two  rupees  to  one  rupee.  So,  in  the  ease  of 
Jenmom  and  Devaswom  lands,  on  which  rubber  is  cultivated,  also,  the 
tax  must,  in  fairness,  be  reduced  by  fifty  per  cent,  so  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  dues  will  come  down  to  only  half-a-rupee,  and . 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  As  I  understand  the  member,  Sir,  he  wants 
the  Government’s  share  of  the  tax  on  Jenmom  and  Devaswom  lands  on 
which  rubber  is  cultivated  to  be  reduced  by  fifty  per  cent.  I  do  not' 
think  that  he  wants  the  Jenmi’s  or  the  Devaswom’s  share  also  to  be 
reduced. 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  ( Changanachery  cum  Peermade  II)  :  Sir,  my 
point  is  this.  In  the  case  of  Jenmom  lands . . 

MR.  K.  KIMIJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (QuilonI):  On  a  point  of  order, 
Sir.  Can  the  member  speak  in  English  ? 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Changanachery  cum  Peermade  II):  Sir,  it  is 
to  enable  the  President  to  follow  me  in  this  important  point  that  I 
now  speak  in  English.  If  my  friend  woffld  insist,  I  shall  speak  in  English 
hereafter,  (Laughter)  though  very  faulty  it  may  be. 

PRESIDENT ;  Do  yon  propose  to  speak  in  English  in  future, 
Mr.  Raman  Pillai  ? 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Changanachery  cum  Peermade  II)  :  Yes,  Sir. 
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The  cherioal  lands  were  assessed  with  a  certain  amount  of  pattom. 
While  in  the  case  of  pandarap  attorn  lands,  the  full  assessment  was  con¬ 
sidered  as  tax  due  to  Government,  in  the  case  of  lands  belonging  to 
Jenmies  and  Devaswoms,  half  of  the  assessment  was  ordered  to  be 
paid  to  the  Jenmi  or  to  the  Devaswom,  the  other  half  alone  being  paid 
to  Government.  On  account  of  the  fall  in  the  price  of  rubber,  the 
assessment  on  pandarapattom  rubber  lands  was  reduced  from  two 
rupees  to  one  rupee.  My  suggestion  is  that,  in  fairness,  the  assessment 
on  Jenmom  and  Devaswom  clierical  rubber  lands  should  also  be  reduced 
from  two  rupees  per  acre  to  one  rupee,  so  that  the  Government  will 
get  half  a  rupee  and  the  Jenmi  or  the  Devaswom  the  other  half. 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  hand  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  That  was  exactly  how  I  understood  him  also, 

.  and  I  was  going  to  explain  it. 

Sir,  this  is  a  matter  which  has  not  been  brought  to  the  notice  of 
Government  till  now.  I  think  there  is  Borne  force  in  the  member’s 
request.  Government  will  consider  the  question  carefully.

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Ag,>  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  I  did  not  hear,  what  Mr.  Jayantan  Nambootiripad 
said.  I  think  he  was  correcting  Mr.  Baman  Pillai’s  statement. 

As  I  have  already  stated,  Sir,  the  question  will  be  considered,  now' 
that  it  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  Government. 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Changanachery  cum  Peermade  II)  :  In 
view  of  the  assurance  given  by  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  that 
the  matter  will  be  carefully  considered,  I  beg  leave  to  withdraw  the 
motion.

PRESIDENT :  Do  you  wish  to  press  a  fresh  point  In  your  next 
motion,  Mr.  Baman  Piliai  ? 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Changanachery  cum  Peermade  II) :  Yes,  Sir. 
I  beg  to  move  the  following  motion  : 

S,  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  14,997  for  establishment  byRs,  85, 
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In  sending  up  this  motion,  my  idea  was  to  bring  to  the  notice  of 
Government  that  the  coercive  steps  for  recovering  land  revenue 
should  be  stayed  at  least  for  six  months,  that  is,  till  the  end  of  Dhanu 
1109.  My  reason  is  that  the  ryots  are  groaning  under  the  economic 
depression  and  they  are  unable  to  pay  the  tax,  Government  and  the 
member  in  charge  of  the  Department  may  ask  whether  the  people  will 
be  able  to  pay  double  the  amount  next  year,  namely,  this  year's  and 
next  year’s  taxes  together.  But  the  poor  people  think  that  they  will 
somehow  or  other  get  over  the  difficulty.  If  not  they  will  suffer  the 
consequence,  and  not  the  member  in  charge  of  the  department  or  the 
Government. 

Another  matter  I  wish  to  refer  to  is  about  the  cardamom  ryots; 
They  are  now  suffering  on  account  of  the  reduction  of  produce  and  the 
unhappy  going  down  of  the  prices  in  the  middle  of  this  year.  Several 
of  the  cardamom  ryots  have  written  to  me  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
Government  the  fact  that  after  taking  the  Kanni  crop  and  selling  it 
they  may  be  able  to  pay  up  the  arrears  within  the  next  year,  The 
estates  of  the  poor  cardamom  ryots  are  being  notified  for  auction  sales. 
•That  also  may  be  stayed  for  a  few  months.  They  may  be  able  to  pay 
up  the  tax  by  the  end  of  Vrischikam  next  year.  Government  will,  I 
hope,  consider  the  matter  and  stay  the  coercive  steps  that  are  now  being 
taken.  With  these  few  words,  I  beg  to  resume  my  seat. 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  Sir,  Mr.  Eaman  Pillai  wants  the  coercive  steps 
taken  against  the  collection  of  taxes  being  postponed  to  the  end  of 
Dhanu  1109.  Last  year  a  similar  motion  was  made  in  the  Legislative 
Council  and  carried,  and  it  was  given  effect  to.  Ido  not  know,  Sir, 
whether  it  is  really  advisable  to  stay  the  collection  of  tax  generally. 
A  mere  suspension  is  really  in  the  long  run  a  source  of  great  hardship 
and  trouble  both  to  the  peopll  and  the  Government.  That  is  what  we 
have  experienced  this  year.  The  coercive  steps  were  stopped  till  the 
.end  of  Vrischigam  or  so  this  year.  Out  of  a  balance  of  7  and  odd  lakhs 
of  rupees  at  the  end  of  1107,  we  have  been  able  to  collect  only  about 
5  lakhs.  And  there  is  still  2  and  odd  lakhs  to  be  collected.  The  people, 
as  Mr.  Eaman  Pillai  correctly  anticipated,  find  it  difficult  to  pay  the 
tax  for  one  year,  and  so  they  will  find  it  more  difficult  to  pay  the  tax 
for  two  years  together.  So  I  do  not  know  really  whether  it  is  wise  to 
stay  the  collection  of  tax.  I  do  not  know  whether  the  member  wants 
a  general  stay  throughout  the  year  or  only  a  stay  in  particular  oases. 

I  may  say  that  wherever  suspension  was  found  to  be  absolutely 
necessary,  Government  have  already  granted  suspension.  They  have 
already  issued  orders  suspending  the  collection  of  tax  on punja  lands  and 
kayal  lands  inRuttanad. 

Hr.  R.  R-AMAfi  PILLAI  (Chang anachery  cum  Peermade  II) :  Does 
the  member  know  that  cocoanut  and  other  things  are  going  down  in 
.prioe  ?  ... 


DEMAND  I — LAND  BE  VENUE. 


RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (A g.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  Yes,  I  do  not  deny  that. 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Ghanganachery  cum  Peermade  II)  •.  Does 
the  member  think  that  the  punja  cultivators  are  the  only  people  affeeted 
by  the  depression  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner )  :  No.  We  granted  this  concession  to  the  punja 
cultivators  because  the  yield  of  their  last  crop  was  very  much  poorer 
than  that  in  ordinary  years,  and  so  they  put  in  a  petition  for  suspension 
of  collection  which  Government  have  sanctioned.  A  report  has  been 
called  for  from  the  Peishkars  as  to  whether  it  is  necessary  to  give  them 
further  relief.  The  report  has  not  yet  been  received.  It  was  because 
the  Government  were  convinced  of  the  very  low  yield  from  hayal  and 
punja  lands  this  year  they  thought  it  proper  to  give  some  relief  to  punja 
and  hayal  cultivators. 

MB.  A.  S.  OAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  When  were  the 
orders  issued  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr,  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  Ug ■  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) ;  In  regard  to  the  lands  in  Kuttanad,  the  orderB 
were  issued  a  month  or  two  ago,  and  in  regard  to  the  punja  lands  in 
other  places,  orders  will  be  issued  today.  This  will  include  Kandukrishi 
lands  also.  Where  Government  were  really  convinced  of  the  necessity 
for  stay,  it  has  been  granted.  I  doubt  whether  it  is  wise  to  give  a 
general  stay. 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Ghanganachery  cum  Peermade  II) ;  Does 
the  member  think  that  each  and  every  one  of  the  defaulters  should 
come  and  apply  to  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  for  stay  ? 

RAO  SARIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  No,  I  do  not  say  so. 

Mr.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Chmganachery  cum  Peermade  II) :  Does 
not  the  member  know  that  Proverthicars  are  punished  by  the 
Tahsildars,  the  Tahsildars  by  the  Peishkars  and  the  Peishkars  by 
Government  for  the  non-realisation  of  the  taxes  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  Yes. 

Mr.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Chang anachery  cum  Peermadell)  :  Is  the 
member  prepared  to  assure  me  that  the.  Tahsildars  will  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  stay  coercive  steps  in  case  they  are  informed  of  the 
inability  of  tl\e  ryots  to  pay  the  taxes  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  .and Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  The  Tahsildars  have  no  power  of  suspending 
coercive  action,  Government  alone  have  that  power. 

Mr.  R,  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Changanachery  cum  Peermade  II) :  That  is 
why  I  ask  whether  they  should  go  to  Government  for  asking  a  remis¬ 
sion.  Does  the  member  think  that  a  person  who  is  in  water  till  the 
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neck  and  who  will  die  tomorrow  should  die  today  ?  Is  it  necessary  that 
he  should  die  today  or  can  he  live  till  tomorrow? 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  K  UN  JAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Incomi 
Tax  Commissioner ) :  We  tried  suspension  of  coercive  action  last  year, 
but  it  cannot  be  said  to  have  been  a  success.  It  will  be  more  difficult 
to  collect  the  arrears  of  this  year  if  collection  is  postponed  till  next 
year. 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  ( Changanachery  cum  Peermade  II):  Why 
should  I  die  today  ?  Why  not  I  die  tomorrow  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revesme  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  Let  us  hope  things  will  improve  next  year. 
Government  have  given  a  remission  of  25  per  cent,  of  tax  on  the  last 
Kumbhom  crop  in  Nanjinad.  The  question  of  granting  remission  in 
the  case  of  flood-affected  areas  will  be  considered  after  receiving  the 
reports  from  Peishkars. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Maoelikara ) :  May  I  know  whether 
the  question  of  general  remission  will  not  be  considered  for  Kuttanad  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  I  cannot  say  whether  a  general  remission 
throughout  the  State  will  be  granted.  But  each  case  will  be  consider¬ 
ed  on  its  merits.  As  far  as  I  know,  in  no  other  State  or  Province  has 
a  general  remission  been  granted. 

MR  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II) :  May  I  know 
whether  he  is  in  favour  of  stopping  the  tax  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  We  have  not  tried  the  experiment,  and  I  am  not 
in  favour  of  starting  it  here. 

Let  me  finish  my  argument. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (KunnaUur  cum 
Pdttanapuram) :  I  do  not  think  Mr.  Raman  Pillai  referred  to  the 
question  of  remission.  It  was  only  a  question  of  staying  coercive 
processes. 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Incom6 
Tax  Commissioner) :  Some  other  members  spoke  on  that  question- 

In  regard  to  kayal  and  punja  lands,  stay  of  coercive  action  has 
been  granted.  It  is  not  advisable  in  the  interest  of  cultivators  them¬ 
selves  to  give  a  general  stay  throughout  the  State  as  mentioned  by 
Mr- Raman  Pillai.  ( 

Mr.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Chang anaehery  cam  Peermade  II)  :  lam 
not  at  all  satisfied  with  the  opinion  expressed  by  the  learned  Land 
Revenue  Commissioner.  He  said  that  I  should  die  to-day.  I  am  not 
willing  to  die  today.  I  wish  to  die  tomorrow  if  possible.  (Laughter.) 
So,  I  leave  this  matter  to  the  Assembly  and  I  press  the  motion,  what¬ 
ever  be  the  result,

PRESIDENT  :  The  issue  before  the  House  is  with  regard  to  the 
suspension  of  the  coercive  processes. 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Changanaehery  arun  Peermade  II)  :  lam 

referring  to  suspension  of  tax  till  the  end  of  Dhanu  next  Malabar 
year- 

PRESIDENT  :  The  motion  is  for  the  suspension  of  the  tax. 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  ( Ghanganachery  cum  Peermade  II)  :  Only 
coercive  steps  for  movables  and  immovables  should  be  suspended. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  motion  is  that  coercive  steps  should  be  suspend¬ 
ed  till  the  end  of  Dhanu  1109.  Is  that  clear  to  the  House?

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  pillai  (Quihn  I):  I  beg  to  make  the 
following  motion. 

“  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Re- 20,976  for  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Com¬ 
missioner  by  Re.  1  ”, 

The  object  of  the  motion  is  to  discuss  the  general  policy  of  the 
department  with  special  reference  to  the  necessity  of  giving  substantial 
relief  to  the  ryots  by  remitting  taxes  in  view  [of  the  damage  caused  to 
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crops  in  general.  I  wish  to  specify  the  object  of  this  motion  more 
definitely  before  I  seek  to  enter  into  the  subject  proper.  I  wish  to  make 
clear  that,  on  account  of  the  economic  depression  which  has  been  in 
existence  for  some  time  and  which  has  been  aggravated  by  the  recent 
floods  and  excessive  rains  and  damage  caused  consequent  to  that,  a 
general  reduction  of  land  tax  should  be  given  to  the  ryots.  I  fully 
agree  with  the  view  put  forward  by  the  Bevenue  Commissioner  that  no 
substantial  relief  can  be  given  to  the  ryot  by  postponing  the  period  of 
payment.  In  a  way  it  increases  the  burden.  I  need  not  stress  on  this 
point  very  much  to  convince  the  House  that  the  ryots  in  Travancore 
are  passing  through  a  more  acute  period  of  depression  than  the  period 
through  which  they  were  passing.  It  is  admitted  by  all  that  their 
agricultural  products  get  no  value  in  the  market.  More  than  that, 
there  is  heavy  damage  caused  to  the  crops  in  general.  On  the  top  of 
all  this,  many  fields  have  been  submerged  and  people  have  to  invest 
substantial  capital  to  make  large  areas  of  fields  again  cultivable. 
Under  these  circumstances,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  suggest  for  a 
reasonable  reduction  of  25  per  cent,  of  land  tax-  I  am  aware  of  the 
fact  that  the  land  tax  is  the  only  direct  charge  from  which  Government 
expect  to  get  a  steady  income.  But  we  have  our  reserves.  The 
reserves  are  carefully  stored  up  to  meet  emergent  circumstances.  If 
this  is  not  an  emergent  circumstance,  if  this  is  not  an  acute  period  so  far 
as  the  ryots  are  concerned,  we  cannot  imagine  what  will  be  the  nature 
df  an  emergent  circumstance.  In  a  period  of  depression,  there  is 
greater  need  for  reduction  of  expenditure.  At  present  we  cannot 
imagine  a  more  acute  situation  which  necessitates  substantial  Govern- 
ment  help.  When  we  propose  a  reduction  of  25  per  cent,  that  figure 
may  be  staggering  to  Government  who  has  to  carry  on  the  administra¬ 
tion.  We  realise  that.  ,  But  they  have  sympathetically  to  consider  the 
plight  to  which  the  ryots  have  fallen;  and  they  have  to  take  a 
courageous  step  in  the  matter  of  remission  which  is  needed  for  the 
peasantry.  Only  if  the  peasantry  is  allowed  to  exist,  Government  can 
collect  taxes  in  future  also-  It  is  no  argument  to  say  that  none  of  the 
neighbouring  Provinces  have  granted  this  remission.  We  have  been 
setting  examples  in  many  directions  of  progressive  administration  and 
benevolent  administration.  Why  not  we  set  an  example,  by  giving 
this  redaction,  the  need  about  which  nobody  can  question,  nobody  can 
raise  any  substantial .  argument  iin  opposition.  The  Govern¬ 
ment  should  take  a  bold  step  and  apportion  from  the  reserves  a 
reasonable  sum  for  this  purpose.  Baserves  can  be  justified  and  are 
necessary  for  such  purposes  only.  Whenever  they  have  to  be  utilised, 
it  must  be  in  times  of  necessity.  Such  an  occasion  is  come.  I 
request  the  Government  to  accept  this  course  and.  order  a  general 
reduction  of  25  per  cent. .on  account  of  the  general  economic  depression 
and  the  suffering  which  has  been  aggravated  by  the  flood  damages  of 
crops.  With  these  few  words.,  I  move  the  motion  for  the  acceptance  of 
the  House.  •

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (.Additional  Bead  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Should  they  also  be  given  a  remission  ? 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I) :  Yes. 

It  will  be  practically  difficult  and  the  time  and  energy  spent  on 
findingout  the  men  who  can  really  pay  and  those  who  cannot  will  not 
be  commensurate  with  the  result. 

MR.  A,  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Should  not  the  highly 
paid  officers  be  exempted  from  that  ? 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  I  don't  wish  to  make 
any  distinction.  It  is  the  general  question  of  tax-payers  who  have  to 
pay  land  tax. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  People  who  own  many  lands — should  they  not  be  exempted  ? 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  ■.  Have  they  not  to  pay 
more  taxes  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Taking  into  consideration  that  they  have  to  pay,  what  does 
the  member  say  about  that  ? 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  ;  They  also  should  be 
exempted  from  payment. 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Changanaehery  cum  Peennade  II)  :  Does  not 
the  member  think  that  25  per  cent,  of  the  remission  is  conducive  to 
the  economic  prosperity  of  the  country. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I):  I  do  think  so.  It  is 
a  suicidal  policy  to  collect  taxes  from  the  ryots  at  a'  time  of  acute 
depression. 

MR.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  ( Kunnatnad  II)  :  I  strongly  support  the 
motion  of  Mr.  K.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai,  I  wish  to  refer  to  page  11  of 
the  departmental  Administration  Beport  for  1107.  There,  under  the 
heading,  particulars  of  coercive  processes  issued  for  the  realisation  of 
dues,  under  demand  notice  in  1105  the  number  was  4,42,000 ;  in  1106 
it  was  5,58,000  ;  in  1107  it  was  6,66,000.  About  distraint  and  attach¬ 
ment  notices,  they  have  also  gone  up  about  8  times  and  the  sale  of 
lands  has  gone  up  to  three  times.  What  do  all  these  figures  show  ? 
Coercive  processes  are  increasing  regularly  on  account  of  the  economic 
depression.  Let  me  also  refer  to  the  budget  estimate.  In  1108  it  was 
Bs.  •  38,47,000  and  the  revised  estimate  was  Bs.  34,50,000.  The 
budget  estimate  of  1109  discloses  the  figure  at  over  Bs,  36,00,000. 
Government  themselves  must  be  convinced  of  these  facts,  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  ryot  has  become  unable  to  pay.  Exceptional  circumstances 
justify  exceptional  remedies.  We  have  a  large  amount,  a  surplus,  of 
about  a  crore  and  odd,  in  the  budget.  On  account  of  the  exceptional 
circumstance,  I  should  suggest  that  25  per  cent,  of  the  tax  should  be 
remitted  unconditionally. 
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Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad) :  I  support  the  motion,  in  view  of  the 
hard  condition  of  the  ryots  in  Travancore,  Their  crops  are  destroyed, 
very  many  buildings  are  washed  away  as  a  result  of  the  recent  floods  and 
they  are  not  in  a  position,  a  majority  of  them,  to  pay  land  tax.  I  am 
of  the  view  therefore,  that  at  least  25  per  cent,  of  the  tax  be  remitted, 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I) :  I  need  not  tell  the  House  that 
this  is  a  question  whioh  affects  both  the  official  and  non-official  benches 
of  this  House.  During  the  budget  speech,  I  referred  to  some  figures 
to  show  that  the  agriculturist  cannot  even  bear  the  expenses-  for 
his  cultivation  and  pay  tax  'out  of  the  proceeds  he  gets  out  of  culti¬ 
vation.  So  far  as  South  Travancore  is  concerned, .  Government  think 
that  they  could  even  control  the  whims  of  nature.'  Government  say,  if 
on  account  of  floods  there  is  heavy  loss,  the  ryots  should  not  be  allowed 
a  reduction  of  tax.  This  flood  was  an  event  which  affected  Travancore, 
from  Cape  Comorin  to  Parur.  According  to  rules,  Government  find  it 
difficult  to  give  concessions  to  South  Travanooreans.  Por  that,  the 
people  are  not  responsible.  When  putting  these  facts  before  you,  I 
wish  that  this  motion  is  passed  unanimously  by  the  officials  as  well  as- . 
the  non-officials. 

One  of  the  official  members  observed  that  some  of  the  ryots""at 
least  are  in  a  position  to  pay  tax.  I  would  frankly  and  boldly  tell  him 
that  if  he  is  able  to  pay  tax  it  is  not  out  of  the  proceeds  or  income  that 
he  gets  from  lands,  hut  out  of  something  else.  I  can  assure  the  House 
that  even  the  richest  landlord  is  not  easily  able  to  pay  his  tax.  When 
paddy  and  copra  does  not  fetch  any  reasonable  price,  he  cannot 
pay  tax  from  the  sale  proceeds  of  what  he  gets.  There  may 
be  exceptions,  but  that  is  not  general.  There  is  difference  in  the 
fertility  of  soil.  You  cannot  get  a  single  individual  who  in  the 
present  circumstances  is  able  to  pay  without  difficulty  what  is  due 
to  Government.  • 

Mb.  T.  K.  VELU  PlLLAl  ( Trivandrum-Urban ) :  One  finds  himself 
in  a  very  grave  difficulty,  in  dealing  with  this  question.  Personally, 
I  feel  my  difficulty  are  greater.  To  oppose  a  motion  of  this 
nature  appears  at  first  sight  to  be  very  hard.  We  have  had  so 
many  floods  and  various  other  causes  whioh  led  to  ruin.  The  people 
are  suffering  heavily  so  that  when  the  question  before  the  House  is 
whether  the  land  tax  should  be  remitted,  it  requires  considerable 
courage  on  the  part  of  one  to  come  forward  and  oppose  it..  But  I 
wish  to  make  some  observations  on  this  question,  which  will  enable 
the  House  to  understand  the  question  in  some  of  its  additional 
bearings.  We  have  got  one-sixth  of  our  revenue  roughly,  collected  by 
way  of  land  tax-  We  are  spending  heaps  of  money  on  education 
and  other  nation-building  activities.  The  payments  usually 
made  to  educational  and  other  institutions  have  to  be  made 
in  future  as  well.  We  have  to  maintain  our  hospitals. 
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We  have  got  to.  maintain  our  roads.  The  day  before  yesterday,  I  heard 
various  members  on  this  side  of  the  House  lamenting  over  the  fact 
that  we  are  continuing  to  spend  more  and  more  monies  year  after  year 
from  the  reserves.  The  present  proposal  seems  to  be  that  some  more 
money  should  be  taken  out  of  the  accumulated  savings.  Si)-,  that  is 
rather  an  inconsistent  attitude.  In  this  particular  question  the  mem¬ 
bers  on  this  side  of  the  House  are  anxious  to  help  the  agriculturists 
even  by  taking  out  of  the  savings. 

Mr.  A.  S,  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  Was  there  any  such 
complaint  in  this  House  or  in  the  previous  Councils  ? 

MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban ) ;  I  am  not  bound  by 
what  took  place  in  the  previous  Councils.  I  do  not  carry  all  the 
reports  of  the  previous  Councils  in  my  head.  I  distinctly  heard  the 
members  of  this  .  House  to  complain  that  the  accumulated  savings  are 
becoming  less  and  less.  Besponsibility  requires  that  we  should  consider 
the  question  of  taxation  in  all  its  aspects.  I  certainly  recognise  that 
the  agriculturist  needs  help.  But  if  a  man  who  has  to  pay  five  rupees 
is  to  pay  only  five  rupees  minus  Rs.  1-J  or  if  there  is  a  remission  of 
25  per  cent,  it  will  not  materially  add  to  bis  convenience.  Much  less 
the  man  who  pays  a  yearly  tax  of  one  rupee. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapurum )  :  May  I  knowifrom  the  member  what  kind  of  help  be 
would  recommend? 

Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum»Urlan) :  Certainly  I  am 
prepared  to  say  that.  The  present  proposal  is  no  good.  On  paper  we 
will  be  doing  an  excellent  thing.  We  may  get  the  plaudits  of  people 
but  actually  I  doubt  whether  it  will  benefit  the  cultivator.  What  I 
would  propose  is  that  in  cases  where  there  is  actual  hardship,  where 
there  have  been  devastating  floods,  where  the  crops  have  been  destroyed 
and  the  people  have  been  unable  to  pay,  I  would  advocate  any  kind  of 
help  to  those  .people.  I  woulc$  advocate  the  maximum  help.  But  I 
would  certainly  object  to  any  helf  being  given  to  people  who  are  rich, 
who  are  in  affluence  and  who  can  afford  to  pay. 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  ifihanganachenj  cum  Peermade  II) :  Will 
the  learned  member  be  willing  to  recommend  remission  of  taxes  on  the 
,  cocoanut  trees  which, are  ruined  in  this  State?  The  learned  Bevenue 
Commissioner  who  was  also  the  Agricultural  Director  and  the  present 
Director  of  Agriculture  will  bear  testimony  to  the  fact  that  people  now 
have  to  pay  taxes  for  cocoanut  trees  that  have  now  ceased  to  exist. 

MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban )  :  I  have  seen 
cocoanut  gardens  myself  and  I  do  not  require  the  testimony  of  any 
officer.  I  have  the  fullest  measure  of  sympathy  with  owners  off  cocoa- 
nut' trees,  whose  trees  have  been  destroyed  but  not  with  owners  of 
cocoantit  trees  which  are  thriving  even  though  the  price  has  become  a 
little  less. 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  S.  PAOMANABHA  MENON  ( Shertala  I)  ,  How  are 
We  to  ascertain  the  deserving  cases  for  purposes  of  remission  ? 
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MR.  T,  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban )  :  That  is  what  the 
LanS  Revenue  Department  ought  to  do. 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Bhertala  I)  :  But  it  is 
only  the  local  officers  who  have  been  asked  to  enquire,  and  have  they 
not  already  reported  that  everything  is  very  fertile  ? 

MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban )  :  Sir,  the  officers, 
especially  the  officers  in  the  lower  rungs,  are  drawn  from  among  the 
people  of  this  country.  And  if  anybody  accuses  these  men,  I  should  be 
very  sorry.  They  are  not  imported  from  any  foreign  country.  They 
are  of  the  people.  If  there  is  anything  wrong  with  these  officers,  no 
doubt  . we  must  correct  them.  • 

I  am  sorry,  Sir,  that  I  took  some  little  time  in  answering  this 
question.  But  let  rae  make  my  proposal.  The  whole  question  may 
have  to  be  considered  in  detail.  The  difficulty  arises  when  we  have  to 
find  money  for  various  purposes,  known  as  the  nation-building  activities 
and  other  activities.  If,  therefore,  we  give  help  which  is  of  doubtful 
value,  it  will  be  giving  help  not  only  to  those  who  deserve  it  but  also 
to  those  who  do  not  deserve  it.  It  may  not  help  the  poor. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I)  ■.  Is  not  the  land  tax  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  produce  of  the  land  ? 

MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban ) :  I  am  coming  to  that. 
It  is  not  the  land  tax  alone  that  people  are  paying.  They  have  to  pay 
a  lot  of  indirect  taxes  and  I  do  not  see  any  special  virtue  in  giving  a 
reduction  in  land  tax  alone  for  the  sake  of  giving  a  reduetion.  If  you 
are  able  substantially  to  help  the  people,  nobody  can  be  warmer  than  I 
with  regard  to  this  proposal.  But  considering  the  consequence  which 
may  not  be  after  all  in  the  manner  it  is  expected,  this  kind  of  remission 
may  not  be  of  use,  especially  at  a  time  when  there  are  various  items  of 
revenue  and  various  items  of  expenditure.  But  for  the  present  pro¬ 
posal  the  Government  may  give,  more  substantial  help-  I  therefore  find 
myself  unable  to  accept  this  proposal  in  its  -present  form. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I) :  Sir,  I  am  in  full 
sympathy  with  the  motion  of  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai.  I  am  sorry  to 
disagree  with,  my  friend  Mr.  Velu  Pillai,  who  taking  the  cue  from  my 
friend  Mr.  Kayalam  Paramesvaran  Pillai . 

Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Urban)  ;  Sir,  I  did  not  take 
the  cue  from  anybody. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I)  :  As  I  thought,  he 
wants  to  draw  a  distinction  between  persons  who  are  able  to  pay  and 
persons  who  are  not  able  to  pay.  A  more  impracticable  test  oannot  be 
thought  of,  for  who  is-  the  auth  oritv  to  decide  whether  a  particular 
person  is  able- to  pay?  What  is  the  standard  which  will  decide 
Whether  the  capacity  to  pay  exists  or  not  ?  Where  is  the  line  to  be 
drawn  at  which  the  capacity  to  pay  and  the  incapacity  to  pay  may  be 
fixed  ?  On  the  other  hand,  the  main  criterion  of  a  rule  or  law  should 
ho  universality  and  certainty,  If  the  Government  are  satisfied  that  in 
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the  grip  of  economic  depression,  amidst  the  dance  of  unfavourable 
circumstances,  the  population,  called  the  ryots,  has  suffered  and  stands 
in  need  of  relief,  to  say  that  a  line  of  demarcation  should  he  drawn 
between  those  who,  in  the  imagination  of  some  people,  are  able  to  pay 
and  those  who  are  unable  to  pay,  is  a  proposition  which  cannot  be 
easily  acceded  to.  The  calamity  caused  by  the  economic  depression, 
accentuated  by  the  floods  in  south,  north  and  central  Travancore,  made 
no  such  distinctions.  It  has  hit  everybody  alike.  What  does  it 
matter  that  some  men  happen  accidentally  to  be  rich  and  are  able  to 
withstand  the  onslaught  of  the  season  ?  Is  not  the  rich  man  entitled  to 
protection  to  the  extent  he  has  himself  suffered  ?  Why  should  ,his 
riches  be  taken  into  calculation  in  the  universal  suffering  to  which  he 
is  also  a  party  ?  So,  the  ground  urged  by  Mr.  T.  K.  Vein  Pillai  is  a 
ground  which  prima  facie  is  unacceptable. 

I  feel  however  one  difficulty  with  respect  to  the  suggestion  made 
by  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  in  his  speech,  though  in  the  motion  as  it 
appears  in  print,  that  suggestion  does  not  occur.  He  suggested  that 
there  should  he  a  25  per  cent,  remission  all  round.  I  certainly  do  not 
find  my  way  to  accept  such  a  suggestion.  It  should  be  a  reasonable 
suggestion  and  I  Would  leave  it  entirely  to  a  sympathetic  officer 
like  Dr.  Kunjan  Pillai.  For  in  the  case  of  the  paddy  cultivators, 
the  suffering,  so  far  as  I  know,  has  been  greater  while  in  the  case  of 
eocoanut  plantations  and  other  cultivations  the  matter  might  not  have 
led  to  any  such  deep  suffering. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  11) :  May  I  know  the 
percentage  which  the  member  would  himself  suggest  ? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I)  :  I  am  not  in  a 
position  to  suggest  anything.  I  am  therefore  leaving  if  to  the  Land 
Bevanue  Commissioner  to  settle  it  in  a  reasonable  way. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  May  I  suggest 
that  20  per  cent,  might  be  acceptable  ? 

Mr.  P.  K-  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I)  •-  Anything  reason¬ 
able  may  be  accepted. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  8.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  Is  25  per  cent, 
remission  unreasonable  according  to  the  member  ? 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  1) :  I  am  not  saying 
that  it  is  invariable,  so  I  am  not  fixing  it  as  a  universal  standard. 

.  Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II) :  I  want  to  as¬ 
certain  where  exactly  the  question  of  unreasonableness  would 
commence? 

MR.  P,  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I)t  I  am  very  glad  to 
answer  that  question.  I  answer  that  the  unreasonableness  lies  in  this 
—the  suffering  or  the  loss  sustained  by  the  owners  of  cocoannt  gardens 
'generally  is  mot  the  suffering  or  loss  sustained  by  the  paddy  cultivators 
in  flooded,  areas.-  It  is  in  that  respect  I  would  draw  the.  distinction.  ■ 
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MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Changanaehery  cum  Peermade  II) :  Hasit 
come  to  the  notice  of  the  learned  member  that  several  cocoamit  tree 
owners  have  been  paying  tax  for  the  last  15  or  20  years  due  on  cocoa- 
rj  ut  trees  which  are  already  destroyed  and  which  number  thousands 
ahd  thousands,  ? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Ambalapuzha  I) ,1  am  not  quite 
certain  about  the  number,  but  I  know  that  as  a  matter  of  fact  coeoanut 
trees  which  were  assessed  at  the  last  settlement  have  some  of  them 
disappeared  while  others  not  assessed  then  have  reached  the  yielding 
s  tage  now. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PAR AMESV ARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Yakit)  -.  Will  not  a  re-settlement  rectify  that  defect  ? 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Ambalapuzha  I) :  Certainly,  but 
after  the  rectification  the  mistake  would  repeat  itself.  That  is  one  of 
the  reasons,  declared  openly,  why  there  was  a  re-settlement  in  1012  and 
another  in  1058  and  probably  why  we  are  promised  one  in  the  near 
future. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirhar 
Vakil ) :  Is  the  member  advocating  remission  only  for  the  flooded: 
areas? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  [Ambalapuzha  I)  :  For  the  flooded 
areas  certainly,  and  for  any  other  area  where  there  was  under-produc¬ 
tion  or  ground  for  under-rating. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {.Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  I  am  asking  whether  the  member  is  in  favour  of  remission 
for  the  whole  gtate  or  for  the  area  which  has  recently  been  flooded  ? 

MR-  P.  K-  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzha  I):  I  have  witnessed 
some  flooded  areas  and  to.  that  extent  I  am  emphatic.  With  respect  to 
other  areas,  since  many  of  the  members  say  that  the  income  was  down 
grade,  I  accept  their  view  and  I  endorse  what  they  press  for  con¬ 
sideration.  , 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II) :  Is  it  the  mem- 
ber’s  opinion  that  there  may  be  a  general  remission  of  tax  throughout 
the  State -With  a  total  remission  of  tax  in  regard  to  flooded  areas 
only  ? 

MR,  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Ambalapuzha  I)  :  The  member  inay 
take  it  in  that  sense  by  all  means,  if  that  is  the  sense  of  the  House,  in 
which  case  I  have  no  hesitation  in  lending  my  support  to  the 
demand  made  by  the  House.  As  I  said,  I  would  rather  leave  it  to  my 
friend  -Dr.  Kunjan  Pillai  to  consider  the  matter  to  make  a  reasonable 
reduction  in  appropriate  proportions  with  such  variations  as  the  facts 
would  justify  and  to  afford  adequate  relief  to  the  population  generally. 
With  these  few  words,  I  have  great  pleasure  in  supporting  the  motion 
of  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  and  in  opposing  the  counter  proposition  Of 
Mr.  Vein  Pillai'. 
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MR.  T.  K.  VEU)  PII.LAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban ) ,  I  wish  to  say  a 
word  of  personal  explanation.  My  position  is  not  at  all  different  from 
Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai’s. 

MR,  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILL Al  (Ambalapuzha  I)  \  Then  I  do  not 
oppose  him  at  all.  {Laughter.) 

MR.  K.  MAHOMED  {Alwaye)-:  I  rise  to  support  the  motion  before 
the  House.  This  year's  flood  havoc  has  reduced  all  the  poor  agricul¬ 
turists,  who  are  the  mainstay  of  the  Government,  almost  to  a  point  of 
bankruptcy.  Tn  my  place  five  repeated  floods  have  occurred  and  we 
have  received  no  help  either  from  the  public  or  from  the  Government, 
On  the  one  side  half-starved  ryots  are  suffering  and  on  the  other  the 
revenue  officers  are  taking  eoercive  measures  to  recover  arrears  of  land 
tax.  Unfortunately  we  are  far  away  in  the  north  of  Travancore  and 
our  grievances  are  not  remedied  in  time  by  Government.  Recently 
I  heard  from  some  of  the  Prove, rthikars  that  the  Land  Revenue 
Commissioner  had  given  instructions  to  them  to  take  coercive  steps  in 
order  to  collect  all  the  arrears  if  possible  and  no  sort  of  reduction  or 
remission  will  be  made  in  the  collection  of  land  tax.  So  I  plead  for  a 
general  reduction  of  land  tax  at  least  by  20  per  cent. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILL AI  (Trivandrum-Bural) :  Sir,  I  support  the 
motion  before  the  House,  To  me  it  appears  that  the  plea  for  a  remi. 
ssion  of  tax  has  to  be  based  on  the  general  condition  of  the  tax¬ 
payers  at  present  apart  from  the  question  of  floods.  So  far  as  the  flood- 
affected  areas  are  concerned,  especially  with  reference  to  paddy  fields 
that  have  been  rendered  absolutely  unfit  for  cultivation  for  the  next 
crop,  I  should  urge  that  complete  remission  of  tax  be  allowed.  I  have 
myself  tabled  a  motion  to  that  effeet.  But  this  motion,  I  understand, 
is  in  view  of  the  general  economic  depression  prevailing  and  the  great 
economic  difficulties  to  which  the  ryots  are  pat.  Now,  Sir,  it  must  be 
realised  that  even  though  the  economic  depression  has  been  in  evidence 
for  the  last  two  or  three  years,  the  coming  year  is  going  to  be  much 
more  difficult  than  the  last  two  or  three  years. 

That  is  a  fact  which  Government  ought  to  take  into  account. 
Now  at  the  beginning  of  a  period  like  this,  it  may  be  possible  for  the 
people  to  pay  np  the  tax.  But  two  or  three  years  after  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  depression,  the  situation  would  become  more  difficult.  So 
in  view  of  the  general  situation  of  the  ryots,  substantial  reduction  of 
tax  should  be  allowed.  I  fully  agree  with  Dr.  Kunjan  Pillai  in  the 
view  that  it  is  no  good  allowing  a  suspension  of  tax  because  it  would 
only  add  to  the  future  difficulties.  As  for  the  25  per  cent.  I  have  to 
agree  with  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  because  that  figure  has  been  placed 
before  the  House.  But  if.  left  to  myself,  taking  into  account  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  Government,  I  would  be  satisfied  with  20  or  even  15  per  cent. 
If  an  agreement  is  come  to  between  the  official  members  and  members 
on  this  side  of  the  House,  personally  I  would  be  satisfied  with  15  per 
cent.  But  as  the  figure  now  before  the  House  is  25  per  cent.  I  have 
to  agree  with  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai. 

As  for  drawing  funds  from  the  reserve,,  and  .  the  objection 
raised  to  that,  I  ask  in  all  earnestness  why  are  the  reserves,  owned 
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what  are  the  reasons  why  they  should  not  be  used  at  a  time 
like  this.  I  believe  it  will  be  well  realised  that  for  schemes 
like  the  Hydro-Electric  Scheme,  Government  may  think  of  borrowing. 
But  can  we  think  of  borrowing  to  meet  a  situation  like  the  present  one, 
These  reserves  are  meant  for  difficult  situations  like  the  present.  I 
cannot  understand  the  objections  to  utilising  the  reserves  on  occasions 
like  this.  I  think  this  is  a  fit  occasion  for  reserves  being  drawn  upon. 
I  fully  agree  that  money  is  required  for  nation-building  activities.  But 
money  is  required  for  nation-sustaining  needs  before  it  is  required  for 
nation-building  activities.  We  must  think  of  living  first.  Now  the 
situation  is  that  people  cannot  find  money  even  for  their  daily  neces^ 
sities.  I  do  not  think  Government  have  realised  the  difficulties  of  the 
people.  Again,  objection  is  taken  that  it  is  a  drastic  step  and  that  it 
should  not  be  resorted  to.  I  do  not  understand  that  either.  Have 
the  Government  done  everything  in  their  power  to  reduce  the  State 
expenditure  ?  Have  they  even  given  effect  to  the  very  moderate  re- 
commendations  of  the  Retrenchment  Committee  ?  If  the  reductions  in 
the  Land  Revenue  now  proposed  would  reduce  the  Government 
reoeipts  by  Rs.  9  or  10  lakhs,  why  could  not  the  Government  make 
adjustments  by  reducing  expenditure  to  meet  the  situation  that  would 
arise  in  consequence  ?  Why  not  make  a  cut  in  the  salary  of  officers  ? 
That  may  result  in  a  saving  of  Rs.  4  or  5  lakhs  a  year.  The  Retrenchment 
Committee  suggested  proposals  which  if  accepted,  would  cut  down  the 
annual  expenditure  to  the  extent  of  Rs.  16  lakhs  a  year.  I  ask  why 
not  accept  the  proposals?  I  am  not  at  all  satisfied  with  the  objection 
taken  by  the  Government  benches  to  the  reduction  now  proposed.  I 
fully  support  the  motion  of  Mr.  Kunjukrishna.  Pillai. 

MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Urban) :  Would  the  member 
advocate  the  reduction  of  grants-in-aid  to  the  schools  which  are  given 
as  a  temporary  measure  ? 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum- Rural) :  Then  how  could 
schools  go  on  ?  Is  education  to  be  suspended  ?  I  do  not  think  a  situa¬ 
tion  has  arisen  when  we  should  allow  the  education  of  our  children  to 
be  suspended.  I  do  not  think  the  situation  has  arisen  when  we  cannot 
allow  this  kind  of  relief  to  the  agriculturists  without  suspension  of  our 
educational  activities. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additimal  Head  Sir  at 
Vakil)  -  Can  the  amounts  on  Public  Works  Department  be  curtailed? 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural)'.  Sir,  if  after  effecting 
all  the  possible  economies  in  expenditure,  the  remission  would 
necessitate  a  reduction  in  the  public  works  expenditure,  I  would  bo 
for  it.  But  I  am  far  from  holding  the  view  that  such  a  situation  hat 
arisen.  Why  should  the  Law  member  ask  such  a  question  ?  Has  re¬ 
duction  been  made  in  the  salaries  of  officers  ?  Sir,  it  is  a  very  sad  thing 
to  hear  such  questions  from  the  official  side  and  also  from  some  of  the 
.members  on  this  side  of  the  House.  •  •  -  - 
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MR.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  T) :  Sir,  I  also  rise  to  support 
the  motion  brought  forward  by  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  .Pillai.  To  me  it 
appears  that  there  is  no  difference  of  opinion  between  the  official  bench 
and  the  members  on  this  side  of  the  House,  because  both  agree  that 
remission  may  be  made  in  fit  and  deserving  cases.  My  impression  is 
that  this  is  the  fit  occasion  when  remission  can  be  made.  It  is  not 
a  question  of  certain  areas  being  affected  by  the  floods.  Of  course, 
certain  areas  have  been  devastated  and  heavy  damages  have  been 
caused.  But  in  other  areas,  the  value,  of  our  raw  products  has  been 
considerably  reduced.  The  price  of  cocoanut  has  been  considerably 
reduced.  It  fetches  only  a  nominal  price.  Similarly  the  price  of 
pepper  and  rubber  has  considerably  fallen.  So  the  question  is  simply 
whether  the  people  are  in  a  position  to  pay  the  tax  that  is  levied  on 
them.  The  fact  that  some  people  are  affected  by  the  floods  does  not 
mean  that  they  are  the  only  people  unable  to  pay  the  tax.  The  Land 
Bevenue  Commissioner  may  also  agree  that  people  in  general  do  not 
find  it  easy  for  them  now  to  pay  the  tax  that  they  used  to  pay.  The 
Administration  Report  shows  that  there  has  been  an  increase  of 
demand  notices  and  sale  by  Government  of  land  for  arrears  of  tax  for 
the  last  three  or 'four  years.  This  year  the  matter  can  only  be  worse. 
If  Government  a  re  pursuing  the  coercive  steps,  I" think  the  land  tax 
could  not  be  realised  from  the  owners  themselves.  The  only  result  of 
the  continuance  of  the  coercive  steps,  I  believe,  would  be  the  transfer 
, of  the  ownership  of  property  from  one  person  to  another.  That  would 
lead  after  some  time  to  a  stage  when  the  lands  would  be  owned  by  a 
few  capitalists,  leaving  the  vast  majority  of  the  people  absolutely  without 
any  land  of  their  own.  This  morning  the  question  of  giving  lands  on 
concessional  terms  to  the  depressed  classes '  was  discussed  on  the  floor 
of  this  House.  My  opinion  is  that,  if  we  are  not  going  to  allow  the 
remission  and  if  Government  is  going  to  pursue  the  coercive  steps, 
ultimately  it  may  result  in  a  large  portion  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
State  being  put  on  the  level  of  the  depressed  classes,  if  not  from  a 
social  point  of  view,  but  from  an  economic  point  of  view.  A  vast  por¬ 
tion  of  the  population  will  be  without  lands  at  all.  Then  the  question 
may  arise  whether  Government  should  not  give  lands  to  them  also.  It 
would  be  wise  for  the  Government  to  allow  a  remission  of  land  tax  at 
this  stage  and  save  such  a  state  of  affairs.  Then  the  only  question 
that  was  raised  by  the  official  benches  and  the  Deputy  President¬ 
elect . . . . 

Mr.  T.  K,  VEUl  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Urban) .:  I  wish  I  should  not 
be  adressed  as  the  Deputy. President  because  that  has  not  been  sanc¬ 
tioned, 

Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I) :  I  said  -the  Deputy  President¬ 
elect.  It  was  purposely  said.  , 

The  question  is  whether  it  would  be  desirable  and  practicable  to 
allow  a  remission  of  land  tax.  That  question  reduces  itself  .  to  this ; 
whether  the  Government  can  run  the  budget  proposals  as  "put.  forward 
Yol,  l  No!  5  i . 
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by  the  Financial  Secretary,  It  is  practically  a  balanced  budget  with  a 
nominal  surplus.  If  we  are  to  allow  a  remission  of  25  per  cent,  of  the 
land  tax,  there  will  be  a  reduction  of  Bs,  9  to  10  lakhs  in  the  income, 
Where  are  we  to  get  that  income  from  ?  My  suggestion  is  that  there 
is  a  sure  source  of  such  an  income.  There  must  be  a  reduction  to 
that  extent  in  the  expenditure.  The  Betrenehment  Committee  assures 
us  that  Bs.  13  lakhs  could  be  reduced.  That  is  not  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  a  purely  non-official  -  committee.  It  included  Government 
officials  also. 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAl  ( Financial  Secretary  to  Government)'. 
Does  it  not  also  include  levying  of  fees  in  schools  V 

MR.  K.  SANKARAN  ( KartiTcapalli  I)  :  It  may  include.  I  do  not  say  that 
the  recommendations  of  the  Betrenehment  Committee  should  be  accept¬ 
ed  as  a  whole.  At  least  in  fairness  and  in  sympathy,  to  the  suffering  ryots, 
the  officials  who  draw  big  salaries  should  have  conceded  to  a  reduction 
of  their  salary.  That  is  my  contention.  It  is  not  a  novel  idea.  I  think 
in  Madras  the  high  officers  voluntarily  consented  to  a  reduction  in  their 
salary.  .1  think  our  Dewan  President  is  one  of  such  officers  who  is 
•  suffering  from  such  a  cut.  A  10  per  cent,  cut  has  been  effected  and  when 
they  knew  that  the  economic  depression  was  slightly-  improving  they 
have  reduced  it  to  5  per  cent,  Why  not  our  officers  also  do  like  that  by 
making  a  5  per  cent,  cut  in  their  salary  to  save  the  poor  ryots.  That 
would  go  a  great  way  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  people.  Then 
'  there  are  a  good  many  other  ways  in  which  the  expenditure  of  the 
State  could  be  reduced. 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAl  ( Additional  Head  Si-rkar 
Vakil)  :  Should  the  pensions  also  he  reduced  ? 

Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapattil)  :  That  can  also  be  reduced 

if  Government  so  desire. 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAl  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Voikil) :  Tam  asking  the  member’s  opinion. 

Mr,  K,  SANKARAN  (Eartikapalli  I)  I  am  for  reducing  the  pensions  • 
also.  If  a  reduction  in  pension  is  necessary  to  meet  such  a  situation,  I 
am  agreeable  to  that.  But  I  do  not  think  that  such  an  extraordinary 
situation  has  arisen. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAl  (Quilon  II)  ■  Does  not  the 
member- think,  that  the  general  increment  given  to  Government  officers 
should  also  be  stopped  ? 

Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I)  :  Yes,  certainly  I  do. 

MS.  R.  SAMBASIVA  A1YAR  (Kunnatnad  ll) : .  Does  not  the  member 
think  that  there  is  a  difference  between  pay  and  pension  ? 

Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  (KartikapoMi  I)  :  Yes. 

I  fully  agree  with  the  proposal  put  forward  by  Mr.  Kunjukrishna 
Pillar.  There  is  no  difficulty  in  balancing  the  budget  by  resorting  to 
the  reductions  recommended  by  the  Betrenehment  Committee  and  thus 
the  deficit  on  account  of  the  remission  of  tax  can  be  balanced,  I  fully 

agree- with  the  mover  of  the  motion. 
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Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI ' (Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  :  Sir, 
as  one  coming  from  Nanjinad,  the  motion  of  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai 
appears  to  me  to  be  very  moderate.  I  was  under  the  impression  that 
he  would  go  at  the  Land  Bevenue  Commissioner,  lock,  stock  and  barrel. 
But  here  is  a  very  modest  attempt  made  by  him,  that  is  a  reduction  of 
25  per  cent,  in  the  land  revenue.  The  question,  if  I  may  say  so  with 
respect,  is  not  whether  there  are  certain  persons  who  are  able  to  pay 
taxes  or  not  but  whether  the  lands  in  Travancore,  whether  paddy  fields 
orcocoanut  gardens,  are  in  a  position  to  pay  the  wages  of  cultivation, 
some  profit  to  the  agriculturists,  and  some  tax  also  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  That  is  the  question. 

Sir,  it  is  not  a  question  as  to  whether  the  people,  the  owners  of  the 
lands,  are  willing  or  not  willing  to  pay,  or  able  or  not  able  to  pay.  This 
confusion,  if  I  may  say  so,  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  land  revenue 
system  in  Travancore  is  based  on  two  economic  fallacies.  I  find  it  even 
from  the  latest  Administration  Beport,  where  it  is  stated 

“  In  the  oase  of  Pamlaramlsa  lands  held  directly  under  the  Sirkav,  the  tax  due  to 
the  Sirkar  is  really  pattern  (rent)  and  it  represents  the  share  of  the  produce  of 
the  land  -which  the  Sirkar  is  entitled  to.  ” 

Sir,  it  is  an  exploded  theory,  in  political  economy,  to  say  that  the 
“  Sirkar  dues  from  land  ”  is  ‘  rent  ’as  if  the  Sirkar  is  the  landlord.  Long, 
long  ago,  this  idea  was  given  up  by  the  Madras  Government,  for  in¬ 
stance,  in  the  year  1856,  when  the  Madras  Government,  then  under 
the  Bast  India  Company,  wrote  to  the  Home  Government  recom¬ 
mending  permanent  revenue  settlement,  they  wrote  to  say: — 

“  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  right  of  Government  is  not  a  rent  which  consists 

of  all  the  surplus  prodnoe  after  paying  the  costs  of  cultivation,,  the  proiits  of 

agricultural  stock,  but  a  land  revenue  only' which  ought  if  possible  to  be  so 
lightly  assessed  as  to  leave  a  surplus  or  rent  to  the  occupier  whother  he  in  fact 
let  the  land  or  retain  it  in  his  oivn  hand.  ” 

And,  Lord  Salisbury,  Ex-Prime  Minister,  also  upheld  the  theory 
that  ‘‘the  dues”  to  Government  was  not  rent.  This  is  how  he  put  it : 

11  To  the  modem  statesman  the  reiined  distinctions  of  the  economical  school  are  a 
solid  living  reality  from  whioh  he  can  as  little  separate  his  the  tights  as  from 
his  mother  tongue.  To  us  it  may  aeem  indifferent  whether  we  oall  a  payment 
revenue  or  rent  so  wo  get  the  money;  but  it  is  not  indifferent  by  what  name 
we  oall  within  his  hearing.  ” 

Sir,  the  theory  that  is  accepted  all  over  the  civilised  world,  namely 
that  the  dues  to  Government  is  not  rent,  was  propounded  by  Professor 
Marshall,  one  of.  the  greatest  economists  of  all  time.  He  said  that  the 
relationship  of  land-lord  and  tenant  was.  one  of  sharing  the  profits 
and  that  the  relationship  of  Government  and  the  land-owner  is  one  of- 
partnership  as  of  an  industrial  firm.  Now  in  Travancore,  what  is  the 
condition  of  this  firm  ?  The  indebtedness  of  the  land-owners  is  to  the 
extent  of  about  fifty  crores  of  rupees-  Professor  Marshall  has  described 
the  Government  as  the  “  sleeping  partner  ”  and  the  agriculturist  as  the 
“  working,  partner.  ”  I  submit,  Sir,  it  is  absolutely  illegal  and  inequita¬ 
ble  for  one  paltner,  the  sleeping  partner,  to  go  and  sell  the  assets  of 
the  business  for  his  share  of  the  profits,  especially  at  a  time  when  there- 
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is  no  profit  at  all  and  the  firm  stands  heavily  indebted.  (Hear,  hear.) 
As  things  stand  at  present,  it  would  be  sound  policy  for  the  Government 
of  Travancore  to  declare  a  moratorium,  more  or  less,  in  regard  to  the 
dues  to  Government.  Of  course,  even  before  the  discussion  on  this 
motion  was  started,  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  has  stated  that 
he  was  not  going  to  recommend  any  remission  for  the  next  year  and 
that  he  was  hoping  for  things  to  improve.  Of  course,  I  also  wish  it.  But 
the  question  is  this.  'Why  not  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  give 
some  encouragement  at  least  to  the  broken-hearted  agriculturists  of 
Travancore  so  that  he  may  have  some  enthusiasm  for  his  work  ?  If  we 
are  going  to  get  a  bumper  crop  next  year,  Sir,  we  are  not  going  to  run 
away  with  it.  We  will  certainly  pay  all  the  dues  to  Government  in¬ 
cluding  arrears.  Therefore  I  appeal  to  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner, 
who  knows  the  situation  in  the  country  much  better  than  any  other 
officer,  and  ask  him  why  he  should  not  sympathise  with  the  poor 
agriculturist  of  Travancore  and  give  him  some  encouragement.'  My 
friend  Mr.  Thann  Pillai  suggested  that  this  was  a  time  when  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  should  fall  back  upon  their  resources  and  not  squeeze  out  the 
very  last  pie  from  the  agriculturist.  I  do  not  go  to  that  extent.  All 
that  I  suggest  is  that  something  like  a  moratorium  may  be  given  to  the 
poor  ryot  so  that,  if,  as  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  hopes,  and  as 
we  all  wish,  the  situation  gets  better  next  year,  we  will  all  pay  the  dues 
to  Government  in  full.  I  therefore  fully  support  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Kunjukrishna  Pillai  who  has  been  very  moderate  in  his  demand. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedtimangad) :  Sir,  I  move  that  the  question  be 
now  put.

Mr.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Parur)  ;  Sir,  I  support  the  motion.  My 
taluk  has  had  heavy  floods.  Even  in  places  where  there  were  no  floods, 
fields  have  been  heavily  damaged.  Owing  to  the  excessive  rains,  all 
crops  have  been  destroyed.  The  price  of  crops  has  gone  down  by  50 
per  cent-  So,  the  remission  suggested  is  very  reasonable.  I  support 
the  motion.  ' 

MR.  K.  C.  KARUNAKARAN  (Nominated)  :  I  rise  to  associate  myself 
with  the  general  principle  underlying  the  motion  of  Mr.  Kunjukrishna 
Pillai.  I  am  aware,  Sir,  that  as  a  result  of  the  economic  crisis  and  the 
recent  floods,  the  agricultural  population  of  certain  particular  areas  of 
Travancore  is  very  much  affected  indeed.  Especially  the  places  I  come 
from,  particularly  the  Kuttanad  region,  after  the  experience  of  the  last 
two  great  floods,  are  really  going  through  a  very  bad  time.  All  these 
people  have  approached  Government  and  Government  were  sympathe¬ 
tically  considering  their  prayer  and  are  doing  what  they  could.  I  re¬ 
member  last  year  Government  came  forward  and  helped  these  people 
financially.  Even  in  this  year’s  budget,  Government  have  allotted  a 
good,  amount  for  loans  to  be  earmarked  for  the  Kuttanad  people..  But 
I  cannot  see  my  way  to  .join  with  my  friend,  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai,  in

asking  for  a  general  remission  for  the  whole  of  Travancore.  If  my 
memory  is  right,  I  am  glad  to  see  that  my  friend  Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana 
Pillai  is  very  consistent  with  one  general  principle.  If  I  am  rightly  in¬ 
formed,  when  the  question  of  full  concession  of  school  fees  to  the 
Ezhava  students  came  up  before  the  House  on  a  former  occasion, 
Mr-  P.  K.  .Narayana  Pillai  rightly  said  that  a  general  concession  to 
Ezhava  students  should  not  be  granted.  1  think  he  was  quite  right  and 
I  am  glad  that  He'  gave  me  an  opportunity  to  enable  .me  to  give  the  fees 
for  my  children  and  thus  indirectly  contribute  to  Government  and  see 
that  my  civic  responsibilities  are  realised.  I  would  have  felt  ashamed 
if  Government  had  taken  some  action  by  which!  would  be  precluded 
from  paying  school  fees  to  my  children.  In  the  same  way,  Sir,  there 
are  people  who  are  able  to  pay  the  land  tax.  As  many  people  have 
pointed  out,  the  whole  block  on  that  side  (pointing  to  the  southern  wing 
of  the  House )  is  in  a  position  to  contribute  the  land  tax.  I  am  also 
sure  that  a  friend  of  mine  like  Mr.  Damodaran  Asan  or  Mr.  Narayana 
Pillai  is  able  to  contribute  to  the  land  tax  and  indirectly  see  that,  the 
revenues  of  the  State  are  kept  up  for  other  nation-building  depart¬ 
ments.  So,  I  am  very  glad  to  join  with  Mr.  T.  K.  Velu  Pillai  in  asking 
■.Government  to  give  a  reasonable  remission  to  those  parts  which  are 
really  suffering  from  this  economic  depression.  This  matter  shouldbe 
left  to  the  good  sense  of  the  Revenue  Commissioner  with  whom  I  had 
the  good  fortune  to  travel  recently  from  Cape  Comorin  to  Parur.  He 
has  really  seen  the  difficulties  of  the  people  in  some  of  the  taluks.  Prom 
my  talks  and  experience  with  him  in  these  few  weeks,  I  am  convinced 
that  he  is  prepared  to  recommend  to  Government  that  some  help  shohld 
be  given  to  the  people  who  are  affected  -by  the  economic  depression 
and  the  floods. 

Sir,  another  matter  I  want  to  mention  is  that  we  are  getting  great 
difficulties  from  outside.  Mr.  iP.  K.  Narayana  Pillai  emphasised  the 
difficulties  of  paddy  cultivators.  Here  I  think  the  whole  difficulty  is 
the  result  of  the  dumping  of  outside  rice  and  paddy  into  Travanoore. 
Those  who  are  in -touch  with  the  world  economic  conditions  know  very 
well  that  Japan  is  now  rpaking  systematic  preparations  'for  dumping 
the  whole  'Malabar  coakt,  including  Travancore,  With  their  rice  and 
•faddy. 

'PRESIDENT:  Your  time  is  up. 

RAO  SAHIB  Dp.  N.pNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Gbmmiss'idnef) Sir,  Idr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  referred  in  his  motion 
to  a  general  remission  of  25  per  cent,  of  land  tax  and  also  to :  special  re- 
naiSsion  on  account  of  the  recent  flood  damages.  I.  hope  that  I  will  be 
in  order  if  I  refer  to  'bpth  these  subjects. 

Mr.  K.  KDNJUKRIJSHNA  -PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  I  wish  to  correct  the 
member  before  he  .proceeds.  I  said  that  the  suffering  of  the  ryots  on 
account  of  the  .general  economic  depression,  aggravated  by  the  floods, 
necessitates  a  general  reduction '.of  25  .per  cent.  '  That  is'the  only  point 
I  made. 


RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  ■.  I  thank  the  member  for  the  statement.  Anyhow 
he  said  that  the  floods  have  aggravated  the  economic  depression  and  on 
that  ground  he  urges  a  general  remission  of  25  per  cent,  of  the  land  tax. 
Regarding  the  floods  I  may  just  point  out  that  Government  are  con¬ 
sidering  very  seriously  the  question  of  giving  some  relief  to  the  ryots 
whose  crops  have  been 'damaged.  A  circular  has  been  issued  to  all  Peish- 
kars  and  Tahsildars  to  note  down  the  survey  number  and  area  of  lands 
on  which  crops  have  been  da'maged  and  of  lands  covered  with  sand  on 
account  of  the  breaches  ;  and  I  am  expecting  consolidated  reports  from 
the  Peishkars  in  the  course  of  the  next  few  months.  It  will  be  only 
fair  in  cases  of  areas  in  which  the  crop  has  been  damaged  to  give  a  re¬ 
mission  of  tax.  Where  the  crop  has  been  completely  damaged,  the 
whole  tax  may-  have  to  be  remitted  and  where  it  is  partially  damaged, 
partial  remission  may  have  to  be  given.  The  question  of  repairing  flood 
damages  and  of  remission  of  taxes  on  lands  affected  will  be  considered 
by  Government.  I  am  only  waiting  for  the  reports  from  Peishkars. 
Remission  on  account  of  flood-  damages  was  specifically  urged  by  Mr.  P. 
K.  Narayana  Pillai.  Regarding  general  remission,  I  have  to  make  a 
few  observations.  The  demand  now  made  is  for  a  general  remission  of 
25  per  cent,  of  land  tax.  It  means  Government  will  have  to  lose  some¬ 
thing  like  9  lakhs  of  rupees. 

If  this  request  of  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  is  granted,  Government 
will  lose  a  revenue  of  about  9  lakhs  of  rupees.  In  the  course  of  the 
discussion,  Mr.  C.  Y.  Kunjuraman  brought  to  the  notice  of  this.  House 
that  the  number  of  persons  who  will  be  substantially  benefited  by  such 
a  remission  of  25  per  cent,  of  land  tax  is  comparatively,  small  compared 
with  'themutnber  of  persons  who  will  not  be  benefited.  I.  have  some 
figiires'to'  plac’e  before  the  House  about  the  number  of  persons  who  pay 
land  tax  in  Travancore.  The  total,  number  is  about  12  lakhs,  Of  these, 
nearly'7  lakhs  or  55, per  cept.  pay  a  tax  of  one  rupee  and  less.  It  may 
be  anything  like  from  four  cash  to  one  rupee.  56  per  cent  of  the.  total 
number  of  tax  payers  come  under  this  category.  Those  who  pay  a  tax 
of  He.  1  to  Rs.  5  come  to' about  3  lakhs  so  that  the  total  number  of 
persons  who  pay  a  tax  ranging  from  a  few  cash  up  to  ( Rs.  5  is  nearly 
10  lakhs  out  of -12  lakhs  of  people,  that  is  to  say  about  87  per  cent,  of 
the  tax  payers  pay  a  tax  of  Rs.  5  and  less.  What  is  the  benefit  that 
these  10  lakhs  of  p.eople  will  get,  . if  a  remission  of  25  per  cent,  is  granted 
as  recommended  by  Mr- K.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai.  The  benefit  will  be 
from  a  few  cash  up  to  Re.  1-4-0  per  head  per  annum.  Is  that  going  to 
help  them  tp,  any,  extent?  ■  A  reduction  of  .Rs.  1-4-0  in  one’s;  income  in 
a  year  in  the  case  of  87  per  cent,  of  the  tax  payers  js  after  all  not  much. 
How  far  it  will  be  of  help  to  them,  I  do  not  kn,ow. 

MR.  Ai  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Rural) :  May  I  ask  the  member 
whether  there  is  any  harm  in  raising  the  minimum  tax  to  one  raphe 
in  every  case?  ...  -  . 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr’.  I\L  KUNJAN  PILLAI,  (Ag,  Land,  Revenue,  and  Ippome 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  I  am  only  speaking  , oh  tie  motion' of  Mr.*'  K, 
Kunjukrishna  Pillai. 
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NlR.A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAW  (MaveliJcara) '■  Is  it  his  view  that 
the  relief  granted  to  the  10  lakhs  of  people  is  inadequate  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Ag .  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  The  benefit  will  be  from  a  few  cash  to  Be.  1-4-0 
per  head  per  annum.  The  cumulative  effect  on  the  Government  is  a 
loss  of  9  lakhs  of  rupees  and  on  the  people  the  maximum  loss  to  an 
individual  will  be  about  Be.  1-4-0  in  the  case  of  87  per  cent,  of  the  tax 
payers.  Yon  can  understand  that  the  loss  to  a  tax-payer  is  insignificant 
and  that  to  the  Government  is  as  much  as  9  lakhs  of  rupees.  A  question 
may  be  asked,  is  not  Be.  1-4-0  something  in  the  case  of  poor  people.  I 
have  some  other  figures  to  show  that  the  people  are  not  stinting  ex¬ 
penditure  in  directions  other  than  payment  of  land  tax-  I  find  from 
the  figures  published  in  the  Government  Gazette . 

MR  PUTHUPALU  S.  KflISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II)  :  Does  the 
member  refer  to  payment  in  other  directions  as  not  payments  for  pur¬ 
poses  of  land  revenue. 

.  RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ig.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Co  mmissioner)  :  From  the  figures  published  in  the  Government 
Gazette,  I  find  that,  up  to  the  end  of  Edavntn  this  year,  revenue  from 
abkari  and  tobacco,  increased  by  Rs,  4  lakhs  from  what  it  was  during 
the  corresponding  period  last  year.  I,  also  find,  there  is  a  small  increase 
in  the  receipts  of  the  Education  Department. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural):  May  I  know  whether 
it  is  obligatory  on  the  part  of  the  ryot  to  contribute  to  the  abkari  or 
tobacco  revenue,  while  it  is  not  obligatory  to  pay  the  land  tax. 

RAO  SAHIB  OR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (.1  g.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  I  only  say  that  people  who  are  stinting  expendit¬ 
ure  in  other  directions  come  forward  and  say  that  there  should  be  reduc¬ 
tion  in  land  tax, 

MR.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  ( Kunnatnad  II)  Is  the  member  aware 
that  the  increase  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  duty  has  increased. 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N  KUNJAN  PILLAI  {Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  I  only  say  that  more  money  is  being  spent  in  dire¬ 
ctions  other  than  in  payment  of  land  revenue. 

Mr  .K.  SANK  ARAN  (Rartikapalli  I)  :  Does  the  member  mean  to  say 
that  the  paying  capacity  of  the  people  has  increased  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income

-  RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner )  '  I  cannot  say. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (QaUon  II) :  Has  the  member 
a  scheme  which  would  enable  the  ryot  to  get  substantial  benefit  by  a 
reduction  of  any  of  the  items  of  revenue. 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr,  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  {Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner ) .  I  am  only  discussing  the  motion  brought  forward 
by  Mr.  K.  Kunjukrishna  Pilla-i. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {QuUon  II)  :  When  the 
member  says  that  the  benefit  is  small,  may  I  know,  is  there  anything 
which  the  member  could  suggest  that  will  give  substantial  help  to  the 
ryot  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  {Ag.  land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  I  have  nothing  to  suggest.  People  are  spending 
money  in  other  directions  and  are  asking  for  a  remission  of  land  tax. 
If  the  remission  will  benefit  a  substantial  number  of  people,  I  can  under¬ 
stand  the.  reasonableness  of  the  request.  After  all  it  is  only  from  a  few 
cash  to  Re.  1-4-0  which  88  per  cent,  of  the  tax  payers  will  gain.  I  do  not 
at  all  say  for  a  moment  that  all  people  are  in  a  position  to  pay  land  tax, 
and  that  the  ryots , do  not  stand  in  need  of  help.  Par  from  it,  I 
know  that  the  people  are  put  to  great  difficulty  on  account  of  the 
present  economic  depression. 

MR.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Neyyattinkaro,  I) :  Is  the  member 
aware  that  the  Cochin  Government  have  granted  a  remission  ? 

.  -  RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  {Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  It  was  said  a  little  while  ago  that  our  Govern¬ 
ment  should  set  an  example  and  should  not  follow  the  example  of  Cochin. . 
Why  should  we  follow  Cochin  ?  After  all  what  the  Cochin  Government 
have  done  is  the  suspension  of  collection  of  one-eighth  of  the  land  tax  for 
110a.  They  have  not  sanctioned  any  remission.  I  wired  and  got  an 
authoritative  information,  that  that  Government  proposed  only  to  sus¬ 
pend  the  collection  of  one-eighth  of  the  land  tax  for  1109,  •  - 
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Hr!  PUTHUPALUS.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II) :  May  I  know  from 
the  member,' what  is  the  difference  between  a  recommendation  for  the 
acceptance  of  suspension  and  that  for  remission? 

RAO, SAHIB  Dr .  N.  KUN JAN  PILLAI  ( Ag .  hand  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Goinnissioner)  :  1  have  nothing  to  say  except  that  what  is  adopted 

in  Cochin  is  a  suspension  of  the  collection  of  land  tax. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilm  II)  :  Is  the  member 
going  to  say  that  he  will  again  wire  and  get  a  reply  ? 

RAO' SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  No. 

This  House  has  already  passed  a  motion  to  suspend  all  coerciva 
steps  in  the  collection  of  tax.  This  is  all  the  relief  the  Cochin  Government 
have  promised  to  give  to  their  people.  Our  Government  have  not  been 
unaware  of  the  present  hardship  of  the  people.  They  have  been  doing 
all  that  they  could  for  the  last  three  years.  Every  year  a  motion 
comes  Up  either  for  the  suspension  or  remission  of  tax  and  it  is  invari¬ 
ably  carried.  Whatever  is  possible  is  being  done  by  Government.  Take, 
for  instance  the  Kandukrishi  tax.  During  the  last,  three,  years,  Govern- 
mehtjhave  granted  substantial  concession  to  Kandukrishi  ryots.  The 
commutation  rate  for  paddy  originally  fixed  was  24  chuckrams  per  para 
■  but  now  (government  are  realising  only  12  chuckrams  per  para.  Go-' 
vernment  have  lost  at 'least  2  to  3  lakhs' of  rupees  by  this' concession. 

Mr.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Chang  anaahery  cum  Peermade  II)  ■  What- 
about  the  market  price  of  paddy  now  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  -.  It  is  about  12  chuckrams  per  paras.  I  have  the 
price  list  furnished  by  the  Travancore  Chamber  of  Commerce.  It 
shows  that  the  price  of  paddy  is  Bs.  3-8-0  per.  bag  at  Alleppey,  which 
comes  to'  about  12  chuckrams  per  para.  If  this  is  the  wholesale  price 
of  .paddy  at  Alleppey,  it.  will  surely  be  more  in.  the  interior  parts.:  I 
take  it  that  .the  price  of  paddy  at  present  is  not  more'  than  12  chuck-’ 
rams  per  parq,.  In’Nanjinad,  in  addition'to  the  fall  in  the  price  of’ 
paddy,the  yield'  of  the  last  crop  was  very  poor  on-  account,  of  the  wide¬ 
spread  attack  of  pest.  The  yield  which  used  to  be  10  or'  12  kottaspue- 
acre,  ,was-hardly  4  kotidsl 

Mr:  S.lJ.  N'AIR-(Nedttmampad):  May  I  know  whether  the  people  of ' 
Nanjinad  attempted  to  have  a  no. tax  campaign  started? 

RiAO‘SAHIBcDr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land -Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) ;  I  do  hot  know. ' 

Mr!  S’:  J.  HMH'iNedfltmangad) ;  And  aka  result,  25  per  cent:  remis¬ 
sion  has  been' granted? 

RAO'  SAHIB'Di;!  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Incomt 
Tax.  Commission #) 25  per  cent,  remission  '  was  granted,  but  not  oh 
account  of  a  no-tax  campaign. 

The  yield  was. ,  very ;  poor  and.  hence  a  reasonable ,  remission  was ., 
granted.  ( 
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MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  a,ird  Industry,  South) I 
may  inform  the  member  that  there  was  no  such  idea  of  any  no-tax 
campaign. 

.MR.G.NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated )  :  It  is  admitted  by  the  member 
that  there  is  hardship  felt  by  the  people  and  he  says  a  lot  of  money  is 
spent  in  directions  other  than  la.nd  revenue.  How  does  .the  .member 
reconcile  those  statements?  W-ill  he  please  explain  that? 

■  RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  In  Nanjinad,  the  yield  was  affected  to  a  yeag  large 
extent  by  the  pest.  This  fact  was  represented  to  Government  and  a 
remission  of  .25  per  cent,  of  the  tax  on  the  Kumbhom  crop  w is  .granted. 

KIR.  P,  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapurha  I):  May  I  .know 
whether  there  is  any  discremination  shown  between  the  rich  and  the 
poor,  in  the  matter  of  remission  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  •  No  distinction  ;  all  tax  payers  get  the  benefit  of 
remission.  Similarly,  punja  and  kayal  cultivators  have  petitioned  to 
Government  that  their  yield  was  also  poor,  and  prayed  for  a  remission 
of  the  tax  on  their  lands.  The  matter  is  now  ..under  the  consideration 
of: Government-  In  the  oase  of  lands  on  which  crops  have  been  dama¬ 
ged  by  floods,  Government  are  considering  very  seriously  the  question 
of  a  complete  or  partial  remission.  In  regard  to  a  general  remission  of 
•25  per  cent.,  we  have  to  bear  in  mind  that  Government  will  lose  Es.  9 
lakhs.  Well  it  may  be  laid  that  there  is  reserve  and  shat  .the  loss -could 
Jbe  made  good  from  it. 

Mr.  A.  S.  0AM00ARAN  A.SAN  ( Maoelikara. )  -.  I  wish  to  draw  the 
attention  of  Government  to  the  time  limit. 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  The  Economic  Depression  Enquiry  Committee 
recommended  that  large  Public  Works  scheme's  should  be  undertaken 
during  the  period  of  economic  depression  to  provide  employment  for  the 
riheihplbyed.  Government  have  now  undertaken  several  such  schemes, 
sach'as  the  Eallivasal  scheme,  water  supply,  electric  supply,  etc.  These 
are  schemes  whioh  will  provide  employment  to  a  large  number  of 
people  and  at  the  same  time  they  are  profitable  schemes  also.  Govern¬ 
ment  are  financing  such  schemes  from  the  reserves.  They  are  not  hor- 
rowing'money  as  has  been  done  in  Cochin.  The  -Cochin  ‘Government 
have  floated  a  loan  of  about  Es.  SO  lakhs  which  bears  interest  -to  the 
extent  of  Es.  lakhs  per  annum,  .What  does'that  show  ?  Nosueh'lbato 
has  been  floated -by  the  Travancore  Government.  They ‘  are  financing 
capital  undertakings  from  their  reserves. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  'PILLAI  (Trioandram-^urtU) :  •  May  Ikpow  Whether 
‘that  is  an  authoritative  statement  that'tbese  schemed -are  being  finahcbd 
df  din  the 'reserves  ?  • 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revpnife  andlncgrne 
'Tax  Commissioner)'-.  I  have  hot  made  an-authoritatiy(f,||i5ijt(ofla|§p|.  I 
have  only  expressed  what  I  know  of  the  matter. 
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MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  :  i8 
it  the  member’s  view  that  because  the  Cochin  Government  have  floated 
a  loan  that  it  is  following  an  unsound  financial  policy  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and-  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  I  have  not  said  so. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kunnattur  cum 
Rattanarmram)  :  Why  not  save  Bs.  12  lakhs  by  giving  effect  to  the 
^Retrenchment  Committee’s  proposals  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  I 'and  Revenue  and  Income  Tax 
Commissioner)  :  Some  of  them  have  been  given  effect  to.  But  other 
recommendations  have  not  been  given  effect  to  for  various  reasons,  and 
l  am  not  concerned  with  them  now.  My  only  point  is  that  Govern¬ 
ment  are  prepared  to  do  all  that  is  possible  and  view  the  question  of 
remission  with  sympathy.  They  certainly  are  at  one  with  the  mem- 
ber|3  on  the  other  side  of  the  House  when  they  say  that  the  people  do 
stand  in  need  of  help  and  Government  are  convinced  that  relief  is  neces¬ 
sary.  They  have  given  relief  as  necessity  arose  and  will  surely  con¬ 
tinue  this  policy. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  Sir,  Government  dare 
not  say  that  there  is  no  need  for  relief.  That  has  been  admitted. 
Then  what  I  want  to  say  is  that  out  of  Bs.  2,38,88,000  which  we  the 
people  contribute  ‘to  Government,  we  want  to  reduce  from  land  tax 
Rs.  8,00,000.  There  i3  no  purpose  served  by  creating  differences  between 
the  land-holding  classes  and  the  landless  classes.  The  specific  question 
is  with  regard  to  the  fall  in  price  of  agricultural  produce  and  the  diffi¬ 
culties  caused  to  the  ryots.  Remission  is  sought  on  account  of  them. 

Then  with  regard  to  the  very  curious  argument  brought  forward 
that  Government  caD  find  out  who  is  able  to  pay  and  who  is  not  able 
to  pay,  I  think  the  general  maxim  ought  to  be  accepted  that  even  if 
some  people  who  are  capable  of  paying  escape  the  liability,  it  is  far 
better  than  forcing  even  one  man  who  is  really  not  able  to  pay,  to  pay 
and  which  I 'find,  the  learned  Deputy  President  is  not  willing  to  accept. 
I  do  not  add  anything  more.  I  press  the  motion,  to  a  division,  Sir.. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  motion  proposed  by  Mr.  Kunjukrishna.  Pillai  is 
to  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  20,976  for  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner  by  Re.  1,  to  press  that  there  should  be  a  general 
remission  of  25  per  cent,  of  land  tax.  I  hope  the  House  realises  the 
implications.  It  is  a  much  more  serious  matter,  of  course,  than  the  sus¬ 
pension  of  coercive  processes.  It  means  that  the  ordinary  rules  for  remis¬ 
sion  are  not  considered  sufficient  and  that  the  remission  must  apply  to 
all  lands  which  pay  land  tax,  .whether  in  the  plains,  or  in :  the  Mils, 
whether  the  crops  have  been  damaged  or  whether  they  have'  not  been 
damaged.  It  has  been  pointed  out  by  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner 
what  the  result  will  he.  What  I  want  to  say  is  that  before  voting 
on  this  subject  the  House  should  not  be  led  away  by  sentiment  and 
should  be  sure  that,  the  uiotion,  if  they  support  it,  is  both  reasonable 
and  practicable. 
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I  put  the  motion  to  the  vote.

A.  S,  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara  ) :  Will  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  be  pleased  to  state  whether  the  fact  that  there  is  great  dis¬ 
location  of  traffic  on  the  Main  Central  road  even  during  normal  floods, 
due  to  the  submergence  of  Pandaiam  junction  under  water,  has  been 
brought  to  their  notice  ? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag:  Chief  Engineer)  :  Yes. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  May  I  know  when 
this  fact  was  first  brought  to  the  notice  of  Government  ? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  [Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  I  cannot  exactly  say 
when  it  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  Government ;  but  the  department 
has  noticed  it  and  has  actually  started  an  investigation. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) ;  May  I  know  when  the 
investigation  was  started  ? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer) :  It  was  started  while  I 
was  in  charge  of  the  Quilon  Division,  in  about  January  last. 

MR  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  January  1933  ? 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)!  Yes.  We  have  been 
taking  levels  and  trying  to  find  out  the  cause  of  flooding  in  that  area. 
Investigation  is  still  going  on. 

Mr.  A,  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  _  May  I  know  whether 
the  investigation  is  in  regard  to  the  manner  in  which  .dislocation  of 
traffic  could  be  prevented,  or  is  it  to  find  out  proper  drainage  for  the 
flood  water? 

Mr,  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer) ;  The  investigation  is  to 
see  how  best  the  flooding  round  there  generally  can  he  dealt  with. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Has  it  been  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  department  that  a  large  number  of  houses  and  a 
large  area  of  crops  are  being  submerged  under  water  during  floods  ? 
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Ms.  L.  H.  jACOB  ( Ag .  Chief  Engineer )  ;  Yes,  we  are  aware  of 
that, 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  Did  the  department 
begin  investigation  with  regard  to  that  also  only  in  January  1933  ? 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer):  Yes. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Am  I  to  understand 
that  the  department  was  not  aware  of  these  difficulties,  experienced  by 
the  people  of  the  locality,  before  January  1933  V 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  {Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  We  were  aware  of  it; 
but  we  wanted  to  investigate  as  to  the  best  means  of  giving  relief  to 
the  people.  We  had  an  idea,  first,  to  raise  the  level  of  the  road  all 
round  there,  above  flood  level ;  but  that  was  dropped  as  the  flood 
water  may  then  damage  the  neighbouring  properly.  The  question  was 
then  considered  whether  it  would  not  be  better  to  put  up  bunds  in  some 
gaps  on  the  river  banks  in  order  to  prevent  the  inrush  of  flood  water  in 
the  locality.

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) ;  Does  not  the  deputation 
of  a  person  in  service  involve  some  loss  to  Government  ?  . 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Seer  tary  to  Government) :  In  the  present 
instance  it  is  at  hisi  own  expense. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Does  he  not  get  his 
pay''' 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  No. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  P1LLAI  (Qnilon  I)  :  May  1  know  whether  be¬ 
fore  the  Assistant  Surgeon  was  deputed  to  undergo  training  in  bio¬ 
chemistry,  any  application  for  the  post  was  received  from  persons 
qualified  in  bio-chemistry  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)-.  No  such  appli¬ 
cation  waa  received  before  the  Government  made  their  selection  and 
addressed  the  Agent  to  the  Governor-General  about  his  training.

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  \  Not  between 
this  Government  and  the  Railway  Company. 

Mr.  A,  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Am  I  to  understand 
that  there  is  no  communication  between  the  Travancore  Government 
and  the  South  Indian  Railway  Company  except  through  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  India  ?  - 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  We  may  corres¬ 
pond,  on  matters  relating  to  the  working,  to  elucidate  points,  to  sanction 
estimates  and  all  that.  But  in  regard  to  matters  of  agreement,  we  have 
no  agreement  with  the  South  Indian  Railway  Company.  They  wort 
under  a  contract  entered  into  between  themselves  and  the  Secretary  of 
State.  i 
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MB.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  May  I  know  when  the 
contract  between  the  Secretary  of  State  and  this  Government  was 
entered  into  with  regard  to  the  Quilon-Trivandrum  line  ? 

MB.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  There  is  no 
signed  agreement.  Certain  terms  were  settled  in  correspondence. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  May  I  know  when  that 
was  settled  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)'.  In  about  1914. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  May  I  know  whether 
the  Government  could  not  hold  the  South  Indian  Eailway  Company 
responsible,  for  any  damages,  to  tfhis  Government  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  Not  under  the 
terms  of  any  agreement ;  but  if  the  South  Indian  Railway  Company 
causes  any  damage  to  our  interests  we  can  represent  the  matter  to  the 
Government  of  India. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLA1  [Quilon  I)  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  the  terms  of  contract  with  regard  to  the  Chackai- 
Tampanur  Extension  are  the  same  as  the  terms  of  contract  for  the  line 
between  Quilon  and  Chackai'  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  The  terms  of 
contract  for  that  section  have  not  been  settled  as  yet. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  /)■ :  May  I  know  whether 
there  is  any  suggestion  from  the  Company  to  make  a  distinction  with 
regard  to  the  line  between  Chackai  and  Tampanur  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  •  Yes. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I) :  May  I  know  whetherthe 
Government  will  be  prepared  to  place  this  correspondence  on  the 
table  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  It  is  better  to 
treat  them  as  confidential  until  some  decision  is  arrived  at. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I) :  May  I  know  whether 
Government  think  it  necessary  that  the  opinion  or  the  wishes  of  this 
House  will  have  to  be  consulted  before  they  come  to  any  definite 
agreement  with  regard  to  that  line  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Not-  as  matters 
stand  at  present,  because  we  are  in  correspondence  on  that  subject  and 
nothing  definite  has  been  arrived  at.  It  is  premature  now  to  place 
anything  on  the  table. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I) :  May  I  know  from  the 
Government  whether  they  think  it  necessary,  in  view  of  the  recurring 
losses  (on  account  of  railways)  that  we  are  suffering,  to  go  into  the  whole 
question  and  move  the.  Secretary  of  State  for  India  in  the  matter  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  Government  have 
already  begun  some  correspondence  in  the  matter. 

Mr,  A,  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural):  May  I  know  whether 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the 
Company  on  behalf  of  the  Travancore  Government  ? 
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MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Not  exactly  on 
behalf  of  the  Travancore'  Government.  The  Secretary  of  State  entered 
into  an  agreement  with  the  Company  without  mentioning  that  the 
Travancore  Government  cornea  in,  but,  as  between  the  Travancore 
Government  and  the  Secretary  of  State  those  matters  that  affect  the 
two  Governments  were  settled  by  correspondence. 

Mr.  A.  THANli  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural ) ;  So,  am  I  to  understand 
that  we  are  bound  by  the  terms  of  the  agreement  between  the  Secre- 
tary  of  State  and  the  Gompany,  even  those  terms  which  are  in  their 
favour  and  which  are  against  us  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  There  are  no 
such  things  as  provisions  for  and  against.  We  are  bound  by  the  provi- 
sions  in  so  far  as  we  have  agreed  to  them  in  our  correspondence  with 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  India. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  {Gommerci  and  Industry,  South)  :  May 
I  know  who  financed  the  Shencotta-Quilon  Railway  ? 

MR.  K,  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  The  Secretary 
of  State. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  {Gommorc :  and  Industery,  South) : 
What  is  the  amount  ? 

PRESIDENT :  I  think  you  are  getting  a  bit  away  from  the 
question. 

MR.  PUTHUPALL1  8.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  II):  May  I  know 
whether  Government  have  any  objection  in  placing  on  the  table 
whatever  agreements  they  may  have  entered  into  with  anybody  regard¬ 
ing  these  two  railways  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  there  is  no  agreement  that  ha3  been  entered  into. 

MR.  PUTHUPaLLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  II)  ■  Any  docu¬ 
ment  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  Let  the  Chief  Secretary  finish,  please. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  The  whole 
thing  was  finished  by  correspondence  over  a  period  of  some  years ;  and, 
so  far  as  the  Trivandrum-Quilon  railway  is  concerned,  we  have  certain 
definite  terms  of  settlement. 

Mr.  PJTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (QuiUnll):  Will  the  Govern¬ 
ment  be  pleased  to  place  those  terms  of  settlement  on  the  table  t 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  They  are  contained 
in  several  volumes  of  correspondence  which  it  may  not  be  possible  to 
place  on  the  table. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  II) :  May  I  know 
from  the  member  whether  it  may  not  be  possible  to  give  ns  some  idea 
by  consolidating  the  whole  correspondence  ? 

MR.  K,  GEORGE  (Ghief  Secretary  to  Government ) :  It  will  be 
considered. 
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MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  II) :  May  I  know 
whether  the  ChaeKai-Tampanur  Kailway  extension  was  commenced 
without  fixing  the  terms  on  which  the  work  was  to  be  conducted  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGS  {.Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  Yes;  that  is 
to  say,  the  work  was  commenced  with  the  idea  that  it  would  form  part 
of  the  main  line;  but  I  cannot  now  recollect  what  happened.  . 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  IT)-.  So,  are  we  to 
understand  that  this  Ks.  27  lakhs  odd  of  Government  money  was  spent 
without  any  idea  as  to  the  exact  terms  on  which  this  work  will  have  to 
be  conducted  1 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  This  work 
was  taken  up  because  it  was  necessary  for  our  purpose.  As  to  the 
terms,  even  if  the  worst  comes,  it  will  only  be  that  we  will  have  to 
meet  any  loss  incurred  on  that  line. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  II)  :  Is  this  the  way 
that  Government  enter  into  all  such  capital  undertakings  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  That  does  not  arise.

33*.  Mr.  K.  MAHOMED  {Always):  Will  the  Government  be  pleased 
to  state  :

Mr  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  To  some  extent 
the  delay  was  due  to.  the  fact  that  the  officer  had  to  be  given  joining 
time ;  and  part  of  the  delay  was  also  due  to  the  fact  that  there  was  some 
correspondence  between  the  High  Court  and  the  Government;  .

(c)  No. 

MR.  K.  MAHOMED  ( Alwaye )  :  Is  the  member  aware  of  a  D.  0. 
dated  23rd  April  1932  from  the  Edapalli  Chief? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Yes. 

MR.  K.  MAHOMED  {Alwaye) :  Have  the  Government  replied  to  it? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government )  :  Yes. 

MR.  K.  MAHOMED  ( Alwaye ) :  May  I  know  whether  the  Government 
are  prepared  to  take  any  necessary  steps  with  regard  to  it  ? 

Ms.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) ;  Government 
have  done  as  much  as  they  could,  and  theyido  not  propose  to  take  any 
further  action  in  the  matter  at  present, 

Mr.  K.  MAHOMED  ( Alwaye ) :  Section  2  of  Regulation  V  of  1068 
says  that  owners  of  land  .in  Bdapalli  and  Kilimanur  “shall  have  the 
same  rights  and  privileges  in  respect  of  their  holdings  as  the  holders  of 
land  under  Our  Government.”  Does  not  this  Regulation  apply  also  to 
us  who  are  under  the  Bdapalli  Chief  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  The  Rent 
Recovery  Regulation  referred  to  by  the  member  does  apply  to  the 
Edapalli  Edavagai. 

Mr.  K.  MAHOMED  (Alwaye) :  Are  we  not  entitled  to  have  the  same 
.rights  and  privileges  that  are  enjoyed  by  the  subjects  of  His  Highness 
the  Maha  Raja  of  Travancore  ? 

PRESIDENT :  These  questions  do  not  arise  on  your  original 
question. 

MR.  PUTHUPAUI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAi  (Quilon  II)  :  Have  the 
Government  any  control  over  this  matter  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  That  does  not  arise  either. 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  -(Quilon-  II)  :  May  I  know 
then  why  the  Dewan  did  not  visit  Edapalli  and  consider  this 
question  ?  ■ 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  He  visited  the 
place. 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  May  I  know 
then  why  the  Dewan  visited  the  place  ?  • 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Because  certain 
grievances  were  represented  to  him. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II):  May  I  know 
whether  he  visits  all  places  wherefrom  grievances  are  represented  to  him? 

PRESIDENT  :  That  i3  a  general  question  which  does  not  e^rise  <?n 
this  particular  question'. 
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MR.  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  ( Muvattupuzha  II)  :  May  I  :know  whether 
Government  are  in  any  way  benefited  by  the  revenue  from  the  lands  of 
the  Chief  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  t  <  Government)  ■  If  it  comes  in 
the  shape  of  cash  into  the  coffers  of  the  State,  then  the  Government 
are  benefited.  Bevenue  from  the  Chief,  if  any,  is  as  much  revenue  as 
from  other  sources. 

MR.  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  {Muvattupuzha,  II) :  Does  the  member  say 
that  the  Government  directly  collect  the  revenue,  or  is  it  the  privilege 
of  the  Edapalli  Chief  to  collect  the  revenue  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  I  do  not  think  this  arises  any  more  than  the  other 
questions. 

MR.  K.  SANKARAN  ( Kartikapalli  I):  May  I  know  from  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  whether  they  have  received  any  representation  from,  the 
land-holders  under  the  Edapalli  Chief  to  the  effect  that  they  are 
put  to  severe  hardships  by  the  way  in  which  the  taxes  are  collected  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Yes,  Govern¬ 
ment  have  received  a  few  representations  to  tbat  effect. 

MR.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I)  :  May  I  know  whether  Govern¬ 
ment  have  taken  any  action  on  that  representation  ? 

'  Mr.  K,  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)',  They  have  taken 
a  lot  of  action. 

MR.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I) :  Ami  to  take  it  that  those 
grievances  have  been  redressed  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  The  Chief  says 
that  the  holders  of  land  under  him  pay  tax  in  money  at  the  market 

Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I)  :  Have  the  Government  any 
control  in  fixing  the  market  rate  for  the  Edavagai  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  You  cannot  go  into  details. 

Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I)  :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  the  1  roverthicars  who  collect  tax  from  -the  lands  under  the 
Chief  are  appointed  by  the  Chief  himself  or  by  the  Government  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  Not  by  the 
Government. 

Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I):  Have,  the  Government  any 
control  in  the  matter  of  appointing  such  officers  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  No. 

PRESIDENT.1  You  cannot  go  into  a  detailed  discussion  on  this 
question. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  s  It  was  stated  ,  by  the 
Chief  Secretary  that  the  Government  have  done  all  that  could  he  done. 

I  wish  to  know  what  has  been  done. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  ■  A  letter  was 
sent  to  the  Chief  detailing  the  trouble  and  inconvenience  caused  to  the 
Edavagai  tenants  on  account  of  the  collection  of  taxes  in  kind  and  the 
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heavy  arrears  in  ] wkkuvaram  eases.  The  Chief  was  asked  to  go  into 
the  matter  and  inform  Government  what  steps  he  had  taken  to  alleviate 
the  hardships  of  the  tenants.  After  protracted  correspondence,  the 
Chief  wrote  to  say  that  the  tax  was  collected  in  money  at  the  prevail¬ 
ing  nirak  rate  and  that  if  any  other  steps  were  taken  that  would  be 
highly  prejudicial  to  his  interests, 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Were  not  other  points 
also  raised  in  the  letter  addressed  to  the  Chief  ? 

MR-  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  I  mentioned 
other  points  also. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ):  What  was  the  reply 
of  the  Chief  in  regard  to  them  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  The  Chief  replied 
that  the  delay  was  due  to  the  fact  that  copies  of  documents  relating  to 
registry  in  the  Edavagai  were  not  being  received  by  the  Swaroopam 
direct,  but  that  that  was  being  done  now.  A  special  staff  has  been 
appointed  for  clearing  up  the  arrears,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  work 
would  be  completed  in  about  six  months. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara 1  :  Was  it  Dot  represented 
that  the  commutation  rate  for  the  tax  in  the  Edavagai  should  be  the 
same  as  the  rate  for  the  Government  tax  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  The  Chief  has 
stated  that  that  will  be  prejudicial  to  bis  interests. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Are  the  Government 
satisfied  that  that  is  a  sufficient  answer  ? 

Mr.  K,  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  The  Chief  has 
his  own  interests;  he  has  to  maintain  his  Swaroopam  and  various  temples. 
So  his  interests  have  to  be  considered. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ):  Not  the  interests  of 
the  subjects? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  The  subjects  pay 
tax  at  the  prevailing  rate. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Was  there  any  time  at 
which  the  Chief  collected  the  taxes  at  a  higher  rate  than  the  market 
price  ? 

PRESIDENT. :  That  doss  not  arise. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  Was  it  represented 
that  the  Edavagai  people  represented- to  the  Chief  that  they  would  give 
lands  for  constructing  roads  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  I  cannot  say; 
they  might  have. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara):  In  regard  to  roads, 
was  it  not  possible  to  get  land  to  construct  roads  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  It.  might  have 
been  possible. 
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IBs .  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  May  I  know  wh ether  the  con¬ 
version  from  kind  to  coin  was  decided  upon  by  the  Chief  before  the 
Dewan’s  visit  or  after  the  Dewan’s  visit  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  I  think  that  is 
the  practice  there.  The  Chief  has  a  right  to  collect  tax  only  in  money 
if  a  tenant  does  not  pay  him  in  kind  when  the  taxes  fall  due. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  {.Tovala)  :  Does  the  Chief  collect  the  tax 
only  in  coin  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  He  collects  tax 
in  cash  as  well  as  in  kind. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  {Tovala)  :  Formerly,  was  he  collecting 
the  tax  in  money  or  in  kind  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  He  was  collect¬ 
ing  partly  in  cash  and  partly  in  kind. 

MR.  P-  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Amhalapuzha  I) :  Will  the  Chief 
Secretary  specify  the  authority  under  which  the  Government  thought  of 
addressing  the  Chief  in  matters  relating  to  the  Chief  and  his  tenants  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  That  question  does  not  arise, 

,  Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Ambalapueha  I) :  I  asked  that  question 
with  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  how  far  the  Government  may  interfere 
or  whether  the  Government  have  got  any  authority  in  interfering  in 
the  affairs  of  the  Chief.

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  Seniority’,  .  merit 
and  efficiency,  all  these  are  considered  for  promotions.

DEMAND  II— TAXES  ON  INCOME 

PRESIDENT  :  The  House  will  continue  the  voting  on  Demands  for 
Grants.  The  next  Demand  is  Demand  II — Taxes  on  Income,  and  the  , 
discussion  on  that  will  close  at  1-30.  After  tiffin,  the  Excise  Depart¬ 
ment  will  be  taken  up  and  it  will  be  discussed  for  2J  hours. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I) :  Before  we  proceed  to  the  , 
discussion  of  Demands,  I  wish  to  clear  one  doubt.  I  want  to  know 
whether  we  are  going  to  get  half  a  day  excluding  question  time  for  minor 
Demands;  because,  the  practice  formerly  was  to  compute  5  hours  as 
a  day,  excluding  question  time  so  that  we  got  2£  hours  for  half  a  day. 

PRESIDENT  ;  Yesterday  I  tried  to  make  it  clear  that  question  time 
is  to  be  included  for  purposes  of  calculating  half  a  day.  I  am  perfectly 
willing  to  do  whatever  the  House  desires  on  the  point.  At  present,  my 
ruling  is  that  question  time  is  included  in  the  computation  of  a  day- 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  {Trivandrum— Rural)  :  May  I  suggest  tha 
question  time  be  deducted  from  the  total  number  of  hours  allotted 
for  each  day  and  the  remaining  time  divided  by  two  for  calculating 
half-a-day?  For  instance,  in  this  case  excluding  one  hour  for  interpella¬ 
tions,  the  remaining  four  hours  may  he  divided  by  two  so  that  it  will 
come  to  two  hours  for  Income  Tax  and  another  two  hours  for 
Excise. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  don’t  think  we  can  do  like  that. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum — Bural)  :  A  day  is  reckoned  as 
five  hours  and  question  time  takes  one  hour.  We  will  divide  the  re - 

■  maining  four  hours  for  the  discussion  of  two  Demands.  According,  to 
the  President’s  statement,  we  have  only  lj  hours  left  for  discussing 
Income  Tax;  and  we  will  have  2J  hours  for  Excise.  Is  it  not  better  to 
deduct  the  question  time  from  the  whole  day  and  divide  the  rest 
.  equally  for  the  two  Demands  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  I  don’t  think  we  can  divide  the  day  like  that. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  *PARArMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Iiumaltur  cum 
Pattanapunmi) :  Now,  there  are  more  members  in  the  House,  and 
more  subjects  come  up  for.  consideration  than  formerly.  According- to 
.  former  practice,  question  time  was  excluded,  and  a  day  was  rec¬ 
koned  as  five  hours  and  2J  hours  constituted  half  a  day. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  am  entirely  iD  the  hands  of  the  House- 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  If  we  go  by 
Mr.  Changanachery  K.  Paramesvaran  Pillai’s  suggestion,  we  have  lo  sit 
for  longer  hours  in  the  day.  I  also  agree  with  him.  I  request  that  five 
hours  may  be  considered  as  one  day  and  2£  hours  as  half  a  day.  I 

■  request  the  President  to  order  like  that  so  that  we  can  do  full  justice  to 
our  work. 
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PRESIDENT  :  I  cannot,  do  like  that.  A  day  will  consist  of  five  hours 
including  interpellations.  There  are  limits  to  one’s  physical  capacity. 

Does  the  House  agree  to  adopt  Mr.  Thanu  TillEti’s  suggestion  for 
deducting  the  question  time  from  the  total  number  of  hours  and 
distributing  the  rest  equally  for  discussion  Of  Demands? 

Mr.  K AYALAIW  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI :  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  I  think  it  is  better  members  come  to  some  informal  arrange¬ 
ment  among  themselves  regarding  this.

Mr.  A.  S.  OAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Ma/belikara )  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  make 
the  following  motion : 

To  reRu'de  the  allotment  of  Its.  6,020  for  salaries  by  Es.  4,600. 

My  object  in  making  this  motion  is  to  impress  upon  the  Govern¬ 
ment  the  fact  that  the  posts  of  Income  Tax  Inspectors  in  this  State 
can  be  abolished  without  detriment  either  to  public  interests  or  to 
public  revenue.  Even  in  1097,  when  the  idea  was  first  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Council  for  making  an  allotment  for  Income  Tax 
Inspectors,  it  was  opposed  by  an  overwhelming  majority.  It  was  then 
pointed  out  that  these  Income  Tax  Inspeotors  were  a  superfluity.  There 
are  Tahasildars,  Peishkars  and  the  Land  Eevenue  Gommissioner 
to  carry  on  the' income' tax  work  efficiently;  and  to  heip' the  Tahsildars 
there  are  the  Pfoverthicars  in  all  pakuthies.  Then,  the  demand  was 
for  seven  Income  Tax  Inspectors.  The  House  rejected  the  whole  item. 
Later  cn  Government  brought-  forward  a  suggestion  that  three 
Inspectors  might  be  allowed  as  an  experimental  measure  and  that  after 
trying  the  experiment,  they  would  ask  for  more  if  necessary.  Ariyhow, 
that- was.  going  on, for  the  last  eleven  years.  They  have  not  sinee  come 
in  for  more  Inspectors;  and  they  have  net  even  justified  the  continuance 
of-  the  present  Inspectors.  The  Retrenchment-  Committee  also  has 
suggested  that,  these  Income  Tax  Inspectors’'  pos.ts  could  well  be 
abolished,  T  think  it  .is  only  good  economy  that  these  posts  are  abolished 
and  the  expenditure  avoided.-  There1  are  only  three  Inspectors— one  at 
Trivandrum,  another’ at  Quilon  and"  the- third  at  Alleppey.  The  very 
fact  that  the  Government  do  not  want  inspectors  in  Kottayfim, 
Nagercoil  and  other  equally  important  places’  show's  that’ the  Inspectors 
are  not  absolutely  necessary.  Anyhow,  Government  have  got  the  list 
of  personayvtedMe  i»  a-position  to  pay  income  taxi.-  The-  list-  must  have 
M-readiy'  been-  prepared, ..-and  if-  any  persons,  a*e.’itf  a  position  to  pay 
iUcoiiie  tax-,  tbere-is  riot- much  difficulty  in  finding  t-hfeih  out.  In- all 
these  places,  there  are  the.  Municipalities,  and  it  is  not  difficult  to  get 
a  list  of- such  poisons:- from  them.  With  these;  words,  I  move  this- motion 
.  for  the  consideration  of  the  House.

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MR.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (Nominated):  Sir,  I  also  suppc933 
the  motion  of  Mr.  Asan.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  there  are  Income 
Tax  Inspectors  there  are  what  are  called  vagaries  in  that  section  of  the. 
Land  Revenue  Department. There  are  diploma-holding  Clerks,  and 
Income  Tax  Auditors  and  the  so-called  confidential  enquiries  made  by 
the  Inspectors  are  not  at  all  based  on  correct  information.  Round 
.  figures  are  very  often  arbitrarily  fixed,  and  merchants  and  traders  are 
therefore  put  to  very  great  hardship.  I  know  95  per  cent,  of  suchA 
cases  come  up  in  appeal,  and  most  of  the  appeals  are  allowed  by  the 
Dewan  Peishkacs  and  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner.  To  avoid  such  ^ 
contingencies  and’for  the  work  being  efficiently  discharged,  it  is  enough 
if  there  are  only  Income  Tax  Auditors  and  qualified  people  appointed 
as  Clerks  in  the  Assistant  Dewan  Peishkars’  Offices.  The  Income  Tax 
Inspectors’  posts  are  quite  unnecessary.  The  other  day,  at  the  time  of  > 
the  general  discussion  of  the  Budget,  Mr.  Chidambaram  Pillai  rightly  ' 
referred  to  the  hardships  of  the  merchants,  viz.,  that  the  accounts 
are  not  properly  scrutinised.  There  are  no  data,  and  very  often  the 
assessment  is  made  on  wrong  information  supplied  by  the  Income  Tax 
Inspectors.  I  am  also  of  opinion  that  the  round  figures  at  which  assess¬ 
ments*  are  made  are  very  often  imaginary  and  the  merchants  are  put 
to  very  great  difficulties.  With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion  of 
Mr.  Asan. 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Shertala  I)  :  Sir,  I  rise^ 
to  support  the  motion  of  Mr.  Asan.  I  think  that  the  Income  Tax  1 
Inspectors’  posts  must  go.  These  are  days  of  financial  stringency  when 
the  representatives  of  the  people  and  the  officials  have  to  consult  each 
other  whether  they  could  successfully  cut  down  public  expenditure 
without  prejudice  to  the  efficiency  of  the  administration.  This  is  one 
of  those  items.  In  this  case,  the  efficiency  of  the  administration  will 
not  suffer,  and  as  such  these  offices  can  be  abolished  with  advantage. 
So,  I  support  the  motion. 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  hand  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) ;  Sir,  as  Mr.  Asan  pointed  out,  there  are  only  three» 
Inspectors  —  one  for  Trivandrum,  another  for  Quilon  and  a  third  for* 
Alleppey.  These  towns  are  admittedly  large  business  centres,  and  ifi 
the  interest  of  revenue  which  is  due  to  Government,  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  maintain  these  Inspectors.  It  is  true  that,  in  the  case 
big  Companies,  profit  and  loss  accounts  are  kept  properly  and  the  Co|-’ 
lectors  have  only  to  peruse  them  and  assess  income  tax.  But,  these 
are  a  large  number  of  persons'  in  these  towns  and  other  places  who  dcr 
'  not  keep  their  accounts  in  the  form  in  which  they  ought  to  be  kept. 

.  When  they  are  asked  to  produce  accounts,  they  do  not  sometimes  do  it. 
Som  etimes  .they  keep  incorrect  accounts.  In  large  towns  where  there 
are  a  number  of  assessees,  the  Collector  requires  the  help  of  an  office*,, 
like  the  Income  Tax  Inspector  to  help  him  to  find  out  the  persons  whd 
■  are  assessable  to  income  tax.  It  has  been  said  that  the  Inspectors  are 
not  necessary  because  there  is  the  norms, 1  staff  of  the  Land  Revenu^ 
Pepartment,  the  -Tahsildars  and  the  Proverthikars,  "to  carry  ofi  th* 
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necessary  enquiry.  Proverthikars  and  Tahsildars  carry  on  the  enquiry 
in  the  taluk  areas,  but  in  large  towns,  '  it  is  not  possible  for  them  to 
come  in  close  contact  with  the  merchants  and  other  business  men. 

Mr.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  ( Changanachery  cum  -Peer made  11)-,  Are 
there  no  municipalities  in  these  places? 

,  RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PlLLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
fax  Commissioner) :  There  are.' 

MR.  R,  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Changanachery  cum  Pen-made  II) :  Are 
there  not  professional  taxes  ? 

RAO.  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Lewd  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax.  Commissioner)  :  Yes.  ■ 

Mr.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  ,  (Chang anachery  cum  Peermaie  II) :  What 
is  the  kind  of  people  whom  these  Inspectors  tax  in  .addition  to  the  tax 
levied  by  the  Municipal  authorities  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
fax  Commissioner) :  In  spite  of  these  Municipalities,  the  Income  Tax 
Inspectors  do  find  new  assessees  and  add  to  the  income.  I  find  from  a 
statement  submitted  to  Government  some  time  ago  that,  in  the  yearll04, 
the  Inspectors  were  responsible  for  bringing  to  light  an  income  of 
Bs.  11,500.  In  the  next  year  they  brought  to  light  about  Rs.  8,000;  and 
the  next  year  Rs.  6,000.  The  fall  ,'of  course,  is  due  to  the  economic 
depression. 

Mr.  R,  RAMAN  PILLAI  ( Changanachery  cum  Peermqde  II)  n.  Can  it 
not  be  avoided  by  appointing,  efficient  officers  under  Municipalities  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  I  do  not  think  Government  have  anything  to  do 
with  the.  appointment  of  officers  under  Municipalities, ’ 

Mr.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Changanachery  cum  Peermade  II) :  Is  not 
the  Trivandrum  Municipality  under  the  control  of  the  Government  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag,  Land  Revenue  and  Income

Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  ■  They  are  first  scrutinised  by  the  Hewau  Peishkars 
and  then  by  the  Income  Tax  Commissioner. 

MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban )  :  How  many  diaries 
has  the  Commissioner  to  scrutinise  every  month  ?  I. want  the  inform¬ 
ation  just  to  get  a  working  idea. 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  They  are  sending  weekly  diaries,  I  believe. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I)  :  Are  there  not 
instances  of  erroneous  information,  as  to  assessability,  supplied  by  these 
Inspectors  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  DR,  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  It  is  likely  that,  in  some  cases,  appeal*  may  be 
preferred  against  the  assessment  made  at  the  instance  of  these  Ins¬ 
pectors.  But,  I  cannot  say  that  I  have  come  across  specific  instances 
in  which  erroneous  information  has  been  furnished  by  the  Income  Tax 
Inspectors. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  ;  if  these  posts  are  aho- 
lished,  will  it  not  he  a  saving  of  some  time  to  the  Commissioner,  since 
he  will  not  have  any  of  their  diaries  to  examine  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land .  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) ;  I  do  not  think  so. 

Mr.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Thodupuzha  cum  Devicolam ):  May 
T  know  who  conducts  the  investigation,  done  by  the  Inspectors,  in 
places  where  there  are  no  Inspectors  ?  . 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  The  Revenue  staff. 

Mr.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Thodupuzha  cum  Devicolam) :  Pro* 
verahikars? 
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RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KllNJAN  PILLAI  ( Ag .  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  '  Proverthikars  and  Tahsildars. 

IV|R.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Thodupuaka  cum  Devicolam)  -  Could 
they  not  do  it  in  these  three  towns  also  ?

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KllNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Co  mnissioner)  :  Bor  income  tax  purposes,  it  is  not  as  big  as  any 
of  these  three  towns  where  we  now  have  Income  Tax  Inspectors. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram):  Who  does  the  Income  Tax  Inspectors’  work  at  Kot¬ 
tayam  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr,  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  The  Tahsildars  and  other  Bevenue  officers. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  Has  it  ever  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Commissioner 
that  the"  work  was  not  being  done  satisfactorily,  at  Kottayam,  for  in- 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  No  ;  Kottayam  is  not  as  big  a  business  centre 
as  the  other  three  towns. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram) :  What  is  the  amount  of  income  tax  collected  at  Kot¬ 
tayam  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  I  am  sorry  I  have  not  got  that  information  now. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  Am  I  to  understand  that  the  member  is  not  in  a 
position  to  give  a  comparative  statement  of  the  income  tax  collections 
of  Kottayam  and  the  other  three  towns  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner ) ;  I  have  not  got  the  information  with  .  me  at 
present.  , 

Mr.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (Nominated)  :  Has  not  the  Com¬ 
missioner  come  across  instances  of  assessment  being  made  on  erroneous 
information  supplied  by  the  Inspectors  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  •  I  have  come  across  cases  of  erroneous  informa¬ 
tion  furnished  by  Proverthicars,  but  not  by  Inspectors. 

'  Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )':  May  I  know  the  circurn 
stances  which  enabled  the  Commissioner  to  affirm  that  these  amounts, 
referred  to  by  him  just  a  while  ago,  were  collected  because  of  thg 
Inspectors?' 
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RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  RUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner ) :  I  say  so  on  the  authority  of  my  predecessor  in 
office  who  has  shown,  in  a  letter  to  Government,  that  these  amounts 
were  collected  as  a  result  of  information  furnished  by  the  Inspectors. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala) :  How  does  the  member  find 
it  possible  to  state  definitely  that,  but  for  these  Inspectors,  these 
amounts  would  not  have  been  collected  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (A g.- Land  Revenue  and  Income. 
Tax  Commissioner) :  Because,  it  was  these  Inspectors  who  actually 
detected  the  assessees  and  reported  that  they  had  assessable  income. 

Mr.  M,  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala) :  Am  I  to  understand  that, 
but  for  these  Inspectors,  these  amounts  would  not  have  been  collected? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  Certainly. 

Mr.  M,  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)-.  May  I  know  whether 
Nagereoil,  in  the  opinion  of  the  member,  is  less  important,  as  a  busi¬ 
ness  centre,  than  Quilon  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  It  is  a  matter  of  opinion.  I  think  it  is  not  as 
important  as  Quilon  or  Alleppey. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  Has  the  member  any  figures 
to  support  his  statement  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and; Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  ■.  That  is  my  impression;  I  have  not  got  figures. 
If  the  member  thinks  that  Nagereoil  is  really  more  important,  Govern¬ 
ment  have  certainly  no  objection  to  appoint  an  Income  Tax  Inspector 
for  Nagereoil  also. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ) :  My  point  is  that,  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  Nagereoil  is  a  bigger  business  centre  than  Quilon,  for 
instance,  the  collection  of  income  tax  there  has  been  'going  on  quite 
satisfactorily  without  any  Income  Tax  Inspector,  and  that,  therefore, 
there  cannot  be  any  real  need  for  these  Inspectors  in  any  town  in 
Travanoore. 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N-  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  Sir,  I  may  inform  the  House  that,  if  they  are 
really  keen  on  the  abolition  of  these  appointments,  Government  have 
no  objection  to  consider  the  question.  Personally,  I  am  not  sure 
whether  such  a  step  will  not  lead  to  loss  of  revenue. 

M?.  PUTHUPALM  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  Was  there  not 
a  recommendation  :by  the  Dewan  Eeishkars  that  these  posts  might  be 
abolished  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)-,  Such,  a  recommendation  was  once  made  by  the 
Dewan  Peisbkar  who  was  then  in  charge  of  the  Land  Revenue  and 
Income  Tax  Departments. 
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MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  ID  :  Did  not  the 

Quilon  Peishkar  once  recommend  it  ?  Did  not  the  Trivandrum  Peishkar 
also  do  it  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr,  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  Ug.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  I  do  not  know.  I  say,  Government  are  prepared 
to  consider  the  question  of  abolishing  these  posts. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II) :  Has  not  the 
Land  Revenue  Commissioner  considered  this  question  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) ;  He  once  considered  it  and  wrote  to  Government 
that  the  posts  should  not  be  abolished.  He  now  thinks  that,  if  it  is 
the  wish  of  the  House,  he  may  reconsider  the  question. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  11):  Did  not  the 
Retrenchment  Committee  recommend  the  abolition  of  these  posts  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  It  was  as  a  resnlt  of  their  recommendation  that 
the  Dewan  Peishkar  in  charge  of  the  Department  recommended  the 
abolition  of  the  posts.  But,  when  the  permanent  Commissioner  took 
charge,  he  disagreed  with  him  and  wrote  to  Government  to  say  that 
the  posts  were  necessary. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II):  I  suppose, 
now  the  Government  are  willing  to  abolish  the  posts. 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Co  nmissioner)  :  Government  will  consider  the  question  if  that  is 
the  wish  of  the  House. , 

MS.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II)  .  I  thought  the 
member  said  that  Government  would  do  it. 

'  RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  ■.  If  the  House  is  in  favour  of  it. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  In  view  of  the  fact - 

that  my  motion  has  been  accepted . 

■  RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
l'  'ax  Commissioner)  :  Sir,  I  want  the  vote  of  the  House. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara):  I  have  nothing  more 
to  add,  except  to  say  that  it  is  regrettable  that,  the  Commissioner  has 
not  been  able  to  give  ns  the  figures  even  for  1107,  and  that  we  have 
not  got  the  Administration  Report  for  Income  Tax  for  1107  so  that 
we  were  not  in  a  position  to  offer  more  criticisms  about  income  tax. 
With  these  words,  I  press  this  motion  to  a  division. 

The  motion  was  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Motion  No.  56. 

The  following  motion  being  identical  was  not  moved  : — 

Mu,  T.  P.  Velayodhan  Pildai  : 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  6,020  for  salaries  by  Rs-  4,500. 

Motion  No,  57. 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South) :  Sir, 

I  beg  to  make  the  following  motion  : 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  92,920  under  Demand  II  by  Re.  I, 
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PRESIDENT  :  I  cannot  hear  you,  Mr.  Chidambaram  Pillai. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  .{Commerce  and  Industry,  South):  Sir, 
I  represent  a  constituency  which  has  been  mainly  framed  on  an  income 
tax  basis.  In  the  elections  of  1106,  there  were  nearly  700  voters  in 
my  constituency.  During  the  present  elections,  there  were  318  voters 
in  my  constituency.  That  itself  shows,  without  any  thing  more,  that, 
in  the  space  of  a  year  and  a  half,  the  incomes  of  about  350  merchants 
and  industrialists  have  dwindled  down  to  incomes  not  assessable  to; 
income  tax.  That  shows  that  industry  and  commerce  have  been  hard  hit 
by  the  economic  depression  which  has  been  prevalent.  In  these  circumst- 
ances,  it  becomes  necessary  that  the  income  tax  which  is  levied  from 
these  people  will  have  to  be  reduced.  A  recommendation  to  that 
effect  was  made  by  the  non-official  members  of  the  Economic  Depres¬ 
sion  Enquiry  Committee,' that  income  tax  must  be  reduced  for  the  year 
1107 ;  but  that  was  not  accepted  by  Government.  Of  course,  I 
am  perfectly  aware  that  the  motion  which  I  have  made  will  not  be  a 
popular  one  for  the  simple  reason  that  the  Income  Tax  Regulation 
itself,  curiously  enough,  came  to  be  introduced  on  account  of  a  public 
request.  That  is  one  of  the  measures  which  came  to  be  insisted  upon 
by  the  members  of  the  old  Legislative  Council  and  the  Popular  Assem¬ 
bly.  So  much  so  at  the  time  it  was  introduced,  that  is  in  the  year 
1096,  it  was  a  period  of  prosperity  for  trade  and  industry.  That  was 
about  1921  and  1922.  When  it  was  introduced  it  looked  as  though 
it  was  introduced  as  a  mere  matter  of  vengeance  on  the  part  of  those 
people  who  were  paying  land  tax.  They  thought  that  there  were 
classes  of  people  like  the  merchants  and  Government  officials  who  were 
paying  no  tax  whatsoever  to  the  Government  and  therefore  they 
thought  ‘Let  them  also  pay  tax’.  Now  what  happened  when  that 
Regulation  came  to  be  passed  was  that  the  administration  itself  was 
begun  to  he -taxed.  But  the  Government  officials  went  off  scot- free 
because  at  the  time  of  the  Regulation  there  was  an  official  Salaries 
Committee  which  sat  for  an  increase  in  the  official  salary;  and  the  officers 
got  increased  salaries;  so  that  what  was  gained  in  the"  rounds 
was  lost  in  the  swings.  What  the  public  got  by  means  of  income 
tax. from  the  officials  had  to  be  returned  in  double  the  quantity 
in  the  increase  of  pay  given  to  them.  But  at  that  time,  that  is 
in  1921  and  1922,  the  merchants  were  having  a  good  time  of 
it  and  therefore  they  did  not  feel  the  payment  of  the  income  tax  as  be¬ 
ing  unduly  severe.  But,  at  the  present  moment,  in  Travancore,  the  people 
who  have  got  to  pay  income  tax  are  lawyers,  merchants  and  people 
who  are  engaged  in  industries.  As  regards  the  lawyers,  of  course,  they 
are  by  the  etiquette  of  their  profession  not  permitted  to  advertise  their 
activities.  Therefore,  they  are  bound  to  pay  income  tax  even  though 
most  of  them  are  not  in  a  position  to  do  that,  because  they  have  got 
to  keep  up  appearances,  and  appearances  count  for  a  good  deal  in  the 
profession.  Even  though  the  economic  condition  is  such  that  many  a 
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lawyer  finds  it  difficult  to  pay  income  tax  he  is  still  paying  it.  As 
regards  the  merchants  also,  the  difficulty  is  that  as  a  matter  of  fact 
most  of  them  are  not  making  any  profit ;  but  somehow  or  other  they 
are  being  assessed,  and.  they  are  paying  it  also,  because,  from  the  figures 
which  I  have  given  of  my  constituency,  some  of  the  people  will  have 
gone  to  the  Insolvency  Court;  and  it  is  never  a  good  policy  on  the  part 
of  any  merchant  to  go  to  the  court  and  say  that  he  is  not  paying  in¬ 
come  tax.'  That  will  affect  his  credit.  But,  of  course,  we 
have  got  to  make  something  out  of  this  tax  somehow  or  other,  and  the 
most  important  thing  to  remember  is  that  in  the  matter  of  assess¬ 
ment  there  is  considerable  difficulty.  In  British  India  a  question 
arose  as  to  how  the  original  assessment  to  income  tax  has  to  be  made. 
In  British  India  it  is  being  made  by  means  of  confidential  non¬ 
official  agencies  such  as  the  local  boards,  district  boards  and  munici¬ 
palities.  Here  in  this  House  also  the  question  was  raised  why  the 
agency  of  the  municipality  could  not  be  utilised  for  the  purpose  of 
original  assessment.  The  Income  Tax  Commissioner  and  the  Inspectors 
have  got  to  be  judges  in  the  matter  and  it  will  not  do  well  if  they 
themselves  go  forward  and  assess  the  tax  to  be  paid.  It  would  be 
much  better  if  some  intermediate  agency  between  the  tax-payer  and 
the  tax-gatherer  is  introduced.  Let  them  sit  in  judgment  upon  the 
assessment  made  by  the  intermediate  agencies.  The  best  available 
agency  here  will  be  the  municipalities.  Unfortunately,  it  so  happens 
that  the  professional  tax  levied  by  the  municipality  is  itself  based  upon 
the  income  tax  returns.  That  is  where  the  difficulty  arises  so  far  as 
I  know.  In  England,  on  the  other  hand,  they  have  got  special  Com¬ 
missioners,  selected  from  the  Land  Revenue  and  general  commissioners 
who  are  drawn  from  the  local  gentry  itself.  That  will  be  a  good 
thing  in  the  case  of  land  revenue  also.  That  is  to  say,  it  is  the  people’s 
representatives  who  act  as  the  original  assessors,  and  it  is  the  Income 
Tax  Commissioner  who  sits  in  appear  upon  the  original  assessors  and 
the  subordinate  Income  Tax  officers,  and  both  sides  are  heard 
and  the  matter  settled  in  the  event  of  any  dispute  arising.  Any¬ 
how,  at  the  present  moment,  the  introduction  of  a  non-official 
agency  in  the  matter  of  the  original  assessment  is  absolutely  essential 
because  there  is  a  good  deal  of  complaint  in  the  matter  of  assessment. 
Notices  are  issued  to  people,  and  that  leads  often  to  complaints ;  and 
ultimately  a  small  proportion  of  the  people  to  whom  notices  are  issued 
come  to  be  taxed.  That  could  be  avoided,  and  if  anything  could  be 
done.-in  these  days  of  economic  depression  my  suggestion  will  be  to 
take  away  the  taxes  from  merchants  and  lawyers.  In  the  alternative, 
the  best  thing  would  be  to  introduce  a  non-official  agency  to  fix  the 
original  assessment.  With  these  words,  I  move  the  motion. 

Mr.  M.  N.  NAIR  ( Eoitayam  1)  ■,  Sir,  Jjl  have  great  pain  to  diffeT 
from  my  friend  Mr.  Chidambaram  Pillai  in  his  argument  in  favour  of 
taking  away  the  income  tax  from  merchants  and  lawyers.  On  the  other 
hand*  I  think  it  is  very  fair  to  put  efficient  men  to  go  into  the  accounts 
dearly  and  correctly.  The  other  day,  Mr.  Chidambaram  Pillai  himself 
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complained  about  the  inability  of  the  assessors  to  go  into  the  accounts 
of  merchants  to  assess  income  tax.  That  difficulty  I  also  have  been 
feeling  because  I  am  a  resident  of  the  Alleppey  town.  Almost  all  the 
merchants  in  Alleppey  town  are  Guzaratis' and  they  are  the  biggest 
merchants  also.  Their  accounts  are  kept  in  Guzarati.  Therefore,  the 
officers  who  are  to  assess  them  are  not  able  to  go  into  their  accounts 
correctly,  Therefore,  I  think  our  Income  Tax  Department  also  is  suffer- 
ing  much  in  the  way  of  their  income.  Some  merchants  are  not  giving 
as  much  income  tax  as  they  ought  to  give.  That  is  my  opinion  in  the 
matter.  Travancore  is  a  country  where  it  seems  the  land  owners  are 
more  severely  taxed  than  all  other  people  who  get  income  by  other 
means.  I  do  not  know  why  my  friend  requests  exemption  for  lawyers 
also  in  the  matter  of  income  tax.  Perhaps  this  House  consists  of  many 
of  the  biggest  lawyers  who  can  argue  in  his  favour  very  well. 

I  therefore  want  to  impress  upon  the  Government  that  it  is  very 
necessary  to  appoint  income  tax  assessors  who  are  able  to  go  into  the 
accounts  of  all  merchants,  who  know  Guzarati,  Tamil  and  all  other 
languages  and  who  are  experts  in  looking  into  the  accounts  also.  That 
is  the  point  I  want  to  urge  upon  this  House,  and  doing  that  I  take  my 
seat. 

MR.  T-  K.  VELl)  PILLAl  (Trivandrum-Urban)  •  Sir,  I  wish  to  say  a 
word  ;  and  I  do  so  for  a  personal  reason  as  well.  I  was  one  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  on  the  Assembly  who  asked  for  the  imposition  of  income  tax.  It 
was  in  1090.  It  was  then  a  prosperous  time  when  the  land  owners 
alone  were  paying  heavy  taxes.  Some  of  ns  did  not  like  the  lawyers, 
merchants  and  others  who  made  large  incomes  to  go  scot-free. 
But  yesterday  I  was  able  to  find  that  this  House  was  in  favour  of 
coming  to  the  rescue  of  agriculturists  whether  they  are  rich  men  or 
poor  men.  If  so,  the  representatives  of  other  professions,  the  lawyers, 
merchants  and  others  may  also  be  entitled  to  some  kind  of  considera¬ 
tion.  So,  during  the  time  of  the  economic  depression,  so  long  as  it 
prevails,  I  request  that  Government  be  pleased  to  consider  a  reduction 
of  'the  rates  of  income  tax. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta ) :  I  have  tabled  a 
similar  motion.  May  I  speak  on  the  motion  before  the  House  and  also 
move  mine?

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Mb.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattur  cam 
Pattanapuram) :  Sir,  I  also  rise  to  oppose  the  motion.  In  the  case  of 
income  tax  payers,  their  tax  is  automatically  reducediwhen  their  income 
is  reduced.  Therefore  there  is  no  need  to  give  them  any  relief. 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Ag .  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner ) :  Sir,  Mr.  Chidambaram  Pillai’s  motion,  as  far  as  I 
had  been  able  to  hear  him,  is  to  exempt  merchants  and  lawyers  from 
the  payment  of  income  tax.  But,  as  has'been  pointed  out  by  some  mem¬ 
bers  on  the  other  side  of  the  House,  it  is  only  the  income  earned  by  the 
merchants  and  lawyers  that  is  being  taxed.  If  their  income  is  less  this 
year  than  it  was  last  year,  to  that  extent  the  tax  they  have  to  pay  will 
also  be  less.  Income  up  to  Rs.  2,000  is  not  taxed  at  all.  Only  those 
who  can  pay  are  being  taxed.  I  do  not  see  any  reason  why  exemption 
should  be  granted  to  lawyers  and  merchants  alone.  If  they  do  earn 
an  assessable  income,  it  is  only  fair  that  they  pay  a  portion  as 
tax  to  Government.  If  exemption  is  urged  on  the  ground  of  economic 
depression,  I  do  not  know  where  we  will  be  landed.  Yesterday,  the  House 
passed,  a  motion  to  the  effect  that  25  per  cent,  of  the  land  tax  should  be 
remitted.  No.w  income  tax  is  also  to  be  remitted  and  later  on,  there 
will  probably  be  motions  for  reduction  of  other  taxes  as  well.  If  all  these 
requests  are  granted.  I  do  not  know  where  we  will  be  landed.  In 
this  particular  case,  we  are  taxing  only  the  income  actually  earned  and 
to  me  it  seems  that  there  is  no  unfairness  in  this. 

Begarding  Mr.  M.  N.  Nair’s  suggestion  that  assessors  who  know 
Guzarati  should  he  appointed,  at  Alleppey,  I  may  say  that  it  is  true  that 
merchants  in  Alleppey  are  keeping  accounts  in  Guzarati.  But  it  is 
difficult  to  find  an  officer  who  knows  Guzarati.  Anyhow  it  is  a 
matter  for  consideration  whether  it  will  be  possible  to  get  one  who 
knows  the  intricate  Guzarati  system  of  keeping  accounts. 

Mr.  Chidambaram  Pillai’s  motion  should  not  however  be  carried, 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  :  Sir; 
I  did  not  expect  any  sympathy  from  the  Land  Revenue  Commiisioner  ; 
because  yesterday  he  was  not  very  considerate  to  the  poor  tax  payers 
who' paid  Be.  1  and  less  as  tax.  What  I  wish  to  point  out  is  that  some 
of  us  were  trying'to  put  up  a  brave  appearance  in  the  midst  of  economic 
difficulties.  I  withdraw  the  motion. 

The  motion  was,1  by  leave,  withdrawn. 

Motion  No.  58. 

The  following  motion  was  not  moved. 

Mr.  M.  N.  Hair  : 

To  reduce  the  total  allotment  of  Es.  U, 320  under  Demand  II  by  Re.  1. 

Motion  No.  59. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta) :  Sir,  I  beg  to  make 
the  following  motion : 

To  reduoe  the  total  allotment  of  Es.  19,320  under  Demand  JI  by  Be.  1. 

Sir,  my  object  in  making  this  motion  is  to  offer  a  few  remarks  re¬ 
garding  the  administration  of  the  law  of  income  tax.  The  law  of  income 
tax  is  administered  by  a  set  of  officers  who  are  not  well  trained  in  the 
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administration  of  the  law.  This  leads  to  great  difficulties  and  inconveni¬ 
ence  to  the  general  public.  The  difficulties  are  only  accentuated  by  the 
fact  that  the  law  is  a  fiscal  enactment.  The  difficulties  arise  in  this 
way.  The  interpretation  of  a  fiscal  enactment  like  the  Income  Tax 
Begulation  has  to  be  done  on  different  lines  from  the  general  law.  I 
will  refer  to  one  rule  of  interpretation.  One  fundamental  rule  of  interpreta¬ 
tion  is  that  .  where  a  particular  provision  in  a  fiscal  Act  is  capable  of 
being  interpreted  in  two  ways,  one  favourable  to  the  subject  and  the 
other  unfavourable  to  the  subject, :the  interpretation  which  is  favourable 
to  the  subject  should  be  adopted.  This  is  not  being  done  by  the  Income 
Tax  authorities,  either  because  they  ignore  it  altogether  or  because  they 
have  not  understood  it  properly.  If  only  they  will  keep  this  in  mind,  a 
great  deal  of  the  difficulties  of  the  assessees  could  be  obviated. 

Another  point  I  wish  to  emphasise  is  that,  under  the  Income  Tax 
Law,  it  is  the  ^income  that  actually  accrues,  arises  or  is  received  in 
Travancore  that  is  liable  to  be  assessed.  Persons  who  get  their  income 
from  places  outside  Travancore  are  not  liable  unless  such  income  is 
brought  into  Travancore.  This  rule  has  to  be  borne  in  mind  constantlyin 
the  case  of  assessees  in  places  lying  in  the  borders  of  Travancore.  People 
Who  are  on  the  borders  of  Travancore  have  got  properties  both  in 
Travancore  and  in  British  India.  The  fact  that  they  hold  properties  in 
British  India  will  not  render  them  liable.  Unless  inoome  derived  from 
such  properties  is  brought  into  Travancore  ,it  cannot  be  made  the  basis 
of  liability.  Very  many  cases  of  such  liability  have  been  brought  to. my 
notice.  I  hope  the  Income  Tax  authorities  will  take  note  of  this  point 
and  see  that  no  inconvenience  is  caused  to  assessees  in  this  direction. 

Another  point  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  is  the 
fact  that  there  are  difficulties  created  by  the  working  of  Section  23  of 
the  Income  Tax  Regulation.  This  section  lays  down  the  powers  of  re¬ 
vision  of  the  Chief  Revenue  Authority.  Apparently  it  gives  very  wide 
powers  to  the  Chief  Revenue  Authority.  Under  the  cloak  of  the  powers 
given  by  this  section,  the  Chief  Revenue  Authority  sometimes  tries  to  . 
bring  under  assessment  incomes  which  have  probably  escaped  assess¬ 
ment  for  several  years,  or  he  seeks  to  revise  the  proceedings  on  which 
orders  had  long  since  been  passed  by  subordinate  officers.  In  British 
India  similar  powers  are  given  under  a  similar  section  of  the  British 
Indian  Act.  But,  by  an  executive  circular  of  the  Government  of  India, 
the  Income  Tax  Commissioners  are  specially  directed  not  to  exercise 
powers  under  the  Section  on  assessment  proceedings  on  which  sub¬ 
ordinate  officers  have  passed  orders  more  than  a  year  ago.  The  exercise 
of  these  reVilional  powers  have  created  very  many  difficulties  for  many 
assessees.  I  hope  the  Government  will  take  note  of  this  fact  and  limit  . 
the  power  of  the  Chief  Revenue  Authority  in  casesi  ofirevision  to  one 
year,  in  the  same  way  as  the  British  Indian  Government  have  limited 
the  retisional  powers. 

Another  point  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  this  House  is  the 
exercise,  of  the  powers  under  Section  ■  25  of  the  Income  Tax 
Regulation.  This  Section  lays  down  the  powers  of  assessment  in  respect  ~ 
pf  incomes  which  have  escaped  assessment  or  on  which  inadequate 
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assessment  has  been  made.  The  exercise  of  the  powers  under  this  Section 
is  subject  to  the  same  formalities  as  are  to  be  gone  through  in  the 
case  of  original  assessment.  This  fact  is  very  often  forgotten,  and  income 
tax  authorities  are  ready  to  pounce  upon  the  assessees  without  the  ordin¬ 
ary  formalities  of  issuing  D.  notice,  etc.  This  is  also  a  subject  of  com. 
plaint.  I  hope  the  Chief  Bevenue  Authority  or  the  Government  will 
give  due  consideration  to  these  remarks  of  mine  and  rectify  these  mis¬ 
takes.  With  these  words,  I  place  my  motion  before  the  House. 

RAO  [SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  Sir,  Mr.  Karayalar’s  chief  complaint  is  about  the 
interpretation  of  the  Income  Tax  Begnlation.  I  must  say  that  doubts 
have  arisen  about  some  Sections  of  the  Begulation,  and  the  question 
of  amending  these  Sections  is  now  before  the  Government.  Since  its 
enactment,  our  Begnlation  has  not  been  amended.  The  corresponding 
British  Indian  Act  has  been  amended  several  times.  It  is  necessary  to 
amend  our  Begulation  also  so  as  to  bring  it  into  line  with  the  British 
Indian  Act.  The  whole  question  is  now  being  considered  by  the 
Government. 

HIr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta ) ;  Do  the  Govern- 
ment  have  any  objection  in  issuing  a  specific  direction  under  Section  23 
as  in  British  India  ? 

;  RAO  8AHIB  Dr.  N.  K  UN  JAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue,  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  That  Section  says  that  the  Chief  Bevenue  Authority 
can  call  for  any  assessment  proceedings  which  have  been  taken  by  any 
officer  subordinate  to  him,  and  make  such  orders  therein  as  he  thinks 
fit.  It  confers  the  power  on  the  Chief  Bevenue  Authority  to  call  for 
any  record  on  the  proceedings  relating  to  an  income  and  assess  that 
income  that  has  escaped  assessment.  Now,  the  question  is  whether,  the 
Chief  Bevenue  Authority  should  do  this  within  one  year  as  laid  down  in 
another  Section.  In  the  corresponding  Section  in  British  India  there 
occur  the  words  “Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act.”  This  shows  that 
that.  Section  is  subject  to  other  provisions  of  that  Act.  We  have  not. got 
such  a  provision  in  the  corresponding  section  in  our  Begulation.  That 
is  why  the  Income  Tax  authorities  interpret  this  Section  in  the  way  in 
which  they  have  done,  namely  that  there  is  no  time  limit.  As  the 
Section  stands  at  present,  the  Chief  Bevenue  Authority  is  not  required 
to  call  for  the  records  and  take  action  within  one  year.  The  question 
of  amending'the  Begulation  is  before  the  Government,  and  when  it  1b 
amended,  all  the  defects  wiil  he  removed.  Now,  Mr.  Karayalar  however 
wants  an  executive  order  to  be  issued  immediately  limiting  the  power 
of  .-revision  by  the  Chief'  Bevenue  Authority  to  one  year.  .This  matter 
will  be  considered  by  Government. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  1KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta ):  Is  the  member 
aware  that  a  similar  order  has  been  passed  by  the  Bevenue  Board  of. 
India  ?  •  ' 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income „ 
Tax  Commissioner);  Probably  it  is  so.  The  question  of  issuing  sue]? 
An  ;order  will  be  considered  here,  also,  . 
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Mr.  Karayalar  then  referred  to  the  assessment  of  income  which  is 
earned  outside  Travancore.  The  rule  is  that  only  the  income  which 
is  brought  into  the  State  should  be  taxed.  If  in  any  case  it  has  been 
done  otherwise,  it  is  a  mistake  and  steps  will  be  taken  to  prevent  such 
mistakes  in  future.  Whether  a  fiscal  law  should  be  interpreted  in  favour 
of  the  assessee  or  the  Government,  that  is  a  moot  question,  and  I  do 
not  want  to  discuss  here  this  economic  question  now. 

MR*  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta)  '  Is  it  an  economic 

question  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Ds.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLA1  Ug.  Land  Revenue  and  Income- 
Tax  Commissioner) :  Or  it  may  be  a  legal  question  also. 

The  interpretation  is  generally  in  favour  of  the  assessees  only, 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta )  :  Are  not  the  In¬ 
come  Tax  authorities  supposed  to' be  aware  of  the  Rules  and  their 
interpretation  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  Ug.  Land  Revenue  mid.  Income 
Tax  Commissioner )  :  As  far  as  possible,  the  interpretation  of  the  Rules 
is  generally  in  favour  of  the  assessees.  I  may  assure  the  House  that  all 
the  points  raised  by  Mr.  Karayalar  will  be  duly  taken  note  of  and  con¬ 
sidered  by  Government.  I  hope  the  member  will  withdraw  his  motion. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta)-.  On  the  assur¬ 
ance  that  he  will  consider  all  the  points  raised  by  me,  I  beg  leave  tq  : 
withdraw  my  motion. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave,  withdrawn. 

Motion  No.  60. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I) :  Sir, I  beg  to  make  the  follow¬ 
ing  motion  : — 

“To. reduce'  the  allotmvnt  of  Jts-  19,320  for  taxes  on  income  by  Rs.  100." 

The  object  is  to  discuss  the  summary  and  often  arbitrary 
procedure  adopted  by  the  Income  Tax  Collector  in  the  matter  of  assess¬ 
ing  taxes  on  income,  and  the  consequent  hardship  occasioned  to  the ' 
public,  and  to  suggest  more  efficient  and  satisfactory  methods  of  doing 
the  same.  This  has  been  discussed  in  the  previous  Councils  also.  The 
procedure  adopted  by  the  Income  Tax  authorities  in‘  the  matter  of. 
assessing  income  tax  is  not  quite  regular.  They  impose  tax  in  an 
arbitrary  manner  and  the  procedure  is  very -often  summary.  The  natural 
result  of  the  summary  procedure  is  that  several  persons  who  have  no 
income  at  all  happen- to'be  assessed  and  persons  who  derive -large 
incomes  escape  assessment.  The  usual  practice  in  assessing  income  tax, 
as  far  as  I  understand  it,  is  this.  Bach  Income  Tax  Collector  has 
a  list;  of-persons  to  he  assessed,  in  his  office.  Based  on  this  list,  notice 
is  issued  to  persons  mentioned  therein  calling  upon  them  to  show 
cause  why  they  should  not-  be  assessed  to  income  tax,  Gn  the 
prescribed  date -after- the  receipt  of  notice,  these  persons  appear  before 
the  authorities  concerned  -with  their  accounts.  Usually,  so  far- as 
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merchants  are  concerned,  the  only  available  evidence  is  their  accounts, 
Whether  the  Income  Tax  Inspectors  go  into  these  accounts  or  not,  the 
authority  who  is  to  assess  income  tax  will  simply  pass  orders  in  this 
manner.  I  had  occasion  to  come  across  a  few  orders.  Their  orders 
go  more  or  less  on  these  lines.  ‘The  person  has  appeared  before  me 
with  his  accounts.  The  Proverthicar  has  reported  that  he  is  liable  to 
assessment  for  an  income  of  so  many  rupees.  I  do  not  believe  the 
accounts.  He  has  been  assessed  to  an  income  of  so  many  rupees  last 
year.  I  see  no ‘reason  why  he  should  begetting  a  less  income  this 
year.  Assessed  accordingly”.  The  mere  fact  that  in  one  year  he  had 
an  income  tax  assessed  on  his  income  does  :not  mean  that  he  must  be 
getting  such  income  in  subsequent  years  also.  This  sort  of  assessment 
is  really  detrimental  to  the  generality  of  people.  So  what  I  beg  to 
submit  is  that  the  proceedings  should  he  regularised.  I  say  an  op- 
portunity  should  be  given  to  persons  who  are  assessed  to  adduce  their 
evidence  if  they  have  as  a  matter  of  fact  no  assessable  income.  What¬ 
ever  evidence  they  produce  should  be  viewed  in  the  proper  spirit  and 
due  credit  should  be  given  to  their  accounts.  The  accounts  produced 
by  merchants  should  not  be  summarily  rejected  by  the  authorities 
saying  "  I  do  not  believe  the  accounts”.  When  they  say  that  they 
do  not  believe  the  accounts  they  must  also  assign  reasons  for  that. 
Merely  on  the  basis  of  the  report  submitted  by  the  Proverthicar  or 
other  revenue  subordinate,  the  Income  Tax  Collectors  should  not 
proceed  to  assess  merchants  and  business  men.  Of  course  as  in  other 
cases  where  evidence  is  taken,  in  this  matter  also,  the  authorities  con¬ 
cerned  can  take  evidence.  Whatever  evidence  is  adduced  should  be 
weighed  properly,  and  if  found  acceptable  should  be  accepted.  If  a 
merchant  is  to  be  assessed,  the  Income  Tax  Collector  can  examine 
witnesses  and  see  whether  after  all  he  has  an  assessable  income.  Simply 
because  a  man  happens  to  pay  in  one  year  some  income  tax  it  should 
not  be  presumed  that  he  has  an  assessable  income  in  the  next  year  also- 
My  object  is  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  the  very  bad  practice 
followed  in  the  matter  of  assessing  income  tax,  and  to  urge  the  necessity 
for  making  improvements  in  the  method  of  assessing  tax  on  income. 
With  .these  words,  I  place  the  motion  for  the  consideration  of  the 
house. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  Sir,  I  second  the  motion; 
and  in  doing  so  I  draw  the  attention  of  the  Kevenue  Commissioner  to 
the  various,  difficulties  that  poor  merchants  and  professional  men  are 
undergoing  today  as  a  result  of  the  vagaries  committed  by  Proverthi- 
cars.  In  moffosil  places,  Proverthicars  give  instructions  to  the  Income 
Tax  Collector  by  sending  false  lists  of  persons  who  have  not  got  suffi¬ 
cient  income.  They,  in  their  turn,  issue  notices  to  persons  who  have 
actually  no  income  at  all.  The  persons,  whether  merchants  or  profes¬ 
sional  men,  after  the  receipt  of  the  notices,  have  to  wait  at  the 
Taluk  Cuteherries  for  several  days,  .invariably  with  their  accounts, 
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the  Collector  at  the  end  saying  that  the  accounts  are  not  properly  kept, 
and  arbitrarily,  unnecessarily  and  unreasonably  assessing  them  on  the 
grounds  that  the  accounts  are  not  correct  and  that  they  are  not  kept  as 
they  ought  to  be.  Such  hardships  unnecessarily  caused  on  persons 
who  have  really  no  income  •  may  be  looked  into.  With  these  words,  I 
Support  the  motion. 

MR.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  ( Nominated ):  I  also  support  the 
motion  of  Mr.  K.  Padmanabhan.  Very  often,  orders  passed  in  income 
tax  eases  are  ex.-pa.rte.  That  is  all.  the  more  the  reason  why  orders 
in  Income  Tax  cases  should  be  passed  with  the  utmost  circumspection 
and  care.  What  happens  is  this.  The  Income  Tax  Collectors  invariably 
pass  orders  simply  on  the  notes  submitted  by  the  clerks.  A  notice  IS . 
form  is  sent  to  the  persons  concerned  calling  upon  them  to  produce  their 
accounts.  Very  often  it  may  happen  that  the  notices  are  not  served  to 
the  parties  concerned,  and  I  know  there  are  many  instances  where  the 
assessees  are  declared  as  defaulters  and  assessed  at  a  very  big  sum  on 
that  account.  Care  is  not  taken  to  have  the  notices  personally  served  and 
sufficient  opportunity  is  not  given  to  the  assessees  to  produce  all  the 
accounts,  vouchers  and  other  records  as  evidence.  Moreover,  the 
Income  Tax  Collector  passes  only  a  short  order  in  two  lines  on 
the  notes  of  the  clerks  like  “Assessed  accordingly”  or  “Assessed  to  pay 
so  much.”  That  is  all  the  order.  The  accounts  are  not  properly  scruti¬ 
nised  ;  evidence  is  not  taken  properly  to  arrive  at  the  correct  figure, 
and  the  hardship  caused  to  the  people  at  large  is  very  great  on 
this  account.  So,  to  improve  the  tone  of  the  system  and  to  adopt  a 
better  procedure  in  arriving  at  correct,  accurate  assessment,  it  is  neces¬ 
sary  that  something  should  be  done.  With  these  words,  I  support  the 
motion,  * 

MR.  V.  RAMAKRISHNA  PANICKAR  ( Kartilcapalli  II) ;  I  support 
the  motion  with  a  view  to  point  out  cdrtain  irregularities  and  high¬ 
handedness  perpetrated  by  certain  underlings  of  the  Department  in 
the  matter  of  assessing  income  tax.  The  Eegnlation  lays  down  certain 
definite  Rules  to  be  followed  on  the  subject.  These  Rules  are  not  strictly 
followed.  If  any  clerk  in  charge  of  the  section  wants  to  spite  a  petty 
merchant  or  any  other  man,  he  issues  or  causes  to  be  issued  a  notice 
asking  him  to  present  himself  with  proper  accounts  before  the 
authority  concerned.  In  case  he  does  not  produce  accounts,  he  is 
assessed,  and  some  instances  have  come  to  my  notice  that  certain 
managers  of  dramatic  parties  were  issued  notices  simply  because  the 
clerk  in  charge  of  the  section  was  not  fgiven  a  free  pass  to  attend  the 
drama.  Such  instances  are  not  rare.  Therefore,  I  suggest  that  where 
such  assessments  are  set  aside  in  appeal  on  flagrant  grounds,  the  person 
responsible  for  the  assessment  must  be. severely  dealt  with. 

RAO  SAHIB  OR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Bevenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  Mr.  Padmanabhan  has  pointed  out  the  difficulties 
which  the  merchants  and  other  assessees  are  subjected  to  in  the  matter 
of  income  tax  assessment  by  the  Collectors,  particularly,  because  some 
collectors  disbelieve  the  accounts  produced  by  them.

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chimyinkil  I) :  Not  merely  this  dis-believing 
of  accounts;  the  whole  procedure  adopted  for  assessment  is  summary 
RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLA1  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner )  In  regard  to  the  dis-believing  of  accounts,  what 
I  have  to  say  is  this.  The  rule  is  that,  when  an  assesses  or  a  would  be 
assessee  is  required  to  produce  his  accounts,  sometimes  he  fails  to  do  so. 
In  order  to  prepare  a  correct  statement  of  income  the  accounts 
have  to  be  kept  in  proper  form.  Large  firms  and  some  merchants 
keep  their  accounts  correctly.  They  show  in  their  accounts  the  correct 
profits  or  loss.  Small  merchants  do  not  as  a  rule  keep  accounts  in 
the  form  in  which  they  ought  to  be;  and  when  they  are  asked  to  explain 
the  reason,  proper  explanations  will  not  be  forthcoming.  In  such 
oases,  suspicion  naturally  arises  as  to  whether  the  assessees  are  not 
trying  to  evade  payment  of  tax  by  purposely  showing  the  income 
as  low  as  possible. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Chvrayinkil  I)  ■.  Am  I  to  understand 
from  the  member  that  the  assessment  is  based  on  sheer  suspicion? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAl  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  No,  what  I  say  is  that  some  merchants  do  not 
keep  their  acoounts  in  the  proper  form,  and  that  when  asked  for  the 
reason  for  not  doing  so  they  "do  not  offer  statisfactory  explanation.  I  can 
give  a  few  instances  of  this  nature.  There  are  cases  in  which  the 
opening  and  closing  balances  do  not  tally.  It  may  be  due  to  the 
ignorance  of  the  merchants  or  to  the  manipulation 'of  the  accounts. 
.Whatever  it  may  be  due  to,  even  the  opening  and  the  closing  balances 
are  not  shown  correctly. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta) :  May  I  ask  the 

■  member  whether  it  cannot  be ’  due  to  destruction  of  articles,  or,  say, 
closing  of  the  shops? 

RAO  SAHI?  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAl  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  It  may  be  so.  But  when  they  are  asked  to  give 
reasons  for  not  keeping  the  accounts  in  proper  form,  why  should  they 
refuse  to  do  so.  ?  Suspicion  naturally  arises  in  such  cases.  The- intention 
of  some  merchants  at  any  rate  is  to  show  their .  p  rofits  as  low  as  possible. 
If:  proper  explanations  are  given  for  the  fall  in  the  profits,  when  asked 
to  do  so,  they  are  believed.  It  is  only  in  other  cases  that  they- are 
disbelieved. 

Mr.  M.  K.  JANARDHANA  KAMATH  ( Commerce  and  Industry ,  North)’, 
goo  rrooc»cs»^6rBot*(Tn@ia?

When  the  accounts  are  not 
clear  the  assessees  are  asked  to  explain  the  reason,  and  when  they  do 
not  give  satisfactory  explanation  there  is  the  provision  in  the  Kegula- 
tion  that  the  Collector  may  use  his  discretion  and  assess  the  income  to 
the  best  of  his  judgment. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIK  ( Nedumangad )  :  In  case  of  suspicion,  is  it  not 
necessary  on  the  part  of  the  Income  Tax  Collector  to  take  independent 
evidence  and  assess  the  party  ? 

Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  Yes,  the  Collector  does  make  independent  en¬ 
quires,  and  the  results  of  these  enquiries  are  compared  with  the  ac¬ 
counts.

Tax  Commissioner) :  By  the  collector. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  1) :  May  I  know  whether  it  is 
the  practice  of  the  Income  Tax  Collectors  to  pass  their  orders  on  the 
reports  of  the  Proverthicars  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  'Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  I  do  not  ’think  so.  In  cases  of  doubts  they  verify 
the  Proverthicars'  reports  with  their  own  enquries  before  they  pass 
orders. 

MR.  N,  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  ( Nominated )  :  May  I  know  whether 
any  witness  is  examined  in  the  manner  in  which  witnesses  are  exam¬ 
ined  in  civil  courts  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.Lcmd  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  ;  I  do  not  think  so.  I  do  not  think  that  there  is 
examination  and  cross  examination  of  witnesses. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ):  May  I  know  whether  the  con¬ 
fidential  enquiry  reports  are  incorporated  in  the  records  of  the  case  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  No;  they  are  confidential. 

Then,  somebody  referred  to  the  issue  of  ,D  notices.  T  may  say  that 
on  the  results  of  the  enquiry’and  the  reports  of  the  Proverthicars  the  col¬ 
lectors  are  in  a  position  to  know  the  probable  persons  to  whom  I)  notice 
should  be  issued.  It  may  so  happen  that  some  to  whom  the  D  notices 
are  issued  do  not  possess  assessable  ineome.  It  is  very  difficult  to  be 
accurate  in  the  selection  of  persons  who  possess  an  assessable  income, 
and  it  may  happen  that  D  notices  are  sometimes  issued  to  persons  who 
have  no  assessable  income.  But  it  is  the  policy  of  the  Department  to 
discourage  the  issue  of  D  notices  indiscriminately.  In  the  course  of  my 
inspections,  I  give  instructions  to  the  collectors  in  this  matter  if  I  find 
that  they  have  been  issuing  a  large  number  of  D  notices  unnecessarily. 

With  regard  to  the  assessment  as  defaulters,  I  may  say  that  the 
course  is  adopted  only  if  the  assessees  do  not  produce  their  accounts  os 
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if  they  do  not  turn  up  when,  called  upon  to  give  evidence.  In  such 
cases,  the  collector  has  no  alternative  but  to  assess  the  person  as  a  de- 
faulter.

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  That  is  the  law  as  it  stands  now. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  : 
Cannot  that  be  remedied  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  K  UN  JAN  PILLAI  (Jg.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) ;  It  may  be  considered. 

All  the  criticisms  that  have  been  made  here  will  be  borne  in  mind, 
and  everything  possible  will  be  done  to  mitigate  the  hardships  experi¬ 
enced  by  the  assessees.

MR.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tirumlla  1)  .  I  submit  that  I  had  sent  in 
a  few  motions  under  Excise.  I  do  not  find  them  printed.  Sir. 

PRESIDENT  :  They  were  late. 

MR.  N.  E-  VARUGHESE  (Timvalla,  I) :  I  sent  them  before  48  hours. 

PRESIDENT  :  Unfortunately,  they  are  also  irregular. 

Motion  32. 

MR.  M.  MAHOMED  HANEEF  ( Nominated )  :  . 

PRESIDENT  :  Can  you  not  speak  in  English,  Mr.  Mahomed 
Haneef  ?  I  think  you  can  speak  in  English  all  right.  Try,  anyhow. 

MR  M.  MAHOMED  HANEEF  (Xovinafed)  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  make  the 
following  motion : 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Ms.  800,  for  local  allowance  to  Inspectors, 

by  Ms.  5. 

My  object  is  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  the  necessity 
for  improving  local  salt.  The  matter  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of 
Government  repeatedly  in  various  sessions  of  the  Sri  Mulam  Popular 
Assembly  and  the  Legislative  Council  ;  still,  I  am  sorry  that  no  impro¬ 
vement  worth  the  name  has  yet  been  made.  Sir,  I  think  God  Almighty 
has  given  us  resources  enough  to  produce  salt  not  only  for  our  needs  but 
also  for  our  neighbours  outside.  When  Nature  has  given  us  all  facili¬ 
ties,  I  do  not  see  any  reason  why  we  should  import  foreign  salt.  Every 
year  I  find  that  a  large  quantity  of  salt  is  left  in  stock  as  surplus  after¬ 
sales.  I  therefore  submit  that  the  practice  of  importing  salt  may  be 
discontinued  at  once  and  that  all  manner  of  facilities  may  be  given  for 
improving  salt  industry  in  Travancore. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  Pi L LAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  What  is  the  sort  of 
facility  that  the  member  has  in  view  for  improving  the  local  salt  indu¬ 
stry? 

Mr.  M.  MAHOMED  HANEEF  ( Nominated ) :  I  understand  that,  out  of 
about  a  thousand  odd  acres  of  salt  pans  in  South  Travancore,  salt  is 
actually  produced  only  in  about  four  hundred  odd  acres.  I  am  sure  if 
the  Government  will  bestow  some  attention  in  the  matter  and  give 
financial  and  other  assistance  to  the  owners  of  the  all  eras,  the  hole 
area  may  be  cultivated  and  the  output  of  salt  increased. 

MR.  A,  S.  DAM0DARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Is  it  due  to  the  fault 
of  Government  that  the  600  odd  acres  of  salt  pans  are  not  being  culti¬ 
vated  ? 

Mr.  M.  MAHOMED  HANEEF  ( Nominated ):  Government  are  not 
giving  the  necessary  impetus. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  What  is  the  sort  of 
impetus,  please  ? 

Mr.  M.  MAHOMED  HANEEF  (Nominated) ;  Mainly  financial  help. 
Many  of  the  licensees  are  not  in  a  position  to  invest  the  necessary 
money.  Government  must  give  easy  loans. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  Do  not  these  licensees, 
who  are  not  able  to  invest,  lease  out  their  alloms  to  people  who  are  in  a 
position  to  invest  ? 
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Mr.  K.  R,  ELENKATH  ( Kalktilam  I ) :  Is  not  the  member  aware  of 
the  fact . . 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  please,  Mr.  Elenkath.  Mr,  Asan  is  asking  a 
question. 

Mr.  A.  S.  BAMODARAN  ASAN  {MaveKkara) :  Do  not  the  persons 
who  are  not  able  to  finance  the  enterprise,  lease  out  their  alloms  to 
others  who  are  in  a  position  to  do  it  ? 

IVlR.  M.  MAHOMED  HANEEF  ( Nominated )  S  Some  people  do  it. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kallcv.lwm  I);  I  rise  to  support  the  motion 
brought  forward  by  Mr.  Haneef.  It  has  been  the  policy  of  Government 
from  very  early  times  to  see  that  the  manufacture  of  salt  is  encourag¬ 
ed.  In  the  Beport  for  1064.  I  find  that  the  policy  of  the  Government 
went  in  'that  direction. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Sher, cotta ):  On  a  point  of 
order,  Sir.  Can  the  policy  of  the  Department  be  discussed  under  a  cut 
of  the  allowances  of  Inspectors  ?• 

PRESIDENT  :  Please  speak  to  the  point,  Mr.’ Elenkath . 

Mr.  K.  R .  ELENKATH  (Kcdhulam  1) :  Sir,  the  object  of  the  motion 
itself  as  mentioned  by  the  member,  was  to  plead  for  enhancing  home 
manufacture  of  salt.  At  present,  Sir,  about  twenty  per  cent,  of  the 
salt  needed  -for  local  consumption  is  being  imported.  I  understand  that 
Some  of  the  pans,  especially  those  in  Colachel  and  Bajakamangalara, 
are  ncrt  working  properly.  As  the  reover  has  pointed  out,  one  great 
difficulty  is  that  the  licensees  cannot  afford  the  necessary  investment. 
Recently,  attempts  have  been  made  by  some  of  these  licensees  to  co¬ 
operate  among  themselves  and  work  the  alloms  on  a  company  bAsis. 
-As  far  as  the  Colachel  allom  is  concerned,  I  know  that,  if  facilities  are 
giten,  the  output  can  be  improved.  There  are,  mainly,  two  disadvan¬ 
tages  under  which  the  lessees  labour,  namely  want  of  brine,  and  want 
'of  facilities  to  pump  out  fresh  water  from  the  pans.  These  can  be 
avoided  'only  by  adequate  financial  help.  The  Colachel  allom  is  being 
worked  under  the  monopoly  system.  Under  that  system  the  lessees  are 
given  4  as.  per  maund,  and  the  Government  have  to  bear  all  the  work¬ 
ing  expenses,  Under  such  a  system  we  cannot  blame  the  licensees. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PiLLAS  ( Fattanamtitta ;):  Except  the  Colachel 
and  the  Bajakamangalam  alloms,  is  there  any  allom  under  the  mono¬ 
poly  system '? 

His.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalhulam  I)  :  As  far  as  I  am  aware,  these 
are  the  only  two  alloms  working  under  the  monopoly  system. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtilta) :  Is  there  any  other 
lessee  or  lessees  enjoying  better  facilities  ;at  the  hands  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  ? 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  {Kalhulam  I):  Under  the  modified  system 
the  lessees  are  enjoying  greater  facilities.  Moreover  some  of  the  alioins 
have  natural  disadvantages,  for  instance,  the  Colachel  alloin.  The  Be- 
.port  says  that  Mr.  Vipan,  who  was  Chief  Engineer  here,  went  into  the 
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question  and  suggested  a  plan  of  work  for  the  satisfactory  working  of 
these  alloms.  If  that  work  is  carried  out,  it  is  sure  to  improve  these 
ailoms  ;  and  local  salt  industry  will,  of  course,  improve. 

With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated) :  I  wish  to  put  a  question  to  the 
member. 

PRESIDENT  :  He  has  sat  down, 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated )  :  I  sympathise  with  the  mover 
of  the  proposition  that  local  salt  industry  must  be  improved  ;  but  I 
entirely  differ  from  him  in  regard  to  his  proposals.  During  the  last  14 
years,  Government  have  been  spending  huge  sums  of  money  for  the 
improvement  of  the  Rajakamangalam  and  Golachel  Alloms  which  are 
the  so-called  monopoly  factories.  But  the  result  has  been  complete 
failure.  My  friend  suggested,  as  a  remedy,  the  pumping  out  of  fresh 
water  and  the  pumping  in  of  brine.  Sir,  that  has  been  tried.  It  pro¬ 
ved  a  failure  :  whether  the  failure  is  due  to  the  ignorance  of  the  De¬ 
partment  or  to  the  way  in  which  the  P.  W.  D.  Officers  executed  the 
work,  I  cannot  say.  The  fact  remains  that  a  good  deal  of  money  has 
been  wasted.  Nobody,  who  knows  anything  about  salt  industry,  will 
again  suggest  to  Government  the  improvement  of  these  factories  under 
existing  conditions. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PtLLA!  (PatlananitUta) :  Is  the  member  com¬ 
pletely  hopeless  about  these  two  alloms  ? 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated )  :  I  fear. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA;  PILLAt  (Pallanamliita)  :  Can  the  member 
think  of  any  uncultivated  allom  which  can  he  improved  ? 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated ):  No. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  P1LLAI  (Paitanamtitta) ;  So,  local  salt  industry 
cannot  be  improved,  according  to  the  member? 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated) :  Certainly,  it  can  be  improved 
but  not  by  the  proposals  now  made  by  the  mover. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY 'K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (It n,  nattur  c.um 
Paitanapuram)  :  What  are  the  member’s  suggestions  in  the  matter? 

MR;  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)  :  Government,  I  must  say,  are 
now  giving  very  favourable  terms  to  the  licensees.  Twenty  years  ago 
they  were  getting  3  chs.  per  maund.  Now,  the  present  Excise  Com- 
Inissioner  has  raised  it  to  4  as.  From  an  economic  point  of  view,  I  do 
not  at  all  approve  of  the  action  of  the  Excise  Commissioner.  Anyway, 
the  Excise  Commissioner  has  realised  the  legal  implications  of  agree¬ 
ments  entered  into  with  some  of  the  licensees  and  has  agreed  to  give 
them  4  as.  per  maund. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shen cotta) :  Has  "hot  the  rate 
been  revised  to  eleven  chaekrams.  ? 

Mr.  6,  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated ) ;  No- 
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It  is  only  four  annas. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTAIMTHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shenootfa )  :  May  I  request  the 
member  to  correct  himseif  by  a  reference  to  page  44  of  the  Administra¬ 
tion  Report  ? 

MR.  G.NILAKANTAN  ( Nominate 7)  :  I  know  it  is  four  annas  and  not 
11  chaokrams. 

MR.  C.  0,  MADHAVAN  (E.-oiae  Oomnimonw) :  It  is  only  four 

Mr.  G.  NiLAKANTAR  (Nominal  ed)  :  As  regards  the  development  of 
the  factories,  I  myself  have  taken  up  this  question,  but  I  will  speak  on 
the  subject  if  the  members  want  me  to  do  so.  Now  the  manufactur¬ 
ing  area  in  all  the  ailoms  is  about  327  acres.  But  90,  being  the  acreage 
of  the  old  alloins  (at  Raj akumangalam  and  Colachcl,)  they  may  be  left  out; 
and  there  is  a  balance  of  about  237  acres.  These  factories  yield  only 
10  lakhs  of  maunds  at  the  greatest.  The  remaining  9  lakhs  of  maunds, 
which  we  require  to  be  kept  in  stock  as  a  reserve,  is  now  being  imported 
by  Government  from  outside.  The  question  is  whether  we  can  get  all 
the  19  lakhs  of  maunds  from  the  existing  factories.  I  say  most  emphati¬ 
cally  that  we  can, 

MR.  S.  CHATTAMATHA  KARAYAUR  ( Shencotta )  ;  Do  you  require 
all  the  19  lakhs  of  maunds  for  a  year’s  consumption  ‘l 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nomine, led)  :  No.  Nine  lakhs  of  maunds  are 

required  as  reserve. 

MR.  S.  CHATTAHATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta)  : Suppose  we  are  able 
to  manufacture  12  lakhs  of  maunds  every  year, 

MR.  G,  NR-AKAMTAN  ( Nominated )  :  It  depends  upon  favourable 
weather.  If  the  weather  is  defective  we  will  not  be  able  to  manufacture 
the  whole  quantity.  If  we  are  assured  that  we  can  always  supply  12 
lakhs  of  maunds  without  fail  from  our  own  ailoms,  then  certainly  we 
need  not  import  foreign  salt.  Otherwise  we  will  have  to. 

To  renew  my  subject,  about  238  acres  are  available  for  salt 
manufacture.  Now,  we  find  that  there  are  certain  factories  which 
yield  a  high,  percentage  of  salt  per  acre  and  there  are  some  factories 
which  do  not  yield  so  much.  The  factories  that  yield  most  are  those 
which  have  a  good  brine  supply.  These  factories  which  have  a  good 
supply  of  brine  yield  from  5  to  6  thousand  maunds  per  acre. annually. 
Now,  that  means,  if  all  the  factories  are  supplied  with  good  brine  we 
can  manufacture  about  19  lakhs  of  maunds.  The  question  of  brine 
supply  has  been  engaging  the  attention  of  Government  for  the  last 
fifteen  or  sixteen  years.  The  most  unfortunate  thing  about  it  is  that 
Government  are  so  slow  in  coming  to  a  conclusion.  Red-tapism 
accounts  for  this  state  of  affairs.  The  importation  of  10  lakhs  of  maunds 
means  that  every  year  we  are  losing  about  5  lakhs  of  rupees  which 
would  have  gone  to  the  well-being  of  the  people  of  the  State,  if  we 
manufactured  all  the  salt  we  require.  The  people  of  these  villages, 
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when  I  went  to  Thamaracolam  and  the  surrounding  villages  in  1092, 
were  extremely  poor  and  had  only  dirty  loin  cloths  to  wear  and  they 
were  willing  to  work  for  4  chs.  a  day.  After  six  years,  when  the 
new  factories  came  into  existence,  the  labourers  became  very  big 
men  and  were  moving  about  with  coat  and  turban  and  were  getting 
from  12  annas  to  Es.  1-J  a  day. 

PRESIDENT :  Your  time  is  up. 

MR.  PACODE  A,  NARAYANA  PILL Al  ( Vilavankod )  :  Sir,  I  have  great 
pleasure  in  supporting  the  motion  brought  forward  by  Mr.  Haneef,  for 
this  is  a  matter  about  which  a  great  deal  has  been  said  in  this  House 
on  previous  occasions.  Travaneore,  we  all  know,  has  got  very  many 
facilities  for  the  development  of  salt  culture.  We  have  got  in  South 
Travaneore  places  eminently  fitted  for  salt  manufacture.  Thamara¬ 
colam  and  the  surrounding  places,  Bajakkamangalam  and  a  little  to  the 
west  of  it  Colachel,  these  are  all  places  where  any  quantity  of  salt  can  be 
manufactured.  I  do  not  share  the  pessimism  of  my  friend 
Mr.  Nilakantan. 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)  :  May  I  know  which  is  the  area 
where  salt  can  be  manufactured  in  abundance  in  Colachel  ? 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod)  ;  The  Colachel  salt 
pans. 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated) :  Can  the  member  say  what  the 
present  yield  is  ? 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod)  :  I  would  refer 
the  member  to  the  Administration  Report  of  the  Excise  Department 
where  the  figures  are  given. 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)  :  What  is  the  acreage  of  the 
Colachel  pans  ? 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod) :  Colaohel  and 
Bajakkamangalam  put  together  come  to  about  70  acres. 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated) :  Is  that  the  acreage  of  pans  on 
which  no  salt  is  manufactured  ? 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavankod ) :  No  salt  is 
manufactured  there ;  that  is  my  complaint. 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated ) :  I  want  to  know  whether  the 
figure  referred  to  by  the  member  is  the  figure  of  acreage  on  which  no 
salt  is  manufactured  . 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavankod) :  The  area  is 

described  as  waste  pans. 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)'.  I  want  to  know  whether  the 
member  can  suggest  any  means  of  improvement  ? 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavankod ) :  I  can. 

Now,  Sir,  this  importation  of  foreign  salt,  especially  Bombay  salt 
and  Tinnevelly  salt,  is  quite  unnecessary.  It  is  a  waste  and  a.drain  o« 
Vol.  I.  No.  6  ,  s 
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our  resources  when  we  have  got  facilities  for  the  manufacture  of  salt  in 
our  own  State.  My  friend,  Mr.  Nilakantan,  said  that  it  is  not  possible 
at  all  to  bring  all  these  areas  under  salt  culture. 

Mb.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated )  :  I  said  that  only  of  the  Bajakka- 
mangalam  and  Colachel  alloms. 

MB.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod) :  I  shall  refer  to 
page  20  of  the  Administration  'Keport  for  the  Excise  Department. 
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Mb.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated)  :  Does  the  member  know  that 
the  work  has  been  condemned  by  the  present  Chief  Engineer  ? 

Mb.  PACODE  a.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod)  :  I  am  not  aware 
of  any  conclusion  being  arrived  at  by  the  present  Chief  Engineer  or  by 
any  other  officer.  On  the  other  hand,  we  heard  of  joint  inspeetiona 
conducted  by  the  Excise  Commissioner  and  the  Chief  Engineer ;  but 
nothing  has  been  done  so  far. 

Mb.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I) :  Does  the  member  know  that 
there  have  been  applications  for  taking  up  these  alloms  ? 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavankod)  :  I  am  not  aware 
of  that.  But  one  thing  is  clear.  We  know  as  a  matter  of  fact  that 
these  two  alloms  were  very  thriving  alloms  in  olden  days.  Salt 
was  being  manufactured  there  in  large  quantities,  and  it  is  only  of 
late  that  these  two  alloms  were  left  without  any  cultivation.  I  believe 
that  it  is  chiefly  due  to  the  apathy  of  the  Government,  especially  of  the 
Departmental  heads  who  are  responsible  for  the  development  of  these 
two  factories.  Well,  Sir,  I  believe  that  if  these  two  alloms  are  worked 
and  if  all  facilities  are  given  and  all  the  engineering  works  suggested 
by  one  of  the  former  Chief  Engineers  are  carried  out — 

Mr.  G,  NILAKANTAN  (Nominate ct)  :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
what  those  works  are  ? 
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MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAi  (Vilavankod) .  They  are  works 
for  the  prevention  of  fresh  water  percolation.  One  of  the  former  Chief 
Engineers  suggested  the  construction  of  a  combined  foot  bridge  and 
aqueduct  across  the  Pampuri  Vaikal  for  pumping  brine  into  the  allom 
These  are  the  works  suggested  by  an  expert.  These  works  have  not 
been  attended  to.  If  these  two  defects  can  be  rectified,  I  believe,  all 
the  members  on  this  side  of  the  House  will  agree  with  me  when  I  say 
that  so  far  as  salt  manufacture  is  concerned  our  State  can  be  self- 

sufficient. 

MR.  C-.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner):  May  I  inform  the 
member  that  the  aqueduct  was  completed  and  brine  was  taken  along, 
the  aqueduct'  this  year,  but  that  the  licensees  did  not  take  advantage  of 
the  brine  on  account  of  lack  of  co-operation  ? 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ,( Vilavankod )  :  That  is  a  matter 
that  a  sagacious  head  of-  the  department  could  prevent.  I  do  not 
think  we  should  grow  despondent  over  such  a  contingency. 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)  :  May  I  know  from  the  Excise 
-Commissioner — 

PRESIDENT  ;  Mr.  Nilakantan,  you  are  not  in  order. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavankod ) :  So  I  support  the 
motion  moved  by  my  friend  Mr.  Haneef. 

Mr;  K.  SANKARAN  ( KartikapaMi  I)  :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  it  is  part  of  the  duties  of  the  Excise  Commissioner  to  bring, 
about  union- among,  the  licensees  ? 

MSv  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod) ;  He  can  certainly 
do  it  if  he  wants. 

Mr::  S,  J.  NAIR.  ( Nedumangud )  :  Sir,  in  supporting  the'  motion 
before  the  House,  I  submit  that  the  time  has  'come  for  Travancore  to 
completely  put  a  stop  to  the  importation  of  salt  from  outside  Travancore 
and  to  make  the  country  self-supporting  so  far  as  the  requirements  of 
salt  are  concerned.  For  this  purpose,  if  proper'  private  enterprise-  is- 
not  coming  forth  to  take  up  the  manufacture  of  salt,  I  would-  request 
the-Gov-ernment  themselves  to  take  up  the  work  in  their  own- hands 
and  work  it  up  profitably  to  the  State  and  to  the  good  of  the  people. 

MR.-  CAANGANACHERY  K.  PAR AMESVAR AN  PILLAI  (Eunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  Sir,  the  object  of  the  motion,  as  given  in  the,  motion 
pap.ec  is,  ta  discuss-  the  desirability '  of  improving  the  manufacture  of 
salt. 

PRESIDENT  :  1  take  it  that  it  is  more  extensive  than '-that.  It 
Wants  to  make  Travancore  self-supporting. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PAR  AMESVAR  AN-  PILLAI  (Eunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  ■■  Yes.  Sir.  I  can  see -that  the -object  of  the  mover,  in 
making  the  motion  is  to  make  Travancore  self-supporting  in  regard  to 
salti  The  mover  of  the  proposition  and  some  others  who.  supported 
him  have  suggested  that  this- might  be'done  by  the  extension  of  salt 
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culture  by  bringing  under  cultivation  all  the  areas  fit  for  such  culture. 
Mr.  Nilakantan  who  was  for  a  long  time  in  charge  of  the  salt  factories 
at  Thamaracolam  thinks  that  no  extension  of  salt  culture  will  satisfy 
our  needs  but  that  the  best  thing  will  be  to  develop  the  existing 
factories  as  the  other,  factories  are  unfit  for  salt  culture.  In  either 
ca9e  the  aim  is  to  produce  all  the  salt  required  for  our  consumption  in 
the  State  itself.  So  far  as  that  is  concerned,  I  think  all  of  us  are 
agreed.  The  question  as  to  which  of  the  means  suggested  is  best  suited 
to  the  conditions  obtaining  here  is  a  matter  for  the  consideration  of 
Government.  In  that  view,  I  have  great  pleasure  in  supporting  this 
proposition. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  (Ealkutam  II)  •.  I  support  the  motion 
brought  forward  by  Mr.  Haneef.  In  doing  so,  I  wish  to  bring  to  the 
notice  of  Government  and  of  this  House  that,  in  spite  of  the  natural 
resources  of  this  country  to  manufacture  much  more  salt,  than 
we  actually  require,  we  are  not  able  to- produce  enough  salt.  Although 
we  can  produce  more  salt  than  is  required  for  our  use,  we  are  importing 
salt  from  other  parts  of  India. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta), :  Sir,  I  rise  to 
support  the  motion  before  the  House.  My  object  in  supporting  this 
motion  is  simply  to  clear  some  misconception  regarding  the  question  of 
development  of  these  factories  with  a  view  to  increase  the  out-turn. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  will  be  found  from  the  statistics  that  the  outturn 
of  salt  has  been  growing  steadily  from  year  to  year.  _  From  a  compari¬ 
son  of  the  figures  for  the  last  three  years,  it  will  be '  .found  that  the 
out-turn  in  1105  was  7'94  lakhs  of  maunds,  in  1106  it  was  10'06  lakhs  of 
maunds  and  in  1107  it  was  11'63  lakhs  of  maunds  which  is  the  highest 
record  so  far.  Thera  is  no  ground  for  complaint  that  the  salt  factories 
are  not  developed  on  proper  lines  if  the  out-turn  is  the  criterion. 
There  is  no  scope  for  development  by  extensive  cultivation. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Qmlon  II ):  May  I  know  the 
name  of  the  licensee  who  is  working  the  allom  yielding  the  largest 
out-turn  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHTTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta ):  I  am  speaking  of 
all  the  Alloms  together. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI'  ( Quilon  II) :  May  I  know  the 
name  of  the  licensee  who  is  working  the  Sri  Sankara  Allom  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  That  does  not  arise  from  anything  the  member  has 
stated. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta ):  The  only  way  to 
improve  the  out-turn  then  is  by  intensive  cultivation.  I  perfectly  agree 
with  Mr.  Nilakantan,  who  has  had  considerable  experience  in  the 
working  of  Salt  Factories,  when  he  says  that  it.  is  not  possible  to  work 
the  Bajakkamangalam  and  Oolach  el  factories. 
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Mr.  A.  S,  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavciikara )  :  Why  ia  it  impossible  ? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta )  :  I  will  come  to 
that  later  on.  There  is  a  definite  motion  for  that. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  MARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilamnkod) :  May  I  know 
how  many  years  ago  Mr.  Nilakantan  was  in  charge  of  the  Alloms  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta )  :  Ashe  himself  said, 
he  was  there  about  10  or  15  years  ago. 

The  only  way  then  for  improving  the  out-turn  of  salt  is  to  find 
ways  and  means  of  securing  intensive  cultivation.  That  reduces  itself 
to  the  question  of  securing  an  adequate  supply  of  brine. 

Mr.  A  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelihara) ;  How  is  it  possible  to 
increase  the  out-turn  if  the  area  is  not  capable  of  being  extended  ?  Is 
there  any  other  area  which  is  suitable  for  salt  manufacture  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  [Shencotta) :  I  cannot  think  of 
any  area  other  than  South  Travancore  suitable  for  salt  manufacture. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelihara ) :  What  about  Colachel 
and  Bajakkamangalam  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta )  :  They  are  not 
suitable. 

MR.  1.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  I)  :  What  is  the  member’s  opinion 
about  closing  of  these  Alloms  ? 

MR.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  (Eunnatnad  II) :  Has  the  member  made 
any  enquiry  about  all  the  places  in  Travancore  where  salt  can  be 
manufactured  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTAJiATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta ):  Yes,  manufacture 
of  salt  is  limited  by  weather  conditions.  But  it  will, be  found  that  rainfall 
is  lowest  only  in  South  Travancore.  In  Tamaracolam  the  rainfall  is 
only  about  25  inches.  .  Other  places  are  not  suitable  for  manufacture  of 
salt. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta ) :  May  I  bring  to  the 
notice  of  the  member  the  fact - 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of 
order.  Gan  any  member  ask  any  other  member  a  question  to  bring 
to  the  notice  of  that  member  certain  facts  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  1  do  not  think  Mr.  Krishna  Pillai  has  finished 

his  question. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  AS, AN  ( Mavelihara ):  Is  it  because  the  member 
fears  that  the  Colachel  and  Bajakkamangalam  Alloms  will  cause  loss  to 
the  Government  that  they  should  be  closed  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta )  That  is  one  of  my 

suggestions. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Pattanamtitta,):  Does  the  member 
know  that  the  Excise  Commissioner  holds  a  different  view  in  regard 
to  this?

MR.  PACODE  A  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod)  :  Then,  why  are 
the.Colaoheland  Kajakkamangalam  Alloms  not  developed  ? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta )  :  They  should  be 
closed  down. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA.  PILLAI  ( Pattanmntitta )  :  Is  it  , not  because 
other  Alloms  are  given  special  facilities  while  these  alloms  are  not  given 
any  facilities  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  i (Shencotta)  :  That  view  jis.due 
to  a  radical  misconception  about  the  facilities,  referred  to. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulavi  I)  :  Does  the  member  think, 
that  it  cannot  be  remedied  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta )  :  I  have  come  to. 
the  conclusion  that  these,  alloms  cannot  be  worked,  satisfactorily.  That 
is  my  opinion.

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta )  :  Yes,  certainly  I  am 
of  tljat  view,  The  only  way  to  obtain  greater  out-tnrn  is  to  improve 
the  brine  supply.  I  think  the  Excise  Commissioner  will  tell  us  how 
far  he  has  succeeded  in  concerting  measures  for  the  improvement  of 
brine  supply. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  Sir,  before  the  Excise 
Commissioner  rises  to  speak  on  this  motion,  I  wish-  to  offer  a  few 
observations.  It  certainly  goes,  without  saying  that  indigenous  culture 
of  salt  is  far  more  advantageous  to.  the  State  than  importation  from, 
outside.  But  a  certain  circumstance  has  been  brought  to  the  notice 
of  this  House  even  by  those  who  supported  the  motion  and  favoured  ii 
namely,  that  a  certain  area  for  the  culture  of  salt  is  lying,  waste.  In 
these  days  .when,  moneyed  people,  .ape  ready  to  invest:. large  amounts  ■  on 
remunerative  concerns,  I  do  not- see  why  those.,  people,  are  not  coming. 

.  to  work  .these, areas.,. and  earn  a  profit.  Certainly  there  is  something 
wrong.  Either  there  is  something  wrong  with  the  salt  obtained  from- 
these  Alloms  or  the  business  is  not  sufficiently  paying.  Any  way  thA 
Administration  report  for  the  year  1107  speaks  in  these  terms.  I  hoped 
to  obtain  some  information- from  Hr..  Karayalav,  who.  ,  is  competent  to, 
speak  on  this  subject,  and  that  is  why  I  put  certain  questions  to  hijs.-j . 
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I  thought  if  it  was  a  mere  waste  of  money  in  having  the  Colaehei  and 
Rajakamangalam  factories,  then  he  ought  to  say  that.  But  at  page  20 
of  the  Administration  report  of  the  Excise  Department  for  1107,  the 
Commissioner  says  as  follows  : 

“  It  is  hoped  that  as  soon  as  the  works  connected  With  the  supply  of  brine  direct 
from  the  sea  are  completed,  the  factories  would  be  in  a  position  to  manufacture 
a  still  larger  quantity  of  salt  under  favourable  weather  conditions.” 

The  factories  alluded  to  here  are  the  factories  in  Bajakkamangaltan 
and  Colaehei. 

Ms.  8.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotla ) :  May  I  tell  the 
member  that  this  particular  remark  applies  to  the  Tamaracolam  Group 
and  not  to  Bajakbamangalam  ? 

Mr.  E.  V,  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Paitanamtitta )  :  There  is  nothing  to 
indicate  here  that  it  refers  to  those  Alloms  in  exclusion  of  those 
mentioned  by  me.  Any  way  I  am  speaking  subject  to  correction.  If 
{here  is  any  chance  of  improvement,  for  this  industry,  Government 
should  not  neglect  any  works  helpful  to  it.  As  for  the  advantages  of 
greater  output  of  local  salt,  one  need  not  say  anything  on  the  subject. 
Therefore,  if  it  is  found  advantageous,  it-  is  the  imperative  duty  of  the 
Government  to  encourage  the  manufacture  of  local  salt  in  all  possible 
ways  and  with  all  possible  speed.

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Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Ercise  Commissioner )  :  .  Sir,  the  aim  of  the 
Government  is  to  make  Travancore  self- sufficient  in  the  supply  of  salt 
and  the  Government  have  been  doing  everything  in  their  power  to 
improve  the  out-put  of  salt  in  the  Travancore  Factories,  as  may  be  seen 
from  the  quantity  of  salt  manufactured  10  years  ago  when  compared 
with  the  quantity  manufactured  last  year.  In  1097,  the  total  quantity 
manufactured  in  all  factories  in  Travancore  was  maunds  4'24  lakhs  and 
it  was  steadily  rising  till  it  reached  the  record  figure  of  maunds  1T63 
lakhs  in  1107.  This  year  on  account  of  the  unexpected  and  incessant 
rain  the  expectations  in  the  matter  of  out-put  of  salt  have  not  been 
fulfilled.  If  weather  conditions  had  been  favourable,  I  am  sure  the 
out-put  this  year  would  have  been  greater  than  what  it  was  last  year. 
This  steady  increase  is  a  sure  indication  of  the  interest  taken  by  Govern¬ 
ment  in  improving  the  salt  manufacture  in  the  State. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  P1LLAI  (Pattanamtitta) :  Is  not  a  greater  out¬ 
put  possible  according  to  the  improved  conditions  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner ):  Yes.  Ofcourse.it 
cannot  be  said  that  the  maximum  has  ever  been  reached.  The  quantity 
that  can  be  produced  depends  to  a  greater  extent  upon  weather  condi¬ 
tions.  I  shall  show  there  are  difficulties  in  the  way  of  having  the 
maximum  quantity  manufactured  from  all  our  factories.  The  Govern, 
ment  have  not  been  unmindful  of  the  importance  of  salt  manufacture 
in  the  State  and  the  necessity  for  making  it  self-supporting  as  far  as 
possible. 

Now,  the  Salt  Factories  in  Travancore  are  mostly  in  Thamaracolam. 
The  total  acreage  under  salt  manufacture  may  be  roughly  put  down  as 
1,200  acres.  The  actual  pan  area  is  only  472  acres.  Out  of  1,200 
acres,  about  950  acres  are  situated  at  Thamaracolam.  In  the  factories 
at  Thamaracolam,  there  are  certain  difficulties  which  stand  in  the  way 
of  the  licensees  putting  forth  all  their  energies  in  getting  the  maximum 
quantity  manufactured.  As  some  of  the  members  just  now  mentioned, 
salt  manufacture  is  being  carried  on  in  Travancore  under  two- systems. 
One  is  the  monopoly  system  and  the  other,  modified  Excise  system. 
According  to  the  monopoly  system,  the  major  and  minor  Maramat  works 
are  done  by  Government  at  their  cost  and  the  whole  quantity  of  salt 
manufactured  is  taken  over  by  Government  i-e.,  60  per  cent  as  Govern¬ 
ment  share  without  any  payment  and  the  balance  on  payment 
of  Eudivila.  The  licensees  have  no  right  of  private  sale.  The  Kudivila 
in  respect  of  the  monopoly  factories  for  the  licensee’s  Share  till  the  year 
1092  was  7J  Chuckrams  per  maund  of  licensee’s  40%  or  3  chuckrams 
on  the  entire  quantity  manufactured.  This  was  raised  to  4£  chuckrams 
on  the  entire  quantity  in  1092  and  was  again  raised  to  5  chuckrams 
per  maund  on  the  entire  quantity,  or  12i  chuckrams  for  the  licensee’s 
share  in  1095.  The  Kudivila  has  now  been  raised  to  4  annas  per  maund 
on  the  entire  quantity  or  10  annas  on  the  licensee’s  share.  As  pointed 
out  .by  Mr.  Nilakantan,  that  was  done  to  encourage  the  licensees  working 
under  the  monopoly  system. 
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[Mr.  C.  0.  Madhavan.] 


In  the  case  of  factories  working  under  the  modified  Excise  systern, 
the  licensees  need  deliver  to  Government  only  a  fixed  quantity  annually 
on  receipt  of  Kudivila  as  cost  of  manufacture.  The  quantity  they  haye 
to  deliver  is  only  a  small  portion  of  the  total  out-turn.  The  suiylus 
salt  over  and  above  the  quantity  to  be  delivered  to  Government  they  are 
free  to  dispose  of  on  payment  of  the  duty  due  to  Government.  The 
licensees  themselves  attend  to  'the  major  and  minor  Maramat  works  in 
their  factories.  Government  have  to  incur  only  the  expenditure  on 
.  account  of  establishment  and  contingent  charges. 

Mr.  S.  J.  MIR  ( Ncdmrmncjad ) :  May  I  know  whether  it  is  more 

advantageous  to  run  the  salt  industry  by  the  Government  ? 

811  r.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  Like  other  industries 
it  is  the  policy  of  the  Government  to  leave  the  manufacture  of  salt  to 
private  enterprises. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLi  S.  KRISHNA  PIUAI  (Quilon  II): '  May  I  know  how 
this  arrangement  affects  the  general  price  of  salt  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner)  :  The  price  of  salt  is 
settled  by  Government. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PIUAI  ( Quilon  II)  :  May  I  know 
whether,  after  the  enhancement  of  this  kudivila,  the  price  of  salt  has  in 
any  way  increased  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner):  No. 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  {Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  :  Will 
the  member  explain  the  following  statement  in  the  Administration 
Report  ?

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  {Excise  Commissioner)  :  That  requires  a  word 
of  explanation.  IJnder  the  monopoly  system,  Government  are  entitled 
to  get_  free  of  payment  60  per  cent  of  the  salt  manufactured  in  the 
factories.  This  is  called  Melvaram  or  Government’s  share  of  the 
produce.  The  remaining  40  per  cent  go  to  the  licensees  and  is  called 
the  kiidivaram  or  licensee’s  share.  The  kudivila  has  now  been  raised 
to  4  annas  per  maund  on  the  whole  quantity  or  10  annas  on  the 
licensee’s  share.  That  is  the  cause  of  the  difference  which  has  been 
pointed  out. 

MR-  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated ):  The  member  said  that  all  that 
was  possible  was  done  for  the  development  of  salt  factories  in  Travan- 
core.  May  I  kno  w,  whether  anything  has  been  .done  towards  the  supply 
pf  brine  which  is  the  most  important  item  for  the  manufacture 
of  salt  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) '■  I  am  coming  to  that 
presently. 
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As  a  measure  for  the  improvement  of  the  manufacture  of  salt, 
enhanced  kudivila  was  given  to  the  'licensees  of  the  factories  working 
under  the  monopoly  system.  There  are  two  factories  at  Thamaracolam, 
the  old  a  Horn  and  Puthallom,  which  had  not  adopted  the  modified 
Excise  system.  They  both  were  granted  the  Modified  Excise  system 
lately.  But  the  licensees  have  not  been  able  to  take  full  advantage  of 
the  opportunities  afforded  to  them.  The  two  factories  at  Rajakaman- 
galam  and  Colachel  are  still  working  under  the  monopoly  system. 
These  factories  'are  subject  to  certain  disabilities  of  their  own.  The 
•rainfall  is  heavier  at  Colachel  and  Rajakamangalam  than  at  Thamara- 
colam.  In  addition  to  that,  there  is  the  trouble  on  account  of  fresh 
water  percolation,  and  the  difficulty  to  get  good  brine.  Govern¬ 
ment  are  devoting  their  attention  to  the  problems.  I  may  inform 
Mr.  Nilakantan  that  for  the  supply  of  brine  to  the  Colachel  Factory 
direct  from  the  sea,  a  combined  foot  bridge  and  aqueduct  has  been 
constructed  across  the  A.  V.  M.  canal.  By  this  means,  brine  was 
supplied  to  the  Colachel  Factory  this  year:  but  the  licensees  did  not  make 
use  of  it.  Their  number  is  large  and  most  of  them  are  poor.  There  is 
no  co-operation  among  them, 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated ).  May  I  know  when  the  licensees 
got  their  brine  supply  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) :  I  cannot  give  the 
exact  time. 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated) :  When  does  the  manufacture 
commence  ? 

Mr.  C.  '0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner) :  That  more  or  less 
depends  on  weather  conditions. 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated ):  Can  the  member  tell  at  least 
the  latest  time  for  commencing  manufacture  of  salt  ? 

MR.  6.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner)  :  .  That  depends  on 
weather  conditions.  It  maybe  either  in  Chingam  or  Kanni  for  the 
Purattasi  Pani  and  Makaram  for  the  Thye  Pani. 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)  ;  Can  the  member  say  that,  in 
Makaram  last,  brine  was  available  for  these  factories  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  I  have'  already  told 
the  member  that  I  ain  not  aware  of  the  exact  time  when  brine  was 
made  available  this  year. 

MR,  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)  :  Can  the  member  assure  me 
that  at  the  time  of  manufacture,  brine  -was  available  for  the  Colachel 
Factory? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) ;  All  I  can  say  is  that, 
if  the  licensees  wanted  to  manufacture  salt,  brine' was  available? 

Mr.  G-  NILAKANTAN.  (Nominated) :  Can  the  member  say  that  the 
licensees  did  not  manufacture  salt  because  of  their  laziness  or  because 
they  had  no  brine  at  the  time  of  manufacture? 
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Mr.  C.  0.  MAOHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  I  have  answered 

that. 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated )  :  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  brine 
could  be  made  available  only  towards  the  close'  of  the  manufacturing 
season,  that  is,  in  Kumbhom  or  Meen'om,  when  it  would  be  too  late  to 
be  utilised  for  the  manufacture  of  salt? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) :  There  was  brine 
available  for  the  manufacture  of  salt  this  year  and  the  licensees  did  not 
make  use  of  it. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta ) :  The  member  says 
that  the  licensees  did  not  make  use  of  the  brine  available  to  them.  Is 
there  not  a  provision  in  the  license  enabling  the  Commissioner  to  cancel 
the  license  when  any  irregularity  is  shown  by  the  licensees. 

MR.  2.  0.  MAOHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) :  I  will  come  to  that 
presently.  So  far  as  increasing  the  out-put  is  concerned,  it  can  only  be 
achieved  in  one  of  two  ways,  either  by  extending  the  area  under 
cultivation  or  by  intensive  cultivation.  As  regards  extension  I  must 
say  that  almost  all  lands  fit  for  salt  culture  have  already  been  brought 
under  cultivation.  What  little  can  be  done  by  way  of  further  extend¬ 
ing  the  area  under  salt  manufacture  is  being  done  by  the  Government, 
About  30  acres  of  land  has  been  acquired  by  Government  in  the — 

MR,  8.  J.  NAIR  (Nedmnangad) :  May  I  know,  so  far  as  lands  avail- 
able  for  salt  manufacture  are  concerned,  whether,  all  the  lands  have 
been  surveyed  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  I  do  not  say  that  all 
the  lands  have  been  surveyed. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  The  member  was  saying  that  the 
lands  cannot  be  extended. 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner)  :  I  said  that  it  is  not 
possible  to  expand  the  area  to  any  considerable  extent. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  That  is  why  I  want  to  know  from 
the  member  whether  there  are  still  lands  available  fit  for  salt  manu¬ 
facture  in  Travancore. 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  The  manufacture  of 
salt  is  possible  only  in  places  where  the  rainfall  is  low. 

As  Mr.  Karayalar  said,  it  is  only  in  South  Travancore  where  the 
rainfall  is  low  and  where  it  will  be  possible  to  manufacture  salt. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencottd)  :  Was  not  a  general 
inspection  of  Travancore  conducted  by  the  late  Excise  Commissioner 
Mr.  Hainan  Pillai  and  the  then  Chief  Engineer  Mr.  Bastow  with  a  view 
to  find  out  whether  more  area  could  be  tapped  for  salt  cultivation? 

'  Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner)  :  I  am  not  aware  of  it. 
I  have  not  seen  any  reference  to  it  anywhere.

C.  0,  MADHAVAN  {Excise  Co mmissioner) :  What  was  found  was 
that  the  salt  manufactured  in  those  places  was  of  an  inferior  quality  and 
it' fetched  only  a  lower  price  than  the  salt  produced  in  South  Travan- 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  The  Excise  Oommi- 
ssioner  stated  that  the  inferiority  consisted  in  the  colour  of  the  salt  aiti 
not  in  quality.  Could  not  something  be  done  to  remove  the  dirt  and 
sand  by  purification  ?  These  are  the  two  grounds  urged  by  the  Excise 
Commissioner. 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Gom  nissioner)  :  These  are  the  two 
reasons  by  which  the  manufacture  of  salt  was  given  up  in  those 
places. 

MR'.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ):  Is  it  difficult  to  remove 
impurity  of  dirt  and  sand  from  the  salt  manufactured  in  these  areas  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner)  :  It  can  be  tried. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Is  the  Commissioner 
prepared  to  do  that  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  If  there  is  any  ap- 
plioation  we  will  consider  the  question. 

MR.  PACOOE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavtmkod)  :  Does  the  mem¬ 
ber  know  that  one  of  the  old  abandoned  pans  is  now  working  satisfa- 
ctdrily  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  Yes. 

Ms.  PACODE  A.  NARftYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod)  :  Does  the  member 
know  why  that  salt  pan  at'Variyoor  was  abandoned? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) :  At  that  time  it  was 
found'  impracticable  to  get  brine. 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  industry,  South). 
Whitt' id  the  area-  of  that  Allom  ? 

Mr.  C.  0,  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner ):  The  pan  area  is  4-42 
acrds.;  ' 

Mr',  p;  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Contm-.rc and  Industry,  South)  -. 
What  is  the  number  of  pans  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) :  The  number  of  pans 
must  be  approximately  440. 

M’S;-  flv.  NttAKANT'AN'XiYbvMiBated) ;  May  I  know  from  the  mttsfett 
whethfer  the' waste  waters  flow  from  the  allom  to  the  sea  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) :  Yes. 

MR;  G'.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated );  Can  the  member  say  the  same 
tfiihg  'hbbut  the  Colaehel  and  Bajakkamangalam  Alloms  ? 

Mr,  C.O.  MilHiAVAH^ExciSe  Gommissioner);  No. 
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MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod) :  Is  it  not  possible 
to  take  away  the  excess  water  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  IVIADHAVAN  (.Excise  Commissioner):  That  is  under  con¬ 
sideration, 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)  ■.  Was  it  not  tried  and  given 
up  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  IVIADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner ) ;  Yes.  There  are 
certain  difficulties. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIK  (Nedumanqad)  :  May  I  know  the  date  from  which 
the  importation  of  foreign  salt  into  Travannore  began? 

MR.  C.  0.  IVIADHAVAN  (kxcise  Commissioner ):  I  cannot  give  the 

exact  date. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PiLLAI  (Kalkulam  II)  :  May  I  know  whether  there 
are  applications  for  licenses  for  Colachel  and  Rajakkamangalam 
Alloms. 

MR.  C.  0.  IVIADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner )  :  I  am  coming  to 

that. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilo/i  11) :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  When  questions  are  asked  to  the  Kxcise  Commissioner 
tie  has  been  saying  that  he  iB  coming  to  those  points.  Is -there  not -a 
time  limit  for  coming  to  the  points  ?  (Laughter.) 

PRESIDENT  ;  He  has  to  answer  questions  which  takes  longer 
time. 

Mr.  C.  0.  IVIADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) :  Speaking  about  the 
extension  of  the  area  under  salt  manufacture,  I  began  to  say  that  30 
acres  of  land  have  lately  been  acquired  by  Government  for  the  purpose 
of  resuscitating  the  defunct  Thattarippu  Odai  factory.  The  land  has 
been  given  over  to  a  gentleman  who  has  undertaken  to  work  it-  -Simil¬ 
arly  Mr.  MuthuSwamyKarayalar  of  Shencotta  has  applied  for  permis¬ 
sion  to  open  a  new  factory  at  Rajakkamangalam.  His  application  is 
under  the  consideration  of  Government.  These  are  the  Ways  in  which 
the  out-put  of  salt  in  Travancore  is  sought  to  be  increased  by  extend¬ 
ing  the  area  under  cultivation. 

Coming  to  the  other  question  of  increasing  the  out-put  by  intensive 
cultivation,  the  Government  are  doing  everything  in  their  power  to 
make  the  factories  yield  as  much  as  possible.  The  one  difficulty  con¬ 
fronting  almost  all  the  factories  is  the  question  of  brine  supply.  As 
regards  the  Thamaracolam  .Factories,  there  is  a  definite  proposal  by  the 
late  Chief  Engineer  and  an  estimate  is  pending  sanction  with  the 
Government.  I  have  already  -referred  -to  the  action  taken  by  the 
Government  for  supplying  brine  to  the  Colachel  Factory-  Ab  regards 
Rajakkamangalam  Factory,  the  brine  coming  from  the.  sea  gets  diluted 
Tvjjth  the  fresh  water  in  a  channel  called  the  Alenkal.  To  prevent  this, 
the  Government  have  sanctioned  the  diyersion  of  .the  Aienkal  and  the  . 
fork  is  in  progress.’  Percolation  of  fresh  water  into  the  factories  is 
another  difficulty  felt  in  some  of  the  factories.  The  Governmquj  are 
doing  everything  possible  to  get  over  this  difficulty. 
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■Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  Are  there  not  representations 

from  the  old  allom  licensees  to  .reduce  the  Government  share  in  the  out¬ 
turn  of  salt  in  the  old  alloms  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MAOHAVAN  {.Excise  Commissioner) :  Representations  have 
been  received. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  the  action  taken  on  those  representations  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner) :  So  far  as  the  old 
allom  is  concerned,  conversion  to  the  modified  system  was  made  only 
last  year.  Government’s  share  was  fixed  at  9  maunds  per  pan.  Now 
the  licensees  say  that  it  is  too  high  and  that  it  must  be  reduced.  But 
the  rate  was  fixed  only  last  year  and  it  is  not  yet  time  to  decide  whether 
the  rate  fixed  is  too  high  and  should  be  reduced.  I  would  wait  and  see 
the  yield  for  some  time  before  making  a  recommendation  to  the 
Government  for  a  reduction. 

Mr,  G.  NiLAKANTAN  ( Nominated ):  May  I  know  whether  there  is 
any  scheme  contemplated  by  Government  to  supply  good  brine  to  the 
Thamaracolam  Factories];? 

Mr.  C.  0,  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)-.  So  far  as  Thamara- 
colam  Factories  are  concerned,  there  were  several  proposals  before  the 
Government.  Finally  the  late  Chief  Engineer  Mr.  Westerdale  propos¬ 
ed  that  a  series  of  wells  may  be  sunk  on  the  beach  side  and  water 
pumped  out  and  sent  to  the  various  factories.  An  estimate  for  sinking 
a  well  as  an  experimental  measure  has  been  sent  up  to  the  Government, 
and  it  is  now  under  the  consideration  of  the  Government.  If  that 
proves  successful,  the  idea  is  to  have  a  series  of  wells  sunk  to  supply 
enough  of  brine  for  all  the  factories  at  Thamaracolam.  Government 
are  doing  everything  possible  in  that  direction. 

What  Mr.  E.  V,  Krishna  Pillai  pointed  out  from  the  Administration 
Report  refers  to  the  Thamarakulam  Factory  and  not  to  the  Rajakka- 
mangalam  Factory  as  explained  by  Mr-  Karayalar. 

MR.  S.  J.  NA1R  (Nedumangad) :  May  I  know  whether  there  is  any 
agreement  between  the  Tiavancore  Durbar  and  the  British  Govern¬ 
ment  that  a  fixed  quantity  of  salt  shall  be  imported  from  outside  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner)-.  There  is  no  such 
agreement.  We  are  free  to  manufacture  any  quantity  of  salt  that  we 
can  and  even  send  it  outside  if  there  are  people  to  buy. 

Mr,  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  Is  there  any  possibi¬ 
lity  of  working  the  alloms  profitably  ? 

MR-  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner)-.  Government  are 
doing  all  in  their  power  to  make  it  successful.  It  is  for  the  licensees 
to  see  that  profit  is  made  out  of  it.  . 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA' PILLAI  ( PattanamMtta ):  In  the  Commission¬ 
er’s  view,  is  it  in  any  way  profitable  to  take  it  up  because  difficulty  has 
been  created  by  the  suggestion  Qf  Mr.  Karayalar  that  they  should  ba 
closed  ? 
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Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  I  cannot  give  an 
answer  to  that. 

Mr.  N..  E.  Varughese  referred  to  the  practice  of  the  merchants  in 
mixing  Bombay  salt  and  Travancore  salt  and  then  selling  it  to  the 
people-  These  are  things  over  which  the  Department  has  no  control 
He  also  said  that  the  merchants  mix  sand  with  salt.  I  don’t  know  how 
that  can  be  prevented.  If  they  continue  this  practice,  the  people  will 
find  it  out  and  avoid  such  merchants.  The  merchants  will  soon  see 
it  is  no  good  to  resort  to  adulteration  of  salt.  This  is  all  that  I  have  to 
say  on  this  motion. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Maveiikara) :  Could  not  the  Govern¬ 
ment  see  that  the  salt  issued  from  the  alloms  is  not  mixed  with  sand  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner ):  So  far  as  lam 
aware,  there  is  no  mixing  of  sand  with  salt.  If  there  is  any  such 
adulteration,  it  must  be  the  mischief  of  the  merchants.  "When  salt  is 
issued  from  the  Factories  or  Depots  it  will  be  pure  and  Government 
cannot  exercise  much  of  control  over  it  thereafter. . 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Maveiikara) :  If  it  is  the  mischief  of 
the  merchants,  sand  will  be  found  in  Bombay  sal,  also :  but  this  com¬ 
plaint  is  only  about-  local  salt. 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner ) :  Bombay  salt  crystals 
are  bigger  and  so  it  is  not  easy  to  add  sand  to  it. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (ohencoita)  :  Has  it  ever  come  to 
the  notice  of  the  Excise  Commissioner  that  local  salt  is  being  adulter-  . 
ated  with  sand  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  No.  I  have  never 
heard  of  such  a  complaint. 

Ms.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  ;  May  I  know . 

PRESIDENT  :  The  member  has  sat  down. 

MR.  M.  MAHOMED  HANEEF  (Nominated):  Sir,  on  the  assurance 
given  by  the  Excise  Commissioner  that  he  will  encourage  the 
manufacture  of  local  salt,  I  beg  leave  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapnram)  :  I  oppose  the  withdrawal. 

PRESIDENT  :  In  spite  of, the  assurance  by  Government  that  all 
that  is  possible  will  be  done  to  make  Travancore  self-supporting  in  the 
matter  of  salt  ? 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (. Kunnattur  oum 
Pattayiapiiram)  :  We-have  been  getting  such  assurances  year  after 
year.  . 

PRESIDENT  :  The  motion  is  that  of  Mr.  Mahomed  Haneef  to 
reduce  the  allotment  of  Bs.  300,  local  allowance  to  Inspectors,  by  one 
rupee.  The  issue  is  that  the  Department  is  not  doing  sufficient  to 
improve  salt  manufacture  in  the  State  and  to  make  Travancore  self- 
supporting  in  the  matter  of  salt. 
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The  motion  was  put  to  vote  and  lost.

PRESIDENT  :  The  next  motion  is  the  late  motion  of  Mr.  Varughese, 
which,  unfortunately,  is  also  irregular. 

Motion  S3. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta ) :  Sir,  I  beg  to  make 
the  following  motion  : 

“That  the  allotment  of  Bs.  10,689  for  Salt  Factories  be  reduced  by 
Bs.  5. 

Sir,  my  objeot  in  making  this  motion  is  to  offer  some  remarks 
tegarding  the  administration  of  the  salt  factories.  I  am  not  concerned 
with  the  question  of  extending  the  manufacture  of  salt  by  extensive 
cultivation.  There  is  no  scope  for  that.  I  am  concerned  only  with 
the  question  of  urging  upon  the  Department  certain  measures  calcula¬ 
ted  to  give  facilities  to  the  existing  factories  in  the  matter  of  drainage 
of  the  area  surrounding  the  factories  and  in  the  matter  of  brine  supply. 
In  regard  to  these  matters  I  am  only  concerned  with  the  locality 
surrounding  the  Tamaracolam  alloms.  The  drainage  of  this  area  has 
been  before  the  Government  for  a  pretty  long  time,  and  they  have  not 
yet  come  to  any  definite  conclusion  as  to  the  way  in  which  this  can  he 
satisfactorily  done.  Frequent  floods  in  Pazhayar  river,  which 
discharges  itself  into  the  Manakudi  lake  in  which  all  the  Tamaracolam 
factories  are  situated,  have  led  to  considerable  accretions  of  sand  and 
mud  in  the  Manakudi  lake  so  much  so  the  level  of  the  bed  of  the  lake 
has  been  rising  gradually  and  steadily.  Sir,  about  seven  years  ago, 
Government  gave  a  pledge  to  the  old  Legislative  Council  that  they 
would  periodically  clear  the  silt  of  the  Manakudi  lake  apd  thereby 
minimise  the  possibility  of  the  factories  being  flooded.  I  am  in  a 
position  to  state,  Sir,  that  no  attempts  are  being  made'rto  redeem  that 
pledge,  with  the  result  that  we  are  being  reduced  to  an  awkward  situa¬ 
tion.  Even  normal  floods  are  enough  to  cause  a  flooding  of  the  factories, 
with  all  the  accompanying  evils  and  disastrous  conseqences.  I  would, 
therefore,  particularly  urge  upon  the  attention  of  Government  the 
necessity  of  taking  immediate  steps  to  clear  the  silt  that  is  being 
brought  down  by  the  Pazhayar  river  and  to  undertake  some  sort  of 
periodical  dredging  operations  so  that  ordinary  floods  may  not  lead  to 
the  breaching  of  the  bunds  and  destruction  of  saltalready  manufactured 
and  stored  on  the  platforms. 

Another  point  that  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Government 
is  with  regard  to  the  question  of  brine  supply.  That  question,  in  regard 
to  the  Tamaracolam  alloms,  has  been  engaging  the  attention  of  Govern¬ 
ment  for  a  longtime.  From  the  annual  report,  I  find  that  Government 
have  been  considering  the  question  for  the  last  fifteen  years.  But 
nothing  tangible  has  resulted  from  their  consideration..  The  Excise 
Commissioner  has  been-'  saying  that  if  the  scheme  for  brine,  supply 
matures,  it  will  result  in  the  output  of  salt  being  sufficiently  increased 
to  meet  the  local  needs.  But,  I  want  to  know  when  exactly  the  scheme 
is  going  to  materialise.  I  want  a  definite  answer  whether  Government 
have  finally  adopted  the  scheme  or  whether  they  have  abandoned  it. 
The  present 'state  of  suspense  has  disastrous  consequences.  It  has 
respited  in  a  state  of  idleness  on  the  part  of  the  licensees,  since,  hoping 
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that  the  Government  would  improve  brine  supply,  the  licensees 
concerned  have  not  thought  of  making  their  own  arrangements  for 
adequate  supply  of  brine.  If  the  Government  would  say  no,  they  would 
at  least  be  thrown  upon  their  own  resources. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattammtitta )  :  What  are  those 
arrangements,  please  ? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shenootta )  :  All  that  I  have 
been  saying  is  what  I  find  in  the  Administration  Beport.  It  is  the 
Department  that  says  that.  And,  it  is  not  all  factories  that  will  be 
benefited  by  the  scheme. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ’  [Pattanamtitta)  :  Does  the  delay  on  the 
part  of  Government,  in  this  matter,  seriously  interfere  with  the  m&nu- 
facture  of  salt  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotba) Certainly. 

All  that  I  want  is  that  the  Excise  Commissioner  mnst  make  a 
definite  statement  in  the  matter. 

'  Another  point  which  I  want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government 
is  their  attitude  in  the  matter  of  extending  concessions  to  the  licensees, 
I  find  that  some  concessions  are  being  granted  to  some  factories  to  the 
exclusion  of  others.  That  is  sufficient,  Sir,  to  create  heart-burning  to 
other  licensees  similarly  situated.  I  fail  to  understand  why  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  should  single  out  particular  licensees  for  favour. 

MR.  E-  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (JPattanamtitta)  :  Sir,  it  is  a  very 
serious  allegation  that  the  member  has  made.  We  would  like  to  know 
the  sort  of  concessions  that  the  member  is  referring  to  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  {Shenootta)  :  I  will  draw  the 
attention  of  the  House  to  the  remarks  on  page  23  of  the  Administration 
Beport  of  the  Department. 


Sir,  I  do  not  grudge  concession  being  granted  to  licensees ;  but  it 
must  he  on  some  definite  principle  and  not  at  the  mercy  of  this  officer 
or  that  officer.  This  has  got  a  very  unwholesome  effect.  It  wilMiave 
its  inevitable  reaction  this  way. 

The  other  licensees  also  may  be  tempted  to  give  up  the  manufacture 
of  salt  or  be  indifferent  over  it  and  look  to  Government  for  concessions 
of  this  nature.  Another  consequence  of  this  action  is  that  Government 
also  are  prejudicially  affected  by  such  a  sort  of  concession  because  they 
are  indirectly  ottering  capital  to  the  capitalists  to  run  their  concern.  If, 
at  all,  they  do  it,  it  must  be  on  some  principle  applicable  to  all  the 
licensees.  As  I  said,  I  do  not  grudge  the  giving  of  concessions.  Only 
it  must  be  based  on  a  general  principle. 
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Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  Was  this  concession  applied 
for  and  got  ? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Sheneotta )  :  I  do  not  know. 

This  is  what  the  report  says. 

MB.  IW*  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (tovala ):  Then  the  member  does  not 
know  anything  beyond  the  statement  in  the  Report '( 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Sheneotta )  :  No. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  May  I  know  the  circumstan¬ 
ces  under  which  such  concessions  came  to  be  granted  ? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Sheneotta):  That  is  indicated 
in  the  Report  itself.  It  is  with  a  view  to  give  an  impetus  to  the 
manufacture  of  salt  in  that  factory. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI'  (Tovala) :  Does  the  member  feel  con¬ 
vinced  about  the  bona  fides  of  that  statement  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Sheneotta):  I  am  not  concerned 
with  the  bona  fides  or  anything  else.  It  may  be  with  the  idea  of 
encouraging  the  manufacture  of  salt  in  that  particular  factory. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PiLLAI  (Tovala) :  Is  it  the  member’s  opinion 
that  these  concessions  are  granted  with  a  view  to  give  an  impetus  to 
the  manufacture  of  salt  ? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Sheneotta)  :  It  may  be  true  in 
that  particular  case.  But  I  am  concerned  with  the  reaction  of  such  a 
proposal  on  the  other  manufacturers. 

MR.M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  May  Itake  the  member  to 
mean  that,  even  if  it  is  with  a  view  to  give  an  impetus  to  the  local 
manufacture  of  salt,  no  concession  should  be  granted  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Sheneotta)  :  Any  concession 
that  is  granted  should  not  operate  to  the  prejudice  of  other  licensees. 
If  any  concession  is  granted,  it  must  be  on  a  general  principle. 

Mr.  A.  TANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Rural):  How  does  the  con¬ 
cession  referred  to  in  the  report  affect  the  other  licensees  ? 

MR  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Sheneotta)  :  They  are  placed 
at  a  distinct  disadvantage. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II) :  Is  it  not  a  heart¬ 
burning  that  the  other  licensees  will  be  affected  ? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Sheneotta)  :  That  depends. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  May  I  know  whether  there  iB 
any  instance  where  an  application  for  concession  given  by  some  of  these 
licensees  was  rejected  by  the  Excise  Commissioner  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Sheneotta ):  I  know  of  several 
instances.  I  am  not  making  any  specific  reference  to  the  present 
Excise  Commissioner. 

Another  point  which  I  want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Commis- 
sioiier  and  the  Government  is  with  regard  to  the  sale  of  salt  in  the  salt 
factories. .  -At  present  the  licensees  and  the  Government  are  offering 
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the  salt  on  the  ridges  of  the  factories  for  sale  to  the  public.  This  is  a 
Very  pernicious  practice.  What  I  want  to  suggest  is  that  the  licensees, 
so  long  as  they  have  got  their  stocks  on  the  platform,  should  be  free  to 
sell  their  salt,  subject  however  to  certain  conditions  and  restrictions. 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (.Nominated)  :  Is  it  sold  on  the  ridges  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Sheneotta )  :  On  the  platform. 
That  is  only  a  minor  point.  Subject  to  certain  conditions,  namely,  that 
when  the  licensees  by  a  combine  on  their  part  inflate  the  price 
which  is  laid  down  by  Government,  or  when  their  stock  is  exhausted, 
the  Government  should  be  at  liberty  to  offer  their  own  salt  for  sale. 
So  long  as  the  licensees  have  got  salt  on  the  platforms  of  these  factories, 
Government  should  not  compete  with  the  licensees.  This  is  also  the 
practice  obtaining  in  British  India  where  the  Government  after  getting 
their  share  from  the  licensees  keep  it  on  the  platform  and  after  a 
number  of  years  they  destroy  that  even  after  payment  of  kudivila  to 
the  licensees.  That  is  a  wholesome  practice  which  this  Government 
may  also  copy. 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated):  Is  not  that  due  to  the  over¬ 
production  there  ? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Sheneotta )  :  Whatever  principle 
is  obtaining  there  is  applicable  here  also. 

PRESIDENT  :  Your  time  is  up. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Sheneotta) :  These  are  the 
suggestions  which  I  want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House. 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated, )  :  Sir,  in  supporting  this  motion, 
I  beg  to  offer  a  few  remarks.  In  the.  first  place  I  refer  to  the  damages 
caused  by  frequent  floods  in  the  factories.  The  water-spread  of  the 
Pazhayar  river  -was  abont  1,500  acres  in  the  year  1084.  In  1085  two 
more  factories  came  into  existence  which  reduced  the  area  still  further. 
By  1094  three  more  factories  came  into  existence  with  the  result  that  the 
area  of  the  Manakudi  lake  was  reduced  to  about  800  acres.  Now,  this 
Manakudi  lake  was  the  natural  reservoir  for  brine.  The  old  factories 
got  the  brine  from  this  lake.  It  was  their  one  source  of  supply.  The 
establishment  of  the  new  factories  was  by  the  reclamation  of  the  lake 
with  the  consequence  that  it  became  narrower.  We  now  find  that  the 
lake  is  very  narrow  and  the  natural  process  of  silting  is  being  increased 
day  by  day  and  the  main  cause  for  this,  state  of  affairs  is  the 
establishment  of  factories  by  Messrs  Karayalars  and  some  others.  They 
constructed  the  alloms  in  the  middle  of  the  lake. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  {Shencottu)  :  Did  they  do  it 
without  the ;  sanction  of  Government  ?  Did  they  encroach  upon 
forambo'ke  Government  land  ? 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated )  .  Anyhow,  the  thing  has  been 
done.  The  duty  of  Government  is  to  see  that  the  silting  process  does 
not  injure  the  factories.  Certain  works  were  executed  by  the  P-  W.  D. 
for  7the  removal  of  the  silt  by  the  scouring  action  of  the  river.  They 
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Were  somewhat  successful,  but  for  some  reason  or  other  it  was  given  up. 
It  is  unfortunate  the  narrow  portion  of  the  lake  is  being  silted  up 
rapidly-  When  I  was  there  I  know  that  about  Bs.  2,000  was  allotted 
for  keeping  open  the  bar  now  and  then.  These  works  are  not  being 
done  now-  The  department  is  not  devoting  sufficient  attention  in  the 
matter  of  clearing  silt  of  the  lake. 

Coming  to  the  brine  supply,  we  find  that  the  source  of  brine  supply 
has  been  cut  off  on  account  of  the  creation  of  new  factories.  In  1084 
there  were  only  2  factories ;  the  acreage  of  the  lake  was  sufficiently 
extensive.  It  was  a  sort  of  an  outer  brine  reservoir.  There  the  brine 
would  concentrate  and  this  concentrated  brine  served  the  old  factories, 
the  old  allom  and  the  Puthallom.  The  old  allprn  used  to  produce  about 
2,50,000  of  maunds  of  salt  and  the  Puthallom  about  1,30,000  maunds. 
Now  these  factories  do  not  yield  more  than  35,000  to  5  0,000  maunds  of 
salt  per  annum.  What  have  Government  done  in  having  taken  away 
this  source  of  brine  supply  for  the  purpose  of  the  construction  of  the 
new  alloms  ?  They  have  done  very  little  to  cure  the  defects. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Ton  a  to) :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  he  is  aware  of  the  existence  of  a  portion  called  the  Bottle 
Neck? 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated ):  Yes,  I  am  aware. 

'  MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (I'ovala) :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
•whether  that  is  situated  in  the  old  allom  or  in  the  new  allom  ? 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANT AN  (Nominated) :  It  borders  three  other  alloms 
than  these. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
the  particular  place  where  it  is  situated?. 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated ) :  It  touches  the  factories  of  the 
Cape  Comorin  Co.,  and  those  of  Mr.  Karayalar  and  Mr.  Avadhanial. 
The  Puthallom,  one  of  the  biggest  factories,  is  now  adversely  affected 
because  a  number  of  factories  have  been  constructed  on  the  lake  which 
formed  the  source  of  brine  supply. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta ) :  Is  there  any  brine 
there  in  the  lake  or  is  it  only  fresh  water  ? 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated):  There  is  practically  only  fresh 
Water  in  the  lake.  This  defective  brine  supply  is  mainly  due  to  the 
existence  of  other  factories  and  if  the  Excise  Commissioner  has  given 
any  concession  to  Puthallom  i  can  very  well  understand.  In  fact  the 
Puthallom  and  the  old  allom  have  suffered  and  are  suffering  for  want  of 
brine. 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMSARANI  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry ,  South }  :  Sir, 
if  there  is  one  man  whom  the  Nanjinad  cultivator  hates  with  all  his 
heart,  it  is  the  salt  manufacturer,  for  the  very  simple  reason  that  the 
salt  manufacturer  wants  sunshine  throughout  the  year  while  the  Nanji- 
nad  cultivator,  wants  rain. 

Mr-  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated, ) ;  Does  not  the  salt  manu¬ 

facturer  want  both  sun  and  rain  ? 
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MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAl  ( Commerce  and  Industry, _  South ) :  He 
wants  as  much  sun  as  possible  whereas  the  cultivator  requires  as  much 
rain  as  possible. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ohirayinlcil  I)  :  What  does  the  salt  manu¬ 
facturer  do  to  prevent  the  rains  ? 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILL Al  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South)-.  He 
only  wishes.  Not  that  he  is  able  to  do  anything  in  the  matter  of  stop¬ 
ping  the  rains. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta):  May  I  inform 
the  member  that  the  salt  manufacturer  also  wants  rains  ? 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAl  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South): 
It  is  much  more  rarely  than  the  cultivator  does. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAl1  (Vilavankod)  :  May  I  know 
from  the  member  whether  the  agriculturist  also  wants  the  sun  ? 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAl  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South): 
Yes,  at  the  season  when  the  cultivator  wants  rain,  the  salt  manufacturer 
wants  the  sun.  At  the  time  when  it  wouid  be  better  for  the  cultivator 
to  have  the  sun,  the  salt  manufacturer  does  not  want  it.  Of  course  this 
desire  does  not  do  any  harm.  What  does  happen  is  that  the  salt  basin 
at  Manakudi  lake  has  been  utilised  by  the  salt  manufacturers,  so 
much  so,  that  a  reason  for  the  floods  is  contributed  to  these  salt  factor¬ 
ies.  Whether  that  is  founded  on. truth  or  not  is  another  matter.  The 
main  thing  is  that  the  history  of  these  factories  will  go  to  show  that 
at  the  very  beginning  it  was  not  at  all  a  paying  industry,  but  only  later 
on  it  proved  to  be  paying.  It  was  started  by  a  local  syndicate  from 
South  Travancore  and  one  private  gentleman  also  started  a  factory 
after  the  encouragement  given  by  Government,  That,  of  course,  is 
not  important.  Subsequently  others  came  forward  with  plenty  of  money, 
invested  their  money  in  the  factories  and  on  account  of  their  good  for¬ 
tune  tfre  industry  became  a  thriving  one,  so  much  so  that  now  salt 
makes  people’s  mouths  water.  There  were  days  when  it  was  a  paying 
proposition  and  there  were  days  also  when  the  salt  manufacturer  found 
it  hqrd  to  make  both  ends  meet.  The  fact  now  is  that  the  Manakudy 
lake  basin  is  completely  taken  up  by  these  factories  and  there  is  no 
possibility  of  any  more  extension  there.  Not  only  that.  Even 
the  factories  which  existed  there  are  a  matter  for  complaint  so  far  as 
the  agriculturists  are  concerned.  That  is  how  the  matter  stands. 
The  only  thing  left  is  there  was  the  Variyur  factory  which  is  a  small 
affair  even  now-  That  was  taken  up  by  a  gentleman  who  happened  to 
he  a  member  oi  the  old  Assembly.  Then  there  is  the- Thattarippn 
Odai  factory  which  Was  taken  up  by  a  member  of  the  Old  Legislative 
JGbtmoil.  It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  these  people  will  not  be  burn¬ 
ing  their  fingers  r  ow.  It  has  to  be  seen  whether  we  can  produce  all 
thenalt  necessary  for  the  country  by  working  intensively  ah  the  fact¬ 
ories.  One  matter  that  I  would  suggest  is  that  the  transport  of  salt  by 
sea  ia  very  cheap  for  carrying  it  to  other  parts  of  Travancore.  No 
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facilities  are  available  now  for  the  purpose.  If  transport  is  made  by 
vessels  belonging  to  Travancore,  then  that  industry  also  will  be  en¬ 
couraged.  I  hope  Government  will  give  sufficient  attention  to  this 
subject  in  order  to  encourage  the  industry. 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  Sir,  Mr.  Kara- 
yalar  has  referred  to  four  points.  The  first  is  the  improvement  of 
drainage  system  around  the  factories.  As  Mr.  Karayalar  pointed  out, 
there  is  the  danger  of  the  factories  being  overflown  at  the  time  of  high 
floods.  That  is  due  to  the  fact  that  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  Mana- 
kudi  lake  have  been  converted  into  factories.  The  area  of  the  lake 
has  been  reduced  to  that  extent.  All  that  we  can  now  do  is  to  let  out 
the  water  into  the  sea.  The  bar  is  opened  to  let  out  the  flood- water  and 
the  silted  portions  are  deepened  from  time  to  time.  Government  will 
bear  in  mind  the  extreme  importance  of  the  work  and  will  be  prepared 
to  do  everything  that  they  can  to  prevent  silting  up  of  the  lake. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  Was  any  attempt  made  by 
Government  to  find  out  a  free  flow  for  the  water  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner):  Yes,  very  serious 
attempts  were  made.  There  is  what  is  called  the  bottle-neck  portion 
and  the  idea  is  to  have  it  in  a  fan  shape,  and  to  excise  off  the  projecting 
portions. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  When  once  Government 
Were  convinced  of  the  necessity  for  these  works,  what  was  the  difficulty 
in  giving  effect  to  the  same  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  The  difficulty  is 
that  a  good  deal  of  expenditure  is  involved.  The  Chief  Engineer  also 
doubts  whether  the  flood  damages  could  not  be  prevented  otherwise 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  ;  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  the  Government's  position  in  regard  to  the  bottle-neck 
is  not  yet  settled  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  It  is  not  yet  finally 
settled. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  May  I  knowhow  long  the 
matter  has  been  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Government  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner):  I  cannot  say  ex¬ 
actly  how  long.  It  has  been  pending  for  some  time. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ) :  Was  it  before  Government 
in  1100? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Com,  nissioner) :  I  do  not  know  • 
On  account  of  the  .complicated  nature  of  the  question,  no  decision. could 
be  arrived  at  immediately. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural)  :  May  I  know  whe¬ 
ther  the  bottle-neck  is  a  portion  of  what  was  once  the  lake  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) :  Yes. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural)-.  So  the  difficulty  was 
created  by  the .  connivance  of  the  Government  in  assigning  away  the 
lake. 
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Ms.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner) :  It  cannot  be  said 
that  the  Government  connived  at  it. 

;MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILL Al  ( Tovala ):  May  I  know  whether  there 
will  be  no  more  registration  in  the  bed  of  the  Manakudi  lake  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (.Excise  Commissioner)  :  At  present  the 
idea  is  not  to  register  any  more  portion  of  the  Manakudi  lake. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural)  :  What  is  the  area 
under  cultivation  in  what  was  once  the  part  of  the  lake  approximately  ? 

MS.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) :  The  total  extent 
of  salt  factories  at  Tamaracolam  is  a  little  below  1,000  acres. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural)  :  Of  these  how  much 
formed  part  of  the  lake  once  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner) :  I  cannot  say  exactly. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural )  :  X  want  to  know  the 
extent  of  the  harm  done  with  the  knowledge  of  the  department. 

MS.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  It  is  not  possible 
exactly  to  say  that. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural):  Approximately. 

MR.  C.  ,0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) :  It  will  be  below 
1,000  acres.  The  second  point  referred  to  by  Mr.  Karayalar  is  the 
supply  of  brine.  So  far  as  brine  supply  is  concerned,  Government  have 
got  a  definite  scheme  which  has  been  sanctioned.  They  propose  to 
sink  wells  on  the  sea  coast.  I  do  not  think  anything  more  need  be 
said  on  that  point . 

The  third  point  of  Mr.  Karayalar  relates  to  the  concessions  given 
to  some  of  the  licensees.  I  think  Mr.  Karayalar  has  not  understood 
the  position  correctly.  It  is  not  a  favour  shown  to  some  of  the  licen¬ 
sees  to  the  prejudice  of  other  licensees.  What  is  stated  in  the  report 
is  only  in  reference  to  the  complete  conversion  of  Puthallom  into  the 
modified  Excise  system. 

MR.  S,  GHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Sheneotta) :  '  But  that  is  not 
how  it  is  worded  in  the  Report- 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner):.  The  wording  is 
not  capable  of  any  misconception.  It  relates  to.the  conversion  of 
Puthallom  into  the  modified  system,  No  special  concession  was  given 
to  the  licensees. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala) :  Was  there  any  rejection  of 
the  concessions  as  referred  to  at  page  23  of  the  Report  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) :  I  do  not  under¬ 
stand  exactly  what  he  means. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  I  am  referring  to  the  con¬ 
cessions  in  the  form  of  private  sale  of  salt  to  the  extent  of  36,000  maunds. 

MR.  C.  Q.  MADHAVAN  { Excise  Commissioner):  They  have  to 
supply  salt  to  Government  every  year  for  sale. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  So,  will  this  sort  of 
concession  be  given  to  other  licensees  in  Colachel  or  Rajakkamangalam 
if  they  pray  for  it  ? 


DEMAND  III — EXCISE  DEPARTMENT* 


Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner) :  If  they  come  for¬ 
ward  with  any  definite  proposal,  Government  will  be  only  too  ready  to 
accept  it, 

Mr.  M.  SlVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tomla '):  May  I  know  whether  he  is 
aware  of  the  answer  of  Mr.  Karayalar  to  the  effect  that  there  are  so 
many  applicants  for  this  concession  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  C Excise  Commissioner):  That  is  why  I  say 
Mr.  Karayalar  did  not  understand  it  properly, 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAyALAR  (Shencotta) :  Was  not  remis¬ 
sion  granted  to  the  licensees  of  Extension  No.  2  ? 

MR.  C.  0,  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) :  That  is  not  referred 
to  in  the  Administration  Report. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta ):  I  refer  to  this 
only  as  an  instance. 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) :  It  is  only  the  con¬ 
version  of  the  Puthalloin  into  the  modified  Excise  system. 

Mr.  A,' THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural):  May  I  know  whe¬ 
ther  these  concessions  adversely  affect  other  licensees  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner):  It  does  not  at  all 
affect  them  in  any  way. 

The  last  point  referred  to  by  Mr.  Karayalar  is  the  sale  of  Govern¬ 
ment  salt  in  Salt  Factories  and  the  supposed  competition  by  Govern¬ 
ment  with  private  licensees-  There  has  been  no  competition  by 
Government  with  the  licensees.  Government  get  nearly  3  lakhs  of 
maunds  every  year.  That  salt  is  taken  to  the  Government  depots  at 
Trivandrum,  Qnilon,  Alleppey  and  Munambom. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta)  :  Am  I  to  under- 
stand  that  the  department  does  not  offer  their  salt  for  sale  at  the 
factories  ?  ■ 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner):  Yes,  the  Depart, 
ment  sells  salt  sometimes  in  the  factories  also. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Sheivcotta) :  Is  it  not  competition; 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner):  It  is  not.  Govern 
ment  have  to  see  that  the  price  of  salt  is  not  unduly  raised  by  th 
licensees.  After  about  the  middle  of  this  year,  there  is  some  scarcity 
of  salt  in  the  factories.  Before  this  there  was  competition  on  the 
part  of  the  licensees  to  sell.  They,  resorted  to  underselling  to  some 
extent.  So  the  licensees  themselves  requested  me  to  make'  some 
arrangement  under  which  they  can  sell  their  salt  without  underselling 
Now  the  trouble  is  otherwise.  On  account  of  the  failure  of  the  manu¬ 
facture  this  year,  the  complaint  is  from  the  merchants  who  say  that 
they,  have  to  pay  higher,  price  in  the  shape  of  cooly  hire.  The  Gov- 
eminent  are  bound  to  see  that  there  is  no  undpe  raising  of  the  prices 
resulting  in  hardship  to  consumers.  Government  interfere  only  to.  that 
extent.  There  is  absolutely  no  idea  of  entering  into  a  competition 
with  the  licensees.  Whenever  any  action  was  taken,  it  was  mostly 
with  the  consent  of  the  licensees. 
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Mr.  Gr.  Nilakantan  spoke  about  the  negligence  on  the  part  of 
Government.  As  I  have  already  said,  Government  are  doing  all  that 
is  possible  to  prevent  the  silting  up  of  the  lake. 

Mr.  M.  S1VATANU  PILLAI  ( Tomla ):  Is  there  any  allotment 
every  year  for  the  removal  of  silt  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) :  Ye s. 

That  is  all  that  I  have  to  say. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( SUneotta )  :  Sir  I  want  to 
explain  certain  points  raised  by  Mr.  Nilakanian  in  the  course  of  his 
speech.  He  said  that  the  difficulty  in  regaru  to  the  drainage  was 
created  by  Karayalars.  I  do  not  know  what  he  meant  by  ‘Karayalars’. 
Taking  the  word  as  it  is,  I  may  state  that  the  factories  put  up  by 
Karayalars — let  it  mean  anything— were  put  up  under  a  license  from 
Government  and  after  assignment  by  Government.  They  did  not 
encroach  upon  'poramboke  or  create  any  mischief  by  diverting  water. 
Then  Mr.  Chidambaram  Pillai  referred  to  the  conflict  of  interests 
between  the  licensees  and  cultivators.  Salt  licensees  also  want  rain  as 
much  as  the  cultivators. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mmelikara )  :  But  not  at  the 
same  time. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Sheneotta >:  Yes,  we  want 
rains  in  the  rainy  season. 

Then  with  regard  to  the  clearance  of  the  silt  in  the  Manakudy 
lake,  the  Excise  Commissioner  said  that  periodical  clearance  is  being 
done.  I  am  not  aware  of  any  such  activities  on  the  part  of  the 
Department.  I  would  urge  upon  the  attention  of  the  Excise  Commis¬ 
sioner  that  the  work  be  done  systematically  and  periodically  with  a 
view  really  to  clear  the  silt  so  that  flooding  may  not  occur  as  often  as 
it  is  occurring  now. 

Then  with  regard  to  the  concessions  to  the  licensees,  the  Excise 
Commissioner  stated  that  it  does  not  in  any  way  affect  the  interests  of 
ether  licensees.  I  ask,  does  it  not  lead  to  competition  between  the 
licensees?  Is  it  not  to  the  detriment  of  the  licensees  ? 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavetihara ) :  Is  it  not  to  the 
betterment  of  the  public?  Is  it  not  to  the  benefit  of  the  general  public? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Sheneotta )  :  It  does  not 
affect  the  general  public  and  it  affects  the  interests  of  the  other 
licensees. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mmelikara )  :  Is  it  the  member’s 
opinion  that  the  output  of  salt  must  be  restricted  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  {Sheneotta):  Probably  the 
member  has  misunderstood  the  concession  given  to  other  licensees. 

Mr,  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  {Tovala)  ■  Can  the  member  enlighten 
the  House  what  he  means  by  concessions  ? 
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MR.  S.  CHaTTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta) :  ‘Concession’ 

means  a  premium  paid  by  one  party  to  another. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala) :  Is  it  payment  in  kind  or 
payment  in  cash? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta)-.  It  is  payment 
though  not  in  cash,  at  least  in  kind. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  How  does  it  affect  the  other 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta)  :  The  licensee 
concerned  is  at  liberty  to  release  so  much  more  salt  and  sell  it,  That 
means  competition. 

MR.  tPACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilamnhod) :  May  I  know 
whether  it  affects  the  consumer  ? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta)  :  It  does  not  affect 
the  consumer  here. 

The  Excise  Commissioner  has  not  given  any  undertaking  on  the 
point  that  I  have  urged. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  May  I  know  whether  by  conces¬ 
sions  which  the  member  is  refering  to  the  consumer  is  benefited? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta)  :  He  is  neither 
benefited  nor  prejudicially  affected.  The  Excise  Commissioner  could 
not  give  a  definite  undertaking  on  the  question  as  to  whether  he  would 
arrange  to  remove  the  silt  periodically  with  a  view  to  prevent  recur¬ 
rence  of  floods  and  submerging  of  lands.  I  would  welcome  a  state¬ 
ment  from  the  Excise  Commissioner. 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) :  Silt  is  being  removed 
every  year.  Government  are  doing  every  thing  possible  in  that  direc¬ 
tion.  An  outlet  is  provided  for  the  silt  to  be  washed  awa'y  by 
cutting  the  bar. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta ):  Does  he  refer  to 
the  opening  of  the  bar  ? 

MR.  C.l.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  There  is  a  special 
allotment  in  the  budget  for  that  item.  It  will  be  attended  to. '  ,  , 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta) .  May  I  take  it  as 
an  undertaking  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  Yes. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta)  ;  On  the  assurance 
that  the  Excise  Commissioner  would  undertake  to  see  my  suggestions 
carried  out,  I  beg  leave  to  withdraw  the  motion: — 

The  motion  was  by  leave  withdrawn. 

Motion  No.  69. 

Mr.  8.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta) :  Sir,  I  beg  to 
make  the  following  motion: — 

*“  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  10,639  for  Salt  factories  by  Rupees 
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My  object  in  making  this  motion  is  to  urge  that  the  salt  factories 
at  Colachel  and  Bajakainangalam  be  abolished.  My  first  point'  is  that 
the,  outturn  of  salt  in  these  factories  will  not  justify  the  running  of 
these  factories.  The  outturn  in  the  Colachel  factory  during  the  last 
three  years  from  1105  to  1107  is  as  follows.  In  1105  it  was  over  1,700 
maunds,  in  1106  it  was  1,751  maunds  and  in  1107  it  was  1,628  ma'unds.. 
The  value  of  the  salt  per  annum  works  out  to  about  300  or  400 
rupees.  That  is  sufficient  in  itself  to  justify  my  proposal.  The 
establishment  charges  will  not  be  covered  by  the  value  of  the  salt.  It 
is  a  sheer  vaste  of  public  money  on  these  factories. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala) :  What  is  the  amount  of  the 
establishment  charges? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta )  :  All  that  I  can  say 
is  the  establishment  charges  will  not  be  covered  by  the  value  of  the 
salt.  There  is  one  Inspector,  one  Petty  Officer  and  some  seven  or 
eight  peons. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (MaveKkara) :  May  I  know,  is  that 
factory  worked  by  Government  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  '  (Shencotta) :  There  are 
licensees  ? 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  A8AN  (Mavelikara)  :  Is  there  not  a  com¬ 
plaint  from  the  licensees  that  the  factory  should  not  be  worked  by 
Government? 

Mr.  S,  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta )  :  I  do  not  know.  I 
am  placing  all  the  facts  before  the  House.  The  salt  manufactured  in 
that  allom  is  being  made  over  to  Government  and  the  Government 
pay  the  kudivila  on  the  salt.  The  difference  between  the  market  value 
and  the  kudivila  is  not  sufficient  to  cover  the  expenses.  In  the  case  of 
Bajakkamangalam  also,  the  same  situation  arises.  The  out-turn  of 
salt  in  1106  was  15,472  maunds.  In  1107  it  came  down  to  8,783 
maunds.  Calculating  the  value  of  the  quantity,  it  works  out  to  about, 
Bs.  3,000  in  1106  and  about  Bs.  i,600  in  1107.  Considering  the  market 
value  of  the  salt  and  the  kudivila  .  paid,  I  have  to  observe  that  these 
factories  cannot  be  run  without  loss  to  Government.  The  licensees 
too  are  not  benefited. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Why  was  there  a 
heavy  fall  in  1107  ? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta)  :  I  do  not  know. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara):  I  wish  to  know,  is 
there  any  particular  reason  for  the  fall  ? 

MR.  $.  CHATJ.ANATHAvKARAYALAR  (Shencotta):  That  only  shows 
that  the  factory  has  been  deteriorating.  That  is  the  natural  conclu¬ 
sion  to  arrive  at.  » 
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Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavelikara) :  May  I  know,  is  it 
owing  to  the  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  licensees  that  there  is  a  fall  in 
production  ? 

MR.  S-  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shenootta):'  These  are  hard 
facts  and  we  have  to  face  them. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavankod ) :  May  I  know 
whether  the  member  is  representing  the  interests  of  the  general  body 
of  consumers  and  the  licensees  ? 

,MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shenootta ) :  Both. 

SIR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod)  :  May  I  know 
whether  he  will  recommend  the  abolition  { of  all  the  factories  at  Tba- 
marakulam  if  it  is  found  that  they  are  working  at  a  loss  ? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shenootta ):  Certainly.' 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ) :  May  I  know  whether  the  con¬ 
tinuation  of  these  two  factories  prejudicially  affects  the  other  licensees 
in  Thamarakulam  ? 

MR,  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shenootta ) :  In  the  sense  it 
affect  the  ordinary  tax- payer. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavankod ):  About  the 
licensees?  What  about  the  licensees  proper  ? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  f  Shenootta):  I  am  speaking  on 
behalf  of  the  ordinary  tax  payer. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  What  about  the  Kumari 
allom- 

,  MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shenootta ):  What  has  that 
to  do  with  Colachel. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  What  about  the  fall 
in  Kumari  allom  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shenootta ):  That  may  be  due 
to  the  small  acreage  of  the  allom. 

MR.  A.  S,  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  Even  then  the 
establishmentchargesarethesame.' 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shenootta):  But  you  must 
Understand  one  Inspector  will  be  in  charge  of  two  or  three  alloms. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavmikod) :  Is  there  any 
Inspector  in  the  Rajakkarhangalam  allom.  • 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Sheneotta )  ;  There  is  one 
Inspector.  Recently  one  Sub-Inspector  has  been  put  in  charge. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  Has  the  member  any  objection 
to  hand  over  the  alloms  to  private  enterprise  who  come  forward? 

Mr.'S,  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shenootta)-:  Anyway  I  know 
that  it  will  not  be  profitable  to  any  man  to  undertake  the  matter, 
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Mr.  M-  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ):  May  I  ask  the  member  suppose 
there  is  one  man  prepared  to  take  it  up  and  work  them,  has  the 
member  any  objection  to  hand  over  the  alloms  ? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta ) :  It  may  not  be 
.feasible  for  any  man  to  take  them  up  and  work  them. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala,):  What  does ’the  member  say 
in  regard  to  a  particular  question  ? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta)  :  I  am  not  pre¬ 
pared  to  accept  the  member’s  view. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  Instead  of  abolishing*  these 
alloms  as  the  member  has  |now  come  forward  with  a  proposal,  I  ask 
why  not  give  them  to  a  man  who  is  prepared  to  take  it  up  and  work 
the  concerns  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta)  :  That  question 
does  not  arise  at  all.  My  next  point  is — 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  I  want  a  definite  answer  to 
my  question,  Sir. 

PRESIDENT  :  You  must  be  satisfied  with  the  answer  given. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  Sir,  that  is  a  point  for  ruling. 
The  member  is  saying  this  information  just  to  convince  us  for  the 
necessity  of  abolition.  My  question  is  relevant  and  it  is  capable  of 
being  answered. 

PRESIDENT :  If  a  member  is  not  preparedito  answer  that  question, 
you  can  not  compel  him  to  answer.  In  these  .matters  I  am  not  to 
be  judge. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta)  :  I  am  at  liberty 
to  answer  that  question  or  not.  I  have  already  given  an  indication. 

My  next  point  is  these  two  factories  are  not  advantageously  situated 
for  salt  manufacture.  I  myself  inspected  these  factories  with  a  view 
to  find  out  whether  they  could  be  improved  for  the  purpose  of  manu¬ 
facture  of  salt.  That  was  my  only  object.  I  stated  the  situation  of 
the  Rajakamangalam  allom  is  such  that  it  is  not  fit ,  for  cultivation. 
This  is  the  case  in  regard  to  the  Oolachel  factory  also.  It  is  situated 
in  a  depression.  It  is  therefore  subject  to  fresh  water  percolation.  In 
addition  to  that,  there  is  a  fresh  water  channel  flowing  along  one  side. 
That  is  a  serious  defect  for  the  production  of  salt.  On  this  account  it 
is  unsuitable  for  the  manufacture  of  salt.  This  applies  as  well  to 
Rajakkamangalom  allorn  also.  That  is  also  subject  to  percolation  and 
there  is  a  fresh  water  channel  running  along  one  side.  In  this  con¬ 
nection  I  shall  refer  to  the  remarks  in  the  Administration  Report  of 
the  Department  for  1107.  The  Excise  Commissioner  himself  in¬ 
directly  admits  the  fact  that  Rajakkamangalom  salt  factory  cannot  be 
worked  satisfactorily.  In  view  of  this  consideration,  the  post  of  the 
Inspector  attached  to  the  Rajakkamangalom  has  been  abolished.  The 
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Excise  Commissioner  reports  as  follows  at  page  6  of  the  Administration 
Report : 

“The  post  of  Inspector  attaohed  to  the  Rajakkamang&lam  Salt  Faotory  was 
abolished  temporarily  and  the  faotory  was  placed  under  a  Sub-Inspeotor,"  eto. 

The  inference  is  obvious. 

Again,  at  page  22  of  the  Departmental  Report  the  following 
observation  is  made  : 

“The  problems  of  fresh  water  peroolation  and  difficulty? of  getting  brine 
still  remain  unsolved  as  in  previous  years.  Tho  work  proposed  by  the  late 
Chief  Engineer  Mr.  Vipan,  that  is  tho  cona'ruction  of  a  combined  foot-bridge 
and  aqneduot  across  the  Pampurivoikal  for  taking  brine  into  the  reservoir  has 
not  been  oompleted.  How  far  the  work  will  solve  the  problem  of  brino 
supply  can  be  known  only  after  it  ia  oompleted.” 

The  Excise  Commissioner  himself  views  the  situation  with  great 
pessimism.  I  do  not  know  how  far  works  of  doubtful  utility  can  be 
undertaken  and  money  wasted  on  such  projects.  From  a  local  study  of 
the  situation  I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  very  difficult  to  get 
a  sufficient  supply  cf  brine  for  these  two  factories.  The  proposal  of 
the  Chief  Engineer  or  whatever  authority  it  may  be,  to  construct  a 
bridge  or  aqueduct  cannot  after  all  be  beneficial  to  these  factories. 

As  Mr.  G.  Nilakantan  suggested  in  regard  to  brine  supply,  I  am 
sure  the  supply  cannot  be  had  at  all  seasons.  When  it  is  required  for 
the  manufacture  of  salt  in  the  Colachel  faotory,  it  is  not  available.  I 
know  the  channel  was  intended  to  take  brine  from  the  sea  but  it  is 
absolutely  of  no  use.  When  I  visited  the  factory  last,  it  was  dried 
up.  There  is  another  difficulty  land  that  is!  the  problem  of  drainage. 
It  is  a  huge  problem  and  unless  this  is  solved  satisfactorily,  there  is  no 
possibility  of  improving  the  salt  manufacture  in  these  alloms. 

PRESIDENT  :  Your  time  is  up. 

Hr,  PUTHUPALLI  8.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  Salt  is  a  very 
nice  thing  and  it  is  one  of  the  very  essential  necessaries  for  all  the  peo¬ 
ple  living.  I  'am  afraid  we  have  had  too  much  of  it  for  the  day.  I 
therefore  take  the  early  opportunity  to  oppose  the  motion.  The  gist  of 
the  motion  appears  to  be  that  two  of  the  unoffending  alloms  should  be 
abolished  and  encouragement  should  be  offered  to  the  remaining  alloms. 

I  would  have  wished  that  all  the  alloms  in  the  State  are  abolished  and 
say  an  acre  of  land  at  Karunagappally  or  Quilon  be  granted  to  me  so 
that  I  may  manufacture  all  the  salt  necessary  for  the  State.  If  such  a 
proposition  would  be  accepted  by  Government,  I  would  have  supported 
the  motion  now  belfore  the  House.  However  good  that  may  be  to  the 
betterment  of  an  individual,  I  have  to  oppose  it  in  the  interest  of  the 
people  at  large.  I  would  also  suggest  that  all  possible  encouragement 
should  be  given  to  the  existing  alloms  and  also  for  opening  up  new 
alloms  wherever  possible,  so  that  all  the  salt  necessary  for  the  State 
might  be  manufactured.  Mr.  Karayalar  advocated  certain  concessions 
to  some  people  at  the  sacrifice  of  others.  That  I  suppose  could  in  no 
case  be  granted.  I  hope  that  other  members  will  also  take  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  oppose  the  motion.  With  these  few  words,  I  oppose  the 

motien. 
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,  i.  S.  J.  NAIF)  ( Nedumangad )  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion  of 
Mr.  Kavayalar  on  two  grounds.  Firstly  the  arguments  advanced  h 
Mr.  Karayalar  for  the  abolition  of  the  factories  at  Cotachel  and  Bajaka- 
mangalam  are  not  convincing  enough.  Secondly,  at  page  22  of  the 
Excise  Department  Administration  Beport  it  is  stated : — 

‘  Th«  works  mentioned  in  tha  Administration  reports  of  the  previous  years  have 
not  been  completed.  The  P.  W.  D-  is  taking  prompt  stops  to  complete  the  works  at  the 
earliest  opportunity.  Until  the  works  are  completed  the  manufacture  in  the  factory 
must  remain  unsatisfactory. 

“The  problems  of  fresh  water  percolation  and  the  difficulty  of  getting  brine  still 
remain  unsolved  as  in  previous  yoars-  The  work  proposed  by  the  late  Chief  Eogineor 
Mr.  Vypen  i.  tho  construction  of  a  oombinod  foot  bridge  aud  aqueduct  aoross  the 
Pampuri  Vaikal  for  taking  briuo  into  tho  reservoir  has  not  been  completed. " 

Two  reasons  are  stated  there  for  the  unsatisfactory  working  of  the 
factories.  If  the  proposed  construction  is  over,  I  think  there  will  be  no 
need  for  abolishing  the  factories  at  all.  Hence  I  oppose  the  motion, 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAi  (Tovala)  :  I  move  that  the  questionbe 

put. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  motion  before  the  House  is  that  the  questionbe 

put. 

The  motion  for  the  closure  of  the  discussion  was  then  put  to  the 
vote  of  the  House  and  carried. 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ■  ( Excise  Commissioner)  :  The  motion  of 
Mr.  Karayalar  is  that  the  salt  factories  at  Colachel  and  Bajakamanga- 
lam  be  abolished.  It  is  true  that  these  two  factories  are  not  yielding  a 
sufficient  quantity  of  salt  to  justify  their  existence.  But  the  object  of 
the  Government  being  to  encourage  the  manufacture  of  salt  and  fo 
make  the  State  self-supporting  in  that  respect  as  stated  at  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  discussion,  it  is  not  desirable  or  wise  to  abolish  the 
salt  factories  without  trying  all  possible  means  to  improve  them.  If 
these  factories  are  to  he  abolished, Ithe  licensees  will  have  to  be  paid 
compensation  under  Section  Hi  and  14  of  the  Salt  Begulation. 

I  would  now  add  a  few  words  about  the  two  factories  separately 
As  for  the  Bajakamangalam  Factory,  there  is  already  an  pplication 
from  Mr.  Muthuswamy  Karayalar. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shcncotta,)  :  May  I  correct  the 
member  by  saying  that  he  has  given  up  that  idea? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  I  have  absolutely 
no  idea.  If  Mr.  Karayalar  has  withdrawn  that  application,  then  that 
objection  does  not  stand.  The  existing  factory  is  still  being  worked  to 
some  extent.  There  is  further  an  application  for  resuscitating  the 
defunct  Sree  Chithralom  factory.  Under  these  circumstances  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  abolishing  the  Bajakamangalam  factory  cannot  be  seriously 
thought  of. 

So  far  as  Colachel  is  concerned,  there  has  already  been  an  applica¬ 
tion  from  a  gentleman  who  is  able  to  work  it  praying  that  the  present 
licensees  may  be  cancelled  and  the  factory  given  to  him.  So  it  would 
not  be  wise  to  close  down  the  factories.  _ 
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What  I  have  to  say  with  regard  to  these  factories  is  that  before 
ordering  then-  closing,  Government  might  try  whether  the  salt  factories 
could  be  improved.  If  after  trying  nh  possible  means  it  is  found  that  it 
is  not  possible  to  improve  the  factories  then  Mr.  Karayaiar’s  motion 
may  be  accepted.  But  the  time  has  not  yet  come  for  accepting  the 
motion.  So  I  oppose  the  motion  of  Mr.  Karayalar  for  the  immediate 
abolition  of  the  factories. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencoita ) :  I  beg  to  withdraw 
the  motion. 

Mr.  M.  SLi/ATANl)  P1LLAI  (T oealet)  •  I  object  to  the  withdrawal

The  Excise  Commissioner  has  now  promised  that  it  is  engaging 
his  attention.  With  regard  to  the  proposal  of  sinking  a  series  of.  wells 
on  the  seashore  I  may  say  that  it  is  not  likely  to  work  successfully. 
Pumping  water  from  the  sea  is  a  more  sure  method.  T 

Ms.  M.  SiVATANU  PILLA1  (Tooah)  :  May  I  know  whether  a  con¬ 
tinuous  supply  of  brine  is  always  good  P 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated):  It  is  certainly  good.  But  how 
to  get  it  ?  Since  the  old  allom  aud  the  Puthalam  which  depended  for 
its  brine  on  the  Manakudi  lake  are  not  getting  it  at  present,  '  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  Government  to  supply  brine  as  soon  as  possible.  .  If  the 
scheme  of  pumping  brine  is  carried  out  we  can  expect  22.  lakhs  of 
maunds  from  the  Thamarukuiam  group  of  factories  alone:  In  this  cal¬ 
culation  I  have  left  out  the  factories  at  Rajakamangalam  and  Colachel. 
These  factories  cannot  be  wonted  now.  In  olden  days  one  factor  was 
absent.  There  was  not  the  Pachipara  extension.  This  has  Hooded  the 
whole  area  and  the  salt  pans  are  percolated,  with  fresh  water.  We  find 
that  even  the  central  portion  of  the  a  Homs  -is  subject  to  percolation. 
This  percolation  cannot  be  stopped. 1  Another  thing  is  that  the  factories 
get  brine  through  the  bar.  The  sea  water  can  be  got  through  the  bar 
only  at  particular  seasons  in  the  months  of  Kumbhom  and  Meenom 
and  these  months  are  months  of  the  closing  .season.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  season  no  brine  can  be  got-  Unless  one  gets  brine  in  Vrischikom 
or  Dhanu,  no  salt  can  be  manufactured.  The  brine  got  towards  the 
close  of  the  season  is  diluted  by  the  rains.  '  So  we  cannot  at  all  depend 
upon  these  old  factories,  for  the  development  of  salt  industry’..  We 
must  entirely  concentrate  our  attention  on  the  Thamaraktilam  factories 
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and  the  Thamarakulam  factories  can  be  developed  only  by  the  supply 
of  brine.  There  are  some  factories  which  depend  entirely  on  pit  brine. 
Bat  the  use  of  the  pit  brine  for  a  long  time  will  be  ruinous  to  these 
factories  eventually  unless  sea  brine  is  secured  and  combined  with  pit 
brine.  So  special  attention  has  to  be  taken  for  supplying  brine  from 
the  sea. 

Ms.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)-.  So  far  as  taking 
brine  from  the  sea  is  concerned,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
that  by  sinking  wells  on  the  beach  and  pumping  brine  out  of  the  sea, 
the  scarcity  of  brine  supply  can  be  overcome.  In  such  matters  the 
Department  can  only  follow  the  advice  of  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Mr.  T,  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Urban) :  Has  any  Engineer 
with  extensive  experience  of  salt  manufacturing  examined  this  question 
on  the  spot  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner ):  Chief  Engineers  in 
Travancove  has  gone  into  this  question.  But  I  cannot  say  whether 
they  were  men  of  extensive  experience  in  the  manufacture  of  salt. 

Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Urban) :  Will  the  Govern- 
ment  be  pleased  to  appoint  a  competent  and  experienced  Engineer  to 
go  into  the  question  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)-.  That  question  will 
be  considered  by  the  Government.

Mr,  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I) :  May  I  know  from  the  mem¬ 
ber  the  number  of  girl  pupils  in  the  English  Schools  at  the  close  of 
Edavom  or  at  the  beginning  of  this  academic  year  ? 

SIR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  That  informa¬ 
tion  is  not  available. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I)  ■  May  I  know  from  the  mem¬ 
ber  the  percentage  of  literates  among  the  females  in  the  State  ? 

Mr.  K,  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  cannot  answer 
that  question  now. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I) :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  for  how  long  the  girl  pupils  have  been  enjoying  the  half  fee 
concession? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  For  about  ten  or 
twelve  years.  .

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Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( CMrayinHl  I) :  May  I  know  whether  the 
Government  are  aware  that  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  strength 
of  the  girl  pupils  now,  soon  after  the  enhancement  of  fees  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  ■.  No.  On  the 
contrary,  there  is  an  increase  over  the  previous  years.  But  that  was 
not  immediately  after  the  enhancement. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinhil  I )  :  Was  it  even  after  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  this  academic  year  ?> 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  '(.Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  I  cannot  say 

that. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (GMrayinhil  I) :  May  I  know  whether  this 
policy  of  enhancing  the  fees  for  girl  pupils  will  not  result  in  a  set-back 
to  the  growing  female  education  ? 

Ms.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  In  the  colleges 
I  understand  that  there  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  lady  students. 
So,  it  does  not  seem  that  it  is  affecting  the  female  education.. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinhil  I)  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
Government  would  be  pleased  to  consider  the  question  of  restoring  the 
old  order  of  things  so  far  as  the  girl  pupils  are  concerned  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Government 
considered  this  question  already  and  thought  that  it  was  not  necesBary 
to  do  that. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( GhirayinJcil  I) :  May  I  know  from  the 
Government  whether  they  would  adopt  a  more  liberal  policy  of  revi¬ 
sion  in  the  matter  .of  awarding  fee  concessions  ?

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  P1LLAI  ( Pattanamtitta )  :  Is  the  member  a  wars 
that  the  House  was  in  favour  of  the  enhancement  of  fees  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  do  not  know. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala) :  May  I  know  the  amount  of 
fees  that  is  now  collected  after  the  enhancement  of  fees  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  ■.  I  cannot  say, 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  -.  May  I  know  what  the 
answer  is  to  part  (b)  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  ■  The  Betrench- 
ment  Committee  considered  that  no  inducement  was  now  required  in 
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Travancore  for  the  education  of  girls,  and  Government  accepted  the 
Committee’s  recommendation  in  the  matter. 

MR.  A.  8.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  What  is  the  signi¬ 
ficance  of  the  word  ‘  now  ’  ?

Still  the  parents 
pay  school  fees  and  send  their  girls  to  schools  because  no  inducement 
is  now  required. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Has  the  present  con¬ 
dition  of  the  people  been  considered  by  Government  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  Government 
know  their  condition. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  May  I  know  when 
the  Retrenchment  Committee  made  that  recommendation  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  The  recommenda¬ 
tion  was  dated  12th  March  1932.

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Yes. 

Mr.  A.  8.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Has- the  question  been 
re-considered  in  the  light  of  that  discussion  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Yes. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAlR  .( Nedumangad ):  May  I  know,  from  the  member 
whether  it  would  not  affect  adversely  the  progress  of  female  education 
in  the  State  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  ;  From  the 
wer  it  is  clear  that  Government  thought  otherwise. 
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IWR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  1):  May  I  know  from  the 
member  who  contributes  the  fees  with  regard  to  the  girls  and  boys 
generally  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  Their  parents. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  the  liability  for  girl  students  is  almost  the  same  as 
that  for  boy  students  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  Yes. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I) :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  Government  think  that  any  concession  should  be 
given  to  a  man  who  has  got  only  daughters  more  than  to  a  man  who 
has  got  sons  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  I  do  not  see 
why  Government  should  make  a  difference  between  parents  of  daughters 
and  sons  in  this  connection.

KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Chang  anachery  I)  ■,  May  I 
know  from  the  member  the  approximate  gain  to  Government  that  has 
been  caused  by  this  enhancement  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  have  not  col¬ 
lected  statistics  in  regard  to  that.

Mr.  B.  NARAYANA  P|LLAI  (Commissioner  of  Police) :  On  the  railway 
lines  and  these  are  under  British  jurisdiction. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (ChirayinMl  I) :  May  I  know  the  nature  of 
the  offence  committed  by  them  ? 
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Mr.  8.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Commissioner  of  Police )  :  According  to 
the  Railway  Regulation  the  police  took  action. 

MR .  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinhil  I) :  That  is  not  what  I  wanted 
to  know.  May  I  know  the  exact  offence  committed  by  these  persons 
on  the  railway  lines  ? 

MR.  B.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Commissioner  of  Police):  There  is  no 
information  here.

Mr.  W.  K.  PADMANABHA  PiLLAI  (Director  of  Indstries)  :  Sir,  I 

rise  to.  move  for  a  grant  not  (exceeding  Bs.  1,59,644,  under  Demand 
IV— Industries. 

Motion  No.  89. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  (Kottarakara)  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  make  the 
following  motion : 

To  omit  the  allotment  of  Bs,  17,845  for  salaricsi 

My  object  in  moving  this  motion  is  to  point  out  the  utter  futility 
of  maintaining  a  number  of  officers  called  '  ‘Experts.’  The  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Industries  entertains  an  Industrial  Chemist,  a  Tanning  Ex. 
pert,  a  Chemical  Assistant,  a  Textile  Expert  and  "a  State.  Geological 
Assistant.  For  the  last  fifteen  or  twenty  years,  these  ‘experts'  have 
been  experimenting  in  their  laboratories.  The  Director  of  Industries 
has  beeD  assuring  us  year  after  year  that  these  experts  have  been  doing 
useful vVork,  But,  from  the  Beport  of  the  Department  we  understand 
that,  after  eleven  years  of  experiment,  the  Tanning  Expert  has  been 
able  to  reduce  the  offensive  smell  of  manufactured  leather.  1 

We  also  find  from  the  Administration  Beport  that  the  Textile 
Expert  was  able  to  visit  15  or  16  weaving  schools.  The  Oil  Expert 
was  able  to  examine  only  some  20  or  25  samples.  We  pay  decent 
salaries  for  these  experts.  We  are  disappointed  by  their  labours.  We 
want  to  i  industrialise  our  country.  But  tlie  department  and  these 
experts  are  not  giving  any  substantial  help  to  the  people  for  improving 
their  industries. 

Sir,  Travancore  is  economically  a  poor  country.  Our  standard  of 
living  is  very  low.  The  average  income  of  a  Travancorean,  according 
to  the  latest  census,  is  2  annas  per  capita  and  we  want  food  and  other 
amenities  of  life.  We  cannot  agree  with  the  Census  Commissioner  in 
accepting  the  principle  of  birth  control  or  the  use  of  contraceptive 
methods.  We  want  to  improve  our  material  conditions.  We  want  to 
develop  our  natural  resources  and  for  that  we  want  to  start  industries 
on  large  scales  in  our  country.  It  is  true  that  the  present  Director  of 
Industries  is  trying  his  best  to  improve  our  cottage  industries.  But  we 
want  large  scale  production  and  for  that,  big  factories  should  be  started 
in  Travancore.  These  experts  are  wasting  our  money..  They  have 
already  exhausted  our  patience.  We  cannot  but  dispense  with  their 
services.  We  have  been  spending  lots  of  money  for  these  studious 
experts  Bitting  in  their  laboratories  and  making  experiments  for  eternity. 
We  are  not  going  to  benefit  from  their  experiments.  Under  these 
cireumstanoes  my  cgnsidered  opinion  is  that  posts  of  experts  must  be 
abolished.  In  their  places  some  experts  with  practical  knowledge  and 
Skill  must  be  imported  from  other  countries. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKR.ISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  xrf 
order.  This  is  a  motion  for  omiting  the  demand.  Can  we  discuss 
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qnestions  of  bringing  in  other  experts  or  can  we  discuss  any  other 
question  or  the  necessity  of  sending  out  the  present  experts.  This  is  a 
motion  for  omitting  the  allotment  and  no  token  motion. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  member  must  confine  his  arguments  to  bring, 
ing  out  that  these  experts  are  nob  necessary. 

■  Mr.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  ( Kottaralcara )  :  Sir,  by  the  work  of  these 
experts  we  have  not  at  all  been  able  to  develop  our  resources  or  improve 
our  industries.  So  my  submission  is  that  these  studious  experts  must 
be  done  away  with.  Government  candidly  admit  in  their  proceedings 
annexed  to  the  Administration  Eeport  that  these  experts  are  practi. 
cally  doing  nothing.  I  will  read  a  portion  of  the  report. 

“The  Government  observe  that  there  is  no  continuity  in  the  investigations  ond  ex¬ 
periments.  Results  should  he  pursued  and  the  laying  down  of  a  definite  pro¬ 
gramme  of  work  is  the  only  method  to  prevent  laboratory  work  being  conducted 
in  a  haphazard  and  aimless  manner.  The  Industrial  Engineer  has  mainlv 
oonfined  his  attention  to  Boiler  inspection.  This  was  .not  the  intention  of 
Government  when  they  created  the  post.  The  Tanning  Expert  in  1097  reported 
that  it  was  possible  for  half  a  dozen  up-to-date  tanneries  to  he  mu  with  the 
hides  aud  skins  exported  from  the  State  annually  in  the  raw  condition.  This 
expectation  has  not  yet  been  fulfilled  after  the  lapse  of  nearly  11  years . " 

I  understand  from  the  statistics  that  more  than  3  lakhs  of  hide3  . 
and  skins  are  exported  from  our  country  and  the  tanning.. branch  of  the 
department  is  working  at  a  loss.  They  are  still  in  their  experimental 
stage.  The  Eeport  says  that  for  the  last  11  years  these  experts  have 
been  experimenting  but  as  yet  they  are  not  able  to  produce  any  finished 
products  on  a  large  scale.  So  these  experts  will  not  materially 
help  us  in  the  industrial  regeneration  of  our  country.  Therefore  I 
submit  that  these  posts  must  be  abolished. 

Hr.  T,  K,  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Urban)-.  I  rise  to  support 
the  motion. 

Mr.  Easvara  Pillai  mentioned  that  in  the  Administration  Eeport 
for  1107  it  is  stated  that  a  number  of  experts  was  appointed  and  that 
various  good  things  were  going  to  be  done.  I  was  a  member  of  the 
Council  which  came  into  existence  in  1097.  I  am  one  of  those 
who  took  deep  interest  in  these  questions.  I  moved  a  resolution 
that  an  enquiry  should  be  made  into  the  working  of  the  Development 
Departments.  It  was  necessary  even  then,  and  it  is  all  the  more 
necessary  now.  A  good  deal  of  money  has  been  spent  during  the  last 
16  or  20  years  in  attempting  to  industrialise  1'ravancore.  But  un¬ 
fortunately.  Sir,  the  results  have  been  very,  poor  indeed.  At  one  time 
there  was  the  Bee  Expert,  there  was  the  Pencil  Expert,  the  Screw  pine 
factory,  the  Jaggery  factory  and  a  number  of  other  factories.  But  in 
these  factories  ,it  was  only  idleness  that  was  manufactured.  1  know 
that  the  head  officer  of  the  Jaggery  factory  was  vegitating  several 
years  in  a  place  called  Kaviyur  in  the  Thiruvalla  taluk.  At  last  the 
Government  directed  him  to  return.  So  that  you  will  find  that  various 
;  institutions  have  been  started,  tried  for  a  time,  money  spent  on  it  and 
ultimately  abolished.  Does  it  not  lie  in  the  mouth  of  the  tax-payer  to 
99k  what  are  the  results  ?  We  have  been  hoping  against  hopes. 
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Government  have  been  inviting  us  to  a  happy  valley  in- the  future. 
But  that  valley  discloses  nothing  but  unhappiness,  nothing  but  discom¬ 
fiture,  nothing  but  indisposition,  and  a  policy  of  drift.  Sir,  there  is  no  use 
in  maintaining  these  departmental  experts  unless  they  contribute  some¬ 
thing  to  the  comforts  and  convenience  of  our  lives.  I  am  sorry  I  am 
using  strong  language.  But  the  language  is  absolutely  justified  by  the 
circumstances.  Therefore,  Sir,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  a  compet¬ 
ent  committee  consisting  of  men  who  know  things  and  who  know  the 
academic  side  of  business  should  be  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  whole 
question.  I  have  absolutely  nothing  to  say  against  the  present  Director 
of  Industries  or  anybody  else. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKfilSHNA  PILUi  (Quilon  1)  :  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 
Gan  all  these  things  be  discussed  on  a  motion  for  omiting  an  allotment 
for  the  experts  ? 

PRESIDENT :  He  is  trying  to  show  that  these  experts  are  not 
necessary. 

Ms.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum — Urban)-,  The  point  of  order 
-being  answered  in  my  favour,  I  am  glad  to  lend  my  snpporttothe 
motion. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (. Additional  Head  Sirkier 
Vakil) :  Does  the  member  think  that  there  will  be  no, -use  served  only 
by  abolishing  these  experts  ? 

Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandmm-Urlan );  The  offices  may  also 
be  abolished  if  it  is  proved  that  they  are  of  no  good  and  there  is  consider, 
able  force  in  the  arguments  advanced  by  Mr.  Easvara  Pillai  which  has 
been  warranted,  at  any  rate,  by  my  experience  of  these  .things!  There¬ 
fore  it  is  that  I  perfaced  my  remarks  by  saying  that  as  a  member  of  ithe 
old  Legislative  Council  I  have  taken  this  very -identical  question  and 
things  are  not  better  now. 

MR.  M,  N.  NAIR  ( Kottayam  I) ;  Does  the  member  think  that  Indu¬ 
strial  Experts  are  unnecessary  or  only  the  present  experts  ? 

Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Urban) :  lam  not  concerned 
with  the  question  of  personality.  If  the  experts  are  maintained  for 
some  years  and  more  and  money  spent  and  even  after  that  they  -are  not 
able  to  turn  out  any  work  and  if  the  country  is  not  benefited,- 1 -am  for 
the  abolition  of  these  experts. 

Mr.  M.  N.  NAIR  (Kottayam  I) :  Does  not  the  member  know  that 
there  is.  the  Economic  Development  Board  to  advise  the  experts  in  the 
matter  of  industry  ? 

Mr.  T,  K,  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Urban)  :  I  myself  have  beea 
a  member  of  that  ’  Board  and  I  know  very- much  about  it-  That  is  a 
body  consisting  of  the  officials  and  the  non-officials. 

Mr.  M.  N.  NAIR  (Kottayam  I)  :  Does  the  member  think  that  it  w# 
not  improve  matters?,: 


Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  ‘PILLAI  {Trivandrum-Urban):  If  the  Travancore 
Government  appoint  the  committee  and  command  it  will  be  useful. 

MR.  CHAN6ANACHERY  K.  PARAIWESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram) :  If  an  officer  does  not  do  his  duty  properly,  is  it  not 
better  to  prevent  that  man  rather  than  abolish  the  post  ? 

MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Urban):  lam  not  concerned 
with  that. 

PRESIDENT :  I  may  make  it  perfectly  clear  that  the  intention  of 
Mr.  Easwara  Pillai  himself  was  that  these  posts  are  unnecessary  and 
ageless  and  it  has  nothing  to  do  with  personalities  at  all. 

MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Urban) :  As  I  said,  as  things 
stand  at  present,  they  are  unnecessary  and  may  be  abolished.. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (AmbaUpazha  1)  :  Sir,  I  agree  with 
the  mover  of  this  motion  as  well  as  Mr.  T.  K.  Velu  Pillai  in  thinking 
that  it  is  not  necessary  or  desirable  to  continue  the  so-called  experts 
who  have  come  in  for  so  much  share  of  criticism.  Some  years  ago, 
while  I  was  in  the  previous  Council,  we  used  to  make  fun  of  these 
experts  seeing  that  their  labours  were  not  yielding  any  tangible  result. 
Then  Government  Benches  used  to  support  these  experts  with  holding 
out  hopes  of  prospective  good  results.  Since  then  they  were  experi¬ 
menting.  But  I  am  somewhat  surprised  to  hear  now  that  the  period 
of  experimenting  is  pot  yet  over  with  them, .  The  Oil  Expert  was  oily 
enough  to  continue  with  the  excuses  of  experimenting.  The  Hide 
Expert  will  probably  play  hide-and-seek  with  the  tax-payers’  money 
even  now.  Under  such  oircumstances  the  question  of  their  continuance 
arises  very  prominently. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PlLllAl  (Tovala) ;  What  about  the  Textile  Ex¬ 
pect? 

MR.  P.  K,  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I):  Probably  be  is 
spinning  out  excuses  under  the  guise  of  experimenting. 

Anyhow  they  have  not  passed  the  stage  of  experimenting.  They 
take  so  much  time  to  experiment. 

MR.  M.  SIVATARB  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  Is  there  any  Manure  or 
Faunae  Expert  ? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapnzha  I)  :  Probably  there  are 
such  people  also.  I  am  not  aware  of  any.  I  may  submit  however  that 
the  period  of  incubation  has  been  too  protracted  and  in  all  conscience, 
I  think  the  tax-payer  has  good  reason  to  cry  halt  to  them.  As  to 
whether  fee  posts  should  be  abolished  or  whether  fee  present  incu¬ 
mbents,  should  be  dispensed  wife,  the  question  is  no  doubt  an  aspect  of 
fee  matter.  I  have  however  to  bring  one  aspect  of  the  case  to  the 
Heice  of  the  TTduStt  Birst  of  all  there  shottM  be  a  definite  programme 
at  work  for  these  experts.  We  should  fend  out  whether  there  is  scope 
for  the  particular  experts  to  work  before  we  ask  them  to  work  in  any 
given  tfne...  Is  there  asny  guarantee  that  there  is  sufficient  scope  in  the 
direction  of  say,  oil  or  hides?  That  should  be  ascertained  before  yop 
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think  of  employing  experts.  If  Government  are  prepared'to  assure 
the  House  that  there  is  scope  for  them,  by  all  means  let  us  havejjome 
experts  to  develop  the  resources  of  the  State.  But  if,  oA  tfte 
other  hand.  Government  themselves  are  not  prepared  to  promise  the 
House  that  there  is  scope  for  the  development  of  industries  in  these 
directions,  I  cannot  really  understand  the  utility  of  continuing  these 
experts  at  the  tax-payer’s  cost,  As  it  is,  I  fear  there  is  nothing  like  a 
guarantee  offered  by  the  Government  that  the  operations .  of  these 
experts  would  yield  any  tangible  results. 

Mr.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  ( Kunnatnad  IT)  :  Does  the  member 
think  that  the  attempt  made  by  these  experts  has  been  a  failure  ? 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzh*  I)  :  So  far  it  is  not  pro. 
raising  as  matters  stand  at  present. 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shertala  I)  :  Is  itnotthe 
fact  that  all  the  world  over  at  the  initial  stage  we  will  have  to  wait 
patiently  and  even  experts  will  commit  a  series  of  blunders  before  a 
product  can  be  said  to  be  a  success  and  before  we  can  catch (  a  market 
for  it  ? 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (AmbalapuzJia  D  •  These  are  relative 
ideas  which,  on  severance  from  observed  facts,  degenerate  into  platitudes. 
In  the  circumstances  they  do  not  deserve  any  serious  consideration. 
The  learned  member  refers  to  the  initial  stage.  What  is  the  initial 
stage  ?  What  period  as  the  initial  stage  has  to  be  endured  ?  Such 
questions  arise.  I  am  in  a  position  to  say  that  the  so-called  initial 
stage  has  been  in  full  play  for  many  years  and  yet  it  bids  fair  to  remain 
such  for  ever.  For  the  time  being  I  agree  witji  the  learned  gentlemen 
who  are  in  favour  of  the  motion.  If  and  when  the  Director  of  Indus¬ 
tries  is  prepared  to  assure  the  House  that  some  appreciable  result  would 
be  achieved  by  these  experts  the  amount  may  be  restored. 

I  am  making  this  statement  with  considerable  trepidation.  For, 
there  is  one  danger  in  these  abolishments.  When  we  say  that  .these 
experts  may  be  dispensed  with  and  their  posts  abolished,  there  is  the 
risk  of  their  being  appointed  to  more  responsible  posts  where  they  need 
not  be  experts  at  all.  When  we  said  yesterday  that  the  Income  Tas 
Inspectors’  posts  should  be  abolished  I  had  my  apprehensions  whether 
they  would  not  .be  ’  appointed  to  more  attractive  posts.

All 
the  same  I  support  the  motion.

MB.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ) :  I  oppose  the  motion  of  the  mover 
so  far  as  the  abolition  of  the  present  experts  employed  in  the  Industrial 
Department  is  concerned.  At  the  same  time,  I  beg  to  point  out  to  the 
authorities  concerned  that  the  Industrial  Department  at  present  is  not 
alive  to  the  needs  and  the  necessity  of  the  State  as  well  as  the  people. 
Sir,  I  remember  well  the  good  advice  of  a  learned  man,  the  beneficent 
advice  that  was  given  to  by  one  of  the  beneficient  Ex-Dewans  of  Tra¬ 
vancore,  I  mean,  the  late  Mr.  M.  E.  Watts,  when  he  visited  Travan¬ 
core  for  the  last  time,  viz.,  that  unless  and  until  Travancore  becomes  an 
industrialised  country  within  a  period  of  25  years,  the  condition  of  the 
people  of  Travancore  will  he  hopeless  and  most  deplorable.  Sir,  the 
Industrial  Department  could  do  much  in  order  to  promote  not  only  the 
Industrialisation,  but  the  economic  prosperity  of  the  State  as  a  whole. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  do  not  think  you  are  speaking  on  the  motion  before 
the  Bouse. 

.  MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  {Nedumangad):  I  am  opposing  the  motion,  Sir- 

PRESIDENT  :  You  must  not  speak  generally.  You  must  speak  to 
the  particular  point  whether  these  experts  are  useless  and  are  un¬ 
necessary. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  My  impression  is  that  they  are 
Useful.  The  experts  ought  to  be  financed  properly  by  the  Government 
so  that  they  may  continue  their  work  and  put  their  expert  knowledge 
into  practice  in  the  interests  of  the  people  and  build  up  industries  and 
promote  economic  development.  As  matters  stand  now,  Government 
Also  W6  not  encouraging  the  experts  to  do  their  legitimate  work. 
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MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  1)  ■  Is  he  relevant 

Sir? 

PRESIDENT  ;  You  must  keep  to  the  point,  Mr.  Nair. 

MS.  S.  J.  N  AIR  (Nedwnangad)  :  Sol  draw  the  attention  of  the 
Director  of  Industries  to  see  that  new  industries  are  started  in  the  State 
and  that  experts  are  retained  so  that  they  may  promote  the  industrial 
reconstruction  of  the  State, 

MR,  EDAV ANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Shertala  I) :  Sir,  I  regret  I 
have  to  oppose  this  motion,  though  at  the  same  time  I  am  not  at  all 
satisfied  with  the  working  of  the  Industrial  Department.  The  under¬ 
lying  principle  of  the  present  motion  cannot  be  accepted  because  in  the 
industrialisation  of  a  country  the  question  of  experts  is  one  of  par»- 
mount  importance.  We  cannot  do  without  experts.  All  the  same,  the 
ordinary  man  in  the  street  in  Travancore  is  not  at  all  satisfied  with  the 
pace  at  which  the  country  is  progressing  industrially  in  these  days  of 
keen  competition.  Prom  the  budget  estimate  for  the  Industrial  Depart¬ 
ment,  I  see  only  a  pittance  of  Rs.  300  or  Rs.  300  and  odd  provided  for 
advertisement.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  a  much  more  substantial  amount 
ought  to  be  spent  for  advertising  and  finding  out  a  market  for  these 
products. 

PRESIDENT:  You  are  not  relevant  either. 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Sherlula  1)  :  Then  I  wish 
to  add,  Sir,  that  the  concrete  proposals  of  these  experts  have  not  heen 
accepted  by  Government  whole-heartedly  and  that  substantial  sums 
have  not  been  donated.  So,  we  have  not  yet  tried  these  experts  and 
found  them  wanting.  Time  should  be  given  and  the  Government 
should  take  up  the  question  seriously  and  not  in  a  step-motherly  fashion 
by.  doling  out  small  sums  here  and  there,  but  by  taking  up  a  proposal, 
examining  it  thoroughly  and  then  allowing  substantial  sums  to  work  it 
up  even  though  in  the  initial  stage  it  might  cause  some  loss, 

MR.  M.  S1VATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ) :..  May  I  know  what  scheme  wm 
submitted  to  Government  which  was  not  sanctioned  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  That  does  not  arise. 

MR,  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON .{SUrtdia  1) :  I  take  it,  Sir/ 
that  this  motion  is  relev ent  in  the  broad  aspect  of  the  case,  that  more 
attention  should  be  given  to  this  industrial  development  as  it  is.  mils' 
infancy  and  the  Director  of  Industries  should  tackle  the -problem'  m  ail 
seriousness  because  it  is  high  time  that  the  industrialisation-of  8A- 
country  is  pushed  on  more  vigorously.  :  If  we  take  things  leisurely  and 
in  »a  indolent  fashion,  in  the  race  of  life  -and.  in-  the  rapid,  indrisjaali- 
sation  of  the  rest  of  India,  we  would  be  left  in  the  background  ana  vp 
will  not  be  in  a  position  to  keep  pace  with  other  States  and  Proyino^. .  .. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (QuilonI) :  1  Wish  to  add  a  .few 
words  in  regard  to  this,  motion-  I  am  sorry- that  be'eauee  the  motiofc# 
for  omitting  a  total  demand  for  experts,  I  cannot  accept. it  as  a 
But  no  one  can  criticise  the  work  qf.  the  present  experts  as  a  whcde  more 
definitely  than  what  the  Government  themselves  lewe  .  stated  in/:%w- 
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report.  They  state  about  the  various  experts  thus.  With  regard  to 
the  Industrial  Chemist  they  say  : 

“Tho  Industrial  Chemist  and  hie  Assistant  carried  out  some  investigation  work 
for  th;  Travancore  Sugars,  Ltd  ,  the  Water  Works  Department,  the  Exoise  De¬ 
partment  and  for  private  persons,  analysed  certain  minerals  and  samples  sent 
by  private  persons  and  rendered  technical  advice  to  industrialists.  The  Go- 
c  rernment  observe  that  there  is  no  continuity  in  the  investigations  and  experi¬ 

ments-  Results  should  be  pursued,  and  the  laying  down  of  a  definite  programme 
of  work  is  the  only  method  to  prevent  laboratory  work  being  conducted  in  a 
haphazard  and  aimless  manner.  The  Industrial  Engineer  has  mainly  confined 
his  attention  to  Boiler  Insnection.  ThiB  was  not  the  intention  of  Government 
when  they  oreated  the  post.  The  Tanning  Expert  in  1097  reported  that  'it  was 
possible  for  half  a  dozen  up-to-date  tanneries  to  be  run  with  the  hides  and 
skins  exported  from  the  State  annually  in  th?  raw  condition.  This  expectation 
has  not  yet  been  fulfilled  after  the  laps-oof  nearly  11  years  and  the  experiments 
with  indigenous  tanning  materials,  like  tkamhalMm  bark,  in  the  manufacture  of: 
leather  have  not  led  to  very  satisfaotory  results.  The  Director  should  devote 
his  special  attention  to  this  branch,  and,  if  need  be,  suggest  radical  changes  in 
the  working  of  this  branch  of  his  department.  ” 

With  regard  to  these  experts,  Government  have  expressed  a,  definite 
opinion  and  every  one  who  has  got  the  interests  of  the  Industrial  De¬ 
partment  and  the  country  at  heart  will  endorse  that  view.  We;  cannot 
say  that  we  are  not  in  need  of  experts.  We  are  in  need  of  real  experts 
and  not  so-called  experts. 

Mr.  S-  J.  NA1R  ( Nedumangad) :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
what  he  means  by  ‘  the  so-called  experts  ’  ? 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  1) :  I  mean  those  people  who: 
are  not  really  experts  but  who  are  called  experts. 

Mr.  S.  J.  N  AIR  (Nedumangad):  May  I  know  the  criterion  for  dec.id-, 
ing  whether  a  person  is  a  real  expert  or  not  ?| 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I) :  Well,  the  real  expert,  as 
the  language  itself  connotes,  is  one  who  is  really  an  expert.  I  do.  not 
think  these  elementary  matters  should  be  further  simplified.  An  expert 
in  the  real  sense  of  the  word  will  be  useful  if  there  is  a  demand  for  a 
particular  branch  of  industry  to  be  developed.  In  such  a  case  an  expert 
may  be  unavoidable  and  Government  should  find  out  particular  indust, 
ries  which  will  Have  a  possibility  of  being  Worked  on  a  commercial 
basis  and  which-  will  be  really  giving  help  to  the  country  as  a  whole. 
On  such  industries  Government  should  invest  boldly  large  amounts,  for 
real  experts  cannot  be  got  for  the  pay  that  we  are  now  giving  to  the  so- 
ealtad  experts  now  in  the  Industrial  Department.  Sir,  there  is  nothing 
stated  anywhere  that  every  department  and  every  Government  should 
have  industries.  There  is  no  3Uch  rule.  If  you  cannot  afford  to  have 
industries,  do  not  have  them.  But  if  and  when  a  particular  industry  tr 
faund  to  be  capable  of  being  worked  on  a  profitable  basis  and  if.  there 
ate  possibilities  in  the  country  to  work  up  that  industry,  by  all  means 
employ  a  man  who  is  really  capable  of  investigating  that  matter  Mid  of 
entering  into  the  question  seriously  as  a  business  proposition.  Pay  him 
h«aviiy  if  that  is  necessary  and  it  will  pay  back  tenfold,  for  the  benefit 
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of  the  country.  So  I  say  that  the  motion  to  omit  the  allotment  of  ex- 
parts  for  all  time,  under  all  conditions  and  under  any  circumstance, 
cannot  be  accepted  and  it  will  not  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the  country. 
But  whenever  possible  and  whenever  necessary  and  whenever  feasible? 
experts  ought  to  be  appointed.  These  experts  should  be  real  experts 
and  the  money  paid  to  them  will  be  repaid  tenfold . 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalhulam  I):  May  I  know  whether  the 
member  supports  the  motion  ? 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( QuilonI ) :  That  I  oppose  the  motion 
would  have  been  understood  by  the  member  if  the  member  had 
followed  me  attentively.  To  make  it  clearer,  I  shall  say  that  I  oppose 
the  motion  on  this  ground.  It  is  for  the  omission  of  the  total  grant  for 
experts  without  any  condition.  That  cannot  be  acceded  to.  I  find  that 
there  are  very  many  defects  in  the  working  of  the  experts  in  the  depart¬ 
ment  as  it  is  at  present.  But  I  want  that  Government  should  provide 
for  real  experts  whenever  there  is  a  necessity  and  whenever  Govern¬ 
ment  are  convinced  that  there  is  a  necessity  to  appoint  experts. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
experts  employed  in  the  Industries  Department  are  real  experts  or 
experts  only  in  name  ? 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  1) :  Many  of  them  are  not 
real  experts. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala) :  Has  he  any  objection  to  do 
away  with  such  experts  ? 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (QuilonI)-.  I  have  no  objection  to 
do  away  with  experts  who  are  not  able  to  do  work.  But  on  that 
ground  the  whole  allotment  should  not  be  omitted. 

•MR.  G.  NlLAKANTAN  (Nominated):  Sir,  the  work  of  the  experts 
consists  in  scientific  investigation.  I  do  not  think  it  is  their  business 
to  industrialise  the  country  and  afford  comforts  and  convenience  to  the 
public.  Their  success  or  failure  depends  on  the  amount  of  knowledge 
they  have  been  able  to  gain  by  scientific  investigations.  If  any  member 
wants  to.  develop  an  industry  or  carry  on  an  industrial  concern  on 
a  large  scale  and  if  he  fails  to  get  the  requisite  advice  from  these  ex¬ 
perts,  then  he  can  say  that  the  industrial  experts  have  failed.  So  long 
as  none  of  the  members  have  given  instances  in  which  people  seeking 
scientific  advice  have  failed  to  get  the  necessary  advice  from  the  ex¬ 
perts,  we.  must  allow  them  to  go  on. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (QuilonI):  May  I  know  whether 
it  is  necessary  to  have  industrial  experts  before  we  have  industrial  con¬ 
cerns? 

MR.  G.  NlLAKANTAN  (Nominated) :  Certainly,  we  must  have. 
Scientific  knowledge  requires  no  end  of  experimental  work.  Govern¬ 
ment  should  not  grudge  placing  at  their  disposal  any  amount  of  money, 
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Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South) : 
Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion.  The  member  for  Commerce  and  Industry 
is  expected  to  keep  an  eye  on  the  Department  of  Industries.  I  must 
say  that  any  amount  of  money  spent  upon  research  is  not  wasted. 
Research  is  the  end  of  the  department  itself.  What  was  recommended 
by  the  Royal  Commission  on  Agriculture  is  the  allotment  of  a  very 
big  sum  of  money  for  research  work-  The  object  of  the  department, 
as  I  take  it,  is  mainly  for  departmental  and  research  work  and  not  for 
bringing  about  any  tangible  commercial  results.  Viewed  from  the 
standpoint  of  who  an  expert  is,  it  is  absolutely  essential  that  we  must 
have  experts  in  every  line  of  industry.  When  we  appoint  experts,  we 
must  see  that  they  are  real  experts.  After  appointing  them  we  cannot 
judge  the  results  from  a  lay  man’s  standpoint.  They  go  on  working 
experiments  and  we  hope  they  will  be  doing  the  good  that  they  are 
expected  to  do. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta ) :  How  long  have 
these  experts  been  working  ? 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South ) :  I 
cannot  say  that  a  period  can  be  fixed  for  their  work.  So  long  as 
industries  are  to  remain  in  our  country,  we  must  have  experts. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta) :  As  a  result  of  the 
experiments  carried  on  by  the  department,  can  the  member  point  out 
any  tangible  result  in  which  anything  has  been  investigated  ? 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  : 
Yes,  I  can  .  point  out.  For  instance  the  Darragh  Spinning  Mill  at 
Quilon  was  suspended  because  there  was  no  expert. 

MR.  E-  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta ) :  The  member  has 
misunderstood  my  question.  My  question  is  whether  the  member  can, 
from  the  appointment  of  these  experts  in  the  department,  point  out 
any  industry  in  which  any  of  the  Government  experts  found  out  any¬ 
thing  or  carried  on  any  successful  investigations  ? 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  ani  Industry,  South) :  I 
have  not  come  across  any  new  discoveries  made  by  them. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta );  Can  the  member  re¬ 
member  of  anything  to  their  credit  ? 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South) : 
Yes,  they  are  working  at  it. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattana.ntitta)  :  Nothing  has  been 
done  so  far. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South) : 
They  are  doing  it. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta ) :  They  have  not  yet 
come  out  with  any  results. 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  'South) : 
They  have  found  out  mineral  deposits,  and  cottage  industries  have  been 
improved.  All  that  is  given  in  the  Administration  Report  itself. 
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W(f.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta )  :  May  I  know  whether 
it  is  the  member’s  opinion  that  the  supposed  impetus  given  to  the 
cottage  industries  is  in  any  way  related  to  the  work  of  the  experts? 

MR.  P-  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South)-.  I 
think  so ;  that  is  my  impression. 

Ms.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)-.  Can  the  member 
substantiate  his  impression  ? 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South): 
My  view  is  that  we  are  doing  something  in  their  presence.  In  their 
absence,  nothing  can  be  done.  Whatever  is  achieved  is  due  to  their  efforts. 

t/lR.'  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta):  Did  not  the  cottage 
industries  exist  centuries  before  the  institution  of  this  department  7 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South):  I 
find  that  some  of  the  textile  fabrics  have  been  taken  to  outside  places. 
That  is  due  to  the  initiative  taken  by  the  department. 

MR-  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (P attamoititta)  :  Does  the  member 
confuse  experts  with  commercial  agents  ? 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  ■  I 
do  not  catch  what  the  member  says. 

Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I) :  May  I  know  whether  the 
coif  industry  was  one  of  the  thriving  industries  in  the  State  ? 

•  M.R.  P, CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South) :  It  was. 

MR.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikmpalli  I)  :  Does  the  member  think 
that  the  coir  industry  thrives  because  of  the  existence  of  any  experts? 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South): 
He.  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  thriving  of  any  industry  or  the  loss  of 
any  industry.  He  helps  an  industry  by  research  work.  He  concern 
traies  his  attention  on  a  particular  subject .  Once  we  have  appointed  a 
man  to  a  particular  post,  there  is  an  end  of  the  matter.  For  one  thing 
an  expert  who- has  ahead  v  been  appointed  is  either  arr  expert  or  is 
not.  If  he  is  an  expert,  then  there  is  no  need  far  any  criticism  whst 

SOeVMR.  K-  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilonl)  :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  an  expert  will  become  an  expert  because  Government 
call  him  so?  .  T 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and.  Industry,  SmtVy.  In 
Courts  of  Daw  we  have  got  expert  witnesses.  One  learned  Judge  was 
confronted  with  a  difficulty.  He  had  a  brother  who-  waff  an  expert  in 
Land  Survey.  Then  the  Judge  was  given  a  dinner  hy  his-brothaC 
who  had  earned  much  more,  than  the  Judge.  In  proposing  the  toast  the 
Judge-  said:'  “There  are  experts  who  are  liars,  there  are  experts  who  as 
d — d  liars  and  there  is  my  brother  James  who  is  in  a  class  by  himself.” 
Government  is  the-  best  appointing  authority  and  they  must  know  wh« 
are  experts.  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  judge  personalty  about  their 
expert  character.  . 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ):  May  I  know  whether  there  is 
proper  supervisioniand  control  of  these  experts  ? 
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MR.  P,  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South'! : 
For  the  benefit  of  my  friend,  I  may  say  that  I  am  one  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  whose  particular  province  is  industry.  There  is  also  another 
member  from  the  north.  Iam  expected  to  be  in  intimate  touch  with 
the  Industries  Department.  So  far  as  I  know,  I  can  give  an  answer 
in  the  affirmative  to  my  friend,  Therefore  there  is  no  good  in  cri¬ 
ticising  the  expert  character  of  anybody  in  the  department.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  we  cannot  expect  any  commercial  result  from  these  ex¬ 
perts.  It  is  because  we  are  helpless  in  that  we  have  not  been  developing 
it  on  the  commercial  side,  that  we  are  getting  angry  with  the  experts. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  ( Kottarakara ) :  May  I  know  whether  tan¬ 
ning  requires  any  expert  knowledge  ? 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry ,  South)  ■ 

Yes. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  (Kottarakara)-.  May  I  know  whether 
any  products  are  being  brought  into  Travancore  through  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  countries  ? 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South) : 
Yes.  The  duty  of  the  experts  is  to  be  experimenting  every  moment- 

PRESIDENT  :  Your  time  is  up. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta )  -■  Sir,  though  I  am  not 
for  the  wholesale  murder  of  these  experts,  I  can  assure  the  House  that 
we  do  not  expect  anything  useful  or  tangible  from  them.  Their  history 
has  been  such  that  we  are  eminently  justified  in  getting  despaired  of 
them.  As  has  been  pointed  out  on  the  last  occasion  when  this  subject 
was  discussed,  the  late  Director  of  happy  memory  has  given  a  heritage 
to  the  department  in  his  last  Administration  Eeport,  where  he  has 
unmistakably  proved  that  these  experts  did  nothing  and  could  do  no¬ 
thing.  In  regard  to  the  operations  of  the  Department,  which  mainly 
consists  of  these  experts,  the  report  says  that  it  is  not  claimed  that 
these  experts  had  done  anything  tangible  up  to  1100.  So  he  has  sum¬ 
marised  the  activities  of  the  experts  up  to  1100.  Then  he  asks  ug  to 
be  on  our  guard  not  to  look  for  anything  substantial  after  1100.  Last 
year,  when  the  present  Director  took  charge  of  the  administration  of 
the  department,  he  gave  us  clearly  to  understand  that  he  was  convinced 
of  the  utter  uselessness  of  the  experts  and  he  promised  that  he  would 
see  that  they  were  asked  to  do  better  work.  We  allowed  the  demand 
then  on  that  assurance,  although  all  of  us  knew  that  much  could  not  be 
expected  from  the  department.  Now  the  Director  is  showing  some 
tangible  work,  not  through  the  experts,  but  in  some  other  directions. 
That  is  why  he  has  devoted  too  much  attention  upon  his  new  schemes. 
At  page  3  of  the  Administration  Beport  for  1107,  he  gives  us  certain 
new  schemes.  Evidently  after  being  convinced  that  the  department 
Was  so  far  doing  nothing,  he  has  turned  his  attention  to  other  direc¬ 
tions.  For  the  benefit  of  those  who  advocate  the  continuance  of  these 
experts,  I  may  say  that  those  new  schemes  have  absolutely  nothing  to 
do  with  any  activities  connected  with  the  experts.  The  report  says 
much  about  the  Sales  Depots  and  the  improvement  of  the  cottage 
Vot.  I.  No.  7.  f 
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industries  with  which  these  experts  have  absolutely  nothing  to  do.  That 
is  why  I  asked  Mr.  Chidambaram  Pillai  whether  he  could  not  see  from 
the  report  that  the  Director  himself  does  not  expect  anything  substan¬ 
tial  from  these  experts.  I  must  certainly  congratulate  the  Government 
for  their  very  valuable  remarks  contained  in  the  G.  0.  which  runs  in 
very  clear  terms.  I  .have  not  come  across  any  Government  order 
which  has  done  so  much  as  this  G.  0.  by  way  of  endorsing  the  view  of 
the  public,  on  a  very  important  department  under  them.  Government 
have  indicated  in  clear  terms  that  they  would  not  be  satisfied  with  this 
branch  of  work  if  certain  things  are  not  got  done  through  these 
experts.  I  hope  that  these  instructions  issued  by  Government  will 
be  borne  in  mind  by  the  Director  of  Industries  and  he  may  be  pre¬ 
pared  to  give  only  one  year  and  not  a  day  further  for  these  experts  to 
justify  their  existence.  It  is  these  so-called  experts  that  consume  a  lot 
of  money  of  the  poor  tax-payer.  I  suggested  once  that  we  would  offer 
even  Satyagraha  in  ease  the  experts  do  not  prove  useful  to  the  depart¬ 
ment  they  belong  to  and.  to  the  country  which  maintains  them.  In 
that  case,  they  may  not  be  able  to  move  out  of  their  houses  and  thereby 
we  may  get  a  small  saving  at  least  under  Travelling  Allowances.  As  a 
test,  I  suggest  that  the  departmental  experts  be  given  an  extension  of 
life  for  one  year  and  not  more.  On  this  clear  understanding  pro  bably. 
the  House  may  oppose  the  motion  now  under  consideration.

MR.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Director  of  Industries)  :  The 
motion  before  the  House  is  to  omit  the  allotment  of  Es.  17,345  fob 
salaries  of  the  Experts  in  the  Industries  Department.  There  has  been 
so  much  of  criticism  about  them.  Unfortunately  for  my  own  part, 
when  I  joined  the  Department  about  12  years  ago,  Government  gave 
me  the  same  name  of  expert  (Textile  Expert).  That  is  not  a  name 
which  I  asked  for.  But  these  posts  are  generally  known  as  Experts  in 
other  places  in  British  India  also.  In  fact,  Travancore  deputed  four 
candidates  for  training  to  Europe  for  studying  different  subjects. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalcqnizha  I) :  When  was  that, 

MR.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ( Director  of  Industries)  :  About  16 
years  ago.  They  were  got  trained  in  different  branches.  Eor  example, 
Mr.  K.  P,  P.  Menon  was  sent  for  training  at  Government  cost  and 
when  he  returned  he  was  appointed  in  the  Department  of  Industries 
as  Industrial  Engineer.  He  was  doing  some  work  in  connection  with 
a  scheme  for  Electrical  Engineering.  He  was  also  a  touring  officer  at 
that  time.  To  say  that  he  did  not  do  anything  for  the  development  of 
Industries  is  not  proper. 

PRESIDENT:  The  motion  before  the  House  is  to  abolish  the 
experts.  You  must  confine  your  remarks  to  the  point  in  issue. 

MR.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ( Director  of  Industries)-,  Sir,  I 
was  only  pointing  oat  to  the  House  that  Mr.  Menon,  the  then  Indus¬ 
trial  Engineer,  did  prepare  a  constructive  scheme  for  the  introduction 
of  electricity  in  Travancore. 

Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban )  :  May  I  know  whether 
Mr.  K.  P.  P.  Menon  was  ever  called  an  expert  ?  I  think  he  was  called 
Industrial  Engineer. 

Mr.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ( Director  of  Industries)  :  Even  now 
we  have  only  two  experts  in  the  department,  viz.,  Textile  and  Tanning 
Experts. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (MaveUkara) :  Am  I  to  understand 
from  the  member,  that  he  admits  that  others  are  not  experts  ? 

Mr.  N.  K,  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (. Director  of  Industries) :  It  is  only 
the  name  given  by  Government  viz.,  experts. 

Mr,  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( MaveUkara )  :  So  he  is  an  expert  in 
Engineering  bnt  not  called  an  expert  ? 

MR.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Director  of  Industries) !  Yes. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (MaveUkara)  1  Do  the  other  officers 
admit  that  they  are  not  experts  ? 
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Mr.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAl  ( Director  of  Industries) :  I  say  the 
are  experts  even  now. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelilcara ):  Not  only  in  name? 

MR.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAl  ( Director  of  Industries)  :  From  a 
experience  of  their  work  also  they  are  experts. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAl  (Pattanamtitta)  :  I  will  be  glad 
they  prove  useful  to  the  State  from  the  industrial  point  of  view  t 
finding  out  methods  for  the  development  of  industries.  (Laughter), 

MR.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAl  ( Director  of  Industries)  ■  The  wot 
of  the  Textile  Expert  was  characterised  as  useless.  The  learned  me® 
bers  Messrs,  T-  K.  Narayana  Pillai  and  T.  K.  Veto  Pillai  spoke  at 
length  about  the  work  of  the  Textile  Expert  and  said  that  he  did  not 
do  anything  useful  for  Travancore.  In  fact  when  I  joined  the  depart, 
ment  about  12  years  back,  the  weaving  industry  was  in  the  initial  stage 
of  development,  as  there  were  only  some  pit-loom  weaving  centres  in 
Central  and  South  Travancore.  Now  on  account  of  the  introduction 
of  fly-shuttle  looms,  weaving  has  spread  to  a  great  extent  throughout 
the  State-  New  designs'and  improved  appliances  were  introduced  only 
after  the  appointment  of  the  Textile  Expert.  Unfortunately  these  two 
learned  members  were  absent  from  the  activities  of  the  House  for  3 
very  long  time  and  consequently,  I  am  afraid,  they  were  not  in  touch 
with  the  activities  of  the  department  also. 

Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAl  ( Trivandrum-Urban )  .  I  said  nothing  about 
the  Weaving  Expert.  I  said  that  there  are  certain  people  who,  are 
called  experts. 

PRESfPENT  :  You  are  referring  to  all  the  experts  in  the  Indutsries 
Department. 

MR.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Director  of  Industries)  :  I  am  only 
trying  to  prove  that  the  Textile  Expert  did  contribute  his  best  for  the 
development  of  the  textile  industry.  We  now  have  in  Travancore 
about  65  weaving  schools.  The  weaving  industry  was  not  known  in 
places  like  Tiruvalla.  Now  we  have  several  weaving  centres  extending 
up  to  North  Parur.  We  are  doing  propaganda  work  in  that  direction, 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I)  :  Even  without  his 
influence,  has  there  not  been  weaving  in  Travancore  ? 

MR.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Director  of  Industries) :  There  to 
no  improved  method  of  weaving  in  Travancore  until  the  appointment 
of  the  Textile  Expert,  who  organised  the  Itinerant  Weaving.  Parties. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I) :  Will  the  member 
adduce  evidence  to  connect  that  the  expert  has  done  anything  useful 
for  improving  weaving  in  the  State? 

Mr.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Director  of  Industries)  \  We  have 
installed  several  improved  machinery  for  purposes  of  demonstration 
and  we  have- also  installed  some  power  looms  in  the  Textile  Section.

I  submit,  Sir,  that  there  is  real  necessity  for  these  experts.  We 
are  going  to  have  the  Hydro-Electric  Scheme,  the  object  of  which  is 
to  industrialise  the  country.  It  is  in  the  interest  of  the  scheme  that 
we  must  have  industrialists  and  to  start  new  industries  and  to  consume 
the  power  generated.  For  the  development  of  industries  in  the  coun¬ 
try,  the  promoters  may  require  timely  and  proper  advice  and  help  of 
the  Industries  Department  for  training  men  to  work  in  factories  and 
industrial  workshops.  Therefore  these  experts  are  absolutely  neces¬ 
sary  to  train  pupils  for  the  various  industries. 

MR.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  ( Iiunnatnad  II)-  Does  the  member 
imply  that,  if  this  motion  is  carried,  the  Pallivasal  scheme  would  be 
dropped  ? 

Mr..  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Director  of  Industries) :  Not  at  all; 

I  only  explain  how  very  necessary  these  posts  of  experts  are,  especially 
in  view  of  the  expected  industrialisation  of  the  country  after  the  work¬ 
ing  of  the  Pallivasal  scheme.  For  instance,  Sir,  a  cotton  mill  is  to  be 
started  at  Alwaye  and  thousands  of  trained  hands  may  be  required. 

If  the  Textile  Expert  is  not  here  to  train  young  men  of  our  country 
fo'r  work  there,  it  is  very  likely  that  outsiders  will  be  appointed  there  ; 
and  sons  of  the  soil  will  lose  the  very  good  avenue  for  employment, 
especially  in  these  days  of  unemployment-

N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Director  of  Industries)  :  Then  a 
word  about  the  Industrial  Chemist.  He  was  doing  a  good  deal  of  re¬ 
search  work.  When  the  Travancore  Sugars  Ltd.,  was  revived  recently 
he  was  doing  all  the  required  analysis  work,  as  a  result  of  which  we 
were  able  to  restart  the  work  of  the  company  last  year.  Besides  this, 
he  was  analysing  very  many  substances,  both  for  the  Excise  Department 
and  the  Water  Works  Department.  He  has  to  submit  his  report  and 
expert  opinion  on  various  other  matters  as  well-  These  are  the  works 
attended  to  by  the  Industrial  Chemist  and  staff  under  him  and  for  this, 
highly  qualified  men  like  him  are  necessary.  Above  all,  other  chemioal 
industrial  problems  have  to  be  tackled  by  him.  He  has  to  find  the 
real  commercial  values  of  various  articles,  by  analysis  and  research  and 
the  present  Industrial  Chemist  is  well  qualified  for  the  place. 

Then  a  word  about  the  Industrial  Engineer  and  Chief  Boiler 
Inspector.  Even  the  Boiler  Begulation  provides  for  the  appointment 
of  two  officers  as  the  boilers  have  to  be  inspected  periodically. and  regu¬ 
larly.  So  we  cannot  do  away  with  the  appointment  of  the  Industrial 
Engineer  and  Chief  Boiler  Inspector.

N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ( Director  of  Industries)  :  All  of  them 
have  got  practical  experience. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  (Kottarakara)  '■  All  learned  members 
who  opposed  the  motion  are  at  one  with  me  in  my  opinion  that  these 
experts  are  practically  doing  nothing.  My  object  in  moving  this 
motion  is  to  impress  upon  the  Government  that  these  so-called  experts 
or  Diploma  holders  are  not  doing  their  duties  properly.  Therefore  I 
want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  this  House  the  utter  futility  of  main- 
taing  these  officers.  I  do  not  believe  that  these  experts,  with  their 
limited  practical  knowledge  will  contribute  anything  to  improve  our 
economic  condition.  Some  of  my  friends  were  emphasising  the  fact 
that  they  will  do  something  substantial  in  future.  For  the  last  15  or 
20  years,  they  are  in  their  pupa  stage.  They  never  come  out  with  any 
practical  suggestions  ;  in  future  also  they  will  remain  in  the  same  con¬ 
dition.  Anyhow  people  have  already  lost  faith  in  their  ability  to 
work  up  anything  in  a  tangible  form.  So  unless  and  until  we 
import  some  eminent  foreign  experts,  who  are  possessing  practical 
knowledge  and  sufficient  experience  and  capacity,  we  will  not  be  able 
to  improve  our  industrial  condition.

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  But  how  to  test  the  knowledge  of 
experts  ? 

Mr.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  ( Kottarakara ):  There  are  experts  who 
are  dealing  with  practical  problems.  Large  scale  factories  are  run  by  ex¬ 
perts  and  they  make  demonstration  in  their  laboratories. 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South): 
Who  should  import  these  experts  ? 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  ( Kottarakara ):  Government  must  import,

Sir,  I  move  for  a  grant  not  exceeding  Bs.  45,77,707  under  Demand 
V— Education. 

MotiongNo.  109> 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum — Rural  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move 
that  the  allotment  of  Bs.  3,518  for  the  Personal  Assistant  be  reduced 
by  Be.  1.  My  object  in  making  this  motion  is  to  draw  the  attention  of 
Government  to  the  desirability  of  not  continuing  a  particular  Head¬ 
master  as  the  Personal  Assistant  to  the  Director  for  an  unduly  long 
period.  I  find  many  objections  to  that  practice.  In  the  first  plaoe,  it 
is  a  Headmaster  that  is  appointed  as  a  Personal  Assistant.  If.  he  is 
takeD  out  of  his  regular  work  as  Headmaster,  he  continues  to  have  no 
touch  with  the  teaching  work  and  school  supervision  for  a  long  time 
and  the  natural  result  would  be  that  he  would  be  less  efficient  as  a 
Headmaster  when  he  goes  back  to  the  school.  Secondly,  this  plaoe 
may  be  availed  of  as  a  training  ground  to  enable  Headmasters,  who  are 
prospective  Inspectors,  to  come  into  closer  touch  with  the  actual  work¬ 
ing  of  the  department  and  of  the  several  institutions  under  the  Director 
with  which  he  will  have  to  deal  when  he  becomes  an  Inspector,  There 
is  again  the  fact. that  it  often  happens  that  the  Director  is  an  outsider 
and  a  Personal  Assistant  who  is  allowed  to  continue  for  an  unduly  long 
period  contracts  affinities  with  the  officers  of  the  department  which  are 
not  always  viewed  with  favour  by  the  department' as  a  whole.  On  these 
grounds  I  would  suggest  that  an  officer  is  not  allowed  to  continue  as 
Personal  Assistant  for,  say,  more  than  a  couple  of  years.  That  is  my 
object  in  making  this  motion. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I) :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  the  Personal  Assistant  to  the  Director  was  $ 
Headmaster  ? 
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Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural) :  I  think  he  is  inti 
grade  of  a  Headmaster  and  I  think  he  has  been  in  this  office  for  oy 
three  years. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I)  :  In  supporting  the  motion 
Mr.  Thanu  Pillai,  I  have  to  say  that  it  is  only  but  meet  that  all  Hea 
masters  get  an  equal  chance  to  gain  experience  as  Personal  Assistai 
One  main  objection  to  a  Personal  Assistant  being  allowed  to  remain 
office  for  more  than  five  or  six  years  is  that  an  outsider  who  comes 
Director  is  constantly  in  close  touch  with  the  Personal  Assistant  ai 
especially,  when  there  is  a  Manager  in  the  office,  almost  all  routii 
business  is  looked  after  by  the  Manager  and  the  Personal  Assistant  ge 
good  leisure  to  have  frequent  and  close  affinity  with  the  head  of  tl 
department. 

One  main  objection  that  I  would  urge  is  that  a  teacher  or  5ea> 
master  who  is  junior  to  many  of  the  Headmasters  will  have,  as  b 
ulterior  motive,  the  stepping  into  the  place  of  other  Headmasters  ai 
he  gets  better  opportunities  to  come  into  close  contact  with  the  Director, 
His  ulterior  motive  being  to  get  over  his  seniors,  some  unhappy  occur, 
rences  may  happen. 

'  For  the  other  two  reasons,  namely,  that  the  efficiency  of  the 
Headmaster  will  be  impaired  if  he  is  allowed  to  continue  as  Personal 
Assistant  for  a  number  of  years,  both  in  regard  to  teaching  and  also  in 
regard  to  supervision  work,-  and  that  the  other  Headmasters  get  little 
experience  in  office  work  when  they  are  promoted  as  Inspectors  and 
together  with  the  one  that  I  have  urged,  namely,  that  all  should  be 
given  equal  facilities  to  come  into  contact  with  the  Director,  lest  nn. 
toward  occurrences  may  happen,  the  House  will  be  convinced  of  the 
necessity  of  making  frequent  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  Personal 
Assistant.  These  are  the  main  grounds  on  which  I  support  the  motioa 
moved  by  my  friend  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai.

Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  ( Kartikapalli  I)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  oppose  the 
motion  brought  forward  by  my  friend  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai.  The  main 
ground  that  was  urged  in  support  of  the  motion  is  that  a  particular 
gentleman  belonging  to  a  particular  community  is  allowed  to  be  the 
Personal  Assistant  to  the  Director  for  such  a  long  time  that  he  is 
enabled  to  show  a  lot  of  favouritism  to  candidates  belonging  to  his  own 
community. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Rural )  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  correct 
the  member  thatlthat  is  not  the  main  ground  or  even  any  of  the 
grounds  on  which  I  moved  my  motion. 

MR.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  1)  :  I  do  not  say  that  it  was  a 
ground  relied  on  by  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai.  One  of  the  supporters  who  spoke 
in  favour  of  the  motion  raised  that  point.  I  believe  I  am  right  in  that 
respect  at  least.  I  cannot  see  eye  to  eye  with  that  argument"  because, 
if  that  be  the  case,  if  every  community  is  to  be  allowed  an  opportunity 
"to  show  undesirable  favours  to  candidates  belonging  to  that  community 
and  if  such  favouritism  is  to  be  encouraged,  that  would  lead  to  a  state 
of  affairs  which  should  not  at  all  be  tolerated.  If  at  all'  a  Personal 
Assistant  shows  such  favouritism  or  resorts  to  such  undesirable  practices, 
he  must  be  severely  taken  to  task.  That  is  the  proper  way  to  deal  with 
the  matter.  Another  thing  I  wish  to  point  out  to  the  House  is  that 
the-  Personal  Assistant  is  the  man  who  assists  the  Director  in  his  mani¬ 
fold  duties.  And  he  must  pick  up  his  work.  When  there  is  a  parti¬ 
cular  person  appointed  as  Personal  Assistant  and  he  has  picked  up  the 
work  of  the  department,  if  he  is  to  be  sent  away  soon  after  and  another 
man  is  to  be  appointed  as  the  Personal  Assistant,  I  do  not  know  how 
the  efficient  discharge  of  the  work  of  the  Personal  Assistant  could  be 
achieved. 

The  very  fact  that  there  is  substantial  and  proper  work  to  be  done 
by  the  Personal  Assistant  necessitates  that  the  Personal  Assistant  should 
be  retained  for  a  fairly  long  time.  It  is  not  a  question  of  giving  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  the  candidates  belonging  to  each  community.  It  is  a  particular 
post  intended  to  serve  a  particular  purpose  and  the  fact  that  every  man 
does  not  get  an  opportunity  to  act  as  Personal  Assistant  must  riot  be 
considered,  because  the  work'of  the  Personal  Assistant  or  the  Director 
will  suffer,  In  that  view,  I  do  not  see  eye  to  aye  with  the  members 
who  are  in  favour  of  the  motion  and  so  I  oppose  the.  motion- 
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MR.  C.  V«  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)'. 
Sir,  it  would  appear  from  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai’s  speech  and  Mr.  Elenkath’s 
speech  that  the  D.  P.  I.’s  office  is  an  experimental  station  or  a 
training  ground.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  Sir,  the  D.  P.  I.’s  office  is  an 
office  where  extremely  heavy  work  is  being  done  at  a  very  high  pressure 
and  under  considerable  difficulty.  It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the 
D,  p.  I,  should  be  satisfied  with  regard  to  the  administrative  ability, 
tact  and,  what-  is  more  important,  with  regard  to  the  loyalty  and  trust- 
worthiness  of  the  man  appointed  as  his  Personal  Assistant.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  Sir,  this  appointment  is  only  10  years  old  and  during  these  10 
years,  there  have  been  changes.  Mr.  0  M.  Cheriyan, for  instance,  was 
there  for  over  two  or  three  years.  Mr.Sivaramakrishna  Iyer  was  Personal 
Assistant  for  four  or  five  years.  Mr.  Benga  Iyer  is  Personal  Assistant 
now  for  over  three  years.  Whenever  a  change  has  taken  place,  it  has 
taken  place  either  because  there  was  a  change  in  the  Directorship  or 
because  the  Personal  Assistant  had  to  go  out  on  promotion. 

It  seems  to  me,  Sir,  that  under  the  conditions  in  which  the  D.  P.  I 
has  to  work,  it  would  be  very  unfair  to  him  to  tie  his  hands  or  fetter  his 
discretion  in  any  way  in  this  matter- 

Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  referred  to  undesirable  affinities  that  may  be 
contracted  by  the  Personal  Assistant.  I  do  not  know  what  he  had  in 
mind,  but,  whatever  it  may  be,  the  D.  P.  I ,  an  outsider,  or  an  insider, 
ought  to  be  able  to  rectify  that  sort  of  defect.  It  can  be  easily  brought 
to  his  notice  and  if  he  feels  that  the  Peison&l  Assistant  is  taking  undue 
advantage  of  his  position  or  making  use  of  his  position  in  any  undesir¬ 
able  way,  it  is  the  easiest  thing  in  the  world  to  send  him  away  and  ask 
for  another. 

In  that  connection,  Sir,  I  was  rather  amused  to  hear  from  Mr. 
Velayudhan  Pillai  that,  because  the  P.  P.  I.  is  so  heavily  worked,  ap- 
pointments'  are  very  largely  controlled  or  influenced  by  his  Personal 
Assistant.  I  say  I  was  amused,  because  no  D.  P.  I.  can  have  much  con¬ 
trol  over  appointments  now.  Our  bands  are  completely  tied  by  waiting 
lists,  seniority  lists,  gradation  lists  and  other  kinds  of  registers  and  we 
have  to  follow  these  lists  most'  rigidly  and  not  the  slightest  deviation  can 
be  made  in  these  lists  without  the  approval  of  Government.

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
I  am  pointing  that  out,  Sir,  to  show  that  if  I  had  a  number  of  officers 
under  me  andiif  one  of  them  is  being  transferred,  from  time  to  time,  such 
transfer  will. not  affect  me  greatly.  The  only  officer  now  for  the  assist- 
auce.  of  the  D.  P.  I.  is  the  Personal  Assistant. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  2)  :  Would  the  Director 
prefer  a  Council  to  a  Personal  Assistant  for  his  assistance  ? 

Mr.-C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
No,  Sir.  If  a  Personal  Assistant  remains  too  long  in  the  office  and 
become  stale,  the  D.  P.  I.  may  send  him  away.  If  he  goes  out  on  pro¬ 
motion,  then  a  new  man  can  be  taken.  A  Personal  Assistant  should  be 
efficient,  reliable  and  trustworthy. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (PaUmiumtilta)  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  Personal  Assistant  does  not  get  out  of  touch  “with  teaching? 
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Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  ( A g .  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  • 
I  am  not  attaching  much  importance  to  that,  Sir,  because  we  generally 
take  a  senior  Headmaster  who  had  been  in  the  teaching  line  for  a 
number  of  years.  When  he  goes  back  to  a  school,  after  working  in  the 
office,  he  mayireally  be  fresher  and  more  useful. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ) :  Does  the  member  say  that  the 
appointment  of  a  Personal  Assistant  is  useful  to  him  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
The  Personal  Assistant  cannot  really  be  included  in  the  cadre  of  Head¬ 
masters  at  all,  because  the  work  is  of  a  specialised  nature.  When  a 
Headmaster  is  appointed  as  a  Personal  Assistant,  he  begins  to  learn  the 
work  in  the  first  year  and  in  the  second  year  he  will  be  useful  and  in 
the  third  year  he  will  be  more  useful.  If  he  is  to  be  sent  away  after 
the  second  year,  it  will  be  very  hard  for  the  department. 

Finally,  Sir,  I  wish  to  state  that  the  re-organisation  of  the  head 
office  was  one  of  the  terms  of  reference  placed  before  the  Statham  Com¬ 
mittee  by  the  preliminary  committee,  of  which  I  was  a  member.

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tcvala ) :  May  I  know  what  objection  the 
member  has  with  regard  to  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai’s  suggestion  that  at  least  a 
chance  may  be  given  to  other  Headmasters  and  this  idea  may  be  borne 
in  mind  by  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  1 
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Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) 

I  was  going  to  deal  with  that  point.  The  whole  question  of  re-organi 
sation  is  in  the  melting  pot,  I  am  sure  there  will  he  recommendation: 
in  the  Statbam  Beport  in  regard  to  the  re-organisation  of  the  office  an 
I  feel  it  is  premature  now  to  pass  a  recommendation  on  the  subject 
I  would  therefore  request  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai,  specially  in  view  of  the  fac 
that  the  whole  question  of  re-organisation  is  to  b'e.  taken  up  for  consi 
deration,  that  he  will  deem  fit  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum — Rural)  :  After  hearing  th 
Director  of  Public  Instruction,  I  feel,  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  withdrar 
the  motion.  If  he  had  told  me  that  the  suggestion  is  worthy  of  con 
sideration  and  that  the  Personal  Assistant  may  be  changed'once  in  two  a 
three  years,  I  could  have  understood  him.  But  he  says  that  the  Directo: 
should  have  unfettered  discretion  and  that  he  must  be  allowed  tochoos 
the  man  he  wants  and  to  continue  him  as  long  as  he  likes. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)'. 
On  a  point  of  personal  explanation,  Sir,  there  is  a  Government  order 
that  the  Personal  Assistants  should  be  selected  from  the  cadre  of  Head¬ 
masters.  To  that  exent  the  D.  P.  I.’s  discretion  is  fettered,  and  I 
plead  that  his  discretion  should  not  be  further  restricted. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Rural):  There  is  no  misunder¬ 
standing.  I  have  fully  understood  him.  There  is  a  large  number  of 
Headmasters.  I  think  there  are  about  20. 

Mr.E.V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  Is  not  personal  loyalty 
a  matter  of  paramount  consideration  ? 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Rural)  :  I  am  not  very  much 
concerned  with  personal  loyalty.  Other  Heads  of  Departments  select 
subordinates  to  work  under  them  and  they  rely  on  these  officers  for 
loyalty.  Tliere  is  no  reason  why  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction 
should  have  specially  loyal  people.  •  ■  ' 

..  MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  1)  ■  May  I  know  whether 
there  is  any  single  instance  in  which  the  Personal  Assistant  was  found 
fault  with  by  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  V  . 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Rural)  I  do  not  know.  There 
cannot  be  any  special  question  of  loyalty  or  disloyalty  in  this  case.  That 
should  not  at  all  interfere  with  this  matter.  I  think  the  D.  P.  I.  can 
find  a  sufficient  number  of  loyal  people  from  among  the  Headmasters. 
Of  course,  the  Director  must  be  able  to  choose  competent  men,  He 
should  also  be  allowed  to  retain  such  men.  I  can  understand  that  point. 
But  to  say  that  a  man  once  selected  should  not  be  asked,  to  go  out  until 
there  is  a  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  Director  or  the  officer  gets  a 
promotion,  is  a  position  which  I  cannot  understand.  Why  should  a 
,  Personal  Assistant  change  with  the  change  in  the  personnel  of  the 
Director  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)'. 
I  did  not  say  that  there  should,  be  a  change.  I  said  from  the  history  rf 
the  appointment  there  has  been  a  change. 
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Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Iiural) :  Now,  Sir,  if  there  is  a 
change  as  seen  from  the  history  of  the  appointment,  that  shows  some¬ 
thing  that  is  not  quite  desirable.  That  is  my  understanding  of  the 
matter.  Of  course,  I  concede  that  the  man  should  be  able,  reliable, 
honest  and  loyal.  But  there  is  no  reason  why  a  particular  officer  should 
be  kept  there  for  an  unduly  long  period.  Now'  the  Director  says  that 
there  is  absolutely  no  objection  in  a  Headmaster  being  kept  out  of  touch 
with  his  teaching  work  and  school  supervision  work  for  any  number  of 
years  and  then  being  sent  back  to  a  High  School  as  Headmaster. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ) :  Will  it  not  be 
constantly  upsetting  the  D.  P.  I.’s  office  if  you  change  frequently  ? 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Rural )  :  I  do  not  want  frequent 
changes.  I  want  only  a  change  once  in  two  or  three  years.  There  is 
some  understanding  that  officers  should  be  transferred  once  in  three 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  • 
When  I  said  that  the  discretion  of  tie  Director  should  be  left  unfetteredi 
I  do  not  mean  that  he  is  not  going  to  bear  in  mind  the  discussion  that 
has  taken  place  here. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-' Rural )  :  Anyhow  that  is  what 
I  understood  from  him  and  so  I  press  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  then  put  and  lost.

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MR.  K.  PADIWANABHAN  ( GMrayinkil  I) :  Sir,  I  am  inclined  to  support 
the  motion  before  the  House  in  its  essential  aspects.  I  say  essential, 
because  the  object  as  indicated  by  the  mover  seems  to  be  to  point  out 
the  neglected  condition  of  the  Vernacular  branch  of  the  Education 
Department.  Subsequently,  in  the  course  of  the  argument,  he  hap. 
pened  to  include  the  condition  of  a  few  teachers  who  have  been  dis¬ 
banded  from  the  Vernacular  Section.  I  will  speak  on  that  issue  bearing 
in, mind  the  principle  underlying  the  motion  moved  by  my  friend. 
There  is  no  need  to  stress  the  importance  of  the  Vernacular  Education 
in  the  State.  I  may  refer  particularly  to  Primary.  Education.  Out  of 
a  total  population  of  SO  lakhs  and  odd,  only  12  lakhs  are  to  be  seen  as 
literate  and  that  works  out  at  24  per  cent.  That  means  about  38  lakhs 
roughly,  76  per  cent,  of  the  population,  are  illiterate.  About  the  close 
of  1107,  there  has  been  in  all  3,061  Vernacular  Primary  Schools  in  the 
State.  Out  of  this,  only  791  are  Departmental  Schools.  The  attention 
paid  by  the  Department  in  regard  to  encouragement  of  Vernacular 
Education  is  not  adequate.  That  is.  my  humble  view.  I  understand 
that  as  a  measure  of  retrenchment,  Government  have  proposed  to  close 
certain  schools  in  the  State.  In  view  of  the  growing  need  for  educa¬ 
tion  and  also  in  view  particularly  of  the  fact  that  these  are  days  when 
people  clamour  for  compulsory  elementary  education,  the  proposal  to 
close  the  existing  schools  is  not  at- all  advisable.  In  my  constituency 
there  are  about  21  primary  schools  for  boys  and  6  for  girls.  I  under¬ 
stand  that  of  late  there  has  been  a  proposal  to  close  one  or  othfer  of  the 
following  Primary  schools — namely  the  Kayikkara  V.  P.  School  for 
Q-irls  and  Kovilthottom  V.  P.  School  for  Boys.  The  people  of  the 
localities  concerned  have  petitioned  the  authorities  praying  them  to 
allow  the  Schools  to  continue.  It  is  now  nearly  ten  or  twelve  years 
since  the  Vettoor  V.  P.  School  fell  to  ruins.  Within  a  radious  of 
about  five  or  six  miles  this  is  the  only  institution  of  the  kind.  It  is 
now  being  . conducted  in  a  rented  building  situated  on  a  very  unhealthy 
site.  I  bring  these  facts  to  the  notice  of  the  House  in  the  earnest  hope 
that  the  Government  will  be  pleased  to  devote  particular  attention  to 
these  local  needs  and  will  spare  no  pains  to  promote  Vernacular  Educa¬ 
tion  in  all  its  aspects. 

.1  refer  to  departmental  schools.  With  regard  to  the  two  schools, 
namely,  the  V.  P.  boys’  school  at  Kaikara  and  the  V.  P.  girls’-  school 
:  ahKovilthottam,  there  has  been  some  trouble  with  respect  to  their 
buildings.  -  When  it  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  -department  that 
the  girls’ school  building  was  not  safe,  the  Inspectress  at  once  sent  an 
order  to  the  Headmistress  of  the  school  asking  her  to  ascertain  the 
views  of  the  public  in  regard  to  the  closing  down  of  that  school.  Sir,  if 
this  is  going  to  be  the  policy  of  Government  in  the  matter  of  education, 
I  doubt  very  much  how  we  are.  going  to  do  full  justice, to;  the  growing 
needs  of  the  country.  Similarly  the  Vettoor  primary  school  building 
has  .fallen  to  ruins,  and  the  people  have  been  making  representations  to 
the  department  forthblast  twelve  years,  .  Still,  it  is  regrettable  to  note 
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that  the  school  is  run  in  a  rented  building  which  is  not  at  all  con- 
venient  for  the  purpose.  And  now  it  seems  the  authorities  have  sent 
a  communication  to  the  Headmaster  of  that  school  asking  him  to 
ascertain  the  views  of  the  public  as  to  whether  they  are  prepared  to 
put  up  a  building  at  their  own  expense.  Probably  if  they  are  not  pre- 
pared  to  do  it,  the  proposal  will  be  to  close  the  school. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I) :  Is  it  the  opinion  of  the 
member  that  no  school  should  be  closed  down  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinkil  I)  :  That  is  not  what  I  say; 
I  am  sorry  the  member  has  misunderstood  me.  When  Government 
find  that  the  building  of  one  of  their  schools  is  not  sound,  they  should 
come  forward  and  help  the  people  by  putting  up  a  proper  building  as 
early  as  possible.  With  regard  to  the  Vettoor  primary  school,  I  may 
draw  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  the  fact  that  it  is  a  depart¬ 
mental  institution  and  the  only  odb  of  its  kind  in  the  locality,  because 
the  only  other  vernacular  school  there  is  at  Warkalai,  some  five  miles 
away. 

PRESIDENT  •.  Please  speak  on  the  policy  of  the  department  and 
not  about  individual  schools. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Gliirayinkil  I) :  What  I  want  to  press  upon 
this  House  is  that  adequate  attention  is  not  being  paid  to  the  promotion 
of  vernacular  education.  I  have  therefore  very  great  pleasure  in 
supporting  the  motion. 

MR.  K.  MAHOMED  (Always)  :  Sir,  I. rise  to  support  the  motion, 
In  the  rural  parts  of  Travarcore,  especially  in  the  north,  people  are 
taking  to  education  only  gradually.  Year  after  year,  Government  is 
spending  a  lot  of  money  on  education.  Education  is  intended  to 
increase  the  productive  efficiency  of  the  citizen.  It  is  also  an  important 
factor  in  the  development  of  the  future  citizen.  Therefore  education 
must  he  within  the  reach  of  the  masses.  Without  proper-  buildings, 
Sir,  how  can  education  make  sufficient  progress  ?  The  condition  of  the 
vernacular  school  buildings  in  North  Travancore  is,  if  I  may  -say  so, 
almost,  hopeless.  In  my  own  native  place,  for  example,  there  .is  a 
vernacular  middle  school  which  has,  perhaps,  the  oldest  building  there. 
Any  moment  it  may  collapse  and  kill  the  children  studying  there.  As 
a  result  of  the  visit  of  the  previous  Director  of  Public  Instruction,  there 
was  a  proposal  to  acquire  about  30  cents  of  land  for  the  improvement 
and  reconstruction  of  that  building.  I  do  not  know  if  anything  has 
been  done  with -regard  to  that.  And,  it  is  a  departmental  school,  Sir. 

.PRESIDENT:  Mr.  Mahomed,  please  try  and  discuss  the -general 
policy  and  not.partieolar  schools. 

Mr  .  K.  MAHOMED  {Always) :  I  was  referring  to  it  only  as  an  illus¬ 
tration,  Sir. 

PRESIDENT.:  But,  you  were  emphasising  the  details  too  much. 

Mr.  K.  MAHOMED  ( Alwaye )  :  I  request  Government  to  take  speedy 
action  in  the  matter. 
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MR.  M.  N.  NAIR  ( Kottayam  I) :  Sir,  I  rise  to  support  the  motion 
brought  forward  by  Mr,  Yelappan  Nair,  about  the  neglected  condition 
of  the  vernacular  branch  of  education.  I  am  obliged  to  do  so  because 
of  the  mandate  I  have  been  given  by  some  parts  of  my  constituency. 
At  Chengolam  North,  there  is'a  verhacular  school,  the  building  of  which 
was  put  up  by  the  people  at  the  expense  of  about  Rs.  6,000  and  handed 
over  to  the  Government  and  the  people  of  the  locality  were  made  to 
understand  by  the  authorities  that  the  farther  repairs  :wouId  be  looked 
after  by  the  department. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( PattanamtUta ) Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  Is  the  member  in  order  in  referring  to  individual  schools  ? 

Mr.  M.  N.  NAIR  ( Kottayam  I) :  lam  only  quoting  an  instance  of 
the  neglected  condition  of  the  vernacular  schools. 

PRESIDENT:  There  is  no  objection  to  quoting  instances;  but, 
what  is  objectionable  is  to  go  too  much  into  detail. 

MR.  M.  N.  NAIR  ( Kottayam  I) :  The  people  of  the  locality  have 
written  to  me  asking  me  to  place  the  matter  before  the  House.  I 
cannot  but  refer  to  it ;  because  I  have  to  do  justice  to  my  constituency 
when  I  can  do  so  with  every  propriety.  So  bringing  into  the  notice 
of  the  Government  the  dilapidated  condition  of  that  school,  I  resume 
my  seat. 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Shertala  I)  :  Sir,  I  rise 
to  support  the  motion  of  my  friend  the  member  for  Vaikom.  The 
condition  of  some  of  the  vernacular  schools  in  the  country  parts  is 
really  deplorable.  My  friend  Mr.  Velappan  Nair  referred  to  the  dila¬ 
pidated  condition  of  the  Velliyakulam  vernacular  school  in  my  consti¬ 
tuency.  Hisijst-atement  can  be  accepted  in  its  entirety.  But  there 
is  one  small  addition  I  would  like  to  make.  The  hopeless  and  dilapi¬ 
dated  condition  of  the  school  became  universally  well  known  during 
the  recent  election.  This  school  was  fixed  as  a  polling  station. 
Objection  was  raised  to  it,  not  by  the  candidates  or  voters  or  the  Polling 
Officer  but  by  the  near  relations  of  the  Polling  Officer  who  were  inter¬ 
ested  in  his  longevity.  They  frankly  put  it  that  they  want  their  rela- 
tion,  the  Polling  Officer,  to  live  longer  and  that  they  apprehended 
danger  to  his  life  if  he  used  that  school  building  as  a  polling  station. 
Sir,  such  serious  defects  of  school  buildings  deserve  very  serious 
consideration  at  the  hands  of  the  Government  if  they  want  the 
confidence  of  the  governed.  The  Department  should  attend  to  such 
matters  in  the  interest  of  their  fair  name  and  the  efficiency  of  their 
administration.  It  is  true  that  the  adequate  financing  of  all  the 
vernacular  schools  in  the  State  is  a  big  problem  especially  in  these  days 
of  depression.  But  that  is  no  justification  for  not  attending  to  such 
extraordinary  cases  of  a  serious  nature,  There  have  been  several 
instances,  in  the  past  also,  of  departmental  school-buildings  actually 
tumbling  down,  in  my  constituency.  Fortunately  for  the  children,  it 
did  hot  happen  during  school  hours,  but  only  at  night. 
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Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  P1LLAI  (Qidlon  I) :  May  I  know  whether 
the  member  has  any  idea,  as  to  the  approximate  cost  for  improving  the . 
condition  of  the  primary  schools  throughout  the  State  ? 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  3.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Shertala  I)  :  I  am  not 
in  a  position  to  answer  that.'  I  do  not'say  that  the  Department  must 
immediately  take  up  every  school  in  the  State.  The  Director  of  Public. 
Instruction  must  be  on  the  look-out  and  ascertain  for  himself  such 
extraordinarily  urgent  cases  .and  do  the  needful  at  once.  Such  urgent 
things  must  not  be  allowed  to  lie  over  till  this  House  gets  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  consider  the;  Statham  Committee  Beport. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( PattahamtUla ):  Does  not  the  member 
expect  the  co-operation  of  the  public  also  in  such  matters  ? 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shertala  I)  :  To  a  certain 
extent,  the  people  wilt  co-operate  ;  there  is  no  doubt  about  that. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA:  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta) :  In  the  instance 
referred  to  by  the  member,  did  the  people  agree  to  do  their  mite  ip  the 
matter ;  and  was  such  fact  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  ? 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shertala  D  :  The  people 
are  naturally  nervous  to  approach  the  Department  in  these  matters, 
since  they  apprehend  that  the  Department  may  at  once  think  of 
closing  the  school,  That  is  a  contingency  which  we  do  not  want  to 
face. especially  in  my  constituency  where  even  little  children  have  to 
wade  through  sand,  knee-  deep,  for  three  or  four  miles,  to  go  to  school. 

Therefore,  Sir,  my  submission  is  that  the  Department  must  take 
immediate  action  in  really  urgent  cases  and  not  rest  content  with 
saying  that  the  whole  question  should  wait  for  the  Statham  Committee  - 
Beport  being  taken  up -for  consideration.  In  normal  times,  Sirs  we 
would  have  expected  some  sort  of  assistance  from  the  people..  But, 
during  the  present  economic  depression,  no  kind  of  help  can  be  expect-  . 
ed  from  them.  Having  pointed  out  the  need  for  immediate  action  in 
such  extreme  cases,  I  .support  the  basic  principle  of  the  motion  of 
Mr.  Velappan  Nair. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad) :  In  view  of  the  importance  of  tbe 
question  of  improving  the  vernacular  education  in  the  State,  I  too  wish 
to  join  my  friends  in  supporting  the  motion.  Most  of  the  vernacular 
school-buildings  in  the  State  are  in  a  rotten  condition  and  there  is  no 
building  worth  the  name. 

Coming  to  my  awn  constituency,  Nedumangad,  we  have  not  got 
sufficient  schools  and  even  the  few  schools  that  we  have,  do  not  have 
proper  buildings  and  equipment.  There  is  only  one  vernacular  middle 
school  for  girls  for  the  whole  of  the  Nedumangad  taluk.  The  building 
of  that  school  fell  down  a  few  years  ago,  and  a  site  has  been  acquired 
for  a  new  building.  But  nothing  further  seems  to  have  been  done.  Sir, 
sorhe  of  my  friends  have  been  complaining  that  the  children  ih'  their 
constituencies  had  to  wade  through  sand  or  water  to  reach  their  schools. 
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But,  in  the  case  of  my  constituency,  there  is  no  such  difficulty ;  because 
there  are  no  schools  at  all.  Due  to  the  absence  of  schools,  very  few 
children  actually  attend  schools.  It  is  high  time  that  the  condition  of 
the  Nedumangad  taluk  in  the  matter  of.education  is  improved.  The 
few  school-buildings  that  exist  there  have  also  to  be  improved  urgently. 

IWB,  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  P1LLA1  (Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram ) :  I  also  support  the  principle  of  theunotion  :  Sir,  no- 
body  can  question  the  fact  that  the  condition  of  many  of  the  verna¬ 
cular  school  buildings  is  far  from  being  satisfactory.  The  educational 
oode  is  rarely  enforced  in  regard  to  departmental  schools.  If  a  school 
happens  to  be  a  private  school,  then,  it  must  be  a  first  class  building.  It 
must  have  a  tiled  roof,  a  first  class  tiled  floor,  excellent  windows  and 
doors  and  a  fine  appearance.  But,  if  a  school  happens  to  he  a  depart, 
mental  school,  it  might  have  any  kind  of  roofing ;  it  need  not  even  be 
rain-proof.  The  flooring  need  not  be  tiled ;  it  might  be  as  bad  as  a  tilled 
garden.  The  furniture  might  be  made  of  any  stuff.  The  benches  and 
chairs  need  not  have  legs  at  all ;  and  if  there  are  any  legs,  they  might 
be  shaky. 

Even  the  accommodation  need  not  be  according  to  the  regulation, 
It  is  not  my  purpose  to  say  that  the  private  Schools  must  degenerate 
into  the  kind  of  Schools  that  we  have  got  built  or  maintained  by  the 
Department,  but  the  Departmental  Schools  should  bs  so  improved  as  to 
reach  the  standard  required  by  the  Education  Code.  If  you  travel 
from  one  end  of  the  country  to  the  other,  you  will  find  a  lot  of  dilapi¬ 
dated  departmental  Schools.  Of  course  it  is  not  because  Government 
have  not  got  money  for  spending.  They  spent  Bs.  2  or  3  lakhs  on 
English  High  School  buildings.  Take  for  instance  the  Vanchiyoor  and 
the  Nagercoil  Schools.  With  the  money  spent  on  these  Schools,  I 
think  50  other  excellent  Schools  might  be  built. 

Mb.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLA1  ( Trivandrum-Urban ):  Are  not.  some  of  the 
private  Sohools  managed  with  a  profit  to  the  management  ? 

MB.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kunmttur  cum 
Pattanapuram ) :  Not  primary  Schools,  so  far  as  I  know. 

MB.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Urban)  :  Are  they  not  at 
least  self-supporting? 

MB.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kunmttur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  They  are  not  self-supporting  either. 

MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trinandrum-Urban ) ;  Government  is 
spending  a  lot  of  money  on  primary  Schools  ? 

Mb.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kunnattur  cum 

Pattanapuram)  :  Yes. 

MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban ):  If  additional  funds 
are  required,  would  the  member  advocate  a  cess  for  education  ? 

Mb.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram) :  I  will  consider  that  after  Government  have  exhausted 
all  other  resources. 
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MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta )  :  In  regard  to  the 
distinction  drawn  by  the  member  regarding  private  Schools  and 
Departmental  Schools,  can  the  member  give  us  at  least  one  instance  of 
that  imperfect  construction  of  a  Departmental  School  since  the  enforce¬ 
ment  of  the  Education  Code, 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kmnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram )  :  Education  Code  was  brought  into  force  in  1083  or 
1085.  There  is  the  Pattayzhi  School  in  the  member’s  own  taluk. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta )  ;  When  was  the  first 
School  started  ?  Is  it  after  1083  ? 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  I  do  not  know. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta )  :  I  want  to  know 
whether  after  the  enforcement  of  the  Regulation  there  was  any  distinc¬ 
tion  made  between  private  Schools  and  non- private  Schools. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  I  cannot  say  that.  But  there  is  nothing  to  prevent 
the  Government  from  maintaining  the  Schools  in  proper  repair 
even  though  they  were  built  before  the  education  code  came  into 
operation. 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Todupuzha  cum  Devicolam) :  In 
supporting  Mr.  Valappan  Nair’s  motion  regarding  the  neglected 
condition  of  the  Vernacular  branch  of  Education,  I  have  to  submit  a  few 
things.  As  my  friend  Mr.  S.  J,  Nair  said,  there  is  at“least  a  Vernacular 
Middle  School  for  girls  in  Nedumangad.  I  come  from  an  equally  hilly 
part  of  Travancore  where  not  even  a  Vernacular  middle  School  for 
girls  is  existing.  The  public  of  Thodupuzha  once  applied  for  raising 
the  standard  of  the  School  there.  The  Inspectress  was  kind  enough  to 
say  that  if  the  public  would  put  up  the  building  the  standard  of  the 
School  would  be  raised.  Accordingly  we  put  up  the  building  and  when 
we  applied  for  the  raising  of  the  class,  the  learned  Director  was  good 
enough  to  say  that  the  Inspectress  should  be  punished  for  making  the 
promise  without  the  necessary  sanction  of  the  Director,  The  matter 
was  referred  to  in' the  Popular  Assembly  and  the  then  Dewan  Mr.  Watts 
promised  to  go  into  the  curious  question.  As  a  result  of  that  we  got 
the  next  class.  Even  since  we  have  been  agitating  and  we  got  the  6th 
class  also.  But  the  sanction  of  the  7th  class  is  still  in  pregnancy 
(laughter.)  Now  Sir,  there  is  only  one  complete  middle  School  for  boys. 
Students  are  accommodated  in  two  sheds  put  up  years  ago  called 
temporary  sheds  and  another  additional  shed  put  up  recently.  They 
think  them  to  be  nice  according  to  the  conception  of '  the  Department 
and  something  like  700  students  are  being  accommodated  .in  these 
sheds.  There  is  no  room  to  sit,  no  benches  and  practically  the  students 
are  squatting  on  the  ground.  I  have  to  say  one  thing  more. 

Mr.  Velappan  Nair  spoke  about  the  grants  to  aided  Schools.  There 
is  one  pucca  building  of  the  description  of  Mr.  Changanachery  Para- 
mesvaran.Pillai  at  Thodnpuzha,._ a  beautiful  building,  tiled  floor,  and 
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every  furniture  made  of  teak  wood.  And  to  grant  has  been  given  even 
for  the  first  class.  I  speak  these  things  in  the  hope  that  at  least  the 
present  Director  would  take  these  things  into  consideration  and  a 
favourable  reply  given  by  him.  With  these  words,  I  support  the 
motion. 

Mn.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South) :  I 
support  the  motion  on  behalf  of  a  silent  section  of  the  Vernacular 
branch,  that  is  the  Tamil  section.  The  neglect  of  the  Department  was 
first  of  all  not  a  wilful  one.  We  participated  in  the  neglect.  We, 
Tamilians  considered  that  any  acquisition  of  the  Tamil  language  will 
not  carry  us  any  further  in  public  services  and  therefore  we  took  to 
Malayalam.  Now  we  are  at  the  stage  when  neither  Malayalam  nor 
English  education  will  give  any  footing  to  any  body  and  least  of  all  to 
the  Tamilians. 

MR.  8.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  Cannot  tbat'difficulty  be  overcome 
by  taking  away  the  waiting  list  kept  in  the  Department  ? 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South) :  Now 
the  difficulty  is  that  we  are  not  permitted  to  go  back  to  our  old  Tamil 
and  enough  encouragement  is  not  given  by  the  Department.  So  far  as 
Tamil  is  concerned,  not  even  a  single  Inspector  for  Tamil  Schools  has 
been  appointed .  It  is  public  property  that  we  Tamilians  are  put  to 
considerable  difficulty  in  learning  the  Malayalam  language  and  with 
the  best  of  intentions  to  learn  that  language  it  is  phonetically  impossible 
for  Tamilians  to  do  it.  Even  the  Brahmins  find  it  very  difficult  to.  pick 
up  that  language  and  speak  it  properly.  So  much  so  there  was  a  rule 
to  the  effect  that  the  taluks  in  Nanjanad  and  Shencotta  should  be  man¬ 
ned  by  officers  who  know  the  Tamil  language,  That  is  not  being  done 
and  that  has  given  rise  to  a  .good  deal  of  difficulty.- :  In  the  -Schools  also 
only  the  Malayalam  section  is  being,  encouraged. 

My  friend  Mr.  S.  J.  Naif  wanted  to  know  what  has  been  done  in 
the  matter  of  relieving  unemploj’ment.  Sir  C.  Sankaran  Nair  in  a 
recent  conference  said  that  the  people  of  the  West  Coast,  and  that  will 
include  Travancore  also,  will  have  to  go  outside  for  employment  on 
;  :;ac'(jount  of  the  growth  of  population  If  only  the  Tamil  language  is 
"cultivated  by  the  Malayalam  speaking  people,  it  may  be  handy..  If 
"  Tamil  language  is  learned  by  Travancoreans,  one  may  get  employment 
in  South  India. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Amhalapunha ■  I)  \  What  about 
Hindi  ? 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI.:  (Commerce,  and  Industry,  South) 
^Therefore  I  think  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  should  .  devote 
!;.some ino rb  attention,  to  the  fostering  of  the  Tamil  language  at  least  m 
’  .^he'Tamil  taluks  of  Nanjanad  and  Shencotta.

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  Pli-LAl  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South) ; 
There  is  no  harm  in  learning  it  also. 

MR.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (Nominated) :  Sir,  I  too  support  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Velappan  Nair.  Deference  was  made  to  the  deplorable 
lot  of  a  set  of  teachers  who  had  been  disbanded,  «ir„those  who  have  acted 
between  1100  and  1103.  I  would  even  go  further  and  say  that  in  this 
list  there  are  teachers  who  entered  service  so  early  as  in  1096.  ' 

PRESIDENT  :  I  do  not  think  it  comes  under  this  head. 

Mr,  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (Nominated) :  Deference  was  made 
by  the  mover  himself  to  that  aspect  of  the  matter.  I  would  emphasise 
that  aspect  and  say  that  there  are  Muhammadan  teachers  also  who  have 
been  disbanded  and  their  grievances  require  sympathetic  consideration 
at  the  hands  of  Government.  In  this  connection,  I  would  also  point 
out  that  there  are  qualified  Muslims — those  who  have  passed  the  'Verna¬ 
cular  Higher  Examination  and  Higher  Trained  even,  and  still  they  have 
not  been  entertained  in  the  Education  Department  though  years  have 
elasped  since  they  have  passed. 

PRESIDENT  :  That  also  does  not  arise  now. 

Mr.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (Nominated)',  I  think  I  can  urge 
this  while  supporting  the  motion  before  the  House. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I) ;  Sir,  originally  I 
thought  I  need  not  speak  on  this  motion  but  would  reserve  a  few  obser- 
vations  to  be  made  under  an  appropriate  head.  But  I  see  that  there  ia 
a  rush  on  this  motion  and  there  may  not  be  any  chance  left  to  me, 
Now  the  criticisms  upon  this  particular  motion  are  advanced  mainly 
with  regard  to  the  outward  appearance  and  outfit  of  Schools  with  em¬ 
phasis  on  the  tumble-down  tendencies  of  Government  Schools  for 
Vernacular  education.  There  is,  no  doubt,  an  amount  of  truth  in  that 
contention.  Just  as  an  instance  I  refer  to  a  deputation  that  arrived 
here  two  days  ago  from  my  constituency  to  tell  me  that  there  _has  been 
considerable  disagreement  between  the  roofing  and  the  walls  of  the 
Vernacular  School  at  Ambalapuzha  owing  to  the  responsive  nature  of 
the  building  to  wind  and  weather.  I  think  this  state  of  affairs  exists 
not  only  there  but  in  other  parts  of  the  State  as  well.  I  was  told  ,  that 
School  children  in  some  parts  of  my  Taluk  cannot  well  afford  to  go  to 
Schools  for  fear  of  being  attacked  by  crocodiles.  Such  is  the  condition 
of  some  of  the  Schools  run  by  the  State  on  account  of  the  sites  selected 
for  them.  This  is  .only  a  criticism  with  respect  to  the  structure  and 
environments  of  Schools. 

But  there  is  need  for  looking  at  the  question  at  close  quarters,  that 
is  with  respect  to  the  students  themselves  who  undergo  education  in 
these  institutions.  A  sort  of  inferiority  complex  is  seen  in  the  Verna* 
cular  School  students  when  compared  to  the  English  School  students. 
"  Generally  the  students  that  resort  to  the  Vernacular  Schools  may  be 
seen  to  be  underfed,  anaemic  and  ill-provided  to  all  outward  (.appear- 
ance.  Ido  nob  know  whether  anything  like  medical  examination  is 
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conducted  in  these  schools.  Elsewhere,  for  instance  in  Ceylon,  we  see 
that  the  school  arrangements  are  excellent.  Students  are  fed  in  the 
schools.  They  have  arrangements  for  bath  in  the  schools  and  their  sani¬ 
tary  requirements  are  closely  attended  to.  Now,  compare  the  fate  of 
the  student  population  in  the  vernacular  schools  here.  How  deplorable 
is  their  condition  ?  Is  the  Inspector  of  Vernacular  schools  struck  by 
the  difference  in  the  treatment  meted  out  to  the  students  of  the  verna. 
cular  schools  ?  Does  a  highly  placed  officer  like  Director  of  Eublic  In. 
struction  in  Travancore  pay  anything  like  adequate  attention  to  them  ? 
These  students  also  are  said  to  be  the  hope  of  the  rising  generation.  If 
this  is  the  sort  of  hope  of  the  rising  generation,  I  do  not  know  how  to 
distinguish  hope  from  despair.  I  am  submitting,  Sir,  that  whatever  be 
the  cry  for  the  extension  of  the  vernacular  school  system,  whatever  be 
the  necessity  for  its  expansion,  unless  attention  is  paid  to  the  ade¬ 
quacy  of  the  steps  at  least  in  the  Government  schools,  the  sort  of  ex¬ 
penditure  that  the  Department  is  now  incurring  on  vernacular  educa¬ 
tion  may  well  be  saved  for  much  better  purposes.  That  is  one  aspect 
of  the  matter. 

There  is  yet  another  matter,  the  course  of  studies  that  these  stu¬ 
dents  are  asked  to  follow.  What  exactly  is  the  benefit  that  a  student 
derives  from  the  sort  of  instruction  that  is  imparted  in  these  institu¬ 
tions  is  a  very  pertinent  question  and  it  has  to  be  earnestly  considered 
by  the  Government  either  along  ^with  the  Statham  Report  or  other¬ 
wise,  In  fact,  it  is  a  hackneyed  system  that  is  being  now  followed  in 
the  Vernacular  Schools.  They  are  taught  all  manner  of  subjects  which 
will  not  stand  them  in  much  good  stead  in  their  life.  The  object  of  the 
Vernacular  education  ought  to  be  different  from  the  course  of  instruc¬ 
tion  imparted  in  English  Schools,  which  has  as  its  ultimate  object  pro¬ 
bably  university  education.  In  the  case  of  the  Vernacular  Schools, 
some  other  object  more  allied  to  immediate  requirements  will  have  to 
be  maintained  in  view  and  the  course  of  study  modified  accordingly. 
Now  even  in  the  matter  of  the  teaching  of  language,  it  is  an  unregene- 
rate  course  that  holds  the  ground  in  the  Vernacular  Schools,  The  way 
in  which  it  is  done  is  markedly  negligent.  The  text-books  prescribed 
are  full  of  mistakes  in  printing,  languago,  style  and  grammar,  because 
the  prescription  of  text-books  now  is  managed  in  a  cryptic  way  which 
excludes  the  voice  of  scholars  and  the  public. 

MR..S.  J.  HAIR  (Nedumangad) ;  May  I  know  from  the  member 
who  is  responsible  for  prescribing  such  text  books  ? 

PRESIDENT  ;  I  think  that  matter  comes  up  later  and  does  not  arise 

MR.  P.  K.  NAR  AY  ANA  PILLAI  (. dmbalaptmha  I) :  I  have  not  got  any 
thing  like,  reliable  information  in  the  matter.  At  least  in  that  respect 
better  care  is  necessary.  Elsewhere,  for  example  in  the  sister  State  of 
Cochin,  the  teaching  of  language  is  specifically  attended  to  .by  Inspe¬ 
ctors  .employed  for  the  purpose.  They  are  not  satisfied  with  the  com¬ 
mon  Inspector  going  about  and  doing  a  sort  of  inspection.  There  is  09 
lueh  arrangement  here. 
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[Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai.] 

Allied  to  this  subject  there  are  other  matters  to  be  considered  and 
the  whole  thing  would  seem  to  stand  in  need  of  a  thorough  overhauling. 
The  sort  of  inspection  that  is  now  carried  on  is  no  inspection  at  all  be¬ 
cause  it  is  a  formal  routine  hardly  penetrating  the  surface.  The  nume¬ 
rical  strength  of  the  schools  said  to  ,have  been  inspected  is  the  main 
thing  that  counts.  How  far  instruction  is  being  imparted,  how  far  it 
takes  effect,  whether  there  is  scope  for  reform  and  progress,  how  to 
adapt  vernacular  education  to  the  necessities  of  life,'  these  factors  should 
be  kept  in  view. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattmamtitta) :  Is  it  a  defect  of  the 
system  or  is  it  a  defect  of  the  person? 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzha  I) :  Both  as  I  presume. 
The  system  dtself  is  somewhat  rotten  and  then  probably  the  other 
element  also  comes  in  (Laughter). 

So  I  submit,  Sir,  that  there  is  need  for  a  close  scrutiny.  Govern¬ 
ment  are  spending  already  a  good  deal  on  it  and  I  am  not  finding  fault 
with  Government  for  anything  like  niggardliness.  They  are  very  gene¬ 
rous.  But  their  generosity  after  all  is  not  productive  of  proportionate 
advantages. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I)  ■.  Sir,  I  move  that  the 
question  be  now  put. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDARASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction )  : 
Sir,  it  is  barely  three  weeks  since  1  assumed  charge  of  the  office  of  the 
B.  P.  I.  and  during  this  short  period  owing  to  pressure  of  work  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Assembly  I  have  not  been  able  to  go  out  and  visit  any 
of  the  schools  outside  Trivandrum.  I  am  therefore  very  grateful  to 
the  members  who  have  spoken  on  [this  motion  and  who  have  in  the 
course  of  their  general  remarks  drawD  my  attention  to  the  defects  of 
individual  schools.  I  have  made  a  very  careful  note  of  the  references 
made  to  the  individual  schools  and  I  can  assure  the  members  that  as 
speedy  and  as  effective  an  action  as  possible  would  be  taken  with  regard 
to  the  individual  cases.  Surely  Mr.  Padmanabha  Menon  has  been  un-- 
kind  to  me  when  he  said  I  would  quote  Statham’s  Report  in  defence  of 
delay.  When  a  school  building  is  tottering  or  in  a  dangerous  condi¬ 
tion,  we  need  not  have  to  wait  for  Statham’s  Report  to  conduct  certain 
necessary  repairs.  The  case  of  the  school  which  Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana 
Pillai  referred  to  came  to  my  notice  recently.  It  is  a  school  whiohiwas 
in  danger  of  crashing  down  on  account  of  a  storm  and,  I  . can;  assure  him 
that  I  have  issued  orders  with  regard  to  that  school.  ,v?on. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuaha  I):  Aiwordof  expla* 
nation,  Sir.  I  am  thankful  to  the  Director  for  the  speedy  action be1  has 
taken.  I  myself  brought  it  to  his  notice.  -  ’  :  ^  ,

There  are  such  lists.  But  the  only  trouble  is  with  regard  to  funds. 
There  were  ample  funds  for  the  repair  of  schools  before  the  depression 
period  began  and  even  now  during  the  depression  period  we  have  an 
allotment  of  about  Rs.  40,000  for  the  repair  of  Vernacular  Middle  and 
Primary  schools. 

Ms.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  Is  there  not  a  list  pre¬ 
pared  up  to  date  with  regard  to  schools  which  are  in  an  unsound  condi¬ 
tion  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHAR  AN  {Ag,  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  • 
Oh,  yes. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  '((Trivandrum — Rural)  -.  Are  there  not  more 
schools  coming  within  that  list  year  after  year  ?

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)-. 
As  I  said,  in  the  most  urgent  cases  where  a  building  is  reported,  to  be 
in  a  very  dangerous  condition,  action  is  being  taken  urgently.  But 
to  carry  out  a  comprehensive  scheme  for  repairing  all  school  buildings 
requires  considerable  funds. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattammtitta)  :  With  regard  to 

private  schools,  may  I  know  what  conditions  are  prescribed? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHAR  AN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
The  usual  code  conditions  are  prescribed.  I  quite  sympathise  with 
Mr.  Changanachery  Paramesvaran  Piilai,  when  he  said  that  the 
department  should  not  prescribe  different  conditions  and  there  should 
be  no  differential  treatment. 

Mr.  E,  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Patianamtitta) :  I  want  to  know 

whether  it  is  a  fact  that  differential  treatment  is  being  accorded. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)-. 
There  is  differential  treatment  only  in  the  sense  that  m  the  case  of  the 
private  schools  you  can  take  immediate  action  but  we  have  to  depend 
upon  the  Government  and  the  D.  P.  W.  for  Government  schools. 

-  MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta ) :  Am  I  to  under¬ 

stand  that  there  is  absolutely.no  differential  treatment  ? 
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Mb.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)-. 
There  is  absolutely  no  differential  treatment  at  all.  In  the  case  of 
the  departmental  schools  we  have  to  get  administrative  sanction,  and 
the  funds  have  to  be  got  and  the  D.  P.  W.  will  have  to  be  approached. 
But  in  the  other  case  even  though  we  give  time,  two  years,  three  years, 
four  years  and  so  on  for  observing  the  conditions  and  if,  even  after 
that  no  action  is  taken  by  the  manager,  we  can  immediately  proceed 
to  close  down  the  school.  Becently  the  Department  had  to  order  the 
closing  of  a  school  because  for  five  consecutive  vears  the  school  failed 
jo  carry  out  the  conditions  that  had  been  imposed. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ):  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  is  aware  of  the  destruc- 
tion  of  the  V.  M.  School  for  girls  at  Nedumangad  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
Yes.  That  also  came  up  before  me.  A  Bite  has  been  acquired  for  the 
putting  up  of  a  new  middle  school  for  girls,  and  information  with 
regard  to  buildings  and  the  number  of  rooms  required  for  holding  the 
classes  has  been  called  for  from  the  Inspectress.  Action  will  be  taken 
as  soon  as  funds  permit. 

I  have  noted  down  here  the  question  of  the  disbanding  of  certain 
teachers  mentioned  by  one  of  the  members.

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)-. 
As  regards  the  appointment  of  teachers  from  private  schools  to  the  de¬ 
partmental  schools. — 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  That  comes  under 
another  motion. 

PRESIDENT  ;  I  do  not  think  that  arises  under  this  motion. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala) :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  what  he  has  got  to  say  with  regard  to  the  suggestion  of 
Mr.  P.  Chidambaram  Pillai  in  connection  with  Tamil  education  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)-. 
I  have  made  a  note  of  all  the  suggestions  and  I  will  deal  with  them  as 
sympathetically  as  possible. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  -.  May  I  know  whether  the 
Director  of  Public  Instruction  is  aware  of  the  efficiency  of  the  im¬ 
parting  of  vernacular  education  in  Nedumangad  ? 

Mr  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
Personally  I  am  not  aware.  One  of  the  members  complained  about 
schools  being  abolished.  I  think  it  was  Mr.  Padmanabhan.  The 
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question  should  be  taken  up  as  a  whole.  There  is  such  a  lot  of  over¬ 
lapping  in  certain  areas.  There  are  superfluous  schools  end  in  a  very 
small  area  there  are  about  half  a  dozen  schools  competing  against  each 
other  and  with  plenty  of  accommodation.  Government  is  spending 
a  lot  of  money  by  way  of  grant  and  maintaining  their  own  schools 
where  they  are  not  actually  required  and  where  the  needs  of  the  locality 
require  only  one  or  two  well-filled  schools  we  find  half  a  dozen  schools 
competing  with  each  other  and  carrying  on  unhealthy  rivalry.  This 
point  was  noted  by  the  Retrenchment  Committee  and  I  think  they 
recommended  a  special  officer  to  be  appointed  to  deal  with  each  region 
and  to  recommend  what  schools  may  he  abolished.  I  can  quite  see 
that  there  are  certain  regions  where  schools  are  not  sufficiently  pro¬ 
vided  but  on  the  contrary  there  are  other  regions  where  there  are  too 
many  schools  and  as  I  say  the  problem  should  be  tackled  as  a  whole 

Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai  referred  to  the  pitiable  condition  of 
our  boys  and  girls  in  .the  Vernacular  Schools.  I  can  say  be  has  got  my 
fullest  sympathy.  It  is  a  very  big  problem,  it  is  really  a  problem  of 
poverty  and  economic  backwardness.  The  magnitude  of  the  problem 
is  so  great  that  it  cannot  be  tackled  from  the  educational  .angle  alone. 
Take  such  a  simple  thing  as  providing  the  mid-day  meal  to  the  poor 
boys  in  our  schools  the  cost  will  be  prohibitive  ;  and  for  the  time  being 
we  have  only  to  seek  consolation  with  Abraham  Lincon  who  said 
“God  loves  the  poor,  otherwise  He  would  not  have  created  so  many  of 
them". 

I  also  accept  in  principle  the  suggestion  that  for  the  improvement 
of  teaching  in  our  schools,  we  must  also  have  subject  Inspectors. 
There  again  this  is  a  problem  of  funds-  Not  only  for  the  teaching  of 
Malayalam,  but  for  the  teaching  of  other  subjects  a’130,  it  will  certainly 
be  useful  if  there  are  subject  inspectors.  It  will  be  very  good  and 
desirable  to  have  subject  inspectors  in  the  headquarters  who  would 
inspect  the  teaching  in  particular  subjects.  It  is  a  question  of  funds. 
Bnt  I  cannot  agree  with  him  that  the  present  system  of  inspection  is 
no  good.  That  is  too-  sweeping  a  condemnation.  To  say  that  our 
educational  system  is  rotten  cannot  also  he  agreed  to.  The  system  of 
education  which  has  produced  men  of  the  stamp  of  Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana 
Pillai  and  several  others  who  may  be  mentioned  cannot  be  said  to  be 
rotten.  The  defects  in  the  present  system  of  inspection  are  often  due 
to  the  large  work  the  Inspectors  have  to  do  and  the  very  large  number 
of  schools  they  have  to  inspect.  I  have  nothing  more  to  say.

Motion  No.  III. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAM0DARAS1  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  Sir,  I  move  the 
following  motion : 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Us.  37,  074  for  Direction  hy  Us  1. 

My  object  in  making  this  motion  is  to  emphasise  the  fact  that  the 
Director  is  not  bestowing  sufficient  attention  and  sympathy  upon  the 
private  sohools  in  the  State.  The  Director  and  the  Government  should 
remember  that  the  advancement  of  education  in  this  State  is  to  a  very 
large  extent  due  to  the  work  of  private  institutions  and  that'  the 
Government  spend  only  a  comparatively  small  sum  upon  these  insti¬ 
tutions.  I  find  that  in  the  Vernacular  branch,  for  every  boy  educated 
in  the  Departmental  schools,  Government  are  incurring  about  Es.  7$ 
per  head  while  in  the  Grant-in-Aid  Schools  it  is  only  Es.  3|.  Similarly 
in  the  English  Sohools  we  find  that  the  Department  spends  ahout 
Es.  20-As.  8  in  Departmental  Schools  while  they  have  to  spend  only 
about  Be.  1  As.  2  in  Aided  Schools  per  pupil.  In  looking  at  this 
question,  Government  should  remember  that  it  is  their  paramount  duty 
to  encourage  private  schools  .  If  we  look  into  the  conditions  of 
vernacular  schools  we  find  that  from  the  year  1106  the  policy  of  the 
Department  has  been  not  to  recognise  new  schools  and  new  classes. 
They  have  also  been  consistently  refusing  grants  to  such  classes  and 
Schools.  Private  schools  in  the  Vernacular  branch  in  the  State  are 
conducted  by  comparatively  poor  people  who  are  doing  it  with  the 
best  of  motives  contributing  all  that  they  have  for  the  advancement  of 
education.  And  the  teachers  get  from  these  schools  such  a,  low  sum 
as  Es.  7  1/2, 
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Ms.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  ( Ag ,  Director  oj  Public  Instruction)  ■ 
May  I  correct  the  member  that  it  is  Es.  8  1/2? 

MB.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavelikara):  I  thank  the  member 
for  the  correction.  Es.  7  1/2  was  the  old  figure.  Anyhow  the 
magnificent  sum  of  Ee.  1  does  not  improve  their  condition  very  much. 
Even  with  regard  to  this  grant-in-  aid,  Government  are  very  reluctant 
to  give  it.  Government  can  very  well  imagine  the  conditions  of  poor 
teachers  who  have  been  working  without  any  remuneration  for  the 
last  two  years.  The  Inspector  of  schools  in  the  Departmental  report 
which  was  given  to  us  only  this  morning  states  at  page  51 : 

“The  Inspector  of  Vernacular  Sohoole  has  observed  ae  follows  regarding  the  in¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  schools  and  in  the  strength  : 

“The  inability  to  sanotion  grant-in-aid  consequent  on  the  economic  depression  1ns 
been  in  many  oases  an  unwholesome  check  on  the  enthusiasm  of  private  agen 
cios  who  could  open  and  maintain  primary  schools  only  with  Government 
grant-in-aid.  X  do  hope  that  the  time  will  not  be  very  far  off  when  the 
disability  oould  be  removed  and  eDoouragement  offered  to  such  private  agen- 

“The  appreciable  inoroase  in  the  strength  of  the  schools  goes  to  point  out  how  far 
the  people  have  realised  the  benefits  of  elementary  education  offered  to  then) 
free  and  how  far  they  have  taken  advantage  of  the  same  in  spite  of  the  acute 
financial  depression  still  prevailing  ." 

I  do  not  know  what  the  Director  has  done  on  those  observations 
of  the  Inspector.  So  the  most  important  matter  to  which  I  want  to 
draw  the  attention  of  the  Director  and  the  Government  is  that  they 
should  immediately  sanction  the  necessary  amount  for  giving  grant- 
in-aid  to  the  teachers  who  are  employed  in  the  new  classes  and  new 
schools  opened  after  1106  and  they  must  be  given  the  arrears  of  grant 
that  is  due  to  them.  The  Government  have  given  them  recognition. 
There  are  many  people  who  are  anxious  to  start  new  schools  to  educate 
children  but  they  do  not  get  sufficient  convenience.  Government 
should  see  that  recognition  is  granted  to  these  schools  also. 

MB.  V.  RAMAKRISHNA  PANICKAR  ( KartikapalU  II) :  Was  any  re¬ 
cognition  refused  ? 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavelikara) :  I  know  in  man 
cases  recognition  has  been  refused. 

MR.  V.  RAMAKRISHNA  PANICKAR  {KartikapalU  ID  :  Where  ? 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavelikara) :  Even  in  the  member’s 
own  constituency  I  know  that  recognition  was  refused. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta ) :  May  I  know  whether 
there  is  any  such  School  in  my  constituency? 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavelikara)  :  I  hope  that 
the  member  knows  better  about  his  constituency  than  myself.  When 
we  come  to  the  English  schools,  I  think  that  the  Government  has 
effected  a  rather  unkind  cut  when  they  reduced  the  grant-in-aid  to 
English  Schools  from  half  to  one-third.  From  the  figures  I  quoted,  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  expenditure  by  Government  for  private  schools 
is  Ee.  1  As.  2  while  for  Government  schools  it  is  Bs.  20  As.  8, 
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MR.  p.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  Umbalapueha  I):  What  is  the 

total  amount  budgeted  for  private  schools  under  Vernacular  education 
alone  ? 

Ms,  A.  S.  DAMOOARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  It  is  Eg,  9>87 

lakhs. 

MS.  P.  K,  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (AmbaUtpuzlia  I)  ;  What  is  the 

amount  for  English  Schools  ? 

Ms.  A.  S.  DAM9DARAN  ASAN  ( Maoelilcam ) :  It  is  only  Bs.  36,173 

for  maintenance  of  grant-in-aid  schools.  Formerly  it  was  about 
Es.  54,000. 

is.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalupu^u  1)  Does  the  mem- 
her  feel  that  it  is  disproportionate  in  any  way  taking  the  revenues  of 
the  State  into  consideration  7 

Ms.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  A3AN  (MMelikara) :  What  percentage  is 
the  member  prepared  to  urge  ? 

Ms.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ainbafapugha  I) :  Does  not  the 
member  feel  that  it  is  disproportionate  ? 

Mr.  A.  8.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  That  does  not  arise 
now.  My  case  is  that  Government  hove  chosen  the  wrong  place  and 
the  wrong  time  to  apply  their  retrenchment  oxo.  I  have  to  say  that 
the  unkindest  out  of  all  is  when  we  come  to  the  Sanskrit  schools. 
There  are  only  14  such  schools  and  the  Government  have  reduced 
their  grants.  The  saving  effected  thereby  is  only  about  Es.  200.  I 
do  not  know  why  this  language  which  has  been  so  much  neglected  by 
the  Government  and  the  people  alike  should  suffer  so  much  by  a  sav¬ 
ing  of  Es  200.  So  I  request  the  Government  to  see  that  relief  is 
afforded  to  these  private  institutions,  without  any  delay.  With  these 
words  J.  move  this  motion  for  the  consideration  of  the  House. 

Ms.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Changcmachery  D  Sir, 
I  rise  to  support  the  motion.  Travancore,  we  are  proud,  has  got.  a 
high  percentage  of  education.  I  would  place  before  the  House  a  few 
figures  which  I  am  sure  will  speak  more  loudly  than  I  can  speak. 
A-Coording  to  the  statistics  of  llOY  the  total  number  of  school  students 
was  596,726.  Oat  of  it  333,041  or  55’8  per  cent.  were,  studying  in 
non-departmental  schools.  The  total  number  of  Vernacular  school 
students  was  543,329  and  out  of  it  295,373  or  54‘3  per  cent,  were  in 
Non-departmental  schools.  Out  of  53,397  students  in  English  Schools, 
37,668  or  70'6  per  cent,  were  studying  in  Non-departmental  Schools. 
Taking  the  schools  themselves,  out  of  3,695  schools,  2,641  or  71*7  per 
cent,  were  Non-departmental  schools.  Out  of  3,433  Vernacular  Schools, 
2,421  or  70p5  per  cent,  were  Non-departmental  schools.  I  hope!  need 
not  say  anything  more  to  show  to  whom  we  mainly  owe  the  high  per¬ 
centage  of -education  in  the  State.  The  conclusion  is  self-evident.  Now 
turning  to  the  net  expenditure,  according  to  the  same  statistics  we 
find  that  Government  met  an  expenditure  of  Es- 5  Ohs.  5  per  head 
of  all  the  students  in  the  State.  But  this  was  distributed  as  Rs,  3 
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Ohg.  11  in  the  case  of  Non-departmental  school  students  and  Es.  7 
Chs.  11  in  the  case  of  departmental  school  students.  Taking  the  verna¬ 
cular  schools,  Es,  4,  Chs.  23  per  head  was  spent  by  the  Government 
This  again  was  distributed  as  Es.  3  Chs.  10  in  Non-departmental  schools, 
and  Bs.  6  chs.  12  in.  Taking  the  English  schools  alone,  the  average 
expenditure  per  head  was  Bs.  8-22-0.  It  was  distributed  as  Bs.  3-25-0  in 
non-departmental  schools  and  Bs.  20  chs,  14  in  departmental  schools. 
Again  I  say,  the  conclusion  is  self-evident. 

Mr.  P.  K.  RARAYANA  PIUAI  (.Imbalapuzhc  I)  :  Is  it  not  the  mem¬ 
bers's  point  that  there  is  great  disparity  between  these  two  figures 
that  oanses  a  grievance  tc  him '? 

MR.  KASNIKKARA  til.  PABMANABHA  PiLLAi  (Char.ganaehery  I)  :  That 
is  exactly  what  I  am  coming  to. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Amlalapuzha  I) :  Will  it  be  suffi¬ 
cient  for  the  member  to  reduce  the  expenditure  towards  departmental 
institutions  ? 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ( Chang anachery  I)  :  I  will 
be  coming  to  that  also. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PiLLAi  ( Paitanamtitta )  :  Mr.  Daniodaran  Asan 
has  given  us  some  figures  and  Mr.  Padroanabha  Pillai  also  has  given 
many  figures.  May  I  know  whether  he  has  any  further  collection  of 
statistics  to  prove  that  the  departmental  school  expenditure  is  abnormal? 

Mr.  KA1NIKKARA  M.  PABiANABHA  PILLAI  (Changanachery  Un¬ 
certainly  I  have, 

Mr.  Damodaran  Asan  did  not  give  the  percentage  of  schools  or  the 
sehool-going  population.  The  figures  I  have  given  clearly  show  the  dis¬ 
parity  that  exists  between  departmental  and  non -departmental  schools. 
I  did  not  hear  Mr.  Asan  giving  my  figures.  If  he  did  give  and  it  was 
my  mistake  that  I  did  not  hear  him,  of  course  I  plead  guilty. 

The  probable  answer  I  can  expect  from  the  Government  is  that 
the  non-departmental  school  Managers  are  supposed  to  be  spending  a 
certain  amount  of  money  every  year  towards  the  maintenance  of  their 
schools.  Birst-of  all,  we  alt  know  that  this  is  only  in  theory.  I  do  not 
deny  the  fact  that  there  might  be  associations,  well  organised  philan¬ 
thropic  institutions  which  are  meeting  a  recurring  expenditure  for  the 
maintenance  of  schools.  I  might  also  admit  that  such  institutions  will 
be  able  to  find  really, "efficient  teachers,  both  men  and  women,  to  do  the 
work  in  a  spirit  of’  service.  These  two  things  will  certainly  go  to  a 
certain  extent  to  make  up  this  difference  in  the  expenditure  that  we 
have  seen  already.  But  even  there,  the  real  fact  cannot  but  fail  very 
far  below  the  expectations  of  Government  in  the  matter  of  distributing 
grants.  Now  I  need  not  speak  of  the  individual  Managers.  Most  of 
them,  even  as  the  interpellations  put  in  the  House  have  already  pointed 
out,  look  upon  their  schools  as  a  oommerical  business  and  it  is  no 
exaggeration  when  I  say  that  it  Lis  no  real  desire  for  the  spread  of 
education,  but,  it  is  only  the  profit  for  the  manager  or  his  relations 
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that  has  often  tempted  many  of  the  Managers  to  create  schools  and 
support  them.  Nor  is  it  right  to  expect  the  management  to  be  contri- 
buting  huge  sums  for  maintenance  for  we  know  from  practical  experinca 
that  the  creation  of  an  English  High  School  is  not  a  joke.  The 
buildings,  appliances,  furniture  and  various  other  things  that  have  to 
be  satisfied  before  recognition  could  be  sought,  will  require  a  sum  to 
the  extent  of  over  Bs.  50,000.  A  philanthropic  man  or  institution 
that  has  spent  so  heavy  a  snm  cannot  be  expected  to  incur  another  huge 
recurring  expenditure  every  year  and  the  whole  brunt  finally  falls  on 
the  head  of  the  poor  teachers.  He  gets  no  good  salary ;  he  does  not  get 
any  fixed  increments ;  he  is  often  tossed  like  the  shuttle-cock  at  the 
caprice  of  the  Managers  and  when  old  and  unable  to  do  any  work, 
thrown  back  into  his  starving  family  to  find  himself  devoid  of  all 
honorable  means  of  livelihood. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Paitanamtitta )  :  Does  the  member 
speak  from  experience  ? 

Mr,  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Chang ana chery  I):  It  is 
not  only  my  experience  but  the  experience  of  every  one  who  walks  with 
open  eyes.  Therefore,  to  me  it  appears  that  the  only  solution  of  this 
problem,  namely  ameliorating  the  condition  of  the  teachers  of  private 
schools  is  that  the  department  must  be  come  directly  responsible  for 
their  appointment,  salary,  scale,  pension  and  provident  fund  and  security 
of  tenure.  I  may  anticipate  another  objection  from  Government. 
It  may  be  said  that  the  private  schools  are  worked  with  atatisfactory 
efficiency  and  the  very  fact  that  they  are  working  with  efficiency  is  the 
reason  for  not  enhancing  the  grants.  Of  course,  the  fallacy  is  apparent. 
But  I  would  grant  that,  too. 

Mr,  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Paitanamtitta) :  Is  not  the  condition 
of  private  schools  better  ? 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Changanaohery  I)  :  Yea, 
I  shall  admit  that  because  they  are  working  with  satisfactory  efficiency, 
the  Government  grant  need  not  be  revised.  If  it  is  so,  then  the  natural 
logical  conclusion  is  that  the  Government  must  be  able  to  maintain 
their  schools  also  as  efficiently  with  some  proportion  of  expenditure. 
There  I  come  to  the  point  raised  by  Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai. 
I  shall  admit  the  implication  upon  which  grants  are  given  to  the  schools. 
I  shall  admit  that  every  Manager  is  contributing  towards  the  mainten¬ 
ance  of  schools  a  sum  equal  to  the  sum  contributed  by  the  Government. 
Even  then  the  expenditure  per  head  in  a  non-departmental  school 
taking  the  grant  given  by  the  Government  and  the  sum  spent  by  the 
manager  would  come  only  to  Bs.  7-22-0.  So  if  the  Government 
would  admit  that  sufficient  efficiency  can  be  maintained  by  at  least  tra 
double  expenditure  that  the  Government  is  now  making  for  non- 
departmental  schools,  certainly,  Government  must  be  able  to  save 
Bs.  1,99,983  from  the  English  School  Education  alone- 

In  this  connection  I  anticipate  a  third  objection. 
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Mb.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (QuilonI)'.  May  I  know  whether 
after  the  fort  of  control  suggested  by  the  member  there  will  be 
sufficient  number  of  managers  to  run  the  schools  ? 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  IW.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Phanganachenj  I)  :  There 
must  be. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  D  :  Will  there  be  is  my 

question. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ( Ghanganaohery  I)  :  There 
must  be  and  there  will  be.  The  third  objection  I  anticipate  is  this. 
Government  might  tell  me  that  there  is  a  very  fundamental  difference 
in  the  very  nature  of  the  two  sets  of  institutions,  because  the  private 
schools  are  conducted  on  an  avowedly  philanthropic  basis.  This  would 
amount  to  a  confession  that  there  is  no  place  for  philanthropy  in  Govern¬ 
ment  institutions.  But  I  shall  shut  my  eyes  to  that  and  once  again 
grant  the  argument.  Then  the  evident  duty  of  the  Government  is  to 
come  forward  and  boldly  admit  that  they  are  not  able  to  conduct  the 
schools  economically,  to  hand  over  these  schools  to  such  philanthrophic 
institutions  which  will  be  ready  to  take  them  up.  Thus,  I  would  give 
three  choices  to  Government.  Let  them  admit  that  the  aided  school 
teachers  are  suffering  great  disadvantages  and  come  to  their  aid  and 
direct  responsibility  for  them-  Or  let  them  admit  that  the  expenditure 
under  departmental  Schools  is  too  great  and  effect  as  aving  of  2  lakhs 
under  English  Schools  alone.  Or  again,  if  both  are  impossible,  let  them 
hand  over  the  schools  to  private  agencies  who  will  manage  them  with 
the  same  amount  of  efficiency  at  smaller  expense  distribute  the  sum 
spent  now  more  justly  and  equitably  among  all  the  schools.  The  pre¬ 
sent  position  is  unjustifiable.  That  two  sets  of  people  with  the  same 
qualifications,  doing  the  same  work,  subject  to  the  same  direction, 
control  by  the  same  agencies,  rendering  the  same  service  to  humanity 
are  getting  different  treatment  at  the  hands  of  the  common  authority  is 
certainly  an  unjustifiable  position.  It  is  certainly  unjustifiable  that  a 
set  of  people,  the  most  innocent,  the  most  harmless,  the  most  educated, 
the  custodians  of  conscience  and  culture  of  the  future  generation  should 
be  subjected  to  such  unkind  treatment  and  should  for  ever  be  left  in 
such  a  helpless  state. 

MB.  J.  M.  JOSEPH  ( Nominated )  :  In  support  of  the  motion  before  the 
House  I  wish  to  associate  myself  most  heartily  with  the  sentiments  so 
ably  expressed  by  the  previous  speakers,  the  mover  and  the  seconder. 
My  point  is,  in  speaking  on  this  motion,  to  bring  to  the  pointed  atten¬ 
tion  of  Government  the  inadequacy  of  the  grants  paid  to  the  aided 
institutions  in  the  Stsjte.  I  would  preface  my  remarks  with  an  in¬ 
troduction  that  I  came  across  in  the  departmental  Administration 
Report.  It  runs  thus.  “The  further  development  of  education  Will 
have  to  depend  more  largely  on  State-aided  private  enterprise”.  When 
I  compare  this  with  what  actually  we  see  in  regard  to  the  sympathy 
and  the  treatment  given  by  the  department  and  Government  to  thq 
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State  Aided  institutions,  I  do  not  know  whether  there  is  any  compati. 
bility  with  the  two  remarks.  I  do  not  know  how  I  can  reconcile  this 
statement  with  what  we  see  aotually  going  on.  This  attitude  on  the 
part  of  Government  is  an  indication  of  the  spirit  of  confidence  upon 
private  institutions.  It  is  a  spirit  of  adequate  recognition.  But  I  want 
to  bring  to  your  attention  that  in  this  business  of  education  which  the 
Government  have  been  carrying  on  for  the  last  so  many  years  for  the 
benefit  of  the  children  of  the  State,  it  had  a  partner.  I  must  confess 
that  partner  is  a  senior  partner.  By  that,  I  mean,  it  was  the  aided 
institutions  that  introduced  English  education  in  the  State,  and  the 
Government  I  should  characterise  is  a  junior  partner.  But  as  I  went 
on,  the  junior  partner  became  very  strong  and  influential  and  began  to 
dictate  terms  to  the  senior  partner  who  had  to  stand  before  the  junior 
partner  and  plead  sometimes  for  a  pittance  at  the  hands  of  the  junior 
partner.  Now,  what  prominent  part  these  aided  institutions  have  played 
in  this  State  can  be  realised  from  the  figures  which  my  friend  quoted. 

I  myself  have  prepared  certain  figures  and  I  do  not  want  to  bore  the 
House  with  simple  repetition.  I  pass  on  to  show,  Sir,  the  sympathy 
we  receive  at  the  hands  of  our  Government  is  very  scanty.  There 
was  a  time  when  the  grant  was  calculated  on  the  deficit.  That  is 
one-half  deficit  was  paid  as  grants  to  these  institutions.  But  after  the 
retrenchment  came  into  force,  it  was  reduced  to  one-third  ;  even  this 
one-third  is  not  properly  paid,  I  must  submit,  when  the  Inspector  of 
Schools  cornea  to  the  aided  institutions,  he  checks  the  accounts,  objects 
to  this,  that  and  other  items  and  reduces  the  grant,  so  much  so,  schools 
are  run  at  a  heavy  loss.  In  my  own  school,  last  year  there  were  about 
600  pupils  on  the  rolls  studying.  This  school  is  in  existence  for  the 
last  120  years  and  has  played  a  prominent  part  in  the  English  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  State.  This  school  received  only  a  paltry  sum  of  Rs.  100 
as  grant.  I  may  point  out  that  this  works  at  the  rate  of  chuckraras 
■per  head.  While  in  the  same  locality  of  Nagercoil  there  is  the  Govern¬ 
ment  S.  L.  B.  School  and  the  expenditure  there  works  at  Rs.  2|  par 
head. 

Mr.  A.  8.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  ;  Is  the  member  aware 
that  75  per  oent.  of  the  aided  sohools  are  running  at  a  profit  ? 

Mr.  J.  M.  JOSEPH  ( Nominated )  ■.  I  do  not  know  that.  Our  deficit 
came  to  Rs.  333  or  so.  What  I  contend,  Sir,  is,  that  we  have  to  cut 
down  our  expenditure  because  we  have  to  meet  2/3  of  the  expenditure; 
only  1/3  is  forthcoming  from  Government  by  way  of  aid. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Patianamtitta)  :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  the  accounts  are  properly  kept  ? 

MR.  J.  M.  JOSEPH  (Nominated) :  Every  day  we  have  to  spend  some 
money  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  school ;  moreover  only  1/3  iB  contri¬ 
buted  ,from  Government.  We  have  to  meet  2/3  expenditure.  For 
that  where  are  we  to  find  funds  from  ?  It  has  been  stated  that  many 
schools  are  run  at  a  profit.  But  I  do  not  know  anything  of  that 
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Whatever  it  be,  it  is  a  question  of  recognition.  It  is  not  a  question  of 
rupees,  annas,  pies.  When  you  reduce  the  grant,  you  have  to  take 
eare  of  the  recognition.  It  may  go  down  and  Government  cannot 
appreciate  the  great  service,  the  national  service  that  these  State  Aided 
institutions  are  engaged  in  doing.  Well  Sir,  that  is  a  state  of  affairs 
which  is  very  disheartening  to  the  State  aided  institutions. 

On  account  of  the  refusal  of  grants  to  several  of  the  vernacular 
schools,  the  schools  now  working  are  overcrowded,  and  have,  therefore 
grown  inefficient.  It  is  urgently  necessary  that  these  schools  get  proper 
treatment  at  the  hands  of  the  Government.  In  fact,  they  are  all 
languishing.  Government  must  bear  in  mind  that  the  existence  of  these 
schools  saves  the  Government  a  good  deal  of  expenditure.  But  for  the 
existence  of  these  schools,  I  am  sore  the  expenditure  to  Government, 
on  education,  would  not  be  anywhere  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Rs.  45 
lakhs,  it  would  be  ninety  lakhs  or  more.  I  therefore  pray  that  at  least 
in  future,  better  sympathy  should  be  shown  to  these  schools  in  the 
matter  of  giving  grant-in-aid,  and  also  that  the  present  rate  of  grant-in- 
aid,  viz.,  one-third  of  the  deficit,  be  cancelled  and  at  least  one-half 
of  'the  deficit  be  paid  as  grant-in-aid. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I) ;  The  problem  of  giving 
further  aid  to  the  aided  schools  in  the  State  cannot  be  discussed  with 
propriety  just  at  present ;  because  I  think  this  is  a  matter  that  must 
have  been  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Statham  Committee ;  and,  any 
criticism  we  make  at  present,  without  knowing  anything  about  the 
recommendations  of  the  Statham  Committee,  will  be  utterly  futile.  So, 
I  think  it  will  he  sheer  waste  of  time  to  suggest  improvement  of  big 
educational  problems  before  we  get  the  Report  of  the  Statham  Com¬ 
mittee. 

All  the  same,  it  must  be  realised,  Sir,  that  the  aided  schools  have 
to  be  controlled  by  Government  in  the  matter  of  the  recruitment  of 
teachers  and  in  the  amount  of  their  emoluments.  My  friend, 
Mr.  Joseph,  unconsciously  referred  to  the  maintenance  of  schools  as  a 
“  business.  ”  Sir,  really  that  is  how  several  of  these  managements 
view  the  question.  Unfortunately,  they  are  actually  running  these 
schools  as  a  business  concern  and  not  with  any  real  interest  in  afford¬ 
ing  education  to  the  people.  Sir,  Government  have  not  been  scrutinis¬ 
ing  the  work  of  these  schools  as  thoroughly  as  it  would  be  desirable. 
They  have  not  been  able  to  find  out  many  of  the  tricks  adopted  by  these 
school  managements  to  get  undue  amounts  by  way  of  grants. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  iNedwmcmgafi):  May  I  know  what  exactly  the 
member  means  by  “  tricks  ”  adopted  by  the  managements  ? 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRiSHNA  PH-LAl  (Quilon  I)  :  I  shall  not  give  way,  Sir  ; 
I  mean  what  I  mean  by  the  word  1  trick 

I  would,  therefore,  urge  upon  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction 
that  the  Department  must  exercise  better  control  over  these  schools. 
I  do  not  at  all  grudge  the  grants  being  enhanced  provided  the  schools 
Yol,;I.  No.  7.  * 
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work  properly.  Government  must  exercise  stricter  control  especially 
in  regard  to  the  way  in  which  the  managements  deal  with  the  poor 
teachers  in  these  institutions.  Several  of  these  managers  are  absolutely 
autocratic,  and  are  dealing  with  the  teachers  in  an  absolutely  unjustifi. 
able  manner.  The  teachers  have  absolutely  no  security  of  tenure.  As 
my  friend  Mr.  Kainikkara  Padmanabha  Pillai  explained,  they  do  not 
get  proper  promotions,  and  they  are  troubled  in  one  hundred  and  one 
ways.  So,  whether  the  Government  are  able  to  spend  larger  amounts 
for  these  aided  schools  or  not,  they  must  exercise  greater  control  on 
the  managements  of  these  schools. 

Another  point  that  I  wish  to  mention  is  this.  Personally,  Sir,  I 
do  not  consider  it  a  wise  policy  on  the  part  of  Government  to  encourage 
the  formation  of  vested  interests  in  the  matter  of  education.  Also, 
nobody  must  be  allowed  the  possibility  of  converting  a  school  as  a 
business  concern.  Only  those  who  want  to  conduct  schools  purely 
for  the  sake  of  service  must  be  allowed  to  do  it.  Otherwise,  Govern¬ 
ment  will  find  it  very  difficult,  at  a  future  date,  to  carry  out  any  general 
scheme  of  reform.  Vested  interests  will  stand  in  the  way  of  any 
general,  universal  reform  being  effected  in  the  matter  of  education 
which  is  a  vital  matter  for  the  improvement  of  the  State  as  a  whole. 
Sir,  I  do  not  wish  to  go  into  the  question  in  detail. 

There  is  one  other  point  which  I  would  like  to  refer  to,  viz.,  the 
recruitment  of  these  aided  school  teachers  to  Government  schools. 
There  is  the  demand  that  at  least  50  per  cent,  of  the  teachers,  recruited 
for  the  Government  schools,  must  be  from  the  staffs  of  the  aided 
schools.  I  am  sure  that  matter  also  must  have  been  reconsidered 
by  the  Statham  Committee.  But,  what  I  want  the  House  and  the 
Government  to  bear  in  mind  is  that,  if  in  making  recruitments  to 
teachers’  posts,  the  principle  of  communal  representation  is  to  be 
followed,  the  number  of  teachers,  of  the  different  communities,  in  the 
aided  schools  also,  should  be  taken  into  account  in  calculating  the 
amount  of  representation  due  to  each  community. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta ) :  Sir,  the  very  able 
address  of  my  friend,  Mr.  Kainikkara  Padmanabha  Pillai,  has  revealed 
certain  very  important  facts  as  to  how  the  grant-in-aid  schools  are 
being  administered  and  how  the  Government  are  exercising  control 
over  them.  His  remarks  referred  to  a  number  of  very  useful  details, 
the  narration  of  which  explained  the  disabilities  of  the  teachers  in  these 
schools,  and  the  very  little  interference  of  the  Department  in  the 
matter. .  That  is  the  point  which  I  want  to  emphasise  now. 

Sir,  there  is  no  purpose  served  in  granting  any  concession  or  addi¬ 
tional  aid  to  these  institutions  unless  and  until  necessary  restrictiont 
are  imposed  upon  them.  They  seek  aid  from  Government ;  and  so', 
Government  in  their  turn,  ought  to  insist  that  the  schools  seeking 
their  aid  are  subjected  to  certain  restrictions  prescribed  by  Government. 
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Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I) :  Is  the  member  under  the 
impression  that  these  private  schools  are  not  now  subject  to  the  res¬ 
trictions  imposed  by  the  Department? 

MR.  E,  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  No;  I  want  the 
Government  to  go  further ;  because  these  managements  are  not  always 
fair  to  the  teachers  they  employ.  It  is  in  this  matter  that  I  want 
greater  interference  by  Government. 

Ms .  J.  M.  JOSEPH  ( Nominated ) :  Is  the  member  aware  that  no 
teacher,'  in  a  private  school,  can  be  removed  without  the  sanction  of 
Government  ? 

Mr.E.V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  lam  a  war  e  of  that 
and  something  more.  I  want  the  Government  to  exercise  effective 
control  over  the  managements  ;  because  it  has  been  revealed,  by  the 
observations  of  Mr.  Padmanabha  Pillai,  how  most  of  these  private 
school  managements  are  working  prejudicially  to  the  interests  of  the 
teachers  in  these  schools.  Sir,  we  have  had  reliable  reports  that  these 
managements  take  very  active  parts  in  politics  during  serious  political 
troubles.  We  all  know  of  certain  private  educational  institutions  which 
have  taken  a  very  violent  part  in  political  agitations ;  and  the  teachers 
and  lecturers  of  these  institution  are  being  encouraged  in  it  by  the 
managements.  Sir,  it  is  certainly  a  suicidal  policy  for  the  Government 
to  aid  such  institutions ;  because  education,  apparently,  does  not  seem 
to  be  their  main  purpose.  I  certainly  want  that  the  Government  do 
not  discriminate  between  their  own  schools  and  private  schools.  That 
is  all  the  more  the  reason  why  I  say  that  they  must  exercise  as  much 
control  over  these  schools  as  they  exercise  on  their  own  schools.  I 
know  that  most  of  these  schools  produce  much  better  results  than  the 
departmental  institutions.  It  is  therefore  very  necessary  that  they  are 
given  as  much  aid  as  possible,  but  only  on  condition  that  they  are  sub¬ 
jected  to  stricter  and  better  control.  Government  must  first  see  that 
they  make  efficient  arrangement  for  proper  control,  and  then  give  them 
the  concession  and  aid  they  deserve. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Chang anachmj  I)  :  Why 
not  both  simultaneously  ? 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  All  right ;  I  have 
no  objection.  Sir,  we  have  heard  complaints  about  the  delays  in  ac¬ 
cording  recognition  and  in  sanctioning  funds  for  the  grants. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  ( Ilottarakara ) :  May  I  know  what  is  to 
be  done  if  the  private  agencies  do  not  agree  to  subject  themselves  to 
the  restrictions  imposed  by  the  Department  ? 

Mr.  E  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta )  :  Cut  off  such  impudent 
fellows  from  the  list  of  recognised  institutions ;  that  is  my  view. 

1  would  again  request  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  not  to 
think  of  any  concessions  to  these  private  agencies  unless  they  satisfy  all 
conditions  and  restrictions  imposed  by  the  Deparinent.

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  May  I  know  why  such 
exhibits  were  not  utilised  ?

MR.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Director  of  Industries)  ;  About 
Bs.  500.  ' 

Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  {Kartilcapalli  1) '■  What  did  the  Government 
do  with  the  remaining  amount?  Was  it  speiit.towar.ds  the  collection  of 
exhibits  ?  ■  •  ■  ;  . 
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Mr.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Director' of  Industries)  :  The  cost 
of  collection  is  not  separately  ascertained. 

MR.  K.  SANK  ARAN  ( Kartikapalli  1)  What  was  the  total  amount 
sanctioned  for  the  preparation  of  sending  goods? 

MR.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Director  of  Industries) :  Es.  5,000, 

MR.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I)  •  Apart  from  the  loss  incurred  in 
that  connection,  what  is  the  total  amount  spent  ? 

Mr.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Director  of  Industries) :  I  have  not 

calculated  that. 

MR.  K.  SANKARAN  tKartikapalli  I):  Am  I  to  understand  th.  enthat 
money  is  realised  by  way  of  selling  the  exhibits? 

MR.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Director  of  Industries)  :  Yes,  only 
a  very  small  amount  is  to  be  collected. 

MR.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I)  :  What  is  the  amount  left  to  be 
collected  ? 

MR,  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Director  of  Industries) :  I  cannot 
say  that.

As  a  matter  of  fact  the  Director  of  Industries  represents  Gov¬ 
ernment  and  as  such  I  want  an  answer  from  him. 

PRESIDENT  :  That  does  not  arise. 

'Mr,  S.  J.  NAIR  (Neditmancjad) :  The  member  was  saying  that  there 
is  nothing  to.  compare  with  Travancore  exhibits,  What  does  the 
member  .  mean  by  saying  there  is  nothing  to  compare  ? 

Mr.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Director  of  Industries)-  Our  cottage 
industries  products  could  not  be  compared  with  American  factory  pro¬ 
ducts.  Our  industrial  products  could  not  be  compared  with  European 
and  American  products, 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangai ) :  What  aid  the  Government  gain  by 
selling  the  exhibits  ? 
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MR.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAl  {Director  of  Industries)  They  aie 
only  being  sold. 

Mr.  KAIN1KKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAl  {Chang anachery  /)•.  May 
I  know  why  the  advantages  which  Government  hoped*  to  derive  by 
participating  in  the  Exhibition  disappeared  when  other  Native  States 
decided  not  to  take  part  in  the  Exhibition  ? 

Mr.  N.  K.  PADIWANABHA  PILLAl  {Director  of  Industries ) :  Govern- 
inent  decided  not  to  participate  in  the  Exhibition, 

MR.  K-AINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAl  (Changanachery  1) :  May  I 
know  why  the  advantages  which  the  Government  originally  expected 
to  derive  from  participating  in  the  Exhibition  disappeared  when  the 
other  Indian  States  and  British  India  decided  to  keep  ont  ? 

Mr.  N.  K.  PADIWANABHA  PILLAl  {Director  of  industries)  ■.  Originally 
the  exhibition  authorities  decided  to  have  an  Indian  Pavilion  ;  all  the 
Indian  States  and  British  India  had  an  idea  of  sharing  that  pavilion. 

'  Later  on,  the  exhibition  authorities  decided  not  to  have  it ;  and  every 
other  Indian  State  and  British  India  decided  not  to  participate  in  the 
exhibition.  We  also  thought  that  it  would  be  extremely  difficult  for 
us  to  take  up  a  pavilion  for  ourselves  all  alone. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl  {Too ala)  :  May  I  know  whether,  with  the 
abolition  of  the  Indian  Pavilion,  the  authorities  of  the  Exhibition  were 
taken  to  have  refused  to  allot  any  space  for  Travancore  exhibits  ? 

MR.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAl  {Director  of  Industries) :  Certainly 
not.  It  was  too  late  for  us  then  to  get  space  reserved  for  us  elsewhere. 

Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAl  {Trivandrum-Urban)  Will  it  not  he  cheaper 
for  Travancore  to  share  space  with  the  rest  of  India  in  one  Indian 
Pavilion  than  to  get  space  reserved  for  her  specially  and  separately  ? 

Mr.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAl  (Director  of  Industries)  :  Certainly* 

MR,  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAl  (Trivandrum- Urban) :  May  I  take  it  that 
that  was  one .  of  the  main  considerations  which  weighed  with  the 
Travancore  Government  in  their  final  decision  in  the  matter  ? 

MR,  N.  K-  PADMANABHA  PILLAl  (Director  of  Industries )  :  Yes, 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAl  (Quilon  II) :  May  I  know 
■whether,  by  the  sale  here  of  the  articles  made  for  the  exhibition,  the 
member  hopes  to  get  any  profit  ? 

Mr.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAl  (Director  of  Industries) :  All  the 
articles  are  being  sold  in  the  Government  Sales  Depot,  at  the  cost  price; 
and, the  Sales  Depots  get  12/J*  per  cent,  on  private  articles  and  6i  per 
cent,  on  Government  articles  on  all  their  sales;  That  is  the  profit  that  the 
Government  getin  the  local  sale  of  the  articles  got  ready  for  the  ex¬ 
hibition.  There  are  some  articles  which  have  yet  to  be  sold.  It  is 
only  after  they  also  are  sold  that  we  can  find  out  whether,  on  the  whole, 
we  would  he  making  a  profit  or  hot. 

..  MR.  -PUTHUPALU  S,  KRISHNA  PILLAl  (Quilon  II)  ■.  Gan  the  tnember 
give  us  an  idea  of  the  estimated  loss  ? 
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Mb.  N.  K.  PaDMANABHA  PILLAI  (Director  of  Industries) :  So  far 
there  has  been  no  loss.  We  have  been  getting  our  12J-  and  6|  per  cent. 

MR.  PUTHUPAUI  3.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quikn  11)  :  Are  the  articles 
being  sold  at  a  price  higher  than  the  cost  price  ? 

MR.N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Director  of  Industries) :  Yes;  we  are 
adding  to  the  cost  price  12J  per  cent,  on  private  articles  and  6f  per 
cent,  on  Government  articles  as  the  sales  commission  to  our  Sales 
Depot.

Tamaracolam  road,  which  also  was  included  in  the  representation  and 
about  which  the  Dewan  promised  an  investigation  ? 

.  .MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer) :  Investigation  has  been 
made ;  that  road  will  cost  about  Rs.  36,000. 

Mr.  A,  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Why  is  it  that  that  road 
was  omitted  in  the  answer  ? 

Mr,  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  Somehow,  it  appears  to 
have  been  omitted  in  my  office.  ' 

Ms.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mdpelikma) :  May  I  know  whether 
provision  was  made  for  that  road  in  the  budget  inthe  previous  years  ? 
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MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  ( Ag .  Chief  Engineer)  :  There  was  provision  in 
one  year. 

MR.  A.  8.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Only  in  one  year? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  I  am  not  sure  whether 
there  was  provision  for  it  in  more  than  one  year.  I  am  sorry  I  have 
not  got  that  information. 

Mr.  A.  S,  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Beyond  that  provision 
in  the  budget  once,  was  anything  done  for  carrying  out  the  work? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  No  ;  the  estimate  had  not 
then  been  prepared,  and  the  usual  Government  approval  had  not  been 
obtained, :

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government )  :  I  have  no  inform¬ 
ation. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  _  (Quilon  II):  May  I  know 
whether  a  recommendation,  particularly  in  a  case  where  efficiency  was 
the  chief  consideration,  can  be  considered  to  be  acceptable  after  the 
lapse  of  about  two  years  ? 

Mr.  K,  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  It  was  not  two 
years  old.  The  first  recommendation  was  made  only  in  November

satisfied  as  to  that. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  How? 

Mr.  K  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government );  They  were  aware 

of  it. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  ■.  In  regard  to  effi¬ 
ciency  for  appointment  as  Judges,  are  the  High  Court  the  better  Judges, 
or  the  Government  ?

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MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  The  High  CoiU't 
themselves  .had  recommended  just  two  months  back  that  Mr.  Joseph 
might  be  appointed  ;  Government  were  satisfied  that  he  was  efficient 
for  the  post,  and  appointed  him. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  Were  they  con¬ 
vinced  about  his  efficiency  also  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  The  High  Court 
themselves  had  recommended  him  not  long  ago, 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  Were  the  Govern¬ 
ment  sure  that  nothing  had  happened  to  Mr-  Joseph  and  his  claims  of 
efficiency  during  the  interval  ?

PUTHUPALLI  S,  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II) :  Is  it  not  always 
on  the  basis  of  the  recommendation  made  by  the  High  Court  that  the 
Government  make  appointments. of  Judges?

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Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural ):  Sir,  I  thought  that 
the  dates  were  November  1932  and  June  1933,  but  the  Chief  Secre¬ 
tary  referred  to  there  being  an  interval  of  two  months  only  be¬ 
tween  these  dates.  Are  these  dates  correctly  given?  Was  the 
recommendation  of  Mr.  Joseph  in  November  1932  and  the  recommen¬ 
dation  of  Mr.  Lakshmana ‘Piliai  in  June  1933  ?

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  No. 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shertaia  I) :  May  I 
know  from  the  member  what  was  the  basis  on  which  the  High  Court 
originally  recommended  Mr.  Lakshmanan  Piliai  ?  . 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  I  cannot  say. 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shertaia  I)  :  May  I  know 
from  the  member  whether  the  High  Court  was  asked  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  what  was  the  basis  on  which  Mr.  Lakshmanan  Piilai  was  recom¬ 
mended.? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  No,  they  did 
not. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod) :  May  I  know 
from  the  Government  whether  it  is  their  policy  to  consider  every 
recommendation  of  the  High  Court  on  its  merit  as  and  when  it  comes 
or  to  consider  all  the  pending  recommendations  together  ?

1932  and  Mr.  Lakshmanan  Piliai  in  June  1933,

K.  GEORGE  (Ghicf  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Yes,  the 
first  recommendation  of  the  High.  Court.

"  '  DEMAND  V  -EDUCATION. 

The  House  was  discussing  Mr.  Asan’s  motion  number  111. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( CUrayinkil  A) ;  Sir,  in  regard  to  Mr,  Asan’s 
motion  before  the  House,  I  would  like  to  make  some  observations.  More 
than  75  per  cent,  of  the  school-going  population  are  being  instructed 
at  present  through  private  agencies.  Now  the  question  of  directing 
this  vast  body  is  a  huge  problem  and  the  departmental  authorities 
should  spare  no  pains  in  co-operating  with  the  public,  and  affording  all 
possible  facilities  for  the  promotion  of  education  through  private 
agencies.  It  is  certainly  gratifying  to  note  that  the  public  of  Travan- 
core  have  taken  upon  their  shoulders  more  than  three-fourths  of  the 
burden  of  the  task  of  education.  In  connection  with  the  motion, 
though  the  mover  has  not  stressed  it  as  a  point  in  support  of  bis 
proposition,  in  the  course  of  the  discussion  that  followed,  the  question 
of  restrictions  to  he  placed  on  'the  managers  of  private  institutions  or 
instructions  to  be  given  to  them  by  the  departmental  authorities  cropped 
up  as  an  incidental  issue.  At  present,  in  the  State  there  are  about 
1,073  departmental  institutions,  2,442  aided  institutions  and  246  un¬ 
aided  institutions.  Thus  2,688  institutions  are  under  private  manage¬ 
ment.  With  regard  to  the  question  of  the  Department  making 
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suggestions  and  giving  timely  advice  to  the  managers  of  these  private 
institutions,  there  can  be  no  difference  of  opinion.  But  when  we  come 
to  the  stage  of  placing  certain  restrictions  upon  the  managers  in  regard 
to  the  administration  of  the  institutions,  apart  from  the  actual  conduct 
of  the  institutions  under  them,  I  am  of  opinion  that  a  strong  feeling  of 
resentment  is  likely  to  arise  from  the  managing  authorities  of  these 
2,688  institutions. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PiLLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  there  will  be  certain  approbation  on  the  part  of  the 
poor  teachers  against  the  managers  ? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ghirayinkil  1) :  I  do  not  catch  the  question 

MR.  K.  KUMJUKRISHWA  PILLAS  (Quilon  I):  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether,  if  the  Government  exercise  adequate  control  over 
these  aided  institutions,  the  poor  teachers  in  these  institutions  will  be 
thankful  to  Government  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ghirayinkil  1)  :  They  will  be  thankful.  But 
my  point  is  that  the  Department  is  now  exercising  the  requisite,  control 
over  these  institutions. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I):  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  he  is  aware  of  the  large  volume  of  discontent  on  the 
part  of  the  aided  school  teachers  against  these  managers  ? 

MR.  K,  PADMANABHAN  ( Ghirayinkil  I) :  Certainly  when  they  inter¬ 
fere  in  matters  in  which  they  have  no  business  to  interfere  and  when 
they  go  out  of  their  way  they  will  be  involved  in  trouble. 

My  point  is  that  the  departmental  authority  ought  to  treat  the 
managers  of  those  private  institutions  on  a  footing  of  equality.  There 
is  ample  provision  in  the  Education  Code  and  the  Standing  Orders  of 
the  Department  for  the  proper  and  reasonable  guidance  of  the  heads 
of  these  institutions  and  further  limitations  on  the  powers  of  these 
managers,  I  am  afraid,  will  be  detrimental  to  the  cause  of  education 
in  the  State. 

MR.  HI.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovdla) :  Am  I  to  understand  from  the 
member  that,  in  cases  of  the  aided  school  teachers  being  disbanded  from 
the  schools,  the  Director  should  not  have  control  over  that? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Ghirayinkil  1)  :  I  am  not  of  that  opinion. 
The  Department  should  enquire  and  restore  them  in  cases  of  unreason¬ 
able  dismissal. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I) :  Who  is  to  judge  the 
reasonableness  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ghirayinkil  1)  ■  Certainly  the  departmental 
authorities.  There  is  Do  doubt  about  that.  Sir,  the  managing  autho¬ 
rities  of  the  Nagercoil  College,  the  St.  Berehman’s  College,  the  Alwaye 
Union  Christian  College  and  of  the  private  English  High  Schools  of  the 
State  are  not  irresponsible  men.  Their  actions  are  not  capricious.  They 
are  not  doing  things  at  random...  They  are  men  of  position  and  status  and 
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they  have  been  discharging  their  duties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  public.  Probably  the  problem  of  unemployment  would 
have  become  all  the  more  aggravated  hut  for  the  existence  of  these 
institutions. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  ?\U.k\(PaUanamtitta) :  Is  the  member  con¬ 
nected  with  any  management  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  Your  time  is  up. 

MB.  K,  PADMANABHAN  (ChirayinkU  I)  :  My  point  is  that  there  is 
adequate  control  over  the  managers  at  present  and  further  interference 
with  their  duties  and  powers  by  the  departmental  authorities  is 
uncalled  for. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzha I) :  Sir,  there  is  a  story 
told  by  Seneca  of  an  old  mariner  who  finding  himself  in  the  midst  of  a 
tempest  prayed  to  Neptune,  “  Oh!  God,  you  may  save  or  destroy  me  as 
you  will,  but  I  shall  certainly  hold  the  rudder  tight”.  The  pro- 
gramme  of  the  grant-in-aid  educational  institutions  of  the  State,  laid 
down  when  they  started  on  their  educational  voyages,  I  deem,  ’  was 
more  or  less  similar.  They  seemed  to  tell  Government,  “  Whether  you 
assist  or  discourage  us,  we  are  prepared  to  keep  on  the  course  we  have 
set  out”.  Now  however  they  seem  to  be  somewhat  faint-hearted  and 
become  querulous  on  discovering  what  they  call  a  disparity  of  treatment 
in  regard  to  Government  institutions  and*  grant-in-aid  institutions. 
Not  only  that,,  they  seem  to  show  some  indication  that  they  are  no 
longer  able  to  hold  the  rudder-  Probably,  Sir,  there  is  much  to  be  said 
on  both  sides  of  the  question.  I  do  not  propose  at  this  stage  to  go  into 
the  question  minutely  for  it  is  rather  premature  to  consider  it  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  Statham  Committee,  as  I  understand,  has  gone 
into  it  and  has  arrived  at  certain  conclusions  which  the  Government 
have  promised  to  place  before  this  House  at  a  future  and  perhaps  near 
date  for  discussion.  Now  if  such  valuable  material  is  available  to  the 
House,  a  discussion  of  the  subject  at  this  stage,  I  fear,|would  mean  that 
we  pre-judge  the  report  to  be  irrelevant  and  useless  in  this  respect. 

MR.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  ( Nominated ) :  May  I  know  whether 
the  member  had  occasion  to  see  the  Statham  Deport1? 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzha  I) :  I  thought  the 
learned  member  understood  from  what  I  said  that  I  have  not  seen  it. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  .( Nedumangad )  :  May  I  know  whether  the  member 
opposes  or  supports  the  motion  ? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  D  :  At  present  I  am 
requesting  Mr.  Asan  to  withdraw  the  motion  for  a  further  consideration 
of  the  motion  on  a  future  occasion.  The  motion  itself,  I  find,  Sir,  is 
not  a  precise  one.  What  is  the  avowed  object  of  the  motion  after  all  ? 

“  To  point  out  that  the  direotion  with  regard  to  grant-in-aid  institutions  is  in- 
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That  is  a  very  vague  statement  and  I  do  not  know  what  exactly  is 
to  he  done  by  the  Government  even  if  such  a  motion  is  carried.  In 
these  circumstances,  I  request  my  friend  Mr.  Asan  to  reconsider  the 
motion  and  keep  it  back  for  the  time  being. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  -  Sir 
I  support  the  motion  on  the  ground  that  the  direction  is  insufficient  as 
regards  the  Tamil  Schools.  The  member  for  Education  assured  the 
House  that  he  is  willing  to  support  Tamil  education.  What  aid  has 
been  given  hitherto  will  be  seen  from  the  Administration  Report.  At 
page  63,  it  is  stated. 

Number  of  teachers  with  Tamil  qualification  in  1106  was  204 
and  in  1107  it  was  191.  i 

Number  of  teachers  not  qualified  in  Tamil  in  1106  was  117,  and:  in 
1107  it  came  to  140.  §That  is  one  thing.  Secondly  the  detai’ls  found 
there’are  mentioned  in  the  Report  thus  : 

“  Statements  giving  details  regarding  these  sohools  are  given  in  ADnendieas 
U  and  V".  ppenaices 

This  is  what  we  see  in  Appendix  IJ  under  the  heading— 

“  Departmental  Schools  which  were  Malayalam  schools  (wholly  or  partly) 
before  the  G.  O.  on  Tamil  Education  but  were  subsequently  converts] 
into  Tamil  Schools  in  1107  M.  E." 

“  19.  Trivandrum  Vernacular  Middle  School,  git  would  seem  as  though 
998  pupils  are  taught  Tamil  in  classes  X  to  VII  in  this  school.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  not  a  single  student  is  taught  Tamil  in  this  school,  even 
though  there  is  the  G.  O-  that  this  school  should  be  a  Tamil  school." 

Now  this  is  an  entirely  misleading  [statement  for  the  reason  that 
at  page  64  it  is  stated — 

11  The  number  of  pupils  in  Vernacular  High  Schools  includes  also  the 
number  of  pupils  in  all  the  Malayalam  classes  of  the  Trivandrum  Vernacular 
High  School.” 

At  page  63  it  is  stated  : 

“  There  are  also  Tamil  parallel  divisions  of  classes  I,  II  and  III  in  the  Trivan¬ 
drum  Vernacular  High  School.” 

We  see  on  page  64. 

”  The  actual  number  of  Tamil  pupils  in  the  Trivandrum  Vernaoular  High  School 
was  only  130.” 

It  just  means  that  the  G.  O.  requiring  that  the  Trivandrum  Ver¬ 
nacular  Middle  School  to  be  converted  into  a  Tamil  school  has  not 
been  carried  out  while  the  Report  by  its  Appendix  U  would  misre¬ 
present  it  and  would  suggest— why  it  even  boldly  asserts— that  all  the 
classes  in  the  Trivandrum  Vernacular  Middle  School,  at  Chalai  are 
taught  Tamil  and  that  there  are  1,000  pupils  receiving  Tamil  education 
in  that  school ;  while  as  a  matter  of  fact  there  only  130  pupils  studying 
in  classes  I  to  III  and  that  in  the  Vernacular  High  School  which  is 
situate  elsewhere  but  not  in  Chalai.  Such  is  the  plight  of  Tamil. 
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MR.  PACOBEA.  WARAYANA  PiLLA!  (VUavankod)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  The  motion  before  the  House  relates  to  the.  direction 
■with  reference  to  the  grant-in-aid  schools.  The  portion  referred  to  by 
my  friend  relates  to  Departmental  schools. 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PlLLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  ■  The 
inefficiency  is  seen  from  the  fact  that  a  misleading  statement  is  placed 
before  the  House.  It  is  to  show  that  that  I  read  these  portions.  We 
find  from  the  statement  that  Government  have  ordered  the  Trivandrum 
Vernacular  School  to  be  converted  into  a  Tamil  School.  Even  though 
the  order  is  passed  like  this,  the  school  still  continues  to  be  a  Malayalam 
school.  That  shows  how  the  Director  is  entirely  ignorant  of  what  is 
being  done  in  Tamil  schools.  The  Administration  Report  does  not  say 
what  grant  is  given  to  tho  Tamil  schools  or  whether  there  are  any 
such  schools  at  all.  There  is  no  mention  of  aid  at  all.  That  shows  that 
more,  vigilance  should  be  shown  in  the  matter  of  tamil  schools,  aided  or 
Government. 

MR.  M.  S1VATANU  PILLAl  (Tomla)  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  speak  a  few 
words  on  this  motion.  In  my  opinion  the  direction  is  totally  inefficient 
over  the  aided  schools,  particularly  vernacular  aided  schools.  The 
tenure  of  service  of  the  teachers  concerned  in  the  aided  school  is 
neither  secure  nor  safe.  Practically  they  have  entirely  to  depend  upon 
the  likes  and  dislikes  of  the  managers,  though  these  may  not  be  per¬ 
taining  to  the  relation  between  the  manager  and  the  teacher.  Sir,  it 
is  highly  necessary  that  the  direction  now  at  least  tabes  into  considera¬ 
tion  that  these  teachers  who  are  left  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the 
management  are  given  some  relief  in  the  shape  of  Security  of  service. 

My  experience  is  that  immediate  relief  is  called  for  by  the  Director 
stepping  in  with  regard  to  a  recent  instance.  I  am  referring  to  the 
S.  M,  R.  V.  Aided  School  at  Nagercoil.  The  Headmaster  who  had  con¬ 
siderable  experience  and  had  put  in  long  service  and  was  doing  his 
duty  at  great  self-sacrifice  was  asked  to  go  out  by  the  management, 
An' enquiry  was  instituted  by  the  Inspector  of  English  Schools.  All 
the  charges  levelled  against  him  were  found  by  him  to  be  unfounded. 
And  he  was  completely  exonerated.  But  in  spite  of  that,  he  had  to 
quit  the  institution.  In  the  same  institution  again  it  was  found  n 
sary  to  reduce  the  staff,  and  in  such  reduction  a  most  efficient . 

(the  only  trained  and  the  senior-most)  was  asked  to  go  out.  He 
appealed  to  the  D,  P.  I.  and  the  appeal  is  pending.  If  that  be  the 
in  one  institution,  it  might  be  the  case  in  other  institutions  also  ii 
State.  Under  these  circumstances,  it  is  highly  desirable  that  the 
Director  should  be  given  power  of  effective  control  over  the  manage¬ 
ment  as  well  as  the  staff  working  under  such  management  in  private 
schools. 

Mr.  K.  SAKKARAN  ( Kartikapalli  I)  ■.  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion  and 
I  am  very  sorry  that  I  have  to  do  so.  By  opposing  the  motion,  members 
on  this  side  should  not  take  me  to  be  not  in  sympathy  with  the 
teachers  of  grant-in-aid  schools.  To  invite  more  and  more  interference 
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0n  the  part  of  the  department  is  very  pitiable  indeed.  'These  are  days 
when  we  clamour  for  home  rule  and  responsible  Government.  That  is 
the  cry  every  where.  To  say  that  the  very  little  responsibility  given 
to  us  cannot  be  well  used  is  a  very  dangerous  confession  indeed.  "The 
very  serious  complaint  raised  on  the  floor  of  this  House  in  support  of 
the  motion  is  that  the  teachers  in  grant-in-aid  schools  are  put  to  a  lot 
of  trouble  and  tyranny  by  the  Managers.  If  there  is  any  weight  in  the 
public  opinion  of  the  country,  that  should  be  sufficient  and  should  be 
brought  to  bear  upon  the  Managers,  Government  would  be  only  glad 
to  say  that  the  management  must  be  left  to  their  complete  control  and 
discipline.  I  think  it  is  very  bad  to  allow  such  control  on  the  part  of 
the  Government.  We  should  try  to  see  that  we  can  manage  the 
schools  efficiently.  If  we  concede  the  fact  that  these  schools  are  not 
properly  mm? ged,  it  only  reflects  upon  our  efficiency  and  our  lack  of 
ability  to  work  self-governing  institutions.  If  this  principle  is  extended, 
it  may  be  that  municipal  institutions  may  also  be  handed  over  to  the 
Government  and  it  may  be  stated  that  more  control  on  the  part  of 
Government  is  necessary  over  those  institutions  as  well.  I  submit  that 
it  is  very  bad  policy  on  the  part  of  non-officials  to  welcome  more  and 
more  interference  on  the  part  of  the  Government  over  the  few  self- 
governing  institutions  that  have  beer)  handed  over  to  the  people. 

Mr.  ltd.  SiVATANU  P1LLAI  (.Tovala)  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
member  is  aware  that  appellate  power  vests  in  the  Government 
under  the  Municipal  Regulation  regarding  the  conduct  and  control  of 
the  Municipalities  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  That  does  not  arise. 

MR.  K.  SANKARAN  ( KartikapalH  I)  :  What  I  say  is  that  there  is 
enough  and  more  control  over  the  management  of  the  schools.  So  far 
as  I  can  understand,  these  teachers  could  not  be  sent  away  by  the 
management  without  the  knowledge  of  the  Director  or  the  Inspector. 
Even  in  the  matter  of  appointments,  Government  have  control.  My 
opinion  is  that  the  presenc  control  is  more  than  sufficient.  To  say  that 
Maaagers  are  showing  a  lot  of  favouritism  towards  their  own  people 
in  the  matter  of  pay  and  promotion  would  only  reflect  upon  the 
Managers  who  are  non-officials.  It  would  he  a  sad  spectacle  to  find 
that  Managers  are  not  able  effectively  to  manage  the  few  schools  that 
are  entrusted  to  them.  It  is  a  very  dangerous  thing  to  invite  the 
interference  of  Government  too  much.  So  I  could  not  support  the 
motion. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (KalMcm  I)  :  I  move  that  the  question 
be  put. 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHAR  All  (Aff.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
Sir,  the  discussion  on  this  motion,  broadly  speaking,  has  ranged  over 
two  main  topics— one,  the  relation  between  the  Government  and  the 
grant-in-aid  institutions  and  the  extent  to  which  the  department  can 
interfere  in  the  internal  arrangements  of  grant-in-aid  institutions  speci¬ 
ally  in  the  matter  of  pay  and  conditions  of  service  of  teachers  serving 
in  grant-in-aid  institutions ;  the  other  topic  was  that  of  Mr.  Asan,  the 
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mover  of  the  motion,  namely,  the  suffering  and  the  hardship  endured 
by  the  grant-in-aid  institutions  during  the  last  two  or  three  years  on 
account  of  the  special  orders  of  Government  relating  to  retrench¬ 
ment.  I  will  keep  these  two  topics  apart  and  deal  with  them 
separately. 

The  first  one  is  one  of  the  major  problems  of  educational  admini¬ 
stration.  I  agree  with  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  and  Mr.  P.  K.  Nara- 
yana  Pillai  who  said  that  the  Statham  Committee  would  deal  with  this 
subject.  Whatever  recommendations  the  Statham  Committee  may 
make  on  this  subject  will  be  major  recommendations,  I  think,  and  thd 
Chief  Secretary  has  given  the  assurance  to  the  House  that  the  major 
recommendations  of  the  Statham  Committee  will  be  placed  before  the 
House  before  Government  pass  orders.  In  these  circumstances,  it 
seems  to  me  premature  for  the  House  to  decide  one  way  or  the  other, 
or  to  express  itself  definitely  one  way  or  the  other,  on  this  very  big  and 
complicated  question.  I  should  like  to  lay  stress  upon  the  magnitude 
and  the  complexity  of  the  question.  Members  simplify  the  problem 
unduly  and  make  it  appear  as  a  question  that  can  be  easily  disposed  of. 
There  are  so  many  aspects  of  the  problem.  Looking  into  the  past 
history  of  the  question  I  can  say  —whatever  the  Statham  Committee 
may  say — that  the  policy  of  Government  has  been  one  of  genuine  and 
abiding  sympathy  towards  grant-in-aid  institutions.  It  will  be  foolish 
to  deny  the  importance  of  the  contribution  that  the  grant-in-aid  insti¬ 
tutions  have  made  towards  education  in  the  State.  It  will  be  foolish 
to  shut  our  eyes  to  the  fact  that  well-organised  grant-in-aid  institu¬ 
tions  have  been  the  pioneers  of  education  in  the  State.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  attitude  of  Government  towards  these  institutions  is  one  of 
discriminating  sympathy.  Government  are  spending  a  lot  of  money 
on  departmental  institutions  and  are  giving  quite  a  lot  of  money  to 
grant-in-aid  institutions.  It  is  the  right  and  the  duty  of  Government 
to  see  that  they  get  good  value  for  their  money  and  that  that  money 
is  not  wasted.  For  instance,  we  spend  nearly  50  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
of  our  educational  allotment  on  primary  education.  It  seems  to  me 
that  nearly  60  per  cent,  of  this  expenditure  is  not  properly  utilised. 
The  main  object  of  primary  education  is  to  make  our  boys  and  girls 
literate.  If  you  look  at  the  figures,  you  will  find  that  50  to  60  per 
cent,  of  the  children  who  are  studing  in  the  first  class  do  not  go  to  the 
fourth  class  at  all.  They  stagnate  or  they  drop  out.  What  does  that 
mean  ?  It  means  that  50  to  60  per  cent.,  of  our  expenditure  on  primary 
education  is  not  remunerative,  that  is,  it  does  not  give  us  value.  That 
is  a  very  serious  matter.  In  the  name  of  literacy  and  universal  educa¬ 
tion,  we  spend  a  lot  of  money  ;  but,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  50  to  60  per 
cent,  of  the  expenditure  is  really  wasted.  There  is  the  problem  of 
wastage  and  there  is  the  problem  of  stagnation.  Even  after  leaving 
the  fourth  class  there  are  any  number  of  boys  and  girls  who  lapse  into 
illiteracy.  These  are  all  problems  to  be  faced.  Government  cannot 
continue  to  spend  more  and  more  money  on  departmental  and  private 
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schools  without  making  very  strenuous  efforts  to  see  that  that  money 
is  well  spent  and  that  good  value  is  received  in  return.  Or  take  another 
problem,  the  English  Middle  School.  As  indicated  yesterday,  a  great 
many  of  our  English  Middle  schools  are  run  at  a  profit.  Government 
have  now  no  control  over  the  way  in  which  the  profit  is  used  by  these 
schools.  Our  Inspectors  do  not  look  into  the  accounts  of  these  schools. 
And  this  profit  is  made  at  the  expense  of  ill-paid  teachers.  Teachers 
are  sometimes  paid  scandalously  low  salaries  and  the  schools  are  ill- 
equipped.  Is  it  right  on  the  partiof  the  department  and  the  State  to 
do  nothing  while  the  schools  are  allowed  to  run  at  a  profit,  while 
teachers  are  badly  paid  and  schools  are  badly  equipped  ? 

Or  again  take  the  other  problem,  namely,  the  relation  between  the 
manager  and  the  teaching  establishment.  Mr.  Nail-  contended  rightly 
that  the  Department  has  no  power  to  control  these  grant-in-aid  institu¬ 
tions.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Department  is  considerably  handicapped 
in  the  matter  of  the  relationship  between  the  manager  and  the  teacher. 
There  is  one  rule  in  the  Education  Code  which  says  that,  when  a  teacher 
in  a  grant-in-aid  school  has  been  dismissed,  he  can  make  an  appeal  to 
the  Department  within  thirty  days  and  the  Director  can  go  into  the 
question.  The  Director’s  decision  on  the  subject  will  be  final.  But 
dismissal  is  not  the  only  thing.  That  is  the  ultima  ratio,  or  the  ulti¬ 
mate  goal.  There  are  a  number  of  other  things  that  may  happen 
between  the  manager  and  the  teacher  before  the  latter  is  dismissed. 
The  pay  of  the  teachers  may  be  cut  down  scandalously  low.  Or  they 
may  be  refused  leave.  Or,  there  may  be  no  kind  of  Provident  Fund,  or 
pension  system  or  nothing  at  all.  There  may  be  one  hundred  and  one 
thing  in  which  teachers  do  not  receive  a  square  deal  at  the  hands  of 
the  managers.  For  all  these,  it  seems  to  me,  that  the  Department  must 
have  necessary  power  and  control  over  them. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad):  May  I  know  whether  there  is  not 
a  provision  in  the  Education  Code,  in  the  case  of  dispensing  with  the 
service  of  a  teacher  ?  If  an  appeal  is  preferred,  could  he  be  reinstated  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
There  is  provision  only  for  dismissal. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( GhirayinUl  I):  Is  the  member  aware 
'that  the  system  of  Provident  Fund  has  been  made  compulsory  in  private 
schools  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
I  am  not  aware.  Anyhow  these  "are  matters  in  which,  it  seems  to  me, 
the  Department  should  have  necessary  power  and  control.  How  can 
managements  object  to  this  ?  Well,  Sir,  the  University  exercises  such 
control  over  the  Colleges.  The  University  controls  not  only  aided 
Colleges  but  also  Government  Colleges  in  the  matter  of  salaries,  staff 
and  various  other  matters.  In  cases  where  specific  conditions  are  not 
laid  down,  we  put  before  them  certain  conditions  and  try  to. satisfy  the 
University. 
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We  submit  to  such  control.  The  other  clay  the  University  raised 
a  strong  objection  because  an  acting  Pandit  in  one  of  our  colleges  was 
paid  a  low  salary.  I  do  not  see  why  private  managements  should  not 
be  called  upon  to  satisfy  the  reasonable  conditions  laid  down  by  the 
Department. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMQDARAN  ASAW  ( Mavelikara. ) :  Apart  from  the  minor 
issues,  has  the  Director  anything  to  say  in  answer  to  the  points  raised 
by  me  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
Those  are  important  questions  and  they  will  have  to  come  before  the 
House  again  when  the  Statham  Committee  Report  is  tc  be  discussed. 
The  House  will  have  nothing  to  lose  and  much  to  gain  by  waiting  lor 
this  report  and  it  can  express  its  considered  view  on  those  recommend- 
ations  when  they  come  before  the  House. 

I  shall  now  deal  with  the  other  and  more  immediate  question  which 
Mr.  Asan  has  raised.  There  has  been  an  order  in  1106  that,  on  account 
of  the  financial  stringency,  grants  should  not  be  given  to  new  schools 
or  new  classes  or  divisions  of  classes  opened  that  year.  In  respect  ol 
grants  to  the  old  vernacular  schools,  they  have  not  been  affected  to  the 
slightest  extent.  One  of  the  very  first  things  I  did- when  I  took  charge 
of  the  department  was  to  ascertain  what  funds  were  available  during 
the  year  under  the  allotment  for  grants.  I  discovered  after  consult¬ 
ing  the  various  inspecting  officers  that  there  was  a  balance  of  Rs.  10,000, 
I  immediately  called  for  urgent  recommendations  of  the  most  deserv¬ 
ing  schools — either  new  classes  or  new  schools  to  which  grants  may 
be  awarded.  I  recommended  that,  as  far  as  funds  were  available, 
schools  which  had  been  refused  grants  if  they  happen  to  be  really 
genuine  and  deserving  cases,  be  permitted  to  receive  grants.  Govern¬ 
ment  have  graciously  given  their  permission  to  award  grants  except 
in  the  case  of  schools  which  had  undertaken  not  to  apply  for  grants, 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Does  the  member 
think  that  Rs.  10,000  is  enough  for  grants  to  all  schools  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
No.  But  I  have  to  cut  my  coat  according  to  my  cloth.' 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  You  must  have  suffici¬ 
ent  cloth  for  the  coat. 

MR.  C.  V,  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag..  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
On  the  basil  of  the  funds  available,  I  went  very  carefully  through  the 
list  of  recommendations  received  from  the  inspecting  officers  and  I 
have  given  grants  to  schools  which  I  considered  most  deserving  to  tie 
extent  to  which  funds  were  available.  For  about  25  vernacular 
primary  schools  for  boys  and  15  vernacular  girls’  schools,  grants  have 
been  given.  The  orders  were  issued  only  two  days  ago  and  I  am  sure 
the  managers  will  be  able  to  cash  their  grant  bills  before  the  close  cf 
the  year. 
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Mr.  A.  8.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara):  How  mam  deserving 
schools  remain  to  be  given  grants  ?  ‘  ° 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Dublin  Instruction)  ■ 
That  is  a  matter  of  degree. 

MR.  A.  S'.  'DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Maveliknra):  What  is  the  opinion 
o!  the  Director  on  th.e  point '? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ) : 
Exact  figures  are  not  available.  About  half  the  number  of  schools,  say 
40,  which  may  come  under  the  second  class  of  deserving  cases  remain 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikard)  :  May  I  know  from 
jhe  member  how  many  classes  are  there  according  to  deserving  cases? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) ; 
If  another  Bs.  10,000  were  available,  there  will  be  another  class.  If 
there  is  yet  another  Es,  10,000  again,  there  will  be  another  class  availa¬ 
ble  and  so  on. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara):  May  I  know  whe¬ 
ther  the  Dire  ctor  has  any  estimate  of  the  amount  that  would  be  re¬ 
quired  for  gi  viDg  grants  to  the  deserving  cases, 'whether  it  is  first. class 
or  second  class  or  third  class? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
As  I  said  I  have  awarded  grants  to  what  I  consider  the  most 
deserving  and  genuine  cases  and  there  is  absolutely  no  use  in  my  deal¬ 
ing  with  the  general  problem  because  funds  are  not  available. 

MR.  A,  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  ;  If  sufficient  funds  are 
not  available  for  giving  grants  to  deserving  schools,  should  not  the 
Director  request  Government  to  allot  more  funds? 

MR,  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)', 
The  Director  has  requested  Government  to  allot  funds.  Bnt  the  Dire¬ 
ctor  sympathises  with  the  Government  in  its  present  condition  of 
financial  stringency. 

In  regard  to  the  Sanskrit  schools,  I  am  glad  to  inform  Mr-  Asan 
that  the  full  amount  of  grant  has  been  restored  in  1108.  For  1107, 
the  allotment  was  not  sufficient  and  so  25  per  cent,  had  to  be  cut  down. 

As  regards  Mr.  P.  Chidambaram  Pillai’s  suggestion  regarding  the 
compilation  of  the  Administration  Beport,  I  agree  with  him  and  I  will 
see  that  the  minor  defects  pointed  out  by  him  are  removed. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S,  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  71):  May  I  know 
whether  the  control  by  Government  is  the  greatest  when  the  grant  bill 
is  to  be  cashed  or  from  an  earlier  period? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  \(Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)'. 
The  control  is  defective  before  the  grant  of  recognition;  after  recogni¬ 
tion  is  granted  to  a- particular  school,  the  difficulty  is  this.  The  manage¬ 
ment  can  be  punished  only  by  threatening  the  withdrawal  of  recognition. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Qttilon  II):  Has  any  com- 
plaint  been  received  by.  Government  that  the  managers  are  not  per¬ 
mitted  to,  utilise  the  whole  grants? 
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Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ); 
I  am  not  aware.  I  may  also  say  that,  in  the  case  of  schools  where  there 
have  been  a  great  deal  of  mismanagement,  the  department  or  Govern, 
ment  can  interfere.  In  cases  where  schools.whiob  have  been  under  ineffi. 
cient  management  for  a'number  of  years,  where  teachers’  pay  is  in  arrears 
for  one  or  two  years,  the  department  has  taken  drastic  action.  The 
only  action  in  snch  cases  is  withdrawal  of  recognition.  It  is  a  very  great 
power  which  must  be  used  sparingly.  For  instance,  take  the  Kanjiram. 
kulam  school.  Recognition  was  recently  withdrawn  due  to  mismanage¬ 
ment.  Only  in  extreme  cases  where  a  school  is  very  bad  do  we 
threaten  withdrawal  of  recognition.  In  ordinary  cases  where  teachers 
are  sent  away  before  the  vacation  or  where  men  acting  for  5  years  and 
more  are  sent  away  without  notice  or  any  compensation,  in  things  like 
that,  it  is  very  difficult  for  the  department  to  act.  Withdrawaf  is  so 
serious  a  punishment  that  the  department  can  use  it  only  in  extreme 
cases.  If  done  otherwise,  it  will  lose  its  weight  and  importance.  So 
there  are  matters  in  which  I  consider  that  better  control  and  more 
thorough  control  is  required.  We  must  differentiate  between  individual 
managements  and  managements  consisting  of  large,  well-established, 
self-sacrificing  organisations,  both  Hindu  and  Christian.  We  must 
also  make  a  distinction  between  college  education,  high  school  educa¬ 
tion  and  so  on.  This  problem  is  a  very  big  one,  a  complex  one,  I 
would  request  the  House  to  wait  till  the  Statbam  Committee  Repot! 
comes  up  for  discussion. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  question  is  that  the  motion  be  now  put. 

MR.  A.  S.  iDAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Anyhow,  I  have  a 
right  of  reply. 

PRESIDENT  :  Yes.  The  question  is  that  the  motion  be  now  put, 

The  motion  is  carried. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) ;  Though  many  points 
have  been  raised  during  the  discussion  of  this  motion,  I  wish  to  con¬ 
fine  myself  to  the  points  raised  by  me.  I  ani  glad  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  have  restored  the  original  grant  in  regard  to  the  Sanskrit  schools, 
but  that  is  only  a  small  sum.  The  most  important  point  which  I  still 
want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  this  House  is  with  regard  to  the  grant- 
in-aid  to  those  schools  to  which  recognition  has  been  granted  from  1106 
and  for  which  Government  have  not  given  grant  tillbow.  The  Direct¬ 
or  of  Public  Instruction  says  that  there  was  a  balance  of  about 
Rs.  10,000  with  him  and  that  he  has  managed  to  persuade  Govern¬ 
ment  to  allow  him  to  distribute  that  amount  to  the  most  deserving 
cases  of  the  grant-in-aid  vernacular  schools.  I  could  understand  the 
Director  if  he  refuses  to  give  a  grant  to  a  particular  institution  on  the 
ground  that  it  is  an  ill-equipped  one  or  that  there  are  so  many  scandals 
about  the  same.  But  if  schools  are  run  on  proper  lines  and  if  funds 
are  not  available  for  giving  grant  for  deserving  cases,  my  opinion  is 
that  he  -should  get  from  the  Government  the  amount  necessary  for 
giving  grant  to  the  teachers  of  such  schools.  The  Director  himself  has 
admitted  that  this  grant-in-aid  question  arises  with  -regard  -  to  the 
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vernacular  schools  in  the  State.  They  are  run  by  comparatively  poor 
managers  and  they  cannot  afford  to  pay  anything  from  their  pockets. 
I  agree  with  some  of  my  friends  who  said  that  the  managers  are  not 
behaving  sympathetically  towards  their  teachers  and  that  the  Depart¬ 
ment  should  see  that  the  managers  do  assure  security  of  tenure 
and  prompt  payment  of  salaries  to  teachers.  The  department  and' 
the  Government  should  remember  that,  if  grant-in-aid  is  not  given  to 
vernacular  schools  in  the  State,  teachers  will  not  get  anythin?.  If 
this  House  has  no  sympathy  for  the  poor  teachers  who  arc  entitled  to 
get  only  Es.  8  1/2  or  so  as  pay  and  who  htkve  joined  the  service  and 
are  working  in  the  schools  for  the  last  two  years  without  receiving  any 
pay  and  if  the  Director  is  of  opinion  that  these  schools  deserve  to  get 
grant-in-aid,  I  think  the  Government  must  be  requested  to  grant  suffi¬ 
cient  allotment  to  enable  the  department  to  pay  grant-in-aid  to  all 
deserving  cases,  I  do  not  agree  with  the  ’  Director  in  saying  that  he 
will  cut  his  coat  according  to  the  cloth.  I  must  tell  him  that  it  will  not 
fit  him.  He  will  look  ridiculous.  I  would  request  him.  to  have  suffi¬ 
cient  supply  of  cloth  and  to  have  the  coat  neatly  cut  and  stitched.  If 
he  pleads  want  of  funds,  Government  should  give  necessary  funds.  He 
said  that  he  has  sympathy  for  the  Government  and  I  may  say  that  I 
have  also  some  sympathy  for  the  Government.  But  I  have  much  more 
sympathy  with  the  poor  teachers  who  have  been  working  for  the  last 
two  years. 

If  this  House  has  any  sympathy  for  the  poor  teachers  in  aided 
schools,  my  request  is  that  this  motion  must  he  carried  by  the  nnani* 
mous  vote  of  the  non-official  side  of  this  House  in  case  the  Govern¬ 
ment  do  not  agree  to  give  grants  to  all  schools  considered  to  he  de¬ 
serving  by  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction. 

With  these  words,  I  press  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  put  to  vote  and  lost. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mawlilcara )  :  I  demand  a  poll.

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAl  ( Quilon  II) :  Sir,  I  beg  to 
make  the  following  motion  ; 

To  omit  the  allotment  of  Rs.  2.260  for  Personal  Assistant  k  the  Inspectress. 

Sir,  it  would  appear  that,  in  Government  service  in  Travancore 
there  is  a  craze  with  some  officers,  to  have  an  assistant  who  is  called 
by  the  dignified  or  dandified  name  of  ‘Personal  Assistant'.  It  does 
not  appear  to  me  why  every  one  of  these  officers  should  have  a  Personal 
Assistant.  If  it  is  for  personal  protection,  I  can  understand  that. 
If  it  is  for  real  assistance,  I  do  not  see  why  there  should  be  such  a 
highly-paid  officer.  All  these  officers,  who  now  have  Personal  Assist¬ 
ants,  have  got  an  army  of  clerks  under  them ;  and  all  these  officers 
are  expected  to  devote  their  full  time  and  attention  to  their  work  and 
not  to  depend  upon  any  other  officer  for  any  portion  of  their  work. 
Sir,  the  appointment  of  these  Personal  Assistants  appears  to  be  ruinous 
to  the  interests  of  the  public  in  general ;  because  there  are  some  officers 
who,  in  almost  every  case,  shift  the  responsibility  on  the  Personal 
Assistant,  so  much  so,  that,  by  a  steady  process  of  neglect,  these  officers 
lose  all  touch  with  the  inner  working  of  the  department ;  and,  at 
the  same  time,  every  time  there  is  a  change  in  the  personnel  of  the 
officer,  the  size  of  the  Personal  Assistant  improves  and  he  appropriates 
to  himself  (or  herself)  one  after  another,  most  of  the  very  important 
privileges  of  the  chief.  It  is  a  case  of  neglect  by  one  party  and  appro¬ 
priation  by  the  other.  Quite  natural.  '  But,  it  is  certainly  not  in  the 
interests  of  the  public,  or,  for  that  matter,  of  Government  to  allow  such 
a  course  of  things  to  continue. 
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Coming  to  the  Personal  Assistant  of  the  Inspectress,  it  would 
■appear  that  the  Personal  Assistant  herself  is  a  person  who  could  not 
be  removed  from  that  place.  Of  coarse,  as  I  have  already  stated,  in 
this  particular  case  also,  it  is  only  the  usual  practice  with  regard  to 
Personal  Assistants.  The  Chief  Inspectress,  Sir,  has,  I  submit,  only 
a  few  functions  to  attend  to  and  therefore, in  the  absence,  of -any  real 
work  to  do,  her  Personal  Assistant  appears  to  be  doing  a  lot  of  havoc 
to  the  public.  The  "Chief  Inspectress  does  not  appear  to  have  full 
information  about  the  teachers  under  her.  She  does  not  seem  to  know 
the  full  effects  of  the  orders  passed  by  her  Personal  Assistant  or  .by 
herself  at  the  instance  of  her  Personal  Assistant.  She  does  not  seam 
to  feel  the  necessity  to  idstitute  enquiries  independent  of  the  Personal 
Assistant,  and  therefore  very  often  commits  errors.  I  have  come 
across  several  instances  in  which,  for  the  purpose  of  creating  vacancies 
in  girls’  schools,  young  girls,  employed  in  schools  situated  near  their 
houses,  are  transferred  to  distant  places  where  they  have  neither  friends 
nor  relations.  Naturally  their  parents  or  guardians,  in  ninety-nine  per 
cent,  of  the  cases,  do  not  allow  these  young  girls  to  live  alone  away 
in  distant  places,  with  the  result  that  they  take  long  leave  or  resign 
their  jobs.  Sir,  this  is  being  resorted  to  as  one  method  of  creating 
vacancies.  I  am  sure  that,  if  the  Chief  Inspectress  honestly  and 
impartially  would  consider  the  question  of  these  transfers  herself,  such 
scandals  would  not  arise.  Further,  sanctions  to  grant  memos  are. not 
being  accorded  at  the  proper  time.  The  whole  trouble  arises  because 
of  the  Chief  Inspectress’s  placing  too  much  reliance  on  the  Personal 
Assistant.  If  I  had  more  time  at  my  disposal,  I  am  sure  I  can  refer 
to  many  other  details  of  shocking  instances  of  injustice  perpetrated 
in  the  educational  institutions  intended  for  the  girls  in  the  State  merely 
because  the  Chief  Inspectress  happens  to  he  completely  guided  in  her 
actions  by  her  Personal. Assistant.  Sir,  such  a  state-  of  affairs  must  be 
got  rid  of  as  early  as  possible.  Under  the  existing  circumstances,  the 
best  remedy  that  I  can  think  of  is  to  abolish  the  post  itself,  Tha 
policy  pursued  by  the  [Government  in  regard  to  these  offices  appears 
to  he  a  very  short-sighted  one.  It  is  the  general  rule  in  regard  to  all 
officers  that  the  same  person  shall  not  be  retained  in  one  place  for  a 
number  of  years  together.  The  reason  for  this  is  that,  in  course  of 
time,  such  officer  may  develop  personal  prejudice  against  certain  classes 
of  persons,  against  certain  individuals  and  against  certain  institutions. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (QJdef  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Does  the 
member  suggest  the  abolition  of  the  post  or  the  removal  of  the  present 
incumbent  from  that  office  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II) :  My  point  is  that 
all  the  one  thousand  and  one  scandals  about  these  institutions  for  the 
education  of  girls  is  due  to  the  retention  in  service  of  these  Personal 
Assistants.  My  suggestion,  therefore,  is  that  the  post  must  be  abo¬ 
lished. 
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Hr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  I  Was  ibis 
question  considered  by  tbe  Eetrenchment  Committee  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II) :  We  bad  before 
us  thousands  of  questions  to  consider ;  probably  therefore  we  did  not 
consider  this  particular  question'.  My  present  point  is  that,  in  discussing 
tbe  policy  of  the  department,  if  tbe  House  is  convinced  that  the  several 
irregularities  and  injustices  perpetrated  in  this  branch  of  tbe  depart¬ 
ment  is  due  to  the  appropriation  of  the  important  powers  of  the  Chief 
Inspectress  by  her  Personal  Assistant,  they  must  recommend  the 
abolition  of  the  post,  so  that  the  administration  of  this  branch  of  the 
department  may  be  carried  on  on  better  lines. 

Mr.  $.  J.  NAIFf  (Nedumangad)  :  I  support  the  motion,  not  because 
I  have  any  complaint  against  any  particular  officer  or  any  personality 
employed  for  the  time  being  as  Personal  Assistants,  but  on  an  important 
ground  of  principle,  namely,  retrenchment.  I  do  not  think  there  is 
any  necessity  to  retain  Personal  Assistants  and  Deputies  in  any 
department.  This  is  wasting  public  funds.  If  the  post  of  the 
Personal  Assistant  to  the  Inspectress  of  Schools  13  abolished  and  this 
allotment  is  omitted,  I  am  sure  Government  will  save  a  good  amount 
which  may  be  utilised  for  the  good  of  the  poor  ryots  in  the  State. 
With  these  few  words,  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
Sir,  Mr.  Krishna  Pillai  referred  to  the  Retrenchment  Committee.  We 
all  know  that  the  Eetrenchment  Committee  examined  every  one  of 
the  departments  of  Government  with  a  comb.  They  scrutinised  the 
work  of  every  department  and  wherever  superfluous  places  existed 
they  demanded  their  abolition.  The  fact  that  the  Eetrenchment 
Comihittee  did  not  recommend  the  abolition  of  the  pest  of  the  Personal 
Assistant  in  the  office  of  the  Inspectress  is  clear  proof  that  the 
Eetrenchment  Committee  was  convinced  that  some  officer  of  the  nature 
of  a  Personal  Assistant  was  required  there. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  ;  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  tbe  Eetrenchment  Committee  was  an  expert  committee? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) ! 
The  committee  was  examining  all  the  departments  of  Government  and 
for  that  purpose  it  was  certainly  an  expert  committee.  Anyhow,  Sir, 
my  point  is  that  some  officer  of  the  nature  of  a  Personal  Assistant  is 
required  in  the  office  of  the  Inspectress  to  cope  with  the  heavy  routine 
work  of  that  "office.  The  Inspectress  has  got  jurisdiction  throughout 
the  whole  State.  There  are  40  English  Schools  and  500  Vernacular 
Schools  under  her  and  she  is  assisted  by  six  Assistant  Inspectresses. 
The  routine  work  is  very  heavy. 

MR.  8.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  there  is  any  Head  Clerk  in  the  office  of  the  Inspectress  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)-, 
I  am  coming  to  that,  Besides  carrying  on  the  correspondence  with  the 
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managers  of  schools  on  the  one  hand  and  with  my  office  om  the  other 
the  routine  work  is  very  heavy,  and  to  prepare  the  business  for  the 
Inspectress,  some  officer  of  the  grade  of  the  Personal  Assistant,  whq 
is  really  a  glorified  clerk,  is  required.  You  may  call  that  officer  by  any 
name  yon  like.  You  may  call  her  Personal  Assistant,  you  may  call 
her  Superintendent,  you  may  call  her  Manager.  But  some  officer 
doing  those  duties,  by  whatever  name  you  may  call  her,  is  absolutely 
required  iu  the  office  of  the  Inspectress  as  he  is  required  in  the  office 
of  the  Inspector  and  in  my  office. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLA1  (Quilon  If)  :  Am  I  to  under- 
stand  that  those  sorts  of  things  could  not  be  done  away  with  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CNANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ):  i 
If  it  is  done  away  with,  it  is  the  Head  Clerk  who  will  occupy  the  place 
of  the  Personal  Assistant  and  then  the  member  will  come  with  the 
same  complaint  against  the  Head  Clerk  or  whoever  it  is  that  does  this 
work. 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II)  :  May  I  too* 
how  long  the  Personal  Assistant  has  been  there  as  Personal  Assistant? 

MS.  C.  V.  CNANDRASEKHARAN  (Aff.  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
For  about  three  years.  Well,  Sir,  speaking  of  the  present  incumbent, 

I  may  say  that  she  has  been  there  for  three  years  and  that  the  perma¬ 
nent  Inspectress  was  satisfied  with  her. 

PRESIDENT  :  That  is  not  relevant.  The  point  now  before  the 
House  is  the  necessity  for  this  post. 

Mr.C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  ( Ag .  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
Well,  Sir,  the  necessity  for  this  post  has  already  been  explained  by  me 
as  clearly  as  possible.  As  for  the  disadvantages  or  inconveniences  of 
having  a  post  as  this  which  Mr.  Krishna  Pillai  pointed  out  I  really 
cannot  understand  his  argument  that  the  superior  officer  in  any 
department  must  be  left  without  secretarial  help  because  of  the  possibi¬ 
lity  of  the  danger  that  the  person  who  is  giving  such  help  may  exercise 
some  undue  influence  in  the  matter  of  appointments  or  any  other 
;  matters  as  may  come  up  before  the  superior  officer.

Everything  is  regulated  now  by  rule  and  regu¬ 
lation  and,  as  Isay,  lists.  Recently  there  has  been  an  order  of  Govern¬ 
ment  about  the  devolution  of  powers.  Many  things  which  the 
Inspectress  or  Inspector  used  to  do  in  the  past  car,  now  be  done  by  the 
Assistant  Inspectresses  and  Assistant  Inspectors.  The  appointments 
in  casual  vacancies  can  be  done  now  by  the  Assistant  Inspectresses  .and 
Assistant  Inspectors.  They  do  not  come  to  the  Chief  Inspector  or 
Inspectress.  So  many  things  for  which  the  Personal  Assistant  and  the 
Head  of  the  Department  may  be  blamed  are  things  which  now  under 
the  devolution  of  powers  the  Assistant  Inspectresses  are  competent 
to  do.

My  object  m  moving  this  motion  is  to  , “bring .  to  the  notice  of  the 
Government  some  of  the  most  serious  grievances  on  account  of  the 
famous  G.  0.  regarding  the  appointment  of  teachers  in  Vernacular 
branch.  This  G.  0.  has  been  responsible  for  a  lot  of  adverse  criticism 
and  this  year  also  during  the  course  of  the  budget  discussion  webaJ 
enough  of  it.  Sir,  me  principle  that  has  been  laid  down  by  the 
Government  with  regard  to  the  appointment  of  teachers  in  the  Ver¬ 
nacular  Department  is  controlled  by  the  G.  O.  m  question  and  appoint¬ 
ments  are  restricted  to  those  who  have  acted  between  1100  and  1103 
only.

Fur¬ 
ther  it  adversely  affected  the  backward  and  depressed  classes  also  who 
consequently  were  denied  opportunities  of  being  entertained  as  teachers 
in  Vernacular  schools.  The  Government  therefore  were  prepared  to 
Stretch. a  point  miavour  of  the  unrepresented  classes  and  ordered  that 
:  for  every  ten  appointments  one  may  ha  made  from  among,  the  unre¬ 
presented  communities.  Accordingly  the  Inspector  appointed  a  few 
fresh  men  from  outside  belonging  to  the  depressed  and  backward  classes. 
I  am  told  that  all  of  a  sudden  an  order  v/as  passed  by  the  Director  of 
Public  Instruction  that  all  those  appointments  should  be  cancelled  and 
consequently  all  of  them  have  been  disbanded.

of  appointment  of  poisons  who  have  beon  acting  as  teachers  before 
1100  has  been  brought  before  this  House  on  severs!  occasions  and  we 
were  told  that  the  Government  had.  to  risk  tho  choice  of  an  eivil. 
They  had  to  start  from  come  date  and  therefore  they  chose  the  year 
1100.  We  asked  Government  what  objection  they  had  io  begin  from 
some  date  earlier  than  that.  The  answer  was  that  they  had  decided  the 
matter  and  decided  in  fa  vour  of  1.100.  Agitations  wore  started  and 
memorials  were  sent  to  Government  drawing  their  attention  to  the 
very  serious  hardships  which  this  decision  has  brought  about.  I  under¬ 
stand  that  over  ■  4i)0  teachers  have  sent  up  memorials  to  Government 
complaining  that  they  were  parsons  who  ware  holding  acting  appoint¬ 
ments  in  the  Educational  Department  before  1100.  It  would  appear  that 
they  are  the  unfortunate  among  the  school  teachers,  for  no  favour  was 
done  to  them  by  those  who  had  power  to  appoint  them  during  that 
preoions  period.  I  understand  that  there  are  a  few,  40  to  50,  who 
were  entertained  in  Government  service  after  the  G,  O.  was  published. 
This  irregularity  was  discovered  later  on  and  the  Inspectors  who 
appointed  them  were  compelled  to  disband  them.  Kow  therefore 
those  who  were  in  the  Education  Department  before  1100  and  who 
had  the  good  luck  to  re-enter  service  subsequent  to  the  G.  O.  are  all 
precluded  from  entering  Government  service.  It  has  also  to  be 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  •  Government  that  it  is  not  at  ail  difficult 
for  Government  to  ascertain  the  number  and  names  of  those  who  are 
put  to  this  difficulty.  I  understand  that  mcr.y  of  those  unfortunate 
persons  who  were  not  able  to  enter  Government  service  between  1100 
and  1103  Meenom  have  been  able  to  get  service  in  grant-m-aid  institu¬ 
tions,  They  are,  a  majority  of  them,  even  today  acting  teachers  only 
in  grant-in-aid  institutions.  The  fault  is  not  theirs  but  of  Government. 
Government  enforced  this  G.  O.  as  a  vengeance  and  those  innocent 
people  have  been  prevented  from  entering  Government  service.  t 
MR.

The  hard  operation  of  this  G.  O.  has  created  heart-burning  in  the 
case  of  those  persons  who  have  been  acting  in  Government  service 
before  1100  and  have  been  since  employed  as  teachers  in  grant-in-aid 
institutions.  I  hope  Government  will  institute  immediate  enquiry  ja. 
to  the  matter  and  redress  their  grievances,  I  understand  that  a  G.  0, 
was  issued,  by  Government  in  favour  of  the  members  of  the  depressed 
classes.  Tne  G.  0.  ‘appears  to  be  that  for  every  nine  appoint- 
ments  made  from  the  acting  list  of  persons  employed  during  this  period 
one  must  be  employed  from  the  depressed  classes.

MR.  PUTHUPALLi  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Qnilon.  II)  :  No,  it  does  not 
contemplate  the  persons  in  the  list.  Otherwise  it  would  be  meaning¬ 
less.  No  doubt  it  will  to  some  extent  cause  disappointment  amongst 
hundreds  of  people.  Persons  are  being  given  pass  certificates  from  the 
vernacular  schools 'and  the  school  final  class.  It  is  only  recently  that 
depressed  lasses  come  in  largely  in  the  list.  I  suppose  this  aspect 
must  have  weighed  with  Government,  when  they  issued  the  G,  0, 
in  favour  of  the  depressed  class  people.  This  G.  0.  is  highly  laudable, 
The  Government  should  be  sympatliatic  towards  the  depressed  classes. 
I  support  Mr.  Krishna  Pillai’a  motion  and  submit  that  the  Government 
might  do  the  needful. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  time  for  the  Demand  under  Education  is  over, 
I  have  not  yet  received  any  suggestion  from  the  members  as  to  whe- 
ther  the  question  time  should  be  included  or  excluded  in  calculating 
the  time  taken  by  demands.  My  original  ruling  was  that  question 
time  should  be  included  in  counting  the  time  taken  up  for  discussion  ot 
demands.  But,  I  have  already  made  it  clear  that  I  am  quite  prepared 
to  reconsider  the  matter  if  any  suggestion  is  forthcoming  from  the 
members.  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  exclude  question  time  or  to 
include  it  as  the  House  desires.

We  are  of 
the  view  that  question  time  may  be  excluded  in  calculating  the  time 
taken  up  by  debates  on  the  Demands  for  Grants,  and  half  of  that  time 
may  be  taken  to  be  half-day  for  demands  which  get  only  half  a  day. 
In  other  words,  a  day  will  ordinarily  come  to  3f  hours,  and  half  of  that 
may  be  treated  as  half-day. 

PRESIDENT  :  That  would  be  too  short  a  .period  for  the  half-day 
demands.  I  do  not  think  I  can  agree  to  that,  because  it  will  not  make 
pi  fail  enough  proportion. 
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Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Rural) :  Sir,  I  want  to  make 
myself  clear.  If  we  take  three  and  three-fourth  hours  as  one  day,  then, 
half  a  day  will  be  about  one  and  three-fourth  hours.  At  present  some 
demands  get  one  and  a  half  hours  while  others  get  two  and  a  quarter 
hours.  So,  those  demands  which  get  only  one  and  a  half  hours  suffer. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  That  is  why  the  suggestion  is  made  that  the  question  time 
should  be  excluded. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Rural) :  That  means  that  we 
may  not  be  able  to  deal  with  as  many  demands  as  we  like. 

PRESIDENT  :  One  and  seven-eighth  hours  does  not  give  long 
enough  time.  I  do  not  think  I  can  do  that. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  May  I  know 
whether  we  cannot  sit  till  five  o’  clock  ?

DEMAND  VI— MEDICAL. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  I  move  for  a 
grant  not  exceeding  Es.  8,71,049  under  Demand  VI — Medical. 

Motion  152. 

MR.  T.  K.  ALEXANDER  {Kunnatnad  I) ;  I  move  the  following 
motion : 

To  redme  the  allotment  of  R$.  6,012  for  Establishment  by  Ee.  1. 

The  object  of  this  motion  is  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  the  neglected  condition  of  rural  areas  in  the  matter  of  opening 
dispensaries-  Sir,  I  want  to  impress  on  this  House  that  Travancore  is 
a  country  consisting  of  a  large  number  of  villages.  So  the  village  tax- 
payees  should  be  given  greater  consideration  for  their  conveniences  in 
life.  We  hear  so  much  of  the  world-wide  economic  depression,  but  I 
find  that  it  has  not  hit  Travancore  for  no  retrenchment  has  been 
effected  in  the  Medical  Department.  We  see  unnecessary  appoint¬ 
ments  and  superfluous  officers  on  high  salaries  in  the  Medical  Depart¬ 
ment.  At  the  same  time  they  do  not  find  ample  opportunity  to  go  over 
to  the  rural  parts  and  find  out  the  real  needs  of  the  people  with  regard 
to  medical  aid.  In  North  Travancore  the  condition  of  medical  aid  is 
very  backward.  For  example,  we  had  asked  for  a  dispensary  at  Edap- 
palli  for  the  Inst  ten  or  fifteen  years.  Every  medical  officer  had  the 
courtesy  of  giving  us  the  promise  that  it  will  he  sanctioned  within  a 
fortnight ;  but  those  promises  remain  unfulfilled.  The  only  hospital 
available  for  the  people  at  Edappalli  is  ten  miles  away  at  Alwaye.  Sir, 
we  are  far  away  from  this  Capital,  but  that  is  no  reason  why  we  should 
be  left  in  the  lurch.  In  country  parts,  people  are  ready  to  give  sites 
free  of  cost  for  starting  dispensaries,  but  Government  have  not  started 
dispensaries.  It  is  scant  justice  and  scant  generosity.  I  request  the 
Government  to  take  immediate  action  for  the  starting  of  dispensaries 
wherever  possible.  I  do  not  advocate  the  establishment  of  hospitals  or 
dispensaries  in  every  pakuthi  or  kata.  I  only  want  dispensaries  in 
places  where  no  hospitals  or  dispensaries  exist  at  present.  With  these 
few  words,  I  move  the  motion.. 

Mr.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  {Eottarakara)  :  Sir,  the  object  of  the 
department  is  to  prevent  disease  and  cure  disease.  The  department  is 
now  paying  more  attention  to  the  curing  of  disease.  I  emphasise  the 
necessity  of  preventing  diseases-  Prevention  is  better  than  cure.  I  know 
that  the  Health  Department  has  now  been  opened ;  but  those  officers 
are  only  devoting  their  attention  to  specific  areas.  Travancore  appears 
to  have  the  monopoly  of  certain,  diseases  such  as  elephantiasis,  malaria 
and  consumption.  The  figures  of  the  report  show  that  they  are  spread¬ 
ing  at  an  increasing  rate.  The  Department  has  not  successfully  com¬ 
bated  these  diseases.  So  my  submission  is  that  health  units  or  sana¬ 
toria  must  be  established  at  various  centres-  Now  the  benefits  of 
the  Department  ate  not  extended  to  the  rural  areas.  Dispensaries  are 
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opened  only  in  towns.  We  want  sanatoria  or  health  units  in  rural 
parts  also.  In  the  mountanious  taluks  of  Kottarakara  and  Pattana- 
puram  we  have  only  got  two  dispensaries.  In  these  two  taluks  more 
than  two  lakhs  of  people  live.  We  want  a  District  hospital  at  Kottara¬ 
kara  and  some  more  dispensaries  in  the  various  centres  of  these  taluks. 
Therefore  I  am  very  glad  to  support  the  motion  brought  forward  by 
Mr.  Alexander. 

Mr.  S.  (J.  NAIR  (Nedunicmqad):  Sir,  I  support  the  motion.  Iu 
doing  so,  I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  authorities  concerned  to 
the  neglected  condition  of  medical  aid  in  Nedumangad  taluk.  In  the 
dispensary  recently  started  at  Vamanapuram,  there  is  not  sufficient 
accommodation.  Sufficient  accommodation  ought  to  be  provided  in 
view  of  the  progressive  condition  of  the  dispensary. 

The  present  condition  of  the  Vamanapuram  Dispensary  requires 
looking  into.  Sufficient  accommodation  has  to  be  provided  and  the 
condition  of  the  building  has  to  be  improved.  There  was  a  full-time 
dispensary  some  time  back  in  Vidurai.  The  surrounding  places  are 
inhabited  by  hill  tribes  as  well  as  poor  people.  The  full-time  nature 
of  the  dispensary  at  Vidurai  was  abolished  and  the  medical  officer  at 
Palode  was  ordered  to  attend  to  the  work  of  Vidurai  Dispensary  twice 
or  thrice  a  week.  I  understand  he  is  paid  something  like  Rs.  20  or  30 
per  mensem,  in  addition  to  the  salary  that  is  paid  for  him.  If  Rs.  15 
or  Rs.  20  more  is  paid,  a  separate  Medical  Officer  could  he  put  in  charge 
of  the  Vidurai  dispensary  and  it  will  be  of  great  help  to  the  poor  and  the 
hill  tribes  who  reside  in  these  areas.  At  Vidurai  there  is  a  camp-shed 
which  is  left  unused  for  the  last  8  or  9  years.  I  understand  that  camp- 
shed  was  about  to  be  auctioned  some  time  ago  but  not  done  so  as  yet. 
Either  the  dispensary  building  may  be  removed  to  that  camp-shed,  or  it 
may  be  taken  over  under  the  management  of  the  Medical  Department 
and  the  Dispensary  at  Vidurai  at  present  located  in  a  private  building 
be  shifted  to  that  building  and  a  separate  Medical  Officer  appointed 
there.  It  would  considerably  help  the  inhabitants  of  those  areas. 

About  Nedumangad  taluk,  I  may  say,  it  has  a  very  wide  area  and 
its  population  is  more  than  If  lakhs.  The  malarial  nature  of  certain 
places,  the  absence  of  easy  means  of  communication  and  other  hard¬ 
ships  they  experience,  so  far  as  the  people  of  the  taluk  are  concerned, 
require  the  immediate  attention  of  Government. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  o! 
order.  Is  this  the  occasion  for  the  member  to  discuss  the  local  needs 
when  the  general  policy  of  the  department  is  under  consideration? 

PRESIDENT  :  This  is  a  point  which  came  up  even  yesterday  and  I 
ruled  that  there  was  no  objection,  while  discussing  matters  of  policy,  to 
refer  to  special  instances.  I  must  ask  the  members  to  make  these  in¬ 
stances  very  brief  and  not  to  go  into  details. 

Mr.  S.  J,  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  In  rendering  such  medical  aid  so 
far  as  people  of  Nedumangad  taluk  arg  concerned  I  need  not  say  how  far 
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people  will  be  grataful.  There  are  a  number  of  Medical  Officers  unneces¬ 
sarily  retained  in  the  General  Hospital  at  Trivandrum  and  if  some  of 
the  Medical  Officers  who  are  kept  here  in  excess  of  the  required  num¬ 
ber  are  sent  over  to  the  dispensary  at  Vidurai  and  places  like  that  the 
Bufferings  of  the  people  in  the  matter  of  medical  needs  may  be  mitigated 
to  a  large  extent  in  rural  areas. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLi  S.  KRISHNA  P1LLAI  ( Quilon  II ) :  The  policy  ad¬ 
opted  by  the  Government  in  regard  to  the  direction  of  the  Medical 
Department  is  a  '  bit  improper.  Tor  some  timepast.  we  had  a  Medical 
Board  for  the  administration  of  the  Medical  Department.  The  people 
at  large  protested  against  the  continuance  of  the  Board.  The  Betrench- 
ment  Committee  recommended  specifically  that  the  Board  might  be 
abolished.  The  Government  accepted  the  principle  contained  in  the 
representations  and  recommendations  and  declared  their  policy  to  be 
one  of  abolition  of  the  Board.  The  Board  consisted  of  3  individuals. 
It  was  joint  responsibility  in  some  oases  and  divided  powers  in  other 
respects.  It  was  found  impracticable  and  unprofitable  to  the  State.  So 
it  was  abolished.  After  abolition  and  after  the  declaration  of  the 
policy  of  Government  in  regard  to  the  administration  of  the  Medical 
Department,  they  resorted  to  a  very  curious  method.  There  were 
three  posts  in  the  Medical  Board  Department;  and  though  they  were 
abolished,  they  have  now  appeared  in  different  forms.  Three  new 
posts  were  created  and  persons  appointed.  Instead  of  calling  the 
medical  administration  by  the  very  big  name  of  the  Medical  Board,  we 
have  a  Darbar  Physician  now  managing  it.  But  that  Darbar  Physician 
appears  to  be  unable  to  administer  the  department  without  the  aid  of 
two  Deputy  Darbar  Physicians.  We  have  been  protesting  against  the 
grant  even  of  a  single  deputy  so  far  as  other  departments  are  concerned; 
and  here  is  an  instance,  when  we  have  been  protesting  against  the 
creation  of  deputies  and  Personal  Assistants,  we  are  called  upon  to  vote 
for  a  grant  to  the  maintenance  of  two  Deputy  Darbar  Physicians.  In 
all  these  matters,  when  Government  adopt  a  policy,  it  has  always  to 
meet  with  the  popular  approval.  When  it  is  systematically  shown  that 
adherence  to  the  declared  policy  is  not  a  general  rule  with  Government, 
when  once  Government  declare  a  policy  and  when  once  they  depart 
from  that  policy,  then  and  then  only  we  begin  to  talk.  This  is  one  of 
.  those  instances  where  a  gross  injustice  has  been  done  to  the  public. 

Expenditure  under  this  head  has  been  growing  steadily.  In  1107, 
on  a  reference  to  the  budget  given  to  me,  I  find  Bs.  21,400  was  the  ex¬ 
penditure;  in  1108,  according  to  the  revised  budget  estimate  it  was 
Bs.  23,000;  in  1109,  the  estimate  shows  the  figure  at  Bs.  29,627.  If  I 
had  a  copy  of  the  last  year’s  budget,  I  would  have  traced  the  history  of 
the  development  of  expenditure;  from  two  or  three  years  back.  All 
these  figures  show  that  expenses  incurred  for  the  administration  of  the 
Medical  Department  have  gradually  increased.  I  do  not  Enow  how  far 
this  will  go.  But  we  want  to  see  whether  this  could  be  immediately 
operated  upon  and  reduced  to  its  normal  state-  I  understand  that 
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there  are  other  irregularities  in  regard  to  the  administration  of  the  de. 
partment.  One  instance  I  want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Governnen 
is  the  way  in  which  Medical  stipends  are  granted  to  the  students  in  thi 
Medical  College.  It  would  appear  that  invidious  distinctions  wen 
being  shown.  I  understand,  several  applicants  had  applied  for  stipen 
diary  grants.  Several  recommendations  have  been  received  as  to  thei 
efficiency,  qualification  and  merit  from  the  various  schools  and  college 
in  which  they  were  studying.  But  the  Government  seem  to  pay  m 
heed  to  these  recommendations.  It  is  regretted  that  the  Governmen 
should  find  opportunity  for  making  selection  from  any  one  class 
There  is  some  complaint  deserving  scrutiny. 

Another  point  I  would  like  to  mention  is  this.  We  have  a  gotx 
number  of  hospitals  in  the  State  and  these  are  not  well  provided  wit! 
the  necessary  appliances  for  carrying  on  efficient  medical  aid.  Then 
are  too  many  doctors  and  hospitals  without  the  necessary  appliance 
to  render  necessary  aid.  It  would  appear  that  even  the  most  impor 
tant  institutions  in  the  State  are  not  supplied  with  all  the  neoessar 
and  the  most  up-to-date  instruments  for  carrying  on  operations.  Kron 
the  Medical  Administration  Report  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  kos 
pitals  where  doctors  do  not  carry  on  surgical  operations ;  that  hospital 
either  do  not  contain  beds  or  where  :they  are  available  persons  do  nc 
lie  in  beds.  Unfortunately  Government  have  to  incur  the  expense 
for  their  maintenance  and  upkeep.  It“is  not  enough  if  expenses  ar 
incurred.  We  want  to  get  the  maximum  benefit  from  the  expense 
incurred.  Otherwise  we  shall  not  be  justified  in  voting  for  the  de 
mand.  My  information  is  that  the  Medical  Department  requires 
thorough  overhauling.  Some  committee  like  the  Statham  Committe 
might  be  appointed,  if  otherwise  it  could  not  be  managed,  for  the  pm 
pose  of  carefully  and  thoroughly  enquiring  into  this  question  and  mat 
ing  a  report  to  Government.  I  also  understand  that  Government  pa 
the  high  salary  to  these  doctors  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  them  1 
carry  on  their  work  properly.  It  is  regretted  that  in  some  cases  ti 
outturn  of  work  is  rather  poor. 

.  MR.  8.  J.  NAIR  (iVediimangad)  :  May  I  know  from  the  memtx 
whether  the  appointment  of  committees  would  not  unnecessarily  dra 
on  matters? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  Yes  it  is  likely. 
But  that  is  inevitable.  Without  the  help  of  committees  it  would  ap¬ 
pear  that  Government  are  not  able  to  carry  on  any  reorganisation  of 
any  department.  As  a  normal  and  natural  evil  I  have  to  make  that 
suggestion.  I  therefore  submit  that,  on  these  several  matters,  Govern¬ 
ment  might  do  the  needful. 

MR.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  (Shertala  II)'.  In  regard  to 
the  new  appointments  proposed  to  be  made  by  the  medical  department, 
I  regret  to  observe  that  they  are  not  at  all  conducive  to  the  better  ad¬ 
ministration  of  the  State.  It  is  a  general  cry  that  the  general  admini¬ 
stration  is  very  top-heavy  and  that  at  the  same  time  the  necessity  for 
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affording  medical  aid  to  all  persons  in  Travancore  is  very  much  negle¬ 
cted.  Sir,  it  is  seen  from  the  Budget  that  provision  is  made  for  a 
Darbar  Physician  drawing  a  very  high  salary  of  Bh  Es.  1 200  a 
month ;  and  that  he  is  to  be  assisted  by  2  Deputy  Darbar  Physicians  one 
drawing  Rs.  750  and  the  other  Es.  600.  It  is  not  known  what  the 
functions  of  these  three  Darbar  Physicians  are.  The  work  done  by  a 
Darbar  Physician  formerly  is  now  proposed  to  be  carried  on  by  three 
Darbar  Physicians  including  the  two  Deputies. 

MR.  S.  J.  NA1R  (Nedumangad) :  Is  the  member  aware  that  one  of 
the  Deputy  Darbar  Physicians  is  the  head  of  a  private  mission  hospi¬ 
tal  in  the  State. 

MR.  P0TTAY1L  S.  .KRISHNA  PANICKAR  (,S hertala,  IT) :  I  understand 
that  one  of  them  is  the  head  of  a  mission  hospital. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAiR  l(Nedumangai')  ;  Is  the  member  aware  .that  he  is 
in  charge  of  the  hospital  even  at  present. 

MR.  POTTAYIL  8.  KRISHNA  PANICKER  ( Shertala  II) :  I  am  not 
aware.  It  is  not  known  what  the  functions  of  the  Deputy  Darbar 
Physicians  are.  As  my  friend  said,  I  :now  come  to  know  that  one  of 
the  Deputy  Darbar  Physicians  is  a  doctor  carrying  on  business  in  a 
private  medical  institution  in  the  State.  The  other  is  the  head  of  a 
particular  branch  of  the  Medical  Department.  Without  enlightening 
this  House  with  regard  to  the  [various  .duties  assigned  to  the  Deputy 
Darbar  Physicians,  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  say  whether  they  are 
absolutely  essential  or  not.  In  these  days  of  economic  stringency,  it  is 
not  at  all  advisable  for  the  Government  to  incur  such  heavy  expendi¬ 
ture  on  two  unnecessary  officers,  the  two  Deputy  Durbar  Physicians, 
when  there  are  not  enough  hospitals  and  dispensaries  in  the  country 
and  when  even  the  few  in  existence  are  ill-equipped  and  neglected  on 
grounds  of  financial  stringency.  .  ; 

.  Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAi  (Ambalapuzha  I)  :  Sir,  I  have  also  very 
great  pleasure  in  supporting  Mr.  Alexander’s  motion.  ■  The  main  point 
dealt  with  by  Mr.  Alexander  is  the  insufficiency  of  medical  linstitutions 
in  various  parts  of  the  State.  I  am  quite  prepared  to  endorse  that  view 
and  I  shall  illustrate  the  very  undesirable  position  in  which  the  people 
of  the  State  find  themselves  owing  to  the  paucity  of  hospitals  and  dis¬ 
pensaries  in  various  centres  in  the  State. 

There  is  a  place  called  Parakkadavu  about  eight  miles  north  of 
Alwaye-  To  reach  that  place,  one  has  to  cross  three  streams.  On  one 
occasion,  I  happened  to  be  there.  There  was  a  case  of  delivery.  A 
woman  was  fin  the  throes  of  childbirth,  and  medical  assistance  was 
found  necessary.  Immediately,  some  people  were  despatched  to  Al- 
waye,  the  nearest  centre  where  medical  assistance  was  available.  The 
medical  officer  there  refused  to  journey  in  an  ordinary  vehicle  and  in¬ 
sisted  on  a  motor  car  being  procured  for  this  visit.  Some  time  was, 
naturally,  spent  in  procuring  a  motor  car.  It  was  after  night-fall. 
The  motor  oar  was  got  ready,  and  by  the -time  the  party  reached  the 
streams  on  the  way,  they  found  that,  the  ^ferrymen  were  absent,  two 
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of  them  having  retired  for  rest  during  night.  They  had  to  be  rousei 
from  sleep;  and,  by  the  time  the  party  reached  Parakkadavu,  th 
woman  had  Jdied. 

Sir,  such  are  the  difficulties  qf  the  people  in  some  parts  of  the  Stat 
for  want  of  hospitals  and  dispensaries.  Hospitals  and  dispensaries  ar 
indispensable  in  centres  not  properly  connected  with  places  wher 
medical  assistance  is  available.  Either  the  Government  will  have  t 
open  a  sufficient  number  of  roads  and  build  a  sufficient  number  c 
bridges,  or  they  should  establish  medical  institutions  in  appropriat 
centres.  That  is  my  first  point. 

Another  point  which  I  wish  to  bring  forward  in  supporting  th 
motion  is  the  gradual  lowering  of  efficiency  in  the  Medical  Depart 
ment.  Originally,  there  was  a  Durbar  Physician  at  the  head  of  the  Df 
partment,  who  used  to  tour  the  country,  inspect  medical  institutior 
and  keep  things  going  in  a  satisfactory  way.  Recently,  however, : 
became  necessary  that  a  triumvirate  of  . medical  authorities  should  cor 
trol  the  destinies  of  the  State  in  the  matter  of  medical  administratioi 
There  was  an  out-cry  against  the  triumvirate  ;  and,  ultimately,  Goven 
ment  thought  that  they  would  concede  a  point  in  favour  of  the  peop! 
and  dispense,  to  all  appearances,  with  two  of  the  triumvirates.  Bu 
really  they  did  not  disappear.  Only,  two  of  them  sank  to  a  lower  ley< 
and,  today,  we  have  the  spectacle  of  two  Deputy  Durbar  Physicia: 
along  with  a  normal  Durbar  Physician.  They  are  again  there  in  sou 
.  sort  of  disguise  or  deformity.  Isit'.the  case  of  Government,  Sir.  that  tt 
work,  whioh  used,  formerly,  to  be  carried  on  by  one  Durbar  Physiciai 
has  so  far  increased  as  to  necessitate  the  employment  of  three  peop 
simultaneously  ?  So  far  as  the  number  of  hospitals  and  dispensaries 
concerned,  there  is  nothing  like  such  a  perceptible  growth.  Therefor 
to  my.  mind,  it  appears,  Sir,  that  one  'Durbar  Physician  would  be  ei 
ough  for  the  purposes  of  the  Department,  If  the  Deputies  are  to  | 
about  in  places  where  there  are  no  hospitals  and  dispensaries  and  mal 
enquiries  as  to. the  medical  needs  of  the  people,  I  can  understand  it. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedunmigad) :  May.I  know  whether  the  difficulty 
the  member  suggests  can  be  solved  by  making  the  Ag.  Durbar  Physi¬ 
cian  permanent  ? 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I)  ■  I  really  cannot 
understand  the  question,  Sir. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Neiumangad ) :  ‘  I  want  to  know  whether  the  diffi¬ 
culty  suggested  by  the  member  will  be  solved  by  making  the  present 
Ag.  Darbar  Physician  the  permanent  Darbar  Physician. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I):  I  did  not  suggest 
any  difficulty,  Sir.  My  learned  friend  on  my  side . 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (MaveliJcara)  :  Which  side,  please? . 
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MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Amhahipudm,  1):  Backside. 
(Laughter.)  My  learned  friend  wants  to  ascertain  from  me  whether, 
by  a  particular  process,  the  difficulty  suggested  by  me  can  be  obviated ; 
I  did  not  suggest  any  difficulty,  Sir.  (Laughter.) 

I  was  submitting,  Sir,  that,  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  hospitals 
and  dispensaries,  one  officer  is  sufficient  provided  he  is  efficient.  But, 
there  are  Very  many  places  in  the  State  where  there  are  no  hospitals 
or  dispensaries.  So,  if  the  function  of  these  Deputy  Darbar  Physicians 
is  to  visit,  periodically,  those  places,  to  ascertain  what  the  ailments  of 
the  people  are  and  to  do  the  needful,  then  I  can  understand  it;  then, 
there  would  have  been  some  justification  for  the  continuance  of  these 
posts.  But,  that  is  not  what  they  do.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  pay 
of  these  two  officers  is  diverted  and  hospitals  and  dispensaries  are  esta. 
blished  in  places  where  there  are  no  hospitals  or  dispensaries  now,  that 
would  tend  to  the  well-being  of  the  people  to  some  extent.  That  would 
certainly  be  a  better  way  of  distributing  the  money  proposed  to  be  spent 
on  these  two  highly-paid  officers. 

My  next  point  is  about  the  very  legitimate  complaint  raised  by 
some  of  the  medical  officers  in  some  localities  with  respect  to  the  in¬ 
adequacy  of  up-to-date  appliances  and  useful  medicines  largely  in  de¬ 
mand.  This  state  of  affairs,  I  beg  to  submit,  does  not  reflect  anything 
like  credit  on  the  Government  of  Travancore,  In  all  the  important 
centres  at  any  rate,  up-to-date  surgical  instruments  and  sufficient  quan¬ 
tity  of  medicines  must  be  supplied  so  that  the  medical  men  there  may 
not  have  the  handy  excuse  of  blaming  their  tools  and  helplessness  to 

Another  feature  that  I  notice  in  the  Budget  for  1109  is  the  amal¬ 
gamation  of  the  Sanitary  and  the  Public  Health  Departments,  and  pla¬ 
cing  them  under  the  Durbar  Physician-  Sir,  everywhere  else,  except 
in  one  or  two  stray  instances,  the  tendency  now  is  to  separate  the 
Medical  from  the  Public  Health  Department.  In  the  Madras  Presi¬ 
dency,  for  instance,  so  long  ago  as  I860,  the  Medical  Department  was 
separated  from  the  Sanitary  and  the  Public  Health  Departments,  Por 
some  time  no  doubt,  the  District  Medical  Officers  happened  to  be  the 
Medical  as  well  as  the  Sanitary  officers  of  the  districts ;  but  that  too 
was  put  a  stop  to.  In  every  other  place  practically,  Cochin,  Baroda 
and  Hyderabad,  for  example,  the  separation  is  complete.  In  Mysore, 
the  separation  was  effected  at  the  instance  of  the  representative  of 
the  "Rockefellers  Institute  himself  so  much  so,  at  present,  the  Medical 
Department  has  nothing  to  do  with  sanitation  or  public  health.  This 
is  the  course  followed  in  British  India  and  in  the  sister  States.  I  am 
however  prepared  to  concede  that  there  is  one  place,  namely  Ceylon, 
where  both  these  activities  are  combined  and  placed  under-  one  head; 
but  there  is  an  amount  of  agitation  there  against  such  union.  I  hope 
that,  ere  long,  separation  will  follow  there  also.  In  the  most  civilised 
parts  of  the  world,  like  England  and  other  places,  the  medical  profes¬ 
sion  has  very  little  to  do  with  the  administration  of  public  health; 
Yol.I— No.8.  i 
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and  you,  Sir,  an  Englishman, must  know  it  more  than  any  of  us.  Whi 
such  is  the  case  everywhere  else,  here,  the  Darbar  Physician  who  hi 
manifold  activities  to  attend  to  even  as  the  head  of  the  Medical  Di 
partment,  is  being  asked  to  devote  his  attention  to  the  very  imports 
requirements  of  sanitation  and  public  health  also.  I  submit,  Sit,  tbi 
the  instances  that  I  have  just  now  quoted  clearly  indicate  what  tl 
result  of  the  experiment  that  you  are  now  attempting  to  introduce  he: 
is  going  to  he.  A  medical  man,  if  he  is  a  real  scientist  anxious  aboi 
his  profession,  really  cannot  find  time  to  he  devoted  to  other  activitie 
He  will  always  have  to  read  a  good  deal  about  the  latest  methods  i 
treatment  and  keep  himself  up-to-date,  especially  in  these  days  when  tl 
medical  science  is  advancing  by  leaps  and  bounds.  The  medical  ma 
always  deals  with  individual  cases,  whereas  the  public  health  expe: 
has  always  to  deal  with  humanity  in  the  lump.  The  training  receive 
by  these  two  sets  of  experts  is  entirely  different.  The  difference  bi 
tween  them  is  so  patent.  Therefore,  Sir,  to  expect  that  the  Durbi 
Physician  should  he  superintending  the  activities  of  the  Sanitary  ar 
the  Public  Health  Departments  also,  is  a  real  deviation  hardily  wa: 
ranted  by  conditions  in  other  civilised  parts  of  the  world.  It  is  i 
strange  a  deviation  that  I  am  anxious  to  get  an  explanation  from  tl 
Government  benches. 

MR.  M.  81VATANU  PILLAI  (i'owfla)  :  Will  the  difficulty  bo  ol 
viated  by  appointing  two  Durbar  Physicians,  one  for  the  Medical  Di 
partment  and  the  other  for  the  Public  Health  Department  ? 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I) :  Why  should  v 
have  two  Durbar  Physicians  ?  Why  not  be  satisfied  with  one  Durbi 
Physician  and  a  different  Public  Health  Officer.  The  activities 
the  two  departments  are,  as  I  have  already  explained,  entirely  differer 
To  imagine  that,  because  ordinarily  Sanitary  and  Public  Heal! 
officers  happen  to  have  some  medical  qualification,  all  medical  men  a: 
competent  to  look  after  sanitation  and  public  health  also,  is  to  ignore 
the  hearing  of  their  respective  functions. 

.  In  these  circumstances,  I  beg  to  submit,  Sir,  that  there  is  much 
force  in  Mr.  Alexander’s  motion ;  and  I  have  great  pleasure  in  support¬ 
ing  it. 

Mr.  T,  K-  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban ):  I  wish  to  say  a 
word  on  this  motion.  So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  see,  the  chief  com¬ 
plaint  of  the  mover,  Mr.  Alexander,  is  that  there  are  no  hospitals  or 
dispensaries  in  convenient  places.  There  is  considerable  force  in  that 
statement.  My  friend,  Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai  gave  an  instance. 
I  know  several  instances  where  people  are  allowed,  are  left  to  die  for 
lack  of  medical  help.  It  is  very  unfortunate.  The  Travaneore  Go ■ 
vernment  spend  so  much  money  on  education  and  other  nation-build¬ 
ing  activities.  Why  not  give  the  sick  patient  at  least  the  consolation 
pf  medical  relief?  If  the  Government  are  going  to  maintain  two  Durbar 
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Physicians,  I  have  to  suggest  a  very  useful  work  which  they  can  do ; 
and  I  have  got  a  parallel  for  the  suggestion  I  am  going  to  make.  For- 
merly,  if  anybody  wanted  a  school  in  a  particular  locality,  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Travancore  insisted  on  the  people  of  the  locality  providing 
the  necessary  building. 

I  do  not  see  any  reason  why  in  these  times  when  land  is  cheap 
through  the  operation  of  causes  over  which  we  have  no  control— at 
any  rate  land-,  is  cheap  now — land  may  not  be  acquired  and  the  people 
of  the  locality  may  not  also  contribute  their  mite.  I  am  certainly  in 
favour  of  Government  spending  any  amount  in  favour  of  the  agricul¬ 
turists.  But  if  the  financial  position  of  the  State  does  not  allow  of  it, 
the  Deputy  Darbar  Physicians  and  the  Darbar  Physician  also  may  be 
asked  to  get  the  help  of  the  local  people  in  order  to  establish  dispen¬ 
saries.  We  do  not  want  palatial  buildings  three  and  five  stories  high. 
A  small  and  neat  building  will  be  enough  and  medical  officers  who 
draw  lower  salaries  than  those  in  charge  of  hospitals  may  he  appointed. 
Sir,  something  has  to  be  done.  People  may  suffer  from  poverty,  they 
may  suffer  from  ignorance,  but  they  should  not  suffer  from  disease, 
when  Travancore  is  ruled  as  an  enlightened  State  by  the  representa¬ 
tive  of  an  illustrious  family  of  Maharajahs  whose  motto  is  that  charity 
is  their  household  divinity.  Sir,  if  Deputy  Darbar  Physicians  are 
maintained, ithese  questions  may  be  taken  into  consideration,  and  gentle¬ 
men  who  are  fortunate  enough  to  occupy  that  office  may  secure  local 
support,  get  contributions  from  Government  and  bring  solace  to  the 
poor  people  who  are  suffering  from  want  of  this  convenience. 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  8.  PADMANABHA  MEM  ON  {Shertala  I ) :  Sir,  I 
rise  to  support  the  motion  and  I  do  so  with  joy.  Of  late,  there  is  an 
impression  gaining  ground  all  over  the  country  that  everything  is  not 
well  with  the  Medical  Department,  especially  on  the  administrative 
side  of  it-  For  some  years  we  had  the  experiment  of  a  Board  ad¬ 
ministering  the  whole  Department  wherein  the  officers  of  the  Board 
were  concerned  more  in  exhibiting  their  skill  in  correspondence  rather 
than  in  the  efficient  administration  of  the  department,  and  later  we  have 
been  inflicted  with  a  surplus  of  Darbar  Physicians  and  Deputy  Darbar 
Physicians.  This  is  one  aspect  of  the  picture.  Sir,  if  we  go  to  the 
country  side  of  Travancore,  especially  along  the  coastal  regions  of  the 
State— Thottappalli,  Ambalapuzba,  Alleppey,  Shertala,  Vaikom  up  to 
Parur— we  will  see  that  the  whole  tract  is  invariably  subjected  to  what 
are  medically  known  as  the  tropical  diseases,  tuberculosis,  leprosy, 
elephantiasis,  hookworm  and  other  dire  diseases.  Sir,  the  proper  keep¬ 
ing  up  and  looking  after  the  health  of  the  whole  country  is  the  most- 
vital  need  of  the  Government  and  any  kind  of  progress  in  any  walk  of 
life  and  in  any  department  of  life  is  possible  only  under  sanitary, 
hvgienic,  healthy  conditions.  As  the  dark  side  of  the  picture,  Sir,  I 
shall  refer  to  one  or  two  instances  in  Shertala,  where  in  Muhamma 
and  other  places,  people  who  are  attacked  by  sudden  illness  have  to  be 
taken  either  in  an  easy  chair  or  in  a  cot  and  have  to  be  carried  six  or 
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seven  miles  in  the  loose  sand  before  they  can  bo  brought  safely  to  th 
District  Hospital  in  Shertala.  The  condition  in  which  we  find  th 
Shertala  Hospital  is  not  at  all  desirable.  It  is  perhaps  one  of  th 
oldest  hospitals  in  the  State.  Most  of  the  foundations  of  the  buildin 
are  exposed.  The  inter-space  between  the  cots  in  the  inner  side  of  th 
hospital  is  not  sufficient  enough  even  for  the  medical  officer  to  go  f 
and  fro.  There  is  not  sufficient  compound  for  the  hospital  and  th 
vernacular  school  and  the  English  school  are  in  close  proximity  jm 
adjacent  to  the  District  hospital.  There  is  not  even  a  ceiling  for  th 
operation  room  where  very  serious  kinds  of  operations  are  being  coi 
ducted  and  any  kind  of  poison  might  get  in  very  easily.  That  is  th 
state  of  things  we  find  in  some  of  the  rural  parts.  There  is  only  or, 
midwife  for  the  hospital  whereas  oven  lesser  hospitals  are  given  nurses. 
Sir,  I  say  that  Shertala,  consisting  as  it  does  two  lakhs  of  people,  their 
vital  needs  of  medical  relief  ought  to  be  seriously  attended  to  and  not 
to  be.  played  with.  Sir,  may  I  ask  m  ail  humility  what  is  the  reason 
of  our  making  repeated  representation  from  this  side  of  the  House  if  it 
is  not  entitled  to  the  serious  consideration  of  Government  ?  After  all, 
it  is  like  what  we  find  in  Macbeth,  the  non-official  representation 
might  be  full  of  sound  and  fu  V’  signifying  nothing.  Is  that  the  view 
of  the  Government?  Sir,  o  are  entitled  to  greater  respect.  Evens* 
the  risk  of  less  efficiency  even  at  the  risk  of  bringing  down  the  axe  and 
cutting  down  these  high  salaried  officers  or  oven  at  the  risk  of  disloca¬ 
ting  the  work  of  some  other  departments,  tire  health  of  the  nation  must 
be  looked  into  more  seriously.  Of  couroe,  Sir,  it  is  the  unanimous 
wish  of  the  members  on  this  side  of  the  House  that  something  im¬ 
mediate,  urgent  and  practical  should  be  done  in  this  matter.

'  Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  {Trivandrum— Rural) ;  I  wish  to  say 
word  in  connection  with  the  arrangements  for  control  now  made  1) 
Government.  It  raises  some  very  interesting  and  important  question1 
I  find  in  the  budget  that  provision  is  made  for  a  Deputy  Durbs 
Physician  on  Rs.  750  and  another  on  Rs.  500  with  this  note  *'tha 
the  posts  are  only  temporary  and  provision  is  made  for  the  pay  of  th 
present  incumbents.”  I  take  it  for  granted  that  these  posts  ai 
temporary  in  the  same  way  as  some  years  ago  two  High  Court  Judgt 
were  temporary.  Now,  Sir,  what  is  the  justification  for  this  kind  < 
arrangement.  Here  is  a  department  which  employs  a  large  numbe 
of  highly  qualified  medical  men.  Is  it  seriously  urged  by  the  Goverr 
ment  that  in  this  large  Department  which  has  been  in  existence  fc 
very  many  years  there  is  not  a  single  officer  who  can  be  entrusted  wit 
the  task  of  controlling  this  Department  ?  If  the  answer  from  the  Got 
ernment  is,  “Yes,  there  is  no  officer  who  can  be  entrusted  with  th 
work”,  then  I  should  say  that  it  is  the  strongest  condemnation  of  th 
■department  imaginable.  If  the  answer  is  that  there  are  officers  in  tb 
Department,  fit  to  administer  it,  then  I  ask  the  question  what  justif 
cation  there  is  for  Government  keeping  things  undecided  in  this  fashioi 
Why  not  choose  the  most  senior  or  the  most  efficient  officer  and  pi 
him  or  her  in  charge  of  the  Department  ?  I  know  a  lady  is  concerne 
in  this  matter.  If  according  to  the  policy  of  the  Government'  them  . 
no  objection  in  putting  a  lady  in  charge  of  this  Department,  I  ask  wh 
not  put  her  in  charge  of  it.  If  it  is  the  policy  of  Government  that 
lady  should  not  be  put  in  charge  of  the  Department,  then  I  ask  why  m 
put  the  seniormost  male  officer  in  charge  of  it  ;  and  if  the  seniormoi 
.  man  and  the. lady  are  unfit,  why  not  choose  the  officer  who  comesnerf 
in  point  of  seniority.  These  questions  I  put  to  Government  in  all 
earnestness  and  I  expect  the  Government  benches  to  give  me  a  satis¬ 
factory  answer  worthy  of  a  Government. 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II)-  Does  the 
member  know  that  nut  of  the  four  senior  surgeons  in  the  medical 
department  three  are  females  and  only  one  male  ? 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Rural)  :  Yes. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II) :  Does  not  the 
member  think  that  if  selection  is  made  of  the  next  senior  officer  in  the 
Department  it  will  go  to  a  lady  ? 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum — Rural):  I -think  I  made -my 
position  clear.  If  it  is  consistent  with  the  policy  of  the  Government 
to  appoint  a  lady  as  the  head,  of  this  Department — that  matter  arises 
as  part  of  a  large  question  and  I  am  not  going  into  it  for  the  present  - 
I  say,  choose  the  seniormost  and  the  best.  If  there  is  objection  to  the 
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one,  then  go  to  the  next.  I  ask  what  is  the  objection  in  doing  that. 
Is  it  that  the  80  and  odd  institutions  cannot  be  controlled  by  any 
officer  in  this  State  ?  I  am  far  from  believing  that.  Then  I  should 
have  a  very  bad  impression  of  the  Medical  Department  and  I  should 
condemn  the  Government  for  maintaining  these  officers.  Now  it  is 
stated  that  these  posts  are  temporary.  When  are  the  Government 
going  to  make  permanent  arrangements,  Sir  ?  The  Medical  Board  was 
abolished  on  the  recommendation  of  this  House  and  at  the  instance  of 
the  Retrenchment  Committee.  Then  I  and  my  friends  on  this  side  of 
the  House  took  it  that  Government  were  earnest,  and  that  they  were 
going  to  have  one  full-time  officer.  Government  told  us  that  the  Medical 
Board  was  not  working  satisfactorily.  There  was  that  admission  from 
the  Official  Benches.  When  we  thought  that  Government  were  going 
to  appoint  an  officer  from  the  Department  in  charge  of  it,  they  imported 
an  officer  from  outside ;  and  a  very  curious  arrangement  was  made. 
That  officer  was  put  in  charge  of  the  General  Hospital  at  Trivandrum 
and  also  in  charge  of  the  Department.  Things  could  not  go  on 
properly.  He  could  not  find  enough  time  to  attend  to  the  duties 
attaching  to  both  these  offices.  If  Government  cannot  find  a  com¬ 
petent  man  from  the  department  to  be  placed  in  charge  of  the  General 
Hospital,  one  may  be  brought  from  outside  and  put  in  charge  of 
that  institution.  That  competent  man  may  also  be  paid  decently. 
It  is  really  a  disgrace  that  the  Travancore  hospitals  are  not 
half  so]  popular  as  some  of  the  Mission-run  institutions  in  the 
State.  I  do  not  know  whether  it  is  due  to  the  lack  of  efficiency 
on  the  part  of  the  officers  concerned.  If  Government  do  not  find 
competent  men  from  the  department  to  be  put  in  charge  of  the 
General  Hospital,  why  not  import  somebody  from  outside?  But  so  far  as 
the  running  of  the  department  is  concerned,  can  we  not  find  a  com¬ 
petent  man  from  the  department  ?  Why  these  halphazard  ways  of 
doing  things.  Why  not  appoint  a  man  from  the  department,  if  it 
is  possible  ?  And  I  think  it  is  possible.  We  have  seen  ever  so 
many  officers  being  imported  from  outside.-  I  do  not  find  much 
advantage  in  that  except  that  we  should  spend  thousands  where 
onr  own  officers  would  be  satisfied  with  hundreds.  If  we  put  any  one 
of  our  men  in  charge  of  the  department,  it  would  cost  only  below 
Rs.  1,000.  But  if  we  import  from  outside,  that  may  cost  Ss.  3,000  or 
even  more.  These  aspects  of  the  matter,  I  hope,  will  be  dealt  with 
here  by  the  official  side.  There  should  be  no  tinkering  with  matters 
like  this. 

Then  I  come  to  the  Deputy  Durbar  Physicians.  What  are  the 
functions  of  these  two  officers  ?  Till  the  creation  of  the  Administrative 
Board,  we  were  having  only  one  Durbar  Physician.  He  was  running 
the  department  in  former  days  and  the  number  of  institutions  has 
not  considerably  increased  since.  Why  then  these  two  Deputy  Durbar  ^ 
Physicians  ?  I  raise  my  emphatic  protest  against  these  unnecessary ' 
appointments. 

Then  one  word  about  the  officer  now  in  charge  of  the  inspection  work. 
Sir,  it  is  highly  objectionable  that  the  person-  in  charge  of  this  work 
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should  be  connected  with  private  agencies.  I  know  there  is  a  complaint 
against  that.  I  am  told  that  he  once  made  a  recommendation  to 
Government  that  a  Government  institution  should  be  stopped  beratna 
one  of  the  institutions  which  his  Mission  was  conducting  existed  some- 
where  in  the  neighbourhood.  It  is  really  a  pity  that  Government 
should  have  gone  in  for  the  aid  of  these  private  Mission  agencies  for 
getting  officers  for  their  services. 

Then  a  word  about  the  medical  aid  in  my  constituency.  I  should 
bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Government 'that  I  represent  the  Trivandrum 
General  Rural  constituency  in  which  there  is  absolutely  no  Government 
institution  for  medical  aid.  There  are  some  institutions  like  the 
Lunatic  Asylum,  ithe  Leper  Asylum  and  the  Incurables  Asylum 
which  we  do  not  want  in  our  constituency.  There  is  no  other  Govern¬ 
ment  Jmedical  institution  in  my  constituency.  That  is  a  deplorable 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod):  Sir,  I  support 
Mr.  Alexander’s  motion  with  very  great  pleasure.  Sir,  it  has  been  the 
declared  policy  of  the  Government  to  extend  the  system  of  free  medical 
relief  as  far  as  possible.  From  the  Administration  Report,  I  find  the 
following  statement  at  page  175  •• 

“  The  long  established  policy  of  the  Government  has  been  to  see  that  props 
medicai  aid  is  placed  within  the  reach  of  all  classes  of  people  in  the  State.  Ac. 
ooidingly  free  medical  aid  and  a  free  supply  of  medicines  are  made  available 
for  the  public  in  all  Medical  institutions  maintained  by  Government." 

How  far  this  policy  has  been  kept  in  view  by  the  department  has 
to  be  looked  into.  For  want  of  a  definite  and  systematic. policy  in  the 
matter  of  locating  hospitals  and  dispensaries,  we  find  that  certain  por¬ 
tions  of  the  State  are  very  very  backward  in  the  matter  of  medical 
relief.  To  take  one  instance,  a  very  large  area  in  the  whole  of  South 
Travancore,  practically  the  whole  area  covered  by  the  taluk  of  Vilavan¬ 
kod,  even  at  this  advanced  stage  in  the  history  of  civilization,  is  still 
without  a  District  Hospital.  The  deplorable  effect  of  this  was  seen  a 
few  years  ago  when  cholera  broke  out  in  an  epidemic  form  in  the  State. 
It  is  in  the  knowledge  of  every  one  that  the  largest  number  of  deaths 
from  cholera  was  in  Vilavankod.  During  those  horrible  times,  we 
had  no  hospitals  and  no  doctors  to  approach.  Many  people  especially 
the  poor  had  to  die  in  their  own  huts. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II )  :  Is  the  member 
sorry  that  they  were  not  able  to  die  in  hospitals  ? 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavankod )  :  I  have  a  much 
better  belief  in  the  efficacy  of  hospitals  than  my  learned  friend.  I  trust 
that  they  will  not  die  when  they  go  to  hospitals.  Many  years  ago  the 
-people  of  the  taluk  memorialised  the  Government.  I  think  that  was 
during  the  time  of  Mr.  (now  Sir)  M.  Krishnan  Nair.  We»  approached 
him  and  complained  that  we  should  have  a  District  Hospital.  Soon 
after  we  were  given  a  Veterinary  Hospital.  {Laughter),  I  do  not 
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know  whether  that  ia  the  only  thing  that  the  people  of  Vilavankod 
deserved. 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENQN  ( Shertala  I) :  May  I  know 
whether  the  Veterinary  Hospital  was  a  long-felt  need  ? 

MR.  PACQDE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Vilavankod)-.  People  were 
better  without  a  Veterinary  Hospital,  but  a  District  Hospital  is  a  vital 
necessity  for  us.  We  repeated  our  prayer  again,  It  appears  that  when 
the  matter  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  what  they  then 
did  was  to  increase  the  grant  to  the  Mission  Hospital  at  Martandam. 
At  present  the  only  medical  relief  enjoyed  by  the  people  of  Vilavankod 
is  the  Government  Dispensary  at  Arumanai.  This  institution  was 
started  as  a  seasonal  malarial  dispensary  that  will  work  only  for  a  few 
months  of  the  year.  Now  that  has  become  a  permanent  one.  And 
then  there  is  the  Mission  Hospital  at  Martandam.  This  is  a  very- 
small  institution  which  is  manned  by  a  Medical  man,  who  in  terms  of 
the  official  heirarchy  of  Medical  Officers  is  no  better  than  a  Sub-Assis¬ 
tant  Surgeon.  There  is  no  provision  for  delivery  cases,  and  the  provision 
for  in-patient  beds  is  very  limited  and  poor  people  can  get  no  help 
whatsoever.  We  all  know  that  in  Mission  Medical  Institutions  they  charge 
a  fee  and  if  poor  people  are  not  able  to  pay  for  the  medicine  they  can¬ 
not  get  any  help  from  there,  Decently  I  understand  a  dispensary  has 
been  sanctioned  by  Government  to  be  located  somewhere  near  Puthu- 
badai  or  Tengapattanam  ;  but  for  want  of  a  suitable  building,  the  insti¬ 
tution  has  not  begun  to  work.  This  is  .the  state  of  affairs  so  far  as 
medical  relief  in  the  Vilavankod  taluk  is  concerned.  Many  of  my 
friends  on  this  side  of  the  House  have  been  pressing  on  the  attention  of 
the  Government  the  vital  necessity  for  medical  relief  in  several  places. 
I  emphatically  draw  the  attention  of  the  present  Head  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  as  well  as  the  Head  of  the  Administration  the  vital  necessity  for 
giving  a  District  Hospital  for  the  Vilavankod  taluk.  In  this  connection 
I  would  also  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  the  fact  that  certain 
places  are  over-pampered.  In  the  neighbouring  taluk  of  Neyyattinkara, 
they  enjoy  enough  of  medical  relief,  nay  more.  There  are  two  first 
class  District  Hospitals,  one  at  Neyyattinkara  and  the  other  at  Para- 
sala. 

Mr.  N.  X.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  [Neyyattinkara  I):  May  I  know 
whether  the  member  knows  the  comparative  population  of  Neyyat¬ 
tinkara  and  Vilavankod  taluks  ? 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Vilavankod) :  I  would  refer  the 
member  to  the  learned  Census  Commissioner  for  getting  the  exact 
number. 

MR,  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinkara  I) :  May  I  inform  the 
member  that  it  is  treble  ? 


Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavankod )  :  It  is  not  treble. 


MR.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinkara  I):  Is  it  double? 

Mr.  PACODE  A.’  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavankod) :  No,  it  will  be 
about  1|  times. 
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Mr.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinhara  I)  .-  It  is. double. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavankod)  :  It  was  suggested 
that  the  District  Hospital  at  Parasala  which  is  an  unimportant  place 
could  be  shifted  to  a  place  anywhere  within  the  Vilavankod  taint' 
That  was  not  done.  I  would  also  suggest  that  there  is  a  very  ideal  site 
for  locating  a  hospital  near  Yilavankod.  There  is  a  hill' known  as 
Kazhukinthitta  which  is  an  ideal  site  for  a  hospital.  We  get  sea 
breeze  and  the  property  belongs  to  Government.  So  there  will  be  no 
necessity  for  land  acquisition.  A  hospital  could  be  conveniently  located 
there.  I  urge  again  the  necessity  for  providing  Vilavankod  taluk  with 
adequate  medical  relief.  Of  course  in  the  midst  of  the  demands  from 
various  sides  for  hospitals  and  dispensaries  in  various  taluks,  I  hope  my 
prayer  on  behalf  of  the  Vilavankod  taluk  will  ‘not  be  lost  sight  of  by 
the  Head  of  the  Administration. 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Todupuzha  cum  Devicolwi) :  Sir,  I 
support  Mr.  Alexander’s  motion,  and  I  do  fully  endorse  the  view  of  my 
learned  predecessors.  My  chief  complaint  against  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment  is  that  we  the  Northerners,  that  is  the  people  north  of  Kottayam, 
do  not  get  any  benefit  out  of  this  department  except  what  we  got  years 
and  years  ago  when  the  Medical  Department  came  into  existence.  Of 
course,  some  of  my  friends  have  been  speaking  about  local  needs.  I 
have  also  to  press  on  the  attention  of  the  Government  about  the  needs 
of  my  taluk,  namely,  Todupuzha.  In  the  extensive  area  of  Todupuzha, 
there  is  only  one  dispensary  with  a  Sub-Assistant  Surgeon,  a  recently 
appointed,  midwife  and  a  compounder.  That  building  was  newly  put 
up.  It  gave  us  some  satisfaction.  Long  ago,  when  Sir  P.  Bajagopala- 
chari  was  the  Dewan  of  Travancore,  he  visited  the  dispensary  and  made 
a  remark  that  Todupuzha  is  an  out  of  the  way  place  and  therefore  this 
dispensary  ought  to  be  made  into  a  puoca  hospital.  That  is  his  remark 
in  the  visitor’s  diary.  Ever  since  then  representations  have  been  made 
in  the  Popular  Assembly  to  raise  it  into  a  District  Hospital  and  to  pat 
up  two  dispensaries  7  or  8  miles  away  from  it.  In  1104,  the  then 
Inspecting  Medical  Officer  inspected  the  places  where  dispensaries  were 
to  be  newly  opened.  People  were  willing  to  band  over  the  buildings  if 
the  dispensaries  were  opened.  Government  were  of  opinion  thst  only 
bi-weekly  dispensaries  could  be  opened.  We  were  satisfied  even  with 
that.  Then  the  suggestion  came  from  Government  that  a  dilapidated 
building  which  was  acquired  from  the  Forest  Department  may  be  im¬ 
proved  and  the  hospital  located  there.  The  condition  put  up  on  the 
public  was  that,  if  that  building  is  improved  by  the  people,  then  theKs- 
ensary  will  be  raised  into  Hospital.  But  when  we  demanded  a  written 
contract  to  the  effect  that,  if  the  public  of  Todupuzha  improved  the 
building,  then  the  department  will  raise  the  dispensary  into  a  hospital 
the  department  was  not  willing  to  give.  it.  That  is  to  say  the  depart¬ 
ment  wanted  us  to  improve  the  building  and  then  to  beg^  of  them  to 
raise  the  dispensary.  So  nothing  has  been  done  as  yet.  Another  com¬ 
plaint  is  that  we  do  not  get  medicines  in  time  •  in  the  dispensaries  I 
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think  the  Durbar  Physician  will  concede  that  for  1108  no  medicine  has 
been  sent  to  that  hospital  till  now.  I  am  open  to  correction.  Further, 
important  medicines  are  not  sent.  When  a  serious  case  is  taken  to  the 
hospital,  the  Medical  Officers  at  times  prescribe  some  medicine  which 
we  have  to  purchase  elsewhere.  The  nearest  place  for  us  is  Ernakuiam. 

MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  {Trivandrum-Urban) :  What  is  the  distance 
between  Todupuzha  and  Ernakuiam  ? 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Todupuzha  cum  Devico’am) :  36  miles. 
There  were  a  few  cases  in  which  the  patients  had  to  be  sent  to  Erna¬ 
kuiam.  Patients  in  such  cases  as  shooting  and  stabbing  were  sent  to 
Ernakuiam  and  as  soon  as  the  patients  reached  that  place  they  breathed 
their  last.  Neither  at  Muvattupuzha  nor  at  Todupuzha  nor  at  Perum- 
pavoor,  isthere  sufficient  equipment.  So  ail  complicated  eases  have  to 
go  to  Ernakuiam.  Imagine  the  picture  of  a  Travancore  patient  going 
to  Cochin.  What  will  be  the  opinion  of  a  person  at  Cochin  when  a 
Travancorean  is  taken  there  ?  That  is  a  fact  which  I  want  to  bring  to 
the  notice  of  the  Government. 

Another  thing  is  that  our  requirements  in  general  are  never  attend¬ 
ed  to.  I  have  been  pressing  about  the  necessity  for  opening  bi-weekiy 
dispensaries.  I  myself  had  promised  that  we  would  rent  a  building  and 
pay  the  rent  ourselves  if  Government  will  open  dispensaries.  In  spite 
of  these  things,  nothing  has  been  done. 

We  made  a  request  to  the  Government  to  convert  the  dispensary 
into  a  District  Hospital,  by  sending  a  competent  Assistant  Surgeon  also 
for  Todupuzha.  For  the  time  being  an  Assistant  Surgeon  was  sent. 
But  after  a  year  or  two  he  was  transferred.  So  my  submission  is  that 
local  needs  must  be  attended  to.  In  the  sessions  of  the  Popular  Assembly 
we  could  discuss  our  local  needs.  But  here  some  of  my  friends  were 
telling  me  that  this  is  not  the  place  for  discussing  local  needs.  They 
say  that  here  we  should  discuss  only  general  policy.  So  unless  local 
needs  are  attended  to  by  Government,  we  find  it  difficult  to  meet  our 
needs.  There  is  a  big  allotment  for  the  Trivandrum  General  Hospital. 
Money  is  spent  for  Trivandrum,  Quilon  or  places  south  of  Quilon. 
Money  is  lavishly  spent  on  big  cities  or  towns  and  not  in  places  where 
medical  aid  is  necessary.  One  of  my  friends  was  referring  to  tropical 
diseases.  I  think  the  learned  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  has  received 
a  report  that  malaria  and  typhoid  are  raging  at  Todupuzha  and  addi¬ 
tional  medical  aid  is  necessary.  With  these  words,  I  support  the 
motion. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (rovala):  I  beg  to  offer  a  few  remarks 
in  this  motion.  As  I  listened  to  the  trend  of  discussion,  I  felt  I  must 
.also,  speak  a  few  words.  It  reminds  me  of  the  old  story  on  a  break¬ 
fast  table.  There  were  seated  the  father,  the  mother,  the  son  and  the 
father’s  mother.  The  little  impudent  son  was  closely  watching  his 
parents  when  they  were  participating  in  the  food  that  was  served. 
Suddenly  he  said  to  his  father,  ‘  daddy,  daddy  ’  I  wish  to  marry  your 
mother.’  The  father  was  taken  by  surprise  to  see  his  son  put  such  a 
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very  impudent  question  and  asked  him  why  he  wanted  to  marry  his 
mother.  He  answered,  if  you  can  marry  my  mother  why  not  I  yours. 
In  that  way,  if  members  coming  from  different  parts  of  this  State 
speak  about  their  local  medical  needs  severally,  permit  me  also,  Sir, 
to  speak  a  few  words  on  this  motion. 

With  this  preface,  I  would  urge  on  the  attention  of  Government 
the  desirability  which  can  ill  afford  to  wait  any  longer  for  opening 
rural  dispensaries.  I  would  rather  suggest,  the  Government  will  con¬ 
sider  seriously  the  question  of  framing  a  scheme  for  opening  up  a  net¬ 
work  of  rural  dispensaries  in  all  areas  wherever  found  necessary.  Well; 
Sir,  I  may  remind  this  House  that  some  6  years  back  during 
the  administration  of  the  late  Mr.  Watts,  the  then  Government  was  so 
much,  if  I  might  say  so.  obsessed  with  the  idea  of  starting  rural  dis¬ 
pensaries  throughout  the  whole  State.  Because,  the  Government  was 
so  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  starting  medical  relief  in  almost  all 
nooks  and  corners  of  the  State.  I  believe  one  of  the  reasons  that  so 
persuaded  the  Government  was  that  there  was  an  out-break  of  cholera 
and  for  two  or  three  months  subsequent  to  that,  the  attack  was  sweep¬ 
ing  and  took  too  heavy  a  toll.  Government  was  giving  all  help  it  could 
to  minimise  suffering.  So  much  so,  Government  was  struck  with  the 
idea  of  starting  rural  dispensaries  which  alone  could  combat  such 
situations,  and  accordingly  a  good  provision  was  made  in  the  budget. 
It  was  in  the  year  111M  and  the  present  acting  Durbar  .Physician  was 
more  than  primarily  responsible  for  encouraging  that  idea  that  was 
started  in  the  mind  of  the  Government.  As  a  result,  in  my  taluk  one 
dispensary  was  permitted  to  be  opened.  Of  course  provision  also  was 
made.  I  had  the  privilege  of  inspecting  the  place  with  the  acting 
Durbar  Physician  Dr.  Raman  Tam  pi  whether  it  was  fit  for  a  dispen¬ 
sary  or  not.  Then  the  scheme  of  it  was  that  the  people  of  the  locality 
should  provide  not  only  furniture  but  also  a  decent  and  suitable  build¬ 
ing.  When  these  two  provisions  were  satisfied  by  the  people  of  the 
locality,  the  Government  thought  of  running  a  hospital  in  that  place. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (VilavanJcod) :  Will  my  friend 
say  how  many  district  hospitals  and  dispensaries  are  there  in  bis 
constituency  ?  . 

MB.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ):  Only  one— not  that  I  grudge 
other  constituencies  getting  more.  But  if  I  have  power  to  do  it, 
certainly  I  will  prefer  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai’a  constituency  getting 

33:10  e|ilR-  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilamnlcod)  :  Sir,  my  friend 
has  not  answered  my  question. 

HR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  What  I  have  to  say  is  that 
there  is  necessity  for  opening  rural  dispensaries  everywhere  in  the 
State.  I  do  not  mind  whether  it  is  in  Mr.  A.  Narayana  Pillai’s  place 
or  Mr.  Pattam  Thanu  Pillai’s  place-  I  am  not  at  all  interested  in  any 
one  particular  place.  I  will  even  sacrifice  my  own  interests  in  favour 
of  others’ interests. 
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Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavankod ):  May  I  know 
Whether  the  dispensary  which  he  proposes  is  for  his  constituency  or 
for  his  taluk  or  for  whom  it  is  intended  ? 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ) :  In  only  rural  parts  where¬ 
ver  medical  relief  has  not  yet  reaohed,  whether  it  is  in  North’ iParur, 
or  Todupuzha  or  Nedumangad  - or  Vilavankod.  If  the  members  were 
inclined  to  be  jealous  for  their  own  interests  in  their  place,.  I  will  even 
sacrifice  my  interest  and  advocate  for  having  more  in  my  friend  Mr.  A, 
Narayana  Pillai’s  locality.  I  care  more  for  others'  interests  than  for 
mine.  I  am  only  impressing  on  the  attention  of  the  Government  the 
imperative  necessity  for  starting  a  network  of  rural  dispensaries  every, 
where.  I  hope  at  least  by  the  time  we  meet  next  year  for  budget 
session,  my  hopes  will  be  fulfilled.  I  am  sure  then  there  will  not  be 
any  clamour  from  any  part  of  the  House  here  for  medical  relief. 

One  point  more.  I  was  closely  listening  to  the  sentiments  given 
expression  to,  with  regard  to  the  appointment  of  an  officer,  i.e,  the  De¬ 
puty  Darbar  Physician  who  has  got  to  attend  to  two  different  functions. 
One  is  as  the  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  of  the  State  and  the  other  is  as 
medical  officer  in  charge  of  the  big  hospital  run  by  the  Salvation  Army 
institution.  Most  of  the  members  may  not  understand  and  appreciate 
the  effect  of  this,  I  should  call  it  the  pernicious  effect,  on  the  minds 
of  the  people.  We  might  imagine  a  case  where  an  officer  concerned 
in  a  medical  activity  being  so  preferred  and  highly  placed  is  held  in 
high  esteem  and  regard — that  officer  so  regarded  not  only  in  the  place 
where  he  comes  from  but  in  influential  quarters  as  well— as  a 
matter  of  fact  he  gets  a  world  repute.  Taking  this  concrete  instance, 
this  officer  who  has  two-fold  functions  to  do,  one  who  has  to  command 
more  than  all  the  confidence,  respect  and  regard  of  the  Government  that 
appoint  him  as  the  present  acting  Deputy  Darbar  Physician  ;  and  the 
other  loyalty  to  a  section  called  the  Salvation  Army.  To  my  ex¬ 
perience.  and  knowledge,  which  I  challenge  any  member  to  gainsay, 
the  general  effect  of  this  is  that-in  certain  cases  which  affected  the 
private  affairs  between  individuals  and  individuals,  this  officer’s  name 
had  been  traded  upon  by  persons  who  happen  to  come  from  Salvation 
Army  places  and  taken  advantage  of —a .fact  that  was  noticed  by  me  to 
influence  the  Government  Officers  for  their  end.  As  far  as  that  in¬ 
dividual  purpose  is  concerned,  what  I  have  to  state  is  this-  In  a  parti¬ 
cular  place  where  a  Salvation  Army  man  and  another  non- Salvation 
Army  man  had  to  contend  agaist  each  other  with  regard.,  to  a  property 
dispute,  the  Police  people  had  to  interfere,  of  course  in  favour^of 
the  former  to  avqid  displeasure  of  their  officer— 

PRESIDENT  :  You  are  not  in  order. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  { Tovala ) :  Well,  Sir,  I  am  only  bringing te 
the  notice  of  the  House  the  pernicious  effect  of  one  from  a,  missionary 
institution  being  made  to  do  the  functions  of  an  official.  That  is 
not  at  all  desirable.  My  friend  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  also  impressed  on  tb@ 
House  so  much  about  that  officer’s  dual  functions, 
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■  Then  with  regard  to  the  supply  of  medicine,  I  heartily  endorse  the 
sentiment®  so  ably  expressed  by  the  previous  speakers.  . 

•  -MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kunnatkir  oum 
■ Pattanapwaui )  :  I  move  that  the  question  bo  now  put. 

Ms.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  Sir,  in  the 
course  of  this  debate,  points  of  local  interest  were  raised.  I  am  nqt  in 
a  position  to  give  a  reply  in  regard  to  these  local  needs.  I  shall  deal 
with  these  matters  which  are  in  the  nature  of  a  general  criticism. 
The  other  matters  will  be  referred  to  by  the  acting  Darbar  Physician, 

One  goncral  criticism  that  was  levelled  against  the  department 
Was  regarding  the  present  administrative  arrangements,  Some  time 
ago  there  v«is  a  Board  to  administer  the  department.  When- it  was 
abolished,  Government  appointed  a  Darbar  Physician.  The  arrange 
ment  then  come  into  was  to  put  the  Darbar  Physician  in  charge  of 
the  General  Hospital  also  so  as  to  infuse  life  into  that  institution  which 
the  Government  considered  was  being  somewhat  neglected.  When, the 
Darbar  Physician  was  appointed  in  charge  of  the  General  Hospital  also, 
it  was  found  necessary  that  assistants  should  be  given  to  him  to  corn 
duct  the  general  administration  of  the  department.  Accordingly  it  was 
decided  to  give  him  two  assistants.  One  was  to  help  him  in  inspection 
work.  The  Darbar  Physician  being  in  charge' of  the. General  Hospital 
could  not  devote  any  considerable  time  to  go  round  the  country  andean^ 
duct  annual  inspection  of  the  medical  institutions  in  the  State.  So  it 
was  arranged  to  have  an  inspecting  officer  to  help  the  D.  P.  in  the  in¬ 
spection  work.  Another  assistant  was  appointed  to  assist  the  Barbar 
Physician  in  his  office  work. 

.  MR.  A.  S,  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  ;  May  I  know,  before 
the  institution  of  the  Medical  Board,  was  the  Darbar  Physician' in 
charge  of  the  General  Hospital  also  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  No. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara):  May  I  know,  why  the 
General  Hospital  was  in  a  neglected  condition  when  the  Darbar 
Physician  was  not  in  charge  of  the  same  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Medical  science 
and  surgical 'science  are  advancing  by  leaps  and  bounds  all  over  the 
world.  So  it  was  that  the  Government  thought  there  should  be  an 
officer  there  who  is  an  expert  in  his  profession.  • 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  May  I  know  whether 
the  offlcer  in  charge  of  the  General  Hospital  was  not  Well  advanced  ih 
his  profession  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  -.  But  mot  as 
up-to-date  as  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  premier  hospital  of  the  State 
should  be.  .  -  - 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara):.  Could  not  Government 
put  any  person  who  is  '  well  ’  advanced,  according  to  GoTerntoetit  to 
charge  of  the  hospital  ?  “ 
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,:  Mr.  K.  GE0R6E  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  That  .'is  just 
what  Government  did  by  appointing  a  competent  officer,  putting  him 
in  charge  of  the  hospital  and  giving  him  also  the  general  administra¬ 
tive  control  of  the'  Department. 

MR.  A.  3.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Why  was  that  given 
to-  him  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  It  was  found 
that  such  an  arrangement  was  workable. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Was  it  the  idea 
of  Government  that  both  general  hospital  management  and  adminis¬ 
tration  would  not  suffer  if  a  person  is  put  in  charge  of  both? 

•  MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  That  is  why 
assistants  were  given.  With  their  assistance  it  is  quite  possible  to 
administer  the  department  with  efficiency. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  ;  Was  it  found,  that, 
before  the  institution  of  the  Board,  the  Darbar  Physician  having 
charge  of  the  general  administration  was  not  doing  his  duties  properly? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government );  Government 
wanted  to  raise  the  tone  of  the  General  Hospital  and  improve  its 
efficiency.  There  have  been  complaints  that  this  hospital  is  not  as 
upr-to-date  as  it  should  be.  I  think  the  Legislative  Council  itself  had 
given  expression  to  that. 

MR.  A.  Si  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Is  not  the  present, 
acting  Darbar  Physician  efficiently  discharging  the  duties  entrusted 
to  the  post  ? 

MR,  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  Yes. 

'  So,  Government  appointed  a  person  who  can  be  in  general  control 
of' the- department  and-at  the  same  time  infuse  life  into  the- department 
itself.  - 

c  MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  P1LLAI  (Ambalapuefia  I):  Then  why  not 
appoint  a  proper  surgeon  to  he  in  charge  of  the  General  Hospital  leav¬ 
ing  the  Darbar  Physician  to  himself.; 

-  MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  The  person 
appointed  was  a  very  competent  officer  who  was  specially  got  down 
from  England;  As  for  the  administration  of  department— 

Mr.  3.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shenaotta )  :  Was  it  that  the 
Government  wanted  to  try  a  new  experiment  in  that  way  ?. 

Mr,  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  It  might  be 
said  it.  was.  a- sari  of  experiment.  _ 

c '  Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrwn-Bural)  :  May  I  know  from  the' 
member,  is  inspection  of  institutions  the  main  function  of  the  Darbar 
physician?  ‘  ' 

•"  Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  That  is  one 
qf, the  chief  items  of. work  he  has  to  attend  to.,  There  is  a  great  deal 
bf  work,  in  the  offide;  I  w.as  going  to  explain  that  the  second  deputy 
ill  to  help  him  in  hie  office  work;  - 
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MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  That  person  ;g 
not  whole-time  Deputy  Durbar  Physician  'but  is  also  in  charge  of  a 
hospital, 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  May  I  know  the  name  of  that 
Deputy  Durbar  Physician? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government )  :  The  member 
knows  it  as  much  as  I. 

MR.  S.  J,  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  Will  the  member  be  pleased  to  tell 
me  the  name  of  that  Deputy  Durbar  Physician  who  is  not  a  whole-time 
officer  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  ( Secretary  to  Government )  :  I  did  not  refer 
to  anybody  who  is  not  a  whole-time  officer.  I  was  speaking  of  a  De¬ 
puty  Durbar  Physician  who  is  not  whole-time  Deputy  Durbar.  Phy¬ 
sician  but  who  was  also  in  charge  of  a  hospital,  that  is  Dr.  Mrs.  Luk. 
kose.  The  two  Deputy  Durbar  Physicians  were,  therefore,  appointed, 
one  to  assist  the  Durbar  Physician  in  inspection  work  and  the  other  to 
assist  the  Durbar  Physician  in  his  office  work.  So,  the  work  of  the 
Durbar  Physician  will  be  to  have  general  administrative  control  over 
the  Department  and  to  have  direct  charge  of  the  General  Hospital. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Sural )  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  Government  are  still  of  .  the  opinion  that  such  an  arrangement 
should  be  continued,  or  that  the  General  Hospital  should  be  put  in  the 
charge  of  a  separate  doctor  and  a  full-time  Durbar  Physician  appointed? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  That  matter 
has  not  been  finally  decided. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Iialhulam  I ) :  May  I  know  whether  the 
Inspecting  Medical  Officer  is  a  full-time  officer  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  No,  he  is  not- 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Ralkutam  I)'-.  Is  .  it  because  a  full-time 
officer  could  not  be  found  out  ?

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  I  have  no  in¬ 
formation  as  to  when  he  got  that  qualification. 

One  other  criticism  that  was  made  was  that  the  proposal  to  place 
the  Public  Health  Department  also  under  the  control  of  the  Durbar 
Physician  was  objectionable.  There  appears  to.be  some  misunder¬ 
standing  on  the  point.  There  is  no  proposal  to  amalgamate  the  Public 
.Health  and  the  Medical  Departments.  The  Durbar  Physician  is  to  be 
given  only  a  nominal  control  over  the  Public  Health  Department. 
Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai  said  that  that  arrangement  was  obsolete. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  now,  opinion  seems  to  veer  round  the  other  way 
again.

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  .  Not  exactly:  a 
combination,  but  a  correlation,  so  that  the  two  Departments  will  worfc 
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hand  in  hand.  It  will  be  of  great  help  to  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  if  the  officers  of  the  Medical  Department  cooperate  with  them.

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MR.  M.  N.  NAIR  (Kottayam  I):  Will  an  officer  who  has  no  quali- 
fication  in  a  special  department  be  interested  in  the  working  of  that 
department? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)-.  In  fact  the 
interest  of  the  Medical  Department  will  also  be  advanced  by  co-operat¬ 
ing  with  the  Public  Health  Department  because  both  departments 
seek  to  alleviate  human  misery  and  disease. 

Mr.  M.  N.  NAIR  ( Kottayam  I) :  Is  it  necessary  for  an  officer  to  co¬ 
operate  with  a  sister  department  to  have  at  least  nominal  control  over 
that  department  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Yes,  it  would 
be  very  desirable  because  there  should  not  be  any  overlapping  of 
functions. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Iialltulam  T)  :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  as  a  result  of  this  correlation  Government  would  be  able  to 
save  anything  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  It  is  not  on 
the  question  of  saving  that  this  arrangement  was  decided  upon.  It  is 
for  a  proper  functioning  of  both  departments. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  I)  :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  any  saving  could  be  effected  thereby  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  t Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  At  present' 
it  is  proposed  to  appoint  only  a  Deputy  Director  of  Public  Health  with 
an  honorarium. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  1) :  Under  the,  pro¬ 
posed  arrangement,  with  whom  will  the  power  of  appointments  rest? 

MB.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  ;  All  these  details 
have  not  been  worked  out.  When  the  final  arrangements  are  made, 
the  details  also  will  be  settled. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South): 
Has  the  system  been  taken  up  in  any  place  other  than  the  Central 
Provinces  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  It  is  taken  up 
there.  It  is  the  opinion  of  a  special  body  in  Bombay  that  it  is  desirable 
to  adopt  such  a  system  in  Bombay  also. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  These  are  the 
only  two  points  on  which  I  wished  to  speak. 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Ag.  Darbar  Physician;  Member,  Sri 
Chitra  Stat  Council.)  :  Sir,  I  have  listened  to  13  members  on  the  cut 
motion  moved  by  Mr.  T.  K.  Alexander.  Their  chief  complaint  against 
the  Medical  Department  seems  to  he  its  indifference  in  considering  local 
needs.  Mr.  Alexander  brought  forward  the  case  of  the  dispensary  at 
Edapalli.  Bepresentations  were  received,  Sir,  from  the  people  as  early 
as  1927  praying  for  the  opening  of  a  dispensary  at  Edapalli;  soon  after 
the  place  Was  inspected  and  the  Medical  Board  recommended  the 
opening  of  a  dispensary.  About  that  time  the  question  of  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  rural  dispensaries  in  the  State  came  up  before  Government, 
and  it  was  ordered  that  the  question  of  the  Edapalli  Dispensary  might 
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be  considered  when  that  scheme  was  worked  ont.  Accordingly,  Edapalli 
was  included  in  that  scheme.  But  owing  to  unfavourable  economic 
conditions,  this  scheme  had  to  be  dropped  and  Edapalli  had  to  go  with¬ 
out  a  dispensary.  I  can  only  assure  the  member  that  I  shall  do  what  is 
practicable  to  meet  the  various  local  needs.  But  I  realise,  Sir,  the 
difficulty  of  Government  in  starting  rural  dispensaries  in  the  State. 
The  scheme  of  rural  dispensaries  in  British  India  is  not  what  the 
members  of  this  House  have  been  speaking  about.  By  rural  dispensaries 
are  meant  dispensaries  subsidised  by  Government  for  helping  people  in 
rural  areas.  The  Madras  Government  in  1924  brought  out  a  scheme 
for  the  opening  of  rilral  dispensaries.  The  idea  was  to  subsidise 
qualified  men — Assistant  Surgeons  and  Sub-Assistant  Surgeons — and 
encourage  them  to  settle  down  in  parts  where  medical  aid  was  needed 
badly.  It  is  very  easy,  Sir,  to  start  a  dispensary.  The  people  may  give 
buildings  and  furniture  because  they  are  interested  in  starting  a  parti¬ 
cular  dispensary.  But  I  hope,  the  members  realise*  that  Government 
have  to  continue  such  dispensaries.  The  recurring  expenses  for  Gov¬ 
ernment  dispensaries  under  Sub-Assistant  Surgeons  come  to  about 
Bs.  3,000  a  year  including  staff,  medicines  and  equipment. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (M avelikara).  May  I  know  whether, 
there  is  any  dispensary  in  the  State*  where  no  patient  was  treated  in 
1106  and  1107? 

MRs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  ( Ag .  Darbar  Physician ):  I  shall  answer 
that  later.  I  was  saying  Sir,  that  the  recurring  expenses  of  a  dispen¬ 
sary  come  to  about  Rs.  3,000. 

Mr.  A.  S-  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Is  the  member  aware 
of  any  dispensary  in  which  no  patient  was  treated  in  1106  and  1107  ? 

Nrs.  M,  POONEN  LUK0SE  (Ag.  Darbar  Physician)  :  I  cannot  answer 
that  question  now.  But  if  the  member  would  give  me  the  name  of 
such  a  dispensary,  I  shall  be  able  to  explain  it. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (2f amlikara)  :  There  is  the  Sri  Paaam 
Dispensary  in  which  no  patient  was  treated  in  1106  or  1107, 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUK0SE  (Ag.  Darbar  Physician )  :  Sir,  that  is  a 
special  dispensary  connected  with  the  Palace. 

Mr,  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Maoelikara) :  May  I  know,  when 
there  is  no  patient  to  be  treated  for  two  years,  why  a  dispensary  should 
be  maintained  ? 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  {Ag.  Darbar  Physician )  :  I  have  already 
explained  Sir,  that  this  is  a  special  dispeusary  connected  with  the 
Palace.  Patients  are  treated  in  this  Dispensary. 

MR.  A.  S,  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (M avelikara)  :■  May  I  know  why  the 
Darbar  Physician  does  not  call  for  the  records  ? 

MRs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Ag.  Darbar  Physician) :  The  Dispensary 
is  meant  for  members  of  the  Royal  Family.  Records  are  kept,  but  they 
are  not  available  to  the,  public. 
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Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Then  why  should  the 
grant  for  the  establishment  be  brought  under  the  Medical  Department 
and  the  expenditure  for  that  dispensary  incurred  under  that  head? 

MRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Ag.  Durbar  Physician)  -.  That  is  because 
the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  and  the  staff  come  under  the. Medical  De- 
partment. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ):  Has  the  Darbar 

Physician  no  control  over  that  Dispensary. 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Ag.  Durbar  Physician):  Yes.  The 
Darbar  Physician  has  administrative  control  over  this  Dispensary. 

Then  with  regard  to  the  Vamanapuram  Dispensary,  Sir,  it  was 
opened  recently,  and  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair  will  remember  that  he  was  one  of 
the  persons  interested  and  instrumental  in  the  opening  of  that  dispen¬ 
sary.  But,  he  must  have  known,  even  at  the  commencement,  that  the 
building  was  not  a  suitable  one.  He  insisted  on  the  dispensary  being’ 
opened  there.  After 'it  was  opened,  he  wrote  to  the  department,  or 
rather,  the  secretary  of  the  building  committee  wrote  to  the  Darbar 
Physician  that  he  would  get  the  people  to  raise  funds  to  improve  the 
building  in  which  the  dispensary  is  now  held.  But  on  account  of 
economic  depression  the  people  are  not  able  to  do  anything  at  present. 

I  know,  Sir,  that  the  dispensary  building  is  not  in  a  very  fit  condition, 
particularly ,  after  the  recent  rains. .  I  have  already  asked  the  P.  W. 
authorities  to  attend  to  certain  repairs. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  May  I  know  from  the  member  ■ 
whether  the  furniture  for  the  dispensary  at  Vamanapuram  has  not  been 
provided  by  the  public  of  the  locality  ? 

MRs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Ag.  Dtrbar  Physician)  ;  Yes;  some  of 
the  furniture  has  been  provided  by  the  people,  but  not  all  the  furniture 
that  is  required.  I  think  the  member  himself  knows,  that  the  furniture 
is  anything  but  satisfactory  at  present. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad)  :  May  I  iknow  whether  the.  Ag. 
Darbar  .Physician  is  aware  that  the  dispensary  has  not  got  sufficient 
accommodation  now? 

Mrs..  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  {Ag.  Darbar  Physician):  Yes,  Iknow 
that,  Sir.  But  it  is  not  possible  immediately  to  attend  to  all  the 
requirements  as  funds  are  not  available,  hut  I  have  asked  the  P.  W.. 
authorities  to  do  what  they  canto  improve  the  building  and  I  think1 
something  will  be  done  in  this  direction. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  that  dispensary  is  progressing  ? 

Mrs.  Ml  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Ag.  Darbar  Physician)  :  '  Progressing  in 
what  way? 

Mr.  S,  J.  NAIR  (Nedumafoggd) :  The  .  increase  in  the  number  of 
patients  day  after  day  ? 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Ag..  Darbar  Physician) :  Yes,  there  has 
been  an  increase  in  their  number  recently. 
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MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Qidlan  II)  :  Will  the  member 
discontinue  that  dispensary  t 

MRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  ( Ag .  Darbar  Physician)  ;  There  is  no 
idea  of  closing  the  Dispensary.  The  people  of  the.  locality  seem  to 
appreciate  having  a  dispensary  there  and  they  are  resorting  to  itin  spite 
of  the  lack  of  facilities  of  the  buil’ding. 

I  would'like  also  to  reply,  Sir,  to  the  point  raised  by  Mr.  S.  Krishna 
Tillai  with  regard  to  the  awarding  of  stipends  to  Medical  Btudents. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (.Nedumangad) :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  there  is  a  dispensary  at . . 

PRESIDENT  :  That  subject  is  finished  now,  Mr.  Nair. 

MRs.  M,  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Ag.  Darbar  Physician)  :  I. have  with 
me  details  regarding  Medical  stipends  granted  for  13  years  from  1920 
to  1933  and  during  that  period  I  find  that  5  scholarships  were  given 
for  study  in  the  Medical  School,  Vellore,  for  L.  M.  P.  students/  These 
were  all  lady  students.  Of  these  five  scholarships,  three  were  given  to 
Hindus,  and  two  to  Christians.  Then  again  during  the  ten  years,  of 
1922-1932,  five  scholarships  for  the  study  of  medicine  in  the  Madras 
Medical  College  were  granted,  of  which  two  were  given'  to  Hindus. and 
three  to  Christians.  I  do  not  therefore  think,  Sir,  that  there  is  any 
partiality,  shown  by  the  Department  in  this.matter. 

Mr.  K.SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I) :  May  I  know  the  communities 
to  which  the  three  Hindus  who  were  given  scholarships  belonged  ? 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Ag.  Darbar  Physician) :  One  was  a 
Nair,  one  was  an  Ezhava  and  the  third  was  a  barber.  ; 

So  that,  I  think,  Sir,  the  House  ought  to  be  satisfied  that  in  the 
awarding  of  scholarships  the  claims  of  the  different  communities  have 
been  kept  in  mind. 

With  regard  to  the  matter  of  equipment  of  medical  institutions  I 
admit,  Sir,  that  our  district  hospitals  and  dispensaries  are  not  what  they 
ought  to  be.  The  member  will  realise  that  some  of  thesehospitals  were, 
opened  as  far  as  fifty  and  sixty  years  ago  when-  the  science  of  medicine 
had  not  advanced  so  much.  The  buildings,  are  therefore  out  of  date 
and  unsuitable  for  present-day  work.  Equipment  also  is  poor-  Improver 
ments  can  be  made  only  if  funds  are  provided.  I  have  noticed  these 
defects  in  the  institutions  I  inspected  lately.  I  have  represented  the 
matter  to  Government  and  I  shall  do  what  is  in  my  power  to  remedy 
the  defects.  But  it  cannot  be  sanctioned  all  at  once. 

With  regard  to  the  expenditure  of  money  on  medicines  and  medical 
aid,  generally,  I  would  like  to  impress  on  the  members,  Sir,  that  too 
much  cannot  be  expected  from  Government,  We  all  want  dispensaries, 
and  hospitals  to  be  opened  at  Government  cost.  Government  are.  jipw 
maintaining  32  ,  hospitals,  41  dispensaries,  grant-in-aid  institutions  ’  and 
other  Medical  Institutions  making  a  total  of  about  104.  There  are' also 
about  125  grant-in-aid  Vaidyasalas.  We  would  each  like,  to  have  a 
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[Mrs.  M.  Poonen  Lukose.] 
dispensary  at  our  door.  Government  have  so  many  other  responsibi¬ 
lities  also  to  the  people  ;  we  cannot  therefore  expect  Government  to 
shoulder  the  whole  burden.  I  feel,  Sir,  that  the  people  also  ought  to 
help  Government  in  the  matter  in  the  giving  of  sites  and  buildings  and 
furniture  for  new  dispensaries. 

With  regard  to  the  Shertala  Hospital,  a  member  said  that  there 
was  only  one  midwife,  and  there  is  no  nurse.  Trained  nurses  were  avail¬ 
able  for  some  of  the  Hospitals  only  this  year,  and  one  trained  nurse 
was  posted  to  Shertala  early  this  year.  This  hospital,  like  all  other 
district  hospitals,  has  its  defects.  I  admit  this,  Sir,  certain  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  recommended,  and  I  hope  it  will  be  possible  for  the 
P.  W.  D.  authorities  to  carry  out  the  work  without  much  delay. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLA1  ( Trivandrum. — Rural)-.  May  I  know,  Sir, 
whether  the  rule  as  to  time-limit  does  not  apply  to  official  members  as 
it  does  to  non-official  members  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  But  the  time  can  be  extended  at  the  discretion  of  the 
President. 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shertala  I) :  May  I 
know  whether  the  member  is  aware  that  there  was  recently  an  outbreak 
of  smallpox  in  my  place  ? 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Ag.  Darbar  Physician)  :  .Not  only  in 
the  Member’s  place  Sir,  there  were  outbreaks  of  small-pox  in  other  places 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shertala  I) :  Have  the 
Department  taken  prompt  action  ? 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Ag.  Darbar  Physician)  :  Does  the 
member  mean  with  regard  to  small-pox  ? 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MEIWON  (Shertala  I)  :  Yes. 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Ag.  Darbar  Physician )  :  It  is  the  Sanitary 
Department  that  attends  to  this.  I  am  sure  that  Department  will  have 
done  what  was  necessary. 

Then  with  regard  to  the  special  difficulties  that  Shertala  is  labour¬ 
ing  under,  I  feel,  Sir,  that  Government  have  shown  the  Shertala  people 
great  consideration  in  the  matter  of  medical  aid.  For  instance,  to  combat 
leprosy,  a  leprosy  survey  was  first  made  and  then  a  special  officer  was 
posted  at  Shertala  for  treating  cases  of  leprosy.  For  hook-worm  there 
has  been  the  hookworm  survey  and  treatment  was  carried  out  there  two 
years  ago  and  another  course  of  treatment  is  going  to  be  started  again 
this'  year.  There  has  now  been  a  filarial  survey  of  the  place  and 
measures  will  be  taken  by  the  Health  Department  to  improve  the 
condition.  So  that,  1  think,  Sir,  the  member  will  be  satisfied  that  the 
Department  is  trying  to  do  its  best  for  Shertala. 

MR,  PACODE  A;  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavankod )  :  Is  it  the  intention 
of  the  member  to  give  preference  to  areas  which  are  medically 
backward? 
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Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Ag.  Darbar  Physician)  :  I  do  not 
understand,  Sir,  what  is  meant  by  “  medically  backward”. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavtmkod )  :  Areas  where 
there  is  not  adequate  provision  for  medicine  now. 

MRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Ag.  i \Darbar  Physician)  :  The  Depart¬ 
ment  had  in  mind  a  scheme  for  opening  new  dispensaries  in.  such  places, 
but  for  want  of  funds  it  had  to  give  up  that  idea.  * 

I  have  nothing  more  to  add,  Sir. 

PRE8I  DENT  :  A  member  moved  that  the  question  be  now  put. 

The  closure  motion  was  carried, 

Mr.  T.  K.  ALEXANDER  ( Runnainad  I) :  It  seems  that  no  assurance 
is  given  to  me  that  adequate  rural  dispensaries  wherever  necessary  will 
be  opened.  So,  I  press  the  motion  to  a  division. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  should  point  out  that  there  has  been  no  discussion 
on  any  particular  issue.  Therefore  no  particular  issue  arises  and  a 
vote  is  meaningless.  As  Mr.  Alexander  presses,  it  has  to  he  put  to 
the  vote  of  the  House.

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinlcil  I)  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  the 
following  motion  : — 

"To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  8,08,893  for  Hospitals  and  Dis¬ 
pensaries  by  Rs.  10." 

The  object  of  my  motion  is  to  discuss  the  question  of  appointing 
Assistant  Surgeons  and  Sub-Assistant  Surgeons  from  communities 
which  are  not  adequately  represented.  Sir,  the  question  of  communal 
representation  in  the  matter  of  giving  appointments  is  rather,  af  least 
to  a  certain  section  of  the  population,  a  controversial  one.  I  know  on 
previous  occasions  when  the  same  question  was  agitated  in  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Council  a  lot  of  opposition  arose. 

Sir,  on  principle  I  do  admit  that  communal!  representation  for  re¬ 
cruitment  to  the  public  service  may  not  be  .quite  right.  With  regard 
to  that  principle,  I  am.  at  one  with  the  learned  members  of  this  House 
who  hold  that  communal  representation,  in  public  service  cannot  be 
accepted  as  an  ordinary  principle.  But  when  it  comes  to  a  question  of  . 
practical  realities,  those  communities  which  do  not  get  proper  represent¬ 
ation  in  the  various  services  of  the  State  cannot  but  grumble. 

MR.  CHANGANACRERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram ) :  May  I  know  whether  the  whole  question  is  not  under 
examination  by  a  properly  constituted  committee  ? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  'f  Chirayinlcil  I)  :  I  am  aware  it  is  under 
examination  by  a  committee.  The  complaint  usually  urged  against 
these  committees  has  to  be  made  against  this  committee  also,  namely, 
that  it  will  take  a  long  time  to  report  and  a  longer  time  for  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  accept. 

I  may  be  permitted  to  place  a  few  facts,  jbefore  the  House  in  con¬ 
nection  with  this  matter.  Sir,  iin  this  department,  in  the  disbursement 
of  salaries  about  Bs.  2,03,592  is  annually  expended.  Of  this  amount  the 
Christian  community  gets  about  a  lakh  of  [rupees.  The  Nairs  get 
Es.  37,812,  the  Ezhavas  get  Bs,  12,300 ;  and  the  Muslims  get  zero.  .  If 
it  is  distributed  according  to  the  strength  of  the  population,  the  Christ¬ 
ians  are  entitled  to  get  32  per  cent but  they  carry  60  per  cent ;  the 
Nairs  ar3  entitled  to  only  16  per  cent;  while  they  get  30  per  cent;  the 
Ezhavas  are  entitled  to  17  per  cent..;  but  they  get  only  6  per  cent. 

Mr.  M.  N.  NAIR  ( Kottayam  Tj  :  What  about  the  other  classes  ? 

:  MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( ChirayMil  I) :  I  have  not  got  figures  for 
others. 
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■  Mr.  M.  N.  NAIR  (Kottayain  I)  :  Depressed  classes  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Gliirayinkil  I)?  I  have  not  got  figures.

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ghirayinhil  I) :  We  are  discussing  the 
Medical  Department. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY _K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunmttur  cum 
Pattanapuram) :  Are  there  any  qualified  unemployed  men  among 
Ezhavas  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (.Gliirayinkil  I)  :  Certainly,  there  are. 
One  Assistant  Surgeon  from  the  Ezhava  community  was  recruited  in 
1100.  After  that,  candidates  from  that  community  were  putting  appli¬ 
cations  before  the  Government  for  recruitment. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Rural):  Can  the  membertell 
the  House,  how  many  qualified  unemployed  men  there  are  in  other 
communities? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Gliirayinkil  I)  :  About  other  communities  I 
have  no  information.  Prom  the  Ezhava  community  at  present,  there 
are  only  two  persons  who  are  eligible  for  the  post  of  Assistant  Surgeons. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram) :  If  these  two  persons  are  given  jobs,  does  the  member 
think  that,  the  proportion  of  Ezhava  doctors  will  work  satisfactorily  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Ghirayinhil  I) :  Prom  the  figures  the 
member  will  understand  that  it  will  not. 

MR.  PACODE  Ar  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavankod )  :  May  I  ask  the 
member  whether  it  is  proper  to  pr^ss  communal  claims  in  the  medical 
profession  which  requires  professional  skill  and  art? 

'  MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Gliirayinkil  I) :  I  have  to  answer  this 
question  by  putting  a  counter-question.  Does  the  member  mean  to  say 
that  there  are  not  equally  efficient  members  in  the  Ezhava  community 
also  with  the  same  professional  skill  and  art  as  in  other  communities  ? 
Is  it  a  monopoly  for  the  member’s  community  alone  to  possess  the 
necessary  :  skill?  : 

PRESIDENT:  Personal  questions  are  disallowed . 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod)  :  Anyhow  a 
question  is  not  answered  by  putting  a  counter  question. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Gliirayinkil  I) :  The  answer  can  he  infer¬ 
red. 

In  1103,  a  certain  person  from  the  Ezhava  community  was  recruit¬ 
ed  to  the  Medical  department.  After  that,  there  - have  been  repeated 
applications  for  posts  from  that  community.  There  are  only  2  persons 
now' available  in  the  community.  They  are  qualified tmen.  After  1100, 
about  17  appointments  were  made  in  the  .cadre  of,  Assistant  Surgeons. 
Not  a  single  one  Government  was  able  to  take  from  the  Ezhava  com¬ 
munity.  I  request  that  the  learned  members  on  this  side  of  the  House 
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will  consider  this  aspect  with  a  certain  amount  of  sympathy  and  see 
that  this  radical  injustice  done  to  the  Ezhava  community  is  rectified  at 
the  earliest  opportunity. 

K|R.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  ( Nominated ) :  I  support  the  principle 
involved  in  the  motion  of  Mr.  Padmanabhan;  and  in  doing  so,  I  wish  to 
say  a  few  words.  The  question  of  communal  representation  was  up  in 
the  air  for  a  very  long  time  and  as  a  result  of  repeated  agitation  a  com¬ 
mittee  was  appointed  to  go  into  the  question  at  great  length.  I  believe 
the  report  of  the  committee  is  almost  ready  for  submission  to 
Government. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAIWODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Has  not  the  time,  allot¬ 
ted  for  the  demand  expired,  Sir  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  There  is  time  up  to  4-55.  Only  a  minute  more. 

MR.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (. Nominated)  :  For  the  more  educa¬ 
tionally  backward  communities  like  the  Ezhava  and  the  Muslim,  unless 
the  principle  of  communal  representation  is  accepted  and  acted  upon, 

I  am  sure  there  will  be  no  salvation  for  them. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILL  AI  ( Trivandrum — Rural):  Is  there  any  qualified 
Mussalman  waiting  for  a  job? 

MR.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (Nominated)  :  That  is  what  I  am 
going  to  say. 

There  is  no  qualified  Mussalman,  a  born  subject  of  Travancore, 
waiting  for  job  at  present.  But  there  is  one  domiciled  Travancorean, 
one  who  belongs  to  Cochin  by  birth.  But  he  has  properties  in 
Travancore.  He  applied  for  an  appointment,  but  his  application  was 
uot  considered. 

MR  S.  J.NAIR  ( Neduniimgad )':  If  there  is  no  qualified  Mussal¬ 
man  here,  is  it  the  member’s  opinion  that  somebody  should  be  imported 
from  Cochin  ?

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala) :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
the  average  rate  of  land  tax  for  Nanjinad  paddy  lands  ? 
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RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (At/.  Land  Rave nue  and  Income  Tax 
Commissioner)-.  I  believe  it  is  somewhere  between  Ks.  11  and  Rs.  12 
per  acre. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala) :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
the  basis  of  that  calculation  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N,  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)-.  I  have  divided  the  ayacut  revenue  by  the  area 
under  cultivation  and  arrived  at  the  average  rate. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala, )  :  Is  it  not  that  the  average  rate 
works  out  at  about  Rs.  16-9  chs-  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax 
Commissioner):  I  do  not  know  how  the  member  has  arrived  at  that 
figure.  I  got  my  average  by  dividing  the  ayacut  revenue  by  the  area 
under  cultivation  and  according  to  this  calculation  the  average  is  only 
about  Rs.  11  to  Rs.  12  per  acre. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  the  ryots  have  got  to  invest  on  an  average  about  Rs.  45  per 
acre  in  the  matter  of  raising  the  cultivation  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  DS.N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax 
Commissioner ):  I  do  not  know, Sir,  whether  that  question  arises.

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government )  :  (a)  Yes- 

In  October  1925. 

( b )  The  question  was  considered  by  Government  and  a  design 
and  also  an  estimate  were  prepared  amounting  to  Es.  5,00,000  for  con¬ 
structing’  a  pier  at  Quilon.  But  the  question  was  dropped  in  view  of 
the  large  outlay  and  of  the  present  financial  stringency. 

(c)  Yes.  The  proposal  of  the  Company  was  to  construct  a  jetty 
at  Quilon,  close  by  the  Company’s  factory,  about  300  feet  long  jutting 
into  the  sea,  the  cost  of  which  is  estimated  by  the  Company  at  Rs.  two 
lakhs.

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government ):  The  receipts 
of  the  Quilon  Port  have  also  to  be  divided. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  May  I  know  whether 
Government  think  it  necessary  to  give  greater  facilities  for  shipping 
because  of  the  existence  of  many  factories  there  and  the  consequent 
help  given  to  labour  m  Quilon  ? 

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government )  :  That  was 
considered  and  the  question  has  been  dropped  for  the  present. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
Government  will  consider  the  question  of  raising  a  loan  for  the  purpose 
0f  executing  this  work  ? 

NlR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  :  It  is  a  matter 
for  consideration. 
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MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I) :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  how  long  it  is  since  this  Question  about  the  pier  and  other  faci¬ 
lities  at  Quilon  has  been  agitated  ? 

MR  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Prom  1925. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta )  Will  there  be  any  pos¬ 
sibility  of  this  pier  being  constructed  as  a  capital  work  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  there  is  only  Bs.  2  lakhs  required  for  the  purpose  ‘t  Have 
Government  any  objection  to  treat  it  as  a  capital  work  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  I  do  not  think  these  questions  are  quite  fair.  The 
questions  are  meant  to  ask  for  information  and  are  not  meant  to  ask  for 
the  future  policy  of  Government. 

MR.  E-  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)-.  When  the  Government 
felt  convinced  that  a  pier  was  necessary  at  Quilon  in  view  of  the  volume 
of  trade  there  did  they  compare  the  conditions  with  the  conditions 
obtaining  at  Alleppey  ? 

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government):  Yes. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattana  ntitta) ■.  Then  it  was  on  a 
comparison  of  Quilon  and  Alleppey,  that  Government  came  to  this  con¬ 
clusion  ? 

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Government 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  a  pier  was  necessary  but  dropped  the  idea 
for  want  of  funds. 

MR.  A  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum.Rttral)  :  May  I  know  when 
the  estimate  was  prepared  ? ' 

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government );  In  1105. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Sural )  :  Was  ijt  before  the 
economic  depression  or  after  it  commenced  ? 

MR;  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  :  It  was  during 
the  economic  depression. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural) ;  Sir,  am  I  to  take  it 
that  it  Was  on  account  of  the  economic  depression  that  the  proposal  was 
dropped  or  would  it  have  been  dropped  even  otherwise  ? 

Mr.'  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government ):  It  was 
dropped  for  want  of  funds. 

MR.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I ) :  Can  I  take  it  that  lack  of 
funds  is  the  only  thing  standing  in  the  way  of  Government  constructing 
■  a  pier  at  Quilon  ? 

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  .(Ag.  Secretary  to  Government):  That  is  the 
main  thing. 

MRJ  K.  SANKARAN  ■  (Kartikapalli  1)  ■  I  want  to  know  whether  it  is 
the  only  thing. 

Mr.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government):  More  urgent 
orks  are  being  attended  to. 
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Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  (KartikapalU  I)  :  Am  I  to  take  it  that  if  suffici¬ 
ent  funds  are  available  Government  would  take  up  this  work  ? 

Mr.  T.  C.  THQMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Yes. 

Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  ( KartikapalU  I)  :  May  I  know  from  the  mem¬ 
ber  whether  both  the  import  and  export  income  from  the  Quilon  Port 
should  be  divided  under  the  Cochin  Harbour  agreement? 

PRESIDENT  :  That  does  not  arise. 

DEMANDS  FOB  GRANTS — (contd.) 

PRESIDENT  :  The  House  will  now  proceed  to  discuss  the  Ayurveda 
demand. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government ) :  Sir,  I  move 
for  a  grant  of  Its.  66,595  under  Demand  VII — Ayurveda  Department. 

Motion  189. 

Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  (.KartikapalU  I)  •  I  beg  to  move  the  following 
motion; — 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rn.  2,111  for  Establishment  by  Re.  1. 

The  object  of  this  token  motion  is  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
Government  the  desirability  of  giving  more  facilities  for  the  ayurvedic 
system  of  medicine  by  increasing  the  number  of  ayurvedic  dispensaries 
and  also  by  increasing  the  grants  now  given  to  ayurveda  physicians. 
Sir,  yesterday  when  the  Medical  department  was  under  consideration, 
members  on  this  side  of  the  House  rose  up  one  after  another  and  pointed 
out  the  lack  of  medical  facilities  in  the  rural  parts  of  the  country.  Gov¬ 
ernment  also  agreed  that  proper  facilities  are  not  available  in  the  dif¬ 
ferent  parts  of  the  country  at  present  and  that  more  allopathic  dis¬ 
pensaries  cannot  be  established  owing  to  '  lack  of  funds  at  the  present 
time  of  depression,  Here  is  an  opportunity  for  the  Government  to 
meet  the  growing  demand  of  the  people  in  the  matter  of  medical  aid  by 
establishing  ayurveda  dispensaries  in  as  many  centres  as  possible  and 
by  giving  proper  and  sufficient  grants  to  the  ayurveda  physicians  who 
are  already  getting  some  sort  of  aid  from  the  Government.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  the  ayurveda  system  of  treatment  is  growing  day  by  day 
highly  popular  and  that  it  is  found  to  be  more  efficient  and  useful. 
Watever  may  be  the  statistics  under  the  allopathic  system,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  people  of  this  country  havs  a  peculiar  affinity  for  the 
ayurvedic  system  of  treatment.  It  is  cheaper.  In  these  days  of 
economic  depression,  people  who  are  suffering  from  all  kinds  of  ailments, 
cannot  resort  to  the  very  costly  system  of  allopathic  treatment.  People 
may  not  be  in  a  position  to  pay  the  doctor’s  bills  and  to  purchase  the 
medicines  prescribed  by  the  allopathic  doctors.  So  it  will  be  very 
convenient  and  useful  if  the  ayurvedic  treatment  is  made  available  in 
the  different  parts  of  the  country.  It  is  seen  from  the  Administration 
Report  of  the  Ayurveda  Department  that  there  are  only  125  grant-in- 
aid  vaidyasalas  and  these  were  established  about  three  or  four  years 
ago.  Since  then  only  two  more  vaidyasalas  have  been  given  grants 
temporarily.  Apart  from  these  127  vaidyasalas  Government  have  re¬ 
cognised,  according  to  the  Report  of  1107,  114  ayurveda  vaidyans.  I 
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wish  to  urge  that  at  least  these  114  vaidyans  may  be  given  grants-in- 
aid  immediately  so  that  altogether  there  will  be  241  vaidyasalas.  This 
may  not  cost  much  to  the  Government,  because  out  of  127  vaidyasalas 
recognised  and  given  grants,  there  are  only  4  receiving  grants  of  more 
than  Rs.  30  per  mensem,  9  getting  Rs.  25  per  mensem  and  16  getting 
a  grant  of  Rs.  20  per  mensem  and  all  the  remaining  98  get  only  a 
grant  of  Rs.  15  per  mensem.  That  means  if  these  114  recognised 
vaidyans  are  giveD  grants  at  the  rate  of  Rs.  15,  that  may  not  cost  very 
much  to  Government.  So  I  would  bring  to  the  attention  of  Govern¬ 
ment  as  well  as  the  members  of  this  House  the  imperative  necessity  of 
giving  grants  to  all  the  114  recognised  vaidyans  immediately  and  also 
to  raise  the  grants  of  the  127  vaidyans.  The  grants  given  to  them 
are  not  sufficient  in  view  of  the  highly  responsible  and  useful  work  that 
they  are  discharging  .  These  vaidyans  are  discharging  duties  equally 
well  if  not  better  than  the  allopathic  doctors,  atleast  of  the  grade  of 
Sub- Assistant  Surgeons.  My  submission  is  that  these  vaidyans  should 
be  given  a  grant  equal  to  the  pay  of  the  Sub-Assistant  Surgeons.  If 
Government  say  that  funds  are  not  available  at  present,  then  the 
minimum  grant  may  be  put  at  Rs.  25  and  the  maximum  at  Rs.  50.  I 
do  not  think  that  is  a  very  high  demand. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  '  <£>attanamtitta) :  Does  the  member 
advocate  the  giving  of  medicines  freely  as  in  Government  Hospitals  7 

Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  ( Kartihapalli  I) :  When  these  vaidyans  are  put 
in  charge  of  Government  Ayurveda  Hospitals,  they  may  give  medicines 
freely.  Now  they  are  not  recognised  as  regular  Government  officials 
and  their  grants  are  very  poor.  It  will  be  very  unfair  on  the  part  of 
the  members  of  this  House  to  ask  for  free  supply ,  of  medicines.  Of 
course,  it  is  good  if  medicines  are  given  free.  But  at  the  present  rates 
of  grants  given  to  them  I  do  not  think  it  will  be  proper  to  ask  them  to 
give  medicines  free. 

MR.  K AINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ( Ghangmaoheny  T): 
Cannot  the  vaidyans  prescribe  the  medicines  freely  and  ask  the  people 
to  purchase  them  ? 

Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapall i  I) :  They  are  also  selling  medi¬ 
cines.  They  diagnose  the  disease,  prescribe  medicines  and  also  sell  them. 
Of  course,  if  the  people  want  to  puchase  medicines,  they  can  as  well  go 
elsewhere  and  purchase  them.  Even,  in  allopathic  hospitals  doctors 
some  times  prescribe  medicines  and  the  patients,  who  can  afford,  take 
the  prescription,  go  to  the  druggists  and  purchase  the  medicines  rather 
than  get  useless  medicines  from  the  hospitals.  My  submission  is  that 
there  are  not  sufficient  facilities  in  the  rural  parts  of  the  State  for 
getting  medical  aid.  So,  Government  can  increase  the  number  of 
grant-in-aid  physicians.  In  1106  the  number  of  patients  treated  in  all 
grant-in-aid  vaidyasalas  is  3  lakhs  and  odd  and  in  1107  it  was  3,92,487. 
Over  and  above  those  treated  in  grant-in-aid  vaidyasalas  the  recognised 
vaidyans  also  treated  three  lakhs  and  odd.  That  means  that  in 
1107  about  6  lakhs  were  treated  in  all  these  ayurveda-  dispensaries. 
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That  would  go  to  show  the  increasing  popularity  and  usefulness  of  this 
system  of  treatment  and  the  service  that  these  ayurvedic  physicians 
are  doing  to  the  country.  In  view  of  .these  facts  it  would  be  only  proper 
and  legitimate  on  the  part  of  Government  to  increase  the  number  of 
vaidyasalas,  and  the  minimum  grant-in-aid  may  he  fixed  at  Bs.  25 
and  the  maximum  at  Bs  50.  With  these  observations,  I  place  the  motion 
before  the  House. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl  {Tovala)  :  Sir,  I  understand  that  the 
Ayurveda  Department  under  the  Government  includes  all  the  indi¬ 
genous  systems  of  treatment,  that  is  to  say,  Ayurveda,.  Unani,  and  the 
Tamil  or  the  Dravidian  system  of  treatment.  Sir.  it  behoves  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  see  that  all  these  systems  of  medical  treatment  in  which  we 
have  got  faith  should  be  sufficiently  and  fully  encouraged.  On  reading 
the  report  on  the  administration  of  the  Ayurveda  Department,  I  find 
there  is  only  one  vaidyasala  which  has  been  given  grant-in-aid,  be¬ 
longing  to  the  Tamil  system  of  treatment,  out  of  a  total  number  of  127 
vaidyasalas.  Sir,  it  could  be  very  easily  inferred  that  people  living  in 
that  part  of  the  country  from  which  I  come  have  faith,  if  they  have 
any  faith  at  all,  only  in  their  indigenous  system  of  treatment.  They 
have  faith  only  in  the  Tamil  system  of  treatment  or  as  it  is  called  Sidlut 
vaidyam  Government  say  that  owing  to  lack  of  funds  they  are  not 
able  to  distribute  grants  to  all  the  rural  vydiasalas.  The  majority  of 
the  people  living. in  the  villages,  especially  in.  South  Travancore;  in  the 
taluks  of  Tovala  and  Agastisvaram,  depend  upon  the  local  vaidyans 
who  follow  the  Chiuta mini  or  tamil  system  of  medicine,  There  are 
not  even  sufficient  vaidyans  who  have  been  given  grants-in-aid  or  even 
recognition.  This  matter  was  frequently  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Government.  As  a  result  the  Government  offered,  if  I  remember 
correct,  to  give  as  much  encouragement  to  the  tamil  system  of  medi¬ 
cine  as  possible.  I  understand  that  numerous  applications  for  encour¬ 
agement  and  for  grant-in-aid  have  been  received  from  tamil  vaidyans 
and  yet  the  Government  have  simply  forwarded  them  to  the  Munici¬ 
pality.  Only  those  vaidyans  that  remain  in  the  Municipality  can  have 
their  applications  considered  by  the  Municipality.  But  it'  has  been 
found  that  those  who  come  from  places  outside  the  Municipal  area  not 
only  do  not  receive  encouragement  at  the  hands  of  the  Government  but 
even  an  endorsement  is  not  given  to  their  applications. 

If  the  Government  do  care  for  the  health,  welfare  and  life  of  the 
tamilian  villagers  though  not  they  are  prepared  to  encourage  them  in 
public  service  or  their  Tamil  education  which  I  can  understand, .they 
cannot  allow  themselves  to  go  uncontested  injhis  with  regard  to 
the  medical  aid  to  this  Tamil  system  which  has  been  found  to  be  use¬ 
ful  to  the  Tamilians,  It  behoves  Government  to  see  whether  suf¬ 
ficient  and  more  encouragement  could  not  be  given  to  this  system.of 
medicine  on  which,  particularly  this  seotion  of  the  people  entirely  de¬ 
pends  for  their  treatment.

MR.  V.  RAMAKR1SHNA  PANICKAR  ( Kartikapalli  II)  :  I  also  support 
the  motion.  I  have  myself  tabled  a  similar  motion.  Many  of  my 
points  have  been  touched  upon  by  previous  speakers.  So  I  would  add 
only  a  few  words. 

It  would  be  admitted  on  all  hands  that  the  Ayurveda  system  of 
treatment  is  very  much  cheaper  than  allopathic  treatment.  Even 
though  there  are  84  medical  institutions  including*  hospitals  and  dis¬ 
pensaries  they  are  not  sufficient  to  give  aid  to  the  people  in  the  country, 
They  are  situated  in  the  head  quarters  of  the  taluk  and  in  certain  other 
important  centres.  They  do  not  prove  useful  to  the  people  who  in¬ 
habit  rural  areas.  It  may  be  said  that  there  are  nearly  130Viadiya- 
salas.  These  vaidiyasalas  are  run  by  private  agencies  to  whom  only 
small  grants  are  given.  No  Vaidiyasala  is  being  maintained  by  the 
Government.  Considering  the  low  cost  of  maintaining  the  vaidiaisalas 
it  would  have  been  well  and  good  if  Government  itself  had  opened  and 
maintained  vaidyasalas.  There  are  500  and  odd  pakuthies  in  the 
whole  State.  There  is  only  on  vaidyasala  for  every  four  pakuthies. 
According  to  this  calculation  the  taluk  of  Kartikapalli  which  has  18 
pakuthies  can  claim  to  have  5  vaydiasalas.  But  there  is  only  one  there. 
Even  though  there  are  134  vaidiyasalas  they  are  situated-in  Municipal 
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areas  where  there  are  hospitals  . and  dispensaries.  So  my  point  is  that 
the  recognized  vaidiyans  who  number  about  114  should  also  be  given 
grants. 

In  this  connection  I  hare  to  point  out  that  many  of  these  vai- 
diyans  who  already  receive  grants  are  sufficiently  Old.  They  have 
passed  53,60  and  in  some  cases  70;  In  the  Medical  Department  officers 
are  retired  at  55-  This  is  owing  to  their  physical  incapacity  to  do  their 
work  efficiently.  That  also1  apply  to  the  case  of  ayurveda  vaiydians. 
Therefore  what  I  have  to  point  out  is  that  grants’paid  to  such  physicans 
as  are  more  than  55  years  should  be  withheld  and  given  to  recognised 
vaidiyans. 

MR-  K-  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  ■.  Is  not  an  old 
experienced  'Vaidiyan  often  better  than  a  young  Vaidiyan  ? 

MB.  V.  RAMAKRISHNA  PANICKAR  (Kartikapalli  II)  ;  That  is  true. 
He  may  be  physically  incompetent  to  attend  to  his  duties  efficiently 
and  properly. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta ) :  Is  it  the  opinion  of 
the  member  that  men  even  in  public  work  are  incompetent  after  55  ? 

( laughter ). 

MR.  V.  RAMAKRISHNA  PANICKAR  ( Karikapalli  II)  :  Officers  over  55 
are  retired.  The  same  case  applies  to  the  vaiydians  who  have  to  do 
public  work  bn  behalf  of  the  public. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I)  :■  Is  it  the  opinion  of 
the  member  that  'Vakils  above  55  should  also  retire  fr^nj  ..practising  ? 
(Laughter). 

PRESIDENT;  That  does,  not  arise. 

MR.  V.  RAMAKRISHNA  PANICKAR  (Kartikapalli II)  :  If  it  i8  possible 
it  may  be  done  . 

With  these  words  I  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnatfnr  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  support  the  motion.  In  doing  so  I 
wish  to  point  out  that  the  number  of  vaidyasala3  |now  helped  by  the 
Government  is  very  very  small.  I  think  the  AyurVeda  Department  was 
started  by  the  Government  more  than  35  years  ago  and  still  we.  have 
got  only  127  vaidyasalas  started  by  the  Government.  That  works  out 
to  about  3J  vaidyasalas  per  year  and  about  Bs.  500.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  this  is  very  inadequate.  As  has  been  pointed  opt  the  bene¬ 
fits  of.  the  hospitals  do  not  reach  the  men  who  live  in  the 
villages.  The  ayurveda  va.idyan  is  the  poor  man’s  physician.  It 
is  .he.who  should  be  helped  in  order  that  the  .poor  man  may  get  some 
medical  aid  especially  in -the  villages.  It  is  therefore  the  duty  of  the 
Government  to  increase  the  number  of.  vaidyasalas  Egnd  to  help  them 
as  far  as  possible.  It  appears  to  me  that  for  the  State,  of  Travancore 
.there  should  not  be  one  vaidyasala- per  pakuthi.  I  think:  there  should 
be  vaidyasalas  in  every  village.  There  should  be  5,000.  vaidyasalas  to 
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serve  the  poor  people  in  the  villages.  The  reason  given  by  Govern, 
ment  for  this  inadequate  help  is  insufficiency  of  fuuds.  When  ever  any 
application  is  made  by  any  vaidyans  for  grant-in-aid  he  is  met  by  the 
answer  “  no  funds”.  To  cite  an  instance  in  my  own  constituency, 
Kalanjur  where  ar.  application  was  met  by  the  answer,  no  funds’.  I 
saw  the  endorsement  given  to  Mr.  B.  V.  Krishna  Pillai  in  which  the 
answer  given  is  that  there  are  no  funds.  It  appears  to  me  Sir,  that  it 
is  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  find  funds  for  helping  these  institu¬ 
tions  who  serve  these  poor  people. 

Another  matter  which  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  is  the  present  condition  of  the  local  Ayurveda  hospital.  That 
hospital  has  been  in  existence  for  a  cumber  of  years. 

PRESIDENT:  That  comes  under  the  next  motion. 

MS.  T.  P,  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  support 
the  motion.  At  the  outset  let  me  say  that  I  agree  generally  with  the 
views  expressed  by  the  previous  speakers.  I  would  confine  my  remarks 
to  the  necsesity  for'  increasing  the  number  of  aided  Ayurveda  Vaidya- 
salas  and  the  need  for  further  increasing  the  grants  awarded  to  them. 
In  regard  to  the  number  of  institutions  tI  find  that  Government  had 
before  them  a  definite  programme  of  increasing  the  institutions  steadily 
from  year  to  year.  The  maximum  therein  fixed  was  120  Ayurveda 
Vaidyasalas.  That  maximum  was  reached  in  the  year  1104. '  4  years 
have  lapsed  since,  and  during  that  period  I  find  that  5  new  Vaidyans 
have  been  given  grants  permanently.  I  think  this  rate  of  progress  is 
not  enough.  As  observed  previously,  dividing  the  125  VaidyaBalas 
among  the  420  pakuthies  in  the  State  we  get  one  Vaidyasala  for  3  1/2 
pakuthies  on  an  average.  I  would  urge  the  need  for  Government  lay¬ 
ing  down  a  fresh  programme  keeping  as  an  ideal  one  aided  Vaidyasala . 
for  each  pakuthi.  If  there  is  a  programme  like  that  and  it  is  followed 
from  year  to  year  and  necessary  funds  allotted  for  the  award 
of  grants  to  deserving  Vaidyans,  I  think  matters  will  improve, 
I  press  this  for  the  consideration  of  Government. 

In  regard  to  the  number  of  Ayurvedic  hospitals  there  is  only  one 
Government  institution  at  Trivandrum  at  present  for  the  whole  State 
and  there  are  <  there  aided  hospitals  outside  Trivandrum.  Ism  not 
speaking  of  the  Ayurvedic  hospitals  at  Trivandrum  but  in  regard  to  the 
need  for  increasing  the  number  of  such  hospitals  in  the  State.  I  find 
Government  are  awarding  grants  only  to  three  private  institutions.  It 
may  be  that  there  are  not  more  private  persons  ooming  forward  fof 
grants,  after  starting  such  hospitals.  Tome  it  appears  Government 
should  extend  the  scope  of  Ayurvedic  system  of  treatment  anji  in  deser« 
ying  oases,  the  institutions  should  be  run  at  Government  cost. 
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Coming  now  to  the  increase  in  grants  I  think  a  monthly  grant  of 
Rs.  15,  per  mensem,  per  Vaidyac,  for  all  the  trouble  he  takes  in  star¬ 
ting  the  institution  and  running  it  wholly  at  his  own  cost,  is  very  low. 
In  that  class,  there  are  at  present  78  vaidyans.  They  may  be  given  the 
next  higher  grade  as  a  minimum  grant  via.,  Ss.  20  per  mensem,  la 
regard  to  hospitals, .  the  grant  they  get  is  insufficient.  At  least 
Rs,  100  per  mensem  may  be  awarded  as  grant .  to  such  institutions.

Mr.  S.  NIL  AK  ANT  A  PILLAI  ( Chirayinkil  II ):  Sir,  we  have  in 
this  State  two  main  systems  of  treatment,  Allopathy  and  Ayurveda. 
The  allopathy,  ah  Europen  system  of  treatment,  was  first  intro¬ 
duced  in  this  country  .in  986  M.  E.  in  the  reign  of  Her  HighneBs  Gouri 
Laksimi  Bai.  Since  then  the  particular  care' and  attention  which  was 
bestowed  upon  this  system  has  been  conducive  to  the  development  and 
spread  if  the  system  throughout  the  country.  The  Ayurveda— the  in¬ 
digenous  system  of  treatment,  which  existed  long  before  Allopathic 
and  other  systems  came  into  vogue,  was'  neglected.  The  Ayurveda 
system  of  treatment  has  been  proved  to  be  very  efficacious  and  that  fact 
has  been  testified  to  by  the  Government  in  the  Administration  Report 
of  the  Department  for  1107.  In  spite  of  the  proved  efficacy  of  the- 
Ayurveda  system  of  treatment  I  wonder  why  .Government  did  npt 
render  sufficient  encouragement  to  that  system;  I  wonder  why  the 
Government  did  not  see  to  its  ..spread  throughout  the  counifry.  The: 
Ayurveda  system  of  treatment  is  effective  in  the  matter  of  medicine. 
It  is  cheap  ;  so  it  is  desirable  and  advisable  to  see  that  this  system  of 
treatment  is  developed  and  spread  far  and’  wide  so  that  the  poor  pdople 
of  the  country  may  take  advantage  of  it.  The  Travancore  Darbar  and 
the  British  Government  after  the  publication  of  the  Hussain  Report 
have  come  to  realise  the  merits  of  the  Ayurveda  system  of  treatment. 
The  Government’  do  not  seem  to  have  taken  any  action  in  the  matter, 
of  developing  this  system.  In  this  connection,  I  would  request  Govern¬ 
ment  to  reorganise  the  department  on  up-to-date  lines  and  increase  the 
minimum  grant  to  aided  Vaidyasalas  from  Rs.  15  to  Rs.  30  and  also 
to  establish  Government  Ayurvedic  hospitals  throughout  the  country. 
With  these  words  I.  support  the  motion  brought  forward  by 
Mr.  K.  Sankaran,

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Shertala  I)  :  Sir,  I  now 
move  that  the  question  be  put. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) ;  Sir,  yesterday 
we  heard  member  after  member  make  demands  for  the  opening  of 
allopathic  institutions  in  the  various  parts  of  the  State.  Today  we 
oome  to  the  same  demand  in  another  form.  I  mean  demand  for 
medical  relief,  according  to  the  Ayurvedic  system,  in  the  various  parts 
of  the  State. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikam)  :  Then,  why  were  not 
these  two  demands  put  together  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  In  the  course 
of  the  debate  today  some  remarks  were  made  which  seems  to  me  to  be 
of  a  disparaging  character  to  the  allopathic  institutions  ;  that  is  to  say, 
certain  comparisons  between  the  allopathic  and  Ayurvedic  institutions 
to  the  disparagement  of  the  former  were  made. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shehcotta)  :  Was  it  the  general 
sense  of  the  House  ? 
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,l(MR.  K.,  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to.  Government)  :  I  do  not  say  so. 
I  do  not  propose  to  make  any  such  comparison.  But  I  feel  "with  the 
House 'that  there  is  necessity  for  extending  medical  treatment  in  the 
State  as  far  as  we  .can. .  The  advantages  .of  the  Ayurvedic  system  are, 
as.some.  ,  members  said;  that  it  is.  cheaper  and  that,  further,  it  is  more 
available  in  the  rural  parts. 

.  MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Urban)  :  Are  there  not  very 
costly  medicines  in  the  Ayurvedic  system,  for  example,  Sidda  Kalpa 
Makaradhwaja  ? 

MR.  Kw GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  There  are.  But 
on. the  other  hand,  the  Ayurvedic  medicines  are  generally  cheaper  . than 
allopathic  medicines. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kwimattur  cum 
$#ttanQBprem) :  ..Are.  the  Ayurvedic  medicines  cheaper  or  are  the 
Ayurvedic  vaidyans  cheaper  ? 

iMR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)’  The  medicines 
also,  are  cheaper.  ,  They  are  prepared  from  locally  collected  plants  and 
herbs  and.  are  prepared  in  a  cheap  manner. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quihn  I)  ■.  May  I  know  from  the 
member  .  whether  .there  are  medicines  in' the  Ayurvedic  system  the 
preparation  of  which .  is  very  costly ? 

..  Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  ■.  There  are  some 
medicines  of  course  which  are  of  a  very  expensive  kind.  But'.  I  am 
speaking  of; the  general,  medicines,  which  are  .ordinarily  prepared  from 
drugs  easily  obtainable. 

The  trend  of  all  the  speeches  is  that  the  Ayurveda  system  of 
treatment  should  have. ..better. encouragement  at.  the  hands  of  Govern- 
jtnent.  .^..should  say  that  the  Government  are.  deyoting  more  and  more 
attention  to  the  improvement  of  the  Ayurvedic  system  of  treatment  in 
the  State.  I  have  got  certain  figures  here  which  Ishouid  like  to  give 
tp  the  House.  In  the  year  1099,  we  had  82  grant-in-aid  vaidyasalas 
and  in’  1100  the  number  rose  to  92  ;  in  1101  ’  to  103  ;  in  li02  to '  113  ; 
■in  1103  to  118  ;  in  1104  to  120  ;  in  1105  to  121 ;  in  1106  to  125  ahd  in 
.1107  tq  127, 125  being  permanent  vaidyasalas  and  the  remaining  two 
,  temporary  vaidyasalas. 

;  MR.,  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PAPAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Iiunnattur  cum 
.£ attajiajojaram):  ,May  I  knpw  from  the  member  what  the  average 
increase  in  the  number  of  these  vaidyasalas  is f 

MR.  K...GEGRGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  I  am  not  sure 
about  it.  The  expenditure  in  the  department  rose  .from  Bs,  46,603  in 
(.1099  to  . .about  Bs.  6,7, ,000  now-  As, Mr.  Bama^ubba  Aiyar  said  in  the 
..course, of  his, .speech,,  there.  w.asinthe  beginning  a  programme  whereby 
Government  wantpd  tq  have.  120  vaidyasalas  for  the  whole  State  giving 
,an.  average  of  1  yaidyasala  for  every  four  pakuthies.  That  programme 
was  completed  in  1104.  Subsequent  to  that,  Government  have  not 
.been  in -  a  , position  to. .allot  as  much  money  as  they,  would  have 
desired  to. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  that  provision  was  given  effect  to  so  far  as  the  Nedumangad 
taluk  is  concerned  ? 
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'  PRESIDENT':  Cann'ot"  yon  keep:  the  discussion  more  general, 
Mr.Nair? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  It  is  therefore 
clear  that  the  attention  which  the  Government  have  been  taking  has 
not  been  relaxed.  The  grant  has  been' given  to  an  increasing  number 
of  vaidyans  and  then  Government  have  adopted  a  system  of  recognition 
of  vaidyasalas.  The  object  of  that  may.  be  explained.-  Everyone  is 
aware  that  there  is  an  army  of  physicians  in  the  State  who  adopt  this 
system  of  treatment  in  an  unscientific  manner.  So  Government,  to 
eliminate  the  persons  who  are  carrying  on  unscientific  method  of  treat- 
ment  have  adopted  from  1104  a  system  of  recognition  of  Vaidyans  who 
pass  out  of  our  Ayurveda  College, 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kallmlatn  I) :  May  I  know  from  the: member 
whether  recognition  is  given  only  to  vaidyasalas  conducted  by  persons 
coming  out  of  this  college  ? 

MR  .  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  ‘.  It  is  generally 
given  to  vaidyans  who  have  passed  out  of  the  Ayurveda  '  Cdllege.  As 
the  member  is  aware,  there  are  many  vaidyans  ;in  :the' 1  cottntry  who 
belong  to  very  famous  hereditary  families.  Such  vaidyahs  have  to  bo 
given  recognition  because  some  of  them  are  very  famous  in'1  their  pro¬ 
fession  and  far  ahead  of  those  who  pass  out  of  the '  Ayiihved'a  College. 
So,  recognition' is  not  oonfined  to  the  vaidyanS  that  -have'  passed  fr6m 
■the  Ayurveda  College.  It  is  also  granted  to  some  of  those  famous 
hereditary  vaidyans  who  do  a  great  amount  of  medical  work  in  the 
State.  -  , . 

.  MR,  A.  THAWtT  PILLA!  (Trivandrum- Rural):  Is  it  a  recognition  of 
the  vaidyasalas  or  of  the  vaidyans  ‘i  '

Mr.  EDAVANATf  S.  PADMANABRA  MlhilON  "(ShertaXa  I)’:  ...Is  there  a 
proposal  to  make  licenses  obligatory  on  the  part"  of  the  vaidyahs? 

.  MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  There  is  no 
such  '  proposah  Becognition  is  granted  by  the  Gbveifimeiit  'and  it  is 
given  to  the  vaidyan. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Rural} :  What  are"  the  ad¬ 
vantages  of  this  recognition  so  far  as  the  vaidyan  is  concerned  '  and‘ho 
far  as  the  public  are  concerned? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  lo!  Government) :  I'have/ex- 
plained  how  the  public  are  benefited  by  it.  The  recognised  vaidyans 
have  certain  privileges. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMEStf aBAN  PILLAI  (Kmmtthr  cum 

Pattmapuram)  :  Do  Government  .prohibit  non- recognised 'vaiSyaMs 
from  practising  ? :  ,  ...» 

MS.  K.‘  GEORGE'  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  *  The'  rulesrdb'hdt 
enable  the  Government  to  prohibit  practising. by  vaidyans  wjio  'ai?g: hot 
recognised,  but.  by. .  the  rebogmtibn  tlie-'public  jgaih '  cdnfidende  "in  the 
vaidyan  and  ilia  vaidyan  geis'sdme  Small  privileges.'" 
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Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLA1  (Trivandrum-Rural) :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  health  certificates  given  by  a  recognised  vaidyan  are 
approved  by  Government? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Yes. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  May  I  know  from 
the  member  whether  apart  from  the  antiquated  achievements  of  Gov- 
ernment  in  regard  to  Ayurveda,  anything  has  been  done  further  to 
encourage  the  Ayurveda  system  in  1108  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  What  I  have 
mentioned  are  not  very  antiquated, 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Has  the  Govern¬ 
ment  promised  last  year  in  the  Legislative  Council  that  they  would  try 
'  to  do  what  is  necessary  for  encouraging  Ayurveda  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  '(Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Yes. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Has  anything  been 
done  after  that  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  We  have  added 
two  vaidyasalas. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Was  it  in  1108  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  It  is  not  pos¬ 
sible  to  do  anything  in  1108  on  account  of  financial  stringency. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Is  anything  provide?! 
for  1109  for  new  vaidyasalas  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  We  are  mak¬ 
ing  permanent  the  two  vaidyasalas  which  are  now  temporary.  Further 
we  are  now  giving  scholarships  to  two  candidates  to  qualify  themselves 
one  in  Benares  and  the  other  in  Madras. 

MR.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  ■■  Does  the  system  of 
the  recognition  of  these  vaidyans  cost  the  Government  anything  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  No. 

MR.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  ( Kunnatnadll )  :  ■  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  Government  cannot  undertake  to  work  with  a  definite 
programme  at  least  in  the  future  so  that  more  and  more  vaidyasalas 
can.be  brought  into  existence  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  We  are  of  course 
circumscribed  by  the  question  of  funds.  On  the  one  hand  there  is  an 
insistent  demand  for  increasing  the  number  of  allopathic  institutions. 

'  There  is  also  the  demand  for  improving  the  public  health  conditions  of 
the  State.  As  I  said,  we  are  in  a  great  degree  handicapped  for  want 
of  funds. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I):  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  there  is  any  insistent  demand  for  encouraging  homoeo¬ 
pathy  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  [Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  ;  There  has  been 
no  insistent  demand  though  there  have- been  one  or  two  demands. 


DEMAND  VII — AYURVEDA. 


MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLA!  (Quilonl):  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  there  was  a  resolution  passed  in  this  House  for 
encouraging  homoeopathy  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  \  There  was. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry ,  Sriiih)  : 
Are  there  Travancorean  students  in  the  Madras  School  of  Inidegenous 
medicine  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to'  Government)  :  There  is  one 
student. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South) ;  Has 
he  been  provided  with  a  job  in  Travancore  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  have  no  in¬ 
formation. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry;  South)  : 
Are  there  people  from  Travancore  who  after  passing  out  of  the  Madras 
School  of  medicine  have  not  been  provided  in  this  place? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  There  are  n° 
places  to  be  given.  I  have  no  information  on  that  point. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAN  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South) :  If 
such  a  person  cannot  be  provided  with  a  place  what  is  the  use  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  sending  a  student  to  Madras  over  and  over  again  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  It  is  to  give  him 
advanced  education  so  that  he  may  be  a  more  useful  physician  when  he 
comes  to  Travancore. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry ,  South)  :  Is 
not  that  sort  of  education  given  in  the  Trivandrum  Ayurveda  College ; 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Selretary  to  Government)  :  No.  It  will  be 
more  advanced  as  he  will  have  to  study  the  allopathic  system  also  there. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKA!^  (Kalkuiam  I):  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  any  places  are  reserved  for  these  two  students  ; 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  No.  One  is  in 
Benares  and  the  other  in  Madras.  Both  of  them  have  already  joined. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkuiam  I):  May  I  know  from  themember 
whether  Government  will  provide  them  places  after  theii  return  ? 

Ms.  K,  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  It  is  not  the 
intention  of  the  Government  to  provide  them  places.  When  they  come 
back  they  will  be  highly  qualified  Ayurveda  Doctors  and  they  set  up 
practice  for  themselves. 

Mr.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (. Nominated )  :  At  page  140  of  the 
budget  I  find  the  foot  note  that  the  two  grant-in-aid  vaidyans  are  to 
be  continued  as  temporary  in  1109. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  No,  they  are 
to  be  made  permanent. 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Todupuzha  cum  Devicolam)  ■.  May 
I  know  from  the  member  whether  Madras  qualification  is  superior  to 
Travancore  qualification  ?

HR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  It  is,  because 
there  is  education  in  allopathy  also.  I  am  not  sure  if  it  is  advanced 
education. 

Mr  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Thodupuzha  cum  Devieolam)  ■.  Have 
the  Government  received  any  applications  from  students  who  had  al¬ 
ready  completed  tbeir  studies  in  Madras  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government);  I  am  not  able 
to  say  at  present. 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Todupuzha  cum  Devicolwm ) :  May  I 
know  whether  the  Superintendent  of  the  Madras  School  recommended 
anybody  for  appointment  here  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government )  :  I  am  sorry  Sir, 
I  do  not  recollect. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  it  is  not  feasible  to  raise  the  standard  here  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  We  have  to 
consider  that. 

Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban ):  May  I  ask  the 
member  whether  the  principle  of  the  allopathic  system  of  medicine  is 
not  inconsistent  with  the  Ayurvedic  system? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  I  am  not  a 
professional  man. 

In  this  connection,  I  would  like  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House 
one  aspect  of  the  system  of  grant-in-aid.  Some  members  were  speak¬ 
ing  of  grant  as  pay.  In  fact,  the  mover  himself  compared  it  to  the  pay 
of  Sub-Assistant  Surgeons.  One  member  even  said  that  they  should 
be  retired  at  the  age  of  56.  May  I  say  that  the  grant-in-aid  system  is 
based  on  a  different  principle  ?  A  grant  is  paid  to  a  Vaidyan  not  like 
the  pay  of  the  Government  Officers.  It  is  a  grant-in-aid.  .  In  this  con¬ 
nection,  I  may  say  that  the  payment  of  the  grant  does  not  increase 
the  volume  of  the  Ayurvedic  treatment  in  the  State.  It  may  in  certain 
cases  make  the  vaidyans  provide  vaidyasalas-  But  there  are  ever  so 
many  vaidyans  in  the  State  who  conduct  the  treatment  from  their  own 
houses. 

Ml.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad) :  May  I  know  whether  the  grant  is 
given  to  a  particular  vaidyan  or  vaidyasala  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  It  is  paid  to  a 
Vaidyan  for  the  conduct  of  a  Vaidyasala-  There  are  many  vaidyans 
who  conduct  vaidyasalas  and  are  not  in  receipt  of  grants. 

Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I) :  May  I  know  whether  the 
Government  do  not  insist  that  those  vaidyans  who  receive  grants  should 
keep  vaidyasalas  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  l  5Tes,  they  do. 
I  was  explaining  that  these  vaidyans  are  even  doing  a  good  deal  of 
medical  work  in  the  places  where  they  are.  The  payment  of  the  grant 
does  not  really  increase  the  volume  of  medical  aid.  It  merely  helps 
the  vaidyans. 


DEMAND  VII — AYURVEDA. 


MR.  CHANGANACKERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILL A1  ( Kunnaltur  cum 
pattanapuram )  :  Does  it  not  encourage  the  establishment  of  inore 
Vaidyasalas  in  the  expectation  of  getting  grants  V 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  It  does  encourage. 

I  am  not  speaking  against  the  payment  of  grants.  I  am  explaining  to 
the  House  that  the  payment  of  grants  does  not  necessarily  mean  in¬ 
crease  in  the  volume  of  medical  treatment  in  the  country,  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  I  do  not  know  whether  there  is  any  country  in  India  which  has 
got  so  much  of  Ayurveda  treatment  as  Travancore. 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shertala  I) :  What  does 
the  member  say  about  the  feasibility  of  establishing  one  or  two 
Ayurveda  Hospitals  in  North  Travancore  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  ■  Every  thing 
depends  upon  funds.  We  have  got  one  Ayurveda  Government  Hospital 
in  Trivandrum  and  three  aided  Ayerveda  Hospitals. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Chang  an  acker  y  I) :  May 
I  know  where  is  located  the  northern-most  Ayurveda  Hospital  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ) :  At  Quilon.  If 
it  is  for  grant-in-aid  somebody  must  first  open  a  hospital  and  apply  for 
grant. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  (Kalhulam  II) :  May  I  know  the  policy 
adopted  by  the  Government  in  granting  recognition  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  I  have  explained 
it  already.  The  policy  is  to  give  recognition  to  persons  who  have  got 
academic  qualifications.  That  is  mostly  persons  who  have  passed  out 
of  the  Government  Ayurveda  College  in  Trivandrum. 

Mr.  A.  ESWARA  PILLAI  (Kalhulam  II)  :  Am  I  to  understand  that 
only  men  passing  out  of  the  Ayurveda  College  would  get  recognition  ? 

MR'.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  had  already 
stated  that  recognition  is  given  to  certain  persons  who  are  hereditary 
Ayurveda  Yaidyans.  There  are  some  distinguished  Vaidyans  of  that 
kind. 

Mr.  A.  ESWARA  PILLAI  (Kalhulam  II):  Does  Government  give 
recognition  voluntarily  or  on  application  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  On  application. 
Another  point  was  about  increasing  the  number  of  vaidyasalas.  There 
are  now  127  vaidyasalas  in  the  State.  Eurther  increase  depends  upon 
funds.  No  provision  is  made  for  increasing  the  grant-in-aid  in  1109 
because  we  have  no  money.  Government  are  very  sympathetic  in  this 
matter.  But  they  cannot  go  further  without  funds  being  available. 

Then  the  question  was  raised  about  increasing  the  rates  of  grant. 
One  or  two  members  suggested  that  the  lowest  grant  of  Bs.  15  may  be 
raised  to  Bs.  25.  By  that  step  we  will  double  our  expenditure  on  grant. 
That  again  is  entirely  a  question  of  funds. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Bural)  :  Is  not  the  present 
grant  Bs.  30,000  per  annum  ? 
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Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Yes.  One  of  the 
meinffers  said  that  the  rates  should  be  increased  and  all  the  recognised 
vaidyans  given  grants.  The  whole  thing  would  involve  a  lakh  of 
rupees.  It  is  not  possible  to  do  this  in  the  present  state  of  financial 
depression.

From  what  I  heared 
yesterday,  I  feel  sure  that  no  member  on  the  othor  side  of  the  house 
would  advocate  the  closing  of  any  allopathic  medical  institution  in  the 
State.

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  I  do  not  agree 
to  that. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta )  :  I  rise,  to  a  point  of 
order.  Is  the  member  in  order  in  referring  to  the  Medical  Depart¬ 
ment? 

PRESIDENT  :  That  subject  is  closed. 


DEMAND  VII — AYURVEDA . 


Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Mr.  Sivatanu 
Pillai  wanted  encouragement  of  Sidha,-,  vaidyasalas.  The  difficulty 
about  that  is  that  there  are  no  institutions  in  Travancore  where  people 
are  given  education  in  the  Sidha  system  of  treatment.  It  is  a  system  of 
treatment  which  like  the  Ayurveda  is  practised  by  persons  who  are  not 
qualified,  who  may  be  quacks.  There  are  no  means  by  which  we  can 
check  their  qualifications. 

Mr,  IIS.  SIVATANU  PiLLAI  (Fovala):  Is  the  member  aware  that 
there  are  many  men  duly  qualified  in  British  India  and  living  in  South 
Travancore  who  have  certificates  of  merit  from  British  India  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  I  accept  that 
information.  The  difficulty  so  far  as  the  Ayurveda  Department  is  con¬ 
cerned  is  in  the  matter  of  supervision  and  control  of  such  Vaidyans. 
Still  that  will  be  considered  and  the  giving  of  grants  will  depend  upon 
the  provision  of  funds.  At  present  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  increase 
the  number  or  the  amount  of  grant  that  we  are  giving  to  Ayurveda 
Institutions. 

Mr.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Pancr) :  May  I  know  whether  Govern¬ 
ment  will  consider  applications  from  depressed  classes  and  backward 
communities  in  giving  grants  ? 

Mr.  K,  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government )  :  The  difficulty 
there  also  is  that  we  have  no  vacancies  to  allot  grants.  Their  cases 
will  be  considered  sympathetically  when  vacancies  occur  hereafter. 

MS.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADIBAiUABHA  MEN8N  { Shertala  I) :  May  I  know 
from  the  member  why  recognition  was  refused  to  the  Vaikom  Ayurveda 
School  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  I  am  not  in  a 
position  to  say  that  now.  Probably  certain  conditions  have  to  be  ful¬ 
filled  and  the  school  might  not  have  fulfilled  those  conditions. 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  8.  PADMANABKA  MENON  (Shertala  I)  :  Will  the 
Government  consider  that  ? 

Mb.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  It  will  be  refer¬ 
red  to  the  Ayurveda  Inspector. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I) :  May  I  know  what  has 
become  of  the  Director's  post  ?  Why  is  it  held  in  abeyance  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ) :  The  Depart¬ 
ment  has  now  been  divided  into  two  branches  one  section  in  charge  of 
the  Inspector  and  the  other  in  charge  of  the  Principal. 

,  UR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I)  -  May  I  know  whether  the 
post  has  been  abolished  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  It  is  held  in 
abeyance. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I) :  May  I  know  whether 
Government  propose  to  appoint  anybody  now  9 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Not  now. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (' Chirayinkil  1) :  May  I  know  the  period  for 
which  the  abeyance  will  have  force  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government, ) ;  No.  It  cannot 
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PRESIDENT  :  There  is  a  motion  that  the  question  be  now  put. 

The  motion  for  closure  was  then  put  and  carried. 

IWR.  K.  SANKARAN  ( Kartihapalli  I):  lam  sorry,  Sir,  to  say  that 
the  reply  given  by  the  Chief  Secretary  is  far  from  satisfactory.  It  was 
stated  by  the  Chief  Secretary  that  Government  are  doing  everything 
in  their  power  to  increase  the  popularity  of  the  Ayurveda  system  of 
treatment.  But  I  wish  to  point  out  one  specific  instance  which  would 
show  how  they  are  keeping  up  their  promise.  At  Puthupalli  in 
Karunagapally  taluk,  there  is  one  Ayurveda  Vaidyan  who  applied  for 
grant.  He  got  an  endorsement  that  his  case  will  be  considered  when 
the  number  of  Vaidyans  is  increased.  But  from  the  report  of  the 
Department  it  is  seen  that  only  two  Vaidyans  are  given  grants  tem¬ 
porarily  throughout  the  State,  Prom  the  replies  that  were  given  just 
now,  it  is  seen  that  those  two  vaidyasalas  are  going  to  be  made  per¬ 
manent.  That  means  that  the  promise  made  to  the  recognised  Vaidyan 
at  Puthupalli  is  not  going  to  be  kept. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILL Al  Trivandrum— Rural)  \  May  I  know  whether 
the  member  considers  the  interests  of  a  particular  Vaidyan  or  the 
general  interests  of  the  State  as  a  whole  as  more  important? 

Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I)  ;  Certainly  the  general  in¬ 
terests  of  the  state  are  more  important.  The  member  could  under¬ 
stand  from  the  way  in  which  I  moved  my  motion  that  I  (referred  to 
this  particular  case  only  incidentally. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I)  :  May  I  know  the  particular 
issue  on  which  the  House  has  to  vote  ? 

MR.  K.  SANKARAN  {Kartikapalli  I) :  The  particular  issue  is  the 
need  for  increasing  the  number  of  grant-in-aid  vaidyasalas  in  the  State 
and  the  necessity  for  increasing  the  grants  to  the  Vaidyans,  The  usual 
oorus  of  “  no  funds  ”  is  repeated  by  the  Chief  Secretary.  Some  mem¬ 
bers  on  this  side  of  the  House  who  supported  the  motion  went  to  the 
extent  of  saying  that  the  number  of  grant-in-aid  vaidyasalas  must  be 
increased  up  to  5,000.  I  think  my  demand  was  far  simpler  and  modest. 
Mine  was  only  to  give  grant-in-aid  to  the  already  recognized  vaidya¬ 
salas  which  come  to  about  114  and  to  fix  the  minimum  of  grant  at 
Bs.  25.  I  find  that  this  modest  and  minimum  demand  is  not  accept¬ 
able  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  Government.  That  being  the  case  I 
press  the  motion  to  a  division. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {.Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  The  member 
was  saying  that  the  Government  do  not  give  sufficient  encouragement 
to  Ayurveda  and  quoted  one  instance.  Sir,  that  instance  does  not  prove 
his  case.  He  was  saying  that  Government  had  made  a  promise  to  a 
particular  Vaidyan  to  give  him  a  grant  but  they  do  not  fulfill  that  pro¬ 
mise  when  two  new  vaidyasalas  were  opened.  That  does  not  prove 
his  case  at  all.  It  is  true  that  Government  gave  grants  to  two  Vai¬ 
dyans  although  they  did  not  give  the  grant  to  the  Vaiydan  at  Puthu- 
palli.  These  two  Vaidyans  were  given  grants  for  specific  purposes  one 
was  for  a  Unani  vaidyasala  and  the  other  for  a  Bala  Chikilsa  vaidya- 
sala  conducted  by  Srimathi  Draupathi  Antharjanam.  No  general 
vaidyasala  was  sanctioned  after  that  date  so  as  to  enable  Government 
to  give  the  grant  to  the  Vaidyan  at  Puthupalli. 


DEMAND  VII — AYURVEDA, 
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MB.  K.  SANKARAN  ( Kartikapalli  1)  :  On  a  point  of  personal  ex¬ 
planation  I  may  say  that  I  did  not  rely  solely  upon  that  in  support  of 
my  position. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  I  have  explained 
to  the  House  Why  the  grant  could  not  be  given  to  that  particular  Vai- 
dyan  — 

As  regards  the  general  proposition  I  have  to  repeat  again  that  the 
government  are  one  with  the  House  in  the  view  that  the  system  of 
Ayurveda  requires  encouragement.  But  at  the  same  time  Government 
are  not  in  a  position  to  do  much  simply  because  they  have  no  funds. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  motion  before  the  House  is  to  reduce  the  allot¬ 
ment  of  Ks.

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I) :  Sir,  .1  beg  to  move  the 
following  motion : —  , 

“  Toirednoe  the  allotment  of  Ks.  7,985  for  Ayurveda  Pharmacy  by  Ka.  10. 

Sir,  the  object  of  my  motion  is  .to  bring  home  to  this  House  a  very 
bad  and  vicious  practice  obtaining  in  the  pharmacy  here.  Sir,  there  is 
a  general  complaint  that  the  medicines  prepared  there  are  mot  at  pre¬ 
sent  as  efficacious  as  they  used  to  be  before.  A  large  number  of  people 
attend  the  local  hospital  where  their  complaints  are  attended  to  by  the 
Ayurveda  physician  employed  there.  Of  course  they  go  on  taking  the 
medicines  and  the  drugs  supplied  from  there  for  days  and  months  and 
it  is  seen  in  several  eases  that  there  is  no  perceptible  improvement  in 
their  complaints.  Sir,  a  certain  specific  instance  was  brought  to  my 
notice.  A  certain  man  had  a  slight  stomach  complaint.  He  approached 
the  Ayurveda  Doctor  in  the  hospital  and  the  Doctor  examined  him  and 
prescribed  one  kazhayam  (i&vrcco’o)  He  has  been  taking  that  kazhayam 
for  several  months.  Each  time  when  he  represented  that  he  was  not 
getting  any  improvement  the  Doctor  would  say  “  All  right,  try  it  for  a 
few  days  more  and  you  will  improve.”  Finally  he  gave  up  the  Ayur¬ 
veda  hospital  and  resorted  to  a  private  physician.  That  physician,  it  so 
happened,  examined  him  and  prescribed  the  self-same  medicine  as 
prescribed  by  the  Ayurveda  Doctor.  When  this  man  said  “I  have  been 
using  this  medicine  and  it  has  not  done  me  any  good  ”  the  local  private 
phyBican  said;  does  not  matter,  you  try  the  same,  I  will  give  the  pres¬ 
cription  containing  the  details  of  the  ingredients  and  you  purchase  the 
prescriptions  and  prepare  the  kazhayam  yourself.  Sir,  by  taking  three 
dozes  of  this  home  made  kazhayam  he  was  completely  cured. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAl  ( Trivandrum — Rural) :  Can  it  not  be  by 
the  effect  of  both  the  medicines  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  T)\  The  member  has  not 
cached  my  point.  I  am  driving  at  another  point.  The  physicians  and 
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other  persons  employed  in  the  pharmacy  resort  to  a  practice  of  extract¬ 
ing  the  essence  of  medicines  prepared  there.  In  the  case  of  the  kasha- 
yams  prepared  there  what  they  do  is  this — When  it  is  prepared  its 
essence  will  be  taken  by  them  and  then  they  will  pour  water,  boil  it 
■  again  and  this  waste  product  is  bottled  nicely  and  sent  to  the  hospital. 

Mr.  K.  M.  KR1SHP1AN  (Anbalapuzha.il):  aaanQos  <srocrae<H(sn?i

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I)  :  T  have  very  reliable  and 
authentic  information.  The  member  will  be  pleased  to  understand  that 
without  being  reliably  informed  I  am  not  likely  to  place  such  matters 
before  this  House. 

Sir,  the  consequence  of  that  bad  practice  are  very  pernicious  and 
disastrous  not  only  to  the  institution,  but  to  the  country  at  large.  I 
place  this  matter  before  the  House  for  the  serious— 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  Is  the  member  aware 
that  these  are  very  serious  allegations  about  a  public  institution  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I):  lam  perfectly  aware  that 
the  consequences  are  disastrous.  That  is  why  I  bring  this  to  the 
notice  of  this  House. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta):  Then  will  the  mem¬ 
ber  be  graciously  pleased  to  tell  the  House  the  source  of  this  reliable 
information  ? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (0 lii/ray inkil  I):  Not  at  all  necessary.  A 
certain  iudividual  has  disclosed  this  fact  to  me  and  from  my  indepen¬ 
dent  enquiries  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  some  bad  practice  is 
going  on  there  and  it  is  high  time  that  Government  should  pay  atten¬ 
tion  to  it. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  About  the  details  of 
the  preparation,  I  wish  to  know  from  where  the  member  got  that 
information  ? 

Mr.  .K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinkil  I)  •  The  same  source  from 
which  I  got  the  other  information. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta):  Can  we  take  it  that  the 
member  speaks  from  his  own  personal  experience? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I):  From  my  enquiries  in 
the  matter  I  have  come  to  the  irresistible  conclusion. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  \  I  wish  to  know  from 
the  member  whether  it  is  partly  from  his  own  personal  experience  ? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I) :  I  have  answered  that 
question. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  Can  the  member 
enlighten  the  House  as  to  the'source  of  the  information  which  the 
member  considers  reliable  and  which  others  may  not  consider  reliable  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I) :  That  is  left  to  the  mem¬ 
ber’s  discretion.  If  he  does  not  believe  me,  I  am  not  particular  that  a 
particular  member  should  believe  me.  But  this  is  all  the  information 
that  I  can  give. 
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MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ) :  Oould  not  the  member  think 
that  the  diluted  solution  was  considered  to  be  more  efficacious  than  the 
concentrated  solution  which  was  considered  to  be,  deleterious  in  effect 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( GUrayinkil  I);  lam  sorry,  I  am  not  able 
to  satch  the  gist  of  his  question. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  The  member  said  that  the 
first  essence  that  was  obtained  was  taken  by  somebody  who  was  res- 
ponsible  for  the  preparation  and  was  boiled  after  pouring  water  and 
kept  there  for  purposes  of  prescription.  From  that  the  member  infer¬ 
red  that  the  pure  essence,  as  it  were,  was  taken  away  by  somebody  for 
private  use  and  the  cold  water  was  kept  for  public  use.  Could  not  the 
member  think  that  under  such  circumstances  the  diluted  solution  was 
considered  to  be  more  efficacious  than  the  concentrated  solution  .which 
was  considered  to  be  deleterious  in  effect  by  the  expert  to  be  more 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (GUrayinkil  I) :  The  difficulty  is  that  an 
expert  might  not  have  decided  it. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  [Tovala):  May  I  know  whether  he  says 
this  on  expert  knowledge  ? 

MR.  X.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinkil  I)  :  I  am  not  an  expert 

MR.  P-  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalajmzha  I)  :  May  I  know 
whether  he  can  supply  us  the  information  upon  which  he  came  to  the 
conclusion  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinkil  I) :  I  have  disclosed  the  sources 
as  far  as  possible.  Further  I  am  not  able. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I) :  May  I  know  further 
whether  the  diluted  decoction  has  been  prepared  by  the  member  himseif 
or  any  other  person  under  his  supervision  of  which  he  came  to  such  a 
conclusion? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (GUrayinkil  I):  lam  satisfied  with  regard 
to  the  information  which  I  have  placed  before  the  House. 

MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Urban)  :  May  I  know  from 
the  member  that  the  information  may  be  true  or  may  be  false  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( GUrayinkil  I) :  Yes,  quite  possible, 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Will  the  member  be  prepared  to  disclose  the  informant’s  name 
to  the  Government  Member  in  charge  of  the  Department  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (GUrayinHl  I) :  Of  course  a  particular 
individual  has  reported  to  me  his  experience. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sit.kwr 
Vakil)  ■  I  am  asking  whether  that  person’s  name  can  be  disclosed  to 
the  Government  Member  in  charge  of  the  Department  ? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (GUrayinkil  I):  I  do  hot  think  it  is  pos¬ 
sible  to  disclose  his  name. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta) :  Sir,  I  request  that 
the  Government  should  press  to  receive  a  definite  statement. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a. point  of  order, 
It  is  out  of  order.  '  '  ' 
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MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I)  :  I  am  of  opinion  that  there 
is  a  very  serious  defect  existing  in  the  pharmacy  -where  the  medicines 
for  use  are  prepared.  Of  course  if  the  pay  of  the  employees  there  is  in¬ 
adequate  I  have  no  objection  in  raising  their  pay.  My  only  point  is 
that  they  should  not  resort  to  this  very  bad  practice.

DEMAND  VIII— PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  SANITA¬ 
TION. 

MR.  K-  GEORGE  (.Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Sir,  I  rise  to 
move  for  a  grant  not  exceeding  Bs.  2,52,318  under  Demand  VIIBPublic 
Health  and  Sanitation. 

The  following  motion  was  not  moved  : 

Motion  208. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  To  omit  the  allotment  of  rupees 
3,000  for  honorarium  to  the  Assistant  Director. 

Motion  209. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzha  I) :  I  beg  to  make  the 
following  motion. 

"To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Bs.  3,504  for  establishment  by 
Bs.  100”. 

The  object  of  the  motion  is  “to  urge  upon  the  attention  of  Govern¬ 
ment  the  need  of  immediate  provision  for  good  drinking  water  in  areas 
where  it  is  not  available  now.” 

Sir,  I  admit  that  I  feel  a  tinge  of  shame  in  being  called  upon  to 
press  for  such  an  obvious  necessity.  I  am  quite  sure  that  nobody  on 
the  Government  Benches  would  oppose  the  demand  for  such  neces¬ 
saries  of  life.  Yet  the  fact  remains  that  in  various  parts  of  Travancore 
this  wide-spread  want  awaits  supply.  This  is  a  longstanding  com¬ 
plaint.  In  the  modern  history  of  Travancore,  if  I  should  trace  the 
course  of  this  long  felt  want,  I  may  begin  with  the  Coronation  of  His 
Highness  Sri  Mulam  Tirunal  of  revered  memory,  who,  on  the  occasion 
of  His  Highness’  Coronation  promised  three  boons  to  His  Highness’s 
subjects,  among  which  good  drinking  water  merits  distinct  and  pro¬ 
minent  mention.  His  Highness’s  Proclamation  in  this  respect  was  to 
the  effect  that  wells  would  be  sunk  wheresoever  it  was  necessary  to 
provide  good,  drinking  water.  Subsequently,  I  understand  that  a  pro 
vision  us.ed  to  be  made  in  the  P.  W.  D.  Budget  annually  to  the  exten 
of  Bs.  5  ,000  for  the  purpose  of  sinking  wells.  For  reasons  best  known 
to  themselves,  the  P.  W.  D.  people  however,  did  not  seriously  keep  to 
the  course  laid  down  for  them.  Coming  "to  later  years,  I  under¬ 
stand  from  my  friend  Mr,  Asan  and  some  other  members  here,  that,  in 
the  previous  Legislative  Council  resolution  was  passed  urging  the  need 
of  drinking  water  in  centres  where  it  is  not  available.  I  myself  recol¬ 
lect,  at  a  still  earlier  stage,  one  member  in  the  previous  Council  urging 
the  need  of  drinking  water  on  the  western  side  of  the  Kayankulam 
lake,  i.  e.,  the  belt  between  that  ilake  and  the  Arabian  Sea,  Noiy 
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the  matter  has  again  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  people  and  to  me  particularly  during  the  election  period. 
One  of  the  conditions  on  which  the  people  of  Thottapalli  pledged  their 
support  to  me  was,  that  I  should  agitate  for  good  drinking  water.  That 
is  one  of  my  election  pledges.  I  brought  this  matter  to  the  notice  of 
Government  during  the  general  discussion  on  the  budget  and  I  was 
glad  to  find  that  a  number  of  gentlemen  on  this  side  of  the  House  also 
were  of  the  same  opinion  as  myself.  The  Sanitary  and  the  Public  Health 
Departments  are  working  a  good  deal,  as  they  say,  to  eradicate  hook¬ 
worm,  filariasis,  and  kindred  troubles  from  which  people  are  suffering 
in  some  parts  of  the  State.  I  really  fail  to  understand  how  their 
labours  would  bear  fruit  so  .long  as  they  leave  open  the  doors  for  the 
introduction  of  the  filarial  germs  into  the  human  system  through  drink¬ 
ing  water.  The  water  at  Thottapalli  and  other  tracts  bordering  on  the 
Kayankulam  lake  or  other  lakes  like  the  Vembanad,  iis  perceptibly 
brackish  and  impure  throughout  the  year.  It  is  indeed  a  suffering  in 
silence  which  the  people  .all  through  endure  in  helpless  resignation. 
Well,  tapart  from  the  brackishness,  probably  on  examination,  the  water 
of  the  Kayankulam  lake  'may  disclose  the  existence  of  various  undesir¬ 
able  microbes  and  bacteriaun  it.  Thus  whileithe  Public  Health  depart¬ 
ment  is  trying  to  drive  out  the  filarial  germs  through  one  orifice  of  the 
body,  they  are  allowing  it  to  be  introduced  through  >the  other.  This 
certainly  is  a  very  (Vicious  cirole  and  shows  the  purposeless  pursuits  of 
the  department.  The  department,  at  any  rate,  should  be  foremost  to 
combat  the  spread  of  filarial  infection.  I  understand  that  Jthe  trouble 
arises  mainly  because  of  the  fact  that  the  sanitation  and  the  Health 
Department  has  very  little  control  over  the  programme  for  well-sinking. 
Somehow  or  other  the  P.  W.  D  has  been  entrusted  with  this  business ; 
they  are  the  last  people  to  realise  the  importance  or  the  seriousness  of  the 
provision  in  this  respect,  I  would  therefore  suggest  the  desirability  of 
removing  this  particular  subject  from  the  control  of  the  P.  W.  D.  to 
that  of  the  amalgamated  Public  Health  Department.  Unless  that  is 
done,  there  may  not  be  sufficient  justification  for  us’  to  vent  our  fury 
upon  the  Public  Health  Department.  We  are  directly  concerned  with 
the  Public  Health  Department  in  this  respect.  But.  now  that  Depart¬ 
ment  may  probably  excuse  itself  by  saying  that  its  relation  with  the 
subject  is  indirect,  the  P.  W.  D.  being  directly  concerned  in  the  matter. 

Much  more  is  the  importance  of  the  question  and  it  has  to  be  con¬ 
sidered  in  its  sanitary  and  hygienic  aspects.  With  these  observations 
Sir,  I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  recommending  the  acceptance  of  the 
motion  by  the  House. 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  {Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  :  Sir, 

I  fully  support  the  motion  moved  by  my  friend  Mr.  P.  K,  Narayana 
Pillai-  The  want  of  good  drinking  'water  'is  felt  acutely  in  Nanjinad. 
Before  I  come  to  that,  I  have  to  speak,  a  few  words.  The  Medical  pro¬ 
fession  classifies  all  epidemic^aiseases  into  preventive,  curable  and  fatal. 
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Of  course,  under  modern  conditions,  three  corresponding  professions 
are  also  in  existence.  The  Public  Health  and  Sanitary  Department, 
undertakes  to  prevent,  the  Medical  Department  undertakes  to  cure  and 
the  undertaker  undertakes  the  rest.  In  Nanjinad  Sir,  the  undertaker 
is  known  as  the  Pronopakari-tb.6  life  saviour.  He  is  a  man  who  really 
helps  indife,  andehe  is  also  a  medicine  man.  He  prevents  and  cures 
and  he  does  the  rest  also.  An  illustrious  person  once  asked  the  medi¬ 
cal  profession  a  question  “why  cannot  preventible  diseases  be  prevented” 
That  is  as  good  as  asking  the  legal  profession,  why  cannot  law’s  delays 
be  remedied.  The  profession  will  disappear.  In  the  pamphlet  is¬ 
sued  by  the  Honorary  Advisor  on  Public  Health  on  Cholera  we  find 
this  — 

“In  spite  of  all  its  horrors,  cholera  ig  a  preventible  disease”. 

The  question  then  is,  why  the  department  does  not  prevent  it. 
The  answer  is  given  in  the  same  pamphlet.  “Further  treatment  will 
have  to  be  done  with  the  advice  and  assistance  of  a  Medical  Officer.” 
The  Medical  Department  will  disappear  if  the^Health  Department  pre- 
vents  it.  Between  them  both,  in  the  end,  they  attribute  it  to  bad 
drinking  water.  This  is  what  both  the  Health  Department  and  Medi¬ 
cal  Department  combined  says.  There  is  not  a  single  village  in 
Nanjinad,  and,  I  am  not  exaggerating  it,  which  has  an  uncontaminated 
supply  of  drinking  water.  .  The  source  of  supply  of  drinking  water  is 
not  even  wells,  it  is  tanks.  And  for  what  all  purposes  these  Ltanks 
are  used  will  be  evident  from  one  instance  given  in  the  Health  Pamph¬ 
let  cn  Guinea  Worm.  The  following  is  the  history  of  Guinea  Worm 
infection  in  Suchindram. 

“A  resident  of  the  Cufiuppa  District,  Madras  Presidency,  came  to  Suchindram  to 
sea  his  -wife’s  people,  about  two  years  ago,  and  has  repeated  those  visits  at  inter¬ 
vals  during  the  past  two  years.  When  he  came  to  Suchindram,  he  was  ac¬ 
customed  to  bathe  in  the  tank  which  is  on  the  western  side  of  the  temple.  At 
the  timo  when  he  came  to  bathe  what  happened  was  this  -‘The  Brahmin 
women  took  the  water  from  the  tank  to  their  homes  to  he  utilised  for  cooking 
and  other  purposes.  The  Brahmin  males  have  a  habit  of  first  taking  some 
water  in  the  right  palm  and  drinking  it  as  a  preliminary  to  bathing.  The  Nair 
woman  was  a  temple  servant.  She  also  bathed  in  the  same  tank  ” 

And  all  contracted  the  same  disease.  There  are  no  statistics  as  ■  to 
the  number  of  cattle  which  died  on  this  account,  because  cattle  also 
take  water.  They  use  these  tanks  for  their  purposes  also.  It  so.  hap¬ 
pens  that|  thisjtank  is  .'situated  in  the  heart  of  Suchindram,  where  the 
so-called  depressed  classes  have  no  entry.  Fortunately  they  were  saved. 
It  is  an  ill-wind  that  blows  nobody  any  good.  What  happens  is, 
cholera  and  tank  water  are  reserved  entirely  for  the  socalled  higher 
castes  in  Nanjinad.  The  others  including  cattle  are  immure.  Sir, 
a  comprehensive,  scheme  of  water  supply  must  be  undertaken.  It  has 
been  a  longstanding  cry  so  for  as  the  Nag;ercoil  Municipality  is  concern¬ 
ed  of  which  I  was'aimember  in  the  past  for  about  10  years.  We  do  not 
grudge  Trivandrum  people  for  their  water  supply.  Let  them  die  in  peace. 

I. request  Government,  to  help  us  in  that  direction  also  to  some  ex¬ 
tent.

IWR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Chirayinkil  1) :  Sir,  I  have  very  great 
pleasure  in  supporting  the  motion  before  the  House.  At  present,  it  is 
not  necessary  for  me  to  expatiate  upon  the  need  for  good  drinking 
water  badly  felt  in  tile  rural  parts  of  the  State.  I  take  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  the.  long  felt 
Want  of  good  drinking  water  in  some  of  the  places  in  the  Chirayinkil 
taluk.  I  am  referring  to  the  norrow  strip  of  land  between  the  backwater 
and  the  Arabian  Sea.  The  pesple  of  this  part  of  the  country, if  they  want 
good  drinking  water,  have  either  to  cross  the  lake  and  go  to  the  eastern 
parts  or  to  go  long  distances  northward  or  southward.  In  places  like 
Kaikara  and  Nedunganda,  the  people  have  to  walk  three  or  four  miles 
to  get  good  drinking  water.  The  diseases  usually  caused  by  drinking 
bad  water  are  pervalent  there.  Hookworm  disease  is  rampant  in 
these  parts  ;  so  also  filariasis.  I  would  therefore  request  the  earnest 
attention  of  the  Government  in  the  matter  of  providing  good  drinking 
water  in  the  near  future. 

MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban )  :  I  support  the 
Motion.  My  friend  Mr.  Chidambaram  Pillai  hopes  that,  because  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  Trivandrum  have  got,  or  are  about  to  get  good  drinking  water, 
they  may  be  allowed  to  die  in  peace.  "What  he  intended  must  have 
been  that  the  people  of  Trivandrum  might  be  allowed  to  live  in  peace. 
Sir,  I  will  pay  the  compliment  back  to  him  and  say  that  I  wish  that 
Vol.I.  No.  9. 
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the  people  of  South  Travancore,  particularly  Nanjinad,  are  allowed  to 
live .  in  peace  and  prosper.  I  have  been  in  Nanjinad  myself  when  a 
young  boy;  and  I  have  seen  Nanjinad  several  times  afterwards  also: 
At  first  I  found  it  absolutely  impossible  to  drink  water  there,  because  it 
was  dirty  and  greenish  in  colour.  I  believe  the  difficulties  experienced 
by  the  people  of  south  Travancore  in  this  respect  are  well  known. 
Similarly,  Sir,  the  sea-coast  taluks,  right  from  Cape  Comorin  up  to 
the  utmost  extremity  in 'the  north  have  only  brackish  water,  Water 
absolutely  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 

Sit,  it  is  admitted  that  prevention  is  better  than  cure.  The  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  Travancore  are  spending  huge  sums  of  money  in  preventive 
medicine  and  in  all  such  endeavours.  If  in  these  circumstances,  they 
are  not  able  to  provide  good  drinking  water  to  the  people  of  the  country* 
in-  spite  of-  the  excellent  work  they  do  on  the  subject  and  in  spite  of  the 
hopes  they  entertain  in  the  matter,  al!  the  efforts  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  to  improve  conditions  of  general  health  will  be  absolu¬ 
tely-  infrubtuous.  In  times  gone  by,  there  were  certain  officers  in 
Travancore  Government  service,  Dewan  Peishkars  and  others— one 
gentleman  I  remember,  Mr.  Baghunatha  Bao — with  whom  the  sinking 
of  wells  was  a  favourite  occupation.  A  good  number  of  excellent  wells 
were  sunk  in  their  days.  I  do  not  say,  Sir,  that  the  officers  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  do  not  sympathise  with  the  people  in  this 
matter;  but,  they  have  much  of  urgent  and  important  work  to  do. 

I  have  heard,  Sir,  of  a  battle  being  lost  because  a  horse  lost  its 
shoe*  It')  is  like  that. 

Sir,  if  the  drinking  water  is  not  good,  all  kinds  of  diseases  will  be 
introduced  and  the  people  are  bound  to  suffer.  There  is  no  practical 
use;  in  the  Government  accepting  motions  and  resolutions  in  this  form. 
This  is  one  of  those  subjects  in  which  there  is  no  difference  of  opinion 
possible ;  and  hence,  perhaps,  the  maximum  difficulty  in  anything 
being  done.  If  there  is  a  debate,  dispute  of  any  kind,  then  perhaps, 
people  will  bestow  some  attention  to  it.  But,  it  is  the  fundamental 
truths  that  are  very  often  dishonoured,  because  they  do  not  fascinate 
people.  I  will  propose  a  practical  scheme,  Sir.  I  request  that  Gov¬ 
ernment  should  earmark  not  less  than  fifty  thousand  rupees  for  this 
purpose  and  begin  in  right  earnest  the  sinking  of  wells  right  up  from 
Cape  Comorin  along  the  sea  coast  to  the  northern  most  point  in  Travan¬ 
core.:  My  friend  Mr.  P-  K.  Narayana  Pillai  reminded  us  of  the  kind 
promise  made  by  the  late  Sri  Mulam  Tirunal  Maha  Baja  at  the  time  of 
his  accession.  I  rememoer  one  instance  in  the  history  of  one  of  the  Maha 
Rajas  of  Travancore  who  lived  about  500  years  ago.  Be  loved  the 
people  of"  the  country  so  much  and  paid  so  much  personal  attention  to 
their  needs  that',  on  one  occasion,  he  himself  went  to  a  place  in  South 
Travancore,  called  PArasurama  Perum  Teruvu,  a  street  not  then  open 
to  all  classes  of  the  people,  and  commanded  that  all  sections  Of  the' 
people  could  freely  enter  the  street  for  the  purpose  of  getting  good  ' 
drinking  water  from  a  well  there.  That  is  the  policy  which-  has-been

pursued  by  His  Highness  the  Maha  Raja.  That  is  the  policy  which 
has  been  pursued  and  which  must  be  pursued  by  the  Travaneore 
Government.  Therefore,  Sir,  I  would  impress  upon  the  attention  .of 
Government  the  urgent  necessity  of  uot  merely  accepting  the  scheme 
.but  of  providing  a  decent  sum  of  money  for  the  construction  of  these 
wells  which  is  a  duty  which  the  Government  must  discharge,  and  .this 
long  suffering  ipeople  will  bless  the  Travaneore  Government  for  this 
favour. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILIAI  (Eunnattur cum 
Paltmiapnram)  :  Sir,  I  _  have  great  pleasure  in  supporting  this  pro¬ 
position.  It  is  an  admitted  fact  that  there  is  a  very  large  area  in 
Travaneore  where  good  drinking  water  is  not  available.  My  friend 
Mr.  Velu  Pilli  suggested  to  Government  that  Rs.  50,000  might  be 
earmarked  for  sinking  wells,  that  may  be  useful  in  some  places  where  the 
subsoil  contains  good  water.  But  of  the  places  suffering  from  want  of 
good  drinking  water,  there  are  few  where  good  drinking  water  could  be 
bad  by  sinking  wells.  Take  for  instance  places  along  the  coastal  re¬ 
gions,  like  KayankuJam,  Alleppey  Kartikapalli,  and  Shertaliai. .  However 
.deep  you  may  sink  a  well  in  any  of  those  places  you  cannot.get  good 
drinking  water  though  there  is  plenty  of  water  in  the  subsoil.  So  that 
■you  will  have  to  convey  good  drinking  water  to  those  places  by  means 
of  pipes  from  places  where  you  can  get  it.  That,  I  submit,  is  a  .very 
large  problem  indeed.  But  it  is  a  vital  problem  which,  it  is  . the  duty  of 
...every  Government  to  investigate  and  find  a  solution  for.  1  would  suggest, 
Sir,  that  the  matter  may  be  taken  very  earnestly  in  hand  and  very  care¬ 
fully  investigated  in  order  to  find  out  how  best  good  drinking  water 
may  be  taken  to  these  places  at  the  least  cost.  The  preliminary,  inves- 
-tigation  will  certainly  not  involve  much  cost  but  the  carrying  out  nr  the 
materialisation  of  the  scheme  will  certainly  involve  a  heavy  cost.  This 
is  a  matter  in  which  Government  might  legitimately  .  plead  want  .of 
funds,  but  I  would  suggest,  Sir,  that  considering  the  paramount,  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  matter,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  if  the  Government  asked 
the  people  to  contribute  liberally  to  meet  the  cost  of  any  scheme  the 
Government  might  devise,  A  fair  water-cess  vsould  solve  -the  problem  of 
finance.  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  the  matter  be  taken  in  hand  and 
investigated  immediately  and  some  practicable  scheme  devised. 

MR.  T.  K.  VEUJ  PILLAl  ( Trivandrum-Urban ):  I  wish  -to  ask  a 
question.  Sir.  Will  not  a  deep  and  well-dug  well  provide  better  water 
than  the  wells  now? 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAl  (Kunnattur cum 
Pattampwam) :  However  deep  you  may  sink  the  well  you  cannot 
reach  good  water  where  there  is  none  in  the  subsoil. 

Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAl  .  ( Trivandnm-Urlan ) :  .  Has  the  meniber 
enquired  whether  there  are  good  deep  springs  in.  those -places? 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  VARAMESVARAN  PILLAl  \Kurmaitur  -cum 
.  S%tianapurani) :  So  far  as  the  wells  are  concerned,  Sir,  -there  :is;po 
well  in  any.  of  these. places...  which  gives  .good  water.  ..Qf 
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are  certain  parts  in  the  State  where  the  problem  may  be  solved  by 
means  of  wells  but  in  the  majority  of  cases  it  cannot  be.  Take  for  in¬ 
stance,  Alleppy.  However  deep  you  may  dig  a  well,  you  get  only- water 
looking  just  like  tea  decoction. 

Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Urban)-.  Would  not  a  deep 
well  protected  properly  at  least  prevent  contamination  from  the 
neighbourhood  ? 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kmmatturaum 
Pattcmapuram)  :  The  question  is  not  whether  wells  should  be  protect¬ 
ed  but  whether  good  drinking  water  should  not  be; supplied  to  the 
people  who  want  it. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  What  about  the  tube  wells  ? 

MR.  CHANGNACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (ICunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  You  must  ask  Dr.  Tampi  about  it.  Nobody  has 
tried  that.  My  impression  is  that  there  is  no  good  water  in  the  sub¬ 
soil  in  those  places  and  it  does  not  matter  whether  it  is  a  deep  well 
or  a  narrow  well  that  is  dug  there.  There  must  be  good  water  in 
the  snb-soil  to  be  pumped  up. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  May  I  know  from 
the  member  whether  there  was  an  attempt  to  get  good  water  by  means 
of  tube  wells  in  Arattupuzha  ? 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattur  cum 
•Pattanapuram)  :  I  do  not  know  about  it. 

Mr.  N.  JOHN  JOSEPH  (No odnated)  :  oruA.  oogjaaiaso  Asldjacmml 
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.  ,J*R.  PACODE  A.  NARAYAMA  PILLAI  (Vilamnlcod)  :  Sir,  I  wish  to 

support  the  motion  of  Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai.  I  hope  at  least 
with  regard  to  this  matter,  that  a  large  supply  of  fresh  uncontaminated 
pure  drinking  water  is  a  prime  necessity  of  man,  there  will  be  no  differ- 
ence  of  opinion.  At  least  Doctors  will  not  differ  with  regard  to  this 
point  though  some  of  our  leading  publicists  might  differ  with  regard  to 
the  particular  methods  by  or  the  sources  from  which  good  drinking 
water  might  be  supplied  to  the  people.  Sir,  it  is  not  a  new  discovery 
.that  cholera,  one  of  -the  terrible  diseases  that  carry  away  thousands  of 
people  every  now  and  then,  is  a  water-borne  disease.  This  was  taught 
.  to  us  even  when  we  were  boys  in  our  primary  classes.  Even  after  so 
many  years,  we  find  that  there  are  not  sufficient  sources  of  good  drink¬ 
ing  water  in  various  parts  of  the  country.  Well,  Sir,  I  am  a  specialist 
in.  cholera -in  the  sense  that  I  represent  a  constituency  which  has  shown 
the  greatest  death  roll  during  the  last  i  cholera  epidemic.  It  was 
observed  during  the  cholera  season  that  the  incidence  of  the  disease 
was  along  the  line  of  water  courses.  I  hope  that  was  noticed  by  the 
medical  officers  who  were,  on  duty  at  .the  time  in  the  various  paku- 
.thies.  Phe  disease  broke  out.  along  the  water  course,  for  instance, 
along  the  Kuzhithura  river.  Many  people  who  lived  on  the  banks  of 
the  river  used  the -river  water  foritheir  drinking  purposes  and  the  many 
,  cases  of  -cholera  that  were  seen  along  the  line  of  the  river  were  due  to 
the  drinking  of  the  river  water.  Then  again  in  the  taluk  of  Vilavan- 
kod  which  has  got  a .  long  sea  coast  inhabited  by  poor  fishermen  all 
along  the.  cost  during  the  last  cholera  season,  almost  all  the  fishing 
.villages  were  affected  and  the  fishermen  died  in  thousands.  So  I  urge 
on  the  attention  of  G-overnment  the  prime  necessity  of  sinking  wells  in 
suitable  places.  Of  course,  it  is  not  in  all  places  that  deep-water  wells 
can  be  sunk.  But  in  places  where  such  wells  can  be  sunk  they  should 
be  sunk.  In  other  places,  of  course,  pipe  water  has  to  be  introduced. 
-For  instance,  for  a  town  like  Trivandrum  it  will  be  more  profitable 
and  more  advantageous  and  that  is  the  only  method.  But  in  many  of 
the  rural  parts,  of  course,  the  sub-soil  is  quite  alright  and  if  deep  wells 
are  sunk  there  would  be  a  large  .supply  of  water,  for  use  at  all  times  of 
....  the  .year.  So,  ,1  would  respectfully  urge  upon  the  attention  of  Govern¬ 
ment  and,  especially  of  the  officers  who  are  in  charge  of  Public  Health 
and  Sanitation,,  to  inorease  the  number  of  fresh  water  wells  in  rural 
jpatta. and  also  wherever  posssible,  to  introduce  the  pipe  .water  system 
also. 

.  MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattur  cum 
.P&ttanapyram )  :  May  I  know  from  the  member  if  we  could  get  good 
drinking  water -at  the  Cape  if  we  sunk  a  very  deep  well  ? 

MR,  PAC.QDE  A. JARAYANA  PILLAI  (F ilmanlfpd)  :  Well,  Sir,  I  am 
living  in  a  place  now  where  no  well  is  less  than  100  feet  deep.  But  of 
■course  we  have  to  pay  a  very  heavy  oharge  to  our  servants  to  lift  ,the 
water.  But,  all  the  same,  we, .get  excellent  drinking  water  in  spite -of 
the  depth  of  the  well.  I  am  living  at  Bamavarmapuram  near  Nager- 
coil. 
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Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kiimiattur  cum 
pattanapuram ) :  I  am  speaking  of  the  Gape.:  Is  it  possible  to  get' 
good  drinking  water  even, if  we  sink  a  well  there  more  than  100  feet 
deep  1 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavcmkod) :  It  is  not  possible 
at  the  Cape. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattnr  cum 
Pattanapuram) :  That  is  the  case  in  Shertala, 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovald )  :  Sir,  this  is  such  a  very  import¬ 
ant  subject  that  people  who  have  been  listening  to  the  discussion 
might  very  often  forget  themselves.  But  I,  at  any  rate,  do  not  pro¬ 
pose  to  forget  myself.  I  may  say  at  the  very  outset  that  I  heartily, 
endorse  the  sentiments  given  expression  to  by. my  friend  Mr.  Chidam¬ 
baram  Pillai  in  relation  to  the  necessity  of  the  supply,  of  good  drinking 
water  in  Nanjinad.  I  may  also  add  that  I  am  really  thankful  for  the 
sentiments  expressed  by  Mr.  T.  K.  Yelu  Pillai  and  Mr.  A.  Narayana 
Pillai  who  had  in  the  course  of  their  discussion,  the  goodness  to  refer 
to  the  sufferings  of  the  poor  innocent  souls  in  the  coast  for  want  of 
good  drinking  water,  as  a  result  of  which,  and  I  know  to  my  own 
personal  knowledge  that,  thousands  and  thousands  were  carried  away 
during' the  last  cholera  epidemic.  I  may  say,  Sir,  that' I  was  one  of' 
those  persons  who  had  occasion  to  witness  the  scene  myself  when  more 
than  half  a  dozen  or  sometimes  even  a  dozen  corpses  were  taken  away, 
from  the  cholera  camp  to  be  hurried  in  the  place  called'  Muttam.  I' 
also  saw  not  only  the  medical  men  but  also  the'  volunteers '  throwing 
themselves  heart  and  soul  in  the  work  of  relieving  those  poor  people. 
Invariably  the  method  adopted  there,  I  found,  was  to'  disinfect  those 
pools  and  ponds  that  were  found  surrounding-thos'e  villages  and  from 
which  those  poor  people,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  they  were  taught  not5 
to  touch  a  drop  of  the  water  in  those  pools  and  ponds,  took  water  for- 
drinking  purposes. 

Sir,  it  was  a  most  pitiable  and  heartrending  sight  for  us  to  find. 
If  it  is  not  feasible  for  Government  for  lack  of  funds  to  give  immediate 
relief  to  this  dire  necessity  of  those  poor  people,  at  least  wells  could  be 
sunk.  Mr.  Changanacherry'Parameswaran  Pillai,  when  I  asked  him 
whether  a  well  could  be  sunk  in  Cape,  said  it  codld'  not  be.  I  can  tell 
him  that  about  20  feet  near  the  promontary,  a  good  well  has  been  sunk' 
by  the  Devaswom  Department  where  good'  drinking  water  is  available. 

Ml!.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN'  PILLAI  ( Kmnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  Which,  is  that  place  ? 

.  Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  .(Tatiala) :  Inside  what  they  call  the 
Sanketham  there  is  a  bathing  ghat.  On  the  way.  to  the  Mandapam-  on. 
the  southern  side  where  the  Hindu  Pilgrims  have  their  both. 

Mr;'.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Ilunnattur  cum 
Battampunm)  ■;  Does. the  member  say  that  it  is  not  brackish  water:? 

'  Mft,  MV  SIVATANU  PILLAI  {Tovalm) :  It  is  vefy  very  good  :  drinkihg 
wafer.  ■  -  ' 
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MR.  CHANGANACHERY  X.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI-  ( Iiunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram) :  It  is  brackish  water. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ) ;  No,  it  is  very  good  water.  It 
gives  very  good  taste  (as  very  good  water).  The  water  supplied  by  a  well 
of  that  kind  would  go  a  great  way  to  relieve  the  suffering  poor.  Then 
with  regard  to  the  villagers  in  Nanjinad,  I  need  hardly  point  out  the 
desirability  of  sinking  more  wells  in  those  villages.  My  friend  Mr.  John 
Joseph  was  giving  expression  to  the  statement  that  in  Nanjinad  the 
so-called  highcaste  people  get  good  donation  for  digging  wells.  I  do  not 
know  wherefrom  my  friend  got  that  information.  All  the  samg  if  it  is 
found  true  that  wells  have  been  dug  at  the  cost  of  the  Government  for 
the  use  of  the  so-called  highcaste  people,  is  it  not  feasible  for  the 
Government  to  sink  as  many  wells  as  possible  for  the  use  of  the  depressed 
classes  ?  I'  would  take  this  opportunity  to  ask  the  Government  to 
throw  open  those  wells  to  all  castes  and  creeds  if  it  is  not  possible  to 
allot  money  for  sinking  wells  to  the  depressed  classes.  At  least  those 
wells  about  which  there  could  be  no  objection  should  be  thrown  open 
so  that  other  people  might  also  he  given  freedom  to  draw  water. 

One  word  about  the  Municipal  Council.  Some  years  ago,  at  their 
cost  of  Bs.1,000,  an  investigation  was  made  for  water  supply  to  the 
Nagercoil  Town.  A  report  was  also  submitted  for  adoption.  It  was 
pressed  in  more  sessions  of  the  Legislative  Council  than  one.  The 
Government  undertook  that,  when  the  Trivandrum  Water-Supply  was 
finished,  they  would  take  up  the  supply  to  the  Nagercoil  Town.  I  do 
not  know  what  is  to  come  out  of  it.  With  these  words,  I  support  the 
motion. 

MR.  X.  SANXARAN  ( Kartilcapalli  I) :  Sir,  I  need  hardly  say  that  I 
support  the  motion  because  I  cannot  imagine  a  member  who  would  say 
that  he  opposes  this  motion.  Even  Government  members  would 
endorse  that  aspect  of  the  question,  namely,  that  nobody  would  oppose 
such  a  demand.  But  seeing  member  after  member  urge  and  press 
the  needs  of  his  own  constituency,  I  thought  I  would  he  failing  in  my 
duty  if  I  idid  not  press  the  needs  of  my  constituency  which  is  the 
dirtiest  constituency  of  all  the  62  constituencies — dirtiest  in  the  sense 
that  it  comprises  the  dirtiest  portions  of  twojtaluks.  Sir,  I  take  it  as  a 
proud  privilege  that  I  was  called  upon  to  represent  such  a  dirty  con¬ 
stituency  because  it  affords  me  an  opportunity  of  bringing  to  the  notice 
of  Government  the  lack  of  facilities  the  people  of  that  place  have  in 
getting  good  drinking  water.  It  is  not  a  question  of  want  of  water. 
There  is  water  everywhere  during  the  rainy  season  as  well  as  during 
the  dry  season.  ,  The  cry  of  the  people  there  is  :  “  water,  water  every¬ 
where  but  not  a  drop  to  drink  ”.  Even  during  ;the  rainy  season  they 
cannot  get  good'  drinking  water.  My  constituency  comprises  the 
coastal  regions  of  the  Kartikapalli  taluk  and  some  of  the  pakutbies  of 
the  Iiarunagapalli  taluk.  In  those  two  taluks  there, are  certain  pakuthies 
where  there  are  no  means  of  communication  and  no  means  of  getting 
good  drinking  water.  There  is  no  public  well  or  river  in  these  places. 
In  the  rainy  season  these  parts  are  affected  by  floods.  But  the  flood 
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was  some  proposal  to  sink  wells  in  some  parts  of  this  constituency  to 
supply  good  drinking  water.  I  believe  the  efforts  which  were  made  by 
the  P-  W.  D.  proved  to  be  a  failure.  Perhaps  it  was  because  that 
attempt  proved  a  failure,  that  we  find  no  provision  being  made  for  the 
supply  of  drinking  water  in  these  taluks  in  next  year’s  budget. 

Mr,  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattmamtitta ) :  If  wells  are  sunk  in 
those  regions,  will  they  be  able  to  supply  good  drinking  water  ? 

MR.  K.  SANKARAN  ( Kartikapalli  I) :  I  have  not  made  any  ex- 
periment. 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer )  :  There  is  provision  in  the 
budget  for  1109  to  sink  another  tube  well  there. 

MR.  K.  SANKARAN  ( Karthikapalli  I):  I  am  very  thankful  to  the 
member  in  charge  of  the  P.  W.  D.  for  giving  that  information.  I 
thought  there  was  no  provision.  Probably  the  provision  is  to  continue 
the  attempt  that  was  made  sometime  back.  Anyhow  the  need  is  very 
imperative  and  I  would  request  the  Government  to  look  into  the  matter. 
It  may  be  entrusted  to  the  Public  Health  Department,  because  they 
may  be  able  to  do  it  better  and  to  consider  the  needs  of  all  parts  of 
Travancore  as  a  whole.  The  P.  W.  D.  will  consider  it  only  from  local 
points  of  view.  Anyway  the  question  requires  immediate  attention  on 
the  part  of  Government,  because  without  water  and  air  we  cannot 
live.  That  is  a  very  elementary  proposition  to  which  anybody  would 
accede.  The  other  needs,  such  as,  electricity,  may  be  kept  in  abeyance. 
This  big  question  should  be  first  taken  up  and  considered. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  ( Kottarakara ) :  I  move  that  the  question 
be  now  put - 

Mr.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  ( Kunnatnad  II) :  Sir,  in  supporting  this 
motion,  I  may  be  permitted  to  refer  to  one  circumstance.  In  Kunnat¬ 
nad,  the  constituency  which  I  represent,  there  is  very  good  drinking 
water  in  the  sub-soil  about  10  or  15  feet  below.  But  the  soil  is  so 
rocky  that  it  is  impossible  to  penetrate.  It  is  a  very  costly  process  and 
only  very  rich  people  can  afford  to  have  the  rocks  blasted.  Poor 
people,  depressed  and  non-depressed,  have  to  rely  on  the  bounty  of 
the  rich  for  getting  water,  especially  for  three  months  from  Kumbham 
to  the  middle  of  Edavam  every  year.  I  request  that  the  Government 
would  be  pleased  to  extend  the  activities  of  the  Public.  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  to  those  portions  of  Kunnatnad  taluk  where  this  condition 
exists  so  that  people  may  get  drinking  water. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government )  :  Sir,  the  question 
of  supplying  pure  drinking  water  is  one  of  the  most  gigantic  problems 
that  faces  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the  State.  Nobody  for 
a  moment  questions  that,  good  protected  drinking  water  is  the  most 
essential  requirement  for  maintenance  of  health-  But  the  problem  is 
not  a  simple  one.  The  difficulty  lies  in  the  fact  that  in  various  parts 
of  Travancore,  there  is  no  good  water  to  be  obtained.  For  instance, 
from  the  Cape  northwards,  along  the  coast,  up  to  Parur,  there  is  a  bolt 
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of  land  where  good  drinking  water  is  hardly  to  be  found.  The  Public 
Works  Department  his  attempted  the  sinking  of  wells  in  the  (Jape 
Comorin  region  in  South  Travaneore ;  but  it  was  found  that  the 
water  they  got  from  those  wells  was  alkaline  and  was  not  suitable  for 
drinking.  The  same  is  the  case  with  regard  to  the  water  along  the 
coastal  tracts. 

Hr.  T.  K,  VELU  PtLLfll  ( Trivandrum-Urban )  :  Is  there  not  excellent 
drinking  water  in  the  Shankumukham  beach  ? 

11 R.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Yes,  I  am  not 
saying  that  no-where  along  the  coast  is  good  drinking  water  to  be 
found.  That  is  a  matter  about  which  investigation  will  be  necessary. 
As  Mr.  Jacob  was  saying  a  moment  ago,  the  P.  W.  D.  has  been  in¬ 
vestigating  in  some  places.  I  have  just  mentioned  about  their  investi¬ 
gation  in  the  Cape.  They  sunk  two  tube  wells.  But  that  method  of 
supplying  water  had  to  be  given  up  because  in  the  first  place,  it  is  not 
easy  to  keep  the  tube  wells  in  repair.  The  public  handle  them  roughly 
and  they  go  out  of  use  very  soon.  So,  that  plan  had  to  be  given  up. 

In 'those  places  there  is  great  difficulty  in  getting  good  drinking 
Water  in  whatever  depths  wells  are  sunk.  But  here  and  there  it  may 
be  possible  to  find  good  water.  It  requires  a  full  investigation  in  the 
matter. 

There  are  two  ways  of  supplying  good  drinking  water.  One  is  by 
the  sinking  of  wells  and  the  other  by  cirrying  water  through  pipes  or 
tubes.  Of  these  the  former  i.  e.  sinking  of  wells  is  less  costly.  The 
other  can  be  attempted,  in  most  cases,  only  in  Municipal  towns  or  con¬ 
servancy  areas  where  people  congregate  and  live  together.  In  the  case 
of  rural  areas  the  problem  has  to  be  faced  more  by  sinking  of  wells. 
It  has  been  said,  Sir,  that  Government  have  not  spent  as  much 
money . 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  The  Chief  Secretary  has  said  that  in  most  places 
where  wells  have  been  sunk  no  water  could  be  found.  In  those  places, 
have  Government  considered  any  method  by  which  water  could  be 
supplied? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  What  I  said 
was  that  the  problem  has  to  be  investigated  and  such  places  found 

°Ut'  MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kmmattwr  cum 
Pattanapuram.)  :  Has  that  been  done  ? 

MR.  K-  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)-.  The  P.  W.  D. 
has  done  some  investigations. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I) :  May  I  know  when 
the  investigation  was  discontinued  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  Not  exactly 
“discontinued”.  I  understand  that  in  Karunagapalli'and  Kartikapalli 
they  are  sinking  a  new  well  to  find  out  whether  good  water  can  be 
got. 
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MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (A mbalapuzha  1):  Was  investiga* 
tioa  undertaken  this  year  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Yes.  I 
believe  so. 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Shertaia  1) :  Was  inveiti- 

gation  done  in  Alleppey  and  Sherthalai  ? 

Mr.  K-  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  I  cannot  go 
into  detail  because  I  am  dealing  with,  the  problem  in  a  general 
way. 

Mr.  EDAVNATT  S.  PADMANABHA  ‘MENON  (Shertaia  I)  :  I  ask  the 

member  for  the  sake  of  information. 

HR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  There  is  the 
problem  of  supplying  good  drinking  water  to  the  Alleppey  town.  That 
ia  a  very  large  question  involving  a  large  sum  of  money. 

Hr.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shertaia  I):  I  ask  the 
question  because  a  few  years  ago  there  was  an  investigation  in  Alleppey 
to  find  out  whether  Government  could  find  sufficient  supply  of  good 
drinking  water.  I  wish  to  know  what  has  become  of  that  investigation 
subsequently. 

HR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  cannot 
recollect. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  If  it  is  a  very  large 
question,  how  do  Government  get  their  information  about  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  wells  ? 

Hr,  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  I  have  got  certain 
definite  information  in  regard  to  the  sinking  of  wells. 

Hr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta) :  May  I  know  who  is 
the  officer  responsible  for  the  sinking  of  wells  ? 

'Hr.  K-  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ) :  There  are  two 
Departments  engaged  in  the  sinking  of  wells.  One  is  the  P.  W.  D. 
and  the  other  is  the  Sanitary  Department. 

Hr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta) ;  May  I  know  who  was 
responsible  for  the  supply  of  drinking  water  in  1107  ? 

Hr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  Partly  the  P. 
W.  D.  and  partly  the  Sanitary  Department. 

Mb.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta ) :  Does  the  member 
know  that  the  information  supplied  in  the  Administration  ,  report  of  the 
Sanitary  Department  for  the  year  1107  is  like  this  — 

“  Information  regarding  the  wells  sunk  in  the  other  Pivisions  ii  not  available". 

In  the  light  of  such  very  meagre  attention  paid  to  this  very  import¬ 
ant  question  I  wish  to  know  what  is  the  force  of  the  information  that 
Government  have. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  said  P.  W,  D. 
and  Sanitary  Departments.  I  have  got  some  later  information. 

HR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta) :  In  the  light  oi  this 
kind  of  information  supplied,  would  the  member  enlighten  the  House 
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as  to  the  meaning  of  the  last  sentence  of  the  G.  0.  on  the  subject  which 
runs  thus : — 

‘  The  supply  o£  drinking  water  in  rural  areas  also  engaged  the  attention  of  the 
Government”. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  have  got  some 
later  information  which  I  shall  place  before  the  House. 

The  Sanitary  Department  is  annually  given  Ks.  3,000  for  the 
repair  and  maintenance  of  wells  as  well  as  for  the  sinking  of  new  wells. 
The  wells  are  sunk  in  some  cases  by  the  P.  W.  D.  and  in  other  cases  by 
the  Sanitary  Department. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapwram  )  ■  Have  Government  been  satisfied  on  the  Subject  that 
in  most  cases  sinking  of  wells  will  not  solve  the  problem  because  good 
drinking  water  could  not  be  had.  In  such  cases  have  Government  any 
scheme  in  their  mind  to  face  the  problem  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ) :  They  have  not 
got  any  definite  scheme. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattvr  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  What  do  they  propose  to  do  in  such  cases  ? 

MR.  K,  GEORGE  (Chi  f  Secretary  to  Government ) ;  I  will  come 
to  that  later. 

I  was  at  the  question  of  how  the  sinking  of  wells  is  done.  The 
Sanitary  Department  is  entrusted  with  the  duty  of  the  maintenance  of 
the  wells  that  have  been  sunk.  Wells  the  construction  of  which  would 
involve  an  expenditure  of  over  Es.  250  will  be  sunk  by  the  P.  W.  D. 
because  that  involves  some  technical  skill  in  the  actual  construction. 
In  the  Sanitary  Department  there  is  no  officer  who  has  got  any  pro¬ 
fessional  or  technical  skill  in  the  matter  of  sinking  deep  wells  costing 
a  lot  of  money. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (VUmanhod) May  I  know 
whether  watchers  are  appointed  to  protect  these  wells  from  contamina¬ 
tion  after  they  are  sunk  ? 

'  MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  I  do  not  know. 
I  do  not  think  watchers  are  appointed .  What  should  be  done  if  the 
watchers  go  home  and  sleep  ? 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavanhod )  :  They  should  not 
be  allowed  to  do  it. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  Then  there  should 
be  watchers  to  watch  the  watchers. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (('ilavmkod) :  Without  the 
watcher  will  not  the  purpose  be  defeated  ?  Will  not  the  wells  be 
contaminated? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)'.  It  is  for  the 
public  that  use  the  well  to  see  that  the  water  they  use  is  not  contami¬ 
nated.  Wells  might  be  protected  in  other  ways  such  as  by  closing 
them  leaving  only  a  small  opening  for  allowing  the  water  to  be 
drawn. 
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Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ) :  May  I  know  whether  new  wells 
are  not  sunk  due  to  the  delay  on  the  part  of  the  P.  W.  D.? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  ■  Last  year  21 
recommendations  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Commissioner  to  the 
Chief  Engineer  for  sinking  new  wells.  I  find  from  the  Sanitary  Com¬ 
missioner’s  report  that  15  wells  were  sunk  by  the  P.  W.  D.  That  is 

not,"  I  say  bad  work. 

MR,  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  May  I  know  why  cer¬ 
tain  amounts  ear-marked  for  the  sinking  of  wells  are  cancelled  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secreatry  to  Government )  :  That  is  partly 
for  sinking  of  wells  and  partly  for  maintenance  and  repair. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta ) :  Do  the  Government 
check  the  accounts  submitted  by  the  Sanitary  Commissioner  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Certainly.  There 
is  the  Accounts  Department  to  do  it. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta):  Prom  the  budget ' 
it  is  seen  that  under  capital  allotment  for  1107  Es.  2,611  was  given  to 
the  Sanitary  Department  out  of  which  evidently  somebody  took  away 
23  chuckrams  and  seven  cash  because,  here,  account  is  given  only  for 
Es.  2,610-5  chs.  and  1  cash. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I) :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  you  are  wasting  the  time  of  the  House, 
Mr.  E.  V.  Krishna  Pillai. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Part  of  the 
amount  that  is  given  to  the  Sanitary  Commissioner  is  allowed  to  be 
used  in  another  way.  He  is  authorised  to  grant  contributions- up  to 
Rs.  250  in  each  case  to  persons  who  come  forward  to  sink  public  wells. 
That  is  another  way  in  which  Government  have  been  encouraging  the 
sinking  of  wells  by  the  Sanitary  Department. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Uavelikara)  :  Are  these  wells  for  the 
use  of  the  public  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Yes.  It  is  a 
definite  condition  that  such  wells  should  be  open  to  all  classes  of 

P  PMR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South) : 
Is  there  a  Sanitary  Engineer  Under  Government  ? 

MR-  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  No.  An  exami¬ 
nation  of  the  P.  W.  D.  budget  discloses  certain  interesting  figures  re¬ 
garding  the  expenditure  incurred  by  Government  .  over  the  head  of 
water  supply.  The  figures  are  taken  from  the  appendix  to  the  Budget. 

I  may  say  that  they  do  hot  relate  entirely  to  the  sinking  of  wells.  .  They 
include  also  provision  for  the  construction  of  tanks  and  other  similar 
works.  Still  we  find  a  large  sum  of  money  is.  spent  annually,  on  the 
Sinking  of  wells  in  rural  areas.'  In  the  Budget  of  1109,  under  water 
supply  about  Bs.  9,000  is  provided  under  works  in  progress  for  water  , 
supply,  Es-  10,000  and  odd  for  new  works,  and.  there  is.  a  sum  of . 
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Bs-  3,400  for  maintenance  and  repair  of  wells.  Besides  these,  there 
is  a  provision  of  Bs.  3,000  for  the  purpose  in  the  Sanitary  Budget. 
In  addition  to  these,  Government  have  allowed  a  certain  sum  of 
money  to  the  Protector  of  depressed  classes.  That  is  to  be  used  for 
the  sinking  of  wells  for  the  use  of  the  depressed  classes. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  ■  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I)  :  In  what  part  of 
•  Travancore  please  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Ghief  Secretary  to  Government):  It  is  not  stated. 
He  is  given  the  discretion  to  use  it  where  there  is  urgency. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  A5AN  (Mavelikara) :  Have  Government 
given  separate  jurisdiction  for  the  three  sets  of  officers  vis,,  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Department,  the  P.  W.  D.,  and  the  Protector  of  depressed  classes. 
Will  there  not  be  over-laping  of  jurisdiction  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  There  will  be 
no  over-laping  of  jurisdiction  because  the  Sanitary  Department  will  not 
do  any  work  costing  more  than  Bs.  250  and  the  P.  W.  D.  will  carry 
out  work  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Sanitary  or  the  Public  Health 
Department,  -  As  regards  the  work  of  the  Protector  of  depressed  classes 
wells  would  be  sunk  mainly  for  depressed  class  people  who  live  together 
in  colonies  in  depressed  class  villages.  So  there  will  not  be  any  over- 

laping  of  jurisdiction.

-  Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  I  think  it  is  not 
necessary  to  answer  that  question  because  I  believe  the  member  himself 
knows  that  depressed  class  people  in  some  places  are  not  admitted  to. 
draw  water  from  public  wells. 

MR,  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  (Tiruvalla  III):  cm®  cn^rmjonruo 
aoorileQ)0<D&  ffia-ioao  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Ghief  Secretary  to  Government) ;  That  is  a  very, 
large  question  to  discuss  which  I  am  not  going  to  take  the  time  of  the 
House  now? 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  AS  AN  (Mavelikara)  :  By  public  wells  does 
the  member,  mean  wells  under  the  control  of  Government  ?  ' 

MR.  K.;  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government )  ;.  Yes. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara):  Are  there  .public  wells 
inaccessable  to  depressed  classes  ? 

MB.  K-  GEORGE  (Ghief  Secretary  to  Government):  There  might 
be.  I  have  not  got  statistics  of.  such  wells.  *At  any  rate  the  new  wells 
sunk  are  open  to  all  communities  alike. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  iNedumangad)  :  Sir,  the  member  has  not  answered 
my  question.  May  I  know  whether  there  was  delay  on  the  part  of  the 
P,  W-  D.  in  sinking  new  wells? 
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IMS.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  There  might 
have  been  delay.  From  what  I  was  saying  a  few  moments  ago  it  will 
be  seen  that  when  the  Sanitary  Department  recommended  the  constru¬ 
ction  of  21  more  wells,  the  P.  W.  D.  has  been  able  to  construct  IS 
wells.  That  shows  that  there  was  not  much  delay. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (N chiming  ad) :  May  I  draw  the  attention  of  the 
member  to  page  32  of  the  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Department. 

.  "  Several  now  wells  were  recommended  to  tho  Government  and  their  administrative 
sanotion  obtained.  But  the  sinking  of  these  wells  did  not  progress  well, 
owing  to  the  delay  with  tho  Public  Works  Department.' 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) ;  There  may  be 
some  delay  in  some  cases.  The  P.  W.  Department  is  a  department 
which  has  multifarioua  duties,  and  it  there  has  been  some  delay  it  is  only 
natural- 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad) :  May  I  ask  the  member  why  the 
work  of  sinking  new  wells  cannot  be  handed  over  to  the  Public  Health 
or  Sanitary  Department. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (  hief  Secre'n-y  to  Government)  :  Sinking  of*  large 
wells  would  require  some  engineering  skill,  and  only  the  officers  of  the 
P-  W.  D.  possess  the  neoetsary  professional  and  technical  knowledge. 

MR;  8.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  ;  May  I  know  whether  the  P.  W.  D. 
sink  wells  through  their  servants  or  it  is  given  on  contract  systems  ? 

MR- X.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  .  Wells  are  sunk 
by  the  P.  W,  D.  under  expert  supervision. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  Could  not  the  same  expert  be  ap¬ 
pointed  in  the  Public  Health  Department  also  and  under  his  supervision 
wells  sunk. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government )  :  That  would 
necessitate  the  provision  of  additional  staff  to  assist  the  Public  Health 
Department.  '  ’ 

Mr.  M.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Knmnagapalli)  .  a.  go  .alematfcOo 
Asylajl^l^asnsom0  ajosrmrom)0  ateaf'emrahraai  Idjiio^oleioasmo  atorai

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Govern  nent)  :  Mostly  in 
South  Travancore,  as  the  people  who  suffer  most  are  those  living  in 
coastal  tracts  in  South  Travancore.  Sir.  Mr.  Changanachery  Parames- 
varan  Pillai  asked  whether  the  Government  have  any  definite  program, 
me  in  the  matter  of  sinking  wells.  It  will  be  one  of  the  duties — 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Kvnnattftr  cum 
Pattanajmram)  :  Is  there  not  a  definite  programme  outlined  by 
Government  for  this  purpose  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  ■.  I  will  come  to 
that.  One  of  the  duties  of  the  new  Public  Health  Department  would 
be  to  make  investigations  and  submit  to  Government  definite  schemes 
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for  the  provision  of  water  supply  Where  it  is  most  needed.  If  the 
scheme  is  a  practicable  one,  it  can  be  put  into  effect. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kumattur  cum 
Pattanapuram) :  Is  protection  of  drinking  water  one  of  the  duties  of 
the  Public  Health  Department. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Supply  of 
protected  drinking  water  is  one  of  the  duties  of  the  Public  Health 
Department. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalleulam  I)  :  Sir,  I  have  a  question. 

PRESIDENT  :  Please  allow  him  to  finish  his  sentence.  I  have  very 
often  noticed  members  interrupting  the  official  member  when  speaking 
and  not  allowing  him  to  finish  the  sentence.  Members  will  hereafter 
see  that  the  official  members  are  not  interrupted  in  the  middle  of  a 
sentence. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  In  the  scheme 
presented  to  Government  by  Dr.  Jacocks,  there  is  a  provision  for  the 
appointment  of  a  Sanitary  Engineer  to  Government.  That  means  that 
the  provision  of  protected  water  supply  is  one  of  the  duties  which 
the  Public  Health  Department  will  undertake  in  course  of  time. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  I)  Why  not  entrust  the  business  of 
sinking  wells  entirely  to  the  new  Public  Health  Department  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Gov  rnment)  :  Probably  the 
member  did  not  hear  what  I  said  a  little  while  ago.  It  would  be  the 
function  of  the  Public  Health  Department  to  go  into  this  question  and 
to  advise  Government  as  to  how  this  problem  has  :to  be  tackled.  No 
doubt,  officers  of  the  P.  W.  D.  will  be  necessary  to  investigate  the 
matter.  Both  the  Public  Health  and  the  Public  Works  Departments, 
will  have  to  work  band  in  hand  so  long  as  we  have  no  sanitary  engin- 
eering  branch  in  the  Public  Health  Department. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavelikara)  .  Have  the  Government 
conducted  any  further  investigations  after  the  resolution  on  this  subject 
was  passed  in  the  Legislative  Council  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (.Chief  Secretary  to  Government)-.  The  P,  W.  D. 
has  conducted  investigations  in  the  coastal  tracts. 

Mr.  A.  S  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ):  Is  it  after  the  reso¬ 
lution  was  passed  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  am  not 
sure, 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {.Mavelikara)  :  Was  it  not  stated  at 
that  time,  that  tube  wells  and  other  wells  were  sunk.  For  instance,  in 
Arattupuzha  or  so,  there  was  constructed  a  tube  well. 

Mr,  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government )  :  I  do  not .  exactly 
remember  that.  I  have  nothing  more  to  3ay. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  question  is  that  the  motion  be  now,. put. 

The  motion  is  carried. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Amhalapuzha  I)  I  think  l  am  entitled 
to  a  right  of  reply, 

PRESIDENT:  You  can  speak. 
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MR,  P  K.  NARAYANA  PIL LAI  ( Ambalapuzha  /)  :  Sir,  I  do  not  take 
the  learned  Chief  Secretary  aa  objecting  to  this  motion.  In  the  result 
I  do  not  know  what  his  view  upon  the  subject  is.  He  said  no  doubt 
that  Government  are  making  certain  endeavours,  in  their  own  way,  to 
meet  the  demand  in  this  respect.  We  see  from  the  opinion  of  the 
members  on  this  side  of  the  House,  that  the  necessity  is  generally  felt. 
It  is  not  denied.  Mr.  T.  K.  Velu  Pillai  said  that  somewhere  about 
Trivandrum,  or  in  Nanjinad,  the  water  is  greenish  in  colour.  Mr. 
Krishnan  referred  to  the  water  at  Alleppey  as  reddish.  I  have  my¬ 
self  seen  water  in  certain  centres  to  be  brownish.  So  much  so,  I  fear 
that  the  rains  on  the  coastal  regions  in  Travancore  seem  to  descend  in 
rain-bow  colours.  Such  being  the  nature  of  the  water  that  we  get,  it  is 
immaterial  whether  we  should  ourselves  suggest  the  course  or  the 
means  to  remove  the  evil  or  not.  The  evil  is  made  out  and  the  question 
is  whether  Government  should  not  find  a  remedy  for  it.  Ail  the  same, 
it  was  suggested  by  members  on  this  side  of  the  House  that  well- 
boring  might  probably  meet  the  difficulty.  We  had  a  boring  machine 
about  whioh  we  were  all  fond  and  familier  in  the  previous  Council  but 
of  which,  we  hear  nothing  now.  We  heard  that  it  was  operating  in  the 
Manga  Malai  somewhere  in  South  Travancore.  Since  then  we  hear 
nothing  of  it.  Mr.  Changanachery  Paramesvaran  Pillai  said  that  well- 
boring  or  any  other  piece  of  boring  may  not  cope  with  the  difficulty  and 
that  water  will  have  to  be  transported  from  other  places  by  means  of 
pipes.  That  is  another  solution  offered.  Then  of  course  it  naturally 
raised  the  question  of  finances.  I  thought  in  the  nature  of  this  essen¬ 
tial  requirement  and  the  pathetic  claim  therefor,  not  even,  the  most 
‘•terrific  financier  rhinoceros  ”  to  borrow  the  language  of  H.  G-  wells, 
would  raise  the  question  of  funds,  anyhow,  at  the  first  flush  of  the  sub¬ 
ject.  However  that  question  was  raised.  It  is  a  vital  necessity  that 
is  placed  before  the  House.  I  am  therefore  not  concerned  with  all 
these  subsidiary  problems  till  I  hear  from  the  Government  benches 
that  the  expert  skill  now  at  the  disposal  of  Government,  is  prepared  to 
admit  its  bankruptcy  in  the  matter  of  resources  to  fight  the  difficulty. 
Till  then,  it  is  not  the  concern  of  this  side  of  the  House  to  suggest 
ways  and  means  to  meet  this  particular  difficulty.  If  they  admit  they 
are  at  their  wits  end,  then  we  may  suggest  the  procedure  to  them. 
To  satisfy  a  legitimate  demand,  I  simply  bring  it  to  the  notice  of  a 
civilized  Government.  I  say  the  coastal  regions  along  the  western 
frontier  of  Travancore  are  left  without  good  drinking  water.  The  evils 
that  spring  from  the  lack  of  such  water  are  patent.  They  are  not 
denied  on  the  other  side.  Now  if  the  Government  say  that  we  are  to 
devise  the  means  for  that,  then,  we  shall  consider  that  question.  Till 
then  I  leave  the  question  to  the  careful  and  earnest  consideration  of 
Government  and  watch  for  a  prompt  solution  of  it.  More  than  this, 
Sir,  I  need  not  say  by  way  of  reply  to  the  Chief  Secretary.  I  press  the 
motion  to  a  division. 

PRESIDENT:  The  motion  is  to  reduce  the  allotment  of  Bs.  3,504 
for  establishment  by  Bs.  100.  The  motion  was  :  put  to  the  Vote  of  the 
House  and  carried.

(1)  Field  Staff  by  Re.  1." 

Sir,  time  and  again,  members  on  this  side  of  the  House  have  tried 
to  impress  upon  the  members  on  the  other  side  the  inadequate  control 
exercised  by  them  over  their  subordinates,  During  the  general  discus¬ 
sion,  I  have  had  occasion  to  refer  to  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Depart, 
ments  and  to  stress  the  importance  of  promoting  health  and  sanitation 
among  the  people-  Sir,  I  believe  it  is  accepted  by  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  itself  that  the  fight  against  the  hook-worm  disease  is  one  of  the 
important  items  in  the  programme  of  work  of  the  Health  Department ; 
and  the  success  of  the  work  done  by  the  department  depends  entirely 
on  the  field  staff  who  are  touring  the  country  and  doing  propaganda 
among  the  people.  My  main  object  in  bringing  forward  this  motion 
is  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  Government  that  the  field  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  do  not  discharge  their  functions  properly.  In 
this  connection,  I  beg  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  Government  the 
experience  that  I  have  had,  as  a  member  of  the  Co-operative  Enquiry 
Committee,  on  the  ’22nd  and  23rd  of  June,  when  we  were  camping  at 
the  Moovattupuzha  T.  B.  The  field  staff  of  the  Hook-worm  campaign 
were  also  staying  in  the  T.  B.  with  us.  We  had  to  stay  in  the  T.  B. 
for  three  or  four  days  consecutively,  and  we  had  occasion  to  watch 
these  people  and  the  kind  of  work  that  they  do.  All  these  days,  Sir, 

I  can  assure  the  House  that  these  persons,  the  four  gentlemen  of  the 
field  staff  of  the  Hook-worm  Campaign  party,  were  playing  and 
chatting  in  the  room  in  the  T.  B.  next  to  the  one  occupied  by  us. 
They  were  not  only  not  doing  their  work,  but  they  also  made  it 
extremely  difficult  for  us  to  do  any  work,  although  we  begged  of  them 
repeatedly  not  to  disturb  us. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  Was  it  during 
day  time? 

MR.  K.  C.  KARUNAKARAN  {Nominated) :  Both-  day  and  night.  And, 
I  dare  say  one  of  the  members  on  the  qther  side  of  the  House, 
Dr.  Kunjan  Pillai,  will  testify  to  my  statement,  because,  when  he  was 
going  through  some  files  at  about  11  o'clock  at  night,  he  could  not  bear 
the  disturbance  on  account  of  this  field  staff  and-  he  begged  of  them 
to  go  to  sleep  and  not  disturb  him  in  his  work. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Vilavanhod)  :  Did  the  committee 
bring  this  to  the  notice  of  the  authorities  concerned  ?  ■ 

MR.  K.  C.  KARUNAKARAN  {Nominated) :  We  have  stated  all  this  in 
out  remarks  in  the  T.  B.  diary. 
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Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  Am  I  to  understand  from  the 
member  that  these  field  staffs  should  not  have  any  relaxation  in  the 
evening  after  their  day’s  hard  work  ?

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ) :  I  support  the  motion.  In 
doing  so,  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  that  the 
depressed  classes  were  once  the  rulers  in  the  country  and  the  real 
owners  of  the  soil.  As  a  result  of  various  unfortunate  circumstances, 
they  have  been  reduced  to  their  present  pitiable  condition.  Therefore, 
they  deserve  special  attention  on  the  part  of  Government. 

Mb.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  Sir,  the 
depressed  classes  require  more  than  ordinary  attention  at  the  hands  of 
the  Public  Health  Department ;  because,  their  abodes  are  "insanitary, 
they  are  mostly  ignorant  and  their  general  vitality  is  very  low,  Small¬ 
pox,  cholera  and  other  epidemic  disease  invade  their  habitations  much 
more  easily  than  in  the  case  of  the  general  public.  What  they  need 
first  and  foremost  is  public  health  education.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to 
state  that,  for  the  next  year,  there  is  a  definite  programme  of  public 
health  education,  especially  for  the  depressed  classes. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Neduma nga d) :  May  I  know  whether  there  is  any 
objection  to  permit  the  members  of  the  depressed  classes  to  make  use 
of  all  public  wells  and  tanks  in  order  to  improve  their  condition? 

PRESIDENT  :  That  question  does  not  arise. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  It  is  a  "much 
larger  question,  and  it  is  not  connected  with  the  present  motion.  ' 

The  Public  Health  Department  is  doing  excellent  work  in  the 
direction  of  public  health  education.  The  department  is  taking  round, 
the  various  parts  of  the  State,  cinema  and  lantern  shows  and  inviting 
people  to  see  them,  so  that  the  people  may  see  for  themselves  and  realise 
the|,advantages  of  a  clean  life.  Depressed  classes  are  free  to  attend  these 
very  instructive  shows  ;  and,  I  believe,  they  are  doing  it  even  now. 

As  regards  small  pox,  every  effort  will  be  made  to  do  some  inten¬ 
sive  work  in  vaccination. 
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Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangarf) :  May  I  know  whether,  by  attend¬ 
ing  these  lantern  lectures  and  cinema  shows,  their  surroundings  will 
improve  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  The  question  of 
providing  the  depressed  classes  with  sanitary  dwellings  is  a  much  larger 
problem  than  the  one  we  are  now  dealing  with.  Government  can 
attend  to  that  only  gradually. 

The  depressed  classes  have  the  deep  sympathy  of  the  Government. 
And,  as  I  said,  the  Public  Health  Department  will  certainly  do  some 
good  work  for  the  depressed  classes,  next  year.

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ) :  Sir,  I  move  to  reduce  the  allot¬ 
ment  of  Es.  2,52,318  under  Demand  VIII  by  Be.  I. 

Sir  it  is  found  from  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Department  at 
ge  25  that  in  point  of  mortality  under  small-pox  Nedumangad  stands 
second  in  the  State.  At  page  26  of  the  same  report  it  is  stated  that 
Ouilon  taluk  was  first  affected  with  317  deaths.  Next  came  Nedum¬ 
angad  with  119  deaths.  Next  followed  Vilavankod  and  so  forth.  At 
the  same  time  the  object  of  the  Department  as  has  been  admitted  in 
the  report  is  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  epidemics  like  small-pox  and 
other  diseases.  But  so  far  as  the  epidemic  of  small-pox  is  concerned, 
in  Nedumangad  taluk  the  major  portion  of  the  people  has  suffered  in 
the  pakuthies  that  I  have  mentioned  already  and  it  is  highly  essential 
in  the  interest  of  the  sanitation  of  the  places  that  I  have  mentioned  and 
also  to  prevent  the  spread  of  epidemics  like  small-pox  and  other  dis- 
eases  that  a  conservancy  town  or  circle  under  the  Public  Health  De¬ 
partment  may  be  started  at  Vamanapuram. 

IKlR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  P1LLAI  (Arnbalapuzha  I):  1  beg  to  second  the 


Mr".  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  Mr.  S.  J. 
Nair  in  moving  this  motion  has  brought  to  the  notice  of  Government 
certain  specific  requirements  relating  to  his  constituency. 

PRESIDENT :  Dealing  with  a  particular  area  is  not  in  order 

generally,  Secretary  to  Government) :  Government  open 

conservancy  stations  according  to  the  urgency  of  the  need.  The  select, 
ion  of  the  locality  is  made  after  an  investigation  of  such  urgency.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  last  eight  years,  Government  have  opened  fourteen  major 
conservancy  stations  and  nineteen  minor  conservancy  stations.

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad) :  May  I  know  whether  the  report 
of  the  Sanitary  Department  speaks  about  the  urgency  for  the  opening 
of  a  conservancy  station  at  Vamanapuram? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  That  speaks 
of  the  whole  of  Nedumangad.  It  does  not  mean  that  the  opening  of  a 
conservancy  station  at  this  particular  place  is  going  to  reduce  the 
mortality  of  the  whole  taluk.  ■ .  ,  , 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ) :  May.  I  know  from  the  “ember  how 
many  conservancy  stations  there  are  in  the  whole  of  the  Nedumangad 

talU Vr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  ■  There  is!  a 
conservancy  officer. at  Nedumangad,  There  is  one  station  there  now.

If  another  is  required,  the  question  can  be  considered  when  it  is  placed 
tefore  Government  by  the  Public  Health  Department. 

As  for  the  appointment  of  additional  vaccinators  it  is  seen  that  there 
are  four  vaccinators,  one  at  Nedumangad,  one  at  Kattakada,  one  at 
Perukada  and  the  last  at  Pirappancode.

S.  J.  NAIR  (A! edumangad)  :  They  must  be  in  force,  because  I 
have  not  seen  any  Gazette  notification  or  any  other  notification  to  the 
eftect  that  these  rules  have  eeased  to  be  in  force  now. 

Mr.  K.  R-  ELENKATH  ( Ketlkulam  I) :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  he  is  in  favour  of  taking  away  all  the  restrictions  imposed  upon 
motor  industry  and  motor  traffic  ? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  I  mean  that  those  restrictions 
which  would  kill  the  industry  ought  to  be  taken  away.  Practically  the 
rules  seek  to  place  restrictions  on  the  privileges  of  the  motor  owners, 
drivers  and  conductors  in  running  the  buses  and  cars.  A  sort  of  “double 
punishment”  so  to  say,  prevails  as  a  result  of  these  rules  today.  That 
is,  the  owners,  drivers  and  conductors,  who  infringe  these  rules  are  pro¬ 
secuted  and  brought  to  the  courts.  Sometimes  they  are  convicted. 
Over  and  above  these  prosecutions  and  convictions  we  see  that  the  same 
people  are  dealt  with  by  the  Department  and  their  badges,  etc.,  are 
suspended,  their  permits  and  other  things  are  cancelled  and  thus  hard¬ 
ship,  loss  and  inconvenience  are  caused  not  only  to  the  drivers  and 
owners  and  conductors  of  buses  but  even  to  the  travellers  who  usually 
travel  by  buses-  Their  •‘G”  permits  and  other  things  are  cancelled.  Thus 
hardship,  loss  and  inconvenience  are  caused  not  only  to  the  drivers, 
owners  and  conductors  of  the. buses,,  but  even  to  travellers  who  usually 
travel  by  buses.

Mr.E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  Did  not  the  member 
state  in  his  answer  just  now  that  the  oil  extracted  from  Ceylon  copra  was 
not  subject  to  export  duty,  whereas  oil  extracted  from  indigenous  copra 
was  subject  Sto  such  duty  ? 

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)-.  Yes. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  May  I  know'  how  the 
Government  are  able  to  distinguish  between  oil  extracted  from  in¬ 
digenous  copra  and  oil  extracted  from  Ceylon  copra  ?  ( Laughter.) 

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government ):  I  claim 

notice. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Rural):  May  I  know  how 
the  price  of  Travancore  copra  in  Travancore  compares  with  the  price, 
in  Travancore,  of  Ceylon  copra  after  payment  of  the  import  duty  ? 

Mr.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Ceylon 
copra  is  not  3old  anywhere  in  Travancore ;  it  is  imported  by  the  oil 
mill-owners  here.  Ceylon  copra  may  be  cheaper. 

Mr.  A.  THASIU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Rural)  :  Still,  no  export 
duty  is  levied  on  oil  extracted  from  Ceylon  copra  and  export  duty  is 
levied  on  oil  extracted  from  local  copra  ? 

Mr.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  ;  Yes. 

MR.  A,  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Rural) :  So,  is  not  the  Travan¬ 
core  producer  at  a  disadvantage  ? 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I) :  May  I  know  whether,  in 
fixing  the  tariff  values  of  copra  and  cocoanut  oil,  some  facility  is  not 
sought  to  be  given  to  the  local  oil-mill  industry  ? 

Mr.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Yes. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I) :  Am  I  to  take  it  that  it  is 
the  policy  of  Government  to  encourage  oil-mill  lindustry  in  the  State? 

Mr.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government ) :  Yes. 

Mr,  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  1)  :  May  I  further  know 
whether  such  encouragement  to  the  mill  industry  is  not  given  because 
they  axe  permanent  buyers  of  local  copra  ? 

Mr-.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government )  :  Yes. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  Therefore,  is  it  advis- 
able  to  give  any  concession  to  oil  pressed  out  of  Ceylon  copra  ? 

Mr,  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag,  Secretary  to  Government)  :  It  is  a 
question  of  policy  ;  the  concession  is  intended  to- encourage  local  oil- 
mill  industry. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  I  want  to  know  the 
opinion  of  Government  as  to  whether  it  is  advisable  to  give  suoh 
concession  to  the  oil-mill  owner  to  the  prejudice  of  the  local  producer? 
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MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Government 
have  given  the  concession  because  they  wanted  to  encourage  the  local 
oil-mill  industry. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PiLLAi  ( QuilonI )  :  Ido  not  think  the  member 
has  understood  my  question.  I  will  make  it  clear. 

Government  are  giving  certain  concessions  to  the  local  mill-owners  to 
encourage  the  local  oil  industry.  The  member  says  that  one  of  the  reasons 
for  giving  such  concession  is  that  the  local  mill-owners  are  permanet 
consumers  of  local  copra.  So,  one  of  the  objects  of  the  concession  is 
to  give  a  stimulus  to  the  mill-owner  to  consume  local  copra.  Now, 
this  concession  in  favour  of  oil  extracted  out  of  Ceylon  copra  gives  a 
stimulus  for  the  purchase  of  Ceylon  copra.  Does  it  not,  therefore,  work 
against  the  original  object  of  Government? 

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  {Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  ;  I  have 
already  stated  that  the  Government  want  to  encourage  the  oil  industry 
in  the  State. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  [Quilon  1) ;  Is  it  the  policy  of  Govern- 
ment  to  encourage  the  oil  industry  to  the  prejudice  of  the  copra 
producer  here  ? 

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  ;  It  is  not 
necessarily  to  the  prejudice  of  the  local  copra  producer ;  because,  any 
way,  the  local  mill-owners  now  purchase  only  Ceylon  copra. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I) :  Does  the  member  make 
the  definite  statement  now,  on  behalf  of  Government,  that,  by  giving 
this  concession  to  local  oil  industry,  the  local  copra  producer  does  not 
suffer  in  any  way  ? 

Mr.  ,T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Yes ;  that 
is  the  opinion  of  Government. 

HR.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANIKKAR  (Shertala  II)  :f  j May  I 

know,  which  is  higher,  the  import  duty  on  Ceylon  copra  or  the  export 
duty  on  local  copra  ? 

Mr.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government )  :  There  is 
no  export  duty  on  local  copra.  The  import  duty  on  Ceylon  copra  is 
twelve  rupees  per  candy. 

MR.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANIKKAR  ( Shertala  II) :  I  meant 
the  export  duty  on  oil  extracted  from  local  copra. 

MR.  ‘T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government ) :  That  is 
Bs,  2-13  as. . 

MR.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANIKKAR  ( Shertala  II)  :  May  I 
take  it  that  there  is  no  export  duty  on  Travancore  copra? 

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.Secretary  to  Government ):  There  is  no 
export  duty  on  Ceylon  copra  coming  into  Travancore  and  re-exported, 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) ;  What  is  the  export 
duty  on... . . . 
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Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  Two  members 
are  speaking  at  the  same  time,  Sir. 

Mr.  A.  S,  BAiillODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  I  did  not  hear  the 
answer,  Sir  ;  I  just  wanted  the  member  to  repeat  it. 

Mr.  T.  C.  THOHMEN  (Ac/.  Secretary  to  Government) :  No  duty  is 
charged  on  Ceylon  copra  coming  into  Travancore  and  re-exported. 

MR.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANIKKAR  ( Shertala  IT)  :  What  is  the 
export  duty  on  copra  ? 

Mr.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Ag.  Secretary  to  Government)-  Bs.  4-12  aa 
10  ps. 

MR.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  (Kunnatnad  II)  :  May  I  request  the 
member  to  reconcile  his  statement  that  Ceylon  copra  is  cheaper  than 
Travancore  copra  with  hie  further  statement  that  |Travancore  copra 
does  not  suffer  by  the  present  concession  given  to  oil  extracted  from 
Ceylon  copra  ?  I  believe  I  am  clear. 

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  :  Sambasiva  Aiyar,  as  the  members  do  not  quite 
follow  what  is  happening,  I  will  call  upon  the  ^Excise  Commissioner  to 
make  a  statement. 

MR.  C.  0.  ii/IADHAVAN  ( Excis  ■  Commissioner ):  Cocoanut  oil  and 
oil-cake  or  pimnac  are  subject  to  export  duty  under  the  Customs  Regu¬ 
lation  whether  they  have  been  crushed  out  of  indigenous  copra  or  copra 
imported  from  outside.  There  is  no  exception  to  that  under  the  Customs 
Regulation.  But  at  the  request  of  the  mill-owners,  in  1089,  a  concesion 
had  been  granted  in  their  favour  for  the  free  export  of  oil  and  jp unnac 
crushed  out  of  imported  copra.  This  concession  was  for  a  limited  time. 
At  the  expiry  of  that  time,  nobody  prayed  for  the  extension  of  the  con¬ 
cession  and  the  concession  was  never  afterwards  granted.  Early 
this  year,  that  is  the  year  1108,  or  towards  the  close  of  the  year  1107, 
representations  were  received  both  by  the  Government  and  by  myself 
from  the  mill-owners  in  Travancore  praying  for  the  grant  of  the  very 
same  concession.  The  Government  considered  that  question  and  a 
concession  for  the  free  export  of  oil  and  punnac  crushed  ;  out  of  copra 
imported  from  Ceylon  was  granted  as  an  experimental  measure  during 
the  year  1108,  the  year  which  is  going  to  expire  in  less  than  4  or  5 
days.  Soon  after  the  grant  of  this  concession,  the  newspapers  began  to 
give  expression  to  the  feeling  that  the  grant  of  this  concession  will  tend 
to  lower  the  price  of  cocoanut  and  copra  in  Travancore.  That  matter 
came  up  before  the  Legislative  Council  in  a  previous  sitting,  and  the 
position  of  Government  was  explained  by  me. 

So  far  as  ,the  concession  is  concerned,  there  is  something  to  be 
said  on  both  sides.  It  may  be  argued  that,  by  the  coming  of  copra  from 
outside,  the  price  of  copra  which  we  are  exporting  from  Travancore  on 
a  large  scale  may  fall.  On  the  other  hand;  it  may  also  be  said  that  the 
price  of  copra  and  cocoanut  oil  which  we  get  in  Travancore  depends 
upon  the  market  price  outside.  We  are  selling  our  copra  not  in  Tra¬ 
vancore  markets  alone  and  the  price  of  copra  and  oil  depends  upon  the 
conditions  of  the  markets  outside.  The  markets  for  our  cocoanut  oil 
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ate  almost  wholly  in  British  India  and  when  the  price  of  cocoanut  and 
copra  falls  in  the  British  Indian  markets  such  as  Bombay,  Karachi, 
Calcutta  and  other  places,  the  price  in  Travancore  automatically  falls. 
g0  we  cannot,  by  any  arrangement  that  we  mry  make  in  the  matter  of 
export  or  import  duty,  keep  up  the  price  as  we  like.  The  Government 
of  India  impose  a  duty  on  copra  imported  from  Ceylon.  We  are  also 
bound  to  follow  them  in  imposing  the  very  same  duty. .  If  they  raise 
the  duty,  we  can  also  raise  it;  and'if  they  reduce  it,  we  cannot  but  do  the 
same  thing.  That  duty  was  Bs.  17-10-0  till  the  16th  of  January  1933; 
and  as  explained  by  the  Secretary  to  Government,  it  was  reduced  to 
Bs.  12,  partly  by  the  reduction  of  the  rate  of  duty  as  the  result  of  the 
Ottawa  Agreement,  and  partly  by  the  'reduction  of  the  tariff  value  of 
copra.  Anyhow,  the  result  is  that  from  Bs.  17-10-0  the  import  duty 
has  now  come  down  to  Bs.  12-0-0.  So  the  Ceylon  producer  can  now 
undersell  the  Indian  producer  to  that  extent  more  than  he  could  do 
before  the  16th  of  January  1933. 

As  Ifsaid  already,  it  is  not  possible  for  us  to  control  the  prices  of 
copra  and  cocoanut  oil.  We  send  our  oil,  punnac  and  copra  to  outside 
markets  which  are  freely  open  to  copra  from  Ceylon-  Take,  for  instance, 
our  nearest  market  of  Cochin.  Ceylon  copra  can  freely  come  to  Cochin 
and  we  cannot  in  any  way  prevent  or  control  it.  The  price  of  oil  and 
copra  there  would  regulate  the  price  here.  The  export  duty  on  Travan¬ 
core  copra  is  Bs.  4  per  candy.  Including  the  transport  charges,  we 
may  take  it  that  the  difference  in  prices  between  Alleppey  and  Cochin 
is  Bs.  5.  If  the  price  at  Cochin  falls  by  the  coming  of  Ceylon  copra, 
the  price  of  copra  at  Alleppey  also  falls.  So,  whether  we  grant  this 
concession  or  not,  the  price  of  copra  in  Travancore  will  fall  by  the 
coming  of  Ceylon  copra  in  the  British  markets.  Hence,  the  grant  of 
this  concession  by  us  cannot  materially  affect  the  fluctuations  in 

P  This  concession  was  granted  by  the  Government  as  a  measure  of 
relief  to  the  Travancore  mill-owners.  There  are  oil  mills  in  Travan¬ 
core,  at  Alleppey  and  other  places.  There  are  also  oil  mills  in  Cochin. 
The  oil  mill  owner  at  Cochin  can  get  Ceylon  copra  for  the  same  price 
as  the  Alleppey  mill-owner.  But  the  Cochin  mill-owner  can  crush  it 
and  export  the  oil  and  punnac  without  paying  any  export  duty.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  Travancore  mill-owner  has  to  pay  an  export  duty,  which 
Would  amount  almost  to  Bs.  2—13  as.  for  the  oil  and  punnac  crushed 
out  of  one  candy  of  copra.  The  result  is  that,  if  the  Alleppey  miller 
and  the  Cochin  miller  get  Ceylon  copra  at  the  same  price,  the  Travan- 
coie  miller  will  be  able  to  sell  his  oil  and  punnac  only  at  a  price  of  Bs.  2 
13  as.  'higher  than  the  price  at  which  the  Cochin  miller  can  sell  it. 
That  Would  show  how  difficult  the  situation  will  be  for  the  Travancore 
miller,  because  the  oil  and  punnzc  must  be  sold  by  the  two  millers  in 
the  very  same  markets.  It  is  therefore  clear  that  the  Alleppey  miller 
will  not  be  able  to  get  Ceylon  copra  and  crush  it  under  such  conditions. 
That  is  the  argument  which  weighed  with  the  Government  in  granting 
this  concession  as  an  experimental  measure  till  the  end  of  this  year. 
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No  doubt,  [the  matter  is  again  before  the  Government  and  they  are 
considering  the  question  whether  or  not  the  concession  may  be  extended 
for  another  year.  Of  course,  the  volume  of  opinion  against  it  will  also 
receive  due  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the  Government.  The  matter 
is  still  under  consideration. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILL  Al  (Trivandrum— Rural)  ■  How  does  the  price  of 
the  oil  extracted  from  Travancore  copra  compare  with  the  price 
of  the  oil  extracted  in  Travancore  from  Ceylon  copra?  I  under¬ 
stand  the  member  to  say  that  in  the  case  of  oil  the  Travancore  miller 
will  be  at  a  disadvantage  if  export  duty  is  imposed  upon  the  oil  because 
it  has  mainly  to  be  sold  in  British  Indian  markets  and  the  Cochin 
miller  will  have  an  advantage.  How  do  the  prices  compare  in  respect 
of  the  oil  extracted  from  Travancore  copra  and  that  extracted  from 
Ceylon  copra  in  Travancore  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excite  Commissioner) ;  They  will  not  differ 
at  all  provided  the  quality  is  the  same. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Rural)  :  That  is  why  I  wanted 
to  know  whether  the  cost  to  the  Travancore  miller  of  a  candy  of  Ceylon 
copra  before  it  is  put  into  the  mill  is  the  same  or  less  than  the  price 
of  the  Travancore  copra  of  the  same  quality  including  the  import 
duty. 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner):  The  cost  in  Travan¬ 
core  will  depend  upon  the  market  in  Cochin  and  other  places. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  -Rural)  :  How  does  it  generally 
compare  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  Generally  it  must 
be  the  same. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Rural)  :  So,  if  inclusive 
of  the  import  duty  the  cost  of  Ceylon  copra  in  Travancore  in  the 
miller’s  hands  is  the  same  practically  as  that  of  the  Travancore  copra, 
is  it  not  a  distinct  disadvantage  to  the  Travancore  copra  to  impose  a 
duty  on  the  oil  that  is  extracted  from  Travancore  copra  and  not  on  the 
oil  extracted  from  Ceylon  copra  in  Travancore  ? 

NlR.  C.  0,  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  That  is  another 
point  which  has  also  been  considered  by  me  and  I  shall  explain  it  now. 
The  question  raised  by  Mr.  Thanu  Billai  is  a  very  pertinent  one.  If 
the  Alleppey  miller  purchases  Ceylon  copra  and  Travancore  copra  for 
the  very  same  price,  he  can  export,  with  this  concession,  the  oil  extract¬ 
ed  from  Ceylon  copra  without  the  payment  of  any  export  duty.  On 
the  other  hand,  he  will  have  to  pay  an  export  duty  of  Ks.  2-13  as.  on  the 
oil  and  punnaa  crushed  out  of  one  candy  of  Travancore  copra.  The 
result  is  that  Travancore  miller  under  certain  circumstances  may  be 
impelled  to  pay  a  slightly  higher  price  for  the  Ceylon  copra  than  for 
the  Travancore  copra- 
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Mr.  CHANGANACHERV  X.  PARAMESVARAN  PULA!  ( Eunnatiur  cum 
Pattanapuram) :  Or  lower  price  for  the  local  copra. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAl  ( Trivandrum-Rural ):  Will  it  not  be  that 
the  miller  would  prefer  Ceylon  copra  to  Travancore  copra  and  that  he 
would  prefer  Travancore  copra  only  if  he  is  not  able  to  get  Ceylon 
copra  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner ) :  The  miller  may  be 
impelled  to  pay  a  slightly  higher  price  for  the  Ceylon  copra.  That 
aspect  of  tho  question  has  been  considered  by  me  and  explained  in  the 
letter  which  I  have  lately  addressed  to  the  Government.  One  aspect 
of  the  question  is  that  tho  Travancore  miller  may  prefer,  as  Mr.  Thanu 
Pillai  said,  Ceylon  copra,  or,  as  I  put  it,  he  may  be  prepared  to  pay  a 
slightly  higher  price,  for  the  Ceylon  copra  as  there  is  a  clear  margin  of 
Bs.  2  as-  Id  as  extra  profit.  As  against  that,  there  is  another  argu¬ 
ment-  The  price  in  Travancore  is  regulated  by  the  market  price  in 
Cochin.  The  Cochin  millor  will  be  prepared  to  pay  the  same  price  for 
Travancore  copra  and  Ceylon  copra,  because  in  both  cases  he  has  no 
export  duty  to  pay  and  he  gets  the  same  price  for  the  products  of  both. 
So,  the  Cochin  miller  will  certainly  prefer  Travancore  copra  to  Ceylon 
copra  if  it  is  superior. 

Mr.  EOAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  IHENON  ( Shertala  I) :  Is  there 
any  export  duty  on  copra  itself  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner) :  I  shall  answer 
questions  after  finishing  my  statement.  On  the  other  hand,  if  they 
are  of  the  same  quality  he  may  get  whatever  comes  in  his  way.  But 
so  far  as  the  Travancore  miller  is  concerned,  on  account  of  this  distinc¬ 
tion,  the  Travancore  miller  may  be  prepared  to  pay  a  slightly  higher 
price  for  the  Ceylon  copra.  It  is  not  easy  to  foresee  how  these  forces 
will  act  and  react  upon  one  another.  In  any  case,  the  prices  should 
ultimately  find  their  own  level, 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Maoelikara) :  Was  there  any  re. 
presentation  as  to  the  Travancore  millers  not  having  a  sufficient  supply 
of  Travancore  copra  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner ) :  There  is  that  com- 
plaint  also.  The  members  will  remember  the  statement  made  before 
the  House  the  other  day  by  Mr.  Padmanabha  Menon,  Electrical 
Engineer.  He  said  that  at  one  time  he  apprehended  a  fall  .  in  his 
reoeipts  on  account  of  oil  mills  not  requiring  power  for  want  of 
sufficient  raw  materials  and  that,  by  the  import  of  Ceylon  copra,  he 
hoped  the  millers  would  be  working  full  time,  consuming  power  and 
giving  him  increased  revenue.  Thatjwould  (support  the  cry  of  the  mill- 
owners  that  they  do  not  get  enough  of  raw  materials  for  their  mills. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAIWODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  May  I  know  from 
the  member  whether  a  large  quantity  is  exported  as  copra  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) :  That  is  because  as 
copra  it  can  get  a  much  higher  price  in  outside  markets  than  any  that 
the  mill-owners  can  afford  to  pay.

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MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MEMON  ( Shertala  I)  ■.  The  mem- 
ber  says  that  the  Cochin  miller  will  make  no  distinction  between 
Travancore  copra  and  Ceylon  copra.  I  want  to  know  whether  there  is 
an  export  duty  on  Travancore  copra. 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  There  is  export 
duty.  The  Cochin  price  is  the  Travancore  price  plus  export  duty. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  When  the  demand  increases  and 
the  supply  decreases,  would  it  not  enhance  the  value  of  the  article  ?

Treasury  at  Arukutty. 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) :  Shertala.  ^  ,

between  Arukutty  and  Shertala  ?

Mr.  K. 'GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  The  Bent  Be¬ 
covery  Beguiation  is  specifically  made  applicable  to  the  Edapalli  Chief. 
The  recovery  is  not  made  under  the  Eevenue  Becovery  Beguiation.

Recovery  Beguiation  is  for  the  collection  of  public  revenue.  The  Bent 
Recovery  Beguiation  is  for  the  collection  of  revenue  by  the  Chief. 

Mr.  f .  K.  ALEXANDER  (Kunnatnad  I):  May  I  know  whether  the 
revenue  collected  by  the  Chief  is  treated  as  public  revenue  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  It  is  theEda- 
palli  Chief’s  revenue. 

Mr.  T.  K.  ALEXANDER  (Kunnatnad  I )  :  Then  is  it  a  rent  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  It  is  regarded 
as  rent  due  to  him. 

Mr.  T.  K.  ALEXANDER  ( Kunnatnad  I):  So  it  is  not  public  revenue? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ) :  Yes. 

Mr.  P.  K  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (AmbaUpwhal)  :  The  Bent  Becovery 
Regulation  is  made  applicable  to  the  Edapalli  as  well  as  Kilimanur

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) ;  Yes-’ 

Mr.  p.  K.  NARAyANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I)  :  What  is  ■  tbs 
practice  in  Kilimanur?  Is  the  rent  being  paid  in  kind?

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MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  I  claim  notice. 

Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  ( Kartikapalli  j) :  May  I  know  whether  the 
Government  were  satisfied  with  the  explanation  offered  by  the  Eda- 
palli  Chief  that  there  was  no  hardship  caused  to  the  people  by  him  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  It  was  stated 
by  him  that  some  remedy  was  done  to  mitigate  the  hardship  of 
the  tenants.  Government  were  satisfied  with  that  and  they  are 
watching  how  far  it  alleviates  the  suffering  of  the  tenants. 

MR.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I)  ;  May  I  know  what  he  has 
done  to  remedy  the  hardship  of  the  tenants  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Sent  is  being  re¬ 
covered  in  money  at  the  market  rate. 

Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I)  :  May  I  take  it  that  it  is  not 
levied  in  kind  but  in  money? 

Mr.  K,  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Yes.  Tenants 
have  the  right  to  pay  in  money  as  well  as  in  kind. 

MR.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I)  :  That  being  the  practice,  do 
the  Government  think  it  advisable  to  ask  the  Chief  hereafter  to  levy 
the  rent  only  in  money? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  ■.  The  Govern¬ 
ment  have  asked  him  to  consider  that  suggestion  very  seriously.  In : 
reply  he  has  said  that  the  fixing  of  a  commutation  rate  at  all  times 
would  be  quite  unacceptable  because  it  will  affect  his  purse. 

Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I) ;  So  ami  to  understand  that 
Government  have  greater  consideration  for  the  Chief’s  purse  than  for 
the  hardship  of  the  people.  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  They  ought 
to  have  consideration  to  the  Chief  also. 

Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I) :  So  Government  have  more 
consideration  to  the  purse  of  the  Chief  than  to  the  hardship  of  the 
people  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Government  had 
in  mind  the  hardships  of  the  people  when  they  made  a  strong  repre¬ 
sentation  to  the  Chief. 

MR.  K.  SANKARAN  ( Kartikapalli  1) :  Will  the  Government  make  a 
further  representation  to  the  Chief  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  ievy 
the  rent  in  money  instead  of  in  kind  •? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  He  is  recover- 
ng  from  tenants  who  are  prepared  to  pay  only  in  money. 

Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I) :  Will  the  Government  say 
that  that  is  the  only  possibility  to  levy  the  rent  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  The  Chief 
does  not- insist  onjpayment  in  kind. 
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MR.  K.  SANKARAN  (KartikapalU  1)  :  Cannot  the  Chief  compel 
the  tenants  to  receive  in  money ? 

MR,  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  The  Chief 
can  levy  up  to  a  certain  limit  in  kind.  If  the  tenant  defaults,  the 
only  remedy  is  to  receive  it  in  money's* 

MR.  K.  SANKARAN  ( KartikapalU  I):  The  tenant  has  to,  pay  in 
money  only  when  he  defaults.  Do  not  Government  think  it 
advisable  not  to  make  the  tenant  default,  and  then  to  pay  rent  in 
money  or  in  the  alternative  to  ask  the  Chief  to  levy  rent  only  in 
money? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government)'.  That  is  what  the 
Government  did. 

MR.  K-  SANKANAN  (KartikapalU  1) :  Have  the  Government  got  a 
reply  to  say  that  he  is  not  going  to  accept  payments  in  money  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)-.  The  Chief 
says  that  levying  in  money  at  a  fixed  commutation  rate  would  seriously 
injure  the  Chief’s  purse.

Mr.  A,  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Which  are  those 
places? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  But,  I  may 
tell  the  member  that  the  longest  distance  from  Palamel  is  about  12 
miles. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  May  1  know  whether 
the  Tahsildar,  Mavelikara,  has  got  more  treasury  work  than  the  Tahsil- 
dar,  Tiruvalla. 

MR..  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  The  Tahsildar, 
Mavelikara,  has  ordinary  treasury  work  like  any  other  Tahsildar.

Mr,  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government )  :  It  is  not  neces¬ 
sary.

88.  '::Mr.N.  JOHN  JOSEPH  f  (Nominated)  :  Will  the  Government  bo 
pleased  to  state  whether  instructions  have  been  issued  by  the  Director 
of  Public  Instruction  to  the  Headmasters  and  Managers  to  levy  school 
fees  in  the  first  instance  from  all  pupils  irrespective  of  their  belonging 
to  depressed  or  backward  communities  and  to  refund  such  fees  in  cases 
of  proved  inability  to  pay? 
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Ur.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
Instructions  were  issued  by  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  in  the 
case  of  pupils  of  depressed  communities  that  the  fees  levied  in  the 
first  instance  should  be  refunded  after  making  an  enquiry  into  their 
financial  condition,  and  that  the  enquiry  should  not  take  more  than 
one  month.  In  the  case  of  backward  communities,  the  usual  pro¬ 
cedure  has  been  followed.  But  it  has  since  been  ordered  that  such 
enquiries  may  be  dropped,  and  that  ordinarily  depressed  class  pupils 
should  be  regarded  as  eligible  for  the  concession,  except  whore  the 
school  authorities  know  that  any  particular  pupil  is  well-to-do,  in 
which  case  the  concession  may  be  denied  to  such  pupil.

Mr.C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Inrtruction)  \ 
In  the  case  of  half  fee  concession  we  followed  this  practice.  So  when 
Government  revised  the  order  with  regard  to  the  full  fee  concession, 
we  followed  the  same  procedure.

B.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Commissioner  of  Police) :  Sir,  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  enlistment  of  constables  Mr.  Tv'-avan  Sastri  and  Mr.  John 
Joseph  spoke  a  few  words  in  appreciation.  I  thank  them  for  that.  But 
Mr,  Joseph  said  that  in  all  the  enlistments  this  sort  of  consideration 
should  be  shown  to  the  depressed  classes.  If  this  is  shown,  it  is  not 
possible  for  me  to  encourage  the  least  represented  classes  and  any  other 
classes.  In  the  enlistment  previous  to  the  last  there  was  a  complaint 
that  no  wide  publicity  was  given  to  the  depressed  classes  and  so  only 
very  few  appeared  from  those  communities.  Hence  I  issued  a  notifica¬ 
tion  in  the  Government  Gazette  in  which  I  stated  that  preference  would 
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be  given  to  the  members  of  the  depressed  classes.  I  gave  preference 
to  them  accordingly.  Now  Mr.  Joseph  expects  several  vacancies  every 
month.  We  cannot,  expect  vacancies  every  month  because  all  the  old 
constables  are  retired  and  sent  away.  Now  there  are  only  young  con¬ 
stables  and  as  snch  casualties  will  be  less.  Anyhow  in  connection  with 
the  enlistment,  I  shall  treat  all  alike  giving  as  far  as  possible  preference 
to  the  poorly  represented  classes  and  the  depressed  classes.  That  is  the 
only  promise  which  lean  give nosv.

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  •  Sir,  I  beg  to  move 

“  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs .  18,975  for  salaries  of  District  Superintendents  by

My  object  is  to  discuss  the  desirability  of  the  abolition  of  the  staff 
of  the  Traffic  Section  in  the  Police  Department. 

In  Travancore  there  is  the  Motor  Vehicles  Regulation.  All  sorts 
of  offences  committed  or  infringements  of  any  provision  of  the  Vehicles 
Regulation  by  the  drivers,  conductors  and  so  forth  are  prosecuted  under 
that  Regulation.  Invariably  that  is  being  done.  But  the  Commissioner  of

For  that  information  I  draw  the  attention  of  the  member  as 
well  as  the  authority  to  page  27  of  the  Administration  Report  of  the 
Department 

“  The  inadequate  punishment  awarded  hy  the  Magistracy  regarding  which,  referenoe 
waa  made  in  the  reports  for  1105  and  1106  continued  in  1107  also  and  deterrent 
departmental  notion  had  to  be  taken  to  prevent  the  violation  of  the  rules  under  the 
Motor  Vehicles  Regulation.” 

So  it  is  evident  by  the  admission  in  the  report  of  the  department 
itself  that  departmental  punishments  are  being  inflicted  upon  the 
motor  owners  at  their  own  will  and  pleasure.  It  is  also  seen 
from  the  same  report  that  permits,  badges  and  pass-books  of  1,172 
persons  employed  in  the  motor  business  have  been  temporarily 
suspended  and  permits  and  pass-books  of  as  many  as  97  persons 
have  been  cancelled.  So  the  total  number  comes  to  1,269.  Sir,  in 
these  hard  days  of  economic  depression,  when  there  is  the  problem  of 
unemployment  and  poverty  staring  with  all  its  grimness  at  us  we  find 
that  1,269  persons  who  were  employed  in  the  motor  business  have  been 
seriously  affected  by  the  unauthorised  and  autocratic  action  of  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Police  as  a  result  of  the  indiscriminate  working  of  the 
unauthorised  notifications  issued  by  the  Commissioner  of  Police.  I 
purposely  say  that  they  are  unauthorised  because  it  will  be  found 
from  21  T.  L.  ,1.  182,  that  such  notifications  issued  by  the  re- 
gistration  authority,  I  mean  the  Police  Commissioner,  are  ultra  vires  and 
the  registration  authority  has  no  power  to  issue  such  notifications.  It 
has  been  found  so  by  Their  Honours  the  Judges  of  the  High  Court  in 
that  decision.  In  spite  of  the  finding  by  the  highest  judciary  in  the 
State  that  such  notifications  are  ultra  vires,  the  registration  authority 
even  today  continues  to  inflict  such  punishments.  This  action  on  the 
part  of  the  authority  is  most  objectionable; 

MR.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYaR  (Kunnatnad  II) :  Does  the  member  refer 
to  para  58  of  the  Report,  which  runs  - 

“  The  inadequate  punishment  awarded  by  the  Magistraoy  regarding  whioh,  reference 
Was  made  in  the_ reports  for  1105  and  1106  oontinued  in  1107  also  and  deterrent 
departmental  action  had  to  be  taken  to  prevent  the  violation  of  the  tules  under  the 
Motor  Vehicles  Regulation.”  '  i 
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MR.  S.  J.  N AIR  ( Nedumangad 3T:  Yes. 

MR.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  (.Kunnatnad  II)  ■.  Poes  he  refer  to  that  as 
double  punishment  ? 

Mr.  8.  J.  NAIR  (Nednmaagad) :  Yes. 

MB.:T.  K,  ALEXANDER  (Kunnatnad  I) :  X  second  the  motion, 

PRESIDENT  :  I  have  said  several  times  that  a  seconder  is  not 
necessary. 

MR.  B.  NARAYANA  P1LLA1  ( Commissioner  of  Police)  :  Sir,  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Police  has  not  framed  any  rules. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  {Nedumangad) :  Has  only  notice  .  been  issued .  and 

action  taken  ? 

MR.  B-  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Commissioner  of  Police)  :  Instructions 
have  been  issued  for  the  better  control  of  the  drivers  and  'conductors. 
There  have  been  no  double  punishments.  There  is  no  double  punish¬ 
ment  at  all.  The  punishment  is  awarded  by  the  Magistrate  for  a 
specific  act.  In  the  interest  of  the  public,  we  give  warning  and  then 
suspend  the  license  or  pass-book  to  mend  the  conduct  and  behaviour  of 
the  driver  or  the  conductor,  who,  in  spite  of  conviction  by  the  Magistrate, 
does  not  improve  his  ways. 

MR.  8.  J.  NAIR  (.Nedumangad)  :  Are  the  provisions  in  the  Motor 
Vehicles  Eegulation  comprehensive  enough  to  mend  the  character  of 
the  drivers. and  conductors  ? 

MR.  B.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Commissioner  of  Police)  ■.  ■  I  have  already 
stated,  Sir,  that  on  account  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  punishments 
awarded  by  the  Magistrates,  the  drivers  and  conductors  do  not  care  for 
the  punishments  awarded  to  them  by,  the  Magistrates.  If  to-day  the 
Magistrate  fines  one  man  five  rupees,  he  will  at  .once  pay  it  off  and 
make  fifty  the  next  day  by  overloading  his  bus. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad) :  Is  not  the  Commissioner  of  Police 
now  attempting  to  sit  in  judgment  over  the,  judgment  of  the  Magistrates, 
the  established  judiciary  in  the.  land  ? 

MR.  B.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Commissioner  of  Police) ;  I. am  sorry  the 
member  has  mistaken  my  position.  V7e  do  not  take  any  action  in  oases 
where,  a  driver  or  conductor  has  been  convicted  just  once.  Of  course  it 
is  not  unnatural  that  a  man  may  go  wrong.  But  if  a  man  does  not 
mend  himself  in  spite  of  repeated  convictions  by  the  Magistrate,  if  ha 
proves  to  be  incorrigible,  it  is  considered  the  duty  of  the  Department, 
in  the  interest  of  the  public,  to  take  action  against  him  and  with  this 
end  in  view,  they  suspend  his  license. 

MR.  8.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  May  I  know  whether  there  is  any 
provision  in  the  Motor  Vehicles  Regulation  empowering  him  to  take 
action  like  that  ? 

"  ! Mr. B.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Commissioner  of  Police);  Yes,  as  p«i

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI.  ( Ambalapusha  I)  '  May  Iknow  whether 
the  observation,  in  the  Beport  of  the  Department,  about  the  inadequacy 
of  the  punishments  awarded  by  the  Magistrates,  in  regard  to  offences 
under  the  Motor  'Vehicles  Begulation,  is  not  a  criticism  upon  the  work 
of  the  Judiciary  ? 

MR.  B.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Commissioner  of  Police) ;.  It  is  not  a  re¬ 
mark  on  the  work  of  any  particular  Magistrate.  It  is  merely  an  ex¬ 
pression  of  my  opinion  and  the  reason  for  the  unsatisfactory  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  motor  section  work. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapueha  I)  :  So,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Police,  the  punishment  now  meted  out  by  the 
Magistracy  is  inadequate  ? 

MR.  B.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Commissioner  of  Police) :  Yes. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  CAmbalapuzha  I) :  Does  it  not  amount 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Police  sitting  in  judgment  over  the  judgments 
and  awards  of  the  Magistracy? 

Mr.  B.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Commissioner  of  Police)  :  It  is  merely 
the  expression  of  my  opinion  in  the  Department ;  and  I  have  already 
written  to  the  District  Magistrates  about  it. 

'  Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapwha  1) :  Is  it  proper  that  the 
Commissioner  of  Police  should  make  his  own  observation .  with  respect 
to  the  punishments  meted  out  by  the  Magistracy  ? 

Mr.  B.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Commissioner  of  Police) :  I  do  not  think 
there  is  anything  improper  in  that.  . 

Ml.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapusha  1) :  So,  may  I  take  it 
that  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Police  that  he  is  at  liberty 
to  give  out  his  opinion  about  the  awards  of  the  Magistracy  ?. 
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HR.  B.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Commiisioner  of  Police)  :  Yes. 

Nr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad) :  May  I  know  whether,  in  the' oases 
in  which  the  punishments  were  inadequate  according  to  the  Police 
Department,  the  Department  went  on  revision  to  the  "High  Court:  and 
got  the  punishments  enhanced  ? 

MR.  B.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Commissioner  of  Police) :  Such  small 
cases  are  not  worthy  of  revision  ;  that  is  all  very  difficult. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  Is  it  because  the  Department  had 
no  confidence  in  the  High  Court  ? 

PRESIDENT:  That  does  not  arise. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedtimangad ):  Sir,  the  explanation  offered  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Police  is  not  at  all  satisfactory.  It  is  extremely 
hard  that  the  Department  should  mercilessly  punish  these  poor 
people,  engaged  in  motor  bus  business,  by  their  own  executive  and 
irresponsible  action.  It  is  high  time  that  such  high-handed  and  au- 
toCractic  action  is  put  a  stop  to.  The  Deport  of  the  Department  makes 
it  clear  that,  generally,  crimes  in  the  State  are  increasing  day  by  day 
and  that  the  Department  is  not  able  to  cope  with  that.  For  instaues, 
offences  relating  to  false  coinage  are  increasing  day  by  day.  When  the 
Department  is  not  able  to  do  any  useful  work  in  its'  ordinary  activities, 
I  do  not  see  any  reason  why  there  should  he  a  separate  Traffic  Section 
of  the  Department  with  a  high-paid  officer  as  its  head.  In  the  interest 
of  the  public,  and  in  the  interest  of  Government,  and  particularly  as  a 
measure  of  retrenchment,  that  branch  of  the  Department  must  be 
abolished  immediately. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Q  niton  I) ■  May  I  know  whether 
the  member  has  in  view,  when  he  makes  these  suggestions,-  the 
amount  of  inconvenience  oaused  to  the  public  by  the  vagaries  of  the  bus 
drivers  and  conductors  ? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ) :  It  does  not  require  a  special 
branch  of  the  Dapartment  to  prevent  that;  the -ordinary  Police  force 
can  do  that  work. 

;  Mr.  KA1NIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ( Changanachery  I):.  Does 
not  the  member  also  see,  from  the  Report  of  the  Department  to  which 
he  has  been  referring  so  often  in  this  debate,  that  the  number  of  ac¬ 
cidents  has  fallen  down  considerably  ? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ) :  That  shows  that  the  'bus  drivers 
have  improved  {Laughter)  ;  or,  perhaps,  it  indicates  the  non-vigilance 
on  the  part  of  the  Department. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (CKangdnaohery  1) :  Does 
my  friend  seriously  suggest  that  accidents  have-  gone  ..down  in  number 
beeause  of  the  non-vigilanoe  on- the  part  of  the  Department  ?  .  - , . 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR'  ( Nedumangad );  Why  not  ?  Only  a  few  cases  of 
accidents  might  have  eome-to  their  notice, 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Who -will -regulate 
traffic  in  busy  centres  i'f  the  traffic  branch  of  the- Department :  is 
abolished  ?  . -  -  -  -  -’-n :  - 
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Mr.  8.  J.  NAIR  (N edumang ad) :  The  ordinary  Police  force. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtittn ) :  In  the  light  of  the 
member’s  own  observation  that,  even  as  it  is,  with  a  separate  Traffic 
Section  of  the  Department,  the  Police  force  is  not  able  to  do  proper 
work  in  the  prevention  of  crime,  would  it  be  wise  to  ask  the  ordinary 
Police  force  to  do  this  traffic  work  also  ? 

MR-  8.  J.  NAIR  (Nedummgad):  The  men  in  the  Traffic  Branch 
may  be  taken  over  to  the  general  Police  force  and  asked  to  do  traffic 
work. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtittn )  :  <Is  it  the  member's 
idea  that  there  need  not  be  a  separate  branch  but  that  the  men  now 
in  the  Branch  may  be  drafted  on  to  the  general  Police  force  and  asked 
to  do  traffic  work  ? 

MR.  8.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ) :  Yes,  and  we  need  not  have  so 
many  men  for  this  work. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  ■.  If  that  was -his 
view,  may, I  know  why  he  did  not  suggest  such  reduction  in  numbers 
either  in  his  original  speech  or  in  his.  reply  ? 

MR:  8.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad) :  Whether  I  suggested  it  or  not,  it 
was  open  to  my  friends  to  suggest  that. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Phttaaamlitta)  :  May  I  take  it  that 
the  member  is  now  trying  to  modify  his  original  motion  ? 

MR.  8.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ):  Yes.  I  can  do  that. 

Sir,  in  the  face  of  the  suggestions  made  by  some  of  my  friends  on 
this,  side  of  the  House,  and  in  the  hope  that  the  Police  Commissioner 
will  see  that  the  persons  engaged  in  biis  business  are  not  unnecessarily 
punished,  I  withdraw  the  motion. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave  of  the  House,  withdrawn.  .  ” 

Motion  No.  227. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod) :  Sir,  I  beg  to 
make  the  following  motion  : 

To  omit  the  allotment  of  Rs.  17,125  for  Salaries  for  Assistant  Su¬ 
perintendents  of  Police. 

The  object  of  my  motion  is  two-fold. 

It  is  in  the  interests  of  economy  and  retrenchment,  which  seem 
to  be  the  most  all-absorbing  subject,  at  least  so  far  as  the  members  on 
this  side  of  the  House  are  concerned?  Secondly,  the  object  of  my 
motion  is  to  point  out  that  these  officers  are,  under  the  present  con¬ 
stitution  of  .the  Police  Department,  quite  unnecessary  and  superfluous. 

On  the  first  ground,  that  is,-  on  the  Bcore  of  economy  and  retrench- 
-mant,  I  do  not  think  I  should  spend  many  words,  because  it  was  found, 
whan  discussion  was  going  on  under  various  heads  in  the  budget,  that 
the  members  on  this  side  of  the -House  were  invariably  pressing  on 
the  attention  of  Government  the  vital  necessity  for  cutting  short 
penfiitllie  in  all  directions  possible. 
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With  regard  to  the  necessity  of  this  particular  cadre  of  officers 
in  the  Police  Department,  I  should  observe  that  the  non-official  mem¬ 
bers  have  expressed  their  view  on  more  than  One  occasion  in  this  House. 
Sir,  in  this  connection  1  will- go  into  the  history  of  this  question  briefly. 
The  present  constitution  of  the  Police  Department,  more  or  less  on 
the  lines  that  we  now  have,  dates  back  to  the  year  1088.  Before  the 
year  1088,  for  supervising  work  and  for  inspection  work  wa  had  only 
four  officers  in  the  department  in  addition  to  the  inspectorate.  One 
Police  Superintendent  was  then  the  head  of  the  department  and  there 
were  three  Assistant  Superintendents  of  Police.  That  was  the  strength 
of  the  superior  officers  in  the  year  1088,  that  is  exactly  twenty  years 
ago. 

MB.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta) :  What  was  the 
strength  of  the  constabulary  then? 

MR.  PAGODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Vilavankod) :  I  do  not  know.  I 
would  refer  the  member  to  the  Administration  Beport  or  the  Statistical. 
Volume:  Then  in  1088  there  was  a  reorganisation  of  the  department. 
Under  this  reorganisation  a  new  cadre  of  officers  known  as  Circle 
Inspectors  was  created.  There  were  twenty-two  Circle  Inspectors. 
The  old  Inspectors  were  converted  into  Sub-Inspectors  in  charge  of 
stations.  These  22  Circle  Inspectors  were  doing  inspection  work  and 
supervision  work  and  at  the  same  time  the  whole  State  was  divided 
for  purposes  of  superior  supervision  into  five  districts.  Then  the 
Salaries  Committee  of  1098  recommended  the  abolition  of  all  these 
22  Circle  Inspectors  and  also  the  reduction  of  the  5  District  Superint¬ 
endents  to  3,  that  is  to  abolish  two  posts. '  The  then  Commissioner 
of  Police,  Mr-  Pitt,  pressed  for  retaining  them  and  for  an  .  addition 
in  the  strength  of  Assistant  Superintendents  of  Police.  He  said  that 
there  should  be  at  least  6  Assistant  Superintendents  of  Police.  The 
22  Circle  Inspectors  were  abolished.  In  their  place  6  Assistant 
Superintendents  were  created.  Ever  since,  this  the  non- official  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  House  have  been  pressing  for  the  abolition  of  these  posts. 
I  believe  it  is  seen  from  Volume  5  page  664  of  the  Legislative  Council 
Proceedings  that  this  House  once  discussed  this  question  in  all  its 
aspects  and  came  to  the  conclusion  by  a  very  strong  majority  that  these 
officers  are  unnecessary  and  superfluous  and  that  it  will  be  a  Very  good 
saving  if  this  particular  cadre  is  abolished.  But  somehow  or  other,  wfe 
find  that,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  non-official  members  had  unmiS' 
takably  expressed  their  opinion  on  this  point,  these  officers  still  exist. 
I  should  not  be  understood  as  casting  any  aspersion  upon  any  particular 
individual  in  the  existing  cadre.  I  know  that  there  are  very  many 
good  men  and  true  among  them.  It  is  not  on  that  hceount.  But 
these  officers  in  addition  to  the  existing  District  Superintendents  of 
Police  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  and  supervision  are  quite  unnec¬ 
essary  and  superfluous. 
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Again,  the  responsibility  and  powers  of  these  two  sets  of  officers 
namely  the  District  Superintendents  of  Police  and  the  Assistant 
Superintendents  of  Police,  are  not  definitely  laid  down,  so  much  so 
that  sometimes  we  notice  friction  in  the  actual  working  of  the  depart¬ 
ment.  With  regard  to  the  investigation  of  cases,  with  regard  to  the 
prosecution  of  cases,  with  regard  to  the  detection  of  crimes,  with 
regard  to  many  of  these  important  items  of  police  work  we  find  there 
is  friction  between  these  two  sets  of  officers.  If  the  District  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Police  happens  to  be  a  very  strong  man,  the  Assistant 
Superintendent  of  Police,  who  wants  to  take  a  particular  line  of  action, 
is  not  allowed  to  have  his  own  way  and  then  there  arises  friction.  Or, 
if  the  District  Superintendent  of  Police  happens  to  be  a  happy-go- 
lucky  sort  of  man,  he  leaves  everything  to  be  looked  into  by  his 
immediate  subordinate,  the  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Police,  and 
the  latter  becomes  a  very  strong  man.  Well,  Sir,  there  are  instances 
where,  even  with  regard  to  very  serious  matters,  for  instance,  in 
connection  with  serious  riots,  these  two  officers  are  known  to  have 
taken  different  views  about  the  seriousness  of  the  situation  and  whether 
force  should  be  employed  in  order  to  suppress  the  riot.  On  these  im¬ 
portant  matters  these  two  officers  are  known  to  have  differed  to  the’great 
detriment  of  the  public  and  also  of  the  public  peace.  On  all  occasions 
when  this  matter  was  pressed  on  the  attention  of  the  Government,  the 
Government  used  to  meet  the  non-official  members  of  this  House  by 
saying  that  in  the  interests  of  efficient  supervision  and  inspection 
these  officers  are  quite  necessary,  and  that  if  the  posts  of  these  officers 
are  abolished  efficiency  will  suffer.  That  has'  been  the  explanation  so 
far  as  the  Government  side  was  concerned. 

Sir,  in  this  connection  I  would  refer  to  page  2  of  the  Administra¬ 
tion  Beport  of  the  Department  for  the  year  1107,  In  spite  of  the  fact 
that  the  Government  have  been  giving  these  explanations  for  so  many 
years  and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  have,  got  so  many  superior 
officers  in  the  Police  Department  to  inspect,  to  supervise,  to  control 
and  to  check  and  do  all  that,  we  find  that  the  police  work  is  not  quite 
satisfactory  and  that  is  the  opinion  of  the  Government  also.  That  will 
be’seen  from  paragraph  7  of  the  Administration  Beport  at  page  2. 

"Discipline.  The  percentage  of  black-marks  awarded  during 
the  year  to  the  actual  strength  of  the  constabulary  increased  from 
14-5  in  1106  to  21'5  in  1107”. 

So,  in  the  matter  of  discipline  -and  that  is  a  very  vital  matter  so 
far  as  the  Police  Department  is  concerned— there  is  no  improvement. 
We  can  know  that  there  is  a  decline  as  it  were. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattammtitta) May  I  know  the 
percentage  of  departmental  punishments  before  the  Assistant  Superin¬ 
tendents  of  Police  were  appointed 

; .  Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavmkod )  -•  I  have  not  got 
the  figures  now  ready  at  hand, 
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This  appreciable  increase  is  explained  as  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  men  on  traffic  point  duty  which  is  only  at  its  early  stages  of 
development  had  to  be  awarded  black-marks  to  keep  them  alive  to 
their  responsibility  in  the  matter  of  traffic  control. 

So,  whatever  it  is  due  to,  in  the  matter  of  discipline,  there  is  no 
improvement.  Secondly,  with  regard  to  judicial  punishments, — 

“The  number  of  Police  Officers  and  men  prosecuted,  by  the 
public  increased,  from  56  men  involved  in  65  cases  in  1105  to  80  men 
concerned  in  71  cases  in  1106,  and  still  further  to  122  men  concerned  in 
111  cases,  in  1107.” 

That  is  the  point  that  I  want  to  urge  on  the  attention  of  Govern¬ 
ment.  I  ask,  in  all  seriousness,  the  Police  Commissioner  what  were 
all  these  superior  Police  Officers  doing  when  cases  of  misbehaviour  on 
the  part  of  policemen  occurred.  We  do  not  find  any  appreci¬ 
able  improvement  so  far  as  the  proper  check  and  control  and 
supervision  is  concerned.  If  so,  we  would  not  have  had  so  many 
prosecutions  of  the  Police  Officers  by  the  members  of  the  public. 

Thirdly,  Sir,  I  refer  to  the  number  of  crimes.  We  do  not  find 
any  appreciable  decrease  in  the  number  of  crimes.  That  shows  that 
the  preventive  action,  so  far  as  the  duty  of  these  officers  in  that  direction 
is  concerned,  has  not  been  properly  attended  to;  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  we  have  four  D.  S.  P’s  and  six  A,  S.  P’s.  The  sanctioned  strength 
as  well  as  the  actual  strength  is  now  ten  officers.  That  is  nearly  four 
times  the  number  of  superior  officers  in  the  Police  Department  20 
years  ago,  that  is  in  1088. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  (KoLtarakara) :  May  I  know  from  tha 
member  whether  these  officers  are  expected  to  prevent  all. sorts  of 
offences  ? 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavankod ) :  The  prevention 
of  crimes,  is  also  part  of  their  functions, 

Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban )  :  Is  the  member  in 
a  position  to  tell  the  House  the  percentage  of  convictions  in  prose¬ 
cutions'  against  the  Police  Officers  ? 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod) :  The  percentage 
is  going  down. 

MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Urban)  :  Can  the  member 
give  the  exact  percentage  ? 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavankod ):  I  would  refer 
the  member  to  paragraph  9  of  the  report.  There  we  find— 

“Tlio  number  of  true  cases  of  cognisable  crime  under  the  Penal  Oode  (ei- 

■  eluding  nuisance  caaes)  increased  from  1,A95  in  1105,  to  2104  in  1106,  and 
still  further  to  2,206  in  1107.  The  percentage  of  oonviction  of  true  oases  of 
cognisable  crime  (excluding  nuisance  oasea  aDd  cases  in  which  investigation 
was  refused!  which  ,  rose  from  63-7-  in  1105,  to  73'7  in  1106,  fell-  Ur58T  in 
H07.” 
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Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban )  :  That  is  not  what 
I  ask  ad-  I  wanted  to  know  the  percentage  of  cases  in  which  Policemen 
were  the  accused  and  there  were  convictions. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavanlcod ) :  The  answer  to 
that  is  contained  in  paragraph  8  of  the  report. 


“Of  these  fifly-oae  were  discharged  &nd  the  case  against  seventy  , 
pending  trial  at  the  close  of  the  year;  2  men  were  prosecuted  by  the 
ment  and  the  cases  against  them  are  pending  trial.” 


That  is  the  answer  to  the  question  put  by  my  friend. 

PRESIDENT  :  Your  time  is  up,  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavanlcod)  :  So  I  hope 
that  the  non-official  members  of  this  House  will  unmistakably  express 
their  opinion  on  this  point. 

MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (: Trivandrum-Urban )  :  Sir,  if  it  is  possible 
to  have  any  retrenchment  in  expenditure  I  should  be  very  glad  indeed. 
But  in  this  matter  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  I  cannot  agree  with  the 
proposition  put  before  the  “House  by  the  mover.  It  is  true  that 
some  time  ago  this  House  was  of  the  opiriion  that  the  post  of  the 
Assistant  Superintendents  of  Police  should  be  abolished.  Later  on, 
the  question  was  re-considered.  I  remember  Mr.  Pitt  entering 
his  protest  against  the  former  resolution  and  I  remember  his 
very  enthusiastic  advocacy  of  the  office.  At  that  time  some  of  us 
thought  that,  when  a  gentleman  from  outside  is  brought  here  for  some 
time,  any  proposal  made  by  him  must  be  considered  with  caution 
because  he  would  not  be  familiar  with  the  actual  circumstances  of  the 
country.  Now,  Sir,  we  are  in  a  better  position.  Here  is  an  officer  at 
the  head  of  the.department  who  rose  from  the  rank, and  file,  by  dint  of 
ability  and  character,  one  who  is  the  son  of  the  soil,  one  who  knows 
the  people  and  who  knows. all  the  details  of  the  departmental  work. 
Therefore,  Sir,  I  expect  the  Commissioner  of  Police  would  tell  us 
whether  they  are  absolutely  necessary.  In  the  time  of  Mr.  Bensley,  a 
time  when  some  of  us  were  boys,  nobody  considered  that  any  proposal 
made  by  Mr .  Bensley  with  regard’  to  the  enlistment  of  the  Police  or 
the  improvement  of  their  fortunes  was  not  justified.  Later  on,  because 
gentlemen  were  imported  and  brought  into  Travancore  and  were 
appointed  to  hold  posts  only  for  some  time,  some  of  us  had  our  own 
suspicions.  But  we  are  in  an  excellent  situation  now  because  we  have 
as  the  Head  of  the  Department  one  who  knows  the  country. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISKNA  PILLAI  (QuilonI)  :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  it  is  his  suggestion  that  the  previous  meeting  of  the 
Legislative  Council  which  decided  on  this  question  decided  it  on  the 
personnel  of  the  Commissioner ,  rather  than  on  the  merits  of  the 
question  ? 

Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Urban):  I  certainly  under- 
•  stand.  When  my  friend  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  gives  an  opinion  I 
can  understand  that  it  should  be  given  weight  to  because  he  is  a  man 
of  learning.  Similarly  when  the  Commissioner  speaks  on  that. subject, 
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it  should  he  given  weight  too.  I  am  very  grateful  for  those  officers 
■who  have  been  patriotically  doing  ;;our  work.  But  a  particular  person 
who  has  risen  from  the  ranks  and  come  to  the  top  has  greater  op¬ 
portunities  of  learning  work  and  therefore  I  attach  very  grea  t  value  to 
his  opinion. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  (Tiruvalla  III );  =0^  o  «i-®6  aA,

MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban )  :  (grogs  scuoioo  ngj 
rmoaoo  era>Dcre>irrog§“. 

I  think,  Sir,  that  is  no  remedy  at  all  On  the  other  hand,  that 
would  necessitate  the  retention  of  the  A.  S.  P’s, 

MR.  PUTKUPALLI  8.  KRISHNA  PILLAI.  {Quilon  II)  :  Apart  from  the 
opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Police,  will  the  member  be  pleased  to 
inform  us  of  his  individual  opinion  on  this  point  ? 

Ms.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban ) ;  Sir,  I  have  used 
rather  clear  and  plain  language  and  I  have  nothing  to  add  to  what  j 
have  already  said.  When  I  say  that  this  House  should  attach  great 
value  to  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Police  who  knows  the 
Department  very  much  more  than  myself  or  my  friend,  I  think  I  need 
not  give  any  clearer  answer. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II) :  Sir,  after  having 
heard  the  learned  Deputy  President,  I  think  it  is  my  duty  to  offer  my 
opinion  as  a  representative  of  the  people.  We  are  willing  to  be  guided 
by  the  Police  Commissioner’s  observations  and  opinions.  But  apart 
from  that,  we  owe  a  duty  to  our  electorate  and  have  do  offer  our 
individual  opinions  on  matters  that  come  before  us.  The  appointment 
of  A.  S.  P’s,  and  the  retention  in  service  of  the  A.  S.  P’s,  was  a  question 
that  was  agitated  times  out  of  number  in  this  House.  It  came  up  for 
discussion  before  the  Retrenchment  Committee  and  in  other  places.  It 
appeared  that  they  were  an  unfortunate  class'  of  officers  whose  existence 
would  never  be  justified  by  anything  that  they  were  doing.  It  does 
not  appear  that  this  disapprobation  of  the  existence  of  these  officers  is 
due  to  anything  in  these  officers  themselves.  That  is  due  to  a  feeling 
that  their  existence  is  unnecessary  and  cumbersome.  When  the  pro¬ 
posal  was  first  brought  up  for  consideration  in  this  House,  the  question 
was  fought  out  on  some  principles.  It  was  suggested  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  that  this  would  be  tried  as  a  temporary  measure  and  that,  if  at 
any  time  Government  are  satisfied  or  if  after  trial  Government  think 
that  it. is  not  necessary,  they  will  abolish  it.  I  believe  that  trial  would 
have  been  given  and  Government  would  have  come  to  a  conclusion. 
But  year  after  year  this  item  is  placed  before  the  Council  and  we  are 
called  upon  to  vote.  In  spite  of  the  recommendations  of  the  House,  and 
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the  Retrenchment  Committee  they  still  exist.  The  Commissioner  of 
Police,  Mr.  Bishop,  suggested  before  the  RetrenchmentiCommittee  that, 
instead  of  three  D.  S.  P’s  and  six  a.  S.  P’s  he  will  be  satisfied  with  six 
District  Officers.  Therefore  I  thought  that  the  opinion  that  the  then 
Commissioner  of  Police  gave  was  to  the  effect  that  nine  officers  were  a 
luxury  but  that  six  would  be  necessary. 

But  it  so  turned  out  finally  that  even  the  nine  were  put  forward 
as  absolutely  necessary.  Nothing  appears  to  have  been  done  subse¬ 
quently  in  regard  to  this  matter,  it  would  appear  that  this  has 
become  a  necessary  evil  on  account  of  the  extreme  inattention  with 
which  the  officers  that  are  above  them  appear  to  discharge  their  duties. 
When  the  Assistant  Superintendent  is  at  the  station,  the  District 
Superintendent  appears  to  feel  that  he  can  take  rest.  And  when 
the  District  Superintendent  is  at  the  station,  the  Assistant  Superintend¬ 
ent  thinks  that  he  is  justified  in  taking  rest.  That  appears  to  be  the 
manner  in  which  the  matter  is  considered.  If  Government  are  satisfied 
and  come  to  some  decision  on  this  matter,  then  we  shall  be  satisfied.  If 
the  full-time  services  of  one  District  Superintendent  are  availablejto  the 
Government  then  they  can  surrender  the  services  of  the  Assistant 
Superintendents  under  them.  Anyhow  oneiof  the  District  Superintendents 
is  in  the  Traffic  Police.  My  impression  is  that  we  will  very  conveniently 
be  able  to  dispense  with  him,  We  have  one  Traffic  Superintendent, 
who  has  a  large  army  of  men  and  we  have  three  District  Superin¬ 
tendents  who  are  commanding  a  larger  army  of  .Policemen.  All  these 
people  are  assisted  by  first  class  Police  Inspectors.  I  cannot  under¬ 
stand  why  the  District  Superintendents  should  have  Assistant 
Superintendents  except  to  give  them  temporary  relief;  for  example, 
if  the  Kottayam  District  Superintendent  wants  to  come  to  Trivandrum 
for  paying  a  visit  to  a  friend,  he  can  conveniently  do  so  without 
the  Government  knowing  it,.  One  of  his  Assistant  Superintendents 
can  similarly  go  for  the  Car  festival  at  Suehindram  Without 
the  matter  being  known  to  the  Government.  These  advantages  are 
not  beneficial  to  the  people  and  there  is  sufficient  reason  for  doing 
away  with  the  A.  S.  P’s. 

IKIR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  IPattanamtiUa)  :  I  wish  to  know, 
under  the  ruling  given  to  us  about  including  question  time,  whether  the 
time  allotted  for  this  demand  has  Dot  expired  at  12-45. 

PRESIDENT  :  It  will  expire  at'  10  minutes  past  1. 

MB.  A.  TNANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Bural ) :  Sir,  I  support  the 
motion.  As  was  mentioned  here  by, Mr.  Krishna  Pillai,  the  matter  came 
before  the  Retrenchment  Committee  and  that  is  why  I  wish  to  speak  a 
few  words  on  this  motion  now.  The  Commissioner  agreed  before  the 
Committee  that  a  substantial  reduction  could  be  made  in  the  number  of 
officers  in  grades  of  District  Officers'  and  Assistant  Superintendents.  He 
put  forward  two  alternative  proposals.  One  was  to  take  away  the 
Quilon  Division  and  reduce  the  number  of  District  Officers  to  two  and 
the  other  was  to  reduce  the  number  of  Assistant  Superintendents  by  3, 
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That  a  substantial  reduction  was  possible  was  thus  admitted  by  the 
Head  of  the  Department.  Eventually  we  thought  over  the  matter 
and  it  was  agreed  by  the  Committee  that  one  set  of  officers  would  do 
between  the  Inspectors  of  Police  and  the  Commissioner.  I  do  not  see 
why  any  of  these  suggestions  should  not  have  been  accepted  by  Govern¬ 
ment  and  why  they  should  insist  upon  continuing  all  the  existing 
officers.  As  for  work  of  the  Assistant  Superintendents,  there  is  nothing 
definitely  known  as  to  what  they  are  doing,  and  how  the  work  is  distri- 
buted  between  them  and  the  D.  S.  P’s.  I  very  strongly  support  the 
motion. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAi  (Quilon  I) :  I  move  that  the  question 
be  now  put. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  will  put  the  question  as  soon  as  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair 
finishes. 

HR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad) :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion.  It  is 
true  that  the  former  House  that  does  not  exist  now  was  of  opinion  that 
A.  S.  P’s  should  be  abolished.  But  at  that  time  the  person  who  was 
guiding  the  destinies  of  the  Department  was  a  stranger  to  the  land  and 
he  was  not  aware  of  the  conditions  of  the  country.  But  as  Mr.  Vein 
Pillai  has  already  stated,  we  have  now  got  as  Head  of  the  Department  a 
gentleman  who  is  very  well’acquaintedwith  the  conditions  of  the  country. 
So,  as  a  true  son  of  the  soil,  if  he  thinks  that  A.  S.  P’s.  are  not  required 
as  matters  stand  at  present,  in  the  interests  of  retrenchment  and  in  the 
interests  of  efficiency,  he  : will  certainly  take  the  initiative  himself 
and  recommend  to  the  authorities  the  abolition  of  the  posts. 

MR.  M.  N.  NAIR  ( Kottayam  I)  :  May  I  know  whether  the  member 
is  of  opinion  that  more  Assistants  aire  needed  for  a  work  when  a  son  of 
the  soil  is  its  head  ? 

MR.  S.^J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad) :  He  is  new.  He  has  taken  charge 
of  the  Department  only  very  recently.  As  soon  as  he  understands  that 
it  is  unnecessary  to  keep  all  these  A.  S.  P’s.  I  am  sure  he  will  be  the 
first  person  to  propose  their  abolition. 

MR.  A.  8.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Is  the  Commissioner  who 
is  a  son  of  the  soil  not  more  efficient  than  a  foreign  officer? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  He  is  decidedly  more  efficient 
than  a  foreign  officer, 

MR.  A.  8.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (M avelikara)  ;  Then  why  does  he 
want  more  persons  ? 

,j- '  HR.  8.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  He  does  not  want. 

HR.  M.  N.  NAIR  ( Kottayam  I)  :  Is  the  present  Commissioner  new 
to  the  Department  or  is  he  new  as  Head  of  the  Department. 

Hr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ) :  He  is  not  at  all  new  to  the  De¬ 
partment.  He  is  well  versed  with  the  work  of  the  Department.  He 
is  new  only  as  the  Head  of  the  Department.  That  is  why  I  say  some 
time  may  be  given  to  him  for  considering  the  question. 
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MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Todupuzha  cum  Devicolctm) :  May 
l  know  whether  the  member  considers  it  as  a  personal  matter  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (N edurmngad)  :  No;  it  is  a  matter  concerning  the 
interests  of  the  State.  May  I  suggest  for  the  information  of  the  head 
of  the  department  as  well  as  the  authorities  concerned  that  in  order  to 
reduce  false  coinage  and  such  other  crimes  and  aiso  to  see  that  cases 
charge-sheeted  before  Courts  are  conducted  properly  and  efficiently  and 
the  offenders  are  brought  to  book,  it  is  highly  necessary  that  pleaders 
should  be  recruited  as  Inspectors,  and  Prosecuting  Inspectors,  Because 
by  nature,  by  experience  and  by  learning  they  are  best  fitted  for  the 
work. 

Mr.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  {.Kmmatnid  ID  ■,  I  rise  to  a  point  of 
order.  I  want  to  know  whether  the  question  of  recruitment  arises 
now? 

PRESIDENT  :  It  does  not  arise. 

MR.  B  NARAYANA  PILLAI-  (Gommtuioner  o/Poliee) :  This  question 
was  discussed  at  great  length  in  two  previous  Councils.  During  the 
first  time  it  was  thought  that  A.  S.  P's  were  not  necessary.  When  it 
was  taken  for  discussion  a  second  time,  a  majority  of  the  members  want¬ 
ed  the  retention  of  A.  8.  P’s  and  so  that  was  passed. 

Mr.  A.  S.  OAMQDARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) ;  Was  there  not  also  a 
dissenting  section '? 

MR.  B.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Commissioner  of  Police)  :  The  majority 
was  of  the  opinion  that  A.  S.  P’s  were  necessary  and  so  the  motion  was 
passed.  In  the  Betrenchment  Committee  this  matter  was  discussed 
and  they  suggested  that  A.  S.  P’s  and  D.  S.  P’s  may  be  abolished  and 
instead  to  introduce  7  Assistant  Commissioners  dividing  Travancore 
into  7  Sub-divisions.  That  was  not  accepted  by  Government.  The 
A.  S.  P’s  came  into  existence  at  the  reorganisation  of  1098.  During 
the  time  of  Mr.  George,  the  then  Commissioner  of  Police,  tne  Sub- 
Inspector  system  and  Circle  Inspector  system  were,  introduced.  Sub- 
Inspectors  were  put  in  charge  of  regular  stations,  Before  that, 
there  were  Taluk  Inspectors  for  every  Taluk;  and  in  each  Taluk 
there  was  more  than  one  charging  station  and  in  all.  those  charging 
stations  the  Head  constables  were  in  charge  and  they  were  desig¬ 
nated  as  Station  House  Officers.  Then  there  were  checking  by  the 
Inspectors  of  Taluks  and  also  by  the  Assistant  Superintendent  in  charge 
of  the  Division  ;  there  was  a  Superintendent  of  Police  for  the  whole  of 
Travancore.  Then  the  name  ‘Commissioner’  was  unknown.  If  that 
name  was  available  anywhere  in  British  India,  the  Superintendent 
would  have  been  designated,  Commissioner,  the  A.  S.  P.  designated, 
D.  S.  P.,  the  Inspectors  known  as  Superintendents  and  Head  consta¬ 
bles  as  Inspectors. 

In  the  Police  Department  the  work  of  the  Travancore  Police  is  the 
same  as  in  British  India.  In  British  India  there  is  the  Sub-Inspector, the 
Circle  Inspector,  the  A.  S.  P;  the  D.  S.  P.,  sometimes  the  Deputy  Superin¬ 
tendent  in  the  place  ofJD.S.P.,  then  Deputy  Inspector  General  and  Inspec¬ 
tor  General .  The  work  of  the  Travancore  Police  is  not  so  very  easy  as  in 
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Madras;  because  in  British  parts  there  are  villages.  Village  system  means 
that  if  one  officer  goes  to  a  village  he  will  be  able  to  make  all  enquiries 
within  a  few  hourfe  questioning  all  the  men  in  the  village.  There  is  the 
village  Magistrate  or  Munsiff  and  there  are  Taliaries  to  assist  him.  To 
that  extent,  the  work  of  the  Police  in  British  parts  is  minimised.  Here 
the  investigation  is  rather  very  difficult,  because  each  house  is  a  village. 
If  one  Policeman  wants  to  go  from  Pnthenpurakkal  to  Puthenman- 
galavu  he  has  to  walk  one  mile.  The  investigation  work  will  engage 
him  for  a  number  of  days.  There  is  every  convenience  for  a  murderer 
to  do  everything  in  secret.  Nobody  could  prevent  him.  There  is 
every  convenience  for  him  to  commit  any  crime  without  the  knowledge 
Of  others.  After  the  commission  of  a  crime,  when  the  officer  goes  to 
the  science,  there  will  be  nobody  to  assist  him.  These  are  the  difficul¬ 
ties  which  confront  an  investigating  officer  in  Travancore.  If  a  grave 
crime  is  reported,  the  Inspector  himself  has  to  conduct  the  whole  en¬ 
quiry  in  that  case.  In  that  jurisdiction,  if  another  grave  crime  is  re¬ 
ported  simultaneously,  another  Inspector  will  have  to  be  deputed  to 
attend  to  that  case,  which  is  not  possible.  Hence  the  Inspector’s  atten¬ 
tion  will  be  diverted,  himself  investigating  two  grave  crimes  simul- 
taneously.  Hence  continuous  investigation  in  a  particular  case  is  not 
possible.  That  is  a  physical  impossibility.  The  D.  S.  P.  will  not  be 
able  to  render  him  much  help.  He  is  in  charge  of  a  District  and  has 
to  maintain  discipline  over  600  men  in  his  District  and  has  to  attend 
to  all  manner  of  routine  work.  He  has  to  pass  Pay  Bills,  Contingent 
and  T.  A.  Bills  and  do  all  manner  of  routine  work.  He  has  nearly  100 
to  200  papers  daily  to  dispose  of.  He  has  to  enquire  about  crimes  in 
different  places,  Sometimes  anonymous  petitions  come  and  investi¬ 
gations  have  to  be  conducted  on  them.  In  murder  cases,  if  any 
particular  individual  is  interested,  he  will  sand  .all  manner  of  petitions 
to  support  his  interest  and  these  petitions  have  to  be  looked  into. 

Mb.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  May  I  bring  to  the 
attention  of  the  Chair,  the  official  member  has  exceeded  his  time  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  I  propose  to  allow  some  little  time  more  for  him  to 
explain.  I  will  see  this  .extra  time  allowed  does  not  encroach  on  the 
time  for  the  next  subject.  I  want  to  see  the  decision  of  the  House  on 
this  point. 

Mb.  B.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Com  nismner  of  Police) :  In  case  of 
difference  of  opinion  between  investigating  officers,  a  superior  officer 
has  to  make  a  separate  enquiry  and  find  out  the  truth  in  the  matter. 
So  an  intermediary  officer  between  the  Inspector  and  the  D.  S-  P.  is 
highly  necessary.  The  D.  S.  P .  will  not  be  able  bo  be  in  charge  of 
important  cases  and  make  enquiries. 

Mb.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I)  :  May  I  know  from  the 
Commissioner  of  Police  — : - 

PRESIDENT;  There  is  notime  to  answer  questions. 
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Mr.  B-  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Commissioner  of  Polioe) :  The  work  of 
the  Travaneore  Police  in  this  respect  is  rather  more  difficult  than  in 
British  India.  There,  the  Police  have  more  advantages  than  here. 
There  are  capable  officers  too.  If  they  found  it  possible  they  would 
have  abolished  A.  8.  P’s  or  the  Circle  Inspectors,  which  they  have  not 
clone,  As  I  said  before,  the  work  of  the  Travaneore  Police  is  much 
more  difficult  than  that  of  the  British  Police.  The  work  of  the  A.  S-  P. 
here  during  a  month  is  very  heavy.  Say' from  Chingam  to  Mithunam 
the  number  of  cases  investigated  by  them  is  317  and  the  number  of 
days  spent  on  investigations  is  424. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (VilavanJcod):  May  I  know 
whether  alljthese  cases  were  investigated  from  start  to  finish  ? 

PRESI  DENT  :  I  cannot  allow  that  question  at  this  stage. 

MR.  B.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Commissioner  of  Polioe )  ;  The  number 
of  departmental  (inquiries  made  by  the  A.  S.  P’s  is  204.  The  number 
of  days  spent  for  that  is  221.  In  all  Session  cases,  the  A.  S,  P’s  have  to 
instruct  the  Sirkar  Vakils.  In  almost  all  such  cases  Inspectors  have  to 
appear  as  witnesses.  The  defence  Vakils  sometimes  raise  objection  to 
the  Inspectors  who  took  part  in  the  investigation  being  present  in  the 
court.  Supposing  the  D.  S.  P.  is  attending  the  Sessions  in  Nagercoil 
and  at  the  same  time  there  is  a  vary  important  case  before  the  Trivan¬ 
drum  Sessions  Court,  in  such  an  emergency  he  will  not  be  able  to  be 
present  in  both  the  courts  at  the  same  time.  It  is  a  physical  impossibility. 
This  will  affect  the  satisfactory  conduct  of  prosecutions  in  Sessions 
cases.  So  ,for  the  investigation  of  cases,  for  detection  and  prevention 
and  for  successful  conduct  of  prosecutions,  a  responsible  officer  between 
the  D.  S.  P.  and  the  Inspector  is  very  highly  necessary.  Bor  these 
reasons,  I  request  the  members  to  consider  all  these  aspects  of  the  ques¬ 
tion  and  I  think  and  hope  the  House  will  join  with  me  and  give  a 
favourable  decision. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod) :  I  am  sorry  to 
say  that  the  Commissioner  of  Police  has  not  been  able  to  convince  me 
of  the  necessity  for;this  cadre  of  intermediary  officers  between  the  In¬ 
spector  of  Police  and  the  D.  S.  P.  I  hope  my  friends  on  this  side  of  the 
House  will  agree  with  me  that  the  absolute  necessity  of  this  cadre  of 
officers  has  not  been  made  out  by  the  explanation  offered  by  the  Com¬ 
missioner  I  might  also  observe  in  this  connection  that  it  was  during 
the  time  of  Mr.  B.  K.  Krishna  Pillai,  the  then  Commissioner  of  Police, 
who  is,  I  daresay  an  equally  patriotic  son  of  the  soil  and  who  is  hap¬ 
pily  amidst  us  enjoying  a  wall-earned  rest,  that  this  question  was  dis¬ 
cussed  in  all  its  aspects  and  this  House  by  an  overwhelming  majority 
gave  its  opinion  that  the  place  is  not  necessary  in  the  interests  of  the 
efficiency  of  the  department.  'Therefore  I  press  the  motion,  to  a 
'  division, 

PRESIDENT  :  The  question  before  the  House  is  to  omit  the  allot¬ 
ment  of  Es,  17,  126  for  salaries  of  Assistant  Superintendents..

My  object  in  making  this  motion  is  to  show  that  the  amount  sanc¬ 
tioned  under  P.  W.  D.  is  allowed  to  lapse  without  proper  estimates 
being  prepared  and  that  the  new  works  included  in  the  list  are  not  being 
carried  out. 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Aff.  Chief  Engineer)  :  I  am  sorry  I  cannot  hear 
the  member. 

PRESIDENT :  There  is  too  much  noise  in  the  gallery.  If  it  con¬ 
tinues,  the  chairs  will  be  removed. 

MR.  T.  K.  ALEXANDER  (Kunnatnad  I)  :  Sir,  my  object  is  to  point  out 
the  defects  iB  the  Department  in  allowing  the  amounts  budgeted  to  lapse 
and  also  to  point  out  that  the  new  works  included  in  the  list  are  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  officers  who  do  not  give  due  consideration  for  the  immedi¬ 
ate  necessity  of  the  works.  There  are  so  many  examples  to  show  that. 
For  example,  the  amount  budgeted  in  the  year  1106  for  the  road  from 
Arakadavu.  to  Edapalli  has  been  allowed  to  lapse.  The  work  which 
began  1 0  years  ago  for  a  road  from  Muvattupuzha  to  Edapalli  has  been 
left  uncompleted .  Ninety-nine  per  cent  of  the  work  has  been  done. 
But  the  remaining  small  portion  is  incomplete.  Certain  works  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  DistrictjBoard  and  Central  Board  remain  unattended  to. 
In  North  Travancore  the  amount  allotted  is  very  small  when  compared 
with  the  other  portions  of  Travancore. 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government ) : 
What  about  the  Pallivasal  expenditure  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  That  does  not  arise. 

Mr.  T.  K.  ALEXANDER  ( Kunnatnad  I)  :  I  think  it  does  not  arise  now. 
In  those  cases  people  are  prepared  to  give  lands  free  of  compensation 
for  the  construction  of  roads.  But  the  Government  do  not  take  those 
lands  when  people  are  willing  to  surrender  them  free  of  cost.  For 
instance,  the  case  of  Edapalli-Arakadavu  road  for  which  the  major 
portion  of  land  is  given  free  of  compensation.  Sir,  I  wish,  to  refer  to 
page  155  of  the  Administration  Report  where  it  is  stated— 

‘‘The  Government  have  long  reognised  the  importance  of  good  Communications  in 
the  State— 

Mr.  A.  THAN!)  PILLAI  (Trie andrum- Burnt) :  Sir,  has  the  mem¬ 
ber  been  favoured  with  a  copy  of  the  Administration  Report  of  the 
Department  for  the  last  year?  Is  it  the  Administration  Report, of 
Government  or  the  Administration  Report  of  the  Department  ? 
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Mr.  T.  K.  ALEXANDER  (Kunnatnad I) :  The  State  Administra¬ 
tion  Report- 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trieandnm-Bum l)  :  Sir,  It  is  a  pity  that 
we  have  not  yet  been  favoured  with  these  reports. 

MR.  T.  K.  ALEXANDER  ( Kunnatnad )  :  The  Report  says  : —  “The 

Government  have  long  recognised  the  importance  of  good  eommunicedons  i“ 
the  Stato  and  iho  need  for  tbair  steady  development.  The  phenomena' 

programme  for  widening  the  old  .highways  to  euit  modern  requirement*  and 
allotment  of  increased  maintenance  grants  ” 

But  we  find  nothing  is  done  for  the  steady  development  of  the 
means  of  communication.  Sir,  the  Government  tp.ke  part  in  the  Cochin 
Harbour  Scheme  and  if  the  Government  want  the  country  really  to  be 
benefited,  I  submit  that  a  network  of  roads  and  other  means  of  com¬ 
munication  'should  be  opened  in  the  country.  In  this  connection,  I 
wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  the  line  from  Kumara- 
puram  to  Thammana  thereby  connecting  with  Ernakulam.  Sir,  again 
on  page  156  of  the.  Administration  Report  it  is  stated  :  - 

“  The  total  length  of  roods  newly  opened  wasil2  mileB  and  of  roads  improved  131 

That  means  an  average  of  one  mile  per  month  of  road  has  been 
constructed  in  the  course  of  one  year.  Sir,  in  Travancore  there  are 
3,936  villages  and  in  these  villages  the  people  are  agriculturists  and  this 
is  a  time  of  economic  depression  and  agriculture  has  become  the 
least  paying  and  the  most  unfortunate  of  our  occupations-  But  nothing, 
is  done  to  improve  agriculture,  Improvement  of  the  means  of  com¬ 
munication  will  enable  the  Government  or  rather  the  people  to  work  for 
the  development  of  commerce  and  industries  and  also  promote  the  econo¬ 
mic  prosperity  of  the  country.  With  these  words,  I  move  the  motion. 

MR.  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  (Mwattupuslia  II):  Sir,  I  rise  to  support 
the  motion  brought  forward  by  my  friend  Mr.  Alexander.  In  this  con¬ 
nection,  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  certain  irre¬ 
gularities  and  want  of  proper  attention  nearing  even  to  negligence  on 
the  part  of  this  Department.  As  a  consequence  of  this,  a  good  deal  of 
public  money  is  wasted,  not  to  speak  of  the  misfortunes  of  the  public  at 
large.  Sir,  there  are  several  roads  in  this  country — on  which  l  am  sub¬ 
ject  to  correction  -at  least  one  example  in  my  locality,  where  95  per  cent, 
of  the  total  amount  required  has  been  spent  and  owing  to  not  spending 
the  remaining  5  per  cent,  the  whole  road  is  unfit  for  the  purpose 
for  which  it  is  intended.  To  cite  one  example  in  my  locality,  there 
is  the  road  from  Mamala  to  Piravam.  This  is  an  important  road 
connecting  two  important  trading  centres,  Piravam  and  Puthencruz,  in 
the  up-country  places,  like  Muvattupuzha  and  Kunnatnad  taluks. 
There  is  an  embankment  along  this  road  called  ‘  Puthan  nada  ’  half  a 
furlbng  long.  This  i3  meant  for  irrigation  purposes  and  requires 
widening  before  it  is  made  into  a  cart.  road.  The  diatance^covered 
by  this  road  between  Mamala  and  Piravam,.  namely,  12  miles,  is 
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almost  left  as  it  were  in  its  original  state  ;  that  is,  no  traffic  is  going 
on  between  these  two  places  Besides  serving  the  purpose  of  com. 
munication,  it  will  help  the  other  purpose  also,  that  is,  irrigation.  In 
quoting  examples  of  this  kind,  I  do  not  wish  to  waste  the  time  of  the 
House.  Sir,  such  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  department  is  highly 
deplorable.  On  the  other  hand,  before  completing  works  of  this  kind, 
we  find  fresh  estimates  sanctioned  and  works  taken  up  by  the  depart, 
ment  in  other  places.  Is  this  an  illustration  of  want  of  funds?  Before 
completing  a  work  which  has  already  been  started,  they  go  on  to  other- 
works  leaving  the  first  work  unattended  to  and  thereby  losing  all 
the  money  spent  upon  it.  Funds  for  proper  maintenance  of  those 
roads  are  also  not  sanctioned.  Even  if  an  allotment  is  sanctioned,  it 
is  not  properly  utilised. 

Sir,  another  serious  offence  also  is  committed  by  these  officers  to  the 
public.  Sir,  sometimes  a  definite  promise  is  held  out  by  them  that,  if 
the  people  of  the  localities  concerned  would  surrender,  free  of  compensa- 
tion,  the  land  required  for  roads,  the  Department  would  allot  the  re¬ 
quired  amount  for  such  works  and  complete  them.  It  is  not  all  people 
who  agree  to  part  with  their  lands  free  even  for  such  works  of  public 
utility  ;  and  it  is  often  with  extreme  difficulty  that  such  men  are  per¬ 
suaded  to  agree  to  surrender  their  lands.  Therefore,  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  that  Government  should  take  urgent  action  in  cases  where 
the  people  have  agreed  to  surrender  their  lands  free  for  works  of  public 
utility.  Otherwise,  when  these  people  find  that  the  Government  do 
not  give  them  any  encouragement  even  after  the  lands  have  been 
surrendered,  they  will  naturally  refuse  in  future  to  agree  to  make  such 
surrenders,  and  it  becomes  impossible  for  other  people  to  get  such 
works  carried  out.  I  hope  Government  will  take  particular  care  to 
rectify  matters  in  this  respect. 

With  these  words,  1  support  the  motion  brought  forward  by 
Mr.  Alexander. 

The  Assembly  adjourned  for  lunch  at  1-32  p.  m.  and  re-assembled 
at  2-17  p.  m. 

IWR,  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  IBENQN  (Shertala  I)  :  I  rise  to 
support  tbe  motion;  and  in  doing  so,  I  wish  to  point  out  one  or  two 
defects  in  the  working  of  the  P.  W.  D.  In  my  opinion,  there  is  no 
consistent  policy,  no  constructive  policy,  pursued  by  the  Department. 
Except  the  big  schemes  like  the  hydro-electric  scheme,  ordinary  public 
works  are  being  done  in  a  fit  of  absent-mindedness  as  it  were.  Works 
are  planned,  provision  iB  made  in  the  Budget,  works  are  started  and 
carried  on  for  a  year  or  two  and  then  dropped  altogether  or  taken  up 
again,  in  some  oases,  at  irregular  intervals.  This  kind  of  policy  re¬ 
sults  in  the  wasting  of  public  money  without  any  advantage  to  the 
public.  I  shall  illustrate  my  position. 

There  was.  a  proposal  to  open  a  light  railway  from  Alleppey  to 
Arukutty,  in  the  days  of  Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  Bastow.  It  died  as  a 
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mere  paper  scheme,  and  nothing  came  out  of  it.  The  Alleppey-Sher- 
tala  canal  was  taken  up  next ;  land  was  acquired  at  an  enormous 
expense ;  and  three  miles  of  the  canal  from  the  Alieppey  end  and 
from  the  Shertala  end  were  actually  cut  open.  Lakhs  of  rupees  were 
spent  ;  ultimately  Government  found  that  it  was  a  veritable  white 
elephant,  and  finally  dropped  it  when  we  were  in  the  middle  of  it. 
During  the  do, ys  of  Mr.  Watts,  he  and  Mr.  Vipan,  the  then  Chief 
Engineer,  came  and  inspected  the  locality ;  and  they  started  the 
Alleppey-Aroor  road.  That  work  was  very  vigorously  executed,  and 
we  are  thankful  to  Government  for  that.  But,  along  with  that  road, 
there  was  also  a  scheme  for  a  system  of  cross-roads  and  canals.  Some 
money  was  spent  oil  these  cross-roads  and  then  they  were  dropped 
altogether,  although  some  provision  was  being  made  in  tho  Budget  year 
after  year.  These  amounts  lapse  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  work 
has  not  made  any  progress  in  recent  -years,  and  we  now  hear  the 
orthodox  official  excuse  that  funds  are  not  available. 

This  consistent  lack  of  policy  has  been  made  clear  during  the 
general  discussion  on  the  Budget  and  by  the  answers  elicited  by  inter¬ 
pellations.  These  local  works  must  be  classified  in  the  order  of  urgency 
and  taken  up  one  after  another  in  that  order  and  completed,  whatever 
be  the  financial  difficulties  of  Government. 

Let  me  refer  to  one  other  instance.  The  Shertala- Tannirraukkam 
road  and  the,  Tannirmukkam-Muhamma  road  arc  two  incomplete 

works  in  my  constituency.  Three  or  four  miles  of  these  roads 

have  been  actually  constructed.  But,  the  rain  lias  washed  away 
all  the  soft  sand  and  mud  so  that  we  now  have  only  sharp 
stones  and  pebbles  struggling  for  supremacy  on  the  road.  The  con. 

dition  of  the  roads  has  led  to  a  humorous  story  which  is  now 

current  in  the  locality.  This  is  the  story.  There  was  an  old  woman 
who  had  an  unduly  developed  sense  of  humour.  In  remonstrating  her 
grandchild,  she  once  said,  “  Look  here,  child,  if  you.  go  on  like  this  and 
push  matters  to  a  crisis,  I  will  make  you  walk  along  the  Shertala- 
Tannirmukkam  road.”  That  is  the  worst,  punishment  that  the  grand¬ 
mamma  could  think  of  for  her  recalcitrant  grandchild.  That  is  the 
condition  of  the  road-  Sir,  I  am  not  exaggerting  things.  Anybody 
who  walks  just  one  or  two  furlongs  on  that  road,  even  wnh  shoes  on, 
will  be  convinced  of  the  truth  of  my  statement.  Thousands  of  rupees 
have  been  spent.  In  such  cases,  especially  in  places  where  the  rain¬ 
fall  is  high,  there  is  no  use  unless  the  Department  carries  on  mainten¬ 
ance  works  regularly.  Unless  they  do  that,  they  often  have  r,o  begin 
again  the  whole  work  and  one  can  imagine  the  waste  of  public  money 
involved. 

During  the  course  of  the  general  discussion  on  the  Budget  and 
during  interpellation  time,  I  wanted  to  elicit  information  regarding  a 
definite  policy  on  the  part  of  the  P.  W.  D.  as  regards  these  cross-roads 
which  are  indispensable  for  the  use  of  the  main  roads  opened  at  heavy 
cost  to  the  public.  I  got  nothing  but  the  usual  answer,  namely,  lack  of 
funds.  Sir,  so  far  as  my  constituency  is  concerned,  these  are  not 
luxuries,  these  are  primary  necessities.  These  works  have  to  be  treated

as  urgent  needs  irrespective  of  the  question  whether  the  Government 
have  funds  or  not.  Government  must  somehow  find  funds,  especially 
in  the  interest  of  the  money  already  spent  on  them.  It  is  regrettable 
to  find  that  the  Government  do  not  see  the  economic  aspect  of  these 
works  as  a  whole.  Sir,  we  are  spending  lakhs  of  rupees  on  the  Cochin 
Harbour  Scheme  and  we  expect  an  enormous  development  of  trade  and 
commerce  in  the  country.  There  is  also  the  Alleppey  Port.  Shertala 
forms,  as  it  were,  a  feeding  centre  for  these  two  northern  and  southern 
ports.  If  the  Alleppey- Aroor  road  is  connected  with  the  interior  of 
the  country  by  a  system  of  cross-roads  and  canals,  it  will  facilitate  the 
trade  in  the  country.  The  eastern  and  western  portions  of  the  Taluk 
consist  of  low-lying  regions.  We  have  the  backwater  on  tbe  eastern 
side  and  the  sea  on  the.  western  side.  The  land  touching  the  Alleppey- 
Aroor  road  is  not  of  much  value  now  and  consists  of  dry  loose  sand  ; 
and  if  we  could  get  a  system  of  cross  roads  in  this  area  a  good  portion, 
of  the  Vembanad  lake  [could  be  reclaimed  for  cocoanut  cultivation 
The  land  on  the  western  side  also  could  be  brought  under  cultivation. 
The  whole  region  could  he  made  to  yield  a  substantial  revenue  to 
Government,  if  the  Government  would  provide  the  necessary  means  of 
communication.  The  excess  of  sand  found  in  the  interior  of  the 
Taluk  is  much  in  demand  in  the  eastern  and  western  low-lying  clayish 
tracts  and  the  sandy  soil  of  the  interior  can  be  made  rich  with  the  ad¬ 
mixture  of  the  fertile  alluvial  clay  of  the  Pozhichal.  Sir,  it  is  an 
important  local  problem  which  deserves  careful  study  and  1  solicit  the 
Darbar  to  earnestly  tackle  the  same. 

MR..  T.  KRISHNA  P1LLAI  ( A'eyyattinkara  II)  ;  I  rise  to  support 
the  motion.  In  doing  so,  my  aim  is  to  insist  on  the  Chief  Engineer  to 
extend  his  inspections  both  to  the  outlying  and  the  internal  parts  of  the 
country,  especially  to  those  .places  where  considerable  havoc  has  been 
wrought  by  the  recent  floods.  I  had  occasion,  quite  recently,  to  visit  the 
various  patcutiiies  of  my  constituency  and  I  found  that  all  the  roads 
and  culverts  were  in  a  deplorably  damaged  condition.  In  fact  all  the 
branch  roads  on  the  northern  side  of  the  M,  8-  road  from  Trivandrum 
to  Neyyattinkara  are  uniformly  slushy  and  are  punctuated  by  very  bad 
curves  which  can  be  eased  at  a  very  low  expenditure. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapmha  1)  :  X  should  like  to  be 
enlightened  as  to  whether  it  is  permissible  for  members  to  speak  on 
local  needs  under  this  motion  which  relates  to  the  establishment  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  I  do  not  see  how  reference  to  local  needs  could  be 
cut  out  altogether  ;  but,  I  must  ask  members,  as  I  have  asked  so  many 
times,  not  to  refer  to  details  but  to  refer  to  them  only  incidentally. 
General  cut  motions  like  the  present  motion  should  be  directed  against 
the  policy  of  the  Department;  but  there  can  jbe  no  objection  to  re- 
tergnee  to  instances.  . ... 
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HR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinkara  II)  ;  The  necessity  for 
a  bridge  over  the  Neyyar  at  Poovar  is  a  matter  which  has  been  point¬ 
edly  bronght  to  the  attention  of  Government  year  after  year  both  in 
the  Legislative  Council  and  in  the  Sri  Mulam  Popular  Assembly  ;  and ' 
as  a  result,  the  late  Mr.  Watts,  when  he  was  Dewan  here,  had  the 
kindness  to  make  a  personal  inspection  and  convince  himself  of  the 
necessity  for  a  bridge  there.  But,  it  is  regrettable  to  find  that  we  are 
still  without  the  much-needed  bridge. 

Another  work  which  calls  for  the  immediate  attention  of  Govern¬ 
ment  is  the  construction  of  a  channel  on  the  western  side  of  the  Kottu- 
kal  ela.  After  repeated  entreaties  the  proposal  to  cut  open  channels  on 
both  the  eastern  and  western  sides  of  the  fields  was  accepted  by  the 
Government  and  a  very  handsome  amount  was  spent  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  channel  on  the  eastern  side.  By  the  existence  of  a  channel 
on  only  one  side  of  the  alii;  the  ryots  are  not  going  to  be 
benefited  at  all .  Sir,  in  this  connection,  I  would  urge  on  the  Chief 
Engineer  that,  if  funds  are  not  available  to  embark  on  big  schemes  it  is 
advantageous  if  he  would  arrange  for  the  completion  of  the  works 
already  begun  and  left  to  lie  over  halfj  finished, 

Hr.  S,  J.  NAIR  ( Nedwnangad ) :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion  before 
the  House  for  the  reason  that  the  department  is  not  pursuing  a  definite 
policy  with  regard  to  the  improvement  of  means  of  communication  in 
the  various  taluks  with  reference  to  their  needs.  With  regard  to  the 
means  of  communication,  I  mean  the  roads  in  the  Trivandrum  city  it¬ 
self,  the  department  is  experimenting  and  experimenting  various  methods 
so  that  the  roads  in  the  city  may  be  brought  to  perfection,  when  the 
people  in  the  mofussil  are  suffering  a  good  deal  due  to  the  absence  of 
proper  means  of  communication. 

Incidentally,  I  shall  refer  to  my  constituency,  I  mean  the  Nedu- 
mangad  taluk,  and  the  various  difficulties  and  disabilities  the  people  in 
that  taluk  are  undergoing  today  due  to  the  absence  of  proper  means  of 
communication.  There  is  one  road  which  was  opened  a  few  years  ago, 
I  mean  the  Chittar  road.  It  has  a  length  of  about  9  miles.  Seven 
miles  were  completed  two  years  ago  ;  but  no  allotment  was  made  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  said  road  ;  and  consequently  though  the  road  was 
metalled  two  years  ago  and  was  very  good  for  traffic,  it  has  become, 
due  to  absence  of  maintenance,  practically  useless  today.  Such  a  sort  of 
haphazard  method  of  constructing  certain  new  roads  and  leaving  them 
astray  without  sufficient  allotment  for  their  maintenance  and  improve¬ 
ment  is  not  a  policy  that  ought  to  be  pursued. 

Then  we  have  got  a  trace  known  as  Kallar-Arivipuram  trace  with 
a  length  of  about  5  miles.  The  member  of  the  Sri  Mulam  Popular 
Assembly  for  my  constituency  was  representing  the  necessity  of  open- 
,  ing  that  road  and  converting  it  into  a  cart  road  for  the  last  three 
years  and  various  representations  have  been  sent  to  the  Government 
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and  to  the  head  of  the  department  to  convert  that  trace.  To  do  this  it 
will  not  cost  orach  to  Government.  At  the  most  the  cost  may  come  to 
about  Rs.  5,000  or  Es,  6,000.  If  that  trace  is  converted  into  a  cart 
road,  it  will  be  of  use  practically  to  half  the  taluk  and  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  that  this  trace  ought  to  be  converted  into  a  cart  road. 
No  more  lands  also  ought  to  be  acquired  in  this  connection.  Then 
there  are  traces  like  Kanpur  trace  and  Aruvikkara  trace  and  these  also 
may  not  cost  much  to  be  converted  into  cart  roads.  There  is  the 
Pirappancode-Pothencode  trace  which  is  also  an  important  trace  to 
be  converted  into  a  cart  road.  Then  there  is  one  road  which  runs 
from  Arianad  to  Vidura. 

PRESIDENT  :  Would  it  not  be  sufficient  just  to  refer  to  one  or  two 
instances.  Mr.  Nair  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  HAIR  ( Neduotaiigad ) :  A  culvert  alone  need  be  construct- 
.ed  there.  The  bridge  or  rather  culvert  that  was  in  the  above  road 
has  been  damaged  as  a  result  of  the  recent  floods  and  consequently  the 
people  are  undergoing  serious  hardship. 

The  Department  is  net  at  all  attending  to  the  minor  irrigation 
works  in  my  taluk.  Very  recently  the  Revenue  Commissioner,  who 
was  there,  was  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  the  department  doing  some¬ 
thing  substantial  ^towards  minor  .irrigation  in  that  taluk  which  has 
suffered  a  great  deal  in  the  recent  floods. 

Then  we  want  two  ferry  services  to  be  started  at  Aruvipuram  and 
Poovattur.  Though  for  two  or  three  years  we  have  been  agitating 
for  ferry  boats,  it  has  not  yet  been  given  to  us.  It  may  not  cost  much 
at  all  if  this  little  convenience  is  afforded  to  us. 

In  Nelumangad  there  is  no  court  house  for  the  Magistrate  to  hold 
his  court.  A  court  house  is  absolutely  required.  With  regard  to  the 
repair  and  extension  of  the  dispensary  at  Vamanapuram,  I  thank  the 
Government  for  their  promise  to  do  the  needful  in  the  matter  early. 

There  is  another  grievance  namely  the  opening  of  a  new  toll  gate 
at  the  17th  mile  near  Venjaramood  in  M.  C.  road.  There  are  about 
4  or  5  buses  running  on  that  road  form  Vamanapuram.  In  these 
days  of— 

Mr.  R.  SAMBASSVA  AIYAR  (Kunnatnad  II)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of 
order.  The  member  is  again  referring  only  to  local  needs. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  {N ediunangad) :  It  is  only  incidentally  that  I  am 
referring  to  these  instances. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  cannot  stop  the  members  from  referring  to  local 
needs.  But  I  would  ask  them  to  refer  to  them  as  little  as  possible. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Ned-umangai) :  That  toll-gate  is  creating  a  lot  of 
harm  and  nuisance.  We  have  to  pay  two  tolls  for  a  distance  of  a  few 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  I)  :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  how  a  toll-gate  can^be  avoided  by  the  travel  of  the.  Chief 
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llR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad) :  It  is  only  within  a  distance  of  8  miles 
that  two  toll-gates  are  established.  If  the  Chief  Engineer  travelled ,  he 
has  been  able  to  see  this.  Sir,  there  is  already  one  toll-gate  near  Nedu- 
mangad  and  bus  owners  who  travel  only  a  distance  of  5  miles  have  to 
pay  another  toll  also  this  side  of  Vamanapnram,  near  Venjaramood- 

PRESIDENT  :  Your  time  is  up. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  This  toll  gate  ought  to  be  re« 
moved  from  there.

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  {Nominated)-.  I  beg  to  support  the  motion. 
My  object  in  doing  so  is  to  invite  the  attention  of  Government  to  the 
management  of  the  P.  W.  D.  Workshops  in  Trivandrum.  This  insti¬ 
tution  is  nearly  a  century  old  in  which  labour  is  very  much  interested. 
It  is  fully  equipped  in  plant  and  machinery.  It  is  also  under  the 
management  of  expert  Engineers.  It  is  also  not  in  want  of  labour. 
It  has  got  plenty  of  famishing  labour  and  it  can  turn  out  3  to  4  lakhs 
of  rupees  worth  of  articles.  Yet  the  institution  is  not  serving  the  pur¬ 
pose  for  which  it  is  intended.  The  failure  appears  to  be  due  in  the  first 
instance  to  overhead  charges  in  the  shape  of  interest  on  the  machinery, 
labour  and  depreciation  charges.  The  overhead  charges  are  so  prohi- 
bitive  that  the  P.  W.  D.  Workshop  is  not  able  to  meet  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  public.  Secondly  some  of  the  machines  are  out  of  date.  In 
these  days  of  electricity,  cheap  machinery  is  available  which  can  reduce 
the  cost  of  articles  to  a  minimum.  Thirdly  the  P.  W.  D,  authorities 
are  working  under  a  superstition  that  they  should  not  turn  out  works 
which  will  be  cheaper  than  or  equal  to  the  cost  of  works  turned  out  by 
private  firms.  In  former  days  this  theory  was  alright,  but  now  all 
Governments  enter  upon  any  work  just  like  any  private  agency.  As  a 
result  of  the  policy  now  pursued  by  the  department,  all  works  go  to 
private  firms.  The  Workshop  was  intended  to  supply  articles  to  all  the 
departments  in  the  State.  But  they  are  not  doing  even  that.  It  was 
one  of  the  fundamental  objects  with  which  the  Workshop  was  started, 
If  the  Workshop  will  turn  out  works  worth  Bs.  3  or  4  lakhs,  it  can  em¬ 
ploy  a  larger  number  of  labourers.  They  are  not  doing  so.  The  labour 
is  therefore  hit  very  hard.  Again  on  account  of  heavy  overhead  charges, 
a  good  deal  of  sweated  labour  is  going  on  in  the  Workshop.  Works  are 
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given  on  the  piecework  system,  and  labourers  unable  to  get  work  else- 
where  compete  with  each  other  and  take  up  work  for  very  low  wages. 

A  carpenter  who  could  work  for  Be.  1  or  Rs.  1J  does  not  get  more 
than  ten  chackrams.  Formerly  works  were  turned  out  on  the  daily  job 
work  system.  As  a  result  of  that,  the  workmen  were  not  only  able  t.o 
maintain  themselves  in  comfort  by  the  decent  wages  they  got  but  also 
the  institution  produced  many  skilled  artisans  and  mechanics.  The 
objection  brought  against  the  daily  job  system  is  that  labour  cannot  be 
easily  controlled  and  that  it  will  dislocate  work.  I  see  no  reason  why 
it  should  be  so. 

PRESIDENT  :  Your  time  is  up. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PiLLAI  ( Pattanamtitia )  :  Sir,  as  regards  means 
of  communication  which  form  a  very  important  subject  of  represent¬ 
ations  here,  I  may  be  permitted  to  offer  a  few  practical  remarks. 
There  is  absolutely  no  denying  the  necessity  made  out  by  various 
members  on  this  side  of  the  House  with  reference  to  their  consti¬ 
tuencies.  More  than  one  committee  appointed  by  Government  them¬ 
selves  have  reported  to  Government  in  unmistakable  terms  that,  for  the 
development  of  agriculture,  commerce  and  industry  in  the  State,  it  is 
highly  necessary  that  the  interior  parts  of  the  country  should  be  thrown 
open.  For  cultivation  purposes,  the  agriculturist  has  to  get  down 
manure  and  other  things  from  outside  his  village  or  from  more  distant 
places.  Roads  alone  could  serve  this  purpose.  This  necessity  is  grow¬ 
ing  day  by  day.  But  where  are  the  funds  to  construct  roads  ?  None 
of  us  would  accuse  Government  of  criminal  negligence  in  this  respect. 
Several  works  necessary  in  various  parts  of  the  country  are  held  up  for 
want  of  funds.  Government  are  not  throwing  away  funds  wastefully. 
They  are  utilising  money  for  equally,  or  more  useful  purposes.  So,  if 
we  insistently  cry  for  more  roads,  bridges  and  culverts  in  all  parts  of 
the  country,  Government  may  find  it  difficult  to  satisfy  these  demands 
without  imposing  further  burdens  on  the  taxpayer.  Some  laid  stress 
upon  the  necessity  of  having  a  programme  of  ryots’ roads.  Certainly 
people  who  want  roads  in  their  locality  will  not  be  unwilling  to  co-oper¬ 
ate  with  the  Government  in  constructing  the  roads  and  thereby  lessen¬ 
ing  the  burden  of  the  Government.  In  my  constituency  (Pattanam- 
thitta  taluk)  an  instance  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  Government  and 
the  Chief  Engineer  by  Mr,  Krishnan  iNair  who  had  the  honour  to  re- 
present  that  constituency  last  time.  There  are  so  many  ryots’  roads 
there  which  have  not  been  seen  by.  the  Chief  Engineer.  That  is  the 
information  that  I  have  got.  My  submission  is  that  the  Chief  Engi¬ 
neer  ought  .to'make  it  a  point  to  treat  this  as  a  very  important  item  of 
his  programme. and  then  see  that  the  spirit  of  co-operation  among  the 
people  is  developed  as  far  as  possible.  If  ryots’ roads  are  encouraged, 
Government  are  not  called  upon  to  advance  huge  amounts.  But  officers 
of -the  department  should  be  of  some  service  to  the  ryots  Who  are  will¬ 
ing  -to  take  up  these  works.  So,  I  would  request  the  Chief  Engineer  to 
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pay  more  attention  to  this  item  of  work  and  see  if  he  could  not  in  an 
adequate  measure  serve  the  various  parts  of  the  country  with  the  kind 
of  co-operation  of  the  people  mentioned  just  now,  which  will  certainly 
be  to  the  advantage  of  the  agriculturists,  the  commercialists  and  the  in 
dastrialists. 

MR.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANIKKAR  (Shertala  II) :  Sir,  I  support 
the  motion.  In  doing  so,  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government 
the  lack  of  a  consistent  policy  on  the  part  of  the  P.  W.  P.  in  complet¬ 
ing  works  already  taken  up.  This  kind  of  haphazard  method  of  taking 
up  works  here  and  there  and  leaving  them  unfinished  is  a  waste  both 
of  the  public  funds  and  of  the  energy  of  the  officers  of  the  Department. 
I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  the  case  of  an  unfinished 
road  from  Shertala  to  Arukutty.  With  the  improvement  of  the 
Cochin  Harbour,  the  line  from  Shertala  to  Arukutty  has  assumed 
greater  importance.  That  is  the  only  road  available  -for  traffic  from 
Shertala  to  Arukutty.  But  that  is  left  unfinished.  Sir,  the  pakuthies 
of  Pallippuram,  Thycattussery  and  Vaduthala  Mattathilbhagom  form 
themselves  into  an  island  and  are  cut  off  from  the  mainland.  It  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  put  up  a  junghar  at  Changada  river  without 
which  vehicles  cannot  be  taken  from  the  mainland  of  Shertala  to  this 
island. 

Another  thing  is  that  on  this  road  there  is  the  Pooehakal  canal 
where  a  bridge  is  highly  necessary.  At  present  there  is  an  overbridge 
the  condition  of  which  is  very  dangerous.  It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say 
that  the  bridge  which  is  now  propped  up  on  cocoanut  timber  is  likely 
to  give  way  at  any  moment.  It  is  now  four  or  five  years  since  the  road 
was  first  laid  and  this  road  is  very  much  neglected  without  proper  main¬ 
tenance  due  to  want  of  funds.  On  account  of  the  recent  floods,  parts  of 
the  road  were  washed  away.  It  will  be  a  great  boon  conferred  upon 
the  people  if  this  work  can  be  taken  up  and  finished  soon. 

Another  point  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  is  that 
the  Department  does  not  seem  to  pay  the  necessary  attention  to  matters 
of  urgent  minor  protective  irrigation  works.  Time  and  often  represent¬ 
ations  have  been  made  to  Government  in  the  matter  of  putting  up  a 
bund  in  the  Vayalar  pakuthi.  Sir,  the  only  land  available  for  culti¬ 
vation  in  this  pakuthi  inhabited  by  more  than  10,000  people  lies 
between  two  bunds  known  as  the  Pullanchira  and  Plassery.  Cultiva¬ 
tion  is  impossible  because  of  brackish  water  getting  in.  To  prevent 
this,  two  bunds  should  be  put  up.  Government  do  not  seem  to  have 
taken  any  action  in  this  matter.  It  will  be  really  ,a  boon  to  the  people 
if  .  the  Public  Works  Department  finds  its  way  to  take  up  the  work  in 
hand.  This  work  may  not  cost  more  than  Rs.  1,000  ;  but-  it  will  be  of 
great  use  to  the  people.  In  these  days  of  economic  distress,  people  have 
not  got  sufficient  money  to  put  up  these  bunds  themselves.  So  I 
would  urge  upon  the  Government  to  take  up  this  work  in  earnest  and 
complete  it  soon. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKR1SHNA  PILL Al  ( Quilon  I) :  Sir,  ever  since  the  constitu¬ 
tion  of  the  Sri  Mulam  Popular  Assembly  there  has  been  an  insistent  cry 
in-all  corners  of  the  State  for  more  roads,  bridges  and  culverts-  The  cry 
has  only  been  increasing  as  years  rolled  on.  On  a  careful  examination 
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of  this  question,  it  wili  be  found  that  this  problem  'cannot'  be  solved 
satisfactorily,  if  it  is  attempted  to  be  solved  in  a  haphazard  manner, 
within  a  reasonable  period  of  time. 

If  we  go  on  spending  money  by  driblets,  without  a  comprehensive 
programme  to  satisfy  local  needs  according  to  their  order  of  urgency 
and  importance,  nothing  substantial  will  be  achieved,  and  no  ade¬ 
quate  relief  will  be  given. 

But,  Sir,  the  fundamental  difficulty,  that  stares  us  in  the  way  in 
undertaking  the  solution  of  this  problem,  is  the  importation  of  men  as 
Chief  Engineers  from  British  Indian  service,  for  short  terms.  They 
do  not  know  the  interior  of  the  country,  they  scarcely  understand  the 
importance  of  rural  centres,  and  they  are  generally  not  concerned  in  in¬ 
vestigating  the  problem  of  rural  communications  from  the  point  of  view 
of  the  soonomic  development  of  the  country.  By  the  time  they  begin  to 
learn  something  about  the  country,  they  have  to  leave  it.  Thus  it  will 
be  seen  that  successive  Chief  Engineers  have  found  it  impossible  to 
attend  to  this  question,  with  the  result  that  there  has  been  no  con¬ 
sistent  and  comprehensive  policy  with  a  view  to  solve  this  problem. 
If  not  for  anything  else  at  least  to  save  the  time  of  this  House,  Govern¬ 
ment  should  take  irp  this  question  seriously,  and  work  on,  with  a  com¬ 
prehensive  scheme,  so  that  the  most  urgent  needs  of  the  rural  areas 
may  be  satisfied  within  a  reasonable  time,  say,  five  years ;  and  funds 
should  be  found  for  the  purpose.  Funds  that  have  been  allotted  should 
not  be  allowed  to  lapse ;  and  allotments  that  are  not  utilised  in  one 
year  should  be  consolidated  into  a  separate  fund  for  the  purpose  of 
utilising  them  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  intended. 

Sir,  if  the  Chief  Engineer,  or  some  responsible  officer  of  Govern¬ 
ment,  goes  into  the  interior  of  the  country,  he  will  be  convinced  how 
difficult  it  is  for  the  people  of  those  localities  to  go  to  places  of  habit¬ 
ation,  to  places  where  they  have  to  purchase  the  very  necessaries  of 
life. 

For  instance,  there  is  a  place  called  Nedumpana;  in  my  own  con¬ 
stituency,  wherefrom  it  is  difficult  to  sight  a  road,  unless  you  walk  a 
minimum  of  five  miles  in  any  direction.  And  yet  it  is  a  fairly  good- 
agricultural  centre.  There  is  another  place  called  Mayyanad.  Except 
the  train  traffic,  there  is  no  communication  by  land.  The  place  is 
full  of  aand.  in  all  directions.  We  were  agitating,  for  the  last  quarter 
of  a  century,  for  a  road  to  this  place,  from  the  39th  milestone,  in  the 
Quilon-Trivandrum  road.  An  estimate  was  prepared  as  early  as  1926. 
Since  then  the  road,  it  is  said,  was  in  the  process  of  construction.  It  is 
nowhere  near  completion  as  yet.  I  earnestly,  request  Government  to 
bear  in  mind  similar  instances,  when  they  make  provisions  in  the 
budget.  Provision  has  to  be  made  in  the  order  of  urgency  and  import¬ 
ance.  This  question  of  rural  communications  has  to  be  investigated 
thoroughly,  and  solved  without  delay.  That  can  he  done  only  by 'a 
man  who  knows  the  country  thoroughly.  There  is  no  use  of  tinkering 
with  the  problem.  I  wish  to  draw  the  serious  attention  of  Govern¬ 
ment  to  this  aspect  of  the  problem.

Mr.  KAINfKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Changanachery  I) :  Sir, 
I  rise  to  support  the  motion.  Bat  I  must  say  that  it  is  with  a  sort  of 
diffidence  and  despair  that  I  do  so.  From  the  proceedings  of  these  few 
days  though  we  found  that  the  “  no-funds  disease”,  is  a  common  com¬ 
plaint  with  all  the  members  on  that  side  of  the  House,  I  think  it  is 
most  chronic  in  the  ’  case  of  the  Chief  Engineer.  He  has  been  repeated¬ 
ly  telling  us  ‘  no  funds  ’ ;  and  if  we  bring  forward  a  proposal  for  a 
small  improvement,  I  am  afraid  it  will  be  a  cry  in  the  wilderness.  But 
it  is  a  very  pertinent  point  that  Mr.  Alexander  raised  when  he  said  that 
there  is  a  logical  inconsistency  in  leaving  works  half  way  when  allot¬ 
ments  are  made  to  begin  original  works.  There  is  a  striking  example 
in  my  own  constituency,  an  example  which  concerns  not  only  mine 
but  also  the  neighbouring  constitnencies  of  my  friends  Mr.  M.  N.  Nair, 
and  Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai.  I  think  the  Chief  Engineer  would 
agree  with  me  when  I  say  that  Changanachery,  Alleppey  and  Kottayam 
are  the  most  important  commercial  centres  in  North  Travancore.  At 
one  time  the  Government  proposed  to  make  a  canal  from  Changana¬ 
chery  to  Alleppey  and  another  from  Kottayam  to  Changanachery. 
The  first  went  by  the  name  of  the  Changanachery —Alleppey  canal  and 
the  second  the  Chalakkal  canal.  Government  decided  to  do  it,  began 
the  work,  spent  a  lot  of  money  and  then  left  both  the  works  undone.  I 
had  sent  a  few  interpellations  about  them.  But,  thanks  to  my  ill-luck, 
they  have  not  come  up  and  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  say  exactly  what 
amount  Government  have  spent,  what  amount  has  been  wasted  and 
where,  those  things  stand  now.  However  the  opening  of  a  canal  from 
Changanachery  to  Alleppey  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most  important  ne¬ 
cessities  in  North  Travancore  because  Changanachery  and  Alleppey  are, 
the  most  flourishing  trading  centres. 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :Does  the  member  know  that 
the  people  did  not  keep  their  promises  ? 

Mr.  KAINIXKARA  IB.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Changanachery  I)  :  Th 
member  is  a  better  authority  in  the  matter,  The  canal  would  certainly 
reduce  the  distance  by  4  miles  and  the  time  saved  by  a  native  boat 
would  be  about  2  hours.  And  that  would  further  be  a  nucleus  for  the 
opening  of  a  future  land  route  between  the  two  towns. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta) ;  :  Can  the  member  pro¬ 
mise  to  help  the  P.  W.  D.  in  that  matter  ? 

MR.KAINIKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ( Changamoherry  I)  ■.  Cer¬ 
tainly  not.  I  do  not  think  I  need  make  any  promise.  I  am  not  bs*3 
to  make  promises,  but  to  get  promises.

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Such  instances  are  found  in  almost  all  parts  of  Travancore.  As 
has  been  reported  here  by  many  members,  this  practice  of  leaving  works 
half  done  is  a  waste  to  the  Government  and  it  causes  ’-very  serious  dis¬ 
appointment  to  the  people.  Chalakkal  canal  will  not  only  shorten  the 
route  from  Changanachery  to  Kottayam,  but  it  would  also  be  an  import¬ 
ant  canal  in  the  matter  of  irrigation.  Then,  Sir,  there  is  our  long  stand¬ 
ing  complaint,  the  Kuttapuzha  canal.  It  is  one  of  my  earliest  recollec¬ 
tions  connected  with  the  local  needs  of  Changanachery.  The  people 
have  been  clamouring  for  it  for  more  than  half  a  century.  But  even 
now  it  is  sleeping  silently  in  a  corner  of  the  Government  offices. 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  There  is  a  provision  made 
for  that  for  investigation  this  year. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ( Changanachery  I)  :  I  thank 
the  member  sincerely.  I  would  request  the  Government  to  see  that  the 
works  they  have  taken  up  and  half  completed  are  somehow  carried  out, 
and  that  money  and  time  spent  on  them  do  not  end  in  mere  waste 
to  the  Government,  but  result  in  actual  .use  to  the  people  in  the 
different  localities. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South):  Sir, 
I  beg  to  support  the  motion.  My  grievances  are  that  there  is  no  defi¬ 
nite  irrigation  programme.  I  come  from  Nanjinad  and  when  I  mention 
that  name  there  is  an  impression  that  the  last  word  has  been  said  on 
the  subject  of  irrigation  and  nothing  more  has  to  be  done  so  far  as 
South  Travancore  is  concerned.  The  Kodayar  project  is  a  misfortune 
to  the  people  of  South  Travancore.  What  led  to  it  was  that  some  100 
years  ago  a  Royal  Engineer  was  obtained  from  the  Madras  Presidency. 
Thera  were  only  two  Royal  Engineers  in  those  days-  He  was  invited 
to  investigate  the  possibilities  as  regards  irrigation  in  South  Travancore. 

'  Nothing  was  done  after  hisi  investigation  and  it  was  during  the  time  of 
Dewan  Rama  Aiyangar  that  an  irrigation  department  was  started  in 
South  Travancore.  Mr.  Horsley  was  the  Executive  Engineer.  He 
was  sent  on  deputation  by  the  Dewan  to  study  irrigation  works  in 
British  India  ;  Dewan  Rama  Aiyangar  was  the  gentleman  who  started 
the.  settlement  operations  also.  Mr.  Horsley  came  back  and  placed  two 
alternative  schemes  before  the  Government.  One  was  the  construction 
of  seven  reservoirs  costing  very  little  and  the  other  was  the  alternative  of 
the  Kodayar  project.  Mr.  Barton,  the  then  Chief  Engineer,  took  up  the 
idea  of  Perinjanay  Reservoir.  He  spent  two  lakhs  of  rupees  and  when 
he  wanted  Re.  1  lakh  more  to  complete  that  work,  the  administration 
of  the  day  said,  “Yon  go  and  inspect  the  Kodayar  project’’.  So  the 
reservoir  was  abandoned  and  the  Rs.  2  lakhs  already  spent  came  to  be 
Wasted  and  it  remains  so  today.  Mr.  Barton,  the  Chief  Engineer,  there¬ 
upon  gave  up  the  reservoir  scheme  in  protest.  The  Deputy  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  time,  who  afterwards  became  Chief  Engineer,  said 
that  the  Kodayar  project  could  be  undertaken  at  a  cost  of  Rs.  10  lakhs 
ftnd  Ctoyerament  thought  that,  if  such  a  huge  project  which  would  feed 
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all  the  taluks  in  South  Travancore  could  be  undertaken  at  such  a  small 
cost,  why  not  do  it.  Sanction  was  given  and  the  work  was  started. 
Ultimately  the  cost  came  up  to  nearly  Es.  100  lakhs.  The  net  result 
of  it  was  that,  by  the  adoption  of  the  Kodayar  project,  some  of  the  old 
lands,  Ayacut  lands,  which  come  to  be  irrigated  under  the  old  system, 
were  not  benefited  by  the  Kodayar  project.  There  is  the  wrong  im¬ 
pression  that  more  lands  came  to  be  taken  up  after  the  Kodayar 
project  came  into  existence  forgetting  that  old  Ayacut  lands  also  were 
ignored.  Take  the  land  lying  to  the  east  of  the  Tovala  Channel  on  the 
21st  mile  i.  e.,  Aramboly,  where  people  have  got  the  Kodayar  water 
right  in  front  of  their  house  doors.  But  they  cannot  use  it  because  it 
runs  at  a  lower  level.  The  result  of  it  was  that  on  the  1,350 
and  odd  acres  of  Ayacut  lands  Government  had  to  grant  Es.  60,000 
in  the  shape  of  remission  of  tax  during  the  last  10  years.  Not 
only  that.  There  are  about  4,000  acres  of  the  finest  soil  in  that  place 
between  the  British  frontier  and  the  Aramboly  pass  that  could  have 
been  utilised  for  paddy  cultivation  but  now  remains  waste.  The  result 
was  that  the  money  already  spent  from  the  public  exchequer  is  a 
waste  because  the  whole  work  was  not  completed.  That  shows  that 
there  is  not  a- definite  irrigation  programme.  This  is  only  one  instance. 
There  are  so  many  places  which  do  not  get  water.  So  far  as  South 
Travancore  is  concerned,  a  plentiful  supply  of  water  is  entirely  out  of 
question.  As  regards  the  Kodayar  project  itself,  is  it  bound  to  be  a 
failure.  The  Bight  Bank  channel  will  never  get  water  from  the 
project. 

Mr.  PAC0DE  A,  NARAYANA  PILL Al  ( Vilmanhod. )  :  Has  the  mem¬ 
ber  got  any  better  scheme  ? 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAl  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South) : 
There  is  the  department  which  will  devise  schemas.  As  it  now  stands, 
the  Project  is  a  failure.  It  does  not  supply  enough  water  to  the  Left 
bank  channel.  Therefore  I  submit  that  the  old  scheme,  i,  e,  the  seven 
reservoir  scheme  proposed  by  Mr.  Horsley  should  be  worked  up  as  far 
as  possible  and  a  definite  programme  settled. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalhulam  I)  :  Sir,  in  supporting  the  motion, 
I  would  like  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  that  adequate 
provision  is  not  made  for  the  P.  W.  Department. 

The  supervision  exercised  by  the  Department  is  not  quite  satisfac¬ 
tory.  Sir,  under  the  maintenance  item  I  find  that  nearly  Es.  11  lakhs 
has  been  included.  Maintenance,  of  course,  is  a  very  important  item 
especially  when  motor  traffic  in  our  country  has  ‘very  much  increased. 
But,  to  me  it  seems  that  under  this  item  a  large  sum  of  money  is  being 
wasted.  I  can  say  that  some  of  the  roads  in  South  Travancore  are 
almost  neglected  so  far  as  maintenance  is  concerned.  For  instance, 
there  is  the  road  from  the  first  mile  stone  of  the  Mulagumudu-Colachel 
road  which  meets  the  Mulagumudu— Palliyadi  road.  It  is  only  two 
miles  and  seven  furlongs  long.  Bat  the  maintenance  done  is  up  to  half 
a  furlong  this  year.  It  is  a  fact  which  the  Chief  Engineer  conld  verify 
after  supervision.  Sir,  a  sum  of  money  is  sanctioned  and  contract  .  is 
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given  to  irresponsible  persons  and.  those  who  supervise  go  only  just 
where  the  motor  car  can  take  them.  As  far  as  this  road  is  concerned, 
some  50  years  ago  it  was  in  a  very  decent  condition  having  been  a  good 
cart  road.  People  say  they  used  to  travel  as  far  as  Mulagumudu— 
Palliady  road  via  Kuzhicodu.  But  today  you  will  find  that  it  is  not 
after  all  a  road.  But  it  is  a  wilderness  full  of  ruts  and  deep  pits.  Now 
there  is  similarly  another  road  which  goes  from  Kulasekharam  through 
Ittakaveli,  Thiruvarampu  and  other  places  to  meet  Arumana  road.  I 
have  referred  to  these  only  as  instances.  I  would  impress  one  thing 
upon  the  Government,  viz.,  that,  if  proper  supervision  is  exercised  as  far 
as  maintenance  work  is  concerned,  it  would  be  profitable  to  the  depart¬ 
ment  and  the  public  at  large. 

Another  point  I  would  like  to  stress  is  that  more  allotments 
Bhould  he  made  in  the  P.  W.  D.  especially  for  irrigation  and  that  care 
should  he  taken  to  see  that  the  same  is  fully  utilised.  Sir,  for  the  year 
1108,  I  find  that  nearly  Bs.  2,33,524  were  estimated  under  productive 
irrigation  including  original  works  and  maintenance  and  only  Bs  1,81,200 
has  been  spent.  Now,  Sir,  more  than  Bs.  50,000  has  been  allowed  to 
lapse  by  the  department.  But  at  the  same  time  I  do  not  find  that  this 
amount  has  been  preserved  as  a  fund  for  the  very  same  purpose, 
•Comparing  the  Administration  Beport  of  the  years  1054  and  1108, 1 
find  that,  when  the  total  revenue  of  the  State  in  1054  was  Bs.  62,37,120, 
the  amount  spent  for  the  P.  W.  D.  works  was  Bs.  10  lakhs.  That 
'  works  up  to  nearly  17  per  cent,  of  the  total  revenue.  In  1108,  we  find 
that,  although  we  have  an  income  of  Bs.  2,30,04,000  the  amount  spent 
Under  buildings,  communications  and  miscellaneous  public  improvements 
comes  only  to  Bs.  27,88,220.  It  works  up  only  to  12  per  cent,  of  the 
:  total  revenue.  We  find  that  a  large  percentage  of  the  total  allotment  is 
.  Spent  on  salaries,  establishment,  allowances,  etc.  In  1054  while  the  total 
allotment  spent  for  public  works  was  Bs.  10  lakhs  the  amount  spent 
for  supervision,  travelling  allowance,  etc.,  comes  only  to  Bs.  1  lakh. 
■  That  is  only  to  10  per  cent,  of  the  total  allotment.  I  point  out  these 
figures  only  to  show  that,  while  the  establishment  charges  and  salaries 
have  gone  very  high,  proper  allotment  is  not  given  for  real  works  that 
contribute  to  the  public  good. 

Coming  to  the  Kodayar  project,  which  has  been  referred  to  by  my 
friend  Mr.  Chidambaram  Pillai,  with  ail  that  can  be  said  in  favour  of 
it,  I  may  tell  the  House  that  it  has  not  done,  and  we  do  not  derive,  as 
much  good  as  we  hoped  to  get.  Only  nearly  50,000  acres  of  land 
have  been  cultivated  by  the  irrigational  facilities  afforded  by  the  project. 
But  when  we  consider  the  growth  of  population  which,  according  to 
the  present  Census,  goes  by  nearly  27  per  cent,  we  find  that  even  in 
the  presence  of  the  Kodayar  project  we  require  a  good  deal  of  irri¬ 
gation  work  in  South  Travancore.  Sir,  for  this  item  only  a  meagre 
allotment  is  made.  In  1054,  nearly  Bs.  30,000  has  been  spent  for  this 
in  addition  to  large  sums  reserved  for  capital  works  under  irrigation. 

.  This  year  we  find  that  for  new  works  only  about  Rs.  14,000  has  been 
allotted. 
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PRESIDENT:  Your  time  is  up. 

Wr.  M.  N.  NAIR  (Kottayam  I) :  Sir,  I  rise -to  support  the  motion. 
In  doing  so  I  need  not  waste  the  time  of  the  House  in  basing  my 
observations  on  the  general  principle  because  that  has  been  brought 
forward  by  many  of  my  predecessors  who  spoke  on  the  motion. 

I  have  to  cite  only  two  instances.  One  is  a  typical  example  of  how 
money  that  is  intended  for  the  good  of  the  people  has  been  wasted 
at  the  cost  of  the  people.  Some  of  my  predecessors  spoke  about  the 
want  of  some  bund  to  protect  some  fields.  But  I  have  to  cite  an 
instance  where  a  bund  at  the  cost  of  Government  money  injures 
cultivators  of  some  lands.  On  the  right  side  of  the  Ettumanoor-Palai 
road  there  is  an  area  that  is  used  for  cultivating  Kanni  crop  and  sugar¬ 
cane.  That  portion  of  the  land  is  not  a  level  place.  Therefore  the 
rain  water  from  the  surrounding  places  comes  first  in  this  field  that 
has  to  be  cultivated  with  paddy  and  sugar-cane.  But  there  is  only 
one  out-let  for  the  field  for  the  water  to  go  into  the  Meenachil  river. 
That  canal  is  called  Kattottu  canal.  That  passes  through  the  Ettu- 
manur-Punnathura  road.  A  small  culvert  was  necessary  for  the  water 
to  go  cutting  the  road.  But  instead  of  providing  that  culvert  there, 
the  then  Executive  Engineer  of  Kottayam  found  it  easier  to  put  up 
a  bund  preventing  the  water  to  flow  through  that  canal  giving  protec¬ 
tion  for  the  sugar  cane  and  paddy  cultivation  in  those  fields.  The 
consequence  was  this.  During  the  last  rain  all  the  crops,  both 
sugar-oane  and  paddy,  were  under  water  *as  the  water  could  not 
■find  a  way  of  escape.  The  people  of  the  locality  went  to  Kottayam 
and  represented  their  grievances  to  the  Dewan  Peishkar.  The  Dewan 
Peishkar  himself  came  down  to  the  place  and  was  convinced  of  the 
position  there.  I  do  not  know  what  has  been  actually  done  to  remedy 
the  evil.  Anyhow  one  thing  is  certain.  This  year’s  crop  has  been 
ruined.  All  that  was  needed  was  that  the  water  must  have  an  outlet,  and 
for  that  purpose  only  some  small  culverts  need  have  been  constructed. 
Instead  of  that,  a  bund  was  put  up ;  and  that  has  led  to  all  the 
trouble. 

Another  instance  where  immediate  attention  on  the  part  of  the 
P.  W.  D.  is  needed  is  the  completion  of  the  Kottayam-Kumarakam 
road.  I  have  myself  tabled  a  motion  to  speak  about  that,  hut  I  do 
not  mean  to  move  it.  Therefore  I  hope  my  friends  will  bear  with 
me  if  I  take  a  few  minutes  for  that  also.  There  seems  to  be  some 
misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  the  Government  and  on  the  part  of 
some  of  my  friends  also  that  the  Kottayam-Kumarakam  road  is  only 
a  local  need.  I  want  to  assure  the  members  that  it  is  useful  not  only 
to  the  people  of  the  Kottayam  Division  but  also  to  the  people  of  North 
Travancore  in  general.  It  is  a  portion  of  the  Kottayam-Vaikam  road 
which  will  lessen  the  distance  between  the  two  places  by  about  8  miles 
Further  this  will  be  the  easiest  route  for  the  people  of  Alleppey  to  go 
to  Kottayam  and  for  the  people  of  Kottayam  to  go  to  Alleppey.  As 
it  is,  people  have  to  go  in  boats  by  the  Puthentodu.  This  is  extremely 
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inconvenient.  First  of  all,  it  takes  three  hours  for  the  comparatively 
short  distance.  Secondly,  during  the  rainy  season,  when  there  are 
floods  everywhere,  poor  people  living  in  small  huts  on  either  side  of 
the  todu  complain  that  the  constant  passage  of  the  boats  along  the  todu 
and  the  waves  naturally  caused  by  such  traffic  leads  to  the  demolition 
of  their  huts.  And,  in  summer,  the  pun/a  cultivators  on  either  side 
of  the  todu  complain  in  their  turn  that  the  waves  caused  by  the  boats 
do  damage  to  the  bunds.  Therefore  Sir,  there  are  only  a  few  days  in  the 
year  when  boats  can  ply  through  the  canal  without  causing  harm  either 
to  the  poor  inhabitants  on  both  sides  of  the  canal  or  to  the  bunds  of  the 
punja  cultivators  on  either  side.  Again  in  these  days  when  everybody 
■wants  to  save  time,  it  will  be  a  great  boon  if  the  Government  realise  the 
importance  of  the  work  aud  complete  it  soon  ;  for  by  doing  so  people 
who  want  to  go  from  Alleppey  to  Kottayam  and  back  will  be  able  to 
save  a  good  deal  of  their  time.  How  this  is  done  is  easily  explained. 
There  is  now  a  proposal  for  a  road  from  the  heart  of  the  Alleppey  town 
to  the  Aryaa  Light  House.  If  this  new  road  and  the  Kottayam- 
Kumarakam  road  are  both  completed,  the  distance  between  them  will 
only  be  5  or  6  miles.  And  if  these  two.  roads  are  connected  by  a  ferry¬ 
boat  like  the  Ernakulam. Cochin  ferry,  it  will  not  take  more  than  three 
quarters  of  an  hour  for  the  ferry  boat  to  take  passengers  from  one  side 
to  the  other.  Then  people  from  Kottayam  can  go  to  Alleppey  and 
those  from  Alleppey  can  go  to  Kottayam  by  this  new  route  in  one 
and  a  quarter  hours  at  the  most  thereby  effecting  a  saving  of  at  least 
one  and  three  quarters  of  an  hour. 

Speaking  again  of  the  Kottayam-Kumarabam  road,  I  submit,  Sir, 
it  is  a  long-standing  grievance.  I  remember  my  friend  Mr.  K.  C.  Abra¬ 
ham  and  myself  to  have  signed  petitions  after  petitions  when  we  were 
studying  in  school  as  young  boys  because  we  were  then  experiencing 
the  difficulties  of  wading  through  water  on  the  foot-path  on  every 
Friday  evening  to  go  from  Kottayam  to  Kumarakam  and  on  Monday 
morning  from  Kumarakam  to  Kottayam.  Now,  Sir,  my  friends  in 
this  House  can  see  that  we  have  grown  grey  and  yet  our  road  remains 
incomplete.  It  is  true  that  a  sum  of  Rs.  5,000  was  allotted  for  the 
work  in  the  current  year’s  budget  and  I  thank  the  Government  for  the 
same.  But  the  whole  amount  was  spent  in  two  or  three  months. 
Further  progress  of  the  work  was  impossible  owing  to  want  of  funds. 
At  the  same  time,  money  was  lying  idle  in  the  coffers,  of  the  Kottayam 
Executive  Engineer  due  to  inconvenience  to  spend  the  whole  sum 
allotted  .for  other  works  in  the  Division.  And  yet  he  was  not  allowed 
to  spend  that  amount  here.  At  last  that  money  lapsed.  I  see  from 
the  next  year’s  budget  that  another  amount  of  Rs.  5,000  has  been 
provided  for  the  work.  I  thank  the  Government  once  again.  At 
this  rate  how  many  years  will  become  necessary  to  complete  the 
work?  After  all,  the  whole  amount  needed  for  the  work 
is  only  Rs.  35  or  36  thousand  i.  e only  half  as  much 
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as  is  wanted  for  only  one  mile  of  cement  road  in  this  town  of 
Trivandrum. 

PRESIDENT  :  Your  time  is  up. 

Mr,  M.  N.  MASK  ( Kottayam  I):  My  only  request  therefore,  Sir,  is  to 
spend  the  whole  amount  in  one  year  and  complete  this  most  urgent 
and  useful  work  as  early  as  possible. 

Mr.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinkara  I)  :  Sir,  my  friends* 
Messrs.  Chidambaram  Pillai  and  Blenkath  have  just  now  told  us  that 
Government  have  no  definite  programme  with  regard  to  irrigation  works. 
I  just  want  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  a  very  vital 
and  important  matter,  namely,  the  Report  of  the  Minor  Irrigation 
Enquiry  Committee.  Sir,  if  I  remember  right,  that  Report  was  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  Committee  more  than  a  year  ago.  That  Committee  was 
constituted  as  a  result  of  an  adjournment  motion  discussed  and  passed 
by  the  last  Legislative  Council.  The  Committee  toured  the  country, 
made  very  elaborate  enquiries  and  submitted  a  report.  I  submit,  Sir, 
the  Report  contains  very  important  proposals-  Last  year,  one  of  my 
friends  on  this  side  of  the  House  and  myself,  by  means  of  interpellations, 
asked  the  Government  what  was  the  delay  in  coming  to  a  definite 
conclusion  in  the  matter.  Government  gave  only  an  evasive  answer. 
Even  this  year,  in  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech,  there  is  not  a  single 
reference  to  that  important  Report  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  this  year 
he  chose  to  present  to  us  a  rather  lengthy  speech.  Sir,  I  draw  the  special 
attention  of  Government  ^to  this  important  matter,  and  pequest  that 
they  should  take  immediate  steps  as  per  the  recommendations  of  the 
Committee. 

Then,  Sir,  local  needs  have  been  referred  to  by  my  friends.  In 
my  constituency,  there  are  some  urgent  works  to  which  I  shall  refer,  lest 
I  be  considered  to  have  made  a  default. 

There  is  a  road  called  the  Amaravila-Ottasekharamangalam  road,  a 
very  important  road,  about  which  some  interpellations  were  asked  by 
me  in  the  last  Legislative  Council.  That  road  is  rather  in  a  neglected 
condition.  After  great  agitation,  Government  sanctioned  some  funds. 
But  the  work  was  not  completed,  with  the  result  that,  during  the 
recent  floods,  several  portions  of  the  road  were  -washed  away.  And, 
even  now,  although  it  is  a  long  time  since  the  rains  ceased,  some  parts 
of  the  road  are  unfit  for  traffic. 

Then,  there  is  another  road,  theNeyyattinkara-Poavar  road.  Every 
year,  during  the  monsoon,  the  road  is  submerged  under  water  ;  and 
this  year,  the  damages  were  heavy. 

Mr.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  {Kunmtnai  II) :  On  a  point  of  order, 
Sir.  You  have  given  permission  to  members  prefer  to  local  needs  just 
to  illustrate  the  principle  or  the  policy  followed  by  the  Department" 
My  friend  prefaced  his  speech  by  saying  that  he  was  going  to  refer  to 
the  needs  of  his  constituency  lest  they  go  by  default.  Is  he  in  order  in 
doing  that? 
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PRESIDENT  :  1  have  only  to  repeat  what  I  have  said  several  times, 
namely,  that  members  must  not  go  too  much  into  detail  in  regard  to 
these  local  needs  but  may  refer  to  them  incidentally  to  illustrate  the 
policy  they  would  like  the  Department  to  follow. 

MR.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinkara  I) :  But,  several  mem¬ 
bers  have  been  doing  it. 

PRESIDENT  :  Two  wrongs  do  not  make  one  right. 

'  MR.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Neyyattinkara  1) :  Several  important 
works  of  urgent  necessity  have  been  ^repeatedly  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  Government ;  but,  the  Department  seems  to  neglect  them  system¬ 
atically.  As  an  instance,  I  may  just  refer  to  the  Poovar  bridge  to  which 
my  friend,  Mr.  T.  Krishna  Pillai,  has  also  referred  a  while  ago.  Dewan 
Mr.  Watts  himself  visited  the  locality  and  was  convinced  of  the  need 
for  a  bridge  there.  This  is  just  an  instance  to  show  “that,  in  spite  of 
repeated  representrtions  from  the  people  and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
the  head  of  the  administration  was  convinced  of  the  need  for  the 
work,  nothing  has  been  done  so  far. 

With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  HENON  ( Parur ) :  In  supporting  'the  imotion, 
I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  Government  to  the  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  the  means  of  communication  in  the  Parur  taluk,  within  an 
area  of  113'43  sq.  miles.  Parur  has  a  population  of  1,84,331,  muoh 
bigger  than  any  other  taluk  in  the  State,  and  in  revenue  contributed 
to  Government  also,  Parur  is,  I  think,. the  second  taluk  in  the  State. 
Parur  has  only  a  trunk  road  about  thirty  miles  in  length.  The  whole 
area  is  water-logged,  and  we  have  not  got  enough  bridges.  It  is  a 
notorious  fact  that  even  the  municipal  roads  in  Parur  are  mostly  under 
water  during  rainy  days  for  want  of  proper  drainage. 

In  the  headquarters  of  the  taluk,  there  is  no  T.  B,  or  reBt-house  for 
travellers  who  visit  the  place. 

The  particular  road  mentioned  by  Mr.  Alexander  was  provided  for 
in  the  Budget  for  1106  ;  it  was  recommended  both  by  the  District  Road 
Board  and  by  the  Central  Road  Board.  I  do  not  know  why  it  has  not 
been  provided  in  the  Budget  for  1109.  After  all,  the  provision  now  is 
only  a.  thousand  rupees,  for  new  roads  in  the  whole  of  the  Parur 
taluk. 

The  Parur-Chattanad  road,  which  is  only  a  village  road,  is  in  a 
miserable  condition,  and  the  major  portion  of  it  is  only  a  foot-path. 

In  spite  of  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  the  roads,  we  have  now  too 
many  tolls.  Prom  Kottayam  to  Edapalli  now  we  have  to  pay  two  tolls. 
In  addition  to  that,  I  find  that  another  toll  is  to  be  introduced  from 
the  beginning  of  next  year.  Although  we  have  to  cross  two  ferries 
along  the  roads  we  have  to  pay  toll  also.  So  my  request  is  that  the 
toll  be  kept  in  abeyance  till  these  two  places  are  bridged  and  the 
nioney  collected  from  the  tolls  be  used  for  the  construction  of  bridges 
and  roads.  I  think  this  is  the  proper  time  to  attend  to  these  as  labour 
is  cheap.  Now  we  will  have  the  double  advantage  of  getting  cheap 
labour  and  relieving  the  economic  distress  of  the  people.

Hr.  R.  8AMBA8IVA  AfYAR  (Ewmatnad  11)'.  Sir,  I  move  that  the 
question  be  now  put. 

PRESIDENT  :  Let  us  hear  Mr,  T.  K  Vein  Pillai. 

MR,  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum — Urban)'.  I  wish  to  say 
a  word  in  support  of  the  motion.  In  the  Public  Works  Department 
we  sea  year  after  year  that  there  is  not  sufficient  fund  allotted  to  them 
to  enable  them  to  do  ail  the  necessary  things  required  by  the  people.  It 
is  therefore  unfortunate  to  find  in  the'Finanoiai  Secretary’s  speech  at 
page  ‘2  the-  following  '■ — 

“On  the  expenditure  side  the  decrease  was  mostly  in  irrigation, 
buildings,  communications,  and  miscellaneous  public  improvements 
and  protective  irrigation  andRs.  1“23  lakhs  is  due  to  the  lapse  of  budget 
provision  under  the  above  head.” 

This  must  be  avoided  in  the  future.  My  friend,  Mr.  M.  N.  Nair 
has  observed  that  himself  and  his  friend,  Mr.  Abraham,  have  grown 
grey  with  asking  for  the  improvement  of  communications.  Probably 
they  have  grown  grey  before  their  time.  But  all  the  same  the  complaint 
is  absolutely  legitimate.  We  want  more  communications  but 
we  certainly  want  more  irrigation  works '  also.  As  a  member 
of  the  old  Legislative  Council  myself  and  also  of  the  old 
Sri  Mularn  Popular  Assembly,  I  have  very  often  adverted  to  the 
question  of  irrigation,  and  resolutions  have  been  accepted  by  Govern¬ 
ment  allotting  funds  for  minor  irrigation.  We  do  want  more  irrigation 
works  in  South  Travancore.  But  we  want  equally  more  works  in 
Central  and  North  Travancore.  I  mean  drainage  works.  Ordinarily 
we  in  this  part  of  the  country  have  no  adequate  water  supply.  But  the 
people  iu  Central  and  North  Travancore  are  suffering  from  too  much  of 
water.  Therefore,  Sir,  irrigation  works  are  required  here  and  drainage 
works  are  required  in  Central  and  North  Travancore.  That  is  a  point 
which  the  Chief  Engineer  and  the  Department  will  kindly  bear  in  mind. 
Sir,  I  do  not  want  to  take  up  any  more  time  of  this  House  at  this  hour. 
But  I  may  mention  that  the  Travancore  Government  and  the  Travan¬ 
core  Engineers  have  always  had  before  them  a  very  high  sense  of  duty 
and  I  would  think  the  work  of  an  Engineer  is  even  greater  and  his 
responsibility  even  more  important  than  that  of  the  Administrator.  I 
remember  two  names,  the  names  of  Hartley  and  Corton.  These 
two  persons  are  venerated  by  every  man  in  British  India  when  he  puts 
his  food  into  his  mouth.  That  is  the  ideal  which  the  P.  W.  D.  people 
should  have  before  them. 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  Sir,  I  have  heard  a  lot 
said  about  the  various  local  needs  of  the  country  and  I  must  admit  I  feel 
rather  embarrassed  in  replying  to  all  these.  We  have  had  many  requests 
for  roads  and  bridges,  irrigation  works  and  so  on,  and  the  Chief 
Engineer  is  certainly  alive  to  all  these  necessities,  and  he  tries  his  best 
to  do  what  he  can  with  the  funds  at  his  disposal-  It  is  oDly  natural,  I 
think,  that  people  ask  for  roads  in  these  days  of  fast  travel  when  people 
wish  to  get  about  and  get  away  from  their  own  villages  and  see  the 
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[Mr.  L.  H.  Jacob.] 

country.  But,  Sir,  we  come  to  that  bug-bear,  the  funds.  All  these 
works  that  have  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  Government  would,  I 
suppose,  cost  some  fifty  lakhs  or  a  crore  of  rupees  and  where  are  we 
to  find  all  these  funds,  especially  funds  for  small  local  needs  ?  Funds 
have  to  be  given  by  Government  for  various  other  needs  of  the  State. 
We  heard  members  yesterday  advocating  increased  numbers  of  dispens. 
arieu  and  hospitals  and  wells.  All  these  things  are  necessary  and  they 
also  require  funds.  If  our  revenues  are  to  be  curtailed  by  remission  of 
taxes,  that  only  makes  the  situation  worse.  With  the  limited  funds, 
therefore,  at  the  disposal  of  the  P.  W.  D.,  we  have  to  take  a  broader 
view  of  these  local  needs.  Each  taluk  member  may  grumble  that  his 
request  has  not  been  considered.  Well,  we  have  to  consider  the  State 
as  a  whole  and  to  the  best  of  our  judgment  we  have  to  make  provision 
for  works  as  we  consider  them  urgent.  The  funds  allotted  for  original 
works,  that  is  for  actually  new  works,  are  very  limited.  In  1107, 
Bs.  17,23,924  was  spent  on  communications  and  out  of  this  only 
Bs.  1,49,995  was  available  for  new  works.  The  remaining  was  for 
maintenance.  Similarly,  in  1108,  out  of  Bs.  14,79,225,  there  was  only 
Bs.  1,89,500  ;  and  in  1109,  out  of  Bs.  15,52,455  which  includes  the 
increase  in  the  maintenance  allotment,  which  Government  have  kindly 
given,  us  this  year,  the  amount  available  is  Bs.  1,37,000.  Well,  if  you 
take  that  Bs.  1,37,000  and  divide  it  amongst  the  five  divisions  of  the 
department,  you  will  find  there  is  only  about  Bs.  27,000  available  for 
each  division. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K,  PARAMESVABAN  PILL AI  fKunnatiur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  May  I  know  from  the  member  whether  at  least  the 
amounts  sanctioned  for  1107  and  1108  for  communications  were  utilised 
in  those- years  ? 

Mb.  1.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  I  cannot  say  whetherthey 
were  fully  utilised.  I  think  mostly  they  were  utilised. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelihara )  :  Is  it  for  communica¬ 
tions  or  roads  that  this  Bs..  1  lakh  odd  is  allotted  ? 

.  MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer ):  The  tota!  amount  for 
communications  was  about  Bs.  15  lakhs  which  includes  the  main¬ 
tenance  and  the  upkeep  of  the  present  communications,  that  is  re¬ 
gravelling  and  re-metalling. 

Mr.  A-  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelihara )  :  Is  it  for  irrigation  ? 

Mr.  L;  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  No,  I  am  not  talking  of 
irrigation, 

«S.  A'.  *.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelihara) :  Is  it  for  roads  and 
hridges  ?  : 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer):  Yes.  Out  of  that  there 
is  Bs.  1,37,000  available  for  new  works,  that  is  for  continuing. new  roads 
that  have  been  started  in  previous  years.  Therefore,  what  I  mean  is 
there  is  very  little  money  really  available  each  year  for  the  opening  of 
new  toads  and  communications.  A.  lot  of  money  has  to  be  spent  on 
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the  upkeep  of  our  present  communications.  It  is  not  possible  for  us  to 
entirely  rely  on  the  maintenance  allotment  and  we  have  to  do  special 
metalling  and  bridges  have  to  be  strengthened.  Another  consideration 
we  have  to  allow  for  is  that  during  the  last  few  years  there  have  been 
frequent  flood  damages.  If  these  had  not  occurred,  probably  we  should 
have  had  more  money  for  new  works.  Therefore,  I  say  that  propor¬ 
tionately  to  the  allotment  given  the  provision  for  new  works  is  main¬ 
tained  as  high  as  possible  and  is  distributed  as  equitably  as  possible  by 
the  Chief  Engineer. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum : — Rural)  :  Sir,  does  the  Chief 
Engineer  realise  that  the  allotment  for  the  Trivandrum  Division  exclud¬ 
ing  the  Trivandrum  town  is  unduly  small  ? 

Mb.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer) :  That  is,  for  one  year  the 
grant,  may  be  small  but  for  another  year  it  may  be  more. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Rural) :  No,  Sir,  it  is  uniformly 
small  in  recent  years. 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  I  am  sorry  to  hear  that. 
Sir,  as  Mr.  E.  V.  Krishna  Pillai  remarked,  the  people  will  have  to  con¬ 
sider  how  the  funds  are  to  be  found  for  their  local  needs.  They  must 
come  forward  and  help  Government  and  they  must  be  more  serious  in 
their  attempts  at  cutting  local  roads.  Mr.  Krishna  Pillai  mentions 
ryots’  roads-  Ryots’  roads  are  very  commendable  and  we  are  glad  to 
see  that  people  do  cut  these  roads. 

In.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Are  there  ryots’  roads 
which  have  been  constructed  years  back  and  not  taken  up  yet  by  the 
Department  ? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer) :  Probably  so,  for  many 
reasons. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  I  am  asking  whether 
there  are  ryots’  roads  which  have  been  constructed  and  not  yet  been 
taken  up  by  the  Government. 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer) :  That  is  because  these 
ryots’  roads  have  not  conformed  to  the  rules  that  we  have  made. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara):  Have  they  altered 
these  rules  in  the  last  year  or  so  ? 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  The  rules  Were  carefully 
revised  about  a  year  back,  I  think. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (A mbalapuzha  1) :  May  I  know  from 
the  Chief  Engineer  whether  there  is  anything  like  frequent  inspection 
of  the  rivers  to  see  whether  they  are  silting  up  and  becoming  nan- 
navigable  ? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)-.  That  is  a  big  question 
Which  must  be  taken  up.  We  have  not  yet  taken  it  np. 

MR .  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Arnha.ln'puzkal)  ;  May  I  know  v/hetliet 
here  is  any  provision  for  it  this  year  ? 
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MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (At/.  Chief  Engineer)  :  There  is  no  provision  this 
year,  I  am  afraid.  It  is  a  point  to  be  considered  and  I  will  see  what  we 
can  do  in  that  way. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAl  (Ambalapusha  I) :  Is  the  Chief 
Engineer  aware  of  the  condition  of  the  river  at  Thalavadi,  that  is  from 
Tiruvalla  to  Edathnva  ? 

MR.  t.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief.  Engineer) :  No,  I  do  not  know. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAl  (VUavankod)-.  Do  I  understand 
the  Chief  Engineer  to  say  that  people  should  co-operate  in  the  matter 
of  constructing  and  maintaining  roads  ? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer )  :  Yes,  I  wish  them  to  co¬ 
operate. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAl  (VUavankod)  :  May  I  ask  the 
member  whether  the  constitution  of  road  boards  will  be  the  more  effec¬ 
tive  means  So  far  as  that  matter  is  concerned  ? 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  I  think,  if  District  Boards 
as  in  British  India  with  powers  of  taxation  are  constituted,  they  will 
be  useful. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAl  (VUavankod)  :  I  am  not  referr- 
ing  to  District  Boards  or  Taluk  Boards,  but  Boad  Boards  to  advise  the 
Department  in  the  matter  of  constructing  and  maintaining  the  roads. 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  "We  have  tried  the  Boad 
Boards,  but  unfortunately,  my  experience  is  that  the  Boad  Boards  have 
no  constructive  policy  as  I  could  not  get  them  to  give  me  a  list  of  works 
in  the  order  of  urgency. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAl  (VUavankod) :  Am  I  to  under¬ 
stand  that  the  Boards  were  chucked  out  because  they  could  not  give 
a  list  of  works  in  the  order  of  urgency  as  the  Department  nked  ? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  ;  No,  I  did  not  say  that. 
We  have  made  a  list  in  the  order  of  urgency  to  a  certain  extent.  The 
Boards  were  not  able  to  give  a  list.  So  we  found  that  there  was  no 
necessity  to  continue  the  Boards. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAl  ( VUavankod ) :  May  I  ask  the 

member  whether  the  Department  intends  to  revive  these.  Boards? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  There  is  no  such  intention 
at  present.  My  experience  in  Quilon  was  that  after  a  lot  of  discussion 
each  member  advocated  his  own  requirements  and  the  Board  could  not 
come  to  any  conclusion.  They  finally  decided  that  the  Executive 
Engineer  should  arrange  the  order  of  urgency.  Therefore  it  appeared 
that  there  was  no  necessity  for  these  Boards. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAl  (Trivandrum— Rural)  :  May  I  ask  the  member 
whether,  over  and  above  the  provisions  for  new  works  in  the  budget, 
there  is  any  provision  made  for  doing  works  necessitated  by  the  recent 
floods  ?  For  instance,  is  there  any  provision  for  repairs  to  the  Killi 
river  banks  on  the  western  side  of  the  Town  ? 

MR.  1.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  There  is  a  reserve  with  the 
Government  and  the  Chief  Engineer  and  we  could  take  funds  from 
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that.  There  is  also  a  little  provision  in  the  budget  for  flood  damages 
which  will  be  utilised. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PiLLA!  ( Trivandrum  — Sural ) :  Am  I  to  understand 
that  the  reserve  will  be  sufficient  for  the  purpose  ? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer) :  I  will  see,  after  I  get  all 
the  estimates,  whether  more  funds  are  necessary. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PiLLA!  ( Trivandrum — Rural)  \  May  I  take  it  that 
the  necessary  funds  will  be  sanctioned  for  the  purpose  ? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  ;  Yes,  probably.

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  We  go  by  the  require¬ 
ments  to  the  best  of  our  judgment.  One  year  one  taluk  may  have 
more  funds  than  another.  But  another  year  the  latter  taluk  may  have 
more  funds.  We  allot  funds  fairly  equally  consistent  with  the  neces¬ 
sities  of  each  taluk. 

Sir,  in  this  connection,  I  would  like  to  suggest  that  most  of  the 
local  needs  mentioned  here  relate  to  improvement  of  village  roads. 
There  are  a  number  of  ryotB’  roads  with  small  grants.  As  these  roads 
are  constructed  by  the  people,  we  take  them  over  for  maintenance. 
We  have  to  provide  for  bridges  and  culverts  and  widening  of  these 
roads.  But  these  roads  are  not  constructed  properly  by  the  people. 
I  have  tried  a  system  in  Quilon  of  maintenance  of  cart  traots.  About 
100  miles  of  village  roads  have  been  brought  under  “  cart  tracts  ”  with 
increased  grants  and  many  converted  into  motorable  roads.  We  will 
try  to  see  whether  it- is  not  possible  to  do  the  same  in  other  parts  of 
the  State  and  thus  improve  communications. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (N  edumangad) ;  May  I  know  from  the  member  why 
no  provision  is  made  in  the  Budget  Estimate  for  1109  for  communica¬ 
tions  in  the  Nedumangad  taluk. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  Chief  Engineer!  has  answered  that  question 
generally  already. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencolta) ;  May  I  know,  Sir, 
how  the  Government  programme  for  widening  roads  in  general  to  meet 
modern  day  conditions  is  being  worked  ? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.,  Chief  Engineer);  I  will  come  to  that. 
There  has  been  a. lot  of  complaint  in  regard  to  the  generally  bad  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  roads.  I  am  afraid  that  may  possibly  be  due  to  the  reduc¬ 
tions  of  maintenance  grants  during  1107  and  1108.  But  we  have  in- 
creased  the  grants  by  10  per  cent,  this  year  and  I  hope  that  that 
increased  allotment  will  improve  matters  a  good  deal.  We  have  now 
formed  what  is  called  the  Road  Development.Eund,  Under  that  Fund 
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A  sum  of  Bs.  2,17,400  has  been  placed  as  a  permanent  allotment.  This 
allotment  is  for  the  improvement  of  the  main  lines  of  communications 
in  the  State.  Since  this  allotment  is  available  for  our  main  roads,  it 
will  certainly  release  a  certain  amount  of  money  for  the  improvement 
of  minor  roads.  This  Fund  will  allow  us  to  make  use  of  the  available 
grants  for  minor  communications,  and  with  the  aid  of  that  Fund,  wa 
will  be  able  to  do  some  large  bridges  such  as  the  Alwaye-Periyar. 
bridge. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod)  :  May  I  know 

whether  the  Fund  can  be  used  for  branch  roads  also  ? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer) :  No,  only  for  trunk 
roads. 

MR.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattinlsam  I)  Is  it  only  to  be  used 
for  trunk  roads  ? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer )  ;  Yes.  We  have  entered 
into  arrangements  with  the  Government  of  India  that  the  Fund  will  be 
used  only  for  trunk  roads.  It  is  on  that  understanding  that  we  have 
got  the  money. 

*  Members  have  grumbled  about  their  local  necessities.  I  can  as¬ 
sure  them  that  we  have  their  interests  at  heart .  I  find  it  very  difficult 
to  meet  their  demands  with  the  funds  available.  As  Mr.  E.  V.  Krishna 
Pillai  said,  people  must  help  in  a  substantial  manner  in  regard  to  these 
roads.  If  they  wish  these  roads  to  be  taken  up  by  Government,  they 
must  cut  good  roads.  Many  of  these  roads  are  not  cut  properly  with 
good  gradients.  When  such  roads  come  before  the  Department  for  be- 
mg  taken  up,  they  cannot  recommend  them.  Once  we  take  up  such  bad 
roads,  we  will  have  to  do  a  good  deal  of  work  on  them.  So,  I  hope 
people  will  in  future  make  better  efforts  on  these  ryots’  roads. 

Some  members  spoke  about  protective  irrigation.  For  1109,  there 
is  a  grant  under  original  works  to  the  extent  of  Ks.  1,06,905.  During 
1107  it  was  Bs.  75,752. 

So,  nntil  the  questions  raised  by  the  Minor  Irrigation  Committee 
are  fully  considered  and  decided  upon  by  Government,  I  think  the 
grant  now  given  is  proportionate  to  the  total  budget  grant.  New 
estimates  are  being  prepared  for  irrigatioual  works.  The  department 
is  not  sitting  idle.  These  works  will  all  be  itaken  np,  one  by  one,  as 
funds  permit. 

I  thank  all  members  on  that  side  of  the  House  for  having  brought 
to  my  notice  their  individual  local  needs.  I  may  assure  them  they 
will  all  receive  my  best  consideration.  It  shall  be  my  endeavour  to  go 
about  seeing  as  many  as  I  can  and  do  what  I  can  for  the  good  of  the 
oountry. 

■Mr.  K.  SANKARAN  (Kartikapalli  I)  :  Ami  to  understand  from 
the  member  that  only  the  specific  local  needs  that  have  been  brought  up 
now  will  he  attended  to  or  whether  needs  which  will  hereafter  be  brought 
to  his  notice  will  also  be  attended  to  ? 
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MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (At j.  chief  Engineer)  :  All  local  needs  now 
raised  and  to  be  raised  by  various  members  will  be  taken  up  as  far  as 
funds  permit. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  question  is  that  the  motion  be  now  put. 

The  closure  motion  was  carried. 

MR.  T.  K.  ALEXANDER  (Kumcttnad  I) :  I  beg  to  withdraw  the 
motion. 

PRESIDENT  ;  Has  the  member  the  leave  of  the  House  to  withdraw 
the  motion  ? 

The  motion  was,  by  leave,  withdrawn.

Mr.  K.  M.  Kuriakose  : 

11  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  32,332  for  establishment  by  Es.  5. 

Motion  No.  237. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  I  beg  to  move  the 
following  motion:  — 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs,  33, 816  for  establishment  by  Re  1. 

That  is  to  point  out  that  the  works  for  which  funds  have  been 
allotted  were  not  started  and  that  even  the  works  which  have 
been  started  are  left  part-finished.  But  this  point  has  been  dis¬ 
cussed  ;  and  so  under  this  motion,  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of 
Government  one  suggestion  which  I  consider  to  be  very  important. 
It  has  been  mentioned  here  that,  every  year,  the  P.  W.  D.  allows 
large  sums  of  money  to  lapse  and  that  a  number  of  works  included  in 
the  budget  is  omitted  in  the  next  year's  budget.  So,  the  people  who 
get  certain  works  included  in  the  Budget  after  a  lot  of  agitation  are 
given  the  hope  that  the  work  will  be  carried  out  in  a  particular  year  and 
at  the  close  of  the  year  without  spending  even  a  pie  that  amount  lapses; 
and  when  we  come  to  the  next  year  we  do  not  find  any  provision  for 
that  work.  We  find  very  often  that  small  works  for  which  there  are 
no  god-fathers  have  to  suffer  and  that  the  amounts  allotted  for  some  of 
them  lapse;  in  certain  other  cases,  amounts  are  diverted  for  certain  other 
more  important  works  which  the  department  or  Government  wants  to 
finish  soon.  So,  I  wish  to  impress  upon  the  Government  the  necessity 
of  bestowing  sufficient  attention  to  see  that  the  works  once  included  in 
the  budget  are  provided  in  the  next  year  also  and  that  work  is  finished. 
A  number  of  works  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  House  to-day  in 
which  a  large  amount  was  spent  by  the  Department  for  beginning  and 
half  completing.  I  know  many  cases  in  which  Government  have 
spent  thousands  of  rupees  and  dropped  the  ictea.  Later  on,  as  to  why 
such  a  thing  happened  is  traced,  it  is  seen  that  a  particular  officer  who 
is  in  charge  of  the  particular  work  has  not  got  much  attraction  'for  it. 
That  appears  to  be  the  reason.  At  Mavelikara  we  find  certain  lands 
were  acquired  for  constructing  a  girls’  school ;  its  foundation  was  laid  ; 
it  is  stopped.  The  boys  have  .a  large  English  school  at  the  cost  of  thou- 
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sands  of  rupees ;  that  work  is  stopped.  Yesterday  the  Chief  Engineer 
answered  to  a  question  of  mine  as  follows: — In  1087,  certain  lands  were 
acquired  in  Mavelikara  for  putting  up'pnblic  offices;  and  21  years  have 
elapsed.  Nothing  has  beemdone  to  complete  that  work.  A  good  number 
of  instances  oould  be  quoted  in  this  House  to  show  that  the  Government 
or  rather  the  department  of  P.  W.  is  not  pursuing  a  definite  policy  in 
the  urgency  of  the  demands. 

MR,  T.  K.  VELD  PILLAI  (Trivandrum,—- Urban)  ;  Do  the  people  of 
Mavelikara  suffer  because  the  public  offices  are  not  built  ? 

MR.  a.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  They  suffer  very 
much.  In  answer  to  another  question  of  mine  to-day,  the  Chief  Engi¬ 
neer  said  Bs.  16,000  was  spent  for  acquiring  lands  for  the  construction 
of  a  bridge.  Nothing  has  been  done.  For  the  same  bridge  he  admitted 
that  Bs-  50,000  was  allotted  in  one  year,  Bs.  10,000  in  the  next  year, 
15,000  in’ the  next, year  and  at  last  no  allotment  whatever.  On  these 
grounds,  I  think  the  Government  do  not.  adopt  a  definite  policy  in  the 
matter  of.  communications,  [irrigation,  etc.  When  I  was  going 
through  the  Administration  Report,  I  found  that  the  Boad  Boards  are 
suspended  because  they  had  recommended  for  a.  number  of' works  for 
which  provision  could  not  be  made.  As  a  result  they  were  suspended 
and  it  was.  said  that. they,  were  suspended  for  1107,  And  now  I  find 
the  period:  of  suspension  is,  enhanced.  For  that  matter  according:  to 
their  recommendation;  roads  which)  were  most;  important  in  their 
opinion  couldhavc  been;  included  in  the  budget. 

MR.  L:.  H1.  JACOB  (tffc  Chief  Engineer)  I  am  afraid  we  never 
got  any  information  from  the  Road  Board; 

Mr,  A,  S,;  DAMODARAN  ASAN.  (Mavelikara)  :  That  is  the  worst  of 
it.  They  oouid  have,  been  given  an  opportunity  to  explain,  before  sus¬ 
pending  their  recommendations  to  an  indefinite  period. 

Then  coming  to  another  point,  what  I  have  to  say  is  this.  In  1104 
more  than  Bs.  2  lakhs  have  lapsed,  in  1105  about  Es.  55,000,  in  1106 
abouVRSi  4-lakhs-;  and  in  1107-  about  Bs.  5  lakhs.  I  would  draw  the 
attention  of  Government  to  the  fact  that  it  would1  be  better  for.  them -to 
have-  a-.Koad  Fttnd-into-whieh  lapsed  amounts  would  go,  and  from  that, 
works-for  which  provision  is-  made  for  previous  years  could  be  carried 
out..  The  Mysore  Government  started  this -funddn  1929  and  that  Was 
appreciated  by  the- people  there.  It  is  no- excuse- to 'say-there  is- the 
Bhad- Development-Fund'.1  That -is  a-dififerent-  thing  -altogether.  I  would 
■  suggest  that  a-Bosrd  FUnd  s  be :  constituted  and  that*  the  amounts  which 
lapse  he  allbwed  to  accumulate  and-  the  construction  of-roads- be  carried 
out.byHhe-department1  according -to  the-definite  poliey-to  be~laid;  down. 
Now?  there -is  -no  such  definita  pelicy-.  -  -It'is- -a-  haphazard  -method 1  -and 
itqB.af-waste-of-'pnhlie.-mon-eyv  The  -Government-raise  expectations  - in

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MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PlUAI  (Ambalapuzha  I) ;  I  have  very  great 
pleasure  to  support  ,  the  motion  of  Mr.  Asan  though  not  exactly  on 
identical  grounds  that  he  put.  As  to  this  difficulty  of  lapse  of  funds, 
that  was  a  matter  brought  on  previous  occasions,  some  years  ago,  in  the 
previous  Council,  when  we  were  told  by  Mr.  George  who  was  then  either 
Chief  Secretary  or  Financial  Secretary  that  there  is  what  is  known 
as  the  spending  capacity  of  the  P.  W.  D.  Even  the  P.  W.  D.  cannot 
spend  a  particular  sum  of  money  beyond  a  particular  limit.  •  So  much 
so,  amounts  will  have  naturally  to  lapse.  I  do  not  know  whether  the 
same  ground  would  hold  good  even  now.  Anyhow,  ever  since  I  heard 
that,  1  was  entertaining  a  wonder  that  even  the  P.  W.  D.  cannot  go 
beyond  a  particular  limit  in  the  matter  of  expenditure.  I  hope  the 
same  ground  would  probably  hold  good  even  now.  But  I  must  support 
Mr.  Asan’s  motion  on  another  ground.  Prom  the  answer  returned  by 
the  learned  Chief  Engineer  to  the  previous  motion,  I  understood  him 
to  say  that  the  work  of  the  department  is  being  carried  on  in  what . 
Mr.  Asan  characterised  as  a  haphazard  fashion.  I  was  very  sorry  to 
hear  that  especially  from  such  a  good-natured  gentleman  like  Mr.  Jacob 
with  considerable  experience  .of  the  State.  Something  like  a  definite 
policy  should  be  laid  down  by  the  department  in  view  of  the  compara¬ 
tive  urgency,  comparative  usefulness,  etc.,  of  the  works  to  be  under¬ 
taken  by  the  department.  A  man  of  Mr.  Jacob’s  stamp,  assisted  by 
•gentlemen  from  various  centres  of  the  State,  should  be  able,  to  deter- 
mine  and  decide  upon  the  course  of  action  to  be  followed  by  the  depart¬ 
ment.  It  may  be  that  a  navigable  canal  is  necessary ;  a  line  of  com¬ 
munications  is  a  desirable  thing.  But  its  utility  may  be  confined,  to  a 
particular  village.  .  Not  that  any  one  mile  of  road  would  prove  so  useful 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  general  public,  or  that! : .  \t  off  its  making 
would  be  extremely  detrimental  to  the  general  intents  of  the  people. 
It  is  therefore  the  comparative  usefulness  that  will  have  to  he  taken 
into  consideration. 

For  example,  I  would  illustrate  the  situation  by  a  reference  to 
local  experience.  There  is  a  road  from  Tiruvalla  now  so  far  down  as 
Edathuva  and  there  is  another  road  from  the  west  coast  up  to  Takazhi. 
To  join  these  roads  and  to  connect  the  taluk  of  Tiruvalla  with  Ambala- 
■  puzha,  only  4  or  S  miles  of  road  are  necessary.  That  will  be  a  real 
blessing  in  the  shape  of  a  road.  For,,  in  times  of  flood  we  people  from 
the  low-lying  areas  have  to  travel  in  small  open  vessels  usually  moved 
by  oarsito  grounds  high  and  low.  Similarly,  this  is  the  sort  of  im¬ 
provement  to  be  kept  in  view  with  reference  to  roads.  Boads  are  not 
the  only  lines  of  communication  available  in  the  State.  I  was  just 
asking  the  Chief  Engineer  whether  anything  like  attention  is  paid  to 
other  means  of  communication  such  as  lakes,  rivers  and  streams.  _Be 
said  there  is  no  provision  for  it.  I  understand,  Sir,  at  Talavadi  where 
the  Pamba  river  takes  its  route  and  joins  and  flows  through  Ambala- 
puzha,  the  river  is  silted  up.  Navigation  is  impossible  and  flooding  of 
the  adjacent  areas  is  therefore  on  the  increase.  Repeated  representa^ . 
tiops  have  bees  made  to  the  local  Engineering  section  who  seem  to 
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turn  a  deaf  ear  to  all  our  representations.  Now  at  least  on  the  worldly 
experience  that  a  stitch  in  time  saves  nine,  the  P.  W.  D.  should  be 
certainly  vigilant.  If  as  a  matter  of  fact  it  is  to  be  silted  up  with  the 
material  brought  down  from  the  mountain  in  the  course  of  a  year 
or  two,  it  would  be  difficult  for  them  to  remove  the  silt  and  see  that 
the  river  is  made  navigable.  Instead  of  allowing  things  to  accumulate 
to  the  prejudice  of  cultivation  in  adjacent  places,  to  the  risk  of  frequent 
recurring  floods,  it  is  high  time  that  the  P.  W.  D.  should  look  into  it. 
It  is  a  line  of  communication  which  connects  the  various  centres.  It 
is  a  very  important  thing.  So  in  the  order  of  importance  the  P.  W.  D- 
should  pay  attention  to  such  works  as  this. 

Now  as  regards  buildings  and  other  things,  that  again  is  a  very 
serious  question-  Somehow,  unfortunately  it  is  school  buildings  that 
collapse  with  a  number  of  children  being  crushed  to  death.  May  I 
illustrate  it  by  a  local  reference  1  The  school  building  at  Ambala- 
puzha  was  the  original  old  Taluk  Cutoherry.  That  school  was  re¬ 
moved  to  some  other  building  and  it  became  the  future  Vernacular 
School.  It  has  become  so  old  that  it  [might  yield  [to  touch.  Timber 
has  become  something  like’clay.  A  temporary  shed  for  the  school  was 
launched  and  provision,  I  understand,  has  been  made  for  the  cons¬ 
truction  of  a  pretty  decent  respectful  Vernacular  School  for  the 
locality.  A  temporary  building  was  recently  put  up.  But  the  tem¬ 
porary  nature  of  the  building  was,  as  I  described  the  other  day,  such 
that  the  building  at  the  first  rush  of  a  storm  or  wind  showed  signs  of 
collapse,  the  roofs  taking  shelter  in  the  walls.  That  was  the  situation 
there.  Instead  of  putting  up  buildings  like  that,  the  P.  W.  Depart¬ 
ment  should  be  so  good  as  to  see  that  the  money  spent  is  not  wasted 
on  such  flimsy  buildings  so  that  the  tax-payer  may  not  repent,  for  his 
interests  are  in  the  hands  of  people  who  take  a  sleepy  interest  in  his 
concerns.  These  are  some  of  the  points  that  will  have  to  be  taken 
by  the  P.  W.  D.  gentlemen.  I  am  far  from  condemning,  the  head 
of  the  P.  W*  D.  in  the  present  instance,  for,  so  far  as  I  know,  he  is  a 
sympathatic  officer  and  I  am  [only  [bringing  these  to  his  notice,  In 
doing  so,  I  have  great  pleasure  in  supporting  the  motion.

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PlLLAI  ( Ambalapuzha  I)  :  Are  the  Government 
of  opinion  that  the  Inspector  of  English  Schools  is  a  competent 
authority  to  pronounce  upon  the  merits  of  a  Malayalam  book  to  be 
approved  as  a'.text  book  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
Sir,  the  member  wants  an  answer  on  a  matter  of  opinion. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PlLLAI  ( Ambalapuzha  I)  ■  I  am  just  asking 
what  exactly  is  the  opinion  of  Government  in  that  respect.  The  fact 
that  a  particular  personjholds  an  opinion  is  a  fact. 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  {Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 

I  do  not  think,  Sir,  I  could  be  asked  for  an  expression  of  opinion. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PlLLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I)  :  Sir,  I  want  a  ruling 
from  the  Chair  because  the  officer  representing  Government  refuses  to 
answer. 

PRESIDENT  :  You  must  be  satisfied  with  the  answer  given  by  him. 

It  is  not  for  me  to  decide  what  answer  should  be  given  by  him.

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapueha  I)  :  Are  there  books  re¬ 
commended  by  the  Inspector  of  Vernacular  schools  and  accepted  by 
Government  on  his  own  recommendation  for  Vernacular  schools  ? 

Mr.  G.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (A.g.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
Not  on  his  own  direct  recommendation,  but  on  his  recommendation  to 
the  Director,  the  Director  made  recommendations  which  the  Govern¬ 
ment  accepted.

MB.  A.  THANH  P1LLAI  (Trivandrum  -  Rural)  :  Sir,  is  it  the  position 
of  Government  that  these  Inspectors  of  English  and  Vernacular  Schools 
are  competent  to  prescribe  text  books  for  all  the  subjects  for  all  the 
classes  in  the  schools  under  their  control  ?

•  Hit.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  ( Ciiauganachery  cum  Peermade  II)  :  Sir,  I 
support  Mr.  Asan’s  motion.  In  doing  so,  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice 
of  "the  Government  and  the  Chief  Engineer  the  mis-use  or  mis¬ 
appropriation,  if  I  may  say  so,  of  the  money  allotted  for  the  mainten¬ 
ance  of  minor  roads  such  ,as  ryots’  roads,  and  some  such" small  roads. 
The  practice  obtaining  in  the  Department  is  that  both  extremities  of 
such  roads  will  be  repaired  and  the  middle  portion  will  be  left  without 
being  repaired  and  the  whole  money  allotted  for  that  road  will  be 
entered  in  the  accounts  as  spent.  If  the  Chief  Engineer  is  prepared  to 
inspect  such  roads,  I  am  sure  I  will  be  able  to  bring  the  offence  to  his 
knowledge  and  prove  it  to  his  satisfaction.  I  suggest,  to  avoid  such 
misappropriation  in  future,  the  Chief  Engineer  will  try  his  best  to 
entrust  maintenance  of  such  roads  to  the  people  of  the  locality  who  are 
interested  in  such  roads.  If  the  Chief  Engineer  is  unable  to  find  such 
man  who  will  be  able  to  take  up  the  work  and  whom  he  can  trust,  I 
am  prepared  to  find  reliable  and  -capable  persons  and  produce  them 
before  the  Chief  Engineer. 

i*.,  L.  H.  JACOB  {An.  Okie}  Engineer) :  For  the  whole  State?  " 

M3.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Ckanganachery  cam  Peermade  II)  :  Nb? 
Only  for  certain  places  in  the  Changanachery  and  Kottayam  taluks ; 
but,  if  necessary,  for  the  whole  of  the  State.  To  bring  these  facts  to 
the  notice  of  the  Government  and  the  Chief  Engineer,  I  support  the 
motion. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (ChirayinHl  II):  Sir,  I- support  the 
motion  before  the  House.  My  object  in  doing  so  is  to  bring  to  the 
notice  of  the  Government  as  well  as  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Ml.  L.  H.  JACOB  ( Ag .  Chief  Engineer) :  A  little  louder,  please. 

MU.  S.  NILAKANTA-  PILLAI  {Chirayinh.il  II)  :  In  doing  so,  I  wish  to 
bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  as  well  as  the  Chief  Engineer 
the'  half-hearted  measures  they  have  adopted  in  attending  to  the  local 
needs  of  the  people  in  the  country  parts.  Taking  the  condition  of 
communications  into  consideration,  I  am  sorry  to  observe  that  the 
Government  seem  to.  take  the  attitude  that  they  do  not  exist  for  the 
welfare  of  the  people  in  the  rural  areas  ;  and  if  at  all  the  P.  W.  D.  horn- 
menoe  starting  some  works  they  are  sure  to  be  left  part  finished, 
whatever  urgenoy  there  might  be  about  them.  For  instance,  I  may  be. 
permitted  to  refer  to  the  condition  of  the  roads  in  my  constituency. 
As  a  result  of  the  representations  made  in  the  Popular  Assembly  and 
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the  Legislative  Council,  the  construction  of  three  roads,  namely,  Attin- 
gal-Dalavapurom  Boad,  Kallambalom-Karettu  Boad,  Kilimanoor- 
Madatoor  Boad  and  Ayiroor  Boad  had  been  commenced  ;  some  sections 
have  been  finished  ;  but  the  remaining  work  has  been  suspended  on  the 
plea  of  financial  stringency- 

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  we  had  quite  sufficient  discussion  last  day  on. 
local  needs  and  I  rule  out  of  order  any  reference  to  specific  roads  today. 
Otherwise  we  shall  not  get  on  to  any  general  question  at  all. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLA!  ( Chirayinldl  II)  :  Only  a  reference,  Sir, 
by  way  of  illustrating  my  point. 

PRESIDENT  :  No  mention,  please,  of  any  specific  roads. 

MR,  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Ghirayinkil  II)  :  Sir,  the  previous 
speakers  on  this  motion  were  allowed  to  refer  to  local  needs  and  I  think 
that  right  will  not  be  denied  to  me.  The  roads  the  construction  of 
which  has  been  already  taken  up  by  the  Government  during  the  past 
three  years  should' be  immediately  attended  to  and  their  work  completed 
as  early  as  practicable,  so  that  the  difficulty  and  inconvenience  that  is 
now  being  experienced  by  the  people  on  account  of  the  incomplete 
state  may  be  removed. 

In  order  to  facilitate  easy  traffic  and  minimise  the  difficulties  of 
the  people  in  nay  constituency,  two  new  roads  have  to  be  opened  -  one 
from  Pallikkal  to  Velinalloor  and  the  other  from  Avanavancherry  to 
Vamanapurom  Satrom.  Even  the  breaches — one  on  the  Attingal- 
Chirayinkil  road  and  two  on  the  Kilimanoor-Madavoor  Boad — caused  by 
the  recent  floods  have  hitherto  not  been  closed  up.  I  hope  the  im¬ 
mediate  attention  of  the  Chief  Engineer  will  be-  directed  in  that  behalf. 

In  the  matter  of  protective  irrigation  works  also,  Government 
seem  to  be  indifferent  towards  the  people  in  the  country  parts.  There 
is  scarcity  of  water  supply  for  agricultural  purposes  in  country  parts. 
There  are  ever  so  many  irrigation  tanks  in  many  parts  of  Travancore 
which  have  been  enclosed  either  through  the  indifference  of  the  Land 
Bevenue  Department  or  through  the  enterprising  spirit  of  private  in¬ 
dividuals.  I  think  the  scarcity  of  water  can  be  avoided  by  the  con¬ 
struction  of  irrigation  tanks  all  over  the  State.  .'At  the  head  of  every 
ela  wa  can  see  the  faint  existence  of  some  irrigation  tanks.  An  in¬ 
vestigation  has  to  be  made  and  such  tanks  have  to  be  found  out  and 
improved.  Some  more  tanks  have  to  be  newly  constructed  for 
sufficient  supply  of  water  for  agricultural  purposes.  To  ensure  protec¬ 
tion  to  irrigation,  dams  have  to  be  constructed  wherever  they  are  found 
necessary.  As  regards  my  constituency,  there  is  pressing  need  for  two, 
one  at  Putharamoola  in  Edacode  and  the  other  at  Koonthaloor. 

With  regard  to  buildings,  I  invite  the  serious  attention  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  to  the  V.  P.  School  at  Koduvazhannoor. 

PRESIDENT  .  Your  time  is  up. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinldl  II) :  Just  a  minute  more, 
Sir.  It  fell  into  disruption  two  years  ago  and  the  school  is  now  being 
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conducted  in  a  rented  building.  It  is  not  sufficiently  accommodative  and 
it  is  not  properly  ventilated.  To  hold  a  school  there  is  injurious  to 
the  health  of  the  pupils.  So  I  request  the  construction  of  the  school 
building  he  'immediately  taken  up. 

Money  is  required  for  the  satisfaction  of  these  local  needs.  The 
Government  will  ask  where  the  money  is  to  come  from.  I  answer  by 
saying  that  they  can  find  funds  if  they  are  earnest  about  it ;  if  they  do 
not  want  to  grant  the  humble  prayers  of  the  people,  they  can  take  shelter 
under  financial  stringency. 

KlH.  R.  SAIVIBflSIVA  A1YAR  (Kvnnatnad  II) :  Sir,  I  support  Mr.  Asan’s 
motion,  and  in  doing  so ;  I  wish  to  refer  to  certain  general  matters  of 
principle,  in  connection  with  the  expenditure  for  P.  W.  D.  The  ex¬ 
penditure  for  the  P.  W.  D.  as  in  every  other  business  proposition,  is 
usually  referred  to  as  ‘  normal  ’  and  ‘  abnormal  By  ‘  normal  ’  I  mean 
expenditure  which  can  be  anticipated,  estimated  and  budgeted  for. 
The  abnormal  i,  e.,  extraordinary  expenditure  is  that  which  could  not 
be  foreseen.  The  maintenance  of  the  existing  roads,  canals  and  other 
means  of  communication,  the  completion  of  works  already  started,  and 
the  starting  of  works  already  budgeted  for,  these  can  easily  be  called 
‘  normal  ’.  The  unprecedented  floods  this  year  which  washed  away  so 
many  bridges  and  caused  ever  so  many  breaches  afford  an  example,  of 
abnormal  expenditure.  The  repair  and  reconstruction  of  these  roads 
and  bridges  would  be  abnormal  expenditure.  In  the  case  of  normal 
expenditure,  which  I  referred  to  earlier,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  head  of  the 
P.  W.  Department  to  see  that  it  is  provided  for  in  the  Budget  and  it  is 
to  carry  on  these  normal  functions  of  the  Department  that  that  Depart¬ 
ment  exists.  So  far  as  those  items  of  expenditure  are  concerned,  my 
submission  is  that  it  is  not  for  the  Head  of  the  Department  to  say  that 
he  has  not  got  funds.  It  is  his  duty  to  see  that  funds  are  obtained 
from  the  Government;  and  if  the  Financial  Secretary  refuses  funds  it  is 
for  him  to  approach  Government  and  see  that  funds  are  sanctioned.  It 
is  the  duty  of  the  Financial  Secretary  to  raise  as  large  amounts  as 
necessary  to  carry  on  the  normal  functions  of  the  Government.  The 
plea  of  the  head  of  the  P.  W.  Department  that  he  has  no  funds  to 
carry  on  these  normal  functions  of  the  department,  I  submit,  is  a  plea 
of  guilty,  unless  he  can  show  that  there  were  abnormal  conditions  for 
which  abnormal  expenditure  was  necessary  in  any  particular  year,  and 
that  funds  of  the  normal  variety' had  to  be  diverted  for  those  items, 
because  Government  could  not  find  funds  for  those  abnormal  items  of 
expenditure.  But  such  a  plea  has  not  yet  been  raised  by  the  head  of 
the  P.  W.  Department.  If  such  a  plea  is  praised,  then  certainly  this 
House  would  go  into  the  merits  of  that  plea.  As  it  is,  there  is  no  such 
plea.  The  only  plea  that  is  put  forward  is  want  of  funds.  Mr.  Asan’s 
interpellations  as  well  as  those  of  some  other  members  have  brought  to 
light  that  many  works  which  were  started  and  for  which  funds  were 
allotted  have  been  left  either  incomplete  or  have  not  yet  been  under¬ 
taken  in  pursuance  of  the  original  allotment. 

Is  this  the  way  of  preparing  the  budget  ?  Is  this  the  way.  of  pro¬ 
viding  for  the  beginning  of  any  work  ?  A  large  sum  of  '  money  (is  sunk 
v  1.1.  No.  11. 
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on  a  project  and  that  is  still  lying  incomplete,  because  the  Head  of  the 
Public.  Works  Department  says  ‘  No  funds’.  My  ^submission  is,  it  is 
not  a  plea  which  this  House  should  hear,  because  it  was  a  normal  func¬ 
tion  of  the  Department.  Once  the  work  has  been  undertaken,  or  once 
'  it  has  been  budgeted  jfor,  the  abnormality  about  it  has  ceased.  It  is 
only  on  the  assumption  that  it  will  be  carried  through  that  it  need  find 
.  a  place  in  the  Budget.  Otherwise,  why  should  it  be  brought  in  this 
House  ?  My  submission  is  that  since  the  Head  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  has  nothing  to  tell  us  why  there  are  '  no  funds  ’  and  why 
,  there  is  this  lack  of  funds  for  works  already  started,  this  House  should 
show  its  disapprobation  of  the  Public  Works  Department  in  its  mode 
of  doing  things.  As  Mr.  Asan’s  point  in  moving  this  token  motion  is 
1  to  point  out  that  the  works  for  which  funds  have  been  allotted  were 
not  started  and  even  the  works  which  have  been  started  are  left  un¬ 
finished,  I  submit  that  this  motion  should  be  carried. 

MR.  V.  T.  CHACKO  (Muvattupuzha  I)  :  Sir,  it  is  usually  found  that 
the  funds  that  are  allotted  in  the  budget  for  the  year  are  either  allowed 
to  lapse  or  to  be  appropriated  for  other  purposes.  Sometimes  a  work 
is  taken  up  and  money  is  spent  on  it.  But  it  is  not  properly  done  or 
it  is  left  undone,  or  partly  done.  Such  cases  are  not  rare,  especially 
in.  the  rural  parts.  In  the  rural  parts,  the  villagers  require  roads  and 
minor  irrigation  works.  They  are  badly  in  want  of  such  works.  But 
their  wants  are  not  looked  into.  Now,  when  budget  allotment  is  made, 
the  villagers  have  certain  works  in  the  village  or  in  the  rural  parts. 

.  They  yearly  wait  to  see  how  the  work  is  done  and  they  are  very  jubi¬ 
lant,  and  rightly  too,  to  see  that  the  work  is  done.  But  what  would  be 
their  disappointment  if  it  is  not  done  at  all  ?  A  work  may  be  taken  up 
and  left  half  done  or  partly  done.  It  is  no  wonder  that  the  villagers 
:  grudge  the  position  of  the  town  people.  They  have  no  roads  to  walk 
through  even  while  town  people  have  got  tarred  or  cement  roads.  It 
is  said.that  the  Government  wipe  the  tears  of  [only  those  who  make  the 
loudest  cry  and  they  have  no  ears  to  hear  the  groans  of  the  villagers. 
If  the  village  roads  are  converted  into  cart  roads,  it  would  be  a  boon 
to  the  villagers.  Especially,  in  the  taluk  of  Mnvasttupuzha,  there  are 
lots  of  village  roads  which  might  be  converted  into  cart  roads  cut¬ 
ting  the  main  roads.  If  they  are  made  cartable  with  a  bridge  or  two 
over  soma-canal  or  channel,  it  will  be  a  great  benefit  to  them.  They 
can  take  their  articles  for  sale  to  the  markets  of  Muvattupuzha  and 
Perumbavur  and  also  they  can  go  to  the  Public  offices  in  either  of  these 
taluks.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  supporting  this  motion. 

Hr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shenootta):  Sir,  I  rise  to 
support  the  motion  before  the  House.  Much  has  been  said  with  regard 
to  the  question  of  development  of  roads  and  communications.  I  wish 
to  refer  to  one  aspect  of  this  problem  and  that  has  been  indicated  in  the 
Administration.  Report  relating  to  the  Public  Works  Department.  At 
page  155  of  the  Report,  it  is  observed: 

•  “  The  phenomena!  increase  of  motor  traffic  during  recant  y«si«  has  led  to  the  ela¬ 

boration  of  a  programme  for  .widening  tha  old  highways  to  suit  modern  re- 
qnirementa  and  the  allotment  of  increased  maintenance  grants 
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Government  have  therefore  recognised  the  need  for  the  adoption 
of  a  programme  for  generally  widening  the  main  roads  on  which  the 
motor  traffic  is  concentrated.  But  I  fail  to  see  if  any  programme  has 
been  worked  out  at  all.  I  would  like  to  know  what  particular  pro¬ 
gramme  they  have  laid  down  already  and  what  their  programme  ia  for 
the  future.  This  is  a  very  important  aspect  of  the  problem  relating  to 
development  of  roads,  having  regard  to  the  increase  of  motor  traffic.  I 
wduld  attach  more  importance  to  this  aspect  of  the  problem  than  to  the 
extension  of  roads  in  tracts  which  are  not  already  opened,  not  that  I 
am  behind  others  in  my  enthusiasm  for  the  development  .  of  com¬ 
munications  in  parts  which  arejfnot  already  well  served  by  'roads.  But 
I  would,  in  view  of  the  increased  motor  traffic,  emphasise  the  import¬ 
ance  of,  or  attach  more  importance  to,  this  aspect  of  the  problem.  I 
would  like  the  Chief  Engineer  to  enlighten  ns  as  to  what  programme 
they  have  already  taken  up  and  what  their  programme  is  for  the  future. 
I  would  also  suggest  that  a  certain  percentage  of  the  total  allotment 
under  communications  be  earmarked  for  this  [purpose  until  their  pro¬ 
gramme  for  widening  the  roads  is  worked  out. 

With  regard  to  the  question  of  the  opening  of  new  roads,  1  wish 
only  to  make  one  suggestion-  I  would  emphasise  the  importance  of 
opening  approach  roads  to  railway  stations  which  are  not  served  by 
roads.  I  know  that  there  are  now  one  or  two  railway  stations  which 
are  not  served  by  roads-  Such  roads  should  be  taken  up  immediately. 

In  this  connection,  I  would  also  draw  the  attention  of  Government 
to  the  condition  of  our  roads  in  general.  The  condition  of  our  roads  is 
deteriorating  from  year  to  year.  Of  course,  the  Chief  Engineer  also 
refers  to  it  in  his  Beport  for  1107,  that  for  want  of  funds  the  roads  are 
deteriorating.  If  we  allow  our  roads  to  deteriorate  in  this  fashion,  I 
believe  we  will  have  to  spend  abnormally  large  amounts  as  years  roll 
on  and  it  will  be  difficult  to  restore  them  to  their  original  state.  I 
would  only  invite  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  the  condition  of 
the  roads  in  British  India  where  the  Local  Boards  have  devoted  special 
attention  to  the  improvement  of  the  condition  of  their  roads-  Our 
roads  are  very  much  inferior  to  the  roads  in  British  India  now-a-days, 
Some  years  back  they  used  to  quote  the  efficiency  of  our  roads  as  an 
example  to  be  followed.  But  we  have  to  look  to  them  now  for  an 
ideal.  I  hope  that  my  remarks  relating  to  the  improvement  of  the 
condition  of  the  roads  and' to  the  programme  of  widening  main  roads' 
ia  general  will  receive  the  attention  of  the  Government- 

Hr.  CHANGANACHERY  K,  PARAMESVARAN  'PILLAI  (Kmnattur  cum 
Paitmapurcm )  :  I  move  that  the  question  be  now  put, 

Hk.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  Sir,  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Asan  is  to  point  out  that  the  works  for  which  allotment  was  made  were 
not  started.  I  would  point  out  that  in  the  years ‘1104  to  .1107  grants 
have  been  put  into  the  budget  for  works  for  which  no  investigation  of 
any  kind  had  been  made  and  therefore  it  meant  that  there  would  be 
delay  in  carrying  out  those  works  until  the  estimates  had  been  pre¬ 
pared  and  sanctioned  by  Government,..  For  some  works,  considerable. 
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time  bad  to  be  taken' in  the  preparation  of  estimates ;  and  we  found  that, 
when  we  came  to  investigate  them,  these  works  would  cost  a  consider¬ 
able  amount  of  money,  the  estimates  running  into  thirty  to  fifty 
thousand  rupees  for  roads  in  rural  parts  which  no  doubt  to  the  local 
people  appeared  important.  Bur  from  the  general  stand-point  of  the 
department,  we  could  not  say  that  they  were  so  very  important;  and 
though  funds  were  often  seen  provided  in  the  budget  for  works 
for  whioh  no  estimates  had  been  prepared,  we  had  the  strict  orders  of 
Government  that  on  no  account  were- the;  funds  to  be  spent  until 
Government  were  advised  as  to  the  ultimate  cost  of  the  scheme.  This 
would  mean  that  funds  allotted  in  one  year  would  not  be  spent  on  that 
particular  work.  That  was  hardly  altogether  the  fault  of  the  depart¬ 
ment.  As  I  said,  it  takes  a  long  time  to  prepare  these  estimates.  We 
have  not  got  any  special  staff  and  the  local  Section  Officers  and  Division 
Officers  have  to  givi  some  time  from  their  supervision  work  tolattend  to 
these  matters  and  consequently,  unfortunately,  we  have  necessarily  to  be 
rather  slow, 

MB.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Is  it  the  Chief  Engi¬ 
neer’s  view  that  his  staff  has  got  too  much  work  to  attend  to  this  pre¬ 
paration  of  estimates  and  sketches  ? 

MB.  L  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  Yes. 

MB.  A.  S.  DAMQDARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikam ) :  Then  may  I  know 
what  their  work  is  ? 

MR,  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  Looking  after  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  miles  of  roads  and  carrying  on  the  works  provided  in  the 
budget  and  incomplete  works, 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikam )  :  Is  it  not  known  to 
the  Chief  Engineer  that,  with  regard  to  new  works,  our  allotment  has 
gone  down  by  about  25  to  30  per  cent  ? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer) :  That  may  be  so.  But 
that  does  not  affect  the  work  of  the  officers, 

Mr  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikam)  :  As  a  result  of  that,  has 
the  work  increased  or  decreased  ? 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer) :  The  work  of  the  staff  has 
hot  decreased  in  any  way.  They  have  still  to  attend  to  their  normal 
duties. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedutmngad) :  May  I'know  when  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  Chittar  road  was  begun  ? 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  I  claim  notice. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikam):  If  there  is  a  larger 
allotment,  will,  there  not  be  an  increase  in  work?  When  there  is  a 
smaller  allotment,  there  is  no  decrease  in  work? 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  \  Certainly  there  is  an  in¬ 
crease  in  work  when  there  is  a  larger  allotment . 

It  was  stated  that  an  allotment  made  in  one  year  lapsed  in  the 
next  year.  Unfortunately  during  the  last  few  years  we  have  had  to 
dOagider  seriously  which  works  are  urgent  and  which  are .  not,  and 
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which  might  lie  over  without  great  inconvenience  to  the  people,  owing 
to  financial  stringency.  Therefore  several  grants  had  to  be  cut  down 
in  1106  and  1107.  In  case  of  works  for  which  estimates  were  sanc¬ 
tioned  and  which  might  have  been  taken  up,  other  difficulties  also 
arise.  For  instance,  there  is  the  difficulty  in  getting  land.  For  various 
reasons,  best  known  to  the  Revenue  Department,  a  lot  of  delay  occurs 
ill  the  acquisition  of  land  and  in  handing  them  over  to  the  P.  W.  D. 
Sometimes  people  object  to  a  particular  alignment.  They  do  not  want 
a  road  to  go  through  their  compound ;  they  want  it  to  go  through  their 
neighbours’.  That  is  why  delay  occurs  and  funds  provided  have  to  be 
surrendered. 

HR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II ):  May  I  know 
whether  delay  in  land  acquisition  involves  any  loss  to  the  Government 
or  to  the  contractors  concerned  ? 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  (dg.  Chief  Engineer) :  There  is  no  loss  to  any 
contractor  unless  the  work  has  been  started.  Occasionally  works  have 
to  be  stopped  owing  to  shortage  of  funds.  A  work  is  always  started 
only  after  the  land  has  been  got. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I) :  Suppose  in  the 
alignment  of  a  road  a  deviation  or  widening  is  necessary  ? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (dg.  Chief  Engineer)  :  Yes,  that  may  happen. 
But  I  do  not  think  that  will  cause  any  loss  to  the  contractor. 

There  are,  therefore,  a  variety  of  reasons  which  induce  the  depart¬ 
ment  to  surrender  funds.  I  do  not  think  they  are  entirely  to  blame  in 
not  carrying  on  these  works. 

MS.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  (Kunnatnad  II)  S  Did  not  fundB  lapse  in 
the  previous  years  ? 

MR.  L,  H.  JACOB  (dg.  Chief  Engineer ):  I  do  not. think ‘lapse’ is 
the  correct  word.  Funds  are  diverted. 

MR.  B.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  (Kunnatnad  II) :  I  find  that  word  in  the 
Administration  Report.  That  was  why  I  used  it. 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  (dg.  Chief  Engineer)  :  Funds  are  diverted  for 
flood  damages.  Ag  works  are  held  up  for  the  reasons  I  mentioned,  we 
divert  those  funds  to  works  necessitated  by  flood  damages. 

MR.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  (Kunnatnad  II):  This  year,  there  is  a  pro¬ 
vision  of  roughly  Rs.  30  lakhs.  Is  the  Public  "Works  Department  in 
a  position  to  spend  the  whole  money  provided  in  the  Budget  ?  Iam 
asking  about  the  spending  capacity  of  the  Department. 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag-  Chief  Engineer)  :  The  spending  capacity  is 
limited  to  Rs- 34  lakhs- 

MR.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  (Kunnatnad  II)  :  ■  Is  not  a  larger  amount 
provided  in  the  budget  than  what  the  Department  can  actually  spend 
in  the  year  ? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (dg.  Chief  Engineer) :  We  can  spend  the  whole 
amount  provided  everything  is  favourable. 
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Ms.  8.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumrngad ) :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  allotments  are  made  for  the  maintenance  of  the  roads  already 
constructed  ? 

MR:  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer) :  Yes,  they  are  made. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumanagd ) :  May  I  remind  the  member  that 
no  allotment  is  made  for  the  Chittar  road  ? 

PRESIDENT:  Mr.  Nair,  did  you  not  hear  my  ruling?  You  must 
not  allude  to  particular  roads.  It  is  in  your  own  interests  I  made  that 
ruling. 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer) ;  To  prevent  lapse  of  funds, 
and  to  adopt  more  methodical  working  in  future,  it  was  enunciated  by 
Mr.  Westerdale  in  the  last  Council  that  the  Department  should  carry 
out  only  those  works  for  which  funds  were  provided  in  the  budget. 

MR.  A.  8.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Was  that  proposal 
adhered  to  in  the  1107  budget  ? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  I  think  it  has  been  adhered 
to  BB  far  as  possible. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  What  is  the  impossibi¬ 
lity  in  adhering  to  it  in  the  next  year’s  budget  ? 

MR.  L,  H,  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer);  It  is  being  attempted  to 
adhere  to  it.  There  are  some  works  provided  in  the  budget  for  flood 
damages  for  which  estimates  are  due. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  May  I  draw  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  Chief  Engineer  to  the  Appendix  in  the  budget  containing 
the  list  of  new  works,  wherein  certain  cases  funds  are  provided  before 
the  preparation  of  the  estimates  ? 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  There  are  some  items  like 
that-  They  are  put  in  with  the  approval  of  the  Government.  With 
regard  to  new  roads,  we  shall  endeavour  in  future  to  carry  out  only -those 
works  for  which  estimates  are  sanctioned  and  funds  are  provided  for- 
them  in  the  Budget. 

'  MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLA1  ( Trivandrum-Urban ) ;  I  wish  to  ask  one  or 
two  questions.  The  amount  of  (money  surrendered  last  year  comes  to 
Bs.  lakhs- 

MR.  1.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  ;  That  was  <hie  to  retrench¬ 
ment.  We  had  orders  to  surrender  those  funds- 
,  .  Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  PIILAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban )  :  Was  that  because 
of  financial  stringency  alone  ? 

Mb,  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer) ;  Yes. 

-  Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (TrivandrumAJrhan) :  So,  if  you  have 
pot  got  more  money,  you  will  not  be  able  to  start  more  works  ? 

Mr,  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  ;  That  is  so- 
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IBB.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban ) :  In  regard  to  main¬ 
tenance  works,  may  I  ask  the  Chief  Engineer  whether  communica¬ 
tions  and  other  things  will  be  kept  in  good  repairs  ? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer) :  Every  endeavour  will  be 
made  to  do  so.  As  I  said  on  Saturday,  I  find  some  roads  require  more 
grants  and  I  am  endeavouring  to  see  if  we  cannot  increase  them. 

MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Urban) :  At  page  2  of  the 
Administration  Beport  of  the  P.  W-  D.,  it  is  stated  as  follows  : 

"It  is  hoped  that  the  15  per  cent,  will  soon  bo  restored  as  otherwiso  a  general  and 
rapid  deterioration  o£  the  roads  in  the  State  may  he  deBnitely  anticipated.” 

So,  I  asked  the  question. 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  Yes.  As  I  said,  we  shall  try 
in  future  to  provide  only  for  those  works  which  we  can  finish.  It  is 
much  better  to  provide  a  substantial  allotment  for  one  work  and  finish 
it  quickly  than  distribute  money  over  a  number  of  works  which  cannot 
be  finished. 

MR  A.  3.  'DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  What  about  the  Boad 
fund  to  which  I  referred  ? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer) :  I  will  come  to  that. 

It  is  much  better  to  finish  one  road  at  a  time  than  take  up  a 
hundred  roads  all  about  the  oountry  which  cannot  be  finished  and 
which  will  be  of  no  benefit  to  anybody.  We  shall  do  what  we  can  in 
that  direction  in  the  coming  years.  Of  course,  it  will  all  depend  upon 
the  funds  Government  can  give  ns. 

Complaints  are  made  about  roads  being  left  partly  finished.  That 
might  be  due  sometimes  to  want  of  land.  As  Mr.  Krishna  Pillai  sug¬ 
gested,  we  may  have  to  make  deviations  in  the  middie  of  a  work.  We 
may  have  to  revise  the  alignment  and  there  may  be  delay  in  getting 
land.  Consequently  the  allotment  cannot  be  fully  spent.  Sometimes 
We  may  find  that  there  may  not  be  very  great  urgency  in  pushing  on 
certain  works  which  could  lie  over  until  the  financial  stringency  is 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLLI  (PatPinamtitta)  :  According  to  the  mem¬ 
ber,  will  the  Department  find  it  more  feasible  to  serve  the  public  if 
people  co-operate  with  the  Department  in  such  matters  as  the  granting 
of  the  land  ? 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  Yes,  that  will  assist  us 
vary  much  and  we  will  be  very  thankful  to  them . 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  Will  such  a  generous 
step  take  us  far  ?  ' 

Mr.  L.  H.  Jacob  (Ag.  Chif  Engineer)  :  Yes;  if  they  do  so,  it  will 
take  us  very  far. 

One  member  raised  the  point  about  the  maintenance  of  village 
roads.  Possibly  there  may  be  complaints  about  work,  being  kept  at 
one  end  of  road  and  also  at  the  other  end,  leaving  the  middle.  In  those 
cases  we  find  that  the  grant  may  be  very  small.  For  about  five  miles

of  road  the  grant  may  be  only  Es.  90,  that  means  Es.  18  per  mile. 
In  such  cases  we  will  not  be  able  to  carry  on  repairs  in  the  whole 
length.  We  have  plenty  of  cases  in  the  Quilon  Division  where  the 
local  people  came  forward.  We  have  entrusted  roads  to  the  care  of 
Co-operative  Societies  which  have  done  a  good  deal  of  work. 

Mr.  Karayalar  said  that  for  widening  of  roads  and  easing  of  curves 
for  the  safety  of  motor  traffic  money  should  be  sufficiently  spent.  For 
this  purpose  monies  are  being  spent  in  the  main  roads;  and  with  the  aid 
of  the  Road  Development  Fund  we  hope  to  make  improvements  in 
ease  of  other  roads  as  well.  I  hope  I  have  sufficiently  explained  to 
Mr.  Asan  and  I  request  him  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelilcara)  :  Nothing  has  been  said 
about  Road  Fund. 

Mr.  L,  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chiej  Engineer)  :  We  have  a  Road  Develop¬ 
ment  Fund. 

'  Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelilcara) :  I  suggested  a  Road  Fund. 
Amounts  that  lapse  every  year  may  be  put  in  as  funds  and  utilised 
next.  year. 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  {Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  .  That  is  a  matter  for  the 
Financial  Secretary  to  answer. 

MR.  A,  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelilcara)  :  Why  not  the  member 
consult  the  Financial  Secretary  and  give  me  an  answer  on  behalf  of 
Government  ? 

MR,  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  That  matter  will  have  to 
be  placed  before  the  Government  and  requires  a  lot  of  consideration. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PlLLAt  (Ambalapvzha  I):  May  I  ask  the 
member  whether  hereafter  the  policy  of  his  department  will  he  a  definite 
programme  of  opening  Croads  and  that  works  sanctioned  and  started — no 
matter  how  variable  on  account  of  contingencies  and  unforeseen  cir¬ 
cumstances— be  carried  out. 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  As  far  as  possible. 

.  MR..  P.  K.  NARAYANA  P1LLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I):  Hence  it  is  added 
on  account  of  contingencies  an  unforeseen  events — 

.  MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  There  may  happen  circum¬ 
stances  beyond  the  control  of  the  department  when  the  Chief  Engineer 
cannot  be  blamed.  ‘As  far  as  possible,  works  sanctioned  and  started  will 
be  taken  up  in  hand  and  carried  on  to  completion. 

.  PRESIDENT  :  The  motion  is  that  -the  question  be  now  put. 

The  closure  motion  is  carried. 

Mr-  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (M avelikara) ;  My  complaint  is  that 
there  is  no  definite  scheme  for  the  department  in  carrying  out  works 
which  are  absolutely  necessary  for  the  development  of  our  communica¬ 
tions.  All-  that  -1  -  wanted  the.  Chief  Engineer  to  see  is  that  the 
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worts  for  which  allotments  are  made  in  the  budget  are  carried  out  and 
that  the  amounts  either  do  not  lapse  or  are  not  diverted*  Now  the 
Chief  Engineer  says  that  it  was  the  practice  from  1104  to  1107  to  sur¬ 
render  a  certain  portion  to  Government.  He  has  included  in  the 
budget  a  number  of  items  for  which  estimates  are  not  ready*  He  pro¬ 
mises  that  he  would  see  that  in  future  allotments  are  made  only  with 
regard  to  ripe  works  which  could  be  carried  out  without  any  delay. 
He  has  also  promised  to  consider  seriously  the  question  of  having  a  Eoad 
Fund  which  would  enable  the  department  to  have  reserves  with  them 
for  carrying  out  works  which  could  not  be  completed  in  the  current 
year.  Owing  to  this  assurance,  I  beg  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

PRESIDENT  :  Does  the  House  permit  the  motion  to  be  withdrawn?

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shsncotta )  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move 
the  following  motion. 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Bs.  39,746  for  direction  by  Bs.  6. 

My  object  in  moving  this  motion  is  to  urge  upon  the  Government 
.  the  desirability  of  abolishing  tolls.  A  resolution  of  this  nature  was 
moved  and  discussed  on  the  floor  of  the  last  Legislative  Council  about 
six  or  seven  years  ago  and  was  carried  by  a  large  majority.  No  action 
seems  to  have  been  taken  on  it  so  far  by  the  Government.  I  can  anti¬ 
cipate  the  difficulty  of  Government  in  this  matter.  They  would  come 
forward  with  the  plea  that  they  would  be  embarrassed  by  the  loss  of  the 
revenue  that  is  derived  from  the  collection  of  tolls.  I  shall  deal  with 
that  aspect  later  on.  Firstly,  I  refer  to  the  nature  of  this  taxation  on 
vehicles  passing  along  roads,  highways,  channels,  etc.  Its  very  nature 
is  objectionable.  It  is  one  Of  the  elementary  rights  of  the  oitizensito 
pass  along  roads  and  highways  unobstructed  by  any  authority.  In  so 
far  as  it  affects,  or  attempts  to  impose  restrictions  upon,  the  free  move¬ 
ment  of  vehicles,  that  is  objectionable,  in  that  it  takes  away  the  right 
of  individuals  to  pass  along  roads.  It  is  being  recognised  by  all 
Governments  and  they  are  trying  to  abolish  taxation  on  roads  and 
highways.  Recently,  the  Madras  Government  abolished  this  kind  of 
taxation  with  effect  from  the  beginning  of  the  financial  year  1931-32. 
Of  course  they  have  lost  a  good  percentage  of  the  revenue  derived  from 
tolls.  The  bodies  that  are  primarily  affected  by  these  tolls  are  what  are 
known  as  Local  Boards..  But  to  make  up  for  the  loss  of  revenue,  the 
Government  have  fesorted'to  taxation  Oil  motor  vehicles  by  legislation. 
Bullock  ■  carts  are  exempted  from  the  operation  of  the  Act.  I  know 
there  is  considerable  loss  of  revenue  although  they  have  resorted  to 
this  taxation.  But  their  revenue  from  this  source  has  been  rising  year 
after  year.  The  'revenue  that  is  derived  from  tolls  in  our  Own  State 
varies  from  3  to  4  lakhs  of  rupees.  Last  year  it  was  about  .Bs.  4  lakhs. 
In  the  coming  year  it  is  expected  to  yield  a  revenue  of  about  Bs.  4 
lakhs.  In  order  to  make  up  for  the  loss,  I  will  suggest  th'e  imposition 
of  a  tax  on  motor  vehicles  primarily  on  - the  lines  of  the  Act  of  the 
Madras  Government. 

•  Mft.  CHANSAWAGHER  Y  K .  PARAMESV'ARAN  PILMl  (liunndttur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  May  I  know  from  the  member  whether  taxation  on 
vehicles  in  British  Indiastill.  continues  or  is  abolished? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta );  It  continues.  I 
believe  by  a&dptihg ‘taxation  on  the  lines  of  the  ‘Madras  act,  Our  Gov¬ 
ernment  ought  to  be  able  to  raise  at  least  70  to  80  per  -cent,  of  the 
revenue  that  is.  derived  by  way  of  tolls-  Sonia  30  or  20  per  cent, 
shortage  in  revenue  is  insignificant  and  the  Government  ought;  to  be  able 
to  forego  this  amount  in  the  interest  of  good  traffic  ,  and-  convenience  to 
the  public.  There  is  also  another  ,  advantage  in  resorting  to  this  taxa¬ 
tion.  In  th'e  present  state  of  affairs,  motor  vehicles  passing  from  British 
India  into  Travancore  territory  have  to  pay  a  small  amount  by  way  of 
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tolls  as  they  pass  through  particular  toll  gates.  Travancoro  motor 
cars  passing  through  British  India  have  to  pay  the.  tax  in  a  lump  sum 
for  the  whole  quarter.  We  are  now  labouring  under  a  disadvantage 
by  the  taxation  adopted  in  British  India.  Travancore  motor  cars  pass¬ 
ing  into  British  territory  have  to  pay  the  full  amount  of  tax  leviable  for 
a  quarter.  What  I  wish  to  say  is,  cars  coming  from  British  India  to 
Travancore  must  also  be  subject  to  this  form  of  taxation.  That  will 
yield  a  substantial  income. 

As  I  said  in  the  beginning,  the  very  nature  of  the  tolls  is  objec¬ 
tionable.  Many  countries  have  abolished  tolls,  and  are  resorting  to 
taxation  on  vehicles.  Government  should  not  be  obsessed  by  the  fall 
in  revenue.  What  I  urge  upon  the  Government  is  to  adopt  some  sort 
of  taxation,  on  the  lines  of  the  Madras  Act,  on  motor  vehicles  primarily 
and  to  abolish  the  tolls.  With  these  few  remarks,  I  move  the  motion 
for  acceptance  by  the  House. 

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Krishna  Menon,  do  you  wish  to  speak  on  this 
motion  because  you  have  a  similar  motion  further  down  the  list? 

MR.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Parur)  :  This  is  not  a  new  question. 
During  the  last  Council  this  question  was  d-seussed  a.t  great  length. 
Government  do  not  adhere  tc  the  recommendations  made  by  responsi¬ 
ble  bodies.  This  system  of  taxation  affects  motor  owners  to  a  very 
great  extent.  In  the  neighbouring  State  of  Cochin,  one  has  to  pay  toll 
only  once  every  day  in  any  one  part  of  the  State  and  can  then  travel, 
free,  throughout  the  State  that  day. 

MR.  PUTHUPALII  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II):  Is  it  not  because 
the  area  that  one  can  travel  there  is  comparatively  small  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Parur)  :  That  is  no  argument.  Further 
qonsidering  the  huge  amount  realised  by  Government  by  way  of  tolls, 
the  roads  here  are  not  being  properly  maintained.  I  would  submit, 
Sir,  that,  even  if  tolls  are  not  abolished  altogether,  at  least  the  conces¬ 
sion  allowed  in  the  sister  State  of  Cochin  must  be  allowed  here  also. 
As  I  said,  once  a  toll  is  paid  in  one  toll  gate  in  Cochin  State,  no  other 
toll  need  be  paid  anywhere  else  on  that  day.  Here  if  we  have  to  travel 
feom  Trivandrum  to  Parur,  we  have  to  pay  tolls  in  five  or  six  places  ; 
that,  at  least,  must  be  put  an  end  to. 

With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  T.  K.  VELD  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban )  :  I  support  the 
motion. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  s.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  I  am  not  able  to 
hear,  Sir. 

Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Urban)  :  I  am  thankful  to 
■the  member  ;  I  thought  my  voice  yyas  sufficiently  land  ;  I  am  prepared 
to  talk  a  little  loud.er. 

Sir,  this  question  of  abolishing  the  tolls  is  a  V6ry  delicate  question  ; 
because,  cm  the  one.  side  we  find  new  items  of  expenditure  cropping  up 
and  on  the  other  side  we  ase  suggesting  the  abolition  of.  certain  items 
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of  revenue.  .  Polities,  it  has  been  said,  Sir,  is  a  series  of  compromises, 
Therefore  we  are  obliged  io  compromise  between  these  two  opposing 
positions  here  also.  These  tolls  are  really  very  inconvenient.  Any  one 
who  has  toured  the  country,  in  his  own  car  or  in  a  bus,  would  have 
noticed  how  much  time  he  had  to  waste,  sometimes  in  getting  the 
bamboo,  put  across  the  road  at  the  toll  gates,  removed  and  at  other 
times,  if  it  happens  to  be  night,  in  waking  up  the  unfortunate  suffering 
individual  who  keeps  the  toll  gate.  Sir,  even  a  gate  keeper  must  have 
Borne  little  sleep.  I  do  not  grudge  him  that  sleep.  But,  it  is  posi¬ 
tively  troublesome  to  those  who  are  obliged  to  wait  for  nearly  half-an- 
hour  until  the  dignitary  at  the  gate  wakes  up  and  comes  to  the  rescue. 

Sir,  I  have  been  looking  into  this  question  for  some  time.  I  find 
that,  so  early  as'un  1042,  Sir  T.  Madhava  Rao,  whose  name  is  always 
remembered  in  Travancore  as  a  great  statesman,  abolished  a  number  of 
tolls  and  a  number  of  taxes,  about  110  in  number.  That  abolition  of 
tolls  and  taxes  met  with  praise.  But,  in  the  succeeding  60  or  70  years, 
we  have  gone  back  to  that  position  from  which  we  find  relief  abso¬ 
lutely  necessary.  This  payment  of  toll  is  a  nuisance  as  has  been  felt 
by  people  everywhere ,  I  do  not  want  the  Travancore  Government  to 
suffer  any  loss  of  revenue.  Even  this  year,  we  have  been  asking  for 
various  concessions,  for  remissions  and  things  like  that.  If  one  would 
consider  the  sum-total  of  these,  he  would  find  himself  confronted  with 
a  serious  difficulty  in  advancing  this  proposition.  The  revenue  to 
Government  from  tolls  is  about  four  lakhs  of  rupees.  This  money  has 
to  he  utilised  for  maintaining  the  roads  in  the  State  in  good  condition. 
Most  of  our  roads  are  in  disrepair  ;  and  the  P.  W.  D.  say  that  it  is  due 
to  want  of  funds.  Certainly,  we  do  not  want  our  roads  to  deteriorate 
further.  We  want  more  money  to  be  expended  on  such  works  as  the 
maintenance  of  roads.  I  am  glad,  Sir,  that  I  am  in  a  position  to  come 
forward  with  a  definite  proposal,  namely  that,  instead  of  the  toll,  some 
method  of. taxing  the  vehicle  must  be  devised.  If  that  is  done;  it  would 
be  a  great  advantage  conferred  on  a  suffering  people. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  Will  not  the  lump 
sum  payment  of  a  vehicle  tax  be  felt  as  a  greater  burden  than  small 
occasional  payments  of  tolls  ? 

MR.T.K,  VELU  PILLAI  {Trivandrum-Urban)  :  To  a  very  large 
extent,  I  agree  with  my  friend  the  learned  Chief  Secretary.  But,  I  am 
not  in  favour  of  Mr.  Krishna  Menon’s  suggestion  that  one  payment  of 
toll  in  a  day  in  one  part  of  the  country  must  make  the  passage  of  that 
vehicle  absolutely  toll  free  for  that  day  through  the  country.  That 
will  be  great  injustice, 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S-  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II):  Injustice  to 
whom,  please,  to  the  Government  or  to  the  owners  of  vehicles  ? 

Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Urban)  :  Sir,  injustice  to  the 
Government  is  as  serious  a  matter  as  injustice  to  the  people  ;  and  the 
context  would  show  what  I  have  in  view.  I  am  not  now  talking  of  the 
injustice  done  to  the  Government,  but  of  the  injustice  done  to  the 
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people,  I  think,  Sir,  that,  without  any  loss  to  our  revenue,  we  may  be 
able  to  oblige  the  people  by  abolishing  the  tolls  ;  and  one  serious  danger 
may  be  safely  avoided,  namely,  the  danger  of  ears  coming  in  great  speed 
and  knocking  at  the  bamboo  always  kept  across  the  road  at  the  toll 
gates.  That  often  creates  trouble.  I  am,  therefore,  glad  to  lend  my 
support  to  Mr.  Karayalar’s  motion,  and  my  suggestion  is  that,  while 
abolishing  tolls,  Government  may  think  of  a  better  and  more  equita¬ 
ble  method  of  getting  the  same  revenue. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAIWESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kimnatlur  cum 
pattanapurewn) ;  I  support  this  motion-  These  toll-gates  are  a  source 
of  oppression  to  the  poor  cart-owners  and  a  source  of  great  irksomeness 
to  car-owners.  Very  often,  we  have  to  wait  long  at  these  toll,  gates 
and  thereby  lose  petrol  and  time.  It  is  a  great  nuisance  to  be  stopped 
at  every  15  or  20  miles  of  our  journey,  when  it  is  the  natural  desire  of 
everybody,  car-owners  especially’  to  reach  the  destination  as  quickly  as 
possible.  As  has  been  submitted,  the  abolition  of  tolls  naturally  in¬ 
volves  substantial  loss  to  the  Government  revenue.  It  is  not  fair  to 
ask  Government  to  forego  the  amount,  especially  in  these  days  of  finan¬ 
cial  stringency.  As  an  alternative  to  these  tolls,  it  has  been  suggested 
that  a  lump  sum  payment  may  be  substituted.  That  may  be  all  right 
so  far  the  buses  are  concerned.  But,  it  will  be  a  great  injustice  to  the 
car-owners  who  ordinarily  ply  within  town-limits.  At  present,  a  car- 
owner  has  not  got  to  pay  more  than  two  or  three  tolls  in  a  month, 
whereas,  if  a  lump  sum  vehicle  tax  is  introduced  it  will  be  a  great  hard¬ 
ship  to  him,  since  if  he  is  a  resident  in  a  town  he  has  not  got  to  use  the 
roads  in  the  country  to  any  very  great  extent.  I  therefore  suggest 
the  imposition  of  a  small  tax  on  the  petrol  consumed.  Car-owners 
will  not  feel  the  payment  and  everybody  will  be  paying  only  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  use  he  makes  of  the  road.  And,  now  that  the  price  of  pet¬ 
rol  has  gone  down,  nobody  can  grudge  this,  especially  since  the  tolls 
are  to  be  abolished. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta)  :  Is  not  petrol  an 
article  imported  into  the  State  ? 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAIWESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kumattur  cum 
Pattanapuram .)  :  I  do  not  suggest  any  import  duty,  but  only  a  small 
cess  on  the  petrol  consumed. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta )  :  How  can  the 
Government  impose  any  further  duty  or  cess  on  petrol  ? 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAIWESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kumattur  cum 
Patlanapurcm)  :  I  do  not  know  that  ;  that  is  a  detail  for  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  work  out.  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  great  difficulty  in  im¬ 
posing  a  small  cess  on  the  petrol  consumed.  I  think  that  is  the  best 
way  of  recouping  the  .  loss  of  revenue  that  would  be  caused  by  the 
abolition  of  tolls.  . 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAIWESVARAN  PILLAI  {Additional  Head  Sirlcar 
Vakil) :  A  sort  of  license  fee  in  proportion  to  the  quantity  of  petrol  ' 
consumed  may  be  levied  ? 
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MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLftl  ( Kunnattur  cum 
Paltanapumm) ;  Something  like  that ;  you  may  call  it  license  fee,  or 
cess ;  I  do  not  mind .  That  is  for  motor  vehicles.  In  regard  to  the 
other  ordinary  vehicles  in  the  country,  tolls  must  be  abolished  altor 
gether.  That  is  my  view. 

MR.  L.  H.  AkG0&  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  I  must  confess.  Sir,  this- 
question  of  tolls  is  one  which  I  have  not  looked  into  carefully  in  all 
its  aspects.  I  cannot,  therefore,  do  full  justice  to  the  prosand  cona  of 
the  question.  But,  looking  at  it  from  a  practical  point  of  view,  as 
members  have  stated,  we  have  to  bear  in  mind  the  revenue  we  are 
getting  from  tolls.  We  are  now  getting  about  four  lakhs  of  rupees. 
It  is  not  therefore  a  trivial  matter.  It  is  certainly  a  difficult  problem, 
for  Government  to  find  out  an  equitable  alternative  form  of  taxation  on 
vehicles  in  order  to  firing  in  this  revenue.  In  the  Madras  Presidency, 
they  abolished  tolls  and  introduced  motor  vehicles  taxation  in  1931- 
Prom  what  one  hears  of  the  working  of  the  Act  there,  it  seems  that 
change  was  brought  in  a  rather  hasty  manner.  At  present,  buses 
pay  Bs.  10  per  person  per  quarter,  so  that  a  ten-seater  bus  will  have  to 
pay  Rs.  100  per  quarter  as  vehicle-tax.  That,  I  think,  is  a  large 
amount  for  bus  owners  in  Travancore  to  pay  down  in  a  lump.  Even, 
in  British-  India,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  the  bus-owners  find  it  extremely 
difficult  to  make  this  lump  sum  payment  in  addition  to  the  municipal 
taxes. 

Therefore,  Sir,  this  is  a  matter  which  requires  careful  considera¬ 
tion  at  the  hands  of  Government.  We  cannot  take  any  hasty  action.  At 
we  understand  that  there  is  the  possibility  of  the  law  being  revised  in 
British  India  and  tolls  being  resorted  to  again,  it  seems  wise  that  we 
wait  and  see  what  arrangement  they  evolve  there.  Though  we  all  com¬ 
plain  of  the  nuisance,  of  having  -to  stop  at  every  toll  gate,  from  my  ex¬ 
perience,  I  find  that  one  does  not  have  to  wait  long  if  one  has  the  dues 
ready. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapurum)  ;  May  I  point  out  to  the  Chief  Engineer  that,  in  the 
cases  of  folk,  his:  case  is  different  from  ours  ? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer):  Sir,  I  have .  also  had  to 
pass  through  all  toll  gates  where  I  have  had  to  pay;  and  I  was  not  delayed 
swell,  I  do  not  think  that  w«  should  press  that  matter  any  further. 

MR  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  'ATovala):  May  ,  I  know  whether  the 
3?.  W..B.  officers  are  exempted  from  paying  tolls  ? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  {Ag.  Clmf  Engineer) :  They  are  exempted  in 
their  own  jurisdiction. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  May  I  know  whether  Police 
Officers  are  also  exempted  from  paying  tolls  ? 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  \(Ay,  Chief  Engineer) :  That  is  allowed  in  the 

rules.  This,  does  not  affect  the  whole  collection. 

Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Urban)  ;  CATOOl  a  man  who 
goes  without  paying  the  tolls  be  prosecuted  ? 
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Mb.  L,  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  •.  Yes. 

MR.  T-  K.  V£LU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum — Urban)-,  In  that  case  will 
the  Chief  Engineer  see  that  the  roads  are  not  obstructed  by  placing 
bamboos  across  the  road  as  is  being  done  now  ? 

MR.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)-.  We  have  to  do  something 
to  prevent  people  running  through  without  paying  tolls.  A  bamboo 
pole  is  an  effective  arrangement  for. that  and  is  being  allowed to  be  used 
by  the  toll  gate  contractors.  I  admit  that  this  is  a  small  source  of 
annoyance  to  the  general  traffic,  but  it  does  not  cause  very  great  hard 
ship  in  passing  the  toll  gates.  I  may  say  that  this  question  is  still  un¬ 
fa  the  consideration  of  Government  so  as  to-see  what  best  could  be  done. 
We  are  trying  to  collect  figures  of  the  actual  number  of  vehicles  that 
are  taxable.  It  is  not  an  easy  thing.  I  understand  from  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Police  that  the  total  number  of  buses  now  running  is  only 
912.  If  we  are  to  raise  the  revenue  of  Rs.  4  lakhs  from  amongst 
them,  I  am  afraid  they  will  find  it  very  much  more  difficult  to  pay  than 
paying  the  tolls. 

Hr,  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II ) :  Have  the  num- 
berof  bullock-carts  increased  ? 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer )  :  I  cannot'Say  that.  I  sup¬ 
pose  they  might  have  increased. 

Mi.  PJTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  f Quilon  II):  Does  not  the 
government  levy  a  toll  on  bullock-carts  7 

Ml.  1.  !H.  JACOB  (Ag-  'Chief  Btnginesr) :  I  cannot  say  that-  I  sup¬ 
pose  they  might  have  increased  ? 

Mi.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  May  I  know 
Whether  the  Government  will  consider  the  question  of  the  abolition  of 
tolls  in  regard  to  these  bullock-carts  ? 

Mr,  L.  H.  JACOB  (ig.  Chief  Engineer)-.  The  whole  question  is 
under  consideration. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II):  Have  Govern- 
raentheen  increasing  the  number  of  tolls  during  the  period  they  were 
considering  this  question  ? 

Mi.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  We  have  increased  tolls  in 
order  to  tap  all  the  traffic  so  that  every  one  will  pay  his  share. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  May  I  know  whe¬ 
ther  the  consideration  is  progressing  against  the  interests  of  the  people 
or  in  support  of  the  interests  of  Government  7 

Mr.L.  H.  JACOB  (Ay.  Chief  Engineer):  It  is  only  in  the  interests 
of  the  people  that  we  get  the  money. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  Is  it  in  the  in¬ 
terests  of  the  people  to  increase  the  number  of  toll  gates  ? 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  ;  It  is  only  fair  that  every 
body  should  pay  his  share. 
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MR  A.  THANU  PILLAE  (Trivandrum — Rural)  :  Has  the  member  any 
idea  of  the  proportion  of  the  tolls  paid  by  vehicles  other  than  motor 
cars  1 

S/lR.  L.  H.  JACOB  Up.  Chief  Engineer)  ;  I  have  not  got  any 
figures. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PSLLAI  ( Trieandrum-Rural ) :  Has  the  member  got 
any  approximate  idea  ? 

Mr.  L.  H.  JACOB  (Ag.  Chief  Engineer)  :  I  cannot  say, 

So,  Sir,  I  request  the  House  to  consider  this  matter  very  care¬ 
fully  and  leave  it  in  the  hands  of  Government  to  see  what  best 
could  be  done.  We  do  not  want  toil  gates  if  we  can  find  any  other 
way  of  raising  that  revenue.  We  should  certainly  think  over  that  mat¬ 
ter  and,  if  it  is  practicable,  some  'other  method  of  taxation  will  be 
adopted.  It'has  not  been  allowed  to  rest  and  is  still  being  considered  and 
it  is  better  to  wait  and  see  the  results  of  what  is  being  done  in  British 
India  where  it  is  admitted  that  the  present  method  of  collecting  this 
revenue  is  quite  unsatisfactory.  I  think  many  of  the  District  Boards 
and  Local  Boards  are  complaining  that  they  are  not  getting  the  funds 
from  Government  which  were  promised  to  them. 

Mr.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  ( Kunnatnad  II)  :.?Are  there  tolls  in  Euro¬ 
pean  countries  ? 

MR.  L.  H-  JACOB  (Ag  Chief  Engineer)  ;  I  do  not  think  there  are 
many-  The  conditions  there  are  very  different  from  here.  There  ycru 
will  find  hundreds  of  cars  following  behind  you  and  you  cannot  stop 
every  body  to  pay  tolls  without  causing  congestion  of  traffic.  Here  the 
difficulty  is  not  great  in  that  respect.

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  time  is  getting  on  for  Mr-.  Karayalar  to 
answer. 

MR,  L.  H.  JACOB  (Aff.  Chief  Engineer)  •.  I  will  just  say  that  the 
matter  is  under  the  consideration  of  (lovernment  and  I  hope  Mr, 
Karayalar  will  withdraw  his  motion. 

MR.  s.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta >:  Sir,  at  the  very 
outset  I  stated  that  the  form  of  taxation  is  objectionable  in  its.  very 
nature-  I  did  not  hear  the  Chief  Engineer  on  this  point  as  to  whether  it 
'  is  really  objectionable  or  not.  1  take  it  therefore  that  he  agrees  with 
me  on  the  point  that  it  is  objectionable  in  its  nature.  The  only  thing 
that  worries  him  is  the  loss  of  revenue  that  may  be  occasioned  by  aboli¬ 
tion  of  tolls.  1  have  already  suggested  an  alternative  form  of  taxation 
to  raise  the  revenue  to  make  up  the  loss-  I  did  not  hear  his  answer  on 
that  point. 

Then  he  referred  to  the  inconvenience  that  would  be,  caused,  to 
the  bus  owners  and  others.  That  is  a  matter  for  us  to  express  an  opinion 
on.  We  on  this  side  of  the  House  agree—  I  did  not  hear  any  opposition — 
that,  in  the  larger  interest  and  for  the  convenience  of  the  public  as  a 
whole,  this  form  of  taxation  should  go  and  an  alternative  form  of  taxa¬ 
tion  be  adopted.  I  can  see  that  it  may  cause  hardship  ^individual  cases. 
But  we  have  to  look,  to  the  convenience  of  the  public  as  a  whole  and  not 
to  that  of  a  small  body  of  car  owners.  Even  then  it  is  a  matter  of 
detail  to  be  worked  out,  when  the  actual  scheme  is  put  forward.  I  do 
not  think  that  any  objection  has  been  raised  against  the  principle  in¬ 
volved  in  the  abolition  of  tolls  and  in  the  alternative  form  of  taxation. 
If  I  had  heard  any  objection  to  the  principle  involved  in  it,  I  should 
have  seriously  considered  it  and  tried  to  meet  it.  But  so  long  as  there 
is,  no  objection  to- the  principle,  the  difficulties  do  not  fall  to  be  con¬ 
sidered. 

MR.  PUTHUPALL1  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  What  is  the 
objection  to  the  form  in  which  this  taxation  is  imposed  ?  Will  the  mem¬ 
ber  please  explain  ?  ' 

Mr.  S.  CHaTTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta ) :  I  have-  done  it 
already.  I  am  sorry  I  cannot-  help  the  member  now. 

Ms.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  II)  :  The  member  was 
not. sufficiently  audible. 

Ms.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta)-  When  I  moved 
the  motion  I  did  not  see  the  member  in  his  seat.  He  cannot  certainly 
complain,  that  I  was  inaudible. 

,  Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  Does  the  mem¬ 
ber  agree  that  this  taxation,  that. is  at  toll  gates,  is  imposed  only  on 
vehicle  owners  ? 
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MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta )  :  Primarily  on 
them. 

MR.  PUTHUPALL!  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II);  Does  the  mem¬ 
ber  agree  that  these  vehicle  owners  shall  pay  tax  either  at  the  toll  gate 
or  in  a  Inmp  sum  ? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shenaotta )  :  I  have  already 
explained  that.  Government  have  to  resort  to  some  sort  of  taxation. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  I  am  not  speak¬ 
ing  about  the  Government.  I  am  asking  whether  the  member  agrees 
that  these  vehicle  owners  shall  pay  something  by  way  of  tax. 

MR.  S,  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta):  I  have  already 
clearly  explained  that. 

The  Chief  Engineer  referred  to  certain  difficulties  experienced  in 
the  matter  of  enforcing  the  taxation  on  motor  vehicles  in  British  India. 
But  they  are  all  matters  of  detail  and  they  do  not  affect  the  principle 
underlying  the  abolition  of  tolls.  We  shall  benefit  by  the  difficulties 
that  they  are  experiencing  in  British  iDdia.  We  have  only  to  profit  by 
such  difficulties  and  I  hope  that  we  shall  be  able  to  introduce  a  form  of 
taxation  which  will  avoid  the  difficulties  that  are  being  experienced  in 
British  India. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I )  :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  he  is  agreeable  to  the  position  taken  up  by  some  of 
members  who  spoke  on  this  motion  that  carts  and  vehicles  other  than 
motor  cars  may  be  allowed  free  of  any  tax  ? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta )  :  I  agree  to  that. 
In  fact  that  is  what  I  have  definitely  suggested.  I  have  suggested  the 
adoption  of  an  enactment  on  the  lines  of  the  British  Indian  Motor  Vehi¬ 
cles  Act,  under  which  non-motor  vehicles  are  exempt  from  taxation. 

Mb,  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  If  the  member  agrees  to 
that  position,  may  I  know  from  the  member  whether  it  may  not  be 
more  cohvenient  if  the  owners  of  motor  vehicles  pay  the  tax  in  instal¬ 
ments  as  they  do  at  the  toll  gates  rather  than  in  a.Iump  sum  ? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta ):  No,  under  the 
British  Indian  enactment  the  tax  is  payable  in  instalments  and  not  in  a 

MR.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  (Kunntnad  II)  :  May  I  know  from  the 
taember  whether  the  people  in  British  India  are  not  dissatisfied  with 
the  present  arrangement  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta )  :  There  is  also  the 
counter-agitation.  The  general  position  isiihat  the  Government  are  in 
favour  of  the  continuance  of  the  present  system  of  taxation  on  vehi¬ 
cles. 

Mr,  A.  THANU  PILLAI  {Trimndtuin— Rural) :  Sir,  is  the  rnember 
Withdrawing  the  motion  or  is  he  pressing  the  motion. to  a  division  ? 
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MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta ) :  Sir,  whatever  diffi¬ 
culties  have  been  suggested  on  the  floor  of  this  House  relate  to  matters 
of  detail  which  can  be  worked  out  satisfactorily  when  the  Bill  comes 
before  us  and  I  do  not  think  that  any  serious  objection  can  be  or  has 
been  raised  to  the  abolition  of  tolls  and  to  the  adoption  of  a  motor 
vehicles  Taxation  measure.  On  these  grounds,  I  press  the  motion  to  a 
division. 

PRESIDENT:  I  do  not  think  you  heard  the  ChiefjEngineer  when  he 
stated  that  the  tolls  were  in  themselves  objectionable  and  that,  if  any 
alternative  method  were  found  practicable  it  would  be  adopted.

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAl  ( Trivandrum-Rural )  •  Sir,  I  move  that  the 
allotment  of  Rs  1,28,595  for  Trivandrum  Electric  Supply  be  reduced 
by  Re.  1. 

My  object  in  making  this  motion  is  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
House  one  specific  direction  in  which  the  electric  supply  scheme  can 
be  made  more  useful.  Erom  the  Report  for  3107,  which  we  were 
favoured  with  yesterday.  I  find,  Sir,  that  Government  are  now  making 
a  profit  of  Rs.  53,725  on  a  total  outlay  of  Rs.  6,36,000  which  works 
out  to  about  8  1/3  per  cent.  I  ask — have  Government  invested  their 
money  on  any  other  concern  at  such  a  high  rate  of  interest  ?  Sir,  to 
be  brief,  may  I  ask  whether  Government  should  not  and  would  not  be 
satisfied  with  a  return  of  5  per  cent,  on  the  outlay  ?  The  electric 
supply  scheme  was  started,  I  believe,  mainly  with  the  object  of  lighting 
the  streets  of  the  city.  We  find  many  streets  where  posts  are  put  up, 
and  the  wiring  is  done  and  electricity  is  supplied  to  private  consumers 
but  the  streets  are  not  lighted-  It  appears  that  the  Government  or 
the  authorities  concerned  seem  to  take  delight  in  allowing  some  parts 
of  the  town  to  be  in  darkness  at  night.  My  suggestion  is  this.  It  is 
a  very  workable  and  a  reasonable  suggestion  Government  may  take 
about  five  per  cent,  on  the  outlay,  that  is  after  deducting  all  kinds  of 
charges,  working  and  depreciation  charges.  There  will  still  be  a  sur¬ 
plus  of  over  Rs.  20,000  per  annum  and  this  may  be  utilised  for  lighting 
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more  streets  of  the  town.  After  all,  this  large  profit  is  made  out  of 
money  paid  by  the  Trivandrum  municipal  rate-payers,  and  it  is  for 
their  benefit  that  I  ask  for  more  lighting  of  .the  streets.  I  hope  that 
Government  will  readily  see  their  way  to  accept  my  suggestion.  I 
know  there  is  some  difference  of  opinion  on  this  question  between  the 
Municipality  and  the  Government.  The  facts  about  it  are  not  quite 
clear  to  outsiders  like  myself.  Sir,  the  municipal  rate-payer  is  not  to 
suffer  for  this.  Some  understanding  may  very  well  be  come  to.  After 
all,  Government  can  divert  at  least  Es.  20,000  of  the  annual  profit  for 
the  upkeep  of  move  lights  in  the.  town.  In  many  streets,  as  I  have 
already  stated,  lamp  posts  are  there,  and  other  arrangements  are  also 
made.  Only  the  authorities  should  think  of  lighting  the  streets  and 
more  streets  may  be  given  the  benefit.  With  this  suggestion,  I  beg  to 
make  the  motion. 

f«R.  T.  K,  VELU  PILLAI  CCrivand,um-Urlan)  ■.  I  support  the 
motion,  8'44  per  cent,  is  certainly  a  high  rate  of  interest.  The  Gov¬ 
ernment  may  certainly  be  benefited  by  getting  this  money.  As  has 
been  observed  by  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai,  the  ratepayers  must  also  get  the 
advantages  of  a  good  electric  supply  system.  But  I  am  consoled  to  find, 
Sar,  lower  down  in  the  same  paragraph  referred  to-  by  my  friend,  this 
sentence— 

“A  stage  has  now  reached  when  further  extensions  both  in  generating  plant  and 
in  the  distribution  system  had  to  be  taken  up  and  these  were  engaging  the 
aitentinn  of  the  department  during  the  year  under  report." 

When  the  supply  is  extended  and  more  people  are  benefited, 
naturally  electric  power  can  be  supplied  at  a  cheaper  rate.  That  I 
understand  is  the  intention  of  Government  and  I  presume  it  is  so 
unless  the  official  side  takes  objection  to  my  view  of  the  matter.

The  general  tax-payer  will  not 
lose  by  that.  I  fail  to  understand  how  he  loses.  Why  should  not  the 
concern  be  allowed  to  bp  a  concern  owned  by  Government  for  the 
benefit  of  the  capital,  in  other  words,  for  the  benefit  of  the  State  ? 

MR.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  (Kunnatnad  II) :  The  term  benefits  of 
the  capital  does  not  mean  the  benefits  of  the  State? 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural) :  That  is  a  matter  on 
which  there  is  difference  of  opinion.  I  still  maintain  even  though  I 
now  represent  a  constituency  other  than  the  capital  town,  that  the 
benefit  of  the  capital  is  the  benefit  of  the  State, 

Th'e  official  member  said  that  a  sum  of  Rs.  6,000  originally  spent 
for  maintaining- gas  lights  has  been-  diverted  .from  the  Municipality. 
This  amount  and  another  sum  of  Rs:  11,000  'mentioned  by  him  are 
included  in  the  receipts  of  the  electric  supply,  scheme.  That  makes 
no  difference  as  far  as  my  present  motion  is  concerned.  The  fact  still 
remains  ..that  Government  are  making  the  profit.  When  I  said  that  it  is 
the  Trivandrum  ratepayer  that  pays  this  money,  I  did  not  mean  that 
rates  are  specifically  collected  for  this  purpose.  All  I  .  said  was  that 
the  money  comes  from  the  ratepayer.  After  providing  ‘for  reasonable 
profit  the  balance  of  the  receipts  may  be  utilised  for '  extending  street 
lighting.  I  cannot  see  eye  to  eye  with  tjhe  official  member  when  he 
objects  to  it.  I  thought  this  would  be  readily  agreed  to.  I  also  see 
that  there  is  danger  in  pressing  my  motion  to  a  division.  Still  I  take 
the  risk  and  I  press  it  to  a  division.  ... ,,  ,

.  „ ,  Mr.  E,  V.  KRISHNA  Pt L LAI  (Pattmamtitta)  :  _  Evidently  my  friend 
Mr.  Varughese  has  totally  misunderstood  the  object  and  the  purpose*, 
ofithe  Government  'activity  in  the  matter  of  supply  of  electricity.  Ins 
fact  it  is  not  an  undue,  preference  or  any  <sort  of  preference  shown  to  ' 
Quilon.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Government  and  the  whole  State,  I 
think,  are  to  be  grateful  to  Quilon  for  having  readily  consented  to  be 
the  medium  of.  an  investment  by  which  Government  can  make  very 
decent  profit.  If  this  concern  is  merely  a  luxury,  then  Quilon  people, 
a  majority  of  them,  may  be  even  willing  to  forego  this.  But  the 
Government  do  want  some  such  sort  of  profitable  investment  which  at 
the  same  time  will  be  useful  to  the  public.  They  want  to  develop 
industries  and  commerce  in  important  centres  in  the  State.  We  aft 
■  know  that  Quilon  is,  one  of  the  most  important  centres  of  commerces 
-  and  industry  in  Travancore.  More  than  the  capital  and  more  than, 
all  other  towns  excepting  perhaps  Alleppey,  Quilon  has  many  items  of 
industry  such  as  coir,  cashewnut,  tile,  cotton,  spinning,  weaving,  etw 
If  tne  Government  will  be  in  a  position  to  supply  power  to  these  indus-  \ 
trial  concerns,  certainly  they  will  be  helping  themselves,  and  also  help¬ 
ing  the  development  of  certain  very  important  industries. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Chirayinkil  1) ;  May  I  know  whether  the 
member  is  having  his  permanent  residence  in  Quilon  ?  .  * 

Mr.  E.  V. -KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanumtittai) :  So,  Sir,  about  tbsJ 
Palliva,sa,l  Hydro-Electric  Scheme  referred,  to  . by  Mr.  Varughese,  we] 
are  not  in  a  position  to  know  exactly  whether  that  will  reach  Quilon^ 
now.  If  it  reaches,  it  is  all'right.  ' But  my  information  is  that  accord^. 
.  ing  to, ,the:present  calculation  it  may .  not  reach  Quilon.  Not  as  one^ 
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who  has  any  interest  in  Quilon  but  as  one  who  wants  to  see  Govern¬ 
ment  making  substantial  profits  out  of  investments  of  public  utility,  I 
request  the  mover  and  other  members  of  his  way  of  thinking  to  under- 
stand  that  it  is  not  a  preference  shown  to  Quilon,  But  it  is  a  wise 
step  taken  by  the  Government  in  making  substantial  profits  out,  of 
comparatively  small  investments. 

Ms.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  I  must  confess,  Sir,  that  I  am 
unable  to  understand  the  policy  behind  the  Government  in  launching 
an  electric  scheme  in  Quilon.  I  noted  in  the  Financial  Secretary's 
speech  the  other  day,  when  the  budget  was  presented,  the  relationship  ' 
of  this  Quilon  Electric  Supply  with  the  Hydro-Electric  Scheme  at  Palli¬ 
vasal.  It  is  not.  at  all,  as  has  been  said,  a  part  of  the  scheme  at  Pallivasal 
and  I  have  listened  to  som e  of  the  members  here  not  being  able  to 
understand  the  relationship  between  Pallivasal  and  Quilon.  I  expect; 
Sir,  an  explanation  from  the  Government  benches  how  it  is  a  part  of 
the  scheme  at  Pallivasal.  With  regard  to  the  principle  underlying 
Government  taking  up  this  commercial  enterprise,  viz.,  the  supply  of 
electricity,  I  would  even  call  it  a  deliberate  commercial  enterprise,' 
because  I  read  in  the  Administration  Report  of  the  Trivandrum  Electric 
Supply  that  Government  are  making  a  very  good  profit  of  about  8'44 
per  cent,  and  my  friend  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  also  was  feeling  jealous  of 
the  Government  taking  so  much  gain  on  the  “investment ;  perhaps  it 
may  be  in  consonance  with  the  theory  that  in  a  radical  world  when  a  - 
commercial  enterprise  is  found  to  work  in  profit,  it  is  up  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  step  in  and  nationalise  that  enterprise.  In  that  way  the  gain- 
on  that  account  could  be  applied  to  the  public  good  at  large.  If  such  a 
thing  is  done  by  Government,  I  could  appreciate  it.  Far  from  that ; 
the  gain  derived  in  the  Trivandrum  electric  supply,  Government  offi¬ 
cers  alone  are  enjoying  by  way  of  fat  salaries.’  Not  even  a  single 
pie  is  given  to  the  public  good.  I  cannot  understand  the  reason  why 
Government  of  their  own  accord  should  launch  an  electric  supply'" 
scheme  at  Quilon.  That  Municipality  could  very  well  tackle  that 
question.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  not  only  the  Quilon  Municipality  but  ■ 
also  the  Nagercoil  Municipality  in  season  and  out  of  season  implored 
Government  to  wash  their  hands  off  with  regard  to  the  electric  supply 
scheme. 

MR.  R.  N1LAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary '  to  Government)  : 
Was  it  with  a  loan  or  without  a  loan  from  Government? 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Lqvala)  :  Both.  The  Municipality' is 
also  a  public  body.  It  is  in  a  way  Government  on  a  miniature  scale. 

I  fail  to  see  why  the  Travancore  Government  should  undertake '  the 
supply  of  electricity  on  a  commercial  scale  to  Quilon  alone.  Why  not' 
Nagercoil  as  well?  That  means  Government  are  giving  different  sorts  of 
treatment  to  different  Municipalities.  In  one  case,  Government  spend 
money  to  start  a  scheme  and  execute  it;  in  another  case,  even  when  the  - 
Municipality  was  ready  to  undertake  the  scheme,  Government  not  only 
refused  permission  hut  gave  the  contract  to  a  private  individual;  In: 
spite  of  the  fact  that  the  applicant  or  the  licensee  concerned'  failed ;  to- 
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instal  before  a  particular  date  stipulated  the  necessary  machine  and  all 
that  apparatus,  still  Government  seem  to  encourage  that  private  con¬ 
cern.  After  all,  it  is  to  be  run  only  by  a  private  concern.  In  respect 
of  Nagercoil,  why  should  the  private  concern  be  preferred  to  the  Muni¬ 
cipality?  Further  it  is  a  good  scheme  which  will  fetch  a  good  rate  of 
interest  by  way  of  return.  Under  these  circumstances,  I  do  not  under¬ 
stand  the  principle  underlying  Government  taking  up  this  commercial 
enterprise  at  Quilon  alone.  If  it  is  nationalisation  of  the  scheme  and 
if  the  gain  obtained  by  Government  is  to  be  applied  to  the  good  of  the 
general  public  at  large,  I  can  understand  that.  I  do  not  grudge  such 
schemes  being  undertaken  by  Government.  Apart  from  the  argument 
raised  by  Mr.  Varughese - 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Will  the  Municipality  be  able  to  raise  a  loan? 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  If  they  are  permitted,  they 
could  also  raise  loans. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkai 
Vakil) :  If  they  fail  to  pay,  who  will  pay  ? 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  There  are  ratepayers  to  pay. 
For  that  matter  there  are  funds  known  as  sinking  fund,  depreciation 
fund,  etc.  Why  should  Government  alone  take  the  proud  privilege  of 
launching  an  electric  scheme  as  is  done  in  Quilon.  I  [believe  Govern¬ 
ment  is  composed  of  the  general  public. 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  In  case  the  Municipality  is  unable  to  pay,  then  who  will  pay? 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ) :  The  municipal  ratepayers  will 
be  called  upon  to  pay.  Probably  it  may  extend  to  longer  periods.  In 
half  a  dozen  years,  the  amount  could  be  cleared. 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  Will  the  rate  payers  agree  to  that? 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  '(Tovala) :  It  is  all  for  the  common  good. 

.  MR.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYER  (Kunnatnad  II) :  Does  the  member  object 
to  the  Government  taking  up  the  Quilon  scheme  because  necessary 
permission  was  not  granted  to  the  Nagercoil  Municipality,  but  to  a 
private  person? 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  I  only  want  the  Government 
member  to  enlighten  the  House  on  the  principle  on  which  differential 
treatment  is  accorded  to  various  municipalities  in  the  State.  Why  should 
a  private  concern  be  encouraged  when  the  Municipality  is  prepared  to 
have  its  own  scheme  ? 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government) : 
Could  the  Municipality  raise  a  loan  on  their  own  responsibility? 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  A  modest  estimate  for  the 
supply  of  electricity  will  come  to  about  3  to  4  lakhs  of  rupees.  Any 
major  Municipality  like  the  Nagercoil  Municipality  which  has  good 
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resources  at  hand  can  undertake  to  run  such  a  scheme.  If  the  Govern¬ 
ment  despair  about  the  capacity  of  any  major  Municipality  or  about  its 
ability  to  pay  back  the  loan,  I  can  appreciate  that. 

The  point  I  want  to  know  is  why  different  treatment  should  be  met¬ 
ed  out  to  different  Municipalities,  In  the  one  case,  there  is  a  private  con¬ 
cern  preferred  to  a  Municipality  and  in  the  other  Government  running 
the  scheme  unmindful  of  the  Municipality.  Still  more  wonderful,  the 
private  concern  has  not  installed  the  necessary  machines  under  the 
agreement  before  a  particular  date.  Still  such  a  concern  is  encouraged 
by  Government.  I  am  unable  to  reconcile  the  lenient  attitude  shown 
by  Government  after  all  to  a  private  concern.  This  is  the  point  I  want 
to  get  cleared  from  the  Government  bench. 

MR.  S,  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangxd )  :  I  oppose  the  motion.  The  other 
day  the  Electrical  Engineer  made  us  understand  that  the  scheme  of 
electric  supply  in  Travancore,  not  to  speak  of  Quiion  alone,  is  one  that 
has  a  great  future  before  it  and  that  it  ought  to  be  in  the  hands  of 
Government.  Under  the  ciroumstances  private  agencies  should  not 
be  permitted  to  exploit  the  people  by  rendering  them  any  help  by  way 
of  loans.  The  Quiion  Municipality  in  this  particular  instance  seems  to 
have  applied  for  a  loan  to  the  Government  to  work  up  the  concern. 
But  Government  refused  that  offer,  because  the  whole  Electric  Scheme 
is  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Government,  for  the  reason  that  the  electric 
scheme,  if  completed,  will  solve  various  industrial  and  commercial  pro¬ 
blems  that  confront  the  State.  The  present  day  economic  and  unem¬ 
ployment  problems  could  be  relieved  to  a  great  extent  when  the  Elec¬ 
tric  Scheme  in  Travancore  is  carried  out  and  for  that  it  is  essential 
that  the  scheme  of  Electric  Supply  in  Quiion  Municipality  also  should  be 
done  by  Government  instead  of  leaving  it  to  the  control  of  private 
agencies  and  municipalties. 

Mr.  PUTHUPaLLI  S.  KRISHNA  P1LLA1  (Quiion  II)  :  In  opposing  the 
motion,  I  have  a  few  observations  to  make.  It  wouldfappear  that  the 
mover  of  the  proposition  is  under  a  grave  misapprehension.  Personally 
as  a  representative  of  the  constituency  comprising  the  Quiion  Munici¬ 
pality,  I  would  have  protested  against  the  action  of  Government  in  ap¬ 
propriating  to  themselves  the  privilege  of  starting  an  electricity  scheme 
in  the  Quiion  Municipality.  The  Quiion  Municipality  never  wanted 
Government  to  undertake  this  work.  They  requested  Government  to 
grant  them  permission  to  start  the  work.  Difficulty  came  in  with 
regard  to  funds.  When  they  applied  for  funds,  Government  were  not 
prepared  to  grant  any  further  loans  in  regard  to  this  matter.  Probably 
it  may  be  the  happenings  in  the.  Kottayam  Municipality  that  might 
have  prompted  them  to  adopt  such  a  course.  In  regard  to 
the  starting  of  such  schemes  primarily,  permission  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  has  to  be  obtained  first.  Government  stuck  on  to  that 
principle,  and,  in  doing  so,  they  promised  that,  when  the  time  comes 
for  the  development  of  the  hydro-electric  scheme  at  Pallivasal,  there 
was  the  prospect  of  co-ordinating  the  Quiion  scheme  with  that  bigger 
scheme.  In  the  light  of  that,  it  was  considered  that  it  Would  not  be 
proper  if  the  Quiion  Municipality  were  given  the  privilege  or  the  righj; 
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to  supply  electricity  to  the  Qnilon  town,  If  the  Government  grant  the 
right  to  the  Qnilon  Muncipality  now,  Government  would  surely  stand 
to  lose  heavily  if,  later  on,  after  the  development  of  the  Pallivasal 
scheme,  they  seek  to  link  Quilon  town  supply  with  it.  The  Munici¬ 
pality  will  certainly  dictate  their  own  terms,  and  Government  will 
surely  stand  to  lose  if  they  want  to  get  back  the  right  from  the  Muni- 
cipality.  And  then,  if,  on  account  of  this  difficulty,  Government  are 
not  able  to  extend  the  Pallivasal  scheme  to  Quilon,  people  will  raise  an 
outcry  that  it  was  a  short-sighted  policy  on  the  part  of  Government  to 
have  allowed  the  Quilon  Municipality  to  start  a  local  electric  supply 
scheme  when  the  Government  had  actually  begun  work  in  the  Palli- 
vasai  Scheme.  Personally,  I  know  that  the  Quilon  Municipality  will 
certainly  be  glad  to  start  their  own  scheme. 

Ms.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Burnt)  :  Even  without  a  loam 
from  Government? 

Mr.  PUIHUPALLI  S  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II):  That  is  not  a 
difficult  matter  at  all.  Even  if  the  Government  are  not  prepared  to 
give  us  a  loan,  we  can  easily  raise  money.  Several  people  are  prepared 
to  advance  money  to  the  Quilon  Municipality..  The  Quilon  Municipality 
is  not  a  pamper  Municipality.  They  have  their  own  assets,  their  own 
reserves  and  resources. 

I  was  submitting,  Sir,*  that  it  would  be  considered  to  be  short¬ 
sighted  policy  on  the  part  of  Government  if  they  now  grant  the  right 
to  the  Quilon  Municipality  and  later  on  find  themselves  at  the  mercy  of 
the  Quilon  Municipality  for  extending  the  Pallivasal  Scheme  to  Quilon, 

Further,  it  would  apppear  that  there  are  two  out-of-use  dynamos 
or  engines  in  the  Trivandrum  Power  House,  which  Government  are 
anxious  to  dispose  of  now.  The  Electrical  Engineer,  of  course,  calls 
them  small  plants.  But,  even  to  the  biggest  factory  owner  in  Travan- 
core,  I  am  sure,  these  engines  will  be  big  plants.  Therefore,  there  may 
not  be  any  in  Travancore  who  could  afford  to  purchase  these  plants  for 
their  real  worth.  Naturally,  therefor,  Government  cannot  hope  to  get 
anything  like  an  adequate  or  fair  price  for  these  plants  by  sale,  in 
auction'or  by  private  negotiation.  On  the  other  hand,  by  sending  them 
on  to  Quilon  for  the  new  scheme  to  be  started  there,  the  Electrical 
Engineer  can  fix  his  own  price  and  charge  the  Quilon  scheme  for  that. 
That  is  a  bargain  not  to.  be  lost  sight  of. 

Ms.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Too ala) :  May  I  know  whether  the 
member  is  aware  that  the  Nagereoil  Municipality  offered  a  better  price 
for  these  plants  ? 

Mr.  PUTHUPALL1  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  I  do  not  know 
that.  I  do  not  know,  for  that  matter,  what  the  Qnilon  Municipality 
would  do  if  the  plants  are  offered  to  them  for  sale.  Personally,  if  I  am 
asked,  I  would  reject  them.  Anyhow,  Sir,  in  a  business  proposition 
like  this,  this  is  a  very,  important  matter  that  has  to  be  taken  into 
account. 
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With  these  wonts,  I  oppose  the  motion. 

MB.  K.  XUNJUKRISHSIA  Pi'LLAI  (Quilon  I)  ■  I  rise  to  oppose  the 
motion.  There  are  two  aspects  of  this  question,  which  have  been  raised. 
One  is  that  the  mover  of  the  motion  seems  to  have,  at  the  back  of  his 
mind,  that  Government  are  doing  something  very  favourable  to  the 
Quilon  Municipality,  and  giving  them  something  in  the  nature  of  a 
luxury  ;  and  he  asks  the  renresentatives  of  the  people  here  to  protest 
against  tha,}-  I  shall  deal  with  that  first. 

With  regard  to  a  town  like  Quilon,  or  for  that  matter,  Trivandrum 
or  Nagorcoil,  or  any  other  town,  it  must  be  conceded  that,  what  may 
appear  to  a  resident  of  a  local  area,  a  man  iu  a  village,  as  a  luxury  may 
not  at  all  be  a  luxury  but  a  vital  necessity  to  a  citizen  of  a  town.  Sir, 
these  towns,  Quilon  for  instance,  are  not  merely  for  the  permanent  re¬ 
sidents  there  alone.  They  are  made  use  of— all  the  comforts  and  con¬ 
veniences  provided  there  .no  mode  use  of — by  all  sorts  of  people  often 
coming  there  from  all  parts  of  the  country.  And,  for  the  proper  main¬ 
tenance  of  these  towns  with  all  its  so-called  luxuries,  the  attractions,  it 
is  the  permanent  residents  alone  that  are  directly  taxed.  If,  therefore, 
objection  is  taken  on  the  ground  that  the  proposed  scheme  is  intended 
for  the  benefit  of  the  people  actually  residing  there,  I  want  to  raise  my 
emphatic  protest  against  that,.  I  am  familiar,  Sir,  with  such  objections 
raised  with  regard  to  the  huge  sums  of  money  spent  on  electric  supply 
and  water  supply  for  tire  town  of  Trivandrum.  Sir,  as  I  have  already 
pointed  out,  towns  should  not  be  viewed  as  being  intended  for  the  actual 
residents  alone.  Towns  are  places  where  a  cosmopolitan  population  is 
always  to  be  found  ;  and  it  is,  therefore,  absolutely  fair  that  towns  are 
maintained  out  of  the  general  revenues  of  the  State  as  well.  Everyone 
in  the  State,  who,  .for  some  thing  or  other,  comes  to  the  town  and 
enjoys  the  amenities  there,  ought  to  contribute  to  the  upkeep  of  the 
so-called  luxuries  in  towns.  Every  responsible  citizen  of  the  State  must 
realise  that  responsibility  of  his.  It  is  up  to  him  to  see  that,  in  his  own 
interest,  towns  are  maintained  properly  and  improved.  That  aspect  of 
the  question,  has  to  be  borne  in  mind  when  this  question  is  tackled. 

Then,  Sir,  in  regard  to  the  question  as  to  whether  the  Government 
are  embarking  upon  the  scheme  as  a  business  proposition,  I  submit  that, 
soiar  as  I  have  been  able  to  see,  Government  have  fully  considered  it 
in  all  its  aspects  and  satisfied  themselves  that  it  will  be  a  paying  concern 
because,  unlike  Nagorcoil,  in  Quilon,  there  is  the  possibility  of  greater 
consumption  of  power.  Quilon  is  a  fairly  big  industrial  centre.  There 
are  huge  factories  there. 

MB.  M.  SIVATAMU  PILLAl  (Tom, la) :  May  I  ask  whether  the  mem¬ 
ber  has  any  idea  of  the  number  of  looms  working  in  Nagercoil  ? 

MB.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PIUAI  (Quilon  I):  Yes;  and  I  also  know 
there  is  not  a  single  power  loom  in  Nagercoil ;  and  I  cannot  easily 
envisage  the  possioility  of  power  looms  springing  up  in  the  twinkling  of 
an  eye.  On  the  other  'hand,  Sir,  in  Quilon,  there  is  the  singular  experi¬ 
ment  of  a  big  cotton  mill ;  there  are  the  factories  of  Harrisons  and 
Crosfield,  Ltd.,  saw'  mills,  coir  factories  and  about  a  dozen  tile  factories 
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These  are  huge  permanent  consumers  of  electric  power.  Sir,  where  is 
the  comparison  between  Quilon  and  Nagercoil  with  regard  to  industrial 
development,  and  the  possibility  of  consumption  of  electric  energy  ? 
I  do  not  think  anybody  will  try  to  controvert  that  point. 

Sir,  Government  seems  to  have  considered  the  Question  as  a  busi¬ 
ness  proposition;  and,  judging  from  the  figures  furnished  by  the 
Electrical  Engineer,  it  seems  to  be  a  profitable  venture.  And,  if  it  is 
going  to  be  a  profitable  concern,  why  not  the  Government  undertake 
it  ?  That  aspect  of  the  matter  has  also  to  be  taken  into  account. 
Further,  now  that  the  Pallivasal  Scheme  is  to  be  developed,  why  should 
the  Government  leave  a  particular  centre  in  the  hands  of  fa  corporation 
and  lose  all  chances  of  getting  some  big  permanent  consumers  at  this 
end?  Sir,  the  success  of  the  Pallivasal  Scheme  depends  on  the  quantity 
of  energy  consumed.  Is  it  wise  on  the  part  of  the  representatives  of 
the  people  to  advise  Government  to  lose  a  consumer  who  is  ready,  right 
now,  to  consume  a  considerable  portion  of  the  energy  produced?  These 
aspects  of  the  question  ought  to  engage  the  attention  of  the  House  more 
than  the  question  of  one  Municipal  town  getting  some  advantage  or 
convenience.  It  is  not  wise  or  right  to  argue  that  point  on  that  narrow 
line.  I  hope  and  trust  that  all  my  friends  here  will  reject  the  motion 
now'  before  the  House. 

Mb.T,  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Urban)  ;  I  was  very  happy  to 
listen  to  the  speeches  of  some  of  my  friends  when  they  advocated  an 
electric  supply  scheme  for  Quilon.  They  have  put  forth  some  reasons 
in  support  of  their  position.  I  would  also  try  to  put  it  on  a  different 
reason. 

Sir,  Government  exist  for  the  protection  of  the  permanent 
interests  of  the  people.  A  Municipal  Council,  allured  by  the  chances 
of  profit,  may  embark  on  certain  schemes  which  at  last  may  prove  dis¬ 
astrous.  I  remeinblr,  there  is  a  Section  in  the  Municipal  Regulation 
which  says  that,  when  a  Municipal  Council  is  going  to  deprive  itself  of 
its  permanent  interests  for  some  of  its  ephemeral  needs,  Government  has 
a  duty  to  interfere.  I  do  not  distinctly  remember  the  Section  exactly, 
but  I  was  present  in  the  Legislative  Council  when  that  was  passed. 
Sir,  here  is  an  instance  of  the  Government  discharging  its  duties  under 
.  tihat  Section.  The  electric  supply  scheme  for  Quilon  will  certainly  cost 
some  money.  The  Municipality  may  float  a  loan  and  start  the  work 
and  have  the  scheme  working.  But,  in  a  few  years,  the  Pallivasal 
Scheme  will  begin  to  work  and  there  will  be  material  change  in  the 
circumstances.  There  is  vast  difference,  Sir,  between  large  scale  pro¬ 
duction  and  small  scale  production,  so  that,  it  will  be  possible  to  sell 
energy  from  the  Pallivasal  Scheme  much  cheaper  than  the  energy  from 
any  local  scheme.  Therefore,  when  the  bigger  scheme  comes  into  force, 
the  people  of  Quilon  will  naturally  grumble  that  they  have  to  pay  more 
than  their  neighbours.  There  is  that  danger  ahead  which  has  to  be 
borne  in  mind  by  the  persons  who  attack  the  venture  now. 
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Sir,  I  was  very  glad  to  hear  Mr.  Knnjukrishna  Pillai  when  he  made 
out  the  case  that  there  is  no  divergence  between  the  interests  of  the 
towns  and  the  interests  of  the  country.  They  are  one  entity.  The 
country  cannot  get  on  without  towns.  It  is  the  towns  which  provide 
markets  for  the  country.  There  is  also  the  spiritual  aspect.  It  is  the 
towns  which  enable  people  to  nurse  their  minds  and  help  to  lead  a 
decent  life.  I  fail  therefore  to  see  why  the  town  should  be  tabooed. 
Towns  and  the  country  are  the  same  in  a  State  like  Travancore. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I)  ■  May  I  know  whether 
the  Government  recognise’jthe  requirements  of  the  Quilon  town  and 
are  going  to  spend  this  particular  amount  without  any  idea  of  repay- 

MR.  T.  K,  VELU  PILLAI  ;  ( Trivandrum —  Urban)  If  the  Government 
do  that  I  would  not  congratulate  Government.  That  question  has  been 
answered  in  a  prophetic  manner  by  some  of  my  friends.  Government 
has  no  business  to  waste  their  money.  There  are  two  engines  in  Tri¬ 
vandrum  without  any  work.  Should  they  be  sold  at  this  time  of 
economic  depression  ?  To  sell  them  would  not  be  profitable.  When  the 
Pallivasal  scheme  comes  into  operation  they  will  give  electricity  cheaper 
rather  than  encourage  the  Municipal  Council  to  lose  the  money.  By 
selling  Pallivasal  electricity  at  a  cheaper  rate,  Government  will  be 
making  huge  profits . 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  8.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon II ):  Does  not  the 
member  know  that  at  the  time  when  the  Pallivasal  Scheme  is  developed 
all  that  the  Government  will  have  to  do  is  to  remove  these  two  engines 
and  that  no  further  inifcialjoutlay  would  be  necessary  for  bringing  the 
current  to  Quilon  from  any  other  place  ? 

Mr,  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Urban)  :  Yes,  certainly. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II) :  Is  the  member 
supporting  or  opposing  the  motion  ? 

MR.  T.  K  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Urban)  I  am  sorry,  Sir,  that 
even  at  3  o’  clock  there  should  be  such  a  difficulty.  I  have  been  making 
clear  my  paints  and  I  thought  my  friend  understood  it  that  I  am  sup¬ 
porting  him. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  What  is  the  signi¬ 
ficance  of  the  3  o’  clock  ? 

Mr.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Urban)  ■.  It  is  at  3  o’  clock  that 
people  fall  asleep. 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Tiruvalla  I) aj&d)  crbacniffirmoaemo  &0 

MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Urban)  :  Sir,  I  am  not  going 
to  answer  that  question. 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)' 
Sir,  the  first  point  that  has  to  be  answered  with  regard  to  the  cut 
motion  relates  to  the  objection  raised  with  regard  to  Government  finan¬ 
cing  such  so-called  luxury  prospects  when  Government  have  to  find  fund 
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for  other  public  works.  The  answer  to  that  is  that  Government  are 
investing  this  surplus  money  on  such  enterprises  so  that  they  may  get  a 
remunerative  return.  Government  now  ordinarily  get  about  3J  to  4  % 
as  interest  on  their  investments.  If  the  same  amount  could  be  spent  in 
the  country  and  if  an  adequate  return  could  be  obtained  for  that  invest¬ 
ment,  it  will  provide  employment  to  the  people  and  the  benefit  would  go 
to  the  general  tax-payer. 

Mr.  A.iTHANU  PlLLAi  (Trivadrum—liural)  :  What  will  bo  the  ade¬ 
quate  return  according  to  the  member  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)  . 
Anything  above  5  %• 

MR.  A.  THANU  PlLLAi  (Trivandrum — Rural)  :  According  to  the 
present  calculations,  will  the  residents  of  the  Qnilon  Municipality  have 
to  pay  above  5  %  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  [Electrical  Engineer  to  Govern, rent): 
The  residents  in  the  Quilon  Municipality  will  have  to  pay  only  at  the 
rates  that  are  prevailing  at  Trivandrum. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PiLLA!  (.Trivandrum — Rural):  May  I  know  whether 
according  to  the  present  calculation  it  will  be  -  5  %  or  8  %  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)  : 
According  to  the  forecast  of  the  revenue,  it  will  be  5  %. 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  P1LLAI  (Quilunll)  :  Will  it  be  cheaper 
than  the  current  supplied  to  Kottayam  Municipality  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government ) : 
It  will  be  much  cheaper,  I  understand  that  a  consumer  at  Kottayam 
has  to  pay  8  annas  per  unit. 

Sir,  the  next  question  is  with  regard  to  the  Government  taking  up 
the  work  instead  of  leaving  them  to  the  Municipality.  All  electric 
supply  undertakings  are  nowadays  taken  up  by  Government.  Even  if 
the  money  required  for  the  initial  expenditure  could  be  found  by  the 
Municipality  by  raising  a  loan,  it  has  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  every 
year  as  the  supply  becomes  popular  the  lines  will  have  to  be  extended 
throughout  the  town  and  more  capital  has  to  be  spent,  which  means 
that  if  the  Municipality  has  not  sufficient  reserve  behind  it,  it  will  have 
to  raise  loans  year  after  year.  It  has  to  be  expected  that  when  the 
Municipality  raises  a  loan  the  rate  of  interest  will  be  higher  than  when 
the  Government  raise  a  loan.  Apart  from  that  question,  there  is  also 
this  aspect  to  be  considered-  Government  are  starting  .  electric  supply 
at  Quilon  only  because  there  is  a  definite  demand  for  it.  The  ultimate 
object  of  Government  is  to  link  up  this  supply  with  the  major  scheme 
at  Pallivasal.  The  Pallivasal  scheme  will  take  at  least  8  years  to 
mature.  It  is  necessary  to  create  a  demand  in  the  meantime  and 
make  the  supply  popular.  Judging  by  the  experience  at  Trivandrum, 
it  is  to  be  expected  that  when  the  Pallivasal  scheme  comes  into 
operation,  the  load  at  Quilon  would  be  sufficiently  large  to  justify  the 
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extension  of  the  net  work.  If  on  the  other  hand  the  Quilon  supply  ia 
not  taken  up  now  and  if  the  energy  has  to  be  brought  straightaway 
from  Kottayam,  the  additional  expenditure  will  work  out  to  about 
Bs.  6  lakhs  and  an  adequate  return  of  this  extension  will  be  proble¬ 
matical.  But  on  the  other  hand,  if  a  small  scheme  is  worked  up  it  is 
expected  that  in  four  or  five  years’  time  the  consumption  would  so 
develop  that  the  return  from  it  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  interest  and 
overhead  charges.  Although  only  Bs.  1’5  lakhs  is  provided,  in  the 
budget  for  1109,  the  actual  estimate  is  Bs.  2’1  lakhs.  Even  if  this 
expenditure  is  increased  when  the  Pallivasal  scheme  is  to  he  linked,  the 
only  superfluous  expenditure  will  be  the  cost  of  the  two  engines.  It  is 
not  that  these  engines  are  superfluous  or  are  not  in  satisfactory  work¬ 
ing  condition  as  mentioned  by  one  of  the  members.  The  Quilon  scheme 
will  have  the  engines  at  the  depreciated  value  for  the  last  four  years’ 
running  so  that  although  the  book  value  of  the  engines  is  Bs.  34,000 
the  actual  value  when  transferred  to  Quilon  will  be  about  25  per¬ 
cent.  less. 

Thon  another  reason  why  Government  are  initiating  the  supply  at 
Quilon  is  with  a  view  to  effect  uniformity  of  rates.  It  may  sometimes 
happen  that  one  particular  locality  may  not  be  so  prosperous  as  another. 
In  one  locality  the.  electric-supply  may  be  profitable.  But  in  another  it 
may  not  be  so.  If  it  is  in  the  hands  of  a  private  agency,  it  will  not  be 
possible  to  make  the  rates  uniform  in  all  places.  Electricity  can  very 
rightly  he  regarded  as  a  national  industry  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
Pallivasal  scheme  aims  at  the  distribution  over  a  very  large  area  it  is 
only  right  that  Government  should  consider  this  scheme  of  supply  and 
distribution  as  a  nationalised  undertaking.  These  are  all  the  points 
that  I  have  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House.  , 

MB.  T.  K.  VELU  PH.LAI  (Trivandrum  — Urban)  :  Sir,  on  a  point  of 
personal  explanation.  All  that  I  meant  when  I  said  3’o  clock  is  that 
we  sit  by  day  while,  the  House  of  Commons  sits  by  night.

Mil.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AlYAR  (Kunnatnad  II) :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move 
that  the  allotment  of  Bs.  14,82,717  under  Demand  XI  be  reduced  by 


When  I  tabled  this  motion,  Sir,  I  had  two  objects  in  view,  the 
first  to  find  how  the  budget  estimate  for  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Eleotrio 
Scheme  has  gone  up  from  Bs.  36  lakhs  to  Bs.  70  lakhs  and  whether  this 
scheme  could  be  worked  on  a  commercial  basis,  and  secondly  to  discuss 
whether  the  Government  had  any  regular  policy  in  the  matter  of 
placing  contracts  for  work  and  supply. 

As  regards  the  first  point,  after  I  tabled  this  motion,  the  Electrical 
Engineer  has  read  to  the  House  a  very  eiaborate,statement  explain* 
ing  how  the  budget  estimate  has  gone  up  and  also  showing  sufficient 
reasons  that  it  could  still  be  worked  on  a  commercial  basis.  I  do  not 
therefore  press  that  point. 

It  is  only  on  the  other  point  that  I  have  to  submit  a  few  words. 
I  should  like  to  make  it  clear  that  as  far  as  possible  contracts  for  work 
and  supply  should  be  placed  with  Travancoreans.  Besides  the  scheme 
being  a  very  costly  one,  there  is  the  other  aspect  of  the  question,  that 
during  these  days  of  great  economic  depression  Government  are  spend¬ 
ing  a  fairly  large  amount  out  of  the  accumulated  reserves ;  and  if  these 
reserves  are  indirectly  spent  within  the  country  itself  the  people  would 
be  benefited  to  a  very  large  extent  thereby.  My  point  therefore  is  that 
the  department  should  enunciate  for  itself  a  regular  policy,  a  policy, 
by  which  as  far  as  possible  contracts  for  work  and  supply  should  be 
placed  only  with  Travancoreans.  There  is  also  the  fact  that  a  foreign 
specialist  in  tunnelling  work  has  been  got.  Since  he  is  an  expert  in  the 
line,  it  is  possible  for  him  to  make  Travancoreans,  even  though  they 
are  inexperienced,  do  tunnelling  work.  I  found  a  tender  notioe  the 
other  day  in  the  Government  Gazette  which  makes  it  absolutely  im¬ 
possible  for  Travancoreans  to  compete  for  contracts  in  tunnelling 
work,  because  previous  experience  of  tunnelling  work  was  an  essential 
requisite  for  giving  tenders. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon.  II) :  Have  wa  not 
one  tunnel  already  in  Travancore,  I  mean  the  Varkalai  tunnel  ? 

'  MR.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AlYAR  ( Kunnatnad ) :  I  do  not  know  whether 
experience  as  in  the  Varkalai  tunnel  is  the  sort  of  thing  that  is.  re¬ 
quired  now.  I  am  not  an  expert.  I  speak  only  generally.  Since 
there  is  an  expert  who  knows  how  to  make  other  people  work,  it  would 
ba  much  better  if  the  works  are  given  to  Travancoreans,  and  even 
though  they  are  inexperienced  in  tunnelling,  he  could  be  present  on  the 
spot  and  he  can  make  them  work.  Thu?  a  very  large  amount  of 
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money  that  will  otherwise  go  to  a  foreign  contractor  could  be  obtained 
by  the  Travancoreans  there  selves.  Of  course  I  do  not  say  that  even  if  - 
the  work  could  be  done  only  inefficiently  under  any  circumstances  by 
the  Travancoreans,  the  work  should  not  be  given  to  foreigners  capable 
of  doing  it  efficiently.  Consistent  with  efficiency,  as  far  as  possible, 
the  Government  should:  enunciate  for  themselves  a  policy  by  which 
the,  money:  spent  .towards  ;the.  scheme  could  be  spent  in  Travancore' 
itself.  That  is  all  my  submission. 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (. Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)  : 
Sir,  as  regards  the  placing, of  contracts,  Government  have  already' 
enunciated  a  policy  and  have  definitely  ordered  the  departments  con-  : 
cemed:  to  award  contracts  as  far  as  possible  only  to  Travancoreans.  I  say, 

*  as  far  as:  possible  ’  because  in  certain  special  works  which  may  not  be  ; 
possible  for  local  contractors  to  handle  either  due  to  want  of  technical  ■ 
knowledge  or  due  to  want  of  finance  or  due-. to  want  of  the  necessary 
tools  and  plants  it  may  be  necessary  to  engage  outside  agency.  .  In  the 
case  of  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric  project  about  twenty  lakhs  of 
rupees  will  be  spent  on  works  which  the  local  contractors  can  handle, 
Even  in'  the  Construction  of  the  tunnel,  although  the  contracts  may  be 
placed  with  a  foreign  contractor  all  excluding  expert  labourers  will  be 
recruited  in- Travancore.  By  ‘expert  labourers’  I  mean  the  people 
who  are  experienced  in  drilling  and  who  are  actually  engaged  in  the  ' 
dangerous  operations  connected  with  blasting  and  in  the  handling  of 
explosives. 

Mr.  PUTHUPAUI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Qnilon  II)  Have  we  not 
here  sufficient  men  who  are  experienced  in  handling  explosives? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (.Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)  : 

I  am,  afraid  not.  The  explosives  that  are  required  for  tunnel  construe- 
■  tionare.of  a;  totally  different  nature  altogether. 

MR.  PUTHUPAUI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  How  is  it  that, 
we  are.  blasting  ali  these  rocks  ? 

MR-  K,  P,  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)  : 
Thai  is  ..a  simple  work  comparatively.  The  explosives  -that  are  required 
for  .tunnel  work. are  very  dangerous  and  require  special  training  in  ■ 
handling,.  ,  . 

.  Mr.  PUTHUPAUI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II) :  Theny  are 
the  Travancoreans  permitted  only  to  remove  all  tb#  debris  and  the 
.  rubble.?  .  -  ■  . 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)  : 
Ther.e  are  other  works  connected  with  tunnelling,  e.  g.,  the  mechanical 
work  shop,  the  compressor'plant,  the  water  supply  and  electric  systems,, 
inedentai  to  the  main  work  of  actual  driving  and  such  works  could  be 
handled  by,  local  men.  The  actual  drivers  themselves  may  have  to  be 
got  dawn  from  outside  because  previous  experience  is  very  essential. 
Otherwise;  the  work  may  ba  delayed,  and  Government  may  find, 
themselves  incurring  unnecesaaryloss. 
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With  regard  to  the  Varkalai  tunnel  which  was  constructed!  years 
ago,  I  made  enquiries  with  one  of  the  old  Engineers  and  I  was  told 
thatit'Was  done  by  Italian  Engineers.  Atthat  time  all  the  modem.-, 
plant  and  machinery  were  not  available  and  the  local  labourers:  that, 
had  occasion  to  handle  them  at  that  time  are  not  alive  now. 

With  regard  to  the  contracts  for  materials  and  machinery  of:  a 
special  nature  it  may  not  be  possible  to  get  them:  done  locally,  but, 
■wherever  possible,  for  instance,  towers  for  transmission  lines  etc.,  every., 
consideration  will  be  taken  into  account  with  a  view  to .  give  employ-  ; 
ment'to  as  large  a  number  of  local  labour  as  possible.

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I)  :  Sir,  my  motion: 
is  to  the  following  effect : 

To  jeduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  37,17.0  for  establishment  by  Bs.  10, 

The  object  of  my  motion  is  to  press  on-  the- attention  of ,  Governs- 
meat  the  necessity  of  taking  prompt  measures,  to,  combat.-  lastflss 
delays.  Sir,  the  -  question  of  law’s  delays  has  -  become.  >  a-.  sort  t  ofr.r. 
perpetual  complaint  '  in .  Travancore.  Probably  it  is  not  :  confinfld:  to- 
Travancore,  as  is  seen  from  its  wide-range  and  compass-,  on  account -of : 
its  prevalence  in  British  India  and  .the  British  Isles-  also.  In,-.  Great: 
Britain,  recently  there  has  been  agitation  not  only to  expedite  ,  the-, 
administration  of  justice  but  also  to  cheapen  it.  Some  measures :  have- 
been  adopted  by  the.  Courts  of  Justice  in  England  by- introducing  what 
is. known  as  ‘the  new  procedure  lists’  for,  the. trial,  of  cases.  In. 
British  India  also,  a  committee  was  appointed.-  some  years-  ago  to  ga, 
into’ the  question  and  certain  measures  were  suggested  and  carried  out- 
It  is  not  necessary  to  refer  to  other  places  where. similar  agitation,  was 
afoot.  In  Travancore,  there  was  considerable  agitation:  and  a  Committee- 
was  appointed  with  a  Commissioner  .  as  its  head,  who  submitted  .  at 
report  as  to  the  causes  of  law’s  delays  and  how  to  remove--  them,,.  It  *, 
is.sometime  since  the  report  was  submitted  to  .  Government.  The- 
authorities,  I. thought,  were  contented  with„it,.bat-as  ygt nothing- seems  ,• 
to, go  forward.  The  Commissioner  divM^fea.HCOTsnwrf 
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main  heads  ;  first,  delay  caused  by  the  nature  of  the  laws  themselves  ; 
and  secondly  delay  can  sod  in  the  administration  of  the  existing  laws. 
The  first  branch,  that  is  to  say,  the  modification  of  the  current  statutory 
law  is  certainly  a  matter  which  does  not  require  much  consultation 
with  others  and  the  Law  Officers  of  Government  should  have  been  in  a 
position  to 'tell  the  Government  of  the  need  of  removing  the  statutory 
clogs.  Had  their  opinion  been  obtained,  it  was  open  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  on  the  legislative  side  to  introduce  necessary  amendments  into 
the  current  statutes  or  to  enact  new  statutes  in  the  interests  of  speedy 
justice.  I  do  not  know  whether  any  step  has  been  taken  in  that 
direction  by  anybody  interested  in  the  subject.  As  for  the  short¬ 
comings  in  the  application  of  the  laws  now  in  force,  no  doubt,  the 
matter  would  require  examination  to  understand  what  is  amiss.  The 
Law’s  Delays  Officer  has,  however,  made  various  recommendations  in 
that  direction  also.  One  such  recommendation  is  for  the  establishment 
of  additional  courts  for  working  out  the  arrears.  Another  is  for  a 
suitable  re-adjustment  of  the  existing  courts  so  that,  by  a  reduction  in 
the  range  and  trouble,  justice  may  be  expedited.  There  are  various 
other  recommendations  with  which  it  is  not  necessary  to  deal  at  this 
stage.  What  I  am  placing  before  the  House  now  is  the  indifference  of 
Government  in  not  bestowing  anything  dike  serious  consideration  on 
the  Commissioner’s  report.  A  distribution  of  territorial  jurisdiction,  if 
necessary,  is  not  a  very  difficult  problem.  In  certain  instances,  the 
shifting  of  one  court  from  one  centre  to  another  is  quite  easy  and  can 
very  conveniently  be  carried  out.  In  certain  centres,  new  courts  may 
have  to  be  provided.  Anyhow  it  is  an  urgent  question  and  cannot  be 
put  off.  To  allow  things  as  they  are  would  mean  an  accumulation  of 
arrears  which  would  require  Herculean  efforts  to  clear  off.  The  causes 
which  have  been  dealt  with  by  the  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner  seem  to 
call  for  further  consideration  as  regards  the  personnel  of  the  courts  and 
the  efficiency  of  the  Bar  and  the  Bench.  In  the  matter  of  the  personnel 
of  the  courts,  the  Government  should  try  to  ascertain  whether  sufficient 
and  searching  attention  is  being  paid  at  the  periodical  inspections  by 
superior  courts  of  the  work  of  the  subordinate  courts.  Year  after  year 
some  of  the  courts  are  being  inspected  by  the  learned  Judges  of  the 
High  Court.  To  what  is  this  inspection  directed  ?  Does  such  inspec¬ 
tion  take  into  account  the  nature  and  quantity  of  the  work  turned  out 
by  the  subordinate  Judicial  Officers  ?  Or  is  it  confined  only  to  an 
examination  of  the  records  of  the  courts  irrespective  of  judicial  work 
turned  out  by  the  courts?  What  we  see  is  that,  in  spite  of  the  periodical 
inspections  conducted  by  learned  judges,  no  subordinate  judicial  officer 
has  yet  been  reported  to  be  above  or  below  the  normal  level  of 
efficiency.  The  subordinates  would  seem  all  alike,  as  if  they  are  like 
peas.  Prom  that,  it  may  be  inferred  that  the  so-called  inspection  is  only 
a  routine  inspection  of  the  registers  preserved  in  the  courts.  I  am 
submitting,.  Sir,  to  find -out  the  efficient  officer  and  distinguish  him 
f  rom  the  sort  of  officer  one  does  not  wish  to  encourage,  the  scope  of  in- 
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epectios  should  be  widened  and  made  more  penetrative.  Such  an 
inspection  alone  will  lead  to  an  elimination  of  the  inefficient  officers 
from  those  up  to  the  mark.  That  is  one  aspect. 

Then  as  to  the  methods  of  recruitment,  a  percentage  has  now  been 
recommended  by  the  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner,  from  the  Bar 
direct.  That  percentage  may  be  immediately  brought  into  force, 
seeing  that  the  current  system,  with  a  preponderance  in  favour  of 
clerks,  has  not  been  working  satisfactorily.  I  think  nothing,  however, 
has  been  done  in  that  direction. 

Thirdly,  with  respect  of  the  efficiency  of  the  Bar,  the  enrolment  of 
a  pleader  in  a  court  of  law  demands  now  only  one  pre-requisite,  namely, 
that  he  should  have  passed  some  specified  law  examinations,  like  the 
pleadership  or  the  B.  L.  examination.  In  my  humble  opinion,  the  bare 
success  in  the  examination,  however  creditable  in  itself,  is  not  a  sufficient 
equipment  for  a  legal’practitioner.  Some  further  training  is  needed  to 
make  him  understand  the  application  of  the  law.  The  State  as  a  whole 
has  a  right  to  be  served  by  jjhe  most  efficient  Bar.  Let  there  be  no 
room  for  the  tumblings  of  tiros  and  raw  recruits.  The  pleadership 
examination  has  now  been  suspended.  So  there  is  no  risk  of  further 
recruitment  to  the  Bar  from  that  quarter.  No  doubt  the  successful 
pleadership  candidates  already  enrolled  occasionally  contend  that  they 
are  superior  to  the  B.  L’s.  I  am  not  saying  anything  about  theimerits 
of  that  contention.  But  the  graduate-in-law  seeking  admission  to  the 
Bar  requires  further  training.  That  is  a  proposition  which  I  am 
prepared  to  endorse.  In  short,  the  efficiency  of  the  Bar  has  to  be 
kept  in  view  so  that  the  administration  of  justice  may  be  carried-  on  as 
Speedly  as  possible.  In  the  case  of  persons  who  have  had  sufficient 
practice  at  the  Bar,  there  is  another  factor  to  be  taken  into  considera¬ 
tion.  In  England,  as  I  said,  the  cry  at  present  is  to  cheapen  justice 
and  to  expedite  its  work-x  They  seem  to  deal  with  the  question  as  if 
these  two  aspects  are  independent  and  separate  in  the  administration 
of  law.  Whatever  that  be  as  regards  England,  here  in  Travancore 
the  one  aspect  is  not  without  its  repercussion  upon  the  other.  Much 
of  the  applications  for  adjournments  may  be  traceable  to  the  inability 
of  the  litigants  to  satisfy  the  court  or  the  Vakil  when  payment  is 
demanded.  So  much  so,  a  case  may  be  seen  to  be  dragged  from  point 
to  point  upon  a  number  of  petitions  for  adjournment  on  grounds  other 
than  the  real  ones  that  is  to  say  such  as  the  plea  of  illness  and  other 
inconveniences.  These  pleas  are  put  forward  with  a  view  generally 
that  the  Vakil  is  paid  all  his  dues  before  the  case  closes.  .  .  .  , 

MR.  T.  K.  VELD  PILLA1  (Trivcmdruin-Urbcm) :  Is  -  not  the  illness 
mentioned  by  the  Vakils  true  ?  i  : 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzfia  I ) :  In  some  cases  they 
a^e  true.  I  do  not  know  of  all  cases,  but  I  know  enough  of  economic 
depression  in  disguise  as  illness  and  inconvenience.  ;  ,  . 

Mr.  PUTHUPALL!  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  II)  :  What  about  the 
adjournments  occasioned. by  the  absence  of  the  Judges-themselyes  ?- 
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r«R.  P-  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I):  _  In  thijir  case, 
they  take  leave  because  they  are  entitled  to  it.  It  is  inevitable.  I 
am  submitting  then  that  the  client  finds  much  difficulty  to  furnish 
funds,  at  particular  stages  of  the  case,  -say  the  examination  of  witnesses 
or  some  such  necessary  step  for  the  progress  of-the  case.  Then  also 
"we  come  across  applications  for  adjournments.  Therefore  it  may  be 
'gathered,  that  the  economic  condition  of  the  ordinary  litigant  is  such 
that  he  finds  it  difficult  to  cope  with  the  financial  demands  of  a  law-suit 
'as  it  is  carried  on  to-day.  As  a  result  we  see  there  is  much  protraction 
in  litigation.  You  have  to  cheapen  the  administration  of  law  in  Tra- 
vancore  also.  Unless  that  is  done,  it  is  impossible  to  expedite  the  course 
of  justice.  The  Law’s  Delays  Officer  has  not  stressed  that  aspect  of 
the. question.  There  must  be  a  thorough  revision  of  the  provisions  as  to 
the'  payment  of  process-fees,  court  fees,  etc.,  so  that  justice  may  he 
■brought-witbin- the  reach  of  people  of  ordinary  means,  conformably  to 
'their-  present  economic  capacity.  These  are  some  of  the  points  that 
'deserve  consideration  in  connection  with  this  question.  Some  of  them 
'taay'be' attempted  almost  immediately.  ’Some  of  them  may  require 
'lime1  for ‘consideration,  At  any  rate,  it  is  a  long-standing  cry  about  a 
pernicious  evil  Which  Government  cannot  afford  to  perjpetuate  any 
further.  If  there  is  necessity  for  the  appointment  of  additional  officers 
•sthe  liaw's  Delays  Officer  recommends,  by  all-means  let  them  be  ap- 
'povnted  and  the  arrears  cleared  off.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  not  nece¬ 
ssary  to  fix  on  any  particular  locality  as  the  centre  where  there  is  a 
'Chronio  tendency  for  the  accumulation  of  arrears,  we  may  resort  to 
What  is  known  as  circuiting  courts  with  Judges  going  from  place  to 
place  for  working  out  arrears.  Some  such  method  will  have  to  be 
‘devised ’and'  introduced  as  early  as  possible  so  that  this  question  of 
ISW^sdtfaysiff  oombated  successfully,  once  for  all.

Sir,  may  I 
be  permitted  to  refer  about  the  necessity  for  making  the  Nedumangad 
Munsiffs  Court  permanent  there?  (Laughter) 

PRESIDENT  :  You  can  refer  to  that. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ):  In  the  case  of  Nedumangad 
Munsiffs  Court,  there  is  more  than  sufficient  work  and  it  has  to  ba 
made  permanent  there.  Such  temporary  courts,  if  they  have  more  than 
sufficient  work,  should  be  made  permanent  so  much  so  much  of  the 
difficulty  in  law’s  delays  could  be  cured.  I  know  something  of  the  con¬ 
dition  of  Central  Travancore  also.  The  opening  of  a  District  Court  in 
Mavelikara  would  very  much  reduce  the  law’s  delays  appertaining  to 
that  portion  of  Travancore.  By  this,  two  District  Courts  one  from 
Kottayam  and  one  from  Alleppey,  could  be  abolished. 

The  most  important  thing  the  authorities  have  to  look  into  is  about 
the  recruitment  in  the  Judicial  Department.  As  matters  stand  at 
present,  recruitment  is  not  at  all  satisfactory.  Some  inexperienced 
Vakils  who  have  absolutely  no  case  and  practice  in  the  Bar  are  recruit¬ 
ed  as  Judicial  Officers.  That  system  ought  to  be  put  a  stop  to.  Plead¬ 
ers  of  standing  and  having  good  practice  ought  to  be  recruited  as 
Munsiffs  and  Magistrates  and  they  ought  to  be  permitted  to  practise 
before  District  Courts  and  High  Court.  In  regard  to  recruitment  of 
Judicial  Officers,  I  say  90  per  cent,  ought  to  be  recruited  from  the  Bar 
and  efficiency  mainly  and  not  communal  representation  has  to  be 
considered.  In  departments  other  than  the  Judiciary,  the  principle  of 
communal  representation  may  be  resorted  to  if  required.  But  so  far  as 
appointments  in  the  Judicial  Department  are  concerned,  it  is  highly 
essential  in  the  interests  of  administration  of  justice  the  claims  of  effi¬ 
cient  men  alone,  to  whichever  caste  they  may  belong,  are  to  be  taken 
into  account.  Such  recruitments  must  also  be  from  amongst  the 
members  of  the  Bar  who  have  good  practice  and  standing  in  the  Bar. 

The  rate  of  court  fees  obtaining  now  has  to  be  reduced  to  a  great 
extent.  At  the  same  time,  Vakil’s  fee  must  be  enhanced.  Though  quite 
out  of  place,  all  the  same  I  have  to  say  that  law’s  delays  are  being 
encouraged  by  the  Vakils,  also  as  a  result  of  non-receipt  of  proper  remun¬ 
eration  for  the  laborious  work  they  have  to  do.  Parties  also  are  hot 
in  a  position  to  meet  ths  demands  of  the  Vakils.  If  the  Court  fee  is 
reduced  and  the  Vakil  fee  enhanced,  I  hope  much  of  the  trouble  in  the 
courts  could  be  overcome.  With  these  words,  I  heartily  support  the 
motion.

MR.  C3ANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram) :  Sir,  I  do  not  think  any  argument  is  necessary  to 
convince  the  Government. that  there  is  much  law’s  delay  in  our  country, 
because  Government  are  already  convinced  of  it  and  therefore 
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they  appointed  a  committee  to  enquire  into  and  report  on  the  matter, 
and  that  Committee  has  submitted  its  Report..  The  High  Court  also 
have  made  their  recommendations  on  the  report  and  the  matter,  I 
think,  is  now  before  Government.  It  is,  therefore,  fruitless  now  to 
dwell  upon  the  various  causes  of  delay  and  to  point  out  remedies. 
Further,  however  much  time  we  may  spend  in  discussing  the  causes  of 
the  delay  and  the  remedies  therefor,  we.  cannot  be  exhaustive.  The 
proper  thing,  it  appears  to  me,  therefore  is  to  invite  the  early  attention 
of  Government  to  the  recommendations  of  the  High  Court  in  regard  to 
this  matter . 

As  far  as  I  know,  the  reco  nmendations  may  be  classed  under  three 
heads,  namely,  the  starting  of  new  Courts  for  the  purpose  of  clearing 
old  arrears,  the  simplification  of  the  present  cumbrous  procedure  and  the 
introduction  of  certain  legislative  changes  in  order  to  lighten  the  file  of 
the  High  Court.  I  do  not  know  what  Taction  Government  have  taken 
on  these  recommendations.  The  Report  of  the  Law’s  Delays  Commis¬ 
sioner  has  been  before  Government  for  the  last  two  years,  aud  the  public 
are  not  yet  aware  of  any  action  having  been  taken  by  Government  in 
regard  to  any  of  the  recommendations 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLA1  ( Trivandrum — Bural) :  Is  the  member  in  a 
position  to  tell  the  House,  when  the  High  Court  sent  up  their  recom¬ 
mendations  ? 

Mr.  CHANGANACHEBY  K.  PARAIWESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnaitur  cum 
Pattampuram )  :  As  far  as  I  know,  the  High  Court  sent  up  their  re¬ 
commendation  more  than  a  year  ago-  It  appears  to  me,  Gir,  having 
read  the  Report  myself,  that,  in  so  far  as  the  simplification  of  the  pro¬ 
cedure  in  Courts  and  the  amendment  to  the  Civil  Courts  Regulation 
are  concerned,  the  Head  Sirkar  Vakil  or  the  Law  Member  must  be 
specially  deputed  to  attend  to  these  matters.  Unless  that  is  done, 
nothing  serious  can  be  expected  in  the  near  future.  The  High  Court 
have  got  their  own  judicial  work,  and  that  is  sufficient  to  take  up  all 
their  time.  It  will  not  be  possible  for  them,  so  far  as  I  can  see,  to 
devote  any  time  to  any  of,  these  matters.  And,  as  far  as  I  know,  the 
Law  Member  has  only  very  light  work  and  even  that  he  now  shares 
with  the  Political  Secretary  neither  of  whom  is  therefore  over-burdened 
with  work. 

MR-  A.  THANU  PILLAI  {Trivandrum — Rural)  :  In  view  of  what  has 
been  stated  here  by  more  than  one  member  who,  till  recently,  was  a 
Judge  of  the  High  Court,  I  am  really  at  a  loss  to  understand  the  atti¬ 
tude  of  Government  in  making  jjthe  following  statement  in  their  pro¬ 
ceedings  dated  17lh  February  1933,  regarding  the  Administration 
Report  relating  to  Civil  Justice  : — 

“  Government  are  oonstrained  to  observe  that  the  work  of  the  MunsiSs  has  been 
deteriorating,  and  they  look  to  the  High  Conrt  to  take  the  necessary  action 
with  a  view  to  improve  ths  situation.” 

In  dealing  with  the  work  of  the  District  Judges,  they  say—* 

“  Government  regret  that  they  are  not  able  to  record  satisfaction  of  tbe  vork  of 
the  Diatriot  end  Beoond  Judgea.” 
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Now,  in  dealing  with  the  work  of  the  High  Court,  evidently  out  of 
courtesy  to  the  Chief  Justice  and  other  Judges,  they  refrain  from 
making  any  such  remark,  although  the  figures  relating  to  the  work  of 
the  High  Court  also,  would  justify  a  similar  remark.  Now,  Sir, 
having  received  the  recommendations  of  the  High  Court  more  than  a 
year  ago,  in  relation  to  the  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner’s  Report,  what 
do  the  Government  mean  by  making  these  observations,  in  their  order 
dated  the  17th  February  1933,  calling  upon  the  High  Court  to  rectify 
matters?  Are  not  the  Government  convinced  that  the  High  Court 
feel  that  they  are  not  ip  a  position  to  improve  the  situation  ?  I 
think  that,  if  one  thing  is  clear  relating  to  the  administration  of  justice 
in  this  State,  it  is  that,  under  existing  circumstances,  they  are  not  in  a 
position  to  do  it.  Government  ought  to  take  action  on  the  Report  of 
the  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner  and  the  recommendations  of  the  High 
Court  relating  thereto  and  make  an  earnest  attempt  to  remove  the 
great  inconvenience  now  suffered  by  the  litigant  public.  From  the 
observations  made  by  Government,  it  would  appear  that  the  difficulty, 
so  far  as  they  are  able  to  see,  is  on  the  part  of  the  officers  concerned  and 
not  so  much  on  the  system.  If  that  is  so,  Sir,  Government  ought  to 
pay  better  attention  to  the  recruitment  of  judicial  officers.  I  think  this 
is  a  very  sad  commentary  on  the  way  in  which  judicial  officers  are 
recruited  for  service  in  the  Judicial  Department.  Government  ought 
to  take  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  whole  question  and  themselves 
pay  more  attention  to  the  question  and  see  that  the  defects  are  removed, 
instead  of  drawing  the  attention  of  the  High  Court,  year  after  year,  to 
the  defective  work  done  by  the  High  Court  and  their  subordinates.

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PfLLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South)'. 
Sir,  speaking  on  behalf  of  the  mercantile  oomrannity,  it  has  been  a 
long-standing  grievance  with  them  tbat  commercial  suits  take  a  long 
time  for  disposal.  The  Banking  Enquiry  Committee  have  reported 
upon  this  matter  in  paragraph  205  of  their  .Report.  They  say  : 

■‘205..  several  witnesses  complained  to  ns  that  the  delay  in  Civil  Courts  has  be¬ 
come  ‘scandalous’  and  has  very  badly. affeoted  trade  and  banking.  As  a  com¬ 
mission  has  been  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  delays,  we  do  not  wish  to  go 
into  the  details  of  the’question  of  Laws'  Delays  but  a  few  suggestions  strictly 
relevant  to  our  enquiry  seem  neocssary. 

“That  speedy  disposal  of  commercial  suits,  especially  suits  by  bankers,  is  absolutely 
neoessary  cannot  bo  questioned.  A  bank  is  the  custodian  of  public  money. 
If  its  suits  are  delayed  and  its  money  looked  up,  the  result  would  be  that  the 
public  suffer,  especially  the  business  man  ;  and  if  there  are  several  such  suits 
in  respect  of  a  particular  bank  and  if  large  amounts  are  looked  up  without 
any  immediate  chance  of  recovery,  the  bank  will  surely  collapse,” 

They  put  forward  two  suggestions.  One  was  that  Judges  acqua¬ 
inted  with  commercial  practice  must  be  appointed  ;  and  they  instanoe 
what  is  happening  in  England.  This  is  what  they  say  : 

“In  England,  the  Queen’s  Benoh  Division  select  Judges  to  preside  over  commer¬ 
cial  suits.  Special  list  of  causes  is  prepared  aud  the  technicalities  of  evidence 
and  pleading  are  dispensed  with.  The  results,  we  are  told,  are  very  whole¬ 
some  and  complicated  oases  are  disposed  of  in  three  months  or  Issb.” 


They  further  advocate  that  the  summary  procedure  ought  to  be 
adopted  in  the  case  of  commercial  suits  and  in  suits  relating  to 
negotiable  instruments.  The  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner,  subsequ¬ 
ently  was  not  prepared  to  accept  these  suggestions  of  the  Banking 
Enquiry  Committee.  The  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner  totally  ignored 
the  suggestion  relating  to  the  appointment  of  Judges  acquainted  with 
commercial  practice;  and,  as  regards  the  summary  procedure,  this  is 
what  he  says  in  paragraph  233  of  his  Report : —

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My  submis&ion,  Sir,  is  that  all  banking  transactions  are  based 
upon  negotiable  instruments.  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the 
summary  procedure  followed  in  British  India  may  be  adopted  here  also. 

One  word,  Sir,  in  regard  to  recruitment.  Professor  Sidgwick,  the 
great  English  Jurist,  says  : 

“Judg.33  are  to  bo  professional  experts,  since  it  can  hardly  b3  doubted  that,  to  obtain 
a  knowledge  and  skill  required  for  the  consistent  and  aconrato  determination 
of  logoi  rights  and  duties  in  particular  oases  continual  professional  praotioe  as 
well  as  systematic  ‘preparatory  study  is  generally  necessary  in  an  advanced 
stage  of  civilization,  in  most,  if  not  all,  departments  of  administration  of  law. 

■‘In  the  United  Kindgom,  or  for  the  matter  of  that,  in  every  part  of  the  British 
Empire,  whether  in  the  Dominions  or  the  Colonies,  self-governing  or  Crown, 
them  is  no  other  recruiting  ground  for  Judges  of  Superior  Courts  than  the 
Bar." 

Therefore,  Sir,  recruitment  of  Judges,  especially  for  the  superior 
Courts,  must  Always  be  from  the  Bar. 

Then,  one  word,  Sir,  as,  regards  patronage  in  these  appointments. 

The  Decentralization  Commission  years  ago  pointed  out  that  the 
power  of  appointment  must  be  taken  away  from  all  the  High  Courts 
in  India  not  only  with  regard  to  the  Subordinate  Judges  but  also  with 
Munsiffs  because  their  view  was  that  the  High  'Court  should  not  be 
fettered  by  questions  of  patronage.  The  power  must  lie  within  the 
power  of  Government.  This  is  a  matter,  I  submit,  which  the  Govern¬ 
ment  must  anxiously  consider  because  it  would  be  better  in  the  in¬ 
terests  of  administration  of  ‘justice  that  Law  Courts  have  nothing  to 
do  with  the  matter  of  appointments. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum- Rural) :  I  move  that  the 
question  be  now  put.  ‘ 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  '•  The  question  of  Law's  Delays  has  been  engaging  the  attention 
of  Government  for  a  very  long  time  and  it  must  be  in  the  knowledge 
of  this  House  that  it  is  on  the  motion  of  the  Council  that  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  enquire  into  this  matter.  The  Commissioner  ap¬ 
pointed  for  the  purpose  was  a  very-  experienced  Judge  of  the  High 
Court,  a  gentleman  held  in  high  esteem  for  his  judgment  and  disc¬ 
retion,  and  he  has  submitted  a  report  which  is  not  only  valuable  but  also 
naturally  very  lengthy.  Because  of  its  bulk,  it  naturally  requires  some 
time  to  deal  with  the  various  recommendations  in  these  matters, 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnatiur  cum 
*  Pattanapuram) :  How  long  is  it  since  the  report  was  made  ? 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  I  think  it  was  sent  up  in  Thulam  1107.  , 

■  MR,  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattur  cum 
Patianapuram).:  About  two  years  ago  7 
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Hr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVABAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Yes. 

MS.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  ■.  May  I  know 
when  the  Government  called  upon  the  High  Court  to  submit  its 
report  7 

MB.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVABAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  I  I  have  been  saying  that  the  report  was  sent  by  the  end  of 
1107. 

HR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II) :  And  received  by 
the  High  Court  6  months  after.  May  I  know  why  this  transaction 
from  one  building  to  the  other  took  six  months  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  IHead  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  I  do  not  know  whether  it.  is  really  so. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  On  page  41  of 
the  report  of  the  Judicial  administration  it  is  said  that  the  Commissioner 
finished  his  report  and  a  copy  was  sent  to  the  High  court  which  was 
received  there  on  80-9-107. 

Why  was  this  long  delay  caused  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Probably  it  was  in  the  press  for  a  long  time. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II) :  What  happened 
to  it. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  It  was  sent  by  the  Commissioner  in  Thulam  1107.  Probably 
it  took  some  time  for  printing  and  it  was  sent  to  the  High  Court 
immediately  the  copies  became  available.  The  High  Court  submitted 
its  report  to  Government  in  November,  about  7  months  ago.  The 
High  Court  had  their  normal  duties,  and  probably  it  took  sometime 
for  them  to  consider  and  reach  conclusions. 

MR.  CHANGANAGHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattur  cum 
Fattanapuram) :  Has  any  action  been  taken  on  the  recommendations 
till  now? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  After  tabulating  them  it  was  found  that  there  were  many 
recommendations  which  the  High  Court  themselves  could  carry  out 
without  any  specific  orders  of  Government  or  amendments  to  the  law. 
Very  recently,  within  a  month,  the  High  Court  has  been  asked  whether 
it  could  not  carry  out  those  recommendations  which  did  not  require 
particular  sanction  of  Government  or  any  amendments  to  the  law  or 
any  expenditure  of  money.  Just  now.  I  have  been  informed  by  the 
High  Court  of  the  action  they  have  taken  which  is  >  likely  to  reduce 
or  put  an  end  to  law’s  delays.  That  is  a  communication  which  I  have 
got  today.  I  ascertained  the  matter  from  the  High  Court  after  re¬ 
ceiving  notice  of  this  motion.  Of  course  there  has  been  some  delay 
and  the  House  will  realise  that  it  is  inevitable  and  several  attempts 
have  been  made  to  take  emergent  steps  on  the  recommendations  of  the 
Committee.  1 
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MR.  CHANGAMAGHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kunnattur  oum 
Patianapuram) :  What  about  the  other  matters  which  require  Govern, 
ment  sanction. 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (. Additional  Head,  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Those  matters  have  been  referred  to  the  Law  Officers  and  they 
have  been  asked  to  express  their  opinion  on  the  matter.  Inference 
was  made  here  that  the  Political  Secretary  assists  the  Law  Member 
in  his  work.  But  I  may  say  that  he  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  Law 
Member’s  Department  or  the  Law  Officers’  Department.  The  Bills 
and  other  things  are  entirely  attended  to  by  the  Law  Officers  assisted 
by  his  assistant  and  staff. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II):  May  I  know  why 
Government  took  so  much  time  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Law  Mem¬ 
ber? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  The  recommendations  had  to  be  tabulated  and  Government 
had  to  see  what  things  could  be  done  by  the  High  Court  itself  without 
the  sanction  of  Government  or  any  amendments  to  the  law. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  ■.  May  I  know 
why  the  Government  delayed  so  much  in  sending  the  recommenda- 
.  tions  to  the  High  Court  to  expedite  those  matters  for  which  Govern¬ 
ment  sanction  was  not  necessary?  It  was  more  than  one  and  a  half 
years. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  When  the  Government  examined  and  scrutinized  the  re¬ 
commendations  of  the  High  Court,  they  found  various  things  which 
could  be  done  by  the  High  Court  themselves  such  as  the  supervision 
of  the  subordinate  courts’ work,  the  posting  of  cases  from  day  today, 
examining  the  work  of  each  Munsifi  properly  and  such  other  things, 
I  wanted  to  ascertain  whether  the  High  Court  had  taken  action  on 
those  things  or  they  are  still  thinking  that  Government  sanction  is 
necessary.  Now  I  am  informed  that  they  are  taking  action  on  such 
of  those  recommendations  as  do  not  require  Government  sanction. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II) :  Have  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  or  the  High  Court  till  now  put  into  effect  any  one  of  the  re¬ 
commendations  ? 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  yes,  take  for  instance  the  recent  recruitment  rules.  In 
recruitment  of  judges,  they  have  laid  down  that  efficiency  should  be  the 
main  consideration. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II) :  Is  that  not  the 
only  thing  on  which  they  have  acted  upon  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  No,  take  for  instance  the  introduction  of  additional  Pan- 
chayat  Courts.  One  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Law’s  Delays 
Commissioner  is  the  establishment  of  Panchay at  Courts  wherever  they 
could  be  done.  Government  have  very  recently  established  a  few  such 
Panchay  at  Courts. 
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Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ) :  What  about  recruitment  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLA1  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  Take  also  the  case  of  Munsiff- Magistrate’s  courts  converted 
into  full  time  Munsiff’s  courts,  Government  are  again  thinking  of 
establishing  a  District  Court  at  Mavelikara.  This  matter  requires  addi¬ 
tional  funds.  Therefore  Government  are  thinking  of  transferring  one  of 
the  Second  Judges  from  Quilon  or  some  other  place  to  Mavelikara. 
The  territorial  jurisdiction  of  some  other  courts  is  also  under  the  con-  - 
sideration  of  Government. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  By  what  time  will 
the  Mavelikara  Court  come  into  existence  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Probably  that  question  will  be  raised  during  the  discussion 
on  the  next  motion. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  We  may  not  reach 
the  other  motion. 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  That  motion  is  not  far  off. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara):  Is  there  any  pos¬ 
sibility  of  carrying  out  into  effect  the  recommendations  at  least  in  1109? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  I  cannot  prophesy.  But  it  is  being  viewed  very  favourably. 
It  may  require  budget  sanction  and  all  those  usual  things.  But  I 
may  say  that  the  idea  of  Government  is  to  have  a  District  Court  at 
Mavelikara  and  they  are  now  on  the  look  out  for  a  building. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  If  the  difficulty  of 
obtaining  a  building  i3  overcome  by  the  co-operation  of  the  people 
there,  would  Government  see  that  the  recommendation  is  brought  into 
effect  without  delay  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  There  are  certain  other  formalities  to  he  gone  through. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta) :  Will  anything  be 
done  before  the  next  election  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) ;  Possibly. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  !  Are  we  to 

understand  that  Government  should  accept  all  the  recommendations  of 
the  Law’s  Delays  Commission  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  No.  .  , 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  IT)  ;  In  that  case  is 
there  not  a  likelihood  of  the  idea  of  a  District  Court  at  Mavelikara 
being  abandoned  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  That  is  why  I  said  Government  are  viewing  it  favourably. 
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MR.  PUTHUPALLf  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  Am  I  to  under- 
stand  that  the  only  difficulty  is  to  find  out  a  building  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Bead  $irkar 
Vakil)  :  As  matters  now  stand,  as  I  said,  formal  sanction  of  Govern¬ 
ment  will  be  given  only  after  getting  a  proper  building  ? 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  II) :  Am  Ito  under¬ 
stand  that  no  dislocation  of  the  Quilon  Court  will  be  caused  by  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  the  new  court  at  Mavelikara  ? 

MR,  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional' Bead  Sitkar 
Vakil)  :  The  suggestion  of  Mr.  Krishna  Billai  will  have  to  be  con¬ 
sidered. 

The  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner  recommended  a  District  Court  at 
Mavelikara  by  shifting  the  one  at  Quilon. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Is  it  not  the  sugges¬ 
tion  that  Courts  at  Quilon,  Kottayam  and  Alleppey  should  be  re¬ 
arranged? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Bead  Sirkar 
Vakil )  :  Yes. 

MR.  M,  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  Will  not  Vakils  also  at  Quilon 
have  to  move  to  Mavelikara  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Bead  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  That  is  left  to  the  Vakils  to  decide. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  .KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  Until  other¬ 
wise  formally  declared,  shall  we  take  it  that  Government  have  not 
decided  to  establish  a  District  Court  at  Mavelikara  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Bead  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Government  have  not  given  final  sanction. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Rural) :  May  I  know  why 
Government  waste  their  time  in  looking  out  for  buildings  if  they  have 
not  finally  decided  to  establish  the  court? 

.  MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Bead  Sirkar 
Vakil):  No  purpose  will- be  served  by  sanctioning  a  court  at  Maveli¬ 
kara  without  finding-  a  proper  site  and  building  there. 

MR.  S.  J.  N AIR  (Nedumangad) :  May  I  know  from  the  member  the 
cause  of  the  delay  in  establishing  a  Munsiff’s  Court  at  Nedumangad? 
(Laughter.) 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Bead  Sirkar 
Vakil)  ■■  That  matter  is  being  considered. 

MR.  S.  J.  NA1R  (Nedumangad) :  May  I  know  why,  in  the  matter  of 
recruitment  of  Munsiffs,  members  of  the  Bar  are  not  taken  into  con¬ 
sideration? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Bead  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  It  is  the  High  Court  which  has  to  make  .the  reoommenda- 
•tions  m  those  matters,  They  will  consider  the.  efficiency  of  each 
candidate.  Government  do  not  take  the  trouble  of  finding  out  the 
yolume  of  work  or  the  practice  of  each  member  of  the  bar, 
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Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  May  I  know  why  pleaders  are 
not  appointed  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Under  the  Service  Regulations,  a  Munsiff  has  to  be  a  b.  a.,  b.  l. 
or  a  Barrister,  I  think. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  Cannot  such  rules  be  amended? 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  P1LLAI  (Additional  Heed  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  They  can  be.  But  I  do  not  think  there  was  any  occasion  for 
the  amendment  of  such  rules. 

MR.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  ( Parur ) :  Is  the  transfer  of  the  Parur 
Court  recommended  by  the  Law’s  Delays  Commission  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  .•  It  is  too  early  to  say  that- 

Mr.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  (Tiruvalla  III) :  «nf|.  ojorruo

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (. Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  ■.  I  cannot  remember. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod)  ■  May  I  know  from 
the  member  which  principle  the  Government  prefer  -  distribution  of 
courts  in  as  many  stations  as  possible  or  concentration  of  the  several 
courts  in  the  same  station  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  ■■  Distribution  is  favoured  but  that  does  not  mean  that  there 
will  be  one  court  for  every  pakuthi.  Government  do  not  at  the  same 
time  want  to  concentrate  in  some  centres,  nor  do  they  want  to  distri¬ 
bute  the  courts  too  much. 

MR-  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod) :  Am  I  to  under- 
Stand  that  Government  think  that  justice  should  be  brought  to  every 
man’s  door  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) ;  No.  The  people  will  have  to  travel  some  little  distance. 

Sir,  I  was  submitting  to  the  House  that  Government  are  taking 
vigorous  steps  on  the  recommendations  of  the  Law’s  Delays  Commis¬ 
sioner  ;  but  having  regard  to  the  number  of  the  recommendations  and 
the  volume  of  the  subject,  some  delay  is  inevitable. 

MR.  T- K-  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Urban)'.  May  I  ask  the 
Law  Member  whether  it  is  not  the  Government  that  appoint  District 
Judges  and  Additional  District  Judges  as  distinguished  from  the  fact 
that  generally  Munsiffs  are  appointed  by  the  High  Court  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  Yes,  but  Government  generally  act  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  High  Court. 

MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum,— JJrban)  ;  Do  Government 
delegate  to  the  High  Court  the  power  of  selecting  individuals  ? 
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MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  I'lLLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Government  will  require  a  recommendation  from  the  High 
Court  ordinarily  before  they  appoint  a  person  as  judicial  officer, 

MR.  T.  K.VELU  PILLA!  ( Trivandrum-Urban ):  My  question,  Sir. 
is  this.  Do  Government  appraise  themselves  of  the  details  of 
the  work  of  the  particular  individual  as  a  lawyer  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  If  an  occasion  arises,  Government  will  have  to  do  it, 

MR.  T-  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum — Urban)  :  Will  the  Government 
be  pleased  to  require  from  the  High  Court  a  statement  of  the  work  done 
by  candidates  regarding  the  number  of  original  cases  and  appeals  in 
which  they  appear  ? 

MB.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  That  is  not  done  now. 

MR.  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum — Urban)-.  "Will  the  Govern¬ 
ment  be  pleased  to  consider  that  suggestion  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)-.  I  have  no  objection  to  consider  it. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Rural) '■  May  I  know  the 
principle  on  which ..  the  forty  years’  rule  is  rested,  if  there  is  any 
principle  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  The  High  Court  say  that  its  principle  is  that  a  person  re¬ 
cruited  directly  should  be  able  to  serve  for  a  sufficiently  long  time  to 
earn  a  pension. 

.  MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuaha,  I):  Does  it  apply  to 
Sirkar  Vakils  ? 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  That  is  the  reason  why  it  does  not  apply  to  Sirkar  Vakils.  If 
they  have  entered  service  before  the  age  of  40,  they  will  be  able  to  earn 
■a  decent  ■pension.  Probably  other  reasons  also  may  be  urged  in  support 
of  the  40  years’  rule, 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Rural):  Will  a  Judge  be  ap¬ 
pointed  tothe  High  Court  only  if  he  will  be  in  a  position  to  earn  a 
pension? 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ):  There  is  no  such  rule.  The  rule  at  present  is  that  the  age 
of  a  person  to  be  appointed  as  Second.  Judge ’  or  Additional  . District 
Judge  should  be  not  more  than  forty.  The  .reason  of  the  rule  that  I 
have  given  is  what  the  High  Court  has  stated.  It  has  not  been 
recorded  like  that  by  the  Government.  Probably  they  may  have  other 
.  reasons. 

.Regarding  recruitment,  the  Government  have  stated  that  efficiency 
should  he  the  main  consideration  and  they  have  also  communicated  to 
the  High  Court  that  officers  who  are  slow  or  inefficient  must  be  punished 
and  that  persons  who  are  able  to  lop  the  list  must  be  rewarded,  say,  by 
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means  of  increments,  &c.  They  have  also  asked  the  High  JCourt  to 
note  individual  merit  and  the  work  of  each  officer  and  to  bring  to  the 
notice  of  Government  for  action  the  cases  of  those  officers  who  are 
not  up  to  the  mark-  The  High  Court  have  not  yet  brought  any  officer 
to  the  notice  of  the  Government.  I  have  no  doubt,  however,  that  the  . 
High  Court  has  it  in  mind  and  Government  will  take  action  whenever 
necessary.  That  also  will  afford  one  reason  to  hope  that  there  may  be 
a  good  out-turn  of  work  in  the  future. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavankod ) :  May  I  know 
whether  Government  propose  passing  a  Bar  Councils  Act  ? 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  The  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner  has,  T  believe,  made  some 
recommendations  about  that.  But  at  present  Government  have  not 
resolved  upon  the  passing  of  an  Act. 

About  the  re-distribution  of  thejurisdiction  of  Courts,  that  point 
has  also  been  considered.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  Budget  and  some 
other  papers,  that  certain  Munsiff-Magistrates’  Courts  have  been  made 
full-time  Munsiffs’  Courts.  For  instance,  the  Changanacherv  and 
Kanjirapally  Courts  have  been  made  into  full-time  Munsiffs’  Courts. 
Some  more  full  time  Munsiffs’  Courts  have  been  created.  The  matter  has 
now  been  finally  referred  to  the  High  Court  to  say  what  redistribution 
they  would  recommend  in  view  of  these.  When  the  recommendations 
of  the  High  Court  are  received,  Government  will  pass  orders  on  the 
matter. 

Finally,  Sir,  I  must  say  that  the  suggestions  of  Mr  P.  K.  Nara- 
yana  Pillai  and  Mr.^Paramesvaran  Pillai,  who  have  gone  into  details,  are 
particularly  very  valuable  because  they  are  speaking,  it  must  beistated, 
with  some  inside  knowledge  of  the  matter.  Their  views  will  be  deeply 
considered  by  the  Government  and  the  High  Court.  I  believe  I  have 
satisfied  the  House  on  the  points  raised  and  I  hope^Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana 
Pillai  will  be  pleased  to  withdraw  his  motion. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I) :  May  I  know 
whether  Government  will  take  action  on  the  matters- 1  have  mentioned? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkr 
Vakil) :  Yes,  Government  will  consider  them  all. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I)  \  What  induced  me 
to  send  in  this  motion  is  the  need  to  rouse  the  Government  to  a  sense 
of  overdue  action  in  Judicial  administration  and  to  make  Government 
realise  where  the  shoe  really  pinches.  I  am  not  particular  of  securing* 
a  victory  by  pressing  the  motion.  In  view  of  the  assurance  of  my 
friend  on  the  other  side,  that  he  will  not'  allow  the  policy  of  drift  any 
longer  and  that  Government  will  take  prompt  action  on  the  report  of 
the  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner,  I  withdraw  the  motion.

M*.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavankod )  :  Sir,  I  move  the 
following  motion : 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Bs.  89,538  for  Criminal  Courts 
by  Bs.  125. 

The  object  of  my  motion  is  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government 
the  desirability  of  recruiting  Magistrates  from  among '  the  members  of 
the  Bar. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta )  :  Is  this  a  token  motion  ? 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod) :  It  is  a  token  motion. 
I  shall  make  it  Bs.  100.  Sir,  this  is  a  question  about  which  the 
members  of  the  Bar  in  the  whole  of  Travancore  have  been  expressing 
their  opinion  for  a  very  long  time. 
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I  know  some  of  the  publisod  reports  of  the  Vakil’s  Conference  held 
iu  Trivandrum  as  well  as-elswhere  show  that  resolutions  were  passed  by 
members  of  the  Bar  year  after  year  and  that  one  of  the  reforms  to  be 
introduced  should  be  the  recruitment  of  the  Magistrates, Jthat  is  throwing 
open  the  place  of  Magistracy.,  to  the  members  of  the  Bar.  I  am  sorry 
to  say  that  the  cry  has  been  a  cry  in  the  wilderness  so  long.  The  opin¬ 
ion  expressed  by  the  members  of  the  Bar  has  not  been  seriously  con¬ 
sidered  by  Government  nor  is  the  policy  enunciated  at  these  conferences 
accepted  by  Government  till  now  Again,  a  few  months  back  I  re¬ 
member,  in  several  of  the  stations  the  members  of  Bar  Associations 
passed  resolutions  to  that  effect  and  those  were  submitted  to  Govern¬ 
ment  as  well  as  to  the  High  Court.  I  am  sorry  to  say  neither  the 
Government  nor  the  High  Court  seem  to  have  taken  any  action  in  the 
matter.  Well,  Sir,  the  members  of  the  Bar  are  in  a.  position  to  point 
out  to  the  Government  that  on  account  of  the  present  system  of  recruit¬ 
ment  of  magistrates,  criminal  justice  suffers  to  a  considerable  extent. 
The  method  that  is  now  followed  namely,  sending  out  senior  clerks  of 
the  Secretariat  does  not  conduce  to  the  creation  of  an  efficient  magis¬ 
tracy .  Many  of  these  senior  clerks  are  duly  qualified  in  law  but  after 
several  years  of  service  in  the  Secretariat  which  alone  entitle  them  to 
be  sent  out  as  Magistrates,  this  really  lung  clerical  service,  makes  them 
quite  out  of  touch  with  the  working  of  the  laws  they  have  studied.  Practi¬ 
cally  when  they  come  out  as  Magistrates  they  are  quite  raw  men  for  the 
judiciary  and  on  account  of  this  bad  system  justice  suffers  very  much. 
They  are  not  ablo  to  cope  with  the  work  properly.  It  takes  a  long 
time  for  these  gentlemen  to  pick  np  even  the  ordinary  questions  of 
procedure  and  law.  That  is  a  very  important  matter  especially  in  the 
adminstration  of  criminal  justice.  Very  often  they  commit  blunders, 
in  observing  the  rules  of  procedure.  I  do  not  think  I  should  labour 
this  point  very  much  in  this  House  which  is  mostly  composed  of  law¬ 
yers.  I  hope  all  members  of  this  House  will  give  their  unanimous 
opinion  in  favour  of  thus  motion. 

Ms.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad):  I  support  the  motion.  The  pre¬ 
sent  method  of  recruitment  of  persons  from  the  Secretariat,  Account 
Office  and  Division  Cutcherries  for  Magistrate’s  posts  is  not  at  all  con¬ 
ducive  to  the  interest  of  criminal  administration  in  the  State.  It  is 
essential  that  members  of  the  Bar  who  have  practice  in  the  Bar,  and 
Pleaders  of  long  standing  are  recruited  as  Magistrates.  Recruitment 
may  be  given  to  the  Pleaders  of  the  bar  in  the  lower  courts  as  MUDsiffs 
and  Magistrates  alone  with  members  of  the  Bar  who  have  B.  L. 
qualification. 

Now,  it  seems  that  the  appointment  of  Magistrates  appears  to  be 
practically  a  training  ground  for  the  clerks  of  the  Secretariat  and  of 
some  other  offices,  so  that,  very  often  they  do  not  administer  criminal 
justice  properly.  And,  after  years  of  training  and  experience  of 
Magistrates,  the  trained  hands,  instead  of  being  retained  as  Magistrates.

on  higher  salaries  and  better  status  if  necessary,  are  promoted  as 
Tahsildars.

Text-books  for  schools. 

106.  MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural)'.  Will  the  Gov- 
erment  be  pleased  to  state  : 

(a)  the  proceedure  followed  in  prescribing  the  test-books  lor 
use  in  schools  during  the  current  school  year  ;  and 

Qj)  the  body  or  officer  or  officers  on  whose  advice  the  Govern¬ 
ment  prescribed  the  text-books  ? 

IIIR.-C,  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  .  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
(a)  The  Government  abolished  the  Text-Book  Committee  from 
the  3rd  December  1932,  and  pending  other  arrangements,  they  made 
the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  responsible  for  the  selection  of  text- 
poks  for  use  in  schools  during  the  current  school  year.  He  entrusted 
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the  Inspectors  of  English  and  Vernacular  Schools  with  the  work  of" 
preparing  the  .lists  of  text-books  for  use  in  English  and  Vernacular 
Schools,  respectively,  giving  them  specific  directions  ifor  the  purpose. 
The  lists,  as  finally  approved  and  submitted  by  him,  were  passed  by 
Government. 

(b)  The  Director  of  Public  Instruction  in  the  case  of  books  in  the 
English  language,  and  the  Inspectors  of  English  and  Vernacular  Schools 
in  the  case  of  other  books,  except  those  in  the  Arabic  language.

The  Inspector  of  Vernacular  Schools  usually  consults  his  confidential 
advisers  on  matters  on  which  he  is  not  competent  to  judge  and  the 
Inspector  of  English  Schools  consults  his  confidential  advisers  on  matters 
on  which  he  is  not  competent  to  judge. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Sural)  ■.  May.  I  know  who 
the  confidential  advisers  of  the  Inspector  of  Vernacular  Schools  are  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
The  Assistant  Inspectors  of  Vernacular  Schools. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  {Trivandrum- Rural)  ■■  May  I  know  Sir,  . 

whether  Government  hold  that  Assistant  Inspectors  are  competent  to 
prescribe  text-books  for  the  Vernacular  Schools,  for  instance,  for  the 
higher  examination  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 

I  did  not  say  that  they  were  the  authorities  for  prescribing.

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ) . 
Does  that  question  arise,  Sir,  while  dealing  with  text  books? 

MR  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Hural )  ■.  Wall  maps  go  together 
with  text  books. 

PRESIDENT  :  Do  they  go  together  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
No,  Sir. 

"  PRESIDENT  :  Then  that  question  does  not  arise. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattananititta, ):  In  regard  to 
Malayalam  books  prescribed  for  English  Schools,  may  I  know  who  is 
the  authority  io  prescribe  them  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  That  question  was  answered  at  considerable  length 
yesterday. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  May  I  know  who  sat 
in  judgment  over  the  Inspector’s  own  books  which  are  found  prescribed?

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamiilta)  '■  May  I  know  who 
was  the  person  to  sit  in  judgment  over  the  text-books  written  by  the 
Inspector  of  Vernacular  Schools  P 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHAR  AN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
The  fact  that  those  books  were  written  by  the  Inspector  of  Vernacular 
Schools  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  Government  by  the  Director.  The 
Director  left  it  to  the  Government  to  decide  as  they  liked.  There  was 
no  Text  Book  Committee  last  year  and  no  one  judged  his  books  except 
the  Inspector  of  Vernacular  Schools  and  English  Schools  for  their 
respective  schools.

E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta )  :  May  I  know  the 
source  from  which  the  Director  judges  the  merits  of  those  books  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ) : 
I  claim  notice. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  Did  he  rely  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  author  of  the  books  who  unfortunately  happens 
to  be  the  Inspector  of  English  Schools  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
The  fact  that  the  same  books  were  prescribed  for  English  Schools, 
might  have  weighed 'with  the  Director  in  making  that  recommendation. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  '■  Did  the  Director 
receive  any  representation  about  the  defective  language  contained  in 
certain  books  prescribed  for  Vernacular  Schools  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
I  claim  notice. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ( Ckanganachery  I): 
May  I  know  whether  it  is  not  expected  that  the  portions  prescribed 
every  year  should  conform  to  the  portions  prescribed  in  the  syllabus  ?

(b)  The  abolition  of  the  Pleadership  Class  was  first  urged  by  the 
Unemployment  Enquiry  Committee  (vide  paragraphs  94  and  95  of  the 
Report).  Retrenchment  Committee  also  made  a  suggestion  to  the 
same  effect  in  August  1932.  Both  the  High  Court  and  the  Principal. 
Law  College,  to  whom  the  matter  was  referred,  recommended  the 
abolition  of  the  class.  The  Unemployment  Enquiry  Committee  ex¬ 
pressed  the  opinion  that  the  facilities  provided  for  legal  education  erred 
on  the  side  of  excess.  The  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner  has  observed 
in  his  report  that  the  Bar  is  getting  crowded  day  by  clay  and  that  there 
is  no  longer  any  need  for  a  class  of  lawyers  with  a  lower  standard  of 
education  and  attainments  than  that  of  Graduates-in-Law. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  whole  question,  G-overnment 
decided  that  the  Pleadership  Class  need  not  be  abolished,  but  that  it 
might  be  suspended  for  a  period  of  five  years  for  the  present.

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  members  for  their 
uniform  courtesy  to  the  Chair  during  the  Budget  Session  and  I  am 
confident  that  they  will  ..accord  to  the  Deputy  President  the  same 
courtesy  and  consideration  that  they  have  accorded  to  me. 

Ms.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Paltanamtitta)  -  We  thaDk  you  Sir> 
for  the  very  fair  rulings  and  also  for  the  consideration  shown  to  the 
House. 

PRESIDENT :  Thank  you. 

(At  this  stage  the  President  left  the  House  and  Mr.  T.  K.  Velu 
Pillai  took  the  chair.) 

Eesolutions  on  Matters  op  General  Public  Interest. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  We  shall  now  proceed  to  the  consideration  of 
the  resolutions.  The  first  resolution  stands  in  the  name  of  Mr.  Asan, 
Remission  of  Land  Revenue. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  the 
following  resolutions — 

"This  Assembly  recommend*  tn  the  Government  that  50  percent,  of  the  land 
revenue  due  for  the  year  1109  he  remitted  and  that  the  arrears  of  revenue 
at  pres  nt  due  be  realised  without  interest  only  with  the  last  instalment 
of  1109”. 

Sir,  this  subject  is  not  a  new  one  either  to  me  or  to  the  legislature 
of  this  country.  I  have  moved  a  resolution  almost  similar  to  this  in 
1107  and  by  chance  that  was  lost  by  a  narrow  majority  of  two  votes. 
Now,  this  is  a  bigger  Assembly  with  a  larger  percentage  of  elected  non¬ 
officials  and  tbe  economic  depression  has  aggravated  to  a  very  large 
extent.  It  is  in  the  full  hope  that  this  resolution  will  meet  with  the 
unanimous  support  of  at  least  the  non-official  members  that  I  move 
this  resolution.  I  need  not  dwell  at  length  on  the  various  difficulties 
that  the  agricultural  population  and  the  land  holders  of  this  country 
.  are  at  present  experiencing.  The  yield  from  the  land  has  gone  down 
considerably  and  the  price  of  produce  has  also  decreased  by  more  than 
60  per  cent.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  see - 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  I  wish  to  know  from  the  member  whether  the  yield  from  the 
land  is  sufficient  to  cover  the  cultivation  expenses  and  the  SirRar 
taxes? 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavelikam) :  There  are  certain  ' 
lands  from  which  the  yield  would  cover  these  expenses.  But  there  are 
aver  so  many  other  lands  from  which  even  these  could  not  be  met.  Sir, 
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the  Law  member  is  impatient  from  the  very  start.  That  is  my  view  of 
the  matter.  Sir,  the  paramount  duty  of  the  Government  is  to  tax  the 
peasant  after  ascertaining  his  taxable  capacity.  It  is  not  the  interest 
of  Government  to  deprive  the  cultivator  of  all  the  balance  that  he  has 
after  meeting  the  cultivation  expenses.  When  the  Law  Member  asks 
me  this  question  I  beg  to  draw  the  attention  of  this  House  to  a  state- 
ment  made  by  C.  D.  Deshmukh,  the  Revenue  Secretary/of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  the  Central  Provinces.  When  a  question  of  a  similar  nature 
was  raised  there  during  the  discussion  of  a  resolution  in  the  C.  P. 
Legislative  Council,  for  remitting  50  per  cent  of  the  land  revenue, 
he  said : — 

“  Nor  shall  I  make  any  reference  to  the  legal  position.  No  Government  worth  the 
name  will  insist  on  itB  dues  being  paid,  hardship  or  no  hardship,  merely  be¬ 
cause  there  is  a  contractual  relationship,  when  they  are  not  likely  to  be 
paid  over  the  entire  course  of  Settlement  without  imdae  hardship”. 

The  Government  has  to  see  whether  there  is  hardship  to  the  people. 
If  the  Government  exists  for  the  good  of  the  people,  they  must  tax  the 
people  only  to  the  extent  to  which  they  are  able  to  pay.  Otherwise 
they  will  be  depriving  themselves  of  a  source  of  revenue  which  has  been 
maintaining  them  all  through.  In  my  speech  at  the  general  discussion 
of  the  Budget,  I  have  stated  that  the  export  value  of  our  chief  products 
has,  in  the  course  of  four  years,  gone  down  by  more  than  5  crores  of 
rupees  annually.  To-day  when  I  compared  the  balance  of  trade 
between  the  exports  and  imports,  I  found  that  between  1103  and  1107 
there  is'a  vast  difference  to  our  disadvantage.  In  1103  our  exports  exceeded 
our  imports  by  about,  Rs-  3  61  crores  while,  in  1107,  it  is  only  Rs.  1‘02 
crores  That  means  the  difference  between  the  exports  and  imports 
has  fallen  down  by  more  than  Rs.  2J  crores.  That  means  about  Rs.  5 
per  head.  This  does  not  include  the  large  amount  of  money  that  is 
being  every  day  sent  out  of  Travancore  by  a  network  of  foreign  banks. 
If  we  take  into  calculation  that  also,  we  will  find  how  far  our  national 
income  has  gone  down.  The  Government  always  say  that  the  land 
owner  can  pay  his  tax  from  the  produce.  1  question  that  very  state¬ 
ment.  There  is  an  impression  in  our  country,  and  amongst  official 
members  particularly,  that  our  land  revenue  is  very  low.  We  find  that 
the  tax  per  acre  of  cultivated  land  in  Travancore  is  Re.  I  annas  10 
and  pies  3  while  that  in  the  Central  Provinces,  it  is  Re.  1  annas  0  and 
pies  4  and  that  in  Bengal,  Re.  1  annas  3  and  pies  6.  In  Central 
Provinces  we  find  that  only  9  per  cent,  of  the  net  profit  is  realised  as 
land  revenue.  The  resolution  in  C.  P.  Legislative  Council,  to  which 
I  referred,  wanted  the  Government  to  reduce  the  land  revenue  till  the 
next  Settlement  by  50  per  cent.  Here  we  find  that  the  land  revenue 
from  paddy  lands  is  about  2/5  of  the  gross  revenue.  I  cannot  give  the 
exact  proportion  with  regard  to  the  garden  lands.  The  cultivator  is 
given  a  reduction  of  only  2  paras  of  paddy  per  para  of  land  as  cost  of 
seed  and  labour.  Sir,  the  question  has  always  been  raised  whether  the 
laud  tax  realise  1  is  rent  or  revenue.  Here  wbat  I  am  saying  is  that, 
if  the  Government  exists  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  and  if  it  does  not 
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take  the  position  of  Shylook  or  that  of  a  land-holder  without  any  mercy 
.  or  consideration  for  his  tenants,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  give 
adequate  relief  to  the  people.  No  Government  put  forward  a  claim 
that  land  tax  is  rent  when  the  people  claim  that  it  is  a  revenue  realised 
from  the  profits.  If  that  view  is  taken,  then  I  have  to  say  that  this  50 
.  per  cent,  reduction  which  I  claim  is  very  very  moderate. 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  P1LLA1  (Additional  Hoad  Sirkar 
’-Vakil):  May  I  know  from  the  member,  if  that  50  per  cent,  reduction 
is  made  for  all  the  lands,  will  the  yield  cover  the  expense  of  cultivation 
and  Sirkar  tax? 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavehkami) :  What,  doe3  the  member 
mean  by  ‘all  lands’. 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  All  lands  which  the  member  was  referring  to. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Even  though  there  will 
be  certain  lands  with  regard  to - 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLA)  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  ;  So  there  is  some  concession  to  the  Government  ? 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavdikara) :  What  is  the  concession? 
It  is  not  any  concession.  When  the  lands  are  not  yielding  sufficiently, 
the  agriculturists  want  only  50  per  cent-  of  the  tax  to  be  reduced.  Well, 
Sir,  the  ryot  comes  and  says  “Sir,  lam  unable  to  pay  the  land  revenue. 
The  land  does  not  yield  much.  Even  for  what  it  yields,  there  is  no 
adequate  price.  Come  to  some  relief.  It  is  your  duty  that  my  interest 
must  be  protected,  my  prosperity  must,  be  your  watchword  and  you 
must  work  for  it,  or  else  I  will  bo  ruined”.  Now  the  Law  Member 
asks  me,  if  the  50  per  cent,  would  not  be  adequate  relief,  why  I  don’t 
claim  more.  If'  I  find  that  the  Government  is  sympathetic  in  this  I 
would  claim  more.  Let  me  see  what  they  are  going  to  do  with  this. 
Sir,  there  is  a  very  great  difference  between  land  revenue  and  other 
sources  of  income.  Land  revenue  is  direct  taxation.  It  is  in* 
:  flexible. 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  What  “is  the  average'  yield  of  cocoanut  per  acre  ? 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Is  it  for  the  whole  of 
the  State  ? 

.  Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil )  :  The  member  may  distribute  it  in  various  areas  according  as 
the  member  pleases.' 1 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara):  In  certain  areas  it  may 
be  Es.  50,  in  others  Es.  20,  and  in  some  cases  it  may  be  Es.  5.  . 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  In  the  area  in  which,  the  yield  is  Es.  15,  what  is  the  Sirkar 
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Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASA i\i  (  lavelikaraj :  If,  may  be  Rs.  5. 

MR.  K AYALA?.:?  PARANIESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Heal  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Will  not  even  that  cover  the  cultivation  expenses  and 
Sirkar  tax? 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Kavelikara)  :  I  have  already  stated 
that.  I  do  not  know  how  the  Law  member  forgets  that  there  are 
certain  cases  in  which  the  yield  will  not  be  sufficient  to  cover  the  culti¬ 
vation  expenses  and  the  Sirkar  tax.  But  as  I  said,  there  are  some  cases 
in  which  the  yield  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  those  expenses. 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PiLLAI  (Additional  Bead  Sirkar 
Vakil )  :  Hir,— 

MR. 'A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Manelikara) :  Sir,  has  my  whole  time 
to  be  taken  in  answering  the  Law  Member’s  questions  ?  I  have  shown 
sufficient  courtesy. 

Mr.  A,  THANU  PiLLAI  ( Trimndnt  n-Ilwral)  :  May  I  know  whether 
these  questions  put  by  the  Law  member  are  indicative  of  the  attitude 
of  Government  in  this  respect  or  whether  he  puts  them  on  his  own 
personal  responsibility  ?  I  ask  the  question  because  it  is  a  very 
important  matter. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  questions  put  are  relevant  and  so  I 
allowed  them. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavclikara ) :  I  will  bring  to  the 
notice-  of  the  House  one  instance  to  show  that  the  produce  has  gone 
down.  In  the  P.  W.  D.  Administration  Report  for  1107, 1  find  that  the 
income  from  the  sale  of  proceeds  has  gone  down  from  Rs.  24,900  in 
1100  to  Es.  4,169  in  1107.  That  means  it  has  gone  down  to 
about  1/6. 

Mr.  R.  N1LAKANTA  PILLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government): 
Is  it  not  due  to  the  cutting  down  of  trees  ? 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (MaveUleara, ):  If  it  is  an  open  question 
I  will  answer  it. 

It  is  not  an  unusual  thing  for  the  people  in  difficulties  to  approach 
the  Government  to  give  further  reductions.  And  if  we  do  not  ask  for 
a  larger  measure  of  relief,  it  is  because  we  are  not  sure  whether  our 
prayer  for  the  greater  relief  would  prejudice  our  chance  of  getting  even 
these  small  mercies  at  the  hands  of  the  Government. 

MR.  M.  SlVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovaila):  May  I  know  whether  he 
proposes  to  make  a  difference  between  the  paddy  lands  and  the  garden 
lands  with  regard  to  the  remission  ? 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Absolutely  none. 
1  ask  50  per  cent,  remission  of  the  land  revenue  because  the  yield  has 
gone  down  and  the  price  of  the  produce  has  been  reduced.-  In  the  case 
of  garden  lands,  they  suffer  owing  to  the  attack  of  pests  year  after  year. 
So,  I  do  not  propose  to  make  any  distinction  between  the  paddy  lands 
and  the  garden  lands  with  regard  to  the  remission. 
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MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Is  it  the  members’  position  that  the  yield  has  gone  down 
permanently  or  only  temporarily  V 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  On  which  kind  of 
land  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PiLU!  ( Additional  . Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  Both  paddy  and  garden  lands. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (<1 Iai’elikara):  I  think,  unless  our 
Agricultural  Department  shows  more  wisdom,  the  yield  has  gone  down 
permanently. 

MR.  KAYAL/M  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head.  Sirkar 

Vakil I  :  Will  the  member  advocate  a  re-settlement  immediately? 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara)'.  Never. 

Sir,  Government  appointed  an  Economic  Depression  Enquiry 
Committee  with  five  distinguished  officials  and  five  nominated  non¬ 
officials.  What  they  say  with  regard  to  this  remission  deserves  the 
attention  of  this  House. 

“  However,  a  larger  number  of  those  who  gave  evidence  before  us  have  stated 
in  an  unqualilied  manner,  that  the  present  situation  calls  for  a  partial  remission 
of  a  number  of  taxes.  We  also  find  that  in  a  memorial  presented  to  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  by  a  considerable  number  of  the  members  of  the  Sri  Mulam  Popular 
Assembly  and  certain  others,  the  signatories  have  prayed  fur  a  50  per  oent. 
remission  of  land-tax  and  resolutions  to  the  same  effect  have  also  been  passed 
at  various  public  meetings,  including  ono  held  al  Kotlayara,  in  February  last, 
presided  over  by  one  of  our  colleagues,  Mr.  S  Krishna  Aiyar. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  considerable  distress  is  felt  by  large  sections  of  the  people, 
in  the  matter  of  the  payment  of  land  tax.  This  is  obviously  the  result  of  the 
serious  trade  depression  that  prevails  iu  the  country.  The  people  can  get 
money  only  by  selling  their  ooooanuts,  paddy,  pepper,  and  other  produce,  but 
the  prioes  ore  very  low  and  even  at  such  low  prioes  there  is  no  adequate  demand 
for  the  goods  they  have  to  sell. 

As  a  rule,  a  fall  in  prioes  depresses  the  taxable  capacity  of  the  community  in 
general.  All  tax  must  be  paid  out  of  surplus,  and  when  the  surplus  is  reduced, 
taxable  capacity  is  also  reduced.  Guierally,  the  fall  in  taxable  capacity  is  not 
in  direct  proportion  to  the  fall  in  prioes,  but  falls  more  than  prioss  ;  that  is, 
if  the  nrices  fall  by  one-half,  the  taxable  capacity  falls  by  much  more  than 
one-hilf.  .It  is  regrettable  that  we  do  not  have  index  numbers  of  prices-  ” 

Dr.  Madhavan  Pillai,  one  of  the  non-official  members,  in  his  dis¬ 
senting  minute,  says  as  follows  : — 

“The  collapse  of  produce  prioes,  the  heavy  oost  of  cultivation,  the  pressure  of 
population  on  the  soil,  and  the  needs  of  oivilised  existence  liavo  tendod  to  the 
annihilation  of  taxable  capaoity,  and  there  is.  to  my  mind,  absolutely  no  justifi¬ 
cation  to  demand  from  the  agriculturist  all  his  dues  in  full  at  the  present  time. 
He  is  really  entitled  to  substantial  relief  no  less  as  a  matter  of  right  than  as  an 
aot  of  concession.  To  allow  him  to  perish  iu  the  struggle  against  this 
‘Economic  blizzard  ’  is  to  undermine  the  foundations  of  economic  lifo  in  this 

Sir,  I  am  not  alone  in  advocating  this  remission.  A  committee 
.recognised  by  the  Government  have  admitted  that  such  a  relief  is  nece¬ 
ssary.  It  is  found  that  a  considerable  number  of  S.  M.  P.  A.  members 
had  also  presented  a  memorial  asking  for  this  relief.  A  number  of 
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meetings  were  held  throughout  the  country.  About  two  years  have 
passed  after  all  these  and  the  depression  has  been  aggravated  by  more 
than  cent  per  cent.  If  the  Government  do  not  immediately  grant  the 
relief  asked  for,  I  think  they  will  be  losing  the  opportunity  of  serving 
the  country  by  showing  sufficient  foresight  and  magnanimity. 

The  next  part  of  the  resolution  says  that  the  balance  of  the  amount 
due  for  1x08  may  be  realised  with  the  last  instalment  of  1109  without 
interest.  Of  course,  no  fresh  arguments  are  necessary  to  support  that 
ground.  This  matter  has  also  been  supported  by  a  majority  of  this 
House.  So  I  am  sure  that  my  proposition  will  not  be  opposed  even  by 
the  Government  because  they  have  had  sufficient  time  after  hearing 
the  views  of  the  non-official  side  of  the  House  to  consider  it  and  come 
to  a  conclusion.  With  these  words,  I  move  the  resolution  for  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  this  House

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  The  rules  allow  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai’s 
amendment. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I)  :  The  House  virtually 
accepted  the  principle  of  the  resolution  as  amended  by  me.  Sir,  nobody 
can  at  this  late  hour  question  the  fact  that  the  country  is  passing 
through  an  unprecedented  economic  stress.  There  is  no  use  of  putting 
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questions  with  the  purpose  of  controverting  the  argument  that  the  ryot 
in  Travancore  stands  in  need  of  immediate  relief.  That  fact  cannot 
be  denied.  X  do  not  think  even  Government  Benches  will  try  to  make 
out  a  point  by  technicalities  that,  the  ryot  is  not  in  need  of  instant 
relief.  That  fact  has  been  admitted  by  the  Economic  Depression 
Enquiry  Committee.  They  were  trying  to  find  out  ways  and  means 
of  giving  relief  to  the  ryot.  I  venture  to  make  the  statement  that  the 
economic  situation,  so  far  as  the  ryots  of  Travancore  are  concerned, 
has  gone  from  bad  to  worse  since  the  Committee  to  enquire  into  the 
depression  submitted  its  report.  The  recent  abuormal  rainfall  and 
the  floods  and  the  damages  caused  to  crops  and  cultivable  lands  and  the 
further  fall  in  prices  of  agricultural  produce,  together  with  the 
exhaustion  of  resources  which  might  have  existed  at  the  time  when  the. 
economic  depression  just  set  in  has  aggravated  and  accentuated  the 
situation  considerably. 

Even  if  it  could  have  been  argued  at  the  time  when  the  EconoDjic 
Depression  Enquiry  Committee  was  submitting  its  report  that  the 
situation  has  not  arisen  to  necessitate  remission  of  taxes,  it  cannot  now 
with  propriety  be  urged  that  a  remission  ,  of  tax  is  not  needed.  Sir, 
it  was  asked  by  the  Law  Member  whether  the  yield  of  the  land  is  not 
sufficient  to  meet,  the  cost  of  cultivation.  It  has  been  shown  by  the 
Banking  Enquiry  Committee  and  the  Economic  Depression  Enquiry 
Committee,  as  clearly  as  it  could  be,  that  the  ryot  in  Travancore, the 
agriculturist  in  Travancore,  is  living  on  the  very  margin  of  subsistence. 
It  has  been  shown  that  in  the  two  principal  areas,  Nanjinad  and  Kutta- 
nad,  the  margin  of  profit  is  very  scanty,  nay,  it  is  less  than  that,  and 
these  ryots  are  in  imminent  danger  of  leaving  their  lands  to  lie  fallow 
But  I  do  not  agree  with  the  proposition  however  necessary  it  might  be 
that  a  50  per  cent,  reduction  is  justifiable  to  ask  from  Government. 
We  do  realise  that  land  revenue  is  the  one  permanent  source  of  income 
with  which. Government  has  to  carry  on  its  legitimate  duties  for  the 
governed.  We  do.  concede  that  in  a  period  of  economic  depression,  all 
indirect  taxes  that  are  elastic  will  undergo  a  considerable  fall  automati¬ 
cally  and  Government  have  tq  subsist  on  this  inelastic  and  direct  source 
of  revenue  ok,  the  land  revenue.  But  Government  also  ought  to  know 
that  the  agriculturist  is  the  backbone  of  the  country.  It  is  in  the 
continuance  and  prosperity  of  the  agriculturist  the  greatest  reserve  of 
government. resource  rests  and  not  in  the  so-called  treasury  resources 
ol  Government.  If  Government  concede  the  point  that  there-  is  a 
very  acute  economic  depression  in  the  country,  Government  ought  to 
b,e  prepared  .to  reduce  the  land  tax  by,  25  per  cent,  After  all  what 
does,  it -come  to  if  25  per  cent,  is  remitted  in  land  tax?  I  find  from  the 
budget  figures  that  the  current  Mjacut  accounts  come  to  Rs.  32  lakhs. 
25.  per  cent,  of  that  will  be  about  8  lakhs  of  rupees  reduced  from 
the  laud  tax.  I  think  that  if  Rs.  8  lakhs  is  reduced  that  will  be  a  subs- 
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tantial  relief  and  the  relief  which  Government  can  legitimately  afford  to 
give  to  the  ryot.  It  is  a  very  modest  proposal  that  I  place  for  the 
acceptance  of  Government.  It  is  not  a  proposal  made  in  a  bargaining 
spirit  to  ask  for  Rs  100  with  a  view  tG  get  Rs.  25.  It  is  not  like 
that.  Realising  the  position  of  Government,  realising  the  responsibili¬ 
ties  of  Government,  realising  the  difficulties  of  the  ryots  who  are 
undergoing  acute  distress  and  realising  the  need  that  is  most  urgent 
and  which  the  ryot  cannot  afford  to  forego,  I  think  a  margin  of  25  per 
cent,  reduction  of  land  tax  is  very  reasonable.  The  Government  have 
also  in  a  way  accepted  this  25  per  cent,  with  regard  to  Nanjinad.  If 
to  Nanjinad,  why  not  in  other  parts  of  Travancore  where  cultivators 
are  not  getting  a  better  income  from  their  agricultural  produce  than 
the  people  of  Nanjinad?  By  that,  I  should  not  be  understood  as 
grudging  the  reduction  given  to  the  Nanjinad  people.  Bar  from  it. 
But  I  want  to  bring  home  to  Government  that  the  people  who  cultivate 
lands  which  are  less  fertile  who  get  a  lesser  yield,  whose  margin  of 
profit  is  lesser,  are  certainly  entitled  to  reduction  as  the  people  of 
Nanjinad.  If  the  Government  thought  it  a  reasonable  and  just  figure 
in  Nanjinad,  I  do  not  know  what  argument  possibly  they  could  advance 
for  not  reducing  the  land  tax  for  the  rest  of  Travancore.  Eight  lakhs  of 
rupees  is  not  a  sum  which  the  Government  of  Travancore  imed  be 
afraid  of.  I  do  not  think  they  should  stagger  at  this  figure.  For 
Government  it  is  only  a  flea-bite.  The  Financial  Secretary  has  assured 
this  House  that  our  financial  position  is  “absolutely  sound”.  I  quote 
his  own  words.  Under  the.  circumstances,  if  the  financial  position  of 
Government  is  absolutely  sound  and  that  of  the  ordinary  ryot  absolutely 
unsound  and  topsy-turvey,  I  ask  Government  to  some  to  the  help  of  the 
agriculturist  in  this  time  of  dire  need.  Government  should  take  a  long 
vision  in  this  matter  and  come  to  the  legitimate  and  moderate  help 
which  the  ryot  is  Peeking  from  Government.  The  point  that  has  been 
brought  by  my  friend  Mr.  T.  P-  Velayudhan  Pillai  is  worthy  of  considera¬ 
tion  by  Government.  They  gave  a  reduction  of  50  per  cent,  in  regard 
to  the  commutation  rate  of  Kandukrishi  tax  and  that  is  a  way  of 
conceding  the  point.  It  is  from  the  agricultural  produce,  money  for 
paying  taxes  has  to  come.  But  the  price  of  agricultural  products  is 
very.  low.  So,  automatically,  we  come  to  the  irresistible  conclusion  that 
the  remission  of  taxes  is  what  is  needed.  Also,  coming  to  the  Economic 
Depression  Enquiry  Committee's  statement,  it  is  stated,  that  the  taxable 
capacity  of  the  citizen  is  reduced  not  in  proportion  to  the  fall  in  com¬ 
modity  prices,  but  it  is  reduced  by  a  much  higher  percentage.  If  the 
percentage  of  the  price  of  paddy  and  other  produce  are  decreased  by 
40  per  cent.,  the  taxable  capacity  of  the  agriculturist  is  reduced  by  a 
much  higher  percentage.  That  has  been  accepted.  That  theory  has 
been  accepted  by  Government-  At  this  time  of  depression,  after  the 
arguments  and  facts  as  is  seen  and  witnessed  daily,  in  the  country,  if 
the  Government  are  not  moved  to  grant  a  remission  of  this  moderate 
nature,  I  do  not  think  words  of  mine  will  be  able  to  convince  them 
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So  I  do  not  propose  to  waste  the  time  of  the  House  by  trying  to  con¬ 
vince  Government  and  the  Government  Benches  by  any  more  argu¬ 
ments.  I  ask  them  and  request  them  to  consider  the  situation  with  a 
long  vision  and  show  a  gesture  by  way  of  giving  some  relief  fo  the 
agriculturists.  It  may  be  very  little  or  very  scanty ;  all  that  it  can  do 
is  to  give  this  scanty  relief,  moderate  relief,  that  is  asked  for  after  seeing 
the  actual  situation  of  the  country.  I  do  not  propose  to  bring  in  more 
arguments  or  technical  points  for  fhc  acceptance  of  this  by  Gov¬ 
ernment.  I  think  this  Government  will  always  have  the  interest  of 
the  agriculturists  at  heart.  In  its  own  interests,  I  do  believe  that  the 
Government  will  certainly  give  this  remission  and  show  their  sympathy 
towards  the  ryots  in  their  time  of  dire  need.  With  these  words,  I  move 
this  amendment  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Patkinamtilta) :  Sir,  I  support 
Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai’s  amendment  motion.  I  do  not  see  any  reason 
whatsoever  why  Government  should  fight  shy  of  the  question  at  issue. 
It  is  seen  that  proposals  brought  from  this  side  of  the  House  are  not 
interpreted  by  the  official  members  as  favourably  and  justly  as  they 
ought  to  be.  After  all,  as  Mr.  K.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  said,  the  reduction 
of  land  revenue  will  come  to  about  8  lakhs  of  rupees-  That  need  not 
at  all  be  viewed  with  alarm  by  the  Government.  At  present  there 
are  greater  falls  under  receipts  in  many  other  branches  of  administra¬ 
tion.  For  instance  there  is  a  good  percentage  of  reduction  under  salt 
and  that  is  not  viewed  with  so  much  surprise  as  this.  As  Mr.  K.  Kunju¬ 
krishna  Pillai  said,  Government  should  view  this  question  with  a  broader 
vision.  It  is  well-known  that  land  revenue  alone  is  the  direct  taxation 
in  the  country.  Government  think  that  they  have  to  bow  down  to 
certain  conventions  and  that  they  cannot  break  *away  from  them 
ordinarily.  They  must  adhere  to  them  and  they  cannot  divest  their, 
statesmanship  from  them.  From  1102  till  today  there  has  been  a 
steady  decline  under  receipts  in  land  revenue.  In  view  of  so  many 
facts  brought  to  light  by  committees  and  individuals,  it  is  clear  that 
there  cannot  be  any  increase  in  land  revenue  in  future.  There  are 
falls  under  Excise,  Income-tax,  Forest,  etc.  There  is  absolutely  no 
reason  .why  Government  should  continue  to  persist  that  the  ryot,  the 
agriculturist  of  the  country,  lias  to  pay  the  revenue  fixed,  no  matter 
what  his  income  is.  He  is  declared  to  be  the  most  miserable  creature. 
The  chronic  indebtedness  of  the  agriculturist  of  Travancore  has  been  a 
very  notorious  fact.  It  has  been  painted  in  adequate  colours  by  the 
Banking  Enquiry  Committee.  It  comes  to  about  25  crores  of  rupees 
or  so  and  that  works  at  Rs.  65  per  head.  The  remission  now  asked 
for  is  only  a  very  small  concession  in  favour  of  the  agriculturist.  If 
the  Government  feel  convinced  of  the  necessity  and  take  courage,  they 
will  be  only  adopting  a  wise  course.  I  am  sure  the  Government  will 
absolutely  have  no  objection  whatsoever  in  allowing  this  concession 
asked  for  from  this  side  of  the  House.  The  Government  and  non- 
official  members  are  proceeding  upon  agreed  data-  They  admit  certain 
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facts,  via,  that  the  agriculturists  are  suffering  very  much ;  they  can¬ 
not  find  sufficient  money  for  cultivation ;  this  is  a  time  of  acute 
depression  ;  and  that  the  poor  ryots  stand  in  need  of  relief  from  Govern¬ 
ment.  All  these  are  indisputable  facts  and  are  admitted  both  by  the 
Government  and  the  non-officials. 

The  only  factor  that  remains  is  whether  the  Government  will 
agree  to  leave  off  their  orthodox  attitude  and  practice  and  come  _to  the 
rescue  of  the  agriculturist,  who  forms  the  backbone  of  the  country, 
and  forego  a  small  portion  of  their  revenue,  which  portion  they  can 
make  np  by  some  other  means. 

DEPOT  Y  PRESIDENT  ;  The  House  may  consider  the  resolution  and 
the  amendments  together. 

[Mr.  E.  V.  Krishna  Pillai  sat  down.  Mr.  Chidambaram  Pillai  and 
Mr.  C.  V.  Knnjuraman  stood  up  at  the  same  time.

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural )  ;  Who  is  in  possession 
of  the  House,  Sir  ? 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Kunjuraman  is  speaking  and  Mr.  E.  V, 
Krishna  Pillai  wants  to  put  a  question. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandruir -Rural)  I  think  it  is  just  the 
other  way. 

MR.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (A  ominated)  :  It  is  just  the  other 
way,  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT;  Mr.  E.  V.  Krishna”  Pillai  had,  I  thought 
finished  his  speech.  'When  Mr.  Kunjuraman  was  in  possession  of  the 
House,  Mr.  E.  V.  Krishna  Pillai  got  up,  and,  presumably,  I  thought  he 
wanted  to  ask  a  question. 

MR-  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural)  i  That  is  not  how  we 
understood  the  position,  Sir. 

MR.  C.  V.  KUNJURAMAN  ( Nominated ):  araiOoo  ffl®  aruo^jo  Sao 
e'hyffir a  sjgg.. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural )  :  May  I  know  who  was 
right.  Sir  ?  I  was  right,  Sir,  and  I  was  ruled  out  of  order,  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ,  Mr.  Krishna  Pillai  sat  down,  and,  after  he 
sat  down,  I  thought,  Mr,  Kunjuraman  got  up.  Naturally,  I  thought 
that  Mr,  Krishna  Pillai  had  finished  his  speech  and  that  Mr.  Kunju¬ 
raman  had  begun  his  speech.  Nodody  is  infallible ;  and,  in  theBe 
matters,  there  must  be  give  and  take,  especially  when  inferences  have 
to  be  made  from  the  silence  of  particular  members. 

The  position  is  that  Mr.  E.  Y.  Krishna  Pillai  is  in  possession  of 
the  House  and  is  continuing  his  speech. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattcmamtittu) :  I*  shall  explain  the 
position  which  caused  some  confusion  here.  During  the  coarse  of  my 
speech,  Mr.  Kunjuraman  stood  up  to  ask  a  question.  In  accordance 
with  the  rules  and  practice  here,  which  say  that  not  more  than  one 
should  be  standing  at  a  time,  I  sat  down  as  soon  as  I  saw  Mr.  Kunju¬ 
raman  standing. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  all  right ;  you  may  proceed. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta )  ?  Mr.  Kunjuraman 
asked  me  whether  the  concession,  now  recommended  by  the  resolution, 
may  be  extended  to  those  land-owners  who  have  leased  out  their  lands 
and  are  getting  income  from  their  lands  indirectly  through  the  lessees 
and  at  the  expense  of  the  lessees  who  do  the  actual  cultivation  of  the 
land.  I  think  the  land-owner  has  been  hit  hard  by  the  present  econo¬ 
mic  depression  whether  he  himself  cultivates  the  land  or  is  enjoying 
the  fruits  of  cultivation  through  intermediaries  to  whom  he  has  leased 
out  his  lands  for  cultivation  ;  because  the  price  of  commodities  has.:gqne 
down  and  with  that  the  lease  amount  also.  There  is,  therefore,  absolutely 
no  reason  why  any  distinction  should  be  made  between  the  land-owner 
and  the  lessee-cultivator. 

Mr.  C.  V.  KUNJURAMAN  (Xomiaated) :  aiga<0c9>oeji2o&n  (gaisaj 
tmoaKStoo  aoaaSQjsico  ®0)  ora,  (§al Assist  g,aj3"|.a.aj 
gaaob  avflmmnaaoaflnoQfiffllaartnaica^  a  too  AOOja.ojcg)  aAOgjsaasmo? 
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Ms.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamliita )  :  I  believe  penal  tax¬ 
ation,  against  people  who  do  not  cultivate  their  lands,  was  urged  in 
this  House  by  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  himself,  if  I  remember  right. 
My  submission  is  that  that  is  not  within  the  purview  of  the  resolution 
Bow  before  the  House. 

Mr.  C.  V,  KUNJURAMAN  (Nominated)  :  rarosBBlaoocaisB  qistao^cai

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta ) :  I  have  absolutely  do 

objection. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mamlikara) ;  I  beg  to  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  All  the  confusion  that  arose  just  a  while  ago  was  due 
to  the  fact  that,  when  Mr.  Iiunjuraman  stood  up,  Mr.  Krishna  Pillai  sat 
down  as  though  he  had  finished  his  speech. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  There  was  no  confusion  at  all. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  I  want  to  have  a 
ruling,  Sir,  as  to  whether  the  member  in  possession  of  the  House  should 
sit  down  any  time  before  he  has  actually  finished  his  speech,  merely 
because  any  other  member  has  stood  up  for  the  purpose  of  asking  a 
question.  If  it  is  ruled  that  the  member  in  possession  need  sit  down 
only  when  he  has  finished  his  speech,  that  would  save  the  kind  of  con¬ 
fusion  that  we  had  some  time  back. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  right  course  is  that  only  one  member 
should  be  standing  in  the  House  at  a  time ;  therefore,  the  moment 
another  member  stands  up,  be  it  for  putting  a  question,  the  member  in 
possession  must  sit  down. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South)'.  Sir, 
the  taxing  department  of  the  State  is  hopelessly  at  sea  when  it  comes 
to  the  question  cf  direct  taxation.  It  has  no  policy  before  it,  as  it  had 
no  policy  behind  it.  When  I  moved  for  the  abolition  of  income  tax, 
the  Income  Tax  Commissioner  put  forward  the  plea  that  that  tax  is 
imposed  only  on  those  who  are  able  to  pay,  those  who  are  able  to  bear 
the  burden.  I  accepted  the  soundness  of  that  argument,  because  that 
tax  is  imposed  only  upon  those  people  who  get  incomes  of  Bs.  2,000 
and  more  per  annum.  Now,  what  I  ask  the  Hand  Bevenue  Commis¬ 
sioner  is,  ‘  why  does  he  not  introduce  the  same  logic  when  it  comes  to 
land  tax?  Why  does  he  not  adopt  the  principle  of  taxing  such  land- 
owners  as  are  able  to  pay  the  tax  ?”  If  you  want,  for  historical  reasons, 
you  may  reduce  the  minimum  taxable  income  from  Bs.  2,000  as  in  the 
case  for  income  tax  to  Bs.  200  for  agricultural  income  in  the  case  of  land 
tax  ;  that  is  to  say,  do  not  tax  people  who  get  less  than  Ks-  200  per 
annum  from  their  lands.  That  is  certainly  a  sound  policy  which 
ought  to  he  pursued  by  any  Government  which  has  the  welfare  of  the 
people  at  heart,  especially  the  welfare  :of  the  agriculturists.  I  hope, 
Sir,  the  Settlement  Memorandum  will  run  on  some  such  reasonable 
basis  and  not  adopt  the  basis  of  taxation  which  was  the  fashion  in  the 
days  of  Akbar  the  Great  and  Baja  Todar  Mall.  It  waB  pointed  out  by  the 
Vo  i.  I.  No.  12.  o 
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late  Dewan  Bahadur  S.  Srinivasaraghava  Aiyangar,  in  his  “Memoran- 
dum  on  the  progress  of  the  Madras  Presidency  during  the  last  forty 
years  of  British  Administration”,  a  standard  book  on  the  subject  of  land 
tenures,  published  in  1893: 

“  A  sudden  and  great  reduction  of  inooroes  must,  however,  paralyse  energy  and 
bring  dieoontent  and  despair  ;  and  when  a  large  portion  of  the  population  is 
subjected  to  this  operation,  its  injurious  oonseqnenoes  oan  be  readily  conceived. 
A  landholder's  income  which  has  been,  say,  Ks.  2,000,  Ss.  500,  Rs.  II  0  for 
30  years,  may,  without  causing  permanent  hardship  he  reduced  perhaps  to 
Rs.  1,500,  Rs-  450,  and  Rs.  90  respectively  by  taxation.  The  deficiency  in  tha 
inoome  which  is  not  much  in  excess  of  what  one  must  be  prepared  for  in  the 
natural  course  of  things,  whether  caused  by  changes  in  the  price  of  commodi¬ 
ties  or  in  the  value  of  money,  ’may  ho  mot  by  effecting  little  economics  in 
various  direotions  and  may  even  tot  as  incentive  to  exertion  without  “compell¬ 
ing  the  persons  affected  to  forego  substantial  comforts  and  conveniences.  If 
the  income  he  suddenly  reduced  to  Rs.  1,020,” 

(that  is  in  the  case  of  persons  who  were .  getting  Rs.  2,000  per 
annum,) 

“  Rs.  250,  and  Rs.  50,  not  in  individual  cases  but  in  the  case  of  the  majority  of  the 
population  which  derives  its  substanoe  from  land,  whether  in  the  capacity  of 
landlords  and  rent  receivers,  farmers  or  agricultural  labourers,  the  result  oannot 
but  he  a  great  blow  to  the  growing  prosperity  of  the  country.” 

Now,  Sir,  it  is  seen  from  the  Report  of  the  Economic  Depression 
Enquiry  Committee,  in  paragraph  82, 

“At  present  the  price  of  paddy  is  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Rs.  5  per  Icotta.” 

And,  that  was  at  the  time  the  Report  was  submitted  ;  now,  I  sub¬ 
mit,  it  is  much  less  ;  it  is  about  Rs.  4-2as.  per  kotta. 

“  At  this  rate,  the  groBS  annual  income  from  an  acre,  including  Ra.  10,  the  value  of 
straw,  is  Rs.  130  only.  The  oost  of  cultivation  and  the  tax  remaining  the 
same,  the  net  annual  inoome  dwindles  down  to  Rs.  20  per  acre.” 

It  is  much  less  than  even  Rs.  20,  Sir,  at  the  present  moment. 
Therefore,  if  you  adopt ‘‘the  ability  to  pay"  as  the  basis  of  taxation, 
all  persons  owning  less  than  10  acres  of  land  may  be  relieved  of  land  tax. 
At  any  rate,  whatever  be  the  method  adopted  to  make  the  land  tax 
proportionate  to  the  cut  proposed,  25  per  cent  as  suggested  by  Mr, 
Kunjukrishna  Pillai,  must  be  reduced  from  the  total  land  tax.  There¬ 
fore  I  support  the  resolution  as  amended  by  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai. 

|  Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod) :  We  have  a  resolu- 
■"  tion  for  a  cut  of  50  per  cent,  in  the  land  tax,  as  well  as  an  amendment 
for  a  cut  of  only  25  per  cent.  I  support  the  amendment  moved  by 
Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai. 

Sir,  that  some  relief  is  urgently  needed  for  the  agriculturists  of  the 
country  will  not  admit  of  any  doubt  whatsoever.  On  a  prior  occasion, 
when  we  were  discussing  out  motions  under  the  Land  Revenue 
Demand,  this  House  has  given  its  opinion  that  some  such  relief  ae  is 
now  suggested  must  be  given.  Sir,  tlfese  are  extraordinary  times  ;  and 
extraordinary  timeB  call  for  extraordinary  relief.  The  Law  Officers  of 
Government  will,  take  shelter  behind  legal  quibbles.  The  question  as 
to  whether  the  tax  paid  by  the  people  is  rent  or  revenue  cannot  be , 
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inally  settled  unless  we  refer  to  the  history  of  land  tenures  and  the 
listory  of  Travancore.  But,  whether  land  tax  is  rent  or  revenue, 
whatever  be  the  point  of  view,  for  our  consideration  of  the  question 
ihere  cannot  be  any  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  urgent  need  for 
relief.  Bet  ns  take  it  for  argument’s  sake  that  tax  is  rent.  I  submit, 
ihat  is  no  argument  why  the  agriculturist  should  be  compelled  to  pay 
t  out  of  his  pocket  in  these  days  when  he  is  not  able  to  get  even  the 
sost  of  cultivation  ont  of  the  yield  from  the  land.  There  is  not  one 
.andlord  in  the  country  who  does  not  remit  a  portion  of  the  rent  due 
to  him  from  the  tenant.  Therefore,  even  if  tax  is  treated  as  rent, 
Government,  the  biggest  landlord  in  the  State,  are  bound,  in  fairness, 
to  forego  a  portion  of  their  dues  in  favour  of  the  tax-payer. 

We  will  take  it  that  it  is  not  rent  but  that  it  is  revenue.  If  that 
is  the  case,  then  it  is  a  matter  of  Royal  Prerogative.  By  virtue  of  the 
prerogative  of  the  Sovereign,  the  Government,  in  the  interests  of  the 
Subject,  have  to  order  a  remission  like  this.  We  know,  Sir,  that  in  the 
history  of  Travancore  in  extraordinary  times  like  these,  Sovereigns 
used  to  command  a  remission  of  tax  to  relieve  the  distress  of  the  people 
by  giving  what  is  called  karamilavu  in  times  of  urgent  necessity.  Such 
being  the  case,  as  I  observed  at  the  very  outset,  these  are  extraordinary 
;imes.  In  agricultural  economics,  'the  smost  important  thing  to  be 
jonsidered  is  what  is  called  the  margin  of  profit.  In  agriculture  we 
have  to  view  it  just  like  any  other  industry.  There  is  what  is  called 
the  cost  of  production.  With  regard  to  lands  there  is  what  is  called 
the  rent  or  the  revenue  that  is  due  to  Government.  Then  there  is 
what  is  called  the  margin  of  profit.  Considering  the  present  economic 
depression,  and  also  considering  the  fall  in  prices,  we  have  to  see 
whether  there  is  any  margin  of  profit  for  the  agriculturists.  I  submit 
that  the  whole  of  the  margin  of  profit  is  completely  wiped  off  and  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  Government,  a  Government  that  is  considering  the 
prosperity  and  well-being  of  the  subjects,  and  I  hope  every  wise 
Government  will  do  it,  to  order  its  affairs  accordingly.  Such  a  Govern¬ 
ment  will  certainly,  in  times  of  depression  like  these,  order  a  remission 
of  tax  and  give  some  relief  to  the  suffering  agriculturists.  I  would  also 
observe  that  both  wise  statemanship  and  sound  finance  require  that 
some  such  remission  is  absolutely  necessary.  Therefore,  I  support  the 
amendment  brought  forward  by  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion  as 
amended  by  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai.  It  is  an  admitted  fact.  Sir,  the 
agriculturists  of  the  State  are  in  a  pitiable  condition  and  the  responsi- 
bility  for  bringing  them  down  to  their  present  hopeless  condition  depends 
upon  the  Government  as  well  as  upon  nature.  Sir,  it  is  due  to  the 
apathy  on  the  part  of  Government  to  look  after  the  interests  of  the 
agriculturists  in  the  State  for  the  last  so  many  years,  in  not  looking 
alter  their  irrigations,  in  not  allowing  sufficient  money  for  agricultural 
loans  and  such  other  purposes,  in  not  giving  them  easy  means  of  com¬ 
munication  to  improve  their  conditions,  the  Government  have  done  a 
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good  lot  to  reduce  the  condition  of  the  agriculturists  in  the  State  to 
their  present  pitiable  position.  Also  as  a  result  of  the  recent  floods, 
their  cropB  have  been  destroyed,  their  houses  have  been  washed  away 
in  very  many  places  and  their  condition  has  become  most  pitiable.  Sir, 
it  has  been  asked  from  the  Government  side  whether  re-settlement 
would  not  be  a  remedy  for  this  purpose,  Sir,  if  strangulation  would 
be  a  remedy  in  the  case  of  an  ailing  patient,  then  certainly  re-settle¬ 
ment  will  be  the  remedy  to  better  the  condition  of  the  agriculturists, 
We  wonder,  Sir,  why  the  Government  have  not  taken  up  the  initiative 
in  the  matter  of  remission  of  tax  before  we  brought  this  matter  to  the 
notice  of  the  authorities  concerned  by  this  resolution  and  by  some 
other  means.  Anyhow,  in  the  interests  of  Government  as  well  as  the 
people,  because  the  Government  in  our  land  exist  for  the  people  and 
we  the  people  exist  for  the  Government,  I  say.  for  our  mutual  interests, 
Sir,  it  is  highly  necessary  that  at  least  25  per  cent,  reduction  in  the 
land  tax  ought  to  be  given. 

Mr.  A  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) ;  Has  the  member  any 
objection  if  50  per  cent,  reduction  is  given  ? 

MR.  8.  J-  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  1  have  no  objection’  to  it.  But 
there  is  this  point  to  be  considered.  We,  the  representatives  of  the 
people,  I  mean  the  members  of  this  House,  have  once  unanimously 
agreed  in  this  Session  itself  that  25  per  cent  of  the  land  tax  ought  to 
be  reduced  and  hence  we  cannot  go  behind  that.  So  I  support  the 
amendment. 

MR.  K.  MAHOMED  ( Always )  :  Sir,  in  suppovting'this  amendment,  I 
wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  one  fact— that  is  this 
remission  of  land  revenue  must  be  made  applicable  to  the  Edavagai 
also.  Otherwise,  our  neighbours  will  be  enjoying  all  sorts  of  conces¬ 
sions  and  remission  while  we  will  be  getting  nothing  at  all. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)'.  Which  Edavagai  ? 

MR.  K.  MAHOMED  (Alwaye)  :  The  Edavagai  of  Edapalli,  consisting 
of  five  pa kuthies  and  inhabited  by  nearly  80,000  people.  Formerly  it 
was  the  case  that  when  land  revenue  concession  was  given,  it  was  not 
extended  to  us  also.  So,  I  request  the  Government  to  be .  sympathetic 
in  their  attitude  and  extend  to  us  also  the  same  concessions  and  remis¬ 
sions  that  are  given  to  our  neighbours. 

Mr.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  ( Kalkulam  II)  :  Sir,  I  support  the  amend, 
ment  before  the  House.  In  doing  so,  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of 
Government  that  tfce  people,  especially  the  agriculturists  of  this  coun¬ 
try,  are  groaning  under  heavy  taxation.  As  has  been  pointed  out  by 
the  non-official  members,  this  is  an  extraordinary  time  during  which  the 
agriculturists  wish  for  concession  from  the  Government  in  regard  to 
land  tax.  If  this  25  per  cent,  of  remission  is  not  granted  as  of  right,  I 
wish  at  least  that  out  of  charity  this  remission  may  be  granted,  for 
"  Charity  is  Our  household  Divinity  ”  is  the  motto  in  this  State. 
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Ur.  Q.  NILAKANTAN  {Nominated) :  Sir  I  beg  to  offer  a  few  remarks 
on  the  motion  brought  before  the  House.  Having  been  an  officer  my-  c 
self  for  a  long  time,  accustomed  to  collecting  Government  dues,  the 
resolution  as  it  stands  does  not  accord  with  my  sense  of  responsibility, 
especially  as  this  is  one  of  a  sweeping  character. 

Hr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PilLAI  (Vilavankod) :  May  I  know 
whether  the  member  was  collecting  land  revenue  or  excise  revenue  ? 

Mr,  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated ) ;  I  only  said  ‘  revenue.' 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  ( Changanachery  cum  Peer  made  II) :  Is  he 
supporting  or  opposing  the  motion  1 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)  :  I  oppose  the  motion.  There 
are  lands  the  income  from  which  is  sufficient  to  meet  the  cost  of  culti¬ 
vation  and  also  to  meet -the  Government  demand, 

MR.  KA1NIXKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Changanachery  1) :  Is  the 
income  from  such  lands  sufficient  to  pay  tax  and  to  meet  cultivation 
expenses  or  is  it  something  more  than  that  ? 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated )  :  Something  more,  some  balance 
is  left.  There  is  a  large  number  of  land  owners  who  derive  income  for 
their  buildings  in  towns. 

MR.  M.  N.  NAIR  (Kottayam  I) :  May  I  know  whether  the  member  is 
aware  that  there  is  a  special  tax  on  income  from  rent  ? 

MR.  G,  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)  :  Yes.  There  is  a  large  number  . 
of  land  owners  whose  income  is  not  taxed  if  the  ineome  is  below 
Bs.  2,000.  The  income  is  only  taxed  when  it  exceeds  a  certain  amount. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Qutlon  I)  :  Sir,  on  a  point  of  order. 
The  member  is  talking  to  individual  members  and  we  are  not  able  to 
follow  the  discussion. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  He  was  not  talking  to  individual  members, 
but  was  only  turning  round  to  make  himself  more  audible.  Please  talk 
a  little  louder,  Mr.  Nilakantan. 

MR.  G.  NILAK ANT Mi'JCNominated)  :  I  am  of  opinion  that,  if  remission 
should  be  given  at  all,  it  should  be  given  to  those  people  who  a«e  actually 
suffering. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavdikara)  :  The  member  Said  that 
land  revenue  is  only  paid  by  certain  persons  who  receive  a.  larger  income 
than  Bs.  2,000. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Is  that  a  question  you  are  asking,  Mr.  Asan? 

Mr.  A.  S,  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikam)  :  Yes,  Sir.  I  am  asking 
whether,  there  is  any  rule  by  which  a  person  need  pay  land  revenue 
only  if  he  gets  above  a  certain  minimum. 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)  :  No. 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (TirnmUa  I)  :  aaonala  ^asskmej]  qjcoIai.

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)  '. 
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,,  DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  I  should  think  that  the  question  of  the 
knowledge  of  a  member  in  regard  to  matters  of  agriculture  does  not  arise. 
If  any  information  is  wanted  of  him  about  agriculture,  that  is  a  different 
matter. 

Hr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated ) :  Sir,  the  universal  remission  of 
tax  will  benefit  those  people  also  who  do  not  suffer.  Therefore,  I  do 
not  support  a  motion  of  this  universal  kind.  In  cases  where  people 
have  suffered,  the  Government  have  provided  rules  whereby  remission 
of  tax  may  be  made. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAM9DARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  the  Remission  Rules  in  Travancore  would  benefit 
people  who  suffer  on  account  of  floods  and  other  things  ? 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated ) :  I  think  so.  I  think  the  Govern¬ 
ment  do  remit  tax  in  cases  of  real  hardship. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Are  there  any  rules  for 
that  ? 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)  :  I  am  not  aware  ot  any  rules,  but 
I  know  that  Government  have  remitted  tax  where  there  is  a  failure  of 
crops. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ' (Vilavankod)  :  Sir,  the  member 
referred  to  certain  rules.  We  are  not  aware  of  those  rules.  May  I 
know  whether  the  member  is  in  the  confidence  of  Government— 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  rule  is  that  when  the  Chair  rises,  to 
speak,  the  other  members  sit  down.  Does  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  want 
to  put  a  question  ? 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod)  :  Yes. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Please  ask  the  question. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod) :  The  member 
in  the  course  of  his  speeoh  referred  to  certain  rules  and  when  questioned 
he  is  not  prepared  to  disclose  these  rules.  I  want  to  know  whether  the 
member  is  in  the  special  confidence  of  Government. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  do  not  allow  that  question.  You  may 
proceed,  Mr.  Nilakantan. 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated):  Sir,  since  this  resolution  helps 
those  people  who  have  not  actually  suffered,  I  oppose  the  motion. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  Who  are  the  people  that 
have  not  actually  suffered  ? 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)  :  For  instance,  owners  of  dry 
,  lands. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  What  is  the  kind  of 
produce  to  be  obtained  from  dry  lands  1 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated) :  Cocoanut  and  other  things 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Does  the  member  say 
that  the  price  of  cocoanut  has  not  gone  down  ? 
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MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated) :  It  hag  gone  down. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  By  what  percentage? 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated)  :  By  about  50  per  cent. 

MR.  A.;S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Does  the  member  believe 
the  Report  of  the  Economic  Depression  Enquiry  Committee  ? 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)  :  I  believe  in  actual  experience. 

MR,  A,  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  ■  May  I  ^know  what  was 
the  price  ?  May  I  know  the  price  at  which  he  was  selling  cocoanut 
four  years  back  ? 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated )  :  Eive  rupees  per  hundred. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ):  What  is  the  present 
price  ? 

Mr.  G,  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated) :  A  little  over  Bs.  2. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  So  what  is  the  per¬ 
centage  of  reduction  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  answer  to  that  question  is  obvious. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  I)  :  Does  the  member  know  that 
there  are  certain  lands  which  are  allowed  to  lie  fallow  because  cultiva¬ 
tion  is  not  paying  ? 

'  MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated) :  Yes. 

MR.  M.  S1VATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  Sir,  I  was  in  a  difficulty  to 
ohoose  my  position  either  to  support  the  resolution  of  my  friend  Mr. 
Asan  or  to  support  the  amendment  of  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai.  At  any 
rate  after  my  friend  Mr.  Nilakantan  stood  up  to  speak  a  few  words  and 
spoke,  I  resolved  myself  not  to  take  up  the  position  of  Mr,  Nilakantan 
as  he  appeared  to  be  rather  not  very  attractive,  but  to  support  the  very 
modest  demand  of  my  friend  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai.  But  no  one 
will  be  more  glad  than  myself  if  Government  were  gracious  enough 
to  stretch  a  helping  hand  to  the  poor  suffering  agriculturists,  with  full 
remission  for  a  few  years. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Bead  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  According  to  the  member  which  is  the  reasonable  figure,  25 
or  60  per  cent  ? 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  -.  If  Government  will  look  with 
sympathy  at  the  question  of  helping  the  paddy  cultivators  for  some 
years  to  come,  till  the  economic  depression  completely  disappears  from 
the  land,  it  will  be  really  a  grace  on  the  part  of  the  — 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Bead  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  I  am  not  speaking  of  grace.  Which  is  the  reasonable  figure 
according  to  the  member,  having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances  ? 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  It  varies  with  the  variety  of 
persons.  According  to  the  Treasury  Benches,  it  may  take  a  downward 
course,  while,  according  to  the  members  on  this  side,  it  may  take  an  up¬ 
ward  course. 
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MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILL Al  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  What  is  it  according  to  the  member  ? 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Toval'i )  :  If  left  to  myself  I  will  wipe  out 
the  whole  land  revenue,  at  least  for  the  time  being,  because  I  consider 
that  agriculturists  are  the  real  backbone  of  the  country  ;  and  the  agri¬ 
cultural  condition  of  our  people  is  at  a  very  low  ebb. 

With  full  sense  of  responsibility  I  ask  members  on  this  side  of  the 
House  to  realise  that  Nanjinad,  the  so-called  granary  of  Travancore,  is 
no  more  worth  the  name.  Some  two  months  ago  25  %  remission  was 
given  to  the  ayacut  lands  in  Nanjinad  for  Eumbham  hist  this  year.  I 
saw  in  one  paper  an  open  attack  by  an  ex-member  of  the  Legislative 
Council.  In  that  article  he  said  that  Government  thought  it  tit  to 
remit  the  land  tax  to  the  extent  of  25  %  because  a  large  area  of  the  land 
there  was  owned  by  Government  officers. 

The  history  of  the  remission  of  land  tax  is  as  follows.  The  lands 
in  Nanjinad  are  classified  into  four  divisions.  One  is  Ayacut  lands. 
Padarapattam  lands  consist  of  two  kinds  of  lands,  one  tank  bed  con¬ 
versions  and  Thoram  lands  and  the  last,  puduval  conversions.  The 
remission  of  25  per  cent,  was  given  only  to  the  ayacut  lands  and  that 
only  on  Government  tax.  Now  there  are  two  kinds  of  taxes.  One  is 
Government  tax  and  the  other  thoram.  There  was  very  great  difficulty 
to  carry  conviction  to  the  Government.  The  Dewan  came  there  and 
held  a  local  enquiry.  Government  were  very  reluctant  to  allow  remis¬ 
sion  with  reference  to  thoram  lands.  Thoiam  lands  may  easily  be 
brought  under  that  classification  as  ayacut  lands,  as  they  also  suffered 
equally  with  the  latter  I  do  not  know  what  difficulties  stood  in  the 
way  of  Government  to  treat  both  alike.  The  Dewan  Peishkar  raised  the 
difficulty  that  the  thoram  lands  stood  entirely  on  a  different  footing 
from  the  jcnmom  lands.  Either  from  the  low  produce  or  the  damage 
to  crops  or  the  sale  price  of  paddy  these  two  lands  stood  on  the  same 
footing.  But  Government,  were  not  prepared  to  accept  that  position. 
Tank  bed  lands  were  obtained  by  converting  tank  beds  into  cultiva¬ 
ble  lands  after  they  were  put  in  auction.  With  regard  to  these  lands, 
Government  argued  that  when  these  lands  were  put  to  auction  the 
bidders  knew  that  these  lands  are  divided  into  three  categories  and 
each  thararn  is  to  be  levied  and  paid  at  varying  rates  of  Es.  36,  26  and 
less  and  because  they  willingly  entered  into  such  an  agreement  to  pay 
they  have  no  fight  for  a  reduction  in  the  rates.  I  do  not  think  that 
such  an  argument  applies  at  all  to  the  lands.  If  I  pursue  the  argument, 
it  will  take  more  time.  It  is  true  that,  in  Nanjinad,  paddy  cultivation 
was  being  carried  oh  from  ever-so-many  years  back.  But  from  my  own 
experience  I  may  say  that  the  agriculture  has  been  very  much  deteri¬ 
orated  and  they  are  not  able  to  provide  even  manure.  The  yield  from 
the  land  has  been  very  much  reduced.  The  cultivators  in  Nanjinad 
have  to  depend  upon,  proper  and  timely  irrigation,  manure,  adequate 
exposure  to  sun  and  heat  and  lastly  the  seasonal  winds.  '  Now  there 
has  been  a  break  in  the  natural  and  the  usual  course  of  wind  and  rain 
and  this  goes  a  great  way  to  tell  upon  the  production  of  cultivation. 
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Ms.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Ambalapuzha  I)  :  Is  it  not  the  same 
case  in  north  Travancore  also  ? 

MR.  M.  SIVaTANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala I  take  it  with  great  pleasure 
from  Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai. 

What  I  was  labouring  to  show  is  not  that  no  remission  should  be 
given  to  north  Travancore  but  that  the  cultivation  in  south  Travancore 
depends  more  upon  nature’s  verdict.  On  one  occasion  the  late 
Dewan  Mr.  Watts  observed  that  it  was  the  Nanjinad  people  and  their 
agriculturists  who  less  troubled  him  and  his  Government  and  they 
needed  only  good  and  natural  season  and  only  oared  for  the  measure¬ 
ment  of  water  in  the  Kodayar  Dam.  If  their  32  ft.  could  be  provided, 
they  were  quite  satisfied  ;  thereby  he  referred  to  the  characteristics  of 
the  Nanjinad  people.  That  means  they  are  so  much  absorbed  in  cul¬ 
tivation  alone  and  earn  their  livelihood  by  that.  Now  the  yield  of  the 
land  has  become  very  little.  There  is  no  paddy  available  for  sale  and 
if  at  all  available,  it  does  not  get  any  price.  Not  only  the  last  crop 
failed,  but  a  series  of  crops  so  much  so  the  people  there  have  begun  to 
fight  shy' of  the  lands. 

One  minute  more  and  I  have  finished.  Cultivation  there  requires 
some  investment.  The  average  expense  per  acre  for  cultivation  is  about 
Rs.'35  to  40.  This  being  the  expense.for  a  season,  the  ryots  can  expect 
only  too  small  an  amount  to  pay  the  heavy  tax.  _  The  average  tax  per 
acre  in  south  Travancore  is  Rs.  16,  a  feature  which  is  not  prevailing  in 
any  part  of  India. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandam-llural ):  Sir,  since  some  of  the 
members  on  this  side  have  spoken,  some  Government  member  may  be 
called  upon  to  speak  so  that  we  might  know  the  position  of  Govern¬ 
ment. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  a  good  suggestion.  Any  how  we 
have  got  only  four  minutes  to  1-30. 

MR-  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  ( Parur )  :  I  support  Mr.  Kunjukrishna 
Piliai’s  motion  for  the  reduction  of  25  per  cent.  tax. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Ambalapuzha  I) :  Is  the  resolution 
being;  put  to  vote  now  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Krishna  Menon  is  talking  now.  : 

Mr.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  {Parur)  :  I  support  Mr.  Kunjukrishna 
Piliai’s  amendment  for  the  reduction  of  25  per  cent,  tax  I  do  not  think 
it  is  necessary  to  speak  further  as  several  of  my  friends  have  already 
spoken  in  detail  on  the  subject.  As  regards  the  question  put  by  Mr. 
Kunjuraman.  I  think  even  50  per  cent,  is  not  paid  by  the  tenants  to  the 
owners  owing  to  the  fall  in  price  and  failure  •  of  crop  by  the  damage 
done  by  floods  and  heavy  rains.  If  the  concession  is  to  be  allowed,  it 
must  be  extended  to  the  Edavaka  lands  of  Edappalli  and  Kilimanoor 
Chiefs  also.  With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  {Kottarakara)  :  I  move  that  the  question 
be  Deputy  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  N.  E.  'Varughese  was  on  bis  legs,  .

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Your  time  is  up. 

MR.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  :  Sir,  I  am  unable  to 
support  the  resolution  in  its  present  form.  In  the  first  place,  the  re¬ 
solution  is  not  definite.  The  first  part  of  the  resolution  says'.  “This 
Assembly  recommends. to  the  Government  that  SO  per  cent,  of  the 
land  revenue  due  for  the  year  1101  be  remitted  .  It  is  not  clear  what 
exactly  is  meant  by  the  expression  “land  revenue”.  The  expression 
‘land  revenue’  includes  a  variety  of  items.  It  includes  Sanchayam, 
Ayacut  and  a  number  of  other  items.  I  doubt  whether  the  mover 
intends  to  include  all  of  them.  My  doubt  is  strengthened  by  the 
amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Kunjukrisna  Pillai.  In  his  speech,  he  gave 
an  idea  of  the  loss  of  revenue  that  would  result  by  accepting  his  amend¬ 
ment  of  25  per  cent,  remission.  He  said  that  the  loss  would  come  to 
about  Bs.  8  lakhs.  The  receipts  under  ‘ Ayacut ’  current  revenue  alone 
come  to  Its,  32  lakhs,  25  per  cent,  of  that  would  come  to  Bs.  8  lakhs. 
So,  if  the  expression  ‘‘Ayacut  Current  Bevenne”  is  substituted  for. 
“land  revenue”.  I  am  willing  to  accept  that  part  of  the  resolution.  • 
My  second  objection  is  that  the  resolution  raises  more  than  one  issue. 
The  first  part  of  the  resolution  is  a  distinct  issue.  The  second  raises  a 
different  issue. 
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Mr.  K.  KUflJUXRISHNA  PILL  A!  (Quilon  I)  ■  .  I  have  no  objection  to 
accept  the  amendment. 

Mr.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AlYAR  (Nominated)  :  It  is  the  mover  of  the 
resolution  who  should  accept  it. 

Mi.  K.  KUJIJUXR1SHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I) :  I  am  willing  to  have  my 
amendment  worded  as  vrL-.  Ramasubba  Aiyar  desires. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Let  us  hear  what  Mr.  Ramasubba  Aiyar  has 


to  say. 

MR.  T.  P  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  {Nominated) '■  The  second  part  of  ' 
the  resolution  is  that  the  arrears  of  revenue  due  at  present  be  realised 
only  with  the  lust  instalment  of  1109  without  interest.  The  budget 
will  show  that  at  the  beginning  of  lJ.09  there  is  likely  to  be  an  accum¬ 
ulated  arrears  of  Rs.  8  lakhs.  The  mover  wants  that  these  arrears 
should  not  be  recovered  till  the  last  instalment  of  1109.  Since  this 
raises  a  distinct  issue,  and  since  in  connection  with  a  discussion  on  the 
demand  for  the  Land  Revenue  Department,  this  House  has  already 
passed  a  token  motion  specifically  recommending  the  putting  off  of  all 
cocercive  action  under  all  heads  of  current  revenue  as  well  as  arrears 
till  the  end  of  llo9”.  I  commend  for  the  consideration  oObe  mover, 
whether  the  latter  part  of  the  resolution,  namely,  “and  that  the  arrears 
of  revenue  at  present  due  be  realised  without  interest  only  with  the 
last  instalment  of  1109  may  not  be  deleted,  and  whether  he  will 
accept  that  amendment.  If,  for  any  reason,  he  does  not  see  his  way  to 
accept  my  amendment  for  moving  which  I  would  request .  the  perrnis- 
sion  of  the  Chair,  I  would  suggest  that  the  President,  in  the  exercise  of 
his  power,  split  up  the  resolution  into  two  and  put  each  part  separately 
for  being  voted  upon. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I)  :  I  want  a  ruling  from  the 
Chair  whether  amendments  could  be  brought  before  the  House  with¬ 
out  previous  notice. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  With  the  permission  of  tho  Chair,  amend¬ 
ments  could  be  moved. 

MR  T  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated):  That  is  why  I  sought 
the  permission  of  the  Chair.  I  JsneW  the  Rule. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASA H  (UTavelikara) :  I  would  like  to  hear 


the  amendment. 

MR  T.  ?.  RAMASU8BA  AIYAR  (Nominated) :  The  first  amendment  is 
to  substitute  the  words  “Ayacut  current  revenue”  for  the  words  “land 
revenue”  The  second  amendment  is  that  the  latter  part  of  the  re¬ 
solution  be  omitted.  Under  the  rules,  interest  at  6  per  cent,  is  re¬ 
coverable  on  all  arrears.  There  is  no  justification  for  the  position  that 
this  low  rate  of  interest  should  not  be  recovered . 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Is  6  per  cent  a  low 
rate  of  interest  ?  _ 

MR.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated):  It  is  sufficiently  low, 
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m.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum—  Huml):  I  want  to  know 
whether  the  member  is  moving'  one  amendment  oc  two  distinct  amend¬ 
ments.  If  so,  I  ris  e  to  a  point  of  order  as  to  whether  one  member  can 
move  two  amendments  at  the  same  time, 

MR.  T.  P.  RA'VlASUBBA  AlYAR  C'fomi ' anted)  ■  I  only  move  for  the 
modification  of  the  resolution  as  it  is-  There  is  only  one  resolu¬ 
tion  before  the  House]  and  my  amendments  whatever  their  number 
relate  to  that.  What  I  say  is  that  the  resolution,  as  it  is, 
could  not  be  accepted  because  it  is  indefinite  and  because  it  raises  more 
than  one  issue.  Even  if  the  mover  would  not  accept,  my  second  am¬ 
endment,  I  would  propose  that  the  resolution  be  .“split  up  when  it  is 
put  to  the  vote. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Has  the  member  moved  his  amendment  in 
due  form  ? 

Mr,  T.  P.  RAMAoUBBA  AlYAR  ( Nominated j  :  I  have  done  so. 

MR.  ?.  K.  NASA  YANA  PILLAI  (A.-nbalapusha  I):  Sir,  I  support 
Mr.  Bamasubba  Aiyar. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Are  you  seconding  his  amendment  ? 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Ambalapnzha  f)  :  Yes.  The  neces¬ 
sity  for  substituting  the  word  “Ayacut  current  revenue"  is  clear.  Ear, 
it  may  otherwise  mean  that  land  revenue  now  held  over  under  admini¬ 
strative  orders  to  be  paid  next  year  should  also  be  reduced  by  25  per 
cent,  or  30  per  cent,  as  the  case  may  be.  I  suppose  that  is  not  the 
intention  of  the  mover.  Then  with  respect  to  the  latter  part  cf  the  re¬ 
solution,  it  may  be  seen  that  it  is  in  some  sort  of  conflict,  with  the 
previous  portion,  which  is  quite  distinct  from  the  subsequent  portion. 
The  latter  portion  reads  as  follows  :  “that  the  arrears  of  revenue  at 
present  due  be  realised  without  interest  only  with  the  last  instalment 
of  1109”.  That  is  to  say,  arrears  of  land  revenue  now  due  wiil  have  to 
be  carried  over  to  the  next  year  and  to  be  realised  certainly,  but  only 
with  the  last  instalment  of  1109.  “Last  instalment  of  1109”,  I  take  to 
mean,  the  las';  instalment  of  revenue  due  in  the  year  1109.  Now,  the 
arrears  at  present  due  may  include  a  revenue  which  is  due  under  stay 
orders  passed  in  the  previous  year  or  this  year.  According  to  the 
resolution,  arrears  would  admit  of  no  remission.  .  Why  should  it  be  so 
if  loss  has  occurred  this  year  ?  If  on  the  other 'hand,"  the  land  re¬ 
venue  far  1109"  is  to  include  the  arrears  also,  50  per  cent,  reduction 
has  to  be  made  in  the  arrears  as  well,  as  the  resolution  stands. 

iR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (' Vrivcmd:mi-liural )  :  Am  I  So  tal-e  it 
that  50  per  cent,  reduction  is  to  be  made  in  the  land  revenue  for  the 
year  1109. 

Ms.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzha  I) ;  Land  revenue  “  due 
for  the  year  1109”  may  mean  land  revenue  which  would  be  current 
for  the  coming  year,  plus  what  is  held  over  for  1109.  In  other  words, . 
it  may  include  arrears  of  revenue  postponed  to  be  paid  next  year. 
Thus  the  proposed  remission  would  affect  the  arrears  according  to  the 
first  part  of  the  resolution,  while  according  to  the  second  part,  ther, 
would  be  no  room  for  remislion.  So  the  resolution  is  in  self-conflicet. 
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Mr.  A.  S.  DAMQDARAN  ASAN  (Manelikara)  :  May  I  know,  are  the 
arrears  realised  in  11  OS  but  due  for  1107,  revenue  for  1108  i.  e.,  are  the 
arrears  of  the  previous  year,  revenue  realised  this  year  ? 

Mr.  P.  K.  HA!  A  YANA  PiLLAI  (.Imbaiapuzha  I) :  If  it  is  payable 
this  year  it  is  revenue  due  this  year  those  realised  already  have  ceased 
to  be  revenue  due. 

MB.  A.  S.  DAIUODARAN  A8AN  Qlavelikara)  :  If,  on  the  other 
hand,  it  is  postponed  to  be  paid  next  year. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  P1LLAI  (Ambalapuzhi  I) :  It  will  be  revenue 
aue  for  the  next  year  ? 

Mr  A.  THANU  P1U.AI  (Trionn  Ini  n-Iiural)  :  How  does  the  member 
distinguish  revenue  due  in  the  year  1109  and  for  the  year  1109  ? 

M«.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PiLLAI  (Ambalapu::ha  I) :  Yes,  “in”  relates  to 
the  period  during  which  payment  has  to  he  made,  the  other,  ‘for" 
relates  to  the  period  on  account  of  which,  it  has  to  be  paid.  That  is 
the  distinction  I  draw  between  “in”  and  “for”.  It  does  not  make  much 
difference  the  question  is,  whether  the  amount  is  payable  next  year,  no 
matter  whether  it  becomes  payable  or  is  made  payable.  Specification 
of  the  period  on  account  of  which  revenue  is  due  is  connoted  by  the  ex¬ 
pression  “for.”  What  is  actually  due  for  1108  may  still  be  held  over 
for  the  next  year.  It  then  becomes  due  for  the  next  year.  That  is 
the  distinction  so  far  as  I  can  see  ;  that  does  not  obviate,  the  difficulty 
involved  in  the  resolution  since  the  difference  if  any  is  of  no  conse¬ 
quence.  So,  I  point  out  that  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Asan  which  is 
multiplex,  is  vitiated  to  some  extent  by  ambiguities.  Therefore  the  last 
portion  may  be  totally  omitted. 

There  is  another  reason.  As  Mr,  T.  P.  Bamasubba  Aiyar  said,  this 
House  has  alteadv  passed  a  motion  while  discussing  the  Budget  that, for 
a  period  of  six  months,  the  arrears  will  have  to  be  held  over,  so  as  to 
make  them  realisable  in  Dhanu  next  year.  After  this  House  has  com¬ 
mitted  itself  to  that  view,  to  ask  this-House  to  review  it  by  means  of  a 
part  resolution  tacked  on  to  a  major  resolution  is  not  proper. 

MR.  A.  8.  DAMQDARAN  ASAN  (\Uvelikara)  :  Which  is  the  major  re¬ 
resolution  ? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  Umbalapuzha  /)  .  That  part  of  the 
resolution  urging  50  per  cent-  reduction  is.  the  major  one.  The  other 
portion  is  a  minor  part  tacked  on  to  it ;  so  it  is  in  my  view  certainly, 
though  not  probably  so  in  Mr.  Asan's  view.  Tims,  I  am  ,of  opinion 
that  the  latter  part  of  the  resolution  does  not  hang  well  together  with 
the  previous  portion,  implying  as  it  does  some  latent  .contradiction  and 
going  much  further  than  the  motion  already  passed.  Anyway,  that 
portion  should  be  struck  out,  if  Mr  Asan  is  not  prepared  to  amend  it, 
So,  I  agree  with  Mr.  T.  ?.  Bamasubba  Aiyar’s  view  as  regards  the  second 
part  of  the  resolution.  , 

Mr  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (' Trivandrum — Rural )  :  Sir,  I  am  concerned 
more  with’the  merits  of  the  matter  than  with  the  technicalities  and  the 
very  insignificant  defects  that  can  be  found  on  a  scrutiny  of  the  resolu¬ 
tion  as  it  is  worded.  I  see  no  objection  in  accepting  Mr.  Bamasubba 
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Aiyar’s  suggestion  that  for  the  words  ‘land  revenue’,  ‘Ayacut  current  re¬ 
venue’ may  be  substituted.  T  believe,  after  all,  what  Mr.  Asan  meant 
is  only  that  and  nothing  else.  As  for  the  expression  “land  revenue" 
even  the  Government  Benches  are  not  consistent  in  its  interpretation. 
They  have  been  interpreting  it  at  different  times  in  different  ways  for 
different  purposes.'  If  it  is  a  question  of  finding  out  the  amount  of  land 
revenue  and  for  calculating  40  per  cent,  of  that  they  put  one  interpreta¬ 
tion,  and  another,  at  another  time.  We  are  concerned  with  the  ayacut 
current  revenue  so  far  as  this  resolution  is  concerned  and  on  that  basis 
I  make  my  remarks. 

As  for  the  other  techincal  objection,  even  though  the  House  once 
passed  a  motion  putting  off  the  collection  of  revenue  for  six  months,  I  do 
not  see  any  insurmountable  difficulty  in  accepting  the  proposal  contained 
in  Mr.  Aaan’s  resolution,  which  is.  .more  to  the  advantage  of  the  tax-payer 
than  the  one  already  dealt  with.  I  am  confining  my  remarks  to  the  merits 
of  the  matter.  I  was  very  much  pained  aud  at  the  same  time  amused  at 
the  utter  lack  of  sympathy  that  waB  manifested  in  the  questions  that 
oameHrom  the  official  benches  when  some  members  on  this  side  of  the 
House  were  speaking.  We  see  people  suffering  and  very  badly  suffering; 
prices  of  things  have  gone  down  ;  people  are  not  able  to  get  the  return 
for  their  labour.  The  whole  country  h  in  the  throes  of  a  great 
economic  crisis.  Then  the  question  comes  from  the  official 
benches  why  don’t  you  advocate  remission  of  taxes “why 
don’t  you  do  this,  that  and  the  other."  Well  Sir,  I  do  not  want  to 
repeat  them.  They  are  merely  the  result  of  the  utter  inability  of  the 
questioners  to  understand  the  condition  of  things  in  the  country  or 
of  utter  callousness.  The  one  great  fact  is  that  the  officers  of  the 
Travanoore  Government  are  even  today  allowed  to  draw  their  pay  in 
its  entirety  without  any  reduction  whatsoever,  and  I  say  they  are 
not  able  to  sympathise. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  resolution 
regarding  land  revenue  remission  under  discussion. 

,  Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  Rural) :  I  say  that  has  much  to 
do  with  the  resolution  before  the  House.  The  Retrenchment  Com¬ 
mittee  recommended— 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  is  trans¬ 
gressing  the  ordinary  limits  of  procedure.  It  is  not  open  to  any 
member  to  controvert  the  President's  remarks. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai,  you  are  not  in  order. 

'Mr.  A,  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Rural)  :  I  will  make  my 
position  clear-  .  The  Retrenchment  Committee  recommended  reduction 
of  salaries.  That  is  one  of  the  means  of  finding  funds  to  compensate 
any  d eficit  that  may  arise  if  this  concession  is  granted. 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Please  confine  your  remarks  to  the  resoTu- 
tion  under  debate. 

MR.  A.  THANU  P1LLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural )  '■  I  was  referring  to  the 
proceedings  of  the  Retrenchment  Committee  to  find  out  means  of 
retrenchment  to  meet  the  deficit  that  may  .arise  in  case  the  resolution 
is  accepted. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  So  far  as  methods  of  raising  revenue  are 
concerned,  you  are  in  order.  And  when  you  cast  observations  on  the 
mentality  of  officers  and  say  that  they  are  allowed  to  draw  their  pay  even 
to  this  day  without  any  reduction,  that  I  say,  is  not  proper. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural) :  Then,  I  will  refer 
to  some  other  aspect  of  the  question.  It  is  surely  regrettable  that 
Government  are  not  in  a  position  to  understand  the  real  state  of  affairs 
in  this  country.  When  we  come  and  tell  Government  the  people  are 
suffering,  Government  are  not  able  to  understand  it-  All  manner  of 
questions  come  from  the  Government  Benches.  To  me,  those  questions 
appear  to  be  the  result  of  a  thoroughly  inadequate  appreciation  of  the 
state  of  affairs  in  the  country.  I  do  not  want  to  stress  the  point  any 
further.  Sir,  I  wish  to  get  a  definite  statement,  from  the  Government 
Benches  whether  or  not  they  fully  realise  that  the  people  of  the 
country  at  present  stand  in  need  of  relief,  A  very  clear  statement  is 
called  for.  Are  the  Government  still  in  doubts  ?  Or  are  they  satisfied 
with  the  situation  and  going  to  remain  quiet  ? 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  ( Changamchery  cum  Peer  made  II):  May 
I  askj  are  they  liable  to  feel  any  need  for  anything  ? 

MR.  A-  THANU  PILLAI  (T rioandrwu-Rurai) :  An  answer  to  this 
kind  of  question  will  be  ruled  out  of  order. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  need  not  then  answer  that  question. 

MR- A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Sural)  :  Even  otherwise,  I  d;d 
not  propose  to  answer,  Sir. 

So,  as. I  said  already,  I  wish  to  get  a  definite  statement  from  the 
Government  whether  they  are  not  satisfied  'that  the  situation  demands 
that  the  agriculturists  be  given  substantial  relief  by  Government. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
VakiO  ■  May  I  know,  who  are  the  people  that  are  suffering  ? 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural ) :  Will  not  an  answer  to 
that  question  also  be  ruled  out  of  order  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  May  I  know,  are  the  labourers  suffering  ? 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural ) :  An  answer  to  this 
kind  of  question  may  be  ruled  out  of  order 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  think,  whether  the  Chair  is  going  to  rule 
out  a  particular  question  is  not  a  matter  with  which  the  member  is 
concerned.  It  is  for  the  Chair  to  decide  whether  a  question  is  in  order 
or  otherwise.  And  so,  Mr.  Thaau  Piilai,  you  are  quite  at  liberty  to 
answer  the  question;  If  there  is  any  objection,  the  Chair  will  then 
intervene 
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MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural)  :  Yes,  Sir.  It  is  the 
officers  who  get  salaries  quite  out  of  proportion  to  the  requirements  of 
the  situation  that  feel  no  difficulty  now.  Their  resources  are  full. 
It  is  only  the  poor  cultivator  that  stands  in  need  of  help. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  May  I  ask  the  member,  are  the  field  labourers  sufferers  ? 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum- Rural) :  The  field  labourers 
do  not  get  enough  by  way  of  wages.  Sir,  these  are  very  rudimentary 
things  and  I  submit  to  the  House  that  these  questions  only  amuse  me 
when  they  come  especially  from  the  Law  Member  of  the  House. 
Anyhow,  the  agriculturist  is  hard  hit  and  he  stands  in  need  of 
substantial  relief. 

Mr.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Chan/jamchery  cum  Peermade  IT): 
Do  the  tappers  engaged  in  rubber  tapping  get  anything  as  cooly 
now-a-days. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum- Rural)  :  No,  he  does  not  get. 
Probably  he  gets  very  little  work ;  that  is  what  I  understand. 

Now  Sir,  so  the  situation  demands  relief  to  be  given.  Next  we 
have  to  consider  the  hiud  of  relief  that  has  to  be  granted.  The  Govern¬ 
ment  say  that  much  has  been  done,  all  that  is  possible  has  been  done. 
We  shall  see  what  is  it  .they  have  done.  They  have,  no  doubt, 
provided  for  some  more  loans.  When  the  economic  condition  of  the 
agriculturist  is  becoming  worse  and  worse,  what  is  the  effect,  I  ask, 
of  making  him  more  and  more  indebted,  for  the  debts  hereafter.  True, 
you  give  him  more  loans,  but  how  does  it  improve  his  position.  Is  that 
the  way  to  give  him  relief  ?  In  the  first  year  you  give  him  some  loan ; 
second  year  also  you  do  that.  Are  you  going  to  be  satisfied  with  granting 
that  every  year  ?  Sir,  when  is  he  expected  to  get  out  of  the  situation 
created  by  this  kind  of  help,  namely,  of  giving  him  more  and  more 
loans  and  making  him  more  and  mere  indebted?  All  his  debts  are 
heaped  one  upon  another  so  that,  at  a  future  time,  he  will  find  it 
absolutely  impossible  to  clear  them.  The  time  has  come  when  he  can' 
openly  tell  the  Government  that  he  does  not  want  any  more 
loans, .  The  situation  demands  that  he  must  get  substantial  relief ;  and 
such  relief,  in  one  form,  is  remission  of  tax.  Sir,  considering  the 
situation. in  the  country,  there  is  absolutely  nothing  fantastic  even  in 
onr  recommending  full  remission  of  tax  for  the  year,  but  we  do  not  go 
so  far.  We  are  asking  for  only  one-fourth  remission.  Where  is  the 
irresponsibility  or  fantasticality  in  it  ? 

It  has  been  pointed  out,  Sir,  that  by  granting  the  remission 
suggested  by  the  resolution,  the  Government  would  be  deprived  of 
about  eight  lakhs  of  rupees  ;  lean  see  that.  But  I  would  again  ask 
the  Government  Benches  ‘what  is  this  amount  considering  the 
amount  of  relief  that  the  hard-hit  agriculturist  of  the  country  would 
.  be  getting  by  the  grant  of  this  remission  ’  ?  Are  the  Government  so 
poor  as  not  to  be  able  to  afford  this  small  loss  in  their  revenue  ? 

Sir,  to  come  to  the  ^Retrenchment  Committee  again,  we  recorm 
Jaepded  a  cut  in  the  salaries  of  officers  about  two  years  ago.  What  bat# 
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the  Government  done  with  regard  to  that  ?  Why  are  they  so  solicitous  of 
the  fat  salaries  of  their  officers  and  so  indifferent  about' the  welfare  of 
the  poor  agriculturist  whose  money  is  even  now  squeezed  out  of  him  ? 
Where  is  the  justification  for  that  ?  Is  there  an  iota  of  justification,  I 
ask  the  Government  Benches.  If  the  Government  had  given  effect  to 
our  recommendations  regarding  the  cut  in  the  officers’  salaries,  that 
would  have  brought  in  about  three  lakhs  of  rupees  to  Government 
every  year.  We  recommended  certain  rates  of  reduction  for  the 
different  grades  of  offices ;  now,  we  would  go  further  and  suggest  much 
higher  rates  of  reduction.  The  situation  in  the  country  is  so  bad  now. 
Government  can  easily  make  up  ten  lakhs  of  rupees  by  effecting  proper 
retrenchment.  In  fact,  I  thought  the  official  members  would 
voluntarily  and  willingly,  come  forward  and  say  “  we  are,  prepared  to 
forego  a  substantial  portion  of  our  salaries  to  help  our  poor  brethren  ”. 
Instead  of  that,  what  do  we  find  ?  I  do  not  wish  to  dwell  upon  it  further. 
The  rates  of  reduction  in  the  salaries  of  officers  recommended  by  the 
^Retrenchment  Committee  should  now  be  doubled  or  even  trebled.  Instead 
of  effecting  retrenchment,  the  Government  have  multiplied  expenditure 
in  various  directions.  Is  it  not  because  they  view  the  situation  light- 
heartedly  that  they  incur  unncessary  expenditure  and  create  new  posts 
like  those  of  the  Deputy  Durbar  Physicians?  Why  not  cut  short 
expenditure  and  help  the  agriculturist  who  is  the  backbone  of  the 
country  ?  Where  is  the  absurdity  or  irresponsibility  in  our  suggestion  ? 
When  the  people  come  forward  and  pray  ‘  we  are  in  difficulties ;  we 
cannot  pay  the  full  tax ;  kindly  give  us  soma  small  remission  ’,  the  reply 
of  Government  is  ‘  No ;  we  cannot  do  it ;  you  must  pay  to  the  last  pie 
Sir,  it  is  astonishing  that  the  Government  Rhould  take  this  attitude 
towards  the  people.  I  expect  that  the  Government  and  their  officers 
would  be  more  reasonable. 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PaDMANABHA  MENON  ( Shertala  I) :  I  move  that 
the  question  be  now  put. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  There  is  a  motion  for  closure.  I  think  it 
is  only  fair  that  the  official  side  is  given  an  opportunity  to  explain  the 
petition  of  Government, 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  Sir,  the  resolution,  moved  by  Mr.  Asan  consists  of 
two  parts.  The  first  part  says  that  50  per  cent,  of  the  land,  revenue 
due  for  the  year  1109  should  be  remitted;  and  the  second  part  says 
that  the  arrears  of  revenue  at  present  due  be  realised  without  interest 
only  with  the  last  instalment  of  1109.  In  the  course  of  the  discussion, 
two  amendments  were  moved.  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  moved  an 
amendment  that,  instead  of  50  per  cent,  25  per  cent,  of  the  land 
revenue  be  remitted.  Mr.  Bamasubba  Aiyar  pointed  out  certain  patent 
defects  in  the  resolution  as  moved  by  Mr.  Asan.  Mr.  Bamasubba  Aiyar 
stated  that  ‘land  revenue  ’  will  include  not  only  Ayacut  revenue  but 
also  miscellaneous  receipts  such  as  receipts  from  Sanchayam  and  other 
items.  He  therefore  moved  that  ‘  Ayaeut  current  revenue  ’  be  substitu¬ 
ted  for  ‘  land  revenue  Mr.  Bamasubba  Aiyar  also  moved  that  the 
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seoond  part  of  the  resolution  be  deleted.  Sir,  I  wish  to  confine  myself 
to  the  resolution  as  it  stands  though,  the  arguments  I  advance  may 
apply  to  the  amendments  also. 

Prom  the  speeches  made  on  the  other  side  of  the  House,  I  find  that 
official  members  are  being  charged  with  callousness  and  indifference. 
Sir,  I  beg  to  state  that  the  official  members  are  as  well  aware  of  the 
hardships  of  the  people  as  the  non-official  members.  {Hear,  hear.) 
One  member  even  went  to  the  extent  of  saying  that  the  official  members 
do  not  go  about  the  country,  but  draw  conclusions  sitting  at  their 
tables  and  make  whatever  recommendations  they  like.  Sir,  I  beg  to 
differ  from  my  friends  on  the  other  side.  The  official  members,  at 
any  rate,  the  touring  officers,  do  go  about  and  do  see  with  their  own 
eyes,  what  is  happening  in  the  co'uhtry. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  Does  the  Law  Member  also  do  that  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  {Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  I  said  ‘  touring  officers  ’ ;  I  do  not  think  that  the 
Law  Member  is  a  touring  officer. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavelikara)  ;  Did  the  member  put 
to  the  ryots  the  questions  suggested  by  Mr.  Yarughese  ?  {Laughter.) 
I  hope  the  member  is  a  touring  officer. 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  {Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  Whether  I  put  those  questions  or  not,  I  know 
for  inyself  the  real  hardship  the  ryots  are  suffering.  So  far  as  I  am 
concerned,  there  is  no  necessity  for  making  surprise  visits  to  the 
rural  parts  and  to  ask  the  children  there  whether  they  have  paid  their 
school-fees.  I  know  enough  of  the  country. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavelikara) :  Does  the  member 
grant  the  position  taken  up  by  us  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  {Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tate  Commissioner)  •.  The  member  will  understand  my  position  as  I  go 
on  explaining  it, 

.1  only  want  to  point  out  that  we,  on  this  side  of  the  House,  are  as 
much  alive  to  the  great  economic  distress  in  the  country  as  the  re¬ 
presentatives  of  the  people  on  the  other  side.  I  may  also  point  out 
that  Governmant  have  really  done  something  more  than  the  mere 
distribution  of  loans.  Mr  Thanu  Pillai  said  that  we  are  only  advanc¬ 
ing  loans  and  making  the  ryots  more  and  more  indebted.  Sir,  Govern¬ 
ment  are  not  at  all  anxious  to  distribute  money  to  the  ryots  and  increase 
their  burden  but  they  have  made  provision  for  granting  loans  because 
the  representatives  of  the  people  have  repeatedly  prayed  for  it. 

As  Mr.  Sivatanu  Pillai  pointed  out,  Government  have  granted  25 
per  cent,  remission  in  Nanjinad,  for  the  last  Eumbham  crop.  Govern¬ 
ment  have  also  stayed  the  collection  of  tax  due  for  the  kayal  and  punja 
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lands  for  1108.  The  question  of  granting  some  remission  in  the  case  of 
these  lands  is  now  being  very  seriously  considered.  Government  have 
granted  50  per  cent,  remission  to  the  Kandukrishi  tenants  by  reducing 
the  nirak  rate  of  paddy  from  24  chs.  to  12  chs.  per  para.  In  the 
oase  of  arrears  of  tax  of  Ke.  1  and  less,  Government  have  reduced  the 
demand  notice  fee  from  4  chs.  to  2  chs.  and.  in  the  case  of  arrears  of 
4  chs.  and  less,  no  demand  notice  fee  is  being  levied.  And.  ever  so 
many  applications  for  the  extension  of  time,  for  repayment  of  agricul¬ 
tural  loans,  tharavila ,  etc.,  have  been  sanctiotied. 

MB.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivaiidmu-lhiral)  :  May  I  know  the  total 
amount  of  these  reductions  made  in  favour  of  the  ryots  7 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUN JAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  The  Kandukrishi  concession  alone  comes  to  one- 
and-a-half  lakhs  of  rupees. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram )  ;  Does  that  benefit  the  Government  or  the  general 
public  in  the  land  V 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Ag.  Land  Bee  nue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner ) :  It  benefits  the  cultivators  of  those  lands. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural)  •  May  I  know  whether  ' 
that  remission  relates  to  the  public  revenues  ') 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Inc-me 
Tax  Commissioner )  :  I  say,  the  remission  has  been  granted  to  the  cul¬ 
tivator  ;  and  the  cultivator  has  been  benefited  by  it- 

Then,  Sir,  in  the  case  of  damages  caused  by  floods,  as  was  pointed 
out  the  other  day  by  Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai,  it  is  not  merely  25 
per  cent,  or  50  per  cent,  remission  that  the  Government  are  contem¬ 
plating  to  give.  There  may  be  cases  where  full  remission  may  have  to 
be  granted. 

Mr.  A-  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural)-.  May  I  know  whether 
•  the  question  of  flood  damages  was  raised  in  the  course  of  this  debate  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  I  am  referring  to  what  Government  have  done 
and  What  they  intend  doing.  The  department  is  now  collecting  statis¬ 
tics  regarding  the  area  in  which  crops  have  been  completely  damaged  ; 
and  I  may  even  tell  the  House  thaS  where  Government  are  convinced 
that  the  crops  have  been  completely  damaged,  it  is  not  25  per  cent,  or 
50  per  cent,  remission  that  they  are  going  to  grant.bat  it  may  be  com¬ 
plete  remission.  (Hear,  hear.) 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  ( Changanaehery  cum  Peermadell)-.  Has 
the  member  come  across  gardens  which  have  beea  completely  damaged 
gardens  in  which  all  the  cocoanut  and  arecanut  trees  have  been  com¬ 
pletely  destroyed  by  pestilence  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Tneoirfi 
Tax  Commissioner ) :  There  are  such  gardens. 
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MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Changanachery  cum  Peermade  II)  :  Do  such 
garden  s  deserve  complete  remission  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N-  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner ) :  Thai  is  a  question  that  ought  to  be  settled  dur¬ 
ing  the  Settlement.  In  some  gardens,  trees  have  been  destroyed  ;  in 
others  new  trees  have  been  planted.  The  question  of  remitting  the 
tax  on  the  former  and  imposing  tax  on  the  latter  is  a  general  question. 

MR-  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  {Nominated)-.  Should  the  ryots  wait 
for  remission  in  such  cases,  till  the  next  Settlement  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  Throughout  the  State  there  will  be  several  gardens 
in  which  trees  might  have  been  destroyed  and  several  others  in  which 
new  trees  might  have  come  up.  This  is  a  general  question  which  can 
be  tackled  only  at  the  general  Settlement.  That  is  what  I  think, 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Can  the  ryots  get  the 
yield,  they  were  getting  from  the  lost  trees,  from  the  trees  that  have 
come  into  existence  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag. ' Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  The  yield  from  the  new  trees  may  make  up  for 
|he  loss  in  yield  from  trees  which  have  been  destroyed. 

Sir,  I  submit  I  may  be  allowed  to  go  on,  I  do  not  want  to  make 
a  long  speech.  The  question  has  been  discussed  threadbare  on  a  former 
occasion. 

MR.  A.  8.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Does  the  member- 
give  an  assurance  that,  in  the  case  of  failure  of  crops  due  to  -floods, 
there  will  be  complete  remission? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag..  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner):  Government  will  consider  that  question  sympa- 
thetically  and  do  all  that  is  possible. 

MR.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  :  What  about  crops 
which  have  been  partially  damaged  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Incom* 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  Such  cases  will  also  be  considered.  Govern¬ 
ment  are  collecting  statistics  as  to  the  area  where  crops  have  been 
completely  damaged  and  where  they  have  been  only  partially  damaged. 
The  question,  whether  complete  remission  in  the  former  cases  and 
partial  remission  in  the  latter  cases  should  not  be  granted,  will  be  very 
seriously  considered. 

MR.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  :  What  about  the  lands 
in.which,  on  account  of  flood  havoc,  no  cultivation  can  be  attempted 
even  next  year  ?  • 

'  RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  The  case  of  such  lands  also  will  be  taken  into 
consideration. 
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MR.  T.  P-  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  :  Might  it  not  be  taken 
that  it  is  on  consideration  of  all  the  facts,  this  variety  of  circumstances, 
that  a  wholesale  remission  is  required  1 

RAO  SAHIB  Or.  N.  KUNJAN  PfLLAI  ( Ag .  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  In  deserving  cases,  of  course,  Government  will 
give  remission.  But  the  proposal  that  there  should  be  a  general  re. 
mission  is  one  that  I  cannot  accept. 

Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  said  that  the  ayacut  land  revenue  is  only 
Bs.  32  lakhs.  This  is  the  figure  given  in  the  budget.  This  is  the 
amount  which  the  Financial  Secretary  hopes  will  be  collected  in  1109, 
But  the  total  ayacut  revenue  amounts  to  about  Bs.  36  lakhs  the  figure 
I  gave  last  time ;  50  per  cent,  of  this  is  Bs.  18  lakhs,  and  25  per  cent, 
is  Bs.  9  lakhs.  But  Mr.  Asan  does  not  want  to  stop  with  the  remis¬ 
sion  of  Bs.  50  per  cent,  of  land  tax.  He  wants  the  collection  of  all  the 
arrears  due  for  the  current  year  to  be  postponed  till  the  last  kist  in 
1109,  and  then  the  arrears  should  be  collected  without  interest.  I  can 
assurelthe  House  that,  if  this  resolution  is  given  effect  to,  not  one  man 
;  will  pay  a  cash  out  of  the  arrears  till  Medam  1109.  What  do  the 
arrears  come  to  ?  I  am  afraid  they  will  be  larger  than  what  the  Finan¬ 
cial  Secretary  anticipates.  The  balance  at  the  end  of  1108  will  come  to 
something  like  Bs.  10  lakhs.  The  arrears  of  1107  alone  were  Bs. 
lakhs  and  out  of  this  we  have  collected  only  Bs.  5J  lakhs. 

.  MR.  T.  P,  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  :  Why  should  the  bud¬ 
get  have  been  so  under  estimated  7 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner )  :  The  budget  is  based  on  collection  and  not  on 
demand. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  may  tell  the  member  that  the  framing  of 
the  budget  does  not  arise  in  this  connection. 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  The  arrears  of  the  land  revenue  at  the  end  of 
last  year  were  about  Bs.  7i  lakhs. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural)  May  I  know  the  total 
levenue  out  of  which  this  amount  fell  in  arrears  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner '  About  forty  lakhs. 

MR.  A,  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural )  ■  So  the  people  are  un¬ 
able  to  pay  to  the  extent  of  one-fourth  ?  Sir,  I  wish  to  elucidate  a 
fact.  Is  it  that  the  tax- payers  are  not  able  to  pay  tax  up  to  the  end  of 
this  yeat  to  the  limit  of  one-fourth  of  what  is  due  ?  Am  I  to  under¬ 
stand  like  that  ? 

RAO 'SAHIB  Or.  N.  KUNJAN  PlLLAl  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)'-  I  know  this  much,  Sir,  that,  very  many  people 
who  could  pay  have  been  postponing  payment,  hoping  that,  when  the 
Assembly  meets,  a  resolution  may  be  passed  recommending  remission 
and  postponement  and  I  know  for  certain  that  several  of  them  hate 
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simply  postponed  payment  hoping  than  the  resolution  for  postponement 
would  be  passed  and  given  effect  to  as  was  done  last  year.  I  have  been 
told  so  by  some  of  the  Tahsildars. 

Mr.  A.  THANUjPILLAl  (Trivandrum— Rural) :  Sir,  is  that  statement 
made  on  the  basis  of  the  report  of  the  Tahsildars  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Db.  M.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  Yes. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Iiural )  :  Is  that  based  upon 
any  written  report? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Bevenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  No. 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Todupuzha  cum  Devicolam)  :  Has  the 
member  promised  the  Tahsildars  that  he  will  see  the  resolution  is  not 
passed  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  question  also  need  not  be  answered. 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Incohe 
Tax  Commissioner) :  Sir,  if  this  resolution  recommending  fifty  per 
cent,  remission  is  given  effect  to,  there  will  be  a  fall  in  the  revenue 
of  about  Its.  18  lakhs,  and  if  the  remissiomis  25  per  cent.,  the  fall  will  be 
9  lakhs.  Now  add  to  that  the  arrears  that  will  accumulate  till  the  end 
qf  this  year.  I  may  say  that  this  may  come  to  about  Bs.  10  lakhs. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PIlLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural)  :  Assuming  that  these 
arrears  have  to  be  accounted  for  on  the  basis  of  inability  to  pay — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  That  is  a  hypothetical  question. 

RAO  SAHIB  PR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Bevenue  qnd  Income 
Tax  Commissioner):  These  ten  lakhs  will  not  be  paid  till  Medom 
1109  and  then  the  department  will  have  to  start  coercive' steps  for  the 
collection.  In  the  course  of  three  months  it  may  not  be  possible  to 
collect  more  than  three  or  four  lakhs  and  at  the  end  of  1109  out  of  the 
arrears  of  10  lakhs  there  will  still  remain  a  balance  of  7  lakhs.  Even  il 
you  grant  25  per  cent,  or  50  per  cent,  remission,  there  will  still  be  some 
arrears  in  the  demand  for  the  year.  On  the  whole  the  total  loss  in 
revenue  in  1109,  if  the  resolution  is  carried  out,  will  be  not  less  than 
Bs.  30  lakhs.  I  only  suggest  to  the  House  that  they  should  consider 
the  consequences  of  such  a  step.  Is  it  possible  for  Government  to 
forego  a  revenue  of  Bs.  30  lakhs  in  one  year  and  then  function  effici¬ 
ently?  This  is  a  very  serious  matter  and  the  members  on  the  other 
side  who  really  represent  the  people  should  consider  this  matter  very 
seriously. 

Mr.  R,  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  (Kunnatnad  II) :  Is  there  not  a  surplus? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Bevenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  I  am  saying  that  the  current’  revenue  is  gojng  to 
be  down  by  30  lakhs  of  rupees  and  that  is  a  very  serious  matter.  ' ' 
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Another  point  that  I  want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  is 
*  that  the  resolution  with  the  amendment  of  Mr.  T.  P.  Bamasubba  Aiyar, 
says  that  25  per  cent,  of  the  «  current  revenue  should  be  remitted. 
Now  I  take  it,  Sir,  that  this  will  apply  to  the  tax  collected  from  all 
lands,  We  have  in  Travancore  somewhere  about  195,000  acres  of  wet 
lands  and  nearly  290,000  acres  of  dry  lands  belonging  to  the  Jenmies, 
Devaswoms  and  Madampimars,  from  which  Government  are  getting 
only  one-eighth,  one-fourth  and  one-half  assessment.  If  this  resolu¬ 
tion  is  to  be  carried  out,  then  it  will  certainly  apply  also  to  these  lands 
belonging  to  the  Jenmies,  Devaswoms  and  Madampimars  for  which 
Government  are  not  getting  full  assessment. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  Do  not  the  landowners  in  such  cases  pay  michaoaram 
and  other  dues  to  the  Jimmies  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  The  land  holders  do  so. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  { Trivandrum-Rural) :  May  I  know  the 
speoial  objection  in  the  case  of  such  lands  7 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner ) :  Government  are  now  getting  only  one-eighth, 
one-fourth  and  one-half  of  the  assessment  from  the  cultivators  of-  such 
lands.  This  is  a  concession  shown  to  these  people  and  you  want  a 
farther  concession  to  be  shown  to  them  by  giving  a  general  remission 
of  50  per  cent,  or  25  per  cent. 

.  MR.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  :  Will  the  burden  of 
having  to  pay  tax  be  equally  heavy  on  them  if  as  suggested  by 
Mr.  Paramesvaran  Pillai,  the  rate  of  assessment  and  minhavara.n  are 
taken  into  consideration  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  Sir,  they  should  request  the  Jenmies  to  give  re¬ 
mission-  Why  cannot  they  reasonably  ask  the  Jenmies  to  give  them  a 
remission  of  50  per  cent,  of  the  michauaram  ? 

Then  again,,  Sir,  the  other  day  there  was  an  interpellation  about 
lands  in  the  concession  area  belonging  to  the  K.  D.  H,  P.  Company. 
They  are  now  paying  .tax  for  forty-four  thousand  acres  at  half  a  rupee 
per  acre.  I  believe  that  this  resolution  will  apply  to  these  also. 

Mr.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  :  Does  the  member  seri¬ 
ously  say  that  this  concession  will  apply  to  those  lands  also,  in  spite  of 
the  agreement  between  the  Company  and  the  Government  7  . 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  It  applies  to  all  lands  paying  land  tax. 

Mr.  R.  SAMBASIVA.  AIYAR  (Ilunnatnad  II) :  Do  those  lands— 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (ICalkulam  I)  :  May  I  know  from  the  mem¬ 
ber— 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  One  gentleman  should  speak  at  a. time. 
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Mr.  R.  SAIVIBAS1VA  AiYAR  ( Kumatnad  II) :  Do  those  lands  come 
under  ayaout  l 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  commissioner)  :  They  come  under  lands  paying  land  revenue. 

MR.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  ( Kunnatnad  ID :  My  question  was 
whether  they  come  under  ayacut  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  {Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  The  Financial  Secretary  informs  me  that  they 
come  under  ayacut. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKA!  H  (Kalhilmi  I) :  May  I  know  from  the  mem¬ 
ber  whether  the  revenue  from  the  lands  in  the  possession  of  the  K.  D. 
H.  P.  Company  is  not  in  accordance  with  a  special  agreement  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  ■.  I  have  already  answered  that  question,  Sir. 

To  me,  it  seems  that  if  the  resolution  is  carried  and  given  effect 
to,  it  will  apply  to  the  lands  with  the  K.  D.  H.  P.  Company  also.  Then, 
Sir,  there  are  lands  in  municipal  areas — 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Mead  Sirkar 
Vakil ) ;  May  I  know  from  the  member  whether  this  will  not  apply  to 
lands  belonging  to  officials  P 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural )  :  In  regard  to  lands 
owned  by  officials,  may  I  know  whether  there  is  any  harm  in  reducing 
their  pay  and  giving  them  a  remission  of  tax  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil )  :  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order-  That  question  does  not  arise. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  It  does  not  arise. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural )•-  Sir,  the  question  was 
raised  by  the  Law  Member  whether  the  resolution,  if  given  effect  to, 
would  .'apply  also  to  lands  owned  by  officials  ?  Hence  the  necessity  for 
my  question. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  myself  did  not  hear  it,  and  very  few  mem¬ 
bers  have  heard  that  question.  So,  let  us  ignore  that.  Does  Mr.  Kayalam 
Paramesvaran  Pillai  mean  to  put  a  question  ? 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  ■  No. 

Mr.  .  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural )  :  Somehow  I  happened 
to  hear  Mr.  Paramesvaran  Pillai’s  question  and  so  I  put  this  question. 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  Bent  on  buildings  in  municipal  towns  has  not 
gone  down  and  yet  the  concession  asked  for  in  the  resolution  will  apply 
also  to  the  land  on  which  these  buildings  stand.- 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kmnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram) :  How  is  the  Bevenua  Commissioner  sure  that  the 
house  rent  has  not  gone  down  ?  ’ 
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RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Ag .  Land.  Revenue  and  Income 
Tux  Commissioner ) :  That  is  my  experience. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILtAI  IKimnattur  cum 
Vattanapuraui) ;  My  experience,  is  otherwise.  I  have  got  my  houses 
in  Quilon  the  rents  for  which  have  all  gone.  down. 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  H.  KUNJAN  P ILL Al  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  Sir,  my  point  is  this,  that  to  all  these  classes  of 
lands  the  concession'  sought  for  will  apply  it  the  resolution  as  it 
stands  or  as  it  is  amended  is  passed. 

Sir,  my  friend,  the  Law  Member,  put  some  questions  to  a  mem¬ 
ber  about  the  difference  between  rate  and  tax.  Tax,  ’  it  will  be 
admitted,  Sir,  is  the  first  cliarg 5  on  lands.  Alter  meeting  the  cultiva¬ 
tion  expenses,  the  f  landowner  should  naturally  pay  the  tax  due  to 
Government.  It  was  asked  whether  under  the  present  ^conditions  the 
landowner  or  the  cultivator  will  get  enough  to  meet  the  cultivation  ex¬ 
penses  and  pay  the  tax.  Well,  Sir-,  some  gentlemen  on  the  other  side, 
quoted  the  figures  in  the  Beport  of  the  Economic  Depression  Enquiry 
Committee.  I  am  sorry  I  have  not  got  it  here.  There'  I  think,  we 
have  shown  that,  even  after  meeting  all  the  cultivation  expenses  and 
after  paying  the  tax  due  to  Government,  there  is  still  a  margin  of  pro¬ 
fit  left  in  the  hands  of  the  ryot. 

MR.  -.k.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Manelikara )  :  Is  that  so  in  all 
cases  ? 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( liaikulam )  :  What  is  the  margin  of  profit  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr:  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  The  margin  of  profit  is  somewhat  less  than  what 
it  was  a  few. years  ago,  but  there  is  still  a  margin  of  profit  left;  and  if  you 
.take  the  tax  as  the  first  charge  on  lands  I  think  that,  if 1  after  meeting 
the  cultivation  expenses,  there  is  a  margin  of  profit,  it  is  only  fair  that 
the  tax  is  paid. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I)  :  May  I  know  the  exact  amount 
of  the  margin  of  profit  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr,  N.  KUNJAN  PIULAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner )  :  I  think  it  is  given  in  the  Beport.  I  believe  it  is 
20  rupees  per  acrepn  Nanjinad.  After  meeting  the  cultivation  expenses 
and  after  paying  the  tax,  the  margin  will  be  somewhere  about  twenty 
rupees  per,  acre. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunmttur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  Is  the  Land  Bevenue  Commissioner  sure  that  there 
is  a  margin  of  profit  in  all  kinds  of  cultivation? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenueand  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) ;  I  do  not  say  so,  but  in  '  the  case  of  paddy  and 
oocoanut,  there  is  certainly  this  margin. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kmnnttur  cum 
Pattanayuram)  ;  But  they,  are  not  the  only  cultivations  in  Travaneore. 
There  is  tapioca  which  iq  the  occupation  of  the  poor.  Does'  it  leave’ any 
margin  of  profit  ? 
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RAO  SAHIB  OR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAl  (Ag.  Land,  Revenue  and  Income 
Tate  Commissioner) :  I  have  not  calculated  it.  But  from  my  enqui¬ 
ries  in  the  course  of  the  economic  depression  enquiry,  I  am  convinced 
that  there  is  a  margin  of  profit  left  in  the  hands  of  most  cultivators. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAl  (Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram ) :  What  is  the  margin  of  profit  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N,  KUNJAN  PILLAl  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner ) :  I  have  not  got  the  report  with  me. 

■MR.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AlYAR  (Kunnatnad  II)  :  I  have  got  it- 

(The  member  rose  from  hie  eest  to  give  the  book  to  the  Laud  Revenue  Commis- 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Sambasiva  Aiyar,  the  rules  [do  not  allow 
a  member  getting  up  and  giving  a  book  to  another  member. 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAl  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  Sir,  my  point  is  this.  In  the  case  of  paddy  and 
coeoanut,  which  are  the  most  important  crops  in  Travancure,  even  at 
the  existing  market  rates,  after  meeting-the  cultivation  expenses,  there 
is  enough  left  to  pay  tax. 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAl  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  : 
May  I  know  from  the  member  whether  he  is  prepared  to  increase  the 
income  tax  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAl  (  ig.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  That  does  not  arise  in  this  connection,  Sir. 

Mr.Velayudhan  Pillai  said  that  the  commutation  rate  was  eleven 
chackrams  per  para.  That  was  the  rate  fixedfiuring  Mr.  V.  P.  Madhava 
Kao’s  time.  But  at  that  time  the  landowners  were  paying  half  the  tax  in 
money  and  half  in  kind  in  the  Trivandrum  Division  'and  three-fourth 
in  money  and  one-fourth  in  kind  in  the  Quilon  and  Kottayam  Divisions. 
Now  the  commutation  rate  for  the  half  share  in  Trivandrum  Division, 
and  for  the  three-fourth  share  in  Quilon  and  Kottayam  Divisions  which 
was  fixed  at  the  Settlement,  was  six  chackrams  per  para.  For  the  re¬ 
maining  half  share  in  Trivandrum  Division  and  the  quarter  share  in 
Quilon  and  Kottayam  Divisions  the  rate  was  fixed  at  11  chackrams 
per  para. 

RAO  8AHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAl  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 

Tax  Commissioner)  :  The  average  commutation  rate  of  paddy  is  there¬ 
fore  8J-  chs  per  para  in  Trivandrum  and  7  l/4[chs  per  para  in  the  Quilon 
and  Kottayam  Divisions,  The.  present  market  price  of  paddy  is  cer¬ 
tainly  higher  than  these. 

Then  a  word  about  'cocoanuts.  The  assessment  on  coeoanut  was 
fixed  on  the  basis  of.  the  price  which  prevailed  in  1012.  In  that  year 
the  price  of  .  coeoanut  was  only  25  chs.  per  hundred. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAl  (Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  Is  the  standard  of  living  the  same  as.  in- those  years  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Off.  N.  KUNJAN  PlCLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  No;  it  has  risen.  Wpare  spending  aTotfofjmonay 
on  travels  by  motor  car  and  on  other  luxuries. 
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Mr.  A.  S.  DAMGDARAN  A  SAW  (Mavelikara) :  Has  the  cost  of  admini- 
etration  gone  up  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Or.  N.  KUNJAN  PiLLAI  ( Ag.  Land  Bevenue  and  Income 
Tax  Com  nissioner)  :  Yes. 

Mr.  A-  S.  DAMODARAN  AS  AW  ( Mavelikara)  :  By  four  times? 

RAO  SAHIB  Ds.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (.-ir/.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  The  rates  of  assessment  were  fixed  at  a  time  ' 
when  the  prices  of  commodities  were  lower  than  those  now  prevailing. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum.  —  Rural)  :  What  about  the 
wages  of  labourers  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KliNJAN  PILLAI  (dg.  Land  Bevenu.’-  a  id  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  They  have  gone  down. 

Sir,  Government  have  done  everything  in  their  power  to  help  the 
landowners.  They  have  reduced  the  commutation  rate  of  paddy  for 
kandukrishi  tax,  the  demand  notice  faeB  and’aho  tb  e  tax  on  rubber  lands, 
from  Rb.  2  to  Re-  1  per  acre. 

MR.  S.  J.  lilAIR  (Ns  hi  Hang, .id)  :  May  I  know  the  salary  of  the  head 
of  the  department  in  the  year  1012  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  I  do  not  know. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  question  need  not  be  answered. 

MR.  K.  XUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quito, 1 1)  :  May  1  know  whether 
the  proportion  in  the  fall  of  commodity  prices  and  the  taxable  capacity 
of  the  people  is  the  same  or  has  the  taxable  capacity  of  the  people  gone 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Bevenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  I  accept  the  opinion  of  the  member. 

MR.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  :  The  member  said  that 
when  Government  reduced  the  tariff  rates  from  6  fanamB  to  3  fanams, 
the  reduction  has  been  to  the  market  rate. 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Bevenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  Yes. 

MR.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  :  And  Government  are 
now  getting  the  value  of  the  paddy  at  the  market  rate? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
'Tax  Commissioner)  :  Yes. 

MR.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated ):  Will  he  concede  that 
it  is  less  than  the  provailing  market  rate  at  the  time  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag,  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  Yes. 

MR>  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AlyAR  ( Nominated)  :  The  present  rateis  about 
12  chs-  Will  Government  see  that  if  there  is  no  concession  in  this 
matter  Government  do  no  stand  to  get  anything  more  in  the  matter  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner) :  Tax-payers  have  to  incur  more  expenses  if  pay¬ 
ment  is  made  in  kind.  They  have  to  carry  the  paddy  to  Sirkar 
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granaries  for  -which  they  have  to  incur  transport  charges.  This  they  are 
saving  now. 

MX.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  May  I  know  whether  in  spite  of  the  reduction  of  tax 
on  rubber  lands  from  Bs.  2  to  Ee.  1  per  acre  the  planters  are  able  to 
pay  the  tax  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Ag ,  Land  Revenue  and.  Income 
Tax  Commissioner )  :  I  think  they  will  be  able  to  pay  very  soon.  The 
price  of  rubber  has  gone  up  a  little.  Tapping  has  been  commenced  in 
North  and  Central  Travancore. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram )  :  What  I  want  to  know  is  not  whether  they  will  be 
able  to  pay  now  but  whether  they  were  able  to  pay  till  now  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  All  that  I  have  said  is  that  Government  have  to 
reduce  the  tax  on  rubber  lands  ifrom  Bs.  2  to  Be.  1  per  acre. 

MR.  R-  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Changanavherg  cum  Peermade  II)'  Mayl 
know  whether  all  of  them  have  begun  tapping  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  DR.  N.  KDNJAN  PILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  In  Central  and  North  Travancore,  probably 
when  Mr.  Baman  Pillai  left  Kottayam  tapping  was  not  begun.  It  is 
nearly  two  weeks  since  he  left  North  Travancore.  By  the  time  he 
returns,  he  will  find  that  planters  have  begun  tapping. 

It  will  be  seen  from  what  I  have  said  that  Government  are  not 
unaware  of  the  difficulties'of  the  ryots-  They  are  doing  all  they  could  in 
their  power  to  help  the  ryots.  If  this  resolution  is  passed  and  given 
effect  to  the  Government  will  have  to  lose  something  like  Bs.  30  lakhs 
in  the  land  revenue.  With  such  a  fall  in  revenue,  how  can  Government 
function  ?  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  rightly  pointed  out  that  land  re¬ 
venue  is  the  only  stable  revenue  and  all  others  are  fluctuating  re¬ 
venues,  and  if  this  stable  revenue  is  to  be  cut  down  by  50  per  cent ;  how 
will  Government  function?  I  leave  it  to  the  House  to  answer  this 
question. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelilc'ara)  :  Sir,  my  resolution  is  to 
remit  50  per  cent,  of  the  land  revenue  and  to  postpone  the  date  of  colle¬ 
ction  of  the  arrears  at  present  due  to  the  last  instalment  of  1109.  I 
am  sure  that  this  House  will  unhesitatingly  carry  my  resolution  in  its 
present  form.  But  I  want  to  show  that  we  stand  together  and  ask 
from  the  Government  a  relief  which  is  absolutely  needed  for  the  coun¬ 
try  and  so  I  am  prepared  to  accept  the  amendment  of  Mr.  Kunju¬ 
krishna  Pillai  to  substitute  25  percent,  for  50  per.  cent,  With  regard  to 
the  amedment  moved  by  Mr.  T.  P.  Bamasubba  Aiyar,  I  must  say  that 
all  that  I  intended  by  land  revenue  is  ayacut  current  revenue.  That 
is  how  we  usually  understand  it.  If  there  is  any  defect  in  ^the  wording 
it  must  be  due  to  that  indiscriminate  application  of  ;the  term  ‘land 
revenue’  even  by  Government  officers  in  their  reports.  I  accept  that 
amendment  of  Mr.  T.  P.  Bamasubba  Aiyar.  He  has  suggested  that  the 
second  part  of  my  resolution  must  be  deleted.  Ido  not  accept  that. 
With  regard  to  the  (second  part  an  -  argument  was  put  forward  by . 
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Mr,  T.  P.  Ramasubba  Aiyar  and  Mr.  P.  K,  Narayana  Pillai  that  to  some 
extent  it  contradicts  the  view  expressed  by  this  House  on  a  prior  occa¬ 
sion,  I  am  extremely  sorry  that  the  elected  members  of  this  House 
attempt  to  find  certain  technical  defects  in  the  resolution. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  are  not  in  order  because  the  privileges 
and  rights  of  members  are  the  same  whether  they  are  elected  or 
nominated. 

Mb.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  .ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  I  do  not  say  that  a 
member  has  not  the  power  to  do  it.  I  am  only  making  an  observation 
that  my  friend  Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai  was  trying  to  find  one  or  two 
defects  which  I  fully  believe  do  not  oxist  in  the  resolution  and  find  some 
reason  for  not  supporting  it  fully.  My  resolution  says  : 

“This  Assembly  recommends  to  the  aover.nu.ait  that  50  por  oont.  of  tbs  load  re- 
venue  duo  lor  the  your  1109  bo  remitted  and  that  the  arrears  of  revenue  at  pre¬ 
sent  duo  be  realised  without  iutorost  only  with  the  last  instalment  of  1109”. 

The  terms  are  specific  and  I  draw  a  distinction  between  the  two 
items  of  revenues  and  I  do  not  know  how  a  member  could  think  that 
these  two  may  be  identified  and  argue  that  some  confusion  arises  be¬ 
cause  the  arrears  at  present  due  could  be  considered  as  land  revenue  due 
for  1109. 

Another  reason  giveu  here  is  that  this  House  has  expressed  a  view 
that  the  term  for  payment  may  be  extended  by  0  months  and  so  this 
amendment  is  in  conflict  with  that.  I  do  not  understand  it.  If  1  had 
asked  to  reduce  the  period,  one  could  say  that  I  have  moved  something 
in  conflict  with  the  prior  motion.  Here  I  am  only  asking  for  an  exten¬ 
sion  of  that  period.  I  do  not  think  it  is  “in  conflict  with  the  previous 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (AmLalapuzha  1) :  Did  the  House  say 
that  C  months  is  enough  for  payment  ? 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (, Mcwtihara )  :  Then  it  was  stated 
that  it  is  the  view  of  this  House  that  it  must  be  extended  by  six  months. 
It  does  not  moan  that  it  should  not  be  extended  any  more. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Amb-ila»szh%  I)  :  Why  was  it  then 
notjixed  ? 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (,! Taoclikara)  ’■  That  question  should 
have  been  asked  to  the  mover  of  the  motion  then. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzha  I)  :  I  suppose  the  mem¬ 
ber  also  voted  for  it. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Uaveii/Mra )  :  I  voted  because  I 
was  not  against  extending  the  period  by  six  months. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Why.  a  particular  gentleman  voted  on  a 
particular  occasion  does  not  arise. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Then  that  question 
must  be  considered  as  out  of  order. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Amhalapuzha  I) :  The  answer  too, 
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Hr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mnoelikara)  :  What  I  have  to  say  is 
that  I  do  not  accept  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  T-  P.  Ramasubba  Aiyar  with 
regard  to  the  deletion  of  the  latter  part. 

With  regard  to  the  reply  given  by  the  official  member,  I  believe 
him  fully  when  he  says  that  he  knows  the  condition  of  the  people  in 
the  country  as  much  as  the  elected  representatives  do.  But  I  am  ex¬ 
tremely  sorry  that  a  member  who  knows  so  fully  the  real  difficulties  of 
the  people  has  to  stand  up  and  advance  arguments  which  could  not  be 
accepted  by  any  of  us  on  this  side  of  the  House.  The  official  member 
was  saying  that  the  tax  is  the  first  charge  upon  the  land  and  so  it  should 
be  paid.  That  is  not  an  argument  which  should  come  from  a  Govern¬ 
ment  member.  We  know  that  it  is  the  first  charge.  That  is  the  very 
reason  why  we  come  and  now  ask  the  Government  to  give  us  some  re¬ 
lief.  It  was  made'a  first  charge  to  see  that  the  Government  realises  it 
promptly  without  difficulties.  It  was  to  help  the  administration  of  the 
State  that  this  was  allowed  as  the  first  charge.  That  is  no  argument 
for  the  Government  member  to  refuse  to  accept  my  resolution. 

Then  one  or  two  small  arguments  were  introduced  to  prejudice  this 
side  of  the  House.  The  Government  member  said  that  the  K.  I>,  H. 
P.  Company  had  some  acres  of  taxable  land  and  the  tax  on  that  also  will 
have  to  be  reduced.  He  also  said  that  the  house  rents  have  not  gone 
down.  If  by  a  concession  given  by  the  Government  these  individual 
companies  are  to  be  benefited,  we  do  not  at  all  grudge. 

MR.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated) :  Is  it  not  open  to  the 
Government  to  exclude  this  concession  to  the  K.  D.  H.  P.  Company  be¬ 
cause  they  are  governed  by  a  specific  contract  ? 

Mr.  A.  S.  QAlVlODARAN  ASAN  ( .Mavelika.ra ) :  Government  are  fully 
competent.  This  is  only  a  recommendation  of  this  Assembly. 

The  official  member  was  regreting  that  even  with  regard  to  the  1/8 
of  the  tax  realised  on  some  Je.im.am  lands  this  concession  has  to  be  ex¬ 
tended.  The  ryot  has  to  pay  the  Je.ntni  micheuaram  and  other  dues. 
Prom  the  Jenmi  he  could  not  get  so  much  concession.  It  depends 
upon  the  whim  of  the  Jenmi.  I  think  Government  occupies  a  much 
higher  position  than  the  Jenmi.  Even  if  the  Jenmi  does  not  show  any 
concession,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  see  that  these  conces¬ 
sions  are  given  to  the  people. 

MR.  T.  Si  JAYANTAN4IAMB00TIRI  (Tmvancore  Jenmies,  North)'. 
sjazflaoti  nilai  aigrro^ajssuasosidesi  am<gaca>o§d«ioo’lffigj? 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Maoelijcara):  Yes.  The  Jenmi ■  has  a 
heart  and  so  he  will  show  concessions. 

Then  Dr.  Kunjan  Pillai  was  saying  that  some  remission  has  been 
given  to  Nanjinad. .  That  is  a  reason  for  extending  the  concession  to 
other  parts  also.  The  Nanjinad  people  themselves  are  pleading  that 
that  concession  is  quite  inadequate  and  they  are,  praying  for  more. 

With  regard  to  the  commutation  rate  for  Eandnkrishi  tax,  I  think 
the  Official  Member  was  not  well-advised  in  bringing  forward  that 
argument.  The  Kandukrishi  commutation  rate  was  fixed  at  6  fanams 
when  the  price  was  7  fanams.  Now  the  price  of  paddy  is  7  or  8 
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chackrams.  Government  have  now  “fixed  the  commutation  rate  at  12 
chackrams.  The  Official  Member  says  that  Government  have  shown 
a,  concession  by  fixing  it  at  1 2  chackrams.  It  is  the  duty  of  Govern¬ 
ment  to  reduce  it  still  further  to  8  or  9  chackrams  per  para.  But  this 
House  cannot  in  any  way  ask  for  a  reduction  in  that  because  that  item 
has  been  removed  to  another  head  in  the  budget ;  therefore  a  reduction  ■ 
of  that  will  not  affect  the  general  revenues  of  the  State. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  P1LLAI  ( Ambalajmzha  I) :  What  does  the 
member  mean  by  State  ?  Is  it  people  ? 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara  )  :  Yes,  the  people. 

MR.  P-  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapv.zha  I)  :  Does  the  member 
know  the  extent  of  Kandukrishi  holdings  in  the  State  ? 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara):  If  the  member  does 
not  know,  he  may  refer  to  the  Land  Revenue  Manual. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha  I)  :  I  am  asking 
whether  the  member  knows. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara.)  :  Yes,  I  know  it-  I 
thought  the  member  wanted  to  know  it- 

The  Kandukrishi  tax  goes  to  another  head  altogether. 

MR,  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambcdapuzha  1) :  If  a  reduction  is 
made  in  the  Kandukrishi  tax,  will  it  not  benefit  the  tenants  ? 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Surely. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (AmbahpuMia  I):  Would  it  not 
be  a  benefit  conferred  upon  a  portion  of  the  people  of  the  State 

MR.  A,  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Yes. 

MR.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated ):  Was  it  not  the  con¬ 
tention  of  the  member  that  the  reduction  of  the  commutation  rate  has 
not  gone  sufficiently  far  ? 

.  MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara) :  It  does  not  go 

sufficiently  far. 

Dr.  Kunjan  Pillai  was  terrifying  the  House  by  sayiug  that  if  this 
reduction  is  accepted,  the  revenue  next  year  will  go  down  by  Rs,  80  lakhs. 

I  am  UDable  to  understand  the  arithmetic  of  his  calculation.  Either 
we  must  believe  Dr.  Kunjan  Pillai,  or  we  must  believe  the  budget. 

If  we  believe  Dr.  Kunjan  Pillai,  we  must  disbelieve  the  budget. 
Now  we  find  that  the  revenue  to  be  derived  next  year  under  current 
Ayacut  is  Rs.  32  lakhs,  of  which  Rs.  1,1)0,000  will  go  to  the  Kandukrishi 
Fund,  Then  we  have  only  Rs.  30  lauhs,  2!5  per  cent,  of  which  will 
come  to  about  Rs.  71-  lakhs.  So  even  if  effect  is  given  to  the  resolu¬ 
tion,  it  will  not  in  any  way  jeopardize  the  administration.  It  will  be  a 
matter  of  grace  to  Government,  if  they  accept  it  now,  since  about  8 
days  back  a  cut  motion  was  passed  in  this  House.  With  these 
words,  I  press  both  parts  of  the  resolution  to  vote.  I  request  the 
Chair  to  split  the  resolution,  as  desired  by  Mr,  Bamasubba  Aiyar,

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Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESvARAN  PILLAI  (Iiunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  Is  this  remission  to  be  made  only  after  deducting 
the  Devaswom  fund  ?  I  think  the  Devaswom  Fund  goes  out  of  this 
Bs,  30  lakhs. 

MR,  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  It  is  from  the  Es.  32 
lakhs  that  this  has  to  be  reduced. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  Sir,  I  am  glad  that  the 
member  has  accepted  my  amendment. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Since  you  are  the  mover  of  the  amendment 
I  wanted  to  know  whether  you  have  anything  to  say  about  Mr.  Asan’s 
idea  of  spliting  up  the  resolution. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I):  I  have.no  objection 
to  split  it  if  it  is  necessary  and  if  there  is  any  confusion.  So  far  as  I 
am  concerned,  there  is  no  such  confusion.  But  I  have  absolutely  no 
objection  to  split  the  amendment.  There  is  a  substantial  conflict  be¬ 
cause  there  is  a  change  from  three  months  to  six  months.  But  the 
main  idea  underlying  the  resolution  is  to  help  the  ryots.  That  is 
the  subject  on  which  we  have  passed  a  cut  motion. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  It  is  only  with  regard  to  the  spliting  up 
that  I  wanted  to  ask  you. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  Have  I  not  got  a  right 
of  reply  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  have  no  right  of  reply  now.  Has  the 
official  member  got  to  say  anything  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  Dr  N.  KUNJANPILLAI  (Ag.  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner)  :  I  have  nothing  to  say. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  will  first  put  Mr.  Bamasubba  Aiyar’s 
amendment. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  I  have  accepted  his 
amendment  about  Ayaeut  current  revenue. 

MR,  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated) :  But  he  has  not  accept¬ 
ed  the  seoond  part  of  my  amendment. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara):  I  beg  to  submit  a 
point  of  order.  If  the  resolution  is  split  up  into  two,  then  Mr.  Bama- 
subba  Aiyar’s  amendment  would  only  amount  to  opposing  the  second 
part  of  the  resolution. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  I  will  split  the  resolution  into  two  and 
put  them  to  vote  separately.  The  first  part  of  Mr.  Asan’s  resolution 
runs  as  follows :

the  Government  that  immediate  steps  be  taken  for  more  efficient  and 
useful  management  of  the  Carpentry  and  Smithery  School  at  Quilon, 
NIGHT  SCHOOLS. 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated)  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  the  following 
resolution: 

“This  assembly  recommends  to  the  Government  that  night  schools 
be  established  in  the  importment  towns  imparting  a  prescribed  course 
of  general  education  to  skilled  artisans  residing  in  them. 

No  system  of  education  of  a  civilized  country  can  be  said  to  be 
perfect  which  makes  no  provision  for  the  education  of  the  adult  popula¬ 
tion.  A  system  like  ours  which  does  not  make  provision  for  compulsory 
education  must  be  considered  to  be  imperfect.  There  are  in  this 
country  a  huge  army  of  expert  labourers  from  all  castes  and  communi¬ 
ties  working  in  Government  institutions  and  factories  and  firms  owned 
by  foreigners  and  natives.  These  men  who  are  expert  mechanicians 
and  master  craftsmen  suffer  from  one  defect.  Because  they  have  no 
general  education,  they  always  remain  as  head  coolies  and  nothing  more. 
European  countries,  both  for  ordinary  and  skilled  labourers,  there  are 
night  schools  wherein  they  are  taught  the  general  principle  of  their 
profession.  The  system  of  education  we  follow  is  only  a  true  adapt¬ 
ation  of  the  west.  Then  why  not  Travancore  adopt  that  night  school 
system  also?  If  at  all  we  begin  to  adopt  -a  system,  wo  must  do  it  in  its 
entirety  and  in  all  its  aspects,

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Again,  it  is  also  learnt  that  in  factories  and  firms  in  civilized  coun' 
tries,  skilled  men,  men  of  exceptional  ability,  are  given  particular 
education  and  training  so" that  they  may  be  associated  with  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  business  at  least  in  times  of  necessity—  ' 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAS  (&g.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
I  am  not  able  to  hear  the  member, 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)-.  In  firms  and  factories  of 
civilized  countries,  men  of  exceptional  skill  are  given  technical  and 
general  education  to  improve  their  knowledge  in  the  scientific  principles 
of  their  profession,  so  that  they  may  be  associated  with  the  general 
'  management  and  direction  till  they  get  to  the  top.  Unfortunately,  in 
our  countries,  skilled  men,  who  are  employed  in  Government  institu¬ 
tions  and  factories,  remain,  as  I  said  before,  as  coolies  to  the  very  end  of 
their  life.  If  night  schools  are  established  and  they  are  taught  general 
and  technical  sides  of  education  I  am  sure,  skilled  men  will  be  able  to 
take  part  in  the  management.  Now,  Sir,  in  the  various  institutions  in 
which  skilled  members  are  employed,  the  actual  work  is  really  carried 
on  by  these  people  only.  But  the  pay  they  get  is  very  low  and  they 
never  get  to  the  top  because  they  do  not  possess  either  general  educa¬ 
tion  or  scientific  skill. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PIUAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  How  does  the  general 
education  obtaining  in  schools  help  these  skilled  men  to  get  promotion? 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated) :  The  system  of  English  educa¬ 
tion  makes  them  eligible  for  improved  prospects.  I  will  give  an  instance. 
There  are  in  this  country  men  who  are  very  smart  mechanics,  not  only 
well-versed  in  the  handling  of  plant  and  machinery  but  who  know  all 
complications  even  in  the  up-to-date  machinery. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PlLLAI  (Pattanamtitta) :  Am  I  to  understand 
the  member  to  say  that  those  persons  who  are  clever  mechanics  are 
kept  out,  because  they  have  not  acquired  the  necessary  general 
education? 

MR.  G.  NJLAKANTAN  (Nominated) ;  Exactly. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PlLLAI  (Pattanamtitta) :  Does  not  the  member 
realise  that  recent  recruits  to  such  places  are  those  who  have  already 
acquired  such  general  education? 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated):  But  they  do  not  get  sufficient 
education-  I  say,  the  general  education  should  be  taught  to  a  greater 
extent.  Then  only,  they  will  be  fit  to  take  the  place  of  management. 
With  these  words,  I  move  the  motion. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERT  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PlLLAI  ( Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
there  is  something  very  rotten  in  the  system  of  training  obtaining  in 
this  institution.  The  method,  it  appears  to  me,  is  somewhat  unsuitable 
to  the  conditions  in  Travancore.  The  other  day  a  carpenter  trained  in 
this  school  came  tome  and  asked  me  whether  I  could  not  get  him  a 
■  clerk’s  post  somewhere.  He  was  then  conducting  a  farm  in  Konni, . 
Government  had  given  him  about  10  acres  of  land..  .  :  _  ... 
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IWr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government') :  Which  is  the 
resolution  that  the  member  is  supporting  ?  We  are  now  dealing  with 
the  resolution  about  night  schools,  Sir  '? 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram .)  :  Sir,  I  support  that  resolution  also.  It  will  be  a  very 
useful  thing  to  find  out  means  whereby  the  general  knowlege  of  not 
only  carpenters  but  of  all  mechanics  and  artisans  in  general  could  be 
improved;  and  the  best  means,  so  far  as  I  can  think  of,  is  to  start  night 
schools. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzlut  I):  Should  that  be 
confined  to  the  artisan  class  alone  ? 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kumattnr  cum 
Pattanajniram)  :  Not  necessarily. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  The  resolution 
relates  to  skilled  artisans  alone.  Is  there  'any  objection  to  extend  it  to 
unskilled  artisans  also  ? 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattur  cnni 
Pattanapuram .)  :•  The  resolution  lays  stress  on  the  needs  of  the  skilled 
artisans,  because,  if  they  get  general  knowlede,  they  will  be  in  a  position 
to  display  their  skill  as  artisans  better  than  they  do  at  present. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ay.  Dir,  dor  of  Public  Instruction )  : 
The  resolution  speaks  of  general  education ;  but  I  thought  Mr.  Nilakan- 
tan  was  speaking  of  giving  the  skilled  artisans  in  the  country  facilities  for 
higher  professional  education.  I  wish  to  know  from  the  member  whe¬ 
ther  he  speaks  about  general  education  or  about  higher  professional 
education. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram )  :  The  resolution  speaks  of  prescribing  a  course  of 
general  education  to  skilled  artisans. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ay.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  ; 
But  Mr.  Nilakantan,  I  thought,  was  speaking  about  professional  edu¬ 
cation.  ‘  : 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PiLLAi  (Kunnattur  cutn 
Pattanapuram )  :  That  is  not  my  fault.  I  am  supporting  the  resolution 
and  not  the  mover’s  speech. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad) :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
Whether  unskilled  artisans  do  not  stand  in  need  of  general  education  ? 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  There  may  be  Several  classes  of  people  who  need 
general  education ;  but,  the  resolution  now  before  the  House  relates 
only  to  skilled  artisans;  and  I  am  supporting  it.  If  another  resolution 
for  the  provision  of  general  education  for  unskilled  artisans  or  for  other 
comes  up  before  the  House,  I  will  support  that  also.

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•  DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  member  has  already  resumed  his  seat.  — 
SIR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PiU-Al  (Ghanganachery  1 )  :  Sir,  I 
support  the  resolution.  This  resolution  is  part  of  the  very  wide  pro¬ 
blem  of  adult  education  :  and  the  mover  of  the  resolution  has  narrowed 
it  down  to  the  narrowest  possible  iimit.  As  Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai 
suggested  in  his  question,  this  is  really  a  very  wide  problem  and  a 
matter  for  the  deep  consideration  of  the  Education  Department.  Our 
student  life  now  comes  to  an  end,  practically,  at  an  early  age,  and  every 
man  and  woman  has  then  to  begin  the  real  fight  in  life  for  his  or  for 
her  subsistence.  That  is  a  fact  which  we  have  to  take  into  consider¬ 
ation.  “VVe  are  spending  huge  sums  of  money  on  education  in  the 
State.  Now  that  the  struggle  for  existence  is  so  keen,  nobody  can 
afford  to  spend  more  than  a  limited  number  of  years  for  acquiring 
general  knowledge.  Therefore,  the  authorities  of  the  Education 
Department  have  to  find  out  some  means  for  imparting  general  educa¬ 
tion  even  to  grown-up  persons  who,  by  the  nature  of  their  means  of 
livelihood,  could  not,  in  their  younger  days,  go  in  for  general  cultural 
education.  This,  to  a  great  extent,  is  the  case  with  the  artisan  classes 
and  the  members  of  the  depressed  classes.  It  is  only  in  recent  years 
that  the  Government  have  been  giving  some  facilities  and  encourage¬ 
ment  and  concessions  to  the  children  of  the  depressed  classes  for  study¬ 
ing  at  school.  But,  when  those  among  them  who  are  now  grown  up 
were  young,  they  had  none  of  these  concessions  and  they  could  not  get 
any  general  education.  Therefore,  we  now  find  a  number  of  these 
people  who  are  absolutely  illiterate,  absolutely  uneducated.  There  are 
also  many  artisans  and  skilled  workers  who  have  not  had  the  opport¬ 
unity  to  get  themselves  educated.  Therefore.  I  would  requ'est  the 
authorities  of  the  Education  Department  to  consider  the  question  in.  its 
broader  aspect  and  to  approach  it  with  a  generous  spirit  and  adopt  a 
constructive  policy. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I) Is  it  the  member’s  view  that 
night  schools  should  be  started  only  in  towns  and  not  in  the  mofussil  ? 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (.Ghanganachery  I)  :  From 
'what  I  have  already  stated,  it  would  have  been  clear,  I  thought  that  I 
wanted  a  broad  constructive  policy  to  be  followed. 

Mr  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  I)  ■  Is  it  not  necessary  to  open 
night  schools  in  village  parts  in  Travancore  ? 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Chang anaehery  1)  :  I  do 
not  think  that  the  question  deserves  an  answer  from  me.  There  are 
so  many  things  that  we  want.  But  the  question  whether  we  can  im* 
mediately  have  all  that  we  want  is  an  entirely  different  matter.  What 
we  now  ask  Government  to  do  is  to  take  the  first  step  forward  in  this 
direction,  so  .that,  in'the  near  future,  we  can  have  night  schools  in  as 
many  places  in  the  country  as  necessaL'y. 

^MR  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  1)1  May  -I  know  vyhether  the 
member  lays  ,  emphasis  on  the  broad  aspect  and  wide  scope  of  the  re¬ 
solution  ? 

Gi  MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Ghanganachery  I)  :  Cert¬ 
ainly  ,  I  have  approched  the  motion  in  its  broad  aspect  and  I  have  noW 
repeated  it  many  times. 
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Mr.  Nilakantan  has  recommended  to  Government  the  need  for 
imparting  instruction,  by  night  schools,  to  skilled  artisans-  I  find  a 
certain  amount  of  propriety  in  that  suggestion.  In  onr  country,  at 
present,  education  and  work  are  most  unfortunately  kept  in  two 
separate  water-tight  compartments  having  no  mutual  relationship  be¬ 
tween  them.  That  has  been  the  main  complaint,  both  in  the  press  and 
on  the  platform,  about  our  system  of  education.  The  present  education 
has  nothing  to  do  with  actual  life,  they  say.  It  is  simply  an  accumul¬ 
ation  of  culture  :  and  a  certain  amount  of  professional  and  utilitarian 
elements  has  to  be  introduced  into  it.  That  is  one  aspect  of  the  question. 
On  the  other  hand,  as  against  these  people  who  have  studied  just  a 
little  of  history,  geography  and  mathematics  and  who  have  absolutely 
no  practical  knowledge  whatever  tof  actual  life  in  the  world,  we  have 
another  set  of  persons  who  are  expert  workmen  but  who  are  absolutely 
illiterate.  A  combination  of  these  two,  work  and  culture,  will  certainly 
be  immensely  useful  to  the  country,  and  will  complete  each  other  beauti¬ 
fully.  Therefore,  as  I  said,  there  is  a  particular  propriety  in  recom¬ 
mending  the  need  of  cultural  education  for  workmen.  I  therefore 
hope  that  this  resolution,  of  Mr.G.  Nilakantan,  will  receive  sympathetic 
consideration  at  the  hands  of  the  authorities  of  the  Education 
Department. 

MB.  A.  EASWARA  PILi-AI  ( Kottarakam ) :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  resolution. 
The  mover  recommends  to  Government  the  establishment  of  night 
schools  in  towns  only.  His  intention,  obviously,  is  to  benefit  a  few 
skilled  artisans  dwelling  in  towns.  But,  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  necessity 
for  night  schools  is  more  keenly  felt  in  country  parts  than  in  towns  ; 
because,  the  vast  majority  of  illiterate  adults  are  living  in  villages,  and 
only  a  few  of  them  reside  in  towns. 

MB.  A.  THANU  P1LLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural)  :  Does  the  member  re¬ 
alise  that,  if  we  take  into  account  a  restricted  area,  a  sufficient  number 
of  skilled  artisans  could  be  found  only  in  towns  ? 

MB.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  (Kottarakam):  There  are  skilled  artisans 
in. villages  also.  So  far  as' the  artisans  in  towns  are  concerned,  they 
have  even  now  better  facilities  for  education  than  the  illiterate  adults 
in  the  villages. 

Mb.  A.  S.  OAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  Is  there  better 
factility  in  towns  for  adult  education  ? 

Mb.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAl  ( Kottarakam ):  I  do  not  object  to  the 
establishment  of  night  schools  in  towns,  and  the  mover  seems  to  object 
to  the  establishment  of  night  schools  in  villages.  The  mover  restricts 
the  establishment  of  them  in  towns  alone  ;  that  is  rather  deplorable. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAl  ( Changanachery  I )  :  Does 
the  resolution  contain  the  words,  only  in  town  ? 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAl  ( Kottarakam ) :  But,  I  want  the  resolu¬ 
tion  to  include  the  rural  parts  also,  That  is  why  I  oppose  it. 

The  resolution  is  restricted  in  another  aspect  also.  It  is  intended 
drily  for  the  benefit  of  artisans,  only  skilled  artisans.  There  are  very 
iaany  labourers  in  towns  who  are  not  artisans.  I  do  not  see  any  reason 
Vol,  I.  No.  12.  m 
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why  they  should  not  get  the  facilities  of  studying  in  night  schools.  As 
it  has  been  moved,  I  do  think  that  the  resolution  is  limited  in  its  scope 
and  sectarian  in  spirit.  I  therefore  strongly  oppose  it. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)'.  I  oppose 'the  re¬ 
solution  because  it  is  one  of  the  narrowest  resolutions  I  have  ever  seen. 
Not  only  that.  The  question  raised  in  the  resolution  can  aftord  to  wait 
till  a  broad-based  programme  of  night  schools  is  ushered  in.  Night 
schools  are  certainly  a  necessity  to  which  this  House  must  attend.  Now, 
the  mover  of  tbe  resolution  has  managed  to  limit  the  scope  of  his  re¬ 
solution  as  narrowly  as  possible ;  and  I  heartily  congratulate  him  for  bis 
success  in  that  direction.  His  resolution  is  intended  for  towns,  and  that 
only  for  artisans  living  in  towns,  and  not  for  all  artisans,  but  only  for 
skilled  artisans.  If  an  unskilled  artisan  goes  to  the  door  of  the  night 
school  and  seeks  admission,  Mr.  Nilakantan  will  say  •‘No,  you  will  not 
be  admitted  here  ;  this  school  is  intended  only  for  skilled  artisans-’  I 
do  not  see  the  justification  for  this  discrimination  between  skilled  and 
unskilled  artisans.  This  restriction— 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  May  I  know  from  the 
member . 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta ) :  (at  the  same  time 
as  Mr.  BivUann  Pillai)  :  It  is  not  only  the  skilled  artisans  that  need 
education. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
On  a  point  of  order,  Sir,  two  members  are  talking  simultaneously. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Sivatanu  Pillai  wants  to  ask  a  question, 
Mr.  Krishna  Pillai. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta ) :  I  am  not  prepared 
to  answer  any  question,  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  It  is  not  courtesy,  Mr.  Krishna  Pillai.  Mr. 
Sivatanu  Pillai,  if  he  likes,  may  put  the  question- 

MR.  in.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  I  do  not  propose  to  put  any 
question  to  the  member,  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  You  may  then  go  on  with  your  speech,  Mr. 
Krishna  Pillai. 

MR.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  :  Sir,  can  a  member  say 
that  he  is  not  prepared  to  answer  a  question  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  think  it  is  not  courtesy  shown  to  any 
member.  Mr.  Sivatanu  Pillai  if  he  likes  to  put  a  question  may  put  the 
question. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta) :  Then  I  shall  answer 

his  question. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)-.  Ido  not  propose  to  put  a 
question  to  Mr.  E.  V.  Krishna  Pillai. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta )  '■  It  is  generally  an. 
unskilled-  artisan  that  stands  to  gain  more  by  acquiring  general 
education.  If  want  of  skill  consists  in  his  inability  to  read  up-to-  date 
lit-prature  on  the  subject  in  which  he  is  engaged,  he  '  must  be  helped 
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by  providing  him  with  the  means  to  come  in  contact  :  with  new 
schemes  or  new  changes  in  his  sphere  of  profession.  But  Mr.  Nila- 
kantan  says  ‘you  have  no  place  here  because  you  are  unskilled.’  On 
the  other  hand.  Sir,  the  skilled  artisan  can  make  money  and  he  can 
engage  a  private  tutor  if  he  does  not  find  it  uncomfortable  to  retain  him. 
So,  this  restriction  has  spoiled  the  spirit  of  the  resolution.  And  I  would 
certainly  ask  this  House  not  to  vote  for  this  resolution  lest  we  should  be 
taken  for  those  who  have  lost  sight  of  a  broader  policy  in  our  craze  for 
adhering  to  a  very  limited  suggestion.  Then,  Mr.  Nilakantan  has  not 
made  out  any  case  at  all  for  the  position  he  has  taken,  that  the  artisans 
engaged  in  towns  are  wanting  in  general  education.  That  is  the  diffi¬ 
culty.  Probably  he  may  have  in  view  some  old  fellow,  who  certainly 
did  not  come  under  the  new  system  of  education  and  who  is  very  clever 
only  in  one  branch  of  the  activities  of  artisans,  carpentry,  smithery,  or 
anything  like  that,  who  may  stand  in  need  of  such  education.  It  might 
be  that  the  benefit  of  modern  education  was  denied  to  such  men  when 
they  entered  life  and  that  they  could  not  get  into  schools  because  there 
were  no  schools  then.  It  is  only  in  the  case  of  such  people  that 
such  general  education  need  be  imparted-  On  the  other  hand,  in 
a  motor  driver  or  an  electrician  or  even  a  rickshawalla  whom  w e  see 
towns,  Sir,  has  acquired  a  sufficient  degree  of  ■  general  education  under 
the  modern  system  of  instruction.  We  do  not  see  anybody  in  towns 
below  the  age  of  35  or  40  who  has  not  already  acquired  general  educa¬ 
tion,  probably  equal  to  that  attained  by  some  occupying  higher  position 
in  life.  So  it  is  not  a  growing  need.  It  is  only  a  declining  need.  Mr.  Nila¬ 
kantan  wants  only  those  men  to  be  benefited  whose  ranks  are  fastly 
thinning.  We  ought  to  provide  for  future  generations  who  ought  to  be  of 
use  to  this  State.  In  that  view  also,  such  a  concession  is  not  at  all 
called  for. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  [Nedumangad)  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion.  I 
am  sorry,  some  of  us  are  sorry,  and  many  of  us  are  sorry,  to  have  to 
■oppose  the  resolution  before  the  House.  This  resolution  that  has  been 
moved  by  the  champion  of  skilled  artisans,  Mr.  Nilakantan,  we  are  com¬ 
pelled  to  oppose  because  the  suggestion  by  itself  is  narrow  in  vision, 
bigoted  in  idea,  conservative  in  idealism  and  unacceptable  in  its  entirety. 
Sir,  the  resolution  applies  only  to  skillsd  artisans  who  shall  be  given 
general  education  by  starting  night  schools.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is 
admitted  by  all  that  the  unskilled  artisans,  the  young  artisans,  require 
general  education  and  not  the  old  people.  By  a  skilled  artisan  is  meant 
a  parson  who  is  aged  with  one  foot  in  the  grave  and  such  a  person,  Sir, 
does  not  stand  in  need  of  general  education  in  the  State  at  all.  If  the 
younger  generation  who  are  employed  in  the  various  factories  and  other 
places  and  who  pursue  various  professions  are  given  general  education 
by  starting  night  schools,  there  is  no  objection  in  doing  so.  But  since 
the  resolution  is  worded  as  it  stands,  and  further,  since  the  gentleman 
who  supported  the  resolution  was  reluctant  when  questioned  to  widen 
the  scope  of  the  resolution,  I  oppose  it. 

.  MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag  .'Director  of  Public  Instruction)- 
Let  me  begin  by  saying  that  Government  have  adequately  recognised

and  realised  the  importance  of  night  schools  as  a  means  of  general  educa¬ 
tion  for  adults  for  some  years  now.  I  think  it  is  more  than  fifteen 
years  since  the  first  set  of  rules  for  the  management  and  administration 
of  night  schools  were  prepared  by  the  department  and  sanctioned  by  the 
Government.  Five  years  later,  in  1923,  Government  called  upon  the 
department  to  revise  the  rules  and  to  extend  and  make  more  generous 
the  concessions  given  to  private  night  schools.  I  would  like,  Sir,  to 
place  before  the  House  an  extract  from  the  Government  Order  of  1923 
which  says : 

gtnuino  demand  for  night  sohoo]  instruction  on  the  part  of  the  adults  among 
them.  Government  considered  it  desirable  to  bring  about  a  network  of  night  schools 
throughout  tho  State  to  be  opened  by  private  agencies  with  the  help  of  grant- 
in-aid  from  the  Government .  The  Direotor  of  Public  instruction  was  accord¬ 
ingly  asked  to  submit  for  the  approval  of  Government  rules  for  the  better  ad- 

So,  far,  then>  as  night  schools  are  concerned,  Sir,  I  contend  that 
the  Government  have 'adequately  recognised  their  importance  and  use¬ 
fulness.  But  the  Government’s  policy  as  at  present  advised  has  been 
that  private  effort  should  be  encouraged  by  means  of  grant-in-aid.  Mr. 
Nilakantan  apparently  proposes  that  night  schools  should  be  started  and 
conducted  under  departmental  management.  I  think,  Sir,  that  it  is  a 
change  of  policy  which  Government  cannot  be  called  upon  to  accept 
just  at  this  moment  when  the  Statham  Beport  and  Statham  recom¬ 
mendations  are  being  awaited. .  Adult  education,  as  Mr.  Padmanabha 
Piilai  pointed  out,  is  one  of  the  most  important  aspects  of  general  educa¬ 
tion.  It  is  important  from  the  political  point  of  view,  it  is  import¬ 
ant  from  the  economic  and  social  point  of  view.  Some  of  the  members 
might  recollect  the  very  caustic. remark  that  a  British  statesman  made 
when  the  Elementary  Education  Act  was  being  passed  in  England.  Soon 
after  the  labouring  classes  had  been  enfranchised,  he  said  “  we  must 
now  educate  our  masters”.  When  democratic  institutions  are  introduc¬ 
ed  and  the  franchise  is  widened,  it  is  very  necessary  that,  by  as  quick 
and  as  rapid  methods  as  possible,  we  create  a  literate  and  an  educated 
electorate.  But  I  am  not  concerned,  Sir,  so  much  with  the  political  im¬ 
portance  as  with  the  social  and  economic  importance  of  adult  education. 
It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  the  most  successful  and  the  most  necessary 
method  by  which  all  that  we  imply  by  rural  uplift  and  rural  reconstruc¬ 
tion  can  be  effected.  How  much  has  been  achieved  by  adult  educa-  • 
tion,  for  instance,  folk-schools  in  Denmark  and  the  University 
■  Extension  work  and  the  work  of  the  Workers’  Educational  Association 
in  England  is  well  known  to  students  of  education.  But  here  in  India 
adult  education  has  been  in  a  very  backward  condition.  I  am  not  sure 
whether  some  of  our  night  schools  are  not  bogus  schools.  In  the  admini¬ 
stration  report  of  last  year  we  find  about  27  night  schools  in  which 
there  are  about  750  pupils.  How  many  of  these  schools  are  working 
regularly  and  satisfactorily  I  cannot  personally  say. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMAWABHA  PILLAI  (Chcmganachery  1) :  Is  any 
kind  of  inspection  conducted  ?  .  . 
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Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARA#  Ug.  Director  oj  Public  Instruction)  '• 
Personally  I  have  some  knowledge  of  the  night  schools  conducted  in 
Trivandrum.  But  I  have  no  personal  knowledge  of  the  night  schools 
conducted  outside  Trivandrum.  But,  as  I  was  saying,  these  schools  are 
under  the  control  and  supervision  of  the  Assistant  Inspectors  of 
Vernacular  Schools.  They  are  already  over-burdened  with  the  inspec¬ 
tion  of  the  regular  day-schools.  I  am  not  at  all  sure  whether  the  in¬ 
spection  of  these  night  schools  is  being  conducted  as  satisfactorily  as 
they  might  b9  conducted.  Anyhow,  Sir.it  is  very  important  that  not 
only  by  means  of  night  schools  but  by  means  of  various  other  forms  of 
adult  education,  lantern  lectures,  village  libraries,  educational  cinema 
films  and  radio  and  broad-casting,  for  instance,  the  adult  population  who 
have  been  deprived  of  the  benefits  of  education  and  culture  should  get 
some  knowledge  of  modern  life  and  modern  ideas.  That  is  a  matter 
which  no  one  will  contest. 

The  real  trouble  Sir,  is  partly  with  regard  to  funds  and  partly  with 
regard  to  the  nature  of  the  policy  that  should  be  adopted  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment — whether  Government  should  directly  and  by  departmental 
organisation  conduct  these  institutions  for  adult  education  or  whether 
they  should  give  generous  grants  for  encouraging  private  effort.  In 
view,  Sir,  of  the  fact  that  this  question  of  adult  education  has  been 
placed  before  the  Stathaxn  Committee  as  a  definite  term  of  reference  by 
the  preliminary  committee  which  drafted  the  agenda  for  the  Statham 
Committee  and  in  view  of  the  certainty  that  the  Statham  Committee 
will  make  recommendations  about  this  matter  I  would  request  Mr. 
Nilakantan  to  withdraw  his  resolution.  In  view  also  of  the  rather  un¬ 
expected  and  warm  opposition  which  his  resolution  has  met  with  from 
various  unexpected  quarters,  I  hope  he  will  realise  that  it  is  wiser  not  to 
press  this  resolution,  which,  according  to  some  of  the  speakers,  is  rather 
couched  in  narrow  terms. 

MR.  T.  P,  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether,  even  in  the  interval  before  the  Statham  Committee 
Report  is  acted  upon,  the  existing  rules  permit  of  liberal  grants  being 
■awarded  for  private  schools? 

Mr.  C.  V.  GHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
That  is  so.  Every  night  school  can  get  for  every  teacher  in  that  school, 
if  the  teacher  has  no  other  employment,  Bs.  5  per  month.  If  the 
teacher  is  otherwise  also  employed,  he  gets  Bs.  3  a  month.  There  is  also 
one  rupee  paid  as  grant  for  lighting  expenses  for  every  calendar  month. 
Any  private  enterprise  will  receive  due  consideration  and  recognition  at 
the  hands  of  the  department, 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILL Ai  ( Ghanganachery  I) ;  May! 
take  it  also  that  more  efficient  inspection  will  be  conducted  ? 

iR.  C.  V.  GHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
I  am  afraid  I  cannot  give  a  promise  now.  The  strength  of  the  inspec- 
tion  staff  is  small  and  the  work  they  have  to  turn  out  is  yery  heavy. 
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HR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAS  ■  {Quilon  I):  May  I  know  why  we 
cannot  accept  the  resolution  ?  Is  it  not  due  to  the  fault  in  the  wording 
of  the  resolution  ? 

Director  of  Public  Instruction) :  ■ 
j  agree.  ,  The  resolution  is  worded  in  rather  narrow  terms.  '

way  of  explanation.  Somehow  or.  other  the  word  artisan  is  a  red  hull 
to  some  of  the  members  here.  I  did  not  refer  to  any  particular  caste  at 
all.  I  know 'that  the  system  of  opening  night  schools  for  all  adult 
population  is  a  costly  affair. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  I):  May  I  know  what  the 
member  means  when  he  says  that  the  artisan  is  a  red  bull  ? 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  {Nominated) :  There  has  been  a  lot  of 
opposition.
